I Will not tire the Reader with a long 
Harangue in commendation of this 
Hiflory ; it will\ I hope, /peak for it 
felf Nor will I go about to 'vindicate the 
TranJlation, let it take its Chance and ft and 
or fall by the Vote of the Ingenious . My 
defign is firffi , to inform the Reader , that 
1 have reduced this Work to a much leffer 
compafi than the Original Spanifh ; yet at 
the fame time nothing of the Hiftorical 
fart is diminijhed, perhaps fome of the 
Ornament . I have not omitted the mofi 
inconfiderable pafjage, nor leffned any ma¬ 
terial circumftances ; aU that has been cut 
off is only long Speeches, for the mofl part 

never 
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never thought of by thofe they are father¬ 
ed upon , only added by the Author to Jet j 
out his Work ; tedious Lijls of Officers 
and Gentlemens Names who were prefent 
at any ConJjderable Allions, which Names 
are of no ufe to us ; thofe of the Com¬ 
manders in Chief and fuch as particularly 
Jignalized t he mfelves, being fufficient for 
Hiflory; and fome flights and reflexions 
of the Author, which only ferve to make i 
up the bulk of a Volume. ~And thus much 
Jaid may fuffice at to the bringing this 
Book into Jo fmafl a compafs. The next 
thing I have to offer is, that though ma- ' 
ny of the AX ions this Hiflory contains 
may at flrfl fight appear incredible, yet % 
we mufl not therefore immediately conclude 1 
it to be fabulous ; for upon fecona thoughts 
we (hall not only find thofe very things 
poffible but very praXicable. It is hard \ 
to perfuade Juch jmall numbers of Portu - \ 
guefes could defeat fuch vajl Armies, and tj 
take Towns fortified and (Irongly GarrI § 
Joned ; but all wonder mufl ceaje when we J 
conflder the Portugufes were Europeans, 1 
always much fuperior to the Aflaticks for | 
valour ;. that thofe were men enured to ji 
continual Wars with the Moors, and con - J 
Jcquently well train'd and difciplind, thefe j| 
raw and confufed Multitudes ; that though I

the Indians had Fire Arms, they were far 
inferiour to the Portuguefes in the handling 
of them-, that thePortuguefes overcame as 
much ly Policy as ly Strength, [owing divifi- 
ons among thofe Princes, and dividing their 
own Subject from them-, that the Natives 
weary o f their fubjeclion to the Moors, were 
inclinable to change Maflers, and try whe¬ 
ther the Portugues Poke were lighter than 
that till then they had born, lo be fhort, 
every judicious Perfon will find reafons 
enough to convince the pofitbility of thofe 
Aflions, fince it is allowed Alexander the 
the Great and many others overcame in¬ 
numerable Multitudes with handfuls of 
Men. Befides) though the Author Jets 
down the number of Portuguefes, I believe 
he does not always mention the Natives 
that ajfijled them, becaufe the Glory of the 
Conque/l belonged to the former, let if 
there be any fo hard of belief as Jlill to 
doubt, I will not be Jo pofitive or zealous 
in the behalf of my Author , as not to 
grant he may, have [trained fome point;, 
thereby to add to the Honour of his Na¬ 
tion ; not fo but in the main the Action 
is real as is demonflrable by their Pojfejfi- 
ons in Alia, but fo as the Circumftances 
might be fomewhat heightned, the more to 
raife the admiration of thofe Vndeitakings.

PREFACE. 

T H E narrow Bounds of the 
Kingdom of Portugal could 
now no longer contain the 
greatnefs of its Natives Hearts. There- 
fore carried on by a Glorious Boldnefs, 
they fo far extended thofe limits, that 
they infinitely exceeded the mealure of 
the firft Matter. Great undertakings 
are fubjed: to the dangers of great dit 
appointments. But Fortune, vvhofe on¬ 
ly care it then feemed to be, not to 
expoie them to the Eyes of the World 
with any difgrace, having meafured their 
ftrength and capacity, found it necefia- 
ry to encreafe their Dominions by adding 
to them at one time great part of Mau¬ 
ritania ; then a greater of Ethiopia ; at 

ano- 
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another time that vaft extent of Afia, 
and laflly that not inconfiderablfi Re¬ 
gion of America , called Brazil or New 
Lufttavia. Having conquered the Weft, 
they palled to the South , and having 
fubdued this they went on to tjbe Raft. 
All they attempted with their Arms, 
they perfeded with their Fortune, who 
Teemed to be lifted in their Service. 
Such was their Conduct in the moft 
difficult Entcrprizes, whereby they en¬ 
larged themfelves io as to have room 
to breath the greatne(s*of their Spirits, 
that what in other Nations by reafon 
of its immoderate greatnefs would have 
threatned ruin, in this Teems a moft: 
admirable Ornament of moft various 
matter wherewith the Temple of the 
Chriftian Fame is illuftrated and adorn¬ 
ed. At length thefe Great Spirits fpread 
themfelves over all the Land and Seas, 
and to make the whole circumference 
of them their bounds, overrunning that 
vaft diftance that is from the Coafts 
of Spain to thofe of China, and filling 
both the Hemilpheres with the Glory 
of their Name. They followed the Sun 
from his Setting to his Rifing, and 
equalled his Courfe. The Exploits per* 
formed in this wonderful Courfe in 

the 
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ihe Tpace of 233 Years are the fubjed 
of this Second Work, which I now take 
in Hand, purfiiant to what I promifed 
in the firft of our Europe; the general 
applaufe that has met with, calls on 
me for the performance of this. Here 
will be Teen Adions, by how much 
the more admirable, the Jefs Credible, 
and indeed more truly real, than in ap¬ 
pearance probable. For though true, 
it does not feem likely, that Tometimes 
100 Men indifferently Armed , fhould 
encounter great Armies much better 
provided. Thefe are the Adions which 
may juftly entitle the Performers to be 
filled Heroes; a Name Tince given gra¬ 
tis to whom it was not due. For a great 
number to overcome a leffer, though 
equal in Arms and Courage, is rather 
the effed of Number than Valour, and 
feems to carry more of Cowardifc than 
Virtue. Hence it is that thofe who are 
To overcome, though they lofe the Field 
do * not lofe the Glory; but if duly 
weighed, merit the greater Efleem, for 
that they dared encounter at fo great a 
difadvantage. We may therefore with 
reafon affirm, that the Portuguefes on 
thefe occafions merited admiration, ei¬ 
ther as Conquerors or Conquered ; as 

Con- 
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Conquerors, for having overcome; as 
Conquered, for having dared much. 
This had been before their Fate in Eu¬ 
rope againft the Roman and African Mul* 
ritudes that overrun all Spain . Let us 
fee whether the fame Fortune attends 
them in Afia. Without doubt it does. 
Soon fliall we fee innumerable Multi¬ 
tudes flying from their fmall Numbers, 
and looking back with amazement to 
fee who purfues and deflroys them. 
We fhall fee them drove by the terror 
of the Looks, not the Number of thofe 
who prefs them. We fliall fee Battels 
fought with fuch relolution, that nei¬ 
ther the Vidfor fhall rejoice, nor the 
Overcome lament. In Sieges, fuch bar¬ 
barous obflinacy , that defpairing of 
Vi&ory, they will burn themfelves with 
all they hold precious, that their Ene¬ 
mies may reap no other Fruit of their 
Conquefl: buc the difmal fpedfacles of 
the Flapics. We fliall fee not only Va¬ 
lour, but Rage and Defpair overcome. 
The toil of coming at the Enemies will 
be greater fometimes than that of de¬ 
feating them. We may be fometimes 
overpowered by Number, not overcome 
by Valour; for though upon fome ocea¬ 
ns Fortune forfook all, yet few were 

forfaken 
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forfaken of their Courage. Thefe Gene¬ 
rous Spirits looked upon the hardfhips 
of the Campagne, no otherwife than 
if they had been the conveniences of 
their Houfes, and upon doubtful Battels, 
as fure Vi&ories. With the flrfl: they 
began to raife, I will not fay Forts, but 
Draughts of thofe they afterwards erect¬ 
ed. To thefe, and chiefly to the Ca¬ 
pitol of Goa fhall be brought by force, 
or come through fear, many Princes in 
Chains, and many by their Embafladors. 
Nothing will appear in that Noble City 
but Triumphs. Nothing lefs in the 
Triumphs, than the People and Riches 
of all Afia ; thefe in the Hands of the 
Conquerors, and thofe in the Chains of 
their Captivity. But there is nothing 
in them we look upon with more de¬ 
light, than the Elephants loaded w r ith 
Caflles, and the Carriages with Guns, 
which not long before were our Terror ; 
thefe for their Greatnefs and Number, 
thofe for their Number and Rarity. Re¬ 
ligion, which we value above all, and 
Which was the chief ground of all thefe 
Undertakings, will be more exalted, 
rrampling upon Idolatry, for at each 
flroke of the Evangelical Sword fell a 
thoufand Idols of the Pagods; and a 
(a) thoufand 
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thoufand Pagods in the Theaters of 
Battle. It will appear that many Fami¬ 
lies held themfclves in greater account 
for being overcome by us, and in con- 
fcquence thereof the Conquerors and 
Conquered joined and united in the Sa¬ 
cred Bonds of frequent Marriages; and 
many overcoming thofe by whom they 
had before been defeated, under our 
Enfigns ; and that the Monuments of 
our Victories are not now Broken arms 
and Warlike Engines hanging on Trees 
upon Mountains, but Cities, Elands and 
Kingdoms, firft groaning under our Feet, 
and then worfhipping our Government. 
Some warned with the Example of others 
Ruins, fhall prevent their own, by ac¬ 
cepting of our Propofals. For in the 
beginning we invited all to embrace our 
Amity; efteeming it a greater happinefs 
to gain voluntary Friends, than to make 
forced Slaves. By exprefs Order from 
our Kings, we endeavoured to heap great 
Riches, extend our Dominions, and ac¬ 
quire Glory rather with Politick Reafon, 
than Odious Violence. We modeftly 
courted thole, we could itivade forcibly. 
In fine, we fhall fee the Portugues Arms 
not content with the VVejl, piercing 

through and Ipreading over the Baft; 

failing

failing unknown Seas, trampling Provin¬ 
ces and incredible Difficulties; difeover- 
ing fundry Nations, planting among 
them firm Fortrefles and other Build¬ 
ings: And laftly* giving Honour to their 
Country, and Light to the World with 
their Discoveries and Conqucfts in fb 
remote Regions. Thus taming various 
and obftinate Spirits and Humours, with 
Perfuafions when they prevailed , and 
with Valour when they refuted to 
hearken to us, we fhall of fundry Ele¬ 
ments compofe a Body worthy thofe 
Noble Spirits that failed thither, worthy 
the Zeal of thofe Kings who fent, and 
the Magnificence of the Captains that 
Commanded them. All the Aftions 
fhall be fuch as deferve not only to be 
equalized with the moffc Heroick of An¬ 
tiquity, but even that thefe fhould be 
forgot to celebrate thofe, were not Man¬ 
kind fubjeft to give more applaufe to 
what he hears, than what he fees. What 
is pad: is celebrated with Memory and 
Admiration, the prefent is treated with 
Oblivion and Envy. We are perfuaded 
the one leflens, the other indrafts us; 
and even in the prefent there are Exam¬ 
ples as proper for our inftruftions, as 
the molt famous in decayed Antiquity. 

(.a ) This 
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This Book without doubt will prove it. 

I will anlwer it. As the Power of Man 
is by fo much the weaker, by how 
much God declares himfelf more offend¬ 
ed at them ; (o it is the more power¬ 
ful, by how much he is the more pro¬ 
pitious. His Omnipotence feemed now 
to be pleafed with thefe his Conquerors, 
(for indeed they were his) fo that in¬ 
deed it will always be doubtful which 
was moll to be admired, whether their 
Conquering fo much, being fo few, or 
the daring Attempt, it being no greater 
a Number. Such was the fuccefs where¬ 
with they,gained every thing, it looked 
as if the World had chofc them to be 
the Uni\erfal Lords. Nor did they feem 
to be fent as Souldiers, with Arms to 
wage War, but as Leg^^rs, with 
power to give Laws, Who then will 
admire that the whole circumference of 
the Earrh fiiould fubmit to lo fmall a 
number of fuch Hcroick Spirits , they 
bein'! rather led by Aufpicious Fates, 
than Valiant Generals ? Never had they 
fallen from this height, had not their 
own overfights and diffractions been 
the caufeof their fall, that Divine Good- 
nefs that had fo much exalted being no 
longer able to bear with them. This 

will 
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will oblige me to relate fome things, 
which it were more proper for the Ho 
nour of my Country lliould be buried in 
oblivion than publifhed ; but the fincc« 
rity of Hiftory requires nakednefs, and 
gives as good an Example to Poftericy, 
condemning vicious and bafe Actions, 
as commending the Juft and Virtuous. 
Fortune having been lavilhly liberal to 
us, we had no left than reaton to fufpeCt 
file could not be very durable. For Hu* 
man Affairs having no fixe point, it is 
plain that thofe who arrive at the height, 
mud again fall as low as the various ac* 
cidents of volubility it fclf can carry 
them. As great as the Exploits, were 
the Riches obtained by them, and as 
great as thefe the Vices they uihered in. 
The caufe of thefe great Evils is, that 
there are Men, who not content to poG 
fefs what’ they only could have wifhed, 
would obtain what even in willies ought 
not to be fought after. We ftiall fee 
fome, who coming poor into the wealthy 
Indies, left them poor that they might 
come out molt wealthy. This is grie* 
vous, but much more to be lamented it 
is, that the Example of many who came 
from thence without Fortunes when in 
its fplendor, was of no force to curb 
(a 3 ) others 
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others from making vail Eftates when 
groaning under its Calamities. The be* 
ginnings will not be very bulky, for the 
greatest things never had great begin* 
nings. All things in their Original are 
fmall and almoft contemptible. The 
greateft Exploit and mod gIorioi$ Vi* 
dory had its beginning in the Stable of 
Bethlehem. 
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CHAP. I. 

Difcoveries under Prince Henry, from the 
Tear 1411. till the Tear 1448. 
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1. IKE an Impetuous Torrent 

did the Mahometans fpread 
themfelves over the Lefler 
Afia , after the Catholick 
Arms had expelled them our 
Provinces. The Chriftian 
Princes bufied in deftroying each other, 
looked on their Progrefs, without attempt¬ 
ing to put any flop to the Current; when 
ahe Kings of Portugal, as the firft who had 

B fluken 
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fliakenoff themlelves the Burthen of thofe 
Barbarians, and the firft who paired over to 
crufh them in Africk ( obeying the Decrees 
of Heaven which required it) undertook 
to be the firft who {hould ftop their pro-

the Firft, accompanied his Father in the 
glorious taking of Ceuta, which was Amo 
141 c. and had a confiderable fliarem the 
honour of this Victory, as well in regard of 
his Courage as Conduct, it being doubtful 
which was moft predominant in him, 
therefore the more to be admired, tor that 
at this time he was but in the nth year or 
his Age. At his return from thence, he 
brought fo great an inclination ( being al¬ 
ready moft skilful in the Mathematicks j to 
difcover New Lands and Seas, that he ipent 
above 40 years in this ftudy, and vaft Sums 
of Mony in bringing Mafters from all parts, 
and Difcoverers, and fending Veitels to his 
Difcoveries. Being very well read in Geo¬ 
graphy, and having examined many who 
had travelled much of the World ( chiefly 
the Moors of Fez, and Morocco ) he got 
fome information of the Arabs who border 
on the Defarts of Africk , and of the Az,a- 
nagi and Kingdom of Jalof, near the bor¬ 
der of Guinea. That he might more wholly 
apply himfelf to thefe affairs, he chofe for 
his abode the Town of Ternacabal in the 
Kingdom of Algarve , on Cape Sagres, 
whence the profpe<ft of the Ocean ftirred 
up his Hopes and Endeavours. Going to 
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Bed one night, with his thoughts fixt on 
thele Defigns; in the morning ( as if he 
had received fome heavenly afluranee of 
fuccefs) he with all hafte gave Orders for 
fitting out two Ships , which , and fome 
other, paffed not beyond Cape Bojador, 6 o 1412. 
Leagues beyond Cape N*w,then the Bounds 
of the Spanifh Navigation. This Cape was 1415. 
fo called by Gtlianes , who firft paffed it, be- 
caufe it ftretches it felf out fo far, viz,, al- 
moft 40 Leagues to the Wcftward, which 
in Spanifh is called Bojar, and thence the 
Cape Bojador . Its running fo far Weftward 
was alfo the caufe that none paffed it be¬ 
fore ; as alfo that off of it for about 6 
Leagues, runs a ftrong Current, which 
breaking upon the Sands, riles high and 
makes a great Sea. This terrified all, not 
confidering, that keeping off at Sea they 
might turn the Point. The Prince encoun- 
tring the greateft difficulty, Lent John Gon¬ 
zales Zarco and Trifian Vaz, in a fmall Ship, 
with Orders tocoaft along the Barbary fhore, 
till they had paffed that formidable Cape, 
difeovering all the Land, which according 
to the Opinions of Learned Men and Infor¬ 
mation of Arabs , was concluded to run on 
till under the Equino&ial. Before they 1418. 
reached the Coaft of Africk , they met with 
fuch violent Storms, they doubted not be¬ 
ing fwallo wed by the Waves. The Weather 
obliged them not to follow their Orders, 
and without knowing where they were, fell 
in with the ifland, which they called Puerto 
Santo , or Holy Haven, for fuch it appeared 
B 2* to 
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to them after the Storm. This is a little 
Ifland, not far to the Northward of the 
Madera. The Inhabitants they found nei¬ 
ther well Civiliz’d nor quite Barbarous, but 
the Soil very fertile. The Prince joyful with 
this News and the hopes the Difcoverers 
gave him, lent them again* and with them 
Bartholomew Perefrello, with three Ships, with 
Seeds to low, and Cattle to flock the Place. 
They put in two Rabbets, which increafed 
in fiich manner in two years fpace, that the 
Corn and Plants being deftroyed by them, 
it was found more convenient to unpeople, 
than inhabit the Ifland. 

?• PtreftreUo returned home. John Gon- 
4 zales and Trip an Vaz, making another Voy¬ 

age, difeovered afar off fomething like a 
Cloud, and direding their Courfe to it, 
found an Ifland covered with all manner of 
Trees, whence they gave it the name Ma¬ 
dera , which in Spanifh is Wood. This 
Ifland for Extent, pleafant Air and Plenty 
is the chief imehat Weflern Ocean. Each 
Difcoverer entred a different part of the 
Ifland, and each had a Grant of that Part 
from the Prince, with the Title of Captain. 
Trifan gave his name to that Point where 
he landed, and John Gonzales took to him- 
felf the Title of Camara de Lobos , or Den 
of Wolves, becaufe of a Cave he found at 
landing, which leemed to be the habitation 
of thole Bealls. The Prince gave the Ifland 
of Puerto Santo to Pereflrello to people, which 
proved in vain by reafon of the vafl multi¬ 
tude of Rabbets. The Difcoverers of Ma¬ 
dera

dtra began to fettle their Plantation,by firing 
part of that Wood that filled the Ifland; 
and the Flame took fuch polfeflion, that it 
burnt feven years continually, and wasfeen 
far off in Smoak and Sparks like Mount 
t/£tna ; fo that afterwards the Ifland being 
plentiful of Grain, the greateft want the 
Inhabitants fullered was of Wood, there 
having been nothing elle in it before. There 
were Churches built, and now there is a 
Cathedral. King Duarte , Brother to the 
Prince, gave him the Ifland, and after¬ 
wards the Spiritualities thereof to the Mili¬ 
tary Order ot Chrill. 

4. The Prince had fpent twelve years en¬ 
deavouring the dilcovery of Guinea, and • 
was now much encouraged by the dilcove¬ 
ry of thele two Iflands, though many con¬ 
demned his undertakings, objeding, That 
the Land he looked for, was only Delerts, 
like thole of Libia > that if any reached 
thofe Parts, they would turn black ; that 
King T-ohn, his Father, had invited Stran¬ 
gers to plant in Portugal, lo far from lend¬ 
ing out people, of which the Country was 
in want ; that God had appointed thofe 
Countries for the habitation of Wild Beafts, 
which might appear by that they were ex¬ 
pelled that new Ifland by the Rabbets. All 
this time the Prince's undertakings were not 
only cenfured, but almoft fruitlefs, till he 
lent Galtanez in a Barque, who palfed that, 
till then , Invincible Cape Boxador , which 
adion was then in the common Opinion 
looked upon not inferior to the labours of 
Hercules .

than the former, and pafled $ o Leagues be¬ 
yond the Cape, where landing, they few a 
great track of Men and Camels. Without 
any further knowledge they returned home, 
giving the name of Angra de Ruyvos to that 
Bay, C in Englifli, Bay of Gurnets ) became 
they found there great quantity of that 
FHh. The next year the Defign was conti- 
nued, and they pafled twelve Leagues far¬ 
ther. Here putting aftiore two Men on 
Horfeback, who going on till the Afternoon, 
faw nineteen Men with Javelins, who fled 
and were purftied, and fome wounded, and 
one of the Portuguefes; the firft Blood fpilt 
in thofe Parts. Balday a having notice there¬ 
of, went afliore, but in vain, for the Moors 
fled; in the Cave where the Moors had been 
were found fome things of inconflderable 
value, but efteemed as an Omen of greater 
advantages. They run on twelve Leagues 
farther, where at the Mouth of a River 
they faw fo many Sea-Wolves, they judged 
them to be ycoo , they killed many, and 
brought the Skins., which being a novelty, 
were then had in elteem. Going farther in¬ 
to the Land, they found Fifhing Nets dry¬ 
ing, but no People , and their Provifions 
being fpent, they were obliged to return 
to their Prince without any further pro- 
grefs. 

I j a n Antony Gonzales was lent back to the 

' ‘ place of the Sea-Wolves, with orders to 

load his VelTel with their Skins. One night 

he 
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he went up the Country eight Leagues with 
ten Men, and Spying * naked Mm with two 
Darts in his hand driving a Camel , he 
came up and took him, the Man with the 
fright neither defending himfelf, nor endea¬ 
vouring to efcape. In h.s return he met 
a compat*»f forty Moors,and one Woman, 
thorn Walfo took in their fight with- 
out refiftapee ; theft were the firft taken on 
that Coaft : Returning aboard they found 
another Ship was arrived there from Portu¬ 
gal under Command oi Nunno Trifian; with 
fhis addition of ftrength they went aftore 
again, and met people at night, and being 
io dole that they loft the ufe ot their Wea- 
Dons, clafped each other in Arms, and 
knew not Whom they held, but by being 
naked and cloathed, and the ftrangenefe ot 
the Language ; they killed three and re¬ 
turned to their Ships with ten Pnfoners. 
This Place they called Puerto del Cavallero, 
or the Knightt Port, Antony Gonzales being 
there knighted by Nunno Trtflan. An Arab 
JS, ™ » bo .,1 untlerftood theft Moon i 

him 3 the Woman the, 

fwade the Inhabitants to redeem the Pnfo 
nei« Next day appeared about 150, lome 
on Camels, fome on Horfeback, provoking 
our Men to Land, but finding they did not, 
difoharged a Volley of Stones at them and 
went offc Antony Gonzales returned to Por- 
ZZl with fome Slaves. Triftan having firft 
careen’d, coafted on as (ox i ^ahoBUnto, 
or Whtte Cape, where though he faw the ‘rack 
of People, meeting none, he returned hom^.

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7. Antony Gonzales returns, carrying with 
him the chief of the Moors he had brought, 
he promifing to give feven Guinea Slaves 
for his ranfom, but once afhore forgot his 
promile, yet giving notice in the Country, 
others came to redeem the two Young Men 
that were Prifoners, giving for them ten 
Blacks of feveral Countries, and' 'a confide- 
rable quantity of Gold Dull, which was 
the firft brought from thole parts. There¬ 
fore a Rivulet that runs up about fix Leagues 
was called Rio del Oro , or River of G0I4. 
This and a Shield of Buck-skin and. fome 
OftrichesEggs they brought home, all men 
admiring the colour of the Slaves. The 
Gold ftirred up covetous defires, and en¬ 
couraged Nunno Triftan to undertake again 
the Voyage, and palling farther, discovered 
the Ifland Adeget , one of thole of Arguim, 
and law twenty Almadies or Boats palling 
over from the Continent, four men in each, 
fitting in fuch manner that they rowed 
with their Legs. Trifian launching his Boat 
with leven men, chafed them and brought 
fourteen aboard, and going back for the 
reft, they had reached the Jlland. Hence 
they went over to another Ifland, which 
they called De las Garcas , or Ifland of 
Hauks, becaufe of the vaft numbers they 
law there, and took lome. 

S'. The Profit encreafing, the defire of it 
alfo encreafed. Some came from feveral 
parts to Portugal to admire thole Rarities 
the Natives brought. Lancelot the Prince’s 
Servant, Galtanef who firft palled Cape Bor 

jador) 
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jador, Stephen Alonfo , Roderick Alvarez and 
John Diaz ere&ed a Company in the Town 
of Lagos , paying an acknowledgment to the 
Prince, they asked leave to purliie thefediG 
coveries, and let out with fix Caravels, 
whereof the firft was Commander in chief j 
arriving at the Ifland, de las Garzas , Martin 
Vmcent and Giles Vafyuez with each fourteen 
Souldiers in their Boats, went over to the 
Jlland Nar y where falling upon a Town, 
they killed many and brought away 
Prifoners, all Moors. The Captain Lancelot 
defiring to do the like, attacked Tider and 
other Illands, where he took above forty 
Prifoners, which he prefented to the Prince, 
and was well rewarded. 

9. Gonzalo de Cintrafct out with one Ship, 1445. 
and coming to the Ifland Arguim , run up 
a Creek at night, intending to go alhore, 
but the Tide ebbing he ftuck, and in the 
morning 100 Moors coming upon him, he 
was killed with (even of his company. 

Thefe were the firft Portugueles killed in 
rhele Attempts, and from the Captain that 
place took name , being called Angra de 
Gonzalo de Ctntray fourteen Leagues beyond 
Rio del Oro. Antony Gonzalesy James Alonfo 1446. 
and Gomez Perez fet out in three Caravels 
bound for that River, with orders to treat 
of the converfion of thefe Barbarians, ot 
Peace and Trade. The Propolals were not 
received, and they returned, bringing back 
one of the People of the Continent who 
came voluntarily ro lee our Country ; and 
one of ours, called John Fernandez remain- 
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ed there with the fame defign. Next Nunrn 
Triftan made another Voyage, and brought 
twenty Slaves from a neighbouring Village, 
Dims Fernandez, in another Vefiel palling the 
Mouth of the River Sanaga, which divides 
the A^anagi from Jalof , took four Blacks 
who were fifliing in an Almadie or Boat. 
Sailing forward, he difcovered the famous 
Caho Verde , and returned fatisfied with this 
exploit, and having killed a great many 
Goats in an Ifland. 

io. Antony Gonzales , Garcia Mendez* and 
James Alonfo , though feparated by a Storm, 
met again in the Iflands of Arguim ■* Falling 
upon a Village they took ly Moors, they 
flying, he that ran bed took moft, as Lau¬ 
rence Diaz* who took leven, whilft others 
took but one,and (ome none.They called this 
Point, Cabo del Refeate % or Cafe of Ranfom , 
becaufe fome Blacks were ranfomed there. 
The joy was the more for that they found 
John Fernandez , who was left there the laft 
Voyage, he was fat and in health, though 
rough like the Inhabitants. He told them, 
that the Country being all plane and open 
they often loft their way, and therefore 
were guided, as at Sea, by the Stars, the 
Winds,and by Birds. That the Inhabitants 
lived miferably, feeding on a certain Grain 
which the Earth produces without tilling, 
on fome Herbs, Lizards and Locufts, all 
icorched in the Sun, which is predominant, 
that place lying under the Tropick of Cancer, 
That they ufed much Milk, not only as 
Meat, but Drink, by reafon of the fcarcity 
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of Water; and therefore when they eat any 
Meat they never kill the Female, becaufe 
of the Milk 5 thofe near the Sea eat tome 
Fiflj; when they were acquainted with 
our People, and they gave them Corn, they 
eat it whole. The Land is Barren being all 
Sand, bears a few Palm and Wild Fig-trees, 
they have no Houles but Tents, their 
Cloaths are Skins, and the better and neater 
fort wear Alhaiques, which is not unlike 
our Crape, and the bell, fome better fort 
of Cloath, but none good; their Employ¬ 
ment is the care of Cattle, their Language 
and Writings the fame with thofe of the 
Coalls of Barbary, with only about as much 
difference as is between the Cafttlltant and 
thofe of Gallicia ; they have no King, and 
live by Holds or Companies. Returning 
home with this Account of John Fernandez. 
at Cabo Blanco they killed tome Moors and 
took 55. 

11. Dinifianez da Gram, Alvaro Gn and 
Mafalio do Setubal, with each a Caravel, 
landed in the Ifland Arguim, where they 
took feven Moors, and by the help of them 
forty feven afterwards. They ran along the 
Coaft of the Continent eighty Leagues, and 
at feveral times took fifty Slaves,, lofing 
feven Portugueles, whole Boat being left 
dry by ,the Ebb in the Ifland de las Garz*as 3 
they were all killed. Lancelot ,who oncc.be- 
fore had commanded a fmall Fleet, failed 
from Lagos again towards Arguim as Ad¬ 
miral ot fourteen Veflels. At the lame 
time let out from Madera , Alvaro and Dims 

T? _ 
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Fernandez, and John de Cafiilla and others, 
who all together with the former fourteen, 
made up twenty leven Sail: Nine of the 
fourteen of Lagos came to Arguim , where 
Dinifianez was, who perfuaded them to de- 
ftroy the Ifland in revenge of the feven 
that had been killed, but the Moors under- 
ftanding the danger,fled ;fb that only twelve 
were found, whereof only four could be ta¬ 
ken, the reft killed, as aUo one of our men. 
Alvaro de Freytas returned with his three 
Ships. Lancelot with his failed to the Ifland 
Ttder , landed,and finding no People,return- 
ed alx>ard, where feeing fome Moors from 
the Shoar jezring our men, becaule they 
could not find them, two of our men were 
fo provoked that they leaped into the Wa¬ 
ter with their Arms, and fwam to (hoar to 
the Moors, who ran down to receive them. 
Others of our men feeing the danger thofe 
two were in, leaped after them, and on the 
fhoar was a fharp skirmifh; many of the 
Moors were killed and fixty taken. This 
done Suero da Cofta and three more return¬ 
ed home. In a Village at Cape Blanco they 
took nine Moors, among them a Woman, 
who ,promifing a great Ranfom, deceived 
Suero, for at the Ifland Ttder the bold Wo¬ 
man who could fwim very well, leaped 
over-board and gained her liberty by fwim- 
ming afhoar. Lancelot and others unwilling 
to return without fome Loading, as light as 
they came out, defigned to fail to Zahara 
of the Azanagi and Guinea, but after fome 
fmall attempts refolved for the Ifland of 

Talma. 
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Talma. They touched at Gomera and were 
received by two Commanders Tifie and Bru- 
cbo in acknowledgment of fome kindnefs 
they had received from Prince Henry. They 
difcovered to them the defign, and taking 
them along landed in Talma, all they got 
was feventeen Prifoners, but among them 
was a very large Morifh Woman, who 
was laid to be Queen of part of that Ifland. 
They returned to Gomera , and John de 
Cafiilla diflatisfied with the fmall Prize, 
bafe and ingratefully carried away Captives 
about twenty Iflanders who were his 
Friends and had affifted him. Which 
wrong the Prince amended by fending them 
back well cloathed. 

ii. Gomera and Talma are of the num¬ 
ber of the Canary Iflands. The Canaries 
were difcovered for King Henry the Third 
of Spain by John de Betancour a Frenchman; 
among them he conquered thofe called 
Lancarote , Fuerteventura and Ferro. In them 
he left Mapot de Betancour his Nephew who 
conquered Gomera , and exchanging them 
with Prince Henry for fome Land in Made- 
ra , he went and lived there. And bscaufe 
the Iflands being twelve in number, there 
remained eight not conquered, viz. Gran 
Canaria , Talma , Graciofa Inferno , Alegranca 
Santa Clara , Roche and Lobos ; the Prince 
fent a Fleet in which were i^oo Foot and 
120 Lances, commanded by Dan Fernando 
deCafiro , who landing there, converted ma¬ 
ny Infidels. But there being complaints made 
from Spain to whom thatConqueft appertain- 
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ed it was given over. Afterwards King Henry 
the Fourth of Portugal gave them to D Mar - 
tin de Ataide Count of Atonguia. And laftly, 
in the Treaty between Alfonfo of Portugal , 
and Ferdinand of Cafiile it was agreed they 
belonged to Cafiile. The Inhabitants of 
thefe Iflands were governed by a certain 
number of Perfons, they varied in their 
Worfliip, in Fight they ufed no Weapons 
but Sticks and Stones, their Cloathing up¬ 
wards was Skins, the lower part a covering 
made of Palm-leaves of divers Colours; they 
took off their Beard with (harp Stones, their 
Governours had the Maidenheads of all 
Women that married, they feafted their 
Guefts with them at their vifits, the Chil¬ 
dren fucked Goats, their common food 
Wheat and Barley, Milk, Herbs, Mice, Li¬ 
zards and Snakes. 

I 5. Lancelot being homeward bound, dif- 
covered the River Ovedec , which he called 
Sanaga , becaufe a Black of that name was 
releafed there. It was then believed to be 
one of the Branches of Nile t becaufe they 
were informed it ran far to the Eaftward. 
Stephen Alonfo in a fmall Boat went up the 
River, and took two Blacks with confidera- 
ble oppofition made by their Father. Ro¬ 
derick Anez. and Dims Diaz, were here fepa- 
rated from the reft by a great Storm and 
arrived in Portugal. Lancelot fleering to¬ 
ward Cape Verde, went afhore upon an 
Ifland, where he found nothing but Goats, 
and thefe words cut on the Bark of a Tree, 

talent de bien faire. 

This 
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This was Prince Henries Motto, whereby 
he expreffed his defigns, and gave Lancelot 
to underftand the Portuguefes had been 
there before ; it was Alvaro Fernandez, 
of Madera that was there. He flood along 
the Shoar, whilft Gomez, Perez, going up 
clofe in a Boat, threw a Looking-Glafs and 
a Sheet of Paper with a Crucifix on it upon 
the Land to tome Blacks that were there, 
who breaking and tearing them to pieces, 
poured in a Volley of Arrows, for which 
our men defign’d to be revenged next day; 
but a great Storm which difperfed all our 
Ships prevented the execution. Laurence 
Diaz, got home firft, Gomez, Perez, put in at 
j Rio del Oro y whence he brought one Slave, 
and many Skins of Sea-Wolves, and found 
the people there fome what tra<ftable. At - 
zaro Freytas and Vincent Diaz, in the Ifland 
Ttder took fifty nine Slaves. Diniz, Fernan¬ 
dez, and Palacano at Cape St. Ann y took nine 
more; twelve of our men fwimming afhore 
for them. With thefe and fuch like fmall 
fucccfles, they all returned home, having 
loft one fmall Veffel, but themenfaved. 

14. NunnoTrifian run 60 Leagues beyond 
Cape Verdey and anchoring at the Mouth of 
Rio Grandey or the Great River, he run up 
in his Boat, and foon difcovered eighty 
Blacks in thirteen Almadies or Boats, who 
furrounded him, and poured in their poi- 
foned Arrows in fuch manner that they 
killed moft of his men before they could 
get aboard, where he alfo died, noneefca- 
ping without a Wound. Only four men 
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were left in the Ship brought her home) 
after two months wandring in the Sea with* 
out knowing which way to (leer. Alvaro 
Fernandez, profecuted the fame Voyage, and 
went 40 Leagues beyond Triftan , killing 
with his own hand the Lord of a Village 
whereby was put to flight a multitude that 
opprefled him. At their return to the Ship 
they took two Women. He came to the 
River Tabite, where he was wounded, being 
attacked by the Blacks in five Almadies. 
Gikanes and others let out with ten Caravels, 
carrying with them the Priloners unjuftly 
feized by John de Cafiilla. They put in at 
Cape Verde , where they were beaten and 
loft five men. They throve better among 
the Moors, and therefore returned to Ar - 
guim where they made forty eight Slaves, 
and at their return in Palma, two Women 
which had coft them dear, had not James 
Gonzales with a Crols-bow killed leven of 
the Iflanders, and among them their King, 
who lead them with a Palm in his hand in 
token of his Soveraignty, and our Vi&ory. 

1 y. Gomez Perez deceived ‘by fome Moors 
of Rio del Oro , who had promiled a great 
ranfom, was revenged by bringing away 
J448. eighty Slaves the fame year. Next year 
fee out James Giles Homen with orders from 
the Prince to fettle a Trade with the Moors 
of Meca or MejJ'a , 12 Leagues beyond Cape 
Gue , where he got fifty Blacks for eighteen 
he carried with him, and returned being 
drove away by a ftorm. Here was left be¬ 
hind againft his will John Fernandez, he 

who 
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who voluntarily ftaid before among the 
Azanagi. They brought a Lion, which 
Was then much looked upon in Lisbon. 
The Fame of thefe Attempts flew lo, that it 
brought from the King of Denmarks Court 
a Gentleman called Bailarte ; a per/on ca¬ 
pable and defirous of great Defigns. He 
was well recommended by his King to the 
Prince, who at his Suit lent him with Fer¬ 
dinand Alonfo who then went Embaflador to 
the King of Cape Verde. They were rea¬ 
dy to receive him in hoftile manner, hut 
were appealed when two Blacks, who were 
the Interpreters, told them our defign, the 
chief points whereof were the (hewing them 
the Light of the Gofpel, and teaching them 
a more civilized way of living. Their 
Farim or Governour, being informed here¬ 
of came down to the Shoar, and lent art 
account of our arrival to his King. Meat* 
while they began peaceably tatrade. Some 
Elephants Teeth ftirred up a cfcfire in Bal - 
larte to lee one alive. A Black offered to 
fhew him one, and treacheroufly flew him 
and fome of our men, which obliged us 
not to ftay the coming of that King. 

1 6. King Duarte reigned butalhort time; 
His Son Alonfo the Fifth lucceedcd him, 
being but fix years of Age; at leventeen 
he took upon him the Government; Prince 
Peter , Brother of the Dilcoverer, having 
ruled for him rhofe eleven years. Becaule 
from this time the Dilcoveries were mana¬ 
ged upon the King’s account; we will 
conclude with a dcfciiption of this great 
C Un- 
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Undertaker. Prince Henry , the Beginner 
and Author of the South and Eaftern difco- 
veries, was of a proportionable bigneis, his 
Limbs grofs and ftrong, his Skin white and 
fair, his Hair ftrong and rough, his Coun- 
tenance was terrible to luch as were not 
acquainted; for in the greateft heats he was 
more governed by Meeknefs than Paffion; 
he had a grave and graceful Gate; he was 
very circumlpeft and cautious in his words; 
plain in his Perfon, as far as fuitable with 
his Quality; patient in Troubles, valiant in 
Danger, skilled in Learning, the belt Ma¬ 
thematician of his Age, very liberal, ex- 
tream zealous for Religion; he was not 
Jtnown to be given to any Vice ; he never 
married, nor was it heard that he linned 
againft Continency; his Memory and Pru¬ 
dence were equal to his Authority: He 
died at Sagres in the year 146?. and the 
67th of his Age; he lies with his Father 
in the moft noble Church of Bat alia. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. II. 

Difcoveries under A/tfg Alfortfo the Fifth, 
from the Tear 1448. to the Tear 1471. 

1. TTTT N G Alfonfo the Fifth took upon 
J\^ him the Government, and prosecu¬ 
ted as his Uncle had done, thole dilcove* 
ries. The firft ftep he gave was a grant 1448. 
to the Prince, that none without his leave 
fhould pafs Cape Bojador ; and alio the fifth 
and tenth of all things brought from thence. 

The differences between the King and his 
Uncle Prince Veter , were a great ftop 
to thefe affairs. Leave was granted the 1449. 
Prince to plant the Iflands Azores, difco- 
vered by Gonzalo Tello ; they are fcven in 
number, their Names St. Michael , 9 t. Mary, 
JefusnvTercera, Graciofa, Pico , Fayall t Flores 
and Cuervo , which lies fartheft to the Well- 
ward, as does the firft to the Eaftward. 

They differ not much in Latitude, being 
about the lame with Lisbon. The realon 
why they were lo called, is from a great 
number of Hauks, which they call Azores, 
that were leen there when firft dilcovered. 

In the laft was found the Statue of a Man 
on Horleback,with a Cloak, but no Hat, his 
Left Hand on the Horles Main, the Right 
pointing to the Weft ; there were lome Let¬ 
ters carved on the lower Rock, but not un- 
derftood. It leemed to point out America. 
Becaule in the Iflands of Argmm there was 
C % trading 
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trading for Gold and Blacks j the King or¬ 
dered a Fort to be built in one of the 
Iflands, and called by the fame name; it 
was e reified by Suero Mender who was Com¬ 
mander of it. At this time alio were difco- 
vered the Iflands of Cape Verde by Antony 
Nole a Genoefe, lent by that Republick to 
Portugal . He alio difcovered the Ifland 
called Mayo , or May , becaufe he arrived 
there the firft day of that Month. Next 
day he law the other two, which he named 
St. Philip and St. Jacob. The names of 
thofe not yet mentioned, are Fuego, Brava , 
Boavifia Sal, St. Nicholas , St. Lucy, St. Fin- 
cent , Sr. Antony, in all ten. They are com¬ 
monly called of Cape Vtrde , for that they 
lie 100 Leagues to the Weftward of it. 
Pedro de Cintra, and Suero de Cofia went a$ 
far as Sierra Leona. 

i. So great were the hopes of the Guinea 
Trade, and the returns ftirred up covetouf- 
nefs, fo that the King farmed this Trade 
to Fernando Gomez, for 500 Ducats, a fmall 
fum in companion of their prelent great- 
nels. He was obliged to continue the difco- 
veries 500 Leagues farther in five years. He 
fortunately difcovered the Trade of Oro de 
la Mina, or the Gold of the Mine by John de 
Sant arm and Peter de Ejcobar. They went as 
Jar as CapeSt. Catharine 37 Leagues beyond 
Cape Lope Gonz,ah$ in two Degrees and half 
of South Latitude. For this difeovery was 
added to him theSirnameof Mina, and he 
was made Noble. Ferdinand Po difcovered 
the ifland which he called Hermofa , or 

Beautiful, 
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Beauriful, which name it changed for the 
Difcoverers. The laft difeovery during the 
reign of King Alonfo , was that of Cape 
St. Catharine, {o called becaufe difcovered 
on her day. There were other-difeoveries 
before this, as the Coaft from whence was 
brought the firft Cochinilla, which the Itali¬ 
ans (knowing the Value, but not the Name) 
call Grana del Paraifo, or Scarlet of Paradife, 
they had it from the Moors of this part of 
Guinea, who eroding the Country Mandtn - 
ga and Deferts of Libia, brought it to the 
Port Mundibarca in the Mediterranean. Now 
were found the Iflands St. Thomas , Anno 
Bueno, and Principe , all neglefted, the King 
being wholy bent upon Africk. How little 
thefe places were minded, may appear by 
this,that a Spanifh Fleet commanded by Gar¬ 
cia de Loayja, Knigljt of Malta, arriving at the 
Maluco Iflands the year lyiy. he found there 
were Portuguefes there before it was known 
in Portugal , and found in two degrees of 
South Latitude, the Ifland of Sr. Mathew not 
inhabited, but with footfteps of the Porru- 
gues, feveral Fruit-trees, and taine Cattle, 
carved on the Bark of a Tree, that our 
men had been^there 87 years before, and 
the French Motto of Prince Henry, Talent de 
bien Faire. It was the cuftpm of thofe Sailers 
to leave this Mo$co in all places where they 
landed.

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ptfcovertes and Conquefls under King John 
the Second , from the Tear 1481 . tid 
the Tear 149$. 

j. 'T 7 r l N G John the Second, who fuc- 
ceeded his Father Alonfo, conlider- 
ing ihe Riches of the Countries difcovered 
encreafed his Revenue, and finding the Na¬ 
tives inclined to receive the Faith, ordered 
a Fort to be railed in that part where was 
the Trade of Gold called Mma. To this 
end he fitted out twelve Veffels laden with 
all Materials for the Work, from the Stones 
of the Foundation to the Tiles, with Pro- 
vifions for 600 Men, 500 of them Souldiers, 
the reft Workmen. Th£ Commander was 
James de Azambuja. At his arrival he con¬ 
firmed the Peace fome time before conclu¬ 
ded with that People. He acquainted the 
Prince of it ( called Camaranfa ) with his 
arrival and intention. Fie landed to take 
poffelfion, and let up the Portugal Colours 
upon a Tree ; at the Foot of it he made 
an Altar, aqd catiled to be'celebrated the 
firft Mals that had been in thole parts. He 
prepared himfelf to receive the Black King, 
who came attended with many of his Sub¬ 
jects naked , lave that from their Wafte 
downward, hung Monkies Skins or cover¬ 
ing made of Palm-leaves: All armed,fome 
with Shields and Javelins, others Bows and 

Arrows ; 
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Arrows; fome had Skins for Helmets, in 
fuch manner they appeared more ridiculous 
than terrible. The Prince’s Legs and Arms 
were covered with plates of Gold ; on his 
Neck a Chain, with many fmall Bells, and 
Tags to his Beard. Before him went a great 
number of Inftruments, more noifie than 
harmonious ; all that were known were 
Tabors, Horns and Bells. He met the Cap¬ 
tain with a grave and plealingCountenance; 
the Captain received him with Gravity and 
Magnificence. The Black took his tamd in 
token of Peace, the fame the chief Men 
about him : After the Ceremonies (different 
in the Nations, but all vain and imperti¬ 
nent) Az>atnbuja laid open his Kings defign, 
which was firft to iuftrud him in the Chri- 
ftian Faith, and conceal our Covetoulnefs, 
asking leave to build a Houle for our Men 
to live in, which was to be a Fort to offend 
them upon occafion. I do not pretend to 
perfuadethe World, our only defign was to 
Preach, on condition it be believed it was 

not only to Trade. . ., 

2,. The Portuges Captain was heard with 
wonderful attention, and the propolal of 
Religion admitted, but that of the Houle or 
Fort reje&ed!; for they are barbarians in 
our conceit, but not for their own Interefts. 
Azambxja preffed, and Caramanja yielded 
and retired. The Workmen began to break 
a Rock for the Work, and the Blacks who 
adored it ('taking that as an Affront) drove 
them away. A^ambuja took the wilelt 
courfe, and running to them, pacified them 
C 4 with 
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.with many Gifts, not of value, but iuch as 
plealed. The Fort finilhed was called St. 
George, for the particular devotion the King 
had to that Saint. As it encreafed it gained 
the name and priviledge of a City. Azam- 
buja remained there with 60 men, and tent 
back the Fleet laden with Gold. He held 
jhat Government three years, he gave it up 
with Honour ( a thing rare among the Por- 
tuguefes ) and was honourably rewarded. 

3. The King began to take the Title of 
Lord of Guinea. The Cuftom till now had 
been to let up Wooden Crofles in all the new 
Difcoveries; the King ordered for the future 
to carry them of Stone with the Kings and 
Captains Names, the Time when, by whom, 
and by whole Order erected. The fii ft of 
the(e was James Ca^n, who palling Cape 
Catharine (the laft of King Alonfv s dilco- 
veries) came to the River Congo in the King¬ 
dom of the fame Name, by the Inhabitants 
called Zagre. He went up the River, and 
law on both ficles Blacks, but were not un¬ 
der Rood by thole he carried with him. By 
figns he found they had a King, and that he 
refided far olf. He lent him Pi efents ( the 
molt powerful Arguments of Embalfadors) 
but finding the Men that carried them ftay 
long, he let fail, bringing ibine Blacks home 
with him. King John was well plealed to 
fee them, and dilpatched again the lame 
James Cam, fending back with hjm the 
Blacks joyful, with many Presents he gave 
them, but above all with the recovery of 
their Liberty. The fuft part of his Jn- 

ftru&ions 
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ftru&ions was the Converfion of thole Infi¬ 
dels At his arrival he reftorcd thole Blacks 
to their Prince, and received the Men he 
left behind, with mutual admiration. Fol¬ 
lowing onthe Difcovery, he ran 10 Leagues 
farther, letting up the Crols he called hr. 
Augufttn, in 13 degrees of South Latitude, 
and another in lx. At his return to Congo, 
having feen the King, he found in himluch 
an atteaion to our People and Religion, 
thathe lent with him to Portugal lome Sons 
of his Chief Men, defiring they Ihould be 
baptized, and being made Chriftians return¬ 
ed and with them Minifters to initru& 
them in the Faith. They were baptized at 
Beta, where the King and Queen were God¬ 
father and Godmother to the chief of them, 
and he called D. John, his Heathen Name 
being Zacuta ; the fame was done by the 
Nobility,with the others, whofe Namesand 
Sirnames they took. Betwixt the. Fort of 
St. George and Congo, is the Kingdom of Benin. 
The King hereof covetous of the advantages 
he law otheis reap by our Trade, feigned 
he would be converted, and delired Prielrs 
for his inftruaion ; but they being lent, 
the delign was dilcovered, and lb the etfedl 
cealed, but not the covetoulhels; for thole 
Heathens bought Chrilfned Slaves, and we 
with the lame avarice fold them, after be¬ 
ing baptized, knowing their new Matters 
would again make them fall into Idolatry. 
This laited till the Religious King, John 
the Third, forbid it, though to his great 
lols; but God who gives an hundred for

vered the Iflands of Cape Verde by Antony

i. So great were the hopes ol the G nines 
Trade, and the returns ftined upcovetoul- 
nefi, lo that the King farmed this Trade 
to Fernando Gomez* tor yoo Ducats, a Ini All 
jum in companion ot their prel’ent great- 
nels He was obliged to continue the unco- 
verics <oo Leagues tardier in live years. He 
fortunately diteovered the Trade of Ore de 
la Mir.a,ox the Gold of the Mine by John de 
Satit.trin and Peter Je EJcebar. They went as 
far as CapcSt.C atharihe 37 Leagues beyond 
Cape Lope Gmz.aiSi in two Degrees and half 
of South Latitude. For this dilcovery was 
added to him the Sirname of Mina, and he 
was made Noble. FerJinanJ To difcovered 
the Ifland which he called Hermofa , or

on hTday' fhe'rewem other, difeoveriea 
before this! as the Coaft from whence^ was 
brought the firft Cocbmtlla, whtch the Itali¬ 
ans (knowing the Value, but not the Name) 
call Grana Jel Paraifo, or Scarlet of Paradtfe, 
they had it from the Moors of this part ot 
Guinea, wlv crofling the Country Mandm- 
ra and Deferts of Libia, brought it to the 
Port MunJAarea in the MeJitertanean. Now 
were found the Iflands St. Thom *, Ann* 
Bmno, and Principe, all ncglefled, the King 
being wholy bent upon W/rit*. How little 
thefe places were minded, may appear by 
this,that a Spanith Fleet commanded by Ga>. 
cm Je Lwv/a.Knigljt of Af./u,arriving arrfe 
Maluco Iftinds the year lyiy. he found there 
were Portugueles there before it was known 
in Portutal, and found in two degrees of 
South Latitude, the Ifland of Sr. Matkew not 
inhabited, but with footftem of the Portu- 
gues, fcveral Fruit-trees, and tame Cattle, 
carved on the Bark ot a Tree, that our 
men had been.there 87 years before, and 
the French Motto of Prince Henry, Talent dt 
bien Fairs. It was thecuftomot thole Sailers 
to leave this Mo$co in all places where they 
landed. 
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Difcovertes and Conquefts upder King John

. t/’ING ?oJ»the Second,, who luc- 
|V^ ceeded his Father Alonso, ^ confider-

To this 
end he fitted out twelve Veflels laden with 
all Materials for the Work, from the Stones 
of the Foundation to the Tiles wuh Pro- 
vifions for 600 Men, 500 of them Souldiers, 
the reft Workmen. Thd Commander was 
James de A&ambuja. At his arrival he con¬ 
firmed the Peace lome time before conclu¬ 
ded with that People.

4. King John was informed by the Benin 
EmbaiTador, who came to defire the Priefts 
Ihould be lent them, that 150 Leagues be¬ 
yond them wa6 the moft powerful Prince 
of all thole Countries, called Ogane, by 
whom the Kings of Benin for their lecurity 
were confirmed,' receiving of him a Staff 
with a Head and a-Crols like that of Malta, 
all of Brafi curioufly wrought. An Embaf 
lador went with Rich Preients to folicit 
thefe Enfigns of Royalty, who never law 
Ogane , becaufe he Ipeaks from behind Cur¬ 
tains, but at their departure Ihews a Foot, in 
token that he grants their Requeft. Our 
King imagined this Prince might be he that 
is vulgarly called Prefer John , by compa¬ 
ring thefe Formalities with what he had 
heard reported of him. He fitted out three 
Ships, commanded by Bartholomew Dias\ he 
let up a Crofs in 24 degrees of South Lati¬ 
tude, 1 lo Leagues beyond the other Dif 
coverers in Sierra Parda. He failed in fight 
of the Bay they called de los Vaqueros, or of 
Herdfmen, becaufe of the many Cows they 
law there; beyond this they touched at thp . 
fmall Ifiand Santa Cruz,, or Holy Crofs, lo 
called from one he let up: Leagues far¬ 

ther they came into the mouth of a River 
which they called del Infante, the Sirname 
of the fecond Captain, who was the firft 
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that faw it. Being about returning they dft 
covered that lb many Ages unknown Pro¬ 
montory, which they called Tormento/o, or 
Stormy, becaufe of a great Tempeft they 
met with there; but our King gave it the 
name of Cabo de Buena Efperanpa, or Cape 
of Good Hope, for the great hopes it gave 
of difcovering the Indies. There was let 
up the Crofs St. Philip. The two firft Ships 
coafting along met the third with only three 
men aboard, having loft it nine Months be¬ 
fore with nine Men in it then. With meer 
joy of feeing the others ( a ftrange, but not 
unheard of death ) one of the three died, 
the other fix had been killed by the Blacks. 
With'various fortune obferving the difeover- 
jed Country they arrived in their own, the 
extent of Land till then found out, being 
750 Leagues. 

y. Whilft thefe Difeoverers conquered 
the difficulties of the Seas; Peter de CoviUam 
and Alfonfo de Payva travelled by Land, who 
came firft to Naples, then to Kodes, to Alex¬ 
andria, Grand Cair, then with a Caravan of 
Moors to Toro on the Coaifo of Arabia . 
Here they parted, Payva towards India and 
CoviUam for Ethiopia, having appointed a 
time when to meet again at Grand Cair . Co - 
villam went to Cananor, Calecut and Goa (fa¬ 
mous Cities in the Eafi) paffed thence to 
1 Zofala in t Ethiopia, then to Aden at the 
Mouth of the Red Sea on the fide of Arabia , 
and at laft to Grand Cair , where he found 
his Companion had died. After thefe had 
been lent out two Jews, Rabbi Abraham of

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Bejo , and JoJiph of Lamego. CoviUam f ent * 
back the latter to inform the King of his 
luccels, with the other he embarqued for 
Ormuz,, where having obferved what was 
snoft remarkable, Ije left the Jew to follow 
the Caravans of Aleppo, and returning to 
the Red Sea came to difcover the Court of 
Tre/ler John, who detained him there as 
a bpie. But while he was detained, travel- 
n • A ro ’?* M * e » L*ke Mark, an *AEthiopian 
& Pre M J ohn to our King, 
rhis Prieft s information revived the Kings 
mopes and defires, and he was lent back 
with an Account of what means had been 
uied to fettle a Correfpondence, and Pro- 
jeers for the perfecting of it. 

6. Before Luke Mark parted from PortuzaL 
was arrived Bemoi Prince of Jalof He 
came with State, and was received accord¬ 
ingly, being conduced to Court by Don 
Francifco Coutinno Count of Marialva. His 
lrrangenefs did notcaufe fo much admirati¬ 
on, as he conceived of the Majefly and 
Grandeur with which the King received 
him under his Royal Canopy. This was 
tne cauk of his coming. Biran who reigned 
in Jalof. ; giving himfelf up to all manner of 
Vice, refigned the Kingdom to his Brother 
Bemoi, with the reputation of delivering it 
I? a f in aI1 re (pe#s worthy of the 
Royal-dignity. But Cibitah the elder Bro- 
ther, envious of Bemoi’s happinefs, kills Bi* 
ran, and feizing the Government, makes 
War upon Bemoi, who with the affiftance of 
Gonzgfh Cotllo, fent by King John, made 

feme 
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fome refiftance. This relief was fent him 
by reafon of the hopes he gave of receiving 
the Faith. But it being fufpe&ed he only 
defigned to make ufe of the Portugues at 
fi fiance, the Captain was ordered to leave 
him, which was a great grief to Bemoi . He 
gave fiich excufes for not. being prefently 
baptized as feemed fufficien^and lofing foon , 
after a Battle, he went to Portugal to leek a 
more favourable turn of Fortune. 

7. It was no.(mall part of his Fortune to 1489. 
be received by lb great a Prince, but above 

all to the hopes of Eternal Happinefs, being 
loon after baptized by the name of John, 
which he took from the King who was 
Godfather. Next day he gave him Arms, 

Purpure a Crofs Or within an Orle of ?<*• 
tugai He in return did homage to the 
King for all the Lands he Ihould be poffef- 
fcd of. Twenty four Gentlemen of his Re¬ 
tinue were baptized with him. There was 
great rejoycing, our People (hewing their 
grandeur in fuch divertifements as were 
moll in ufe then > and Bemoi with his Re¬ 
tinue giving a view of their Activity in Ri¬ 
ding, Alighting, and Mounting upon a 
Speed, (landing upright on the Saddle Gal¬ 
loping, and fome in their Career took up 
Stones off the Ground, and much more, 
worthy admiration. The King furnilhed 
him with twenty Caravels well manned and 
armed, as well rg forward his Rellorarion as 
to build a Fort on the River Zanaga. 

8. The Province of Jalof lies between 
the two famous Rivers Gambia, or rather Rio 

Grand$ 
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Grande and Zanaga, lo called by the Porm. 
guefes from a Prince of that Name, whom 
they fpoke with when they difcovered it; 
it has other names in the feveral Countries 
it runs through, and makes many Iflands* 
moft as being uncooth, inhabited only by 
Wild Beafts. It. is navigable 150 Leagues 
up, where a ridge of perpendicular Rocks 
crofles it in luch manner, that the Water 
falling down, forms an Arch, under which 
Travellers pals dry, and pleaiant to behold, 
but makes a hideous noife with the fall. The 
Gambea , or Rio Grande , runs 180 Leagues, 
and carries more Water; it is not all Navi¬ 
gable, but runs with lels noife, though fill¬ 
ed with many Rivers that water the Coun. 
try Mandinga. Both thefe Rivers flow out 
of the famous Niger, and may as well be 
efteemed but lo many Mouths thereof. 
There is great variety of Fifh in thefe Ri¬ 
vers , and feveral other Creatures along 
them, as Horles, Crocodiles and Serpents 
with Wings ; the other Beafts that abound 
are Elephants, Ounces, Wild Boars, and a 
many more. Great are the numbers of them, 
and wonderful their variety and different 
forms. The Waters of the two Rivers mixt 
caufe Vomiting, yet each afunder does not. 
In this part is that great Cape called Cabo 
Verde , by Ptolome C. AJJinarium, in about 14 
degrees of North Latitude. The Country 
runs 170 Leagues Eaftward, is moft fruitful, 
and has many populous Cities.To Tombotut he 
Mart of Mandmgo Geld, relort the Merchants 
of Grand Cair,Tunez,, { Oran,TrewiJen,Fez^Moroc- 
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co, and other places. This trade moved King 
John to build the Fort on the River Zanaga. 

The 10 Caravels were commanded by Peter* 

Vaz, de Cunna , who landing with D. Job ** 

Btmei the King, and beginning to raifethe ; 

Fort in the place affigned, either fufpeaing, 
that he deceived him, or fearing to die ini 
that Country, bafely killed the King, en-> 
deavouring with that Foul Crime to hide 
another not fo hainous, which was to returi* 
without finifhing the Work, and in fine ha 
came back without any effecft,-. 

a. The Congo Embaflador being well in-, 1490. 
ftru&ed in the Faith, was Tent home with 
three Ships. Seno was the firft Land they, 
made, and arrived fafe at Congo . They were 
joyfully received by an Old Lord called 
Manifono , Uncle to that King, who defired 
to be baptized. An Altar was ere£ed in, 1491, 
the Field, and he was admitted to this Sa¬ 
crament by the name of Manuel, and his 
Son by that of Antony, in the prefence of 
15000 of their People, this being the firft 
time that Sacrament was there adminiftred. 

The King of Congo, Nephew to this Lord, 
hearing what he had done , added to his 
Eltate, and caufed all the Idols within his 
Dominions to be deftroyed. The King 
made his refidencc at AmbaJJe Congo 5:0 
Leagues diftant, where he received Ruy de 
Scu/o the Portugal Commander, on an Ivo¬ 
ry Chair, placed on a Lofty Throne. From 
theWafte upwards he was naked, the lower 
part wrapt in Sky-colour Damask, on the 
Left Arm a Bracelet of Bra ft; from his, 

Shoul- 
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Shoulder hung a curious Horfe-tail, a Royal 
Badge among them; on his Head a thing 
like a Miter, of a delicate Webb, made of 
Palm, which refembles wrought Velvet. Af¬ 
ter the Ceremonies, he defired to lee the 
Holy Veftments: He viewed them with de¬ 
liberation and refped, in prefence of his 
Queen, Children and the Chief of the Court. 
Then he gave leave to build a Church, 
which was done in few days, of the invoca¬ 
tion of the Holy Crofs, becaufe begun the 
day of that Feaft in May. In this Church 
was baptized the King, and lome of his Peo¬ 
ple, there being above iooooo prelent, as 
well for that they flocked to fee the Novel¬ 
ty, as becaule they were preparing for a 
Neighbouring War. The King was called 
John , and the Queen Ellenor , in honour of 
our Sovereigns. Afterwards were baptized 
the greateft part of thofe had flocked thi¬ 
ther. The New Chriftian King went to 
meet his Enemy, relying more on his Con- 
varfion, and the Crofs in the Colours he had 
received from Ruy de SouJa r than in 80000 
men he had in Arms, nor were his hopes 
vain, he returned with Vi&ory, and Ruy de 
SouJ'a to Portugal with the honour of having 
compleated one of the molt famous under¬ 
takings of this Crown, leaving in that King¬ 
dom People capable to labour the New 
Vineyard. 

h 10. Afterwards was baptized the Prince, 
who had been abfenc in the Wars, and call¬ 
ed Alfonfo . Panfo Aquittmo, the King’s Se¬ 
cond Son, would not receive the Faith, and 

the 
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the Father falling off, becaufe as a Chriftian 
he could be allowed but one Wife, relblved 
to leave the Crown to the Heathen Aquittmoi 
in wrong of the Prince who continued con- 
ftant in the Faith. Alfonfo was abroad in 
banifliment when his Father died, but re¬ 
turning to Court was received as King. 
Aejuitmo having recourle to the Sword, fell 
upon him when he had but thirty feven 
Chriftians, as well •Portuguefes as Blacks j 
yecyunder the Banner of the Crols Alfonfo 
overcame a vaft multitude of Infidels, Aqui - 
timo being taken and then flain. A Gentle¬ 
man that accompanied Jquttimo defired to 
be baptized immediately, declaring they 
had been overcome by a Glorious Army 
that was lead by a Crols, and not, by the 
thirty feven Chriftians. Alfonfo eftablilhed 
in peace, deftroyed all Idols* and propaga¬ 
ted the Faith with great zeal. He lent hi* 
Sons, Grandlons and Nephews to Portugal 
to ftudy. Two of them were worthily af¬ 
terwards Bifliops in thole parts. In memory 
of that Vi&ory, and of the firft Colours 
lent this King, as alio that the Faith was 
firft planted on the day of the invention of 
the Crols; he took for his Arms, Gules, a 
Crofs Fleury Argent between two Grolfes 
Pattee, charged with the Arms of Form - 
gal. 

11. The beginning of the Year 149?, 
came into the River of Lisbon , Cbrtfiofber 
Columbus , who bi ought from an Ifland 
(guefled to be that of Sifango ) feme Men, 
Gold, and great tokens of Riches. This

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Great Man fome time ttefore had offefed 
his fervice to King John, who having 
fl ghted him then, looked on him now w; h 
Tome regret, and he provoked him with 
feme extravagant words m revenge of the 
(mall regard made of him. I here were 
feme who offered to kill him, as well to pu- 
nifli his Boldnefi, as to conceal from St™ 
his Difcoveries. But the King fent him 
away with honour; Columbus was a Gersotfe, 
and learned Navigation in Tortugal', he was 
employed by the King of Spam* and he had 
fent him to the Difcovery he now came 
from. King John did not envy the For¬ 
tune of Spain, but feared that Difcovery was 
part of what the Portuguefo had been fo 
long in quell of. This caufed him to fit 
out a Fleet commanded by D. Francsfco dc 
Almejda in order to oppofe thofe proceed- 
ings/judging he had right on his'fide, but 
it proved notfo. Several Embaffies paffed 
on both fide* to agree the bufinels, and at 

laft came to a conclufion. 

12. Though Prince Remot was dead, the 
hopes of making a farther progrefs in that 
Country about Zanaga died not with him. 
They who went in that Fleet had not per¬ 
formed what they were fent for, but ail- 
covered more Land, and gained the good 
will of the Natives. The Trade was after¬ 
wards continued, and a good correspon¬ 
dence between our King and thole Princes. 

- Peter de Evora and Goncalo Anez went to 
thole of Turucol and Tombotul Roderick Kc- 
heloy Peter Reynel^n d John Colaco and others* 

Cnl * 
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carried Prefents to Mandimanfa and Temafo 
of the Fouli, the rtioft warlike of all thofe 
People. The King had alfo correfpondence 
with him of the Mofes, very famous in that 
Age ; and with Mahomet JSen Manzugnl, 
Grandfonof Muza, and King of Songo ( a 
populous City of Mandinga ) who receiving 
a full account of our King laid. That none 
of 444 from whom he was delcended, had 
any knowledge of more powerful Kings 
than four, which were thofe of Alimaen, 
Baldac , Grand Cayrt and TucuroL At this 
lame time the King laboured to fettle a 
Factory in' the City Huadem , 70 Leagues to 
the Eaftward of Arguim , as well for the 
Trade of Gold, as rohavelome intelligence 
of Prefier John , which he folicited by all 
means. Many were fent to thele Dilcove- 
ries by Land. But Death put a flop to King 
John's farther progrefs in thele affairs; but 
cannot oblcure the Glory due to him for 
propagating the Chrillian Faith in lb remote 
parts, building the Forts of Arguim and 
St. George de la Mina , which fixed the Sove¬ 
reignty ol Portugal in Gained that abounds in 
Gold, Ivory and all other Riches and Plen¬ 
ty, and the Gate that opened a way to the 
moll Heroick Actions afterwards performed 
by the Portugues Arms. 
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CHAP; IV. I 

Difioveries under King Emanuel , from ; 
the Tear 1497, when he fent out Vaf- 
co de Gama, till the Tear 1500. 

i-l/’ING Emanuel inherited not only 
JY his PredecefTors Kingdom, but his 
earneit defire of finding a fliorter paflageby 
Sea to the E aft Indies. This attempt was 
generally condemned by the greater num¬ 
ber, but carried by the more prevalent Judg¬ 
ments. The King being in the Town of 
Eftremoz,, when he appointed Zafco de Gama 
to Command the Fleet he defigned to fend. 
This was a Gentleman of fiifficient Quality, 
Ability and Spirit for fuch a difficult En- 
terprife. The King honour’d him expref 
fing the great confidence he had in him, 
and delivered the Colours he was to carry, 
on which was the Crofs of the Military 
Order of Chrift, and on which this worthy 
Hero took the Oath of Fidelity. 

2.. Having received Letters for the Princes 
of the Eafi , among others Prefer John , and 
Zamori or the King of Calicut ; he failed 
from Lisbon upon Saturday the 8 th of July 
with only three fmall Ships and 160 men. 
The Names of the Ships, St. Gabriel , St. Ra¬ 
phael and Berrio ; the Captains Paul de Gama , 
Brother to Eafco, and Nicolas Nunnez, ; there | 
went alfo a Barque laden with Provifions, 

Com- I 
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Commanded by Goncalo Nunnez* Having 
paffed the Seas already known to Portugues 
Sailers, they difcovered others, and after 
five Months fail, landed on the Sands of a 
Bay, now called Angra de Santa Elena, be- 
caufe firft feen on chat Saints day. Here 
they took one of two Blacks who werebufie 
gathering Hony in the Mountain, little 
thinking how far human Boldnels carries 
men. This man pleafed with fome Glades 
and finall Bells, brought fome others from 
a Village, in hopes of getting fome of thofe 
things, and thefe being, furnifhed brought 
many more. 

3. Fernando Velofc a daring Young Man, 
asked leave to go fee the habitation of the 
Blacks; but he returned with more fpeed 
than he went, being purfued to the Chore, 
and a Shower of Arrows following as he got \ 
into the Boat. Vafco de Gama endeavouring 
to appeafe them, was wounded in the Leg, 
and becaufe they would not hearken to him, 
he revenged himfelt with Crofs-bows from 
aboard. The third day being the twentieth 
of November , he weighed and palled the 
Great Cape of Good Hope. On St. Catharines 
day they touched at Angra de San Bias , 
which is near the Ifland, where are found 
the Birds called Soliticairos made like a 
Goofe, but with Wings like Bact* * this is 60 
Leagues beyond the Cape. Here they ex¬ 
changed fome Merchandite, and obferved 
the People garding their Cattle, fome Wo¬ 
men riding on Oxen, and fome dancing to 
Pipes that made no contemptible Mufick. 

D 3 Put 
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But becaufe as they coafted in order to find 
feme Port, they found the Blacks appeared 
in greater numbers and warlike manner, 
he terrified them with firing iome Guns. He 
took all the Provifions out of the Barque 
and burnt it. On St. Lucies day liapned a 
Storm, the more terrible becaufe it was the 
firft. On Chrifimas-day they faw the Land, 
which for that reaion they called Terra de 
Natal , or Chrijlmas-land , as alfo the River 
they named de los Reyes , or of the Kings^i or 
being firft leen on the day of Epiphany. 
Here Gama left two Men to inform them* 
felves of the Country, and give him an ac¬ 
count at his return. To this purpofe he 
carried feme Malefactors, their punifhment 
being changed for thefe dangers. After 
dealing for feme Ivory and Provifions, lb 
much to the latisfa&ion of the Blacks, that 
their King came aboard, he went on as far 
as Cabo de Corrientes , and without feeing the 
Town of Zofala , paffed yo Leagues farther, 
and went up a River where were feveral 
Boats with Sails made of Palm. It was an 
encouragement to our Men to fee thefe Peo¬ 
ple, for that they underftood lomething of 
failing, a thing they had not feen in all 
thofe Coafts, and becaufe they were not fo 
black as the others, and underftood the Jra- 
hick Letter. They concluded them more ci¬ 
vilized by their Habit of feveral Colours, 
and divers lorts of Stuffs both Cotten and 
Silk. They faid that to the Eaftward lived' 
White People, who failed in Veffels like 
-This River Gama called de BonsSways 7 
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ot of mi Signs, for the information he got 

of wlfac he looked for 5 
fome Men, and many fickned, their Gums 
Sing out of their Mouths, and there was 
no 5but cutting, which proceeded.from 

St Gefrn, oppofite to Mozambique, whence 
came feveral Zambucos or Boats m jovial 
manner, the Mufick of feveral Inftrument* 

founding in them. As they came near we^c 

feen fome Black others almoft White, all 
had Perfian Veils, and were doathed with 
Gotten of fundry Colours. Th 7 « k ® d 
Men boldly who they were, and what they 
wanted. Gama anfwered to the hrlt part, 
and faid he would anfwerto the reft when 
hTkneJ whole thatTown was They laid 
the Lord of it was Zacoeja, to whom aU 
Veffels lent notice of their Arrival. Then 

Gama replied, that his Voyage was to /t.^, 

onH u/anted 2 Pilot to condu& him to Co- 
licut, that this was what he defired of the 
Xerne or Lord. Hefent him fome Prelents, 
though not of great value, valuable for their 

‘TA Moor who carried the advice, re¬ 
turned with many thanks for the Preterits 
with fome frefh Meats, making excufes that 
the ereat diftance was what hindred the 

SSf. vif.ing him. Thefe Ln tkybc 

ginnings moved Gama to attempt entnng 
fhe Harbour, but meeting f°me danger he 
Anchored above the Town, which hes in 
V+ Degrees and h'alf of South Latitude^ 
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encompafled by the Sea; the Land about 
It is low and unhealthy, the Houles of 
Hurdles, that of the Lord and the Molque 
of Mud Walls ; the Inhabitants were Stran¬ 
gers and Moors: this being between Quiloa, 
which lies above, and the Mine of Zofala 
below it. This place was ever much ac¬ 
counted of by our Seamen, being a raoft 
fecure place to Winter in. The Natives of 
the Continent are Black. Here came aboard 
Gama three Ethiopians, who as foon as they 
fpied St. Gabriel painted on the Poop, fell 
on their Knees, as thole who had always 
prelerved Chriftianiry, which was preached 
among them in the primitive times, though 
now with lome corruption. Vafco de Gama 
lent other Prelems to the Lord, and they 
concluded a Pea ce, which Was confirmed 
on our part bv ere&ing a Crofs there by 
the name of S< George. But the Barbarians 
having deec uily concluded this Agree¬ 
ment, our Ivicn going for Wood, fourteen 
Boats fell upon them, pouring in abundance 
of Arrows, but being anfwered by our Grofs- 
feows and Guns, they never offered to nio- 
left us a lecond time. They failed hence 
the ii th of March with one Morifh Pilot: 
he had hired two, but the other fled. Bad 
Weather obliged him to come to ah Anchor 
again at St, Georges Ifland. He took in Wa¬ 
ter by force of Arms, the Blacks oppofing 
it. And they encreafing to 2000, he fired 
lome Cannon, which killing lome, the other 
with the fright fled to th? Continent, lea¬ 
ving many in our hands. 
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C. The Xeque or Governour at firft re- 
fufed a Pilot, he they had being fled, but 
fearing it might be revenged, lent another 
fo wicked, that he run the Ships among 
fome Iflands, which were called del A cot ado, 
becaufe the Pilot was there ieverely whipped 
for this fault. This punifhment inftead of 
amendment, provoked him to another fraud. 
He perfuaded Gama to take the Port of 
Quiloa , by telling him there were Chriftians 
there; but believing our Ships might be de- 
ftroyed.The Currents drove the Ships off,and 
they came to an Anchor at the City Mon - 
baza, which is an Ifland made by a River 
that falls into the Sea by two Mouths: The 
Buildings like thole of Spam ; the Inhabi¬ 
tants all Moors, without any mixture of 
Chriftians, as the Pilot affirmed. Our Com¬ 
mander lent a Prefent to the King, and he 
deceitfully offered a kind reception. This 
inclined Gama to enter the Port, but it be¬ 
ing God's Will to deliver him, the Ships 
fell off, and our Seamen making fome 
extraordinary cry to bring them about, 
fome Moor?, who were aboard, thought 
they were difeovered, taking this for a lig- 
nal of Battle, they all leaped overboard, 
which undeceived the Commander, who 
failing on, and chafing two Boats, he took 
one with 1 3 Moors. By them he was in¬ 
formed that not far off was the City A/c- 
Unde , and rhere leveral Vefiels from India. 

6. Mtlindc is ieated on the plainelt of a 
Rocky Coaft, encompafled with Orchards, 
Palm-trees, and Woods of Fruit-trees; the 

Build- 
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Buildings great and Tightly; the Country as 
well ftored with Cattle as Fruit ; 'the Na¬ 
tives Pagans, of Colour Swarthy, of Body 
Strong; the Wo,men are counted beautiful; 
from the Wafte downwards they wear Si ks 
and Cottons; on the Head, Veils with Gold- 
Laces. Moft of the Merchants who trade 
here are of Gujarat , who in return of their 
Spice, carry Gold, Ivory, Amber and Wax. 
The King is a Mahometan, and is lerved 
With State and Splendor. Gama gave him 
an account of his Voyage by a Souldier, 
and how he ftood in need of a Pilot, borne 
Prefents and Complements having palled 
between them, they met on the Sea, where 
the King was pleafed above all with thi 
gift of the 1 2 Moors not long before taken. 
The Portugues feared the Moors kindnels 
was deceitful; but it proved otherwile, for 
this effect of this interview was a latting 
Peace faithfully obierved by the Portuguela 
And Moors. Here Gama dilcourled with 
fome Merchants of Cambay a ^ who aboard 
his Ship were feen to worfliip an Image or 
our Lady y which (hewed there were yet 
among them (bme foot-fteps of the Preaching 
of St Thomas the Apoftle. He carried with 
him Melemo Cana of Gnz.arat, finding him lo 
expert in Navigation, that being (hewn an 
Altrolabe, he took little notice of it, as one 
who was ufed to more conliderable lnltru- 
ments. With this Able Pilot Gama fet for¬ 
wards, having firft ereded a Crols, which 
he called of the Holy Ghoft ; and cro - 
ting that great Gulph of 700 Lsag ue ^> 
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twenty two days anchored 1 Leagues below 

7 Whilft our Difcoverers rejoice at their 
arrival in India, let us give a general def- 
cription of it, referring the particular to 
the arrival of our Ships in thole parts. 1 he 
Region properly called India, is that which 
lies between the two noble Rivers, Indus on 
the Weft, and Ganges on the Eaft. Of the 
firft it takes Name, as does the molt Anci¬ 
ent Kingdom of Delhi, the beft and molt 
powerful of this Country. Hence the Per- 
fians call it Indoftan. On the South it is all 
girt by the vaft Ocean. Encompafled by 
thole Rivers it makes a fort of Peninfola, 
almoft in the form of a Lozenge, or Rhom¬ 
bus of equal Sides, but not equal Angles. 
The two moft diftant oppofite Angles lie 
North and South; the latter is made by Cape 
Comori , the other towards the Fountains of 
the Rivers, which though diftant in the 
Mountains, called by Vtolomy Imao, yet run¬ 
ning down the Rivers come almoft to meet. 
The diftance between thele Angles in a 
ftreight Line is about' 400 Leagues.. The 
other two oppofite Angles, which lie Eaft 
and Weft , and are diftant 300 Leagues, are 
formed by the Mouths of the Rivers.. They 
encompals as much Land on their two 
Tides, as dees the Ocean on the other two. 
Though all this Country be inhabited, by 
Heathens and Mahometans, yet they differ 
in their Opinions and Cuftoms, as they are 
divided into leveral Kingdoms, as Multan , 
Delis, Ccfpettr, Bengala, Ortxa, Mando,Cbit<fr, 

and 
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and Guzarat , commonly called Cambay* 
The Kingdom of Decan is divided into ma¬ 
ny Sovereignties, with Chara&er of Kings, I 
with that of Pale divided between both. 
That of Bifnagtf, to whom are iubjeft ma¬ 
ny Petty Princes; and all the Province of 
Malabar divided into final! Territories, 
|ome ablolute, lome fubje# to thole already 
named. Had not Nature fet Bounds to Hu¬ 
man Ambition, feparating thefe Countries 
with fraft Rivers, Mountains, Lakes, Woods 
and Deferts, inhabited by fundry and in¬ 
numerable Wild Beafts, they had all doubt- 
lefs been under the Command of one Lord. 
The moft remarkable Bounder of this vail 
Continent, is a long Ridge of Hills, which 
the Natives call Gate , that is. Mountains; 
they run about 200 Leagues from North to 
South : on both fides between the Sea and 
the Hill run two long, but narrow Plains 
for about 80 Leagues, that on the Weft is 
called Malabar , on the (hoar whereof is 
leated the City Calicut . It was then inha¬ 
bited by Pagans, and reforted to by Maho- 
metan Merchants. Their Kings were al¬ 
ways of the Family of the Bramenes , among 
them efteemed moft Religious and Learned, 
and great Obfervers of the Do£lrine of Py 
thagoras . The People is divided into two 
Degrees, the Commons, whom they call 
Tokos ; and the Nobles called Nayres, who 
are valiant and skil’d in the Arms they ufe, 
and always wear Sword and Buckler ; io 
proud, that if but touched by a Commo¬ 
ner, they hold it as a great misfortune, and 

cleanfs 
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deanle themfelves by wafting. This King 
of Calicut is the moft powerful of all the 
Coaft, and therefore for .diftinAion called 
Zamoriy as much as Emperor. The King¬ 
dom took its name from the Metropolis, m 
which are many Stately Buildings of the 
Natives, for the Merchants do not mind it. 
It has no ftelter for Ships, which are forced 
to Ride it out at Anchor in the Road. This 
is the place where we left the Difco- 
verers. 

8. Gama arrived here on the zotb of May ; 
he gave advice to the King, who was not 
then in the City, but lent him a Pilot to 
bring the Ships to a fafer place. During 
this interval came acquainted with thePor- 
tuguefes a Moor called M<mzayde y who lived 
there, and told them in Spanift he had 
known them in Oran y and would be fervice- 
able to them there. So it proved, for from 
that time he paffed between Vaftco de Gama 
and Zamoru upon all occafions with great 
fidelity, and at laft died a Chriftian in Per* 
tugal The third day our Commander went 
alhore with twelve others, a Catual, or Go- 
vernour coming from the King to condu& 
him; they were carried on Mens Backs 
with fuch eafe, that the motion, though 
fwift, is hardly to be perceived. Thus they 
were carried, many flocking about them, 
to a Pagod or Temple, equal, including all 
its Offices,to the greateft of our Monafteries. 
On the top of the Front were five Bells, 
and oppofite to it a high Pillar of Brafs, with 
a Cock on the top. Within the Gate at¬ 
tended 
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tended four Bramens , covered from the 
Wafte to the Knees with Cotten Cloaths; 
and for a Badge of their Profeffion each 
had three Threads crofs his Shoulders, hank¬ 
ing like a Shoulder Belc.They fpnnkled them 
with Water, and gave Powder of Sandal to 
put on their Foreheads, all with great Cere- 
mony, and nolefs Reverence than is ufed 
among us in taking the Holy Water in 
Church. About the Walls were painted & 
veral horrid Figures of Monfters andWiU 
Beafts. In the middle was a round Chappel 
of good Structure with Brafs Gates; within 
it Was the Statue of a Woman, which by 
reafon of the darknefs could not he per- 
fc»ly difcovered. The Portuguefes looking 
upon it, and asking what it was, the Mala- 
bars anfwered aloud,and with a joyful Reve- 
rence, Mary , Mary, Mary , and prottrated 
themfelves on the ground. Our Men did 
the fame, judging that to be the Image ot 
our Lady, nor were they deceived, tor it 
could be no other, thofe People many Ages 
before having profefled Chriftianity. The 
throng ot the People grew fo great, they 
flopped the way, and with the eager detire 
of feeing the new Guefts, almoft Rifled 
them. Having gone thus y Leagues, they 
came to the Palace, where they -law the 
King on a Rich Bed fet out with Silk and 
Gold, his Looks full of Majefty, Cloathed 
with White Cotton ftrewed with Branches 
and Roles of Beaten Gold; on his Head a 
thing like a Mitre fet with many Pearls, his 
Arms and Legs naked,but on them Bracelets 
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and Rings of Gold fet with Rich Jewels. 
A Grave Perlon by his fide held a Gold 
Plate with lome Leaves of Betele, an Herb 
comfortable to the Stomach, which the 
Eaftern Princes much ufechewing and lwai- 
lowing the Juice of it. The eldeft Bramen , 
who was next the Bed , and whofe Age, 
Grey Hairs and Garb were Venerable, arofe, 
and taking Vafco de Gama by the Hand pre¬ 
sented him to that Great Emperor, who 
‘looked upon him friendly, but feluted him 
fo fcantly, that the motion of his Head 
could fcarce be perceived, and made figns 
to the Bramen to make him fit down on the 
Steps of the Afcent whereon the Bed ftood. 
He heard, him, and anlwered in general 
Terms j then took the Letter font by King 
Emanuel, which was writ in Portugues and 
Arabick, keeping it to confult with his 
Minifters about the Anfwer, promifmg it 
ftiould be fpeedy. The fubftance was only 
to fettle a friendly correfpondence between 
the two Crowns in order to a Free Trade, 
which might be to the advantage of both. 
Gama was entertained in the Houle of a Ca- 
tual, orGovernour, where the next day he 
endeavoured tc gain him and the^ other 
Minifters with Prelents, but they being in- 
feriour to their Avarice, he found next 
time he (poke with them, that he had not 
won them } but the King leemed more' 
plealed than the firft time, whence may ap¬ 
pear the Good Will ot a Prince is bought 
I at a cheaper rate, than thofe who would go- 
l vern them when railed to their Favour, in 

fine, 
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fine, he was content that a free Commerce 
fliould be fetled between the two King- 

d T'The Moors utiderftanding this Agree¬ 
ment, envious of our fuccefs, and fearing 
the damage muftenlue to their Trade, made 
many Obje<aions againft our admittance, at 
Se, that we who came now Rung, would 
fettle our felves forcibly in time to come. 
They bribed the Catual or-Governour, and 
he perfwaded the King, our Men were P,- 
rats and not Embafiadors. It was wonder¬ 
ful that the King, not knowing howto 
proceed, becaufe there was none could fi- 
tisfie him of the truth of this Bufmefs, he 
refolved to rely upon the Faith ofhim 
whom his Mimfters aecufed; for, as if he 
had known how odious a Lie, though to 
their advantage, was to the Portuguefes, he 
Tent for Vafco de Gama, declaring to bi 
laree how he was informed his EmbalUe 
was feigned, and that he was fotne bamlh 
ed or fugitive Perfon , making him great 
offers of a kind reception in cafe it were fo, 
and promifing to rely upon his information 
for the credit of the whole matter. Gam 
heard the King with a great deal of firm 
nefsin his Countenance, and declared hmr 
felf highly fenfible of the great confidence 
the King repofed in him, in a mod learned 

Speech, with powerful Arguments anfwered 

to all that had been laid to his Charge, and 
concluded with the fame gravity andiaid- 
nefs he had kept through his 
The King who had kept his Eyes fixed 
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upon him all the time his harangue lafted, 
hoping by exteriour ligns to difcover the 
truth of his affertions, drew a conclufion 
from the fecurity of his Looks, the elegancy 
of his Words and gravity of his Perfon, that 
there could no deceit be couched under 
fuch fair appearances, that the Moors pro- 
ceeded malitioufly, and his Minifters were 
impofed upon. Then very frankly bid him 
return to his Ships to land what Merchant 
dife he brought, if any, and while that was 
difpofed of,he would prepare fuch an Anfwer 
for the King, as fhould be to his fads- 
fa&ion. 

io. Vafco de Gama providing to return to 
his Ships, was detained by Order of the Go- 
vernour, and finding himfelf Prifbner, left 
feven of the twelve he had brought as Plotta¬ 
ges. He complained, but to no effeft, the 
faithful Moor Moncaydt jolliciting for him 
with all poflGble diligence. Gams being 
abroad and finding no fair means could pre¬ 
vail to have his men reftored, having called 
a Council, it was refolved to apply force » 
accordingly he lent out after fome Fifhermen 
and took twenty of them: Immediately he 
let fly his Sails, making {hew of departing, 
that they might fend to ftay him. And ac¬ 
cordingly it fucceeded, for the King in¬ 
formed of the reafon why his Subje&swere 
taken, ordered the feven Portuguefes to be 
exchanged for them, and fent the Anfwer 
for our King, and excufed the treachery of 
his People. The fortunate Gams fteers home- 
ward, the Moor Moneayde came voluntarily 
£ with 
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ii«m 4nd fome of the Prifoners by 
force, who were not reftor’d^t being thought 
convenient to bring tome to ftiew, promt- 
fine them they Ihould return. 

i,. As he was leaving the Sea of Calicut, 
fixtv Velfels, full of Armed Men, let upon 
am^nreffed him, but the Cannon being well 
Sjffif they went off. Sailing aW* in 
?ight of Land, he fet up the Crcfs o St. 
Mary in an Ifland between Baramr and Ba- 
■ ;/ w hich thence took name, with ad, 
miration ofthelnhabitants. This was the 
feth and laft he fet up this Voyage, they 
were St. Raphael in the River BousSmapj 
• St. George, at Mozambique ; St. Ste P b ™/*{:

he was erecting the laft Crofs, he writ a 
Letter to the Zamori or King of Cato,by 
the hand of Moncayde, and lent n by a 
Filherman of that place : In this 
excufes himferf for carrying away thofePn- 
foners, which he did not m fatisfaftion of 
the Merchandife taken from him, but *san 
earneft that he would return with them, 
when he had (hewed them to his Pnn^, 
and they informed him of theftate of their 
C6untry y } and that in recompense he would 
bring a perll-ct account of Spam. In this 

Voyage he difcovered laoo Leagues, draw¬ 
ing 1 ^ a 8 ftrait Line from the River Jtl H*?* 
found by Bartholomew Diaz,, to the Port 
of Calicuf, for in failing it is much more. 
Here he found the Ifiand, the Peopleof C- 
tiara qA\ Anchediva, near the Continent, it 

is finall, well (haded with Trees, of a whok 
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fom Air, and has good Water. Anche or 
Ange fingnifies Five, and Diva; Iffands; 
there being fo many, but the Chief has car¬ 
ried the Name. He was here careening his 
Ships, taking water, andfome relpitei when 
aPirat attacked him with eight final! Vef- 
fels, fo linked and covered with Boughs, 
that they looked like afrnaH floating Wind. 
He was lomewhat furprized at firft fight, 
but perceiving the danger that approached 
under thofe Leaves, he attackcd it, and ha¬ 
ving put to flight (even, took oneVMel. 
The Name of this iPirat was Timcja ; we 
(hall hear of him hereafter. The PrinbeSf 
Goa, by means of a Jew, endeavoarett to 
draw Gama to his ruin 5 the jew 'from (hoar 
making figns' with a Crofe, who being tia- 
ken aboard, and put upon the Wrick; con- 
feifed he was lent wkh an ill defigt^ lira 
repenting, was baptized, and cilled Gifpdr 
it Gama. SomeoF the men diedwhilftthey 
were failing acroli the Great Gulph between 
India a*wf the Coaft of Melmde . ^He An¬ 
chored in light of the Towh of Magadoxa, 
which hands on an open Co^* but-is beau¬ 
tiful and ftrong. Not far from thence came 
out againft him eight Boats wolf manned, 
but were loon repulfed. He came jto Mt* 
lindt, and was received by that King as a 
Friend. Being again under fail, the Ship 
St. Raphael ftruck and was loft, leaving that 
Name to thofe Sands. The men were la¬ 
ved by the other two Ships, and they parted 
hy a Storm near Cabo Verde. Ntcbola* CceHo 
arrived at Lisbon , believing his Comfrander 
£ i was 
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was there before him, but he was burying 
his Brother, Paul de Gama, in the Illand 
Ttrctra. Soon after he came up the Tagus, 
having been out two Years, and almoit 
two Months. He carried out 160 men, and 
returned only with yf. They were all re¬ 
warded by the King, Vafco de Gama had 
the priviledge of being called £>«», annexed 
to his Family; to his Arms was added part 
6 i the Kings; he had the Tide of Admiral 
of the Eaftem Seas, sooo Ducats yearly, 
and afterwards the Title of Count Ftdteueyra. 
Nicholas CocUo was made a. Fidalgo, which u 
Noble, and had a i oo Ducats a year. 

ti. Prince Henry, the Firft Author of 
thele Difcoveries, had built a Chappel on 
the Banks of the River a League below 
Lssbcn, for the conveniency of Sailers. In 
the fame place now did King Emanuel ete& 
a (lately Church to the fame intent, and 
with the feme name it had before, to wit, 
Our Lady of Bethlehem, placing the Statue 
of the Prince over the Great Gate, his 
own and the Queens over the leffer. This 
is a Monaftery of the Order of St. Hierom, 
and for its fecurity was built in the Water 
a ftrong Tower called St. Fincent, not great, 
but fightly. 


CHAP. 
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Conquefis under King Emanuel, from the 
Tear 1 500 till the Tear 1 $ 0 %. 

1. f iMHere were Publick Thanfgivings 
1 through the Kingdom for thfe good 
fucceis of this Voyage > to thefe fucceeded 
Feafts and Jqyful Entertainments. And all 
mens expe&ation being railed with the glo¬ 
ry of the A&ion and hope of enluing Pro¬ 
fit, it was confulted now to profecute 
what was begun, and relolved, that accord¬ 
ing to the difpofition they had found in 
the People of thole Countries there Was 
more need of Force than Intreaty, in or¬ 
der whereunto thirteen Vefles of feveral 
fizes were fitted, and Peter Alvarez. Cabral 
was named Admiral. On the 8 th of March 
the King delivered with his own hand to 
the Admiral the Flag of the Crols. The 
Shoar was covered with People, who flock¬ 
ed to fee the Fleet fail. It contained ixoo 
Men, 8 Francifcan Friers, 8 Chaplains, and 
a Chaplain Major. The fubftance of their 
Inftru&ions was, to begin by Preaching, 
and if that failed, to proceed to the decifion 
of the Sword. 

2. Twelve days the Fleet failed with a 
fair Gale, but at Cape Verde a Storm arofe, 
and one of the Veflels returned to Lisbon. 
In 1 o degrees of South Latitude they faw a 
E 3 Tawny 
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Tawny People with lank Hair and flat 
Faces ! They fled from our Men, till halt¬ 
ing all together upon *1 eminence, they 
were fpoketo in federal Languages and by 
Signs, nut all in vain. The Fleet paired on 
and Anchored upon Eafier Eve m a Port 
they called S<£«ri>, or Safe, becaufe n pro- 
ved fo to them. The People being affable, 
our Men landed and fet up an Altar 

under a Tree, where * ere ^ttefe 

and a Sermon preached, to which thofe 

Heathers were prelent with Wonderful *j‘ 
tention: The Admiral lent a Veffel to ad- 
venire the King of this difcovery , an 
crofted a Croft on a great Tree, calling the 
Country San fa Cruz,, or Holy Crofs. He 
alfo left there two Portugueles £ imqmre 
into the Cuftoms, Language and Produft of 
the Country. This is that l^ge Province 
of America , called 'Braz,iU,^ for 
dance of that Wood which at produces, and 
hither had he been drove by Storms. Ha¬ 
ving left this Port, on the nth of May he 
faw a Comet ftretching lts . J 3 ! 1 . m . 5 * 
Cape of Good Hope, which vamlhed in eight 
days, and was the forerunner of a terrible 

Storm, infomuch that the day growing dark,. 

they- could not fee each other or hear,! 
with the horrid nolle of the Winds ; « | 
days thisTempeft lafted.and wallowed fo 
Ships. The Admiral arrived with only 
Ships of all his Fleet upon the 16 th of pi, 
on the Coaft of Zofala He chafed two 
Ships, the one was ftranded, the other ta 
ken, they belonged to Moors, and came 
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from the Mine of Zofala, commanded by 
Xem Foteyma. The Admiral treated him 
courteoufly, reftoring all ^t ^ mken, 
becaufe he was Uncle to the King of Me- 
Imde, who delerved well of the Portugueles 
for the kind Offices Vafco * Gama had re¬ 
ceived of him in time of need. Having 

quitted the Moor, he arrived at Mozambique 

on the 10th of July, where he refitted and 
held on his Voyage. 

5. Coafting along, he came to an Anchor 
before the ancient and noble City Qutloa. 
Abraham , a Man renowed among his Peo¬ 
ple, and rich with the Trade of Zofala, 
then reigned there. The Admiral fent him 
word, he had important Affaire to commu¬ 
nicate to him from our King. The Anlwer 
was, that he fhould come afttoar and he 
would hear him. He replied, That ac¬ 
cording to his Inftruftions it was not per¬ 
mitted him to land, unlcfs to fight fuch as 
refufed the Friendlhipof Portugal-, but that 
in relpeft to fuch a Prince, he would ineet 
him in a Boat in the middle of that Bay. 
This Anfwer was furprifing, ana rear 
wrought more than Kindnefs. Severa Boats 
were fet out on both fides, richly adorned 
and filled with Mufick. Our Commander 
propofed Amity, Trade and Religion- The 

Moor gave good words, but difguifed *« 

. defigns” This known, a Councel was held, 
the Refolution was to go on, leaving the 
Revenge for a fitter opportunity, and thus 
they arrived at Melinde the lecond ot Au- 
gup, where they were received with an 
E 4 Kinu- 
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kindnefs, not only upon acrount of the 
Friendlhip eftabliflied with Vafco de Gama , 
but alfo for the Generofity wherewith Xequt 
Foteyma had been treated. They vifired and 
prefented each other. Ours which wascon- 
fiderable, was carried by the Fa&or Ayres 
Correa, together with a Letter from our 
King, writ in Arabick, which was fb highly 
prifed by that King, that to the end he 
might keep the Bearer afhoar that night, 
he lent the Admiral the Ring whereon was 
his Seal, the greaceft fecurity ofthofe Kings, 
fie told how much he was infefted by the 
King of Monbaga for having admitted our 
Friendship, renewed and confirmed it with 
words and a£lions. Soon after our Ships 
failed, having taken in two Guzarat Pilots, 
and fet afhoar two Men in order to difeo- 
ver Trefier John's Country, the antient de- 
fire of our Princes. 

4. On St. Bartholomew Eve they reached 
Anchediva. The Vefiels were waflfd and 
tallow'd, they watered and dealt with the 
People by figns, and left them fatisfied. 
Then they flood over for Calicut , and dif- 
covered it the 17 tb of September . The Na¬ 
tives beheld us with Pleafure and Admira¬ 
tion ; our Cannon was fired for joy, but 
ftrucka terror into the People on theShoar, 
who fled. Ayres Correa , who had this em¬ 
ployment at Melinde, went to advertife the 
King Zamori. He fetled the manner how 
the King and Admiral fhould meet, which 
was done with much circumfpe&ion. There 
were given as Hoftages for the ftfety of 

the 
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the Admiral, and fuch as (hould land with 
him, fix of the Kings principal Miniftersof 
the Family of the Bramenes , whole Names 
he brought from Portugal by the advice of 
Momayde. The Prifbners that Vajcode Ga¬ 
ma took, were alfb returned in performance 
of what he had writ to Zamori , and that 
they might give an account of what they 
had feen in Portugal. 

5. The Embaffie was delivered with much 
ftate, it tending only to the fettling Peace 
and Commerce. After much delay pro¬ 
ceeding from Jealoufie, Peace was conclud¬ 
ed and fworn to, and a Houfe in the Town, 
with much difficulty, granted for the con- 
veniency of . Trade. Ayres Correa took poF 
fion of it with fixty able Men. The Mer¬ 
chants of Meca obftru&ed our getting la¬ 
ding, complaint was made to the King, but 
no red refs. 

6. The caufe of it was the enmity be¬ 
tween two Moorifh Governours, one of the 
Sea, the other of the Land Affairs, thefirft 
called Coje Bequi , the other Coje Cemtrect. 
This laft was offended that our Fa&or had 
made greater application to the other than 
to him, and contrived to be revenged, as 
follows. He was informed there failed from 
Cochin , a City diftant about 30 Leagues, a 
very great Ship of Ceylon, bound for Cam- 
baya with Elephants, who muft pals before 
us. He therefore told the Fa&or, that the 
King having defired one of thofe Beafts, 
was refufed ir by the Owners; that if our 
Men would take the Ship they would ob* 
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lige the King, forward their own bufinefs, 
and poflefs themfelves of a great quantity of 
Spice which the Merchants of Meca had 
there. His defign was, that we (hould re¬ 
ceive damage in the attempt, that Ship be¬ 
ing of great bulk; and to this purpofe gave 
notice to the Owners, that they might be 
the better provided ; and in cafe that did 
not fucceed, at lead hereby we (hould dif- 
oblige the Merchants of Cochin. The Ad¬ 
miral fent after the Ship, Peter de Ataide in 
the St. who gave her chafe, file made 
no account of our Veflel till feme of our 
Balls reaching her, (he bore upon us pour¬ 
ing in her (hot, then made away, and was 
purfued and taken out of the Bay of Cananor. 
There were aboard (even Elephants, where¬ 
of one was killed by a Cannon Ball, and 
eaten by our men. This contrivance was 
of advantage to difcover the Author, to 
terrifie the King, feeing (ixch a Veflfel taken 
by one that was not above the fixth part of 
her bulk, and to gain the Friendfhip of the 
King of Cochin ; for the Admiral difcover- 
ing the fraud, reftored the Ship to the 
Owners, making farisfa&ion for tl]e ^lam- 
age. Here it was that Duarte Pacheco Pereyra 
gave the firft marks of that Heroick Va¬ 
lour, which after made him renowned in all 
the World. 

7. This evil defign turned to our advan* 
tage, but not the next ; for the Ships having 
been there three Months, there were but 
two laden, and at a dear ’rate; and the 
Faftor tufpe&ing that the Ships of Meat 

laded 
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laded by night, which hlndred ours, com- 
plained to the King, who ordered him to 
make Prize of luch Boats. They entred 
and found nothing, for it was a contrivance 
qf the Moors to incenfe the People againft 
the Portuguefes, and fo it fell out, for the 
attempt being divulged, the Rabble rifes in 
fearch of the Fa&or and his Company, 
whereof they fuddenly flew forty; the others 
with five Francifcan Fryers efcaped that 
Storm. The Admiral before the hlood of 
thofe (lain was cool, in a rage burnt fifteen 
great Veflels in the Port, and battered the 
Town two days from the Ships, doing 
great^damage, and killing above yoo men. 

8. Then failed to Cochin the Metropolis 
of the Kingdom, of the fame Name, ha¬ 
ving by the way burnt*two Ships they met 
belonging to Calicut. The King lived out 
of Town. The Admiral fent to advertife 
him of his coming by a Bramen y a Religi¬ 
ous Malabar, one of thofe who wander na¬ 
ked, girt with Chains and daubed with Filth, 
who, if Heathens, are called Jogues , and if 
Moors, Calandars ; this man was afterwards 
baptized and called Michael. The King re¬ 
turned a favourable anfwer, ‘and permit¬ 
ted us to lade Spice. It was done (lowly, 
but without interruption. At Crangancr were 
found feme Chriftians of St. Thomas , under 
Armenian Bifliops. Two were brought to 
Portugal , one died and the other returned. 
Zamori of Calicut had gained the ill will of 
the Neighbouring Princes by his ill manner 
of proceeding with our men. Thofe of 

Ccchm 
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Cochin and Cananor defiring an opportunity 
of breaking with him, ftrove to draw the 
Portugues Fleet to their Ports. The Go- 
vernours of Coulan, on the South of Cochin, 
lent to thisefFed to the Admiral, he return¬ 
ed thanks, though the Offer was not ac¬ 
cepted, haying already fufficient lading. 
He left Concalo Gil Barbofa as Fa&or at Cc- 
cbin with others, to provide lading for the 
next Ships (hould come. 

9. He had promifed to take in fome Gin - 
gcr at Cananor , he went thither to perform 
his word, and (hew he was not afraid to 
appear before Calicut 5 he found that King 
well affeded towards us, who (ent wifti him 
an EmbafTador (he of Cochin (ent two) to 
King Emanuel with Prefents, and offer of a 
Free Trade. About the middle of January 
the Admiral (et out in order to return 
home. On the Coaft of Melinde , one of 
the Ships was drove by bad Weather upon 
a Bank, the men (aved. At Mozambique 
the reft were refitted, and one (ent to let- 
tie a Trade at the Mine of Zofala, At 
Cabo Verde they found Veter Diaz , and his 
VefTel, which had been parted from them; 
he had elcaped many dangers by Sea and 
Land, chiefly in Port Magadoxa near Cape 
Guardafu. After the Admiral arrived al(o 
in Portugal , Peter de At aide, who had been 
parted, and the other (ent to the dilcovery 
of Zofala , with an account of it. 

10. In March before this Fleet returned, 
ftiled out of Lisbon four Ships with 400 
men , commanded by John de Nova , an 

able 
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able Seaman. In eight Degrees of South La. 
titude he found the iftand he called of the 
Conception. Beyond the Cape-of Good 
Hope, at the place called Agoado de St, Bras , 
they found in a Shoe a Letter writ by Ve¬ 
ter de At aide, who Anchored there after the 
Storm before (poken of; it gave an account 
of the Voyage of Peter Alvorez CabraU, In 
Augujl they arrived at Mozambique, then at 
Quiloa, having found an Ifland, which from 
the Commander was called of John de 
Nova, Short of Melinde they gave chafe 
to two great Ships, one was taken, light- 
ned and then burnt. At length they arri¬ 
ved at Cananor ; and that King defirous 
they (hould ftay there, to oblige them di£ 
covered that the King of Calicut was (end¬ 
ing againft him forty great Ships. This 
which he thought would detain them, haft- 
ned their departure; for John de Nova, left 
the King (hould think he (laid for fear, 
failed on towards Cochin , leaving afhoar 
four Fa&ors, to prepare Goods againft his 
return. In the Road of Caltcut they found 
the Fleet ready, and falling on it loft ne¬ 
ver a Shot, pouring it in all that day and 
night, and part of the next; there were 
funk five great VefTels and nine Paraos, 
which are fmall ones, the reft fled to the 
City with the news. At Cochin , Nova took 
in his lading with fpeed, it being provi¬ 
ded by the Officers CabraU had left there 
to that purpofe. He returned to Cananor and 
took the reft of his lading; at his entrance 
into that Port he cook a Ship of Calicut , 
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plundered and burnt it; the fame hapned 
to another as he came out. In his return 
having patted the Cape of Good Hope , he 
found the Ifiand of St. Helena not inhabi¬ 
ted ; it has proved fince a moft advanta- 
gious place to all that ufe the India Trade, 
being provided with moft excellent Wa¬ 
ter. It lies in 15 Degrees of South Lath 
tude, diftant from Goa 1549 Leagues, from 
Mozambique 1100, from the Cape of Good 
Hope $io % from Angola 370 , from St* 
George de la Mina 575, from Brazil 540.

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CHAP. VI. 

Conquefls under King Emanuel, from the 
Tear 1501, to the Tear 1503. * 

1. rnpH E Account "Peter Alvarez Cabral 
I brought, fhewed it was requifite 
either to attempt making a great For¬ 
tune with a great Force or elfe to quit 
the attempt. Some were of Opinion to 
defift, but the credit of fb great an Atftion 
prevailed; and though many were loft, the 
gain of thofe who returned was fo great, 
that it outweighed the confideration of the 
damage. The King was infpired with th* 
hope of carrying on what the Apoftle St. 
Thomas had begun, and, planting the Chri- 
ftian Religion ift thofe Countries, and en¬ 
larging his Royal Titles by adding to them, 
as he did; thofe of Lord of the Navi¬ 
gation Conquefts and Trade of (^Ethiopia, 
Arabia , Perfia, an d India* which were con¬ 
firmed by the Pope. # 
a. The King was fenfible, that to obtain 
a Great Name among fb many, fb pow¬ 
erful and fb diftant Nations, it was requi¬ 
re to fhew great Power ; therefore in 
March he fet out Three Squadrons; the 
firft of ten Ships, commanded by Vafco de 
Gama , now on his.Second Voyage. The 
fecond of five Ships under Vincent Sodre, 
which was to feour the Coaft of £cchin and 
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Cananor , and hinder the Trade of the Ships 
of Mica, watching the Mouth of the Red 
Sea. The third was under Stephen de Gama, 
but all fubordinate to Va/co de Gama. The 
whole confided of twenty Ships, and were 
cone before John de Nova arrived. The 
Kiifg delivered to fafeo de Gama'the Rag 
with great Honour in the Cathedral 
Church, giving him the Title of Admiral 
of the Eaftern Seas. With him returned 
the Embafladorsot Cochin and Cananor, much 
honoured by o&r King. They met off Cabo 
ftrde a Caravel bound for Lisbon, with 
much Gold from the Mine. Don Vafco 
fhewed feme to the EmbalTadors, and they 
fiirprized, faid it did not agree with the 
account the Venetian Embaffador in Portu¬ 
gal had given them, that the Portuguefes 
without the help of Vmice could fcarce put 
Ships to Sea. This was envy, becaufe they 
were like to lofe their Trade with Grand 
Otyre. 

3. The Admiral arrived the 12 tb of Ju¬ 
ly at Quiloa, having loft two Ships in bad 
Weather. He encred furioufly, firing all 
his Canon, and battering the Town in re¬ 
venge of the ill ufage others had received 
from that King. But he to prevent his to¬ 
tal ruin, came in a Boat to appeale the 
Admiral, offering to be liibjeft, and pay 
Tribute to King Emanuel. Thus the Storm 
was converted into Joy. Sailing thence he 
was put by the Port of Melinde, and forced to 
anchor 8 Leagues below it in a Bay, whence 
lpreadin^his Fleet that no Ship might 
* eleape 
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efcape him, he took level al, but was moft 
fevere with thole of Calicut . A Ship of 
great bulk called Meri, belonging to the 
Sultan of Cayre , moft richly laden, and full 
of many Mdorsof Quality, who went PiU 
grims to Meca, fell lb unexpectedly into our 
hands, that fhe was taken without the Jeaft 
refinance, and all the Goods drifted into 
our Ships. But when i6o Moors perceived 
we were going to force the Veflel, in which, 
befides them, were above yo Women and 
Children, laying hold of what Weapons 
were at hand, they beat the Boats from 
the (ides; a Ship coming to her afllftance 
was almoft taken, till another relieved it, 
and the Admiral coming up, the Enemies 
Veflel was boarded, and after a courageous 
refiftance taken and burnt with all that 
were in her, except twenty Children Who 
were afterwards baptized. 

4. The Admiral (ailed to Cartahor,tLt\d had 
a meeting with the King upon the Shoar, 
and Perfons were appointed to confer a* 
bout the bulinels of Trade. Then he lent 
a Letter to the King Of Calicut, fignifyittg 
to him, that the a 60 Moors burnt in the 
Ship, were upon account for the Portttgueles 
killed by his People; and the twenty Chil¬ 
dren made Chriftians, for one Portugues 
turned Mahometan. That this was but the 
earneft of revenge he would loon take up¬ 
on his City. Mean while they differed at 
Cananor about the Price of Spice % and at 
laft fome few men were left there to agree 
the matter, and many Threats lent the 
F King 
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King for thistriage. Then he ^forward 
to perform what he had promifed at * 

Ashe coafted along, there met him a 
Boat, and in it four Noblemen lent by Za- 
mori with offers extorted by fear. Don Vafa 
thought they might be advantages ; ut 
refenting that the Propolal was to reft con¬ 
tent with the duftruftion of almoft joo 
Moors and a rich Ship, in fatisfa<ftion for 
the lofs of the Portuguefes, he returned 
anlwer, that at his arrival he would 
burn and deftroy the City. The Fleet 
Spread, and took one Ship at anchor, and 
lome Boats. The King prepared himfelf, 
but to no purpole ; for the Cannon playing, 
there was great diftradion and confute. 
He hanged thirty Moors at the Yard Arms, 
then cutting off their Heads Hands and Feet, 
threw them into the Sea to be can upon 
the Shoar by the Tide, warning them it 
was but a merciful death to what he de- 
fiencd for the Murderers ol the Portugueies. 
Next, the Ship taken was fired, and then he 
failed, leaving that Prince and City in a 

Confirmation. , r. 

6 The King of Cananor , through fear, 
granted all he had denied to Entreaties. 
And the Admiral arriving at Cochin , ana 
having leen the King, perceived >t was true 
(as he had been informed ) that thole three 
Kings had. combined to make him winter 
there by fraud, hoping thereby to deftroy 
him, finding a Fleet of 200 Sail they had 
fitted out for that purpofe was utterly loit 
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by Storms. At length Peace and Amity 
was concluded with the King of Cocbin % 
which proved not only advantagious then, % 
but afterwards durable. Don Vafco among 
other Prefents, gave him a Crown of Gold; 
and he befides many other things of value, 
fent the King a Stone of great worth, as 
being a Sovereign Antidote againft all Poy- 
fon. This Stone of the bignefs of a Hazle 
Nut* is found in the Head of that Creature 
the Indians call Bulgodalf. The King of Ca¬ 
nanor underftanding the good Correfpon- 
dente there was between Vafco de Gama and 
him of Cochm y and fearing our Fleet would 
not return to his Port, declared he was as 
ready to comply with the Admiral as the 
other, and received a fatisfa&ory anfwer. 
Here Don Vafco received Embaffadors, who 
laid they came from Ibrne Chriftian Inhabi¬ 
tants of that Neighbouring Country, the 
Metropolis whereof was Cranganor , and they 
to the number of 30000 : That St. Thomas 
had preached to their Forefathers; that 
they were fubje£t to the Patriarch of Arme¬ 
nia ; that they were infefied by the Pagans; 
that they knew he was an Officer ot the 
molt Catholick King of Europe, to whom 
they fubmitted themlelves, delivering into 
his hands the Rod of Juftice. This Rod was 
Red, about the length of a Scepter, the ends 
tipt with Silver, with three Bells at the top. 
They were difpatched with hopes of a pow¬ 
erful afliftancs. 

Ez 7. VVhilft 
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7. Whilft the Ships were lading at Cochin, 
a Bramen of Note, with his Son and Ne¬ 
phew, offered himfelf to Dm Vafco, figm- 
tying a defire of coming to Portugal to be 
inftrufted in the Faith, and propofing me¬ 
thods of reconciliation with the King of 
Calicut . He found credit, becaufe his Son 
and Nephew were to remain as Holtages; 
and the Admiral failed for Calicut in a great 
Ship, accompanied by only one Caravel, 
hoping to meet Vincent Sodre , who was gon 
to fet the EmbafTadors afhore. But he be¬ 
ing attacked by the Moors, though he worft* 
ed them, was gone to Cananor . The Bre¬ 
men was landed, and carrying feveral Mef- 
fagesback and forward, gave time for fit¬ 
ting i oo Paros or great Boats, which fud- 
denly one morning hemrtied in the Admiral 
io boldly, that many offered to board him 
with Fireworks to bum the Ship. It began 
to take fire , when cutting the Cable fha 
put off the Firefhip, and the Boats to avoid 
it were difeovered, but much more by our 
Cannon, which being at good diftance took 
etfeft. Sodre receiving advice by the Cara¬ 
vel the Admiral had fent, when firft he mif¬ 
fed him, came in goodfeafon, and all toge¬ 
ther charged the Enemy in fuch manner, 
they were put to flight with great lofs. The 
Hoftages were hanged at the Yard Armsin 
fight of the City, and then put into a Boat 
with a Letter for the King, defiring him to 
accept of that Prefent in return for his Mef- 
fengers contrivance. The Admiral returned 
to Cochin, and being difpatched, left there 

in 
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in a wooden Houle built for that purpole 
with the King’s leave, a Fa&or and 31 Por- 
tuguefes.* Then failed with his ten Ships 
for Cananor ; not far from Pandarane there 
met him twenty nine of the King of Calicut . 
He fent out three Veffels to engage the two 
foreraoft of the Enemies, which was per¬ 
formed with fuch vigour, that when the 
Admiral came up, the two were taken, the 
reft fled, $00 Moors killed. ^TheBootv was 
confiderable, the chief thing an Idol of 
Gold, weighing 30 pound, of monftrous 
fhape, his Eyes were two Emrauds, on his 
Breaft was a very large Ruby, and part of 
him covered with a Cloak of Gold fet with 
Jewels. Sodre was left there to guard the 
Coaft and Fa&ories; the Admiral continued 
his Voyage.' He arrived at Lisbon with nine 
Ships richly laden, and with publick pomp 
carried the Tribute he with much honour 
had received of Quiloa, whereof the King 
ordered to be made a Cuftodium of Gold 
for the Church of our Lady of BethUhtm y 
and gave all his fhare of fuch Prizes as 
fhould be taken, to the uleof that Stru&ure. 
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Conquefis under King Emanuel, from the 
Tear 1*03, till the Tear 150?. 

I.rip H E King of Calicut envying the ad- 
vantage he of Cochin made of our 
Trade, got together 50000 men at Fatane 
1 6 Leagues from Cochin , with other prepa¬ 
rations for War. The People of Cochin fear¬ 
ing that Power, were for delivering up the 
Portiiguefes to him of Calicut , who demand¬ 
ed nothing more. But Triumpara , King of 
Cochm , refufed, and went out with three 
Nephews, and fmall force to meet the Ene¬ 
my. At the firft charge he was forfaken 
by fome of his Nobles, yet affifted by the 
Portuguefes, valiantly maintained a Pals, 
till his Nephews being killed, whereof one 
was General, he was forced to fly and fe- 
cure himfelf in the lfland Vaip'h pear to 
and more tenable than Cochin , which was 
burnt; and he perfifted in not delivering 
up the Portiiguefes; a notable example of Fi¬ 
delity in a Heathen, lcarce to be parallei’d 
among Chriftians. 

2. Whilft the People of Cochin were be- 
feiged in the lfland, there failed from Lif 
bon nine Ships under three diftind Com¬ 
manders. The firft was Alfonfo de Albur - 
querejue , the feccnd Francis de Albuquerque^ 
and the third Antony de Saldanna. The three 

laif 
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laft were to cruife in the Mouth of the Red 
Sea againft the Ships of Meca\ the pthers 
to return with their lading. Francis de Al¬ 
bur querque arrived firft with more Ships than 
he brought out, having met with thofe of 
Vincent Solve , who Was cruifing upon the In¬ 
dian Coaft and diftrefled by Storm; asalfo 
a VefTel that had been feparated from D. 
Vafco de Gama. Sodre had taken four Ships 
of Calicut , which he carried to Cananor , and 
burnt feveral fmall Veflcls; but thishapned 
before the invafion of Cochin , to whofe King 
he had offered his affiftancc, but was not 
admitted; and failing thence touched at Zo - 
cotora and Guardafu , and on the Coaft of 
Arabia took fome VefTels of Cambaya and 
Calicut. Winter coming on he took (belter 
in a Bay near the Iflands Curiamuria , and 
found the Moors of that Coaft called Baduiis, 
who live by their Cattle, were tradable; 
and after two Months they advifed Sodre to 
feek a better Harbour, becaufe about that 
time there arofe fiich Storms in that place 
that he would be loft. He would not cre¬ 
dit them, believing they faid it only to be 
rid of him, but found they (poke truth, be¬ 
ing loft with his Brother, and all the men 
in a fudden Tempeft, the other VeiTels with 
great danger, and differing much through 
hunger and thirft efcaped, met Francis de 
Alburquerque , and arrived with him at Co- 
thin. The Commander fent. the King a 
Prefent into the lfland, part whereof was 
10000 Ducats in Mohy. Then going afhoar 
the King ran and embraced him, crying, 
F 4 Fmugali 
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Portugal , Portugal', and all the People with 
great cries repeat Portugal , Portugal ; and 
the P&rtuguefes to return the civility, cried 
Ck/Mh, CwMi. The Commander comfort- 
pd the King, giving him. affured hopes in 
the afliftance of his Ships and the others he 
expeded. Not to lofe time, he fell upon 
thofe who held the I (land of Cochin for the 
King of Calicut , and killing many expelled 
the remainder; then pafled to Vaipi, refto- 
ring that Country to its lawful Prince. The 
Lord of Kepehm his Lands were wafted with 
Fire and Sword, and only four Portuguefcs 
loft in this a&ion. The joy Triumpara con¬ 
ceived in being reftored by our afliftance, 
moved him to grant us leave to build a Fort 
in Cochin. The work was begun when Ah 
fonfo de Albuquerque arrived, and it was call¬ 
ed the Fort of St. j fames, and a Church 
then built, dedicated to St. Bartholomew . 
yoo men were put aboard fome Veflels ta¬ 
ken from the Enemy, who burnt Kepehm 
after a flout defence made by itfoo FJayres. 
Alfonfo dp Albuquerque ambitious of perform¬ 
ing fome notable Exploit by himfelf, advan¬ 
ced againft a Town, when a multitude of 
expert Heathens ifluing, brought him into 
great danger, and the more by the afli- 
flance of thirty three Veflejs of Calicut j but 
Francis his Brpther. coming up, they were 
put to flight, and many killed, as were 700 
in the IfUnd Cabalam > where they thought 
to iecure themlelves. Duarte Pacheco de- 
ftroyed another Town, killing many of the 
Inhabitants. As our pen failed (though 

vi&o- 
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vi&orious) fpent with fatigue, fifty Ships of 
Calicut' met them, the number (urprized 
them, but our Cannon being well played, 
the Enemy fled. Antonio do Campo carried 
the news of this fupcefs to Portugal . 

3. Pepper was bought with fome expence 
of blood. The Queen of Coulam offered la¬ 
ding for two Ships, Alburqucrque went thi¬ 
ther, and fetled a Trade as in Cochin ; and 
to manage it left there a Fa&or and twenty 
fix men. The King of Calicut perceiving 
our fuccefs, defired Peace, it was granted 
upon our Conditions, fome being put in ex¬ 
ecution, he put a flop to the reft. He lo¬ 
ved the Conveniency, but hated the Means, 
and again prolecuted the War. The King 
of Cochin rep re fen ting how juft he had been 
to us, defired fome able Commander might 
be left there with a number of men to his 
afliftance. The demand was reafonable, it 
was therefore refolved that Duarte Pacheco 
with his Ship and two Caravels, and 1 bo 
men fhould be left there. Alfonfo and 
Francis de Albstrquerque returned towards 
home. The firft arrived (afe, and among 
other things brought the King forty pound 
of Pearls, and four hundred of the Small; 
a Diamond of wonderful bigneis, and two 
Horles, one a Perfian the other an Arab, 
which were held in great efteem, being the 
firft that were brought to the Kihgdom. 
Francis de Alburqucrque , and the Ships under 
his Command were never more heard of. 
Ptter de Ataide , who followed them, having 
efcaped a Storm, was found with his men at 
Melinde. 4. An- 
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4.. Antony de Saldanna , the laft pf the 
three Commanders, and who was lent to 
cruife in the Mouth of the Red Sea , having 
loft Diego Fernandez, Petema came to an An¬ 
chor at St. Thomas- Short of the Cap of 
Good Hope was made famous a place by the 
name of Aguada del Saldanna , or Saldanna 
watering place, not for any Water he took, 
but the Blood of his Men ftied there, en- 
deavouring to land. At this time a Storm 
had parted from him Ruy Lorenp, driving 
him up to Mozambique, whence he held his 
courle to Quiloa , where he took lome fmall 
Prizes. An ambition of doing fomething 
more remarkable, carried him to the Illand 
Zanzibar , 20 Leagues fhort. of Monbaca, 
where he took twenty fmall Vellels. 1 hen 
he appeared before the Town of that name. 
The King of it defigned to take the Ship 
with a number of Paraos, or Boats; bur our 
Long Boat going out with thirty men, killed 
feveral, and took four Paraos. The King 
appeared on the Shoar with 4000 men com- 
manded by his Son, who was killed with 
fome others by the firft Volley. Their lols 
produced our fafety, for one of them run¬ 
ning from their Croud,with Colours bearing 
the Arms of Portugal , Peace was concluded, 
that King agreeing to pay 100 Meticdles ot 
Gold yearly,as tributary to Portugal . 1 hence 
he vifited Melinde, whole King was opprelied 
by him of Monba$a> for hiS friendfhip to us. 
This obliged Ruy Lorenp to ftand in; by the 
way he took two Ships and three Zam¬ 
bia*. fmall Veffels, and in them twelve 
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Magiftratesof the City Brava, who, as fuch,' 
fubmitted that City to Portugal, with the 
yearly Tribute of yoo Meticales. The two 
Kings came to a Battle, and parted upon 
equal Terms. Now came Antony de Sal- 
Janna , whereupon he of Monbapa came to 
an agreement. Beyond Cape Guardafu, and 
in the Iflands Canacani they worfted fome 
Moors who would hinder their watering : 
On the upper. Coaft of Arabia they burnt 
a Ship laden with Frankincenfe, and forced 
alhoar another that carried Pilgrims to 
Met a. But whilft they fail to India % let us 
fee what is doing at Cochin . 

5*. Zamori of Calicut called ^ether the 
Kings and Lords of Malabar , and there re- 
forted to him thole of lanor , Befpur , Cotu- 
gan and Corin , and tet^ Lords of equal 
Power, befides the Leffer “ They drew to¬ 
gether foocomen, as well for Land as Sea; 
for the Sea were 4000 men in 280 Paraos, 
Caturs, andTonees, Veffels of feveral forts, 
with 381 Cannons to batter the new Fort; 
all the reft was for the Land to attack the 
Ford of a River that palled to the Illand; 
thele were commanded by Nptbea Dering % 
Nephew and Heir to him or Calicut , and 
by Elancol , Lord of Repelim . The King of 
Cochin was in fear, feeing many of his Sub¬ 
jects defert, but Duarto Pacheco , who com¬ 
manded the Portuguefes, encouraged him. 
Pacheco put himfelf into a pofture of Dei 
fence. Into the Ship he put 2% men, into 
the Fort 39, into the Caravel 26, into a 
Boat 13, he was in another with 22; be-

fidesthefe, 300 Malabars attended him; the 
King with his Forces was to guard the City. 
Thus he went to meet Zamor$> and finding 
him quartered in a Village, attacked it, and 
did much harm. There hapned three fierce 
engagements about gaining the Pais; in the 
fir ft the Enemy loft 20 Paraos funk by the 
Cannon,* and 180 Perfons of Note, above 
1000 private men. In the (econd 19 Pa¬ 
raos and 560 men. In the third 6 zi Paraos, 
and 60 fled, and 15000 men by Land, and 
among them Zamori; Pacheco purfuing, burnt 
four Towns. 

6 . The Moors that were with the King 
of Cochin intelligence to the Enemy. 

The King gave Pacheco leave to punifti them. 
He took five, feccfred them, and gave out 
they were hanged, which the Ring and all 
his People refeited. Zamori returns and 
attempts another Ford. James Perez, and 
Veter Raphael with two Caravels and fome 
Boats were polled, where the Lord of Reps- 
lim was to attack with ; 000 men, fuftained 
by the Prince NaubeaJarim with his men At 
this time 500 Moors deierted Pacheco ; he 
wanted Powder, and the Prince of Cochin , 
to whom he lent for it, did not relieve him, 
for the Melfenger treacheroufly forbore de¬ 
livering the mefiage. But Pacheco overcom¬ 
ing all difficulties, killed 6yo of Zamori s 
men, who retired to a Grove of Palm-trees, 
where nine of his men were killed lb near 
him by a Cannon Ball, that he was iprink- 
led with their Blood. After this he loft 
6000 men by the Plague. 

7. Great 
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7. Great were the preparations the King 
of Calicut made, and the mean time fa¬ 
tigued Pacheco with leveral ftratagems and 
treacheries. The Bramen Conjurers propo¬ 
sed the making a Powder, which being 
thrown in our mens Eyes, would blind them, 
and fo they would be eafily overcome ; be- 
fides they had a new invention of Caftles 
that were to dellroy them ; and the Moors 
of Cochin were underhand bribed to poylon 
the water of the Ifland. The Powaer was 
looked upon as ridiculous, but great care 
was taken by Pacheco to prevent the Poy¬ 
lon. The Caftles began to appear, and 
were eight in number, fifteen loot high,and 
placed upon two Boats each, and carried 
many men. Pacheco had ai^o men divided 
into four parts, the Foord, the Fort, the 
Caravels and the Ship, and herein confifted 
the principal ftrength of the Kingdom of 
Cochin; for of the 30000 men the King had 
at firft, there were now but 8000 left, ma¬ 
ny of the Principal Men having deierted. 
Zamori had brought 80000 men, and loft 
10000. Whilft the Towers were preparing * 
Pacheco was attacked by a number of Paraos* 
in one attack he killed lome men, and took 
five Boats; in another eight with thirteen 
Cannons. Six bold Nayres offered to kill 
him,, and in order thereto came over as De- 
ferters, but he having intelligence, appre¬ 
hended and lent them to the King. Zamori 
gave out that the Portugueles at Cochin were 
all killed, to the intent thofe who refided 
at Canamr and Cottlam (hould be deftroyed ; 

they 
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they were in great danger, one or two kil¬ 
led, and many wounded. The King ok Co- 
chin , though he faw the great danger that 
threatned him, was relolved to endure the 
utmoft miferies, rather than abandon the 
Portuguefes, but feared thole few mult at 
laft be overpowred by the multitude or the 
Enemy, ahd the danger of thofe brave men 
grieved him more than his own; he there¬ 
fore molt earneftiy entreated Pacheco to quit 
fhat enterprize, and fave himfelf and men 
for fome opportunity wherein he might do 
his Prince greater fervice. But Pacheco bid 
the King be of good courage, and not dii- 
hearten his Subje&s with any figns of fear, 
but exhort them to Hand firm, and thereby 
they (hould overcome all difficulties. And 
fearing left lbme Portuguefes y by his exam¬ 
ple, might faulter in his refolution of dying 
or conquering, he went aboad the Ship, and 
made to them a moft learned, copious and 
refolute Speech, which gave new vigour to 
them all; but much more his fpeedy Orders, 
and Couragious Activity ffiewn at that very 
time; for fcarce was the Speech ended, 
when the Enemy came to affail him; the 
Enemies defign was to burn our Ships, and 
therefore thofe Caftles were drove towards 
them, all the Front flaming. But Pacheco 
who perceived their intent, threw overlong 
Beams, one end whereof refting againlt the 
ihip, the other hindred the approach ot 

thofe burning Caftles. 

8. The Enemy appeared with 190 man 
Velfels, well ftored with Men and Artillery, 
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and eight Caftles, one carrying 40 men, two 
35 each, and every one of the other five 30 
men, before all came the Fireworks. The 
Shoar was covered by 30000 meh, with 
good Artillery ; at the Head of them elite 
Lord of Repeliw , with a vaft number of Pio¬ 
neers. The Fight began, the odds being al- 
moft 300 Veilels to three. At firft the Ar¬ 
tillery wrought no effed, but being conti¬ 
nued tore thole Towers, and the Smoak be¬ 
ing fomewhat allayed, the Sea appeared 
covered with broken Boats, Arms, dead 
Bodies, and others ftrugling with Death; 
the Fight was renewed with great lofs to the 
Enemy, and not one Portugues killed. Next 
day Zamort returned, and was beaten off 
with greater damage, having loft 18000 
men in the (pace of five Months that this 
fervice lafted. The King by the advice of 
his Brament , retired to do Pennance, and 
by confent of his Councel defired a Peace, 
which the King of Cochin granted. At this 
time Pacheco received a Melfage from the 
Fa<ftor at CcuUm, defiring he would come to 
affift him againft five Ships of Moors who 
obftru&ed his Market of Pepper. Pacheco 
went with all fpeed, and they fubmitting, he 
took the Pepper at their own rate, without 
doing them any harm. He hindred others 
from coming into that Harbour, and return¬ 
ed to Cochin with the Glory of having ftruck 
a general terror through all that Coaft. 

9. King Emanuel being informed by D. 
Vafco de Gama , how neceilary it was to ap¬ 
pear with a greater Force in Indian fitted out 

a Fleet 
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a Fleet of 13 Ships, the biggeft had yet 
been built in Portugal , and gave the Com¬ 
mand of them to Lope Soarez, and m them 
,xoo men. The firft Land of India he 
touched at was Anchediva, where Antony de 
Saldanna and Ruy Lorenco were refitting, in 
order to cruife ontheCoaft of Cambay a up- 
on the Moors of Meet. But Lope Soarez 
took them along with him to Cananor, where 
he ftaid to give the neceflary Orders, and 
then appearing before Calicut , had fome 
Prifoners, who were taken m the late War, 
delivered to him; butbecaufe they did not 
give up all, he battered the City two days, 
wherein he ruined great part of it, and kil¬ 
led 200 Inhabitants, and then fciledto Co* 
chin at the time that Pacheco was upon his 
return from Conlam . The King informed 
him of the damage he received from Cran- 
ganor , a Town but 4 Leagues diltant, and 
fortified by Zamori. 

10. Lope Soarez with great fecrecy provi¬ 
ded 10 Veffels, and failed with them up the 
River, where he found y Ships and 80 Pa- 
raos well mannedwhich two Ships of ours 
who had the Vanguard, burnt after a (harp 
engagement. Then he failed on‘, the Prince 
of Cochin was to join him, but came lare. A 
multitude of Indians and Moors covered the 
Shoar, who with Showers of.Arrows en¬ 
deavoured to hinder our landing, but our 
Mulquetiers made way, and having reach* 
ed the Town, it was burnt down to the 
ground, and the Prince of Calicut who was 
to have guarded it, fled. This Vi&ory and 
0 ano* 
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another obtained by the King of Tanor 
againft that Prince, wherein Lope Soarez 
was to affift him, though the Succour came 
late, produced a friendly Peace with that 
King. 

♦ II. Lope Soarez left Manuel Tellez Barreto 
with four Sail to .(ecure the Fort of Cochin, 
and let fail in order to return home, with 
,de(ign firft to fall upon Banane , a Town 
fubjedt to Calicut. He was met by twenty 
Paraos, who freely beftowed their Shot, 
drawing him into a Bay, where were (even- 
teen great Ships well ftored with Cannon, 
and with 4000 men. The Ships were all 
burnt with their lading, which was very 
rich, and 700 Turks drowned, befideswhat 
periflied by Fire and Sword; this Viftory 
coft twenty three men. It was the begin¬ 
ning of January , when Lope Soarez (ailed 1 
hence, and he arrived at Lisbon on the iid 
of July with thirteen Vi&orious Ships laden 
with Riches; three were of the foregoing 
years Fleet; of his own he loft P<ter Men¬ 
doza, who being fh%nded 14 Leagues from 
Aguada de S. Bras was never more heard of. 
One of the other three was that of Diego 
Fernandez Peteyra , who after taking leve- 
ral Prizes, on the Coaft of Melindc , dif 
, covered the Jiland Zocotora. The King 
placed Duarte Pacheco ( who had (b bravely 
defended Cochin ) by his fide under a Cano¬ 
py* and went with him in that manner to 
Church, to honour his great Valour. Bue 
loon after imprifoned, and fuffered him to 
die miferably: A terrible example of the un- 
C certainty 
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certainty of Royal Favours, and the little 
regard that is had to True Merit. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Conquefts under King Emanuel, from the 
Tear iyof, and beginning of the Go¬ 
vernment of Don Frandlco dc Almey- 
da, firfl Governonr and Viceroy of In¬ 
dia, till the Tear 1509. 


i.TJEfore thefe Difcoveries,the Spice was 
brought to Europe with valt trouble 
and charge. The Clove of Malucco, the 
Nutmeg and Mace of Banda, the Sandal of 
Timor, the Camfir of Borneo, the Gold and 
Silver of Luconia , and all the other Riches, 
Spices, Gums, Perfumes, and Cunoftties of 
China , Java, Siam, afW other Kingdoms 
were carried to the Market of the City Ma* 
laca, feated in the Golden Cherjonejus, 
whence the Inhabitants of all the Weltern 
Countries as far as the Red Sea, brought 
them, dealing by way of barter; for no 
ny was ufed. Silver and Gold being of lels 
value there, than with them that traded 
thither. This Trade it was enriched the 
Cities of Calicut, Cambay a, Ormuz, and Aden 
adding to what they brought from Malaca , 
the Rubies of Tcgu, the Stuffs of Bengala, the 

Pearls 
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Pearls of Calicare , the Diamonds of Nat-* 
fmga, the Cinnamon and richer Rubies of 
Ceylon, the Pepper, Ginger and other Spice 
of the Coaft of Malabar t and other places 
Nature had enriched therewith. From Or¬ 
muz, they were brought to Europe up the Per* 
fian Gulph to Bacora at the Mouth of Eu¬ 
phrates, and thence diftributed in Caravans 
through Armenia, Trebifond, Tartary, Aleppo 
and Damafius, and then at the Port of Ba¬ 
rit upon the Mediterranean , the Venetians , 
Genoeje and Catalonians laded with them to 
their refpe&ive Countries. Such as came up 
the Red Sea were lattfldd at Toro or Sues, 
Towns at ~the bottom of that Streight, 
thence went in Caravans to Grand Cape, To 
down the Nile to Alexandria, and thence 
(hipped off. Many Princes, and particular¬ 
ly the Soldan of Cayre , being great lofers by 
this new way found by the Portuguefes,they 
endeavoured to drive them out of India. 
i*The Soldan endeavoured to work his ends 
by a Wile,and therefore gave out,that he was 
going to deftroy theTemple and Holy Places 
of Jerufalem . Father Maurus of Mount Sinai, 
fearing the execution,offered to go to Rome to 
the Pope to procure an accommodation.The • 
Soldan, who defired nothing more, gave 
him a Letter to the Pope, fignifying that his 
Reafons for deftroying thole Places, were 
in revenge of the damage done to his Trade. 
The Pope fent the fame Father Maurus to 
Portugal. But the Purport of his MefTage 
being already known before his arrival;the 
made fuch Preparations, that he re- 
• G 2 turned 
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turned with admiration, carrying more 
from Portugal to relate at Cayre , than he 
brought thence to recount here. However 
the King gave confiderable Alms for the 
Convent, and anfwered the Pope, (hewing 
that his Intentions in thofe Eaftern Difco* 
veries tended to the Propagation of the 
Faith, and extending the Jurildi&ion of the 
See of Rome . 

ico 7 3. On the 15th of March failed from Lit- 

5 ' bon a Fleet of twenty two Ships, eleven of 

them were to return with Merchandife, and 
eleven to remain in' India ; they carried 
1500 fighting men, ^nd were commanded 
by Don Francifo de Almeyda , who went to 
govern in India with the Title of Viceroy, 
and gave great demonftrations of his Pru¬ 
dence and Courage. The fecond of Julj 
ha pned a terrible Storm, which tearing to 
pieces the Sails of Diego Correas Ship, carried 
three men overboard; two were loft,the third 
cried from the Water they (hould have an 
• Eye after him/or he would keep above water 
till the next morning, and the next morning 
the Storm ceafing,they took him up,his name 
was Fernando Lorenzo. Don [Francifco de Al • 
meyda arrived at Quiloa with only eight Vef* 
ie!s, the others were feparated by ftrefs of 
Weather, and one loft, but the men (aved, 
He entred that Port and faluted as ufual, 
but was not anfwered, whereupon he com* 
plained to the King. He at firft framed ex* 
cules, and avoided coming to a Conference, 
though Don Francijco attended in the place 
appointed, which fee him upon ftudyingre- 
• venge, 
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venge. After a Council held, it was relol- 
ved to ere# a Fort in that place, as was de¬ 
fied by King Emanuel. Having promifed 
fome description of allTuch places as we 
took pofleflion of, it will be fit to infert 
here that of the Country, City and Fort of 
j Quiloa. • 

4. From Cape Guardafu, themoft We- 
ftern point of Africk , to Mocambtque are 
5-50 Leagues, a hollow Coaft like a Bow 
when bent. From Cape Mozambique to Cape 
Corrientes 170 Leagues; thence to the Cape 
of Good Hope 340 Leagues; hence the Coaft 
runs bowing to theWeftward as far as the 
Borders of the Kingdom of Congo ; but by 
reafon of its great length, appears to the 
Eye to run ftrait to the Northward. Draw- 
Lug a Line from the Southern borders of 
Congo crols the Continent Eallward, there 
remains to the Southward that great porti¬ 
on of Africk, to which the Barbarous Inhabi¬ 
tants have given no name, but was called 
by the Perfians Caffaria , and the Inhabi¬ 
tants Cafres, which fignifiesa Rude People, 
without Law or Government; and our late 
Geographers call it Ethiopia Inferior . Above 
this on the Eafi , runs for above 200 Leagues 
that Coaft which we ca\\- Zanguebar ; but 
the Arabians and Perfians give this name to 
all the Coaft as far as the Cape of Good Hope. 
Above Zanguebar as far as Point Guar da fa 
and Mouth of the Red Sea , is that which 
the Arabs call Aiam % or Aiana , inhabited 
by the fame Arabs , and the Inland by Hea¬ 
then Blacks. Mod of this Coaft is very 
G 3 low, 
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low, and fubjed to inundations, covered 
with impenetrable Woods, which made it 
exceffive hot and unhealthy. The Natives 
are black, of curled Hair, Idolaters, lo gi- 
given to Superftition, that upon frivolous 
motives they give over the molt important 
Defigns, as it hapned to the King of Quiloa 
at this time; who becaufe a Black Cat crof- 
led him at his coming out, failed of meet- 
ing Don Francifco de Altneyda. The Cattle, 
Fruit and Grain is anfwerable to the wild- 
nefs of the Country. The Moors who in- 
habit the Coaft and adjacent Iflands, are 
little given to Tilling, and feed upon Wild 
Beads, and fome loathfom things; thofe 
who live in the Inland, and have commerce 
with the Barbarous Cafres , make ufe of fome 
Milk. Nature has ftored the Country with 
much Gold, that thofe People might inha¬ 
bit it, and our Covetoufnefs, though at fuch 
diftance, find them out. It was Covetouf¬ 
nefs that firft drew thither the Arabs , call¬ 
ed Etnozaydii, that is, fubje&s of Zayde, who 
built two confiderable Towns, only fuffici- 
ent to fecure them ^gainft the Cafres. Thefe 
continued fo, till great numbers of other 
Arabsy who were Neighboured of the City 
La$ab, 40 Leagues from the Ifland Baharm 
in the Perfian Gnlph, came over thither, 
whole firft Plantation was Magadoxa , and 
after Brava ; the former became the Metro¬ 
polis. The firft Arabs feparated from thefe, 
and mixing with the Cafres , were called Bo- 
duiif. The firft that had the Trade of the 
Mine of Zofala, weie thofe of Magadoxa^ 
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who difcovered it accidentally. Thence 
they fpread themfelves, but never durft pals 
ape Orrientes , a Point oppofite to the 
Weftermoft part of the Ifland Madagajcar 
or St. Laurence , and takes its name from the 
violent Current of Water which often en¬ 
dangers Ships there. But along thefe Coafts 
they polfefled themfelves of Quiloa* Mon* 
b*fa 9 Mtlinde % the Ifles of Vemba, Zanzibar 
Monffiy-Comoro, and others. Qmloa was the 
chief of all their Plantations, and thence 
many were fpread, particularly on the Coaft 
of Madagafcar. The Sea by degrees wear- 
ing away both fides, made Quiloa an Ifland. 
It bears many Palm and Thorn-trees, and 
divers Herbs and Plants; Cattle, Wild Beafts, 
and Birds, much after the fame manner as 
Spam ; the Buildings alfo after our manner, 
flat at the Top, with Gardens and Orchards 
behind. On one fide is the Royal Palace, 
built in the manner of a Fore; the Gate to 
the Sea oppofite to the Anchoring place, 
where ours at that time were. - 

5. Don Franctjco de Altneyda , having relol- 
ved to land, was the firft that touched the 
Shoar with yoo men. He and his Son Lau¬ 
rence at the fame time attacked the City in 
two places. 'Our men had enough to do to 
cover themfelves with their Shields from 
thefliowersof Arrows that flew, yet they 
advanced ; but finding the greateft damage 
they received was from the tops of the 
Houfes, they entred and gained fome of 
them, and thereby lb much advantage, that 
the King fled, and fet up in the Field Por- 
G 4 tugues 
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tugues Colours, which ftopt the Current of 
the Conquerors, till he had got over to the 
Continent with his Wives and Riches. The 
City was plundered, and not one man loft 
in this Aftion, though a confiderable num¬ 
ber of the Enemies was killed. 

6. Mir Abraham noW overcome, was but 
an Ufurper, but the 44 th Poflelfor of that 
Ifland, of which number many were Ty¬ 
rants like him. A Kinfman of this Abra- 
bam y called Alahormt Anconii had been very 
faithful and lerviceable to the Portuguefes; 
to requite him Dow Francifco ordered when 
the City was plundered, that nothing ap¬ 
pertaining to him fhould be touched. And 
alter all was fetled, Pent for, and declared 
him King of that place, putting a Crown 
of Gold upon his Head with much Pomp 
and Ceremony. It was a wonderful a& of 
Moderation in this Barbarian, that as foon 
as the Crown was on his Head, he declared, 
that had the lawful King Alfudail , murder¬ 
ed by the late Ufurper, been living, he 
would have refigned that Crown to him, 
but fince he could not do it, he defired the 
Son of the hid Alfudail might be (worn here¬ 
ditary Prince, though he himfelf had Chil¬ 
dren for whom he might covet that Inhe¬ 
ritance. This Example in a Heathen might 
confound the inhuman infolence and barba¬ 
rity in Chriftians ( at leaft thole who pre¬ 
tend to the name) who wade through Seas 
of Blood, rend the moft. Sacred Bonds of 
Confanguinity and Alliance; fpoil Provin¬ 
ces, opprefs the Good, exalt the -Wicked, 

• make 
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make Honefty,Treafon ; and Perjury, Duty; 
and Religion, a property to work their am¬ 
bitious curled ends, to wit, to fnarch Scep¬ 
ters and Crowns from the Hands and Heads 
where the Eternal Providence has moll 
worthily placed them. 

7, All things being again fetled , Don 
Francifco in twenty days railed a Fort, the 
Gentlemen, Captains and he himfelf work¬ 
ing at it. He put into it 55o^men, and left 
a Caravel and a Brigantine to cruile there. 
The 8 th of Augufi he let fail for Mombaga y 
and arrived there with 13 Sail. The City 
Mombasa is feated in an Ifland , which is 
about 14 Leagues in circumference ; it is 
beautiful and ftrong; before it is a large 
Bay capable of many Ships. Before he en- 
tred, two VefTels were lent to lound the Bar, 
which is commanded by a Platform with 
eight Pieces of Cannon, which began to 
play upon them that were fadoming, but 
they repaid the Courtefie lo fortunately,that 
a Ball falling among the Enemies Powder 
did great harm, and they quitted the Work. 
The like luccels was againft two leljer 
Works, fo that our Fleet entred without fur¬ 
ther reflftance. Don Francifco was told the 
King was prepared, and had hired iyoo 
Archers of the Cafres befides his own men. 
He lent a meflage to him, but was not 
hearkned to, and only anfwered, that the 
Moors of Mombasa were not to be frighted 
with the noife of Cannon, like thofe of Qui- 
loa. Don Francifco enraged that lome men 
had been wounded, attempting to burn the 
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Ships of Cambay a in the Port, without fuc- 
ceeding, landed his men and marched to 

the City. _ t , c „ 

8. He entred the Town the i$tb of Au- 
and drove the Enemy out at the other 

end, and among them the King, whofe 
Pallace he had poflefled himfelf of, and 
planted thereon a Crofs, and here received 
the News of the Vi&ory at Sea, the Ships 
having been burnt as he ordered. In this 
A&ion were loft five Portugueles; of the 
Moors 1513 killed, and 1100 taken, where- 
of he kept but xoo, difcharging the reft, 
the Ships being heavy with Plunder; after 
which the City was burnt to the ground. 
Some of the Ships which had been feparated 
by the Storm, joyned the Fleet here. Dm 
Frartcifco difpatched two before him to ear¬ 
ly the News of what he had done, and 
the neceflary Orders till he came. He fet 
out for India with 14 Ships, and anchored 
in the Bay called Angra de Sant* Elena % 
where he found John Homem , Captain of a 
Caravel, who having been diftreffed by 
Weather had difcovered fome Iflands, and 
met fome of the Ships that had loft the 
Fleet. Sailing thence, the firft Port of Info 
where he touched, was Ancbediva, 

9. Ancbediva ( as was laid before ) is the 
chiefeft of five I(lands, where the King had 
ordered a Fort to be built, which was now 
put in execution. Hither the King of Omr 
lent Embafladors to Dm Francifco with Pre- 
fents. Hither came to meet him Confide- 
rable Men, though Merchants, alluring hini 
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of the Go^d Affe&ion of their Prince to 
the Portugfiefes. Hither the Neighbouring 
Moors of Cincatora brought Gifts to him. 
All was the effeas of Fear, produced by 
the Fame of his A&ions. He was informed 
there was not far from him a Fort, ftrong 
by Nature as well as Art, built by the Prince 
Sabago,znd garrifoned with 800 men, being 
feared on the Banks of the River Aliga and 
Borders of Omr ; he lent his Son Don La - 
rtn$o on pretence of a Friendly Vifit to take 
a view of it, which he effe#ed, remaining 
there lome days. 

10. The Fort being finiflied, he put a 
Captain and 80 men into it, leaving a Ga»- 
leon and two Brigantines to cruife there, 
and then failed to the Port of Onor . He 
was ill received, and reiblved to (hew him- 
felf as terrible there as he had-done at Motif 
ba$a and Quiloa. The Inhabitants percei¬ 
ving it, amufed him with excules till they 
pad fecured their Wives, Children and 
Goods in a neighbouring Mountain, and 
then appeared with Ihouts and motions, en¬ 
deavouring to terrifie rather than ieem 
fearful. Don Francifco marched by land, 
andfent his Son with lyomen in Boats to 
burn fome Ships’; and though innumerable 
Arrows flew, and Don Francifco was wound¬ 
ed with one, the Town and Ships were fired 
at the fame time. The Wind being in our 
mens Faces,' the Smoak of the Fire did them 
much harm; but Don Lorenzo taking a com- 
pafs avoided it, and fell upon 1 yoo of the 
Enemy. The coqfufion was great on both 
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fides,but more on ours,our men beginning to 
give ground, till Don Francifco Coming up, 
they took heart and drove the Enemy to 
the Mountain. Ttmoja Governour of the 
City, and Owner of fome of the Ships that 
were burnt, and a man of Graceful Pre- 
fence , with diicreet words appealed Don 
Francifco , and ftopt the enfuing ruin. He 
exculed his King, and in his Name offered 
Vaflalage to Portugal. This done Don Fran* 
eifco failed to Cananor . 


CHAP, 
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CHAP. IX. 

Conquefts under King Emanuel in the Tear 
i?o6, and Government of the Viceroy 
Don Francifco dc Almeyda. 

i. the Government of Don Fratti 

JJ eifco de Almeyda was the Foundation 
of our Security and Conquefts in India, it 
will be neceflary here to lay fome things of 
its Ports and Chief Places along the Sea 
Coafts. Afia is divided from Europe by the 
River Don or Tanais, and the Euxine or Black 
Sea , and Streights of the Dardanels. From 
jtfrick by the Red Sea, and a Line drawn 
from Suez, , the utmoft Port thereof, to 
the Mediterranean , crofs that narrow Neck 
of Land which joyns thefe two parts of the 
Wofcld, and is 24 Leagues in length. The 
different Religions there pra&ifed, may be 
reduced to four principal ones, the Chrifti- 
an, the Mahometan, the Pagan and the 
Jewilh. That part of AJia which makes 
moft to our purpole, may be divided into 
nine parts, as it runs along the Coaft. The 
firft beginning to the Weftward, commences 
at the Mouth of the Red Sea in 11^. 40 m . 
of North Latitude, and reaches to the Gulf 
of Perjia.' From the Mouth of the Red Sea 
to the City Aden is 44 Leagues, thence to 
Cape Fort'aejue in i\d. 30 m. Latitude 100 
Leagues, with thefe Towns Abian , Ax, Ca - 

nacan , 
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ttacan. Bran, Argel, Zebel the Metropolis, 
Herity Cayem , Fartach. Hence to Curia Mu- 
ria 70 Leagues, in which are the City Dol- 

£ famous For Frankincenfe,and 10 Leagues 
yond it, Norbate. From Curia Muria to 
Cape Rat Alegate in 12 </. 30 Latitude 
i xo Leagues, all barren and deiert. Here 
begins the Kingdom of Ormus, and hence 
to Cape Mozandan are 90 Leagues, with 
thefe Cities Colagate, Curtate, Mafcate, Soar, 
Calata , Orfacam, Doha and Lima , 81 -eagues 
from Monbazam, which Ptolomy calls Cape 
AJfaborum, in 26 degrees of North Latitude. 
All this trad the Arabs call Ayaman, and 
we Arabia Felix* becaufe the moil fruitful 
and belt inhabited of all Arabia . The fe- 
cond divilion contains zoo Leagues, from 
Cape Jaques to the Mouth of Indus is call¬ 
ed Chirman* divided into the two King¬ 
doms, Macran and Madel, with thefe Towns, 
Guadd, Calar a, Ttbique , Calamate* Goadel 
and Diuly this Coaft is barren and mudi of 
at deiert, becaule of the Ihoal Water. The 
third contains 1 yo Leagues, 38 from Dial 
to Cape Jaquetty thence to Dio in the King¬ 
dom Guzarata 50, with thefe Towns, Co* 
firm a, Mangalor, Cbcrvar* Pat an and Cor inary 
from Dio to Cambay a 50 Leagues, and thefe 
Towns, Madrafavaty Moha , Talica, Goda 
and Gundin. Between Cambaya and Jaquete 
is included a part of the Kingdom of 
Guzarata , and the Mountain Country of 
the Risboutos. The fourth contains 190 
Leagues, and is the moft precious part of 
India* and moft frequented by the Portu- 

gucles. 
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guefes. This divifion is lubdivided into three 
parts by two Rivers that run from Eaft to 
Weft, The firft feparates the Kingdom of 
Pecan from that of Guzarat , which lies 
North of it; the fecond parts Decan from 
Canara on the South . There are other Ri- 
vers which all have their Springs in the 
Mountain Gate. The chief of all thole Ri¬ 
vers is called Ganga, or Guenga* and falls in¬ 
to the Sea near the Mouth of Ganges , be¬ 
tween the Cities Angali and Pifdta , in about 
n degrees of Latitude. The River Bate 
has his Springs in the Mount Gate , and falls 
into the Sea by Bombatm, parting the King¬ 
doms of Guzarata and Decan. Prom the Ci¬ 
ty Cambaya to the Mouth of this River ar^ 
7 0 Leagues. From Cbaul South of it, to the 
River Altga, the lbuthem extent of Decan 
75 Leagues, with thele Towns, Bandar , Da- 
but, Debeteky Cintapori , Coropatan , Banda, Cha- 
fora and Goa, our Metropolis and Archie- 
pifcopal See in India. The third diftrid 
begins where Canara parts from Decan f and 
ends in Cape Ccmoriy and contains above 
140 Leagues. From this River to Mount 
Belli is about 4 6 Leagues, with thele Town?, 
Onor, Baticaky Bar calory Baranor, and others 
of the Province Canara , lubjed to the King 
of Biftiaga. Below this to Cape Comori are 
93 Leagues, and is called Malabar , divided 
into three Kingdoms which own no Supe¬ 
rior. The Kingdom of Cananor has 20 
Leagues of the Coaft, in which are thefe 
I owns, Cota, Coulam , Nilichilamy Marabia , 
'lHrfatam t Cananor, the Metropolis, in the

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Latitude of i a degrees Tremajatan, Chela, 
Maim and Turman. Here begins the King¬ 
dom of Cal,cut, and runs 27 Leagues, and 
has thefe Town*, Cal,cut the Metropolis m 
about 11 degrees 70 minutes of latitude, 
Coulete, Chale, Parangale and Tanor, thi head 
of a Kingdom, fubjed to the Zamrn or 
Emperour of Calicut, and Chatua the laft 
Bound of this Empire. Next is the little 
Kingdom of Cranganor, which borders on 
that of Cochin, then that of Goulan, and laft- 
ly Travancor, lubieft to Narjinga. Near 
fravancor is the Famous Cape Comm, the 
fouthermolt Inland of this Province of 
lndotlan or India, within Ganges, and 7 de¬ 
crees and half of North Latitude, where 
ends theCoaft of Malabar, and the fourth 
of the nine diftrifts I now divide the OM 
of Afia into. From Cape Comm in the 
Welt to Cape Cincapura in the Eaft, which is 
the Southermoft Land of the Aurea Cherfi- 
nefus, or Malaca, are 400 Leagues; and 
within this interval is contained the great 
Bav of Bengala, called by fome Sinus Gan- 
actios,, becaule the River Ganges after wa- 
ferine the Country of Bengala, tails into this 
•Bav about the Latitude of 22 Degrees, 
This River is wonderful for the abundance 
of water it carries, and efteemed Holy by 
the Neighbouring People, who imagining 
it conduces to their Salvation when given 
over, are carried and die with their Feet m 
its water, which brings the King a great 
Revenue, for none mult walh there with¬ 
out paying a certain Duty. Though h, 
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River has niany Mouths, the two moll re* 
markable are called Satigan to the Weft, and 
Cbatigah to the Eaftj near too Leagues df- 
ftant from each other; and here will end 
the fifth of the nine Diftri&s. This may 
be fubdivided into three parts, The firft the 
Kingdom of Bifnaga contains 200 Leagues*

2. Though there be many, and very dif¬ 
ferent manners of Worfhip in Afia, as well 
as fundry Nations; the chief Religions there 
may be reduced to thefe four Heads, the 
Chriftian, Jewilh, Mahometan and Gentile. 
The firft two, for the molt part, under the 
da very of the latter. With the two latter 
the Portugues waged War ; their Power is 
thus divided. All that trad from the River 
Cintacora , oppofite to Anchediva towards the 
North and Weft, is fubjed to Mahometans, 
thence Eaftward, to Pagans, except the 
Kingdom of Malaca , part of Sumatra, and 
fome parts of Java and the Molucco Iflands, 
held by the Moors. In that trad which is 
governed by thefe, are the following Sove¬ 
reign Princes. The Kings of Aden, Xael 
and Fartaque, who have many Ports of great 
Trade, and their Subjeds, the Arabs, are 
couragious and warlike. Next the King of 
Ormuz,, greater than the other three toge¬ 
ther ; and then he of Cambaya, equal to 
Xerxes ,Darius, or For us hi grandeur and war¬ 
like power. From Chaul to Cine at or a be¬ 
longed to Nizamaluco and Htdalcan , two 
powerful Princes, not inferiour to great 
Kings, who maintained great Armies com- 
poledof fundry warlike Nation* well arm¬ 
ed. The Moors of Sumatra, Malaca , and 
the Moluccoes were well dilciplin’d, and 
much better ftor’d with Artillery than we 
that attacked them. The Heathens were 
H 2 the 
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the Kings of Bifragar, Orixa , Bengala , Pegu, 
Siam and China , all (but chiefly the laft) 
fo Powerful, it is not to be expreiled, and 
if related fcarce credible. Siam extends 
above yoo Leagues, and has (even King* 
doms fubjeft, which are Cambodia , Como, 
Lanchaam , Cheneray , Chencran,Cbiamay , Cam- 
hum and Ckayptmo. The King has 30000 
Elephants,whereof he carries out;ooo armed 
to War, and yoooo men only of the City 
jjdia, Metropolis of his Empire. The King 
of China alone in extent exceeds them all, 
and all the Princes of Europe put together. 
China is above 700 Leagues in length, it has 
abundance of all forts of Metals, and ex¬ 
ceeds Europe in Manufactures; fome of their 
Works feem beyond Human Wit; the Silks, 
Provifions and Pleafures wherewith it a- 
bounds, are beyond computation. 

3. All the Heathens of India , chiefly be¬ 
tween Indus and Ganges , write upon Palm 
Leaves ( without Ink ) with Wooden or 
Steel Pens, which eafily cut the Letters on 
the Leaf, whereof I have feen fome in 
Rome curioufly folded ; what they defign 
ftiould be lalting, they carve on Stone or 
Copper; they begin on the.left Hand; their 
Hiftories are fabulous. 600 years before the 
arrival of the Portuguefes in India , there 
was a King fo powerful in Malabar , that 
the People began their Era or Computation 
of Time from his Reign, as they did af¬ 
terwards from our arrival. He was per- 
fuaded by the Moors that traded in his Ports, 
to turn Mahometan, and gave them leave 

to 
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to build Calicut . Being old, he divided his 
Kingdoms among his Kindred. To the 
Chief he gave that of Coulan y where he 
placed the Head See of the Religion of the 
Bramens, and called him Cobritim , that is, 
the lame as High Prieft; to his Nephew he 
gave Calicut , with all the Temporal Domi¬ 
nion, calling him Zamori , that is, the fame 
with Emperour. This laft Dignity conti¬ 
nues in the fame place, the other was tranf- 
lated to Cochin. Having difpofed of his Do¬ 
minions, he refolved to die at Meca , but 
was drowned by the way. Calicut is a plain 
Country, well watered, plentiful of Pepper 
and Ginger 5 all other Spice it has from its 
Neighbours. The People are very Superfti- 
tious, and do not luffer thole of one Trade 
or Profeffion to marry into another, or put 
their Children to Learn. The Nayres who 
are their Nobles, if they chance to touch 
any of the Commons, cleanfe themfelves by 
wafliing, as the Samaritans and Jews. The 
Women of the Nayres are common to them 
all, but chiefly the Bramens , therefore know 
no Father, nor is any bound to maintain 
them. They are molt expert at their Wea¬ 
pons, beginning tb’exercife them at the age 
of feven years. They ule all the antient 
manners of Augury and Divination. 

4. The Viceroy, Don Francifco de Almey- 
da, had an interview afhoar with the King 
of Cananor , who brought with him yooo 
men well armed. He acquainted him he 
came to refide fome time in India , by rea- 
fon of forae troubles that were fo inflamed 
H 3 with 
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with the Zamori King Of Cal,cut. He asked 
leave to build a Fort in the Harbour, and 
it was granted. Having begun it, he left 
there Lorenco de Brito to command With i Jo 
men, and two Vcffels to cruifc upon the 
CoalV. Being arrived at Cochm, he received 
the News that the Factor of Coulan with all 
his men, were killed by the Moors. He 
lent his Son Don Lorenzo with three Ships 
and three Caravels, with Orders to procure 
Lading, without taking notice of what had 
paft, but in caleof denial, to revenge the 
daughter. The Meflenger was anlwered by 
a Shower of Arrows, and twenty four Ships 
of Calicut and other places prepared to re¬ 
ceive ours. Don Lorengo after pouring in his 
Shot liberally, burnt them all, only a few 
of the Moors were laved by fwimming. 
Don Lorenco then went to load in another 


r He returned to Cochin, where his Fa¬ 
ther, according to his Inftnuftions, was pre¬ 
paring to Crown Triumpara, that King, m 
recompence of the Gallantry wherewith he 
had defended the Portuguefes againft their 
Enemies. But he being retired to Icrtlow a 
Religious Life, and his Nephew Nambeadera 
left Succelfor, it was thought fit to bellow 
the fame Honour upon him. He was Crown¬ 
ed with great Solemnity with a Crown oi 
Gold let with Jewels, carried from Portugal 
for that purpole. This was a fecurity tor 
that Prince, and a terror to others} fix Ships 
were now lent home richly laden. 


6. King 
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6 King Emamel, to fecure the Trade of 
the Gold of Zofala, had cattled a Fort to be 
built at Quiloa, another it Mozambique, and 
a Faflory at Melinde. After Don Franc,fco 
be lent out Pedro de Annaya with fix Ships 
o build a Fort at Zofala ; three of the Ships 
were to go on to India, and return with 
lading , the other three to cruife on the 
Coalt of Zofala. One of the Captains fell 
overboard, and was loft; another had i6 
men killed in an Ifland where he landed. 
The others found Don Pedro de Annaya in 
the Port of Zofala. He obtained leave of 
that King, and raifed a Fort, whereby the 
Trade was fecured, which that King never 
intended, imagining that the Country being 
unhealthful, the Portuguefes would be obli¬ 
ged to quit it. Here Annaya found twenty 
Portuguefes in a milerable condition, aitor 
travelling with great hardlhips from Cape 
Corientet, where they were forced to run 
their Ship alhoar, being no longer able to 
keep above water. Their Captain ms Lope 
Sanchez,, whom they would not obey alnoar, 
but dividing, travelled in feveral Companies 
through thole unknown Countries. 
were all loft except thefe twenty, and nve 
found by Antony de MagaUanes in the River 
Qudoame, who brought them to Zofala. 


CHAP- 
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CHAP. X. 

r A Continuation of the Conquefts the fame 
Tear 1706. and the Government of the 
fame Viceroy Don Francifco de Al- 
meyda. 

i.npHE Kingdom of Zofala is a large 
1 trad of Land, of 750 Leagues cir- 
cumterenGe, flibjed: to the Monomotapa, that 
is Emperour of that South Part of Africk, 
called by the fame Name, or Ethiopia Inft - 
rior ; it is watered by thefe two Famous Ri¬ 
vers, Rio del Efpiritu Santo , and Cuama , the 
latter Navigable 150 Leagues. Thefe, and 
many other Rivers that fall into them, have 
Golden Sands. Moft part of the Land en¬ 
joys a Temperate Air, plealant, wholfom 
and fruitful. In part it bears great flocks of 
Sheep, of the Sfcins whereof the Natives are 
Cloathed, becaufe of the cold South Winds. 
Along the Banks of Cuama, the Country is 
Mountanous, covered with Woods, and 
watered with many Rivers, which make it 
delightful, and therefore the bell Peopled, 
and the common refidence of the Monomo - 
fata. It is abundantly Rocked with Ele¬ 
phants, and confeqiienty Ivory, and Mines 
of Gold encompaifed 30 Leagues about, 
with Mountains, on the tops whereof the 
Air is ferene and dear. They are called 
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the Mines of Manic a 70 Leagues South-weft 
of Zof ala, there are others 150 Leagues di- 
ftant, none then much valued by their 
Owners. Here are feme Buildings of won¬ 
derful Structure , with Infcriptions of un¬ 
known Characters, but the Natives know 
nothing of their Foundation. They believe 
in one God, under the Name of Moxjmo y 
and ufe no Idols. Witchcraft, Theft and 
Adultery are moft feverely punifhed by 
them. They have as many Wives as they 
can maintain; the Kings are above 1000, 
buwhe firft commands the others, and her 
Children inherit. In their Funerals they 
arefuperftitious; their Cloathing Cotton, the 
better fort mixed with forne Gold Threads; 
the Houfes of Wood. The Kings Atten¬ 
dance is more ceremonious than great; his 
Guard 100 Dogs, and is always followed by 
500 Jefters. He is Sovereign oyer many 
Princes, and becaufe they rebel, always 
keeps their Heirs about him? There are no 
Law Suits among them; they fight a foot; 
their Arms are Arrows, Javelins or Darts, 
Daggers and fmall (harp Hatchets. The 
Women are fo much relpe&ed, that if the 
King’s Son meets one, he gives her the way, 
and flops till (he pafs. 

1. The Moors of Magadoxa were the firft 
that poflefled thefe Mines of Zof ala ; after 
them, thofe of Quiloa , whole Kings were 
pofleffed thereof, till Tcuf, one of their Go- 
vemours rebelled, and ufurped the Sove¬ 
reignty to himfelf, with the Title of King, 
and was the feme with whom Pedro de Ann ay a

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now treated; and in this place he built the 
Fort io much defired by King Emanuel, 
EL though of Wood. The three tra- 
ding Lips failed toward India, under the 
Command of Veter Barreto. Franctfco it 
aS* was ordered" by his Father tolecure 
the Coaft up to Cape Guardafu vnth mo 
Ships; both VeiTels were loft, and the Cap- 

tains faved in their Boats. 

, Whilft the Sea fwallowed the Guard 
of E Coaft, the Moors ftud.ed the defc 
aion of Peter ie Anna'.., at Z of ala. 1 ne 
Kine’s Son-in-law perfoaded him to get rid

thro’^h Difeafes contra&ed by the ltrange 
Air that they joined fix of them to ben 
a Crofsbow The King, laying hold of 
this opportunity, furrounus ' he .P la “ ™' 
,000 Cafres , and fills the Ditch w.th Fagg , 
then gives the a (fault, darknuig the Sun with 
Stowers of Arrows; but our Cannon^ 
well played made fuch havock, that they 
filled with their Carcafes the part of the 
Ditch they had not levelled with Wood. 
Only gy Portvguefes, who were able t 
carry Arms, did all this execu on Ato 
wards Peter it Anna) a fallied wi 5 
Moors and drove the Cafres firft to a W 
of Palm-trees, and then to their Dwell ne, 
with fuch confternation, that they • 
our, the King of Zofala had called then, u 
fight againfi God. Peter de Annaja _ wiith 
few men attacks the Town by night, and 
entringthe King’s Houfe, he ftoo 
the Door with a Cimiter, and as Ann ] ^ 
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rred, wounded him in • the Neck, but was 
foon killed with many more. Next day his 
Sons with all the Moors affaulted the Fort, 
but in vain, for the fright cured many of 
the lick, who joyning in the common de¬ 
fence, the Enemy was re pul fed. The two 
Brothers fell out about the Succeffionto the 
Crown, and Solyman gaining Artnaya , was 
by him Crowned ; and for his own fecurity 
made a ftrong Alliance with, and fupport- 
ed the Portuguefes. 

2. Whilft thefe things hapned at Zofala , 
in India, the Zamori of Calicut had ftirred 
up the Soldan of Cayre , and hoped with his 
affiftance to drive us out of thefe Se'as; this 
was not fo private but the King of Cochin 
had intelligence of it f and advertifed the 
Viceroy Don Francifco , who fent his Son 
Laurence with 11 Sail to prevent or put a 
flop to the defign. As he vifited fbme Ports, 
news was brought him, that in the Road of 
Cananor was a Fleet of 2 6c Paraos, where¬ 
of 60 exceeded our Ships in bulk.He direfts 
his courfe towards them, and after a very 
(harp engagement they were put to flight, 
purfued, and fbme taken, but many funk 
and obliged to run aground, with great loft 
to the Enemy, and of his own only five or 
fix men; the chiefeft part of the Booty was 
four Ships laden with Spice. Don Lorenzo 
had fcarce time to breath after this Vi&ory, 
when he underftood the Port of Anchediva, 
was befet by 60 VeiTels or Moors and Gen¬ 
tiles well armed and refblute, commanded 
by a Renegado. The befieged behaved 

them- 
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themfelves gallantly, and no left the Belie, 
gers; but having loft lomc VelFels tore by 
our Gannon, and hearing of the relief 
Von Lorenzo was about to bring, they went 
off with all poffible fpeed. 

5. The Moors perceiving their Trade was 
cut off by the Portuguefes, thought to Ihun 
them by keeping out at Sea in their Voya- 
ges to Sumatra and Malaca where they went 
for Spice, ftriking through the AiaUivj 
Iflands, and bearing away South of Ceylon. 
The Viceroy lent his Son from Cochin with 
nine Ships to infeft that Courfe. But the Pi- 
lots wand ring through unknown Seas, dif* 
covered the Ifland Ceylon, formerly called 
Trapobana . They anchored at the Port 
Gale, where many Moors were lading Cin¬ 
namon, and taking in Elephants for Cam- 
baya. They fearful of Don Lorenzs anger, 
prelented him in the name of the King 
with 4^0 Bahares of Cinnamon. He well 
understood the contrivance, but thought it 
at that time better to diflemble and content 
himlelf with the Prelent, and difcovery of 
the Ifland, planting there a Crols, with an 
Infcription, lignifying his arrival there. In 
his return to Cochin he fell upon the Town 
ofJ Siramjam, which he burnt down, putting 
all to the Sword, in revenge for the Portu- 
gueles killed at Coulan, becaule this Town 
belonged to that Crown. 

6. Cuk Barbudo and Veter Quarefma com¬ 
ing with two Ships from Portugal , after ma¬ 
ny misfortunes, arrived at Zofala, where 
they found Peter de Annay, and molt ol hfi 
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men wire dead, and the reft lick. Quartfma 
remained there to relieve the Fort, and Bar¬ 
budo failing towards India, found Quiloa in 
the fame condition whereof he gave the 
Viceroy an account. He lent with all Ipeed 
Nunno Vaz, Vereyra to the relief of the Fort, 
who having repaired it, and given riecefla- 
ry Orders, went on to Zofala . Neverthe- 
lefs the Fort of Quiloa was afterwards razed 
by the fame hands that built it, after having } 
coft many Lives, all the effed of the ill 
ufage of the Portugueles towards the Natives, 
proceeding from their unlimited Pride and 
Boundlels Avarice. 


End of the Fir ft Part of the Firfi Toma 
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CHAP. I. 

Conquefts in India under King Emanuel, 
from the Tear 1506, till the Tear 
1508, the Viceroy Don Francifco ftill 
Governing, and entring upon the Glori¬ 
ous Exploits of the Great Alfonfo dc 
Albuquerque, and the Famous Triflan 
de Cunna. 

i.rnH E King had refolved to fend 
I Triflan de Cunna to Command 
M. the Trading Ships, and Alfonfo 
de Albuquerque to cruize on the Coaft of 
Arabia, when fames Fernandez* Titeyra <S\i- 
coverer of the lfland Zocotora in the Mouth 

of 
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of the Red Sea arrived. Being by him in¬ 
formed there were Chrtftians there who 
were fubjeft to the Moors, he ordered die 
two Commanders to d.re<* their courfethj. 
thpr and endeavour to potfels themfelves 
cHhe Forr! tothe intent our Fleets might 
afterwards winter there, and fo the Navi¬ 
gation of that Gulf might be fecured. They 
tarried with them a Wooden Fort to befet 
7 ,n there in cafe that which was there were 
not found (erviceable. On the 6th of Maul 
they failed from Lisbon with i 3 Veflels, and 
,ioo Fighting-men, whereof feme (being 
infe&cdf the Plague at that time rag,ng m 
the City) died by the way. When they 
came under the Line the Sicknefs left them. 
They had a fight of Cape St. Auguftma 
Brafil, and incroffingthe vaft Ocean be¬ 
tween that place and the Cape of Good Hop, 
Trifian do Cun,a run fo far to the Southward, 
that fome of his men periled with Cold, 
and difeovered the Iflands ftill called by his 
Name ; where being affaulted by a Storm, 
all the Ships were parted, each running a 
different courfe, till they met again at : Mo¬ 
zambique* except Alvaro Tellez f who at Cape 
Guardufu took 6 Ships fo laden with all torts 
of Goods, that from them to his own Vel- 
fel he made a Bridge of Bails thrown into 
the Sea, over which the men paned as on 
dry land. Ruy Pereyra , who fell into Am 
tatanna, a Port in the Ifland Madagajcar j 
being informed ic abounded in Spice, elpa- 
cially Ginger, invited thither Trifian it 

Cunna . He came and anchored in a Bay 

which 
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which Nunno de Cunna his Son called dt Do¬ 
na Maria dt Cunna , a Lady he courted , 
others nlmed it of the Conception, fo it 
retained the name of Mary, either Religious 
or Profanely. Some Blacks appeared upon 
the Coaft; he fent a Moor to fpeak to them, 
but they hearing he fpoke of Chriftians, 
had killed him, had not our Cannon from 
the Ships forced them to retire. Sailing 
three Leagues farther, they fell upon a Vil¬ 
lage on the Bank of a River, where, among 
others, they took the Lord of it, whom 
they call Xeque. This man the next night 
carried our Commander to another Town 
in a dole Bay, which receives the great 
River Lulangan. This was inhabited by 
Moors, lomewhat civilized, who fearful of 
our Fleet, fled over to the firm Land in 
Boats fo overladen, that many perilled by 
the way. But our men encompafling the 
Ifland, took yoo Priloners, whereof only 20 
Men, the reft Women and Children, among 
them their Xtque or Lord, a man of Age 
and a refpe&ful Afped. The Morning 
dilcovered the Sea thronged with Boats with 
about 600 armed men, who came to releafe 
the Women and Children. The Portugues 
Commander notified his defighs to them, 
and they with very difereet words perfuaded 
him to reftore their People. He wasfatisfied 
to underftand the Ifland Madagascar was 
peopled by Cafres , moft of them Black, and 
produced little Ginger, to the contrary of 
the accounc he had received. Afterwards 
he would have entred the Town they call

are Lwva, ?arirnunda 9 Lamov , 
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and others. The Country is watered by the 
River Gulitnanja. George Alfonjo going up 
this River in the term of five days, faw on 
the Banks impenetrable Woods, and in the 
water an infinite number of Sea-FIorfes. 
Triflan deCunna (with (even Ships lefsthan 
he brought from Portugal , whereof one loft, 
fome were feparated by Storm, and others 
lent away ) appeared before the City Oja 9 
17 Leagues from Melinde, on an open Shoar, 
fecured with a Wall, which hides it from 
the Cafres towards the Land. He fent word 
to the Jft^ehe had important affairs to com¬ 
municate with him. Who anfwered,Thathe 
was a Subject of the Soldan of Cajre , head 
Calif of the Houle of Mahomet , and there¬ 
fore could not treat with People that were 
fo much his Enemies. Triflan confidering 
the danger of delays, as foon as day appear¬ 
ed, divided his men into two parts in Boats, 
one part commanded by Alfonfo de Albu - 
tjueryue, the other by himfelf: And though 
the Sea feemed to favour the Moors, who 
flood on the Shoar to hinder our landing, 
they were forced toflie to the fhelter of the 
Walls, and not trufting to them, entred at 
one Gate and run out at the other. . Nunno 
de Cunna and Alfonfb de Noronba finding the 
King fled with many of his men to a Wood 
of Palm-trees, purfued and killed him in the 
midft of them. George Silveyra perceiving 
a Grave Moor who led a Beautiful Young 
Woman through a Path in the Wood, made 
at him, and the Moor making figns to the 
Woman to fiie whilfl they fought, fhe fol- 
I i lowed 
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lowed him, fignifying (he had rather die or 
be taken with him, than efcape alone ; and 
Sylveyra feeing them ftrive whofhould give 
the greateft demonftrations of Lqye,let thorn 
both go away, faying God forbid my Swoid 
fliould part lb much love. The Town ta¬ 
ken, was plundered, and then burnt with 
fuch precipitation, that fome of our men 
perifticd in the flames. The City Lawo , ly 
Leagues diftant, knowing what had hapned 
to its Neighbour, lubmitted to the Porta- 
guefes; and to make it the more acceptable, • 
the Xequs came to make the fubmiffion, and 
offer a Tribute of 600 Meticales of Gold 
yearly, and paid the firftyear in hand; Me- 
dcales are a Coin of about a Ducate value 
each. The Fleet went on to the City Bra - 
va, a populous place, before conquered,, 
but in rebellion, and vain-glorious now with 
6000 armed men it expoled on the Shoar. 
But Cunna and Albuquerque next day landed 
in two Bodies, and in fpight of Showers of 
Arrows, Darts and Stones, fcaled the Walls 
and routed the Moors, after walhing the 
Streets with their Blood, and killing fo ma¬ 
ny, their number was not known ; of ours 
41 were loft, not half by the Sword, but 
through Covetoulnefs, for overloading a 
Boat with the Spoil, they were drowned 
with it. Thefe were they, who blind with 
Avarice, barbaioufly cue off the Hands and 
Ears of Women to take oft their Bracelets 
and tarings, to lave time in taking them 
off. 

3. The 
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The City Burnt and Plundered, Triftan 
de Cunna fet fail, and met off of Cape Guar - 
dafu , Alvaro Tellez, who had been in a 
Storm with the rich Booty before ipoken of. 
Haring difeovered the Cape, he ltood for 
Zocotora . Zocotora is an Ifland 20 Leagues 
in length, and 9 in breadth, it lies almoft 
Eafi and Weft, in the Latitude of 12 De¬ 
grees 40 Minutes. It is the biggeft about 
the Mouth of the Red Sea, but has no Ports 
fit for any great number of Ships to winter. 
Athwart the middle of it runs a ridge of 
Hills as high as the Clouds, yet not free 
from the Sand of the Shoar, which is carri¬ 
ed up to the very top by the North Winds, 
and is therefore barren, not only of Plants 
but Trees, only fome liiiall Valleys that are 
under Ihelter of thole Winds. It is diftant 
from the Arabian Continent 50 Leagues, 
and 30 from Cape Guardafu. The Ports 
moft ufed by us, are Zoco , inhabited by 
Moors; or Calancea to the Weftward, and 
Beni to the Eaftivard. The Natives are 
unpolifhed. Thole Valleys that are Iheltred 
rrom the Sand, produce Apple and Palm* 
trees, and the beft Aloes, which for its ex¬ 
cellency is called Zocotorinos. The Com¬ 
mon Food is Maiz or Indian Wheat, Ta- 
nurms and Milk. They are all Jacobite 
Uiriltians, as the Ethiopians 5 the Men ufe 
tne Names of the Apoftles, the Women 
chiefly that of Mary. They worlhip the 
^rois, which they wear on their Cloaths, 
and let up in their Churches, where they 
P^y thrice aday in the Caldean Language 
I \ aker- 
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alternatively as in a Choir; they receive but 
one Wife, ufe Circumcifion, Falling and 
Tythes. The Men comly, the Women fo 
manly, that they follow the War, and live 
like Amazons, fome of them for Propaga¬ 
tion making ule of fuch Men as arrive there, 
and even bringing lome by Witchcraft. 
Their Cloadiing, lome Cloath and Skins; 
their Habitation in Caves, their Weapons, 
Stones and Slings. They were iubjed to 
the Arabian King of Caxettt. Cunna found 
here an indifferent fort, not ill manned or 
1 c c 8 unprovided. He lent a Meflage to the Xeque, 

* and his Anfwer provoked his Anger. He 

refolvcd (though it were dangerous) to 
land with Albuquerque, but the firft who 
leaped aflioar, was his Nephew Don Alfcnfo 
de Ncronba ; who to prove himfelf worthy 
the choice the King had made of him to 
Command that Fort, if gained, advanced 
with a few, but brave men. The Xeque re¬ 
ceived him with no great number, though 
much Gallantry, maintaining his ground, 
and threatning Cunna, who,through a fhower 
of Bullets and Stones made his approach to 
the Fort, and was briskly repulfed by the 
Xeque, whom then Don Alfovjo llruckdovyn 
with his Lance. There was a {harp skir- 
mifh, the Moors endeavouring to carry him 
off, and ours to hinder if, till he and eight 
more were flain. The Enemy fled to the 
Caftle, which was lealed, and thole who 
entred opening the Gate, gave entrance into 
a very large Court, prefendy poffeffed by 
our men. About the inward Fort was a 

bloody 
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bloody Fight, the Moors fighting to the laft 
man, fo that of eighty there was but one 
left alive, befides a Blind Man who was 
found in a Well, and being asked how he 
could get in there; anlwered,that Blind Men 
faw only one thing, which is the way to li¬ 
berty, and which even, Blind Men covet. 

He had his liberty given him. We loft fix 
men. The Natives who hac| kept off, hear¬ 
ing of our iiiccefs, came with their Wives 
and Children to thank our Commander for 
delivering them from the Heavy Yoke of 
thole Infidels; and he, to their great latis- 
fadion received them under the protedion 
of the King of Portugal . The Molque was 
cleaned and made a Church of the Invo¬ 
cation of our Lady of Vi&ory, and many 
were there baptized; in which Pious Work 
the Labours of F,.Antony of St. Francis were 
very remarkable. Cunna gave the Com¬ 
mand of the Fort, now called St. Michael , 
to Don Alfonfo de Noronha , who had well de¬ 
rived it by his Valour, though he had not 
been appointed for it by the King; he na- 
jned his other Officers, and gave him 100 
"men. After this he wintered, though with 
inconveniency, in thole Ports, and then fail¬ 
ed for India, and Albuquerque for the Coaft 
of Arabia. 

4. Whilft theie things hapned at Zocotora, 
the King of Calicut was arming afrefti againft 
the Portugueles, relying on the promifes 
of his Sourhlayers and Wizards, who find¬ 
ing the arrival of Trifian de Cunna was de* 
layed, allured him of lucceS- in that lucky 
I 4 oppor- 
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opportunity, and on account of a great 
change of Affairs, which they faid muff ne- 
ceffarily folbw, as foretold by a great Earth¬ 
quake and Eclipfe of the Sun which hapned, 
and was fo great, that the Stars appeared 
for a confiderable time, which were inter¬ 
preted as Omens of our deftru&ion. But 
the Viceroy Don Francifco (hewed him a 
greater Power than he imagined to defend 
the Trade of Malabar, compofing a Squa¬ 
dron of ten Ships, whereof he gave the 
Command to his Son Don Lorengo. There 
remained behind at Cananor , Gonzalo Vaz 
with his Veffel, taking in Water, who fol¬ 
lowed, and meeting a Ship of Cananor with 
a Portugues Pais, he funk it, and all the 
Moors (ewed up in a S^il, that they might 
never be feen. A wicked a&ion, for which 
he was broke,, if that could be reckoned a 
fufficient punishment for fo great a Crime, 
as violating the Publick Faith; fuch Enor¬ 
mities producing the Calamities that after 
beiel us in India. Don Lorenzo lay before 
the Port of Cbaul, when (even Ships arrived, 
which taking no notice that he (aluted. 
them, (food in without making any return. 
He followed them in his Boats, and the 
Moors leaped overboard to gain theShoar, 
but he was fo ready to receive them, that 
many perilhed by the way. The Ships 
were laden with Horfes, and other Goods, 
in the (ale whereof iome of the Moors 
dealing deceitfully, Don Lvrtn$o ordered them 
all to be burnt, to their great admiration, 
becaufe Covetoufnefs had not moved fchn 

to 
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to fave any part thereof. Imagining he 
ftiould find the Fleet of Calicut at Dabul, he 
failed thither, and anchored at the Mouth 
of the River, where difcove* ing the Fleer, 
and the narrownefs of the place to engage, 
it was carried in Council to defift, contra¬ 
ry to the Opinion of Don Lorenzo, who was 
inflamed with a defire of fighting. He pafc 
fed on 4 Leagues, and a Brigantin and Parao 
that had the Van, (aw a Ship (ailing up the 
River. They purfued till it caft Anchor 
over againft a Town, where were many 
other Veflels. Don Lorenfo feeing the fwo 
Veflels follow the Ship, fent after them a 
Galley, and they three together began to 
clear the Shoar with their Shot, of many 
Moors who flocked thither. The noile of 
Cannon called upon Don Lorenzo. He made 
hafte, but before his coming up, the others 
had gained the Veflels in the Harbour, and 
aflioar burnt a Houle full of confiderable 
Merchandife. All the Ships in the Har¬ 
bour were burnt, except two they carried 
away laden with Riches from Ormuz. Ac 
his return to Cochin with Vitffory and Spoils, 
heexpe&ed to be received by his Father 
with joy, and applaufe; but he on the con¬ 
trary defigned to puni(h him feverely for 
not fighting the Fleet of Calicut , and was ex¬ 
ceed only, becaufe it appeared he was over¬ 
dyed by the Votes of all the Captains, 
contrary to his own Opinion. The Vice¬ 
roy immediately broke, and lent them all 
to Portugal. This (everity much troubled 
his Son, and obliged him afterwards, endea¬ 
vouring 
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vouring to reftore himHf to his Fathers 
efteem! to lofe his Life with as much Raft- 

nels as Valour. ... 

, The King of Cananor dehring to break 

with the Portuguefes, was encouraged by 
the Zamon, and grounded thw Rupture up. 
on finding on the Shear the Body of ate 
phew of Mamale, a rich Merchant of M* 
bar which was one of thofe Gon S alo Vta, 
had thrown into the Sea lowed up in the 
Sail This A&ion was not known there, 
and* the blame was laid upon Laurence de 
Brio, Captain of the Fort, whole Pafs chat 
Ship carried. Brito having difcovered the 
defign, and finding himfelfi weak, adyerti- 
fed die Viceroy. The MelTage was deliver¬ 
ed him at Church, whilft he affilted at the 
Service of Maundy Thurfday, and he imme¬ 
diately left the Church, and went aboutta- 
king up from every one what Proviljons 
they had, and fliipped the men with luch 
hafte, that thofe who had lent their Arms 
to them who watched at the Sepulchre (as 
the cuftom is) went to the Church to dif 
arm them. Don Lorenp was Captain, and 
had Orders when he came to Cananor to 
obey Laurence de Brito. But Brito infilted, 
that the other, as Son of the Viceroy, and 
fo Famous an Officer, ihould command, 
Don Lorenco was pofitive, he would obey 
Brito, as being Commander of the Fort, and 
in pursuance of his Fathers Orders. But 
finding Brito refolved to perfift in that Cour- 
tefie, and that it might prove dangerous, 
he left the Relief, and returned alone to 

Cochin • 
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Ochin. The Befieged fortified and entren- 
ched. themfelves, the lame was done by the 
Befiegers, who were 20000 ftrong. Much 
Blood was fpilt about the Water of a Well, 
but our men by the help of a Mine, made 
themfelves Matters of it. The Moors after 
this lofs retired to a Wood of Palm-trees, 
to prepare Engines to batter the Fort. Our 
Commander had intelligence of it by means 
of a Nephew of the King of Cananor , who 
endeavoured to gain our' Friendfhip. He 
prepared to receive them, and when they 
gave the affault, fucceeded lo well, firft with 
his Cannon, and then with the Sword, that 
he filled the Di$ch with their Bodies, which 
they intended to have done with Faggots. 

They retired to the Wood, and Brito lend' 
ing out by Night 80 men, commanded by 
one Guadalajara a Spaniard, who was his 
Lieutenant, the Sally was lo vigoroutty ex¬ 
ecuted by the firing of lome Imali Pieces 
firft, in a cold rainy Night, that the Ene¬ 
my in a confternation knew not where to 
fave themlelves, 300 were killed. But this 
Joy was abated by the Magazine of Provi¬ 
sions taking fire, lo that Hunger began to 
rage, and all Vermin was eaten. The Gar- 
rifon, part fick and part familhed, was re¬ 
duced to extremity ; but the Sea being then 
rough, left abundance of Lobfters when it 
'vent off on the Point of Land where our 
Jiappel was, which were the only re¬ 
lief our men had. The Zamori lent a pow¬ 
erful fupply to the King of Cananor , who 
gave the laft affault to the Fort by Sea and 

Land, 
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Land, with above 5*000o men, who war® 
vigoroufly received and repultod with great 
lofs, not one of our men being killed in this 
a&ion. But now arrives Trtfiande Cunna > 
and the King of Cananor terrified with his 
coming, and the defence made by Brito, 
fues for Peace, which was concluded with 
great honour to the Portugues Valour. 

6 . Trifian de Cunna was upon his return 
home with the Merchant Ships, and the 
Viceroy bore him company in order to fall 
upon Panane , a Town fubjeft to Calicut, 
where our Enemies laded under the fhelrer 
of four Ships of the Zamori , Commanded 
by Cutiale a Couragious Moor. The Vice¬ 
roy and Trifian anchored at the Bar, held 
a Councel, and then fent both their Sons 
in two Barques with toveral Boats, and they 
in a Gaily followed them. They all went 
up the River through Showers of Balls feat 
from the Shoar, which is high. The Moors 
run into the Water to meet our Boats, and 
killed three men. But the difpute was now 
come to their Trenches, which tome of 
ours mounted, and Peter Cam fet upon them 
Don Lorenzos Colours. The Colours were 
flying, when the Viceroy feeing his Son Don 
Lorenzo diming with fome difficulty, cried 
out Ah ! Laurence, Laurence, what lazinefs 
is that; and he very readily anfwered, Sir, 
I give way to him that has gained the Ho¬ 
nour. Aia' ge Moor encountred and wound¬ 
ed Don Lorenzo, and he gave him fuch a 
ftroke, as clove his Head to his Breaft. The 
Town being entred, all wefe put to the 

Sword. 
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Stoord. Then all the Ships in the Haven 
and Docks were fired. We loft 18 Portu- 
guefes, none of Note; of the Enemy above 
500 perifhed. Though the Plunder was of 
great value, it was all burnt to Affies, and 
only the Artillery laved. After this Victory 
they returned to Cananor to take in tome 
lading, and Trifian de Cunna tot fail for Por¬ 
tugal. At Mozambique he met tome Ships of 
ix that came from Lisbon the year before. 
Seven were to return with lading, and* 
five under the Command of Vafco Gomez, de 
Mreuy to cruife on the Coaft of Melinde , 
who was alto to Command the Fort of Zo- 
fala. There were alto two Ships to joyn 
Albuquerque on the Coaft of Arabia. John 
Chanoea , with his Ship, was loft in the River 
lanaga\ John Gomez,, and his, in another; 
Vafco Gomez de Abreu was caft away with 
four VefielS going for Mozambique. Others, 
with great danger and Scorim, were driven 
to feveral places. Misfortunes, terri ble, even 
in the remembrance, but none fufficient to 
curb Human Avarice and Boldnefs. 
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Conquejls under King Emanuel, the Tear 
during the Government of the 
Viceroy Don Francifco de Almeyda, 
and continuing the Exploits of Alfonfo 
de Albuquerque. 

2, A Fter the taking of Zocotora, on the 
jrj^ lotb of Augufty Cunna and Alb* 
jerque parted, the former for India , the lat¬ 
ter for the Coaft of Arabia and Perfta, in 
pursuance of the Orders they had from the- 
King. Albuquerque had with him 7 Sail* 
and 460 Fighting-men. The firft place 
where he touched in the Kingdom of Or- 
muz,, was Cal ay ate, a Town once more Po¬ 
pulous, ftill Beautiful and ftrong, the Build-* 
ings after the manner of Spain. He lent a 
Melfage to the Governour, who offered him 
Refrefliment, and eftabiilhed a Peace. He 
went on to Curtate , 10 Leagues farther, and 
was ill received, and ftorming the Town, 
met with a Vigorous Opposition, but entred 
with the death of 80 of the Enemy, and lofs 
• of three Portuguefes ; after the Plunder, the 
Place was burnt, and with it 14 Velfels that 
were in the Harbour. Hence he failed 8 
Leagues farther to Mafcate , a place ftronger 
than any of the others, and well manned 
with People, who refortcd to it from all 

Party 
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Parts, hearing the deftrudfcion of Curtate. 

The Governour fearing the like difafter, 
made Peace, and fent great ftore of Provi¬ 
sions, and our mfnjwent afhoar for Water; 
but on a fudden the Cannon of the Town 
began to do great execution upon our Ships, 
which drew off haftiiy, not knowing the 
caufe of this turn, till fbme time after they 
undei flood 2000 men, fent by the King of 
Ormuz, for the defence of the place, were 
newly arrived, and their Officers refufed to 
ftand to the Peace. Albuquerque had recei¬ 
ved no fmall damage from the great Can¬ 
non, which was plaid very fmartly, but 
landinghismenat break of day, he afiault- 
ed the Townfb couragioufly and fortunate¬ 
ly, that as our men entred in at one Gate, j 
the Moors ran out at another. The Place 
was plundered, all except the Governours 
Houfe, faved becaufe he received our men *' 
friendly, and gave them notice to retire 
when the Relief came, though he was kil¬ 
led in the confufion, not being known. 

This done, he paffed to Soar, all the Inha¬ 
bitants whereof fled, except the Governour, 
and lome of the Principal Moors, who of¬ 
fered it up to Albuquerque , and received it 
back to hold of King Emanuel, paying the 
fame Tribute he had given to him of Ormuz\ 
iy Leagues farther is Orfucam, where he 
found iittle to do, the Inhabitants having 
deferted it ♦, he fent after tmm his Nephew 
Don Antonio , with 100 men, who having 
received almoft equal damage to what he 
did, the Moors being numerous, and fight¬ 
ing 
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inc for their Wires and Children, returned 
with zz Prifoners. The Town was plug, 
dered for the fpace of three days, during 
which time he prepared to enter into the 
Harbour of Ormuz,, which was the Principal 
End of this Voyage, and to which thefeex- 
ploits were but a prelude, being (mail in his 
efteem, though to others they might appear 
confiderable. 

The City Ormuz, is leafed in a little 
Iflarid, called Gerum , at the Mouth of the 
Perfian Gulf, about 3 Leagues in compafi, 
fo barren, that it produces nothing but Salt 
and Sulphur. The Buildings of the City 
are fumptuous; it is the great Market of all 
Goods, brought thither from the Eaft, Weft 
and North ; which is the realbn, that though 
it have nothing of its own, it abounds in 
ill things, and is plentifully fupplied from 
the Province M‘go ft am , and the Iflands 
Quixome , Lareque and others. About the 
Year 1273, King Make Caez* poltefled all 
the Land from the Ifland Gerum f to that of 
Baharem , and bordered upon the King of 
Gordunxa , of the Province of Mogattam\ 
this King fubtilly obtaining of Make the 
Ifland of Gerum, as a place of no worth ; after 
he was fortified therein, drove him out of 
all his Country. And tranflating the City 
Ormuz ,9 where the King kept his Court be¬ 
fore, to this Ifland, he grew fo formidable, 
that the King mi Perjta , fearing he would 
refute to pay the Tribute the other had done, 
prepared to invade him. But he of Gor- 
dmxa prevented him, by impofing on hiin- 
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felf a yearly Tribute, and offering to do 
him Homage by his EmbafTadors every five 
years. In this Tyrant began the City and 
Kingdom of Ormuz* afterwards pofleffedby 
his Heirs and others, for the moft part vio¬ 
lently. When Albuquerque arrived there ^ 
Qyfadim , a Youth of ia years of age reign¬ 
ed, and over him his Slave Coje Atar , a man 
fubtil and couragious. Who hearing wha-c 
had been done by Albuquerque , made prepa¬ 
rations, laying an embargo upon all the 
Ships in the Harbour, and hiring Troops 
from the Neighbouring Provinces, Perfians, 
Arabians and others, fb that when Albu¬ 
querque came, there were in the Town 30000 
Fighting-men* among them 4000 Perfians, 
moft expert Archers, and in the Harbour 
400 Veflels, 60 of confiderable bulk, with 
* 2500 men. 

3. Albuquerque was not ignorant of the 
reception defigned him ; but ta (hew thofe 
People the greatnefs of his Refolution, he 
entred that Port about the end of Seftem - 
her,, and came to an Anchor between five of 
their greateft Ships. For the more terror 
he fired his Cannon, and the Shoar was foon 
covered with above 8000 men. Seeing no 
Melfage came from the King, he tent aboard 
the biggeft of thote Ships, which was of 
Cambaya , and teemed to ride Admiral, the 
Captain whereof pretend^ came to, and 
was received by him with Civility and State, 
He told him he had Orders from his King 
to take him of Ormuz, into his Protection, 
and grant him leave to Trade in thofe Seas, 

K pro: 
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provided he paid a reafonable Tribute; but 
|f he retufed, his Orders were to make War. 
It was doubt left no fmall Preemption to of. 
feraKingthe liberty of his own Seas, and 
impofe Conditions upon him, with that 
handful of 460 men againft ?! 3°°°> and le- 
ven Ships to 400 , but the fuccefs juihfed 
thefe proceedings, and verified thoft. Adi. 
ons, which to lome have appeared fabulous. 
The Moor delivered this MefTage to the 
King and his Governour Coje Atar, and pre- 
fentlv returned one Co/e beyrame, excufing 
theirnot having fent to knew what we de- 
manded in that Port, and promif.ng the Go- 
vernour would come next day to treat. He 
came not, but the Merges continued only 
in order to gain time to fortihe the City, 
and receive further Supplies. Albuquerque 
faw into the drift, and told Beyrame, he need 
only return with the acceptation of Peace 
as offered, or the declaration of War. He 
brought anfwcr, that City ufed not to pay, 

but receive Tribute. Night coming on, it 

appeared they prepared to fight by the nolle 
of Warlike Inftruments, and Shouts that was 
heard from the Walls and Ships, ine 
Morning difeovered the Walls, Shoar and 
Veflels covered with Armed Men; the Win¬ 
dows and tops of the Houfes filled with bom 
Sexes and all Ages, as Spettators of what 
fliould enfue. Albuquerque having heia a 
Council, and given neceffary Orders, be¬ 
gan to play his Cannon furioufly, and was 
anlwered by the Enemy. They taking, t e 
advantage of the Smoak, which hindre^^ 
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fight, attacked our Ships with 130 Boats 
well manned, which did fome damage with 
Showers of Arrows, but received more, ma¬ 
ny being funk, and the reft forced to retire 
by our Artillery. Yet they made a fecond 
onfet, but were lb received, that the Sea 
was coloured with Blood. By this time Al¬ 
buquerque had funk two of the great Ships, 
and taken a third', though with great op-' 
pofition, forcing the Moors to leap into tha 
Sea. The mean time the other Captains 
had maftered other Ships, and perceiving 
themfelves victorious, ran along the Shoar, 
and fet fire to above jo Ships, which cut¬ 
ting their Cables, were drove flaming upon 
the Perfian Coaft, where they burnt others 
that lay aground. This ftruck fo great a 
terror into all that multitude, that they fled 
to the flielter of the City, and Coje Atar 
fent to offer ail that Albuquerque had de¬ 
manded. He ftopt further proceedings, but 
perceiving thS deceitfulnefs of the Moor, 
threatneda greater effect of his Anger in 
cafe he perfifted in his. Wiles. And compa¬ 
ring the damage, found, that with the loft 
of 10 men, moll of the Enemies Veffels, 
with vaft Riches, were either funk, burnt 
or torn to pieces, and 1700 of them killed. , 
The dead Bodies floating upon the Water, 
many were feen with Ornaments of beaten 
Gold, which our men flflied for, and obfer- 
ved that many were wounded with their 
own Arrows, there being none ufed among 
*ne Portuguefes. 
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4. Coje Atar, confidering the damage re¬ 
ceived, and what might enfue, called a 
Council, where it was agreed to iubmit to 
what was demanded by Albuquerque. The 
Articles were drawn, and fworn to by both 
Parties ; their (ubftance was, that the King 
of Ormuz, did fubmit himielf to King Em- 
tiuel, with the Tribute of i yooo Xeraphmes 
yearly ( a Xeraphin is worth about half a 
Crown ) and (hould affign the Portuguefes 
place to build a Fort. The Fort was im- 
diately begun, and much advanced in few 
days, but Coje Atar could not bear with it. 
He feigned Embaffadors were come to re¬ 
ceive the Tribute they ufed to pay the King 
of Terfut, and therefore defired Albuquerque 
to give them an Anfwer, fince his King was 
now fubjeft to the Crown of Portugal. He 
gueffed at thedefign, and bid Coje Atar fend 
lomebody to him who might carry the An¬ 
fwer; the Meflengers being come, he put 
into their Hands Bullets and Spears, telling 
them that was the Coin the Tribute fhould 
be paid in. Coje Atar finding his Plot fail, 
endeavoured to corrupt our Men with Mo- 
jiy. He prevailed with five Seamen, one 
of them a Founder, who call fome Cannon 
there; and another who informed him,that 
our men were not compleac 460 ; whereby 
animated he ftudied to break the Peace, re¬ 
filling to deliver up thoie men* and pretend¬ 
ing at the fame time, ic was Albuquerque 

that broke it. - 

y. Albuquerque began to revenge this at- 

front, but with little luccefs,becaule the Cap- 
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tains employed, oppofed it. Coje Atar per¬ 
ceiving this, at Night fired a Boat we were 
building on the Shoar, and one of the Por¬ 
tugues Deferters cried from the Wall, At - 
fonfo de Albuquerque , defend the Boat with 
your 400 men, and you (hall meet 700 Ar¬ 
chers. Nor was it to be admired, thofe 
rile Wretches fhould offer thefe and other 
Reproaches, fince fome of the Captain* 
gave intelligence to the Enemy, and per- 
luaded thofe five to defert. Albuquerque burn- 
ing with Rage , attempted to fire fome 
Ships in the Arfonal, and failed. He re- 
folved to befiege the City, and having ta¬ 
ken fome that carried in Provifions, cut off 
their Hands, Ears and Nofes, and font them 
in to the great terror of all. There was a 
hot difpute about filling up fome Wells that 
fupplied the Befieged, in lb much that they 
were filled with Carcafles of Men ana 
Horfes, the Captain and Guard that main¬ 
tained them being all flain. The King and 
Coje Atar came to fecond this A&ion, and 
Albuquerque was in great danger, his retreat 
being cut off, but a fortunate Cannon Ball 
opened a way, putting the Enemies Horfo 
into confufion. Albuquerque in thefe Acti¬ 
ons found his men ill difpoled to obey; 
among the reft, three Captains refolving to 
leave him and fail for India, drew up a Pa¬ 
per of Reafbns, why he ought to defift from 
that Enterprize, which he gave to one of 
the Mafons to lay under a Stone in the 
Work, faying, he had anfwered, and would 
be glad to fee who durft remove the Stone 
K 3 to 
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to read his Anfwer. None replied. But 
offended with this, and each fearing he 
{hould r.ot have the Command of the Fort 
when built, the three put in execution their 
defign of quitting him. This troubled Al¬ 
buquerque* yet he refolved not to defift, 
though two Captains that ftaid with him 
oppofed him , defirous to accompany the 
others; but he ufed them with fuch feverity, 
that they were forced to obey him. From 
Baharem to j Queixome failed a Fleet with re¬ 
lief of Men and Provifions. Albuquerque 
having purfued, and miffing of it, fell upon 
a Country Houfe of the Kings, guarded by 
500 Foot and6oHorfe, and beat them out, 
killing 80 with the lofs of one man. He 
returned to Queixome* and fell upon 500 
Archers lent to the King of Ormuz, by him 
of Lara, under the Command of his two 
Nephews, and flew them and molt of their 
men, having but 80 with him, the Brothers 
he lent to Coje Atar as a Prelent. The 
Town was burnt, and there being taken 
among the Plunder a Carpet, fo big, the 
Souldiers were about cutting it for conveni- 
ency of carriage; Albuquerque bought, and 
lent it after to Santiago in Galicia. Finding 
he had but few men left wherewith to con¬ 
tinue hisenterprize, and thole harrafed, and 
Winter coming on, he relolved to go to Zo- 
cotora , and gave leave to John de Nova to 
fail for India. 

6. Whilft thishapnedat Ormuz,* the Sol- 
dan of Cape let out a Fleet of 12 Sail, and 
1500 men. Commanded by Mir Hoz,em* to 

oppois 
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oppole the Portugueles in India. By the way 
he attacked Imbo* and killed the Xeque ; the 
fame he did at Ioda 9 and got great Plunder ; 
then (ailed to Diu , where Mehque Az, Com¬ 
manded for the King of Cambay a, whom 
he was tojoyn, and treat with, in order to 
oppofe the Portugueles. The Timber where¬ 
of chefe Ships were built, was cut in the 
Mountains of Dalmatia 9 by procurement of 
the Venetians, (as was laid ) becaufe the 
Soldan and Turk were at variance. A Ne¬ 
phew of the Soidan carried it in ay Ships, 
with 800 Mamalukes befides Seamen. An¬ 
drew de Amarally a Portugues, commanded 
then the Galleys of Malta ; he knowing that 
Timber was defigned againft us in India , at¬ 
tacked the ay Ships of the Enemy, with 
600 men in four Galleys and fix Ships; and 
after a (harp engagement that lafted three 
hours, took feven and funk five, the reft fled 
to Alexandria* whence the Timber was car¬ 
ried up the Nile to Cayr 9 and thence on Ca¬ 
mels to Suez,. 

7. At this time the Viceroy, Don Fran- 
eifeo de Almeyda , was upon the Coaft of Ma¬ 
labar* and had lent his Son Don Lorenzo to 
guard thofe of Capanor and Cochin , and ran 
as far as Chaul with 8 Ships. On his way 
he took forne Ships of the Moors. Chatd 
is feared on the Bank of a River 2 Leagues 
from the Sea; one of the chief of that Coaft 
for Greatnefs and Trade, liibjed to the JV#- 
zamaluco , by whole Order Don Lorenzo was 
well received. They had Ibme intelligence 
of this Fleet of the Soldan, but gave ao cre- 
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dit to it, till it appeared in fight as Don L 0; 
renco was diverting himfelf afhoar with his 
Officers. They hafted to the Ships, giving 
fuch Orders as the fhortnefs of the time per¬ 
mitted, and were fcarce aboard when the 
Enemy entred the Harbour, with many de- 
fnonftrations of }oy; for Mir Hoz,em thought 
himfelf lecure of Victory by furpnzing our 
Ships. He defigned to board the Portugues 
Admiral, and tb. reft of his Ships to board 
the others. Ours were fo placed, that the 
Enemy parted between them, and Mir Ho • 
coming up with Don Lorengo, poured 
in Ball, Arrows, Granadoes, and other Fire- 
works, but was fo well anfwered, that he 
gave over the relolution of boarding, though 
the Portugues Veffel was much left than his. 
The others had the like fucceft, and fo paf- 
ied on, and Night approaching, they pre¬ 
pared themfelves for the next Morning. 

8. Day appearing, Don Lorenzo gave the 
fignal of Battle, and endeavoured to board 
Mir Hozew, the like was done by the others, 
but only two Galleys fucceeded, which took 
two of the Enemy, having put all their 
men to the Sword. Mean while the Cannon 
was furioufly plaid on both lides. Von Lo• 
revzo leemed to have the upper-hand, when 
'Mdt<\ue Az 9 Lord of Diu 9 came with a great 
number of lmall Veflels well manned, to the 
affiftance of Mir Uozem. Don Lorenzo fent 
two Galleys and three Caravels to hinder 
the approach of that ^Relief. They execu¬ 
ted it fo etfe&ually, they obliged him to fly 

to another place for fhelcer, and the Fight 

• ' con- 
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continued till Night parted them, each ftrh 
ving to conceal his lofs from the other. The 
Portugues Captains met in Council, the Re- 
fult, that it was a raflinefi to perfift in that 
enterprize, Adeli^ue Az* being fo near with 
that powerful affiftance, that it was conve¬ 
nient to take the open Sea, either in order 
to efcape, or to fight with lefs difadvantage. 
Don Lorenp remembring the anger of his 
Father for not fighting the Fleet of Calicut 
in the River Dabul , and fearing his retreat 
might be termed a fearful flight, refolutely 
expe&edthe Morning, only making fome 
motion to fave the Ships of Cochin that were 
in great danger. Melicfue Az> imagining this 
motion was in order fly, lanched out from 
his retreat, not at all daunted to foe many of 
his Veflels tom in pieces by our Cannon, 
and Charges briskly; then Don Lorenzs Ship 
running foul of fome Stakes that were drove 
in the River, made fo much water, there 
was no preventing her finking, though Don 
Lornp laboured indefatigably till a Ball 
broke his Thigh, and ordering himfelf to be 
fet againft the Main Maft, where he flood 
encouraging his men, till another Ball broke 
his Back. The Body was thrown under 
Deck, and followed down by Laurence Freyre 
Gato his Page, who bewailed him with Tears 
of Blood as well as Water,being (hot through 
the Eye with an Arrow. After a vigorous 
refifUnce the Moors entred the Ship, and 
found the Page by his Mafters Body, who ri¬ 
ling to defend it, killed as many as covered 
and then died upon them. The Ship 
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funk at laft. Of above .00 men that were 
with Von Lorenzo, only i9elcaped, in all the 
Ships were loft 140, of the Enemy 600 
q. The other Captains got to Cwfa 
( where the Viceroy was) with the News of 
his Sons death, which he received with a 
wonderful refolution. The nu mbers of men 
flain andtakfen being yet doubtful; he en- 
deavoured by all means to gee lorne intelli¬ 
gence, and at that time received a Letter 
from Mdi-jne Ax,. This Man, born in SU 
very, and defended of the Heretick Chn- 
ftians of Roxta, role by degrees to tint 
height wherein he was then placed. The 
Principal Action that advanced him was, 
that a Kite flying over the King ot Cambap, 
dunged upon his Head, whereat in a Pathon 
he laid, I would give all I am worth that 
Bird were killed. Mdique Ax., who was a 
molt expert Archer, no fooner heard this, 
but he let fly an Arrow, which brought 
down the Kite. The King rewarded this 
A&ion to bountifully, that Mtlu^ueAxcm. 
to be made Lord of Dm, a tnoft Famous 
City, which being leated on a triangular 
Pemnfula, joyned to the Continent by a ve¬ 
ry final Iftmus, is commonly «pured an 
lfland. This man endeavoured politicKiy 
to fecure himfelf at one time, both with the 
King of Cambtrj.i , and the Portugue1 
whole Power he feared, and hated for me 
damage they brought to the Trade o * 
And to this elfed he aflifted Mir Hozem, km 
the iq Pritoners to the King of 
and writ to the Viceroy, condoling^ 
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death of his Son, extolling his Bravery, and 
offering to ranlom the PriFoners. Thus he 
endeavoured to appeafe the Wrath he knew 
he had provoked by affifting Mir Hozem* 
which was the Caule of all our Lois. 


CHAP. III. 

Conquefts under King Emanuel the Tear 
if 08 and 150 9. A continuation of the 
Government of the Viceroy Don Fran- 
eifeo de Ameyda, and Exploits of AI- 
fonfo de Albuquerque. 

i.HPHIS lame year 1J08, about the be- 
X ginning of April, failed from Lisbon 
17 Ships, which being all leparafed by bad 
Weather, at length met at Mozambique , ex¬ 
cept one that was call away on the Iflands 
of Trip an de Cunna , thefe Ships with chofe 
of the foregoing year, came together to In - 
and added Courage to our People to 
refift their Enemies. The King ordered 
tfet Don Francifco de Almeyda fhould refign 
the Government to Alfonfo de Albuquerque^ 
and return home in one of the Trading 
Ships. But he fufpended the execution of. 
this Order, becaule already engaged in ta¬ 
king revenge of Mir Hozem. Albuquerque 
prelied him to obey the Order, * Don Fran¬ 
cs] co 
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ttfco excufed himfelf, laying the Ships were 
gone, and that he had in hand that enter- 
prize upon the Rumes or Turks who had 
killed his Son. The other anfwered, there 
were more Ships ready to fail, and he would 
undertake to drive the Turks out of India. 
Almeyda replied, that he had taken up the 
Sword, and had never refigned it to ano¬ 
ther to revenge his Wrongs. Albuquerque 
offended hereat, went to Cochin ; and this 
was the beginning of fome mens protra&ing 
the time of their Command, and others prel- 
fing them to quit, wherein thefe two Illuftri* 
ous Mendifcovered much of Human Frailty. 

a. Precedent to this were the A&ionsof 
Albuquerque at Ormuz, and Zocotora , where 
he wintered and relieved the Portugues, 
who were there opprelfed by Famine. To 
this effeft he went himfelf with his Ship to 
Cape Cuardafuj and lent Francis de Tavon 
towards Melinde, and two Veffels to Cape 
Fum , to make prize of fome Ships for their 
Provifions; they all found what they fought, 
and fo put a flop to the growing Evil. He 
then refolved for Ormuz,) though too weak to 
effed what he intended, yet at leaft to found 
the defigns of that King and his Friend Oji 
A far. a By the way he refolved to be reven¬ 
ged bn Calayate for injuries done to fome 
Portuguefes. This Town is feated beyond 
Cape Siagro, called alfo Cape Rofalgate , at 
the Mouth of the Perfian Gulf. On the 
Back of it is a Mountain, which has only 
fome Paffes, that open a Communication to 
the Neighbouring Country. One of thefe 
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Paffes is juft oppofite to the Town, through 
which is managed moftofthe Trade of that 
Province of the Arabs call Ayaman , becaufe 
(as they fay ) firft inhabited by Name, 
which fignifies Plenty or Abundance, a Son 
of Lot ; and this Land is full of Populous 
Cities, Fruitful, and of great Trade. Al¬ 
buquerque no fooner arrived, but he landed 
and entred the Town, fome of the Inhabi¬ 
tants flying to the Mountains, and others 
being flain in the Streets. Albuquerque ftaid 
there three Nights, upon one of which 1000 
Moors entred the Town by fur prize, and 
did much hurt; but our men gathering, kil¬ 
led many, put the reft to flight, and burnt 
all the place. They got great quantity of 
Provifions, which was moft of the Booty,and 
arrived at Ormuz, the i pb of September. AU 
fottfo de Albuquerque prcfently advercifed the 
King and Coje Atar of his arrival, and they 
anfwered, that as for the Tribute of iyooo 
Xeraphins they were ready to pay it, but 
would not confent to build the Fort. He 
therefore refolved again to befiege the Ifland, 
and ordered Martin Coello, with his Ship, to 
guard the Point Turumbaca, where the Wells 
We; James de Melo he potted oppofite to 
the Ifland Queixome , he and Francis de Ta- 
wra lay before the City. Thence he view- 
thegrowrh of the Fort, for Coje Atar had fi- 
nifhed ir, making ufe of what the Portu¬ 
guefes had began, the better to oppofe them. 
The fuccefs was much the fame as the other 
time, but he: was in great danger himfelf, 
and Diego de Melo , with 8 private men, be¬ 
ing 
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ing killed, he returned to India, having ta¬ 
ken a Ship that carried much Pearl from

Pereira to gain entrance another way, 
who after a hot difpute, though the Moon 
came on in great numbers, put them to 
flight, feme retiring to a Mofque, others 
flying to the Mouhtain- The Commander 
of the Enemies did all he could to hinder 
their flight, feeing only ten Portuguefes pur- 
fue a Multitude, who through haft falling 
over each other, retarded their own efcape. 
The Fight lafted about five hours, in which 
time, with the lofsof 16 Portuguefes, were 
killed i joo Enemies, all hand to hand, for 
the Cannon on neither fide was plaid. The 
Viceroy remained that Night in the Mofque; 
he diftributed ;his men about the Town 
with Orders to keep Guard. George de Mtk 
and his Company, flood all Night at their 
Arms, expe&ing the Enemy that fled to the 
Mountain would return. Nor was he de¬ 
ceived, for they by the favour of the Night, 
ftole into the Town, hoping to recover their 
Wives,Children and Goods. Little was done 
till Morning, when the Viceroy gave leave 
to Plunder,which was hindred by the ludden 
firing of the Town, fo that in few hours it 
was only a heap of Allies, and therefore the 
Booty exceeded not 1 5x000 Ducats. It 
was afterwards known that the Viceroy wis 
the caule of that Conflagration, fearingthe 
men, taken up with thofe Riches, might 
' retard his other Defign. The Ships in the 
Harbour had the fame end, with nolnw" 
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confufion among ours, fcarce able to en¬ 
dure the Flames Co near them. The Vice¬ 
roy had laid in no great ftore of Provifions" 
not doubting to get enough along 'that 
Coaft ; but very little was found here where 
moft was expected, the furious Flames, per¬ 
haps fiercer than expected, having devour¬ 
ed all. He thought to remedy this by fend¬ 
ing to the Neighbouring Villages, but to no 
effea, becaule all was deftroyed by multi¬ 
tudes of Locufts, whereof they found ma¬ 
ny kept in Pots, that were Food to the Na¬ 
tives, which fome Portuguefes tailing found 
pleal.ng to the Pallare, not unlike our 
Shrimps, which made them conclude thefe 
were Shrimps of the Land, as the others of 
the Sea. So in fome places, particularly 
the Vineyards about Rome are found Crabs, 
not unlike thole of the Sea. So that if thofe 
Creatures came not fo numerous as to de- 
ftroy the Harveft, they might be coveted 
as Food, not dreaded as a Plague. Such

fJheViceroy parted from Dabul with- 
out Provifions,-hoping to get them along 
the Coaft. tap de Soufa run up a River in 
* GaHy, having feen fome Cattle upon 
the Shoar, and hoping to take fome of it; 
the Owners oppofed, and killed him and 

Guede *~ James Mendez, fucceeded in 
he Command of the Gaily, and met ano- 

paffin 8, from Dlu to DM ; this was 
wen manned, and commanded by a ecu¬ 
s' 01 * 5 and Expert Turk, who no fooner 
L dif- 
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difcovered our Gaily, but keeping his men 
clofe, fo that only they that rowed were in 
(ioht, he drew on James Mendez, to board 
hint without fufpeAing any danger, when 
immediately the Turks that were hid, rufh- 
ineout hadalmoft gained our Gaily; but 
our men recovering themlelves, gained their 
Gallv with the death of all the Turks, with¬ 
out Lfing one of our. The Chief Prize 
was a Noble Beautiful Hungarian Young 
Woman, who was brought to the Viceroy, 
and by him given to Gajfar de la India, who 
gave her to James Pereyra of Cochin, and he 
married her for her Virtuous Qualities, f 0 
well fuicing with her Birth and Beauty; Per- 
fedtions feldom to be found together in the 
World. Farther on they took in the River 
of Bombaim, a Barque with 14Moors of 
Guzareite, by whofe means the Governour 
fent feme Sheep and Rice, whilft Cattle was 
brought from other places. The lame was 
done at the Fort of Maim ; for the People 
terrified with what had hapned at DM, 
fled to the Mountains. The Viceroy am- 
ved the id of February at Diu, which ap¬ 
pearing high at Sea, girt with Walls and 
Towers, beautiful andftrong, populous and 
well governed, after the manner of ours in 
Spain, renewed in our men the memory ot 
our Country, and that inflamed their Con* 
rage and Vigour. Melujue Az 7 Lord ot this 
City, was abfent 20 Leagues off, with ws 
Army againft the Resbuti , but had loll ad¬ 
vice of the motions of our Fleet, whicn 
fcarcs anchored before the City, when wit 
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wonderful celerity he flew thither. He had 
already ufed precuation, that Mir Hozem 
might not perceive how little he was in- 
din’d to aflift him; and that he might not 
altogether exafperate the Viceroy, and both 
of them equally feared him. The Viceroy 
confidered the itrong fltuation of the Place, 
much improved by Art, the Courage and 
conduct of Meltyue Az, and Mir Hozem, 
and the number of above 200 Veflels well 
manned, and furniflied with all things ne- 
ceffary. Having called a Council, it was re- 
lolved, that Nunno Vaz Pereira (hould be the 
Forlorn Hope with his Ship, in which were 
120 Fighting-men, moft Gentlemen, and 
of known Valour. He was to be leconded 
by George de Melo , with the like number, 
who was to be followed by Peter Bareto de 
Maga Hanes, and he by Francis de Tavora. , then 
Garcia de Soufa, 3 Lt\d (o the other Veflels, car¬ 
rying from to 80 men each. The Night 
was (pent particularly on our (ides, in pre¬ 
paring their Conferences and Arms, for the 
danger was to be encountred next Morn¬ 
ing. 

6 , Between 9 and 1 o in the Morning, 
when there was Flood enough for the Ships 
to fwim, the Admiral gave the fignal for en- 
tring the Port. On a fudden all moved 
with loud Shouts, and (bund of Warlike 
Inftruments on both Tides. Melujue Az his 
Veflels ran to hinder the entrance of ours, 
Showring Bullets and Arrows, which im¬ 
mediately flew 10 men in James Perez his 
Gaily, that led the way to Numw Vaz. Yet 
L % Nurntf 
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Nunno pierces forward, and pouring his Shot 
among the Great Ships, funk one to rights. 
He was in great danger between two of 
them, when George tie Melo came up with 
fuch fury, that running foul of one of the 
two, he drove it upon that of Nunno Vaz>> and 
thereby gave way to Sebafiian de Miranda 
to board it, which he performed. Then 
George de Melo went on to another, in like 
manner the other Captains. The Viceroy 
in the midft of the Enemies Veffels, gave 
them a fufficient diverfion, that they might 
not hinder what the others were a&ing; and 
tho’ they did him lome damage with their 
continual Shot, he deftroyed them with his, 
till the Paraos of Calicut fled, fpreading the 
News along the Shoar, that the Rumes or 
Turks were victorious. Mir Hozem beyig 
wounded, in defpair flipt out of his Snip 
difguifed into a Brigantine, and thence to 
Shoar, where taking Horie, he never fiopt 
till he came before the King of Cambaya , 
nolefs fearful of our Fury, than the fallhood 
of Melicjue Az , 9 who had affifted him with 
his VeiTels, but not with his Per/on. The 
abfence of Mir Hozem did not difcourage 
thole in his Veifel; for being boarded, they 
never yielded, but were all (lain. A great 
Ship belonging to Mehque being attempted 
by fome of ours, and not able to carry her, 
the Viceroy difcharged all his Cannon upon, 
and funk her. Antony de Campo took a Gale- 
on. Ruy Soarez one of the laft in order of 
Battel, but not in Courage, running through 

all,placed hitnfelf before die City,and plying 
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moft dexteroufly, took two Gallies, having 
forced the Defendants to quit them, in fuch 
manner, that the Viceroy feeing him at a 
diftance, in a glorious emulation cried out.

0 that I were he / The Victory being now 
no longer doubtful, becaufe fome harm was 
done us by the Artillery on the Shoar, the 
Viceroy made up to the Ships, where ouc 
Gallies and other lefler Vefiels killed ail that 
leaped into the Sea, fo that the Water was 
turned to Blood.This Vidory wasnoe cheap, 
for we loft near 40 men. Of the Enemy above 
1 yoo were killed. TheShips being plunder- 
ed, there were great Riches found in them ; 
and by the great variety of Books in feveral 
Languages, was judged, the men were of 
fundry Nations; among the Books were 
fome Latin, Italian and Portugues. The 
Soldan and Mir Hoz>ent% Colours were lent 
to Portugal . Of all the Veflels that were ta¬ 
ken, the Viceroy ordered four Ships and two 
Gallies fhould be preferved, the reft were 
burned. The Vi&ory had been more Glo¬ 
rious, had not the Conquered be.en treated 
with fuch Barbarous Cruelty, that many, 
not without reafon, judged the unhappy end 
of the Viceroy and other Gentlemen, to be 

J puniflunent of that Crime. We (hall 
loon fee it. 

7 * Next Morning Melique Az, pretending 
to be much pleafed with the Viceroys Vi&o- 
r y> fen? Cb/e Ale , a Moor of Granada to 
wilh him joy. There was a Report that 
tne City was in a great Confternation, fear- 
L 1 ing 
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ing the Conqueror would aflfault it, and that 
many were filled with this apprehenfion. 
Our men finding the Viceroy inclined to ad¬ 
mit Meliejue Ax, his deceitful Congratulation, 
began to mutter, and complain that he flop¬ 
ped the courfe of his Good Fortune* which 
the Enemies began now to fear.He calling to¬ 
gether the Principal Men,told them, that he 
iad no regard to Melique Ax,, hut the King 
of Cambaya , who was our Friend, and whole 
City that was ^ that the Town was ftrong 
and they tired ; that of 1200 men he Com¬ 
manded, only 60 o were able to bear Arms; 
that though the Town were taken, it could 
not be maintained; and that they might be 
revenged againft Melique Ax, on his Trading 
Ships. All agreed there fliould be no more 
(aid of the Alfault, *.nd Ihould give ear to 
the Moor. The Viceroy received himcour* 
teoufly, and told him, that two Motives 
chiefly brought him to that Port, the one 
to be revenged on the Kumes, the other to 
recover the Portugefes that were taken,and 
who were to him inftead of a Son. The 
fii ft Point he had obtained, and the fecond 
he muft gain by having them delivered to 
him; that he fliould alfo deliver to him all 
the Artillery and Munitions belonging to the 
Rumes that were in the Ships haled in, and 
they burned, and fell him Provifions. All 
this feemed little to Melique Ax,, and was 
performed with fiich expedition and exafl* 
nds,that it fetled a profitable Peace with the 
Viceroy, who left one of the Prifoners there 
to load two Ships with fuch things as were 
'■ want- 
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wanting at Cochin and Cananor. He di(patch¬ 
ed Don Antonio de Noronha with Provifions, 
and (ome of the Booty of the Ships, to re¬ 
lieve his Brother, Don Alfonfo, at locator a. 
Then the Viceroy (ailed, and arriving at 
Cbaul; that King terrified with the late 
Vi&ory, became tributary. Pafling by Ca- 
nmr , he was there received with Honour, 
and at Cochin in Triumphant Manner; but 
before he had laid afide his Feftkral Orna¬ 
ments, he was accofted by Alfonfo de Albu¬ 
querque, preffing to deliver up the Govern¬ 
ment according to the King’s Orders. The 
Anfwer was, he fliould give him leafure to 
put olf that Heavy Robe, and there would 
be time afterwards. Albuquerque prefled and 
the Viceroy delayed. 

8. Some Gentlemen perfiiaded the Vice¬ 
roy not to refign the Government, whilft 
Albuquerque made inftance to have it deli¬ 
vered up. Evil Spirits fomenting thele Feuds. 
The King of Cochin, urged by thele Divifi- 
ons, delayed the lading with Pepper, two 
Ships that were to return home, till Albu¬ 
querque were poflefled of the Government. 
I11 fine, the Viceroy lent Albuquerque Prilb- 
ner to Cananor , where he was courteoufly 
entertained by that Governour, who then 
ms Laurence de Brito, to whom in few days 
the Viceroy writ, that he fliould treat his 
Prifoner as one who (oon muft Govern 
India . 

9. King Emanuel being informed of the 
preparations made by the Soldan of Cayre 
at Sutf,) refolved to lend a powerful Relief 

L 4 to 
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to India. This confifted of i f Sail, Com- 
manded by Don Fernando Coutinno, who had 
an extraordinary Power given him, the 
King ( as was thought ) having fbme ink¬ 
ling of the difagreem^nt was like to be be¬ 
tween the Viceroy and Albuquerque. No¬ 
thing of note hapned him till he arrived at 
Cananor, whence he carried Alfonfo de AU 
buquerque to Co,bin, treating him as Gover- 
nour of Injta. Though rliere pafled fome 
A&s of Civility between the Viceroy and 
Couttnno , the reft was not fuitable ; for a 
Ship he had prepared to pafs to Portugal 
was denied him, and he obliged to take 
another he had no mind to. He failed with 
two more on the i yth of November, and 
had fair Weather till pafled the Cape of 
Good Hope , when he faid, now (God be 
praifcd ) the W itches of Cochin are Liars, 
who faid we fhould not pafs this Cape. 
Near there he put into the Bay of Saldanna 
to take Water ; and fome men going to ex¬ 
change Goods with the Blacks, a Servant of 
the Viceroy treated two of themfo ill, that 
they knocked out his Teeth, and lent him 
away bloody. Some Gentlemen looking 
upon this as an Affront, perfuaded the Vice¬ 
roy to go afhoar, when they ought to ad- 
vile him to punilh his Servant for abufing 
People where they fought Relief. This had 
been Juftice. He yielded, but fo much 
againft his Will, that as he went into the 
Boat he faid, Ah.' whether, and to what 
end do ihey now carry the 6o years? Hereby 
declaring, that was an Atftion of Raw Heads. 

There 
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There went with him jfo, the Flower 
of the Ships. They went on to a mife- 
rable Village, and returned with fome Cat¬ 
tle and Children, when 170 Blacks coming 
down from the Mountain, whirher they 
had fled, attacked them in defence of their 
Children, cafting Stakes with ftiarp Points, 
hardned at the Fire, fo furioufly, that in a 
little time they killed yo Gentlemen, and 
among them the Viceroy, who died kneel¬ 
ing on the Sand, with his Eyes lifted up to 
Heaven, ftruck through the Throat with 
one of thefe Stakes. George de Melo return¬ 
ed with the wounded Men to the Ships, 
and when he thought the Blacks were 
withdrawn, went aftiore and buried the 
Viceroy and the reft. This was a manifeft 
judgment of God, that fo few unarmed Bar¬ 
barians Ihould overcome thofo who had 
done fuch Noble Actions in India. Georgs 
de Melo carried the News to Lisbon , where 
it was received with great Grief. The Vice¬ 
roy, Don Francifco de Almeyda, was foventh 
Son of Don Lope de Almeyda , Count of 
Abrantes , and of Donna Beatrix* de Sylva 
his Wife. He was married to Donna Joan - 
na Ptreyra ; he was Knight of the Order 
of St. James ; He was of a Graceful Pre- 
lence. Ripe Councel, and Obliging Carry- 
a ge i he was very Continent, an Enemy of 
Avarice, very Liberal and Grateful. Don 
Pranctjco wore the Coat or upper Garment 
(which then was infte&d of the Cloak ufed 
) Black, the Doublet of Crimfon Sat- 
tln , the Sleeves whereof appeared ; the 

Breeches 
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Breeches alfo Black, which were Breeches 
andStockins reaching from the Feet to the 
Waftc, over them Boots, a Truncheon in 
the Right Hand, the Left upon his Sword, 
which hung almoft before. He was the 
firft Viceroy and Governour of India. 


CHAP. IV. 

Conquefts under King Emanuel, the Tear 
i jio, Alfonfo de Albuquerque now 
Governing India, who held it from the 
Tear 1509, till the Tear 1515. 

A Lfonfo de Albuquerque, now poffefled 
of the Government, prepared to 
fall upon Calicut, with Don Fernando Couum. 
The Defign was kept private, but Zamm 
provided, as did all the-Princes of that Coait 
when the Portugues were in motion. They 
fet out from Cochin with go Veflels and ioo° 
men, befides fome Boats of Malabares, who 
followed in hopes of Plunder. They arri¬ 
ved At Calicut the zdof January , and weign- 
irig the difficulties of Landing, coniulte 
about the manner; and Ordered that part 
of the Fleet which belong <0 Albuquer^ 
fhould be committed to the care of hisJNe- 
phew Don Antonio de Noronha ; and the pa 
of Coutinno to Rodrigo Rabtlo. Everyone 
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ftrove to be fo polled as to land firft. Our 
Men were at Arms all Night, and lb tired 
in the Morning, they had more mind to 
fleep than to land, though the defire of 
landing had kept them from fteep; but 
they foon recovered, the fignal being given, 
and the Cannon Playing., Coutinno had 800 
men, and Ibme Field-pieces : Albuquerque 
had the fame number, and befides them 
600 Malabares. They marched with more 
Confufion than Order, each driving to be 
foremoft; the firft that attacked the Bul¬ 
wark of Cerame were George de Cunna and 
Francis de Sou/a ; they found there 600 men, 
who made a vigorous refiftance, till Albu¬ 
querque coming up, they quitted it. Albu¬ 
querque being fearful of the diforder of his 
men, gave notice to Coutinno , who running 
with all fpeed to his relief, and our Colours 
being already let up, judging it had rather 
been a contrivance of the Governour, than 
diforder of the Men, took the liberty to 
fay unto him, What means this Sir? Was 
you ambitious the Rabble of Lisbon fhouldt 
report you were the firft at taking Calicut , 
which you fo extol to the King ? But I 
Ihall go to Lisbon and tell the King I could 
have entred it with only this Cane in my 
Hand. And fince I find no body to fight 
with, I will not be fatisfied till I enter the 
Pallace of Zantori , and dine in one of his 
Rooms. This faid, without expe&ing the 
Anfwer Albuquerque was about to make, he 
marched with his men towards that Pallace, 
where Zamori then was aot. He was tired 

when 
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when he reached It, being above 5- Leagues 
from the Shoar, the Road encumbred with 
Palm-trees, and having marched hard, and 
met with oppofition by the way, he refted 
a while in a Plain before the Pallace. Which 
being then attacked, thotigh well defended, 
was entred, the Moors flying to the Moun¬ 
tains. Our men now pofleffed of the Pal- 
lance, fell to plundering, without fliame or 
fenfe of honour, and with as much difor. 
der as if they had been on the Shoar, and 
their Enemy deftroyed. The Enemy now 
reinforced, returned, and falling upon our 
difordered men, put all into great confu- 
lion, killing many under their Burdens, and 
doing great harm, though Vafco de Syheyr* 
fignalized himlelf,killing two of thier Chiefs, 
whom they call Caymales . In the mean 
time Albuquerque had entred the City, and 
fired it; and having nothing to diveithim, 
marched to fee what Coutinno had done. He 
found all about the Pallace thronged with 
Armed Men, and that Coutinno was within 
in eminent danger. Finding it beft to hinder 
the Enemies from prefling upon him, he 
fent him word he waited his coming. Co «• 
tinno anfwered not till the third Meflage, 
and then returned, that Albuquerque might 
march, and he would follow, being bufie in 
gathering his men, who were difperfed 
about the Houfe. Albuquerque marched, and 
the Enemy prelfed him doing much damage, 
till News was brought, Coutinno s life was in 
great danger. He endeavoured to return 
to his relief, but was hindred by the mul¬ 
titude 
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titude of the Enemy, who flew many of his 
men, and wounded him with a Dart in the 
Throat, and a Stone in the Head, and in 
luch manner that he was carried fenflefs to 
the Shoar. By this time Coutinno and many 
more were flain in the Pallace, and feveral 
on the way, being opprefled by the multi¬ 
tude, and fpent with the labour and heat, 
and Rifled with the great Duft. Doubtlefs 
they had all perifhed, if James Mendez, Vaf- 
ccnceUos, and Simon de Andrade , whom Al¬ 
buquerque left in the City with a000 men, 
had not ftopt the fury of the Enemies, and 
obliged them to retire. There hapned as 
great a conteft about being the lafton Shoar, 
as had been about landing firft, not confi- 
dering all their misfortune had proceeded 
from that foolifli difpute. At laft they fail, 
ed, having loft 80 msn, among them many 
of Note, whereof Coutmno was one. Albu¬ 
querque being come to himfelf, gave out fe¬ 
veral Orders at Sea, and difpatched the 
Trading Ships homeward-bound ; and when 
arrived at Cochin , made preparations for a 
third attempt upon the Ifland Ormuz,. While . 
he is employed about this Bufinefs, we will 
give fome account of what was done by two 
of the Captains fpoken of in the beginning 
of the third Chapter, which could not con¬ 
veniently be inlerted before. 

2. One of thefe two Captains was Duarte 
1 who, after a Storm, arrived at the 
place called Medones de Oro , thence he went 
to Madagafcar, or the Ifland of Sc. Laurence, 
anu thence to Mozambique, where the reft 

of 
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of his Squadron joyned him. George ds 
Aguiar being loft, he took upon him the 
Command of the Coaft of Ethiopia and An. 
bia, given him by the King, that Govern- 
ment being then divided into three Parts. 
From Mozambique he iailed to Mtlmde ; then 
let out to vilit fome lflands of that Coaft 
that had negle&ed to pay the ufual Tribute 
to Quiloa fince it was taken. Monfia fub- 
mitted immediately ; Zanzibar made refi- 
ftance, but they were drove to the Moun¬ 
tains, and the Town plundered. At Pemba 
hapned the fame, the Inhabitants flying to 
Monbaza , leaving nothing in their Houles; 
but fome little plunder was taken in a Fort 
whether the Xeque had conveyed fuch things 
as he had not time to fecure otherwife. Lem 
gave the necefifary Orders at Melinde, par- 
ticularly in relation to the Facftory for the 
Trade of Zofala. Hence he fet out with 
ieven Sail for the Coaft of Arabia ; one Vef- 
(el Commanded by Gregory de Quadra, in- 
ienfibly was leparated from the reft in the 
Night on the Coaft of Magadoxa , and car- 
ried by the Current to the Mouth of the 
Red Sea , where the City Zeila is feated, and 
was there taken. Lemos reiblved to take a 
view of Ormuz , and managed the Townsof 
that Coaft more with cunning than force. 
The fame at Ormuz, where lie received of 
the King and Coje Atar the iyooo Xera- 
phens, impofed on them as Tribute by Alb* 
querque, and was well treated. Hence s 
lent to India , Vajco dt Sylveyra , who was 
killed at Calicut. Then he Iailed to Zocom 
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and gave the Command of that Fort to Pe¬ 
ter Ferreira , fending to India, Don Antonio de 
Noronba, who took a Rich Ship of the Moore, 
which being manned by fome Portuguefes, 
was caft away in a Storm between Dabul 
znd Goa, and the men made Prifoners: His 
own Ship was ftranded in the Bay of Cam- 
baya, where he and fome others endeavour¬ 
ing to efcape in the Boat, were all loft; 
about 50 that remained in the Ship were 
taken by the Moors and fent to the King 
of Cambay a, Lemos , on his return to Me¬ 
linda, took a VelTel richly laden. The Win¬ 
ter being palled, he returned to Zocotora, and 
found there Francis Pantoja, who came from 
India with Provifions, and had taken a rich 
Ship of Cambaya , the great wealth whereof 
he lhared with Lemos his men, faying they 
had right to it, as being taken in the Pre¬ 
cious of his Government. A rare example 
of Bounty. Lemos finding himfelf unprovi¬ 
ded for other undertakings, failed to India* 
and was received by Albuquerque with great 
Pomp and Civility. 

5. The other of the two Captains menti¬ 
oned was James Lopez de Siqueira, who was 
entrufted with the difeovery of the Ifland of 
Madagascar and Malaca. In the Ifland St. 
Laurence he arrived in the Port of St. Se - 
ba&ian. He run along the Coaft, making 
ule of a Portugues as Interpreter, who had 
been left there, and forced by neceftity to 
learn the Language. He /poke with a King 
called Diaman . and was by him civilly treat¬ 
ed, but had no intelligence of any Spice or 

Silver* 
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Silver, the great end of his Voyage. Ha¬ 
ving had much trouble and no profit, he 
failed to India. Don Francift:o, then Viceroy, 
rcccivccl him well* 2nd to 2flift in the dilco 
very of Malaca, gave him another Ship, 
Commanded by Garcia de Sou(a . He palled 
by Fedir , and that King fent him fome Pre- 
fents, and made him great Offers. The 
fame the King of Parent ; in both places he 
ere&ed Croffes. At lalt he anchored in the 
Port of Malaca, and terrified the Coaft with 
the thundring of his Cannon, fo that all the 
People running to the Ships and Veffelsin 
the Harbour, (hewed the apprehenfion they 
had of their new Gueft. A Boat came to 
Lopez, his Ship to enquire who they were; 
he anfwered, there was an Embaffador from 
the King of FortugaU who came to propofe 
fuch things as might be advantageous to that 
City. There came back a Meffage from the 
King in doubtful language, fuch as is ufual 
when the defigns are pernicious; for lome 
forreign Merchants, Enemies to the Portu* 
guefes, had perluaded him and his Favou¬ 
rite Bandara, with the Powerful Argument 
of Rich Prefents, .to deftroy James Lopez. 
The third day Lopez, fent Hterom Ttixtjn 
with a hand lome Retinue as Embaffador, 
who was well received on the Shoar, and 
placed upon an Elephant, fo carried to the 
King, from whom he returned well pleafed. 

4. Ail this was but a Bait to enfhare our 
People, and therefore the King gave out he 
would do Lopez, the Honour to dine with 

him in Publick. He (eat to invite him,and 

the 
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the Invitation was accepted, till he was in- 
formed by a Friend of Jao XJtimutiraja , that 
the Invitation was to murder him. Then 
he gave credit to the advice fent him from 
a Perfian Hoftefs by Duarte Fernandez, after 
(he had endeavoured to come aboard at 
Night, and was not admitted by Sequejra, 
judging it fome Love Intrigue, but it pro-* 
ved one means to fave thole Ships. Lopez, 
excufed himfelf by counter fitting an indifpo- 
fition. Another way was contrived to carry 
on the Treachery, which was by offering 
lading of Spice, faying it was requifite to 
fend for it to three leveral places. This 
took fo well, that 30 men were fent accord¬ 
ing to agreement, whilft a Fleet of feverai 
Veffels was behind a Point of Land, ready 
to affault our Ships, at the fame time the ;o 
were killed in the Town. Mean while a 
Son of Utimutiraja came to vilit Lopez, 9 and 
found him playing at Draughts. He per¬ 
vaded Lopez, to continue his Game, that he 
might the Iefs oblerve him, who offered a 
thouland times with a Dagger to kill him, 
and only waited the fign from the Town, 
when a Seaman, who was Centinel upon 
one of the tops feeing a throng, and hear¬ 
ing noife, cried out, Sir, Sir, Treachery, 
Treachery, they kill our men. Lopez, threw 
away the Draught board with l'uch fury, 
that Utimutiraja* s Son and thofe with 
him, in a confirmation leaped into their 
Boats: All was done that could be expeeffc- 
e d ujx>n a fudden, and having funk ma* 

Q y °f the Enemies Boats, and forced the 
M reft 
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reft to retire, and left 6 c of our men in (la- 
very and 8 killed, they failed and foon 
after took two Veffels bound for MaUca . 
Lopez, arrived at Cape Comori, .lent Teixeira 
and Sou fa with their Ships to Cochin ; refol. 
ving, though ill provided, to return to Tom 
<rai alone, being fearful ot Albuquerque, be- 
caufe he had Tided with the Viceroy. With 
great hazard he arrived at the Illand Ter . 

Cer t. Albuquerque had now fixed every thing 
for his defign upon Ormuz,, difpatched the 
Trading Ships, and other affairs with great 
expedition. About the end of January he 
failed from Cochin with 1700 men in u 
Veffels of feveral forts and fizes. Albuquer¬ 
que at the River Onor , fent for the Pirat Ti- 
hoja ( before fpoken of) who defirous of 
our Friendship, and being Powerful, came 
prefently with much Provifion. He being 
skilful in the affairs of Afia, Albuquerque 
communicated his defign to him. But he 
diffuaded, (hewing how much better it was 
to attempt Goa, , that was unprovided, and 
would be more advancagious. This pleafed 
Albuquerque , and hereupon calling his Cap¬ 
tains to Council, it was propofed to them 
by the (aid Ttmoja, and the Defign appro¬ 
ved of and commended by all. Timoji 
furniftied n Ships, giving out he would ac¬ 
company the Portuguefes to Ormuz,, to the 
end that Goa might be left provided. Timoja 
had been difpoifeffed of his Fortune, and 
ill treated by his Kindred and Neighbours. 
The defire of revenge, and recovering what 
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he had loft, caufed his Love to our People, 
that it may always appear, that private fn- 
terefts are the ruin of the Country. On 
the i$tb of February they came to an anchor 
in the Port of Goa. 


CHAP. V. 

A continuation of the Conquefl of the fame 
Tear i$io, Albuquerque Governing, 
and King Emanuel Reigning. 

i.npicuari is an Ifland on the Coaft of 
1 Canara , formed by two Mouths of 
the River Gacim , its length from Eafi to Weft 
; Leagues, the breadth one. There is in it 
Hill and Plain, has good Water, very Fruit¬ 
ful, Pleafant, Beautiful and Healthy. On 
the Northern part of it is feated the City 
Goa, which formerly was on the South. 
This now in being was built by Melique Ho - 
zem, a Moor, 40 years before the arrival of 
the Portuguefes. The Old is not known 
when founded; but feme Authentick Wri¬ 
tings have been found, wherein is mentio¬ 
ned, that Mantrafat, King thereof, above 
100 years before , confeffes one only God, 
the Incarnation of his Son, and the Trini¬ 
ty and Unity \ whence appears they had 
knowledge of the true Faith; to which may 
M 2 be 
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be added, that when the City was taken, 
there was found in a Wall a Copper Cruci¬ 
fix. Thefe might be the fruits of the Apo- 
file St. Thomas's Preaching. 

i. About the year 1300 the Moors be- 
gan to conquer India . The firft that at¬ 
tempted it with great Power was Xa Nofa- 
radin. King of Delhi ; with a Powerful Ar- 
my he came down from the North, conque¬ 
ring all the Gentiles as far as the Kingdom 
of Canara. Thence he returned to Delhi , 
leaving Habedxa to profecute the Conquers, 
who by his Valour and Conduct became fo 
great, that he coped with his Mailer, which 
beginning, hisNephew Madura profecudng, 
polfefled himfelf of the Kingdom of Canara , 
and calling off his Allegiance to the King, 
he called the Kingdom Decan , from the fun- 
dry Nations wherewith he Conquered it, 
this Word fignifying lb much in that Lan¬ 
guage. T00 great an Empire always threa¬ 
tens ruin. Mamudxa fearing this, uied great 
induflry to fecure himfelf, which was ef- 
i’edual for fome time; but at length leve- 
ral Governours intrufted with Provinces of 
this Empire, erected them into Sovereignties. 
The greateft of thele was he of Goa, about 
the time of (our coming into India , called Sa - 
^o,deceafed about the time of Albuquerque s 
delign upon Goa; and C«/i>,King of Hidalcan , 
had polTefled himlelf of the City, and put it 
into the Hands of his Son Ifinael. The other 
Princes were Nix>amaluco, Mudremaluco Meltc 
Verido , Cvje Mo dan, Abexeiapado and Cot am a- 
luco, all great, lome very great. Sabajo was 
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born at Saba , a City of Vtrfia , of very mean 
extraction, but lerved the King of Decan lo 
fortunately, that he gave, him the City CaU 
berga. Thence he extended his Conquells 
of the Pagans of Bifnagar , and after over 
the Ifland of Goa , lately pofiefled by the 
Moors come from Onor, Melique Hozem be¬ 
ing then Lord of it, who defended it with 
1200 men) and was killed in the defence. 
Goa had feveral dependencies, and with 
thele and others he gained Sabayo , became 
the moll Powerful of thofe Princes, and 
conlequently hated of them all. He main¬ 
tained himfelf againft all whilft he lived, 
fometimes by Policy, lometimes by Force ; 
but his death produced great alteration. 

3. We left the great Albuquerque at an¬ 
chor before the Bar of Goa , let us lee what 
he a&ed. It was neceflary to fail up the 
River, on whole Bank the City is feated ; 
therefore he lent his Nephew Don Antonto 
de Noronhn and Timoja to found it. A light 
VelTel leading the way, Ipied a Brigantine 
of the Moors, and giving it chafe, found 
they drew under a Fort well llored with 
Artillery and 400 men , Command¬ 
ed by Ya$u Gorgi , a valiant Turk, to fe- 
cure the entrance of the River. Don An- 
tonio feeing the other in the chafe, preffed 
after him; and though the attack of the 
Bulwark feemed difficult, they attacked, 
and after a llout refillance took it, the Com¬ 
mander having almoft loll a Hand, and not 
able to llop the flight of his men, retired 
the City. Mean while Ttmoja> not to be 
M 3 out* 
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out-done, took another Bulwark on the 
Continent, defended by fome Artillery and 
30 men. Then they founded the River. 
Next day as Albuquerque entred the River, 
he was met by Mirali , and other Chief 
Men of the City, who came to furrender 
it,upon condition their Lives, Liberties and 
Eftates Ihould be lecured. The reafon of 
this furrender was, that the Turk Ya$u had 
terrified them with the relation of what he 
had teen a few Portugueles do, and that a 
Jogue (thefe are Religious Men among 
thole People, efteemed Saints and Prophets) 
not long before had declared, that place 
(hould foon be fubjeft to Strangers. Albu¬ 
querque accepted the offer, and anchoring 
before the City on the 1 ytb of February , was 
received on the Shoar as if he had been 
their Natural Prince. He mounted on a 
Horle, they brought him, with Rich Fur¬ 
niture, at the Gate received the Keys, and 
went on to the Pallace, built by Sabayo . He 
found there much Cannon, Arms, Tackle, 
and many Horles. Next he gave fuch Or¬ 
ders as were to the fatisfa&ion of all the 
City, then difpatched le.veral Embaflies to 
divers Kings, which produced no effect, on¬ 
ly ihewed the greatnels of his Thought 
4. The Neighbouring Towns depending 
on Goa, came inftantly to make their fub- 
miflion,and were kindly received.The Com¬ 
mand of the Fort was given to Don A^onio 
de Nercnna ; the Government of the Infidels 
to Timoja, and lo the other Polls to the ge¬ 
neral lacisfa&ion. Underftanding that Ships 
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of Ormuz, and the Coaftof Arabia werela- 
dins at BaticaU, four Veflels were fent tht- 
then which took and carried them to Cc 
tbi « lending plenty of Provifion to Albu- 
m(e , axe. Now our Fortune begins to frown. 
The Moors begin to exercila their Treache¬ 
ry. Thole whom Albuquerque molt relied 
upon confpire, and after four Months revolt, 
notwithftanding the moft faithful Ttmoja 
blamed his confidence. They had deliver¬ 
ed themlelves up fo eafily to (hun their own 
ruin, and gain time till hfmtul HtJalcam pre¬ 
pared to come to their relief. So it fell out, 

ind hecameonwith great Power,fending be¬ 
fore his great General Cama.cam, with 1500 
Horle and 8000 Foot. Albuquerque difpoled 
his men with great diligence and order to 
receive him. 

c. The firft ftep was to fecure the Heads 
of the Confpiracy, and the chief bang Mur 
Cazent, to whom he had given the Co - 
mand of 400 Moors, and his Nephew, they 
were hewed to pieces by his Guards, o hers 
were hanged in publick places, and 
kept Prifoners, there being 100 convifted. 
This difeovery, with the pumlhment, te.n- 
fied the City. Camalcam attempted to pals 
over to the Hand, having prepared Boats 
to that effect. Don Antonio oppoled nim, 
and took 12 Boats. Many of the Enemies 
were killed, many devoured by th- oq . 
diles, wherewith that River abounds. ■ -* 

verthelels Camalcam landed m the Hand, 
which was quitted by our men, and lome 
Cannon had been loft, had not two Malons 
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maintained it, though our Gentry fled, till 
they were killed, and it brought off. After 
fome refiftance, all retired into the City. 
Camalcam encamped about it, playing his 
Cannon effectually , Albuquerque did what 
the Place permitted, and now comes up Hi- 
dalcam with 60000 Men, whereof y 00 o 
were Horfe. Part of this Army paffed the 
River, and the reft was divided into two 
parts, one Commanded by a Famous Offi¬ 
cer, the other by his Mother and Women, 
who maintained their Souldiers by the gain 
of 4000 Common Women they had with 
them ; fo that the Women lived upon them, 
and they upon the Women. The fiege was 
clofed by the coming of the King, and no 
place left Albuquerque to ad any thing con* 
fiderable. It is prudence fbmetimes to yield 
to neceflity. It was refolved in a Council, 
before day to abandon the City. This was 
executed with great hazard, for the way to 
the Ships began to be flopped by Hidalcam } 
and Albuquerque had his Horfe killed, yet 
got off without lofs, after a fiege of 20 days. 

6. It was refolved to winter in that Sea, 
and to this effed drew into a Bay* though 
not commodious, the beft thereabouts; and 
becaufe the Fort of Pangi with much Ar¬ 
tillery incommoded them, there was no re* 
medy but gaining of it; 300 Portuguefo 
were appointed for the attack. Don Antonio 
de Noronha , with a Party, was Appointed as 
a referve, to relieve where there was moft 
need, and Albuquerque to guard the Shoar. 
At the fame time they prepared by Night 

to 
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r o appear with the day before the Fort; 
r here marched yoo men, fent by Hidalcam 
f o reinforce it. They Joy of thefe People 
was fo great, that thofe without, as well as 
thole within being all drunk, they miftook 
our Men, one fide thinking it was the Relief 
fent them, and the other believing it was 
the Garrifon came out to receive them. 
They were undeceived by the execution 
done upon them, 340 being flain, the reft 
routed, with the lofs of one man acciden¬ 
tally drowned. The fame hapned at the 
Bulwark Ttmoja had before gained at Bardes. 
Hidalcam hearing of this, was fo terrified’ 
that he went from the City, and his fear 
was the more, becaufe fome Conjurer had 
told him he fhould be killed by a great Shoe 
near fome River. He fent fome ceremoni* 
ous Meffages to Albuquerque , to difeover what 
was doing aboard the Ships, and he answer¬ 
ed, ftill adding to his fear. By this means 
he exchanged thofe Moors he had kept Pri- 
foners, for the Portugueles that were left in 
the City at their abandoning of it. 

7. Albuquerque had intelligence fome Vef- 
jels were preparing to burn his Ships, and 
he refolved to anticipate by firing them, 
and they being drove up the Harbour, Don 
Antonio de Noronba was killed in this adion. 
This man ufed to moderate the Violent 
aiuons of his Uncle Albuquerque , who im* 
Jiediately after (hewed the effed of his rigid 
ferity, by hanging a Souldier becaufe he 
°und him with one of the Slaves he called 
Mughters,that he ufed to give in Marriage. 

And 
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And when fotne of the Officers asked him 
what Authority he had to put drome* 
cution, putting them under Deck, hw lifted 
W Sword over them, faying, That was is 
Commiffion againft all that were diiohed,- 
ent, and then broke them all. They all 
fuffered much hardflup this Wwter, eipect 
ally Hunger. Sailing hence they differed 
four Sail, which were judged to be Turks, 

but coming nearer, appeared to be feme of 
the Fleet come from Portugal. , 

8. This year King Emanuel had dispatch¬ 
ed two Squadrons for India, one of feven 
the other of four Ships; after them went M 
two Ships more, and a third to fettle a Trade 
at Madagascar. The four Ships under Jm 
Mendez, wets thofc Albuquerque met at to 
fetting out from Goa, and gave him to 
News of the other Ships that were on that 
way, which was a great fitisfadwtitota 
being the better enabled to profecute; to 
great defigns. Gon$alo Siqueira wit 
ven Ships arrived at Cananor , 

buquerque, who communicated the enter- 

prize upon Goa, but was over-ruled y j 
queira and went to Cochin. By the w f I 
obtained a Viftory over the Malaba«so(| 
Calicut, who oppoled our lading PP?' 
then he difpatched Siqueira with the in 
ding Ships homeward-bound, and loon* 
ter Duarte de Lemos with four mor^ ^ 
then turned his view again to-the 
Goa. James Mendez ,, who commandea 
four Ships, and was b c [? re i " clm ^! (r „ 
defign, now excufed himfelf. 
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finding this, commanded him and his Cap¬ 
tains, upon the fevereft penalties, not to ftir 
without his Orders. It troubled them be- 
cauie they feared lofing the opportunity of 
going to Malaca , whither the King lent 
them; but they obeyed. Albuquerque let out 
from Cananor with 23 Sail, and therein iyoo 
Fighting men. He parted by Onor to joyn 
Tmoja t whom hg found bufied in his Wed¬ 
ding, being to marry the Daughter of a 
Queen, and he defiring to be honoured 
with the Preience of Albuquerque , obliged 
him to land, which proved very dangerous, 
for a Storm riling kept them alhoar three 
days, and when he returned to his Ships, a 
Boat with ;o men was loll. Timoja lent 
with him three Ships, and promiledto join 
him at Goa with 6000 men. 

9. On the 12 tb of November Albuquerque 
anchored the fecond time before the Bar 
Calling to mind the dangers he had there 
efcaped, and the difeontent that was among 
fome of his Officers, he thought fit to footh 
the Principals with an obliging Harangue, 
and therewith won all their Inclinations. 
At break of day, on the Feaft of St. Catha- 
ms » the City was affaulted with great 
daughter of the Enemy that maintained the 
Shoar, but (though it feem Grange ) not 
one Portugues killed. The Enemy fled to 
recover one of the Gau,s of the City, and 
°ur men to enter with them. Here the 
fight was. renewed, till many Portugueles 
forced their way in, doing great execution 
ln the Streets. They cleared all to the 

Pallace 
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pallace with great danger, and lols of five 
Men of Note ; and there was a moft furious 
Cornell begun with equal Valour on both 
Tides. Now Albuquerque having done what 
became him, came up, and Fortune appear, 
ing wholly on our fide, the Moors fled, and 
abandoned the City,endeavouring to get over 
to the Continent, but through haft and con- 
fufion perilhed in the River. After the 
Victory it was found, that of 9000 Fight, 
ing-nien who defended the Town) 6ooe 
had perilhed , and 50 Portuguefes. Me- 
deorao , who commanded the three Ships 
lent by Ttmoja , behaved himlelf well. Tj. 
moja with ;ooo men came too late, he was 
only Witnefs to the Slaughter. The booty 
of Horfes, Artillery, Arms, Proviflons and 
Ships was exceflive, and luch as was necef- 
fary for the great defigns Albuquerque had 
conceived. 

10. Our Dead were honourably buried, 
thole of the Enemy in the Bellies of the Cro¬ 
codiles of that River, into which they were 
call. Not one Moor was left alive in the 
Ifland. The Gentiles, who were Country¬ 
men, were reftored to their Farms, and the 
Government of them given to Ttmoja, and 
after to Melrao , a Nephew of the King of 
Onor. Whilll Albuquerque letled thefe Af¬ 
fairs, he received many Embafladors with 
Congratulations of his liicceft from feveral 
Princes of Malabar . Many of Hidaleani 
Officers, then, and afterwards made inroads 
as far as Goa, but always returned with lols. 
Japes Mender* and his two other Captains, 
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defirous to go to Malaca , Hole away' out of 
the Port by Night, contrary to Albuquerque s 
Orders. He lent after them, and being 
brought back Prifoners, he Ordered they 
ftould be Tent to anfwer i t in Portugal, and two 
Pilots condemned to be hanged at the Yard¬ 
arms. Some were fufpicious that Albuquerque 
detained James Mendez, , left he Ihould 
take Malaca, which Aftion he deligned for 
himlelf, others faid, he kept him from the 
danger Siqueira met with there, that Enter- 
prize requiring a greater Power. 

11. Albuquerque providing for the fafety 
o\Goa, laid the Foundation of a Fort, which 
he called Emanuel , being the King’s Name. 
He caufed the Names of the Captains who 
were at the taking of it, to be carved upon 
a Stone; but becaufe every one would-be 
named before the others, he turned down 
the Stone,. hiding the Names, and on what 
was vifible put this Infcripdon, Lapidem 
reprobraverunt adificantes ; and thus 
they were all plealed; for the Portuguefes 
had rather their own Praife Ihould be for- 
jot, than that another Ihould partake, 
ie coined Mony, that of Gold he called 
mnuels, that of Silver, Efperas, and half 
'ft tras that °f Copper. He married Ibme 
ortugueles to Women of the Country, gi¬ 
ving them in Portion, Lands, Houles, orEin- 
wyments, the better to fecure his Colony. 

Jne Night that Tome of thefe Weddings 
e , re Celebrated, the Brides were fo mixc 
ld confounded together among the People, 
lat * 0lIie °f the Bridegrooms went to Bed 

to 
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to thofe that belonged to other*, and next 
Morning finding the miftake.they changed 
them,each taking his own,and all equal as to 
the point of Honour. This gave the more 
occafion to fome Gentlemen to ridicule the 
dare of Albuquerque.bnt he perfilted with fuck 
Conftancy, that he brought to pafs what 
he intended, which was, to make Gw the 
Portueues Bulwark in India. King Emmi 
was very defirous of, and recommended to 
Albuquerque, with much inftance, the taking 
the City Aden, and railing a Fort there 
He now pofleffed of Goa, thought time loll 
while he attempted not lomething; he 
therefore counterfeits the carrying on this 
Enterprize, and lent fome Ships towards the 
Red Sea, when at the fame time his defign 
was upon Malaca. He went to Cochin, ha¬ 
ving firft fecured and ordered all things at 
Goa: Where was left for the defence of it 
Rodmo Je Cafiello Branco with 400 Pom- 
auefet and cooo Gentiles, under Melm to 
fecure the Country and Revenue. He fe 
out of Cochin for Malaca on the id of Mq 
with 19 Sail and 1400 Fighting-men, hoc 
of them Portuguelesjthe reft Malabares. 
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CHAP. VI. 

A Continuation of the Conquejls under King 
Emanuel, the Tear iyu, and the Go¬ 
vernment of Alfonfo de Albuquerque. 

i.f I'HE City Malaca, whither Albu- 
X jerque now diretfted his Courle, is 
feated on that part of Land, being a Penin- 
fula, commonly called by the name of Aurea 
Ckrfottefin , and upon that Channel which 
parts the Ifiand Sumatra from the Continent 
of Afa, about the middle of that Channel, 
in lomething more than two Degrees of 
North Latitude, ftretched along the Shoar 
about a League, in the lame manner as Lis- 
hn. It is divided by a River, and the two 
parts joyned by a Bridge. The Buildings 
ot Wood, except the Mofque and Pallace, 
which were of Stone. It afforded a plea* 
lant Profped to the Sea, and was well fecu¬ 
red with Fortifications. The Port was fil¬ 
led with abundance of Ships, as being the 
great Market of all thede Parts. It was firft 
built by the Cclates, a People for the moft 
parcimployed in Filhing, who joyned them- 
l w tot he Malay es % that before inhabited 
the Mountains. They were affifted by Fa - 
"famora, fubmitring to him. This Man had 
, 11 S reat f he Ifiand of Java , and ex¬ 

pelled by a Tyrant who ufurped his Lord- 
llu P, fled to Cincafwra , where being well 
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entertained by that King,he rebdled again# 
him, and was again caft out by the King of 
Siam, and fo forced to wander about MaU. 

‘ ’ ; u ft punifbment for his ingratitude 

He having increafed the new Colony, gave 
ir the name of his Fortune; tor Malaca^n 
that Language fignifies a Bamfhed Man. 
The firft King at Malaca v,K Xaiue Dor,, 
or as another Author fay s,RaalSdu) Son of | 
Taramifora, fubjeft to him of Sum, from 
whom his Succeffors revolted. The Coun¬ 
try of Malaca is fubjeft to Inundatiom, fbj 
of thick Woods, ftored with hurtful an 
dangerous Creatures, chiefly Tigers, which 
obliges many people to pafs the Nights on 
the tops of high Trees, becaule they fetch 
them off the low ones with a leap. The 
Men are couragious, the Women wanton. 
The Trade of the Eafl and Wejt make .Mi- 
laca moft Rich and Populous. Mtbm 
reigned at this time, againft whom the 
King of Siam had lent an Army of 40000 
men, moft whereof perifhed by fundry ac¬ 
cidents, and partly by the treachery of Ma¬ 
homet, which he praftifedwith \JametUfk 
de Siqueira ; but now came Albuquerque® 
revenge them all. Mahomet feared the re¬ 
ward of hisbafenefs, and therefore brough 
to his aid the King of Pam with a grea 
Force, and had now 30000 men and fees 
pieces of Cannon, and yet his fear wa. 
greater than his preparations. 

8 a. Albuquerque failing from Cochtn, by 
the way he took five Ships of thei Moo 
bound for Malaca, off of Ceylon. The King. 
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of Pedtr , in the Ifland Sumatra , ftnc 
fome Moors to vifit him, and with John 
dtVtegas, one of the Portuguefes Jefc be* 
hind by Siqueira , who, with others, flying 
from Slavery, arrived at Pedir. The fame 
was done by the tying of Pafem. Neboada 
Beeguea , of the Principals of the Treachery 
of Malaca , was fled from Pedtr, and being 
beaten and taken at Sea by Ayres Pereyra, to 
the general aftonifhment of all that beheld 
him, he fhed not one drop of Blood, though 
pierced with feveral mortal Wounds; but 
fcarce had they taken off his Arm a Bracelet 
of Bone, when the Blood guflied out. The 
Indians difcovered the Secret, faying it was 
the Bone of a Beaft that breeds in Java* 
which has that virtue; it was efteemed a 
great Prize, and brought to Albuquerque. 
Next they met a Veflei with 300 Moors, 
lb relolute, Albuquerque was forced to come 
up himfelf to take it, not without lome dan¬ 
ger. In this Veflei was Genially the rightful 
King of Pa$em f banifhed by the tyranny of 
the prelent Pofleffor." Three other Vellels 
were taken foon after, whereof one gave in¬ 
telligence of the affairs of Malaca , in which 
Port our Fleet anchored on the itfof July 
with much L noife of Warlike Inftruments 
and Cannon, terrifying all the People that 
covered the Shoar ; for the guilt of whac 
they had before a&ed, made then fenfiblo 
what this Fleet was debgned for; there be¬ 
ing no furer foreteller of their punifhmcnt 
to wicked men, than their own Confer¬ 
ence. 

N 
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, Next day came a Gallant Moor, with 
a deceitful Meffage, from the King to AU 
barque. He received him with great 
ftate the created was that of his Perfonand 
Venerable Beard, which had never been 
cut fince he was at Or?mz, he laying it 
fhould never be cut till he fat to that pur- 
pole upon the Back of Coje Atar ; fo it grew 
l f U ch a length, that he knotted it to his 
Girdle. He Treated the Moor courteoufly, 
whofe Meffage contained, that if he came 
for Merchandize ic was ready. The^. 
Iwerwas, That the Merchandize he fought 
for were fome Portugueles that were in 
the City ever fince Siqueira went away; 
that having got them, he would.let the King 
know what more he demanded ot the King 
and City. The Moor at his return Ipread 
the terror of this Anfwer, and it was gene- 
rally agreed to buy off that danger by re- j 
ftoring the Portuguefes, and paying a fum of 
Mony. Prince Alodim and his Brother-in- 
law the King of Vam Prevented the execu¬ 
ting this, and made ready to defend them- 
felves. Albuquerque began fome military es- 
edition, whereupon the King reftorcd ‘ te 
Captives. Other Meffages were fent by the 
King in order to appeale Albuquerque, who 
anfvvercd, That he offered him Peace: upon 
condition he permitted him inftantly to iahe 
a Fort there, and repayed the Charge o 
his and Siqueira coming to that Po «’ 
his paifhood had been the caule of 
damage fuftained ; and that he muff lmm. 
diately return an aniwer, whether 
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Peace or War. The King defired an Ac¬ 
commodation, but his Son and the King of 
Yam oppofed it. At laft they all made the 
neceflary preparations to repel the danger. 

4. On the Eve of St. James the Apoftle, 
the Signal was given for landing, with great 
Shouts and noile of Guns; immediately the 
Portuguefes leap alhoar, and mix with the 
Enemy. The hotteft of the difpute was 
about gaining and maintaing the Bridge, 
which Albuquerque had undertaken himfelf 
and was vigoroufly defended till the Ene¬ 
mies prelfed, leaped into the River, where 
many were killed, and many drowned. 
The Prince and King of Pam bravely with- 
ftood another party of ours that would 
make their way to the Bridge. King Maho¬ 
met came out on a bulky Elephant, with 
two more carrying Caftles on their Backs, 
whence flew a great number of Darts. Our 
men attacking the Beafts, lo wounded them, 
that they fled, trampling their own men, 
and making way for ours to joyn thole ac 
the Bridge. Albuquerque then fortified him¬ 
felf there, and becaufe much harm was done 
with poifoned Arrows from the tops of 
neighbouring Houles, he cauled them to be 
burnt. Albuquerque bellowing great Prailes 
on his Captains for their Valour, and per¬ 
ceiving they were fcorched with the heat, 
and faint fc>r want of Meat, retired with them 
to the Ships about Night, where ten died of 
poifoned Arrows. The Enemies lols was not 
known. The King of Pam went away, on 
pretence of bringing a recruit, but returned 
noc - N 2. ~ 5. Whilft 
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5*. Whrfft Albuquerque refted in his Ships re- 
frefhing his men, the King harrafed his, un¬ 
dermining the[Streets to blow us up, and co¬ 
vering them with poifoned Thorns that 
might gore us at coming in; he planted 
more Artillery in many places, and fecured 
the Bridge. Albuquerque lent Antony de Abnu 
in a Veffel well manned, to gain it; from 
the Bridge flew Showers of Bullets, and 
Deniz, Fernandez, de Me\o feeing him near 
killed, endeavoured to carry him off to the 
Ships to be drefled, but he with wonderful 
conftancy faid, Though I have neither finngth 
to Fight, nor voice to Command , 1 have jtii 
life to keep my Voft. Floats of Wildfire were 
drove along the River to burn the Veffel, 
and no remedy to prevent it, till Alburn* 
que effeftedit by gaining the Bridge; then 
the Veffel had liberty to a&. Our Com¬ 
mander enters the City through Showers of 
Bullets, Arrows and Darts. Underfhnding 
the danger of the Mines which were in a 
broad Street, he took another way and gain¬ 
ed the Mofque; and at laft with vaft (laugh¬ 
ter of the Enemy, took entire pofleflion of 
the City, having with him in this A&ion 
only 800 Portuguefes and 200 Malabares. 

6 , In nine days time all the Moors were 
killed, or driven out of that great Place. It 
was Peopled again by Strangers, and lome 
Malayes, to whom leave was granted 
Among them came that Powerful Native 
of Java Utimtitiraja , whole Son had like to 
kill Siqueira. The Souldiers had three days 

liberty to plunder. There were found 3000 

Pieces 
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Pieces of great Cannon ; of 8000 that King 
Mahomet relied upon, being wich the reft 
retired to Bint am, where with Prince Alo - 
dm he fortified himlelf. This would be of 
dangerous confluence, therefore Albuquer¬ 
que lent ouc 400 of his men, and with them 
went 400 of Uttmutiraja, and 300 belong¬ 
ing to the Merchants of Pegu , thefe put the 
Prince to flight, took {even Elephants with 
cofrly Trappings, ^nd retired. The King 
now wand red the Woods, blaming the ob- 
ftinacy of his Son and the King of Pam ; 
fo the Father and Son fell out and parted, 
each fluffing for himlelf. Albuquerque in- 
fhntly built the Fort, which he called Fa - 
mo fa for its beauty, and a Church dedicated 
to the Vi Station of our Lady. He Coined 
Mony (as had been done at Goa ) of le- 
veral Names and different Value ■, which 
was proclaimed about the Streets, *nd lome 
fcattered among the People. By thefe and 
other honourable Aftions he gained the 
Hearts of the Strangers, and fecured this 
moft Important Place. 

7. Albuquerque , though he faw into the 
Soul of TJtimutiraja , knowing it lometimes 
convenient to truft an Enemy, gave him the 
Command of the Moors who remained in 
the City. But he kept private Correfpon- 
dence with Prince Alodtm , on pretence to 
reftore him, but in reality to the intent to 
f ec himfelf up. This was noi lo private but 
it was difeovered, and he, his Son, and Son- 
in-law were apprehended, and publickly 
(after Convi&ion) executed on the lame 
N 3 Scaffold 
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Scaffold they had ere&ed for Siqueira. This 
was the firft piece of Publick Juftice execu¬ 
ted by the Portuguefes in India. One Fire 
is followed by another. Pate Quitir , a Na¬ 
tive of Java , to whom Alfonfo gave that 
Government, took a fum of Mony of the 
Wife of Utimutiraja ( whom he had fuc- 
ceeded ) and a promife to give him her 
Daughter, upon condition he would revenge 
the death of her Husband on the Portu- 
guefes,to whom {he had offered iocooo Du¬ 
cats for his Life. Pate accepted the Offer, 
with the fame intention of feizing the City. 
The King of Campar alfo having this defign, 
Pent to Congratulate with Albuquerque, of¬ 
fering his Service, and asking the Command 
of Tate Quitir. But this had no effednow, 
in its time it (hall be related. Albaquerft 
received here teveral Embaffies, particularly 
from the King of Siam , who rejoyced to 
fee his Quarrel revenged, though by another 
hand. He alfo fent Embaifadors to Sim, 
to Pegu ; and two to di(cover the Iflands of 
Mahco and Banda. They had all Orders to 
publifh every where what had hapned at 
Malaca^nd offer the Trade of that Place on 
better terms than it was before. All things 
being ordered, the belt the time would per¬ 
mit, he refblvcd to return to Cochin, leaving 
1Ruy de Brito Tatalim to Command in tL 
Fort with above 300 men. The like niim- 
ber to guard the Sea, in ten Ships, under 
Fernando Perez, de Andrade. Albuquerque car¬ 
ried with himtelf four Sail. 

B.WhiW 
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8. Whilft this paffed at Malaca , there 
broke out a Rebellion of many of the Na¬ 
tives at Goa , and Pulate Cam, an Officer of 
Hidalcam , appeared before it with a good 
Body of Men; he palled over into the 
Ifland and befieged the City. One of the 
Principal Exploits was a Sally made by our 
Commander Rodrigo Rebelo , in which was 
done much execution. But foon after he 
was killed, and with him Manuel de Cunna , 
fo that things were in a bad pofture. To 
remedy this, by Publick Content James 
Mendez, de VafconceUos was chote Com¬ 
mander. 

9. Pulate Cam gave (bme jealoufie, that 
he defigned to ufurp this Territory, to pre¬ 
vent which Hidalcam tent his Brother-in- 
law Rotzmo Cam , who overcame him with 
the afliftance of James Mendez, whom he 
drew to his Aid, and after would drive out 
of the City, finding himfelf ^yith a power 
of 7000 men, there being tften not above 
iioo in the Town, whereof the third part 
only were Portuguefes. He laid fiege, and 
Hunger began to prels within, and fome of 
our men delerted, whereof part repenting, 
returned, which gave the firft hopes to the 
Befieged 

1 o. Next came Emanuel de la Cerda , lefc 
to cruize upon that Sea, and had wintered 
at Cochin', then James Fernandez de Beja, 
who had been demolifhing the Fort at Zoco- 
tora , and receiving the Tribute at Ormuz,. 
The abundance of Provifions and Recruits 
of Men they brought, gave new life to the 
N 4 almoft 
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almoft difmayed befieged.After thefe arrived, 
John Serraw y who came from Portugal the 
year before with Payo de Sa, in order to fettle 
Fome Trade in the Ifland Madagafcar , where 
they made feveral attempts ro no effeft. 
Chrifiopher de Brito , who was at Cananor with 
one great and four fmaller Ships, hearing 
of the condition of Goa, went thither, car¬ 
rying many Men and much Provifion, and 
fecured the Town which hadfuffered much 
that Winter. 


CHAP. VII. 

Conquejls in India under King Emanuel, 
from the Tear i y 11, till the Tear 15*13, 
Alfonfo dfe Albuquerque ftill Golern- 

™g- 

1 A Lbuquerque failing from Malaca to 
Cochin , off Cape Timia , of the 
Kingdom Aru, in the Ifland Sumatra, his 
Ship fet upon a Rock, which fo fplit it 
athwart the Keel, that thole in the Poop 
could not come at them in the Forecaflle, 
and the contrary ; neither could the other 
Veflels, by realon of the darknels of the 
Night, come to relieve them. Till day ap¬ 
pearing Albuquerque was feen holding in his 
Arms a Girl, Chance had conduced to.him 
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in the Confufion; Peter de Alpoem coming 
up, though with much danger, laved him. 
The lofs he moft lamented was that Bone 
which hindred the wounded Moor from 
bleeding, and fbme Iron Lions of curious 
Work, which he had defigned for Supporters 
to his Tomb. Some men were loft. Albuquer¬ 
que went into Alpoemh Ship, and profecuting 
his Voyage, took two Ships of Moors, 
which, though Rich, made not amends for 
his great lofs. Immediately upon his arri¬ 
val at being informed of the diftrefsof 
Goa, he difpatched thither eight Veffels with 
Men and Provifions, and a Promile of his 
fpeedy coming in Perlon. There were then 
in the Town 1000 men, and the Befiegers 
were 20000 ftrong. 

1. Six Ships arrived in India fron\ Portu- 1 
M Commanded by Don Garcia de Noronha , 
who had a tedious Voyage, having fpent a 
whole year without touching in any Port: 
And though the men were tired and lick, 
yet they relieved lome places. The mean 
while failed from Portugal to India a Fleet 
of 1$ Ships, whereof one perifhed at the 
Iflands of Angoxa. 

V This Fleet containing 1800 men, an¬ 
chored at the Bar of Goa on the 1 qtb of Au- 
l u ft; They prefently vifited the Enemy in 
their Fort of Benaftarim , and then Don Gar - 
cm, and George de Melo with their Squadrons 
pafled on, carrying with them John Macha¬ 
do and others newly delivered from the fla- 
very of Cambay a. Albuquerque rejoy ced more 
(nan at his Vi&ories to lee his Nephew 

Don 
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Don Garcia with that Command, the grea 1 
luccour he and Melo brought, the Captives 
releafed, and all things concurring to fur¬ 
ther his defigns.. His fatisfaftion was in- 
creafed by the arrival of Antony do Sadamt 
with the Garrifon of Quiloa, which Place 
being of l'mall importance, they had quit- 
ted At the fame time came an Emballa- 
dor from the King of Per ft a, and one from 
him of Ormuz, to go to Portugal. Albumer. 
aue ordered the affairs of Cochtn to pals to 
Goa, and by the way left George de Melo in 

the Fort of Cananor. 

a.. He was received at Goa as a publics 
Father, and being informed of the part as 

well as prelent.poilure of Affairs; hevilited 

the Fortifications, and ftudied how to drive 
Rotz,om Cam from his Works. The fixth 
day from his arrival, being on an eminence 
with lome Gentlemen viewing 4000 Moors 
and a 00 Horle, who diverted themfelvesm 
the Field, it being Friday, which is their 
Sabbath, he could not hinder our mentrom 
ru thing upon them, and driving them up to 
their Fortifications* where was a hot bkir- 
mifh, and our men victorious with fome 
Booty, having killed above 100, andMolt 
one Captain and another man* and lome 

wounded. , , c 

5 . Albuquerque refolvmg to take that ror- 

trefs from the Enemy, gave the aiiault y 
Land and Sea, and thinking it was notvi- 
goroufly carried on by Sea, he leaped into 
a Boat, and came fo near that a Cannon Ball 
killed a Canara that fleered the Veflels, daOv 
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ing his Brains and Blood on his Beard. This 
fo inflamed him, that he promifed a reward 
to any that fhould break that Cannon, and 
immediately one of our Gunners directed a 
Ball into the Mouth of it, wherewith it 
flew in pieces and killed the Canonier. This 
made way for our men to come up the Ri¬ 
ver and lay the fiege^fflofer, when Zufvlari 
appearing on the Continent with 7000 men 
coming to the relief of it, but finding no¬ 
thing could be done, he retired with fome 
lols liiftained by our Cannon. Albuquerque 
fet down before the place with 4000 men, 
whereof ;ooo were Portuguefes, in two Bo-' 
dies, one Commanded by himfelf, the other 
by his Nephew Don Garcia de Noronha.ht firft 
we received fome damage, but afterwards 
did fo much, that Rotz,omo Cam fiirrendred 
upon condition to leave the Fort with all the 
Cannon and Ammunition,and deliver all the 
Slaves and Renegadoes,which laft Albuquerque 
puniflied by cutting off their Nofes, Ears, 
Right Hands, and Thumbs of the Left, and 
fending them fo maimed to Portugal. One 
of thefe was Ferdimndo Lopez,, who to do 
Pennance for his Sins, voluntarily ftaid with 
a'Black in the Ifland St. Helena , where he was 
afterward ferviceable to fome Ships, and 
began to low that Ifland. 

Albuquerque endeavoured to bring Rotzo - 
m Cam over to the Portugues Service, but 
fucceeded not. But this his Fortune terrified 
many Princes. The King of Calicut con¬ 
cluded a Treaty with Don Garcia de Noronba 9 
whom his Uncle had lent to Cochtn to take

charge of Affairs there. Thole of Nar- 
fmga and 'Bifa , Hidalcam and others fent 
Embaffadors, to all which he anfwered, ex¬ 
tolling the value of the Portuguefes Amity, 
and the terror of their Arms; and being 
difpatched, fent after them Meffengers of 
his own to inform thole Princes, and gain 
intelligence of them. Now arrived at Goa, 
Mathew , Embaffador from Prefer John, in 
order to go to Portugal \ he brought with him 
a piece of the HolyCrofs, and Letters from 
Queen Helena, whoGoverned that Kingdom 
during the minority of her Son David. The 
defign of this Embaflie was to fettle Amity 
with our King, and ask Aid againft the 
Moors, who ever infefted that Empire. The 
Embalfador faid, that at his Mafters Court 
there were then three Portuguefes, one call¬ 
ed John , who (filed himfelf Embaffador of 
the King of Portugal , and two who faid 
they had been lately fee afhoar at Cape 
Guardafu to di (cover the Country. Thefe 
were John Gomez, and John Sanchez, fet 
afhoar there by Order of Albuquerque him* 
(elf, with a Moor for that difeovery. 

7. Finding the Affairs of Goa in (o good 
a pofture, he refolved to put in execution 
an Entcrprize he had been charged with by 
King Emanuel. This was the Conqueft of 
the City Aden. He fitted 10 Ships, with¬ 
out acquainting any body with the defiga 
When ready to (ail he acquainted the Cap¬ 
tains with his intentions. The number of 
the men was 1700 Portuguefes, and Boo 
Canaras and Malabars. They fee fail the 
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iStb of February, and arrived lafeat Aden. 
Miramtrzan , Governour of the Town, fent 
to complement Albuquerque , and a Prefent 
of Provifion. Several MefTages pafling, and 
no hopes of a furrender appearing, it was 
refolved to give the affault. 

8. The City Aden is feated on the Coaff 
of Arabia Felix, near the Mouth of the Red 
Sea, called by Ptolomy , Modoean. Over it 
appears the Mountain Arzira, all a barren 
Rock, in many Cliffs. The Town from the 
Sea looks beautiful and ftrong. It is rich 
and famous for the great relort thither of 
many Nations. The Soil fo fcarce of Wa¬ 
ter, that it has only a tew Wells andCifterns, 
Even from the Clouds it is fcarce watered 
above oftce in two or three years; whence 
it is void of all Trees, Plants and Orchards, 
the delight and pleafure of other Towns. 

9. Albuquerque found the Enterprize was 
more difficult than it had been reprefented. 
On Eafler-Eve in the Morning our men 
landed with Scaling Ladders, this being 
thought the proper method for gaining the 
place. It was doubtful who firft mounted 
the Wall, but feveral being already upon it, 
the Ladders, overburdened with the multi¬ 
tude that preifed to get up, broke feveral 
times, fo that there was no hope of relie¬ 
ving thole who had gained the top, and 
rood in great danger, and Albuquerque was 
toiced to order them down, making one 
T, 0 , e b r °ken Ladders, fome fighting 
while the others came off. After four hours 
en §agement, they retired with great danger 
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and lofs, more fuftained by the accident 
than the Enemy. George Silveyra and five 
men were killed, fome died after of their 
wounds, and fome with the fall from the 

Wall. , . 

jo. Albuquerque complying With his ill 
fortune, and the perfualions of his Captains, 
and to fave time, refolved to give over that 
attempt, and fail towards the Mouth of the 
Red Sea. But firft they took a Bulwark that 
guarded the Port, where many Moors were 
killed, and 3 7 great pieces of Cannon found. 

The Ships were all firft plundered, and 
then burnt. The fourth day after their ar¬ 
rival they failed out of this Port, and arri. 
ved at the Mouth of the Red Sea, next the 
Coaftof Arabia, which was much celebrated 
with great figns of Joy by Albuquerque, a 
being the firft of our Nation that had entred 
thole Seas. 


CHAP. VIII, 

A Continuation of the Conquefls of the Tear 
1 q 1 3, the Reign of King Emanuel, am 
Government of Alfonfo de Albuquerque. 

; . fTpH E Form of the Red Sea is not un- 
I like to that of a Crocodile,the Mouth 
of it is the place anfwerable to the nar¬ 
row Neck, and the Head is that Sea which 
lies out between Cape Guardafu and Cape 
Tat tuque, and the Point of the Tail reaches 
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to the Town of Suez ; it lies N. N. W. and 
S.S.E. The length of it 3 yo .Leagues, the 
breadth where wideft 40. The Channel 
is in the middle, and has Water enough to 
carry the greateft Ships; but the fides ar* 
(hoal,full of little Iflands and Banks of Sand. 
No River of any note falls into it. By the 
Moors it is called Bahar Corzu, that is, clofed 
in ; by others the Sea of Meca ; by us the Red 
Sea , from the Colour it takes of the Bottom, 
as was experienced by the Viceroy Don John 
<k Cajlro , who caufed to be taken up in fome 
places a matter Red, like Corral ; in others, 
Green; and in others, White; and in each* 
theWater feemed of that Colour,but the inoft 
is Red, and the Water taken up is as clear as 
any other. There are fome filheries of fmall 
Pearl in many parts of this Sea; it abounds 
not in Fifli. The Mouth lies between 12 and 
13 degrees of North Latitude, and is as it 
were locked up by feven fmall Iflands, the 
greateft called Mehun , and erantonomafiam 
Ifland. From the Mouth of the ftreight till 
Suez, along theCoaft of Arabia , for die firft 
44 Leagues, are fome Ports of lmall note, till 
we come to the Ifland Camaran , fobjeift to 
King of Aden . Thence to Gtzan, a great 
Town 60 Leagues, where are (even confide- 
rable Ports.Froin Gezan to Itnbo 130 Leagues, 
all the Dominion of Meca, wherein are good 
Towns and Ports; among which Ztden , a 
famous Town, then Ioda, much known, and 
Mu* 15 Leagues up the Country; do Leagues 
from Irnbo, is Toro, where it is laid the Chil¬ 
dren oiJJrad crofled the Red Sea, vyhich is 

here 
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here i Leagues over; hence to Suez, 40 
Leagues, and there ends the Coaft of Arabia. 
Let us now return from Suez, to the ftreight, 
where we began, running along the oppohte 
foaft of Ezvpt and Ethiopia : 10 Leagues from 
Tui-farZ Car. th{vaft Metropolis of 
EnPt, but it lies upon the Nile, not the Red 
W At Leagues from it to Alcozer-, thence 
, J,in which fpace are many Ports to the 
City Zuanquem ; 7°Leagues farther Mazue, 
hi a (mall Ifland, as is the other, and oppofite 
to it Arquico ; hence 87 Leagues to the Mouth 
of the Sea. Behind a ridge of Mountams 
that runs along this Coaft lies the Empire of 
Tretter John, which has always preferred 
Chriftianity after their manner, and has of 
late been much fupported therein by the 

Portugues Arms. ,. c 

i. Albuquerque lading along this Sea, arri¬ 
ved at the 1(1 and Camaran, abandoned byits 
Inhabitants for fear of his coming. Here he 
took four Ships richly laden, one belonging 
the Soldan of Cayr, two more he had taken 
by the way. From this Hland he vificed, o- 
thers, and now appeared in the Sky, vifibW 
to all, a Red Crols very bright, teeming to be 
about a Fadom athwart, and of a proporti¬ 
onable length. They all knelt, and 
jerque made a devout Prayer, and the Vill¬ 
on was Celebrated with Joy and found of 
Mufick, and Cannon, till1 by degrees it was 
covered by a bright Cloud. He returned to 
Camaran, defigning to winter there, the 
Wind having failed him to fail to Ioda,z sne 
had defigned. Here 
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g. Here they fuffered extreamly by Fa¬ 
mine, and after many died by ficknefs, cau- 
fed by the ill Food. Albuquerque parted hence 
when the Weather would permit, which 
was in July, refolving Co appear again be¬ 
fore Aden } He touched at the Jfland Mehun , 
at the Mouth of the Streiglit, and called ic 
Vera Cruz, becaufe he erected there a very 
high Crofs on an Eminence. He difpatch- 
ed two Ships to difeover the City Zeyla, 
where they burnt two VefTels in the Har¬ 
bour and joyned him again at Aden. 

4. Albuquerque found chistity newly for¬ 
tified. The Cannon on both (ides was 
plaid with almoft equal damage. Nothing 
confiderable was performed, but fome Ships 
taken and burnt, and then failed for India . 

q. About the middle of Augufi he ancho¬ 
red off of Diu; the Lord of it Melique Az, 
more out of Fear than affe&ion, fent him 
fome Provifions, and a courteous Mcflage. 
Albuquerque knowing him, dealt cautioufly, 
and demanded leave to raife a Fort there; 
heexcufed himfelfwith the King of Cam* 
baya-, at the fame time ad vifing him to deny 
it if asked. However it was agreed a Fa&or 
and fome others fhould be left there to fettle 
Trade; and at parting Melique treated Al - 
buquerque with fiich civility and cunning, 
that he after feid he had not feen a more 
perfeft Courtier, or fitter to deceive, and at 
the fame time pleafe an underftanding man. 
Afterwards leave was obtained of the King 
of Cambaya to raife a Fort at Diu, upon con¬ 
dition he might build another at Malaca, 
O and 
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an d other reafonablePropofals which were 

3d f Now arrived in b£» two Ships from

CHAP. IX. 

A Continuation of the Conquefts, the Tear 
ici 3 , till the Tear 1514, ‘ b * H 
King Reigning in Portugal, an 
fame Governor Ruling India. 

T Hat Powerful Native of J*** 
Quitir , who had been hon 

and preferred at Malaca by 

at the time of his departure was in. 
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lion, improved his abfence to carry on his 
Treafon. One Night he killed a Captain 
of ours, and took lome Cannon, and fortifi¬ 
ed himtelf therewith and with what he had 
before, and 6000 Men and two Elephants. 
Ferdtnando Perez, and Alfonfo Pejfoa with 320 
Men attacked him , one by Land, the 
other by Waterafter a vigorous defence, 
many of his men being (lain, he fled to the 
Woods. In his Fort was found much’Artil¬ 
lery, Ammunition and other Riches, and all 
that part where he lived was burnt to the 
ground. 

2. Pate Quitir having received fuccour 
from Java, and King Mahomet who loft 
Malaca, begins to raife another Fort in a 
convenient place, appearing Powerful by 
Sea and Land, in hopes to ufurp the Domi¬ 
nion of the City. Ferdinando Perez, went 
again to oppofe him, blit though he fought 
with the fame refolution, had not the fame 
fuccefs as before, being forced to retire with 
lofsof three Captains and four private men. 
Lacjamana, a Commander of King Mahomet, 
now enters the River with many Men and 
much Cannon in leveral Veflels. Ferdinando 
ferez, goes to meet him with three Ships, 
the Fight lafted very furious the fpace of 
three hours, with much advantage on the 
Portugues fide. Lacfamana with wonderful 
celerity that Night, threw up a notable For¬ 
tification, whilft Perez, guarded the River, 
fearing he fhould fly from him. Jt was 
thought a raflmefs in their condition to at¬ 
tack him, io they retired to the City to 
O % con- 
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confult their own fafety, but before they 
consulted their relief came unexpected. 

5. Juft then entred the Port three Ships 
from India with Ammunition and 150 Men. 
Whilft they confideted how to put in execu¬ 
tion the Orders lent by Albuquerque,Lacfamt- 
na took all the Veffels that carried Provifions 
to the Town. Hunger fo preffed the Town 
that fome fainted about the Streets, the fame 
Plague attended Pate Quittr in his Quarters, 
The Weather being fit to fail, FerdtnandoPe 
rez fet out with ten Ships and one Gaily. 
As they failed toward Cincafura , the Gaily 
going before, difeovered a Sail and kept it 
in play till the Fleet coming up took and 
found it ftored with Provifion and Ammu¬ 
nition, defigned for Pate Quitir. Pirn 
brought the Captain and Principal Men over 
to his own Ship, who relolved to kill our 
Men, and began to*execute it, running ft- 
rez into the Back with a Poniard ; fome of 
them were taken, others leaped into the Sea. 
Being put to the Rack, they confeffed there 
was a Son of Pate Quttir among them, and 
that they were followed by three Veffels 
with the like lading, which were alfo taken, 
and all carried to the City. At the lame 
time arrived Gomez de Cunna with his Ship 
laden with Provifion; he came from P<£«, 
where he had been fettling Peace with that 
King. The Famine being appealed, and 
Men recovered, Ferdinando Terex, with his 
Fleet attacked Pate Quitir, and fortunately 
burnt his Fort, obliging him to fly to Jat/e. 
Lacfamana feeing this fuccefs, drew ott. 
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But at Java a great Fleet is preparing to fall 
upon Malaca. 

4. Java is an Illand S . E. of Sumatra , 
they are divided by a Straight j 5 Leagues 
over, it is long and narrow, the length lying 
from Eaft to Weft, is almoft 100 Leagues. 
All the length of it runs a Mountain ( like 
the Afennine in Italy ) which hinders the 
Commerce between thole People: It has 
fome Ports and good Cities. The Inhabi¬ 
tants came from China. Afterwards Moors 
from Malaca poffefled themfelves of the 
Coaft. Pate Unuz,, who was after King of 
lunda , was now Lord of the City Japara. 
This Man now prepared a Fleet of 90 Sail 
to fall upon Malaca 5 among the/e, fome 
equal in bignels to our Galeojis, and that 
which he was to go in, greater than any of 
them. He had been feven years making this 
preparation, and kept private intelligence 
with the Natives of Java that were in Mar 
Uca. He had ixooo 'men and much Can¬ 
non. On a Hidden they appeared before the 
Town. Ferdinando Perez, with 17 Veffels* 
and in them 350 Portugueles and lome Na¬ 
tives, met them, had a (harp engagement, 
and did much execution. 

y. The Night parted the Fleets, and was 
fpentinconfulcing what Ihould be done next 
Morning. Pate Unuz, endeavoured to gain 
the River Muar. Perez, purfiies and pierces in- 
tothe middle of the Enemy,playing his Can¬ 
non and Fire works with fuch fuccelijthat ma¬ 
ny Ships were funk and fired. The Fight was 
?ery furious, till Pate Unuz, fled,and was pur- 
O j, fued 
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fued in Win, for he never ftopt till in Java, 
where hi preferved that vaft Veffel as a me¬ 
morial of his elcape, and the grandeur of his 
Fleet, not without reafon, for a Merchant 
of Malaca offered for it 10000 Ducats in 
cafe it were taken. This Viftory coftfome 
Lives and much Blood, few efcapmg with- 
out fome Wounds. Thus were thole of > 
■oa forever banilhed from Malaca. Perdttm- 
4 o Perez, laden with Spice and Victory lailed 
to Cochin, in Company of Lope de Azeveit 
and Antony de Jbreu, who came from the 
diicovery of the \laluccoes with three Ships* 
After them arrived Antony de Miranda from 
Siam, to the great Joy of Albuquerque, feeing 
the good Fruits of his Labour and Care for 
Malaca, and happy return of thofe he had 
fent to other places. 

6 . King Mahomet who had loft Maltee, 
had not yet loft the hopes of being reftord 
to it. He drew near, and having tried all 
ways by force # re(blved to make u(e of a Stra¬ 
tagem. He ordered that Tttam Maxell, a 
Favourite of his, fliould imitate the great 
Zopirus of Babylon. With his content he did 
him fome great injuries. He then fled to 
Malaca with tome Companions, giving out 
he fled from the tyranny of his Prince. «*r 
de Brito who commanded the Fort, gave 
credit to him, and by Prefents and Policy 
he gained fuch freedom, that he had admit- 
fance at all times, till he came prepared 
kill Brito, the King at the fame time being 
ready to lecond and bring him off; fix men 
yyere fudttenly (lain by his followers #** 
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then opened his Eyes (for he was Hoping; 
and gathering his Men, drove the Trauor 
out at the very time that a Party of Maho- 
mtu came up to the Fort The Comman- 
der of the Party Tuam Calajcar underitand- 
ing the mifcarriage, with a ready wit coun¬ 
terfeited he came to the afliftancc of Bnto, 
and retired. Now arrived Veter de Faria from 
the Srreight of Sabam, bringing with him 
Abdela, King of Campar, who no longer able 
to endure his Son-in-law Mahomet, came to 
live under the Portuguefes in Malaca. This 
was in the Month of July , and George de 
Albuquerque was come from Goa to Com¬ 
mand in this City, with inftru<ftions What to 
do with the King of Campar, which in effect 
were to give him the charge of Bendara 
(that is, Govemour of the Natives) till thf*. • 
poffeft by Ninacbetu, on whom for his go 1 . 

Services Albuquerque had before bellowed it, 
and now took it from him for fome milcar- 
riages. This Heathen to much refentcd it, 
that he refolved to give a wonderful demon- 
ftration of his Conftancy and concernment. 

He was very rich, and ordered ina Market- 
place a Scaffold cobeereaed, adorned with 
Rich Silks and Cloath of Gold; in the middle 
he placed a great heap of fweet Aromatick 
Wood, and llrewed the Street from his 
Houfe thither with fweet Herbs and Flowers, 
and hung it anlwerable to the Scatfold. He 
invited his Friends, and clad himlelf and Fa- 
mily richly. Then mounting upon the Scaf 
fold, whilft by his Order that Rich Pile was 
fired and kindled,he made a long Harangue, ~ 
O 4 pro- 
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protefting his Innocence and the Zeal where¬ 
with he had ferved the Portuguefes, and fay¬ 
ing he would fly up to Heaven in that Flame 
anti Smoke, he caft himfelf into that Fire, 
to the great admiration of all the Beholders. 

7. T he King of Campar was gone home, 
deflgning to return and take upon him the 
charge of Bendara, but was hindred by the 
King of Bintam and Mahomet. They fitted 
out a Fleet of 70 Sail, and 2500 Men, un¬ 
der the Command of the King of Linga\ 
they befieged Campar , and 8 Portugues Vet 
fels let out to (hut them up, withfome Boats 
equipped by the Town. The King of Ling* 
obferving them fomewhat carelefs, on a 
ludden fell upon George Botello the Com¬ 
mander, with his Gaily, all the Fleet fol* 

4 lowing him, but he was well received, his 
tndiylaken, the Fleet put to flight, and the 
King forced to leap overboard They took 
in the King of Campar , and brought him to 
Malaca , where h^ exercifed the Charge of 
Bendara fo excellently, that in four Months 
time the City was vifibly improved, many 
People reforting to it who had fled to Ma¬ 
homet, offended at Ninachetu . Mahomet per¬ 
ceiving the growth of the City caufed by 
his Son-in law Abdela , to put a flop to it 
made ufe of a Fraud peculiar to a Moor. He 
gave out in private, but fo that it might be 
fprcad abroad, that his Son-inlaw was gone 
over to Malaca by common confent,ana :he 
fame was done by fiich as feemed to fly from 
Bint am, with a defign to feize upon rhe Fort 
the firft opportunity ? and deliver it to him 
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as lawful Prince. This fecret ( as Mahomet 
had defigned it j was divulged at Malaca 3 
and had the effect he pretended ; for George 
Ji Albuquerque gave more credit to the Re¬ 
port, than to the Honeft proceeding of the 
Bendara , who was tried and condemned as a * 
Traytor, and his Head cut off upon a pub- 
lick Scaffold. The City efcap^d not the pu- 
nifhment of this Crime, being left almoft 
defolate by the flight of the Inhabitants, and 
then oppreffed by Famine.

Mediterranean, being (ent by King Emanuel 
to the Pope, with other Rant.es of 
John Gonial* . de CafieMranco was fern to 
Hidalcan about the pretenfions of Gm, to

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g. Raez Hamer was now poffefled of the 
Favour of the King of Ormuz, as Coje Atar 
had been with his Predecefity, both thefe 
being dead. Among other things Albuquer* 
(jue fent to demand of him the delivery of 
the Fort he had begun there, and that he 
(hould fend fbme Principal Men with the 
Inftrument of the Submiffion of that King¬ 
dom made by King Ceyfadim. All was con¬ 
fented to, becaufe there was no power to 
refill. TheGovemour Raez Nor dim came 
with his Nephew to ratifie all, to whom 
Albuquerque gave rich Prefents, and by them 
lent the King a rich Coller of Gold, no lefs 
valuable for the Workmanfhip than the Met- 
tal,and a Standard with the Portugues Arms, 
to declare the Union between both Nations. 
Publick demonftrations of Joy were made 
on both Tides for this agreement, with found 
of Warlike Inftruments and noife of Can¬ 
non. On Palm Sunday Albuquerque took pof- 
feffion of the Fort before begun, which in 
few days did rife to a great height, and Al¬ 
buquerque with feme of his Captains went 
into the Houfes neighbouring to it. 

4. Albuquerque prepared to receive an Em' 
baffador that came from the King of Perfia 
with Michael Ferrejra with Preterits, on a 
Scaffold near thofe Houfes; this Audience 
was fo long deferred to (hew to thofe of 
Ormuz , that fo powerful a Prince fought his 
Friendfhip. The King of Ormuz was at a 
Window tp fee this Reception. The Pre- 
fent confided of Ounces,^ Brocards, Precious 
Stones, and Jewels of Gold, and many Silks. 

• The 
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The Embaflador wis honourably received, 
and the Treaty concluded with mutual fadf. 
fa&ion. 

y. Raez, Hamet was come from Prrfia with 
ft defign to fscure Ormuz,, and deliver it up 
to his King Ifmael. He fo far gained upon 
the King, that he abfolutely governed him, 
and nothing was done but by his dire&ion. 
The better to carry on the Enterpize, he 
underhand brought People into Ormuz, and 
was actually in readinefs to kill the King, 
but deferred it till a more favourable oppor¬ 
tunity. Albuquerque was informed of all 
thefe practices, and how much Jthe King de- 
fired to be.delivered from that oppreflion; 
he ftudied, and Fortune offered him the oc- 
cafion of executing it. An interview was 
appointed between the King and Albuquerqut, 
His Evil Confcience warned Raez, Hamt to 
fliun that danger. He propofed Albuquerpt 
fhould come to the King, left the King go¬ 
ing (hould carry him. The other infilled that 
the King ihould come to him, and* carried 
it, upon condition that neither Party Ihould 
be Armed. Some of Raez, Harness Men 
broke the Condition, carrying hidden Arms. 
He was armed himfelf* and entringthe firft 
with much rudenels, Albuquerque cried to 
his Captains, kill him, which was inftantly 
obeyed. The King came, and the Confe¬ 
rence began; but was interrupted by the 
noife of the People, fuppofing the King was 
killed. Raez, Harness Men knowing it was 
he who was flain, ran and poffeffed them’ 
felves of, and fortified the Kings Houle. 
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Albuquerque would prefently have fcaled it, 
but was hindred by the King, who with the 
affiftancq of his Governours/Tound other 
means to expel thofe Enemies the City. 
They were to the number of 700, who all 
went away to Rerjia . This diforder was 
fucceeded by the Pomp wherewith Albu¬ 
querque and all his Captains accompanied 
the King to his Pallace, to the great Joy of 
the whole City, feeing their Prince deliver¬ 
ed from that Tyrany, and reftored to the 
Majefty of a King. Then Albuquerque di£ 
patched the King of Rerjiqs Embaflador, 
fending along with him Ferdtnando Gomez^ 
with a Prefenc of double the value of that he 
had received. He was to give an account 
of what had been done at Ormuz,, He was 
well received, and brought a favourable 
Anfwer. 

6. It requires ajarger Hiftory to give an 

account of the Affairs and Kings of Pcrjta. 
Let it fuffice to fay, that the Valiant Prince 
Reigning at this time, was embroiled in 
War with the Turk, which was one caufe 
of lending this Embaffie, hoping to make 
an advantage of our Arms againft his Ene¬ 
my. •! 

7. Whilft the Fort was building, or rather 
finilhing, Albuquerque perfuaded the King it 
was for the lafety of the City to put all their 
Cannon into the Fort, pretending thereby 
to fecure them againft their Enemies, but 
in reality to tlifable them from offending 
him. Security is a Powerful Argument where 
there is Fear. The King and his Governours, 

though 
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though with lbme t elu&ancy > contented to 
all was demanded. The Command of the 
Fort was eiven to Peter it Albuquerque. So 
was that”Rich and Powerful Kingdom 
brought under the Portugues lubjeftion, n- 
ther to the advantage -than detriment of its 
Natural Kings; more oppreffed before by 
the tyranny of their Minifters, than by the 
Tribute they afterwards paid. Befides the 
fecurity it enjoyed, being prote£!ed by out 
Arms; but that Liberty is fweeter than all 
other Conveniences. 

8 Thefe Affairs fettled, Albuquerque ap 
plied himfelf to difpatch the Trading Shim 
homeward-bound. He fern to this purpofe 
his Nephew Don Garcia dc Noronha with molt 
of the Fleet to Cochin, flaying behind himfelf 
to conclude fuch affairs as required hisPre- 
fence. Soon alter he fell fick, and the Dil- 
cafe increafing, was perfuaded fo^ the re¬ 
covery of his health, to go to India which 
fie confented to, to the great grief of the 
King, who looked upon him as a Father. 
By the way he met the News, that there 
were arrived in India n Ships from Portugal, 
who brought Orders for him to return home. 
Lope -Soarez , who Commanded them, be¬ 
ing appointed his Succeffor ; hearing this, 
he cried out, Lope Soarez, Governour of 
India-, this Is he, it could be no other; Vj 
James Mendez, and j fames Pereyra , whonti 
lent Prisoners for luinous Crimes, return, 
the one Governour of Cochin , the^other 
cretary ? It is time for me totakeSanfluarm 
in the Church, for I have incurred m 
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Kings difpleafure for his Subje&s fakes, and 
the Subje&s anger for the King’s fake. Old 
Man fly to the Church, it concerns your 
Honour you fhould die, and you never 
omitted any thing that concerned your Ho¬ 
nour. Then lifting his Eyes and Hands to 
Heaven gave God thanks a Governour came 
fo opportunely, not doubting he fhould die. 
He was feized with a profound Melancholy, 
and arrived at Dabul , almoft in the Arms 
of Death, and there writ thefe laft Lines to 
the King. This is , Sir , the laft Letter which 
I write to your Highnefs, now under the Pangs 
cf Death, of many that' 1 writ fuU of Life, 
hcaufe mine was then free from the Ctnfufion 
cf the laft Hour, and employed in your Service , 

/ left in that Kingdom a Son , called Bias de 
Albuquerque, 1 beg year Highnefs will make 
him as great as my Service deferves. As to 
the Afairs of India, it will anfwer for it felf 
and me. Upon the Bar of Goa ( which he 
called his Land of Promife ) he gave up the 
Ghofton the 1 6 th of December, in the 6 %d 
year of his Age, in his Perfed Senfes, and 
like a Good Chriftian.

In the dead 
of Night the Enemy attacks the City on all 
hands, and finds thole of Cota ready to re¬ 
ceive him ; Yet killing fome of the Defen¬ 
dants, they enter the Works in one place, 
thither the King and Peter haft, and with in¬ 
credible bravery drive them out again.

9 , The Bafla of Ba$ora, during the Go¬ 
vernment of the Count de Redondo, defiring 
the l urkj might have a free Trade at Ormuz , 
i,ad made fome overtures of Peace, and the 
Coonr thinking it a Matter of too great 
Concern to be tranfafted without the great 
furkj Concurrence, fent Antony Tejxeyra a 
Gentleman fufficiendy qualified Embaffador 
to ConjUKtitiople. He entred the Pallace this 
Year, fcattering gold Coin. The Grand Si. 
goior to receive him was feated on the 
ground fevving Caps, which his Grandees 
bought at exceffive Rates. The Embafladoc 
told him, That the Bafla had propofed a 
Peace to the Viceroy, and a free Trade for 
the Subjects of the Turkjjh Empire. The 
Great Turk, without lifting up his head from 
fticching, anfwer’d, I ask Peace of no Body: 

If the King of Portugal defires it, let him fend 
fome Great Man of his Court, and he fliall 
be heard. The Embaflador brought a Let¬ 
ter containing this Anfwer to Portugal , and 
it was thought fit not to reply to it, becaufe 
they found the Turk,i did not fpeak like a 
Taylor.

Fortune. Being deceived by the Mm ,, at 
thofe fame Iflands he went to wait for the 
Fleet at the Mouth of the Red Sea : As he 
returned without doing any thing, a violent 
Storm that lafted eight days fwallowed op 
two Galleons, whereof his was one; the 
others were difperfed, and put in where 
Chance guided them, almoft Four hundred 

Men were loft. , 

11. At length the War of Gannanor eaa-

12. Brama King of Pegu being told by A* 
ftrologers he was to marry a Daughter of the 
King of Columbo, fent to demand her, and 
he had never a one; but his Chamberlain 
had one the King efteem’d as his own : They 
both agreed to put her upon him,as really the 
King’s. And the Chamberlain the more to 
oblige the King of Pegu, feeking thereby to 
caft ofTthe Ponugues Yoke, feign’d he had 
that Tooth which was taken at Jafanapatan 
and burnt at Goa , and would give it in Dow¬ 
ry with the Bride. The Embafladors eafily 
crediting what they defired, took the Bride 
and the Tooth without acquainting the Por - 
iuguefes, and lent advice to Brama, who re¬ 
ceived the Wife firft, and then the Relick, 
with thegreateft Pomp that ever has yet been 
heard of. Many Gailies were fitted out, but 
that which was for the Queen was covered 
with Plates of Gold, and rowed by beautiful 
young Wqrnen richly clad and brought up 
to this Exercjfe, fo that they were more en?- 
pert then Men. They were of thofe Wo¬ 
men who there live without Men in feparate 
Quarters by two and twp like Man and Wife,

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12. The King of Candea underftandingthe 
deceit of this Marriage,and envying that great 
Fortune, acquainted Brama therewith, offer¬ 
ing him a true Daughter and Tooth, and 
affirming, both that of Columho and the o- 
therof D. Conjiantin were Counterfeit, and 
the true one was in his Hands. If the Daugh¬ 
ter was not more real than the Tooth, he 
was even with the King of Columbo . Brams 
confidering it was as bad for a Prince to 
own himfdf cheated as to be fo gave ear 
to the Embaffadors, but not to their Infor- 
nation. The King of Candea miiTed his aim, 
and difeover’d his ill AfTedion. Two things 
are here worthy conlideration, the one that | 
the Fortugues Commanders, through their 
Avarice, expofed that important place to 
evident danger of being loft, had not Bum 
being undeceived, grown cold ^ the other, 
that had D. Conflantin fold the Tooth as he 
was advifed, there had not now been two 
fet up to be adored by fo many People. 

14 . The Trade of India was this Year at 
a very low Ebb, by rcafon of the Defla¬ 
tion of the Kingdom of Bifnagar , whole 
Riches are equal to its great extent, which 
is from the Borders of Bengala to thole or 
Cinde . The Kings of Vecan^ Nizamxlm 
Idalca, , and Cutubixa , jealous of that Oran- 
dare, entred into a League to fuppreis in 
They took the Field with Fifty thoufand 

Horfe, and Three hundred thoufand foot; 
The King of Bifnagar met them with double 
that Power, and his Age was double, being 
Ninety fix Years oid 0 He had the 
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firft, but Fortune turning to the other fide, 
he loft his Head, and they remained Victo¬ 
rious. They fpent five Months in plunder¬ 
ing Bifnagar ■> and yet they were not the firlt, 
for the Natives in three days time had carri¬ 
ed away One thoufand five hundred and fifty 
Elephants loaded withfMoney and Jewels 
worth above One hundred Millions of Gold, 
and the Royal Chair for great Days that could 
not be valued. Notwithflianding all this, 
Jdalxa found a Diamond as big as an ordi¬ 
nary Egg, on which the IateKing’s Horfe’s 
featheruled to be fixed* ana another, tbo* 
not lo large, yet of an extraordinary fize, 
belides other Jewels of incredible value. That 
Crown was divided between the Sons and 
Nephews of the deceafed.

7. In the heat of the A&ion a Party T>f 
ours Tallies out upon the Enemies Works * 
making a great daughter * among the reft 
was killed the King of Am. Our Men re¬ 
tired with one Cannon, and loaded with 
Mufquets, Cimiters, and Heads of all forts 
of People that compos'd that Army, having 
loft but one Portugnes and fix Afalayes. The 
Enemy encourag’d by the King who looked 
on, mounted our Works, and were as Toon 
thrown down by the Defendants, The King 
in a rage ftampM and blafphem’d, and feeing 
three days furious Aflaulc had not gained a 
foot of Ground, he utterly defpaif’d of Suc- 
cefs; therefore with great Secrecy Shipping 
off all his Army and Train, except Four 
rhoufand Men that were killed, he Tet fail, 
firing the Ships chat were to fpare by the lofs 
of thofe Men* This great Succefs coft us 
but three Portuguefes. 

8. The Commander, D. Lewis, bellow’d 
not only Prailes, but Money and Jewels on 
all that had fignaliz’d themfelves, to the va¬ 
lue of 15000 Crowns. The Viceroy re¬ 
ceiving advice of the danger the City was in. 
Cent to its relief John de Silva Pereyra with 
Men and Ammunition in feven Ships, but 
he came when the Siege was raifed. So the

1 j. The Affairs of the Molucos were not 
at allTuceefsful. We left Gon%alo Pet 'eyra 
Marramaquc Otf his Voyage to Ambeyna^ he 
joined with the Kings of Bacbam and ‘ltd re, 
let oar for the Ifiand Cebu , where feme Sf>*~ 
nurds had fettled under the Command of 
Michael Lop it de Lagajpa h Bifcamr , and a 
Man fo valiaut and fubrie, that he amuzed 
our Captain, till he got together his Men 
that were difperfed, and then expelled him 
the Ifiand with fhamO, for that if attacked 
at fitft, the Spaniard had been utterly defeat¬ 
ed. TO add to this Misfortune, he loft al- 
moft Three hundred Men by a Sicknefs natu¬ 
ral to that Country. 

12. Hence he palled to Amboins or Ito , 
for it is called by both Names, a moft beau¬ 
tiful and pleafant Ifiand, abounding in Fifh, 
Fkfn, and Fruit of all forts and delicious 
tafte. It is inhabited by two forts of people, 
th tViunas, who are native Mahometans , and 
have three Towns; the Vlenfivas are Hea¬ 
thens, and have four. Our Captain found 
the Natives aftifted by Six hundred of the 
Wanders of Java , and well fortified under 
the Command of Gemiro Governour of thofe 
Wands. He attacked them with fuch peril, 
and was fo vigoroufly eppofed, he feemed 
rather to fight for Life than Victory. 

13. At length the Portugnefa prevailing, 
ffeite in danger of being overcome by their 

R 1 gna: 
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great Diforder in plundering. The Captain 
rcTilled all by firing the Booty, and many 
ci the Men were fcorched, whofe Covetouf. 
nefs overcame the fear of the Flames. The 
Enemy retired to a Mountain, and there 
compounded only for Life, laying down their 
Arms But the People of Amboina having 
been ’the firft among thofe^Iflands who ad- 
ir.itted the Portuguefes offering Subje&ion to 
our Crown, Lands, and leave to erert a 
pillar in their Metropolis with the Royal 
Arms of Portugal, and finally embracing our 
Religion, and contrafting Marriages with 
us it will be convenient to look a little back 
in’order to proceed in the relation of thefe 
Affairs, and particularly of one wonderful 
paflage, that may ferve as an Example to 
Ricfuas pretend to Plant Colonies. 


^ CHAP. IV. 

The End of the Government of the Vice w 

V. Anton, de Noronna. 

i.^rHEY who know with whatkindnefs 
‘ the People of Amboina at firft re- 
<^iredTis, will be earned to underftand the 
Caufe why now they are become ©ur mortal 
Enemies. The word is, they had fo juft a 
Caufe, which was thus. The People of Cmn 
(l fuppofe this fhould be Ceram) became im¬ 
placable I&emies to thofe of Amboina, ob 
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no other account but that they received the 
Tortuguejh , admitted their Religion, and con¬ 
torted Marriages with them. Hereupon they 
refolved to expel not only the Portuguefes , 
but even the Natives out of theI(land,accord- 
ingly on a fudden came uponthem with a great 
Power. Thofe of Amboina had been ruin’d, 
but that the Portugues dood by them, and' 
to be fhort, utterly defeated their Enemies. 

2. The People of Amboina, to fhew their 
Gratitude to thofe who had defended them, 
invited them to a fplendid Entertainment’ 

The Wives of thofe who made the Fead 
came abroad to fee the Portuguefes enter¬ 
tain'd. One of thefe (doubth f> he was drunk) 
was fo charmed with the Beauty of one of 
thofe Women, or fo blinded with Luff, that 
leaping fuddenly from his Seat he catched 
her in his Arms with fuch infolence, after 
being three times admonifhed without de¬ 
filing, that if Genulm , a Man of great Au¬ 
thority, had not interpofed, the Portuguefes 
hid there been all cut to pieces. And well 
they had deferved it * for it appears they 
did not hinder or obftruft fo infolent an£ 
publick a Iuftful Extravagancy, which open- 
gin the fight of the World, durd force a 
Hand to thofe Parts, which even with con- 
kot are not touched but in private, and with- 
oot Witneffes. 

3. Thofe People burned with the defire 

Revenge for the affront they had receiv’d, 

and look’d upon as mod hainous. Nor conld 
fauliut appeafi them, but by expelling the 
Went Guefts, which he defir’d as muefi 
• R 3 a$ 
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as any, looking upon himfelf equally con. 
terned in that Injury: and knowing it was a 
pew offence every time the injured faw him 
that gave the wrong; he therefore reproach, 
ing them with the hainoufnefs of the Crime, 
and (hewing how greatly they were favour’d 
in having their Lives fpared, ordered them 
inftantly to depart the lfiand, and never more 
prefume to fee their feet upon it. 

4. The People overturning the Tables 
with furious Countenances, gave them to 
underftand they would by force execute what 
Cinuims had directed , if the Purtu^rf,, 
doubted doing of it by lair means. There 
was nothing to do but fubnit, fo they went 
away to their Ships full of frame their ge¬ 
neral Confufion paying for the Impudence of 
one in which all had a (hare, becaufe none 
reproved it. 

<. Scarce had the FortuguefaMt the Shore, 
when thole of Amboina preferibed the fame 
Laws to the People of Jtire and levin, 
that the Cur out, or Cersms, had done to 
them before. That was, they threatned 
them with War if they received the Pirir 
eurfes into their Ports : But thofe People 
anfiver’d, That they were Chnftians and 
as fiich would admit to their Ports and Hoa.cs 
the Fcnuguefes, though it were with hazard 

of their Lives. . , 

■>. They of AmUina were fo irritated 

with this Anfwer, that falling fuddenly «p°a 
them, they routed and put to the Sword 
rnoft of the Inhabitants of thofe two Place, 
bringing under their §ubjeflion thofe Tow® 
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that had fubmitred to the Crown of Portugal \ 
fiich as refufed were reduced by Fire, and 
Sword, and Slavery. They were not con¬ 
tent to put to Death thofe who were con- 
ftant in the Faith, unlefs they did it with 
barbarous and cruel Tortures. One may 
ferve as an Example of all their other Bar¬ 
barities. 

7. A little King of E late was taken, who 
becaufe he would not renounce the Chriltian 
Faith, was tied to a Stake, and Pans of Fire 
being fet before him, they cut off pieces of 
his Flelh, broiled and eat it in his fight: 

Some they made him ear, and asked whe¬ 
ther he liked it ? He with much patience 
anfwer’d he did, and was plealed to do 
that for Chrift, who had fuffer’d for him: 

That if after he was dead, they would 
put 2 piece of his Flelh into a new Pot > 
within twenty four hours they would find it 
converted into Oil, in teftimony of the 
Truth of the Chriftian Do&rine, and, in 
fine, that the Tortuguefa would revenge his 
Death. 

8 . They continued the Torments till he 
died, and then to try what he had faid, pur 
a piece of his Flelh into a new Pot covering 
it, and the Twenty four hours being ex¬ 
pired found it full of molt fweet Oil. They 
Were aftonilhed, but did not repent * and 
foon after the Prophecy was fulfilled by their 
Ruine. 

p. G<m$*Io P ereyra (as was before laid ) 
coming thither defeated them and their Suc¬ 
cors they had from Java and other Places* 

.. R 4 ' and 
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and reduced them, notwithiTanding they for- 
tified themielves in the Mountains. In this 
Attion five Portu^uefes were loft, and Vcreyu 
left D. Duartes de Mettefcs to command 
there. 

10. At this time Jaimes Lopez dc A lafquitj, 
a moft wicked Man, commanded at Temate. 
Aeyro King of that Ifland, who had been fo 
unjuftly treated by D. Duarte Ve%*, had al¬ 
ways carried himfelf relpeftfully to the per. 
tuguefes without any Merit.of theirs, but 
was now at variance, becaufe they killed his 
Nephew. He began to revenge it, killing 
three of them, becaufe they ref'ufed to do 
himjuftice. This difference wascompofed by 
ibme well meaning Perfons, and the King and 
Mefquita folemnly fwore to the Reconciliati¬ 
on. But it being all deceit in the latter, before 
fix days were expired he murder’d the King 
as he vifited him. This was done at parting, 
lie waited on him to the Door, and his Ne¬ 
phew Martin Alfonfi Pimentel {tabbed him by 
the Onkle’s Order. 

11. When this King the laft time Em¬ 
braced that falfe Friendlhip, he took to 
witnefs of his finccrity the Scutcheon of the 
Tcrtuguefes Arms, which reprelent the 
Wounds of our Saviour. As he was ftabb’d, 
he laid hold of a Cannon about the place 
where thofe fame Arms were, faying, Ah 
Gentlemen, why do you thus kjU the beji Subj <3 
your King my Mailer hat ? Neither thefe 
words, nor the facrednefs of the Place, it 
being hallowed Ground, afiwaged their fury. 
There they ftrip’d .and cut him in pieces, 

* * which 
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which being falted and put into a Cheft 
were call into the Sea in fight of his Queen 
and Daughters, who begged only for leave 
ro bury him. Such was then the Portugues 
Government, that thefe and other the like 
Cruelties and Villainies paffed unpunifhed by 
them. But God did not fo, who firft with 
fhame deprived them of thofe Dominions, 
and afterwards of a Prince of their own. 

Gui Chil Bahu, Son to the deceafed, fucceed- 
ed him in the Crown, and juft defire of Re¬ 
venge for fuch inhuman Oppreffion. He for* 
tified himfelf, and entred into a League with 
all the Neighbouring Princes againft us, be¬ 
ginning the War with the fiaughter of Ibme 
Tortiigucfes, and perfecution of the new con¬ 
verted Chriftians in all thofe Iflands. But 
this happened later, we fhall fee it in its 
ptoper place. 

12. The Viceroy order’d D. Luis de Al- 
meyda in the Spring to Cruize in the Sea of 
Suratte . to examin what Ships failed there 
without our Pafles. He had fix Ships with 
him, and was joined by fourteen more, they 
took three great Ships richly laden, and 
brought two of them to Damam , ohe having 
foundred at Sea. This was the laft publick 
Adion of the Viceroy. He embarqued to 
return home and died in the Voyage. It 
was ordered in his Will, that his right Arm 
Hiould be cut ofj^ and preferved, to be bu¬ 
ried with his Unklc D. Nuhho Alvarez at 
Cwta } and that the Body fliould be caft into 
the Sea. It was accordingly performed, and 
fome obferved that the cutting off this Arm 

was 
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was the Execution of the Sentence he had 
given againft himfelf, when a Relation pre¬ 
vailing upon him to fign an unjuft Paper, 
he faid, T be hand that fans fuck a thing dc 
raves to be cut off. Such is the torce of Af. 
jfeftion, it makes a Man do the very thing 
he abhors. 

13. D. Anton, de Noronua was a Man of 
a good Difpofition, Judgment and Inclina¬ 
tion He was Viceroy the term of four Years 
the 1 ith of that number, and twenty-third 
of the Governours, the firfc of that Name, 


and third of the Sitname. 

14 During the Government of D. Anton. 
the Ships that came from Lisbon to Info 
were, in the Year iy6$ four, in 1566 four 
more, and four in 1567. 

1« This Year our great Poet Luis deCam- 
ens was at Zofala. Being very poor in India, 
where he i'erved fixteea Years, Peter Barm 
who was going to Command at Zofala pro* 
tnifed him great things, and Camoens find. 
Ing nothing came of them, after waiting long 
he refblved to come for Portugal in a Ship 
that had touched there, in which was Hi• 
dor de Silveyra and other Gentlemen. Be¬ 
ing about to depart, Peter Barreto who had 
made thofe Promifes not to prefer him, bat 
divert himlelf, demanded Two hundred 
bucats he faid he had fpent upon him; 
and thofe Gentlemen paid the Money and 
brought him away. So it may be laid, 
Luis de Camoens his perfon, and Barrens his 
Honour, were at once fold for that Money. 
He arrived at Lisbon the Year 1569, wh “ 
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the Plague raged in that City ; fo that fa¬ 
mous Man always flying one Plague fell into 
another.

1 npo D. Anton, de Noronna (ucceeded 
1 with the lame Title of Viceroy D. 
luu de sit aide. Count de Atouguia, a Perfon 
meritorious of this Government, or of a 
£reater, if ever any greater was committed 
by a Prince to one fingle Perfon. He was the 
firft who carried Orders that a Gentleman 
fhould be bare when they fpoke to the Go* 
vernor, and be feated on a Chair without a 
Back. He was the firft alfo fent by King 
Sebaftian after he was out of his Minority. 

a. With him went five Ships with a great 
number of Men, and great part of them of 
Note. He arrived at Goa in Ofiober, and sya§ 
received in the City with a general Satis* 
faction of all Men. Though he found the 
number of Shiping but fmall yet in few days 
he fet gut fo many Sail, as caufed admira¬ 
tion ^ and good Squadrons were fent to fe- 
veral Expeditions. 

3. Luii de Adelo de Sylva went in February r 
with thirteen Sail to relieve D. Ltonis de

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Pereyra at Malaca , the News of his Succefs 
not being yet come to Goa, Alfonfa Pereyra 
dels Cerda failed towards the North with 
fix in November : And Martin Alfon/ode Mi - 
rands with thirty fix to fcour the Coaft of 
Malabar , infefted with Pyrats. The Natives 
were ot^with a confiderable Strength, and 
loft five great Veffels, many Men and much 
Ammunition; but Martin being wounded 
with a Cannon Ball was carried to Cochin , 
and died there. D. George de Menfts fee 
out with two Gallies and five fmall Veffels 
to feek the Pyrate Canatale , whom he found 
not but difeovering many Veffels in the 
River Carapatan he made to them., and 
came up himfelf with a Gaily in which 180 
Mores fought fo defperatcly, that none being 
left alive but a Father and Son, the former 
killed the latter, and ftabbing himfdf leap’d 
over-board. 

4. Ayrez Tellez de Menefes fet out with 
(even Sail, and D. Paul de Lima Pereyra with 
eight for the North. In the River Banda 
near Goa he found four Catures, or Barges 
of Malabares , who after lofing many Men 
ejeaped. Then he held on his Voyage, 
which was to relieve Rojlumecan , befieged by 
the Mogols in Baroche , which place he had 
Ufurped, laying hold of the Confufions of 
Cambaya , fince the Death of the King Badur 
in the Sea of Din. Itimican now held that 
Government in his Hands by great Subtilty 
and Artifice, having perfwaded the Guz 
rates , that a young Man his own Son mi 
the hjft King’s, and therefore he lecured that 
Crown in him for himfdf. 5. Whilib

y. Whilft Ayrez Tellez failed, D. Peter de 
Almeyda Commander oCDamam went to Su - 
ratte, to call to an account Agalucbem Lord 
of that Town, by the fame Title as Roftu - 
mecatt , for loading two great Ships without 
the Viceroy’s leave, the Ships were .taken, 
and valued above 100000 Duccats. As AT 
meyda had done, Tellez began to play hk 
part, which was to force the Mogols from 
Barocbe. He performed it effectually: But 
tofhtmecan being out of danger, forgot his 
Promife to the Viceroy, which was to be¬ 
come Tributary to us. So eafie it is to make 
promifesin danger, and to break them when 
delivered.

River of Onor, and landed Two thoufand 
three hundred Men, not without oppofition. 
The place feem’d impregnable both by Art 
and Nature, yet our Men with great diffi- 
culty beginning to alcend the Hill, notwith- 
Handing the Bullets that fell from above, 
foon difeovered the People flying out of tie 
City, and the Queen of Gttarcopa retiring 
to the Inland, as defpairing the Fort could

D. John Coutinno with Four*, and p. Frauds 
ie Almejda with Two Galleon; : The firft 
$ 3 of 
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of thefe carried Hie and Sword all along the 
Coaftof Malabar, tolhe Terror of all that 
Empire. The itrong Towns of Coukte , T4 
e-acole , Capocate, padrarigale, Panane and 
Calicut felt this fury. Above 1000 Heathens 
were killed or made Prifoners, above Sixty 
VelTtls taken, and many more funk and 
burnt. We loft but four Men in all thofe 
A&ions. 

IC. Zjmori thought to put a flop to the 
Ruine of his Country by offering Propofcls 
of Peace, but no Ear was given to them. 
The Weather effected what that did not, it 
being no longer practicable to lie upon that 
Coafr. Luu de teslo difappointed the Arti¬ 
fices of the Queen of Guarcopa, who treated 
of Peace, and "prepared for War, He burnt 
many of her Towns, ravaged the Country 
and demolifhed her Fort of Sanguife, Vin¬ 
cent Said anus in the Sea of Mangalor did his 
Duty, fecuring our Ships that traded that 
way. D. John Continm did the fame about 
Cambay*, Cochim and C'baul. D. Fraxcif de 
Almeyda difabled and put to flight at Din 
fix Malabar Galliots that attempted the en- 
tring that Fort to burn the Ships that were 
in ir. 

ii t In the beginning of Winter the Vice¬ 
roy fitted out two Squadrons to relieve Onot 
and Daman, fearing the Mogul defign’d 2- 
gair.ff the lull, and the Queen of Guar cop a 
againft the other. Ilis greateft care wasior 
Omr, hearing the Enemy had attempted to 
dd'roy out Men by Treachery, bribing lonie 
Cararus; who were in it, to poifbli our Men 
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with the Fruit of the Herb Vuturo, whole 
qaality is fuch, it makes Men forget all 
things, and renders them wholly infenfible, 
even of Wounds. The Treachery was dif¬ 
fered, and the Conlpirators hanged over 
the Walls in fight of them that employed 
them, who then betook themfelves to open 
force, having failed in this private Practice. 

At that time entred the Port a Galley and 
three other Veffels with a Body of choice 
Men for the Relief of the Fort. 

12. The Wickednefs of the Portuguefcs in 
killing the King of Ternate , began to be pu- 
nilhed: That King’s Son and Heir had com¬ 
menced his Revertge, as was faid before, and 
now fent his Unkle Calacinco with twelve 
Gallics to Amboina, He was near taking 
our Fort, whilft the Commander of it D. 
Duarte de Menefes wasconfulting far off with 
Gongalo Pereyra about the manner of maintain¬ 
ing it, but Balt afar de Sottfa who fupplied 
his place defended it well. Baltafar Vieyra 
laved it, killing with a Mufquet Shot a Caciz. 
ofNote, upon whofe Death the Enemy with¬ 
drew to the Ifland Varenula , and had they 
not retired, they had carried the Fort be¬ 
fore Pereyra and Menefes could come to re¬ 
lieve it. 

13. They being come, Pereyra puts to Sea 
with fix Sail. One of them commanded by 
lamence Furtado being hard fet by the Ene¬ 
mies Admiral, Furtado leaps into it and kills 
the old Commander, and the Galley was 
taken, two other were alfo taken, and the 
Enemy fled to other Iflands, not thinking

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themfefcres jfafe at Varenula. Above Nine 
thoufand Men were killed in thefe Expedi- 
tions. 

14. Wliiift this happened at Amboina , the 
Fort at Temate was io dole befieged, that 
our Menwilhcd lor Vermin to feed on, ha- 
ving eaten all that, could be found. The 
King perceiving trie befieged did not treat 
of a Surrender, joined with the Ring of 7 
dm, gave fo furious an aflault, that he k *ed 
twenty Portuguefes and entred the Trercnes. 
The next Night they had as good fuccefs. 

de la Mo defended his Baftion with great 
Bravery, and Belchior Vieyra for this time 
delivered the Fort, killing Beneuoa General 
of Tidore , at which fight his Men fled. 
Pereyra hearing of this Pofture of Affairs, 
left Sancbo de Vafconeelos to command at 
Amboina, becaufe D. Duarte was dead, and 
halted to Ternate with three Veflels that row¬ 
ed, and One hundred Men. At Bacbam where 
the King was our friend, he encreafed tQ 
fourteen Sail 

1 5. The Confederate Kings fct out to 
meet Pereyra with fifty Coracoraes, which are 
great Gallies. Pereyra receives them, and 
they fought with much bravery : The King 
of Tidore attacks our Admiral Galley, but 
being almofl killed, drew back with his Gal 
ley quite difabled. The Enemy gave way, 
and Pereyra came to the Fort, and brought 
frefli vigor with that Succefs, 'But thole of 
Ternate were fo intent upon Revenge, that 
they continued the Siege five Years, and 
oar Men were forced to abandon the Fort! 

' • •' ’ • The 
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The King of Tidore received thofe that would 
flay with him, the reft difperfed into feveral 
Countries. We flial) fee in time how they 
were expelled T idcre: And it is rather a won. 
d e r they continued there fo long, being guil¬ 
ty of fuch Villainies, chan that they were ac 
lift drove away. But great Storms threaten 
Mij now, and our Viceroy is preparing to 
meet them. 


CHAP. VIL 

fie dangerous Sieges of Goa and Chaul ; 
and fir(l of the foremoft , continuing the 
Government of D. Luis de Ataide, and 
Reign of King Sebaftian. 

1. J LL humane Grandure is fubjed to 
Envy. The Princes of Afia feeing 
the vafl: increafe of the Portugues Power, re¬ 
vived to give it one fatal Blow ; and to this 
purpofe entred into a League, which was five 
Years in forming and concluding, and carri* 
ed on with wonderful fecrecy. 

2. Thefe Princes were HidaUan Alecdaxa, 
Nizmaluco Xaoxern, and Za:nori . Their 
Delign to extirpate the Portuguefes in India. 
To this effort they raifed powerful Armies, 
and made fo Pure of the fuccefs 5 that they 
liadbeforehand divided their imagined Con- 
Jtiefls. Tfie firfb was fo have Goa, Omr, 
pd Erapdlor^ the fccond, Cbaul 7 Vamam, 
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and Bag aim ; and the third, Cananor , 
gj/or, Cochim, and C&jfe. Hidalcan had af- 
figned his principal Men Offices at Goa , and 
fome Portugues Women that were cried up 
for Beauties. The King of Acbem was at 
the fame time to make an attempt upon Mj- 
laca. in fine, thofe Princes broke out like 
impetuous Torrents, covering the Fields 
with multitudes or Men. Hidalcan marched 
to befiege Goa, Niz-amaluco to Cbaul } with¬ 
out any refpeft to the Peace which had been 
noway infringed. 

3. The Viceroy upon this occafion fhew’d 
an undaunted Spirit. It was generally agreed 
Cbaul fhould be abandoned, for the greater 
fecurity of Goa, but the Viceroy refolved 
t*~ Enemy fhould have nothing but what was 
dearly bought. He immediately fent D. 
Francis Nlafcarennos with 600 Men in four 
Gallies and five fmall VefTels to the Relief of 
Cbattl. Among thefe went many Gentlemen 
of Note, toferve as private Souldiers, They 
fet out about the end of September. 

4. Next the Viceroy applied himfelf to 
provide for the defence of Goa . He polled 
Ferdinand de Soufa de Gafellobranco , an old 
Souldier in Afia , in the Pafs of Benaftarim 
with 120 Men \ D. Paul de Lima at Racbol 
with 60, and thus in other places he diftri- 
buted 15co Natives of the Ifland. There 
were not compleat 700 Portuguefes in it, 
thefe he referved to relieve where ever the 
greateft danger threatned. The City he 
put into the Hands of the Dominicans , Fran* 
eifians and Clergy, who exceeded not 3 ?°* 
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aflifted by 1 ooo Slaves. Captain John de 
Soufa with 50 Horfe was to be ready to ap¬ 
pear where-ever there was occalion. D. 

George de Mensfer, fir named Barrocbe was to 
keep the River with 25 Sail. At the fame 
time the Viceroy caufed Ammunition and 
provilions to be brought from all Parts, the 
Works to be repaired, and about the mid¬ 
dle of December he took his Poll upon the 
Bank of the River. 

No fooncr was he there, than feveral Bo¬ 
dies of Men appeared coming down the 
Mountain Gate, and encamping at Ponda, 
commanded by Noncan , Hidalcan 1 s General, 

About the end of December he advanced, and 
encamped over-againft the Pafs of Benafta * 
rim, pitching his Mailer’s Tents, who fpeqt 
eight days in coming down the Mountain 
by reafon of the greatnefs of his Army. 

At night he lighted fo many Fires to dll- 
cover the Paths of the Mountain, that at a 
great diftance the multitude of his men could 
be feen. Being come to Ponda he covered 
thofe vafl Plains with rich aud coltly Tents. 

6 . This Army confuted of 1 ocooo fight¬ 
ing Men, befides an infinite number of Fol¬ 
lowers ; 35000 Horfe * 2140 warlike Ele¬ 
phants 3 350 pieces of Cannon, mofl of an 
extraordinary bignefs,and feme great Barques 
brought upon Mules, to be lanched for all occa- 
fions upon the River. The chief Commanders 
of this multitude were, Norican called Henet 
Mduco , of fuch quality, that he never ap¬ 
peared with his Prince but in the Field \ 
hmercan and Cogercatt , who for their qua*. 
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iity had diftant Quarters on the edge of the 
Water. The Army encamped in luch man- 
ner, it looked rather like a regular City 
than a Camp. Their order of battle was 
thus ; Hidalcan at Ponda with 40c© Horfe, 
6000 Mufqueteers, 300 Elephants, 220 Can¬ 
nons 3 Cogercan , Burner can , and Mortazacan 
near the Mouth of the Channel Gam » with 
3000 Horfe, 130 Elephants*, and nine 
Cannons. Ncrican oppofite to the ifland of 
John Lopez with 7000 Horfe., 180 Elephants, 
aid eight great Cannons. Chilean and 
Delirracan facing the Pafs of Benajlarim with 
5>ooo Horfe, 200 Elephants, and 32 batter¬ 
ing Pieces. Solyman Aga on a height above 
Benajlarim with 1500 Horfe, and two Field 
Pieces. Anjozcan oppofite to the lfland of 
John Battgcl with 2500 Horfe, 50Elephants, 
and fix Cannons. Jlatiarviaun in fight of 
Sapal with 1500 Horfe, 6 Eiephants, and 
6 Cannons. Danlatecan ^ Xatiatimanaique , 
Cbitican , and Codemenacan facing the Pals of 
Agapaim with 9000 Horfe, 200 Elephants, 
and 2 6 Cannons. The reft: of the Army 
covered the .Mountains capable to ftrikea 
Terror into the boldeft Spirits. 

7. The Viceroy viewed all the Pofts, of¬ 
fering his Perfon Do the greateft: danger. 
The ranging of the Enemies Army caufed 
him to alter his firft method, being now 
reinforced with fonje men come from feveral 
Parts - he polled his men thus: The dry 
Pafs which he had deflgned for himfelf* he 
committed to D. Peter de Almeyda , and D. 
George Decu with 120 men* and went him*' 
^ * ’ (elf 
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fclf to that of Benajlarim^ where Ferdinand 
de Soufa de CafteUobranco was with the like 
number, taking to himfelf the Command of 
one of the leiler Polls there, rather than 
remove that Officer. D. Michael de Cajlro 
not far from Madre deDios with 150; James 
Bjrrjdu on the point of the dry Pafs with 
60 3 D. Veter de Cajlro towards Benajlarim 
with 120 maintained at his own Charge » 
Junes de Azambuja hard-by with 503 Fran 
ch Pereyra a little farther with 20 3 Vincent 
d'ttz Villalobos at Sapal with 60 ; next Gafpar 
ptmndez, with 50 3 thenD. Luis de Almey - 
<h, D. Ferdinand Monroy , and D. Martin de 
Cijtllobranco with each 60 3 Francis Marquez 
BoteSo with to ; Alvaro Mendoza between the 
Viceroy and Pafs of Mercantor with ioi a 
little farther Simon de Me'ndofa with 1203 
Emanuel Rolim at St. Johns Pals with 1003 
In the Pafs of Marque the City placed 80 ; 
John de Soufa with his 50 Horfe went from 
dg*caim to the Bar, to receive and execute 
his Orders 3 Baltafar Lobo de Soufa at Pardoz 
with 50 3 Peter Alvarez de Faria near him 
with 8 c 5 Vafco Perez de Faria at Necra With 
a Company 3 Damian de Soufa at Bacbol with 
the like Body ; and Francis de Silveyra at 
Horva with 3 c. 

8. Several Velfels with fmall Guns were 
to run along the River to relieve all thele 
Polls. Thus the number of the Viceroy’s 
Wen was not above 1600, and he had but 
30 Cannons in all thole Polls. This was 
the force we had tooppole that great Power, 
the like was at Chant, 

9. For 
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p. For Nizamaluco let down before it at 
the fame time, as Hidalca h did before Go*. 
They two being fufpitious of each other* 
kept time in their Preparations, Setting out 
and Marches. But that we may not con. 
found the A&ions by mixing them, we will 
firft: relate thofe at Goa y and then proceed 
to Chittil. The Cannon began to play, the 
flafhes whereof enlightned the Night, and 
the fmoak darkned the day. The Enemy 
fpent their firft Fury on the Fort and Works 
of Benaftarim, and did great harm, but could 
not perceive it y for whatever they ruined 
by day was repaired by night. They pour¬ 
ed in fhowers of Bullets, for only in Alvaro 
de Mendoga his Poft 600 were found, fome 
of them of two Spans diameter ; we could 
not anfwer with the like number, but could 
fee we did great execution. And our Vefiels 
failing nimbly about, plied their fmall Guns 
with good eifetft. Ferdinand de Soufa de Ca. 
ftefybranco one night by the help of a great 
number of Torches that went before fpied 
an Officer of the Epemies crofing, a height 
oppofite to him with young Women a dan¬ 
cing before, Soufa defirous to untune their 
harmony, caufed a Cannon to be fo luckily 
levelled at them, that the Officer, fome of 
fchofe that lighted, and two couple of the 
young Women were feen to fly imp the Air. 

10. This was the time for the return-Ships 
to fail for Portugal^ dffi^pvery Body advifed 
the Viceroy to flop them, becaufe they would 
carry 400 Men that might be a great help in 
the prefent diftrefs. But the Viceroy am- 

MJw? 
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bilious of making his Glory the greater, by 
conquering the greater difficulties, anfwpr’d. 
There was want of them in Portugal, and ho 
trufied thofe that remained were fufficient for tho 
mi he had in hand. So the Ships let fail. 

11. Hitherto the i Portuguefct did much 
more harm than they received, having killed 
many of the Enemy, and among them fome 
of Note, and loft no number nor any perfbn 
confiderable, only fome were dangeroufly 
wounded. D. Francis de Sylva being wound¬ 
ed with a Cannon Ball fo that his Guts hung 
out, continued encouraging his Men ? 'holding 
them up with his hand. Peter Homem d? 
Silva lofing much Blood at three Musket 
Shots he had received, and being perfwaded 
to go off, faid, It could be no matter of 
moment fince he felt it not. Our Veffeis did 
good Service •, and the Enemies were not 
idle, carrying their men from one place to 
another. Our men had the iboldnefs often 
to land and attack the Enemy in their Pofts, 
and ftill brought away Prifoners, the heads 
of thofe they killed. Colours and Arms. 
D. George de Menefer Barroche in his Veftels, 
and D. Veter de Cajiro by Land with 200 P<?r- 
ttfftefes made fuch a flaughter, that the Vice¬ 
roy to animate the City, and fhow them 
what was done abroad, fent them two Carts 
loaded with Heads. _ Gafpar Viaz and his 
Brother Lancelot running up the Country one 
flight a League and half with 8c men, burnt 
'two Villages and many Farm Houfes, and 
wought away many Prifoners, heads of the 
thin, and of Cattle. 
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12 Another time thefe two Brothers with 
130 men, attack the Quarters 01 Cogergan 
and Kumergan , and making a great havock, 
deftroyed all they had provided in order to 
pals over into the llland of John Lcpex,. In 
this A<ftion Francis ds Cumin Coutim , Ser¬ 
vant to the Viceroy, going alone before the 
reft, came lo clofe up to 500 Mores, that he 
threw two Granadoes among them, which 
did fome execution, and retired without 
hurt. The Enemy admired the fmallnefs 
of our number, and greatnefs of our Aflions- 
but was more furprized when he heard, that 
in the heat of all this fury, the Viceroy had 
order’d D. James de Menefis who cam; from 
the Coaft of Malabar with his Squadron, to 
return thither , and D. Ferdinand de Falcon- 
celos to go with four Gallies and two l'mall 
Veflels to deftroy the City Vahid, to ihow 
Hidalcan , whofe it was, how little account 
he made of all his Power. D. Ferdinand 
burnt there two great Ships of Meca, and 
many fmali Veffels; then landing fired fome 
Villages, and had done the fame to the City, 
had not his own Captains oppoied it. 

13. He returned to Goa, and attacking 
the Quarters of Angofcan , a principal Man 
among the Enemy, three Miles diftant from 
the Viceroy, entred them with great flaugh. 
ter. But his Men with the fuccels falling 
into Diforder, the Enemy rallied and fell 
upon them, killing fome, the reft fled leaving 
their Captain, who, weakned with lofsof 
Blood, and tired with the weight ot his 
Arms, could not get into a Boat, but fought 
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in the Water till he fell down dead. His 
Enfign Auguftin Fernandez died honourably 
with his Colours in the left hand, which he 
bravely defended with the right. Forty 
were killed, their Heads with the Colours 
were carried to Hidalcan . The Viceroy 
immediately lent Barrocbe with 100 Men 
more to burn D. Ferdinand's Veil'd taken by 
the Enemy, which he performed, bringing 
away the Cannon that was left in it by the 
Enemy, believing no Body durft coinc where 
it lay. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Continues the Siege of Goa, and Government 
of D. Luis de Ataidc. 

A T this time Zamori made Propofafs 
- of Peace to the Viceroy, either to 
armife him while he went upon other defigns 
purfuant to the Articles of the League, or 
elfe hoping to gain fome advantage in that 
prefling Conjuncture. The Viceroy gave 
him to underftand he would not yield the 
leafl: point for fear, and continued firm in 
this refoluticn , notwithftanding Hidalcan 
had prevailed with the Queen of Guarcopa to 
declare War at Onor : That Prince was 
aftomfhed to fee him fend relief thither, 
when he thought there was not force to 
ill pply Goa, The Viceroy at this time alfo 
T relieved 
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relieved Marramaque at the Malucos^ and 
Francti Barreto at Mozambique. 

. The grand defign of Hidalcan was to 
get over into the Ifland, ia order to it hrs 
General Nor, can began to lay a Bridge over 
the River with a vaft number of Workmen. 
'The Viceroy falling upon them made a great 
havock There was a Report that Hidalcm 
defined to pafs over to the Ifland iniPcrfon, 
-nd csmeftly defireda fine Horfe the Vice- 
Toy had for which he had before offered a 
erLt cum 0 f Mony. The Viceroy fent it 
him for a pvefent, affuring nothing Ibould be 
n'ore «leafing than to Tee him come over to 
Con Hidalcan accepted of the Horfe, and 
cauied him to lie upon filk Quilts under 
Canopies of Cloath of Gold to be covered 

with embroidered Dammask, and his Tratr 

oinas to be adorned with maffy Gold, and 
ES Provender was mixed with Prelerves and 
other Dainties. The Horfe enjoyed it no 
long being killed by a Cannon-Ba.I. At 
thistime fuch a violent Storm of Ram |1 ,

3 . it was now the beginning of M« , 
and the Siege had lafted two Months, wick 

out abating any thing of the F f>' p J 
of our Buildings were ruined 1 by the Enemes 
Cannon, many of them killed by ou . 
tom Cabral run up the River Cbipora 
four Veffels, and landing fifty Men, burm to 
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Villages, andabove fifty Sail, bringing away 
fo.Tie Booty. D. Paul de Lima with forty 
Men did as much at Kacbol. The Viceroy 
laying hold of a Rope at the Pafs of Etna- 
Jhritn to draw a Cannon, others refuflng for 
fear of the many Bullets that flew, one hit 
him upon the Arm, and only pierced the 
fleeve without doing him any harm. After¬ 
wards being in the Church of Santiago , the 
Roof of it was beat down and hung over his 
heads Emanuel de Seufa Coutifino ftepped up 
to fave him, by receiving the Blow, but he 
acknowledging the Kindncfs reproved the 
Aftion. 

4. The Viceroy ufed all pofiible means to 
have Intelligence from the Enemies Camp. 
He bribed fbme Renagado Vortuguefes that 
ferved there, but what is more, he corrupt¬ 
ed Hidalcan s moft beloved Wife, and by 
her means knew the King’s fecret Thoughts* 
which he could not conceal from her. 

5. Hidalcan now began to conlider the 
damage done by fo few Men to fo nume¬ 
rous an Army, that now the Voriuguefes in- 
crcafed in ftrength by the arrival of feveral 
Squadrons that had been abroad, among 
which James de Meitcfts returned victorious 
from Acbeniy and Litis de Melo de Silva from 
MiLbar. He defired Peace, but was loath 
to propofe it. The Viceroy who knew his 
Thoughts ordered it fo, that a Treaty was 
in a manner fet on foot, fo that no , body 
could difeern who was the Author of it. Yec 
at length Hidalcan ftooped co make the ftrffc 
Proposals. But ilil! the Siege was earned

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on and April was began. Seven hundred 
Mire, attack a Pafs, Two hundred Pori* 
ouefa at firft opposed them, but fee,ng the, 
were relieved, fled in fuch Diforder, that 
reither their Officers nor the Viceroy could 
rally them.

6 The Aftion of D. James de Memfet 
relating to Zamori, lhall be referred to the 
Chapter of Cbaul ■, that of LuU de Mtlo is 
fit 'for this place. He fet out with Fourteen 
Sail in learch of the Fleet of Acbem and 
met it near that Port •, it confifted of Sixty 
Sail well Manned and provided with CaB- 
non commanded by the King’s Son and 
Heir. Vldo and he met firft, and our firft 
Shoe killed him and feveral of his Men. The 
Fleets met and fought refolutely on both 
fides • but the Enemy was utterly deftroyed, 
three'Galleys and fix fmall Veflels taken, all 
the tell iunk but one.

8 . During jhis time, before Winter canw 
on, feveral Attempts were made upon the 
Enemies Quarters and Inroads into the 
Country always with fuccefs. One Night 
One hundred and fifty Men beat the Enemy 
out of a Port at Benajfarim and alter another 
at Angofcan, ruining ail the Works they had 
railed. They did the fame at Xasi#rraG, 
Cbatigan and Racfrol, burning Villages demo.» 
lifting the Works, and killing very many. 

9. Hiddcan , though almort: in defpair^ 
began to plane Gardens, and other Works* 
as if he defigned either to take Go$ } or live 
in that Field : He refoived to enter the 
Ifland with Nine thoufand Men at the pals 
of Mercantrf, which was not guarded, be¬ 
came the River is wide there. Our Men 
hearing a Drum, which never beats but 
when that Prince marches in Perfon, run 
thither, and faw him on the other fide en¬ 
couraging his. Advice betog brought to the 
Viceroy, he lent feveral Parties and follow¬ 
ed himfelf. In (pightofall oppefition Fivp 
thoufand Men got over under the Command 
of the Turk Soliman Aga, Captain of thus 
Guard. Frefli Men (till flocked to the Vice¬ 
roy, till he was Two thoufand ftroug. AU 
the Ports v/hich dfcended tvyo Leagues we^ 
in A$ion.

The Portugucfs iufpefted the Enemy work- 
ed under the Wall, and could not fee by 
reafon of the darknefs, but Cbrifiopber Cum 
three fevcral times put half his Body out of 
a Window, with a lighted Torch in one 
hand, and a Buckler in the other, todif 
cover what was doing. The noife was very 
great, and thdfe in the City fearing for 
thofe that were aflaulted, fent them Relief 
tnough with great hazard. The Morning 
difeovered the Fort ftuck with Arrows, and 
under it above Three hundred Mores (lain, 
without the lofs of one Portugues. 

12. Next day the Enemy repeated the 
Aflault, and continued it five days with 
great refqlution, with a? great bravery were 
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they received by the Pcrtuguefes , who often 
rallying covered the Field with dead Bo¬ 
dies and took feveral Colours. However it 
was at laft judged expedient to quit that 
Fort, and withdraw the Men into the City, 
left the lofing of it fhould prove more pre- 
jodicial than the defending it could avaiL 
Seventeen Men were killed in it One of 
thefe being On a high place to give notice 
when the Enemy fired their Cannon, (aid

it me. Scarce had he fpoke the words when 
he was torn in pieces by a Ball from that 
Cannon. 

I?. The Mores being poflelled of the Fort 
and Monaftery of St Francis , fired a whole 
Street, but attempting to gain (bme Houfes 
loft Four hundred Men. Three of them 
challenged a like number of ours, who 
thinking it a difparagement to anfwer them 
upon equal terms, only two went out, 
which were Gomez, Freyre and Luis del Valle, 
who carried a great Hanger. The Meres 
refufed the odds, and one of them with¬ 
drew. Valle with the advantage of the 
Hanger overcame his Adverfary, and then 
aflifted Freyre to kill the other. So both 
Tides might be faid to be conquer'd, the 
Mores lofing their Lives, and ours their 
Honour by taking the Advantage. 

14. Chaul 
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14 . Chaul being now flreightr.ed, Kay Gm- 
calez de Camara was Tent to Goa for Relief- 
which he brought in two Galleys. At this 
time appeared here, and before Mangsht, 
the Makfur-Ships, fent by Zamoti, purfuant 
to the Articles of the Confederacy. But opr 
Method being to relate what each of the 
Confederates did feparately, this fliail be re¬ 
ferred to another Chapter. Let us fee one 
of the bravelt Aftions that has been heard 
of performed by Stephen Perellrelo, Com. 
mander of the weak Fort of Cwjj.

They refolved to attempt fome of 
our Garrifons i and being beaten off at Ant¬ 
rim and Damarn, went and facedown before 
Catania , where Stephen Pereflrelo was, with 
only Forty Men, Caranja is a fmall, incon- 
fiderable Work, between Chaul and Vamm, 
on the Edge of the Water, and is, in fomc 
meafure, an Ifland, being encompafied by 
fmall Brooks. As the Enemy fate down be¬ 
fore it, Emanuel de Melo came with Thirty 
Men. Being now Seventy ftrong,

Succefs, that after covering the little Wand 
with dead Bodies, the reft fled, leaving their 
Cannon, and a confiderable Quantity of Amu 
>and Ammunition. 

k 5. But to return to Chaul : The Mtm 
furioufly batter’d it with Seventy Piecesot 
large Cannon, for the fpace of a Montn; 
the lea ft that was fpent every Day being 
160 Balls. They made great havock among 
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the Houles^ in which many were killed; one 
jingle Ball ibw fix Pcrlon's char were eating 
together ^ others feli into the Siups. and 

failed net oi Execution there. This Batte¬ 
ry began again# the Baft ion of the Croft, 
and Tii ernied on to the Place where Peter 
Ftrreyra and Mtm Vornclat were polled, le¬ 
velling all with the Ground. The Befieged 
worked ioceflantly to cover thcmfelves ^ but 
the Enemy’s Gunners were fo expert, they 
mounted their Balls fo, that they fell among 
thofe that thought they were within Shelter. 
Augujliue Nunez found an Expedient to a- 
void this Danger* which, though thought 
difficult at firlt, was afterwards their only 
Security. 

17. Our Commander feeing the Battery 
on the other fide of St. Deminick^ never cea- 
fed, thought fit to attack the Enemy's Quar¬ 
ters oppofite to it. Alexander de Sonfii and 
duguftwe Nunez undertook it with One 
Hundred and Twenty Men, and, though vi¬ 
gor oufly oppofed, drove*the Enemy thence * 
killing many, and firing the Works. 

18. John Alvarez Suarez , an Officer of 
the Revenue, hearing the Danger of Chaul , 
fitted out a Veflel at his own Charge, and 
came thither with fome Soldiers; where he 
behaved himfelf beyond what was expected 
of one, whofe Bufinefs feemed to be only 
the Pen, though now he converted it to the 
Sword. 

19. Coming now at the time of the At¬ 
tack of thole Works, he was one of the 
firft that mounted. Ferdinand Cafqueiro hear¬ 
ing 
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tag the Moors play at Tables in an Houfe, 
ran in and killed two of them, driving the 
reft from the Sport. The Work was level 
led with the Ground, without any Lofs or 
our Side. Among the Arms taken in thk 
Aftion, was a Cymiter with this Infcriptioi,

9. Our Men were now fo accuftomed to 
Danger, nothing could terrifie them ; and 
they Teemed to court Death, as if file had 
not been bufie enough about them. Some 
of ou?' Soldiers being employed, levelling 
the tMcmfs Works we had driven them 
from about St. Francis^ and being more han¬ 
dy at the Sword than Spade, drew upon 
ttaemfelves a great Number of Enemies, 
whereof they killed above Two Hundred, 
not without Loft on our Side. 

10. D. John de Lima , Francis de Sd y and 
D. Nunno Alvarez went out to difcover fame 
Mines it was thought the Enemy was carry¬ 
ing on. They executed their Command, 
entring tliofe Quarters, where they put all 
that were in them to the Sword. In theft 
two Aftions we loft Six Private Soldiers, 
and D. Luis de GajleUobranco, who havingloft 
one Leg, offered the other ; D. John de Li • 
fvf«, who feeing a Moor mift feveral Shots he 
made at him, ftood ftiii till he was killed; 
performing hisfpromile made on his Brother 
D. Duartes Grave, that he would Toon fol¬ 
low him; Anthony de Fottfcca, he who hung 
by his Lance at Pdtitel, and laughed at the 
Enemy Francis Barradae^ and 1luy Ter eyre it 
Sa , and Five Other Gentlemen of note. 

11. After the King had made it appear 
lie defigned to continue the Siege all the 
Winter, and all Things were on both Sides 
difpofed in order thereto, Faretecan made 

r ^ lorae 
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fome Overtures of Peace, but without any 
vifible Commilfion from his Prince, who 
caufedhim to be apprehended, not for act¬ 
ing therein without Orders, for, doubdels, 
he had private Inftrudtions \ but upon fufpi- 
tion that he was corrupted. It was no won¬ 
der if Nizamaluco defired a Peace, after ly¬ 
ing before a Town Seven Months, without 
any Succefs, but lofing. as many Thoufand 
Men. Nor was ; it ff^nge the Pmuguefes 
fhould wi/h it, having already loft above 
Four Hundred of their own, bdides Indians* 
But the Hopes of Peace being extinguifhed 
by the Impriionment of Fareteean , George 
Vereyra Coutinno went out with his Ships,and, 
without any confidqrabJe Lofs, burnt Three 
that belonged to Nizamaluco. 

t 2. It was now the Beginning of June y 
and the Attacks and Batteries were carried 
on with fuch Vigour, as if# they then ^e- 
gan. The firft Attempt was upon D. Nkn- 
no Alvarez his Houle, which was loft through 
Carelefnefs.^-T&t after it was taken, fbme 
Gentlemen attempting to recover it, loft at 
leaft Twenty PiMuguefes, without doing any 
confiderable Execution, Next, the Enemy 
pofiefied them (elves of'the Monaftery of 
St. Dominic where great ^Slaughter was 
oade. At D. Gongalo de Menefes his Houle 
it was well fought, but to pur great Lofs, 

In all the other Quarters, the Cannon-Balls 
Jew like Hail Let us come to the laft A£ 
fault. 

13. The Batteries never ceafed from the 
W of AJay y tfii the End of June ; NUa- 
U 3 maluc$ 
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maluco refolving to make a Breach fit for his 
whole Army to try its Fortune. On the 
28th the Elephants appeared loaded with 
Cattles, and the Cattles full of Men. A va¬ 
liant Moor , well mounted, walked leifurely 
before all our Works, within Miifquet-fnot, 
^nd never altered his Pace * notwithttanding 
above Five Hundred Shot was made at him, 
and his Horfe wounded, he went off un¬ 
hurt/ The whole Army cxpe&ed the Sign 
to move, but it was not given becaufe our 
Cannon killed an Officer of Note, which the 


King took as an ill Omen, and put off the 
Afiault till next Day. Six of our Men ven¬ 
turing out of the Works, drew a great Mul¬ 
titude of the Enemy within reach of our 
Shot which was fo well bellowed, that One 
Hundred and Eighteen fell down dead, and 
above Five Hundred were wounded, with 
out doing us the leaft hurt. 

14. The next Day about Noon the King 
gave the Signal to fall on > and the whole 
Body of Men and Elephants advanced 'with 
horrible Cries, and Noife of Warlike Inftru- 
inents. Agalafcan attacked James Suarez it 
Albergari'a, John de Silva Barreto , Roderick 
Home* de Silva, and Laurence de Brito , in 
their Potts, faretecan and Sujatecan fell on 
the Quarter of the Miferkordia* Mifnartt^ 
Captain of the Guards, bn that of Buy Gon* 
falcz. D. Francis, our Commander in Chief 
being to relieve where-evfcr the greafceft Dan¬ 
ger preffed, planted himfelf oppofite t6 tnc 
King with part of his Men, having diftribu- 

iedthe rett where there was need.'- •

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15. The Day was darken’d with Smoak, 
at Times lighted with Flames; the Slaugh¬ 
ter and Confuiion was great on all Sides. 
Some of the Enemy’s Colours were planted 
on our Works, but foon taken, or call: 
down, with thofc who had boldly fee theqj 
op. The Elephants, made drunk by the 
Nyres, that they might be the more fierce, 
being burnt and* wounded, ran madly about 
the Field. One much valued by the King* 
being fired in the Flames, ran into the Wa¬ 
ter, and fwam over the Bar, where one of 
our Vefiels killed him with a Cannon-Shot, 

In fine, The Aflaulc ended with the Day,,the 
Portuguefes remaining Matters of all their 
Works, after killing above Three Thoufand 
of the Enemies ; among which, one was 
the Son of Agalafcan, and many more of 
Note. 

1 6. This Aftion coft us but a few private 
Soldiers, and Eigfit Gentlemen. D. Henry 
de Menefet being lame, baying-his Legs 
burnt, caufed himfelf to be carried in a 
Chair. Laurence de Brito took a Colours. 
Gtncalo Rodriguez, Qaldera and Hkrome Cur¬ 
ve would not leave their Potts, after receiv¬ 
ing many dangerous Wounds, In fine. All 
did more than mortal A&ions; it would be 
a Leflening of others to commend fbme, and 
we cannot particular^ them all. 

17. The Moors asked Leave to bury their 

Dead; which being granted, as they drew 
them off, the^ asked the Fortnguejes, What 
Woman it was that went before them in the 
Fight, and vyhepher Ihe was alive l One an¬ 
il 4 fwered^ 
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fwercd, Tes *, $r, daubtUp, /ho was immoral. 
And they replied. Then certainly , it »as tbs 
Lady Marian. Sp they call the Biefled Vir¬ 
gin. Many faid they law her at Lawrence 
de Brito’s Quarter, fo bright, that Ihe blind, 
ed them. And feme who went to fee her 
Iiriage in the Churches, were converted, and 
itaid in Town. 

18. Nizamaluco was defirous to treat of 
Peace, but was not willing todliew it: Our 
Commander wilhed as mqch as he, and was 
aw backward in making it appear. At length 
fcoth Sides abated, and ^Treaty was.fet on 
foot: Faretecan and Azafacan were Com- 
miHioners for Nizamaluco : Peter de Sihs, 
and Menefes , and Anthony de Teyve, for our 
Commander in Chief; and D. Francis Ma* 
fcarequai Barocht^ for the Captain of the Ci¬ 
ty. The Subftance of the Accommodation 
was a League Qffenfive and Defenfive be¬ 
tween tlizamalucQ and Ring Sebjjiian. This 
Agreement was celebrated with great Joy, 
and fending of rich Prefents on both Sides. 
All this might have been done, without fo 
much Effulion of Blood. Nizamaluco railed 
his Capp, and returned horn

i.ry Amor i the third Chief of this League, 
fj who was to ad by Sea as Sovereign 
thereof among thofe of lndia-t performed 
his Part very coldly. After Goa and Chau/, 
had been Befieged a Month, he inflead of 
putting his Fleet to Sea, lent to treat of 
Peace with the Viceroy, either by this 
means to amuze him, or elfe to gain fome 
Advantage upon his preffing Neceflities. For * 
few Princes follow the Didaces of Honour, 
when oppofite to their'Intereft. This Af¬ 
fair being propofed in Council at Cm, it 
was unanimoully agreed to accept of a Peace 
though upon hard terms. But the Viceroy 
who had refolved to Joofe all or nothing, 
laid, He would make no Peace unlefs upon fuck 
/"ms, as he might expefl in the meji flourijhing 
Condition. 

2. Zamori feeing this Defign fail, let out 
a Fleet about the end of February under the, 
Command of Catiproca Marco* He loon ap¬ 
peared before Chaul witb twenty-one Sail, 
and a great nqnSher of Men, whereof above 
One thoufand were Mulqueteers, and palled 
V thrpugif all our Gallies and GaJ- 
Jpons that filled fhe port without oppofitioo.

two Paraos, whereof one got in, the other 
not. The Malabar* with realbn boafted ; 6f 
this Aftion, and Nizamalucoh Men rejoyced 
at the Succefs. 

3. Nizamalxco was much plealed at the 
arrival of the Malabar /, polled the 1000 
Mufqueteers, and then perfwaded the Of. 
ficers to attack our Ships, which were under 
the Command of Leonel de Soufa, A great 
number of Calemutes, which are fmall Veflels 
that King made ufe of, were crammed foil 
of Men to accompany the twenty one Mi- 
labsrs , every one going as to a fure Viftcry, 
They fet out with great eagernefs, bearing 
down upon Lionel de Sonfa , and fled with 
the fame precipitation feeing him make at 

* them. Yet for all their halte our Gallies 
did considerable execution among them, 
NUamahtco, who from a height had been 
looking on, did all he could to perfwade 
them to try their Fortune again, but to do 
purpofe j for after twenty days they Hole 
away by night out of that Harbour with the 
'feme good Fortune they came in: % 

4. The Queen of Mangalor thinking to 
make fome Advantage of thefe Confulions, 
and hearing: that Catiproea was near with 
his Fleet, reprefented to him how eafily 
our Fort might beTurprized, and ofitotd 
tp defray the Charge. He,accepted the#* 
pofal, thinking to regain the Credit Iofc$ 
Cbaul. UnexpeAe'dly he applies fcaling 
Ladders, and fome of his Men mouniea 
Some Servants of D. Antony Pcreyra, wftq 
Commanded there, awaking, and feeing eke 

■ ■>••• * - ■ • ' Enemy 
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£cemy, threw qut of a Window the firft 
thing came to-J^pd, which was a Cheft of 
their Mailer’s fall of Silver, and with it beat 
down thofe that were upon the tolder. 
ftreyra waking with the noife, threw liown 
thole that had mounted, the other fled carry¬ 
ing away the Cheft aboard the Ships. As 
they palled before Cananor, D. James with 
bis Squadron fell upon and totally routed 
them. D. James follows them up the Ri¬ 
ver of 7 iracole, and not one Ship of them 
efcaped, Cutiproca was killed, and his Ne¬ 
phew Cutiale taken, as alio D. Antony's Cheft 
recovered. 

5. Zamori did not fulfil the Articles of 
the League by fending this Fleet, for every 
one had promifed to undertake fomething in 
Perform till now D. James de Alenefes had 
obltrufted him, fcouring that Sea, burning 
many Towns and Ships, and taking many 
which he carried to Goa. Towards tfce end 
otjitne, whenD. James was gone, and F/f- 
ialean and Nizamaluco were about drawing 
off, Zamori late down before the Fort of 
Chile with icoooo Men, molt of them 
Mufqueteers. This place is but two Leagues 
from Calicut that Prince’s Court, and was 
then held by D. George defaftro. The E- 
uemy planned forty Pieces of Brafs Cannon, 
and girting the place round thought they,bad 
(hot out all hopes Of Relief. Some was lent 
kmCoc&m undettheCondjift ; ofD. Antony 
dt Norenna, whocouidnotptSt 4 foto 
flade, for the furious batteries of the Ene¬ 
mies Cahhon; Frwcii Pzreyra fa fanfa com* 
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ing from Camnor with extravagant Bravery 
conquered the difficulty, hut the Relief t* 
ftnall becaufe the Veflels were fo. As fooojj 
the Viceroy had advice, he fenc D.Jamtsit 
Menefes with eighteen Sail to carry Supplies 
tq the Fort. He with great difficulty got; to 
Gbale about the end of September > when the 
Befieged weret-, reduced to the lalt E^tre- 
raities, there being at Ieaft Six hundred P«. 
fons in the place, whereof not above Seventy 
that could bear Arms. 

6 . It feemed impracticable to attempt tie 
putting in any Relief, for the mouth oftije 
Harbour was very narrow, and all the Hills 
about it were planted with Cannon. But 
our Commander refolved to farmount all 
Difficulties : A great VefTel was filled with 
Provifions for two months, and fifty Soldier* 
put into it. James de Azambtya went be* 
fore in his Gaily, and Antony Fernandeznd 
p. Luis de Menefes cover’d it with their 
Veflels. They pierced with incredible Con- 
rage through Showrs of Bullets, and 
dinand da Mendoca , Nephew to D. Jamti 
run in all the Supplies, whilft Franc 
Soufa with his Men killed above Five turn- 
dred of the Enemy, who endeavour’d to ob- 
ftruftit. This done, they retired through 
the fame pangers with lofs of forty Men. 
As they were cutting off a Soldier’s Leg Sc 
asked whether the Succour was got in, and 
Rearing it was, Then, faid he, let m fa 
in God's Nmst f& I cannot d& more fowr,

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7, Though it was not poffible to bring the 
dps People out of the Fort, as was de* 
fim’d, yet the putting in of Relief was ah 
Aftion lcarce to be paralleled, for the great 
hazard and difficulty that attended, and vSft 
power that oppofed it. . f; ; 

8, The King of Acbem, the Fourth of 
tbefe great Confederates, whofe thoughts 
were always employed"againft Malaca , did 
not in point of tiriie aiih^er the Covenants 
of the League, but we fhall fee him at length 
in the Government of D. Antony, d* Nmnna 
performing what he fo long dela^d.* The 
Queen of Guarcopa and others, as pas been 
related, made up what, was wanting in him. 

t). This was the end of that mighty 
League ^ this the Government, Valour and 
Fortune of our Viceroy who oppofing all 
the united Power of India, re-eftabliffied 
the Pwtugues Reputation, fo much decayed ; 

For which he deferves an everlafting Fame. 

10. D. Luis de At aide Lord of Aiouguis 
was of unqueftioned Valour, had great Ex¬ 
perience in Military Affairs, to which he 
had applied himfelf from his Youth, and of 
a Spirit fo free from the Infection of Ava¬ 
rice, that as others bvon^iftomAfta to 
Portugal heaps of Treafure^fhe bought four 
Jars of Water from thefpijf famousRiyers, 
him, Ganges, Tigris and %uphrfifty'- 

were preferved many Years in liis €aftfe of

11. After ferving in Europe an&jxfric^hc 
went over to India, and (erved there, and at 
ttc Age of twenty-two, was Knighted at

i.T T 1 NG Sebaftian thinking the Govern- 
jV ment of India, as it was then ex¬ 
tended, too great a Burden for one Man, di¬ 
vided it into three Parts: The firft from 
Cape Guardafn i6 the 1 fland Ceylon , which 
is that of lndid 0 $phe fecond from CapeCor- 
ritntes to Guardufu^ which is Mottomctapa : 
The third from Pegu to China / which is 
that of Malaca. The firft was given to D. 
Amny dc Noronna , with the Title of Vice- 
{0$ ; the fecond to Francis Barreto , and the 
fed to Antony Moniz Barreto , both ftiled 
Governors. Though it may alter things as 
to point of time, I will fpeak of them in 
diftinft Chapters, beginning with D. Antony 
de Noronna. . 

2. Hefet out/rom Lisbon *®ithfiye Ships, 
and was followed by two more. They>ar- 
rived at Goa the beginning of Sepiemb$&fe 
as to the number of Ships, for none was loft; 
but not fo as to Men, 2000 dying at Sea of 
ficknefs of 4000 that fet out.. D. Antony 
came before Hidalcan had raifed the Siege, 

, ind thereby obtained part of the Honour of 
obliging him to quit it. Hidalcan left Cora* 
miflioners to conclude the Peace with the 
Bew Viceroy. It was proclaimed with great 
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Joy on the 13th of December, and fo the 
Year and the War ended together. 

3. The firft care of the new viceroy was 
to fend Relief to Chale in two Galleys, one 
Galleon and four Ships, and after theoitwo 
Galleys and dppe other yeffels. But theft 
were fbon applied to other ufes \ D. Jmtt 
de Menefls coming from Chile, he fenc him 
back with 1500 Men, who came too late, 
the Fort being already delivered to Zimori 
upon Conditions. This lurrender was made 
contrary to the plurality of Votes by the 
Commander D . George de Cafro, overcome 
by the Prayers and Tears pjf his Wife and 
other Ladies that wergpthere, without 
conlidering that he was'Eighty Years of 
Age, and ought rather to chufe an honou- 
rable Death, than a ffiort term of infatjp 
Life. Nor was this all his fault, fof^tj| 
Provifion had lafted longer, had not 1 e 
put ic into his Wife’s Hands, and fhe into 
thofe of her Slaves. Thus (he was the firft 
Eve among the Fortuguefes of India that 
tempted her Husband to a Crime or this na¬ 
ture, this being the firft place fo delivered 
by them to the Enemy. And the Viceroy 
could not but Jofe more Honour by lofs of 
Chale, than he could juftiy pretend to by the 
railing the Siege of Goa. 

4. D. James gathering the People that 
came out of Chale, and were under the Prote¬ 
ction of the King of Tanor, left them at Cocoa | 
»Then dividing his Fleet with Maihim de, “ 
luquerque, they clear’d the Sea ofPyrats 
fecured the Coafts ; next they took andoc- 

. [GOllIM 
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moliihed a Fort built by a Nayque fubjeCi to 
Hidakan, at the mouth of the River San- 
guicer. Here was killed Antony Fernandez. 
Chile , a Malabar, who for his Valour and 
Cooduft bad often the Honour to Command 
many of the braveft: (Sehtlemen that were 
in India at that time. He was of the Order 
of Chrift, was carried to 6W, and there 
buried with greater State than any till that 
day, that had not been Governor of India . 

y. When the Viceroy accepted this Com¬ 
mand in Portugal, lb much leflened by the 
Diviflon of Governments, his great aim wa$ 
to get an Eftate, being poor, and having 
Children. He thought India might mend 
his broken Fortune, and that Antony Moniz 
barrtto would be latisfied with lets than was 
ordered to fit him out for the Government 
of Malaca \ he was deceived, for Moniz was 
not latisfied with what could be done, nor 
was India in a Condition to give what was 
promifed him in order to go to Malacd , nor 
UaUca in a pofture fdr 1 a Man, who look’d 
upon his Reputation, to go thither with that 
Title without a confiderable Force. The 
one would not go with what was given him, 
and the other could not give more. Diffi¬ 
culties hard to be compofed. 

6 . Moniz refolved not to'go to Mahca, and 
rtrit to Portugal that the Rea Ion was, be- 
caufe the Viceroy would not furnilh hid 
j*ith what vtas require, as not deliring he 
fliould go.

P^P The Vice-Roy, after fitting out feveral 
Squadrons as ufual, and receiving four Ships 
from i'GYtuv^ iif two whereof were loft li 
their Return, was obliged to make ready a 
confiderable Succour for Damam % threamed 
by the Mogol, on account that that Place 
and Bafatm both belonged to the Kingdom 
o S Cambay a, whereof he was now polteiiedi 
and by this Means Sultan Mamud, Heir to 
the late King of Cambaia ., was left to the 
Tuition of three Great Men, Alucan, Itirn* 
tic an and Madrcmaluco . Each of thefe envy¬ 
ing the others Fortune, ftrove to make him¬ 
felf Matter of the young King: And he 
finding all their Aim was Power, fled from 
jMadremaluco, where he thought himielt^ in 
danger, to Itimitican , and totally loft him¬ 
felf. They were ail three bad, but this was 
the worft of all. Therefore, coniidering 
the young King might flee from him, as he 
had dene from the others, he refolved to lay 
alide all Shame, and betray him. GeWt 
Mumsr He char 7axa, King of the Mgols, 
was now in great Power, to him he oners 
to deliver the King i by which means, with 
a final! Army, he might polfeis hunleli ol 
that Kingdom, whereof he fhould be Vice¬ 
roy, as a Reward of his Treachery. H ec & 
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agreed, let forward with a good Army •, 
and at the City Amadaba, die Traitor deli¬ 
vered up his Prince to him; and lo the Mo* 
gol, without drawing Sword, was feated in 
the Throne of Cambria. 

8. Hccbar not fotisfied with what he had 
got, refolved to recover the Lands and 
Towns of Bayaim and Damam. This Defign 
being known, D. Luts dc Almtyda , Com¬ 
mander of Damam r gave Advice to the Vice¬ 
roy ; who immediately font forns Succours, 
and prepared to follow in Perfon. He foe 
out from Goa the. Latter End of December , 
with nine Galleys, five Gallions, eight Gal¬ 
liots, and ninety other Veffels. 

9. The Viceroy being come into the Ri¬ 
ver of Damam , ttruck filch a Terrour into 
the Enemy, who was encamped two Leagues 
off, that the King immediately fenc an Am- 
baflador to the Viceroy, to treat of Peace, 
The Viceroy revived him in his Galley 
with great State, and filing all the Cannoii 
of the Fleet ; and having heard his Propo- 
fa!s, font back with him Anthony Cabrall , who 
concluded the Peace to the Content of both 
Parties. The Viceroy returned to Goa, and 
the Mogol fotled hirafolf in the Pofteilion of 
the Kingdom of Cambaya, cutting off the 
Head of the Traitor Itimukan, a jult Reward 
of his Villany. 

1 o. The Inhabitants, of Brrfzlrr were of¬ 
fended at the Fort lately bait by us there; 
they befieged it to the number of 6000. Kuy 
Gutfalez, de Camara , who commanded there, 
8 ave Advice to the Viceroy, and provided 
X a co 
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to make a good Defence. Five Sail came 
inirnedlatelj/to his Relief; then twelve more, 
under the Cbraqiand of D. George tie Menefes , 
who by the Waydefeoyed the Town of the 
Naicjue of Sangtiifer , withr great Slaughter of 
the Enemy, and Lofs of two Men. With¬ 
out the Bay of Brafalor he took a Ship of Me. 
ca ; and entring, found all was fafc, with the 
Succour of the firft Ships. 

11, D. Henry de Mcnefes (ailing to the 
Northward with one Galley and (even other 
Veffels, near the Blands of Angtmla , eight 
Leagues from Chant, took two great Ships be¬ 
longing to Hidalcan ; but a Storm arifmg, they 
were all drove afliore, and taken by Mala, 
bars, who carried them to Hidalcan ; and he, 
bacaufe the Ships were taken after the late 
Conclufion of Peace, (though the Fault was 
theirs, for anfwering with their Cannon, 
when they were required to fhew Portuguefe . 
Pafles, as had been agreed) caufed ID.Hen- 
ry , and all the Portuguefes then at his Court, 
to be put into the Caftle of Bilgam ; and it 
coft fome trouble to relcafe them, and ap- 
peaie that Prince. 

12. It was the Middle of October when the 
King of Acbem (though late, yet purfuant to 
the great League before (poke of) appeared 
before Malaca , with almoft too Sail, 7000 
Men, and a vail quantity of Ammunition, 
1 le landed the fame Night of his Arrival, 
and fuddcnly let fire to the Town of liter ; 
which had been burnt to the Ground, had 
not as fudden and violent a Shower of Rain 
quenched it. Jtk?i Bandar a, Captain of the 
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Horfe, ran with more Zeal than Difcretion 
to fuccour the Town, and was killed. 

13. The Enemy attempted to bum our 
Ships; but failing in this, and other Defigns, 
he (ate down before the City, refolving to 
carry it by a regular Siege, having at firft 
thought it would not coft him that Trouble. 
The City was in a miierable Condition, ve¬ 
ry poor, without Men, unhealthy and out 
of heart, having differed much by Ship¬ 
wrecks, Sicknefs and Famine, not without 
deferving it; for Malaca was (I know not 
whether it is) the Port,aguefe Ninive in A/it. 


CHAP. Kill. 

The Siege <f Malaca, with other Occur - 
rences , and £nd of the Government of 
P. Anthony de Noronna. 

1. \Jf Alaca had, in a manner, no Hopes 
iYL of Defence; the Enemy inpefiant- 
ly battered the Walls, and cut off all Provi¬ 
sion from coming to it: There was nothing ‘ 
within but Milery, and Calling upon God 
for Mercy, without delerving it by any other 
A&ion, but becaule they implored it. So 
cafe it is to appeafe the Divine Wrath. 

2. So it happened ; fer in this Extremity, 
accidental!^ came into that Port. Trijian Vaz> 
de Vega, with one only Ship, in which he 
failed for Sunda, to load with Spice. The 
Bejieged earneftiy • intreated him to allift

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them,, and he could not but give-ear to their 
Intreaty, though it teemed a Rafhnefs to eti* 
gage a Fleet oi' an Hundred Sail with Ten, 
whereof Nine were almoft rotten, and ua. 
rigged. Among thcfe were diftributed 300 
Soldiers, as naked as hungry. The Captain, 
who might repote much Confidence in his 
own Valour, acknowledging, in tech Cafe 
there ought to be no Truft but in God, gave 
the Example, and canted all his Men to con* 
fefs, and prepare themfelves for Death. 

3. About the End of November he failed, 
and diteovered the Enemy’s Fleet in the Ri¬ 
ver Ferine fo. Fie gave the Command of his 
own Ship to Emanuel Ferreyra , and Went 
himielf into a Galliot with his Sword in his 
Hand, to encourage the Men, feeing him 
expole hinifelf to the greatelt Danger with 
them. The Signal being given, and the 
Cannon furioufly dilcharged, our Captain 
lays the Enemy's Admiral on Board, makes 
’rent Havock among 200 Men that were in 
ler, beats down her Flag, and fhe getting 
oofe, fhews him her Stern. 

4. Mean while, Ferdinand Perez,, with on¬ 
ly thirteen Men, in a finall VeiTel, took a 
Galley. Ferdinand de Letnos runs his Ship 
with tech force againfj: another, that he over- 
fet and funk her. Francis de Lima having ta- 
Rert another, burnt it, to be at leifiire to re¬ 
turn to the Fight, that Bill continued. Etna, 
vuel Ferreyra , who was in Veg£ s Sfiip, funk 
three VefTels, unrigged others, and killed 
many Men. To be Ihort, Every one fought 

admiration, the whole Enemies Fleet fled, 

ex? 
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except four Galleys and feven finall Veflels 
that were burnt or funk t 700 of the Enemy 
were kill’d and taker, of ours only five were 
(lain: Our Ships waited three days to fee if 
the Enemy would return, 2nd then carried 
this joyful News to Malaca, where it was 

fcarce believed. . . 

, L e c us fee what was doing at the Am- 
hcot Whilft Gonfalo Terejra Marramaque, 
our Admiral in thofe Seas, carried Relief to 
Tetmtt from Amboina, this Fort was Befieg d 
by the Fleet of Ternate, fent by the King ei¬ 
ther to Hop Vereyra from going to relieve 
our Men whom he held in great Diftrefs, or 
if he were gone to poflefs themfelves of thofe 
j (lands They being too late to flop him, 
befieged the People of VUte in the lflands 
of Iliaeer. They had been forty days fhut 
up, when D. Duarte de Menefis with Sancbo 
dt Vtfemcehs. who commanded at Sea, came 
to their Relief. They of VUte encourag’d 
with this Succor, fell upon the Befiegers and 
put them to flight. They prefented our 
Captain with Baskets of Heads, and he re¬ 
turning to Amboina, found D. Duarte dead, 
and focceeded him io that Command. The 
Command of the Sea he gave to Simon de A- 
breu , call’d Papobierro , that is Sword fwal. 
lower, becanfe, being concern’d in many 
Duels, be always difarm’d bis Adverfary. 

6 . Being abroad with his Squadron he met 
that of Ternate, and thefe began a furious 
Battle, but the other Veflels in the heat of 
the Aftion forfook him, and he overpower d 
by the Multitude was killed, and 25 D ? C J 
X 4 w,th 
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>vith him. L^.ss de Refende , who 

went not off with thole Cowards, came to 
fuccour him, but it being too late, the Ene¬ 
my offer’d him Quarter, and he refufed it* 
faying. He had rather die as bit Cowman fa 
had dene. The Admiral of Temate attacki 
him, and he taking a Cannon upon his 
Shoulder (1 fuppofe it was a little one) or¬ 
der’d a Souldier to give fire to it, fo fuccef 
fully, that it broke the Admiral’s Leg. His 
Men thought him dead, and whilit they 
were bufic about him Refende had time to 
make his efcape, having loft four Men in this 
great Action. 

7 - The little King of Atua, a new Con. 
vert, who had fought bravely, was betrayed 
to Rehoanje, Commander of the Ternatenfet 
who offer'd him his Life if he would renounce 
the Faith, and threatned him with a new 
fort of Martyrdom if he refufed: He con¬ 
tinued firm • and being hung by a Rope be. 
tween two Veffels, Kebeanje's Galley run 
yyjth a!) Its force ar, and core him to piece?. 

8 . John de Silva fucceeded ih the Com¬ 
mand of the Sea. AJ 1 out Men feeing fo 
many misfortunes befal us in thole Wands, 
were for quitting them: Only Sambo de Vtf- 
tomeles protefted he would not abandon the 
Chrilh^ns of thole Iflands., affirming, if no 
Body would bear him Company he would 
Kay alone apd defend them with the Natives, 
They were ail affiam’d, and yielded to his 
fiefoIutiQDi They, quitted //o, and fortified 
tneniiejves upon'the Point of E ofimive, where 
M -g Bav of fojs leagues ja 

• • -■ it.? ' A onofli ■ 
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Length, and three Leagues over at the mouth, 
aod runs up ftill narrower like a Pyramid; 
on one fide of the Point is the pleafant and 
plentiful Town of Rofanive , the Inhabitants 
thereof and the neighbouring Places were 
our Friends. There the new Fort was built, 
the Ativst and Pavires labouring at it with 
£reat Fidelity to the Portuguefes , by whom 
they were reduced to the Faith, which they 
firmly adhered to. John de Silva went to 
bUhca for Succor, which was granted him 
by Francis de Cofla commanding there, and 
was caft away in the Bay of Tapara , where 
the Men were made Slaves. 

9* Though thele were loft, yet lome Sup¬ 
plies came to Amboirta , lent by the Viceroy. 
Our Enemies at Atua falling on a hidden up¬ 
on the Pcrtugue/e/ , killed five and an Italian 
Jeluit. Mafcarennos fled into the Woods, 
whence he was brought out at the end of 
eight days almoft famifhed. Sancbo gather¬ 
ing our Friends, fell upon Atua, and killed 
hot only the Children at their Mother’s 
Breads, but the very Beafts. In the Ifland 
fyp/er, twelve Leagues diftant, he did the 
fame, fome of the Natives retiring to a Motfiu 
tain. 

io. At this time time arrived at Ges four 
Ships from Portugal , under the Command bf 

Francis de Sou]a, who as foon as he land* 

went to the Archbifhop D. Gafper , and 
deliver’d to him a Letter from the King, and 
ather Papers.Scarce had thaf ancient add 
learned Mah feen them, when without any 
toafictemicuv & committed d great* weak* 
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hefs. putting thofe Orders in Execution ; fa 
there being feveral Circumftancestbac - ’ 
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Viceroys he was the nth, in that of Gover¬

extravagant Injuries done by Superiors, are 
rather Honours than Affronts to the Perfoa 
that receives them: Yet he not well coafi- 
dering it, died for Grief, as did his Wife 
and Brother-in-law; and that Minifter i 
State who was the caufe of their Death, ty 
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two Years, and defefved to hold it many.

D. Leonti , to take all manner of 
excufe from him, would have been fatisfied 
with much Ie(s now, than J Moniz demanded 
before : But even that was not given him, 
and he came away for Portugal \ where that 
was his Juftifkation for not taking upon him 
that Command, but was not eiteemed ao 
Offence to deprive Moniz of the Govern* 
raent, as it was with lefs reafon in the Cafe 
of D. Antony \ whereby it appears, the 
Will of Minifters of State makes the Crimes 
or Merit of fuch as depend on them. 

3. This Year patted without any thing 
remarkable, and about the end of it arriv’d 
fix Ships from Portugal : They carried a? 
Order for Trying and Executing D. Gary 
doCajlro , for delivering up the Fort of Cfc/Ii 
to ZamorL He was taken into Cuftodf,and 
with him his Wife Donna Feltpa , who, tho’ 
really guilty of the Crime, was not liable to 
undergo the Funifhment. He fuffer’d for 
her, and all that were in fault, having his 
Head cut off upon a Scaffold in the MarlKf 
Place of Goa ; and it was obferv’d, that* 
others who were as much to blame as he, 
did not only efcapeunpunifh’d, but were re¬ 
warded , and it is yet more remarkable, 
that a Year after a Commiffion was fent from 
Portugal , for P. George de Cqftro to ferve in 

another Pofo ' Cr _ 

Scarcv. 
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4< Scarce did India begin to breath, after 
fo many Troubles, and particularly Mmlaca , 
when the Queen of Japara fent to Befiege 
ir, her General Quiaidaman with 15000 
chofen Natives of Java, in almoft; 80 great 
Galleons, and above 220 fmailer Veflels. 

Jrijhu Vaz de Vega was come back thither 
from Sunda after the late Victory ; By com¬ 
mon Confent, and with much Juftice, he was 
chofe Commander of that Place, P. Franck 
Imqucz his Predeceffor being dead. He 
gave Advice of the danger to the Governor 
Antony Moniz , and he to all the neighbour¬ 
ing Places, promifing to requite whatever 
they (houid do in order to relieve the Be- 
fieged; whereby fuch Succours came into 
them on a fudden, as put them into a good 
pofture of Defence. 

5. Mean while Moniz demanded of the 
Chamber of Goa to lend him 20000 Pardao3 
to fit out a Fleet, and finding them back¬ 
ward, offer’d his Son Duarte Moniz, a Boy 
of eight Years of age, as a Pledge; the 
Chamber gave the Money, and rook the 
Pledge. 

6 . Whilffc this Fleet was fitting out, the 
General of Java began to aft in the fame 
manner the Ring of Achem had done, at¬ 
tacking and D . Antony de Cafire coming 
with only ten Men to defend it was killed^ 
ss Bandjra had been the laft Siege. The 
whole Army landed and lodged themfelves 
round the Town. Vega fent John fereyra 
and Martin Fetreyra with 150 men to beat 
the Enemy from a Foft j they killed 70 of 

them. 
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them, levelled their Works, and brooghtoff 
(even Pieces of Cannon. Pereyra afcervrittfi 
burnt above 30 of their Galleons, and foot 
great Engines they had framed to attack, 
a Baftion. Ferdinand Perez de Andrade a d 
Bernardin de Silva burnt their Palifades. 
In all thefe Aftions we loft: 15 or 20 met 
The River being thus cleared, Pereyra with 
our Veflels belieges the Beflegers, and at jf<r 
takes the Provifions that were coming 
them * whereupon in great Conftcrnatioi 
they Imbarqued and went off by night, p* 
reyra purlues and cuts off their Rear: Almoji: 
half the 1 5000 perifhed by Fire, Sword, ‘ 
Sicknefs during the Siege, which Jailed tl 
months, and the purfaic of three hours. 

, - 7 - 7. The King of Jcbem and Queen of jf* 

} y p^a took it by turns, for when he left tbt 
Port fhe came in, and he now comes in 
flie goes out. He came now with 40 Gallic^] 
fome Ships, Galliots and other Veflels, 
the number of 100, with a great Train 
Artillery. Trijian Vaz order’d John Ptry* 
in a Galley, Bernardin de Silva in a Caravel, 
and Ferdinand de PaUares in a Ship with each 
4.0 Men to go out to guard the Provta 
that were coming, and whereof the City 
in great want; the Enemy falls upon tf 
and in an inftant beat all three to pieces i 
75 Men perilled by Fire* Sword and Watflj 
40 were taken, and only five lav’d themfebr 
by fwimming, the three Captains fought 
their laft breath. John Pereyra promifed 
to do, to one who feeing all loft offered 
a Boat in which , he might haye tfcapj 
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only iyomen remained in Malaca to de¬ 
fend it, and of thefe 100 were fick and aged. 

Want of Men and Ammunition cauled them 
to be very Itili in the City, The Enemy 
got knowing the Caofe, imagined they had 
ibne cunning Stratagem in hand, and in a 
anick Fear raifed the Siege, when they 
Sht have carried the Town, contenting 
themfelves with their fuccefs againft the three 
Captains. They came into the Port in the 
beginning of January , and went out about 
the latter end. ^ 

8. The Priefts, Women and Children 
bad cried loud with fighs and tears, implo¬ 
ring the Mercy of God, which at length 
they obtain’d : Next to God the City was 
faved by Trijian Fez de Vega's Courage, be¬ 
ing ready upon all Occa lions; and by his 
liberality having fpent above 20000 Ducats, 
^herewith he has purchafed a never-dying 
Honour. The Succours the Governour fenc 
came too late. 

9. Z>. John de Cofta , Admiral of the Ma - 
Uhr Seas, cruized there victorious with two 
Gallies and 24 other Veflels. He fell upon 
the Town of Gaipar, near Brapalor, then 
in Rebellion, kill’d 1500 of the Inhabitants,, 
burnt the Town, and cut down the Woods. 

Thus the King of Tolar , grown haughty, 
was humbled. In the River of Cbale he de- 
ftroyed an Aland belonging to Zamon. A- 
bove that his City of Parapattgulem could 
Botefcape its Ruin. The Heir of the Crown 
coming to the Relief of it, was killed with 
loo Mwr, At Cape ate 300 were flaiu, with 
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the lofs of two on our fide. At Mount d{. 
Hi, the Town of Nilachiram was confuted 
to Afhes. Between thefe Attions, feveral 
Vefiels were taken, which fuppiied the Gat 
leys with Slaves, and the Fleet with Pfovi 
lions. 

io. Let us now fee our Dominion in tjtf 
Molucos drawing to an end. New Comman¬ 
ders were ftill fent to ruin all by their Ava¬ 
rice, with ftrength to maintain the Fort- 
P. Alvaro de At aide was now there, and 
Man no Pcreyra under Sail to fucceed him, 
The King of Ternite continued the Seige, 
and the place was almoft famifhed. It look¬ 
ed as if God had undertaken the Re- 
venge of his Father’s Death, and afliftedhim 
to ftarve that Garrifon ^ for no Succor was 
fent thither, but perilhed. Of all Mdm- 
waque his Squadron not the leaft Veffol fe 
turn’d to Gna *, four Ships that went with 
Antony de VaUdares and Lacerda were calf 
away in feveral places, and he got thither a- 
lone, and after him Franck de Lima with a 
Galliot. Tkefe were comforts to the Be. 
fieged, but no perfed Cure. The King of 
Vjantana, our Friend, fupplied the Enemy 
with Arms. Sancbo de Vafcdnceks cominjj 
from Amboina to fuccor the Befieged to final 
effed, found a Galleon of his loaded with 
them in the Port*, and a Portugues Ship at 
Banda in dahger of falling into the hands of 
thofe People : For, feeing the decay of oor 
Affairs on that fide, every one ftrove to ha- 
den our Ruin. Belchior Botch going with- 
one Galleon to relieve the Fort, was caff 
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away on the Sands SoUcos , Another in which 
p, Alvaro was going, away, after reflgning 
that Command to Nunno., was beat to pieces 
ip the Harbor. The great Ship of Lionel de 
Br/wcame when there was no Fort there, 
and was loft afterwards. Other Supplies, a 
jireat deal of Cannon, much Merchandife 
and Ammunition, affd above 2000 Men de- 
fign’d thither, perifh’d all fay lamentable dif¬ 
fers. The Murderer of that innocent King 
was ftebbed by the People of faita, rather 
as Executioners of God’s Juftice, than Ene¬ 
mies to the PortHguefetGonfah Pereyra 
Msrramaque, who confented to the Murder^ 
died for roeer Grief of fo many Misfortunes, 
as he failed for Amboina, and was daft into 
the Sea. 

i i. Inline, our Dominion in that iriand 
came to a difhonourable Period •, for thofe 
who had fo infolently treated the T ermtenfes, 
were forced to beg their Lives of them, de¬ 
livering up the Fort to the Ring, who treat¬ 
ed them better than they deferved. 

12. The King entring the Fort, protefted 
before the Portuguefcs , he did not take pof- 
feffion of it for himfelf, but in truft for the 
King of Portugal , and would deliver it to 
whoever he fhould appoint, as fobn as the 
Murder of his Father was punifh’d. I be¬ 
lieve they never demanded the Forr, bec^uft 
they would not oblige themfelves to do J»? 
flice. This was the fecond Place we lof£

The firft that of §uilimane,90 Leagues from 
Mozambique. The lecond Cuama^ 2^to the 
Southward. The third Lnabo , 5 ^Leagues 
lower, and the fourth Luaboel , i^more to 
the South. Between them are Iruitful and 
large Iflands, whereof one is 60 Leagues in 
com pals. The River is Navigable, the 
fame number of Leagues up to the Town of 
Sena, inhabited by Portuguefet r, and as many 
more to *Tete 3 a Colony ot theirs alio. The 
richeft Mines are thdft of Adnfapt, cabled 
Anfur , the Ophir where the Qu.en of Saba 
had her Riches, when (he went to Pinruf *- 
Um. In theft Mines has been found a lump 
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of Gold worth 12000 Ducats, and another 
pf the value of 400000. It is not only 
found among Stones, but grows up within 
tfce bark of feverai Trees to the top, wheie 
the branches fpread. The Mines of Man* 
fbka and Butica it e not much inferior to theft. 
There are many others not fo c&nfiderable. 
Thci'e are three Fairs or Markets, whither 
our People Trade for this Gold, from the 
of Tffe on the River Zambetce^no 
Ltr;gue<; from the Seay the fir ft is Luant 
|dnr Days journey up the inland. The fe. 
£ond Buento farther diftaoc, and Mafapa the 
third, yet farther of: This Gold was put 
chafed for Cloth, glafs beads, and other 
things of no value among us.. At Mafap a re* 
fides a Tartugues Officer appointed by the 
Commander of Mozambique, by confenc of 
the Emperor of Monomotap but upon con¬ 
dition, not to go into the Country, without 
his leave upon pain of Death; He is Judge 
of the differences that arife there. There are 
Churches of the Dominicans at MaJ[apa t Bo- 
cut 0, and Luattze. 

7. The Original, number andtimeofthe 
Heign of the Kings is not known •, it is be* 
Jieved, there were feverai in the time of the 
Queen qf Saba, and that they were fubjeft 
to her, for thence {be had her Geld, fa 
the Mountain Afur , near Mafapa, are feey 
the ruins of {lately buildings, fuppofed to

The Emperor hasa great Palace, though 
of Wood ^ the chief Apartments of it are 
three, one for himfelf, another for his Wife, 
and a third for his menial Servants *, it has 
three Doors into a Court, one for the Queen, 
to go in and oat at, another lor him and 
the Servants that attend his Perfon, and are 
Sons of his Noblemen; the third for the 
Cooks, who are two great Men and his 
Relations; and the under-Cooks who are 
alfo Men of Quality. None of thefe muft

14. Their greateft Holy-day, is the firft 
Day of the Moon of May* they call it 
avo : On this Day all the great Men, which 
are a vaft number, refort to Court, and there 
with Javelins in their Hands ron about repre- 
fenting a Fight; the fjport lafts all Day, then 
the King withdraws, and is notleen io eight 
Days after, during which time, the Drums 
never ceafe beating.

CHAR XVI. 

Continues the Government of Francis Bar¬ 
reto in Monomoiapa. 

t. £Uch was the Country whether the Go- 
vernour Francis Barreto was now going, 
hefet out from Mozambique with more Vef- 
fels than he brought and more Men, Tools, 
Camels, Horles, and other neceflaries for 
War, and for the work of the Mines • hav¬ 
ing Sailed Ninety Leagues, he went up the 
River Cuama , called by our firft: difeoverer 
J)e lot buenat females , he came to Sena, or 
Fort Sr. Afarcalis , as F. Monclaros defired, 
and repaired the Town Inaparapala y which 
is near to another of the Moors , they being 
always profelled Enemies to the Chriftians, 
began to undermine ourdefigns, as they had 
formerly done in India; they attempted to 
poyfon our Army, and forne Men and Horfes 
began to Die, and the caufe being difeo- 
vered by one of them, they were all put to 
the Sword, and the Chief of them torn to 
piece# at the mouths of Guns, except one 
(called Mahomet fame ) who affirming the 
Blefled Virgin had appeared to him, and 

com- 
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commanded him to become a Ciuiftian, by ^ 
the name of Lawrence s he had the favour 
to be ftrangled. The difeoverer was par¬ 
doned. 

2. Barreto fent an EmbafTador to the Em- 
peror, who for the more honour admitted 
him to Ms Prefence, not as other Embafla- 
dors were treated at this Court, which is to 
go withoutArmSjbare-footed,on their Knees, 
and when they come near, proftraring rhem- 
feives on the ground. The effedt of the 
Embafly was to defire leave to punifh the 
King of Mongos who was in Rebellion, and 
go on to the Mines of Rutua and Adancbici : 
The fir£t part was a piece of flattery, to 
obtain the fecond, becaufe the Lands of 
Mongas lie between Sena and the Mines, and 
it was necefTary to make way with the Sword, 
He confented to all, and offered One hun¬ 
dred thoufand Men , Bareto accepted not o- 
them, becaufe he would give him no (hare 
in the Honour gained in that War, and 
thinking thereby to oblige him the more. 

3. He marched ten Days with Twenty 
three Horfe, and Five hundred and (ixtjr 
Mnfquetiers, (enduring much by Hunger 
and Thirft) for the mod part along the 
River Zambeze 9 over whole molt rapid 
ftream hang pieces of the high Mountain 
Lupata, ninety Leagues diftant fjrom the 
Ethiopians ea. At the end of this tedious 
march, they began to difeover part c£ the 
Enemy, and foon after faw the-Moljgtaios 
and Valleys covered with Arm’d Men, the 
Governor was not-daunted, feeing it wad 
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hard todifeover the end of that multitude, 
he drew up, and gave the Van to Vafco Fer : 
ntndoHomem , he had the Rear^ and between 
the bodies was the baggage, and Lome Field 
pieces ; when they came to charge, he re¬ 
moved the Canon to ttye Front and Flanks, 
the two unequal bodies advanced, the Ene¬ 
my in the form of a half-Moon } before they 
engaged, an old Woman advanced and fcat- 
tered fome Powder towards our Men, having 
perfwadedthe Enemy (fhe was a notorious 
Witch ) that that Powder alone would gaio 
the Victory. 

4 . Barreto underloading the fuperflitioin, 
having feen the like in India , ordered a Gun¬ 
ner to level aWiece at her y which was fa 
well performed, the old Woman was torn 
to pieces; the Cafres were aftonifbed, be¬ 
lieving her immortal. Barreto rewarded the 
Gunner with a Gold Chain y the Enemy ad¬ 
vance without order, either through igno¬ 
rance, or relying on their multitude, and 
douds of Arrows and Darts begin, to fly, 
but our Mufquetiers killing them by Hun¬ 
dreds, they turned their backs, many were 
killed in the purfuic, and then our Men Or¬ 
dered to halt j the Governor marches to the 
City Mongas, and meets another multitude 
like the former, which in like manner was 
put to flight, above Six thoufand Cafres were 
flaio, and two of' our Men, , and the Gover¬ 
nor was forced to alight and lead his Men ^ 
the City was entered without oppofitio^, 
being abandoned, our Men entrench’d, and 
ifl the Morning discovered an Army as great 

as 
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as both the former; thtCafres were again 
routed, and beg’d peace in the King’s Dame, 
The Governor received the Meflenger with 
fuch Majefty, that he was aftonilhed, and 
could not fpeak ; being come to binafeif, 
and having delivered his Meflage, Bantu 
promifed he would fee the king, and mat* 
tcrs Ihould be adjufted. 

y. The next Day ouir Men marched and 
incamped in a convenient place where Em. 
bafladors came from the King to cheat oT 
Peace. It happened one of our Camels 
broke loofe and came (o near the Gover- 
nor, that he Hoped ht^ till they came up 
that Were io purfuit of him ;*he Cafres hav. 
ing never feen llicfi & Bead, sfamired it flop, 
ped at the Governor, thinking it fome fob- 
million it made to him, and began to ask fome 
queftions. He making his advantage of 
their ignorance, told them, fie had many of 
thofe Beafts that only fed upon Man’s M, 
&nd having devoured all that were killed, 
thatCeaft cattle from the reft to defire be 
would not make Peace, becaufe they, would 
Come to want Food; they aftonilhed hereat, 
earneltly intreated him, he would defire the 
Camels to be fatisfied with g6od Beef, and 
they would inftantly bring them a great 
hnmber. He granted their requeft, and 
tnarched on. He was in great diftrefs for Pro* 
vifion when news came bis prefence toaS r& 
qtiired at Mozambique, He gave the Coto* 
mand of the Forces to Vafie, 2 nd departw 
The eaufe was this, 

A 
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6. Antony Perejra Brandam , who at the 
Uolucos had committed Crimes that deferved 
the fever ell punifhment, in Portugal was con¬ 
demned to banifliment into Africk ; he de- 
fired the Governor he might be permitted 
to go with him to Monomotapa •, he did jt, 
and being come to Mozambique, gave him 
the Command of that Fort. Brandam , though 
Eighty Years of Age, and under fuch obli. 
gations, refolved to fecure himfeif in the 
Fort, and defame Francis Barreto with falfe 
informations fent to the King: the Original 
Papers fell into the Governor’s Hands, who 
being come to Mozambique , fbowed them to 
him, and he falling down and kiffing his 
Feet begg’d Pardon; Barreto lifted up and 
forgave him, then giving the Command of 
the Fort to Laurence Godino t returned to 
profecute his defign, 

7. Oar Governor being come tf> the Fort 
of Sena, F. Monclaros- C2me out in a great 
rage to tell him, he Oiould defift from that 
Conqneft, with which he had irupoled upoa 
the King, that no more Men might be loft, 
for he fhould be anfwerable to God for what 
had, and Ihould die. It was moft certain, 
hmto was not the promoter of that Con- 
quell, and Monclaros was in fault for all the 
mifearriage that had been committed ; Bar- 
mo took this infolence io much to Hearty 
that lie died within two Days without any 
other Sickncfs, breathing out his Soul in 
fighs. Doubtlefs the Jefuithad more roan* 
’ m for his death, than he, for the mifearri*? 

the jefuic was guilty of. 
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8 . King Sebajtian much refented this lofs, 
and particularly exprefied it by the honou- 
rable Reception he made to his Body when 
brought to Litton. So this great Man ha- 
ving efcaped fo many Bullets among the In¬ 
dians, fo many Darts and Arrows among 
the Cafrei, and the Malice of a Villain, feU 
by the Words of a religious Man. 


CHAP. XVH. 

The Government e/Vafco Fernandez Ho* 
mem in Monomotapa, in the Reign ef 
King Sebaflian. 

I —|-i H E Governor F raitcii Barreto being 
1 dead, an order of the King’s found 
among his Papers was opened, by which 
Vafce Fernandez Homem his Major, was ap- 
pointed to fucceed him. The Perfwafionsof 
K Monclarot, who now difliked the Conqueft, 
fo far prevailed with him, that forgetting 
his Duty he returned to Mozambique. There 
fome undemanding Perfons, and chiefly 
Franeit Pinto Pimentel his Kinfman, repre- 
fented this Affair in fuch manner to him, 
that he returned to Monomotapa. Being now 
delivered of that religious Man, who went 
away to Portugal , he let out by the way <• 
Zofala, as p-axe it Barreto would have doK, 
that being the propereft Road for the De- 
Jign ia hand: He inarched diredly towards 
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the Mines of Mancbica of the Kingdom Chi - 
aw, bordering by the Inland with that of 
Ghiteyve, the next in Power CO Monomotapa . 

With him was the fame number of Men, and 
iorts of Inftruments his Predeceflor had. 

To oblige the King of Quiteyve^ he Com¬ 
plemented and lent him Prefents, and tho’ 
thefe are the moft efficacious means to make 
ail things eafie, that Prince grew fo jealous 
of thefe Solicitations, that he received all 
very coldly. 

2. The Governor not making much ac¬ 
count of his Anfwer marched into his King¬ 
dom. Several Bodies of Cafres attempted 
to flop his Paftage, but were routed with 
great daughter. The King feeing he did 
not prevail by force of Arms, had recourfe 
to Policy. He caufed all the People and 
Provifions to be withdrawn from the Towns 
and Country, lb that our Men fuffered ex- 
tream want till they came to Zimbaoe his 
Court, whence he was fled, and had forti¬ 
fied himfelf in inacceflible Mountains. Vafto 
burnt the City, and marched on to Cbicanga y 
the King whereof rather through fear than 
love, received him with exterior flgns of 
Affeftion, and gave him free paflage to the 
Mines. Our Men marched to them, many 
believing they fhould gather Gold by hand¬ 
fuls ; but feeing the Natives With much dif¬ 
ficulty gather’d but little in a long time, 
and not being expert at that work, and that 
to make any thing of it, more Men and Ma¬ 
terials were requifite, they return’d the 
Z 2 way 
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way they came, and parted Friends with that 
King. . 

3. Though they obtained not what was 
fought this way, yet the eale wherewith 
they came to the place defigned, evinced 
how great an Error it was to impofe F, 
Mondaros as Director to the late Governor, 
who, only to follow his own extravagant 
Humour, lead him a'way fo dangerous and 
tedious. Vafco returned to guiteyve, and 
that King did now for fear what he refufed 
before, permitting the Portuguefes to inarch 
to the Mines of Maninnos^ only upon con¬ 
dition they fhould pay him Twenty Crowns 
yearly. Vafco pafled thence to the Kingdom 
of Chicova , bordering upon Monomotaps to 
the Norward along the Inland. The caufe 
of undertaking this March was, the Account 
he had of rich Silver Mines Having en. 
camped, he ask the Cafres for the Mines, 
and they feeing it was in vain to refift, and 
fearing the difcovery of the Mines would be 
their Ruine, fcattering fome Ore far enough 
from the Mines, Ihewed it, telling them, 
there they were. 

4. By this means the Cafres got time to 
eft ape •, for our Men giving credit to them 
let them go , perhaps not dehring they 
fhould fee what Treafure they got. The 
Governor caufed all round about co be dug, 
and after much labour it was no wonder be 
d;d ;ot find what was not there. Proviuw 
growing fbree, and finding no Fruit Oi 
fa bon rV he marched away, leaving Captani 
Antony Cardofo de Almeyda with Two w* 
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dred Men, and Neceffaries to continue there 
fome Days, to examine into the Truth 
of that fo much coveted Corner of the 

^ Vafco being gone, Cardofo fuffered him- 
felftobe again deceived by the Cafres , who 
had before irapofed upon him. They of¬ 
fered, fince he could not find a Vein there, 
they would fhow him a place where he 
might ^ and leading him the way of Death 
rather than that of the Mines, killed him 
and all his Men, after they had defended 
themfelves with incredible Bravery. This 
may convince thole who affirm, numbers of 
Cafrer would fly from a Gun, as not having 
before feen them, fince here Two hundred 
Men fighting with them for.their lives, were 
all flain by their Darts and Arrows. 

6 . This was the end of that Govern¬ 
ment, fcarce begun fooner than ended, and 
poflefi: by two Governors, who no fooner 
faw, but they loft it. The firft killed by 
rafh words, the fecond expelled by a pru-; 
dent, not barbarous. Stratagem. However' 
the Peace and Trade with the Emperor of 
Mmmotapa continued. Thefe Actions of 
FrjHch Barreto and Vafco Fernandez Homem y 
were in the time of the Government of D. 

Im de Ataide , D. Antony de Noronna , and 
Antony Moniz Barreto ; but we could never 
daftly find when the firft died, and the la ft 
defifted. 
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CHAP. XV III. 

Of the Viceroy Ruy Lorenco de Tavota, 
and the Government of D. James de 
Menefes , from the Tear 1576 till 1578, 
in the Reign of King Sebaftian. 



j575*. i # TN the beginning of this Year failed 

1 from Lisbon Ruy Lorenfo de Tama, 
to fucceed Antony Moniz, Barreto , with the 
Title of Viceroy of India , and four Ships : 
He died at Mozambique, and was the firft 
that came fhort, being appointed for that 
Government. The Ships arriving at Gm, 
the Royal Patents of Succefiion were open- 
ed # and D. James de Menefes there prefent 
was the Perfon named in the firft. So he 
was rather SuccefTor to Antony M oniz, thap 
<R*y Lorenfo. However, fince he was de¬ 
signed for it, we will reckon Tavora the 
Twelfth of the Viceroy’s, and Twenty- 
feventh of Governors, and Firft of .the Name 
and Sirname.* 

2 . D. James de Menefes having, held this 
Command near two Years, there is no 
doubt but there happened more remarkably 
PafTages than I heer relate, but I could find 
no more, having ufed all poffihle endeavours 
to get fome farther Meifooirs of his Time. 
Certain it is there are fome, but our Port*- 
cues Gentlemen, though they make no uje 
of, keep them as clofe 'as Miters, do tneir 

5 r Trea* 
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Treafore. The little I could gather is 

^ as foon as D. James took upon him 
the Government* he heted out feveral Squa¬ 
drons for the ufual purpofes. At that time 
fome Captains were upon the Northern 
Coaft upon their own account, as D. tf/>- 
rome Mafcarennos , D. James and D. Antony 
de Silveyra Brothers, and Francis Pejfna. They 
anker’d in the River of Vabul, that City 
being then at Peace with us, and were re¬ 
ceived by the Tanadar Melique Toe an with 
feigned kindnefs. He pro!erred to furnilh 
them with what they wanted, and invited 
them home to dine with him, haying Men 
ready to murder them in the height of their 
Merriment. All. things fucceeded as he de- 
bred, for they put themfelves into his Power 
uoarmed, except Mafcarennos, who forbo- 
ding fome Treachery Hayed in the River. 
Thofe that accepted the invitation were 
killed, except a few who fled to the Shore, 
and the Murderers after them had like to 
have entred Mafcarennos his Vefiel, but that 
he and thofe few that were with him laying, 
hold of Arms repulfed the bloody Aflaflins. 
Mafcarennos carried the news of this Difafter 
to Goa. 

5. Towards the end of this Year arrived 
the Ships that failed from Lisbon the be¬ 
ginning of it they were fix in number, two 
fet out firft under Mathias de Albuquerque , 
appointed to Command at Malaca , and four 
giter. 
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%. As fcon as the Governor was informed 
by D. Kura me de Mafcarentus of the Villainy 
committed by the I madar o. Vabul , he di¬ 
spatched D. Peter deMenefes withalmall Squa¬ 
dron to Revenge that wrong, ordering him 
to Jay wait for the Ships of Meca, and do all 
the Mifohief he could on the Coaft fubjeft 
to Hidalcan. Memfes met two great Ships 
of Mcjj and after a fharp dilpute forced 
them a Shoar, where the Sea running high 
they beat to pieces* This was the pofture 
of Aflairs when in Augujl arrived D. Lm de 
Ataide Count de Atougxia, to take upon him 
that Government the leeond time, which 
D. James de Menefes then quitted, having 
been the Twenty-eighth Governor, the Se¬ 
cond of the Name., and Third of the Sir. 
nan e. 
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the Count D. Luis de Ataide is the Se¬ 
cond time Viceroy of India ; he Jet out 
in the Tear 1577, and Governs till 
1581, and is the lajl fent out by King 
Sebaftiaa. 

W HEN King Sebajiian had refol- 
ved (though he defigned better) 
to bury the Glory of his Kingdom in the 
Sands of Africl he appointed D. Luis de 
Ataide Count de Atouguia , General of his 
Forces: But foon'after, not able to conform 
his Youthful Heat to the prudent Circum- 
fpeftion of the Count, that he might have 
a plaufible Colour for removing him, he a- 
gain conftituted him Viceroy of India , pre¬ 
rending there was need of fuch a Man there; 
as if he had not much more need of his; Con- 
dud himfelf. 

2. The Count well underftood the drift 
of this Change, but not willing to dilguft 
the King, took no notice of it. He deftred 
to have along with him Numo Velio Pereyra , 
a Man more Expert than Fortunate in 
Military and Sea Affairs, as will appear 
hereafter, and John Alvarez Suarez, a Man 
verfed in the Revenue, and who had given 
good Proof of his Courage, as was related 
in the Siege of Chaul. D. Luis had a pro. 
fperous Voyage, and was received at Goa 
With grsat Joy, 
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3. His arrival at Goa was about the end 
of Anguft: The firft thing he did after re- 
ceiving the Sword, was the fpreading the 
News that King S abaft ian would infallibly 
that Year go over into Jfrickj where he was 
already killed when this was given out. The 
Viceroy forefeeing that difafter, and the ill 
Confequences might arife from it, fitted out 
fuch a mighty Fleet, as (truck a Terror in. 
to all the neighbouring Princes, who mea. 
fure their own fafety by our Power. The 
defign of this Fleet he never revealed to any 
Man. 

4. Amidft thefe greater Cares he forgot 
not the left, but fent Supplies to D. Teterdt 
Motefcs to enable him to 'ad the more vi- 
gorouQy againft Melique the Tanadar of 
Dabtil. The Viceroy in Perfon carried on 
the War againfl: Hidalcan along the River 
of Goa, whether his Dominions extended** 
and he no Ipnger able to endure it, propofed 
a Peace, promifing the Traytor Mel'u\nt 
ftioold be for ever banifhed Dabul y and all 
his Dominions. The Peace was concluded, 
and our Forces withdrew. At that time ar¬ 
rived at Goa three ShipsTrom Portugal , aod 
were the laft fent fent'by King SebajHtn. 
When thefe came to India , two Caravels 
fet out-from Lisbon with the News of the 
KingV Death, one bound for Goa, the other 

for Malaca* ' * r: , •' . , 

<. Henry the Cardinal fucceeded 10 the 
Throne, and from amidft thofe Ruines di- 
fpatched five Ships for Indus, fearing 
the lofs of King Sebaflicn being known^new 
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Troubles might arife, if thofe Dominions 
were not timely fupplied. 

5. The Viceroy underftanding that Me - 
Ime T ocartf contrary to the Articles of the 
Peace concluded the Year before, continued 
ac Vabul publickly exercifing his Office, and 
was ready to Launch a great Ship to Trade 
to Meca , he refolved to fliow ho w much he 
relented that wrong, and to that purpofe 
lent thither D. Paul do Lima Pereyra with 
ten Sail. 

7. jD. Paul coming to the Mouth of the 
River found all the Shore fortified, and a 
great numberof Cannon planted in all conve¬ 
nient Places: He forces his way in through 
all the Batteries, and fees Six thoufend 
Horfe, and great number of Foot covering 
the Shore, and pouring Ihowers of Bullets 
and Arrows upon him ; neverthelefs he at¬ 
tempts to bum two Ships belonging to 
dtkan, but finding it impoflible to come at 
them for the number of the Enemy’s Cannon, 
he runs up the River, and fpent Tome days 
in burning all the Towns along the Coaft. 

8 , The Enemy calls in to their Aid Car - 
hie and Martdaviray , two Malabar Pyrats 
who were in the Sea of Chant with five Gal¬ 
liots: To thefe Meliqne joins other five Sail 
he had ready with Five hundred Turk/, Per - 
fms, and other refolute Men. The Shore 
was cover’d with People that came to fee 
this Aftion, D. Paul prepared to receive 
them^ and after the pilchatge of the Can¬ 
non they cams up board and board, and band 
to hahd,, 

S>. D. Paul 
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9. D .Paul boarded the firft Galliot, they 
were ten to ten, though the Enemy had the 
advantage of the bignefs of the Veflels and 
number of Men ; but our Captains following 
the Example of their Admiral, behaved 
themfelves fo bravely, that only one of the 
Enemy’s Galliots efcaped, the reft were all 
taken. We loft but two or three Men in 
this A&ion, which was as fortunate as any 
we perform’d in Aft*. 

10. Having taken this Revenge of Melitjut 
for his Crime., arid of ffidalcan for winking 
at it, D. Paul Tailed out of the Riverthrough 
the Yame Dangers he came in, lofing one 
Man. Being come to Goa with Nineteen Sail, 
whereas he went thence with only Ten; the 
Viceroy came out to receive him, and in the 
hearing of all that were prefent, faid, Whit is 
it you mean , D. Paul, will you with fttcb Alls of 
Braitery provoke my Envy to poifon you ? Thus 
Heroes praile great Men, and* at the fame 
time upbraid thofe who envioufly Rail at 
noble Adions. 

11. The Emperor of Ceylon had fame time 
fince by his Ambafladors defired King John 
III. to fend him. fome Religious Men ot the 
Order of St. Francis , to inftrud him in the 
Chriftian Religion : They being come to 
him he recanted, F. Jobnde Villa de Conde 
was this Year at his Court, and had feveral 
times confuted the Bramenes difputing of 
Religion. Yet they refufing to yield them¬ 
felves overcome, he offer’d with a lively 
Faith/that he and one of them ftiould be call 
into a River full of great Crocodiles, 01 
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into a great Fire, and that his Religion, who 
came out unhurt, (hould be allowed to be the 
true. They refufed, and the Francifcan im¬ 
mediately reaped the Fruit of this Victory, 
baptifingZ). John Parea Bandar King of Cota, 
in the fame llland. 

12. The Kingdom of Angola is near Mo- 
nomotapa , whereof we lately fpoke, and 
therefore will relate what happened there 
this Year, becaufe it is a remarkable Paflage. 
Paul Diaz undertook to War with that King, 
who had treacheroufly kill’d a number of our 
Men : This Captain with only two Galleys 
did Wonders on the Banks of the River CV 

till he fortified himfelf in an Ifland 
formed by this and the River Lucula. Then 
joining the King of Congo and other Princes 
with only 150 Portuguefes he feveral times 
defeated the Enemy. But the moft remark¬ 
able is the Battle wherein that King had a 
Million of Men, which were put to flight in 
fuch Confufion they kill’d one another. 

13. At the beginning of this Year, when 
the Ships failed for India , our Kingdom, by 
the Death of the old Cardinal, King Henr>^ 
was under the Dire&ion of five Governors, 
who difpatched them. They were four, 
whereof one was forc’d back to Lisbon , the 
laftfent under a Portngnes Government, and 
the laft our Viceroy faw : For he having 
done no more than what is related, or if he 
did, having left no memory of it, died the 
beginning of the Year, having in lome man* 
ner foretold it For lome time before leave 
being asked of him to bury his Coufin Antony 

Botefo 
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Botellj by his Brother D. Job n de Ataide , he 
refufed it, faying, He bad long fmce d/figned 
tbit place for bimfelf 

14 At the end of his firlt Government 
fomething was faid of his Qualities and Merit, 
and I have referred it to this place to ipeak 
of his undaunted Courage, as a virtue moft 
peculiar to him. Some Proof of it has been 
given in the former Part of his Life, I will 
now give another Inftaoce. At the attack 
(as I think) of Onor he failed in a Brigantine, 
fitting on a Chair, and a famous Mufician 
by him playing upon a Harp. The Enemy’s 
Cannon from the Fort reached the Veflels, 
and graced the Muficians Ear ; D. Lm, who 
was pleafed io hear the Mufick, feeing him 
give over, as if he had not feen the Caufe, 
asked him, why he left off; the Mufician 
told him *, and he ftretching out his hand, 
faid, I pray let nothing diflurb tbee , go on mtb 
that Tme, for it ifi a very good one. 

15 . One of the Gentlemen that were 
ftanding behind him, feeing this was too 
great a Contempt of Danger, faid, Td tbst 
Man, if be happens to be killed, all will be lof 
And another anfwer’d, Vo not tell him ft h fit 
if be be killed, here are Men enough jit ufo 

ceed kw. . 

16. D. L*'u this fecond time govern d UK 
Term of two Years and feven Months, ana 
may be reckoned in the number of Viceroys 
the Thirteenth, in that of Governors the 
Twenty-ninth, the Firlt of the Name an 
Sirname. 
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CHAP. XX. 

The Government ^/Ferdinand TeJUe£ de 
Menefes, who was named hy the Go¬ 
vernors of Portugal, upon the Deceafe 
of the Cardinal King Henry, in the 
Tear 1581. 

i.np H E Ships difpatched by the Gpyer- 
X nors of Portugal the lalt Year, car¬ 
ried new Patents of Succeflion. In the firlt 
was named Ferdinand Tellez, de Menefes. The 
Bifhop of Malaca, T>. John Ktbeyro Gaye , 
was Prefidenc at this Ceremony, which was 
celebrated with fuch Demonftrations of 
Joy, as if there had been no Memory of their 
frefli Subje&s of Tears. 

2. Whilft the Affairs of Portugal wei;e in 
this miferable Condition, chofe in the King¬ 
dom of Vifapor were no better, the Succef, 
lion being uncertain upon the deceafe of 
Hidalcan , who died without Heirs in the 23d 
Year of his Reign, and 50th of his Age. 
He ftudied lefs to have Wives to get Chil¬ 
dren, than young Men inftead of Wives. A 
Youth of 18 Years of Age, who had more 
Honour than to confenc to fuch Bafeqeft, 
killed him as he was endeavouring to allure 
him to his brutal Appetite. Abraham , Son 
~of Xatamae , one of two Brothers not long 
before flain by him, fucceeded in the Throne. 
£mbaleyban 7 a powerful Man, coafpiring 
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with others, enters Vifapor with Forces, and 
feizes that Prince. Not long after the £. 
thiopians (who are the Guard of tholi* Prin- 
ces) did the fame under three Heads, cho r e 
by themfelves to this purpofe, who were 
Acalacban , Armicban, and Velarnachan. This 
laft fecures the other two, and takes all the 
Power into his own hands. Our Governor 
kept a watchful Eye over all thefe Proceed* 
ings, knowing the Happinefs of our At* 
fairs, depended much upon the Event of 
thole. 

3. At this time were brought to India new 
Inftru&ions from the Governors of Portugal^ 
and Philip the Second then fworn King, and 
Firft of the Name there. The Governor 
was order’d to tender the Oath there. Fer¬ 
dinand Tellez, performed the Ceremony with 
great Solemnity in the Church of Goa on the 
third of September. 

4. The Captains then commanding our 

Forts there were at Goa , D.TriJlart de Menefa\ 
at Zofala and Mofambique,D. Peter de Cajlro ; 
at OrmuzD.Gonzalo de Menejis * at Vamaw^ 
Martin Alfonfo de VLelo\ at D. Ema¬ 

nuel de Almada » at Chanl , D. Ferdinand de 
Cajlro ; at Cananor, George Tofcano j at Cochin, 
D. George de Menefes Earache •, at Cdwnbo , 
Emanuel de Soufa Confirms at Tidore^ Jamii 

de Azambuja i and at Malaca D. John de 
Gama . 

5. The Governor undemanding that tour 
Galliots of Malabar Pyrats were harboured 

in lome of the Rivers about Gcj, immed*- 

atq 
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ateJy tent Mathias de Albuquerque with ten 
final! Merchant Ships that were the readieft 
at hand, after them. He found them in the 
River Carapatan y three of bur Vellels that 
were loremoft falling violently upon them* 
forced the Malabar/ to leap into the Water*, 
and by that time Albuquerque came up, each 
of them had taken one. 

6 . There were at M a zu lap at an twd Ships 
of the bignefs of ours that Trade to India * 
one belonging to the King of Achem , loaded 
with Ammunition, defign’d, as was believed, 
againft Malaca \ the other to the King of 
P egu richly loaden. The Governor fedC 
Goncalo Vaz de Camoens with four Ships to 
feize upon them : The firft of the two had 
notice of it, and went off, and Gongah Va& 
being informed of the great Force of the 
ether, by the confenc of his Men left that 
Dcfign, and went over to the Coaft of Pegu % 
where the Malabar Pyrats took one of his 
Ships Commanded by Francis Serrarity and 
a Galliot of Ferdinand de Lima . They came 
to the Mouth of the River Negraes , juft 
foch time as the Ship they feared to En¬ 
counter at Mazulapatan was entriilg. They 
could not in Honour avoid engaging 
her, chough they were but two Galliots s 
After a defperate Fight, which Iafted al- 
moft two days, the Ship was funk, our Men 
having firft rifled her with fuch covetouE 
Dels, that our Vellels had lunk, had not the 
Captain thrown many of the Goods Over¬ 
board, 

A ft Tbft 
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7 . The Galliots Tetting oat again, were 
for'Tome time carried about by the Wea. 
ther, it being the beginning of Winter, till 
about the place where they funk the Ship, 
they difeover’d the Prince of Vegn with a 
fleet of 1300 Sail, defign’d for the Con. 
queft of the Kingdom of Arracam. The 
Prince defired to meet with thefe Galliots, 
having advice they were thereabouts, and 
that his Father would be as much pleafed 
with taking of them, as the Conqueltofthar 
Kingdom. Sixteen of the belt Sailers ad¬ 
vancing, began to play their Cannon, and 
were as well anfwer’d, till they came to Board. 
After a fharp Engagement, three of the Ene. 
my’s Ships were difabled, fome entred, many 
Prifoners and 18 Pieces of Cannon taken , 
then our Men feeing all that Multitude was 
coming upon them, making all the Sail they 
could and plying their Oars, got into the Port 
of Arracam. The King rejoyring for the ta 
he had in this Succcfs, and well pleated that 
GoncaloVaz, made him a prefent of fome ot 
his Subjects taken in the great Ships, gave 
liberty to fome Portuguefes he had long kept 
inPrifon. 

8. About this time three Turktln Games 
fet out of the Port at Moca, fenc by the 
BafTa Mirazenam to plunder Mafcate, having 
Intelligence from Moon living there •, tfta 
the Town was Rich, and unprovided olD * 
fence. Alibec,* 7 urk, ufed to Rob ^' 
undertook this Ddign. Mirazenam j Was bom 
at Otranto of Chriftiao Parents, and was c* 
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vernor of all that Part of Arabia Felix and Pc- 
ttt»i which the Natives call Ayamanjie redded 
intheCityCa«j, the Center of Arabia Felix . 
do Leagues North of Moca, and as many from 
tael. Cana is built upon a Hill, encompafc 
led with a good Wall, and thought to be 
the Foundation of Ckmt the Son of Noah, 
tod to have been theGourt of the fam ous 
Queen of Saba. Th^Ptovince is moft fruit¬ 
ful, called by the Ancients, Siria Mkmifera* 
becaufe it produces Frankincenfe, Myrrh, and 
Storai. ; \ ' ■■■ -v-. 

M9. Alibee being before Mafcate, landed 
fcis Men, ordering thofe that remained m 
the Galleys to enter the Port, and as loon as 
they were in to play their Gannon fttrioutiy* 
that fo the Inhabitants being imployed on 
that fide, he might come in upon their Backs, 
It fucceeded as he defired 3 for molt Men 
laved themfeives by flight, but few their 
Goods, and he in an infcanc entred and 
plundred the Town. James Machado going 
out to bury fomc Treafure, was killed, and 
himfelf and Money deprived of Burial. 

to. Let us in fome manner deferibe the 
Situation of this Town: Extend the right 
Hand with the Palm of Is down, ftretchout 
tk Thumb from the fote-finger, and fepa* 
rate that from the middle Finger, keep 
that clofe to the other two.

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Shut in by two Mountains; one rifes at the 
point of Seabo next that part where the 
three Fingers are together, it has only one 
Path that leads to hUfcate fo narrow, that 
two Men cannot pafs it a-breaft. This way 
Altbec come into the Town, no Body imagi. 
ning he would attempt it, for four Men with 
one Cannon might f maintain it againft the 
Univerfe. 

11. Let us not deny any Man the Honour 
that is due to him: They that fled from M+ 
fcate to Mataro , a Town a League diftant, not 
thinking themfelves fafe there went to Bru- 
xelj a Fort four Leagues up the Inland, 
belonging to Catari. Head of a Hord of A- 
tabs. This place at that time was com* 
manded by an Officer of his, a Man fo Juft 
and Honourable, that hearing the Misfor. 
tune of thofe People who came to him for 
Refuge, (for in great Dangers the letter is 
a Refuge ) he went out to receive, comfort, 
and entertain them. This was much, but 
what follows is more ; His Men feeing the 
Fortveuefes come loaded with Riches, advi. 
fed him to make ufe of that Opportunity, 
and not (how too much Weaknefs or Pity- 
And he fearingjeft Covetoufnefs fhouldmaXe 
them Difobedient, laboured with foft Exprel- 
fions and fweet Words, to diflwade them 

from their wicked Defign. 

12. They all fubmitted themfelves to their 
Officer’s Reafons, .and, with kind Ulage» 
much comforted the Difconfolate fort* 
gttefes , who continued there till Altbec be¬ 
ing gone, they returned to Mafate, 2 * 
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ways relating and admiring how honour¬ 
ably that Moor treated them, without dif¬ 
fering the leaft wrong to be offered to their 
perfons or Gocjds. 

[ 3. The News of the Ruine of Ma fcate 
being brought to Ormu The Commander^ 
D. Gottcalo de Menefes caufed the Gallies to 
be clofely watched, and Ships to be fitted 
out immediately to follow them. He made 
Lu'h de Almeyda Commander in chief, gi¬ 
ving him a Galleon, a Galley, and fix other 
Vettels, with Four hundred goot* Men. But 
he not obferving the Orders of 'Mem ft 
that were to follow the Galleys, fell into 
the Coaft of the Naytaques, where they in¬ 
tended 10 Surprize the beautiful and rich 
city Pefani. But Francis Machado having 
given the Alarm, by falling upon fomePeo¬ 
ple that were palling in two Boats, the In., 
habitants all fled. 

14. They plundered the City without 
Honour or Danger, and after burnt it and 
near Fifty Sail that were in the Bay. The 
very fame Fatp attended the City Guadel y 
not inferior to Pefani , and that of Tei* of 
the Abindos , a barbarous and fierce Nation, 
the laft of Gedrofu % on the Banks pf the Ri¬ 
ver Calamen , the People of it join lyith the 
tyytaques in their Piracies. 

if. All thefe Things were begun, though 
hot abfolutely tranfa&ed, when D. Francis 
dt Maftaremot arrived in India with the 
Title of Viceroy, being the firft Tent by 
Wr firft King Philip j who was fecond of 
A a 3 Sfsiit' 
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Spain. Ferdinand Tellez, left the Govern¬ 
ment in a peaceable Condition, and the Sea 
ot Goa well furniihed with good Ships. He 
was the laft Governor appointed by the 
Portueues Authority, in Number the Thir¬ 
tieth held it Six Months, the Firft of the 
Name j and Fourth of the Sirname.

i. X Have purpofely omitted giving fo 
t particular an Account and Defcrip- 
JL tion of the People and Countries 
mentioned in this Hiftory, as will be expert- 
ed from me, to avoid interrupting the ieries 
of Affairs, and connexion of Matter, refer- 
ving it ftill for a more proper place. The 
grand Revolution of the Kingdom of Potr 
t*g*l now brought under a foreign Prince, 
puts a Period to the Proceedings of pur 
PPi that we may begin again with what 
A a 4' was 







The Portugues Afia. Part IV. 
was tranfafted under our new Sovereigns. 
Here then it will not be amifs to give the 
Curious the Satisfaction of fome farther In. 
formation touching the Indians ? Ethiopian , 
Cbinefes and Japans , but (till with my ufual 
brevity, dividing among them this Fourth 
Part of this Second Volume. As Afia is di¬ 
vided into feveral Empires, fo it is inhabi¬ 
ted by many very different forts of People, 
and each People diftinguifhed by very oppo. 
fite Cuftoms. Yet thofe that are of one Be¬ 
lief, agree in theeflential Part, though they 
differ in Form. It is fo in India , as well as 
any other confiderable Portion of the World, 
arid therefore the Malabar /, one of the Na¬ 
tions thereof, may inform us of the Religion 
and Government of all the reft. 

2. As to the Frame of the World, they 
believe it had a beginning, and will have 
an end • but then begin again, and in 
that manner will be everlafting ; that all 
things after having encreafed, diniinifh^ that 
?n the beginning as One thoufand and Animals 
were produced One thqufand died, but now 
for One thoufand produced pne thoufand and 
one die; that the reafon why more die is, be- 
caufe the heat of the Sun increafes; that in the 
end, a violent Wind fhall diflolve all things; 
that nothing (hall then remain but the Deity 
J xwta, as in the firft Chaos *, that he (hall 
be reduced to the bignefs of an Egg, and 
Shis to the quantity of a Pew drop, fcarce 
difcernable* that after has founded lift 
a Cricket, it (hall increase by the (anpe 
fm it diouaiftec!* §n$ flis U produce row 
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it fdf the five Elements, (for they reckon 
the Heaven the fifth ) that their increafing 
fhall burft the Egg in the middle*, that there 
fhall appear in it feven fhels put together 
like an Onion; that the Egg being divided 
into two unequal parts, the biggelt will be 
the Heavens, and thelefferthe Earth; that 
the Gods were and (hall be fo formed agaio. 

The Egg being open, the Deity will be 
placed in the upper part, on the Earth will 
appear a Mountain of Silver, on the top 
whereof will be feen the inffruments of 
Generation ( which they call the true lxorcta 
orDeity,the true God and Caufa Caufarum) 
becaufe all things in the World proceed 
from the Union of the inftrumenrs of Ge¬ 
neration ; therefore they particularly adore 
the noblelt, that it is the Male, and place 
its Image in their Pagods, and on their ways. 
This they feign to have three Rines, from 
which proceed thq three Gods, Bramd , F/Jf. 
M) and Givem , or Jxora. 

4. Of the fuperior and inferior produtti' 
qns v 'this is their Opinion. Ixora with this 
inftriiment of Generation, which was of a 
prodigious bignefs, plowed up the Earth for 
the fpace of Seven hundred thoufand loxe- 
nas, each of thefe when greateft, is four- 
Leagues, and when ieaflt a League and a 
halfe; from the Furrows fprung (even Seas 
and feven Lands, the ridges were the Moun¬ 
tains, the furrows, the Vales and Waters, 
then from lxom back came the Woman 
called Cbatiy (has forne refemblancq 
$Hti £ vfs being' made of Adam* Rib,) and 
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was feparated from ir by virtue of foiu c 

words, and they refolved to have copulation. 

The length of the Generating Inttrutnenc 
( called Linga ) wherewith Ixora had plowed 
the Ground hindred > he cut it into eighteen 
pieces, whereof were made the Weapons 
they ufe* as the Spear, Sword, Bow, and 
Buckler. Then Ixora with his Fiager opened 
the way of Generation in Cbati, which filed 
much Blood * he received it in his Hands, 
and throwing it up into the Air, feddenly 
of it were produced, the Sun, Moon, Stars, 
Roles, Flowers, Sweet-herbs, and Snakes, 
which they ufe in their Ceremonies, both 
being then fit for Copulation, by them the 
World was Peopled, the Beads and Devils 
produced, and Heaven filled with Spirits, 
which they fey are Thirty three Millions. 

5. The Heaven is fixe uponthe Earth, not 
the Earth, the Center of it* The Sun and 
Moon move like the Fife in the Water, by 
Day from Eaft to Weft, by Night they m 
about the Northward, not under the Earth, 
but along the edge of the Horrizon; they 
doubt whether the Earth be fupported upon 
a Bulls-horns, or upon the Snake called 
Amnia ; their Paradise is in fome Mountain. 
The Snake Bajfagui fighting with the Wind, 
would not let it pafs, but Ixora command¬ 
ing her to give it way* the Wind flying the 
ftore impetuous for having been detained, 
tore up a Mountain, which falling into tht 
Sea, formed the Ifland G^/a^ Other Iflandi 
are encompaflfed with Seas they call of 5 ugy f 
Milk, Butter, an4Sv?fect^ater. 
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filers that could find fuch pleafant Seas. 

5 6 The Bafes or Grounds of the Elements 
ore of feveral matters* that of the Earth of 
rhouer; that of the Water of Silver; that 
of the Fire of Gold-, that of the Air of a 
Pretious Stone ; that of Heaven of another 
Stone of more value : They are Gods ana 
move, on the firft waits the Bird \Auam; on 
the fecond Guereram , on the third a Cart ; 
on the fourth an Ox; on the fifth a Horfe. 

7 There are feven large Subterranean 
dwellings called Padalat^ wnere five people 
who have no other light but that of certain 
bright Stones, which Snakes have in their 
Foreheads. One Day of ours is a Year in 
Heaven, and one of our Years, Three hun* 
dred and fixty five there. The Days of the 
Week (as among us) take their names from 
the Planets, and one of them is a Feftival. 
they believe the tranfmigration of Souls. 

8. The God Givem , or lxora y is of the 
colour of Milk; befides the ufual tw0, : he has 
00 c Eye in the Forehead, which being of 
Fire, confumes all things ; his Body of fuch 
a length, that Brant*, though he endeavour¬ 
ed it, cotild never find the beginning or end 
of it. The ether Brother Piftn*, who is 
(God of the Tranfmutarions, converted him. 
felt into a Hog, and turned up the Earth 
with bis fnout, but could never find his Feet. 
He is fo thick that the Snake that girts tqe 
World, cannot encppjpafij>he of his Arops| 


World, cannot encopipafiJ>he of his Artp^ 
It has Sixteen Hands, au cmphiyed with 
Peer, Chairs, a Guitar, i Ben, a Bafop, % 
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Drum* Beads, a Scafl^ a Wheel, a Snake- 
on his Forehead, a horned Moon; his Ap^ 
parel skins of Beads, laid down with Snakes- 
he has two wifes, the Goddefsof the Wa¬ 
ter, and Chatty who has already dyed One 
gjid twenty times; and becaufe every time (he 
dies, he puts one of her Bones upon his Neck 
he now wears One and twenty Bones there.’ 
Having lhared his Body with his Wife, and 
fhe hers with him, heishalfe Man halfe Wo- 
man; bis care is to finifh all things, Bran# 
to Create, and Viftntt’s to govern them. 

9. The God Ixora lives in Calaya, a moll 
delicious Mountain for Woods, Garden*, 
Fountains, Birds and Nymphs, among them 
there is nothing but Harmony. The defert 
parts of it are inhabited by ft?**/, Hermit], 
much efteemed for fanftity, in r a private and 
molt precious Tabernacle, is the Silver Role 
with two Mufical white Nymphs, and among 
them the Liaga, or Eternal God, placedon 
a Lion of ineftimable value, and invilible. 

i o.Brama and Viftnu envying lxoras's great* 
nefs, let themfelves again# him * he laid if 
they could find his beginning or end, they 
fhould be his Superiors. Vijlnk lookedfor 
his Feet and Brama and for his Headthe 
firft was deterred by a Snake, the fecond dif. 
fwaded by Rofes *, he brib’d them to teftific 
he had feen his Head, Which they did. Vijt. 
Hu fenfible of the fraud, turn’d them into 
Beafts, ahdlcut off one of his Heads, of 
his Blood fprang a Man vyith Five hundred 
fteads, and One thoiilancf Hands. Ixora d]i 
genauce for this crime, mid travellifl^’carhh 
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to a place where they threw feveral Beafts 
at him, he catched, Read them, and cloatb- 
ed himfelf with their Skins-, being over¬ 
powered, F//## came to bis Aid in the Ihapc 
if a beautiful Maid, and his Enemies were 
aftonilhed at her form : Ixora having to do 
with her, a Son was born, Ixora and Vifinn 
differed about whom it fhouId belong too, 
and a Heavenly Spirit reconciled them, tak¬ 
ing it to himfelf. He bred him an expert 
Archer, and kept him as his guard againft 
Sagatracavaxem , the Giant of Five hundred 
Heads, and One thoufand Hands, fprung 
from Bramat Head, cut off by Ixora.. This 
pilgrimage of Ixora gave the Original to 
the Pilgrims, called Jogues , who wander 
about living upon Charity, wearing Peri¬ 
wigs, and ftrewed with Alhes. 

11. Ixora has four Children, the firft has 
the Face of an Elephant -, the fecond of a 
Monkey; the third is Superbenia, with fix 
Faces and twelve Arms; the fourth a young 
Woman called Patracali. The Father and 
his Wife Cbati converted into Elephants, 
begot a Son with an Elephant’s Head and four 
Arms, he is wonderful big, and rides on a 
Moule. The firft fruits of all that is fowed 
are offered to him. 

12. The Braw^f/Whoarethe Matters of 
their Ceremonies, abftain from Filh, Flefli, 
Eggs, and Wine, of other things they £$t 
and Drink without meafure, they celebrate 
the Aniverfaries of their Dead with great 
Banquets *, they are fo much afraid of the 
Moon on the fourth Day after the full, that 
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they (ban feeing even che refledion of her 
in the Water. 

t j. Chati waging her (elf in the time of 
her courfes, produced a Man. Her Husband 
cut of his Head, which rowhng to the foot 
of his Mountain Calaya, brought forth the 
Tree on which grow the Coco’s, which 
therefore have the refemblance of Eyes, 
Noie and Month. But the Wife complain, 
ing Ixara cut of an Elephants Head and pat 
it to the Body / which remained Mao and 
Elephant. Then both converting themfelves 
into Monkeys, begot one, but fhe albamed 
to bring it forth, dcfired the wind to tcan. 
Bate it to another Womb, and it was re¬ 
moved to that of the Wife of the Heaven¬ 
ly Spirits. She was delivered of, and Ixm 
gave him great power, calling him Amman. 
This is the Realbn the Indians adore Mon. 
keys. 

14. Patracali lxorM*s Daughter is black, 
/he has eight Faces, and Exteen Arms, great 
round Eyes, Hogs Teeth, two Elephants 
for pendants, (he is cloathed with Snakes, 
her Hair like the Peacocks Tails, has feve. 
ral things in her hands, particularly Arms* 
the Devil Medal* waits on her*, (he feeing 
her Father could not overcome the Giant 
Oaridabaxada , Conquered him by Policy; 
Ixor* to deliver her from Enemies, lent her 
to live invifible among Men. At Sea die 
overcame fome Fdhermen, and landed at 
Cottlam, and marryed the Prince of Ceultu, 
who being falfly accufed of dealing the 

Queen of Pande*$ Bracelets, was impaled.

t. nr H E God Vi$nn is black, he has four 
1 Hands, and always lies deeping on 
his back in the Sea of Milk ; yet fo he go¬ 
verns the whole World; his Bed is the 
Snake An ant a , which has five Heads; oa 
four he lays his Hands, on the other his Head ^ 
the Snake asked him, in cafe (he had more 
Heads, what he would lay on them. Then 
One thouland Heads fprung out from her, 
and as many Hands from him to lay on 
them. He has two Wives, Lncxmi and 
fumedevi , the firft fcracbes his Head, the 
other his Feet. 

2 . Fiftnu was born or transformed nine 
times, into a Fifli, a Tortoife, a Hog, half- 
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a Man, half a Lion, a Bramett , Siripartxi 
Rama, Siri R ama , Belapader , and Siri C bri- 
ftna, and is to be born the Tenth time. In 
the fir ft fhape he overcame Breniacxem in 
the bottom of the Sea, t2king from him the 
Law he had ftole from the heavenly Spirits. 
In the fecond he reconciled the Difference 
between the celeftial and infernal Spirits, 
about parting the Ambrofia from Poifon, 
and giving this to the latter, and that to 
the former. With Ambrofia he cured King 
Vevaindra , who being Curfed by Rixi for 
lying with his Wife, was cover’d all over 
with Privy-Members, which were converted 
into Eyes. 

3. The Sea is fait, becaufe the great Raxi 
Aqofia having drunk it all up, at the re. 
queit of Vijinu pilfed it out. That thele 
might be no Thieves in the World, heap- 
pointed Guards •, thele were lndra , King of 
the higher Spirits $ Vant , God of Fire 5 
Fidarpati , King of the Devils ; Vanity 
God of the Water ^ Maril, God of the Wind; 
Cabera , God of Riches, and other Perfonsof 
Note. The Malabar /, in their Poems, 
make a Jeft of this, becaufe they are ail 

Theives. „ ,, . 

4. Maveti , Lord of the World, kept 

Mankind in fuch plenty, that none remfcffl* 
bred God. Vijim* in one of his Changes 
remedied this, and then from the Water 
which walhed one of his Feet came the River 
Canga , which therefore is the purgatory or 
fuch as when they die are walhed therein* 
Venus endeavouring to hinder the Reforma¬ 
tion of Mankind, loft an Ey e« 5 * * 
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$. The Bramencs are the Mailers of the 
lJi aH Religion, and proceed from Filber- 
Biefl , becaufe the Malabar Churches were 
delivered to Fifhertten, uppp condition, they 
Hjould always wear ibaie mark of their 
Trade. This is the caufe they wear aboiji 
their Necks fome threads of their Nets. 
This is the Original of thpfe Threads they 
wear, never before mentioned by another 
Writer. 

6 . Viftme turned himfelf into Siri Rama, 
and his Snake Atlanta, Chocra and Buzin in¬ 
to Men. Siri Rama killed Xarh ga Wife to 
fyjada, that was a Man-eater, and had 
the Face of a Lionefs, and wore two Ele¬ 
phants as Pendants, her Cloathi ng Snakes, 
her Weapon a Trident •, Ihe lived in a Moun¬ 
tain of Bones of the People Ihe had eaten. 
Ski married the Daughter of King Genega , 
sod went to dp Penance for killing Tarhega . 
His Wife went with him, and he obtained 
of Rixi Anijoya^ that he Ihoold be always 
Vi&orious, and his Wife appear Beautiful 
to him.

7. Her Rroiher Ravena for Revenge

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well as the foregoing part, it is not worth 
the ftrickefl: Coriofity to read it. What 
follows is little better, but fomething of 
this monftrous Medley is fit to be related, 
to (how the prodigious ftupidity of thefe 
Opinions.

This done, Siri Kama placed Bixhteot 
on the Throne of Ceylon, and went himfdf 
to poflefs that of Aioddia , after he had fpCQl 
Fourteen Years in thefe Affairs. The Prio* 
ces. People, Celeftial Spirits, and Dancing 
Women received him. The Queens pre¬ 
vailed with Sida to fhow them the Figure ot 
Ravena * fne drew him with Chalk on a 
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goard, which (hook as Siri Rama fate on it} 
not knowing his Enemy’s Picture was there¬ 
on.

It 
is (b like our Ivy, that an Ambaflador 
Hidalcan in Lisbon made ufe of it 
ioftead of Betele , mixing it inftead of 
Areca with Ciprefs Apples, and faid the 
Virtue was the fame.

and the other anfwer’d, That it was becanfe 
he had not given Alms while he lived in the 
World * but that once he fhewed a poor 
Man the Houfe where the Rice was kept 
that was given for Charity, pointing at it 
with his Finger. Then Darmaputrem bid 
him put that Finger with which he bad 
pointed into his Mouth, which he doing 
thought he tailed all the Dainties in the 
World. Varmaptttrem and others returniog 
Into the World gave great Alms, whereby 
After Death they purchafed Par ad ice. This 
proves the Malabars believed Heaven and 
Hell, and a Reward and Punilhment for good 
end bad Works,

8. Among the Malabars are four forts of 

Nobility, Bramene, Exaftri-, Baejiriy Cbadra. 
The firft they lay proceed from Brama 9 $ Face* 
the fecond (being Kings called Coilat ) from 
his Arms, the third frpm his Thighs, which 
Race they fay is extinft ; the fourth from 
the Feet, called Nayres. The Bramenes 
have the name, becaufe defeended from the 
Face, and are much honoured by the Kings 
who are not Bramenes , and may fit down be¬ 
fore them. 

9. Though they attribute the Production 
of all things to Brama , he adlsonly in the 
moft perfeft, giving others the leffer power. 
Sometimes he grants fo great Power to ci¬ 
thers, that he is in great danger of them, 
and forced to fly. Viftnu converted into a 
Nymph, delivered Brama from one of thoft 
Dangers. Ixara feeing that beautiful Form of 
his got him with Child.

CHAP. IV. 

A Continuation of the fame Matter. 

i, Tj Efore they build a Pagod they fow 
O the Ground with Kidney-beans, when 
they are green they turn in a greyilh Cow 
to feed on them, and where fhe Dungs, they 
believe is the place for the Pagod, placing 
on the very fpot a Pillar, and on the topof 
it the Idol, t6 whom it is dedicated : T&& 
they build the Walls, which are never of 
great extent, but rich, as being black Mar¬ 
ble well carved,covered with Copper-plate?, 
with Globes of Gold, or gil$. The inOde 
is fet thick with monftrous linages with ma¬ 
ny Heads and Arms, and girt with Serpent* 
Then they build a fquare Wall about it, on 
each fide of it is ah entrance with a’T^imptu- 
bus Portal, with Hiftoiies of their Gods 
carved about theni. They are covered ic 
the fame nature as’ the Temples. Under- 
Death are Heads of Elephants, Bears, Liow, 
" ' Tigers, 
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Tigers, and other wild Beafts with terrible 
£yes and Teeth. It is thought thefe things 
2reto cerrifie thofe that refort thither, and 
move them to give Aims •, though their Poet 
fdunar laughs at it. Thofe who go to 
vifit the Idol enter the iuctofure, but nottiic 
Temple. The Inhabitants of Vande y Sub- 
jeftsof Bifuagar y are Angular in thefe Works. 

2. The molt famous Pagods are, that of 
Bettor a built by Cher am Perimal living at 
CranraHory who placed in it the Statue of a 
Mao*tcn Cubits in length, lying on a Snake 
with five Heads in the Sea of Milk. The 
Temple was covered with Plates of mafly 
Gold, but becaufe they were fubjed to be 
ftole he put them into the Treafure of the 
Pagod, and inftead of them placed others 
of Copper.

Of the Officers, Rites , Ceremonies, Bunds* 
and other things. j 

i. tj Very Pagod has a Cook who dreflcs die 
C Rice that is offer’d for himfelf/or the 
Idol, and for thole who offer. The Jaflt divide 
their Ihare with their Neighbors, who efteem 
ic as a Holy thing. A great Poet of theirs 
laughs at them for offering more Food to 
the ftatue, feeing it has not Eaten the M, 
and they anfwer, though he does not Eat, 
he fmels it ' ^ 

2 . The Kings and Nobles every Day ole 
a ceremony ( called Tevaram ,that is Divine 
Ceremony ,) which is with many Prayers Co 
offer Rice, Coco, and Butter, all burnt in 
honour of their golden Idols, of which they 
have a number anfwerable to their Eftate jj fo 
that fome have above i boo; this facrifite is 
to obtain Riches for themfelves,revenge and 
deftrudion of their Enemies: Many have 
in their Houfes familiar Devils, which they 
call Cuticbates, every Day they offer Me- 
thing to them, they get by them $ and Tome 
have 3 oo of them .They make them enter into 
the bodies of thole they would be revenged of, 
whereof they make great ad vantage, formally 
pay to be delivered from them. By the help of 
them converted into the fhapes of Bealb, 
they hurt People and infeft whole Townsi 
There are thofe living, who have feen the 
D ’ Town 
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Town of Cranganor burnt by this means. 
At Fuditugale near Calicut , a Woman had 
one of thefe, and law it in the lhape of a 
Cock, a Monkey, and a little black: Boy 
with a Truncheon in his Hand: thefe are’ not 
punilhed in Malafar, but their Kings make 
ifeof them in danger : The very Heathens 
obferve that all thofe who follow that Cburfe 
live and die miferably. 

In (icknefs they confult Wizards, not 
Doftors; they fay a Devil caufes the Dileafe, 
and bringing him into the Sick Man, make 
him tell the Reafon of molefting him ; then 
they promife him fomething to go out again, 
and he does it. They think the Small-pox 
is Cured with an offering to Patracale^ 'who 
they affirm caufes them. The Gout they 
believe is caufed by five Ihe Devils like Sows, 
tothem they offerFood fit for fuch Bealls,that 
they may transfer the Difeafe to their Ene¬ 
mies. 

4. They adore and offer Sacrifice to veno¬ 
mous Snakes, that they may not hurt with 
their Poyfbn. The Lawyers onthefirfl: 
Day of September do the fame to their Books. 

5. Their Baths are ufed rather to cleanfe 
the Soul than the Body; they know the ten 
Commandments, but think not themfelves 
bound by them. It is a great Sin if a No¬ 
bleman is ‘touched by one that is not Inch, 
though he be never fo great by learning* by 
the Sword, or by Virtue :. And even Riches 
there cannot prevail to gain this point. The 
King of Travancor being refolved to become 
a Brmene* though not of that defcent* was 
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told, he muft firft be bore of a Cow^ be 
made one of Gold To big, that going into it; 
he was born out of it; he offered it to the 
foments with a great Stun of Gold, and 
obtained the dignity, but not Hereditary. 

6 . They purge themfelves from venial 
Sins, by putting their Heads under Water, 
one of thefe is a Nobleman touching a Vlt. 
Hein, and to prevent it, the latter cries as 
he goes, to, po, p<>, that is, have a care; 
another is, touch ng the Dead or their Friends 
Within fifteen Days • another, to touch Meat 
with the right Hand when they Eat; ano. 
ther, to touch them fo touched, or their 
Houfesor Wells; to touch another with the 
right Hand whilft Eating ; to touch a grain 
of Rice fallen as it is taken up; to touch a 
drop of Water difturbed by one not fo noble 
Mortal Sins are not forgiven, fo he who com¬ 
mits them, remains fubjeft to Death, and the 
Lord of the Earth as long as he lives. The 
mortar are thefe, To ufe Pots touched by 
Aten defiled ; to Eat Rice before Purifica¬ 
tion, to Eat it boyled by a Man of bafe 
race; to have to do with a Woman of that 
fort; to Eat Rice into which is fallen the 
lead grain out of another Man's plate. 

7* Their bathing is thus. They believe 
the (tone of the bath is the God Brm 
the.lips of it Viftntty and all together hurt. 
Wh&i they go in, their nakednefs is covered 
with a rag or leafe; in the Water they 
write 0m with one Finger, and throw Wa* 
ter over it with three, believing the three 
Gods bathed there. Then dividing the Wa- 
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ter, dip their Heads, and after caft up fbme 
towards eight parts of the World, offering 
Water to the eight Guardians thereof. They 
call upon Siri Pagod, and wafh theft: Faces 
three times; they alio caft Water np to¬ 
wards Heaven, offering it to the Suri, then 
waft their Hands arid Feet: On the Palm of 
their left Hand they put Afhes Of Gows- 
dung and fprinkle it, and believe the left 
Hand is the Earth, the right Heaven, and 
and the Palm the place of Generation* 
laying one Hand upon the other and fhutting 
them clofe, they fay. Let the cud cf the 
World come. 

8 . This they do in imitation of txordfi 
Egg, and think the upper Hand when open- 
cd, reprefencs Heaven, the lower the Earth; 
with the right Thumb they write upon the 
Afhes, Java, that is the Fight that was in 
the Egg between Fire and Water. Then 
that all their limbs may be fan&ified, they 
touch with their Hand the principal parts of 
the Body, from, the privy parts to tHe crowd 
of the Head, and the Ears, Elbows, Knees* 
and great Toes: They hold their hands as 
if they gave fomething to two Spirits (who 
they fay attend on us writing our good works 
on the right Hand, and the bad on the left,) 
the fame they do to the eight Guards of the 
World, turning about. The laft ceremony 
is to rub the Forehead, Shoulders and Breaft: 
with Afhes taken with two Fingers and the 
Thumb of the right Hand, in honour of th# 

€ e & 
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9. The bathing called Titan, performed 
in the Sea, is very; iolemn, before it they 
perform a ceremony, in which they offer 
fula, (a fort of flowers 1 proftrating them- 
ielves three times on the ground, once in re. 
verence to the Pagod, once to the Sun, end 
once to the Sea. The chief places they re- 
fort to for this bathing, are three on the 
Coalt of travanccr, ( viz. ) Bayora, Ream, 
End Carnot ; the Days appointed are the fid 
of each Moon, chiefly thole of Jnly and ]»• 
Hilary, but if the New-Moon fall on a Wtl 
Hefday , it adds fo much to this devotion, 
that the Mountains and Valleys can fcarce 
contain the multitude of Pilgrims that refott 
from above Five hundred Leagues diftance, 
of all Sexes, Ages, and conditions, and all 
a foot. Above all others, the G«j«of 
Bengali, is held in veneration for this walb- 
ing. 

1 o. Afhes of Cows dung is their chief 
Purgation, powdering their Forehead, 
Shoulders and Bread: with it ; the more of 
it their IogtteSy or Religious Men, have upon 
them, the more Holy they are reputed; they 
carry it in purfesto recompence the Alms that 
&re given them : The Rcafon they efteco 
this Powder is this, Ixora was fanftinea by 
the Allies of Gevelinga , Vi$nti dellring to 
partake of this blelfmg, and impart it to 
Mankind, carryed a Cow to Cslaya , where 
flie got a Qiguthful of that dull > 
her dung in which was that Alhes ine 3 
Eaten, and burning it made more Ames, 
which he Shared witji Man* 
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11. Theyalfo diflolve the fame dung and 
fprinkle their Houfes and Highways with it, 
to purify them; with this is the way dayly 
fprinkled through which Zamsri goes from 
his Pallace ttithe Vagod, and his Table cloth, 
and a Gold dilh, on which the Meat ig 
brought. As foon as they fee a Cow pils, 
they run and catch it in their hands, drink 
part, and fptinkle themfelves with the reft, 
and believe themfelves moft pure* belides 
the Law that forbids killing a Cow, ’cis Co 
great a Sin, that it requires much Alms and 
other good a&s to expiate it. .Oxen are 
not fo much valued, though many Princes 
think themfelves defended from a Bull, be- 
caufe all Men being deftroyed, and only 
Women left, one of them had carnal Copu¬ 
lation with a Bull, and brought forth a 
Boy, who was the reftorer of Men. 

12. Their manner of fwearing is laying 
a Hand upon a Sons head, if the fwearer 
has one, or elfe upon a Cows j to cleat 
themfelves when accnfed of any crime, the 
party puts his Hand into boiling Butter, 
or Oyl, then ’tis wrapt and fealed up in a 
doth; if on the third Day after it appears 
found, he is cleared, if otherwife, found 
guilty, the accufer, if the party be cleared* 
makes fatisfa&iort with a Sum of Money. 
They make another Tryal in the River that 
runs from Cocbim £0 Cranganor y where is the 
fyod of the Crocodil. The Bratneues by 
their forceries bring one of them to the 
&oar,the perfon accufed leaps upon his back, 
tf he is carryed over fafe, they account him 

Cq z inuocent, 
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innocent, if devoured, guilty. Both theft 
Experiments have been made ufe of in pre¬ 
fence of our People of late Years. 

15. They have yet another manner of 
Tryai, which is by putting the Hand into 
8 pot full of Adders, to fetch out a Ring, 
thereby the more to provoke them. If they 
fling, the party is guilty, if not, dear 
This is ufed in Crangaxor, Mangalor , and 
other parts of Canara. A King of theirs 
coveting a moft plentiful Wood of Coco’s 
that belonged to a Poor Woman, took it 
from her by force, and ever after it bore 
none but'hollow empty Coco’s-, there are 
fome living who are Eye witneiles of this 
wonder. 

14. They have feveral Falls, one called 
Egadezl , which is kept the eleventh Dayof 
every Moon, on this Fall they Eat nothing 
but Fruit: That called Giveraferi begins by 
Night in February , and they neither Eat, 
Drink, nor Sleep, in Twenty four Hours, 
They walk round the Pagod rehearfiog fto- 
ries out of their Scripture : If any happen 
to (hut his Eyes, overcome with fleep, he 
wafhes himfelf as oft as it happens, and con- 
tinues his former exercife. In the morning 
they offer fome Money to the Idol: Tbs 
Fall Tirivadira belongs only to the Women 
That for the Dead, which the kindredId 
the Deceafed keep, lads a Year, during 
which time they do not Eat, Filh, 
Eggs, drink Wine, or chew Betele. 

* c. The Faft Mafs V?afj is the rood reli 
giaus of them all, and few account the® 
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felves fo happy as to ebferve it. He that 
does, begins the laft Day of oficber, he wafh- 
es himfelf, puts oa clean cloaths,- and vifits 
frVarod of Viftnx. On the firlt of Ncvem- 
^ he goes round it One hundred and one 
times, (the devonteft One thoufand aad onej 
at each turn in the nature of a Prayer, re- 
peating the name of Vipnu, One hundred 
and one times: This mufl be done every 
Day of November , and the ten firlt of Dr- 
cttnbtr. He mull Eat only Eggs and Milk, 
not look upon Women, he mull think on 
pothing but that name, arid praifes of it. 

Next Year he mufl do the fame, beginning 
the firlt of December , and ending the tenth 
of January, fo he mull go on every Year 
till twelve be over * and then begins again 
the firft of November, and falls the forty 
Days ; after this he is canonized for a Saint, 
infuch a manner, that only the fight of him 
ii forgiveneis of Sins. 


CHAP. VI. 

Centimes the fame Subjeff* 

1, tN matters of Matrimony they have fo* 
1 veral cuftoms. The Brsmenes may 
have as many Wifes as they can main¬ 
tain, though they be not of their Race ^ but 
the Eramene Women can have but one Hus- 
kand, and mult not mix with the Nay res, 
C c 3 
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on pain of lofing their quality. They con- 
fult Foretune-tcllers about a happy time to 
Marry *, they choofe a Husband of their own 
race born under the fame Planet, and the 
fame Day of the Moon, as themfelves, to 
which purpofe the times of Nativities are 
punctually Qbferved. The Brawn thatdoes 
the duty of Prieft, is called Odicon , or C«. 
ricaly he for four Days facrifices in a D.en 
Rice, Butter, Cows, and fuch like things- 
he lights a lamp, and fetsafide a portion of 
Rice for Gjirapaiii, and for the Epicureat 
Elephant, that he may not difturb theFeaft, 
The Bridegroom ties about the Brides neck, 
a thread on which hang three little pieces 
of Gold, in honour of the three Gods i

labars Matrimony is called Que Fa, which 
IJgnifies binding ; if the Husband dies firft, 
the Woman throws away the thread, or 
j tale 7 in token of liberty. 

2. The Prieft takes the couple by the 
Hands and fays fome Prayers, then they go 
to feaft; they do rtot lie together till fome 
happy PlanetaryConjundioti, when that hap¬ 
pens, th*y go to the door of the Room 
which is half put too, and therewith the 
Prieft fay fome Prayers, and withdraw •, the 
next Day they go to a Cauldron of Water, 
in which are live Fifh, and each holding the 
end of a cloth, draw it through like a 
Net, the Fiih taken they lay refpeft fully on 
their Heads, with the right Handif many 
betaken, they believe they fhall have many 
Children, and the c&ittiary. 5* 
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. If any dies a Maid, they caule fome 
Jr Man of the family, ( an unheard ot 
beaftlinefs) to deflour her though very 
• oung; him they pay well forfo doing, and 
Is four, as done, throw Hones at him till he 
runs out of reach. Thole of the family Ex- 
ml and the Kings that are not 
make no Royal Marriages fo their W.fes 
ate not Queens, but Concubine?, called h a- 
and all of them may have Gallants. 
Th.’refore the Sons do not inherit, but the 
Nephews born of Sifters. Of their manner 
of Marrying we have fpoke before. 

. The Tale among the meaner lort or 
Women, ferves to tie them to one Husband, 
and among Ladies, toturnthem ioofetoall 
laicivionsnefs. Only the Bramettei have liber- 
tv to lie with ail fdrts of Women, from the 
meaneft to the Queen. The others if they 
have to do with inferiors are killed, it Wo¬ 
men, fou Id. The.. Nayres differ not from 
the others, in the manner of their Weddings. 
Among the meaner fort as Tradefmen, one 
of them puts the 7 ale upon the Young Wo¬ 
man, who is thereby capacitated to follow 
whom the pleafes, or be taken up^ by who¬ 
ever likes her. Among Silver-fmiths, Blacks 
finiths and Founders, four Brothers, or as. 
many as there are, keep one wife between, 
them, and have particular Days affigned for . 
each, that the inheritance may not be ecu . 
founded. Till a Maid is licenfed by tuc 
fhe may be abroad among Men, ani 
cone dare prefumeto meddle with bee 
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5. The Btamtnss of the North do not on¬ 
ly celebrate their own Weddings, but thofe 
of Bea$s and the Elements. In our Age 
there was a great Man of that Family, vvho 
fpenn above 15000 Ducats at the Wedding 
oi a Bull and a Heifer. There was alfo a 
Baceane who making a Well in the Village 
CalegamTov the ufe of paflengers, and refoly. 
jng to Marry this Water with jfome other 
defpifed all that was near, and Marryed it 
to the River of Suratt, above 30 Leagues 
diftanr, and fpent above 5000 Crowns in 
the Wedding. 

6 . The Ckatines Marry as the Eramen :/, 
hut their Widdows cannot throw off the 
7 ale, becaufe they mutt not Marry again, 
nor keep a Gallant: When they want Heirs, 
they adopt one, by drinking to the adopt¬ 
ed, who pledges in Coco-milk dyed ivithS*. 
fran. If he is a Man they give him one 
of the names of the Sun, if a Woman, of 
the names of Gods Wife. 

7. The caufe the families do not mix, is 
becaufe the Eramenes defended from the 
God Bramuface , thofe of Cba frier ( that is 
Kings) from the right Hand, thofe ofF*#- 
<?r from the Belly *, thofe of Cbadrer , (they 
are the Nayres ) from the Foot. Atfirft 
they ufed to mix, but afterwards the Bra* 
wenes obtained a priviledge of King Cbera* 
r$an Perimal to the conrrary *, hence they 
are fo much fuperior to others, that they 
are polluted by cooling near as well as touch¬ 
ing them ^ they mutt not Eat with thofe of 
3 lower race, nor any thing dreft by them, 
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nor out of any Velfel of theirs; if any of 
them Marries, or has to do with inferiors, 
they burn on his Forehead a mark like a 
daws foot, and his kindred making a ftatue 
like him of ftraw, and the Herb Vorpe y burn 
it with ceremonies, as if it were a dead 
Man. The Bramenos loofe their birthright 
of their Family, by Eating Fife, Flefe, or 
Eggs -, and by Drinking Sura or Orraca , 
by Healing or killing another Bremen, pro- # 
vided it is not in War % among the other 
Families, there are divers cuttoms about 
being defiled. 

8 . Saniade or Sawajfi is a dignity greater 
then a King, of which only the Bramenej are 
capable, the eled is Mailed by another 
Saniafi in this mannfer. The Image of the 
eleft is made in Straw and burnt, to feow 
he is dead to the World ^ then the Matter 
leads him to a Bath, cuts of his Corombi , and 
dips him 72 times, then takes off his piece 
of Net, the mark of a Brament , claaths him 
in red, and he can never after wear white, 
only on his back a Fota. He delivers him a 
rod with a piece of the fame cloath, and ai 
ftraw Hat; for three or lour Days he is un¬ 
der the Matters tbitien, mutt not Eat Fife, 

Flefh, chew Betle, nor lb much as look upon 
a Woman, and if accidently he meets one, 
be puts his Hat over his Eyes, and goes on 
till fhe is out of fight. He is to take what 
is given him without complaining, lives in or 
near the Paged , fucceedi and is Heir to his 
Matter. He bows only to the Idolj and even 
|be King and Bram^s do to him, all his 
* defence

defence is incurfes, fo much dreaded, that 
every one endeavours to appeafe him * he is 
not to handle Money *, none can carry his 
Hat when he goes a foot: If he does any 
thing contrary to his inftitution, the Bra - 
menct accufe him before the King^ if con- 
vi&cd, they ftain him with Sdfran and de. 
pofe him, but he buys it off with bribes. 

9. They ufe no ceremony with thofe.that 
die under the Age of 7 Years; thofe that are 
above this Age, are burnt towards the South 
from their Houfes, where lives Jemen King 
of the Devils, that he may the fooner carry 
away the Soul. For mourning they fhave 
their Heads and Beards, which they do not 
cut for a whole Year after, nor have to do 
with Women : Lye 15 Days on a mat, and 
enter not into the Pagod* ^ the 15 Days ex¬ 
pired, they caft the Allies into the Sea, if 
near, if not into fome bye place, and, plant 
a Fig-tree where the funeral pile was; then 
they wafh and put on clean cloaths, caft out 
all Earthen Veflels, and one conies to purify 
the Houfe, fprinkliDg it vyith Cows pifs and 
Milk. 

10. Every Day of the Faff, he that pu¬ 

rifies the Houfe puts a little Rice upon a 
Fig leafe, which the Rooks or ^ ^ 
fail, which is looked upon as a great misfor¬ 
tune,’tis caft into the Water for the Filh. The 
Anniversary is a Feaft at which there mull 
be no Poor. On the Coaft of Coromandel , 
Goa y and Cambay a the bum diem* 

{elves with their Husbands, unlefs fuen 
as have fucking Children. If any refufe, th$ 

relations 
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relations hold it as an affront to them, and 
force her. 300 burnt themfelves with the Nai- 
cue of Madttre . The manner of it is thus, 

Vhe Woman is carryed on Mens fhouldersto 
the Pagod , in her beft attire, and anointed 
with Sandal, after praying 1:0 the Idol, (he 
dances all the way to the place; where her 
Husband was burnt, and cafts her felf into 
the Fire; the relations Handing round with 
forks to keep her in, and making a noife 
with feveral iuftruments that her cryes may 
pot be heard and move companion. 

11. The Original of this Cuftom was 
from King Panduer Wife, who voluntarily 
burnt her felf with him, and it is upheld to 
fecure the lives of the Husbands j it having 
been obferved, that more died by means of 
the Wifes, then by Sicknefs. The Saniade 
or Sanhfli is not burnt, but buryed whole in 
the Pagod where he ferves •, they make a hole 
and feat him in it upon the bench he ufed 
before he is quite Dead, with a little Rice, 
and fome without for the Idol, then cover 
him with Clay without any farther ceremo¬ 
nies, believing he is fuddenly .gone to Hea¬ 
ven. ' ‘ 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. VII. 

Of the Empire of Ethiopia, and frji of 
the Kingdoms and Provinces into which 
it is divided ; of the Progrefs of Chri'* 
fiianity therein , and of the ProduSi of 
the Land. 

j . T 7 Thiopia w?s the Second of onr Three 
*JL j great Diicoveries (which were India, 
Ethiopia, and Cfo*<*Tan<Hherefore-lhaH be 
the Second defcribed. The Reader may be 
affiired of its Truth, as being delivered by 
an unbiased and learned Perfon, that fpent 
a confiderable time there, travelling and exa¬ 
mining into the Truth of things, and being 
an Eye witnefc of the greateft part. 

2. The City Vanoas was the Metropolis 
of this Empire, feated on the top of a Mono, 
tain ; The Country about it is divided into 
Diftri&s, feme mountainous, but all fruit- 
ful. Three Miles to the Northward is 0 - 
gara fa fertile, , that the green and ripe Fruit 
hangs at once upon the Trees. Weftward 
is- Damhia , not inferio* to the other j then 
Amfras, where our Patriarch refided, and 
had Lands. Next follows Vara and others, 
till you come to the Nile. 

3. In all thefe Divilions arc many Mons- 
Iteries and Churches, with Priefts and Friars, 
Ethiopia knew not the Sacrament of Con¬ 
firmation. The Country. Tac*Jfa was belt 
difpofed to receive Chriftiaaity 9 becaufe 
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many Pertuguefes lived there, and that of 
Gorzorro by the Labours of the Jefuits who 
had a Church there. So the Heathen Ago* 
oave ear to our Dofltrine *, thefe are a war¬ 
like People, and polTefs a plentiful Country. 
The Vamotei , though more polite, received 
not the Gofpel fo well, till being overcome 
in a Battle by their Prince, they fubmitted 
and entertained the Religious Men, and 
there are nowtheremany Churches and Mo- 


4. The Kingdom of Gojao was the firft that 
admitted the Obfervation of Lent, and kept 
the Catholick Holy-days. It contains a great 
number of Monafteries, among them thofe 
of Gouge and Salalo are famous. The Je¬ 
fuits had three Refidences here, ColeU,Sarca , 
and Nehffe. The firft two have good 
Churches finifhed, the third one very mag¬ 
nificent begua The Scone they are built of 
is blew, fo light it is more like Wood, but 
yet hard. The Kingdom of Bagimidri re. 
ceived fome Catholick Fathers, and there arc 
ftill Chriftians there. 

5 . The Kingdom Amara began to incline 
to Chriftianity at the time the Emperor re- 
jefted our Doftrine. The Viceroy Ida 
Chriflos and many of the People continued 
firm. The Faith was not fpread into the 
Kingdoms of Narea and Zemen> or Provinces 
otAbargale.) Bord , Salod y Cafta, Bugua^Orc- 
jate, Sarte , Anubas , Sera and others. 

6 . It took moft root in the Kingdom of 
7 igre, which being the chiefeft of Ethiopia , 
the Defcription of it will feive to illuftrate 

what 
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what relates to all the others. The King, 
dom of Ttgre is almoft round, its extent 
H One hundred Leagues North and South from 
the Borders of the Amscens to thofe of £«. 
derate, with the fame diftance Eaft and Weft 
from Vangali at the mouth of the red Sea to 
the River Tacajfe near Semen. It is divided 
into feveral Governments, called Xumettt , 
and the Governors Xumos, Ibme of them in 
fome cafes not fubjed to the Viceroy, but 
immediate to the Emperor. In Sire, Endt> 
rats, Agamea, Serave and fome others, the 
Xumos muft be Natives of the Province, and 
of certain Families to which thofe Commands 
are peculiar. Their Law-fuits are like ours 
in Europe , there lies an Appeal from the 
Judge to the Viceroy, and from him to the 
Emperor, except in fome Cafes, in which 
the Judge finally determines. 

7. The Governments are fold, and he 
that bids moil carries them. A Governors 
declared, by putting on him thcCabaya, ty¬ 
ing a red Ribband about his Head, and he 
walking about the Catama , or Court, a Cryer 
proclaims ; We have made this our Slave Gp 
vemor of tbeVrovince ofB ugna (or any other.) 
Then he returns to Court, and takes his 
leave of the Emperor, having firft laid afide 
the Ornaments ufed at this aft, for the fame 
ferve all upon that Occafion. Then he fends 
a Servant with fuch a Riband, to make it 
known in the Town where the Governors 
refide. The Viceroy of T igre for his Place 
pays Three hundred Oqueas yearly, which 
is about Two thoufacd Ducats. The Bar - 

" - .mips 
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m m (corruptly Barnagait) which fignifies 
King of the Sea ; for Bar is the Sea, and 
N<ieiH a King, pays Two hundred TheX»- 
ml or Governors according to the value of 
their Commands, there being no fet Rates, 

but all pay. _ , 

8. Along the Coaft of Majfua Northwards 
is the Country of the Dobeytas, fubjed ta 
the Turks ■, Southward lie the Xios ; up to. 
ward the Inland near E nderata and Ojerate 
the Dobas* all Mahometans fubjed to the Em¬ 
peror. Ne xt thofe are the Vorbeytas, Chri- 
ftians only in name, Rebels to the Empire, 
defended by their inacceflible Mountains. 

The M amp fa follow their Example, and 
have been often attacked without iuccefs. 

Along the fame Coaft are thefe Provinces ; 
Cantiba the Upper and Lower, Seraoe, Sa - 
licit, $ama, Tedexerez, Tcrates and Galas: 

Weft ward is Sire, and its Defart on the 
Banks of the famous River Tacajfe bordering 
on the Ctfres -, then Nader and Addit. From 
the Weft Southward Tamben, Gralta , Sart , 
Ojerate, Enderata, the Bugnat, Pobat, and 
Sera a plentiful Country peculiar to the 
Queens. Turning again to the Weft Senafe , 
both Mambiratd /, Agamea, Ambacenete, Bur 
the greater and lefler, Gala, and many other 
Governments. The Center of all is T remona 
between the famous Church of Acfum, where 
the Emmperors are Crowned, and the Fa* 
nious Monaftery of Abbs Guarima . In each 
of thefe Divifions there is a Fair every week, 
and feveral Cuftom Towns, as Barava, Seraoe s 
Sire, that yield a conliderable Revenue. 

1 J 9. There 
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9. There are two Winters, the firft of 
the Sea, and reaches about two days Jour* 
Bey up the Inland, beginning at Majfn^ and 
ending beyond the Monaftery of Britan. 
It begins in December and ends in March, 
From that place forward towards the Inland 
it is Summer. The fecond Winter begins 
Bear the famous Church Jfinara near Biz**, 
Where the firft Winter ended, and reaches 
over all Ethiopia. The Commencement of it 
is in as in India and Coaft of Arabia^ 
but not fo fevere. It Rains the Afternoons 
only with Thunder and Lightning before, 
which gives notice to Travellers and Shep. 
herds to get to fhelter ; for foon after fall 
flalhes of Fire, and fuch Hail as kills all is 
meets. 

10. There are alfotwo Summers, the firft 

temperate, the other infupportable, for the 
burning Wind, which they call Vrur, ftrikes 
down People, and fometimes they rife 00 
more. In fome Places, as Marebo, Tacap, 
Mor and others, as foon as Winter expires, 
peftilenc Fevers Rage, proceeding from 
Vapors the Sun exhales from Bogs. Though 
the Roads are full of Woods, mountainyand 
lonefom, they are not fo much infefted mtb 
Highway-menasin Europe. . 

11. There never was the Plague in this 
Kingdom, and when it happens in the other 
provinces, it kills not many, becaufe there are 
no great Towns, Such as are Infedted, or 
fearful, go from the Towns into Cottages 
about the Mountains, and if any dies, he n 
burnt together with the Cottage, no Body 
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daring to bury hitn. The People ard long 
lived, and know hot what the Pleuritic or 
Stone is: They have abundance of good and 
wholfoni Springs. From them and what the 
Country about moft produces the Provinces 
take name. There are alfo hot Springs doubt- 
icfs Medicinal, if rhey knew the ufe of them. 
The Cattle drinks of them, and thereby be- 
comes larger and fatter. They have other 
Springs and Rivers efteerried miraculous. 

12. As there are two Winters and Stint- 
iners, fo the Product of the Earth is two¬ 
fold : They have abundance of Wheat and 
Barley, Peafe, Lentils,. Beans, Kidney* beans, 
Indian-wheat of fever2l Sorts, Hemp, where¬ 
of they make no ufe, Nuga, an Herb with 
vellow Flowers whereof they make Oil, 2 ufci 
for theTame ufe, and ferves to die Cloath 
of a Saffron colour; Aja, a Grain between 
Wheat and Rye, but has a fcattering Ear, 
a particular fort of Grain whereof they itiake 
Sava anfwerable to our Beer, though not fo 
clear, yet ferves to make them drunk. 

13. They have white Rofe-trees, White 
and red Lilies very beautiful, Jafmih won* 
derful forfmelland greatnels, Hony-fuckles, 
a certain odoriferous Flower that dies by 
day, and recovers at night. Their Hills, 
Valleys, Meddows, and Shores are cover’d 
with variety of Flowers of of all Colourl 
All forts of Herbs are there abundantly pro¬ 
duced, and fome but little Ginger. 

14. For Fruit-trees they have the Tama 
tine. Peach, Pomgranate, Anccy a fbrt of 
Pear, Fig, Orca like the Fig. the Tree of 
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bigger bulk, but the Leaves lefs; another 
fort of Fig-tree, called Mufs, which grows 
like a Body of a Tree covered with Leaves 
16 big that a Man may wrap himfelfin one 
of them, out of the top (hoots one only 
Branch on which are the Figs, on each of 
them, whatever way cut, appears a Crofs, 
for which reafon it is concluded to be the 
Fruit forbidden our Firfl; Father /Tam, and 
the caule of his Fall. There are wild Ta. 
matins, the Fruit whereof is not eaten. 
Vineyards there are none,but fome wall Vines 
whereof they make no Wine, but R,afins. 
There are Lemmon-trees fweet aud iowre, 
Cedars and Ebony-Trees. They have alfo 
Gotten, whereof are made courfc Clothes 
for the common Sort, and is ufca as all ei¬ 
ther things inftead of Mony, of which, ia 
this Country there is none. - • 

i e. They Plow their Ground only iuper- 
fid ally, not cutting deep, aud their Plows 
in manv places are drawn by Men and Wo 
men moft of the Piow-fharcs are of Wood 
Their chief Stocks confift in Cattle, and 
fome Men poflels from two to ioooo Head 
of great Cattle. Some of them divide their 
Herds by the Colours, and thole that have 
Korns from thofe that have none, for there 
are naturally many here without them ; none 
of the Bulls are fierce. There are many 
Goats, and it is reckoned a fhame to dm* 
their Milk ; no lefs quantity of Sheep,» 
of fuch large Tails, as are equal »» 
of the Quarters; they make courfe Cioa 
of the Wool for the Poor. They have 
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other forts of Beads and Fowl in abun- 

dance. 

k 5. The Country abounds in Butter and 
Honey, the beffc of the Iaft is that of Ende» 
ntj and Jgjmej. The Bees, for fear of 
Theives, are kept within Doors, with holes 
through the Walls for them to go out. There 
are wild Bees, and of their Liquor is made 
the Wine moft in efteem-, both Men and 
Women glory in being drunk with it. where 
thefe fwarm, there reforts a little Bird that 
loves Honey, and fearing the Bees, goes out 
to meet Paffengers, and attra&s them with 
his Note, and leaping from Tree to Tree to 
the place where the Honey is-, the People 
knowing this, follow him, take the Honey, 
and he remains fatisfied with what is lefc. 

17. It is certain there are gold Mines here, 
bat not made ufe oF, left they fhould provoke 
the Turfy and other Nations to covet the 
Country. They, lie Eaftward, and 0:1 the 
right hand of the way from ATaigoga to Ta- 
1mem. On the cop of a neighbouring Moun¬ 
tain is to be feen a Wall, believed to have 
been a Fort to defend the Mines *, though 
they are [topped up, fome Gold is taken a- 
bout the Skirts of them. There are other! 
in other places, but none known of Silver 
in this Kingdom , in that of Semen there, 
are, and thole fo rich., that two Parts in 
three of the Oar are pure Metal, thty are 
alfo Hopped up. In Tigre there are Mines 
of Lead, and many of fo good Iron, that 
faey make thereof ah forts cf Weipons 
without Steel, whereof they have none In 
O d ? S Hife 
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Seuafe there is abundance of pure Sulphur, 
and as much Salt-peter at Gralta. 

iS. Between Baraoa and Maty**, there is 
abundance of a fort of bright Scone which 
opens in Leaves like Izinglafs, and being 
burnt turns to a white Pouder like Cerufe 
ufed by Painters, but not with Oil, for that 
turns it black. Between Vangali and Senaft 
is a great Mine of Salt of great value, be. 
caufe there is no other there but what is made 
with Sea-water between Maffua and Vefak 
The Salt dug out of the Mine is cut into 
Bars about a Span in length, and between 
two and three Fingers broad and thick,which 
ferve for Money in other Parts. Not far 
from it in a Mountain is a fort of Salt that is 
a Cure for iome Difeafes. 

i g. The Empire of Ethiopia has never a 
good Sea-port Town, becaule it reaches not 
to the Sea, onlyfome little Part of the King, 
dom of Tigre. The Port Baelitr , the firft 
within the mouth of the Red Sea belongs to 
the King of Dangali a Mahometan, and is 
not confiderable, being incapable of great 
Ships. The Port Vefalo between that and 
Slrquko where the Turkj have a Fort is yet 
worfe. The beft Port on the Coaft is Jr. 
qnicoy where the Turkr have raifed another 
Fort: Between it and, Vefalo are two large 
Bays, where any Ships may fide.

Of the Laws Caftoms and Religion of the 
Empire of Ethiopia. 

i ( tN Ethiopia there are no written Laws, 

1 but ancient Prefcription is preferved 
by Memory, and often proclaimed at the 
Courts of Kings and Governors. There arc 
no Prifons. When a Man is accufed, they 
Men 3 Chain ro his right hand, and to the 
left of the Acculer, or one of his Servants, 
and fo they continue till Sentence is given , 
fo that it is as dangerous to accnfe as be ac- 
»culed. When a Man is condemned to death, 
they deliver him over to the Party ag- 
greived, to kill him as he pleafes, without 
allowing the leaft time for preparation. 

2. The Witneffes may be accepted againft, 
and fuch as are allowed give their Evidence 

| Viva voce , for nothing is writ. They nave 
I a fort of Judges called Vmbares , which they 
hold to be defeended from thofe fent by S*- 
lemon with the Queen of Saba , and her Son 
David^ when fhe returned from Hierufalem. 

3, The rich wear Shirts of Bofeta1 lined 
with the fame, or another fort of Linnen, 
they reach to the Ankles, the Sleeves long 
and clofe to the Arm with abundance of ga¬ 
thers, the Neck high and Hitched, with 
liiver and filk Buttons of feveral Colours, 
and Loops of the fame inftead ofBuuon- 
iiplcs. Others wear them blew, and all girt 

pd 3 $hero- ' 
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themfelves with filk or Linnen Scarfes; they 
ufe no Belts, but fuch as are faftned to their 
Swords, which they feldom wear *, their 
Breeches as long as the Shirt and narrow; 
from the mid-thigh downward of Velvet 
Damask or Sattin, upward of Linnen, be 
caufe of the heat. Over all they wear Ca 
bayafj which are like Sheets (called alio Fo, 
tetes ) thrown over their Shoulders, to do 
Reverence to any Body they open thefe, for 
they wear nothing on their Heads •, but if 
they do Reverence to the Queen or Prince, 
they let fall the Fotete to the wafte. If any 
wear Veils on their Heads they do not take 
them off. 

4. They wear Periwigs, which they call 
Gatomu, made of fundry lhapes, fome like 
the brims of a Hat one over another, fome 
round, others like Horns, and fo other forts. 
It is a Trade to make them, and they fpend 
a whole day in ordering one ^ they are oint- 
ed with Butter whereon the Duft fettling 
makes them look monftrous. 

5. Some over their Cloaths hang carelefly 
tcertain Skins like Sables with little Beils of 
Gold or Silver *, about their Necks gold 
Chains with Croffes, Bracelets of the fame 
Metal, and Silver Ring! The poorer fort 
cloath much in the fame Nature, but with 
Apparel of lefs value. For the molt part 
they go barefooted*, or if they wear aoy 
thing, it is only a fort of Buskins fo (freight 
the Foot never goes to the bottom, and 10 
they drag them. The meaneft fort of all 
wear Cow-Hides either with or without t e 
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"Hair, dreffed as fofc as any Cloath. 

6. The Women of great Quality, j as the 
Oiforoty that are of the Blood-Royal, and 
others wear Shifts of Silk, or rich Indian 
Linnen, they cover‘the whole Body, very 
clofe at the Wrift, but the reft of the fleeve 
fo wide it hangs down to the ground. They 
ufe Bracelets of Gold and Silver, Necklaces 
of Glafs of feveral Colours, from the Shoul¬ 
ders downwards they are covered with liik 
Veils of feveral Colours, or white as the 
Men, and they let them fall like them when 
they make Reverence*, they put nothing 
on their Heads, their Hair hanging in many 
breadths, or loofe and divided, faftned to 
the Skin ointed with Butter, the ends are 
knotted. Men and Women to avoid difeom- 
pofing this fo tedious drefs, when they fleep 
reft their Neck upon flicks fo framed, that 
the Head lies hollow : They always carry 
Bodkins of Ivory, Ebony, or other things 
well wrought to fcratch themfelves with, 
and are always ftuck in the Hair. 

7. Round their Eyes and Lips they lay 
Colour, makes them rather blew than black. 

The Brides on the Marriage-day die their 
Hands blacker than they are naturally for 
as among us whitenefs is beauty, fo black- 
nefs among them; They wear Rings on their 
fingers, on the little one they let the Nail 
grow fo long, it exceeds ail theWcher fin¬ 
gers, in their Ears great Rings of Gold or 
Silver. 

8. Their Weapons are Firelocks, which 
they *have from the Turk/y Darts of feveral 

Dd 4 forts, 
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forts, Maces, Slings, Swords, Hangers, Poi- 
niards, and for the defenfive Goats of Mail, 
Helmets, and Bucklers of Bufalo and Sea- 
Horfes Skins. The warlike Inftrunaents, 
Trumpets and Kettle-drums, the Mufical Ta. 
bors, great and IefTer Guitars, the firft of 
five, the others of three firings. 

9. They love Feafting, and make more 
account of the Wine than the Meat * the 
Tables round} for T able-clOaths Cakes of 
Bread of feveral forts of Grain, generally 
three cover the Table, and fometimes one. 
Their Food much the fame as ours. When 
they wafh their hands, every one wipes on 
the Cloath he wears, and when they eat on 
a piece of Bread. The greateft Dainty, 
without which the Feaft is not compleat, is 
Beef juft kilted and eatenf raw, and for the 
more delicacy, iuftead of Muftard, dipped 
in the Excrement of a certain Gut of the 
fame Beall* The Defert is parched Peafe 
and other Grain. Whilft they eat they 
drink little or nothing, but as foon as dinner 
Is done they go to another place to drink, 
in which they fpend more time than in the 
former. The drink is ; Sava % or > Beer* and 
that Liquor of Honey before-mentionedi 
They drink and talk, till being hot-headed 
they go out brandiihing their Swords* and 
promifing to kHl all? the Mailer of the Feaffs 
Enemie* The Feaft is eft&i&td ttidft fpletn 
did, whence moft come out drunk. The 
Women go to Fcafts with their Husbands, 
axx} Vm&fe# sitftpnf iftfS if P 1 ^ 
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,0. The Sons of Women of the Blood- 
Royal, that is thole Oiforos, can never inhe¬ 
rit the Crown, nor they marry with Men of 
the Family, though removed a hundred De¬ 
grees. In this they agree with the Chimps. 

All Men defeended from the Male-Line can 
pretend to the Crown, and he that is de¬ 
fended from a King that Reigned 200 Years 
ago, has as good a Claim as the Son of the 
lait The Oiforos Women pay no Reverence 
to any Body, not to their own Husbands. In 
this particular we have many Oiforos among 
us. 

1 t . There can be no fix’d Callendar of 
their Feftivals, for they are many according 
to every Man’s Fancy ; thofe univerfally re- 
ceived are Saturday and Sunday in every 
week, fix days of every month, one of the 
moft holy Trinity, another ot our Saviour, 
one of Our BlefTed Lady, one of Sr. M/M 
one of the Apoftles, and one of a Saint they 
call Guebramanifafcoduft . Eafter they keep 

fifteen days } all the Feftivals of the Year 
they oblerve according to the old Stile, on 
the Feaft of the Epiphany they alfo cele¬ 
brate the Baptifm of Chrift, and Men and 
Women repeat their Baptifm in fome River 
or Fool. ■*. 

12. They add more Days to the Lent than 
we do to make up the forty; becailfe the 
Saturdays as well as Sundays areicept holy. 
Their way of Falling is only to eat after Sun 
letting till the rifings Throughout the Year 
they faft : W'cdnefdays and Fridays • They 

m tbcU Herbs witft Oil of Naga,- having 

fi:c: - 'ft v• npae 
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none of Olives, and have little Fi/h, which 
mull befuch as has Scales, for in moft things 
they retain fomewhat of the Jewilh Cu. 
Homs. 

13. The Weddings are celebrated with 
Trumpets, Tabors and Dancing. Some live 
together upon promife of Marriage, if they 
have any Children. The Women are com¬ 
mon to the Husband’s Brothers and Rela¬ 
tions, and the nearer of kin the more free 
to this beaftlinefs. If the Wife knows the 
Husband has to do with another Woman, 
/he recovers of her forty of every Creature 
/he has upon the ground, as Forty Cows, 
Sheep, Goats, or any other thing ; and if 
/he will, the Husband is fined for her ufe 
many Cioaths which are delivered to her, for 
the Wives have their Goods aparr. Adul¬ 
tery is not puni/hed with death. 

14. In their Funerals they ufe the fame 
Mufick and Dancing as in the Weddings, to 
fignifie it is the fame thing to die as to be 
born. AU the difference is the People that 
follow the Corps wear white Ribbands tied 
about their Foreheads, and go w thout Prielt 
or Crofs. Inftead thereof they carry the 
dead Man’s richeft Goods before him. It is a j 
great token of Grief to /have their Heads (at 
the Death of their Kings all men are obliged 
to it) but yet a greater to accompany the 
Corps naked from the Waft upwards. 

15. Their Mourning is a black Cloath 
died in a certain fort of mud, for they have 
no other' dying. If a Man be found dead 
and the Murderer not known, the Count??

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is fined to make fatisfa&ion to the Relations. 

The fame if any Cattle be loft ; the Coun¬ 
try People are obliged to maintain the Vice¬ 
roy# and other People when they travel. 

When two meet after a long abfence, their 
falutationis killing commonly the Mouth, 
fometimes the Cheek, or Shoulder. The 
Women neither fpin nor foe, the Husbands 
mend theCloaths *, the Pooreft Woman would 
bealharaed to wa/h her own Cloaths,the Men 
do it, and the Women bring the Water. 

16. They have many Churches, I will fay 
fomewhat of the chiefeft, that of Acpum is 
the principal of all Ethiopia for its antiqui¬ 
ty, and becaufe the Emperors mult be Crown¬ 
ed in it and no other. It (lands iu the mid¬ 
dle of one of their greateft Towns. Near 
Acfum are the Caves where the Holy King 
CM and his Son did pennance. They are 
buried in the Church of Sc. Pantalion y which 
Hands on the top of a high Mountain; Pan - 
ulm was one of the q Saints, they fay went 
from Rome to Preach the GofpcI in that 
Country. 

17. The famous Monafteries of Abbag*- 
rima and Aleluya and the Church of Acf nm 
Hand in the form of a Triangle, a Days 
journey diftant from each other. In the 
Center is ‘Iremon *; jibbagarima took name 
from its founder,who wasoaeof the 9 Saints, 
and Son of a King of Rome, called Ifaac, as 
the Son alio was; but the Ethiopians called 
him Abbagarima , which fignifies, a Man pro¬ 
digious for Miracles i they feign that there 
was a way under grouqd from this Saints 

Cave 
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Cave to Kome, and that he ufed to travel 
it. 

i 3 . The Monaftery of Aleluys formerly 
the habitation of many religious Men, flow 
of very few was founded by Abba Samuel 
Difciple to one that was fo to Abba Ana. 
gsvi, one of thofe pRomanSaintsand Preach, 
ers. The religious of thefe Monafteriesarc 
of two forts, thofe of Abba Tula Aymsntt 
and thofe of Abbs St a tens the founders. 
They live not in community, but every ooe 
where he pleafeswith Servants*, cheyobfem 
no novicefhip, nor make any vow* fuchas 
will Marry and have 2 or three Wives-, tnoft 
of them have Miftrefles, and think it ho fin. 
Such as do profefs Chaftityare much efteera’d, 
all their buflnefs is to gather Riches, and 
get Governments. Their Habit is white 
Shirts, or ftriped with feveral cojours, over 
them, a black Jcapulary before, a narrow 
round hood of the fame colour; they never 
take it of, not even when they confecrate, 
Cloaks or Mantles as every one can afford, 
the Pooreft or moft oblervant wear Cow 
hides, like the meaneft of the People. All 
carry erodes in their Handsj the Matters who 
are not Marryed bigger then the others *, but 
they want not for Women even of thofe 
they call Nuns. 

19. The Nuns make no Vow, live where 
they will, and wear hoods like the Fryarsi 
fometimes they retire into Deferts, where 
they fay the religious Men follow them. The 
Ijtfen are well read in Scripture, the Clergy 
lead much the feate life, tat muft not Warry 
• 1 ' ' twice 
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twice, if they do, they are excluded the 
Church. The Abugnas who give the Holy 
Orders fcarce do it gratis . They ufe no 
ceremonies, nor examine thole who are to 
be ordained ^ they pay more refpeft to the 
Altar Hone on which they lay the blefled Sa¬ 
crament, then to the the Sacrament it felf; 
their Chalices are made of Tip, or Copper* 
very large, that they may hold much Wine 
for the People to whom it is given in little 
fpoons. The Prieft to fay Alals puts nothing 
over his cloaths, but as it were a piece of 
2 Cafula which hangs behind and covers 
bis back. The Tbaribels have bells to make 
aooife, thfcy ufe no Matt book, tat fay 
the Mali by Heart; they affift at it with a 
confafed noife their Chalice cloaths are black 
and dirty, fo rigs for other ufes, their bells 
of Hone; 

10. In the Country of BarnagaJJ* towards 
Arquico is the famous Monaftery of Birsu, 
corruptly called Hz.ati t: Vifton. It is of 
2 od Years Handing, hadonce 500 Fryers, 
now not above 40. Th£re is a great Church 
with 3 Ides, fuftaiued upon 12 Pillars, built 
md dedicated, as they fay to the Blefled 
Virgin before her birth; about half a League 
from it, is the Church of St. Gtorg^ poflefs’d 
by the laft Patriarch * near this Church is 
a large Cave cut out of the Rock, where 
are kept with great veneration, and even 
Heathen Sacrifices, feme dead bodies they 
cad Saints, and not dead Men, for they (ay, 
they red: there, and if any offer to lift the 
doaths that cover them, to fee what is un* 
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der, they hinder them faying, Vo it not f ir 
they will &a\e. 

2 1. There are many other ancient remarka¬ 
ble Churches ; thofe molt admirable which are 
curioufly cut out of Rocks; thofe lately built 
are, that of Vancas, thofe of NebeJJe and Trr- 
mona, of Gorgorra , Galena, and S area • moft 
of the Antient ones are round ; Men and 
Women go not to the fame Church, but 
each Sex to their own apart. 

22. Their errors in Faith are many, the 

chief, that they baptize without faying any 
thing, or if they do, ufe not the words in- 
ftituted by the Church: In coiTeflion they 
ufe riqTorm of abfofutibn, others abfolve 
withoM hearing the' l |jns,. givio^Vuhreafoaa- 
ble Pepnances. T^/ay God is like a Man, 
that the Divinity was born of the Blefled 
Virgin, that there is'knt one nature in thrift, 
that the Holy Ghoft proceeds noc, from the 
Son, that there is ijo f Purgatory, that the 
Souls afe given by. Ac ^Parents, not byRea- 
ven, that, till the Day^df Judgment none goes 
to Heaven or Hell^eyeri the Blefled Virgin. 
They Elat notSwines^lFlffh, Hare, Rabbet, or 
Eel; Saturday they keep better then Sunday, 
no Woman in the time of her courfes enters 
the Church i nor 40 Days after (he is deli¬ 
vered of a Son, and 80 of a Daughter, nor 
thofe who have had carnal Copulation the 
Day they had it. If any one enters the 
Church when they are communicating, he 
muft receive without cob felling,though he be 
loaded with fin, they had no knowledge of 
the Sacrament of confirmation, nor extreani 
lun&ion; There is no punifhment lor errors 
in matters O- RTgion, C HA r

CHAP IX. 

; I , < 

Of the Nature of the Country of Ethiopia, of 
its Toms and the Kings it has had, and 
of the entrance and expulfion of our 
Doftrine. ’ , 

1. A LL this Country is divided by vaft 
Mountains, fo high, that they ap¬ 
pear as if they had been heaped one Upon ano¬ 
ther, of ftrange figures on which they build 
impregnable Cattles; fbme ajfe difficult of 
ate, fome almoft, and others quite im- 
poflible to be attended ; they ate beautified 
frith .variety of Ttees, and inhabited by a 
i&fejjioua People, that have idqeh of the 
Mute 1 of their habitation. 

2. Their Cities and Towns bre fraall, but 
the ruins of great ones are to be feen. In 
Acpm they appear to have been very Tump- 
lupus, for there afe Obeliscks of black ftohe, 
tome ruined, ffeme ftanding^, two whereof 
ate above 40 Yards high. It is believed.tftp 
Court of their Kings was there kept for fome 
Ages after the famous Queen Saha. I will 
here give a particular account of the City 
Adcm, though on the Coaft of Arabia, be¬ 
ta ufe it was in a manner, and' is the inlet 
into Ethiopia. 

3. About 30 Leagues from the mouth of 
the red Sea, a point of the Continent runs 
into the Sea, jnakinga fraal! feninfuU cover¬ 
ed 
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ed with taft Hills and Rocks that do not pro. 
duce the leaft Plant; on the top of one is a 
fquareFort with Towers ; thence runs down 
towards the Bar a wall with Baftions, the 
laft of them at the foot of the Mountain 
Hence the wall turns along the foot of the 
Hill, till it joins the lower Fort, making a 
fork of Circle. This work though it ap. 
pears formidable at Sea, can do no great 
barm to the Ships, byreafon of its great 
height, to remedy which fault, there is a 
Plat-form ratted near the Water. Inall the 
works there are about 12 large,and 2olefe 
pieces of Canon, and 600 Soldiers armed 
with good Firelocks, Swords without flielly 
Cimitars, and Tucks. 

4. In a bottom at the foot of the wall and 
Mountain, lies the City, not the third part 
of what it has been, girt with a watt and 
Towers at convenient diftances ; it is divid¬ 
ed rather into lanes than ftreets, there are 
wells the Water whereof is brackifh, but til¬ 
ed when Rain Water fails, the inhabitants 
are Arabs and ftrangers, Moors defeended 
from thole who were once matters of it, 
and jews who are in all parts of the World 
and here live meanly. 

y. Provilions are brought from the inland 

on Camels; their Money pieces of Eight* 
and another of the fame value called Cabrit 
Or Xatfties. There are no Thieves, and there¬ 
fore no Locks to the Doors; their weapodt 
S words, Semiters,Poniards andBucklcrs hang¬ 
ing by ftraps about their Necks. Their death 
lug black, the better fort wear a thing like a 
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like a (hirt down to the J^ncles v the poor 
a'clout tyed about the reaching half 

;way down the thigh; the Gallants add a 
Fsta or loofe cloak hanging down, qt undFr 
the Arm,only the Xarifes wear Veils on their 
Heads. The Women tile the lame fdrt of 
jhift or caflack as the Men, except that be¬ 
fore it reaches only to their Knees, and be* 
hind fweeps the Streets with a train a Yard 
long. The belt fort wear a kind of fiik 
Petticoat of feveral colours, they covet 
thetnfelves to the Knees with a kind of Veil, 
and have ooiyoneEye uncovered fn the ftreet; 

The Arabs eafily took this Town from the * 
7nr\r, and it might as eafily be taken front 
them, if any would attempt it byway of lur* 
prife. A Portngttes Gentleman, after being po£ 
fefled of it, mamefnlly. quitted it. 

7. The Emperors of Ethiopia fince theQueen 
Saba f or Maqueda for ftie Was lo called ) 
*re thele, her Son Sdtotn<m 9 Amita, Sabacarriy 
hremgaboy Sab ado , Tboajca, Adorn, Aitfayoy 
Omacby Cboa , Law, Antata y B abaca, Sa va-

8 . We have already,at the time it happen'd, 
fpoke of the introduction of a Catholick Pa¬ 
triarch into this Country, and (ballin its 
propet place, in the third Tome, (peak of the 
faaniOunent of them. It is very remarkable 
that this Emperor, who fo joyfully received 
an Apoftical Prelate, and fubmitted to the 
Holy See, fhould after be fo cruel an Ene¬ 
my to it i and that thefe People who 
themfelves Chriftians, were the backward^ 


s 
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in receiving the true Catholick Dodrine; 
the chief caufe hereof, is their great incli¬ 
nation to Judaffm, as defended from Sola. 
m 's Son. Therefore they fo rigaropfly ad¬ 
here to CircumciOon, that not only the Med 
but Women are Circumcifed; they obferve 
ftridlly the Saturday *, they take the liberty 
of being divorced only for their pleafure, 
and have feveral Wives, without regarding 
whether they have beeatheir own Father*! 
Btother’s, or other Mens. This obftinacy 
is.not a little helped by the Pontifical Power 
ufurped by their Emperor * and by a Pro. 
phecy they have, that tlfe Ftanguir of Eu^ 
teftans (hall become Matters of their Conn, 
try, and they fear the Preaching the Faith 
may be an Introduction to it; They have 
aifo another Prophecy, that they, affifted 
by the Ftdngniiy (hall deltroy the Houfe of 
Meca , which they defire as much as any o- 
ther Chriftians. But let this fuffice fot E- 
tbhpia. 


C H A P. X. 

Of the Ipnds of]z^xk. 

i. \/\/E have already in the Eleventh 
V V Chapter of the Firft Part of this 
tome fpoke of the Situation, Extent, Names, 
and fome other particulars of theft Blands* 
which will be needlett ro repeat, and (hall 
therefore proceed to what has not yet been 
related. 

2. The Country, though not void oflarge 
E e a PJaiitsf 
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Plains, is very mountainous, feme fo high 
they are much above the Clouds. Two are 
moft remarkable ; that of Fiyenoyama four 
Leagues from Miaco y and that of Letch 
which continually calls out teftible Flames, 
and among them fometimes the Devil comes 
out to perfwade the People to caft them- 
felves in there, affirming, it is the fhorteft 
cut to Heaven. About this Mountain are 
many Silver Mines: The Fields are water’d 
with many Rivers, which together with the 
Summer Rains and Winter Snow make them 
Fruitful, if the continual Wars did not hin¬ 
der all Tillage, which is the Reafon that 
Land is undefervedly accounted barren, ft 
bears Rice and Wheat, of which they 
do not make Bread, but ufe it after their 
own manner, all lortsof Fruit ufualamong 
us, and many others, abundance of Wood 
both on the Hills and Plains. It is plentiful 
of all forts of Cattle, and abundantly fur- 
nilhed with Filh. Their Water is thin, the 
Air wholefom -, the Natives are generally, 
long-liv’d, and vigorous to the laft; they 
apply themfelves to the ufe of Arms at 15 
Years of Age, and give it not over till fixty, 
f 3. Their Countenance is agreeable, weF- 
fhaped, generally large, and they value the 
jgreateft Bodies, very ftrong, and inured to 
Labour and Hardfhip: As foouas born they 
.dip the Ch Idren in the Water to make them 
hardy, and as foon as grown to any ftangth 
'the Boys hunt wild B^altv in the \A00ds. 
They are more ready at Handy-crafcs than 
the Europeans, and their Cou /1 y People 

more 
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more polilhed \ this makes them the more 
tenacious of the Chriftian Faith, becaufe 
they admit it not till Ibfficientljr^Mvinced. 

4. Honour is no lefii Woribipped among 
them than their Idols, and they Will endure 
any thing rather than abate in any point of 
it} this makes them very courteous, they 
jbow the fame civility to Friends and Ene¬ 
mies, they never fwear, Princes punifh Sob* 
jeds and Matters Servants in flfeh nianner, 
as neither has caufe tb complain, all Dif 
ferences, though between neat Relations, 
are compofed by a third hand to avoid A- 
nimbfities. To fpeak ill of the abfent, is a 
Crime to them unknown \ fo is Play and 
Theft, and no Ids begging or borrowing. 
Poverty, nor any other Misfortune that de¬ 
pends not of the Will, is not looked upon 
as difgraceful, for they will no way allow 
Honour to depend upon Fortune. 

5. Withal there is no Faith among them, 
even between Father and Son, but it is a 
Difgrace for a Man to be open-hearted. 
Hence it proceeds they commonly Murder 
one another in their Embraces, Subje&s 
do the fame to their Princes, and Servants 
to Matters, thus Rebels are careffed by 
their Sovereigns, for all their ftudy is-con- 
veniency *, Mothers itiftead of fuckling ftran- 
gle their Children *, fome kill themfelves to 
fave receiving an Affront*, and the Sick have 
no Relief, for all fly from them, and when 
dead throw them like Beaffs on a DutighiU. 
They are not only given to Women, bttt 
ouch more to Sodomy. 
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6 . If two happen to lie together, each 
Jays his Head at the other’s tefct. Neither 
Men nor Women wear any thing on their 
Heads, only the great Men when they travel 
go under an Umbrello • they mounton Horfe- 
back onour off fide. Inftead of bowing when 
they meet, they draw back their Foot out of 
the flipper more or left » when the Inferior 
fees a Superior he fits down. They } value 
pretious Scenes no more than Strawy" any 
piece of Antiquity they efteern at extrava¬ 
gant Rates of what fort foever. The King 
of Bango gaye 13000 Crowns fora VelleT 
among us not worth a Groat. They hav? 
the fame value for any draught of a famous 
Matter, or for a Blade of a Sword or 
Hanger. 

7. Their Mourning is white, and their 
feftival Apparel black, the fame is ufed by 
the Chinefes. The Men varnifh their teeth, 
the Women their hair. Our Muficktothem 
is ungrateful; they delight in thofe Into* 
ments that make moft noife: Their Fife they 
eat raw. and hate Milk or any thing made of 
it, calling it unconcofted Blood. Beef or Mut¬ 
ton is never eaten but in the utmofl: Extre¬ 
mities, as Ioathfom Vermin among us \ the 
Wheat they make like the Italians into Vtu 
micheli, or Macaroli , and drink Water boil’d 
with the Herb Cha hot, fipping it; this!

Their Purges are fweet and 
pleafant, the others, they lay* and. with 
teafon, do but heap miferyon tne Patient. 

8. Though there are many Kingdoms, the 
Language is the fame; but fb various,it founds 
like many j for they have great variety of 
Words upon all Occafions : thofe that are 
tiled in ferious Difcourfe lerve not to jelly 
thofe that are for great Men are pot for the 
meaner, thofe for the old are not for the 
youngjtbe fame are not for Men as for Women. 
la Writing they have fourteen different Ibrts 
of Characters, all varying not only in form 
but fignification. The Gentry learn to read 
and write till twelve Years of Age in the 
Monafteries of the Bottfot, There is one 
fort of Character to write to Princes, ano¬ 
ther to Nobles, another to the meaner fort, 
and another for Books, of which they have 
great plenty in Profe and Rhimc very ele¬ 
gant and ingenious : Every Chara&er is a 
Word. Some of our People that underftand 
the Language of Japan and Latin , avouch 
the former to be much more copious, beau¬ 
tiful, loft, and compleat in all particulars. 

9. All their Buildings, becaufe of the 
Earthquakes the Wand isfubjeft to, are of 
Wood, but of fuch Structure, they are no 
way inferior to the fined; in the World. 

They are whitened with a Platter made of 
(hells of Fife, which prefixes the Wood 

&e 4 fto» 
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from the Weather, and njakes the Cities 
appear moft beautiful at a diflance; The 
Tiling is black and of fuch a nature it 
will laft Five hundred Years'. The Curio- 
fity within it not to be parallelled. Hang, 
ings are riot ufed, but alf the Walls curioufy 
painted.with Landslips'or Hiftories of their 
Anceftors. The floors are covered with fine 
Mats, and fuch as go on Them wafli their 
Feet firth There are no Chairs nor Bed* 
fteads. On the Beds there are few Qoaths 
but what they wear by day,but fome have 
coverings of the fame Straw as the Mats 
wrought with Gold. 

i o. The Poor eat as they can, but always 
with decency ^ the Rich with fuch ftate of 
Servants, Mufick, Plays, and variety of 
Dilhes, that a whole night is fpent in a Sup. 
per. They ufe as rriany Tables as Diftes, 
about a fpan and half high, becaufe they fit 
on the ground, each Table about halfa yard 
fqpare curioufly wrought of Cedar inlaid 
with Gold and fcvgml Colours. There are 
no Napkins nor Table-cioaths, becaufe,ih^y 
never touch anything, but feed themfeks 
with little Ciprefs flicks fo artificially that 
never any thing drops. The Meat is heap¬ 
ed in the Difhes like Pyramids ftrewed witji 
Gold, the Fowl whole, the Beaks and Talocs 
gilt. Their Entertainment is generous and 
friendly, but fo ceremonious, it were better 
to endure hunger than their*Complements. V

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They take many Wives, gild are eafily di¬ 
vorced yet Adultery is a capital Crime, 
aod the; Woman’s Relations fefent it as hai- 
noufly as. the Husband. The Children are 
bred as has been faid, and at Fifteen have 
their Sword put op by the Bon*.ot\ yyith much 
Ceremony. Every Man is fo absolute over 
his Children and Servants, herrnay punifh 
and kill them without being liable to any 
penalty for it.

A further Account of Japan. 

i.npILL the Year One thoufaod there 
X wasbut one-Monarch over all Japan, 
he was called Hho , or Vayri He had two 
C H cabo */, or Generals of his Army. At that 
time qqc of thefe killed the other, and re- 
|$lfed ggainft his Prince. Civil Wars eftj* 
fuing, feveral Kingdoms were eredaj.; E- 
reryLord of a Province called hipifelf Ja- 
cata r 0 at is King. They have foot ferts of 
People, as among us, the BwfoVpr Clergy, 
the Nobility, Gentry and Corhmfehalty, thele 
two laft pay great relped to the Robles, 
who are called Tmos^ and, as among us, 
have | the Diflindioris of Dukes, Kfarqriefe, 
Earls, &c. The chief Trade is Silver and 
Chins Silks. In Mechanicks they are excel¬ 
lent. , Their Cutlaces are fo temper’d, they 
cut through our Armour asif it were Wood.* 
* Their 
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Their Lances are longer and lighter their 
Mufqnets and other Artos perfedUy^go^ 
as is their Powder, their Horfe FurStwe 
curious beyond expreffion. Printing among 
them, as well as the Cbinefc /, is very an¬ 
cient. AH the Land is the King’s, and he 
gives Parcels of ic to Noblemen and G& 
tlemen to ferve him in War and Peace, add 
they give Portions of it to their Servants. 

2. The King has power to recall h» 
Grafts, and take back his Lands at pieafure, 
and hereupon it is not counted infamous ia 
the Subject to forfake his Prince, and go 
over to his Enemy for Profit: So it oftea 
happens that Kings are dethroned, and pri¬ 
vate Meil fet up. But this does not only hap¬ 
pen in Japan. 

$. No Prince is more difficult of accefs 
than thole of Japan ; all Bulinels is dobe by 
way of Petition. The People when they 
lee the Ring, rather adore than reveitflce 
him. There is no Prifon or juridical ffO- 
ceeding againfl: Criminals, every King, fits, 
or Mailer of a Family punilhes without any 
of our Forms. The Punifhraenc is common¬ 
ly infli&cd by Surprize, for none Will re¬ 
ceive it without refilling. When the Hint 
punilhes a great Man, he caufes his Houle 
to be befet with armed Men, and as an fid- 
nor gives him leave to kill or defend himfelf. 
If he defends himfelf, there is a Battle be¬ 
tween thole that are to execute him and hh 
Family ; if he kills himfelf, he makes a croft 
Wound with a Dagger, and throws it into 
the Air, toihew he fears neither Heaven 

por 
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«r Earth. When they arc grown ifl Yeas, 
jnd have Sons of the Age of Eighteen, they 
«re their Effaces to them, referring only 
Somefmall thing to live upon, and thisthey 
do not for love, but to prevent being turn¬ 
ed put and difpollefled by them.. There *? 
idthing among them but what is purchafed 
and maintained by force of Arms, and fo 
dividing them into five parts, not above the 
yfth dies a natural Death, the other four by 

the Sword. r 

4-. In the Reign of Vayri Ible Monarch or 
tie lfiand, there Pofc a Bmp with the name 
of a Prophet, and introduced Sodomy a* 
inong them, dace which time thef bavfc 
never been free from Rebellions, which are 
the Deftruftion. of Japan, to prove God 
could better endure Idolaters than Sodo¬ 
mites. Of their feveral forts of Opinion^ 
in Religion enough was faid in the Eleventh 
Chapter of the Firft Part of this Tbme, and 
fotoCwhat fhalt be hloted out of a Hebrew 
Canon in the Iaft Chapter of this fern* 
Tome, touchingthe Preaching of St.Tbomm 
the Apoftle in this lllatld. Bmp is a com¬ 
mon came for all the Minifters deputed to 
the Service of their Gods, as well Games as 
Fnoques. Though thefe differ in Condition 
ynd Profelfion, they agree in three Parti¬ 
culars; thefirfl, a counterfeit Chaftity, for 
it is not lawful for them to Marry ; the fe- 
cond, Abltinence from all forts of filh and 
Flelh; and the third. Shaving their Head 
and Beard, in token they contemn the 
World. 

5. Some 
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5 - Some live in Towns, and have the* 
Charge of the Hirtlt’s or Temples of the 
Idols, others in great Monafteries. Thefe 
are alio Monaftcries of Women, whom th|| 
call Bhonies , who alfo profefc Chaftity,i|§ 
obferve it as ill as the Men. It is wonder® 
that though both of them be extravagant 
Debauched, Proud, Covetous and Crhcf 
yet on account of their Profeffion they aj| 
held in great Veneration. They had oac| 
an infinite number of (lately Temples* aif 
even at the time St> Francis Xavcriw went 
thither, :he found Five hundred that ha$ 
eicaped the Fury of their Wars. In ottM 
thefe i^that prodigious Altar on whichilarkt? 
Fifteen hundred Idols of the commoinStfc 
Cure of a Man, all gilt and orderly placed 
in nine rows round a principal one, to whoa 
they feem to make dheir Court. Every bat 
of thefe has thrde : Heads and above- forty 
Arms, which the^ RoUfes fay represent the 
Po wer of their Deitiest The Silver and Gold 
Lamps and other rich Gifts prefented by 
Kings and Lords when they go to War, are 
innumerable. All * the * City Hara is full Of 
Temples * in one of them is the Idol Xm 
of gik Metal, and fo big, that a Pigeon 
Handing upon its head, can icarce be leen by 
thofe who Hand at its feet. 

6 . In thefe Buildings there are wonderful. 
Columns of Cedar: In one of them there 
are Ninety-eight of a vaft height, and near j 
twenty-three foot in compafs, fo wrought 
that none of them could coft lefs than Ffvc 
thouland Ducats. The Porches are Forty

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foot high* and twenty-five *in breadth, on * 
yes of them are Statues of a monftrous hig- 
uels with Maces in their Hands, threatnipg 
jc Devil who lies at their Feet, as St.ftff-

co all things more Majeftick. The Gar.

5 g, adorned with variety of Flowers, ma* 
whereof Teem rather the work of Arc 
an Nature. The Parks, Ponds, Foun¬ 
tains, Birds of feveral Colours, and variety 
df wild Bealls not to be molefted, are im- 
jjpiible to be deferibed. The Sons of the 
principal Men put themfelves into thefe 
Convents. The Colour of their Habits dif¬ 
fers according to their feveral Setts. They 
wear Beads, and keep Choir, where they 
fiog in the manner of our Plaints ** Matihs 
at midnight, other hours at break of Day, 
and others at Sun riling. They 
lid together by Brils, whereof they have 
great number , and of extraordinary gran. 
dure. They are rung at certain hours of the 
day for the People to pray, and they do it 
iff the Evening as we Vefpers. 

7. Their Galleries before their Cehs, their 
Refettories and other Offices are very large 
and orderly. The funeral Ceremonies are 
very (lately. They grant Indulgences for 
the Living and Dead, and for the latter Ha¬ 
bits which they fay carry them direttly to 
Heaven. There is a commemoration of the 
Souls departed in the great Feaft of their 
C umi:t and F ioqtteu They Preach in large 

Pulpits* 
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Pulpits , and the People is called with * 
Beil. The Preacher i? doathed in tnaje. 

Garments with a gold Fan in his Hand, 
&nd moves the Audience with an afiel^d 
Gravity and Modefty, takes his Text outof 
their Scripture, and difcourfes thereon fotffi. 
cacioufly, that the Hearers bur ft into Tcari, 
Calling upon Aminda and Xaca, and leaving 
very confideral Alms, the chief aim of t)# 
JS onus paffionate Difcourfe They ftudy ia 
feveral Colledges founded by their Kings. 

8 . They havealfo 9 military order, whidi 
they call Nengom y confiding of two forts 
of Bonzos. One (the fewefb in number) 
keep a Choir, and have charge of Idols and 
Temples j the other follow the Wars, 
ferve any Prince for pay, to the number 
of Thirty thoufand, and are abfolute in their 
own Conquefts, Some of them have Eftates 
of Sixty thoufand Ducats a Year. Every 
day they carry five Arrows to the publick 
Magazine of Arms. They profefs Chaftity, 
and admit no Women into their Towns, 
hut make no Icruple of committing Sodomy. 

9. Over all thefe Religious Profeflions is 
a head Bonzo called Z*co , who (in the lame 
nature as the Pope) has the difpofal of ail 
their Church Dignities, orders all Matters 
of Religion, and grants Dilpenfations. The 
Monafteries chufe their Superiors. The 
Cities have ‘Iundor^ anfwerable to our Bi- 
Ihops, to them all the Bohzos are fubjeft 
and they grant Power to the Superiors of 
them to difpence in lefler Matters. Tht 
Pontifical Chair is at Miace^ is vaftJy rich 
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j, Revenues, and is in continual War with 
the Laity about the Succeffion. 

10 . Betides thofe fpoke of, there are 
fone remarkable Buildings in Japan, but 1 
nil only touch upon one Fort. Six Leagues 
from Cangoxima in the Kingdom of S a fume, 
there is a vaft high Mountain all of one folio 
Rock On the top of it is artificially cut 
out a Cattle with all Apartments equal to 
ay great Palace, defended by ten Baftions, 
ad they encompafled by a large deep 
Ditch, the whole of one entire piece, as be¬ 
ing cut out of the very Rock, in the fame 
manner, as if it had been formed of Clay 
or Wax. We have already and ihall again 
in its place fpeak of fome foch Works in 
India. Let us now go over to China.

Of the Great Empire of China, and ftp 
of its Situation, Divifion into Provinces , 
of its Product, Arts and Commerce, 

I. HR H E [Hand Hainan, the Southerraoft 
^ part of this Empire, is in 19 deg. 
df North L.at. and the Tartar Wall the ut- 
moft Northern bound, in fome places ex¬ 
ceeds 41 deg. The extent from Eali 10 
Weftnolefs, fo that it is not much inferior 
to all Europe in greatnefs. On the Sooth 
Coaft are abundance of fmali Iflands.fo 
near the Continent, they feem to be all one 
Body. 

2, This vaft Empire is divided into Fif¬ 
teen Provinces, each of them formerly a 
large Kingdom. Moll of the Nine they call 
the Southern Provinces are watered with 
fuch large Rivers, that in fome of them the 
oppofice Shore is out of fight » they are 
all Navigable, and fuch multitudes Of 
Vellels upon them, as feettis incredible even 
to thofe that are Eyc-witnelles. A Paflenger 
in Iefs than an hour counted above Three 
hundred in only an arm of the River Ato- 
quim. They are curioufiy buiit, for round 
the outfide are Galleries for the Seanfcn (6 
Sail them, without incumbring the middle, 
fo that they are more like pl.afure-houfes 
than Boats,, and that alfo in refped of their 
Painting, Gilding, and the Spacioufntfs of

The JJeopias of the bignefs of an 
ordinary Pear,(haped like a Heart, in colour 
like a Strawberry, the infide Pearl colour, 
in the middle a core very pleafant, but not 
to be kept. 

10. They have all forts of Flowers, many 
unknown to us, and keep them all the Year, 
fame grow in the dead of Winter, when the 
leaves are fallen. off the Plants: thefe are 
called Latmti, and are more agreeable to the 
fmell than fight, being yellow like wax. 

11. Their Apparel, Beds, and other fur- 
niture, is made of Wollen, Linnen, Silk, 
and Cotton, of which they have abundance, 
and work it curicuflyv China fupplies ftrau- 
gers with the richett commodities of the 
Eaft, as Gold in thread,beaten,an^ in bars, 
Rubies, 2 alires, Pearl, Musk, Silk raw, and 
wrought-, Porcelane, Qiiick-filver, Coppeiy 
Tinn,°Tortoile-fneil, Vermillion, Salt Peter, 
and Sulphur, Sugar and other things of Ids 
value. "Their gilding either forufeorcu- 
riofity is weii known y the vileft things are. 
not loft among them. The Kingdom is rich, 
but not private Pcrfons ; there are not fo 
many rich Men as in Europe^ nor fo maDy 
Poor; few poffeis very much, many have 
plenty, and fcarce any want. 

12. Money j 
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l2 . Money is fcarce as may appear by 
the price of all things. Servants wages, hire 
of Work-men, and allowances to Minifters 
of State. A pound of Mutton is worth a 
half penny, a Pidgeoa not a farthing, a 
Man’s wages not above a Crown a Year j 
force things alter the Prizes but all are rea¬ 
sonable, and much about thefe rates. 


C H A P. xm. 

Of the Provinces into which China is 
divided 

i,>-pHis vaft Empire is divided into two 
1 parts, the Northern, and the Sou¬ 
thern, and they into s 5 Provinces. To the 
Southern part belong 9, whidh are Quantungi 
§Hanfii iunvan, Fokjen, Kiangfc Sttcbuen , 
Hnqttang, Chekjang , and Nanking, ghtantung 
is the moft Southerly, and lies between 20 
and 25 deg. of lat. it is large and Rich, 
and abounds in Wheat and Rice, of the lat¬ 
ter, though differing in kind, the Earth |gi ves 
two crops a Year. Here is much Sugar, 
Iron, Copper, and Tin.all which are wrought 
with great perfection, as alio the works of 
Cbmm and gildings brought to u?. The 
People are very ingenious* at handicrafts, 
eafily imitate what they fee, but are not 
good at invention. Our Merchants repair 
twice a Year to the Capital 

t f 3 , 19 
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75 Leagues diftant from Macao, and Macao 
is 18 from the Iflands, and is about 5 Leagues 
in circumference. This is the moft frequent¬ 
ed Port of the whole Kingdom. The Por - 
tugues alone export hence Yearly, 55000 
Chcfts of Silks, 22000 Bars of Gold, each 
weighing 12 Ounces, 7 Picos of Musk, 
which is 8 Hundred and three quarters. 
Pearl, Sugar, PorceJane, China wood,Reu- 
barb, and other ldfcr commodities in valfc 
quantity. The Iflattd Haynan belongs to this 
Province, about it is a great Fifhery of Pearl, 
It is well Peopled ofl the Northern Coaft,on 
the Southern is a Town that owns no fob. 
jeftion to any body. It produces fcveral 
forts of precious Wood. 

2, On the N. E. fide of QxwtHKg lies the 
Province of between 23 and 27 

deg. of lat. it differs not from the other in 
any thing confid^rable. That of Imnan to 
the Eaftward in the fame lat. is the fartheft 
from the Cente* of China * ’tis large but not 
rich, its principal Commodity being Amber 
for Beads, ?jid fuch ufes. Here contrary to 
the cuftom of all the reft of the Kingdom, 
the Wom en go abroad to buy and fell. On 
the other fide of gnantung to the E. N. E. 
is the Province pf Fchjen between 24 and 28 
deg. of lat, it is for the moft part Mounra- 
nous; the Natives, contrary to the general 
Lav*, travel and tra^e abroad: It yields 
GcJd, Sugar, Hemp, and Paper of feveral 
fo’fts*, the goodaefs* plenty* and cheapnefs 
off it very rernqtkable. Printing here is very

Is among us, but-cut in Wood, fothat the 
Original remains ; there are an infinite num¬ 
ber of PrintingHoufes, every one may Print 
what he pleafes without a Licence, and. oon 
withilanding this liberty, they never pobhfli 
any fcandalous or immodeft BooJe.

The 
feet of theft Mountains are adorn’d with 
good Cities at convenient diftances for tra¬ 
vellers, and carrying of goods, which are 
generally on Men’s backs, and the concourlc 
is incredible \ ftie Innkeepers give ah account 
of all that comes into their Houfes, and are 
obliged to give two Meals to all fach Pauen- 
gers, having other ways to be payed; every 
Man carries his own Bed, for the lodgings 
find nothing but bedfteads. In the Cuftom- 
houfe, which is here very great, th?y do not 
viflc the goods, be take everyMans word 
and the Duties are very eafy , a traveller that 
is no Merchant, is Cuftom-free; theft ran¬ 
gers that come to Macao, pay according; to.

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the Tunnageof their VefTels without Lurch¬ 
ing. 

4. This Province is fo populous they mif- 
cal it Laocba , that is little Alice, bccaufe 
they fpread all over the Kingdom, lerving 
all forts of Trades,particularly Taylors, they 
are very poor-, the Province has abundance 
of Rice and Fiflr, it is famous for large Soles, 
but more for Porcelane. The Clay ’cis made 
of, is only found in one Village, and in ano¬ 
ther place the Water to work it, for if they 
ufe any other, it proves not fo good, la 
this work there is none of the myftery gene¬ 
rally reprelcnted to us, it is rpeer Clay, but 
of a mod rare quality ^ it is wrought after 
the fame manner, as ours, in the lame time, 
end of all colours. This Province F$icn 
and Quantuwr meet in an Angle formed of 
many Mountains, among which is a final! 
Kingdom, the King whereof owes no obe¬ 
dience to him of China \ they allow the ufe 
of Phifitians in ficknefs, but qf no Lawyers 
in their fpits. If any fcarcity happen, they 
go 3 Robbing in the nature of Open War. 

5. The Province of Sucbueu is much in 
the fame Latitude, and has nothing lingular* 
that oiHnquang is in the fame 1 at/more 
plentiful of Rice than any has muchOyl, 
and Filh in its great Rivers, and Lakes like 
Seas. The Province Chekiang lies between 
27 and 32 deg. upon the Sea, is plain and 
fruitful, and watered vyirfc. many Rivers, lome 
whereof run through the Townsit is much 
Richer than the others, particularly in Silk, 
which is exported only from thence. Hang- 
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r fcn is the Metropolis, the raoft populous 
of China , fo delicious and pleafant, that it 
is a Proverb, Glory in He*vey y and Hangcheu 
oft Earth. Three things make it moft fa¬ 
mous, the Lake called the rareft: ia the 
World, about two Leagues in compafs, be- 
fet round with curious Pallaces, and They 
with delightful Hills, the Water runs in at 
one end, aud out at the ocher, acrofsitare 
fet Dogs of Stone for People to go over 
upon, many VefTels ply about it, fome very 
large, being built for pleafure and feafting, 
with Kitchins fore and aft, in the Midfhip 
rooms vyith Tables, above floors for Women, 
the windows covered with dole nets, that 
they may npt be feen, all painted and gild¬ 
ed ; the abundance of Meat in them is won¬ 
derful, in thefe many fpend what they have. 
The fecond thing famous,is the Silk,and man 
ner of working it * the third, the worlhip of 
their Idols, and magnificence of their Tem¬ 
ples. 

6 . The laft of thefe 9 Southern Provinces 
is Nanking, between 29 and 3 6 deg. of lat. 
the be ft in the whole Kingdom. It permits 
no Foreign Trade, the Merchants^to-:enhance 
the value of their goods, are of

laid, there are 200000 loermes for Cotton,, 
which yearly yield the King 45006a Oucats. 
The Court long refided here, and all the 
tribunals and priviledgesqf a Court ftifl re¬ 
main in the capital City Called (as my Au¬ 
thor will have it.)

7. The Northern Provinces are 6 , their 
names Honan t Xenfi, Xanfi y Xantung, Peking^ 
and Leaving.. The firft lies between 3? 1 
and 37, deg. of lat. and produces the moft 
delicious fruit, which is prodigioufly cheap, 
fo that One hundred of Apricocks is worth 
about half a Farthing. A Prince lives here j 
in as great (thte as the Kipg. j

8 . The Province Xenfi lies to the Eaft- 
ward of the laft in pear the (ajno Lati¬ 
tude; it is large but dry, as the three next 
to it; bears little Rice, much Barley, com¬ 
mon and Indian Wheat. Their Sheep are 
(horn three times a Year, Spring, Sunder 
and Autum, but thc firft fhearing is the belt. 

The Wool feirves for Hats and fuch like 
work* but fit to fpin. The Gp^p$ 

Hair is fpun, and of it they weave Stuffs 
richer than of §ik, but it is only of a fort 
of Down that grows next the Skin under the 
long Hair, This Provinc^elds Musk, which 
grows in the Navel of a Bead like a little 
Deer, the JFlefli whereof is eaten. The Purfes 
brought hither are not all the fame in which 
it grows, becaufe the Musk mixed with other 
Drugs is too much to be contained 4 >y them 
only, and fo Purfes are made for it of the 
Skin. Scarce any Musk comes over pure. 

Here is alio fome Qold gathered, but in Ri¬ 
vers, for the Mines of s it and Silv&rare not 
open. Molt of the Rhubarb in the World 
feems to come from hence; for that which is 
brought from Perfia cannot be of the Pro- 
daft of that Country, becaufe none that 
have travelled there relatethey ever (aw this 
Herb grow there. It grows high and bears 
Leaves bigger than thofe of Cabbage , re¬ 
quires much care, and grows not wild, as fome 
would have it. 

v 9. This is a Province of great Trade, for 
the numerous Caravans, fome of above One 
thouland Men, which repair to its two We- 
ferc Cities, Sacha and Xancbeu, In them 

come 
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come Ambafladors from the Mahometan 
Princes to the King of China, every three 
Years is an ordinary Etnbaffiy, and every fifth 
one extraordinary, they always bring Pre- 
fents. The Princes are, the T«r^, the A- 
rabsy Camttl , Samarcan, and Tarjan, but 
none of them, except the laft, know any 
thing of thefe Embaflks dr Prefects, the 
Merchants do it at their own coll for the 
more fecurity of their Trade. The Prefent 
confifts of a quantity of precious Stones, 
Three hundred and forty Horfes f Three 
hundred Email Sparks of Diamonds, Tome 
fine Blew, Six hundred Knives, and as many 
Files. The King returns for each Horfe two 
pieces of Cloath of Gold} Thirty of yellow 
Silk, Thirty Pounds of Cha, Ten of Musk, 
Fifty of a Medicine called Tienyo, and Fifty 
of Silver. 

10. Cha (which l fuppofe to be our Tea) 
is the Leaf of a Tree like Myrtle, in lome 
places bigger than others, they dry it in 
Iron Pots over the Fire, and fo it runs up 
together. There is of it from a Ducat the 
pound to lefs than a Halfpenny, fuch is its 
variety. It is their common drink fteeped 
in hoc Water, with it they treat Strangers, 
and relate many Virtues of it. 

it. The Province of Xanfi lies between 
36 and 42 deg. of Lat. the many Mountains 
make it barren, therefore bears little Wheat, 
lefs Rice, and rnoft of Indian Wheat ; it 
fupplies the Kingdom with Refins. Here 
are Wells of Fire for the ufe of Houfes, 

Hike thole of Water in other Parts. They 
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make fmail Mouths,, and over them boil 
any thing. They have Coal-Pits as in E«- 
ohnd. The Province of Xantung lies be¬ 
tween 25 and 38deg. of Cat. it is poor, 
fubjed to Loeufts, and often to Famine. It 
bears a fort Of Apples which is carried over 
moft of the Kingdom, 

12. The Province of Peking between 
26 and 42 degrees of Latitude, is now ho¬ 
noured vvith the Court in the City of the 
fame name, blit more > properly Xuntbienfu , 
or Xufttien jVt^he Moors call it C am bain d. 

The People (as all thofe of the North) are 
not fo ingenious, but more laborious and 
warlike. The Land dry and healthy, but 
barren; yields Indian Corn, but little Rice 
or Wheat. The Rice ufed at Court comes 
from Nankjng, it is pieafant only boiled in 
Water without , any other Addition, The 
King keeps One thoufand Sail that trade to 
the South for Provifipns:- This Province 
fends abroad no Commodities but Penfils and 
Perfumes. TheCity WbTfo large as Nan¬ 
king, but far exceeds it in populoufnefs: 
The Walls are fo thick, twelve Horfemen 
ride abreaft on them *, they are guarded with 
as much care in Peace as War. At the 
Gates are officers to receive the Duty of 
all things brought in, and that belongs to 
the Queen. 

13. The Magi Urates of this City have 
but very little State in their Perfons and 
Houfes, only the chief of them can go in 
Chairs, the others on Horfeback. All Peo¬ 
ple have their Faces covered along the 

Street? 
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Streets to avoid the Dufly but more to fave 
the Ceremonies to Mandarines. The Cold 
is more violent here than could be expect¬ 
ed in that Latitude. The River and Lakes 
are froze over, fo that they bear. They 
ufe a fort of Stoves that conveys the heat 
underneath which ierve in their Gardens, 
and anticipate the Spring. 

14. The laft Northern Province is Lea*, 
ittngx famous for a precious Medipmal Root 
it produces, which adds ftreQgth and vi¬ 
gour to fuch as are in Health, and gives 
great comfort fo the Sick. This beipg the 
Tartar Frontier, is much ruined, and in 
part poflefled by them. ,AIong it runs that 
fo famous Wall for the fpace of Three him. 
dred Leagues, of great Renown, but little 
ufe; fornotwithftandingit tne Enemy breaks 
in at pleafiire. In all thefe * Provinces there 
are Four hundred forty four Cities, and 
Eleven hundred and fifty Towns of Note; 
the others are hot to be numbred. Thus 
much of the Soil, Product and Divifion of 
China, I 
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C H A P. XIV. 

Of the People of China, their Cufloms, In - 

climtions and Studies, 

1. *-r"' H E People of China are white, the 
1 more Northward the whiter i both 
Men and Women fuller their Hair to grow 
to its full length; it is generally black, and 
they therefore called by fome Nations, The 
black haired People. Their Eyes are com¬ 
monly black and fmalf, their Nofes little, 
they look upon ours as deformed, their 
Beards thin, the black efteemed molt beau¬ 
tiful; it is never cut, butthey had rathec 
it ftiould all fall off than|one hair of the 
head. They take great pains in drelfing it, 
and have many barbers who never cut but 
only ferve to order it. 

2. They are hahdfomeft whilft very young, 
particularly in the South. The Women of 
Snmhn are counted the moft beautiful, 
thence the great Men have their Concu¬ 
bines. The Men, as they grow above twen¬ 
ty-five Years of Age Ioofe their Colour, but 
not fo much of their Features, yet grow 
ugly i they are well made, ftrong, and in¬ 
clined to Labour. In Tillage they are very 
induftrious, fometiraes plowing with a Plow 
ef three Coulters that makes as many Fur¬ 
rows, and on it carry a Tray with a hole, 
through which Kidneys-Beans drop, and 
tbe Ground is fowed at once , other Grain 
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is fowed after Plowing. Often he that drives 
a Beaft loaded carries a burden. 

- Nothing that can be of life is /oft. 
There are often feen many Veflels leaden 
with only Weeks 'for Candles taken out of 
the heart of a Rufh. Others that carry no¬ 
thing but Paper for Privies, which rauft have 
no Letter upon it, efteeming it a Sacnledge 
to put any lech to that ule. They are na¬ 
turally Merchants. About the Street is fold 
bv Retail, whatever is by Wholefail in 
Shops. Children fell finall things that no 
A „ c may be idle. In matters of trull they 
are moft faithful, but in felling the cunning- 
eft of Cheats. They will dig out the Flefli 
of a Fowl, make it up again, and fell the 
Skin and Bones as an entire Bird ^ they coun¬ 
terfeit Gammons of Bacon, fo that it is 
hard todifeover the Fraud*. In tatning, co¬ 
louring and patching up of old, lame and 
unfound Horles, none equal them. 

4 They are much addided to Chimiftry, 
and believe he that finds the way to make 
Silver, has a fare Receipt for to live long. 
Old Men they think have found out this j 
’ Receipt, and therefore fome will maintain 
them only in hopes to learn it, and others 
make themfelves gray only to get a mainte¬ 
nance that way. 

<- They are affable and courteous, treat 
Strangers with Civility, give them the up* ^ 
per-hand , lend them Money upon Pawns, 
but without Ufe, though they exaft it horn 
their own Kindred and Friends, even m Pri- 
fons^ where the Scum of Nations is, ^ v? 
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fnevv Companion towards them. All that 
are condemned to Death are beheaded, or 
firangled 7 any other Death is accounted 
Cruel 7 when many are condemned, only 
four or five die, the reft remain in Prifon. 
Humility and Challity are Virtues held in 
great account. They raile triumphant Ar¬ 
ches in Honour of Chaff: Women, and be- 
flow publick Encomiums on them. 

6 Where they ufe Ceremony it is end- 
Iefs, but among Friends and Kindred none 
is u(ed. They are lo grave and ftaid, that 
no Accident whatfoever can difcompole Men 
of Duality; fo that mortal Enemies meet 
at Feafts without altering their Countenance. 
They Idlen themfelves to extol Foreigners* 
and commend ail the Works of Europe , 
even to undervaluing their own. Their cu¬ 
rious Workmanfhip may be leen by whan 
comes from thence, which is never the belt 
cr curiouieft. They are incomparable at 
working of Ivory, Ebony, Coral, and 
Amber, and moft exquifite in Gold and Sil¬ 
ver. A gold Chain of their making has 
been feen that had Three hundred Links, and 
did not weigh leven Ounces, their Gold 
thread is not fo fine as ours. No Vdlels of 
Sivei are ufed, but only porcelane; they 
have learned to make Clocks to (land on 
Tables. 

They are cf moft ready Wits, where¬ 
of 1 will give one Iriftauce. A Vifitor Ge¬ 
neral being long in a Province without exe¬ 
cuting his Employ, a Friend of his enquiring 
into ;he Reaion> fouhd he had loft the SeaK 
r; £.* 
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without which no Bufinefs could bedifpatch- 
ed \ and, knowing the Governor was his 
Enemy he advifed him to fet Fire to his 
own Palace at Night, and when the Go. 
vet nor came, as of courle he mult, to fee 
It put out, then to deliver to him the Box 
inirhich the Seal is kept, faying. He could 
in that danger only truft him with the Royal 
Seal ■ That if it was the Governor who had 
caufed the Seal to be ftole, he would cer- 
tainlv reftoreit, becaufe of the truft repoled 
in him, which if he did not, the World 
would believe it was loft in bis Cuftody; 
this was put ip Execution, and next day the 
Governor reftoted the Box with the Seal in 
it 

’ 8 Their Cloatlis, as was before laid, are 
made of Woollen, Linnen, Silk, or Cotton. 
Two hundred Years before Chrift they wore 
fliort Sleeves (as the jF^awMefcended from 
them ftill do) and the falhion lafted while 
the famous Family of; Honan, for Four hun¬ 
dred Years, then it was altered to what is 
tiled to this Day, isythe fame throughout: the 
Kingdom, and canSSt be changed without 
' the King’s leave. The Habit reaches from 
the Neck to the feet open, before, even to 
the inward Garments without Buttons; but 
folding over, the Sleeves large and open like 
thofe of a Monk’s Cool. For a Band they 
Wear apiece of whiteTaffety a handful broad 
which the better fort as foon as foiled throw j 
away. Young Folks wear all Colours,'the 
Commonalty and all Servants black, 

Men grave Colours, fuch as are Or bave^ 
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Governors on Feltivals the fineft red. The 
itch change Apparel four times a Tear, the 
poor fort twice. 

9. Tib feventecn Years of Age they tyeat 
the fiiort Hairioofe, the reft knotted on the 
top of the fcfcad. After ^at Age it is g^ut 
into a Net of Horfehair wlih a Cap over it; 
that of the Lawyers iquare, the others 
round j it is made either qf Silk or Hdrfe- 
hair, but in Winter of Felt. Much Cere- 
mopyjs ufed at the time they Hrft put On the 
Net. 4 ' The Rich wear Shoes of Silk,, the 
Poor of Cotton, ai ffering. from■ onrs in fa- 
fluon and coftly , Leather is only ' ufed fqf 
Boots, which are rare- Che fame manner 
the Rich wear Stockins o'f Damask, or o. 
ther fofc Silk,.the meaner Sort of Cotton, 
but all white. Breeches are conitnon to Men 
and Women. The latter drefs tlieir Hair 
with Flowers, natural or Artificial* except 
the common Women, who are net allowed 
to ufe them, nor to live within the Walls. 

10. The Apparel of Wen and Women 
is the fame- in . ail other Points ? but thefe 
have Feet left than can be Imagined, and to 
make them fo 7 they Twach them hard from 
their Infancy. The Cuftom was taken from 
a Queen, who having .deformed Feet en¬ 
deavoured by that means to bring them ipto 
ill ape. 

11. The Women are very retired, none 
of any Age is feen in the Street, no Men 
vifit them in tjheir Houfes, nor prefume to 
enter into their Apartments. Servants have 
admittance only whilft very young. Brother 

' G h a ' 01 
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or Father-in-law on no account. The ordi* 
narieft rWomen go abroad in Chairs. If 
they happeu to go a foot on account of any 
pilgrimage, they cover their Faces: If they 
travel in Boats, they pals by each other, 
wtilbut ipeaking^one word. Yet in feme 
parts of this great Empire, Women go a- 
br^ad, but fuch as are of Quality always 
after this manner. 

ii. The Language is thought to be one 
of the 72 of Babel-, by their Books it 
appears to be of Four thoufand Years (land¬ 
ing It is called Quenhra, or the Language 
df Mandarines, be.caufe as they fpread their 
Command they introduced it, and it isufed 
through all the Empire, as Latin in Europe. 
It is very barren, and as it has more Letters 
far than any other, fo it has fewer Words, 
for there are not above 326 that abfolutely 
differ, and of thofe that only vary in accent 
and afpiration 1228; molt end in Vowels, 
the reft in M and N: They are all Mona- 
fyllables, 2II indeclinable, as well Verbs as 
Nouns; fo contrived, that often a Noun 
ferves for a Verb, and the contrary, and 
fometimes for an Adverb. Thus it is eafier 
to be learned than Latin. It is moft com¬ 
pendious, and therefore the ihoft grateful 
ro the Ctinefes. it is rather fweet than harfh, 
and fpoke as they do at Nanking pleafing to 
the Ear, very full of refpe&ful Terms. To 
bid one take a thing in his hand, among ns 
we.repeat the Verb take, which they doiiot, 
each word fignifies rhe Verb and Manner; 
Wen, is to take with two Fingers 1 to 
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take with them all; Chua , with the whole 
band downwards*. Trie, with it opened up¬ 
wards. So in other Verbs: A Man’s Foot 
they call JCw; a Birds, Chua \ a Beal k>

13 . They ufe a different Stile in - Writing 

and Speaking ; thOfktters are as ancient as 
the Language. They all know them; but 
not all by the fame Name. The Author of 
them (they fayj was Febi, one 9 f their firft 
Kings; at firft they were fewer in number, 
plainer, and in fome meafure like what they 
exprellcd : There are now four forts of Let¬ 
ters. The ancieac ftiil ufed in Books and by 
Law vers, but only for Titles and Seals inftead 
or Als. The fecond called Cbicnm, tbs 
nv ft generally ufed. The third 7dipie, little 
prafilled but on Fans, in Letters and Pro¬ 
logues. The fourth, a fort of fhort hand. 

r 4 . There are Sixty thoufand Letteg|i 
But they ufe Abbreviations, fo that ’ciFe* 
nough to know Ten thoufand to write, read 
and be learned. If they meet any that 
is not known, they turn to a Book like our 
Dictionary, and find it: Only nine ftrokes 
feryes to form all this multitude of Letters f 
but Several Letrers and perfect Figures are 
joined to fignifie different things. This 
ftro^e — (lands for one, crofted with anothec 
ftrofce it (lands for ten, another ftroke be¬ 
ing drawn under the lower point it fignifies 
the Earth *, with another at the top, a King * 
adding a prick on the left haqd between the 
two {tit points, a preciou# Stone ; with 
Dafhes before* a ^arJ ypad Liters that 
" ' -,, ’ qg 3 ' 
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fignifie precious Stones, mull have this lalt 
mark ; all that fignifie Trets rnuft have the 
Letter that is for Wood adjoined, and fo 
of other things. 

15. Good Writing is valued above the 
beft Painting. ^11 written Paper is looked 
upon as Sacred ^ if it liesllh the Ground they 
take it up carefully^ The manner pf Wri¬ 
ting is downwards from the top to the bot¬ 
tom, and fipm the Right towards the Left, 
hand, as Che Hebrews and all the People of 
the Fa(t. If a word of Refpeft, as your 
Lordfhip, or the like, fall in the middle of 
a Line, they write not forward, but begin 
the next Line, Decaufe it is not efteemed 
Manners to join any word to thofe ; if they 
write the Name of Gcd ; it is let above the 
reft of the Line. 

1 <$. They once writ on the Rine of the 
Balks, of Trees, wirh Iron points, as alfo \ 
pupates of Metal, which now are highly 
efteemed. paper has been invented among 
them Two tlioufand Years, and is of fo many 
forts, and fo plentiful, that there is as much 
in China as all the World befidcs, torgood- 
Eefs cone to compare to it. The rrofl: ufual j 
in Printing, and plentifuDeft, is made of a 
Tree (called by them Cbo , by, the Indians 
Bmbo) made in the fame manner as gurs, 
but the beft is of Cotton Rags. Infteaa of 
Pens they ufe Penfiisof feverai foris of Hair, 
but the Hares is beft : There are no Ink- 
Jiornsbut Stones on which the Ink is ground, 
as Colours amahg us % it is 3lfc fold in Rags 
ia the nature as w#Save Spacilh Wool, but 
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thblficft is Lamp-black, and they that make« 
it are not accounted Mechanic^ 

m Printing bas been ufed by them Six- 
teen hundr&LYeai*. we faid before it was 
all carved on Wood. The Author writes 
his Book in theSfoe. it mu$ be pM, and 
every Leaf is paftedo|a Board, andgraved 
exactly as he writ i?P^^#re they write 
and print only upon onehdeof thgPaper, 
lb that every Leaf confifts opwo, for 
BDoks are fewed alohg the $dge$ of the Pa- 
per, not the middle as we do, the Blanks 
Mm within, and the#p Learw pa6 as 
cme 1 the beft Wood for thisufe is ^ear-tree.

r A. ifonfinnation of the fame Subject. 

i. T^Rora their Childhood they apply them- 

T felvps to ftudy, the firft Books they 
read are Morals, then the claifick Authors 
which are entirely learned by Heart^nexc the 
Rafters expofition, who looks not oq the 
Book when he teaches. The Coppies for 
writing are laid under the Paper, and the 
learner draws by it, the Paper being fran- 
fparent. From letters they proceed to 90m- 
pofition, fuch as are approved of are Print-* 
cd every 3 Years, and learners ftudy them. 
There are no Univerlities, every Matter 
teaches all that is requiiite % a man to know, 
as well in learning, as manners and behavi¬ 
our. The Difciples of quality never go any 
where without the Matters there are many 
Schools for the common fort, b$j£no Matter 
can take more Schollars than he can teach 
himfelf, for he is not to truft to another. 
Their Days of recreation are the firft 15 in 
the Year^ and fome others, but few in the 
njth $nd7th Moon. The Matters that ferve 
in jgreat Houfes Eat at their patrons Table.

When one fpeaks of 
himfelf, it is with great humility, if they 
fpeak of the Son to the Father, they d<j 
hot fay your Sbn; but the Noble Son ; if of 
the Daughter, the pretious Love; if they 
inquire about the Sick, they fay, How goes 
the illuftrious Sicknefs i fpeaking of them.

Maids lejdom marry with 
Widdowers ^ there are Matchmakers: The 
Bridegroom lees not the Bride till fhe is 
brought home to him, nor knows her name 
till made fure; Portions are not used, nor 
does the Husband buy the Wife, as has been 
falfly reported of them. On the Wedding 
Day the Brides goods are carryed in pro. 
ceflion, and j»e at the end of it in a Chair, 
lock’d up, Jffd the key fent before to the 
Bridegrooms Mother, for he goes on Horfe- 
back well attended to fetch her, if by Night, 
they carry many Lantherns on long Poles, 
the Inheritance is divided between the Male 
iflue without refpeft to tbofe by the lawful 
Wife above the others, yet there are fome 
noble Families where the eldett inherits. 

3. The Funerals of the Cbinefes are very 
coftly, they bury all in Coffins, according 
to every ones ability in value, fome coft 
loco Ducats, the Coffins axe made of thick 
planks, varnifhed with Cbaram, and adorn, 
ed with gildihjp unlefs fome that are made 
of pretious Wood; moft of them keep 
their < offins by them in the Houfe. 

4. No* body is buryed within the Cities-, 
without there are fumptuous Templj§for 
their ufe, with Country Houfes about them 
in places appointed by their Aftrologers, 
the Tombs are covered with policed Stones, 
and Beads carved before them, /efpechHy 
the noble ones, as Elephants and Lions, and 
elegant Epitaphs upon them. Where ever 
a Man dies, he muft be carryed to his own 
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niace of burial : WHeh orie is'given over, " 
thev carry him into an Outward room to 
die on a pallet Bed, but fome that are of 
sreat duality die in their Alcoves. Thp 
Son as raving with grief, puUs down tht 
curtains upon the Dead body, then it is put 
into the Coffin with the rdbes of his^gmty, 
and lo clbfed, that no illfraeli can come out. 
it is laid in a great room hung with Mourn¬ 
ing and a Piftore of thetBead Man, the 
Children lit ; ronnd upon^lse ftrawandm 
Mourning, the Women are weeping behind 
Curtains, many Ceremonies vgre ufed while 
the Corps lies there/ 

<. The Coffin lies fometit$es 2 Years in 
the Houfe for want of Money * the Fune¬ 
ral Pomp is thus, Firft, there are carr Y ec J 
great ftatues of Men and Beads made ot 
painted Paftboard, Pyramids, and. other 
things in triumphal Chariots , adorned 
and curioufly wrought with Silk ; if it 
be a Perfon of Quality* thole things are 
burnt when the Coffin is interred, but the 
common fort dnly hire them i after this fol¬ 
low Bonzos Tinging and playing on Mufick, 
then other Bonzos who never cut Hair nor 
beard, and live Angle in communities ; theie 
alfo play on feveral forts of Jnftruments, 
next another feft of B onzu , who cut thei r 
Hair, praying *, after them the friends and 
relations, then Sons and Gtandfons m deep 
Mourning, and barefooted, with little Trun- 
cheons about half a yard long in their bands, 
on which they lean lo, that their Heads 
hang down near the ground; next tnem 
H h a « omcs 
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comes the Coffin on a thing Co big, it i s 
carryed by 50 Men, with a curious Pall over 
it, and about it many Lanthorns on Poles • 
the lafl: is a multitude of Women in Chairs’ 
who are heard to cry. * 

6 . *fhe Mourning is of fuch courie Hemp 
it makes the Men look monflrous. Sons for 
their Fathers wear it 3 Years, and in all 
that time lit not on Chairs, but little wooden 
ftools, nor dine on a Table, touch Flelh, 
drink Wine, lie on Bedfteads, go toFeafts, 
go abroad unlefs in a dole Chair, go to exa- 
minationSjnor.can officiate any pubiick Em¬ 
ploy,. and finally ( they lay ) they abltaia 
froth Women * Mourning for a Wife lafts a 
Year, there are for relations of 5 and of 
3 Months, and for friends of 3 Days. Eve¬ 
ry Town has a pubiick place of buryal for 
the Poor, fome fave the trouble, burning 
the Dead and burying the Alhes; thefe in 
the Province of Suchue are put into pots 
dole Popped and thrown into Rivers. 

7- The Funeral of the Queen Mother in 
the Year 1614, was very magnificent,* to 
omit the Mourning and lefler circnmftances. 
The King with his own hand lirewed on tfie 
body, Pearls to the value of 700C0 Crowns, 
and laid on the fides of it 50 bars of Gold, 
and so of Silver^ all Perfons of quality of 
both Sexes came to worfhip her; all Ma- 
giifrates were ordered to their Tribunals, 
and to fall 3 Days •, the Officers of the Re¬ 
venue to provide wax perfumes, Imagesand 
and ether necefTarics to be burnt, the ex- 
fence in only thefe fmall things amounted ro 
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30000 Ducats 3 the Royal Golledge was com¬ 
manded to write Poems fit for thatoccauon. 
1000 Men were potted at each of the nine 
Gates of the City, thence to the place of 
buryal, w&ich wft iz a lane of Sol¬ 
diers to be m* f#os f flaen carryed the 
Coffin, 1000 acc^imdyed it, 4Q0Q0guard- 
«d the buryal place, While the .Ceremony 
lifted, the ways were repairetfeand railed in, 
that no body might croft them ; at every 
20 paces, was laid a basket of yeiiow Earth 
to be fpread about when the Coffin went by; 
many Tents were fet up t$ reft by the way, 
and provifions for all that attendance that, 
amounted to 80000. _ 

8. After many Ceremonies, the Coffin 
was placed on a Triumphal Chariot with 
many lights and perfumes; the King acdora- 
panyed it to the 8th Gate of the 

great was the order and filence oblelfld, 
the journey was lo Ceremonious, it lafted 3 
Days. At laft the Coffin was removed to 
a more coflly Chariot, they facrificed a Bull, 
Aromatick Wine, Perfumes, and many Gar- 
ments to the Earth, imploring icstuCelar 
Spirits to receive the dead body graeioufly. 
The Ceremonies lifted long, the King fa¬ 
voured all that affifted at them, eated the 
Kingdom of Taxes, fet open the prifons, 
all as an Oblation of filial Love.

17. The Cbtnefes are great admirers of 

Virtue, and have a fore of Commandments 
written in their Houfes, much of the fame 
nature as ours^fFhereare Grangers \nCbina t 
who differ iii^^nt of belief, but not con- 
iiderable. We have already mentioned thole 
barbarous Inhabitants of a part of the.Ifland 
JJiiw*#, and others in the Mountains of 
$u*niung> Huibe'n, an d§*i*ngft, thefe fol¬ 
low the Opinions of the reft pf the Kingdom. 
In the Province of Tunudn there is a large 
tradt of Land inhabited by a People differ¬ 
ing in language and cuftoms, having a King 
of their own, but tributary to China; In 
fome parts there are Mahometans whb have 
their MofqUes, but ill obferve their law. 
Tney marry their Sons rp Cbinefe Women, 
but the Daughters only marry among thein.- 
felves, beeaule Women follow the opinion 
of the Husbands*, arid thefe never change. 
Their firft coming into China wasabput 800 
Years fince being called in by a Ring to aflift 
him in his Wars, and havin^ggyed well, 
fuch as would, were allowed t<?!|Pi|e there. 
There are Jews in the Province of Honan, 
and in the Metropolis of it, Caifitmf *; they 
have a neat Synagogue, which (hall be de- 
icribed hereafter. For want of Priefts they 
are become very ignorant In their law, and 
many be Mahometans and Pagans.

8. Some will judge the Kings of Cbm 
live a confined Life, but their Pallace is 
a City confiding of many Pallaces, orchards, 
and Gardens incloftd within a wall of a vaft 
Circumference j there is one Pallace for the 
King, Queen, and fmall Children, another 
for the Queen-Mother, another for the Sons 
that are marryed, another for the Queens, 
four for the Ladies, another called the cold 
Pallace for the old Men 4 Apartments for 
Eunuchs,Servants,Mathematicians,andPriefts, 

an infinite number of Courts, or Cloifters, 
and leflerApartments for all that live within, 
which are above 17000. 

9. The ftrutture o£the Pallace is ftmp- 
tuous, much after our manner adorned with 
curious Carving, Painting, and Gilding. A 
River runs through the Gardens which are 
adorned with artificial Mounts, and they

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coVered with delightful variety of b^ds and 
beads. All is encompafled by tVro walls 
diftant from each other, the circumference 
isabout 4Miles, that of Nanking about fife4 
there are 4 Gates that look to the four 
quarters of the World, aid have ftrong 
guards of Elephants and Soldiers, of theft 
5000 always do duty in one of the Courts* 

10. Next to the Emprefs, are fix Queens, 
who upon publick occafions, fit on as many 
Chairs fomewhat below the two Imperial 
Throa^ggbthen there are 30 that have parti¬ 
cular fe#irs allowed them il^he laft in de-v 
gree are' the Ladies.

12000 Eunuchs, with their proper Officers. 

The Prefidebt A anfwers our&jcretary 
of State, may Wfoe to the Kiog S^ithout 
asking leave, another who is fupream Judge 
of the Eunuchs, is alfo Captain of the guard 
of 3000 Horfe and 6000 Foot,‘the Eunuchs 
have all the beft Employments, and^are for 
the moft part marryed. ^

few in Chairs, except the great Eunuchs. 

The Father of the King now reigning, had 
a moft infolent favourite Eunuch, upon the

thers geld their Sons to make them capable 
of this fort of preferment.

2 Such a one being found, two old Wo¬ 
men ftrip her dark naked, and axamine as 

well inward as outwardly the Parts not to be 
named then put her into a heat to difeover 
whether her Sweat be offenfive. AIFtMngs 
anfwering expe&ation, (he is carried Jko 
Court in State, and there indrafted in fuch 
manner as (he may deferve to be called Mo¬ 
ther of the Ribgdom » for that is the Stile 
they give their Queens.

3 No fuch care is taken in marrying 
the Princes. The PYiuceOes chufe one of 
Twelve Young Men o ! Eighteen Years of 
Aee, placed fo as they jpy be feen with¬ 
out feeing the Princefles ^fjut the Husbands 
are treated ^impertinently by the Pnn- 
ceffes that tfi^obility avoid them ; lothat 
commonly their Husbands are no better born 

than the Kings Wives. - 

4. The Nobility were of another Nature 
when there were Titles and ^Lordfhips. 
Now ail depends upon Learning , which 
makes any Mechanick a Gentleman ^ the 
want of it renders a Gentleman bafe. This 
is the reafon their Nobility is not of long 
(landing ; for the Sons of Learned Men be¬ 
ing left rich, do not ftudy, and ccnfequent- 
ly have no Employments, and the Family pe- 
rifhes. Yet they have five forts of Nobility. 
Firft, the Blood-royal thus preferved, the 
Prince inherits the Crown, the other Sons 
live in other Cities with Titles, but muft not 

ftir thence. Their eldeft Sons fucceed them,

Part VL 
the others marry the beft they can, and fo 
their Children as long as the Family lafts. 
The Daughters ( not looked upon in cafe of 
Inheritance) marry with Gentlemen. The 
fecond. fort confift of thofe who have Titles 
but no Dominions, and are inferior to (6me 
Magiftrates. The third, the Magiftrates. 
The fourth, the Students, who aim at De- 
grees, The fifth, thofe who live upon their 
Eftates, or Merchandice, who if not very 
rich, are looked upon no better than the 
Commonalty. 

y. The Government is in the Hands of fir 
Councils, fo highly refpefted, it is fcarce 
credible. Each of them has a Prefident and 
two AflefTors, ithls is the next Dignity to 
that of the CoIaHr. So that a|Viceroy of a 
Province is happy, if after ffit Government 
expires, he reaches to be We of thofe Af- 
feflors. Many more Officers belong to each 
of thefe Courts} the firft is anfwerable to 
our Counfel of State, the fecond to that of 
War, the third is of Ceremonies, the fourth 
of the Revenue, the fifth of the publick 
Works, the fixth of Criminal Caufes. There 
are alfo nine other Courts - 7 the firft like 
our Chancery, the fecond the high Stewards, 
the third the Matter of the Horfes, the 
fourth the Matter of the Ceremonies of the 
Court-, the fifth, of particular Rites; the 
fixth, of the Petitions given the King *, the 
other three of letter Matters. Every City 
has its own particular Council, each Metro¬ 
polis of a Province five diftindt Tribunals, 
Each Town has a private Court.

long Chains, fo that they cannot turn. The 
letter Criminals are more favourably dealt 
with, but all fare hard,; for theprifons ferve 
to punitti as well as to fecure Men. The 
Priioners have much to do at their Entrance 
with the Keepers about their Fees, for they 
pay none, at going out. 

9. Their Punuhments differ not much 
from ours, but whipping is ufed before all 
other Penalties^the Lafhes are given on the 
bare Butcbc^P Thighs, as well to Wo¬ 
men as Men, and that before the Tribunal, 
or in the Street when the Crime is done 
there ; no Body values the Shame, but only 
the Smart. They alfo have feveral ways of 
Racking. 

10. Military Science is very ancient among 

the Chiwjh. They had tedious Wars with 
their Neighbours, conquered the iHand 
Ceylm, and fubdued One hundred and Four¬ 
teen Kings. They always entertain a vaft 
number of Souldiers ; in Nanking there are 
Forty thoufand, in Peking Eighty thoufand, 
all over the Kingdom above a Million, buc 
they are aH Cowards. Yet of late Years they 
beat the Japonefes out of Corea , and the 
Tartars out of the Province of Peking. They 
ule foolilh Reviews, in which, like our Boys, 
they reprefent Tartars and Chinefes 7 and the 
former are always beaten. , . 

11. Gun-Powder is of rooft ancient (laud¬ 
ing among them 7 of it they make cpious 
and- coRly Fire-works; they have foie Csn- 

" " non, 
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non, but no Skill in the tffb of it, only 
(hoot at random. Their moft ufual Arms 
are Lances, ’Arrows and Outfaces. There is 
a fort of Back and Breaft Pieces Proof againft 
Arrows. Their Civil Government is very 
juft, becaufe bad Minifters are feverely pu- 
nilhed, arid the King hears Complaints againft 
them. Thus much may fuffice for the Af¬ 
fairs of China.

28. In all pans of \$jjk there are Pro¬ 
digious-Wizards. Wher tfrnfio dt Gama fail¬ 
ed upon that difeovery, Tome of them at 
Calicut , fhowed other People in bafons of 
Water, the three Ships^ he had with him. 
When Q, Francis de Almsyda the firft Vice¬ 
roy of India, was coming for Portugal • fotfic 
Witches at Coehim told him, he fhould not 
pate the Cape of Good Hope, and there he 
was buryed. At Mafiate there are fuch 
Sorcerors, that they Eat a thing-inwardly, 
only fixing their Eyes upon it; with their 
fight draw the entrails of any Human body, 
and To kill many. One of thefe fixing his 
Eyes on a Bateca , or Water-Mellon, fucked 
out all the infide, it being cut open to try 
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thf exoeriment, was found hollow, and he

one loaded, the other ftored with all things 
neceflarT for Human Life, and on it alone. 

Men may feed and cloath’themfelves s hav¬ 
ing feen no particular account hereof, 1will 
be the more plain in deftribing it. The 
Tree is about 50 foot higf^qn the top grow 
the leaves like that of a Palm or Date-tree 
in (hape, but more large and beautiful, it 
bears about 50 of them,-a#! among them 
about iz clutters, each containing about 
?0 of thofe w^call Cocos, as big as good 
Pumpkins, fo that one Tree fometimes pro¬ 
duces 600, never Iefs than 400 of them.

it feryes to leafoa feveral things, as Milk 
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and Sugar with us, and Eaten alone,is plea- 
fane, itrengctiening, but hard of digeftion; 
within that hollow is about half a pint of 
pleafant \Vater, which an certain times 
Congeals and forms a fubftaace like an Apple, 
(called by the Indians fango J of a delight- 
m tafte, as is the confcrve of Sugar, of the 
“feme Tree, and this fame, is the feed that 
.produces the Tree. 

31. To make Wine, Sugar, Vinegar,and 
otherthings of this Coco, they fuffer not the 
duffer to grow, but bind the branch hard, 
when green, with cords made of the fame 
l?ree, cut the end of the branch, and put 
it into a Veffcl, into which ic bleeds like a 
Vine. This liquor is called Sura and a great 
quantity of it<fjggathered; to make Wine they 
dutil it, fome% ftrongecyfcme weaker, as 
our Brandy,the hotceft tMicall Orracs (and 
we corruptly K.^) to weeten and colour 
it, they put in Raid ns, and it is a plentiful 
aod pretious Commodity in all that part of 

\ Vinegar is made only by leaving that 
liquor' lbtne Days in Earthen Vcflels \ Su;ar 
by boyling it to a conliftence, with this Su- 
.gar they make good preferves, one of the 
kernel of the fame Coco grated. 

32. Oyl is made of the Coco’s prepared 
and ground 1 it ferves not only to burn, bur 
to Eat;, drefs founds, cure Colds, and 
purge, ic is a cOnlrdefablecommodity ; that 
maf of Coco which has been Co prcflcd or 
ground, is excellent food for Cattle ^ fo that 
ofchfc Wood, Leaves and Shells of this Tr e 5 
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is made the Ship, Sails and Rigging, with¬ 
out any other material, and of the Frojfe 
liquors and Preferves are made to load it s 
Of the Leaves are alio made Brooms and 
Bajketsi of the Wood, Darts and Lances 
opt much inferior to Iron } it alfo bears a 
aTfort of Down that ferves inftead of Tilt 
der. When any of thefe Trees is cat down, 
they take off theHead, called Palmito, Which 
is of an excellent tafte, like to that, of*>!»C ( . 
Cardoons. It is therefore not to be adpi- 
fed that the Indians Mi ^ucb pains 
raile a Wood of thefe'TjreeS, and are, fo 
much troubled to have them deftroyed ia 
tjme of War,

Qf the Memory there is of the Preaching 
the Goft el of thrift in all Afia and its 
Iflands, particularly hy the Afoftle Saint 
' Thomas inthofe Parts mentioned in this 
Hiftory, and of the Extirpation and Re¬ 
paration of the, fatric* 

1. T7 OR the better undemanding of what 
f follows, it is neceffery to inn over 
the Polition of thefe Countries Off from 
the Ifland ?Mo,ors appears on the >oaft ,ot 
Afriei the Empire of Ethiopia, divided on 
the E 4 from Ms by the Red Sea, begin. 

r Kk F ‘ l °S 
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ning on the Nsrth ac the City Suanquem, and 
ending on the South almoft at the Mouth of 
tfafe Red Sea. Between that Sea and the 
Terfian Golph lies that part of Arabia, which 
is moft Fruitful and belt Peopled. Ten 
Leagues from this Shore, and three from 
that of Ferfia , juft within the Mouth of the 
Gulph, is the Ifland Gerum , and in it the 
City Ormuz , a Kingdom more famous for 
its Trade than extent. From thence runs 
along the Coaft of Carammia fubjed to Perl ' 
fra for the fpace of Two hundred Leagues, 
to the City Dial feated on the Weftermnoft 
Mouth of Indus , which River makes one of 
the fides of that Continent which is pro¬ 
perly called India, 'and is in the form of a 
Lozenge. 

2. Of its moft diftant Angles, the one lies 
North between the Fountains of Indus and 
Ganges on Mount Imaus ; the other South, 
and is the famous Cape Comori, the*diftance 
between thefe two Angles is Four hundred 
Leagues. The other two Angles which lie 
Ea[t and Weft, at Three hundred Leaguesin- 
terval reach the Mouths of the fame two 
Rivers. This vaft Continent* called by the 
Natives Indefian, is divided into feverai 
Kingdoms and Dominions, as are (to begin 
at the Mouth of Indus where we left off ) 
the Kingdoms of Gurzarate or Cambay a, Ve~ 
can, Bifnagar ; thole of Malabar, viz. Conor, 
Calicut, Cranganor , Cocbim , Torch, Coulam 
and Travancor, reaching to the Point of the 
Cape in 7 deg, 40 mim of N. Lac. From 
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the Cape, the Coaft runs again toward the 
Ntrtb till the Mouth of Gauge/, where taking 
a great round it makes the Bay of Bengala, 
and runs again towards the South, to the 
other famous Cape of Cingapura, the Souch- 
ernmoft of all the Eaftern Continent. Op- 
polite to Cape Comori is the ifland Ceylon, 
that of Sumatra to Cingapura t But begin* 
ning at Cape Comori , Two hundred Leagues 
of the Coaft belong to the Kingdom of Nar~ 
ftngt , or Bifnagar, the reft to thole of Orixa, 
Bengala , Pegu and Siam. Beyond Cingapura 
are thole or Cambodia, Tfiompa, Cocbincbina, 
and the Great China. 

3. The Iflarlds of this great Archipelago 
are innumerable: But not to mention thole 
oppofite to Indian, there are Java, limor, 
Borneo, Banda , the Molucos i Celebes, Maza- 
car, Sunda, Leqtaa , and thole of Japan * 
without fpeaklng of many more of Note. It 
is certain the Gofpel was in the time of the 
Apoftles Preached in many of thele Pro¬ 
vinces, if not ia all. For the Etbiopiant 
value themfelves opoh receiving it from a 
Servant of Queen Candace baptized by Saint 
Philip, and from the Evangelift St. Matthew* 
There is no doubt but Arabia and Ter ft 3 
fiourifhed with many Saints and Martyrs, 
and the People of Bazora , where Tigris and 
Euphrates fall Ihto the Sea, have a Tradition 
that the beloved Difdple preached to them. 
But the moft Angular Apoftic of tbofe Parts 
ff Ah* the memory ofwhom 

if mu preferred in Cranganor, Coulam, and 
K k x Meliapcr, 
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Meliapor , with evident Teftimonies that he 
travelled over all thole Countries, even as 
far as China, whence he returned to the King- 
dom of Coromandell, where he ended his 
Preaching with his Life. 

4. Chriftianity being now utterly corrupt 
in fome Parts of Afia, and quite loft in 0* 
thers, the Portugues Arms, accompanied 
by Apoftolical Minifters, went thither to 
reftore it. The firft who Baptized in that 
Part of AftZ was F. Veter de Cubillones of 
the Holy Order of the Blefled Trinity j and 
Confeflor to the firft Difcoverer, Vajco dt 
Gama. 

5. The moft fuccelsful Labourers after 
him were in India the Vicar Michael Van, 
and James de Berba i and other 'Religious of 
the Order of Sc. Francis. In the Moluce 
Iflands, Captain Francis de Caftro, who con¬ 
verted five Kings in the ifland Mazacar. 
Captain Antony de Payva , who in the lame 
Ifland Baptized two Kings aiid their Courts 
in one Day. Others are named in their 
•proper Places in this Hiftory, and will doubts 
leis be Recorded in the Bookiof Life. 

1 6. This was the Eftate of Chriftianity in 
Afia, when its new Apoftle Sc. Frantis Xa- 
verins 1 of the Society of Jdus came thither. 
He travelled more chan is cribble, and did 
more than human Works, fie was born of 
a Noble Family at Pamplona in Navarre in 
the Year 1497, ftudied and taught Phiio- 
fbphy and Divinity at Paris, whence he 
went Companion to St. Ignatiw Loyola , fol- 
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lowed his Rule, and received Holy Orders at 

Venice. . _ 

7. He came to Portugal in order to pars 

into India in the Year 1540, and the Reign 
of King John the Third, who Tent for him 
and a Companies from Rome. He had the 
Dignity of ApoMical. Nuncio in the Eaft ; 
and during the Voyage, and in India, was 
called Holy Father. He Preached in the 
Ifland Zocotora, at Goa and Travancor, where 
he was perfecuted. It coft him no left Pains 
to reclaim the Portuguefes , debauched with 
the Riches of Afia, than to convert Infidels. 
In the Ifland Ceylon he Converted the King 
of Gattdea , went thence to the Mo!uco\ 
and gained many Souls. After feveral times 
traverling the Iflands, India , and other 
Parts, he went to Japan , and, with the 
prince’s leave. Preached at Cangoxima , and 
fuffered many Afflictions, then went to Ft- 
randoj Tamanguchi and Miaa , where with 
great pains he planted the Faith. Then he 
returned to Malaea , after converting the 
King of Bungo, who loon after died a Chri- 
ftian, being called Frmen in Baptifm. 

8. Next he prepared to go into China, 
and died at the Entrance of it in the Ifland 
Sancham , in the Fifty-fifth Year of his Age, 
and the Eleventh of his preaching, having 
firft foretold the Day of his Death, which 
was the lecond of December about midnight: 
His Body the Year following was tranflated 
to Goa. He had the Gift of Languages and 
Prophecy, and was Canonized by Pope Gre- 

gory 
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pry the 15th, in the Year 1622. He had 
many Difcsples and Companions, who 
wrought and endured much, and were held 
in opinion of fan&ity. 

9. We have already fpoke of the firft en¬ 
trance of Chriftiaoity j*#, 

Perfia, and Arabia,l$id ot its reftau- 
ration by the Portugnefes ; now we will fay 
fo me what relating to the fame in China ; there 
are [till undeniable teftimonics that Sc. Tbo- 
mss fpread the Evangelical Bo^rine there 
and though no footfteps of it appeared, the 
fame had happened in all India, had not 
Thomas called Cananeus an Armenian Chrifti- 
an, about the Year 8co come to Mogoiover or 
fatana, who renewing the A pottles Churches 
and building others, refett|ed the Chriftian 
Religion, and gave occafion to the miftake 
(becaufe both had the fame name ) in believ¬ 
ing they were all the work of the former 
The fame happened id China , as /hall be 
made appear ^ the time Chrifiianity was 
forgot in both places, differs not much, fair 
as it appears, Thomas Cananeus re-eftabli/b- 
ed it in India about the Year Eight hun- 
dred, fo it is plain by what fnaJi be faid, 
that about the Year Seven hundred it began 
again to take footing in China. 

IO * f et ns firft (peak of the antient jnd 
tnen of the modern teftimonics. In the Call 
da2c \ Books of the Indian Chriftians [till re¬ 
maining an Cranganor , and particularly^ a 
breviary, there is a kffbnto this purpofe; 
By sc Thomas the Errors of the Idolatry 
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t* of India were abolifhed i by St. Thomas 
« the Chinefes and Ethiopians were convert- 
« edto the Truth * by St. Thomas &c. by

raong the Jjlanders may well be reckoned the 
Jjponefes \ in the fummary of the Synodical 
Conflitutions, and Chapter of thofe that 
are Canonical, there is a Canon of the Pa¬ 
triarch Theodoftus, in which are thefe words. 

So alfo the Bijhops of the great Province , as art 
mo ft of the Metropolitans of China. When 
the Portuguefes entered India, the Governor 
of the Malabar Mountains, called Jacoh % 
fliled himfelf, Metropolitan of India and 
China } Paulies Venetus a true Hiftorian in 
all points, that can now be proved, allures in 
his time,there were in China many Chriftians 
who had fumptuous Churches, and names 
the Cities in which they were. The Fa. 
thers of the Society of Jefus had an account 
of People who worlhipped the Crofs. The 
caufe why the Chriftians and their Churches 
were quite extinft, and no fbotfteps of them 
remains, is that they having favoured the 
Tartar when he invaded China about Three 
hundred Years flnce, he being overcome by 
the Chinefes , many of them were killed, 

the 
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the reft fled, and all that had been theirs 
was totally extirpated.

“ 'lam, the Holy Gofpei returned to chinas 
c< That in the Year of Ximbie , the Priefts 
ct John and Paul redreiled all, and new 
Churches were ere&ed; That in the 
4t Reign of the Great Tam , the fecond Year 
t% Kienchum , on the feventh day of the Month 
CA of Autumn, this Stone was fet up, Kinfin 
et Governor of the Church of China being 
H Bifhop. 

13. By this venerable Piece of Antiquity 
it appears, that the Chriftian Faith was 
planted in China about the Year Six hun¬ 
dred thirty-one. From it alio may beinferr’d, 
that St. Thomas firft Preached there, but that 
Chriftianity being almoft: forgot, tnofe Priefts 
of Judea and Kings of China reftored it, as 
has beei} fhown it happened in India. So 
that what the Portuguefes , affifted by other 
European Religious Men now perform, is a 
fecond Re-eftablifhment of the Faith. 

14. About the Year 1543, FernanMen¬ 
dez, Pinto had this following Information in 
China, He was Travelling from the City 

Minis* 
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Mmdoo to that of Peking, and feeing by the 
way the Ruins of another, was informed, that 
about Two hundred Years before it was a mod 
flourilhing Place. That a Holy Man coming 
thither raifed fome dead to life, and Preach¬ 
ed of Jefus Chrift, and his Vicarupon Earth; 
that the Heathen Priefts defigning to burn 
him, he quenched the Ere, making the itgn 
of the Crofs over it; that they ftoned him 
to Death, and being thrown into a River, 
the Stream Rood (till five days, the holy Bo¬ 
dy being born upon the Superficies all the 
time; that this occafioned the Converfion 
of many People, of which there was a great 
number in that Province. Further upon a 
Mountain was a Stone Crofs, which this 
Writer law fome People Worlhip, pro¬ 
nouncing thefe Words : Cbrifi Jefus ; Mary 
tonceived him being a Virgin, brought him forth 
a Virgin , and remained a Virgin. Thefe 
were Dilciples delcended from a Weaver, 
called John , in whofe Houfe that Holy Mar¬ 
tyr was entertained. They preferve a Book 
of his Life, which fays his Name was Mat¬ 
thew Efcandel $ by Birth an Hungarian , and 
had been an Heremite on Mount Sinai, That 
Hiftory related, that he being taken out of 
the River and buried nine days after, the 
City was fwallowed up with Four ihoufand 
Bonx.es, vvho only durftftay in it, the People 
having abandoned it, by reafbn of the Earth¬ 
quakes that happened before.

converted Twenty-five Years before, which 
was Sixty Years before the Jefuits entered 
China , which is now One hundred and four¬ 
teen Years fince. And this is the Realbn 
thole Fathers found lome Monuments of 
Chriftianity, but lb obfeure that little could 
he made out by them. 

1 6. The fame Fernand Mendez relates, 
That in the City 7 implan, the Court of the 
Emperor of Caminam , a Borderer on Chi¬ 
na, he found molt ancient Monuments of 
the Chriftian Faith, and fome account of 
the Holy Scripture. Thole People laid, 
4C That the Creation of the World was the 
“ work of the Will of the Creator; That 
u he was not vifible, nor to be felt; That 
44 there were Eighty-two thoufand Moons 
41 fince the Earth was feparated from the 
44 Water * That on Earth God had crea 
4< ted a molt delightful Garden, and pla- 
ci ced therein the firft Man called Adda , 
44 and his Wife Baragom : That he forbid 
“ them the Fruit of the Tree Hifaforam , 
14 and they tranfgrelfing this Command, all 
4C Men became liable to the Punifhmentof 
<c that Guilt: That the Man broke the 
gC Precept, being deceived by the Woman, 
41 and fhe by the Serpenc Lupantoo : That 
44 for this Dilbbedience they were caft out 
,c of that delightful Place : That by reafon 
44 of the Sinfulnels of Man, God had drown- 
44 ed the World •, That only one juft Man 
" with his Family efcaped in a Wooden 

44 Houfe, 
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“• Houfe, and by them Mankind was refto* 
44 red: That God would punilh the Wicked, 
44 and reward the Good That one John, 
4t a Difciple of Thomas MoJeliar , (a Servant 
“ of God, whom the Citizens of Vigun 
44 killed, becaufe he preached that God be- 
44 came Man, and fuffered Death for the 
44 Sins of Men) had Preached the lame in 
44 that Country, and loft his Life for lo 
4t doing. Thomas Mode liar is the Apoftle 
St. Thomas. The People of Calaminam own 
the Blefled Trinity; when they Sneeze they 
fay fome Words that declare it, and they 
make the fign of theCrols. 

17. The laft Teftimony was difeovered 
in the Year 1635, but the thing in it felf is 
at leaft as antient as the Stone already fpo- 
ken of. Some Heathens palling through a 
Street in a Village near the City Civencbeu 
of the Province of Fokjen, by Night faw 
Lights on fome Stones that lay there, and 
turning them up, found on that part which 
had lain next the Ground Crofies carved. 
A Jefuit; f^AmyiingIfftfcftft caafed the Stone 
on which the greateft Light appeared to be 
fixed in a decent place, as a Monument of 
the Miracle, and of our Religion in thofe 
Parts. 

18. We fhall fpeak of what was done by 
the Religious of the Society of Jefus in order 
to the Reparation of Chriftianity in this 
Empire in the proper place, and Third 
Tome of this our Afia. They entred upon 
this undertaking in the Year 1579, which 

was 
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was the the laft under our Portugues Princes 
who yet expired not without this Glory, 
In the Year ? 583^ they Founded the firft 
Church at Xauking. The reft of their Pro. 
ceedings we refer to the Third Tome, be¬ 
ginning under the Sp*nijh Monarch*, as this 
has ended with the,P ortuguefes.

2. Though this Fleet was fitted out chiefly 1 
to oppole the Turks , who now opprefled I 
Indian yet the Vice-Roy (uffered them to I 
batter Diu , without relieving it farther, 
than with the hopes of Relief Antony de 
Sylva Menefes was the fecond that was lent 1 
thither with 14 linall Veflels, and came late ; \ 

yet contended with the Great Antony de Sil- t 

veyra for the Honour of chat Vi&ory : So 
much he valued,having been only a Wirnefs 
of it. The Vice-Roy was ready to Sail for 
Diu with a Fleet of 1 60 Sail of leveral lorts, 
and in them five Thoufand fighting Men 
and a 1000 Pieces of Cannon , when the 
Advice came that the Turks had railed the 
Siege. He was overjoy’d (it is not known 
for what) and dilcharging the Merchant- 
Ships that were ready to attend him retained 
Ninety. With thcle he let out for Diu , but 
failed lb llowly, that it appeared as if lome 
ill Omen threatned his ruin there, fince he 
avoided not only feeing of it in danger, 
but even now in Peace. Its quiet was di- 
fturbed by Lurcan and Coje Zofar , who 
ranged about with Fire and Sword. The 
Viceroy heard of this at Dahl , and lent 
againft them Martin Alfonfo de Melo with his 
Galley, and the Veflels that went with An¬ 
tony de Sylva , He went; but being hard fee 
by the Enemy , was forced to take Ihelter 
under the Fort. The Vice-Roy at the fame 
UdW rate removed to Bacaim , nothing 
moved with the News he received from Diu . 

It 
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It was murmured, he either confuted his 
Safety or his private InterefltaJBut when leaft 
expe&ed, he Steered thithfcPon the firft of 
January ; when a Storm riling, which lafted 
eight days, dilperfed the Fleet into leveral 
Ports; two Gallies, and lome other Veflels, 
perilhed. 

3. The firft thing the Vice-Roy attended 
to, was to hear D.Gonzalo Vaz, Confine , who 
came with five lmali Veflels from Onor i 
whither he had been lent by the late Go¬ 
vernor Nuno de Cuna upon this occafiom 
One of Solyman*s Gallies, that had been at 
Diu, was forcod into that Port; and Was 
thought Queen (then a Widow) violated 
the Peace concluded with us by prote&ing 
it.Gon$alo Zaz, calling her to account^lhe An- 
fwered , The Gaily was there againfi her Will 
(he not being in a condition to hinder it ; but {hould 
be glad it were taken by our VrJJ'ds.ThQ Captain 
attempted it, and after a fharp Engagement 
was forced to defift , having loft 15 Men, 
and among them his Son James . He luf. 
pe< 5 ted the Queen had aflifted the Enemy^ 
and refufing lome Refrelhment Ihe lent for 
the wounded Men, returned fome rail! 
Words mixed with Threats. The Queeni 
cleared her felf, and again offered Peace, 
which was concluded, and lome Portuguefet 
left in that Port, to obferve what the Queetf 
did towards expelling the Turks. 

4. We will conclude this Year with the 
memory of the Arrival of fix Ships at LiJ - 
bon from India , father for the Botra than 
the Riches they carried. In one 6? them 
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was the Body of the Great D. Vafco, de Gama, 
which the King cauied to be laid in his 
Tomb, with the greateft Magnificence that 
has been ieen in this Kingdom. 

5/This Year Veter de Faria the fecond time 
5 * 9 - was made Commander of the famous Fort 
of Malaca. Immediately reforted to^ him 
Embafladors from the Neighbouring Kings, 
to congratulate and confirm Peace with us. 
The firft was of the Bat a as in Sumatra , up¬ 
on the Ocean where the Ifland of Gold was 
imagined to be , and which we earneftly 
defired todifcover; but that Defign being 
later, we will then fpeak of this Embafly. 
The fecond was of Aaru in Sumatra \ both 
demanded Affiftance againft him of Achem. 
Faria had not yet taken poffeffion of the 
Command, which Rill D. Stephen de Gama 
held for a few Weeks. One excufed himlelf, 
becaufe his Power was expiring ; the other, 
becaufe he had not yet commenced. 
Whereas both ought to joyn in relieving 
that King, as well becaufe his Fidelity me¬ 
rited it, as becaufe his Kingdom lay between 
Malaca and Achem , and ferved us for a 
Bulwark. Gama was moft in fault, being 
in pofleflion, and much prefled by Faria to 

f rant it. But we fhall foon fee him more 
lameable, refilling then what he now urged 
fhould be granted. Such the Inconftancy 
of Man. 

6 - Afterwards Peter de Faria fent that 
King fo me Relief; but it was inconfidera^ 
ble and came late. The King of Achem 
fent againft him his Brother-in Law •Hertdim 

Mabfr 
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Mahomet with 16o Veflels, all of Oars, and 
l»ooo Fighting Men. He from the Mouth 
of the River Puneticam battered Aaruh For¬ 
tifications , but to no effe&; fo he Landed 
and entred the Works: But was again beaten 
our, with lofs of Men and Canon. The Be- 
fiegers peffifting (omc days, lofe 3000 Men. 
They bribe an Officer of the Befieged, who 
treacheroufly led the King to a dangerous 
place, where he was killed by a Mufquet- 
Ball. The Enemy enters the Works, and 
putting all (even the Sick) to the Sword, 
flew xooo. The Body of the dead King 
was carried to Him of Achem , who cauledit 
to be cut in pieces and boiled in Oil. 

7. The Queen of Aaru , who was in a 
Wood, hearing the Death of her Husband, 
would have burnt her felf alive; but being 
hindred, with about 300 Men fell upon the 
Achems ^ who were plundering the City, 
and flew" ipo. Being too weak to proceed* 
fhe returned to the Woods,and from thence 
made Excurfions; but not able to hold out, 
went over to Malaca with about 600 per- 
ions in her Retinue, in 16 Veflels, Veter da 
Faria fent his Son Alvaro, who had the 
Command of the Sea, to receive her upon 
the River with pomp and grandeur. 

8. Faria treated her with much Refpe#; 
but kept her four Months with only Pro- 
mifes of Succour, till fhe Defpairing, pub- 
lickly reproached him for this Negledt, and 
he without any regard gave no other An- 
fwer, than Turning his Back. Private In- 
tereft drew away the Commander from 
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the performance of whac he owed to a 
Royal Macron, who for her Husbands fake 
delerved our Aid , for her Misfortunes our 
Pity, and for her Merit, Refpeft. 

9. The affli&ed Widow went to the 
King of Uj ant ana , then at Bint am , who 
fcandalized at Peter de Faria 7 s Proceedings, 
offered Afliftance, and Married her, to have 
the better Title to pretend to the Kingdom 
of Acru. He lent his Embaflador to Acbem % 
to demand that Crown as his Right by Mar¬ 
riage. The Tyrant would not hear the 
EmbafTador, nor receive the Prefent he 
brought, which is the greaceft Affront a- 
mong thofe Princes; but lent a Letter full 
of Reproaches, faying among other things. 
His Letter had been writ upon the Weddinv- 
Table. ' 

JO. The King of Ujantana provoked by 
this Affront, immediately let out, aoo Sail 
under the Command of his Admiral Lac - 
xemena, who Anchored before the Fort of 
Vuneticam 9 and carried it at the firftAffauIt, 
killing 1400 Achemsy and their Commander 
Morat Arraez, a Turk. 

if. By this time Here dim Mahomet was 
Sailing that way with fiich another Fleet, 
and in it iiooo Fighting Men. The two 
Fleets met, and after a (harp Engagement, 
Heredim being killed by a Canon-Ball, his 
Men difmayed, and raoft of the Fleet was 
taken by Lacxemena , moll of the Achems 
flain, and only 14, Veffels got off.

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ii. The King of Achem caufed the ^4 
Captains to be |gjkaded, becaufe they fled, 
and the Souldie^P^ards to be cut off, and 
that upon pain® being lawed alive they 
(hould ever wear Womens Habit, with a 
fbrt of Tabor in their Hands; and when¬ 
ever they affirmed any thing upon Oath, 
they ftiould fay, As I hope to fee my Husband 
fafe ; or elfe, As I hope to fee jhe Children I 
have bore proff er.

The Kingdom of Aarm^gxvcio hiseldeft 
Son, who after died before Malaca , as fhall 
appear in its place. ' • ¥ ' 
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Continues the Government of the Vice-Roy, 
D. Garcia de Noronha. 

i. T. Et us return to our Vice-Roy, whom 
, E:. , j we left at Sea. After the danger and 

lofs above related , he ehtred the Port of 
&iu with 5:0 Sail. He applauded, as was 
due, the Bravery of Antony de Silveyra , re¬ 
paired the Fort, and delivered it to Jamee 
£op<>z, de Sou fa, to whom the Command was 
given by the King. Let it fuffice price for 
all to note, That thele Commands kre al¬ 
ways given by the King , and fo many Sue- 
ceilbrs named, that many of them are in 
their Graves before they liicceed in the 
Poll. A Treaty of Peace was let on foot, 
and concluded little to our advantage; 
which the Common Vogue (I know not 
whether Infallible ,) attributed to Covetoufc 
nels. 

2. Ruy Lorenpo de Tavora , Commander of 
Baz,aim , was dole (hut up in his Fort by 
the Forces of the King of Cambaia , who 
were Mailers of the Field,after having done 
all that could be expected from him. The 
Vice-Roy lent to his Relief Trip an de At aide, 
late Commander of Malaca , with a Galeon 
and g Barques well Manned. The two being 
joyned, repulled the Enemy with very con- 
fiderable lols of Men, Baggage and Repu¬ 
tation. 
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tation. Mean while the Vice-Roy profe- 
cuted the Works at Diu, and lent Martin 
Alfonfo de Melo to Command at Ormuz,, Peter 
de Faria to Malaca the fecond time, arid 
Michael Ferreyra a Gentleman of Worth, 
70 years of Age, with n ftnall VdTels and 
400 Men, to alfifl the King of Cota in Cey¬ 
lon againft his Brother Madune Pandar, King 
of Catavaca ; who diftrdfed him. Ferreira 
did great damage in leveral Towns, aban¬ 
doned 4 y the; Inhabitants. In the Port of 
Tutulam he fcrprized Pate Marcaf* s Fleet, 
confifting of 16 Paraos , and eafily gained 
them; and with the lame Succefs carried 
the Works arid Cannon alhoar, though de¬ 
fended by lodd Men. He Anchored in the 
Bay of Colombo with the Ships, Cannon and 
othef Booty, he marefted ro Cota ; 

t ice towardi|&tf*^pr afrfie head of 
Army pf ‘the King heRelieved, de¬ 
laying all before him; and feeking Ma- 
dune r who hadi^ 000 )i 4 en, ftw them fly to 
the flielter of the Woods. Thence he fent to 
beg Peace, which was granted upon Condi¬ 
tion he lhould lend the Heads of fbme Morijh 
Officers, efpecially Pate and Cunals Marcar . 
He oppoled this Condition as much as he 
could, but there being no other Medium 
to appeaie his i^Adverlary, contented , and 
killing them two and others, lent 9 Heads 
upon as many Spears, a Prelent fo accepta¬ 
ble to Ferreyra-, that he prefently made Peace 
between him and Cota, and went off himtelf 
with Honour. 
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3 . The fame time the Vice-Roy lent Fer- I 

dinand de Morales with a great Galeon , j 
laden on the Kings account, to Trade at I 
Pegu. As loon as arrived at that Port, the 1 
King won him with Promiles and Favours, 

to aid him againft the King of Brama , who 
invaded that Country with luch a Power, 
that the two Armies confiftfled of two Mil-, 
lions of Men and 10000 Elephants. Mo- \ 
rales went into a Galliot, and Commanding 
the Fleet of Pegu, made gr&t havockamong 
the Enemies Ships. Brama came on by 
Land like a Torrent, carrying all before 
him, and his Fleet covering the River, 
though as great as Ganges . With this Power ] 

he eafily gained the City and Kingdom of \ 
Pegu . Ferdinand Morales met the Fleet 
with his, in refpe& of the other fcarce 
vifible , at the Point Gindmarreca , Wlietj© v . 
was a furious, bloody and defperate Fightf 
But the Pegus overpowred by the &rawtf* 
deierted Morales , who alone in his jGaldbt 
maintained himfelf againft the Enemies, 
performing Wonders with vaft flaughter 
of them, till op p ref fed by the Multitude he 
was killed. But the memory of his Bravery 
ftill lives among thofe People. 

4 . The caufe of this Revolt of Brama 9 m 
who was Tributary to Pegu jgr as this: Above I 
50000 Brama*$ laboured in the King of I 
Pegu* s Works, this being one Condition of 1 
their VafTalage. The Ring uled to Vifit i 
them with his Women, becauie they de- I 
lighted to fee Foreigners and the notable I 
Works, and never carried any other Com- 1 

pany. I 
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pany. The Labourers (what Wickednels 
would not they in Idlenels invent, who 
thought fo much in their Labour) refolved 
to rob the Queens or Concfibins, and lud- 
denly murdered the King, ftripped them 
and tied to their Country. Dacha Rapt t 
Heirtothe deceaied, was not only deprived 
of Means of Revenging this Villany , but 
even of maintaining himfelf, for many of 
his Subjects rebelled. Para Mandard , King 
of the Bramahs , defiring to enlarge his Em* 
pire, and feeing that his Pickaxes and Sho¬ 
vels had opened a Way to his Cimiters and 
Standards, rufhes out with that Violence, 
and over-runs the Kingdoms of the Lanjoes , 
Laos , Jangomasy and others, that like his 
were Tributaries to Pegu. Thus this Ty¬ 
rant poflefifed himfelf of bis ancient King¬ 
dom of Ava , that extends two Months Tra¬ 
vel at ordinary Journeys, and contains 
6 z Cities. On the N. E. a Months Jour¬ 
ney, is that of the Turks , containing as 
many Cities, which the King of Pegu had 
taken from him of Cathay. The Kingdom 
of Bimir lies Weft of Ava , of the fame 
extent, and has 2,7 populous Cities. North 
of this that of Lanjam , of equal greamels, 
has 38 Cities, andigreat ftore of Gold and 
Silver. On the Eaft is that of Mamprom, as 
great, but has only 8 Cities; on the Eaft it 
borders on Cochinchina , on the South with 
Siam, afterwards conquered by Brama ; and 
Eaft of this is-the great Kingdom of Cam¬ 
bodia. All the Inhabitants of thefe Kingdoms 
are Pagans, and the moft Superftitious of al! 
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the Eaft. They believe in one only God; 
but in time of need have recourfe to many 
Idols. Of thefe they have fome dedicated 
to the fecret a<fts arid neceflities of Nature, 
in the fame form they are performed. They 
hold the Immortality of the Soul ; are 
zealous in giving Alms, and bear great Re¬ 
verence to their Religious Men. Thefe are 
very numerous, follow a Rule > and keep a 
Choir much like ours; they live upon what 
is given them that day , without keeping 
any thing for the next; they eat neither 
Fifti nor Flelh, becaufe they kill nothing 
that has Life; their Cloatbs are yellow 
Cafiocks and Cloaks, with Hats of oiled 
Paper ; they obferve Lent and Eaficr after 
the Chriftian manner. Whence may be 
inferred. That thefe are fome Remains of 
the Dodrine of St. Thomas tue Apoftle, 
though mixed with many Errors. The 
People are all white, the Women very 
beautiful. Their Bodies are all wrought 
Blue with hot Irons down to the Knees. 
In general, they are not only not Civilized, 
but very Brutal. 

y. The Vice-Roy being at Goa , D-john 
de Albuquerque , a Spaniard , prefented him 
King John's Patent, by which all the Con- 
quells from the Cape of Good Hope, to India , 
were made (iibjedfc to "his Diocefs, with 
liberty to ere£fc the Church of St. Catherine 
of that City into a Cathedral. The Patent 
was obeyed, and thus a Spaniard was the 
firft Prelate of the Conquefts ; if Spain 
had now taken the Power in Spirituals, it 
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was afterwards to polfefs in Temporals. At 
this time the Guiara^s ftreightned Ruy 
Lorenfo de Tavora in & again. He fallies 
with ;5o Men , and put them to the rout. 
Coje Zofar coipes on with his Men, and puts 
him into a dangerous condition. George de 
Lima , Commander of Cbaul, having Notice 
hereof , lent ioo Men with" fpeed, with 
which afliftance the Enemy was repulfedj 
and time given to repair the damage re¬ 
ceived. 


6. Four Ships arrived in India from Por~ 
tugal , to return with Merchandize. In one 
of them the 'Great Antony de Sylveyra im* 
barqued. The Flag-Ship perifhed in her 
Return, and was never heard of; but Sil- 
•veyra arrived fafe atiLdthotn and had .fcarce 
Anchored, ^when thj^ Great Men 0f the 
Court camri .aboard to Condu& him to the 
King r^d princes S who with Joy waited to 
fee andCohout' hinS; And no wonder, fince 
all the Chriftian 1 Princes vificed him by 
their Embaffadors * led by the admiration 
of his Glorious Exploits. The French Em- 
baflador had his Pi&ure drawn, which was 
bung up in the Gallery of Fame among the 
other Hero’s. He was of a middle Stature, 
ftrong built; of a clear Judgment, ready 
Wic, a great Heart, and very Liberal. His 
Liberality did as much at Diu> as his Valour; 
for it is vain^fer a Mifer ever to expettto 
purchafe GlorjousVidories: Yet this Virtue 
was prejudicial to him in Portugal ; for the

7. The late fuccefi of our Arms, chiefly 
an Cambaya, terrified all the Eaftern Princes, 
our Enemies; lb that Nizamaluco and 
Hidalcam immediately lent their Embafla- 
dors to confirm the laft Peace concluded 
with them. Tjamori , to obtain the more 
favourable Reception with the Vice*Roy, 
took 'Emanuel de Brito , Commander of the 
Fort of Chale , tor his Mediator. Brito pro- 
mifed his intereft, and accompanied the 
Embaflador China Cutiale, who came to Goa 
with a fplendid Retinue. The Vice-Roy 
received him with Courcefie and Grandeur. 
The Peace was Concluded much to our 
Credit. Had not the, Vice-Roy fallen fick, 
he defigned to go to Calicut 3 co ^perform the 
Ceremony of Swearing to the obfervation 
of the Articles; but lent his Son Alvaro 
to this purpofe, under the Direftion of dif 
Creet Men, becaufe he was young. They 
came to Panane with a numerous Fleet , 
where that Prince expeded them , accom¬ 
panied by the Kings of Chale and Tanor. 
They met with great demonftrations of 
Joy; the Peace was fworn, and lafted 30 
years,which was one of the greateft Bleflings 
we enjoyed in India. 

8. About the beginning of January this 
Treaty was Concluded, ahjFthe Vice-Roy 
ferit towards Cambaya , D. Veter de CafteUo - 
fyanjo, with 14 Sail, who returned to Goa 
without any Adion of Ntijte* John de <Se- 
julvedt coming from Ormuz , and hearing

that Ruy Lorenfo de Tavora was ftreightned 
by the Enemy in Ba$aim, relieved him with 
diligence; and they forced the Enemy to 
Ithe Field. Antony CarvaUo , with 8 
imall VelTels, went to feek fome Pirates that 
courfed between Baticala and Anchediva. 
They fled; but being overtaken, were de- 
ltroyed, their Ships burnt, and the Coun¬ 
try laid wjfte. CarvaUo returned with Ho¬ 
nour to Goa , where ithe Vice-Roy growing 
fo weak, he could not attend the Govern! 
ment, he propofed a Worthy Perfon might 
bechofetpfuppiy his place, and then faid, 
it Ihould be no other than his Son D. Alvaro. 
This furprized all Men, being a violation 
of the Publick Liberty of Choice: And 
might have proved of dangerous Confe- 
quence, had hot his Death prevented it; 
for fometimes it is expedient One fhould dve 
for the good of the People. 

9. Tlw Vice-Roy being dead, the firft 
Patent of Succeffion was opened , and 
Martin Alfonfo de Soufa was therein named, 
who not long before was gone to Portugal. 
The iecond being opened, named D. Steven 
de Gama , who lived Indifpofed without the 
City. All rejoyced at the Eleaion, as few 
were grieved at the Death of the Prede- 
cefloimwho neverthelefs was honourably 
InterrUi His Pi^ure repreflnts hicaJn the 
ancient Habit of Portugal^ all B!a|Plined 
in 9 I t r ? r ° rL He was the Third Vfce-Roy, 
and Eleventh Governor, but firft of the 
Wai^and held it a Year and feven Months, 
fcus Son D. Alvaro came to Portugal , and 

brought 
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brought with him two Embafladors of the 
King of Cota; He defired of King John , 
That in cafe he had no-Son , his Grand' 
Child rrttght be fworn King; To ttoseffe# 
the Embafladors brought Jus Image in Gold, 
which held in its Hand a Crown let with 
Jewels, for the Kii«,toCro^n^he Statue 
with. The King did it pubhekly , with 
much lolemnity, and the En^madors Je- 
turned well pleated, dilpatfred to their 
Prince’s facisfa&ion. 



CHAP. in. ...; 

The Government of D. Stepefi de CJama, 
from the Tear 1.540,*$^* T e> 
in the Reign of King JOHN the 
Third. 


i.3f\0n Stephen entred upon the. Govern- 
w J ment the beginning of April ;. he 
was Son of D- f&fib ^e Gama, The nclt 
thing ;he Sid , was to caufe all he had t||te 
publickly Vdlped , that it might not bo 
thought afterwards he.had got Jiis;preataby 
that Government', at the 
was found coofiderably diminillfeu. ^Th© 
firftj^& was hard to be imitated ; lb the 
fecond , which was, That he advanced a 
great Sum to thePublick, feeing the Trea^- 
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fury exhaufted. Next, he refitted the Fleeri 
which was laid np. The care of Temporals 
did not leflfen his attention to Spirituals; lo 
he founded the Colledge of St.Faith, for the 
Heathen Youths that are Converted: This was 
the fecond Colledge ere&ed in that Empire, 
and the firft at Goa ; and the firft Re<ftor of 
it was that lingular perlon the Vicar Gene¬ 
ral Michael Paz, He lent his Brother Z>. 
Ghriftopher , young in years, but not in abi¬ 
lity, to attend the Repairing the Ships at. 
Cochin, He lent Advice to feveral Com-’ 
manders, in order to be in a rcadinefs to 
oppofe the Fumes , who, it was faid, were 
Sailing towards our Coafts. D, Christopher 
let out with 600 Men againft the King of 
Porca and a Caymal of his, becauie they had 
robbed Sebafttan de Soufa coming from MaU 
divia , and refuled to make Reftitution. He 
marched up the Country , flew many of 
the Enemy, and routed the reft ; Beheaded 
the Caymal , and laid the Country wafte; 
which produced an advantagious Peace, and 
an Agreement between this Ring and him 
of Pimienta. „ 

2. Being advertized, That the Rumes . 
could not fet out this Year, he attended 
other Affairs. Emanuel de Vafconcelos was 
lent with 20 Sail to the Coaft of Malabar > 
and Antony de Caftelobranco with 50 to Cam- 
bay a, Scarce were they gone, when 4 Ships 
arrived from Portugal, They carried new 
Orders from the King, as dangerous as 
they were new; for whoever deprives Men 
of the hopes of Advancement, takes away 
£ then;

their Courage. Such were thefe, being the 
fullen thoughts of Minifters, who thinking 
all too little tor themlelves, think every 
thiiig too much for others. The Ships being 
lent to Cochin , to load and return home , 
DStepben prepared to let out for the Red 
Sea , m order to burn the Turkifti Gallies at 
Zues ; but firft he lent fomc Commanders 
to the Poll affigned them; 

3. When Badur^K ing of Cambay a, made 

* over the Lands of 3 a$aim to the Pcrtu- 
guefes , he took them from Bramaluco, a 
brave Man, to whom he had before given 
them. He thought the death of the Vice- 
Roy D.Garcia , furniflied him a convenient 
opportunity to regain them by lurprize. 
He let out of Damam, in the dead of 
Winter, with 300 Horfe and ?oooFoot. 
Huy Lorenzo deTavora , Commander of that 
Fort, confidering if the Enemy once took 
footing, it would be hard to remove them; 
lets out with 650 Vortuguefes , the later 
number were Horle ana Men of known 
Valour. The Foot he divided into four 
Battalions , and relerved to himlelf the 

• 50 Horfe and about 400 Blacks. Hearing 
che Enemy was lodged in the Village Bay - 
lam , two Leagues up the Country , he 
relblved to lurprize him at Noon, when 
they ule to Bathe. Half a League from the 
place he halted to Reft the Men; and the 
Enemy having Intelligence thereof, came 
on with luch diligence and lecrecy , that 
they had put them to the Sword, had not 
Ferdinand de Silva , who led the Van with 

much 
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much Bravery, given a check to their 
Fury. Antony de Sotomayor relieved him, 
already wounded in the Leg, was himlelf 
wounded and loft lorne Men; but did great 
Execution. This gave Tavoiatimt to make 
ready , whole furious coming up made 
great havock. Our Men turning Back to 
Back, and facing the Enemy round, did 
Wonders. Ruy Lorenfo , with his Horfe 
ranging about, did them great harm , rill 
falling on their Flank many were (lain, the 
reft fled without hopes. 

4. Next, he relblved to take a Great 
Ship of Bramaluco* s, that was newly flnilhed 
in the Dock of Agagaim. He marched 
thither by Land, and JD.Luis de Ataide went 
by Water. The latter by force of Arms 
made his way to the City , at luch rime as 
the other was reducing it to Ruins , break¬ 
ing through a Multitude of Enemies, who 
endeavoured to ftop his Fury., each of 
them loft fix Men. D. Luis Landed , and 
both together cleared the Field , un¬ 
peopled the City, and then let Fire* to 
it. The Ship was carried to the Port of 
Bagaim, and for many years Traded to 
Lisbon . Bramaluco lued for Peace , and he 
being a fufpe&ed Subje<ft of Cambay a , our 
Governour treated with that King, and by 
this means fecured the former Peace , and 
obtained a Grant of half the Cuftoms, 
whereof only the Third part was offered 
before. 

C % 
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y. Let us now return to the Fleet, in 
which the Governour was to fail. His 
great Liberality brought him more Men 
than he defired, whereof he chofe the beft. 
The Fleet confifted of 80 Sail of fundry 
forts and fizes, and carried two Thoufand 
Men. 

6 . While this Fleet was fitting, the King 
of Acbem falling upon the King of the 
Bataas unexpectedly , made a great Daugh¬ 
ter of his People , killing among the reft 
three Sons he rather adored than loved 
The King defirous of Revenge , fent his 
Brother-in-Law EmbalTadoiir to Peter de 
Faria , then Commanding at Malaca. The 
Embafiy was to confirm the Peace before 
concluded, and defire aflGftance of Arms 
and Ammunition; and the better to obtain 
it, lent him a rich Prelent, and offered a 
free Trade in his Dominions, which abound 
in Gold, Pepper, Benjamin and Camphir. 
Faria, who was .intent upon Profit, as well 
as his King’s Service , plentifully fupplied 
him with Arms and Ammunition , offering 
hisutmoft affiftance, and entertaining the 
Embaffadour with Splendour. The King 
of Bataa attacked his Enemy with Refo- 
lution; but was beaten after having almoft 
gained the Victory, and retired with great 
Grief to his City Panaaju . Here he dif 
patched Pinto fkn t thither by Faria to Trade, 
who narrowly efcaped being loft in the 
River Paries of the Kingdom of Queda , by 
reafon of f fhe Revolution had then hapned 
in the City of that Name, the Court of 
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that Prince, wjio had murdered his Father 
and married his own Mother. The firft 
he denyed, and pretended he had done 
the latter in Honour to her, having refuted 
many confiderable Matches. Pinto brought 
News of the Ifland del Ore , or of Gold , the 
great motive of his Voyage. 

7. But now our Governour enters the 
Red Sea with his Fleet. He found moft of 
the Jfiands and Cities abandoned, .the Peo¬ 
ple having had notice of his coming. The 
chief Ifland was Maguaj The principal 
City Suancfuem , in about 19 Degrees of 
North Latitude, well built and rich. The 
King, who was fled a League up the Coun¬ 
try, entertained the Governour with (hews 
of Peace, that he might not deftroy the 
Ifland. But the greateft damage was, that 
hereby he prevented the burning the Ships 
at Suez, gaining lb much time as carried 
thither the News of this Defign. The 
Governour in Revenge , marched with his 
Brother D. Cbriftopher and 1000 Men, made 
a great Daughter , was Mafterof the Field, 
and took a great Booty: Then turning to 
the City, it was plundered, and private 
Men got four or five thouiand Ducats each ; . 
then it was burnt to the ground. The 
Waters being flioal, the Governour reiolvecj 
to go over to Jlcojer , and« other places 
with only fixteen Catures or Barges ^ the 
reft of the Fleet he lent to Ma$ua , under 
the Command of Lionel de Lima. There 
was ^ great difpute about who ihould go 
with D.Siefben, and he had much difficulty 
C 3 to 
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to compote it. They tet out of the Bay 
for this Reafon called De los Agraviados , 
pr Of the Offended. Many Gentlemen went 
in the Barges as private Souldiers , accepting 
any place fo they were admitted; fuch was 
their defire to be in this Adtion. The 
number of Men was Two hundred and 
fifty. At Alconper, which is in the Latitude 
of 25 Degrees, they did the fame as had 
been done before at Suanyuem. Crofling 
oyer to Tor or Toro , they took fome VefTels 
of the Enemy. The Turks at firft oppoted 
the Landing, but fome being flain, fled and 
abandoned the City, in which nothing of 
Value was found. The Governour would 
not burn it in reverence of St.Catharine , and 
a Monaftery found there with Religious 
Men under her Invocation, which at their 
Inftance he vifited. To his great glory , he 
was the firft European Commander that took 
jJ^tCity, where he Knighted feveral, who 
held this Honour done them there in great 
efteem; and it was afterwards envied by 
the Great Emperour Charles the Fifth, as 
ihall appear in its place. Our People, and 
thole Religious teftified great Regret at 
parting. They are of the Greek Church, 
andlot the Order of St. Bafil. The City is 
mthe Latitude of 28 Degrees,and is thought 

by Learned Geographers, to be the ancient 
Elana. 


8.The 
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8. The Governour went over to Suez,, 
and* after many brave Attempts made by 
ieveral to found and view the Harbour, 
which all failed, he refolved in Perfon arid 
in open Day to di(cover the Gallies. He 
law them , arid defiring to do fomething 
confiderable , Landed > the Enemies Shot 
flew from the Town, and 2000 Turkifh 
Horfe broke out of an Ambulh ,• fome few 
^ whereof were killed by our Canon; but our 
Men obliged to Retire, much grieved that 
this Voyage was difappointed. The Go¬ 
vernour returned to his Fleet at Mapua , 
where he found the Severity of Emanuel de 
Gama had caufed a Mutiny , which gave 
occafion to 80 Men to run away with a 
Ship, designing to go over to Ethiopia. They 
were met by a Captain of the King of Ztila, 
and after a vigorous Refiftance, molt of 
them killed. On" a Gallows hung five, 
whom Gama had Executed, for concealing 
thedefign of the other 80; they at Execu¬ 
tion liimmoned him to anfwer before the 
great Tribunal, and he within a Month run 
Mad, and died.

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C H A P. IV. 

Goes oh with the Government of D. Stephen 
de Gama. 

** T this time Grada Hawed , King of 
\ the Country, called by fome Geo¬ 
graphers, Troglodttis , vulgarly^/; having 
fubmnted himfelf to the Turk , to obtain 
Affiftance of Men, calling off the Obedi¬ 
ence he owed to the Emperour of Ethiopia , 
began furioufly to over-run that Country 
with a Powerful Army. To excufe his 
Ambitious Defigns, he laid hold of the 
Opportunity his Sovereigns tender years 
offered, and in a fmall time made himfelf 
Matter of fuch part of Abatfta , that the 
EmperoUr Atanad Sagad , or Claudius , was 
obliged to retire towards the Kingdom of 
Gotame, and his Mother Sab an, or Elizabeth, 
with the Barnagais , got into the rugged 
Mountain Dama , a place naturally impreg¬ 
nable, which rifing to a prodigious height 
°i Ver n Plain, on its Top forms another 
alrnott Round and about a League over, in 
which is an indifferent Town , with Fruit 
and Cartel that maintains it. On one fide 
only is ar painful Afcehe, till near the Top ; 
rrom thence People are drawn up on Planks 
With Ropes, and in like manner let down. 
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The Queen reduced to this condition, 
hearing DSiephen was in the Red-Sea , jfenc 
Barnagais Embaffadour to him, to defire 
his Affiftance againft that Tyrant, who 
over-running her Kingdoms deftroyed the 
ancient Churches, and carried away Slaves 
the Religious Men and Prietts. The Em- 
baffadour was heard, and received a favour¬ 
able Anfwer. It was Refolved in Council 
to fend Relief, and JX Christopher named 
Commander in Chief, of Four hundred 
Men it confided of. He had with him 
eight Field-Pieces, many final 1 Fire-Arms, 
and plenty of Ammunition. D. John Ber~ 
mudez , the Patriarch, much defired by that 
Emperour to introduce the Roman Cere¬ 
monies , accompanied them. The two 
Brothers D. Stephen and D. Chrifiopher took 
leave on the (hoar, never to meet again; 
Let us conduct the one into India , and then 
return to tfie other. . 

About July the Governour wa^aken 
in fuch a violent Storm, that a Gall# funk 
down right, a Barque was loft, and all the 
Fleet fcatrered. Many Religous Vows were 
made in the danger; but that of a private 
Souldier was pleafant,who Vowed he would 
marry D.Ifabel deSa, Daughter to D. Garcia 
de Sa r after Governour of India , and the 
applauded Beauty of all thole parts * which 
afterwards gave pleafant matter of Dif 
courle. At length the Governour arrived at 
Goa, and perceiving the Ships did not come 
from Portugal , and that he was exhaufted 
with the charge of the laft Fleets, he 

loaded 
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loaded the Goods, provided for the Ships 
expe&ed, on four Galeons, and fent them 
away .Peter de D.Cafiello Branco, late Governor 
of Ormuz. ,, Commanded one of thefe Gal¬ 
leons, and was taken by the French near the 
Illands Azores. 

4. Nizamoxa defired to poflefs himfelf of 
the Forts of Sangaga and Carnala , held by 
two Subjects of Cambay a , on the Frontiers 
of that Kingdom, and formidable for their 
ftrength and fituation. The Commanders 
Nicoda Amorgin , and Atridican being abfent, 
he aflaults and enters them. The Owners 
had recourfe for the Recovery of them to 
D.Francis de Menefes , Commanding at Ba- 
gaim , promifing to hold them of us, if 
reftored. He went in perlon with Three 
hundred Portuguefes , a party of the Natives, 
and each of the Proprietors, Two hundred 
Men. They Icaled the Fort Carnalia , and 
the Defendants in a pannick Fear aban¬ 
doned it, feme throwing themlelves down 
the ftocks, where they were beaten to 
pieces. Thole of Sangaga , quitted it before 
it was demanded. D.Francss left the Moors 
in pofleffion with Portugues Garrifons. Nt- 
zamoxa in a Rage fent yeoo Men , who 
ruined all the Country about. The Own¬ 
ers defpairing of maintaining themlelves 
againft that Power, religned their Title 
to thole For is to the Portuguefes , and were 
received into Bacaim by D. Francis , who 
fent Supplies to the Forts, and refolved to 
maintain them. 

5 t.Nizoz 
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y. Nizamoxa fends 6000 Men more, 
1000 of them Mufquetiers, and 800 Horfe, 
well Armed. They befet Sangaga , and gave 
feveral Alfaults that Day, wherein many of 
them were killed. The Portuguefes flood 
ail Day and Night at their Arms, and 
with much difficulty fent Advice to D. 
Francis at Baz,aim> who came to their Relief 
with 160 Portuguefes , 20 Horfe and lome 
Naiques, with 1000 Indians. Don Francis 
received a Letter from the Governour of 
Cbaul 9 giving an account of the great 
Strength of the Enemy s and feme of his 
Men coming to hear the Contents of it, he 
read quire the contrary to what really was 
in it, and marched op. A Imall Paky of 
the EfUmy attacked the Van, to draw 
them into two Ambulhes, each of which 
contained a Thouland Men. Some of the 
Portuguefes fed. D. Francis with his twenty 
Horle refolved to keep a Pals, and he with 
feme Gentlemen killed feveral. Thofe of 
the Ambulh coming on, the Portuguefes were 
forced to fight Back to Back. Thofe who at 
firft fled fell into the fecond Ambulh, afid 
endeavouring to Ihun it returned to the 
firft, with whom the others were engaged. 
The Moors thinking this had been a frelh 
Relief, fled; our Men took heart , and 
ftruck fuch Terrour into the Enemy , that 
running to Cangaga , they raifed their Camp, 
leaving all the Ground about the Fort 
ftrowed with all forts of Weapons and 
Ammunition. D.Francis returning from the 
Purfuit, found they had flain about 500, 
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and loft io Men. He ftored the Forts, and 
yirent back to his Command. 

6 . I fhall relate a thing fcarce Credible, 
butmoft true: In this A&ion a Giant like 
Portugues of prodigious Strength , called 
Trancofo , feeing a Moor well wrapped ini 
large Veil falling from his Head , laid hold 
of him thereby, as if he had been a Buckler, 
and fo carried him before his Breaft , re¬ 
ceived upon him all the ftroaks of the Ene¬ 
mies Weapons, and thus continued, making 
him his Shield till the Fight was ended. 

7. However, confidering the keeping of 
thofe Forts was of greater Charge and Dan¬ 
ger, than Advantage could be made of 
them; and becaufe Nizamoxa , our Confe¬ 
derate , offered for them yooo flp-dao’s, 
befides the 1000 he paid before, the Go- 
vernour refigned them up to him, to the 
great Regret of D. Francis de Menefes , who 
fiad gained and maintained them with fo 
much Honour. The Garrifons marched 
out with all the ufual Ceremonies. 

8. When this hapned the Governour 
was at Chaul , in order to Vifit the Nor¬ 
thern Forts, he furnifhed them with all 
Neceffaries. Being returned to Goa , he pro¬ 
vided the Loading for the Ships that were 
detained at Mozambique, and received Em- 
bafladors from Xeque Ifmael of Perjia , the 
Kings of Calicut and Cambay a, about impor¬ 
tant Affairs, and were anfwered to their 
fatisfaftion. 
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9. Peter de Faria , who Commanded at 
Malaca , had received lbme Information of 
the Affairs and Seat of the Ifland del Oro, 
or of Gold , which was laid to be in the Sea 
of the River Calandor , in five Degrees of 
South Latitude, 1 yo Leagues from the Point 
of Sumatra, encompafled with great Banks 
of Sand and ftrong Currents. He adver¬ 
tized the King, who fent to that Difcovery 
and Conqueft Francis de Almeida , that died 
by the way. One James Cabral of Madera 
fucceeded him , and the Governour Martin 
Alfonfo de Soufa diiplaced him, to give that 
Charge to Hierom de Fipueredo . He let out in 
the Year 1541, with 80 Men in three Ships, 
and laying afide the Enterprize, through 
Covetoufneis, went in fearch of lome Ships 
of Meca on the Coaft of Tanaugarim , took 
them, and in them a rich Booty; but re- 
fuGng them their lhares, they tied his 
Hands and Feet and left him on the Sands 
at Gale , in the Ifland Ceylon. Thus for that 
time was the King difappointed of that Di£ 
covery. 

10. The JCmg of Aaru, as well as he 
of t\iQ_ Bataas , was firft Vi&orious againft 
him of Achem , then beaten and killed. He 
had alio received lupplies of Arms and Am¬ 
munition from Peter de Faria . This King 
of Acben? s Defign was to Conquer this 
Kingdom,, which hindred his pafTage to 
Malaca by Land, being now convinced it 
was impotable to take it by Sea. 
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11. Some time after Faria lent his Fa¬ 
ctor Pinto with a Prefent and Letter to the 
King of Patane , defiring him to procure 
the liberty of five Portuguefes , then Slaves at 
Siam, to his Brother-.in-Law. He was*alfo 
to deliver Goods of the Value of Ten 
thoufand Ducats to his Fa£tor at Pam> 
They had made up Fifty thoufand Growns 
in Diamants, Pearls and Gold, and were 
ready to Sail next day , when a ludden 
Confufion hapning that Night, they loft all. 
There refided in that City an Embafladour 
from the King of Borneo , with his Wife. 
He catched the King of Pam lying with 
her, and killed him. The Death of the 
King being noifed , the People ran about, 
not fb much for Revenge , as to Rob. 
About Four thoufand Men were prefently 
butchered; the two Favors being robbed, 
and lome of their Companions killed, efca- 
ped and tied to Patane . They, and other 
Portuguefes , asked leave of that King ^ to 
make Reprizai on three Veffels belonging 
to the Merchants of Pam, which came richly 
laden From China, and were then at Anchor 
18 Leagues off in the River Calantam. He 
contented 5 they fet but to the number of 
Bo in Three Ships, and after a fliarp En¬ 
gagement , took and brought the Veffels 
into Patane . The Prize was worth above 
Three hundred Thoufand Ducats. The 
People of Patane preffed the King to take 
them from the Portuguefes ; but he urged the 
Fifty thoufand Crowns ought to be made 
good. The Merchants accepted the Con¬ 
dition, 
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dition, paid the Mony, and continued their 
Voyage. 


CHAP. V. 

Sundry Exploits of Captain Antony Faria, 
from the Tear iy40, till that of 15*42, 
during the Government of D. Stephen 
de Gama. 

i.TXTHile what is above-related hap- 
VV pened the Three years laft paft, 
Antony de Faria and Soufa , did A&ions de¬ 
ferring Eternal Fame; which I (hall relate 
without affe&ion to our Kindred, but with 
my ufiial firicerity. 

1. Peter de Faria , Commander of Malaca , 
lent his Kinfman Antony de Faria and Soufa , 
to the King of Patane , to treat of impor¬ 
tant Affairs, and preferve the Peace, which 
was very beneficial to that place. He car¬ 
ried with him Goods to the Value of 
Twelve thoufand Ducats, and finding no 
Sale for them there, lent them to the Pore 
of Lugor , in the Kingdom of Siam , a place 
of great Trade, where he was informed 
they would go off to great advantage. He 
committed this Affair to Cbrijlopber BoraUo , 
vyho being come to an Anchor in the 
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Mouth of that River, was furprized by 
Coja Haztm , a Moor of Guzstrate, in a 
Veffel well ftored with Artillery, and 
Manned with 80 Turks a ifi Moors. This 
Ceja was a fworn Enemy, to the Portuguefcs 
ever /incc HePtor Jc Silveyra took a Ship of 
his in the Sea of Di», killing his Father and 
two Brothers, and had kept his Oath, 
robbing and murthering all he met. 

3. Bor alio thought himfelf happy that he 
efcaped falliiig into the Pyrats hands, lea¬ 
ving his Veffel and fwimming alhoar. He 
carried the News to Antony Faria at Patane, 
who Vowed, never to defift till he had 
deftroyed that Moor. This was the Motive 
that led him to all thofe brave A&ions. 
He fitted a fmall VefTel with 50 Men, and 
failed from Patane on Saturday the 8^ of 
May. 

4. He fleered North-Eaft, towards the 
Kingdom of Champa , to examine that 
Coafl, and law the Ifland Pulo Condor , in 
the Latitude of 3 Degrees, xo Minutes, then 
to the Eaftward rounded one fix Leagues 
from the Continent of Cambodia. Entring 
the Port of Bralapifam, he found there a 
VefTel of the Lequii , that had on board 
an Erabaffadour from the Prince of the 
Ifland Lojfa , in the Latitude of 3 6 Degrees, 
to the King of Siam. As fbon as this Veffel 
fpied ours, they weighed Anchor and failed. 
Faria lent after them a Chine fe Pylot with 
a Civil Meffage , who brought back this 
remarkable Anfwer: We return Thanks > The 
time will come when our Nation fiiall have 
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commerce with that Captains in real Friendjbip, 
through the Law of the Supream God , wbofe 
Clemency is boundlefs , (ince by his death h$ 
gave life to all Mankind , and remains an 
everlafiing Faith in the Houfe of the Good: 
We confidently bold this will be when half the 
Times are pafl. He alio brought a rich Ci- 
miter in a Cafe of beaten Gold, the Hilt 
and Scabbord of the feme fet with feme 
Pearls of value. The Captain would have 
made feme Return* but the Veffel could not 
be overtaken. 

5. Thence he Coafted to the River Pulo 
Cambier , which divides the Kingdoms of 
Cambodia and Tfiompa. At the Town Ga- 
timparu , he was informed that great River 
had its beginning in the Lake Pinator (160 
Leagues Weftward in the Kingdom of 
Quitirvam) encompalfed with high Moun¬ 
tains, about which were ; 8 Towns, 13 of 
them confiderable, one whereof was Xin- 
caleu , where was a Gold Mine which 
yielded yearly 21 Millions of Crowns 
It belonged to four Lords, who had con¬ 
tinual Wars about it. At Bauquerim , ano¬ 
ther Mine of the beft Diamonds. Treaferes 
( according to the difpofition of that 
Country ) might be eafily conquered by 
us. 

6. Coaffing along flill, he Anchored if! 
the Mouth of the River Toobafoy , fearing 
to go up it. Suddenly they fpied a great 
Veffel, to which making figns of Peace, 
they received a rude Anfwer. Night com¬ 
ing on, it was thought fit to expe# the Day; 
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but in the Dark they difcovererf firft one, 
then three Veflcls, and Counterfeiting, they 
leapt 40 out of the firft Veflel,boarded them, 
who were all fiain, and their Veflel taken, 
the others burnt. A Black that was taken 
declared. He was a Chriftian and Slave to 
Gafpar de Melo> whom (with 26 Portuguefes) 
that Pyrat had taken and dafhed out their 
Brains, and that he had left another large 
Veflel richly laden in the Port with only a 
few Seamen. This Pyrat was found to be 
Simian , and he (with the other Pri(oners) 
were put to the fame Death they delighted 
to give to others. As foon as Day appeared 
he took the other Veflel, and found the 
Booty in Silver only amounted to 60000 
Ducats, befides other Goods. 

7. Thus increafed, he goes on to the 
River Tmacoreu , or Varela , where the Siam 
and Malaca Ships, Trading for China , bar¬ 
ter their Goods for Gold, Calamba and 
Ivory, with which that Country abounds. 
He Anchored off of Tayquileu 9 a final! 
Town; the Inhabitants called them the # 
Bearded People; not but thofe People have 
Beards, but theirs are fhort and thin, ours 
then were at their full growth, and fome 
reached to the* Wafte. By them the Cap¬ 
tain was informed, that River wa3 formerly 
called Tauralachim , that is, Great Stock , to 
exprefs its Greatnefs; it is deep for Eighty 
Leagues up to Moncalor , then fhallower and 
wide, where is a Country for Eight days 
Journey Unpeopled, by a multitude of 
Birds, 40 years before the great Kingdom 

of 
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of the Chintaleuho\ In the middle of it is 
the great Lake Cunabetee, or Chiamay , whence 
fpring four great Rivers. It is 180 L eagues 
in compafs, befet with Mines of Silver, 
Copper, Tin and Lead. 

8. Hence he directed his Courfe for the 
Ifland Hainan , palled in fight of Champiloo^ 
in the Latitude of 15 Degrees, and at the 
entrance of the Bay of Cochinchina . Far¬ 
ther on he difeovered the Promontory Pu- 
locampas , whence is feen the Point of Hai¬ 
nan: Weft ward is a River, up which Bor- 
rallo was lent in a fmall Veflel with 16 Men, 
who difeovered at leaft Two thoufand Sail, 
and a large Walled Town. On their Re¬ 
turn they few a large Veflel at Anchor* 
The Captain thinking it was Coja Haztm, 
fell upon and took it: But among the Pri- 
foners he found an ancient Chriftian of 
Mount Sinai , who told him, it belonged 
to Quiay Tayjam a Pyrat , who had killed 
above a Hundred Portuguefes y and now laid 
hid in the Fore-Caftle with fix or feven 
others, who were all killed there. In that 
Veflel were found 70000 Quintals or Hun¬ 
dred weight of Pepper, much other Spice, 
Ivory, Tin, Wax and Powder, all valued 
at 60000 Crowns, befides good Cannon* 
Baggage and fbme Plate. In the Hold 
were nine Children , the biggeft about nine 
years of Age, loaded with Irons and ftar- 
vingwith Hunger. 
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9. Coafting along the Ifland Hainan , he 
met lome Fifliers of Pear l, whom he ufed 
courteoufly. They told him , the Ifland 
belonged to the King of China. Hence he 
went to the River Tananquir , where two 
great Veflels fuddenly fell upon Faria ; 
both which, after a long Dilpute, he took, 
having killed 80 of their Men, and loft 14, 
whereof one Portugues. After a while they 
heard lamentable Cries in the Hold of one 
of thole V eflels; where they found feven- 
teen Prifoners, two of them Portuguefes , 
One of which laid, thole Veflels belonged 
to Necoda Xicaulem , who after turning Chri- 
ftian at Malaca , and marrying a Portugues, 
had killed her and many more of her 
Country. His body being found, was cut 
in pieces. The Booty was valued at 5^000 
Crowns. One of' the Veflels was burnt, 
for want of Men to fail it ; in both were 
feventeen Brafs Guns, moft of them with 
the Arms of Portugal. 

10. He Anchored forty Leagues farther 
at CTilauwere , where came up with our 
four Veflels four others, in which was the 
Bride of a Noble young Man , who had 
promiled to meet her there with a like 
number of Ships, and this miftake brought 
them to our Veflels. Three of them were 
taken, and in one of them the Bride. Some 
Seamen were chole, the reft let alhoar. 
They came to Mutipinam , and found it a 
moft convenient place to fell their Prizes. 
The Governour of the City lomewhat ob- 
ftru&ed the Sale, lb they were obliged to 

haften 
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haften it; the Goods were paid for in Silver 
uncoyned, and amounted to Two hundred 
thouland Crowns. This was the beginning 
of the Year 1*41. 


CHAP. VI. 

Continues the Exploits of Antony de 
Faria. 


1 • A Ntonj de Faria failed on in fearch 
XX of the Port of Madcl , in the 
Ifland Hainan , and by the way took lome 
Prizes. Here he met Hinymilau , a bold 
Pyi at and a great Enemy to Chriltians, 
whom he delighted to put to cruel Deaths. 
They had a bloody Fight with, and at 
length took him. He gave a bold Relation 
of the Cruelties he had exerciled againft 
the Portuguefes , and was therefore with 
four more immediately killed. The Prize 
was valued at 70000 Ducats. 

i. This A&ion ftruck fuch a Terrour 
into many of thole that were there in that 
River, that they lent a Meflage to Faria, 
offering him goo00 Crowns to take them 
into his Prote&jon, calling him King of 
thole Seas, and defiring of him Pafles for 
their lafe Trading therein. He received 
the Mony , and gave the Pafles by only 
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Writing, of which in Twelve days time a 
Servant of his got 6000 Ducats. The Go- 
vernour of the City offered to make him 
Admiral of thole Seas for the King of 
China , with a Penlion of 9000 Crowns, if 
he would lerve. Such a Name had he 
already got in thole parts. 

3. They run all along this Coaft with¬ 
out any remarkable Occurrence , only law 
many, though not large Towns, and a very 
fruitful Country; and were informed, there 
were there Mines of Silver, Tin, Sale- 
Peter, and Brimftone. The Souldiers now 
weary of looking after the Pyrat Coja Ha - 
ssezffjdemanded their lhares of the Prizes, to 
be gone. They agreed, arid directed their 
Courle for the Kingdom of Siam. By a 
furious Storm they were wrecked upon the 
liland De los Ladrones , where of Five hun¬ 
dred Men,only Eighty fix got alhoar naked; 
of thele Twenty eight were Portuguefes. 
Here they were fifteen days almoft without 
any thing to eat. A Bird flying over them 
with a Filh, dropt it, and afterwards they 
few many others, that frighted at their 
Shouts, let fall their Prey; this, and a Deer 
they found killed by a Tyger, kept them 
awhile, but lome died with Want. Being 
thus in defpair, becaule the liland was not 
Inhabited , they dilcovered a finall Veflel 
making to the fhoar , where they call An¬ 
chor, and prefently Thirty Men landed; 
fome carried Wood and Water, and others 
diverted themlelves. They were Cbinefes. 
pur Men Agreeing together upon a figfl, 

run 
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run furioufly, and poflefled themfelves of 
the Veflel, and with the feme fwiftnels 
put to Sea. The Cbinefes were aftonilhed 
at that unexpected Misfortune, and our 
Men overjoyed, finding in the Veflel good 
Provifion and much Silk. In the Barque 
they found only an Old man and a Child, 
whole Father was left alhoar. 

4. Sailing for Liampo in Port Xamoy % they 
took a Veflel of Cbinefes , and went to the 
liland Luxitay , where they flayed fifteen 
days, went over to the great Veflel, and 
Refitted the Email one, and then went on. 
Upon the Coaft of Lamau they difcovered 
a great Veflel, which as it came near be¬ 
gan to fire Fifteen great Guns it carried; 
but coming dofer, they dilcovered Crofles 
and Portugues Habits on both fides; lb they 
hailed each other, and the Veflel appeared 
to belong to Qyiay Panjau , a Chinele , and 
great Friend to the Portugueles, whereof 
he had Thirty Souldiers aboard. He came 
to Farias’s Veflel, and brought a prelent of 
Amber, Pearls, Gold and Silver, worth 
Two thoufand Ducats. After other Dif 
courfe our Captain told him he was bound 
for Liampo , to furnilh hindelf with Necef- 
feries, in order to attempt the Mines of 
({uamjaparu , where he was told he might 
get a Trealiire. Quiay Panjau offered to 
accompany him, demanding for himfelf 
only the Third part of what (hould be 
taken j which was agreed.

the Tortugues Afix Parti. 

y. At the River Anay they Refitted , and 
came to Chincbeo ; where hired 3$ 
Portuguefes he found there. Putting to Sea 
again, he found eight Portuguefes naked 
and wounded in a Fifher-Boat. They told 
him, thePyrat Coja Hazem had taken their 
Ship in the Port of the Ifland Cumbor , that 
it was worth Two hundred thoufand Du¬ 
cats, and that they with difficulty had 
efcaped in that condition. Faria was over¬ 
joyed to hear News of that Pyrat, and 
turned eight Leagues back to Layloo 9 to 
provide for the Fight. There he changed 
his Old Veffels for New, provided Arms, 
Ammunition and Men, paying generoufly 
for every thing. He had in his four Veffels 
Five hundred Men, whereof 95; Portu¬ 
guefes, 40Pieces of Gannon, 160 Muf- 
quets, 6000 Darts, other Arms and much 
Ammunition. In a day and half he came 
to the Fifheries, where Coja Haztm had 
robbed thole Portuguefes, and was informed 
by Fiihermen, that he was two Leagues off 
in the River Ttnlau. To be fure, he lent one 
todifcover him. 

6. Before Day began a moil furious Fight, 
and the Pyrats four Ships were reduced to 
great (freights, when four (mall ones came 
to their relief One of our Cannon was 
fo well pointed, that it lank the firft of 
them downright, and killed fome Men in 
another. The Fight was renewed, and 
Coja encouraged his Men, til) Faria board* 
* n gr gave him fuch a Cut over the Head 
as (truck him down without (enfe, and 

with 
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with another ftroak Ham-ftrung him, that 
he could not rife. His Men gave ourCap- 
tain three Wounds ; but he being relieved, 
the Victory was compleat 5 it coft 4; Men, 
eight of them Portuguefes. Of the Enemy 
almolHoo died, above half drowned, leap¬ 
ing over to fave themfelves. 

7. Faria Landed , and buried his dead. 
He found in a Houfe 9 6 Men left there by 
Coja Hamm to be cured; thefe, though they 
cried for Mercy , he deftroyed , firing the 
Houfe. Here he performed a moft Mag¬ 
nanimous aft, which was. That he reftored 
ijie Portugues Ship to the Owners, and 
gave liberty to the Slaves, paying their 
Matters, as he had Vowed when he went 
on this Defign. What booty remained to 
him was worth 100060 Crowns. 

8. Sailing hence that Night, rofe fuch a 
violent Storm,that Faria’s Ship and another 
were caft away, and moft of the Goods of 
the others was thrown Over-board, to the 
Value of Two hundred thoufand Ducats. 
One hundred and eleven Men were loft, 
the Eleven Portuguefes. Thirteen that efca¬ 
ped drowning were carried Frifoners to 
Nauday , where Faria with the live remain¬ 
ing Veffels came to an Anchor. He offered 
the Governour of the City Three thou- 
(and Crowns for the Priloners. The An- 
lwer was fuch, as obliged him to relblve to 
hazard all, to obtain by force what he 
could not effe& with Courtefie and Mony 
Our Men were fearful of the greatnefs of 
the Enterprise; but he fo encouraged them. 
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that they refolved to follow him. He had 
in all 470 Men, 60 of them Portuguefes ; 
out of the whole he chofe 300 for this 
A&ion , which hapned the beginning of 
the Y^r 

9. After fending another Civil Meffage, 
to which the Governour anfwered by hang¬ 
ing the Melfenger, he Landed; as they 
marched. Twelve thoufand Foot and an 
hundred Horle came out of the City to 
meet them; ourMufqueteers killed at leaft 
Three hundred of them , and purfued the 
reft to a Bridge that led into the City. 
The Governour was within on Horfeback 
with Six hundred Men, maintaining the 
Pals till killed by a Shot; at that fight his 
Men fled ; Faria purfiies them with great 
* daughter till they run out at the other end 
of the Town. The City being plundered, 
he that got leaft was Rich; the remainder 
was confumed to Afhes. Our Victorious 
Captain returned, carrying the Prifoners he « 
had recovered, and many beautiful Wo¬ 
men. He loft eight Men, one a Portuguese 
and many wounded. Now he profecutes 
his Voyage towards the Mines. 

10. The Courfe Was to Pulo Hinder % an 
Ifland not inhabited, where he deflgned to 
Winter and take fome Reft; it was fifteen 
Leagues off. About the Iflands of Commo- 
iem he was attacked by two great Ships, in 
which were Two hundred Refolute Men, 
Commanded by the Pyrac Premat a Gun del 9 
a mortal Enemy to the Portuguefes, to 
whom he had done great harm ; but 

thought 
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thought now thefe had been Chintfe Mer¬ 
chants. One of the Pyrats boarding one 
of ours, Quiay Fanjau came to his Relief 
with all his Sails abroad , and run fo fun- 
oufly foul of the Pyrat, that they both funk 
down right. Quiay and molt of his Men 
were faved by the care of our Men. The 
Pyrat himfelf had boarded Faria , who was 
in danger of being loft; but at length was 
Victorious, killing 90 Moors that had en- 
tred his Ship. Then he boarded the Ene¬ 
mies, and put all to the Sword. This colt 
us 17 Men, five of them Portuguefes, above 
forty were wounded , and Faria himtelt 
had two great Cuts and a hurt of a Spear. 
The Prize was valued at noooo Ducats. 
They ftaid zo Days in the Ifland Buncaltu , 
to cure the Wounded men. Them* they 
fleered to the Gates of Liamfo, which are 
two Iflands three Leagues diftant from the 
City of that Name, built by the Portu¬ 
guefes, who there Governed in the nature 
of a Commonwealth, 
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CHAP. VII.

Continues flill the Exploits of Antony 
de Faria , in the Government of D. 
Stephen de Gama , and the Tear 

*#?*■ 

i. A Nntony de Faria being Anchored at 
j \ thole Gates of Liampo , lent to ask 
leave of the Inhabitants to enter the Port : 
They returned a courteous Anlwer, praying 
him to defer it fix days, till they had pre¬ 
pared a Houle to entertain him. The term 
expired upon Sunday Morning, when he 
hoiled Sail and went up accompanied with 
many Boats lent from the Town to receive 
him, with Three hundred Townfmen, who 
ialuted and welcomed him , the River re¬ 
founding with the noile of Mulical Instru¬ 
ments. 

i. About Two hundred Ships then in the 
Port were placed in two Lines, and made 
a Lane, through which as Faria palfed , all 
the Cannon of the Veflels and afhoar were 
fired. Some Chinefes feeing this great Re¬ 
ception, asked. Whether that was the King . 
of Portugal s Brother, or near Kinfman; 
and were Anfwered , He was his Smiths 
Son; which fo furprized them, they con¬ 
cluded the Kingdom of Portugal to be the 
greateft in the World. From his Ship 

Faria 
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faria went into a Barge (haded with a 
Natural Chefnut Tree, the Fruit hanging 
on the Boughs, and was leated on a Silver 
Chair placed upon fix Steps adorned with 
Gold. On the fides were fix beautiful 
Maids richly clad, who fang and play’d 
fweetly; and thus he was carried to the 
Key. 

3. Where was a richer Chair carried 
upon Mens (boulders, covered with a rich 
Canopy; about it 60 Halberdeers, and 
before it went 16 Men mounted on fine 
Horfes, before theie eight with Silver 
Maces, all in moft rich Attire. Faria long 
refilled to be thus carried , but was forced 
to fubmjp, and in this manner came to a 
large Scaffold, covered with fine Tapiftry. 
There he was placed on his Chair , and 
received the Complements of the Magi- * 
Urates in the Name of the City , and of 
others for the Gentry. He received them 
Handing, and returned their Courtefie with 
great Civility. 

4. From the Key to the City, which was 
a confiderable diftance, was a Lane in 
nature of an Arbour of Chefhut, Pine and 
Laurel Trees, the Ground Brewed with 
Flowers; at diftances many Perfumes, fe- 
veral Companies of Dancers, and multi¬ 
tudes of People all the way. At the En¬ 
trance of the Town was a Caftle built for 
this Occafion. On the Front of it, the Arms 
of the Farid’s, which areSanguin, a Tower 
Argent, in Bale a Man torn to pieces. 
Faria being come hither, was received by 

a 
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a Reverend Old man ( attended by four 
Mace-Bearers) who after lome Ceremonies 
made a long Speech in praife of his Family, 
and concluded extolling his own A&ions, 
and welcoming him to that place. 

5% The Speech ended, the old Orator in 
the Name of the City, offered him five 
Chefts full of Silver Bars, to the Value of 
Twenty thoufand pieces of Eight, which 
he could not be prevailed with to accept 
of j but returned his Thanks, and promifed 
to endeavour in part to deferve the Honours 
they did him. Thetv he went on foot 
through many fightly Arches to our Ladies 
Church, where (under a Canopy ) he 
heard Mafs, and a Sermon of Jus own 
Praifes. 

6. Hence he was conduced by above 
A Thoufand Tortuguefes , to a large place 
that was before the Houfe, provided for 
his Entertainment. This place was fhaded 
with variety of Trees let, as if they 
had grown there, the Ground If rewed 
with Flowers and fweet Herbs. In the 
middle were three long Tables richly 
covered , and Side-boards. Faria being 
(eated, all departed, but about 80 who 
were to Dine there, and yoSouldiers. At 
a dilfance Hood the Halberdeers to keep off 
the People. As fbon as feaced, the Mufick 
began to play.. 


y.Prefently 
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7. Prelently eight beautiful Maids ap¬ 
peared playing on Inftruments and Danc¬ 
ing, eight others flood by him finging. 
The Diflies were brought by fine Women, 
and fet on by Men. The Plenty and Coft- 
linefs was great. After Dinner they went 
to another place, where there was a Bull- 
Feaff, and forne wild Horfes among them ; 
at the death of every one followed Danc¬ 
ing, Mufick, and other Divertifements. 


CHAP. VIIL 

Concludes with the Attions of Antony de 
Faria. 

1. T TEre Faria continued five Months 
AJL always entertained with great 
fplendour, and had Dogs and Horfes to go 
a Hunting, that place being flored with all 
forts of Game. The time being come to 
fet out for the Mines of Quamgiparu, the 
Chinefe Quiay Panjau , who was to accom¬ 
pany him in that Voyage, was fhatched 
away by a violent Sicknefs. All things 
were in forwardnefs when the # Chinefe, 
Similau , diffuaded Faria from that Enter- 
prize, reprefenting the great Difficulties, 
and propofing other Undertakings much 
moreeafie, and no lels beneficial. Among 
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the reft he laid Great things of the Ifland 
Calemyluy where were the ancient Monu¬ 
ments of the Kings of China , and in them 
great Treafu res. To this he fbon gave Ear; 
for Covetoufnefs is ; of great force to per- 
fwade, even in a Man lb generous and un- 
derftanding as he was. Happy if ne had 
returned to India , latisfied with his pait Vi- 
Tories and Triumph. 

2. About the middle of May he let Sail 
with Similau in two Galliots, in which were 
146 Men, 51 of them Portuguefes, and 
among them the Prieft James Lob at 0. Next 
day they di(covered the Iflands of Nan- 
guitur , and then entred Seas till then un¬ 
known to Portuguefes. Crofting a Gulph 
of 40 Leagues, they difcovered the high 
Mountain Nangalaci , and held on their 
Courfe Northward. At the end of Ten days 
they Anchored in a River where they law 
White People, like the Cbinefes 9 but differing 
in Language, and could never prevail to 
hdve arty commerce with them. After 
Eight days failing they entred the Streight 
of Silcafaquim , in which they fpent five 
days in fight of many populous Towns. 
But this Courle appearing dangerous, they 
fleered another by the advice of Similau. 
This was up the River Humbepadam , which 
they entred , and to the Weft law the 
Mountain Fangus , and thirteen days after 
the Bay Buxipalem , in the Latitude of 30 
Degrees, which produces Filh, Serpents and 
Crocodils of wonderful forts and greatnefi, 
and many Sea-Horles. Farther on they 

came

came into the Bay of CalinJam\ girt with 
high Mountains covered with Trees, from 
them four great Rivers fall into the 
Sea. 

3. Next they failed under Botina/bra , a 
Mountain abounding in Lions, Abada’s, 
Tygers, Ounces, and other wild Beafts; 
then Gangitanti, the habitation of the Giga - 
huiy a wild Gigantick People, fome ten, 
Ibme eleven Spans high, of which they law 
fourteen of both Sexes: They have good 
Complexions, being white arid red; but ill 
Features. Fdrta gave them lome Porcelane 
Dilhes and Silk, for which they appeared 
thankful, but could not be underftood, and 
brought fome Cows and a Deer. At length 
they came into the Bay of Nanking , and 
within fix days to the great City Pamor 
whole Bay was almoft hid under Three 
thoufand Veffels. Fearing Danger here * 
they flood off and came to Tanquilem, 
where Similau and Thirty fix Chinefe Sea¬ 
men run away for fear; becaule our Cap¬ 
tain weary of the Voyage , and finding he 
could give no good Account where they 
were, had threatned to kill him. He was 
not lo ignorant; but terrified with the ill 
Ulage of the Porrugueles he knew not 
what he laid, and they feared either he 
knew not the Coaft , or defigned to betray 
them. It was a great Error, to believe 
him at Liampo , and ule him ill at Nanking, , 
where they had moft need of him. In fine. 
They gave themlelves for loll, not know- 
jpg where they were, till fome of the Wi¬ 
fi rives 
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tives informed them, they were but Ten 
Leagues from the Illand Calempluy , which 
made them repent the wrong they had done 
Simian . 

4. Turning Cape Guinaytarau (after a te¬ 
dious Voyage of two Months and a half) 
they dilcovered in the middle of the River 
the Illand. It is plain, and to appearance 
four Miles in compals. It was then Night: 
Next Morning Faria went about it with his 
Galliots, and few it was enclofed with a 
Wall of Jafper Stone, which were joyned 
fo dole, it appeared all of a piece. It rofe 
about 19 Foot above the luperficie? of th§ 
Water, and was terrafled within. The 
Top of the Wall was a mafly Twift: 
Upon it were Brals Rails, and at di&ancqg 
little Columns, on which were the Statues 
of Women with Balls in their Hands * all 
of the fame Metal. At fome diftancofroro 
thele appeared leveral Figures of Iron of 
Monllrous lhape, that leemed to give one 
another their Hands. Farther yet were 
leveral curious Arches of Stone of many 
Colours: Within was leen afterwards a de¬ 
lightful variety of Imall Woods of Orange 
Trees; among which were 366 Chappek, 
dedicated to the Gods of the Year. On one 
fide a great Building, not all of a piece* 
but divided into feven parts, all over glit¬ 
tering with Gold. 


y.In 
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?. In the Evening the Captain cntred 
the Illand at one of its eight Gates , with 
fixty Men, four of them Portuguefes. En- 
tring one of the Chappels, they few an Old 
Man, in appearance an hundred years of 
Age, who with the fright of feeing them 
fell down; but recovering, and feeing the 
Souldiers takeout the Bars of Silver out of 
the Tombs, he rebuked the Captain, giving 
him Advice to be feved. Faria courtcoufly 
took his leave, having Information what 
was in the other Chappels, and reloivihg 
next day to plunder them all, he retired to 
his Ships with the Silver taken in this, which 
was a confiderable quantity. 

6. About Midnight there appeared Lights 
upon the Top of the Great Building, and 
Bells began to ring throughout the Illand 
Faria was advifed to be gone, being they 
were difcovered; but he returned to the 
Illand with only fix Men, and could fee 
no more than what he had from his Veliels. 
Being returned aboard , ^ all protefted he 
ought to retire, and he no longer able 
to withiland the Mutiny; laid, He was 
obliged in Honour to fee what he fled from} 
and went alhoar again with the feme 
Men. He entred a Chappel and found two 
Old Men, whom he brought away with 
feme Candlefticks and a Silver Idol he 
found, and immediately left that place. 
He underltood by the Old Men, that the 
Alarum was given , and the Illand would 
feon be relieved ; that the firft Hermit had 
given Notice. Then Faria found,, how 
E z much 
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much he had erred in not bringing him away, 
as he was Adviled. 

7. He went away in a Paffion , that he 
fhould lole that Treafure through his own 
fault; and having failed almoft a Month, 
one Night, being the fifth of Augutt^ there 
arofe fuch a terrible Storm*, that his Galliot 
was fwallowed up, as was guelfed by thofe j 
in the other by the milerable Cries; for 
they could not fee it. A few days after the 
other alfb perifhed , only fourteen of them 
efcaping. Thus ended that brave Com* 
mander; doubtlels a juft Judgment for the 
Robbery he defigned to commit. 

8. No left Unfortunate was the End of 
the City Liampo , where this Captain had 
beenfo Nobly received , and was the effeft 
of a bale and infatiable Avarice. Lancelot 
Vereyra , a Judge of that City having loft a 
Thoufand Ducats by the Chineles, went out 
with a Body to rob and plunder others, as 
if this might be done though they hare 
been the Debtors. This barbarous, hellilh 
Acftion, brought the Governourof that Pro¬ 
vince with Threefcore thoufand Men upon 
that City, which in four hours time was 
burnt, with Eighty Ships that were in the 
Port; Twelve thoufand Men killed, of 
them a Thoufand Portuguefes , and three 
Millions of Gold loft. Scarce any thing was 
left, but the bare Memory of Liampo ; but 
it appeared that whatever the Portuguefes 
gained by their Valour, thev loft by their 
Covetoufnefs. It was admirably laid of 
one of thole we call Baroarians, hearing 

the 
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the A&ions of the Portuguefes mAjsa cele¬ 
brated : His Words were thele; Let them go 
on f for whatever they gain as Courageous Soul- 
deers , they wiU lofe as Covetous Merchants ; 
They now conquer Alia, Aiia wiU foon conquer 
them. Who was raoft Barbarous; he that 
faid this , or they who did what he 
laid ? 

9. Liampo had above Three thoufand 
Inhabitants, alt Catholicks, and almoft half 
Portuguefes. Thofe who efcaped that Storm, 
though quite difcredited among the Chi¬ 
nefes , obtained leave witlf great Prefents, 
in the Year 1547, to Settle in the Port of 
cMncheo ; where there was a Village, which 
began to flourifh with a rich Trade; but 
came to the fame End as the other, as lhall 
appear the Year 1549. 


Ej CHAR 
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CHAP. IX. 

Continues the Government of D. Stephen 
de Gama, and contains the Aftions of 
his Brother DonChriiiopher in Ethich 
pia. 

J .\KTHM this hapned in India and 
W V China , Don Cbriftopber de Gama 
marched through Ethiopia, led by that Bar- 
rtagats, who came as Embafladour from the 
Queen Mother, to defire favour of the Go- 
vernour DStepben. The Heat the Men en¬ 
dured was exceffive, though they lay by the 
Day , and marched by Night. A Week 
was fpent in pafling over a Rugged Moun¬ 
tain , whence they defcended into a moft 
plealant Plain Country, watered by many 
Rivulets. Through this they marched in two 
days to the City Barua , Metropolis of the 
Province Barnagajfo ; though damaged by 
the late Invafion, yet of fightly Buildings, 
divided by a great River, encompafled with 
good Villages and Country-houfes. At the 
Gates they were received by feveral Reli¬ 
gious Men finging a Litany, one of which 
made a Speech to Welcom them, and 
extol their Generality in coming to their 
relief; after which our Men vifited the 
Church, and Encamped. 

i,Don 
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2. Don Cbriftopber lent Advice of his Ar¬ 
rival to the Emperour, who was far off; 
and to the Queen Mother,who was near. He 
defired of her, to leave that Mounrain and 
put her felf under his guard. Barnagais was 
lent to Condu< 5 l her with two Companies 
of Portuguefes. She came with great 
Retinue of Women and Servants. Our 
Men were drawn out to receive her, and 
the Cannon fired. The Queen fat upon a 
Mule, whofe Trappings reached the ground, 
and fhe was hid by Curtins fixed to the 
Saddle; her Cloathing was white , on her 
Shoulders a (hort black Mantle with gold 
Fringes; and from her white Head-Cloaths 
fell a Veil that covered her Face. Barnagais 
led the Mule, his Arm naked, and a Tygers 
Skin upon his Shoulders, (a Token of Re- 
fpe#,) a Lord on each fide in the lame 
Garb. She opened the Curtains to fee the 
Portuguefes, and lifted her Veil to be leen 
by D. Cbriftopber . The Reception on both 
Tides was Courteous. Afterwards D. Cbri¬ 
ftopber went to Vifit Her, and by Advice 
of the Ethiopians it was relolved to Winter 
there , and expeft the Emperour’s An- 
Iwer. 

3. The Anfwer came, exprcffing his Joy 
for the Arrival of the Portuguefes, and 
defiring D.Cbriftopber to march the begin¬ 
ning of Summer. It was put in execution: 
Some Light Horle led the Van to dilcover; 
then followed the Artillery , next the Bag¬ 
gage; after it the Queen, guarded by 
fifty Portugues Mufqueteers. D. Cbriftopber 
E 4 brought 
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brought up the Reer; Barnagais and his 
Officers made up the Flanks. Jn eight days 
they came to the Mountain Gank , of moft 
difficult alcent; on the Top of it was a 
City, and on the higheft Cliff a Chappel* 
near which a Houle, hung round with 
Three hundred embalmed Bodies, fewed 
up in Hides, which being rent with Age 
(hewed the Bodies white and uncorrupr. 
Some were of Opinion they were Roman 
Conquerors of that Country; others, and 
among them the Patriarch, luppoled them 
to be Martyrs. At the fight of the Por- 
tuguefes, many of the People relorted to 
the Queen. 

4. Don Chrijtopher marched on to the 
Mountain Canete y well Watered and ftored 
with Cattle , impregnable by Nature , and 
yet ftrengthned by Art. Formerly the Em- 
perours were Crowned here; now it was 
held for the Tyrant by a Thoufand Men, 
who at times came down to Ravage the 
Country. D. Chrijhpher , contrary to the 
Advice of the Queen and her Counfel, 
refolved to affuulc that Den of Thieves. 
He divided his Men into three parts, and 
led the onehimfelf, and boldly affaulted 
the Three PafTes that led to it j but were 
forced this day to defift , by realbn of the 
great Stones the Enemy rouled down upon 
them. Having beared Mafs on Candlemaf 
day, they returned to the Aflault, playing 
their Cannon , and loft fome Men by the 
Stones thrown down; yet they came to the 
firft Gates apd broke them open, ipaking 

their 
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their way with much daughter and lofi 
of three Men to the fecond Gates. Thofe 
who were within thefe and the third Gates, 
feeing (o few of our Men, opened them , 
and the Portugueles as freely rufhed in; 
where was a hot Difpute, till D.Chrijtopher 
and the others coming up , prelfed the Ene¬ 
my fo hard, that many of them threw 
themlelves headlong down the Rocks. 
Many Women and Children were taken, 
and there was a confiderable Plunder. The 
Queen and her Retinue went up with a 
general Admiration; the Ethiopians having 
always held that Fort to be impregnable. 
The Patriarch blefled a Molque, dedicating 
it to our Lady, where Mafs was cele¬ 
brated with great Joy to both Peo¬ 
ple. 

y. The Mountain being provided, and 
garrifoned under the Command of an 
Ethiopian , the Army marched; As they 
entred the Country of the Rebel Jarfe , 
he fubmitted himfelf to the Queen, and 
brought his Men to her Service, thinking 
nothing could witbftand thole who had 
conquered Nature; in fuch Efteem did 
they hold the taking the Mountain. The 
King of Zeila came on now, covering the 
Plains and Hills with his Numbers, and 
joyful to have to do with our Meil. 
D. Cbrifiopher Encamped in good Order 
near a Mountain, both Armies in fight. 
Palm Sunday and Monday were (pent in 
Skirmifhing with equal Lois, only the 
^ortuguefes had fo much the Advantage, 

that 
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that the Enemy retired to their Works. 
ZX Cbriftopber was forced to move his Camp 
for want of (ome neceflaries, chiefly Wa¬ 
ter. The King of Zeila perceiving their 
motion from the higher Ground, came 
down to encompafs our Men, who marched 
in good Order, pouring thei r Shot in upon 
the Enemy: Who prefling on, D. Cbrifi* 
fhtr ordered Emanuel de Cuna with his Men 
to face them, who performed it fo fuc. 
cefifully, that he obliged a Body of Turks 
to retire, after lofing many of their Men. 
They rallied , and coming on again had 
fome what diftrefled him , till D. CbriBcpber 
came in perfon to their Relief, fighting 
with fiich Refolution, that he felt not he 
was wounded in the Leg. The King him- 
felf came on , thinking to put an end to 
the days Action, and it turned to hislofij 
for our Cannon cut off many of his Men. 
D.Cbrifiopber was in danger of being (lain, 
but ftill loft no Courage , and the Fight 
continued till the Tyrant was ftruck down 
by a (hot which pierced his Thigh. His 
Men furled their Colours, and fled with 
him, as they thought dead , though he was 
alive. This Vi&ory coft eleven Portu- 
guefes, two of them Men of Note. The 
Queen her felf with great alacrity tend¬ 
ed Don Cbriflopber and all the wounded 
Men. 

6 . After a Weeks relpic , the Army 
marched towards the Enemy , who was 
Encamped at no great diftance , and came 
to meet them , carrying their King in an 

open 
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open Chair. It was Refolutely fought on 
bothfides. A Turkifli Captain with fifty 
Horie thinking to recover the Honour loft 
the other day, Charged in the midftof our 
Men , and was entirely cut off. DiCbri- 

S pber mounting on Horleback, led his 
en with fuch fury into the Heat of the 
Battle, that he obliged the Enemy with 
great (laughter to turn their Backs. The 
King had infallibly been taken, had there 
been more Horie to puriue him. Eight 
Portuguefes were loft in this A&ion: The 
Victorious Army marching down to a plea- 
fane River, found it poflefled by the Enemy, 
who immediately quitted it, the King flying 
at the fight of our Men. 

7. The King font an Embafiy to the 
Baffa of Zibit, acquainting him with his 
Diftreis: He mollified by Prefents, lent 
him almoft a Thoufand Turkilh MUf- 
queteers. D. Cbrifiophtr Wintered in the 
City Ofar , expecting the Emperour. Here 
a J^v propoled. That if he wanted Horfes 
andnlules, he would (hew him a Moun¬ 
tain not far off inhabited by Jews, where 
there was (lore of both. The King of 
Zeyla had a Garrifon of Four hundred Men 
there. D.Cbrifiopber having enquired into 
ttie truth of this Information, marched with 
two Companies of his own, and fome 
Ethiopians, to the Foot of the Mountain, 
which is twelve Leagues about. In the 
Afcent fome Moors, who guarded the 
Pafies, were killed. On the Top met him 
the Captain with all his Men. D.Cbrifiopber 

imme- 
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immediately rnnning at, ftruck him down 
dead with his Lance. Our Shot being 
poured in among the Moors, they foon 
quitted the place and fled, leaving many 
dead! Great quantity of Horfes and Mules 
were found, and about eight Thouiand 
Jews, who lived in fix or feven Villages on 
that Mountain, were brought under Obe* 
dience. There was a Tradition,That thefe 
Jews difperfed about Ethiopia and Nubia, 
are defcended from fome of the difperfion 
of the Ten Tribes. 

8. The Jew, who led our Men, aftonifhed 
at their Valour,was Converted and Baptized, 
and by common Content appointed Go- 
vernour of that Mountain, which being 
called before Caloa , was after known by the 
Name of the Jews Mountain . The fecond 
day after D. Cbriftopher returned to the 
Army > the King of Zeila appeared now 
more bold with the increate of the Turkifh 
Mufqueteers. D. Cbriftopher* s Youth now 
tranfported him as well as his Valour: * For 
whereas he ought to have retired ^ro a 
Mountain till the Emperour joyned him , it 
being impoflible to wichftand fo great a 
force, he never confidered it till it was too 
late. On the 29 tb of Auguft the Turks gave 
the Ontet, and were repulfed by D. Chrifto - 
pber , who loft four Men and went off 
wounded in the Leg: Emanuel de Cuna did 
the like Service, with lofs of three Men. 
Francis de Abreu fighting like a Lion was 
killed , and his Brother Humphry going to 
%ch him off, fell down dead upon him. 

D.Cbri- 
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D. Cbriftopher returns like a furious Tyge r , 
and performed Wonders, till a Mufquet- 
Ball broke his Arm ; a couragious Souldier 
carried him off. He was fcarce dreft, when 
he heard Fonfeca and Velio were killed , and 
the Enemy entred the Works. He caufed 
himlelf to be carried where the greateft 
Danger was: But the Tyrant being now 
undoubtedly Victorious, fome of our Men 
fled, as did the Patriarch and the Queen on 
Fleet Mares, each taking a different Way, 
he for fear and (he by choice. D. Chrifto - 
pier tent after and obliged her to come 
back, becaufe her abfence brought utter 
Ruin. But at length feeing all loft, in de- 
fpair he grafped his Sword in the Left Hand 
and laid, Let who will follow me , for I am 
going to dye amidft the Enemies. He was 
drawn from that Refolution by meer force, 
and carried out of the Field with only 
fourteen Men, and the Queen and Barna• 
gais among them , fee king fome place 
of Refuge. The Night being dark they 
loft the Way ; but the Queen and Bar- 
nagais hit it better, taking up a Moun¬ 
tain. D. Cbriftopher wandring with his 
Companions, fell into the hands of the 
Enemy , who carried him to the Tyrant, 
who coveted no greater Prize. The Vidors 
cruelly run, hewing thole that had any Life 
left them, which moved one to let fire to 
a quantity of Powder that was in one of 
the Queens Tents, and blew up all that were 
about it. 

9. The 
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q. The King overjoyed that 2>. Chriflo - 
pber was taken , caufed him to be brought 
to his prefence, and (aid, Wbat would you 
have done with me , had 1 been defeated ? He 
jAnfwered: I would cutoff your Head , and 
divide your Body , and the Limbs Jhould be fet 
ttp in Publick places for a Terrour to other 
Tyrants .. The King caufed him to be buf. 
feted with his Slaves Buskins, his Body to be 
bathed in melted Wax, and his Beard wove 
with waxed Threads, which were fired, and. 
he led through the Army. Being brought 
back, the King himfelf cut off his Head; 
his Body was quartered and fet upon Poles. 

It is laid. Where the Head fell there gufhed 
out a Spring, the Water whereof drank 
cured many Difeafes: The fame hour, the 
Air being calm, a Tree was tore out by the 
Roots in the Garden of certain Religious 
Mens and afterwards the lame Hour the 
Emperour having vanquished this Tyrant, 
caufed his Head to be ftruck off; the Tree 
that was then dry, re-planted it felf in 
the fame place, and was covered with 
Leaves. 

io. Moft of the Portuguefes that were 
taken, perifhed in Slavery or Dungeons. 
Mfonfo Chaldeira, with Thirty, followed the 
Queen. Emanuel de Cuna , with Forty, got 
to Barnagaffo , and was well received. Others 
followed the Patriarch* they made up in 
all One hundred and thirty: Whereof 
Ninety (becaufe Cuna with his Forty Men 
were too far off) went to the Emperour, 
who then drew near, and very much la¬ 
mented 
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mented the (laughter of that Body, and 
loft of fuch a Commander. What thole 
portuguefes did in the Service of that Prince 
afterwards , does not belong to this place; 
becaufe the Affairs of India, whence we have 
made a long digreffion call upon us. 


CHAP. X. 

The End of the Government of D. Stc« 
phen de Gama. 


I. tTHHe Governour A Stephen perceiving 
, ,X. the Ships from Portugal ftayed long, 
and gueffing they were at Mozambique, re¬ 
vived to make ufe of the Merchandize 
they brought. To this purpofe he lent Luis 
de Mendez, to Vafconcelos , in a Galley, to give 
Orders about it, and to Advertize him, 
Whether a Succeflbr was lent him in thole 


Ships. He gueffed not ill ; for Martin Al~ 
fonfodt Sou fa lent to fueceed him with five 
Ships, was detained at Mozambique by the 
Weather, and a tedious Sicknefs. 

a. This Fleet was happy , in that it 
brought over to India one of the firft Fa¬ 
thers of the Society of Jefus ; as well in 
relpe& of Time, as that he was one of 
the Chief in Piety and Virtue. This was 

the 
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the Famous Sr. Francis Xaverius , who la¬ 
boured much, and was very fiiccefsfu! 
in converting thole Jnfidels. 

2. St. Francis was the firft that had in the 
Eaft, the Dignity of Apofiolick Legate in all 
Afia. But becaule we lhall hereafter have 
occafioa to touch upon his great Virtues, 
and wonderful A&ions, let this liiffice here 
as to the time of his coming. 

4. Moll of them that enter upon the 
Government o I India ^ look upon it as no 
fmall happinefs, if they can fend off their 
PredecefTor with Dilgrace, and therefore 
endeavour to come upon them by way of 
him rize. Martin Alfonfo deli ring to com- 
pals that, commanded Leuis Mendez* not to 
acquaint D. Stephen , that he had found him 
at Mozambique. But Mendez , who was 
D.Stephens Kinlman, and refblved to do his 
Duty, lent a man to carry him Advice 
Martin Alfonfo heard of it, and imprifoned 
him. He met with bad Weather* in his 
Way to Goa, and light upon James Suarez 
de Melo , called the Gadego , who flying a Sen¬ 
tence of Death he had incurred, was patted 
to India , and with 110 Men in two Veflels, 
was become a Pyrat. Him Martin Alfonfo 
received and pardoned, becaule he pretend¬ 
ed he could fay much againft D. Stephen, 
Much he might have laid that was honou¬ 
rable, very little to his Dilcredit. What 
ought to have procured him leverer Punifli- 
menc, was the caule of his favourable Re¬ 
ception. Let us remember this Suarez , en¬ 
deavouring to Rile more than was due to 

him. 
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obtained leave, and went to live at Venice ; 
for Portugal was always ready to defpite or 
banilh Great Men. The Emperour Charles 
the Fifth periuaded him to return to his 
Country, alluring him of his Prince’s Fa¬ 
vour. He returned and found none ; for 
Princes are more fixed in punifhing a little 
omitted to pleafe, than in rewarding much 
done to terve them. 

7. This is what D. Stephen did in India ; 
this the Reward he had for Governing it 
welL He was of a middle Stature , thick 
and ftrong, a thick Beard and black Hair, 
his Complexion ruddy. He was very Libe¬ 
ral, and not a little Pofnive, but not with¬ 
out caute : A great Horleman. In the 
number of Governours the Twelfth , firft 
of the Name, tecond of the Sirname , and 
held it two years and a Month. He made 
an Inventory of what he was worth when 
he entred upon the Government, and fo 
when he left it, and was found 40000 
Crowns the worfe, the full Value having 
been ^ooooo. On his Tomb is only this 
Epitaph, HE THAT MADE KNIGHTS 
ON MOUNT SINAI ENDED HERE. 
So much did he value the Honour of that 
Adion, and not without Realon.

f HAP. XL 

The Government of Martin Alfonfo d# 
Soula, from the Tear 1541, till the 
7 ear 1545, in the Reign of King JOHN 
the Third. 


1. *T*His Chapter muft begin with whafe 
1 hapned in the time of both Go¬ 
vernours, one ending and the other coin- 
mencing. Homaum Paxa > King of tfe 
Mogols protecting his Ambitious Defigns 
of enlarging his Empire, undertook the 
Conqueft of the Kingdom of Patane , then 
pofleffed by Xa Holan , whom Fortune had 
once much favoured, and now teemed to 
neglect. Nothing withftood the Mogol, 
till he came to the City Xamanea , before 
which he lat down. His Enemy encamped 
a League off on the other fide of Ganges , 
and entertained him with continual Skir- 
mifhes, generally with equal Lois. Homaum 
ftill preited , and Halon delpairing of re¬ 
moving him by open Force, had recourte 
to Stratagem, wherein he was Angular. He 
endeavoured to protract the Time the belt 
he could, till the Sealon that Ganges over¬ 
flows, which generally drowns all the Plain 
for the fpace of eight Leagues. Mean 
while he dug vaft Ponds to receive the 
F a River, 
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River, and then dammed it up; and as the 
Floods began to (well he broke the Damms, 
which caufed the Waters to spread abroad 
with the greater violence, l^ius all on a 
fudden, when the Mogol leaft thought of 
it, they gulhed out upon his Army , and 
before he imagined it fwallowed up 50000 
of his Men,and an infinite quantity of Bag¬ 
gage. 

2. Homaum , by the help of a Carrier, 
efcaped upon a Mule ; and the Queen, who 
was with Child, on an Elephant. The 
Queen was delivered of a Daughter , and 
fearing her Husband Ihould hate her be* 
caufe it was not a Son, fhe changed it for 
Olie the Wife of a Cornaca had then brought 
forth. Cornactds are the Men that govern 
the Elephants. Some laid the Child,thought 
to be changed, was got on the Queen by 
the Cornaca , there being a fufpicion he had 
had to do with her upon the Elephant. 
There is no need of difputing the Poffibility 
of the thing; for on the Elephants are 
Cattles, thole Cattles loanfom, and Solitude 
and Idlenels produce wanton Thoughts. 
Queens are Women, and Women have 
ready Wits. However it was, Homaum 
efteemed the Son as his own, and he was 
called Gelaldim Hdcbar. As to his perlbn, 
he was more like the Cornaca , than Homaum \ 
but the Endowments of his Mind were 
equal with the Greateft of Men. This 
Prince, when he came to the Crown , being 
offended at the Innundations of Ganges , 
prevented them by drawing it into /everal 
* Chan- 
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Channels, and built there a Palace of fiich 
Wonderful ftru&ure, that Ten thoufend 
Men fpent Thirty years in the Work. Ho- 
maum being come to the City £>*/£/,cloathed 
the Carryer in Royal Robes, entertaining 
him with a fplendid Train, and made him 
fit three days in the Regal Throne ; during 
which time he enjoyed the whole Revenue 
of the Crown, and had the full power of 
Government. From this time forward a 
Mule was ftamped upon all his Coyn # that 
even the Beatt might not pals un¬ 
rewarded. '0. 

3. About the lame time Antony de Mota % 
Francis Zcjmoto, and Antony Veixoto , failing 
for China , were thrown by a Storm among 
the Iflands of Nipongi , or Nifon ; by the 
Chinefes called Gipon , and^by us Japan . 
In one of thefe they were'well received, 
and had the Honour tqbe $he firft that dif* 
covered them, though accidentally. They 
lye far Eaftward of all oppofite to 

China , between 3 0 and 40 Degrees of North 
Latitude. They are many; the Principal, 
Nipongi , or Japan , in which is the City 
Meaco , the Imperial Court. According to 
the Natives, the Length of the Ifland is 
266 Leagues, according to our computation 
One hundred leis: It is, divided into Fifty 
fix Governments, The Chief Iflands about 
it ar zCikcko, Toloefi , Sando, $ifime> Bacafa , 
Vuccjui, Taquixima and Fir an do. The Japans 
have the vain Pride to efteem themlelves 
defended from the Gods* They lay a 
great Giant made die World of a Cocks 
F 3 Egg, 
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EggJ and of the Earthly part a Woman, 
who engendring with a Crocodile brought 
forth a Man , from whom they defcend. 
And the Family of the Conguis among them 
to this day wear Tails like thole of Croco¬ 
diles hanging at their Breeches in token, 
they are the immediate Line. The truth 
is,they are defcended from a Chinefe Prince, 
who being banilhed paffed thither ; but 
they are lo vain , they would rather de- 
fcend from a Cock and a Crocodile, than 
from the Chinefes. In Matters of Religion 
they have feveral Se&s: That of the Xexuni t 
who deny the Immortality of the Soul, and 
is followed by the Nobility; it is not only 
in Japan they follow it: That of the Foc- 
ttnxuni , who adore the Sun, and allow a 
Second Life: The Xodexuni , that adore the 
Idol which they think laves them, if they 
name it: That of Xocoxu> who believe there 
is a Reward fat the Good, and Punilhment 
for the Wicked^, and is followed by the 
Country People: That of Xamabuxe , the 
ProfefTors whereof adore the Devils, and 
converfe with them fo familiarly, that when 
one would be Revenged of another, he 
orders them to enter into him; they call 
them with a Horn. Their Priefts are cal¬ 
led Bonzes: But above all they adore an 
Idol called Seuto t who lives in Heaven, and 
is the beginning of all things. Parricide 
and Tj eaIon, they hold as fins that cannot 
be forgiven. Pity this Do&rin Ihould not 
be held among thole that pretend to be Chri- 
ftians. 

4 .Fernan 
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4, Fernan Mendez Tinto 9 in his Travels, 
appropriates thisDilcovery to himfelf; Say¬ 
ing, He camjt to the IJland Tanixuma (which 
I fuppofe to be Tatjuixima, one of thofe 
about Japan) 'with his two Companions Chri- 
ftopher Borallo and James Zeimoto 5 not by 
way of Shipwreck ; but defignedly , in the Ser¬ 
vice of a Fyrat, who had taken them up when 
eaft away. Both Relations mention three 
Names, one of them is the fame in both, 
and both agree upon the fame Year i?4x.

y. Nautaquim was then Prince or that 

Ifland, and feeing die three Portuguefes he 
(food amazed, and uttered thefe myfterious 
words: Let me dye , if thefe (meaning the 
Portuguefes ) be not the Chinchicogies our 
ancient Records fpeak ofl who flying over the 
Waters , (hall come to be Lords of the Lands 
where God placed the grcateft Riches of the 
World j and it will be very fortunate for tts 9 if 
they come as Friends . Let us return to In¬ 
dia . v 

6 . The firft thing the Governour did, 
was leffening the Souldiers pay ; forfeving 
of Charges is a great means to gain the 
Favour of Princes: And Minifters never 
exprefs their Zeal, by retrenching their own 
large Allowances; but by cutting otf the 
finall ones of the Poor. This caufed great 
Difcontent among the Commonalty. How¬ 
ever Two thoufand Men were railed , and 
imbaiqued in Seventy Veflels oi federal

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forts, with which the Governour let out for 
Batecala , a City leafed on the Banks of a Ri¬ 
ver upon the Coaftof Canara well built and 
encompaffed with a fruitful Country. The 
pccafion of this Voyage, That the Queen 
rejfufed to pay her Tribute, and entertained 
Pyrars in her Port to the detriment of the 
Publick. 

7. The Fleet entred the Port , and the 
Queen feeing lb great a force, and that the 
Governour demanded the Tribute, and 
delivery of the Pyrats Ships that had retired 
thither and fortified th^mfelves; Ihe de¬ 
igned to hold him in hand till the time I 
came he mult go to Cochin . This Artifice pj 
was loon dilappointed ; for he landed with 
Twelve hundred Men in two Battalions* 
the Command of one he gave to Ferdinand 
de Sou fa and Favor a , and ordered Twenty 
light Veflels to go up the River and 
attack the City by Sea. The Governour 
marching through a Wood, was met by/a 
Body of Mufquereers: Our Men made no 
halt, but drove them before to the Gates, 
and entred with them , not without great 
opposition , the Queen her felf with much 
Bravery encouraging her Men. A Portu¬ 
gues Souldier being befet by Two hundred 
of the Enemy bravely defended himfelf, 
till another envious of that Honour came 
up to him, and both Back to Back kept their 
Ground; at length a Party of our Men, 
fell upon the Enemy, and with great daugh¬ 
ter of them refcued the two.

8. It was Night when our Men poffeffed 
them (elves of the City. In the Morning 
they not only plundered the Portuguefes 
that were there; but falling out about the 
Booty had luch a Battle among themlelves, 
that all were hurt, and none enriched. 
The Enemy who perceived this from a Hill, 
pours in ^ Jiower of Arrows; the Gover¬ 
nour Orders all to march to Revenge it; 
but thofe who are grieved by the Ieffening 
their Pay, Anfwer, That the Gentlemen who 
are Rich may march ; far they only came to 
make up hy Plunder what they are unjuHly 
deprived of. Garcia de Sa WQnt out With a 
few Lances , and after fbme Re||e$ts reci¬ 
procally on both fide s, almoflf W tne Por- 
taguefes were put to fliameful flight, running 
to their Ships in fuch hafte that feme were 
drowned. 

9. The Governour hearing this, run to 
them with R^iroaches, crying out, He did 
not know tbe0$ and thought they were not the 
fame he left two years before in India. This 
leaned a Reflexion upon his Predecelfor; 
but they with as loud Voices undeceived 
him, Anlwering, That the Men were the 
fame , but the Governour was not ; that this 
was the fruit of lejfening their Pay , to give 
Gratuities to thofe who knew better bow to beg t 
than deferve them. He retired to the Ships, 
and relolvieS the next day to burn the City, 
and deilroy the Country. The City run 
with the Blood of all Living Creatures of 
both Sexes, and att Ag^^eforf^ was burnt; 
then the Country was laid wafte , and all 
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the Woods cut down. Thiscaufed fuch a 
general Terrour , that whereas before 
throughout India , it was commonly laid, 
Beware of Batecala ; they afterwards chang¬ 
ed it to Beware of Martin Alfonfo. The 
Queen no longer able to refift, fubmitted, 
and purchafed Peace with a heavier Sub- 
jeaion; for generally they draw on them- 
fclves a greater burden, who proudly throw 
off that they have. 

lo . Martin Alfonfo abhorred that lo 
many Men quitting the Service , turned 
Merchants; to prevent this, andconfidering 
the vaft Frauds of the CuftonyHoufe at 
Malaca, he lent new Orders thither. He 
lowered the Cuftoms of Strangers to invite 
them to Trade there, and raifed them to 
the Portuguefes, to lelfen their defire of 
Trading thither. The firft fucceeded well ; 
for the Cuitoms after that amounted to 
much more than before. The fecond took 
no effedl. Much of the farne nature was 
what he did at Ormuz , and therefore we 
will mention it in this place. That King 
was in Arrears for Tribute Five hundred 
thoufand Ducats, which he refufed not to 
pay , but was not able; for from Twelve 
thoufand that Albuquerque at firft impofed 
on him it was railed to almoft One hun¬ 
dred thoufand; lo that the King from a 
Tributary was become a Slave , not having 
a competent Maintenance left him. Martin 
Alfonfo finding he was not able to pay the 
Debt, propofed to him to make over the 
Cuftoms for payment: He to be ridofOp- 

preffion, 
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preffion fubmitted, and as before he was a 
King without a Revenue, now he had lome 
hefeemed no King; for the Cuftom-Houfe 
is the fupport of that Crown. No doubt 
it was a Judgment for the Wickednefles of 
the Portugueles, in taking from that King 
what was his due , that thePerfians, whofe 
it had been , fhould take it from them. 
The opprelled King making Virtue of Ne. 
cefficy, refigned his Crown with Praifes of 
him that took it from him ; for the In- 
ftrument began withthefe vain Preambles: 
I command all to obey this Sufream Inftru- 
menty that it may be under flood that between 
me and my Lord ( meaning King John the 
Third ) who in greatnefs reaches to Heaveny 
and has Tower over all the circumference of the 
Earthy and in Grandeur is equal to the King of 
China, Great King of Juftice (as if any Ju- 
ftice were now done him*) Great ell of all 
Kings in the World ; Key of the Treafure that 
is on Earthy that is , Vertue and Nobility , of 
whom is learnt the Wtfdom of Reigning, bright - 
nefs of the Sea of Kingdomsy &c. Could any 
man wronged flatter him, that injured him 
more? It is certain, He who gave the 
Praifes, deferved them better than he that 
received them. 
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CHAP. XII. 

Continues the Government of Martin Af 
fonfo de Soufa. 

j. A Bout the End of this Year arrived 
in India four Ships from Portugal 5 
another came out with them , but was put 
back. At the fame time D. George , Com¬ 
mander of Ternate , was at Variance with 
the Spaniards, who under Buy Lopez, de ViL 
lalobos had invaded the portugues Bounds. 
Villalobos was at Zagala , a Town of Camafo, 
inhabited by Renegado Chriftians,and from 
thence held Correfpondenpe with the King 
of Gilolo. D.George protefted againft him, 
for intruding into what he had no right to, 
according to the late Capitulations. He 
fometimes Anfwered,He was forced thither 
by Storm : Otherwhiles, That he was within 
the Limits of Spain. D.George lent j fayme 
Lobo with 5*0 Men in twoGaliots, believing 
this a lufficient Force, becaufe the Spaniards 
were Ipent with Misfortunes. He had Or¬ 
ders to affift Geliato de Gonto Conor a , who 
belieged a Fort of his own that was in 
Rebellion. Jamye went to Momoya, where 
he gachefcpd many of the Natives, then 
Chriftians, and paffed over in Parap’s, 
which Landing they took up and carried 
about half a League to a Lake, there 

launched 
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launched them again, andlwafted over to 
the Fort Geliato 9 & fieged. The Enemy 
feeing the Portugues'Relief, offered to Ca¬ 
pitulate; but the Portuguefs, covetous of 
Plunder, refufed. The^^rning appearing, 
they could not Land human by man, and 
that in feveral places; which the befieged 
perceiving, fell upon thole who were afhoar, 
and with confiderable damage forced them t 
back to their Veflels. The Enemy had 
Hooks hanging at their Arms, one ftuck in 
the Face of a Souidier , which drew him 
along till another came and with his Dagger 
cut it out. D. George lent $0 Men to 
the Relief of thefe, who found near the 
Lake three Portuguefes fct upon Poles. 
Jayme returns to the Fort; which the 
befieged abandoned , and it was dilmanc- 
led. 

1. Being able to do nothing againft the 
Spaniards, he returned to Ternate . Villa* 
lobos went over to Gilolo , was well received 
by the King, fortified himfelf, and lent a 
MeiTenger to D. George , to tell him, He war 
within the Spatiifh Bounds , and demand re flu 
tution of the Artillery be had taken , and the 
Spaniards that were with him. D- George 
granted the laft, and lent Advice to Goa and 
Portugal. Villalobos dexteroufly began to 
draw near, and plant himfelf in Ti- 
dore. 

3. Jordan de Freitas let out from Goa in 
April, to liicceed D.George in that Command, 
aud take poi^flton of the Ifland Amboyna , 
whereof he hid a Grant from Tabarija King 

Oi 
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of Ternate , wto had been unjuftly fent 
Prilbner to Goa by Triftan de Atayde was 
there Baptized, and now fent back by the 
Governour Martin Alfonfo to be reftored to 
his Crown. Freyiafr being come to Malaca, 
and confidering ■ that King would not be 
eafily admitted by his Subjects, for having 
changed his Religion , left him there, de¬ 
fining to take his Brother, which would 
make his Re inthronement the more cafie. 
At Ternate, D.George delivered him the Fort j 
he Treated with Villalobos, and they agreed 
upon a Truce for eight Months, in which 
time they might confult their Superiours; 
and during this time there was to be no 
Correfpondence between them. The Spa¬ 
niards fell out among themielves in fuch 
manner, that many of them went over to 
the Portuguefes at Ternate. F . Hierome of 
St.Stepben, ConfeflTor to Villalobos , affirmed, 
He was Excommunicated for entring the 
Portugues Limits; but he remained obfti- 
nate. 

4 . Freytaf , lent along with D.George , who 
was going to Goa , Aeiro the prefent King/ 
to make room for him he had left at Ma¬ 
laca, not knowing he was fince dead , and 
had made the King of Portugal his Heir. 
His Mother and Father-in-Law , who had 
been with him, went to Ternate with Fer¬ 
dinand de Soufa , who carried Reliet to that 
Fort. Freytas received them in Mourning, 
and then took poffeffion of the Kingdom, 
the Government whereof he committed to 
the Father-in*Law and Mother, till other

Orders came from Vortugal. Afterwards the 
Governour D• John de Cajlro fent back Aeiro 
with the Title of K I N G, to prevent the 
Diforders that happen by many Heads. 
This laft belongs to the Year 1545 ; but I 
infert it here, not to break the Series of thefe 
Affairs. 

5. About this time in Ethiopia , the Eni- 
perour marched againft the King of Adel, 
or Zeita. He was followed by the Portu¬ 
guefes who efcaped the former Defeat, 
except 40 who were with Emanuel de Cuna 
in Barmgafo, who being fent for could not 
come time enough. Thofe with the Em- 
perour were Ninety, by whole Advice he 
marched towards the Enemy , giving them 
the Van of his Army, for the great Opinion 
he had of their Valour. In the Province 
Ambea , at the Foot of the Mountain Oena- 
dias , they met Seven hundred Horfe and 
Two thoufand Foot , led by a Captain of 
Ztila, to joyn the King. Fifty Portugues 
Horfe advanced to attack them, the formoft 
Antony Cardofa , who killed the Enemies 
Captain the firft ftroak of his Lance ; the 
others following his Example, flew many j 
when Barnagais firft, and then the Emperour 
coming up Charged furioufly, and killing 
Eight hundred put the reft to flight, who 
went rather toterrifiethe Tyrant with this 
Relation,than Reinforce him. 

6. He was a League off with his Army 
in Battalia; it confifted of two Bodies! of 
Foot, Three thoufand Men in each; he 
parched in the Front with Five hundred 

Horfe, 
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Horfe. The Emperour met him with the 
like Number, and in the fame Older. The 
Portuguefes, who were the Fotlorn or this 
Body, Charged the Five hundred and flew 
many, lofing two The Emperour in per- 
(on behaved himlelf bravely , till the Ene¬ 
mies Horfe fled to the Wings of their Ar¬ 
my. The King was wanting in nothing, 
fhewing his Son, Ten years of Age, to ltir 
up his Men to fight. The Fight was re¬ 
newed, and the Emperour in great danger; 
but a Porcugues fhooting the King, 'j 1 
Belly killed him, and his Hone earned him 
about hanging, being tied to the Saddle. 
Only a few Turks chole rather to dye, 
than fly, and made a great flaughter of 
Ethiopians. John Fernandez ,, Page to the 
Unfortunate D. Cbriftopher , at two itroaks 
of his Lance killed the Turkifh Com¬ 
mander. In fine. Few of the Enemy efea- 
ped by flight, the King’s Head was cut oft, 
and his Son made Prifoner. The Emperour 
acknowledging how great a fhare the Por- 
tuguefes had in this and the late Victories, 
did them great Favours. Cuna returned to 
Goa with yo only ; the reft ftayed and 
married with Women of the Country, 

whole Progeny ftill continues there. 

7. At Goa , the Governour heard the 

Complaints of the King of Ormnz,, brought 
hither by D. Pedro de Cajlellobranco, by Or¬ 
der of Martin Alfonfo de Melo Juf arte. Com- 
m.njder of that Fort. The Kings Com¬ 
plaints againft him were molt juft, having 
been uled as the meaneft of Madmen, 

whereas 
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whereas his Madnefs was no other, than the 
Avarice of thofe would make him fo. 
They endeavoured all they could to hinder 
his Reftauratioii ; but feeing him Re. 
inthroned , they poyfoned him, and what 
caufedhis Imprifonment and was the caufe 
of his death was not punifhed. After this 
Injuftice followed the Juftice executed upon 
Hierome Diaz, a Portugues Phyfician, of 
Jewifh extra&ion; he was burnt for He- 
refie. 


CHAP. XHt. 

Continues the Government of Martin Al- 
fonfo de Souia. 


1. A Bout forty Leagues off, to the Eaft* 
/ 1 \ ward of the Moluco Iflands is that 
of Macacar , rich and plentiful of Rice < 
Salt, Fifh, Flefh, Fruit and Grain, and yields 
Sandal, Wax, Ivory and Gold. The People 
hardy and good Seamen: The Soil pleafant 
and well Watered , and his good Towns 
and Villages. Some Portuguefes hearing 
the Cftriftian Faith was received there, 
went thither , and among them Antony de 
Payva, tha; went as a Merchant , not a 
Preacher; but proved more Preacher than 

G Merchant. 
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Merchant. He had before had fome Dif- 
courle with one of the Kings of the Ifland 
about Religion, who leemed well pleafed 
therewith. Returning now, he arrived in 
the Kingdom of Supa , and had fo much 
Diicourle with that King, who was 70 years 
of Age, that he was very near being Con¬ 
verted. . .... 

x. However, the King remained dubious, 
and Payva felling thence went to the Port 
of Sian ; the King whereof, on account of 
the grateful Conference they had before, 
received him with kindnefs. The Difcourli 
of Religion was renewed , and Payva at 
large explained all Points to him , and at 
the feme time urged the abfurdnefs of the 
Adoration of Idols. 

3. The Conference ended, the Sky till 
then being ferene, there arole a Storm of 
Thunder, Lightning and Rain, which was 
efteemed as a Heavenly Confirmation of 
the Truth of what Tayva had laid ; and he 
laying hold of that advantage, urged the 
King to embrace the Faith. He was incli¬ 
nable; but his Subje£is, and the Moors that 
Traded there, obftru&ed him. He de¬ 
manded time to Confider. At this time 
arrives the King of Supa , and hearing he 
of Sian had defired time, feid,^ workfo good 
ought rather to be put in execution , than delayed ; 
that be was only jorry for the Time be had loft f 
but would attone by being the firfl, and defied 
to be immediately Baptized. All flood amazed, 
and there being noPrieft, the Ancienteft 
of the Portugudes performed the Fun&ionj 
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and he was Chriftened Luis. Then the 
Queen, and many that came with him, 
were Baptized * which was celebrated with 
the Guns and Warlike Inftruments of both 
People. He of Sian moved by this Exam¬ 
ple, was Baptized with his whole Fa- 
miiy. 

4. Mean while the Governour fitted out 
3 Fleet of 4? Sail, in which were Three 
thoufarid Seamen and Souldiers. The de- 
fign was kept fecret, and was to rob the 
Pagodof Tremele, which is twelve Miles up 
the Inland of St. Thomas Meliapor , in the 
Kingdom of Bifnagar : For which he had 
exprefi Orders from King John , upon pre¬ 
tence India was wafted; as if any pretence 
could juftifie luch a Robbery. Neverthdc& 
the Defign was difeovered, or (as others 
fay) difeppointed by contrary Weather; 
yet the Governour was perfuaded to plunder 
other Pagods, where it was thought there 
was no lefs Trealiire. 

y. He took the Advice; and by the way 
ent to the King of Jafanapatan , in the 
(land Ceylon y either to febmit and pay Tri¬ 
bute to the King of Portugal , or provide to 
>ppofe that Fleer. The King was fo un- 
irovided, he thought it a happinels the 
jovernour was lo content, and agreed to 
jay Four thoufend Ducats yearly. The 
wing called Grande , near Cape Comori , for 
ear, lent him a Prelent. He went on to 
hePagod Tebelicate , near Calecoulam , not- 
mhftanding we were at Peace with that 
wing, and entred it with a few of his Con- 
G x fidents; 
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ftdents; they brought two Casks fo heavy, 
they loaded many Men : It was laid they 
carried Water; iiich as were not eafie of 
belief, affirmed it was pure Gold and Pre¬ 
cious Stones. The truth was never known. 
Some Writings declare , there was only s 
Pot of Gold found, in which the Idol was 
bathed.valued Four thoufand Crowns,whicli 
King John Ordered to be reftored , much 
admiring this Adion of Martin Alfonfo , as 
if it had been a greater Crime to rob at 
Tdulicare without his Order, thantat Tn- 
mile with it. However it was, whillt the 
Portuguefes marched to their Ships, tut 
Pagod and Town flamed, and Two hun¬ 
dred Nayrcs fet out to Revenge this -Lois, 
Commanded by the Keeper of the Pagod. 
They appeared on an Eminence over our 
Men , who marched through a Defilee, and 
poured their Shot and Arrows upon them, 
which killed Thirty. The Governour had 
been *in danger, had he not diimounted. 
Our Men being got into the open Field, put 

the Nayres to flight. # 

6. No danger terrifies Avarice. They 
went on to another Pagod. Out of it was 
taken a Cheft, which was publickly open¬ 
ed , and foine Silver Mony that was in 
it diftributed ; but of fo little value, that 
many believed thence proceeded the Libe¬ 
rality. The Governour returned to Go, 
where four Ships arrived from Portugal , loon 
after his departure, expe&ed him. Fivt 
had let out from Lubot?, but one was forcet 
back by a Storm. 
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7. The Governour had not returned fo 
foonto Goa, if D. Garcia de Cafiro had not 
fen: to haften him upon a fudden emer¬ 
gency ; which was thus: Acedecam, Lord of 
the Lands about Goa , defigning to depofe 
Bidalcan, prevailed by dint of Prefents and 
Promifes with D . Garcia, to deliver up to 
him Mcale Can , Brother to Hidalcan , pre¬ 
tending he held the Kingdom wrongfully. 
This gave Hidalcan juft caule of Complaint, 
and drew on no contemptible dangei|^,jrhe 
Governour heared both Parties, andjpough 
both ufed equal Arguments, offering 1 equal 
Advantages to the Crown of Portugal $ the 
Governour inclined more to Acedacan, who 
offered the Kingdom of Concam , then pcf 
felled by Abraham , a good Man and qur 
Friend, whofe Revenue was above a Mil¬ 
lion. It was the more valuable for being 
near Goa .

Part of this tome. 


x.npiHe Governour Armed in defence 
1 of Meale , and to poffeis him of the 
Crown Acedecan offered him. This was a 
notorious a & of Injuftice, and Martin Al¬ 
fonfo being led by Intereft, and naturally fo 
haughty that none durft Advife him , Peter 
de Faria refolved to do it, encouraged by his 
Quality, the great Offices he had born, and 
his great Age, being 80 years Old. Late 
at Night he repaired to the Governors 
Tent, and having prepared him to hear, 
laid before him all the Motives that could 
periuade, to defift from fo unjuft an Under¬ 
taking, with much iiibmiffion, gravity and 
diforetion. 

1. Martin Alfonfo fubmitted to Faria s 
Reafons. As foon as Day appeared, the 
Governour pretending other Caufes, gave 
over the Defign and returned to the City, 
fecuring Meale Can . At this time died Ace• 
decan , the Promoter of this Difcord ; and 
Hidalcan came down the Mountain-Gate 
with a powerful Army, reducing his Rebels, 
and in few days recovered the Kingdom of 
Concam , which not long before we had 

hoped 
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'hoped to poftels, if not diflfuaded by the 
Experienced Faria , to whom Martin Alfonfo 
confeffed he owed his Life and Honour: 
For had he gone to Concham , it was much 
to be doubted whether ever he had Re¬ 
turned. Hidalcan ftill fearing Meale Can , 
offered for him,if he were delivered to him, 
the Lands of Saljete and Bardez,, valued at 
Fifty thouiand Ducars a Year. 1 c had been a 
breach of Truft,to deliverup a Man that had 
put himfelf into our prote<ftion. Therefore 
the Governour Anfwered ; If what was offered 
were given , be would fend him where be Jhould 
not dtfiurb Hidalcan. He admitted tto Con¬ 
dition, and performed ortjps part ji ^;had 
not entire lattsfa&ion ftop - tts; v^t^Meale 
was carried from Goa to Cdnanor , and ftom 
Cananor to Goa» in the Eyes of 'Hidalcan , as 
the Politick faid. To keep in Awe; but the 
State Criripks faid. it was a Bait to draw 
Prelents. Some were lent fpon after. 

2. Hidalcan bad moreqver granted to the 
Governour upon this Treaty, the vaft Trea- 
iure Acedecan had laid up when he Rebelled, 
and which at his Death fell into thcjfiands 
of Cojecernd&adiM , and was wortn; Ten 
Millions of Ducats. He perfuaded the 

Governour it was not above a Million, and 
delivered io much to him. One Record 
fays, He lent almofthalf of it to Portugal in 
Bars of Gold: Another, That he applied 
Two hundred and fifty thouiand Ducats to 
the Kings ufe in India \ if we may not take 
into this Account, One hundred thouiand 
given by Hidalcan upon the lace Accomipo- 
G 4 dacion. 
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dation. But if thefe did make up the Sum, 
he afterwards difcharged a good Con- 
fcience , difcharging the King of feme 
Debts. 

4. Hidalcan gave him Notice of the great 
Fraud ufed in delivering the Treafiire , per- 
fuading him to recover the Remainder of 
Coje$emaz,adm , who was at Cananor. He 
ufed Means to take him ; but not lucceeding, 
refolved to endeavour it in perfbn. He fitted 
out Twenty tour great Ships, and many 
VelTels to row,and without faying any thing 
what he intended,landed-at Cochin. Putting 
to Sea again, he fteered federal Courfes, and 
Anchored at Mount Delij. At Night, with- 
ouoteaking it known to the Fleet, he went 
into a Barge with five or fix Gentlemen, 
and ordering three of the 4 ighteft Veflels 
to follow, carne with incredible (peed to 
the Fort of Cananor , where j faMes Alvarez, 
Tellez, Commanded. He /poke to him with¬ 
out being known to any other, ordering 
him to endeavour to fecur e CojegemaZoadim, 
or Pocarale Aderrajam , who Governed him. 
Than he returned to the Fleet, and with it 
to Goa, all men admiring the Voyage and 
Preparations, without feeing the Defign or 
Etled of them. Tellez, could not take Ze- 
tnaz,adim , for he was upon his Guard \ but 
he ordered Henry de Soufa , Commander an 
Chief of Malabar , to take Pocarale . He 
attempted it, and many coming in to his 
Relief, Pocarale and a Brother of his were 
both killed. This enflamed the King and 
People againft the Fort, and though they 

were 
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were appeafed, yet the Hatred to the Por- 
tueuefes for this Aftion was not extin- 
gwlhed; but raifed one of the greateft 
Storms we weathered in Indie. 

r The K-ing of Xtraz. caufed feme 
Difturbance at Ormuz. , appearing in the 
Neighbourhood with a confrderable Power; 
but he foon drew off, coming to Agree¬ 
ment with that lying* Sultan iomud , 

King of CemUya , aimed at the Recovery 
of Diu , not forgetting the Death of his 
Uncle Badur , and being troubled to have 
us fo near Neighbours. One of the dil- 
honourable Articles of Peace .which the 
Vice-Roy D. Garcia had admitt^ifas,That 
the Kings Subjeffs might Wall be¬ 

tween their Town and our Fort. The Wall 
was railing, and difpleafed Emanuel de Soufa 
and Sepulveda, who commanded there, be- 
caufe it looked like foroewhat more than a 
bare Partition, which was the true intent 
of the Articles. He fortified himfelt, then 
beat off the Workmen, threw down the 
Wall, and made ufe of the Materials. The 
King was heinoufly offended, and at the 
inftigation of hisgreat,Subje<ft CojeZofar, he 
began fecrecly'toftir up that Great Part ot 
the World, with Letters to the leveraj. 
Princes, to unite and expel the Portugues, 
not only Diu, but all Jfia. _ 

6 . Let us fee what hapned while this 
Storm was rifing. Hidalcan profited the Go- 
vernour, eitherto reftore what he had given 
him on thai^CQlftalibf^to fend away 
Mealeaeau. The iGovefnour endeavoured 
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to pleafe him with Artifice, rather than 
Performance, and to this effect lent John 
Fernandez, de Negrcyros EmbalTadour to him. 
Him, and all the Portugueles that were in 
his Court, the King put in Prifon, keeping 
them as Hoftages for the performance of 
«what was before agreed,and now demanded. 
This was a great Provocation to the hot 
Nature of Martin Alfonfo ; but liibmitting 
to Necefllty, he began to appeals Hidalcan , 
afliiring him, That as foon as the Seafon 
would permit, Meale (hould be lent to Ma * 
laca. Three Ships Arrived now from Por¬ 
tugal of five that failed thence; one was 
forced back, and another Caft-away on the 
Coaft of Melinde, the Men laved. 

7. This Year the Tartar entred China, and 
befieged Peking, . A great part of his nu¬ 
merous Army, which confifted of almoil 
Millions of Men , Threelcore thouland of 
them Horfe , marched to the City Quamfi 
and plundered it, killing above Threelcore 
thouland perfons of all Sexes and Ages, and 
then went on towards Peking. By the way, 
the Fort Nixiancoo defended it felf lb brave¬ 


ly , that the General Nanticor thought it f 
impregnable, having loft Three thoufand j 
Men before ir. Among the Priloners taken j 
at Quamfi were Nine Portuguefes, one of 
them called George Mendez, , offered , if he 
might have his and his Companions Liberty, 


to put him in a way to take the Fort. The 
General admitted the Propofal, and by this 
Man’s Advice took it with the flaughter of 
above Two thouland Chineles and Mogols. 

He 
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He went on to Veking , and in purfiiance 
of his Promile obtained of his Prince the 
Portugueles Liberty , and did them great 
Honours, endeavouring with large Gifts 
to detain them in his Service. George Men¬ 
dez, ftayed, and was afterwards allowed a 
Penfion of Six thoufand Ducats. Thefe 
Accidents often caufe the Portuguefes in 
Ma , to forget their Country and Ibme- 
times their Religion. This was when they 
came to Tuymican , the Tartar’s Court, whi¬ 
ther he retired after the raifing the Siege 
of Peking, which lafted almoft leven Months, 
with the Lois of Four hundred and fifty 
Thoufand Men, moft deftroyed by Pefti- 
lence, bebdes Three hundred thoufand that 
defer ted to the Chineles. 

8. Four fmali Veflels, with One hundred 1 
Portugueles in them , cruifed upon the 
Coaft of Tanauz,arim , and were much 
dreaded , having ( among other Prizes ) 
taken three great Ships. The Maritim 
Towns complained to their Sovereign, the 
King of Siam ; and he fent out againft 
them Heredim Mahomet , a Turk, with a 
Royal Galley, four Galliots, and five other 
Veflels that Rowed, in which were Eight 
hundred Men , Three hundred of them 
Janizaries, the reft Turks, Greeks, Achems, 
Malabars and Mogols *, all brave-. M en * 

A poor King of the Neighbour^ Ifland, 
Tulohinor, who was newly Converted, gave 
our Men notice of the Danger. They left 
the Port and run up a Creek, both becaule 
it was more hid, and for that at the Month 
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of it were lome Ruins, that might ferve 
inilead of a Fort, to defend themfelves. 
The Turk miffing them in the Port,thought 
they were fled to lome of the Neighbouring 
Iflands, and lent the Ships and Galliots in 
fearch of them, Raying behind with only 
the Galley. They who were upon the 
Watch, fell upon the Galley at Night, and 
deftroyed Three hundred Men that were 
in her, and the Admiral, with lofs of only 
One Man. Of the other Nine Veflels, three 
were Caft-away and fix were taken by our 
Men;with great daughter of the Enemy,and 
only two killed on our fide. 

9. The Governour difpatched the home¬ 
ward bound Trading Ships, whereof one 
was Call-away at Zanzibar. Thole from 
Portugal arrived in India , and brought him 
a Succeflor, which he lo earneftly defired, 
that a few days before being at Mafs with 
James Silveyra , who was coming for Por¬ 
tugal] he (aid to him at the Elevation of 
the Hoft; Speak to the King , to fend one to 
fucceed me , for 1 dare not Govern India , fe- 
caufe Men are fo changed from Truth and Ho¬ 
nour : Or elfe I fwear by that Sacred Hoft y 
and by the true Body of Cbrifi / heboid in it 
with the Eyes of Faith , That I will open the 
Patents of SucceJfion 9 and refign the Government 
to whoever is named therein ; and defire his 
Higbnefif .not to expofe fucba Subjeffi as 1 anti 
to the danger of having bis Head cut off. This 
was the Condition of lndia y almoft pall hope 
of Recovery: For if the Goverpour was 
tolerable, thole that were governed were 

intol- 
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intolerable ; and the contrary. Martin Al- 
fonfo had ferved well in Brafile and India, in 
other Polls. He was Violent in his Under¬ 
takings, a great dilcoverour of Mens Hu¬ 
mours, and knew better $gn many to lave 
what was fuperfluous, aQ^jjpend what was 
necefiary. He inllituted ffible Officers of 
the King’s Re venue,that are called Surveyors y 
in India. He was of a handfom and large 
Stature , his Complexion white , his Beard 
Cheftnut-colour. He Governed three years 
and four Months; was the 13 tb had the 
Title of Governour , and firft of the Name.

The Government of D. John de Cafixo, 
from the Tear 15*45*, till the Tear 1 548, 
in the Reign of King JOHN the 
Third. 


1. A BOUT the latter end of Auguftj, 
LjL or beginning of September , Arri- 
jL JL ved at Goa fix Ships from Portu¬ 
gal , Commanded by Don John 
de Caftro, who went to Eafe Martin Alfonfo 
of the Government. Immediately (as is 
Cuftomary in India) Complaint3 were car¬ 
ried to the New Governour againft the Old.

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The chief, the Crying-down the Value of I 
Money ; which was immediately reftored I 
to its former Value. This gave occafion to I 
Martm Alfonfo to go away diflatisfied , and I 
the other to remain fo upon the manner of 1 
hisDifcontenr, falling out after having very § 
well agreed. Thefe Governours, and their 1 
Governments, teem to refemble the Soul 
and Body, which never part without great 

ftj-uglings. ’ 

z. Don John began his Government as is j 
jufiial, lending Commanders and Officers to j 
feveral Forts and Towns. Bernard,in de | 
Soufa went to liicceed Jurdan de Freytas, | 
Ternate , carrying with him the King Aeiro, J 
to hold that Crown till other Orders came | 
from Portugal, it being left to our King by J 
thedeceafed Tabarija , as was faid before. I 
Ferdinand de Soufa & Tavora , who was lent H 
againft the Spaniards , Commanded by Vil- ■ 
lalobos , reduced him to a neceffity of fur-■ 
rendring himlelf, and continuing at Ternate gj 
till the Sealon of failing, for India, where he jj 
and his Men might either remain in the I 
Portugues Service, or return in their Ships & 
to Europe. This Difficulty furmounted, J 
Soufa relolved to take Revenge of Cat* | 
britno. King of Gilolo, for the Injuries he did | 
the Portugueles and New Convert^fince he g 
Tyrannically uftrped the Crowd, killing | 
his Lawful Sovereign. I 

2 . Soufa confulted his own Men, and the 1 
new Guefts , who approved of his Refolu- | 
tion, and Villalobos offered to him 1 

Company. They made up Fouf hundred j 

* S P an! *; I 
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Spaniards and Portugueles, and Fifteen 
hundred Ternatenfes. Coming to an An¬ 
chor in the Port, they found the Tyrant 
ready to receive them, well fortified and 
provided with Cannon. The Chriftians 
began to batter them ; but received more 
damage than they did. Soufa perceiving 
there was no way , but by giving an Affault, 
gave the firft of the Attack to John Galvan 
and Bernard de la Torre , the firft a Portugues, 
the other a Spaniard , who flicking in the 
Thorns the Tyrant had defignedly lire wed 
about, and fcarce able to move, ftood as a 
Mark to the Enemies Bullets and Arrows. 
Catabruno Charges them with Three thou- 
fand Men. Soufa comes to their Relief, and 
the Fight was defperate \ for both Spaniards 
and Portugueles did Wonders. Night part¬ 
ed, and Morning brought them together ; 
the Difpute was hot, till Galvan being killed 
his Men were put in dilorder; all our Body 
came to their Relief, and brought them off, 
forcing the Enemy to retire to their Works. 
Our Captain feeing no likelyhood of pre¬ 
vailing, returned to Ternate ; whence he 
went to India with the Spaniards, as had 
been Agreed, only Villalobos excepted, who 
died in the Fort. 

4. CojeZofar , at Cambay a, now his Princes 
Favourite, kept a fair Correfpondence with 
the Portugueles ; but with the natural Per- 
fidioufnefs of a Moor. He perfuaded the 
King a lscond time to endeavour the 
lhaking off the Yoak of the Fort of 
and to this effect drew together a great 
H Number 
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Number of Men j yet had more hopes to 
fucceed by Policy , than fttength. He 
agreed with an Infamous Portugues, called 
Ruy Frc/re, to poyfon the Ciftern , fire the 
Magazine, and upon a Sign given admit 
him into the Fort. An Ethiopian, a Turk 1 
and a Woman Slave, difeovered the Trea¬ 
chery. Coje Zofar was aftonilhed to lee his 
Defign dilcovered , and began to Cornple- 
ment D.John Mafcarenhas , Commander of 
the Fort; pleading, That the Caule of 
breaking the Peace had been, becaufe they 
obftruaed building that Wall, which D.Gtr- 
ciadeNorenha had (o weakly allowed, and 
Emanuel de Soufa had couragioufly beat down, 
Coje Zofar diflembled while he gathered a 
great Power,and D.Jobn perceiving the Dan¬ 
ger that threatned him, prepared to meet it, 
and gave Advice thereof to the Governour 
and Neighbouring Commanders. 

5. A confiderable number of Men was 
already drawn together in the City Din, 
and among them Five hundred Turks, lent 
from Mocha by the King of Zibit. D. Join 
afligned every Man his Poll, and placed an 
Officer with ?o Men in each of the four 
Baftions; his Lieutenant over the Gate with 
Twenty , another with the like Number 
in a fmall Work; reforving Fifty for him- 
felf ro be wherever the greateft Danger 
called. This was the Number of Men he 
had, and thus ordered, when Coje Zofar 
came on with all his Power, refolvingto 
attack the Baftion of the Sea, with three 
Cattles built upon a Ship of prodigious 

bijnels, 
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bignefs, well ftored with Cannon to batter 
the Wall. Within the Cattles were Two 
hundred Turks, who were to diftradt the 
Defendants by pouring in continually all 
forts of Artificial Fire works. This Defign 
fucceeded not, for our Commander having 
notice of it, font Jacome Leite to burn that 
Ship. He took twenty Men in two Veffels, 
and though he fot out by Night, was dif- 
J covered; yet did not defift, but coura- 
| gioufiy went on and fet fire to it; then re- 
1 tiring, law a great part of it Hy into the Air, 
I with moft of the Turks, the Remainder 
I catting fuch a Flame, as at a diftance difeo- 
ivered the Enemies Army running in Bata- 
1 lions to quench the Fire. Jacome feeing 
| them in Clutters, let fly his Cannon and 
killed many of them. In this A&ion he 
had feven Men wounded. He went on to 
the Mouth of the River, and took from the 
Enemy (ome Veffels of Provifion, with 
which he returned to the Fort,much admired 
of all. 

6. Coje Zofar began to build the Wall, 
that had been before beat down , which 
could not be hindred , though our Cannon 
killed many of the Workmen; but was 
brought to liich perfection, that he planted 
thereon Sixty great Cannon, befides many 
fmall, and one of fuch extraordinary big¬ 
nefs, that it (hook the whole Jfland, and 
made pieces of the Fort fly; it was managed 
3y an expert French Renegado. At this 
;ime arrived D. Ferdinand de Castro, Son to 
the Governour * lent by him with lome 

H i Relief 
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Relief of Men. Mafcarenhas wanted fome 
Intelligence from the Enemies Camp. Jamet 
de Anaya Coutino , a Gentleman of Note and 
Man of great ftrength *. knowing of it, at 
Night patting a Helmet on his Head, with 
a Sword by his fide and Spear in his Hand, 
let himfelf down the Wall, and lying clofe 
at fome diftance from the Fort', difawenjd 
two Moors, who being come up ro him, 
he killed the one with the Spear, and taking 
up the other in his Arms run with him to 
the Gate of the Fort, and calling threw 
him in, to the great admiration of thole 
that beheld it. This was much ; but what 
follows is more: He had borrowed the Hel¬ 
met he carried, and proiniled on the word 
of a Gentleman to reilore it, or dye. In 
this Scuffle it fell olf, and he mill it t\ot till 
the Owner asked for it. He laid nothing; 
but letting himlelf off the Wall again, went 
to look for, found and reftored it. Nothing 
could be more brave ; nothing more honou- 
rable. 

7. The King came from Champanel with 
Ten thoufand Horle, to lee (as Coje Zoftr 
faid) that place taken. This cauled an ex¬ 
traordinary Motion in the Army, and D- 
John defired to know the caule of it. Six 
of our Men fallied out at Night and fell 
among lixty Moors, who were aH afleeft 
whereof they killed lome, and the tot 
waking at the Noife, as alfo lome that were 
not tar off, our Men were forced to retire, 
leaving two dead ; the four brought a Pri 
foner with them , who informed our Com¬ 
mands 
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mamler of what lie (Wired. This AAion 
incenfed the King and CojtZofor, fo that 
they renewed the fury of their Battenes.and 
did much harm. The Renegado Frenchman 
was ftruck dead by a chance Dart, t “ e 
Gunner who fucceeded him being Igno¬ 
rant. did more harm to his own Party 
than to us, which was fome Revenge.^ All 
the Neighbourhood rsfoanded with the 
Noife of the Cannon and Cries of dying 
Men, when a Bullet of ours MUmim (he 
Kings Tent, fprinkled him With the Blood 
of one of his Favourites who was new him, 
and beaten to pieces. This fb terrified the 
King , that he inftatttly fled , tearing the 
Command of the Horte to a Va¬ 
liant Ethiopian. , , 

8. cm* Zoftr preffed the Befieged , and 
there was great (laughter _and deftru&ion 
on both fides; the more vifible and dange- 
rons in the Fort, by reafon of its little Com¬ 
parand the Imall number of Men. MaJ- 

cannot appeared wherever there was dan¬ 
ger, as hoping to gain no left Honour th-fi 
Antony Je Stl-veyra had done there a few 
sears before. He was no lefs Portunate m 
couragous Wdhian j for thofo tl,at , 
in the Fort encouraged theMen;ittllKd 
and relieved them at the work. And when 
the Turks entred the Walls, one of them 
hearing they were got into a Houle, run 111 
with a Spear and fought till Mofcannos 
came and put them all to the Sword.

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9. Coje Zofar omitted nothing that could 
be devifed to fill the Ditches, and lay open 
the Fort. All induftry was ufed on our 
fide to repair the Breaches. The prime 
Gentry did the Duties of private Souldiers 
and Mafons, the Walls and Baftions were 
ruined at Night, and repaired by Morning. 
CojeZofar wasaftoniftied to (ee all hedeftroy- 
ed reftored. Coming on in a Rage with freft 
Men, a Cannon Ball took off his Head and 
right Hand, whereon he leaned it. Thus he 
fulfilled his Mothers Prediction, who being 
at Otranto , ftill perfuaded him to be recon¬ 
ciled to the Church, and perceiving (he 
prevailed not, fuperfcribed her Letters tn 
him thus: To Coje Zofar my Son, at the Gates 
of Hell. His Son Rumecan fucceeded him as 
well in Wickednefs, as the ardent defire of 
taking that Fort. Ife took upon him Ms 
Father’s Command , and inherited his For. 
tune. Our Commander was obliged to 
fend frefli Advice to the Governour at Goa, 
and the Captains of the Neighbouring 
places. A Prieft was the Meffenger, who 
run very great danger, the Sea at that time 
being icarce Navigable. But then Portugal 
had lome Decij , and fome Rtgult: Now it 
has only the grief of wanting them.

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CHAP. II. 

Continues the Government of D. John de 
Caflro, and Siege of Diu. 

i.T\Umeeannow gives a General Affaulr, 
he and Juz^arcan attack the Baftions 
of St.JchnzndSt.Tbomaf, where they found 
a moft vigorous Refiftance, and (o many 
were killed that the Defendants feemcd 
rather a raging Plague, than Men. Yet at 
length, Valour was forced to give way to 
Numbers, and the Enemy mounted St. Tho¬ 
mas's Baftion: But Defpair admimftring 
Fury rather thanVaiourjthe few Portuguefes 
fufti upon the multitude of Enemies, and 
making a wonderful ftaughter^ throw head¬ 
long from the Wall fiich as had efcaped 
the Sword, fo that the Dead lay in 
heaps. 

2. Rumecan thinking Mahomets dijplea- 
fure was the cau(e of this Misfortune, fpcnc 
this Night in Prayers and Procefiions. In 
the Morning, thinking he had attoned, he 
renewed the Affault: After mounting the 
two Baftions he was forced to retire, having 
loft almoft Two thoufapd Men, and among 
them the Ethiopian Juz*arcan , General ot 
the Horfe: An Uncle of his ot the fame 
Name (iicceeded him. In this Action levcn 
Portuguefes were loft. Several odier Affaults

were given with like Succeft. In one of 
thefe the Fire was fo clofe and furious, that 
feveral who were clad in Cotton, which 
foon took flame , ran and dipt themfelves 
in the Water, and fo returned to their Polls. 
Thofe who wore Skins efcaped better. Our 
Commander taking notice of this, caufed 
lbme gilt Leather, wherewith his Rooms 
were hung, to be made into Coats for the 
Souldiers. Another time D. John and D. 
Veter de Almeyda, with One hundred Men, 
(allied to deftroy a Mount railed by the 
Enemy to over*look the Fort, and effected 
it, killing Three hundred Moors. Marti* 
BoteSo another time went out with Ten Men* 
to take feme Body to give Intelligence} 
and falling upon Eighteen put them «* 
flight all, except a bold Nuhij , who Handing 
all the Eleven, wreftled with Boielid ; and 
he finding it hard to overcome him whiltf 
he could touch rhe ground with his Feet, 
like another Hercules with An feus, ran With 
him in his Arms to the Fort. 

5. The Attacks were ftill renewed, the 
Defendants fpent with Labour, and a- 
bove all with Hunger, feeding even upon 
naufeous Vermin. A Crow taken upon the 
dead Bodies was a DUnty for the Sick and 
lold for five Crowns, the Ammunition was 
almoft fpent, and now the Enemy gives 
a hot Aflaulc with frefh Men, Tenthoufand 
having newly joyned them. They entred 
St.John’s Baftion, and retired. Scarce had 
they left it, when it blew up, and in it 
7$ of our Men, ten whereof came down 

alive. 
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alive. James de Sotomayer fell into the Fort 
with a Spear in his hand; a Souldier in the 
fame manner fell among the Enemies , and 
was killed by them. It was no Fable, that 
Armed Men were feen in the Air this bout. 

Q ur Captain Mafcarenat forefeel ng the dan¬ 
ger, had ordered them to quit the Baftion ; 
but one Reynofo protefted, he would accufe 
them of Cowardize, if they did. The one 
Commanded prudently, the other Adviled 
couragioufly; yet was guilty of ttfobedi- 
ence. 

4. Thirteen thoufand of the Enemy at¬ 
tack the Breach they had made j only five 
Souldiers wkhftood them till Mafcarenat 
came with fifteen more. The Women 
affifted the Men , and ran even to brave 
Death. The Prieft, tjdio was returned 
from carrying the Advicte ? to the Neigh¬ 
bouring places , appeared encouraging all 
with a Crucifix lifted on high. The A&i- 
ons done Mb were incredible; but Night 
coming on the Enemy retired, having loft 
Three hundred Men. Mafcarenas fpent all 
the Night in repairing the Damages re- 

ceived. t B . . 

5. The Enemy daily renewed their At¬ 
tacks with the fame fuceefs, and held out 
by means of their vaft Numbers. Rmecan 
fell again to Mining , a*td pierced the very v 
Rocks that flood in his way;but met not with 
loch fucceis as he had done the time before; 
for £>. John perceiving his Work , counter¬ 
mined it, and# flew aH back upon the Be- 
fiegers, killing many of them. D. Alvaro, 

the 
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the Governours Son, lent with Supplies, 
(eemed to fail in oppofition to the Seas and 
Winds, through Storms almoft incredible: 
Yet they all arrived at Ba$aim , and Antoni 
Moniz Barreto , with 8 Gentlemen, got fiift 
into Diu 9 who though fo few, by their Bra¬ 
very were no (mall comfort to the befieged. 
One of thele , called Michael Darnide , a 
Man of prodigious Strength, Barreto refufing 
to take him into *his Boat, leaped into the 
Water with his Mulquec in his Mouth and 
(warn after him, (o he was obliged to take 
him up. 

6. Next came Luis de Melo & Mendoza 
with nine Men ; then D. George and D. Du - 
arte de Menefes with (eventeen ; after them 
JD. Antony de At aide , and Francis GuiUerme , 
with fifty each; and laftly, Ruy Freyre , Fa- 
dor pf Cbauly with Twenty four. All toge r 
rhcr fell upon the Enemy, then poflefled of 
lome of our Works, and among them the 
Baftion Santiago . The Difpute was hot; 
yet the Enemy fet up their Colours on the 
Walls. .Antony Moniz Barreto made good 
his Poll with only two Souldiers, and was 
going to quench his Flames in the Water;, 
but one of the two, who was in the lame 
condition, detained him, and both did 
things worthy admiration. Antony Correa 
(allied out with Twenty Men to difcover the 
Enemy, and faw Twelve Moors fitting 
about a Fire; he exhorted his Men to fall 
upon them , but they feeing him go on, 
tied ; however he went on thinking to take 
one chat might give Intelligence: He fell 

on 
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on and behaved himfelf bravely; yet he 
was taken and carried to Rumican , who 
Examined him about the pofture the Fort 
was in , which being then very milerable , 
he reprelenced fo powerful, as drove him 
into tlefpair, and moved him to caufe the 
unfortunate Prifoner to be dragged through 
the Streets, and his Head cut otf, which 
was fet upon a Pole next day in fight of the 

The Enemy had now loft Five thou- 
fand Men; the Belieged Two hundred, and 
had not lo many more lefc, and not above 
half them able to do Duty, when D.Alvaro 
arrives with the Supplies, which confifted 
of Four hundred Men „ and a liifficient 
quantity of Ammunition , having by the 
way taken a Ship of Cambay*? richly laden- 
The Joy of this Relief was foon allayed; 
for the Souldiers that can;c with D. Alvaro, 
fearing the Mines, propofed to meet the 
Enemy in opyn Field: But the Governour 
prudently refufing, they . broke out into 
open Mutiny in Contempt of all Military 
Diicipline , fcarce known, or at leaft not 
rei'pected by the Portugues Nation. D.Jobn 
feeing himfelf in danger of periling in the 
Fort by his own Men, choie rather to.dye 
in the Field among the Enemies. He tal¬ 
lied with almoft Five hundred Men in three 
Bodies. At one heat they gained the Ene¬ 
mies advanced Poll, forcing them to retire 
to their Works. Thoie who infolently 
forced their Commander to this Extrava¬ 
gancy, flood heanlels at the Foot of the 

Trenches, 
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Trenches, feeing others mount who had laid' 
lets. D.John feeing them in this pollure,cried 
out Whether it was thus they had fromifed to 
fiaht 1 Where wot now that Boldnefi that obliged 
him to come into the Field ? Where the Threats, 
that they would fight the Enemy without him ? 
Behold your Commander you accufed of Cow 
erditse, calls you to the danger : And who ts there 
follows me of thofe that would have led me 
hither ? Within the Walls you were fierce, and 
new in the Field timorous. Tour Courage fuits 
With your Tongues', for thofe who faid much, 
always ailed little. They afhanied to be 
thus juftly upbraided , took Heart and 
mounted: The whole Army cime down 
upon them, and the Portuguefes having 
done wonders, were forced to retire in 
diforder. This was the time the Enemy had 
poffeffed himfelf of the Fort, had hot Maf- 
catenas with his Prudence and Valour pri 
vented Mojatecan, who with Five thoU‘. ,: '. 
attempted to enter , and was valiantly op- 
noted by Luis de Seufa in St. Thomas s Bul¬ 
wark. Threefcore Men were toft irf tub 
Action : D. Alvaro de Caftro was mortally 
Wounded in the Head. This was the fruit 

of that infolent Difbbedience. 

8.' The Moors had taken the Cartnoft 
of cheBaftionSdttfi/tgfl, when Vdfieo de Cm 
and Luis de Almeyda brought a frdft 
Relief. The latter immediately wem 
out with Payo Rodriguez, and Peter Alfonfi 
in three Caravels, and as loon returned 
with two great Ships of Mica add toms 
other Veffels, whofe Loading was worth 

Fifty 
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Fifty thoufand Ducats. At the Yard-Arms 
hung many Moors, whofe Heads were then 
cut off, as was the Captains, who was a 
Janizary and offered Three thoufand Ducais 
tor his Ranlom. 


CHAP. 1H. 

Continues the Siege of Diu, the Governour 
D. John de Caftro comes in Perfon to 
its Relief. 

1. \ TOm begins the Month of November, 
and the Siege had lafted eight 
Months, when the Governour D. John de 
Cafiro covers the Sea with a great Fleet of 
all forts of Veffels for the Relief ot Diu. 
All Goa admired the Conftancy wherewith 
he received the News of the Death of his 
Son D. Fernando ; for though he highly re- 
fented it he diffembled his Grief, and 
dreffing himfelf gayer than ordinary, went 
in Proceffion , to give God Thanks, That 
Diu was llill in the pofledion of the Portu- 
guefes ; and then went to a publick Feaft* 
which is an Imitation of a Fight, wherein 
they uls Canes inftead of Lances.

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2. The Fleet confided of above Ninety 
Sail , befides three of the Ships that then 
came from Portugal ; and ieveral^ Gentle¬ 
men that came in them , went in other 

Vellels. u 

7. The Governour being come to bacaim, 

waited the coming up of the VeiTels that 
were fcattered , and the mean while lent 
D. Emanuel <U Lima to Icour theCoalt. On 
the Coad of Damain he took leveral Ships, 
and cutting the Moors that were in them 
in pieces, threw them into the Mouths of 
the Rivers, that the Tide carrying them up, 
they might d ike a Terrour in all thatCoait. 
Entring the River of Suratt, after a vigorous 
Refinance made, he dedroyed all that 
belonged to the Town called , Or the 
Ethiopians. The lame was done at the 
City Anfote, not far diftant, without fparing 
Beauty, the fined Women of the Bramens 
and Baneans being flaughtered. So in other 
NeighbouringTowns ; and then D. Emanuel 
withdrew, leaving an Univerlal Terrour all 

along that Shoar. a 

4. The Fleet appearing 111 the Sea or Dm , 
the Enemy flood amazed, though they had 
jud then received alupply of Five thoufand 
frefh Men lent by the King. The Gover¬ 
nour went privately into the Fort, and 
afterwards Landed his Men. He propofed 
in Council, Whether it was fit prelentiy to 
march out and fight the Enemy ? The 
Qiieftion was debated, till the Experienced 
Garcia de Sa put an end to it, faying, They 
uuc-ht to fight. They marched in this order: 
* * 1 D.jobn 
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£>. John Mafcarenas > Commander of the 
Fort, led the Van , confiding of Five hun¬ 
dred Men: D. Alvaro led as many: Don 
Emanuel de Lima , the like number. The 
Governour led the red , which were One 
thoufand, and a Body of Indians. Among 
the Men were lome Portugues Women in 
mens Cloaths , to affift the Wounded. In 
the Fort was left the Lieutenant with Three 
hundred Men. That Night they fixed their 
Arms, and next Morning prepared their 
Souls. The Governour appointed Rewards 
for thole who fird mounted the Enemies 

Works. B c , 

5. At Break of Day , on the I \tb of No¬ 
vember, this fmall Army marched out to 
attack the numerous Forces of the Enemies, 
who were well intrenched and provided 
with Cannon. Our Men gave the Onfet 
with much Bravery , and lome fell. Two 
Gentlemen, who had Challenged each other, 
now agreed he Ihould be owned as Victo¬ 
rious over the other, who fird mounted the 
Enemies Works ; both honourably drove 
for this Glory , and both died glorioufly in 
the Attempt. At length our Men mounted 
the Works; fuch was each man's eagernefs 
to be the fird, that it could not be known 
who really was lb. Payva having lod a 
Leg, fought on his Knees till he was killed. 
The Tanadar cut down a Turk, anti doop- 
ing to make an end of him , was flain by 
another Turk. Francis de Azevedo was kil¬ 
led, after having made a great (laughter. 


6 .The 
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6 . The brave Mafcarenas and D . Alvan 
JeCafiro , having taken a Bulwark, make 
themlelves room in the Field. The Go¬ 
ve rnour comes up and enflames the fight 
He orders his Enfign to fix the Colours on 
the Enemies Works, and is immediately 
obeyed by him. Twice was the Enfign 
thrown down , and twice he remounted. 
Our Men encouraged by the Governour, 
prefs forward, and the Enemy gives way. 
The Portuguefes enter their Works pell-mell 
with them, and Rumecan comeson with the 
whole Body of his Army; but after a hot 
diipute retires, leaving his Enemies Matters 
of his Works. 

7. Rumecan joyns Ju&arcan who on the 
other fide was worfted by Mafcarenm. The 
Governour marches out of the Works to 
meet them, giving the Van to his SonJ). 
Alvaro. The Portuguefes were much di- 
ftrefled, when F. Antony del Cazal appeared 
before them with a Crucifix on the Point 
of a Lance, encouraging them with godly 
Words. They take Courage, and covering 
the Field w^th dead and wounded Men, put 
Rumecan to flight; but he rallying, forced 
the Portuguefes to retire in great dilorder. 
The Governour expofing himfelf to admi¬ 
ration , renewed the Fight, and reftored 
good Order: At this time a Stone broke a# 
Arm of the Crucifix, and the Prieft calling 
upon the Men to revenge that Sacriledge, 
they fell on with liich fury , that having 
done incredible Execution, they drove the 
Enemy to the City , who ftill gave way, 

facing 
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facing us. The firft that entred the City 
with them was D.John, then D. Alvaro, and 
D.Lmartuel de Lima and the Governour, all 
feveral ways, making the Streets and Houles 
run with Blood. The Women efcaped not 
the fate of the Men, and Children were 
flaiii at their Mothers Breafts, one ftroak 
taking away two Lives. The firft part of 
the Booty was Precious Stones, Pearls, Gold 
and Silver, other things, though of value, 
were flighted as cumberlom. 

8 . Rumecan . and his General Officers, 
rally their Men , and appear again in the 
Field with Eight thouland. The Gover¬ 
nour and his Son, and D. John Mafcarenas 
encompals them, the Fight was bloody; in 
the heat of it Gabriel Teyxeyra killing the 
Bearer, took the Standard of Cambay a and 
dragged it about the Field , proclaiming 
Vi&ory. George Nunez, , from among the 
Dead , brought out Rumecans Head , and 
prelented it to the Governour. Others took 
Juzarcan , who was Wounded. Our Men 
were left ablolute Mafters of the Field. 

Of the Portuguefes One hundred were kil¬ 
led, others fay only Thirty four 5 of the 
Enemy Five thoufand , and among them 
Azedecan , Lucan and other Men of Note. 
Free Plunder was allowed, lome were en¬ 
riched; many got much, and all were 
finished. There were taken many Colours, 
forty Pieces of Cannon of an extraordinary 
bignels, which with thelefler made up Two 
hundred, and a vaft quantity of Ammuni¬ 
tion. 


I 
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9. Many particularly fignalized them- 
felves in this Action. The Governour play- 
ed the pare of a Souldier, as well as a Ge¬ 
neral. D'Jobn Mafcarenas , after a Siege of 
eight Months, did more (with refpedt to 
fuch Merits) than all D.Alvaro deCajtr 0) 
of whom it is enough to lay, He did like 
his Father. The Enfign Barbado , who being 
feveral times thrown down, as often mount- 
ed the Works. F. Antony , who with the 
image of Life, baniflied the fear of Death. 
And many more, as well of thole who were 
killed, as they that furvived. The Enemy 
confeffed , that one day during the Siege 
they law over the Church of the Fort, a 
beautiful Woman cloathed in White , from 
whom proceeded fuch Rays that blinded 
them 5 and this Day > in the Field, fome 
Men with Lances, who did them thegreateft 
harm. The King in a Rage for this Lofs, 
cauled Twenty eight Portuguefes he had in 
Cuftody, to be torn to pieces in his pre¬ 
fence. . ,. 

r. 1 o.Whilft the Governour was employed m 

Repairing the damage received, D Emanutl 
de Lima by his Order fcowred the Coaft 
of Cambaya with thirty Ships , extirpating 
all the Towns on that fhoar. The City 
Gcga , one of the Chief of that Kingdom, 
was taken without any refiftance » the Inha¬ 
bitants flying to the Mountains. It was 
plundered and burnt; then purfuing the In¬ 
habitants , they were found at Night about 
a League off afleep , and all put to the 
Sword. All the Cattle in the Fields were 

either 
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either killed or Ham-ftrung. The City 
Gaidar had the very fame fate. The lame 
was done in lcveral other Towns, and 
with many Ships along the Coaft of Ba- 

1 i. Great was the Joy at Goa , for the 
News of what had hapned at Diu, carried 
thither by James Rodriguez, de Azjvedo , by 
whom the Governour deltred the City to 
lend him Twenty thouland Pardao’s for 
the ufe of the Army, fending a Lock of his 
Whiskers in pawn for the Mony. The City 
returned the Pawn with Relpedl, and lent 
him more Mony than he demanded ; and 
the Women their Pendants, Necklaces, 
Bracelets, and others Jewels. The Gover¬ 
nour punctually reftored all, as it was lent; 

being the day before lupplied by fench 
Ship of Cambaya, taken by Antony 
Barreto on the Coaft of Mangalor. 

it. The Fort being Repaired, and put 
into a better condition than it was ^ before 
the Siege , and Five hundred Men into it, 
and D.George de Menefes with fix Ships upon 
the Coaft, and the City better inhabited 
through the good Ufage of the Governour 
to the Moors, he failed for Goa , and ar¬ 
rived there on the luhot Afril. He was 
received with loud Acclamations, and ^a 
fplendid Triumph prepared by the City, in 
imitation of thofe of Rome. The City Gates 
and Streets were hung with Silk, the Win¬ 
dows thronged with fine Women ; all places 
refounded with Mufick and noife °*^ 
non, and the Sea was covered with Veilelj 
I i richly 
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richly adorned. The Governour entred 
under a rich Canopy , where raking off 
his Cap , they put on his Head a Crown 
of Laurel, and a Branch of it in his hand. 
Before him went the Prieft with the Cru¬ 
cifix, as he carried it in the Fight, and next 
to him the Royal Standard. Then Juzar - 
can , his Eyes fixed on the Ground , perhaps 
that he might not lee his Prince’s Colours 
dragged and ours flying, and among them 
Six hundred Priloners in Chains. In the 
Front the Cannon, and all other lorts of 
Arms in Carts, very delightful to behold. 
The Governour walked upon Leaves of 
Gold and Silver, and rich Silks. The 
Ladies from the Windows lprinckled him 
with fweet Water, and threw Flowers on 
him. Our Queen Catherine hearing the 
Relation of his Victory and Triumph, laid, 
D. John had Overcome like a Chriftian , and 
Triumphed like a Heathen . 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. IV. 

Continues the Government of D. John do 
Caftro, and Reign of King JOHN 
the Third. 


i. CJCarce was the Triumph over, when 
the Governour lent James de Almeyda 
Freyre with One hundred and twenty Horfe, 
Eight hundred Foot, and a Thouland In- 
dtans , to drive out of the Lands of Salfete 
and Bardes , lome Troops lent to Hidalcan 
to pofiels themlelves of them ; becaule the 
Conditions upon which he delivered them 
were not performed. The Enemy appear¬ 
ed at Cowlij to the number of Four thou- 
fand, who fled at the News of our approach. 
So the Lands were recovered without draw¬ 
ing Sword. Hidalcan lent the fame Troops 
again , with Nine thouland more, and a 
Company of Renegado Portugueles, Com¬ 
manded by GonzaloVaz Cout wo , who flying 
the ptinilhment of his Crimes, defended 
himfelf by committing greater. James de 
Almeyda marched again with the lame Force 
as before ; but being too weak , was forced 
to quit what before he had regained. The 
Governour marched in Perlbn with Three 
rhoufand Men in five Batalions. Francis as 
Melo joyned them with about Fifteen hun¬ 
dred. The Enemy hearing of it, though

(b numerous, retired to the Fort of Ponda . 
Our Army followed , and D.Alvaro de Ca- 
firo-y who led the Van , took a Ford de¬ 
fended by Two thoufand Mufqueteerj. The 
other twelve or thirteen Thoufand were 
drawn up in good Order about the Fort * 
but fled , after receiving our firft Fire, 
leaving the Fort fo clear, it appeared they 
had no defign to maintain it. 

2. The Vidor never wants Friends. 
Cido$a, King of Canara , lent to Congratu¬ 
late D.John de Caftro upon this Vidory. He 
propofed a New League with Portugal ; 
which was concluded upon Honourable 
Terms, as always happen to thpfe who are 
fent to. This Kingdom of Charnataca , 
corruptly Canara , had no Sovereign Prince 
till the Year of Grace 1200. It began then 
in Boca a Shepherd, who Ailed himfelf Rao, 
that is, Emperour , a Title that contiued in 
all his Succeflors. This King, as a Memo¬ 
rial of the Defeat given to the King of 
Velij , built the famous City Vifajanagar , 
corruptly alfo called Bifnagar. The Crown 
continued in his Line till ulurped by Nar- 
finga y from whom this Kingdom took that 
Name, as aKo that of Bifnagar , from the 
City. Afterwards King Melique fent alfo 
to ratifie and confirm the Peace with us, 
rather through Hatred to him was defeated, 
than Love to the Conquerours.

3. D.George de Menefes , who was left in 
the Sea of Cambaya with fix Ships, was in¬ 
formed that Madremaluco , Sonin-Law to 
Coje Zofar and Lord of Baroche , was gone 
from thence with ail the Garrifon- Baroche 
is a City feated in the higheft part of thole 
Plains, encompaffed with a ftrong Wall, 
very populous and well built. Menefes 
marched by Night, and at Break of Day 
had encred the Houles, killing many afleep, 
and the others as they awaked. Such as 
efcaped with the Fright, they knew not 
whither they ran , leaving Wives and Chil¬ 
dren behind only to lave their own Lives. 

The City could not be maintained , and 
therefore was plundered and burnt , and 
the Cannon that could f not be carried 
Aboard,were burft. To D.George s Sirname 
was added that of Baroche. 

4. The Governour was informed, the 
King of Cambaya would come upon Dtu 
with a greater Power than before^ and with 
all diligence prepared to relieve it. The 
City of Goa advanced Mony for this Enter- 

J irize, and the Women again lent him their 
ewels by their little Daughters, cbmplainr 
ing he had not made ufeof them the lalt 
time, and defiring he would now: But he 
lent them back with Brefents. The Fleet 
confided of 160 Sail. 

y. They tailed to Brains ^ and thence to 
Suratt , where D.dlvaro, who let out eight 
days before, had taken a Work, killed lome 
Moors and got Cannon. Next,they encred 
the Port of Baroche , whence they dilco- 
I 4 vered 
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vered the King of Cambaya covering the I 
Plain with 150000 Men, and 80 Cannon 
in the Front; the Army made a Semi, 
circle and covered a League of Ground. 
D.John boldly leaped aflioar , not only to 
fliew he feared him not, but with defign 
to fight him. The molt Experienced Offi¬ 
cers dilTuaded him , reprcibndng it was a 
rafhnefs for 3000 to attack 150000- that 
it was enough that he had Landed , and 
drawn off with as much leifure, as if Victo¬ 
rious. He was forced againft his Will, to 
fubmit to the Advice of his Elders. He 
went on to Diu, and giving the Command 
of that Fort to Luis Falcam , becaufe D.John 
Mafcarenas was returning to Portugal , he 
run like an inundation along the Coaft 
of For and Mongalor. The beautiful and 
ftrong Cities of Fate and Patane were aban¬ 
doned by the Inhabitants, and by us de- 
iiroyed, near Two hundred Velfels burnt 
in their Ports , and a rich Booty taken. 
The lame hapned to Dabul , but with fbme 
oppoiition. This was done in revenge for 
Htdalcans ravaging the Lands of Sal fete 
and Bardcs. 

6 . Calabatecan , his General, had lately 
polished thole Lands with Twenty thou- 
iand Men. The Governourwent to meet 
them with Fifteen hundred Horfe and Four 
thouiand Foot 3 but the Enemy Icarce 
heard them, when they fled to the Moun¬ 
tains of Cowlij , leaving their Tents and 
■Baggage r hafte. Our Army relied, and 
at Break of Day marched to give a good 

Morrow 
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Morrow to Calabatecan , who flept not , but 
came down with Two thouiand Horfe to 
maintain the Ford. But Almeyda pafling 
with a few Horfe , ff ruck him down with 
his Lance; yet he riling nimbly had killed 
our Captain with his Cimiter ,.had not his 
Page again call him down with a flroak 
of a Lance. He again role, and was again 
beat down by Almeyda , and cut to pieces. 
His Arms, Horfe and Furniture were of 
fiich value, that the Ihareof George Madera , 
one of thole that killed him ( being the 
Cimiter, Dagger, Chain and Rings) were 
worth Eight thouiand Crowns. The Moors 
and Chriftians fell to it defperately ; but 
the former knowing their General was 
killed, loon fled, lofing almoll Three thou- 
fand Men. 

7. Soon after the Governour marched 
to the Coaft, where he left neither Town, 
Wood , nor Flock or Herd of Cattle that 
could be leen, but what he deftroyed with 
Fire and Swbrd. He was 16 plealed with 
this Succefs, that he entred Goa in manner 
of Triumph, giving the bell lhare of it to 
his Son D.Alvaro. Thele were rather de- 
monftrations of Joy , than Triumphs ; 
if otherwile , the Triumphs were too 
many. 

8. Sometime before F. Antony del Pa dr on 
(the firft Commiflary of St. Francis in India) 
with fome Companions had entred into the 
Ifland Ceylon , and Preaching had wrought 
no fmall effetft along the Coaft. F. Pafcalts 
was lb well received by the King Javira 

Candor 
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Tandar of Candea , that defiring to become 
a Chriftian, he was only deterred for fear 
of his Subjects rebelling, and therefore de- 
fired afliftance of the Governour in cafe 
of any Commotion. Antony Moniz, Barreto 
was lent to this effe#. Mean while the 
King of Coid perfuades Javira, That he 
fliould ho looner be a Chriftian, but the 
Portugueles would deprive him of his King^ 
dom. The King giving Credit to this 
wicked Device, refolded to kill all the Por¬ 
tugueles lent to his afliftance. But the 
better to execute it, feigned himfelf ftill 
of the fame Mind. Barreto (it is not known 
how) had Intelligence of tire Defign, and 
finding more danger in Returning to the 
Ships, than going on to Cqitavaca 7 where 
that King was our Friend, he cauled thofe 
One hundred and twenty Men he had 
Landed to burn all they had, except lome 
little Provifion , to let them know they 
were to lave nothing, but their Lives. 
Three days they marched, fighting with 
Eight thou land Men lo fortunately, that 
they arrived at Ceitavaca without doling 
one Man: To the great Honour of their 
Captain. 

9. Our irreconcilable Enemy, the King 
of Achem , about this time fent againft Ma* 
laca a Fleet of fixty Sail , and in it Five 
thoufand Land-men ; among which were 
Five hundred Qrobalones , commonly called, 
Of the Gold Bracelets ; becaule they wear 
them, and are very brave; but his belt 
Regiment was of Turks and Janizaries. 
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This Body was Commanded by a Valiant 
Moor, who had the ftyle of Dr. King of 
Tedir. He Landed by Night at Malaca , 
and found nothing but fome Geefe, which 
he took to fhew his Prince, as a Teftimony 
of his Landing : But thofe Fowl alarming 
the City (as formerly the Capitol,) cauled 
all to be in readinels, which was but lit¬ 
tle , the Town being then very fcarce of 
Men. 

1 o. However, the Enemy was forced to 
retire and imbark, having burnt two Ships 
of ours that were ready to fail. Without 
they took leven Filhermen, and cutting off 
their Nofes Ears, and Feet, lent them to the 
Commander Simon de Melo* with a Chal¬ 
lenge writ with their Blood. The Chal¬ 
lenge was made a Jeft of, becaule there was 
no Force there to Anlwer it. But the Great 
St.Francis Xaverius , who was zealous for the 
King’s Honour , as well as the Service of 
God, being there then, he dilapproved the 
Jeft, andadvifed to meet the Enemy at any 
rate. The Governour and others exculed 
themlelves, urging there were in the Port 
but eight fmall VelTels , which, as being rot¬ 
ten and unfit for fervice, lay aground. 

This was true, but the Caule of it was 
the Negleft and Avarice of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Ii. The Great Xavtritts took lb much 
pains 9 that he prevailed with lome Mer¬ 
chants to fit out thofe VelTels, prophetically 
promifing two Galliots would come to their 
Aid. The time prefixed was near expired, 

when 
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when they appeared (ailing for P atane , and 
came into Adalaca , though they had not 
defigned it. The Saint went aboard, found 
they were Commanded by James Suarez, de 
Melo y called the Gallego , and his Son Bal- 
tafar ; he perfuaded them to have a part in 
that Aftion. Thefe Ten poor Veflels being 
fitted and manned with Two hundred and 
thirty Men, failed to find out the Enemy 
under the Command of D-Francis Dega. 

12. Being about to return Home,after two 
Months fpent in fearch of the Enemy, they 
found him in the River Paries, and Engaged 
upon a Sunday Morning. The Fight was 
delperate; our Men behaved themfelves 
with incredible Bravery , and had a moft 
compleat Vi&ory, killing Four thouland of 
the Enemy, finking ieveral of their Ships, 
and taking moft of the reft, whereof they 
carried away but Twenty five, for want of 
Men, and burnt the reft. Three hundred 
Pieces of Cannon were taken , and almoft 
a Thouiand Mufquets. This Vi&ory coft 
us but Twenty five Men , lome fay, only 
four. 

13. At the time of this Fight St. Francis 
was Preaching at Malaca , and paufing, on 
a Hidden related all the particulars ot it to 
his Auditory, who were in great Care for 
thole Ships, having had no News of them 
in two Months. His Predi&ion was verified 
a few days after by their Arrival. 

14. In 
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14. In September arrived five Ships from 
Lisbon : Six let out, but the one was Call¬ 
away at Angoxa , the Men laved and diftri- 
buted amongft the other Ships. 


CHAP. V. 

The End of the Government of D. John 
de Caftro. 


i.npHe Governour began this Year with 
JL the utter deftru&ion of the Coaft 
fubjed to Hi dale an. He had the lame Fleet 
as before, and began in January at the River 
Cbaropa 9 two Leagues from Goa. He fpared 
neither Living Creature, Vegetable, nor the 
very Stones; but burnt and flaughtered all 
as far as the City Dabul , which was reduced 
to Allies, the Inhabitants being fled with 
the bell of their Goods. Hence he ran in 
the fame manner to the River Cifardam , 
which parts this Kingdom from that of 
Melique. 

i. The King of Campar , who had taken 
the City Adem from the Turks, being 
threatned by them, had recourse to the 
Portugueles, fubmitting himlelf to our 
King; and to this effect D. Payo de Norona 
was lent to him with a Supply by the Com¬ 
mander 
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mander of Ormuz. D. behaved not 
himfelf as he ought to have done on tfai 
Occafion: for the King marching out to 
fight the Turks, by whom he was beaten 
and fiain, and having left him to guard 
the City', he (over-fearful of Treachery) 
retired to his Ship, and returned not though 
he faw the Town Affaulted. Some Turkift 
Galleys came and befieged the place, and 
Z> Vayo having proniiled the Prince ainltancc 
left him, carrying away the fewPortuguefa 
he had brought. Emanuel Pereyra reiolved 
to ftay there, and Francis Vieyra, who m 
raifing Men at Campar , made his way in. 
Both behaved themfeives bravely; but the 
Turks entring by Treachery , the Prince 
and one of his Brothers were killed; the 
Porcuguefes with another retired to Can>par t 
to expeft the Succours were to come from 

i. D.Alvaro went with Three hundred 
Men in Thirty Veflfels, loaded with Ammu¬ 
nition. The Governour was overjoyed with 
the News of the liibmiffion of Adem . But 
this Joy was foon allayed by a dangeroui 
Fever, and a violent Mutiny railed for waiit 
of Bread. Emanuel de Soufa & Sepulveda 
prudently appealed it; and the Governour 
being recovered, caufed his Hand to be 
cut off who Beat the Drum to Call the Peo¬ 
ple, and two others of the Chief, to be in* 
prifoned. 

D.Jobn 
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4. D. John de Ataide , or Menefes , lent 
before by D.Alvaro to Adem , entring boldly 
as believing it to be in the poflellion of 
D.Payo, loft two Veffels and all the Men 
that were in them , who were either killed 
or made Slaves by the Turks. Noronha met 
D.Alvaro at Canequirim , and earneftly la¬ 
boured to reprefent how great the Danger 
was that obliged him to quit that place. 
But the dead Kings Ernbafladour and his 
own Silence, when accufed, were Witnefifes 
againft him. He came afterwards to Goa\ 
and one of his Servants having taken a Hen 
from a Slave, the Slave was complaining at 
the Door they would not reftore it: When 
a Portugues pafling by^old him; Leave off, 
for in that Houfe they love Hens : If it overt 
Adem they would (oon part with it , but not a 
Hen . Now in Portugues by a Hen they 
fignifie a Coward , as well as the Fowl; and 
the word Adem frgnifies a Buck , and was the 
name of the place he quitted. D.Alvaro 
finding the pofture of Affairs lo changed, 
defifted from the Enterprize*. 

5. He had Orders, as foon as he con¬ 
cluded At Adem to go to Caxem , that firft 
being laid alide, he went to the fecond. 
The King of Caxem impatiently cxpefted 
his affiftance againft the Turks , who had 
taken his Caftle of Xael. They affaulted 
it, and thole within (being only Thirty) 
offered to furrender upon Honourable 
Terms. The Portuguefes againft the Incli¬ 
nation of the King and D.Alvaro , refufed 
to give any Conditions, and wrongfully de¬ 
tained 
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tained them that came to Treat. Pride and 
Injuftice feldom go unpunifhed. The Por- 
tugueles .attack the Fort, and the Belieged 
turning their Submiffion into Rage, died 
couragioufly , killing Five hundred Portu. 
gueles: The reft returned in Triumph to 
Goa , which was no ways grateful to the 
Governour ; and ’tis thought the Cowardize 
at Adm, and Rafhnefs at Xael , were two 
great Caules that carried him to his Grave, 
for all he endeavoured to diflemble it. 

6 . The News of the Victory at Diu being 
brought this Year to Lisbon , the King re* 
iolvcd to fend a greater Fleet than ufuai to 
India, and to Honour D.Jobn with unufuai 
Favours; for they were the firft that any 
Governour of India /eceived from his Prince, 
for good Service performed. The Fleet 
conflfted of (eventeen Sail. ' I). John had 
the Government continued to him with the 
Title of Vice-Roy , a Prefent of Mony, and 
his Son D. Alvaro made Admiral of the In¬ 
dian Seas. 

7. D.Jobn was almoft dead when thefe 
Bounties reached him, and he died of a 
Difeafe that nowadays kills no man, though 
it did formerly ; for even Difeafes dye. It 
was grief for the milerable eftate India 
was reduced to, without any means of re» 
dreflingit; and the A&ions of fomeGentlfr 
men, among them that of his Son at Xael 
He publickly begged pardon of many for 
Writing againft them to the King, that it 
may appear, even Great Spirits purchale 
Favour by mean Whilpers. 

Z.D.Jobn 
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8. D. John find ing himfelf unable to ma¬ 
nage the Government, appointed a Council 
of feledt Perfons to fupply his place. And 
when he faw there was no hopes of Life, 
he called them before him,and feme others, 
and faid , Though be neither ho fed nor defired 
to live , yet while be continued in that condi¬ 
tion fcmething ntufi be ffent : That be bad 
nothing , and defired that {they would order 
fomthing out of the King's Revenue , that he 
might not dye for want . Then he ordered a 
Mafs*Book to be brought, and laying his 
hand upon it, his Eyes lifted up to Heaven, 
fwore, That he had no way made ufe of the 
Kings , or any other mans Mony : That he had 
not drove any Trade , to increafe bis own Stocky 
and defired that this Aft of his might be 
Recorded. Soon after he gave up the Ghoft 
in the Arms of St. Francis Xaverius , on the 
6 th of June , in the 48 th year of his Age, 
having Governed two Years and eight 
Months. In his private Cabinet was found 
a Bloody Difcipline, and three Royals, which 
was all his Treafure. 

9. He was buried in the Church of Saint 
Francis. In the Year 1576 his Body was 
brought to Portugal , and laid in the Church 
of Bcmfica of the Dominicans , on a Hill not 
far from Lisbon. He is painted Crowned 
with Palm*branches, and cioathed in Red. 
He was a great Latinift , and well skilled 
in Mathematicks. Being defirous to know 
why the Red Sea appears of that Colour, 
he made Men Dive to the bottom and

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bring up what they found, whereof he writ 

a Treadle, . 

io. D. John Governed without lulrenng 
himiblf to be over-ruled by Pride, as others 
did before anti after him. He asked no* 
thing for himfelf as a Superiour; what the 
Neceffities of the Government required, he 
asked as an Equal. He valued Men accord¬ 
ing to Merit, not Fancy. He fo much loved 
every one fhould look like what he was, 
that feeing a fine Suit of Cloaths as he 
paired by a Taylors, and being told it was 
his Sons', he cut it in pieces, faying, Btd 
that young Man provide Arms. He was the 
14 tb in the number of Governours, and 
may be accounted the qsb Vice-Roy, and 
firftof the Name. 

It is fit fomething fhould be laid of 
this Great Man’s defcent and firft Actions. 
He was bom the Year i 500 , and was Son 
of Alvaro de Capo , Governour of the 
CbancerjyZnd of D.Leonor de Noronha, Daugh¬ 
ter ♦of D* John de Abney da , Count oi A- 
brantes. In his Youth he ferved in Tangier, 
and returning home had a Cotnmendary, 
valued at 500 Ducats a year conferred on 
him, which was all a man of his Birth and 
Merits was ever worth. In thofe days the 
Revenues were frnall , and Men great j 
afrerwartis the Revenues grew great, and 
the Men little. A Great Soul then did 
much with a little; now they do nothing 
with a great deal. The Year 150** whea 
D. Franc is deAlmeyda went firft Vice Roy 01 
India, his Salaiy was but 15000 Royals a 
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year. V.Confiantine fifty years after, becaufe 
he was of the Blood Royal, had 40000. 
N T ow they have 100000. See who per¬ 
formed she greateft Exploits in chat Poft. 

ii. He ferved afterwards under the Em- 
perour C HARLE S the Fifth, in the Expe¬ 
dition of Tuniz , and refilled his part of a 
Prefent in Mony that Prince made to the 
Porcugues Officers, faying, tie ferved the 
King of Portugal , and of him expended bis 
Reward. After this he commanded a Fleet 
upon the Coaft, and was lent with another 
to the Relief of Ceuta , which joyning with 
that of Spain ; the Spaniard hearing the 
Moors were drawing near, would draw off 
to Confult concerning the manner of giving 
Battle; but D. John refufed to ftir. The 
Moors not knowing the Fleets were patted, 
etired, and D.John remained with the Ho¬ 
nour of this Action. 

1;. When the Vice-Roy D. Garcia de No - 
mba went to India, D. John was Captain of 
me of his Ships. Being ready to go aboard, 
he King lent him a Grant of the Com- 
nand of Ormuz , and 1000 Ducats a year 
ill he was in pofleflion of it. The laft he 
ccepted, becaufe he was poor ; and refufed 
ie firft, faying, He bad not yet de ferved it. 
le went to Suez with D. Stephen de Gama, 
nd up to Mount Sinai , where his Son 
) Alvaro was Knighted. Being returned ro 
ortugal y he lived retired in a Cormtry- 
Qiife he built near Cintra , giving himfelf 
K z a 1 togs- 
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altogether to his Studies Thence he was 
called by the Advice of the Infante D. I™, 
and fent Governourto India. 


CHAP. VI. 

The Government of Garcia de Sa, from 
the Tear 1548 till the Tear 1549, >» 
the Reign of King JOHN tk 
Third. 

1 rr*H E firft Patent'of Succeffion being 

' 1 opened, named D.John Mafcawtbas 

whoafter the long Siege of go® 

for Lisbon, to feek the Reward which now 
he miffed in India. The fecond named 
D .George Tello, abfent alfo. In the third was 
Garcia de Sa, a Perion well verfed in the 
Affairs of India. At his firft Entrance upon 
the Government he gave lufficient Tokens 
of his Zeal for thePublick, and ufed feme 
Liberality to gain the Hearts of the Sol¬ 
diers, much deje&ed with the leffenmg their 

He received an Embaffadour from 
Hidalcan to Treat of Peace, which 1 wail 
concluded much to our Advantage. About 
the beginning of Auguft came in eleven or 1 1 
feventeen Ships lent from Portugal this ye«; 
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The other fix were arrived before. In this 
Fleet were the firft Fathers of the Order of 
St .Dominick, that went to build a Convent 
at Goa ; they were fix, and their Chief F. 

James Bcrnariez, a Spaniard, and a Learned 

and Pious Man. , 

- The Governour lent Martin Correa de 

Silva to Diu ; haftned the departure of the 
Trading Ships , and failed for Ba$aim with 
fame Men in thirty Veffels, delignmg to 
gain fome advantage over the King of 
Cambaja. He was difappointed j but it was 
feme fatisfa<ftion that lie had Advice there. 

That the King oi Tanor being Converted, 
defired fuccour againft luch as ftiould rebel 
upon his change of Religion. Gan,a de S*, 
the Governours Nephew , was lent with 
Threefcore Men of .Note, who had good 
fuccels, as ftall appear in its place. 

4 . At this time the Governour fplen- 
didly received the Embaffadours of Zamm, 
Canara Nizamaluco, Cotumaluco, and other 
Princes, who came to confirm the former 
Peace. At laft Sultan Mamud , Kmg 
Cambaja, made Overtures, tired with ill 
fuccels, and the Peace was ellablilhed to 
our Credit. 

The Spiritual Conqueft was now very 
fuccefsful. Xaverius ere&ed Churches, and 
Converted many among the V^wa s , and 
two Kings with a multitude ot 1 eople m 
Malaca. John Soared , Vicar of the fore 
of Ckale , converted the King ot Tanor , 
with his Queen and Chiidren.He definng to 
lee the Offices of the Church folemnly per- 
£ 3 iormed 
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formed atGo*, and be confirmed by the 
Biftiop, came to the City , was nobly re¬ 
ceived, and departed well latisfied , promi- 
fing to make his Subje&s follow his Exam¬ 
ple. The Pcrfuafions of Zamcri wrought 
no effect upon him now ; but afterwards it 
leems they prevailed, for we fhall foe him 
in Arms againft thofe who received him 
with fuch Honour. 

6. One Bijlald, an Ethiopian and Favou¬ 
rite of the King of Ormuz, , rebelled againft 
him at Manojam. The King lent againft 
him a good Body of his Men, lupported by 
no Portuguefes, to which were afterwards 
added iooo of the firft, and 180 of the 
latrcr; but all to nopurpofo, for he ftill kept 
himfolf out of reach. D* Emanuel de Lima, 
finding he could not do any thing by open 
force, relblved to reach him by Craft. 
He agreed with a Gallego y That he fhould 
counterfeit he tied from him , and getting 
inro Baft ala* $ Camp, kill him the firft oppor¬ 
tunity. The Gallego loon performed , and 
all was quiet. 

7. This Year we fhall fee a bloody War 
between Pegu and Siam , for an Elephant. 
The King of Siam had a white Elephant, 
a Beaft coveted by all the Princes of the 
Eaft. The King of Pegu demanded it by 
way of Superiority ; and he of Sfowrefufed 
it, not fo much for the value of the Beaft, 
as for the manner of asking. He of Pegu 
entred his Dominions, and reduced him to 
defire a Peace upon any Terms, fo the Ele¬ 
phant were not comprehended. They 
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agreed the King of Pegu fhould have the 
Siam* s Daughter and a Noble Woman every 
jear, as an acknowledgment: But the latter 
not performing , the other returned with 
jyooooo Men, 4000 Elephants, and an 
incredible Train ; with him came the Kings 
that depended on him , and James Soarez, 
de Melo with 1 80 Portuguefes. Above two 
Thoufand Workmen went before , who 
every Night let up a ftately Wooden Palace, 
richly painted and adorned with Gold. 
He made a prodigious Bridge of Boats over 
the rapid River Menam , a League over , to 
pals his Army, in his Way was a narrow 
Pafs, where the Siamitc had railed a ftrong 
Wall, guarded by 25000 Men. James Soared 
was font to gain it with 30000 , which 
he performed with fome lofs to himfolf, but 
utter deftru&ion of the Enemy. At length 
he fat down with his wonderful Army be¬ 
fore the City Odia , the Court or the King 
of Siam , who was within with 60000 Men, 
and 4000 Cannon, fome of a prodigious 
magnitude. Odia is eight Leagues in com- 
pafs, about it a ftrong Wall, and round that 
a wide and deep Water. 

8. The Battery began. In the Town 
were 50 Portuguefes, Commanded by James 
Pereyra , who behaved thcmfolves to admi¬ 
ration. The King of Pegu endeavoured 
to corrupt them with Bribes; but they re- 
je&ed all his Offers. The King aftonilhed, 
delpaired of gaining by the Sword, whac 
could not be bought with Gold, and 
removed to the Cicy Camamke , where were 

K 4 the 
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the Siamites Treafures; the Place ftrong, 
and defended by 20000 Men. After many 
Attempts this vaft Power was forced to 
march off without doing any thing. 

9. Xemindoo rebelled againft the King 
of Pegu, who fent James Soarez with Two 
hundred Portuguefes to fupprefs him. He 
followed him to the City Cevadi, and he 
flipping by, got into Pegu , becaufe the City 
Tided with him. The Queen fled to the 
Caftle, where (he was defended by twenty 
Portuguefes, till the King came and put the 
Rebels to flight. The Army entred the 
City, and put to the Sword not only Men, 
Women and Children, but even the Beafts; 
nothing efcaped, but what was within the ft 
berty of James Soarez his Houfe, which the 
King had ordered fhould be exempted5above 
Twelve thouiand laved themfelves therein. 
ThePlunder was una.ccountab\e,JamesSoarez 
alone got above three Millions. At his In 5 - 
terceffion the King pardoned a Portugues, 
who had furnifhed Xemindoo with Ammu¬ 
nition. 

10. Though the King efcaped the hands 
of Xemindoo , he could not the Villany of 
Xtmi de Zatan , (Xtmi is equivalent to a 
Duke, and he really was one of Satan’s 
creating) who murdered him in the de¬ 
lightful City Zatan, The Tray tor was im¬ 
mediately proclaimed King , and falling 
among the murdered Princes Men, killed 
three of thole that belonged to Jams 
Soarez, who fled to the City Ova , and 
afterwards at Pegu was reconciled to this 
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$ew King, till Xemindoo , who fled before,, 
came on again with a powerful Army. 
Xtmi commanded James Soarez,, and his Por¬ 
tuguefes , to march with him againft the 
Enemy; but before he came thither, the 
punifhmentof his greatlijfblencies reached 
him , as fhall be leen hereafter. 

n. Zatan was taken and Beheaded by 
Xemindoo , who gave out it was for the kil¬ 
ling of Soarez , as if the murder of the 
King had not been a more juftifiable Mo¬ 
tive. Thus the firft Rebel pofleffed himfelf 
of the Crown , till Mandaragri , the late 
Kings Brother-In-Law , claimed it in right 
of his Wife; and coming to a Battle, gave 
him filch a total Defeat, that Xemindoo fled 
to the Mountains, where he married a poor 
Fellows Daughter. He d if covered himfelf 
to her , and ftie revealed it to her Father, 
at fuch time as great Rewards were pro- 
pofed to fiich as fhould difcover him. The 
Father-in-Law delivered him up to the King, 
who cut oft' his Head 
12. The King not throughly fatisfied 
with the People of Pegu , built not far from 
it another great and ftrong City. Then he 
marched with an Army of 1600000 Men, 
and over-run many Neighbouring King¬ 
doms. But another Rebellionbreaking out 
at Pegu , the Queen was forfced to fly to the 
Caftle, chiefly relying upon 39 Portuguefes, 
who defended her till the King came and 
vanquifhed the Rebels. Then the King fent 
an Officer to bring thofe Men, who had de¬ 
fended the Queen, to his prefence. He 

brought 
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brought him fome Moors of Note; but the 
King knowing the Portuguefes were the 
Men, (aid in Anger, I fern you for Mon, an} 
you bring me Cowards ; Go , bring me Men, 
The Portuguefes being brought, he bid 
them ask whatever Reward they would 
and they with the Surprize doubting, the 
King loaded them with Riches, Praifes and 
Honours. 

1J. Now were the Inhabitants of the 
City Cbincheo, the fecond Portugues Colony 
i n China , in a flourifliing condition , and 
feemed to have forgoc the lad Fate of 
Liampo , deftroyed through their Wickednefs 
and Avarice. Ayres Coello de Sou(a came 
thither to be Judge of the Orphans, and 
Proveditor for the Dead ; his Intention 
being to rob the Living and Dead, his 
Countrymen and Strangers. He committed 
many Villanies to lay hold of iiooo Du¬ 
cats , belonging to an Armenian Chriftian, 
who died there, and 8000 more of (bine 
Chmefc Merchants, upon pretence they be¬ 
longed to the dead Man. Thefe and other 
Infolencies provoked the Chinefes to do , as 
they had done at Liampo } to wit, to raze 
the Town, and deftroy all the Inhabitants. 
Only Thirty efcaped of Five hundred Por- 
tuguefes that lived there. Thefe, and fome 
others they gathered , went over to die 
Ifland Lampazau; and afterwards, in the 
Year 15-5*7 , obtained of the Chinefes that 
of Gaoxam , where they built the City now 
called Macaoy as (hall be feen in its place. 

14. Our 
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14. Our Governour ftudying lome Means 
to relieve the great Wants of the Souldiers, 
was fuddenly fnatched away by Death, 
about the beginning of July. He was 
much regretted for his Prudence, Affability 
and Integrity ; for being Seventy years of 
Age, and having born confiderable Offices, 
he was forced to give all he had to Match 
two Daughters, and yet the beft part of 
their Portions was their Beauty, and that 
He was their Father. He had a graceful 
Prefence ; a comly Countenance , always 
Smiling, without lelfening his Gravity: 
For it is not neceffary to be like a Statue, 
to appear like a God. He was of the firft 
Quality of his Country: His Beard very 
white and full, falling upon his Bread: 
Governed a Year and a Month, and was the 
1 $tb in that Rank; the fecond of the Name, 
and firft of the Sirname.

The Government of George Cabral, from 
the Tear 15*49, till the Tear 1550, 
in the Reign of King JOHN the 
Third. 


x.inpHE Patents of Succeflion btm 
1 opened, there was found in the fiat 
George Cabral , a Gentleman by Birth, and 
of known Worth , who not long before 
was gone to take poffeffion of the Cora* 
mand of Btfaim. He received the News 
with fmall figns of Joy, an ill token for him 
that expected the Recompence of carrying 
it: But he being a generous Man, did not 
leffen the Reward, It was not want of 
defire to Govern that made him dilfatisfied; 
but that he feared another coming foon 
from Portugal to (ucceed him, he fhould lofe 
the great Advantages he might have made 
pf the Command he Was in, and which he 
was to hold four Years. With him was his 
Wife D.Lucretia Ftallo , who had double Pre* 
tenfions to be vain, as a Woman, and as a 
Beauty, and had now a third,in the News of 
being Wife to the Governour of India ; 10 
(he laughed to fee her Husband doubt, whe¬ 
ther he fhould receive what was offered. 
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z Cabral revolved a thouland Thoughts 
with himfelf, not knowing whether to ad¬ 
mit or refufe the Government, and thefe 
Cares fo difturbed him,that he could not Reft 
at Night. His Wife finding him fo dubious, 
and fearing to be difappo«|ted of the Pride 
of fitting, though never fas' ftort a time in 
the Throne of India , took him one Night 
to task , and ufing all Arts of an ambitious 
Womans Tongue, and the Allurements of 
that place, prevailed with him to lay afide 
all Doubt ,and accept of the Honour offered, 
which he had teemed averfe to, and which 
(he fo ardently defired. 

3. He admired her efficacy in Perfuading, 
no left powerful in the beauty of her Lan¬ 
guage, than that of her Perfon. Though 
he always thought her a Woman of Sente; 

(for Beauty and Folly are not always infe- 
parable) yet he could not but conclude, the 
defire of Greatnefs is a great matter of Elo¬ 
quence. W ho could refill a refolute Beauty ? 

Had it been to draw on Mankind another 
Univerfal fin, he muft have been an Adam 
to that Eve ; much more to accept of a 
Command for which he was fiifficiently qua¬ 
lified. In fine, The New Governour failed 
to Goa, in this only Governed by his Wife; 
for India might vie with her in the defire of 
feeing him poflefs that Throne many years : 

For Cabral deferved to have been long con¬ 
tinued in that Poft, and India was obliged to 
his Wife for the fhort time he held it. Wo¬ 
men are not always hurtful: But in thole 
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days there were fome Beautiful and Gay 

without being quite Mad. 

4. At our Governours coming from Co . 
chin , there was not a right Underftanding 
between that King and him , becaufe he 
ordered Francis de Silva to attemp to Plun¬ 
der the Pagod 6f Palurte , which was dit 
appointed, and he loft three Portuguefes; 
and theLofs had been greater, but that the 
King was then abfent. This was the Caufe 
that three Shipsfet out for Portugal late, and 
ill Laden. Now came the News, That 

above 100 Sail were fitting out at Suez >> 

tranfporc Turks into India. The Governour 
applied himfelf to provide for fuch a Storm, 
he acquainted the Chief of our Towns. 
Goa offered m\ich,Cbaul 30 Sail, Baz*atm io. 
Whilft thefe Preparations were making, 
F.Antony Criminal, an Italian Jefuit, preach¬ 
ing at Cape Comori , received the Crown of 
Martyrdom at the hands of a multitude of 
the King of Bifnagars Subjects, who aflault- 
ed him as he Preached. He was run through 
with three Lances, and then his Head cut 
off. King John was fo mightily delighted, 
with this Exploit, that he immediately fent* 
Advice to Baltafar de Faria his Embaffadour. 
at Romero communicate it to the Pope, who 
received tt with due applaufe. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. VIII. 

Continues the Government of Georgt 
Cabral. 


\ TJAmori, and the King of Pimienta , 
f j were joyned in a League againft 
him of Cochin , which threatned that State 
with dangerous confequences. The Go¬ 
vernour fet out to prevent them with a 
Fleet of 90 Sail ; but returned to Goa with¬ 
out doing any thing, becaufe the Seafon was 
unfit. He only confulted with the King of 
Cochin about the manner of carrying on 
the War againft thofe Confederates, fince* 
they could not be brought to a Peace. 

2. The Weather being feafonable, the 
King of Pimienta took the Field at Bardela 
wch 10000 Nayres, the King of Cochin did 
the lame with his Men,and 600 Portuguefes, 
Commanded by the raftl Francis de Sylva , 
Captain of that Fort. The Armies being 
drawn up in fight, the King of Pimienta , at 
the Requeft of Sylva , gave him a Meeting 
between them. Sylva preffed for an Ac¬ 
commodation, which the King condefcend- 
ing to upon reafonable Terms, was broke 
off by our Captain; who having more 
natural Strength than natural Reafbn, a&ed 
| more hkc a Brute than a Man. The Armies 

charged 
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charged each other Couragioufly, and the 
King of Vimienta was carried off Wounded, 
and died before he knew the event of the 
Battle. His Men fled, and were purfued 
into their City with great flaughter ; the 
Royal Palace was fired, which among them 
is the hainoufeft Affront; whereupon they 
Rallied, and fell upon the Vigors with iuch 
Fury, that they obliged them to retire in 
great diforder. Sylva difcharged fbme few 
that flood by him, and rufliing into the 
thickeft of the Enemies, was killed. Abbve 
fifty Portuguefes were loft here, which 
abundantly countervailed for our Viflo- 
ry. 

3. Five thoufand Nayres, all (worn to 
Revenge the death of their King, or dye, 
entred the Country of Cocbim , killing many, 
and forcing others to fly to the Fort. The 
Commander of the Fort, Henry de Souf *, 
marced out, and finding them engaged 
with the Indians , who fought defperately, 
killed Five hundred. Two ftrange and 
contrary Accidents hapned upon this oca- 
lion: One was, a Man that lay dying arofc, 
and taking a Lance did great Execution 
among the Enemies, and perfeftly reco* 
vered his health: The other , a Mania 
perfed health,who fell down dead with the 
Fright. 

4. All the Joy of this Succeft vaniftied at 
the fight of Zamor't , who came attended 
by the Princes of Malabar , with 140000 
Men. He Encamped with 100000 at 
Cbembe-y ordering thole Princes (who were 

eighteen 
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eighteen in number , and among them the 
King of Tauor, lately lo fond of us and 
our ReligionJ with the other 40000, where¬ 
of <000 had devoted themlelves to pals 
over into the Wand Bardela. Our Gover- 
nour, upon the firft Advice, prepared 
10 meet this Storm. He font before Ema¬ 
nuel tie Soufa & Sefulveda with four Ships, 
and Orders, That having joyned thole that 
were at Cochin, , he Ihould Ihut up thole 
Princes in the Ifland till he came, being 
refolved to follow at his Heels. Sefulveda 
did his part, and the Governour his, for he 
(ailed immediately ; the Cities of Goa , 
Chau! , and Bafaim , furnilhing what they 
had offered for the Expedition againft the 
Turks, which came to nothing. The Fleet 
confided of above 100 Sail, and almolt 
4000 Landmen. The firft Execution was 
at Tiracole, where many Houfes, Ships and 
Goods were burnt.

9. D. George did not meet with the like 
' luccefs at Candea, whither he went after this 
Vi&ory. The Enemy came unexpe&edly 
upon him with Forty thoufand Men in a 
narrow Pafs, whence he could not elcape, 
and killed Eight hundred of his Men, half 
of them Portuguefes. He got away with 
more grief for this Lois, than honour by 
the late Victory. For it is certain , we are 
more (enfibly grieved at Misfortunes, than 
pleafed with Succefs. 

1 o. Bernardin de Scufa , at the Maluco j, 
continued the War againft the King of Gi- 
lolo, and drew oft with a rich Booty , after 
deltroying Ionic Towns on the Coaft with 
Fire and Sword. At this time came Cbn- 
fief her de Sd to fucceed him in that Com* 
mand. 

11. George Cahral imbarqued well plealed 
with his good fuccels againft the (worn 
Nayres, and was well received in Vcrtugd 
for his great Merit, contrary to the Cuftom 
of this Kingdom. He was generally e- 
fteemed one of the belt: Governours of 
Indta. Fie was the fi xteenth of that num¬ 
ber, and held it a year and four Months.

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His Perlon was graceful, his Countenance 
pleating, of a ruddy Complexion, his Beard 
a dark Chelnut. 

11. This Year was born at Goa (the 
Father and Mother were Canarai ) a hairy 
Monfter like a Monky, with a round Head 
and only one Eye in the Forehead , over it 
grew Horns, and on the tides Ears like thole 
of a Kid. As the Midwife received it into 
her Hands, it cried out with a loud Voice 
and flood upon its Feet. The Father locked 
it up in a Hen-Coop: It got out, and le.z- 
ine upon the Mother, had like to tear off 
one of her Nipples. The Father catching it 
again,poured fcalding Water upon the Head 
and killed it, and could fcarce cut off the 
Head , it was fo hard. He burnt it; and 
the thing being known he was puniflied for 
killing it, and the Body was expofed to pub- 
lick view in the City.

The Government of the Vice-Roy D. At 
fonfo de Noronha, from the Tear 1550, 
till 1553, in the Reign of King JOHN 
the Third. 

^T-XOn Alfonfo de Noronha was taken from 
I J the Government of Ceuta , to be 
fent to that of India , and more Favours 
conferred on him than on any of his Pre- 
decefiors; as if this Poll of it lelf were not 
as great a Favour for him , as for others. 
Thus we fee Princes bellow the very fame 
Places on fome as Rewards, ^ which they 
give to others as a Hep to Merit: The fault 
is not in the Gift, but in him that bellows 
it. But it leems, the King in pare balanced 
this Favour by afligning him a Council, by 
whom be muft of neceffity be Advifed in 
Indta. 

z. He had Orders to fend back into 
Portugal all the New Chriftians, that is, 
Converted Jews, who had gone from hence 
with their whole Families; and it were better 
they had been banifhed both places. He was 
aho to take cognizance of thole Ancient 
Chriftians, who difturbed fuch as were con¬ 
verted from Paganifm.

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5. The Arabs of Catifa delivered up to 
the Turks the Fort of that City , which 
highly offended the King of Ormuz,. The 
Turks had alfo expelled his Kingdom the 
King of Ba$ora, who yet kept the Field with 
Thirty thouland Men, in hopes to recover 
his Kingdom with the affiftance of the 
Portuguefes. To this effect he lent an 
Embaffy to the Vice-Roy , offering leave to 
build a Fort in his Barbour, and other 
Advantages to the Crown of Portugal. 
D. Antonio de Noronha , Nephew to the V ice- 
Roy, was lent to affift thefe two Kings, with 
Twelve hundred Men in nineteen Veffels. 
Being come to Ormuz, , they marched with 
Three thoufand of that Kings Men, and 
let down before the Fort of Catifa. Four 
hundred Turks that were in that Garri% 
behaved themfelves bravely ; but finding it 
in vain to refill, fled by Night, and being 
difcovered were «puriued and routed. The 
Fort was taken, and the Captain of Ormuz, 
not daring to maintain it, it was thought 
fit to be razed. A Mine was made, which 
taking fire before the time, and blowing up, 
the Work buried 40 Portuguefes. 

6. After this Victory Noronba failed to 
the Mouth of the River Euphrates , in order 
to relieve the King of Ba$ora. Here a 
cunning Bafia perfuaded him, he was fent 
for to be delivered up to his Enemies; 
whereupon he returned Inglorious to Ormuz , 
where being come he underftood the De¬ 
ceit, but it was top fete. 


7. The 
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7 The Vice-Roy had fent V. Garcia de 
UcneCes to Command at Ternate. at the 
lequeft of that King , who could not en- 
toe Jordan de Frey tat that fent him Pn- 
foner to Goa. The Affairs of Malaca hin- 
dred Menefes from going thither. Betnar- 
L de Scuta , who had icarce refigned that 
Po ft to Chriftopber de Sd, returned, with 
Orders to continue there , in caie the Spa- 
niards encroached upon thole places. Sd 
refufed to admit him, becaufe the Spaniards 
were quiet, and his Order conditional; but 
Soufa prefled to be reftored, becaufe he had 
not made fo much of that Command as ha 
expeaed. At length Sd , to prevent Mif- 
chief, lubmitted. Soufa immediately lets 
out with 180 Portugueles, and lads for 
Gilolo, to deltroy the Fort was railing there. 
The King of Ternate, and Prince of Bacham , 
followed with 5000 Men. ■> 

8. The King of Gilolo couragioufly ex¬ 
pected the coming of his Enemy in the 
the Fort, with 1100 Men and many Pieces 
of Cannon. Balt afar Velofo _ led our Van; 
the Prince of Gilolo breaking out of an 
Ambufh with Four hundred Men, fell upon 
anddiftreffed him; but Velofo , though ie- 
ventv years of Age', made foch havock 
among the Enemies, they were forced to 
fly. Our Captain received feme damage, 
continues his Battery, and life down to be- 
fiege the place. He cut off their Water, 
which obliged them, after a Siege of three 
Months, to Capitulate, and Peace was con- 
eluded upon thefe hard Terms, That the 
^ King 
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Kins (bould lofe this Title and be ftyled 
Governour , and pay Tribute. The Portit 
guefes entred the Fort in his pretence, com* 
mitcing many barbarous Enormities, and 
laid it even with the ground. It is no lmall 
Credit to thofeof Gilolo, that they held out 
four days after all their Provifion was (pent 
On our fide Three hundred Men weft 
killed, eighteen of them Portuguetes > there 
were more wounded. Ferdinand Machak 
faying, He fliould be killed here , faid the 
Office of the Dead for himfelf; and left 
it might be thought Cowardize, went Dan¬ 
cing up to the Enemy; he died of his 
Wounds loon after the Surrender. The 
King alfo died for Grief, and his SonC* 
chiljruzarate fucceeded him. Bernardin k 
Scuta being jealous of the Fort of Ttdort , 
went over to it; and that King tearing 
greater damage, agreed it Ihould be demo- 

lifhed. , i „ 

o. Sultan Halaudm , that King that Peter 

Mafcarenas expelled Bantam , and £>♦ Stephen 
de Gama from Uj ant ana, refolved now to 
try his Fortune againft Malaca . He had a 
great Power at Sea, and was aflSfted by the 
Kings of Per *, Pam and Marring, and the 
Queen of Japara in the Ifland of javt 
About the beginning of June the Fleet of 
thele Confederates put to Sea , confuting ol 
above Two hundred Sail. The King ol 
Vi ant ana had lent an Embaffadour to D.Vr 
dro de Silva ,Commander of Malaca , whole 
chief bufinefs was to difeover what Force 
was in Malaca.

Then he intrenched, 
planted his Cannon, and began to batter 
rhe *Forc furious and fuccebiully , ana ac 
length reduced the Inhabitants to feed upon 
fuch things as are loathibm. 

io. D Garcia de Menefes failing for the 
Malaccas, put into Malaca with his Caravel, 
where he had a hot Difpute with Lac- 
timena, the Kings Admiral, wh° had be¬ 
trayed his Mailers Counfels to the Portu- 
jruefes, and was then killed by them, with 
his Son, and his Ship funk But D.Garaa 
did not long furvive this Honour ; for at¬ 
tempting to gain a Gun thatthd mucha- 
mage to the Town, he was killed , and with 
him above thirty Portuguefes, brought by 
D. Pedro de 'Silva to refcua him. Mean 
while feveral Portugues Ships came into the 
Harbour from divers parts .the News of 
the danger Malaca was in had reached. 
The Enemy endeavoured tff nppole them, 
and Gomes Barreto conduaed them in with 
lafety.

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ii. The Enemy relblved to Aflault the 
City, and the Commander D . Pedro having 
Notice of it, provided to receive them! 
Scarce did they begin to mount their Lad. 
ders, when there fell on them a Storm of 
great pieces of Timbers, Stones and Gra- 
nado’s, fo that in an inftant above Eight 
hundred of them lay dead under the Wall, | 
This obliged them to retire to their Works^! 
and they relblved to ftarve the City, Our 
Commander fearing the Conlequence of 
this Relolution, was advifed by an unknown 
Souldier, (who before at the Affault pro¬ 
moted the throwing of Beams) to lend 
abroad Ibme Ships, and give out, They were 
going to put thofe Kings Countries to Fite 
and Sword. They believing it, left the 
Siege, which was prolecuted by the Queen 
of Japara , with the Men of Java , till 
Giles Fernandez, de CarvaUo coming unex¬ 
pectedly with Two hundred Men, there 
enfued a bloody Fight; and at length the 
Enemies werepuctoa Blameful flight, ha¬ 
ving loft above Two thouland Men, many 
Ships, and all their Cannon and Ammu¬ 
nition, whereof was a great quantity, and 
it was of great conlequence to the City. 
What the Enemy could not execute by 
force when prelent, they did by perfidioui- 
nels after their flight. They poilbned a 
Well, whereof our Men drinking , above 
Two hundred died, to the great terrourof 
all, till the Caule was known. 

12.The 
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ii. The Affairs o i Ceylon were nowin a 
very turbulent pofture; for Madune , con¬ 
trary to the Agreement, diftrefled the King 
of Cota-, who had recourle to Gafpar de Aze- 
vedo 9 Commander of Columbo , and he (with 
the King’s Men and 100 Portuguefes^ de¬ 
feated the Enemy. But the King of Cota 
being killed by a Mulquet-lhot, he of Cey 
Uvaca renewed his Pretenfions. The luc- 
cefs was not anlwerable to his expectation s 
for the New Prince, aflifted by the Portu- 
guefes, gave him a total Rout. At the be¬ 
ginning of September the Vice-Roy prepared 
togoin Perlon to remedy thele Diforders. 

At the lame time arrived from Portugal five 
Ships, and loon after two more. One was 
forced back to Lisbon by ill Weather. The 
Vice*Roy let out the beginning of Oftober y 
with 3000 Men in 70 Sail. 

13. The ftrft thing he did after his Arrival 
at Ceylon , was to put upon the Rack lome 
Subjects of that King he went to fuccour, 
that they might di(cover where their Princes 
Treafure was buried, as if he had been an 
Enemy, or had fent for him to make him 
his Treafurer. In the lecond place, he 
fearched the Dead Man’s Palace, and found 
8000a Ducats. Thirdly , He demanded 
iooooo Ducats for his Charges, which 
was immediately granted. And T Fourthly, 
he took the Field with his Three thoufend 
Portugueles,and Four thouland of the Kings 
Men. The King of Ceytavaca met them 
with a like Number 5 but loon fled into 
the Mountains, followed only by iqo Men.

His City was plundered,, and the Booty very! 
confiderable. The Vice-Roy turned ovc 
the Earth, and dug up the Foundations^ 
Buildings , to difeover hidden Treafufe 
One was found, confifting of many Gold 
and Silver Idols of a large fize, and other 
things. One half of right belonged to the 
King we pretended to Relieve , according 
fro Agreement; but the Wants of India per. 
mitred no performance of Fromifes. Had 
the Indian broke his Word with theChri- 
ftian, he had been a Barbarian. I know 
not what a Chriftian is, that breaks his 
with the Barbarian : Perhaps wifcr Men 
know. It appeared we went in fearchof 
hidden Treafures, not to Relieve diftrdSd 
Kings; when this King defiring Five hun¬ 
dred Portuguefes might be left with him, fo 
prevent his Enemies making Head again,he 
was left without any , becaufe there was no 
more hopes of Treafure. But we (hall foon 
fee the King of Cota revenged by the King 
of Portugal , that it may appear the A&ions 
of Kings are Divine , when they are their 
own. 

14. Mean while Don Antony de Nornbs 
feoured the Sea of Calicut , making great 
havock in it, and along the (hoar. The 
Vice*Roy returned to Cochin , bringing with 
him a Kinfinan of the King of Cota , who 
was become a Chriftian; went to Portugal, 
where he was received with Honour, and 
fent back to India , and died in the Faith. 
The Vice-Roy found the dilpatch of the 
Homeward-bound Trading Ships, was re* 
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tarded by the Prince of Chembe , he refolved 
to punifh him, and fet out with a Fleet 
that contained Four thoufand Men. Thirty 
thoufend were gathered from Calicut to 
oppoie him, and (bme endeavoured to hin¬ 
der. the Landing, but were foon put to 
flight. 

15. Our Men landed and marched to 
the City; the Enemy met them, and there 
followed a bloody Battle , in which we loft 
forty Men ; but the Enemy was put to flight, 
and the Vice Roy (atisfied with ravaging 
the Country , rerurned to Cocbim , and dil- 
patched the Ships for Portugal. In them 
went an Embafladour from Nautaquim , 

Prince of Tanixumaa , or Taquixzma , one 
of the Iflands of Japan, and a rich Prefent; 
he defired Five hundred Men to conquer 
the Ifland Lequio , and in return offered to 
pay Tribute. The Embafladour was one 
James Gomez de Almeyda , who was loft in 
the Unfortunate Ship in which Emanuel de 
Soufa & Sepulveda was Caft-away, with his 
Wife D. Leonor de Albuquerque cr Sd , who 
being put afhoar at the Cape of Good Hope, 
endured incredible ha^dfiiips, and at length 
died miferably, giving occafion to (undry 
Relations that are fpread about the World, 

; which being in part faife , I will here 
ifcive a brief Account of the whole Mat¬ 
ter. 


1 tf.They 
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16. They got afhoar at the Cape of Goti 
Hope, to the number of Five hundred and 
thirty Souls; and at firft marched in good 
Order, with Colours and a Crucifix on high, 
defig ning for Ado&antbique. They began 
their march the -$d of July » a . n “ about the 
end of it feveral were left behind Fatmflied, 
and among them a Natural Son of Emanntl 
de Sou fa. D.Leonor marched afoot; for thole 
who had carried her were no longer able 
to fiipport themfelves. At the end of three 
Months and a half they came to the Cot¬ 
tages of Omhaca , a little Prince on the 
Banks of the River Del Efrtrttu Sanile: 
This good Old Man entertained them 
with great kindnefs, offering to relieve 
them till fome Portugues Ships came to the 
Neighbouring Shoars, whereof his People 
had always Notice. He alfo warned them, 
That further on was the Little Prince Ofum , 
who would do them all the harm he could, 
if they proceeded on their Journey. Ema¬ 
nuel de Soufa following his Deftiny, went on; 
but feeing that of Five hundred and thirty 
Perfons, he had but One hundred and 
twenty left, and that his Wife D. honor 
could hardly go farther , taking her 
with the Slaves in carrying her little Chil¬ 
dren , he began to fhew lome figns of JDu 
ftra&ion, which was an incredible Grief to 
his Wife, who doted on him. Being come 
to O/Ws Country , forgetting the Warn¬ 
ing Oinhaca had given, he trufted him , an 
refolved there to wait for Portugues Ships. 
Ofumo defigned to rob him , but feared his 
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Mens Arms. He perfiiaded him to deliver 
them up, and he fhould have all Neceflaries 
abundantly provided ; pretending his Sub- 
je6is did not fupply him for Fear. Nor- 
withftanding all Perfuafions to the contrary, 
he delivered them* and had fcarce done ic 
when he was robbed of all his Jewels, and 
only their Cloaths left them. At this he 
.ran quite Mad, and his Wife taking him 
hy one hand and her Son in the other, her 
Slaves following* and (ome few Men * they 
went on till the Cafres fell upon and ftrip- 
ped them. D.Leonor endeavoured to defend 
her felf to no purpofe, and with hazard of 
her Life, till her Husband perfuaded'her 
to choofe the leffer Evil ; but Die thought 
it lefs 111 to dye, than be feen Naked by 
any, but her Husband. As foon as (he was 
(tripped , (he made her Slaves Band about 
her, and fitting down oii the Sand, made a 
Hole , where fhe covered her felf to the 
Wade: Then looking upon the Pylot, An¬ 
drew Vaz,, (aid. Tor* fee how God permits, as d 
fmjhmcnt of my fins, that my Husband, Chikj 
dren and I perifh in this miferable manner . 
If you get to Portugal , or India, give an ac- 
cotmt of tt . The Pylot not able to return 
an Anfwer for grief, went whatever way 
Chance guided him. Emanuel de Soufa had 
run to the Wood, to gather lome wild Fruit 
for his Wife and Children, who were pe- 
rifhing with Hunger, and returning found 
one dead, and her with the other Icarce 
alive. He buried the dead Child, and re¬ 
turned for more Fruit, but too late; for 
M when 
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when he came they were both dead. After 
paufing a while, he made a Hole and buried 
his Son, and then his Wife; after which 
he ran into the thickeft of the Wood with¬ 
out once looking back. Three of his Slaves 
got to India , who gave this Relation, as 
others who reached Mozambique did, of 
other Paffages. Among theie was Sebafiian 
de Sd, who in this Mifery experienced two 
Notable things: One, That the Gravity 
even of aPortugues Gentleman (as he was) 
muft yield to Misfortunes; for he, to ob- 
lige the Cafres to give him fome Sufienance, 
played theAntick,or Buffoon. The ocher, 
That this fort of Life is the fureft in the 
World. 
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CHAP. X. 

Continues the Government of the f ice- 
Roy , D. Alfonfo de Noronha. 

i.rpHE Great Turk offended at what 
1 we had done at Caxem , or Catifa , 
and attempted at Bacora, ftudied Revenge ; 
and to execute it let out P irbec , an Old 
Pyrat, with Sixteen thoufand Men in ftrong 
Galleys and other VefTels. D. Alvaro de 
Noronha , Commander of Ormuz> 9 concluded 
this Storm threatned him. He fent fome 
to difeover the Enemy , and among them 
Simon de Cofta , who met Pirbecs Son fent 
alfo before in a Galley to difeover. Our 
Barque flipped under his very Oars (o fwift- 
ly, that two of the Men were left hanging 
at them ; the Galley purfues, but Simon let¬ 
tering Mony among his Men, may be laid 
to have got off with Golden Oars . The 
young Man raged that this Prize fliould 
efcape him; but was fbmewhat appealed 
when he met another Barque , in which was 
the Wife of John de Lisboa , Commander of 
Mafcate, and thofe of fome other Portugueles 
that lived there, with two Old Men, all 
fent away to Ormuz, for fear of the Enemy. 

The Women were fecured^and the Men put 
to the Oar. 

M 2 
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z. The Enemies Fleet came before Maf 
cate , which held outalifloft a Month againft 
that great Power ; but was forced to (ubjiiit 
and capitulate. Pirbec broke the Articles, 
putting the Captain and fixty Men to the 
Oar; Tome of them were afterwards ran* 
(bmed. This done, Pirbec goes on to Ormuz, 
D. Alvaro de Noronha had Nine hundred Men 
in that Fort, and in it was the King, his Wife, 
Children, and the Chief of their Court,who 
had taken San&uary there. He laid up Am¬ 
munition for a long Siege, and iecured forty 
Sail that were in the Bay, among them one 
of thofe that the year before went from 
Portugal . The Turk being come to an An* 
chor, prelently Landed and Encamped. He 
Intrenched, railed Batteries, planted much 
Cannon, and played it furioufly without in- 
termiflion for a whole Month. Finding he 
fuftained much Lofs, and laboured in vain, 
he plundered the City and went over to the 
Ifland Quetxome, whither many conflderable 
Men of Ormuz, had withdrawn themfelves; 
here he got a great Booty, and retired. 

3. Before Pirbec departed from Ormuz, 
he offered our Commander to ranfbm the 
Priloners taken at Mafcate , and lent him as a 
Prefent the Wife of John de Lisboa , the two 
Old Men, and the two Souldiers that hung 
to the Oars of his Sons Galley. D. Alvaro 
received the two laft , and lent back the 
others with iomePrefents,and this Meffage; 
That the Prefent was in return for the Men bt 
received: That the Old Men he fent , becauft 
they had not rather chofe to lofi their Lives, 
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than Liberty 5 and the Woman (though Innocent ) 
to punijh her Husbands guilt , by Jeeing her return 
into jlavery . This Proceeding was no ways 
juftifiable; and Pirbec to Ihew he did not 
again receive what he had once given, or¬ 
dered them to be left upon the Shoar. 

4. The Governour informed of the dan¬ 
ger that threatned Ormuz, , but not of its 
deliverance, with great diligence fitted a 
Fleet to go in Perfon to relieve it. All Ranks 
vied in aiding him towards'this Work , at 
fuch time as fix Ships arrived from Portugal , 
it being the beginning of September . He 
(ailed as far as Diu-, and hearing Ormuz, was 
out of danger , returned to Goa, At this 
time D,Duarte De$a (ailed for Ceylon 9 to fuc- 
ceed D.Jobn Ennquez,i deceafed; with him 
went St.Francis Xavenus, carried by the de¬ 
lire of making a Spiritual Conqueft. 

5. A bold Turk, by Conlent of Z amori 9 
fcoured the Seas with fifteen large Veffels 
well Manned. He fell upon Punicale 9 where 
Emanuel Rodriguez, Commanded with (eventy 
Portuguefes. The Fight was (harp,till Antony 
Franco taking the Enemies Colours,they fled. 
The Turk enraged fent again Fifteen hun¬ 
dred, who put all our Men to flight, except 
the Captain and leventeen,and thefe made a 
defperate refiftance; but at laft were ob¬ 
liged to quit the Town and fly to Bifmc 
Naiejuct a Subjeft of Canard % who made them 
all Slaves. The Turk, after plundering the 
Town, returned to his Ships Victorious. 
The News being brought to Cocbim , ftirred 
U P a general defire of Revenge. Whilft 

M } things 
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things were debating, Giles Fernandez, dt 
Carvallo offered himlelf to go, and bear all 
the Charge, defiring only Shipping. All 
was provided with great diligence , and he 
fee out in fearch of the Enemy ; but by ill 
Luck Lawrence Coello fell into their hands, 
and was flain with all his Men,having fought 
bravely, Carvallo being no way able to come 
to his Relief, by reafba of the contrary 
Wind. 

6. On the i j th of Auguft he fell upon the 
Turks with great Fury, and was received 
with no lefs Courage. The Fight lafted 
foixie hours with much bravery; all the Ene¬ 
mies Ships were boarded and taken,but much 
(hattered; many killed in them, and others 
fwimming to the Shear. Then Giles Ter- 
rtatsdez > went to ranlom the Priloners, and 
reftored Emanuel Rodriguez , not only his li¬ 
berty, but alio Goods of great value the 
Turk had taken from him at Punicale. 

7. At this time the two Brothers, D. Alvaro 
de At aide and D. Pedro de Silva , at Malaca> 
were at Variance about that Command; 
the former was moft to blame, endeavouring 
to Remove the other before his time. Jams 
de Melo Coutino and D. Duarte De$a a&ed 
worle in Ceylon ; for, after the Example of 
the Vice-Roy, having taken Mony of that 
Prince to affift him with each fifty Men 
againft his Enemy, the King of Cepavaca\ 
the firft after demanding more Mony, lent 
but Twenty; the other after receiving his, 
lent none, and becaufe he refuted, more in- 
creafed the Feud he ought without any Bribe 
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to appeafe. Melo had lecured that Princes 
Father by D. Alfonfo his Order; upon pre¬ 
tence of Sufpitiotl; in reality , becaufe he 
owed him nooo Ducats ct 100000 he 
promifed on account of being fuccoured. 
Defn, inftead of mending this Fault nude 
it worle, keeping the Old Man with more 
rigour, and much more when he heard he 
was converted to the Faith , which might 
hinder his wicked Defigns. A wicked pra- 
aice of many Portugueies, who hindred the 
Converfion of many Souls,becaufe it was an 
obftacle to filling their Purfes. The Prilb- 
ners Wife bribing the Guards got him out, 
and fet him at the Head of a Body of Men 
(he had in readinds to revenge this Out¬ 
rage. He began to aft iiiccefsfully, till his 
Son appealed him. This year departed this 
Life St. Francis Xaverius , and the next was 
brought to Goa with great lolemnity. 

8. At Ccnfiantinofle Firbec's Head was cut 
off, for going beyond the Com million he 
received from the Turk, notwithstanding 
he made him a Prelent of all the Riches he 
carried. At the fame time Moradobec let 
out by that Prince’s Order with fifteen Gal¬ 
leys , to prevent the harm the Portugueies 
might do in revenge for what they had re- 
ceivcd. Moradobtc was the Captain that lolt 
Catifa, and defired to recover his Reputa¬ 
tion. On the Coalt of Ptrfia, D. James dt 
Noronha met him with his Fleet. They la- 
luted one another with Ihowers of Bullets 
and Arrows. In the height of the Engage¬ 
ment the Wind calming , left our Galleons 
M 4 without 
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without motion. That of Gonzalo Pereyra 
Marramaque was far diftant from the reft. 
The Turk laying hold of this opportunity 
befets him with his Galleys, tears all his 
Rigging and pierces him in a thoufand 
places. However Pereyra ftood firm, and 
did much Execution among the Enemies, 
but receives more harm; for almoft all that 
was above Water of the Galleon was torn 
in pieces. The Gentlemen, Souldiers and 
Seamen fought with incredible Courage, 
and appeared wherever there was occahon, 
though weakned with feveral Wounds. 

' 9. The Captain was always where the 
greateft danger threatned , and the Turks 
never durft board him. Our Admiral raved 
that he could not relieve and (hare with 
him in that Honour, and after making his 
Vows to Heaven, without being heard, even 
railed at Providence , flamped and tore hi$ 
Beard for madnefs* He lent fome Boats, 
but they could not reach the Galleon , be- 
caufe the Galleys compaffed it round. To¬ 
wards Night the Wind began to frefhen, 
and the Admiral to move. The Turk not 
daring expe& him , retired. The Admiral 
came up to the Galleon, admired the Bra¬ 
very ; but fcarce knew the Men, they were 
lo difguifed with Wounds , Blood and 
the Smoot of the Powder. He embraced 
every one, and beftowed due Praifes on 
$hem. 

IQ.Pereyra 
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1 o .Pereyra his Galleon and Men were not 
in a condition to proceed, fo they were lent 
to Ormuz, with (ome Barques. The Ad' 
miral purfued the Galleys, which kept dole 
in with the Shoar. Our light Veffels forced 
a Ship that had been taken by Pirbec to run 
aground; the Men leaped Over-board to 
lave themlelves and were killed. The Ship 
was taken and brought off, and our Admiral 
returned to Ormuz , having in vain endea¬ 
voured to overtake Moradobec , who run up 
the Euphrates, where there was not Water 
for our Galleons. Ac this time arrived in 
Goa only one Ship from Portugal ; four fet 
out thence, one of them was forced back, 
the other two came later. In the firft Ship 
went our admirable Poet Luis Camoens , to 
try if he could advance his Fortune by the 
Sword, which had been lb little favourable 
by the Pen. 

11. Now comes the King of Cota's Re¬ 
venge (as was promiled before ) for thole 
Wrongs done him by the Portuguefes. One 
of the Orders Fernandalvarez Cabral , Cap¬ 
tain of the Ship newly come from Portugal , 
carried, was. That all that had been exacted 
from that King , foouWbe x feffmd\ Which, 
though flowly, was execuffcdt ; f Another, 

That Bernardin de Souia fhoui&k* Imprifoned 
for what he had done at rfoMhlucb’s : He was 
Imprifoned, but not long. And another. 

That the Vice-Roy [houldno way employ D. James 
de Almeyda Commander of Diu ; for that the 
King had flruck him out of his Books , never to 
fa received into Service: This alio was putin 

exscu- 
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execution. Almeydas Crime was, That hi 
had feemed to undervalue the Kings Favour , 
refujing fome Grace offered him* The Vice* 
Roy was concerned , that the differences 
between the Kings of Pimienta and Cochin 
grew daily greater. Towards the End of 
November , the Vice-Roy failed with a good 
Fleet to affitt the latter,who was our Friend. 
He was met at Sea by D. James de Noronhn 
and his Fleet, with whom came Gon$ah 
Tereyra Marramaque, who was received with 
much Joy, for his great Bravery in the late 
Aftion with the Turks. It was agreed,after 
fome Conliiltation, to land in the Iflands 
called Alagadas , belonging to the King of 
Timienta. The Natives in crowds oppofed 
our Men landing with Ihowers of Arrows; 
but the Cannon made way. After a vigo¬ 
rous Refiftance all was deftroyed with Fire 
and Sword; only one Man was loft on our 

fide. r 

12. Gomes de Silva was left to prolecute 
the War , which he did fo fuccefsfully that 
the King fued for Peace, which was con¬ 
cluded to our advantage, and he was fatif- 
fied with the reftitution of the Iflands, his 
Wife, and the People taken in them. The 
Vice-Roy difparcbed the Ships for Portugal 
That of Ferdinand Alvarez* Cabral was Call¬ 
away at Aguadade S.Blas ; Ibme of the Men 
got aihoar in Boats. After a tedious Journey 
by Land, Cabral and D* Alvaro de Noronht , 
with his Family, were drowned in a River. 
The Vice-Roy fent his Son D. Ferdinand 
with a good Fleet to the Red-Sea. He at* 

tempted 
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tempted to gain the Fort of Dofar, but was 
repulfed with lofs of feven or eight Men ; 
fo be returned without any effe&. 

14. At Diu arofe New Troubles on ac¬ 
count of the death of the King Sultan 
lAanaud. He was bred with Poifon ( like 
Mithridates ,) that none might hurt him. 
When his Women were near their time, he 
opened them to take out the Children. He 
was one day hunting a Deer with fome of 
them, and falling off from his Horfe hung 
by the Stirrup; the Horfe dragged him, and 
one of the Women running cut the Girts 
with a Cimiter; in requital he killed her, 
faying, A Woman of fucb courage , bad enough 
to kill him . A Page, in whom he had great 
confidence, murdered him ;Tor Tyrants al¬ 
ways dye by the hands of thofe they truft. 
A Child, accounted his Son, fucceeded him. 
The Nobility offended at the Infblence of 
Madre Malnco , who with the Title of Go¬ 
vernor managed the Affairs of the Crown, 
rebelled in ieveral parts. One of thefe was 
Ahixcan at Diu , who fuffering his Men to 
Affront ours, obliged D. James de Almeyda 
to enter the City with Five hundred Men, 
killing a great number, and plundering their 
Houfes. Abixcan , though late, few his Error, 
and came to Compofidon 5 and was after¬ 
wards more fiibmiffive than had been at firft 
defired of him. 
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14. D. James de Noronha fucceeded Al 
meyda in that Poll, in purfiianc& of the Kings 
Order before-mentioned. The Moors for. 
getting their Fault, and the Punhhmem 
they had incurred, relapled again. Noronk 
with Six hundred Men fo refrefhed their 
Memories, that they abandoned the City, 
Ctde Elal , who Commanded in the Caftle 
that was in the City, offered to defend him- 
felf; but feeing our Men begin to fcale it, 
fubmitted to inarch away without Arms. 
The Caftle was demolifhed. Scarce was it 
done, when Abixcan appeared with Four 
hundredMen.Fm/i#<W de Caftanofo advanced 
to meet him with One hundred and twenty; 
but Three hundred of the Enemies Horfe 
obliged him to retire in fech disorder, that 
on a fudden he found he had but feventeen 
Men left. He polled himfelf where the 
Horfe could not come, and the Three hun¬ 
dred Enemies demounting befet the 18, 
who back to back defended themfelves till 
they were all killed, their Hearts cut out, 
and carried to the General. 

1 S- D' James de Norotia marched on with 
the reft of the Men, ignorant of what had 
happened ; but fo impatient to engage with 
Abixcan , that he could no way be dilfuaded 
from preffing forward. Meeting the Three 
hundred Horfe, he fell on furioufly and put 
them to flight; but Abixcan coming on with 
his Cannon, D. James was forced to retire, 
rather Jofing than gaining Reputation in 
this A£ion. Common Conveniency brought 
them to an Accommodation. Noronha this 

day 
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day loft by his Rafhnefs, what he often de- 
ferved for his Valour; for the Fa<ftor endea¬ 
vouring to ftop his fury, and faying to him. 
He ought to confider the King** Fort would be 
loft. He Anfwered in a Paffion, No matter , 
when I am gone,all is gone. This faying was 
remeinbred when he was in ele&ion to be 
Vice Roy of India^ and deprived him of that 
Poll; becaufe it was thought, fo great a 
Trull could not with fafety be repofed upon 
fo ralh a Man. 

16. The Great Turk hearing Miradobec 
was come off worfe than the Unfortunate 
Virbec, and Alecbelubij making great boaft 
of what he would do, gave him the Com¬ 
mand of fifteen Galleys. D.Ferdinand, who 
was come out of the Red.Sea , went after 
them. On the z^tb of AuguH he had fight 
of them near Mafcate. Alecbelubij not da¬ 
ring to give Battle, endeavoured to get off 
with all his Galleys; but fix of them could 
not efcape, being taken by our Caravels. 

17. D. Ferdinand put into Mafcate , re¬ 
fitted the Galleys, bought the Slaves, and 
appointed them Captains. Alecbelubij pur¬ 
ified by fome of our VefTels was drove into 
Swatt with feven of his nine Galleys, and 
there fliut up by D.Hierome de Caftellobranco , 
Nuno de Caftro and D. Emanuel Mafcarenhas . 
The other two were purfued by D.Ftrdinand 
be Monroj and Antony ValadaresfiW they were 
beaten to pieces on the Coaft of Damam and 
Daru. 

18. But 
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18. But becaufe one is coming to fucceed 
our Vice-Roy, let us fay lomewhac of him, 
He was modeft, eafie, and not a&ive, which 
was the Caufehis Government anfwerednot 
expectation. As to his Perion, he was of a 
middle Stature, a graceful Countenance and 

agreeable Behaviour; his Complexion fwar- 

thy ; his Hair black. In the number of 
Vice-Roys he was the ‘ytb , in that of Gover- 
noun the i ytb, and held it four years, the 
fecond of the Name and Sirname. 


CHAP. XL 

The Government of the Vice-Roy D. Peter 
de Mafcarenhas , from the Tear 15^4 
till 1555 , King JOHN the Tim 
flill Reigning. 

l. T"\ 0 # Peter de Mafcarenhas was of oneoi 
1 J the beft Families of Portugal , and 
hail born the moft confiderable Offices in 
the Kingdom , and was 70 years of Age 
when named Vice-Roy of India . He fetout 
of Lisbon with fix Ships, one of them was 
drove back, and that in which he went, as 
foon as he Landed at Goa\ funk downright 
In thefe Ships were Two thousand Land¬ 
men. The hr ft thing the Vice-Roy

he appointed his Nephew Ferdinand Marti¬ 
net Admiral, to the great diflatisfa&ion of 
all Men. Martinet had 32 Sail given him, 
and Orders to bring to Goa the 7 Turkifh 
Galleys that were blocked up at Suratt. 

Cara^en , Commander of that place, would 
not permit it, and gave good fiifficient Rea- 
fons for his refufing ; fb by confcnc of both 
Tides they were taken to pieces, and the 
Turks fled into the Woods and Mountains: 

The late Vice-Roy D. Alfonfo de Noronba 
now failed home with the Trading Ships; 
whereof that Commanded by Belcbior de 
Soufa was loft, with all the Men. 

1. The Great Turk (as it were) fore- 
feeing the Fate of Alecbelubij , immediately 
fent after him T^afar , a Janizary, to take 
upon him the Command of the Galleys: 

But too late; for he only came time enough 
to hear the News of their Definition. He 
took four Merchant Ships of ours bound 
for Ormuz,, and returned rich to Suez . 

About the fame time Gemes de Silva took 
feveral Prizes in the Sea of Calicut . 

The Vice-Roy fent F.Gonfalo Rodrigues , 
and Bro. Fulgentius Freyre, of the Society of 
Jefus , to perfuade the Emperour of Ethiopia, 
toredrefs the Abufes introduced among his 
People in Matters of Religion, and with 
them went James Diaz, well verfed in the 
Affairs of that Empire. The Emperour 
could not be moved to admit our manner of 
Baptifm, and aboliih Circumcifion; the 
Prieft continued at his Court, but to no 
effect. In February fet out Emanuel de Vaf- 

concelos 
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icncelos with three Galleons, and five final! 
Veffels, to difcover what Zafar was doing at 
Suez,. He fpent fome time under Mount 
Felix, and returned without doing any thing. 
With him went the Famous Luis deCarmtm , 
who finding no employment for his Sword, 
exercifedhisPen. 

a Some great Subje&s of Hidalcan at 
thiTtime, Treated with the Vice-Roy about 
making Mealecan , who had lived long at 
Goa, King of Vijafor-, and aiMing to tip. 
port him in that Title. In Return, they 
offered to make over to the Crown of ?sr 
tutal the Lands of Concern, worth a Million 
of yearly Revenue. A great Bait for our 
Avarice. The Profit was confidered, but 
not the Difficulties, and Peter de Faria his 
Advice to Martin Alfonfo on the lanie occi- 
lion was now forgot. We lhali fee in its 
place, how much more proper it had been 
to conlider the Difficulties, than the Profit. 
The Offer was admitted, and Meale imme¬ 
diately Proclaimed King of Vtfapor ; and hjs 
Wife and Children left at Goa as Holtages 
for the performance of our Hopes. Three 
thouland Portugues Foot, and Two hun¬ 
dred Horle, marched with a Bray pt the 
Natives of the lfland. After a (mail Refi¬ 
nance they took the Fort of Fonda, and lent 
Advice to the Vice-Roy , who fet ouc 'j® 
the New King, and at Fonda delivered 
to his People" that there waited for him. TO 
left D. Antony de Norova to Command the 

Fort with 600 Men. . 

5/Ire 
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5. The Vice Roy returned fo fick to Goa, 
that he died in a few days; and it was be¬ 
lieved if he had continued in that Govern¬ 
ment lome years, he had re-eftablifhed 
Truth, Juftice and Honefty in India. It is a 
mark of his Juftice, That he gave no Em¬ 
ployment to any of his Servants; becaule 
he would not deprive them of it to whom it 
was due by Merit. A Friend of a Court- 
Favourite, complaining he did not difpatch 
him after ferving Three years 5 He An- 
fwered, I am now bufie about tbofe that have 
ferved twenty, fifteen, ten or five years ; as foon 
as I come to tbofe that have ferved three, I fro - 
wife Vie remember you. 

6 . D.Feter Mafcarenas had fuch an awful 
Prefence and majeftick Deportment, that 
no Body before him durft do or (ay any 
thing undecent. He is famous on fix feveral 
accounts, any one whereof might give ano- 
ther a Name after death: He was a Valiant 
Souldier, a Wife Commander, a Magnifi¬ 
cent Embafladour, a Singular Tutor, a Juft 
Vice-Roy, and what is beft of all, a very 
Good Chriftian. He was Tall, and.fhough 
lean, Graceful ; his Complexion brown : 
His Gravity no ways made him intradable. 
Of Vice-Roys he was the 6 th, of Governours 
the 18 th\ held it ten Months, and was the 
iecond of the Name and Sirname. He is 
Buried in the Church of Alcazar do Sal, 
where he had built a Tomb worthy of him.

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CHAP. xir. 

The Government of Francis Barreto, from 
the Tear i yjy, till i in the Reign 
of King JOHN the Third. 

i. T 7 IRtncis Barreto fiicceeded D.Veter Maf \ 
r carenas with the Title of Governor. 
He was a Gentleman of Merit, and qualified 
for this Pott, and had gained much Efteem, 
being Commander of Baz^aim. His Govern¬ 
ment began with a Fire kindled by a Squib 
which burnt Ten the fineft Velleis in Indi <, 
notwithftanding he ufed the utmoft dili¬ 
gence, and promifed great Rewards to lave 
them : Yet this Care faved the reft of the 
Fleet. He loon repaired this Damage, 
building others no lels beautiful. 

He went to Ponda y to carry on what 
his Prejdeceffor had began, by Inftalling 
Mealeacan King, and appointed Officers to 
receive the Revenues about Ponda , leaving 
D. Ferdinand de Monroy in that Fort, and 
fending D. Antony de Noronba , who had it 
before, to receive the Revenues at Concatn. 
Xacoltm Aga , who was gathering the fame 
for Hidalcan, with Seven thoufand Men pre¬ 
vented him. The Governour lent a fuppljr 
of Ammunition to Noronba , which he 
fooner received, but he marched to CurM 
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of which he took pofleflion, Cthe Com* 
mander of it being fled ) and with Kind- 
nefs attracted the Natives to come ahd in¬ 
habit the Town and Country, leaving Por- 
rugues Officers to look to the 
Then hearing that Xacolim continued ga¬ 
thering the Rents, he went to find him. 

| By the way he met two Ships, in which was 
Xacolim s Wife, Children, and Goods of Va- 
j lue, which he fearful of fome danger font 
to Cambay a. Noronba eaGly made himjelf 
Mailer of all. 

3. Not far from Acbara he halted, and 
defigned to pals the Night. Xacolim fent a 
Thoufand Men to -liirpize ours ; but they 
were upon their Guard,and D.John the Mo - 
falling upon them killed Seventy, and 
put the reft to flight; after the Purfuit he 
returned to D. Antony. They mafched t»ge^ 
ther to meet Xacolim , who was drawn up in 
good Order on the other fide of a River. 
After a vigorous oppoficion our Men forded 
it, and there enliied a bloody Battle , in 
which D. Antony and Xacoltm met, and ha* 
ving tryed each other parted. In this Adi- 
on were loft 24 Portugueles , above 1000 
of the Enemy were flain, the reft fled. 
Our Men proceeding , gathered the Re¬ 
venue. •: •• . ■ 

4. Mean while Meals was folemnly Pro- 
:laimed King at Vtfapor. He enjoyed it not 
ong; for there were fome of thofe who 
ethimup, that defigned to betray him to 
tidal can , who offered great Rewards for 
rim. He fucceeded not this way; but did, 

N 2 pur- 
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purchafmg Fifteen thoufand Men of the 
King of Bifnagar, that were fo fuccefsful, 
they killed the Chief of thole had made 
Mtale King, and took him Prifoner. Hidal. 
can immediately lent Forces to recover the 
Lands where D. Anton? was employed. The 
Governour hearing of it lent him Orders 
to withdraw, as alio to Ferdinand de Monty, 
who was at Fonda. They unwillingly o. 
beyed, remembring how prudently Peter it 
Faria had before difiimded this Under- 
taking. 

5. This year failed from Lisbon five Ships, 
One of them was Caft-away at the lfiand 
Tercera , and another at the Iflands beyond 
Madagascar. The Captain of this laft left a* 
bout Four hundred of his Men on that Shoar, 
and in his Long-Boat got to Goa . Thefe 
Fou^ hundred who were left, built a finall 
Veffel and arrived at Cochim . In the other 
Ships went the Bifhop D. Belcbior Carnero , a 
Jefiiit, and fome other Religious Men, fent 
by the Pope to the Emperour of Ethiopia. 
D. Alvaro de Siheyra was now made Admiral 
of a Fleet of 21 Sail, provided for the Sea 
of Calicut , and againft the Queen of Olak 
who refuted to pay her Tribute. He over¬ 
run all thote Coafts with Fire and Sword, 
deftroying many Towns and Ships, and all 
things that flood in the way } particularly 
the City Mangalor , and a fumptuous Pagod. 
Zamori tenfible of his Lofles, defired Peace, 
which was concluded. Silveyra returned 

Victorious. . . 

6 . 
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6. Let US return to Ceylon. Tribuli Pan Jar 
having made his Efcape (as was related) out 
of Prilon, fled to Balande. Madune lubtilly 
exalperates him againft the Portuguefes, 
and fent him Six hundred Chingala’s, with 
whom and his other Men he was fo fuccef- 
ful, that he reduced the Towns of Paneture, 

Caleture, Maya, Berberi, Gale and Beligam, 
to the laft Extremities, deftroying our 
Churches, and killing many Chriftians, 
Converted by the Religious of St. Francis, 
who firll Preached there. Now comes Al- 
Lfo Pertyra de Layerda to tike upon him 
this Command: Madune , who before had 
alfifted Tandar , now offers to aid Layerda 
againft him. He accepts the Offer. The 
King fent his Son Raja by the way of Ca- 
Itture with an Army. Layerda lent Ruy 
Vtreyra with Two hundred Men, and Antony 
it Sfinola with One hundred two other 
ways to aflault the City Palandu, where Tri- 
buli was. They befet the Town at one time, 
and after a vigorous Refiftance the Portu¬ 
guefes entred it; the King fled, his Wife 
was taken , and many of his Men killed. 

The Portuguefes returned Victorious, and 
Madune obtained one of the Ends he had 
propofed to himfelf, which were either. 

That the Portuguefes Ihould dcftroy Tandar, 
or he them. 

7. The beginning of this Year lailed 15y6. 
John Teixoto with two Galleys for the Red- 
Sea , to difcover what was doing at Suez. 

He found all quiet, and being loath to re¬ 
turn without doing lomething, he Landed 
N 3 before 
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before Day in the Ifland Suanquem, with the 
King whereof we were at Variance, h 
being a dead time of Night,, he found ail 
afleep, and might fay ( as a Prince who 
killed a Man that was fleeping ) that he 
left thofe lflanders as he found them ; for 
many were killed before they awaked, others 
after. The lame fate befell the King in his 
Palace. Teixoto returned to his Galliots, 
carrying Slaves and Boory without recei¬ 
ving the leaft damage. Next day, keeping 
along theCojafp he deftroyed feveral Towns, 
and returned jto Goa , having purchafed as 
much Honour with two fmall Veffels,as 
others with many. He brought away R 
Gonfalo Rodriguez, , whom, he found at Ar- 
quico* much di/ratisfied that he had not prp 
vailed with the Emperour of Ethiopia,! o 
admit of the Rites of the Church. * 

8. The King of Bafora , oppreffed by th« 
Turks, made now the fame Offers to th$ 
Oovernour, he had done before to the Vice* 
Roy D.Alfonfo de Noronha , in cafe he would 
a (lift him to throw off the Turkifh Yoak, 
The Conditions were admitted , and nei¬ 
ther this time did it fucceed; for D.Alvm 
de Sdveyra going upon this Defign with 
twenty Sail, met not with the fuccefs he 
had the year before againft the Malabart. 
A terrible Storm fo difabled him in that 
Port, that he was not in a condition to at¬ 
tempt any thing a fecond tirng. Michael 
Rodriguez, Coutino profpered better, going to 
the Lands of Salfete and Bardes againft foms 
Parties of Hidalcan , who fought Revenge 
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for our favouring Me ale. All the Sea* Ports 
were deftroyed with ^Fire and Swoid, and 
many Ships perhhed^ He killed and took 
many Prisoners, and returned with Honour 
and Riches to Goa. The chief of the Booty 
was a great Ship of Meca , taken at Dabul 
after a (harp engagement j for there were 
Two hundred Moors in her,who killed eight 
of our Men. 

o. This Misfortune the more enraged 
Htdakan ; and to mend it, he lends a nume¬ 
rous Army into thofe fame Lands. The 
Governour let out with a ftrong Body to 
oppofehim. The War lafted all the Win¬ 
ter, without any A&ion worthy relating. 
In September arrived four Ships from Portu¬ 
gal !$ in them went Fffdtpand de Soufa and 
CafteUobrampy Embaffadour to the Emperour 
of Ethiopia * and F.John Nunes Barreto* Pa¬ 
triarch of that ftubborn Feople. His Com¬ 
panion \ya§ the Bifhop Andrew de?Oviedo, 
who did nothing, becaufe the Em^roui 
could not be reduced to change his Old 
Rites. With thefe came to India F Gon 
falo de SileyrA , to be Provincial; . he after¬ 
wards received the Grown of Martyrdom 
in Monomotafa . All this (hall be related in 
its proper place- , 

10. The Governour fet out toVibt our 
Forts in the North, with a Elect confifting 
of One hundred and fifty Sail of all forts. 
He gained the Mountain and Fort Azjanm 
for a fmall purchafe, by the means of Coje 
Mahomet* aTrufty Moor, living uBaxuttm, 
This Mountain is not far from thfc City, 
N 4 and 
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and rifes very upright for the Ipace of a 
League; a little below the Top it is gin 
with a fort of Border Handing out, which 
renders it almoft inacceffible, the reft being 
very difficult of afoent. It is kept by Three- 
fcore Men, who need no other Arms to de¬ 
fend them but the Stones that lye there, 
which rolled down the Paffes, muft carry 
before them all that is in the way. The 
Garrifon lives upon the Top, which is plain 
and almoft round. They light themfehres 
with fticks of Wood that grow there, and 
bums like a Torch, with that odds, that 
they cannot be quenched by Wind or Wa¬ 
ter. 

ii. Antony Moniz, Barreto was lent to 
take poffeffion of this place; he left there 
a Captain and 60 Portuguefes, and went on 
to take the Fort of Manor a , not far diftant, 
which the Inhabitants abandoned; he left 
there George Manbam with 120 Men , and 
returned to Baz>aim y where he found the 
Governour receiving an Embafly from the 
King of Cinde y who defired Succour againfta 
Tyrant that infefted him. We were deli* 
rous of this Prince’s Friendfliip, and thought 
fit to purchafe it by Relieving him. Seven 
hundred Men were lent to him in Twenty 
eight Veffels, all Commanded by Veter Bar 
reto Rolim. 

lx. The Fleet arrived fafe at Tata , the 
Court of the King of Cinde . The Prince, 
who was there, vifited Barreto , and lent 
word of his Arrival to his Father, whowais 

abfentin the Field; He Anfwered, defiring 

our 
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our Commander to wait till he Advifed 
what was fit to be done. Barreto ftayed, 
and foon after hearing the King was agreed 
with his Enemy without giving him notice ; 
he asked of the Prince leave to depart, and 
that he would pay the Charge of the Fleet, 
as was promifed by the Embaffadour. The 
Anfwer was ib little to latisfa<ftion, that 
Barreto landed his Men, entred the City, 
and in the Fury killed above Eight thouland 
Perfons, and deltroyed by Fire the value 
of above two Millions of Gold, after load¬ 
ing the Veffels with one of the richeft Boo¬ 
ties that had been taken in Afia. He loft 
not one Man in this Action. He fpent 
eight days, deftroying all on both fides Indus. 

The Fort of Bandel made feme Refiftance, 
but being taken was demoliflied. 

15. Gafyar de Monterroyo , a Souldier 01 
Note, going accidentally intba Wood, met 
feme Blacks, who bid him go no > 

for hard-by there was a Serpent had juft then 
devoured a Bullock. Her defiring to lee 
fuch a Monfter as they defcribed, went on 
till he difeoverdd the Head , which was of 
a wonderful bigheis; andnot, iat!sfied,cam^ 
fo near as to touch it With the Point 01 
his Sword, and the Monfter lifted up its 
Head; and he gave it fuch a fortunate 
ftroak on a foft place , that it foon after 
died. It was thirty Foot long, and propor¬ 
tionable in bignels. Barreto returned thus 
Vi&orious over Men and Monfters to Cbaul. 
There he found Orders to go to Dabul , 
where he would find Antony Fereyra Bran - 

J /TM1 
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Jam Admiral of that Coall. They were 
to joyn in order to deftroy that City 
part of Revenge > for the damage Hidalca* 
did us. Being joyned they attacked the 
City, and though vigoroufly defended, k 
was taken, and wholly reduced to a heapof 
Rubbifh. Then they did the fame to all 
the Villages upon the (hoar of that River.

The End of the Government of Frauds 
Barreto. 

1557. 1*’ T T Idalcan\ General, Nazjr Maluco, efi- 
JTX tred the Lands of Sal fete and Borin 
with 2.0co Horie, and 18000 Foot. Tbd 
Governour with $000 Pontfguefes, 1000 
Canara’s, and xoo Horfe ^/ met him in the 
Fields of TonJa ,having theibinit i 7 000 Men, 
and a Mountain on has backi- He furioufly 
attacked , put him to flight, and returned 
victorious to Goa. X>. Peter de Menefes, wfoo 
Commanded the Fort of Racbd, did what be 
could) which was not’much,becaufe the Enfc 
my was too numerous. John Peixoto vigoroufly 
oppofed Moratecan in the Lands of Bardtu 
A Renegado Portugues, who had fortified 
himfelf, doing him much harm, he affaulted 
and routed him twice, killing aoo of his 

Men,, 
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Men, and i Captain. Naztr Maluco in¬ 
trenched himfelf again at Tonda. 

z Five Ships arrived now from Portugal, 
three of them were Caft-away in their Re¬ 
turn home; one at Tierra del Natal, another 
at the I fland St.Tbomaf , and the third at 
MaJazafcar. The arrival of thefe Ships, and 
feme damage wehad done Htdalcan, obliged 
him to conclude a Peace,which we lued lor, 
yet was not difhonourable. 

d D Duarte DecaJ Commander of Ternate, 
w* not idle. He was harlh and covetous, 
fo eafily falling out with the King , he Un- 
chriftian-like lmpriloned him , his Mother 
and Brother Cachtl Guzarate , ufing them 
very unworthily , and to com pleat his Cru¬ 
elty, ordered they (hould have nothing to 
eat. Publick Gomplaims obliged him to con- 
lent the Hofpital of Mijmcorjia Ihould main¬ 
tain them; and his defire, of killing them 
made him lb bale as to poifon their Water, 
which was difeovered by a Stone the Ring 
had in a Ring. The Ternatenfes took Arms, 
and called in the Tidores ) lb that the Fort 
was in great danger. : . . c 

4. D.Duutte havmgj-fcety^ Relief, .ven¬ 
tured to fight at Sea with as good liicpeis, as 
if Juft ice had been on --Biit the Por- 

tuguefes rhemfelves no iOD^pVabte^td endure 
his Obftinacy, put him into Cuftody , and 
difeharged thePrifbners, which put an end 
to that Difcord. No Man would take upon 
him the Command of the Fort, till Antony 
?myra Bran dam was forced by the People 
to accept of it in Truft, till the Governour 

difpofed 
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difpofed of it. Whilft fome Portuguefes in 
the Maluco's, by their Adions,appeared mo# 
barbarous Heathens, fome Infidels became 
Chriftians; a thing to be admired, having 
fuch ill Examples before them. The King 
of the Ifland Bacham was convened by F 
Antony Faz>, a Jefuit. 

$. The War continued at Goa. A Moor 
with Five hundred Men waded over the 
Ford of Zacorla , in the Ifland Choram , and 
liirprizing thole few Portuguefes that were 
in it, gained fome advantage, till others 
coming in from feveral Parts, drove them 
headlong into the Water, where many of 
*hem were drowned. The Governour hear- 
ingof this, marched to their Relief, and 
lent before George Mendoza , Commander of 
the City, with fome Gentlemen , who be¬ 
haved themfelves well, and brought many 
Heads of Moors to the Governour. All was 
kept quiet afterwards by D. Francis Mala- 
renbas , who was left in the Ifland with 
500 Men. 

6. The Governour defiring to fecure the 
Promontory of Cbaul, asked leave of the 
King Nizamuxa to fortifie it. He not only 
refuted it, but fecured the Meflenger, and 
fenc 30000 Men, who began to build an 
impregnable Fort there. The Governour 
lent Alvaro Perez, de Sotomayor with fome 
Ships, to keep the Mouth of the Port till he 
came, which was foon after. He brought 
4000 Portuguefes, befides Natives. The 
Enemy better adviled, propofed a Peace, 
which was concluded to our content, on 

Condition 
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Condition the Work of the Fortfhould not 
advance. The Governour returned home. 

A Miracle was feen here, which was, That 
the Moors could never cut down, or remove 
with force of Elephants, a final! Wooden. 
Crofs,that was fixed upon a Stone. 

7. The Governour having letled Affairs 
at Goa, was wholly employed in fitting out a 
mighty Fleet againft the King ot Acbetn, who 
is the only Terrour of Malaca. In a few 
Months he provided zy Galleons, ioGallies, 
and 80 Galliots, all lb well furnifhed , it re¬ 
newed the hopes of fixing our Empire in 
India. But ail this Induftry falls to nothing; 
for now a new Governour comes, and the 
New ones never profecute the defigns of the 
Old. However this Force was well employ¬ 
ed, though not as our Governour defigned. 

8. Francis Barreto brought to Lisbon a 
Jewel wrought by the hand of Nature. A 
Portugues Souldier on the Coaft of the 
Ifland Ceylon , met a Jogus (that is, a fort of 
Penitent Heathen,)who among other things 
had picked up a brown Pebble, of the (hape 
and bignefs of an Egg, on which were re- 
prefented the Heavens in feveral Colours, 
and in the midft of them the Image of our 
Blefled Lady with our Saviour in her Arms. 

The Souldier gave him fome fmall thing for 
this Stone; and afterwards it came to the 
hands of Francis Barreto , who prefented it 
to Queen Catherine , and by virtue of it Go.d 
wrought feveral Miracles in India and Por¬ 
tugal. 

9 .Francis 
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9. Francis Barreto was a couragious, dif. 
creet and generous Gentleman, and fuch a 
Governour as India now mourns for. 
afterwards returned as Governour and Con. 
querour of the Empire of Monomctopa, where 
he died , as (hall be teen in its proper place, 
He had a ftately Pretence, his Complexion 
tawny,and black Hai r. He Governed three 
years, was the 1 gtb Governour, and fecond 
of the Name. 


CHAP. XIV. 

The Government of the Vice-Roy D. Con- 
flantine de Braganza , from the Tear 
xyyB, till 1561, in the Reign of Kin^ 
SEBASTIAN. \ 

1. A Bout the End of the Government 
of Francis Barreto, died King John 
the Third. In him ended the good For¬ 
tune of Portugal , as did that of India in the 
Vice-Roy lent thither, after his death , by 
thote who managed the State during the 
Minority of King Sebaftian . D. Con Han tin, 
Brother to Theodofus , Duke of Braganza, was 
30 years of Age when he accepted this 
Charge. What he wanted in Age forfo 
great an Employ, was made up by being of 
the Blood Royal, and by his great Parts apd 
natural Endowments. 

2. He 
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2. He failed from Lisbon on the jth of 
jpril, with four Ships and twoThoufand 
Memand arrived at Goa about the beginning 
of September. Three things remarkable hap¬ 
ped in his Voyage and at his Arrival 5 the 
firft, that he had not the leaft bad Weather 
in his Paflage; the tecond,the great demon- 
ftrations of Joy wherewith he was received i 
and the third, that he noway affronted the 
Governour that went off, as was always ufed 
| in India . 

I 5. Our Vice-Roy commenced as ufual, by 
[fending Commanders to Forts. D. Payode 
| Vcronba went to Cananor , and by his Ingra¬ 
titude in receiving fbme Pretents tent by 
that King (though not with fmcere mean¬ 
ing) gave occafion to his refentment, figni- 
fied by not fullering the Portuguetes to re¬ 
fort to the City. The Vice-Roy tent four¬ 
teen Sail to their affiftance, and gave the 
Command of them to Luis de Melo de Silva . 
The Vice-Roy was bent upon poffefling him- 
felf of the Town of Damam, a place of 
| confequence, to fecure the Lands of Bagaim, 
and whereof Francis Barreto had obtained 
| a Grant from the King of Cambay a* The 
difficulty lay in wrelling it out of the hands 
of Cide Bofata , who was in Rebellion againft 
his Prince, which was the chief Motive 
why he fb freely gave what he could not 
get for himfelf. Bofata was well provided, 
and with a Refblution not to fell the place ac 
an eafie rate. The Vice-Roy having held a 
Council about ir, the refulcwas, he fhould go 
thither in perfon.

4. He

4. He firft difpatched the Trading Ships 
for Portugal, in which went his Predeceffor 
the Ships were (even, and only three of 
them came to Lisbon . One was loft at the 
Ifland St Thomas : Two were forced back to 
Mozambique , in one of which was the late 
Governour Francis Barreto : The Captain of 
a fourth finding her finking,got into a Long. 
Boat with 60 Men , and came to Goa , the 
reft of the Men all perifhed. Francis Barreto, 
at Mozambique , {pent 20000 Ducats of his 
own in refitting the two Ships. They tet out 
again, and being in diftrefs, the other Ship 
ungratefully forfeok him *, yet he afterwards 
feeing her perilling faved all the Men, io 
that he had 1157 Perlons aboard. In this 
condition, not able to go forward, he almoft 
miraculoufly returned again to Mozambique. 
This year ended with the Foundation of that 
Fort, and return of Barreto to Goa . 

5. Luis de Melo , at Cananor , being aflaulted 
in his Trenches by 3000 Moors, put them 
to fhameful flight; and while he fent for 
Succours to the Vice-Roy, followed Fortune 
that now teemed to Favour him. Mean 
while the Vice-Roy let out with the Fleet, 
had been fitted out by Barreto, having in- 
created it to 100 Sail. 

6 . The Vice-Roy arriving at Damam,fstit 
D. James de Noronba to take a view of the 
Works; he found them ftrong,and4efended 
by 4000 Men. Notwithftanding all this 
Preparation, no looner our Men landed but 
the Enemy fled, abandoning both City and 
Fort. The Vice-Roy entred, and giving 

Thanks 
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Thanks to Almighty God for this Bloodlefs 
Vi&ory, bleffed the Mofque under the Invo¬ 
cation of the Purification of the Bicffed Vir¬ 
gin, on which day it was taken. 

7. The Enemy,after their flight, encamped 
at Parnel , two Leagues oft, and rhenoe 
with zoco Horfe infefted the Vice Roy. 
Antony Momz Barreto offered with 500 Men 
to remove them. He marched all Night to¬ 
wards the Enemy, and being come up with 
them, found that he had but 120 Men , the 
reft wandring in the dark through unknown 
ways; yet thus he attacks and puts them to 
flight, as believing the Vice Roy was there 
with his whole Force. The Morning di(co¬ 
vering from how (mall a number they had 
fled, Bo fat a and his Men come down from a 
Hill, whither they had retired, and falling 
upon Barreto preffedhim hard, till thofe that 
were fcattered coming up, he again routed 
the Enemy, killing 500 of them. In their 
Camp were found $6 good Pieces of Can¬ 
non, fome Cart Loads of Copper-Mony,and 
other Plunder. 

8. The Vice-Roy with Liberality and 
good Ufage attracted the Country People, 
who were fled for fear; and confirmed to 
the Neighbouring King of Sarpeta the Du¬ 
ties he had in Damam. For the more fecuricy 
he refolved to poffefs him (elf of the Ifland 
Balzar, not far diftant. He intended to go 
thither in Perion, but lent before D. Peter de 
Almeyda with 150 Hoi fc, and as many Foor. 
The People of Balzar abandoned the Town, 
which D.Peter entred , and the Vice-Roy

being come, left Alvaro Gonzales Pinto to 
Command there with 120 Men, and fome 
Cannon. Being returned to Damamhz lent 
D.AlvarodeSilveyra with lo Sail CO the Rel 
Sea , being informed Cafar was fitting out his 
Gallies. This Fleet was difperfed by Storms, 
and put into feveral Ports of India y without 
effe&ing any thing. 

9. D, James de Noronba was appointed 
Commander of Damam , and had 1200 Men 
given him under five Captains, who were 
to keep Tables for them. Tables are kept 
in India for fuch as have not any thing of 
their own jorif they have,yet will accept of 
this Liberality, i admire there are men 
that will ftoop to receive this, but'much 
more there are any tjiat give it; for the 
fame Men when they tome to Spain , have 
not the Heart to give a flick of Wax, which 
there is wprth nothing , and here a Hatf- 
peny. The Vice-Roy after this fuccefs re¬ 
turned to Goa . 

1 o. In the City St. Thomas , or Meliator, 
a Portugues, one of thole who more religi- 
oufly worfhip their Interefl, than the. Hea¬ 
thens their Idols,and of thofe there are many 
in India; perfuaded Rdma Rajo , King of 
Bifnagar , to march againfl the City , telling 
him the Plunder would be worth two Mil' 
lions, and it would be a great Service to 
the Idols he worfhipped, which were there 
thrown down by the Chriftians. He wasa 
good Chriflian, that was fo zealous for 
Idols. The King hearkning to the hopes 
of Gain, let out with 500000 Men. ft# 
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Je Ataide encouraged the Inhabitants to 
defend themfelves; but they, to palliate 
their Fear faid , It was but Reafon the King 
jfjoulJ be admitted to what was his own . 

Ataide went away to Goa 5 the Townfmen 
prepared for the reception of the King, and 
lent him a Prefent of 4000 Ducats, where¬ 
with he was fomewhat appealed. He En¬ 
camped and would not enter the City; but 
ordered all the Inhabitants of both Sexes, 
and all Ages, and all their Goods, to be 
brought to his prefence. Which being per¬ 
formed, he found the whole Value did not 
exceed 80O00 Ducats. Enraged at the 
Wickednefs of the Informer, he ordered 
him to be thrown to the Elephants, who 
tore him to pieces. He difcharged the Citi¬ 
zens, and reftored all their Goods fo pun¬ 
ctually, that only a Silver Spoon being mifi 
fingamong them all, it was loughc and re¬ 
ftored* 

11. Luts de Melo de Silva , who failed lalt 
year for the Coaft of Malabar , did much 
harm there, and ruined the Trade of the 
Moors. At Mangalor he ordered two Cap¬ 
tains to bring him a Veflel belonging to our 
Enemies of Cananor % that was in the River, 
but the Owners and fome of the Townf- 
men coming to defend it, our Men were 
worlted. Melo enraged hereac afiaulted the 
Town, and put all Living Creatures to the 
Sword y then fired it. An old Moor lead¬ 
ing a Company of the Inhabitants that fled, 
with a Dagger in his hand met our Com¬ 
mander, and ftruck him through the Arm. 

• O 2 He 
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He laying hold of his long Hair, delivered 
him to thole that were near, faying, Tab 
away that Devil. He had fcarce laid it, when 
the Moor was cut in pieces. Melo having 
burnt the City with loft of fome few Men, 
returned to his Ships. 

n. Thirteen Ships of Calicut and Cant* 
nor were coming up to attack Melo ; but he 
weht out to meet them with only feven. 
He was formoft in his Galliot, and the Ad. 
miralof Calicut, a Turk, advanced before 
the reft to meet him. As loon as they came 
within Canndn-fhot, our Gunner made one 
lo fortunate, it (wept him from Stem to 
Stern, and in a Minute the Keel of the Ship 
appeared above Water , all the Men perilh- 
ing. Three other Ships board the Galliot, 
and kill many of the Men; but Melo Hel¬ 
ping forward , not only cleared his own 
Deck, but purlued into the Ships, in which 
not one Man was left alive. Our other Vef- 
lels took the other three Ships of Calicut , 
lo that not one of theitf efcaped ; and the 
Admiral of Cananor fled with his (even, ha¬ 
ving only flood by as a Witnels of what 
the others did. The Enemy loft above 
400 Men. For a long time after the People 
along that Coaft would not eat Fifli, begaufe 
a man’s Fingers were found in the Belly of 
one. 

13. Luis de Melo went thus Vi&oriousto 
Goa , and the Vice-Roy confined him; be- 
caufe he had done thofe Adtions when his 
Prefence was required at Cananor . His Con¬ 
finement was cenfured , and the Vice-Roy 
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being none of thole that will obftinatcljr 
perfift in their Opinion, though it do never 
fo much mifehief; he went in perfontobe 
Friends with Melo at Pangim , where he was 
in Cuftody. Melo knowing well how to 
efteem fuch Favours from Superiours, was 
abundantly fatisfied , and returned with his 
Fleet, by the Vice-Roy’s Order, to Cananor , 
becauie D. Payo de Noronba , was in fome 
diftreft there. Emanuel de Vajconcelos went 
to Ternate with three Ships, and other (mail 
Veflels. 

* 14,. Luis de Melo was the Life of Ncronha : 
who was in great danger at Cananor , being 
threatned with a Siege by all the Princes of 
Malabar ftirred up by Ade Rajao , not with¬ 
out fome provocation given by Noronba . 
Rajao with 100000 Men attacks the Fort, 
and enters the Trenches. Melo, who was in 
them with 60 Men , flew about like Light¬ 
ning- Antony de ViUena , with Fifty, did 
Wonders among the Moors, whojiad entrecl 
his Houfe. In fine,the whole number,which 
was 500 Men,did more than human A<tions 
among that multitude of Enemies. It is laid, 
A Religious Man at hu Prayers faw the Holf 
Gboft in the form of a Pigeon on a Ream of the 
Church,,and {hewed it to many others. Our Men 

I hearing of it fell on with new Vigour, and 
lb effectually that they put the Enemy to 
flight, having killed 150°°°* them. Of 
the Porcugueies 15 were loft. The fight 
lafted 11 Hours. Luis de Anlo played the 
part of a SouUlier as well as Commander. 

! Francis Rifcadc , a Man of ordinary Extra- 

O 3 <tion, 
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ftion , performed extraordinary a As of Va¬ 
lour. The Enemy went home admiring the 
Valour of our Men, and Peace was reftored 
to Cananor. 

15. It is ftrange, that among all the 
Churches ere&ed in Ww,none till this time 
had been dedicated to its Apoftle St. Tho¬ 
mas. Our Vice Roy taking this into Conii- 
deration, began to build at Goa a fumptuoos 
Church to him, which was not finifhed, be- 
caufe the time of his Government expired, 
and remains to this day as a heap of Ruins, 
none of his Succeffors having put his Hand 
to advance lb good a Work. 


CHAP. XV. 

Continues*the Government of the Vice- 
Roy D. Conftantin jnthe Reign of Kin g 
SEBAS TIAN. 

I. \ T this time the Emperour of Ethic• 
pia was much molefted by the 
Turks and Moors, and obtained fomeVi¬ 
ctories over them, having fome Portuguefes 
in his Service. Our Bifhop could not work 
upon him to leave his Heretical Cuftoms, 
and therefore relolved to leave him ; but 
(fayed at the Requeft of the Portuguefes. 
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The Emperour being Invaded by the King 
of MaUajjays, contrary to the Advice of the 
Portuguefes, marched to meet him,and they 
followed. He was flain by MaUJJdys ; and 
they feeing his Snbje&s fly, caft theinfelves 
among the Enemies, and after doing more 
than is credible,were moft ot them killed. 

The Turk defiring to poliels himlelt 
of the Arabian Ports on the fide nextPerfia, 
lent this Year an Officer with two Gallies 

and feventy Barques, with 1 loo Turks and 
lanizaries, againft the Fort of Babarem . 
Rax Morado , a refolute Commander, was in 
it, who provided the beft he could, and lent 
Advice of the danger he was in to the King 
of Ormuz, , and D. Antony de Noronba , then 
Commanding that Fort. D.John de Noronba 
wen*to relieve him with ten Ships; he was 
near taking the Turkilh Galleys, but milled 
for want or purfuing, and the next day they 
obliged him to take (belter in the Creeks 
along that Shoar. D. Alvaro de Stive,ra re¬ 
ceiving Advice from Ormuz ,, came up, and 
ioyning D.John took the Galleys. The Balia 
having loft them, concluded he was alio 
loft, if he took not the Fort, and therefore 
preifed on his Attacks. Bax Morado and 
D. Alvaro had a Meeting, and agreed it was 
not convenient to fight, but befiege the Be- 
ftegers; yet liich was the Inlblence 01 the 
Sou diets,that Mutinying they obliged them 
to give Battle. Rax joyned the Portugueles 
with 500 Perflans, well Armed , they at¬ 
tacked the Turks, who purpoiely (though 
with lofs) gave way, till they drew them to 
*04 an 
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an Ambufh, which put them Into diforder 
in fpight of all D.Alvaro could do, till he 
jell by a Mufquet-Ball that hit him in the 
Throat. The Portuguefes fought defperatejy, 
forne to defend, and others to bring him off 
but to no purpofe, for the Turks cut off his 
Head. Above 70 of our Men were killed, 
and feveral taken. Rax Mora Jo retired with 
many to the Fort, after behaving himfelf in 
fuch manner as might be envied by the Por. 
tuguefes. Thus was the raflinefs of thole 
that were lo hot for fighting punifhed. 

3 . Veter Peixoto iiicceeded in the Command 
of our Men, and following the Advice be- 
fore delpifed , belieged the Ifland , and fo 

( ftreightned the Turks they fued for Mercy; 
whereby it appeared how great a Faplt it 
was not to take thiscourfe at firft. D^Anmj 
de Noronba receiving Advice at Ormuz, of our 
lofi, prelently fee out to revenge it. The 
Siege continued,and in conclufion the Turks 
furrendred on Condition to return our Pri* 
lonersfthey were about Thirty,) and deliver 
up their Cannon, Arms and Horfes, and 
1000 c Pucats. They were to be carried to 
Batyr a y but were To weak with Hunger and 
the Pefrilential Fever, which about that time 
rages at Baharem , that only two hundred of 
them lived. Many of our Men died of the 
lameDileafe. 

4. About the end of this Year arrived in 
India live Ships from Portugal ; fix failed 
thence, but one was drove bitek.' In them 
went F.George of St. Lucy, and F, George ft- 
piudoy the firft was Biflibp of Malaca, the 

latter 
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latter of Cochim, both Dignities new Created; 
for Queen Catherine feeing the See of God 
was over-burthened, had obtained of the 
pope the Inftituting thefe Bifliopricks; but 
fubordinare to Goa , as were to be all others 

that (hould be Inftituted. 

5. The Vice-Roy underftanding the Ene¬ 
my was fitting out Ships on the Coaft of 
Malabar, where Luis de Aft/# was, fent to his 
Aid 17 Sail with 600 Men. Afc/odiftributed 
them about the Mouths of the Rivers, and 
he himfelf ran along deftroying the Towns 
and Woods. Seven ftrong Parao’s, well 
manned and equipped,came down the River 
Maim , where Gonfalo Perez* de Alvelos was* 
firing their Cannon upon him , and he an- 
fwering funk one of them : But the Powder 
taking fire in one of our Ships, blew it up 
and all the Men in it; fo the Enemy efca- 
ped. Melo continued the War this Year and 
the next with fiiccels, and utter delolation 
of all that Coaft. 

6. Bofata, not long fince defeated, now 
marched towards our Fort of Balt*ar with 
600 Horfe, and a great Body of Foot. Our 
Commander Alvaro Gonzalez* Pinto boldly 
meets him with 10 Horfe, 100 Portugues 
Foot, and 500 Natives. The firft Charge 
they killed 50 of the Enemy; but being 
overpowered by the Multitude were routed, 
the Captain and moft of the Portuguefes 
killed,and 150 of the Natives, the reft fled. 
Bofata immediately attacks the Fort, not 
at all doubting to carry it; but was vigo- 
roufly oppofed by the Valour of Gomez, de 

Silva , 
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Silva 9 who though not born a Gentleman 
in this Action (hewed how Gentlemen a& 
Created. The Enemy encamped,and Siht 
did great Execution on them, till Trifan 
de Vega came to his Relief, from Dame *, 
with ten Veflels well furnifhed. In fpigbt 
of all oppofition he Landed and got into the 
Fort, and Bofata feeing no hopes of pre¬ 
vailing drew off. Not long after he returns, 
and our Commander Alfonfo Dtax* Perept 
meeting him in the Field, had the fame 
fuccefs as Pinto, and was killed as well as he j 
all the difference was, that the Enemy now 
entred the Fort pell-mell with our Men; 
but Vincent CarvaMo drove them again out 
headlong. Califto de Secjueyra killed 10 with 
his own hand. They were quite (pent with 
continual Fatigue when Luis Alvarez It 
Tavora brought Relief from Damans, at fight 
whereof the Enemy retired. 

7. However, by the Vice-Roy’s Order, 
the Fort was abandoned, and the Enemy 
returning razed it ; then went on doing 
great harm in the Villages, till they came to 
Tarapor , where Martin Lopez de Faria was 
with 40 Men ; they attacked his Works and 
were repulfed with fiich lofs, that they de* 
lifted and went on. This Aaion coft Lopa 
his Life, being mortally wounded, whereof 
he died at Damam . D. James de Noronht 
marched after the Enemy, and found them 
in the Country of Vayptm , being 600 Hone 
and 1000Foot} with him were iyooLthe 
former, and ;yo of the latter. He fell oo 
with fuch Fury , that 60 of the Enemy fell 
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*(■ firft Charge, and after a (harp Dilute 
ihey all fled , leaving him many Priloners, 
their Women, Mony, Baggage,Horres,Arms 
and Ammunition , with which he returned 
triumphant to Damam, notwithstanding the 
Enemy rallying attacked him in the Rear; 
but at laft fled to lament his Lofs in the 
Woods,whilft it was celebrated in the Town. 

8. Cbriftother Pereyra Homtm failing for 
Ethiopia witn three Veflels,only to (et afhoar 
there B.Fulgent tus, a Jefuit, lent by the Vice- 
Roy to the Bifhop with lbme Church-ltuff, 
near Arauico met Cafar his four Gallies, and 
with difficulty efcaped them. But the Ad¬ 
mirals Galley coming up fometime after, the 
Fight could not be avoided, and Pereyra 
boarding her with 30 Men, the Turks who 
were 150 killed every Man of them. The 
other two Veflels leaving himinthedang^ 
got to Goa , where Vincent Carvado and Rock 
hnheyro were put in Gaol for their Cowar¬ 
dice; for had they done their Duty, Cafar 
hid been taken. 

9. KFulgentim was taken, and afterwards 
ranfomed; the loli of him and jwhat he 
carried, was lamented by the Portugueles in 
Ethiopia . Adornos Sagad (ucceeded tbeEnir 
perour that died, and defeated many Rebels, 
in which ViAory the Portuguefes had a con- 
(iderable (hare. TheTurkifti Bafla returning 
with a greater Power, defeated Sagad with 
the affiftaqpe of fome Portuguefes j for they 
can be Turks when they pleale. This was 
the caufe that Emperour never after trulted. 
them. 


10 .Bif- 
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10. Bifminaitjue.Lord of the Pearl-Fifteiy, 
feeing thofe of Tunicate would pay no gre«. 
er acknowledgment than One davs Fidiinj 
refolved to righc himfelf by force, a 
marched with loooMen, Mtlrao lead the 
the Van, doing much harm. D. Duam i 
Menefes after feveral Skirmifhes killed him, 
and flopped the current of his Men, till the 
ufelefs People, as Aged Men, Women and 
Children, with the beft of their Goods, got 
off in a Ship, where they fuffered much 
Hunger, and luch Thirft that they drank 
their own Water. The Commander of the 
Fort, Emanuel Rodrigues Coutinbo , Charged a 
Body of thole that Melrao had Commanded, 
and did good Execution * but Bifmmiyt 
coming up with his Army , D. Duarte was 
forced to retire to his Ship, and Coutsnbo to 
another, where he was taken with all his 
Men, and after ranlomed. The Enemy en- 

tred and plundered the Town. 

11. Four Ships arrived now in India % of 
fix that failed from Lisbon: In them went 
the firft Archbifhop of Goa % and the firit 
Inquifieors, fent to lupprefi the Jews. One 
of the fix Ships was forced back to Lism 
Another Commanded by Ruy de Afc/o , was 
drove to Brajsle 9 and thence iet out again lo 
unfuccefsfully, that fhe was loft beyond the 
Cape of Good Hope. The Men got afhoar, 
and part of them Coalted along in the Long' 
Boat and two Barques they made , the rclt 
marched along in fight of them ? till they 
took three little Ships which held them, all, 
and fo went up a River in the King oi 

Menan- 
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Menancbabos Country. Their negle&, and 
the Beauty of D.FranciJca Sardina f Wife to 
James Pereyra de Vafconcelos , gave courage 
and opportunity to thofe Barbarians to 
allault them , and fteal her. They fell on 
our Men on a fudden and killed 6o,carrying 
away this Portugues He lien or Proferpine. The 
reft arrived in India. 

12. The late Governour Francis Earreto 
put to Sea the third titoe, and arrived fafe 
at Lisbon with D. Luis Fernandez, de Vafcon - 
celts 9 who had before loft his Ship. The 
Kings of Cochim and Cananor were now at 
War, and the Portuguefes intermedled nor, 
becaufe they were both Subjects to Portugal ; 
in the end he of Cocbim had the better. 

Thofe of Crargancr committing ibene Out* 
rages, John Pereyra chaftized artd reduced 
them. * . ... .< 

13. The Vice-Roy was now preparing to 
make War upon the King of jafahatapan, 
and Lord of the Ifland Monar 9 becaufe he 
perieciited the Chriftians, and had ufi*rped 
that Crown from his Brother, who fled to 
Goa , and was Baptized by the Name of AU 
fmfo. He Landed near the City Jafanapa^ 
tan 1 with noo Men, forcing the Prince to 
retire, who with 2000 oppoled him. The 
Portiigefes entred at a large Street in which 
were fome Pieces of Cannon,which killed N. 
Sardina , Enfign to Luis de Melo. John PeJJoa 
took up the Colours, and marched up to the 
Canon. Luis de Melo and D.Pbilsp de Menefes 
were both Wounded. 


14. The 
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ii The Vice Roy came on, and fix or 
feven Msn were killed about him. The 
Prince coming down another Street made 
feme refiftance , but to no eSeft. N,ght 
coming on the King retired to his Palace, 
and not thinking himfelf fife there, fee fire 
to it and withdrew to a Fort a League: off 
Thus the Vice-Roy was left pofleffed of 
that beautiful City.. He marched after the 
King, who thinking that Fort too weak, was 
fled farther off. D.Contiantin took poffeflion 
of it, and fent feveral parties to pur ue the 
King , the firft of them Commanded by 
Luis Jc Melo , the Ms of thofe timet 
They pUrlued him till he cried for Mercy j 
and to purchafe an Accommodation, offered 
to reftore the Treafure taken from T,M 
Tan Jar, and his Mother-in- Law, Wife to the 
King of Cota , to pay an Acknowledgment 
to the Crown of Formal, and give up the 
Jfland Matiar. The Vice-Roy accepted the 

Conditions, confidering how difficult it was 
wholly t<*d6privehiaiof that Crown, and 
radio re it to his BtPther>though he hau never 

fo much right. , . 

if. Fortune is as quick in over-turning, 
as blowing her Favours. Whilft theiQondi- 
tipns wereiOutting iaelution* the Natives 
falling upon thePonuguefo, who wasp*

VicerRoy \efcaped narrowly apd got AW™ 
the Fleet / whence he feat J>,Antwy Je w 
Tonha with 400 Men to relieve the Fprt, 
where Ferdinand de Soufa was,and had k 
many of the Natives in defence of^r. 
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They two being joyned made themfelves 
way and marched to the Shoar, carrying 
all that was in the Fort* and killing all that 
oppofed them. The Vice-Roy thus fucceC 
ful at firft, and afterwards unfortunate, fee 
Sail, carrying with him the Prince , given 
as an Hoftage for performance of the Ar¬ 
ticles of Peace. He failed to the Ifland 
Manar y where he built a Fort, and tranflated 
thither the Inhabitants of Punicale , to re¬ 
deem them from the Tyranny of that 
Nayque who would fleece them. Emanuel 
todriguez, Coutinbo was left to Command 
there, and with him fome Francifcans and 
Jefuits, all fatisfied with the equal diftribu- 
tiofi the Vice-Roy made of all things. Then 
he fent Baltbafar Guedez, de Soufa to Com¬ 
mand in chief in Ceylon, and with him the 
King of C<tfj,his Grandmother and Kindred, 
whom the King of Jafanatapan had deli¬ 
vered to him, being one of the Conditions 
of that unfortunate Treaty. 


CHAP. XVI. 

The End of the Government of the Vice* 
Roy D. Conftantin. 

i. A Mong the Treafure lately taken 
XI from the King of Jafanatapan, 
#as an Idol adored throughout all the 
Coaft of Afia, and fo highly efteemed by all 
thofe Princes, particularly the King of Pegu, 

that 
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that he every year lent EmbafTadoure with 
rich Prefents, to get a Prim of it.

The King in requital made mucli or the 
Beall while it lived, and after its death 
erected Altars to it: Others are of Opinion, 
it was a Mans, not a Monkeys Tooth, and 
perhaps the Man had the lame Employ as 
the Monkey; for all was no 'better than 
Pimping, a great Hep to. Preferment with 
Princes. However it was, the King of Pjji 
hearing our Vice-Roy had the Tooth, feat 
to offer him 300000 Ducats for jt, and it 
was not doubted his Zeal would extend 
to give a Million, if the Bargain were well 
drove. Moft of the Portuguefes were for 
taking the Mony, and feme wifhed they 
might be employed in carrying the Tooth 
to Pegu, not doubting but they fhould gather 
a Trealure by (hewing it by the way. 

1. The Vice-Roy doubtful whether he 
fliould accept, or reject the Offer , flnd.to 
throw the blame of either Re&luth® 
from himfelf, had a meeting of tne

The Government of the Vice-Roy D.F tan- 
cis Coutinho, Count de Redondo, from 
the Tear 1561, till 1564, in the Reign 
of King SEBASTIAN. 

i.TN the beginning oi September tevnetj ij«i• 
I at Goa D-Francn Coutmbo , Count de 
I'tndo, no lefs known for his wktySayings, 

than his AAions in Peace and War. He 
brought five Ships, and failed from Lisbon 
the beginning of the Year. The Count 
having lent Commanders to feyeral Forts, 
diipatched fiv* Ships for Portugal » 
which went D.C onfiantw. Next he lent D. 

Francis Mafcarenbas with 650 Men in 23 
Ships, to feek out Cof.r’s Gallies that were 
abroad a pilfering ; but he miffing of hem 
through negied, returned to the Coaftot 
Malabar , where he fecured the Tiding 
Ships forthe term of three Months,and then 

went into Port. _ r „ - 

In February the Vice-Roy fent George 
de Mottra with three Galleons , and feme 

finall Veffels, to fecure our Ships that were 

to come from Ormuz, agatnft Cafar s Gallies. 

On the Coaft of Caxem he met a Ship ot 
Achemoi great lftength and value , it car¬ 
ried too fighting Men and 50 Pieces ot 
Brals Cannon. Towards Night Peter Lopez, 
ie Kebelo flood up with and boarded her, 
whereupon enfued a bloody tighc l^e 
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Enemy fired the Galleon, and Antony Cabrd 
coming up in the Night with another, think¬ 
ing it was the Ship, attacks the Galleon, 
Perceiving his Miftake he drew off, and the 
Ship taking fire both were inevitably, loft' 
Cabral faved Rebelo and his Men. Of the 
Enemy only a few efcaped in the Long- 
Boat. Moura was coming on with the reft 
of the Ships, when difcovering a Sail he 
gave it chafe, but in vain. He cruized there 
lome time and faw leveral Ships , but could 
not fetch up any. 

3. In September arrived in India 6 Ships from 
Portugal, with 3000 Land-men. The Vice- 
Roy was preparing to fet out for the Sea of 
Calicut , whilft Cide Meriam was marching 
to befiege Dam am with 800 Horfe add 
1000 Foot, alter doing much harm in the 
Neighbouring Villages. Our Men went 01ft 
to meet them, a Dominican carrying a Cruel- 
fix before them ; at the firff Charge fevertl 
of our Men fell, and among them the 
Dominican ; a Souldier took up the Crucifix 
and marched before dll a Ball broke the 
Arm of it, which much ftirred up our Men 
to revenge. In the heat of the A&ion die 
appears, calling w^on Garcia Rodriguez,vi\\o 
fpurring his Horfe met, and with a itroak 
of his Lance demounted him; but Garcia 
fell too, and Meriam recovering came at him 
with his Cimiter ; Garcia embraces him 
faft, and fo they ltrugled till one of our 
Souldiers run Meriam through with a Pike. 
Our Captain mounted again, and running 
into the thickeft of the Enemy , they were 
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difordered and fled; many were killed, many 
taken, and a confiderable Booty. 

4. About the beginning of December the 
Vice-Roy let out of Goa with 140 Sail , in 
which number were ten very large Galhes; 
in this Fleet were 4000 Men. All this Pre¬ 
paration was only to meet Z«»wr» .and 
Swear to the Peace already concluded. They 
net at Ttraccle , the ViceRoy walking 
through a Lane made by his 4000 Men, 
and the King through another ot 4 *jgo®- 
After the ufual Ceremonies the Angles 
were read, and then fworn to by each after 

his own manner. < _ 

r. The Count returning to Cocbm , an- 
patched the Ships for Portugal , which ar¬ 
rived fafe, except one that was never heaid 
of.

The 
other Iflands alio lent a Fleet, and joyning 
with thole that were in Arms, killed many 
of the Chriftians newly converted by Sr. 
Francis Xaverm . One of thefe called £• 
manuel , gathering a Number, put a flop to 
this Current, till Henry de Sd joyning they 
totally defeated all thole Enemies, with a 
great flaughter of them. Then Sd took in 
hand the punilhing the Rebels,among which 
were two Infamous Portugueles , who had 
laid the muzzles of their Mulquets to Em * 
nyej 9 becaufe he defended the New Chrifti¬ 
ans ; that it may appear, there are many 
New Chriftians better than the Old. Peace 
being letled, the Spiritual Conqueft was car¬ 
ried on. 

7. In Ceylon Madune , always aiming to 
deprive his Brother, the King of Cota , of his 
Kingdom, kept his Son Raju in the Field 
with a good Force. Raju with ^oopo Men 
befieges the Fort of Columbo , Commanded 
by Baltafar Guedez, de Soufa. He battered it 
leveral days with great Fury, but found fuch 
oppolition he was forced to draw off, and 

marched 
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marched to the City Cota, two Leagues 
diftant, not doubting to carry it, having 
been reinforced and believ.ng the Porm- 
imefes were not in condition to Relieve it. 
Yet Baltalar Guedez, was there as foon as he 
with 400 Men. The City was befieged, 
and the Attacks carried on vigoroufly, and 
backed with Elephants. Many Portuguefes 
were here leen fight with thofe Beafts lingle, 
and with many Wounds drive them back 

upon their own Men. ~ 

8. Though bravely defended, the Town 

was in great danger by reafon of the Ene- 
mies great number , had not James Je Melo 
C out mho. Commander of Manor, corns op¬ 
portunely with 400 Men and Provifions.

The 
King repaired his Works , and re¬ 

turned to his Command, leaving the Men

9. This Year failed from Ltsbqn tour 

Ships, one of them was forced back, three 
arrived at Goa , one whereof funk there. 
The Vice-Roy lent D. Francis de Majcarenbas 
to Cananor with fifteen Sail , we being then 
at War with that King. Offm Ofaz, de 
Menefes ftaid behind with htl Ship j in 
which were forty tried Souldiers. He met 
three Parao’s of Mtlahars , and could not 
with Honour avoid diem i fo making up to 
the formoft layed it- aboard ', and killing 
moft of the Moors, had taken it, but that 
the other two coming up forced our Men ^to 
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defend their own Ship, and though they 
behaved themlelves with great bravery .were 
by the multitude of Enemies drove into the 
Poop, whence breaking out again they 
cleared their Decks, killing 6o Moors: 
They parted, and Diaz purfued his Voy- 
age. 

io. The Viceroy difpatched two Shifs 
for Portugal , which after a dangerous Voy¬ 
age arrived fafe. Hearing what had hapned, 
Hierom Diaz, with the Malabars, who conti¬ 
nued their Piracies contrary to the Peace fo 
lately (worn, he complained to Zamori. He 
Anfwered coldly, becaufe his Intentions 
were never fincere , That thofe were feme fa* 
heli s and whofoever met them might funtjh thm , 
The Count meditating Revenge, heard a. 
bove 80 Veffels of Malabars were failing 
for Calicut ; thefe he refolved to deftroy, 
and if Zamori complained, (to Anfwer after 
this manner, That they were feme Rebels htl 
dome tty whoever took might punijh them . To 
this he lent Dominick de Mejquita , a Man of 
Valour and no nice Confcience, as was re¬ 
quisite for tfuch an A&ion, with 120 Men 
in three Ships. He cruiled upon the Coaft 
of Carapatan, and took by two and three at 
a time twenty four Sail. The Veffels he 
funk, fome of the Men he beheaded, others 
he fevved up in their Sails and threw them 
into the Sea. Above 2000 died after this 
manner, fo that all the Coaft of Malabar 
was filled with Cries for the lofs of Friends 
and Goods. This A&ion foori after produ¬ 
ced a very tedious War, . 

11.This 
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11 This was the Vice-Roys laftAftion, 
and fcarce came to his knowledge ; for he 
died very fuddenly about the end of Fe- 
kuan His Death was lamented , becauie 
he was beloved. He was neither Prodigal, 
nor Covetous, a great lover of Juftice , and 
fo happy in witty Expreffions, that all plea- 
fane Sayings were Fathered upon him. His 
Countenance was jovial, his Eyes, lively. 

In the number of Vice-Roys he was thejtf, 
and 2-1 th of Governours, and held it 
two ms and five Months; the third of the 
Nam”rft of the Sirname, and fecond that 
had the Title of Count, for DVa'co de Gama 
wasthefirft. _ _ r .

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CHAP. XVHL 

The Government of John de Mendoza, 
for fix Months of the Tear 1564, h 
/te/g# 0/ A r i#g S E BASTI AN. 

1. X Ohn de Mendoza , late CommaiJer of 
J Malaca, fucceeded- the Vice-RHPvith 
the Title of Governour. As loon aSnb had 
taken the Sword, there came to him Em- 
baffadours from Zamort , complaining of the 
Harm Dominick de Mejquita had done the 
beginning of the year to his Subjects 7 con¬ 
trary to the Peace fo folemnly fworn. The 
Governour anlwered as the Count defigned 
to have done ; That it was perhaps fotne For - 
tugues who was in Rebellion ; that they might 
f unify him if taken , and be would do the (am. 
The Em baffadours had nothing to fay ; bat 
before their departure came in Dominick de 
Mefquita , and the Governour (not to cariy 
on the Shew too far) caufed him in their 
prefence to be apprehended. As loon as 
their backs were turned he releafed, and 
rewarded him as his good Service de- 
lerved. 

2. A Woman of a bold Spirit, and 01

1. It being now the beginning oftep- 
mber, the Ships arrived from Portugal , in 
which went the Vice-Roy D. Antony de No- 
rm ba, to whom the Governour delivered 
die Sword, and went out of India poor, after 
bearing honourable and advantagious *-m- 
payments. He was the rub Governour 
and held it half a year, was the fecond of 
the Name, and firft of the Sirname.

This was a falfe Invention of the Moors, 
for there were fevcral Sovereign Princes in 
Malabar 500 years before the Birth of 
Chrift. Malabar lies between the Points ot 
Ctnanor and Cape Comori, 1 Lea S“ es I ,n 
length, and about 15 in breadth up die^n- 
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land, expiring at the Foot of a Mountain 
that runs through all that length. The 
chief Sovereignties therein are Canamr , 
Tanor , Moringue , Cranganor , Parum 9 Mungate , 
Repeltm, Cocbim , Piamper 9 Pimienta 9 Turun- 
gufe, MaturtCy Porca , Marta, Pitimene , Cak- 
coulam , Coulam , Changernate , Gundra and 
Travancor. 

5. The differences that often arofe be¬ 
tween thefe Sovereigns, obliged them to 
chufe an Arbitrator, who was to be but of 
indifferent Fortune, to prevent his growing 
too powerful; and the Office was not to be 
hereditary, but he always chofe by confent 
of thofe Princes. This Arbitrator they cal. 
led Xara Perimal , and appointed his reh- 
dence to be in the City Calicut ; lb ancient 
is this Employment. The great concourfe 
of Merchants from all parts to that City, 
caufed it in time to rife to an Empire, 
though fiich care had been taken to prevent 
it. This Dignity of Emperour (which is 
fignified by the word Zamori) continued dll 
the Year of Grace 347, according to the 
Records of Calicut ; but according to thofe 
of Cocbim , till 588. Whenfoever it was, 
Xara Perimal then Reigned , who died with 
the Cares of a Crown, and haying fome 
knowledge of the Evangelical jDo&rin , as 
being a great Favourer of the Chriftips 
of S t.Thomas > inhabiting at Cranganor , be 
refblved to end his days at Mehapor, ferviijg 
in that Church. By Confent of all his 
Princes he refigned the Crown to Manucbem 
Herari his Page , eftcemed worthy and able 

to 
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to Govern $ 4 * Empire. Perimal died at 
Meliapor J ljMlh is thought one of thofe 
Bodies found with the Apoftles was his. 
Since his time till now have been above 
11 o Zamories, of whole Names we do not 
make a Catalogue, becaufe they are all 
called Manucbem and Zamori , in memory 
of that tirfl Succeflor of Perimal, Another 
Relation fays; This Perimal was one of the 
three Kings that went to adore our Saviour, 
new Born at Bethlehem , arid perhaps that 
might be the Reaion of his following the 
Apoftle St.Tbomaf. Jn an anoint Manu- 
fcript of two hundred years ftanding, l have 
found what follows: Melchior was King of 
Nubia and Arabia ; Balt afar , of Goli and 
Saba; Gafpar , of Tharjis, Infula , and Grifola , 
where the Body of St.Tbomas lies , and they 
were afterwards by him made Sifhops, and 
fuffered Martyrdom with him. 

6 . In this Empire ('fo in all the Kingdoms 
of it) the Sons do not Inherit, but the Ne¬ 
phews born of Sifters, by reafon of the ill 
conceit they have of the Mothers, believing 
this way they fecure the Royal Defcent. 
The Princefles that bring forth thefe Heirs, 
get them in this manner: The Princefi is 
Married to a Neighbouring Prince , who 
leaves her untouched ; a Nayre of the Fa¬ 
mily of Naburiiy deftined for this Employ, 
gets her Maidenhead, and then departs, ne¬ 
ver more to be feen in the Country upon 
Pmn of peath. The Princefs afterwards 
<wofes others among the Nahums , of 
whom fhe makes ufe till fte has Conceived 

(P) She 
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She has liberty to choofe among them all,but 
none of them can court her upon pain of 
Death. The Nayres are very poor , few of 
them can maintain a Wife; and he that can, 
need not fear another corrupting of her. 
For this Reai'on three or four of them joyn 
to maintain a Woman, and that is their 
manner of Marriage: When one goes to 
the Wife, he leaves his Buckler at the Door, 
which is a (ign one is within 5 and if ano¬ 
ther comes, he muft ftay. The Kingdom 
of Cochin was fubjed to this Empire, though 
without paying Tribute, and made free by 
the Portugueies in requital, for the fidelity 
of the King Uniramacoul , who Reigned 
when we firft di(covered Indian and expofed 
himfelf to utter danger of being ruined, 
rather than deliver up the Portugueies to 
Zjamoru King Emanuel lent him a Crown 
of Gold by the Vice-Roy D.Francis de Al 
weyda , which he received, (ubmitting him¬ 
felf as a Subje# to Portugal , Without any 
other acknowledgment; but is yearly pre¬ 
sented with two pieces of Gold; the one 
4 Porcugues, being a Coin worth 18 Ducats, 
pn the ifi of January > the other on the 
day of the Epiphany , is a Cup worth 640, 
Thus much of the Empire of Malabar . 

7. As to Meliapoy, for what relates to the 
Apoftle: It is the received Opinion he was 
killed at Antepodur , a Mountain a League 
diftanc from the Town, where he had two 
Caves, whither he retired to Pray* The 
neareft now belongs to the Jefiuts* the otpf 
the Church of our Lady of the MotA 
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He being one day at Prayer in the former, 
onpofite to * Clift that gave Light to it, one 
of the BranMns, who was watching, thruft 
a Lance through that Hole in fuch manner, 
that a piece of it remaining in his Body, he 
went to the other Cave, and there died, 
embracing a Stone on which a Croft was 
carved. Hence his Dilciples removed and 
Buried him in his Church, where he was 
found by Emanuel de Faria , or Friar,, and the 
Prieft Antony PenteaJo, lent thither on pur- 
pofe by King Emanuel. 

8 . in the Year JJ 47 * being about to re¬ 
pair that Oratory whefe the Apoftle died, 
digging they found a Stone, which feemsto 
be the fame he held then. It is about a 
yard long, and three quarters wide, the 
Colour grey , with lbme red fpots. In the 
middle of it is carved a Portal round at the 
Top, with Letters between the two Borders; 
within two Banifters, rather than Pillars; 
being turned, on which are two twilled 
Figures, like Dogs fitting, from whole Necks 
riles a graceful Arch of five Borders, and 
between every two are knots like Beads. 

In the hollow of this Door is a Pedefta! of 
two Steps, from the uppermoft of which 
rifes a Branch on each fide, and over them, 
as it were in the Air, is a Crois, the ends 
of it like to that of the Military Order of 
Alcantara , as the Hiftory relates, but the 
Print (hews them like three half Mogns, 
the Convex fides outwards, and the Pomes 
meeting, as commonly we fee in many 
ancient Churches in Europe . Over all is a 
(Pa) Dav$ 
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Dove flying, as it were defending to touch 
the Crofi with its Beak. Thejf^fe ancient 
Pillars in the Eaft with Doves after this man* 
ner.One preferved in the Pagod of Negapatan 
has carved on it a Cock, a Rope and a Can¬ 
dle. There is a Tradition, it came of it felf 
to thole parts by Sea,with a Candle burning. 

o. The Chappel being repaired, or beauti¬ 
fied in theYear i yy i ,the Stone was lolemnly 
fee up in it, and at the time the Prieft pro¬ 
nounced thole words of the Golpel; Mijj'vs 
efi Angelas Gabriel, &c. it began to change 
colour, and became black and lhining, then 
fweating turned to its own colour, plainly 
difeovering thefpotsof Blood Which before 
were oblcure. The Letters about it could 
not be underftood till the Year 1561; a 
Learned Bramen falu, they were 36 Hiero- 
glypliicks, every one containing a Sentence 
and were to this effed : * In the time of 

* the Son of Sagad the Gentile, who Reign- 

* ed 30 years, came upon Earth one only 
‘GOD, and was Incarnate in the Womb 
1 of a Virgin: He aboliflied the Law of 

* the Jews t whom he punilhed for the Sifts 
‘ of Men y after he had been in the World 
*33 years, and taught Twelve Servants the 

* Truth he preached. A King of Three 

* Crowns, Cberalacone , Jndalacone , Cufpandiad j 

* a °d King Alexander of the Kingdom Erti- 

* nabarad , with Catherine his Daughter, and 
4 many Virgins and fix Families, voluntarily 
4 followed the Law of Thomas , becaule it 
4 was the Law of Truth;, and he gave them 

* the Sign of the Crofi to adore. Going up 
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«to the place of Antenodur , a Bramen run 
«him through with a Lance , and he em¬ 
braced this Crofi , which wte Rained with 

* his Blood, and his Difciples Carried him tp 
' Maiale , and Buried him in his Church 
t ^ith the Lance in his Body. And beeatrfe 
< We the above-named Kings faw this 9 we 
t carved thele Letters hens. Hence, bedde* 
the Story, is gathered, That! Maialt was the - 
ancient Name of the City Meliapor, now 
called St. Thomas. This; Stone afterward? 
fweated fbmetimes: Till the Year 

was a good Omten; fmee then a bad one. 

jo. In the time of the Prieft Feqtedjfy 
were alfo found three BrafiPlates about' a 
Span long, and half as broad, inlhapelike 
a Scutcheon, on the top a Ring. On the 

one fide was a Crofi and Peacock, % he 
ancient Arms of Meliafor ; on the other. 
Characters which were explained by another 
Learned BramenL The firft part was Titles 
ol the King ; * Boca Raja , Son of Campula 

* Raja , and GrSfidlon of Atela Raja. He 

* begins confefling, One God without begin¬ 
ning , Maker of all things. And lays of 
himielf, * That he is as Great a Gentleman 
‘as the Beaft;Ci*j^» , and as one of the 
‘ five Kings whip cbnquered 99: That he is 

* as ftrong as one of the eight Elephants 
‘that the World! ftaiid^he 

* Conquered the 
‘and Canara , cutting 

‘with his Sword. The other^Ptfe^S con¬ 
tained Grants of Lands to 'Sr. Ttomas , di- 
reded to hirafelf, and calling him Abidarra 

MMiar, 
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MocUUar. Whence may be gathered, thefc 
Princes Reigned at the time that Chrift 
fcffcred. One of them begins thus: ‘After 
‘the Year 1259, in the firft Year called 
‘ lean ana Kachan , on the i xth day of the 
‘New Moon of the good Year, I give in 

* Alms to the Saint Abidarra Modeliar , & c . 
Thus Another: ‘This is a Token of Alms* 
‘ deeds to purchafe r aradice, and all Kings 
‘ that perform them (hall obtain much 
‘more, and he that dilannuls them fhall be 
f 160000 years with the Worms in Hell,&c. 

11. It has always been controverted, 
which way St.Thomas came into India, The 
Heathen Hiftory fays, ‘ That St.Tbomas and 

• St. Tbaddeus being in Mefopotamia , they 
‘ parted at the City EdeJJd ; and the former 

• failing with fome Merchants came to the 

* Ifland Zocotora , and after Converting the 

* People, palled to Mogodover Pat an a , a City 
•of Parti in Malabar, whzrQ he built a Church. 

• The King keeping there the Wedding of 
«his Son, fome Jewilh Women came to fing, 
‘ and their Mufick was Texts of Scripture, 
‘many of them fulfilled by the Life and 

* Death of our Saviour. St. Thomas being 

• prefent, was fo rapt, hearing thole Prophc* 
1 cies from them People, that a Heathen 
‘ obferving it gave him a Box on the Ear. 
•Soonafter going to fetch Water, a Tiger 
‘ bit off hisHand. He came running to tell 
4 his Misfortune, and after him a Dog with 
‘ the Hand in his Mouth. The Apoftle took, 
‘andlet it on again, fo that no Mark rc- 
‘ mained. Then He went to C*//otf,and con¬ 
certed 
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< verted Xa Perimal . There is an Account, 
That he went to the Mogol’s Country,where 
Cbefetrigal then Reigned, and after being in 
China returned to India , vifiting the Province 
of Tibet, and fetled at Meliapor , where he 

el \i. In the Year 800 arrived at Mogodovtr , 
or Vatana , a rich Chriftian Armenian , called 
Thomas Canamus, who with his Company pre- 
fented himfelf to the King: He received him 
with Kmdnefs,and loon after won by hisPre- 
lents, gave him the Lands of Cranganor and 
City Tatana , where there was fcarce any 
Footftepsof St.Tbomas his Church. On thole 
Foundations he built another; another at 
Cranganor by the name of St.Tbomas , now 
(landing within our Fort ; another of our 
Lady, and another of S t,Cirtacus, Thefe be¬ 
ing the Works of Thomas Cananeus , made 
them erronioufly be believed the Apoftles. 
Afterwards were found other Plates contain- 
ingGrants of Lands to the Difciples and Suc- 
cefforsof the Apoftles. 

12. It may reafonably be believed , that 
Pagod where Gama entred, as he went from 
Calicut to Zamorie’s Palace, was of this Foun¬ 
dation, becauie the Image of our Lady was 
there called Mary by the Heathens, and it 
being believed one of the three Kings that 
went to Bethlehem was of Malabar . The 
Heathens yearly celebrate a Feaft to St. Tbo- 
flw,to preferve their Ships; becaufe formerly 
many of them ufed to be Caft-away failing 
to Parvi.

for India, The Governor was Lope Soarez, 
it Albergaria, the Fleet con lifted of thirteen 
Ships, and in them fifteen hundred fighting 
Men, many Gentlemen by Birth, moft 
fich by their Aftions. Among them was 
Duarte Gaham , a Perfon of Learning, Au« 
dfority an d Judgment, who .went Embaffa-

fomefor him, (ome for the Church. Tl*,, 
Governor being arnved at Cocbm, by h»

Jk.whotook Charge of the D,(patch 
of the homeward bo nd trading Ships, .

time the Gentlemen had followed the 
Didates of true Honor , efteem.ng | 
their Arms the greateft Riches; from this 
time forwards they fo wholly gave up them-.'

nor was a' Scandal, and Reputation a Re¬ 
proach- Left Soarez, entred upon the Go- 
vernment. He vifited the Forts, placed in; 
them new Captains, gave out Orders and 
fuch other Affairs of Imall moment, which 
rather ferve to fill Paper than increale the:

2. This year failed from lubtm hve Snips 
under the Command of John de Silvern, \ 
three of them arrived in India , the other 
two were loft on the Sands of St. Lazar*. 
The Governor prepared, according to the 
King’s Order, for the Red Sea ; and being 
informed, that the Soldan was fitting out a 
great Fieet at Suez,, he (ailed in learch there¬ 
of from Goa, on the eighth of February, With 
twenty (even Sail ot le/eral forts and Sizes. 
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In this Fleet were twelve hundred Portugue- 
f eS) eight hundred Malabar Soldiers, and 
eight hundred Seamen of the fame Na¬ 
tion. He arrived before the City Aden , the 
Commander whereof Miramirz^an, finding 
himfelf defencelefs, by reafon a piece of the 
Wall was beaten down by Raez, Saliman, 
Admiral of the Suez, Fleet, Lope Scares 
Went in fearch of, he made a Virtue of Ne- 
ceffity, and offered the Keys to Lope Soared 
affirming he would have done the fame to 
Albuquerque, had not he begun by Ads of 
Hoftility. Lcpe Soarez, pleafed with this 
Flattery, trufted to him, and took not pof 
feffion of the City , but went away in 
fearch of Raez, Soliman , thinking firft to 
find out him, and then take the City; 
and neither did he take Aden at his return, 
nor meet Soliman as he went. He went up 
the Red Sea, in queft of Solyman , but with 
bad Fortune; for £>’ Alvaro de Caftro was 
loft with forty Men through Covetoufnels; 
for having taken fome .Veflels, he fo over¬ 
loaded his own with the Goods, that it funk 
down to rights. Other Ships fuftairied 
much, damage. Hearing that Solyman was 
drove by ft refs of Weather to Joda , and had 
no Defence, herefolved to fail thither. 

$.• Joda ( or as the Arabs call it ) Gidda , 
is'leated in Arabia Felix in twenty one De¬ 
grees and half of North Latitude, in a mcft 
barren Soil, being all a deep Sand, it was a 
Colony of Moors, who attended more to 
Trade, than Delight. The Buildings are 
good, but not die Harbour; the Inhabi- 
P z tarns 
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tants of two forts, the native Arabs, and 
foreign Merchants. The Town was fora, 
fiedby Mir Hozem, after he was defeated 
bv D.Francifco de Almey da /for his ownSe- 
curity, being afraid to return to the Soldan, ! 
but upon pretence of the Defence of the ] 
Sepulchre of Mahomet and his Prince. When 
Hoztrn was bufiein this Work, came to the 

Soldan Raez, Solyman, a „ Pa> 

rentage, but a powerful and bold Pyrate, 
born mthelfland Mitylene of the Arcfnpelm. 
He offered himfelf to command the Fleet 
of twentv feven Sail, that was preparing at 
Suez to fall upon Aden, an employ Mir 
Hozem had fet his Heart upon. The old 
Servant was laid afide, and the Stranger re- 
ceived. The punilhment of. this I neon- 
/fancy foon fell upon Jod». For Solyman 
after repairing the Loft fuftained at Aim 
( where many of his Men were killed ) and 
taking a great Booty in the City ZtM, 
returned to Gidda, where he flew Mdr Ha- 
z,em, and then delivered the City to they 
Turk, who not long before had killed the 
Soldan in Battel. This was the occahon 
that Lope Soarez found Solyman at Gidda. 

4. The Port being dangerous, Lope Soarez 
anchored a League from the City, in which 
there was fo good Cannon, that thieeor 
four Peices reached the Ships at that di- 
fiance. There came a Meffenger from So¬ 
lyman, offering a pi ivate Combat between 
Man and Man, or as Wes fhould propole. 
The Challenge was received by Gajpar at 
Silva , and D. Antonio de Metre fes, but the 

Governor 
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Governor would not permit, faying;he 
would anfwer alhore.. He founded a Chan¬ 
nel that goes up to the City, which was 
terrified by the firing of a Galeon. Soly¬ 
man appeafed the Tumult, and appeared 
with forift Men without the Walls, whillt 
multitudes appeared on them , filling the 
Air with loud Cries. Lope Soared delayed 
the landing two days, till his.Men began to 
complain of the delay. He appealed them 
by (hewing his Inftru&ions, wherein he 
was ordered to fight the Fleet, which he 
could not com p a Is, not to attack that CDity 
where there might be much danger and lit¬ 
tle profit. Tho Votes differed, it was re¬ 
folded in Council to defiff He retired to 
the ifland Camaran , whence he fent fome to 
feveral parts of that Sea. Here died Duarte 
Galvam, a ftudious and ingenious Man, 
who had been Embaflador in feveral parts 
of Europe , and was going now in the fame 
quality, being above feventy years of Age, 
to Prefier John. At his death he faid, that 
his Son George Galvam and all his Men were 
caftaway in their Veffel, and that in the 
Ifland of Dalaca they had cut off the Heads 
of Laurence de Cofme and others that weie 
fent thither. It being impoflible this News 
could be brought to the IIland where he 
died, yet was afterwards found true. 

5. After fuffering much through Famine, 
whereof fome Men died, and loling feven- 
teen Portuguefes , taken by the Moors , and 
carried to Gidda, Lope Soarez, fet fail, and 
appeared before the City Zeyla , on the 
J> 3 Mouth 
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Mouth of the Red Sea , and the African 
Shoar, called by Ptolomy, Emporiums Avalit^ 
being the great Market of rhofe parts. The 
Town was eafily taken, being unprovided, 
and burnt, and theh the Fleet be^itscourfe 
to Aden. 

6 . Here Soarez found how much he had 
been to blame in not taking pofleflton when 
offered by Miramirzan » for he finding his 
Enemy now weaker, and the Wall repaired, 
refufed by forming Delays what afore he 
offered with hafte. Lope Soarez* fearing to 
lofe time, durft not call Miramirzan to ac¬ 
count, but fet fail, defigningto do the fame 
at the City Barbora , as he had done at Zeyla. 
But the Fleet was fcattered by Storms, 
and drove to feveral Ports, and when they 
came after to hear of one another, it was 
found above eight hundred Men had perifh- 
ed by Hunger, Sicknefs and Shipwrack. Ail 
which Misfortunes made the lofs of the 
moff: fortunate Albuquerque be the more la¬ 
mented- 

7. Whilfl thefe Difffafters attended Lope 
Soarez, another threatened the City Goa, 
where D.Gutierre de Monroy commanded. 
According to the Orders left him by Soa¬ 
rez*, (ome Ships of the Enemy were taken 
of more Value than Reputation, and with 
more Danger than Profit. One Alvaro 
Madureira , who was married in Goa, fled 
to the Enemy, and turned Moor , then was 
reconciled, and falling again, brought the 
Indians to attack our Snips, putting them in 
great danger. And becaufe Troubles fel- 

dom 
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dora come alone, it happened that.one .Fer- 
fyanio Caldera, who alfo was married there, 
iving the pun&ment of Crimes, fol¬ 
lowed the Example of Madureira, or (as 
was laid ; terrified by the Threats of D.Gu- 
lierre, whodefired hisabfence, being in love 
with his Wife. This is likely, fince there 
'was fcarce ever any. great Mifchief without 
a Woman at the end of it. Caldera went 
to (erve Ancofian, an Officer, of Hidalcan. 
J). Gutierre demanded him, becaufe hede- 
fired not his abfence that way. Ancofian 
refilled to deliver him. The other chal¬ 
lenged him, but he accepted not. De Gu. 
tierre lent one who pretending to be a De- 
ferter fhould kill Caldera , he executed it, and 
was killed upon the Body by the Moors. 
Lope Soarez arriving 0 was informed 
by V. Gutierre what had paffed, and left it 

to him take ther revenge he thought he ofc 

Ancofian, which* produced the lofs of Men 
and Reputation, and brought upon the City 
a dangerous Siege. It fell out thus 

8. As foon as D. Gutierre had this leave 
of the Governor, he prepared to put his 
Dehgns in execution, and when he thought 
time, lent out his Brother D. Fernando with 
one hundred and fifty Portuguefei, whereof 
eighty were Horfe, and a great number ot 
Canarat, againft Ancofian, At Vanda | they 
routed the Moors , who rallying, obliged 
D. Ferdmando to retire , having lolt two 
hundred Men, killed and taken, lhis 
caufed all the Country to rife in Arms a- 
gainft the Tortuguejes , and Hidalcan pre- 
** P 4 tending 
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tending the Peace was broke, to "order his 
General Safe Lari to befiege Goa . Sufo L*i 
appeared with four thoufand Horfe and 
twenrv fix thoufand Foot, and attempted 
to pals into the Ifland, but was repulled. 
Hunger began to prefs the Befieged, till 
three Ships arrived, one from Portugal, arip. 
ther from Quiloa, and another from Chin\ 
(o Lari raifed the Siege, and the former 
Peace was confirmed. 

9. The fame Misfortune attended Mala, 
fa, through the ill Government of George 
de Bnto, and Animofiries of others. The 
People fled from Malaca, becaufe of their 
tyrannical Uiage, and the King of it that 
had been prepared to recover it, fending 
before to this efTeft his General Cerilige de 
Raja, with conftderable Forces, and lome 

, Cannon. He intrenched, himfelf, and fo 

preffed the Befieged, that Had not D. Alexius 
de Metsefes come to take the. Government 
with three hundred Men, then had ended 
the Tortugues Pofleflion of Malaca ,. 

10. Anthony de Saldana arrived now in 
India with fix Ships from Portugal. In this 

15 1 7 - Fleet went one Alcacova as Surveyor of 
the Kings Revenue, with fiich a Power as 
leflened that of Lope Soarez, , and with a 
will to take it all away. There foon broke 
out the Flame of Contention between thefe 
two. Alcacova bore down by fuch as envied 
him, took revenge on himfelf by returning 
to Portugal , and on them there by caufing 
them to be called to account for their Pro^ 
ceedings, Hence began the hearing Com- 
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plaints againft the Governors and Com- 
minders of India, and hence it was that ma¬ 
ny took more care to heap Riches than 
Honor, knowing them to be a protedion 
againft all Crimes. Lope Soarez. fent D. John 
JuSiIveira to the Maldtvy Iflands, D. A- 
kxitn de Mtnefes to Malaca, Manuel de la 
Cerda-. to T>m, and Antony it Soldana with 
fix Ships, by the King’s Order to the Coaft 
of Arabia. They arrived at the City Bat- 
bora near to Zeyla, and not unlike to it, but 
much lets. It was taken without refiftance, 
the Inhabitants being ail fled. It was burnt, 
and the Fleer, without doing any thing re¬ 
markable, returned to India at fuch time as 
Lope Soarez, was (ailing for the Ifland 
Ceylon. 


CHAP. II. 

A Continuation of what was done in India 
the fame Tear 15*17, during the Go¬ 
vernment of the fame J-ope Soarez 
de Albergaria. 

i/“p H E Ifland Ceylon is oppofite to Cape 
1 Cornori , and is the Southermoft 
Land of India , within Ganges , diftant from 
the Continent fixteen Leagues, once, as 
fome imagine, join'd tbit, in length about 
eighty Leagues, and forty five in breadth. 
The Southermoft Point is in the Latitude of 
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fix degrees, the moft Northerly in about ten. 
In this Sea is a Fifhery of precious Pearls, 
The ancient Inhabitants of it called it I/* 
nare. The Per/iam and Arabs, Seradib. It 
took the Name of Ceylon f or» the Sea that 
parts it from the Continent, becaufe boing 
dangerous, and the Chmtfes having loft a 
great Fleet there, called it Chtlam, t^tisto 
lay, Danger (itfomewhat refembles%&) 
and corruptly it was called Ceylon. Thisis 
the ancient Trapobana, and not Sumatra, 
as fome have imagined. It produces ma¬ 
ny things, Cinnamon better than that of 
all other places^ Ruh;e.s, Saphires ar-d other 
precious Scones, much Pepper ana Carda- 
mum, Brafil Wood, and orher Dyes, great 
Woods of Palm-trees, the Elephants bred 
there the moft fenfible, much Cattle, has 
good Ports, and feveral Rivers of good 
Water. The Mountains are covered with 
pleafant Woods, one particularly nfing the 
fpace of (even Leagues, on the top whereof 
is a round plain of about thirty paces Dia¬ 
meter, in the Center whereof rifes a fnoorh 
Rock about fix fpans above the reft, on the 
Superficies whereof is the Print of a Mans 
Foot about two fpans in length. This Foot- 
ftep is held in great veneration,being thought 
to be of a holy Man born at Delhi, who lived 
many years on that Mountain, preaching 
to the Inhabitants the Belief of one only 
God, who afterwards'returning to his own 
Country, fenr one of hjs Teeth to the 
Kings of that Ifland, as a Token to remem¬ 
ber him, and they keep it as a where¬ 
on

many Pilgrims ’from places a thoufand 
Leagues diftan$.

He was a comly Man, very red 
hair ; he is pictured with crimlbn Breeches, 
and Doublet, and black Goat lined with 
the lame, his Armour white adorned with 
Gold. 


CHAP. III. 

. From the Tear 1518 Jell the Tear iyio, 
ending the Government of Lope Soarez 
de Albergaria, and leginning that of 
James Lopez de Sequeira, King Eraa* 
mael ft ill reigning . 

1518. i, A Bout the end of March failed from 
/"A Lisbon. jii Ships bound for .India, 
with iyoo fighting Men, all under the 

command 
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command of James Lopez de Sequeyra, to 
whom the King gave the Government of 
Mia as a reward of his good Service in A- 
(rick , his dilcovery of Malaca, and worthy 
Qualities. At the Cape of Good Hope , one 
Snip was in danger of perilling by means 
of a gi eat Filh, which running sgainft her, 
ftack the length of two fpans of a long 
Beak it has into her fide; this was after¬ 
wards found to be the Fiih called the Nee¬ 
dle. Lope Soarez prelently resigned the Go¬ 
vernment to James Lopez, and let Sail for 
Portugal with nine Ships. Sequeyra began to 
aft. D. Alonfo de Menefes was lent againft 
Baticala , beeaule it refilled to pay. John Go¬ 
mez, went for Maldivia , where he was to 
command and build a Fort. Thele things 
dilpatched at Cochin , James Lopez went a- 
way to Goa , whence he dilpatched others, 
Anthony de Saldana to the Coaft: of Ara¬ 
bia, and Simon de Andrade to China. 

i. The King of Btntam who^ had trea- 
cheroully concluded a Peace, only that 
D. Alexias Menefes and Fernan Perez might 
depart for Cochin , as foon as they were 
gone, attacked Malaca with 1500 Men, 
and many Elephants, and with 60 VelTels 
by Sea. In the City were only 200, many 
lick, and molt unprovided. But this far- 
prize cured many of their Feavers, and all 
Men running to oppofethe danger, on both 
fides there was a iharp engagement for the 
[pace of three hours with great lols to the 
Enemy, and lome on our iidc. Twenty 
days the King lay before the Town, and 

then 
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then retired having loft Men, of ours 
18 wer& killed. Then he lay to hinder 
the bringing of Provifions till the Gover- 
nour fenc relief* and the Portuguefes percei. 
ving the damage they received from the 
Fort of Muar , whence Sanfotea Raja made 
inroads, they refolved to gain it, and ac¬ 
cordingly gave the aftault, and after a vigo¬ 
rous refifian.ce entered, having killed moll 
of the Defendants, which were 800 Moon , 
and then burnt it after fecuring the fpoil, 
in which were $00 Cannons, fome of Brafs. 
Thus Malaca was for a long time delivered 
of a dangerous Enemy. 

3. The King of Bmtam ftill perfifting in his 
refolution of taking Malaca , the Inhabitants 
were reduced to great extremity, having 
but few Men, many of them fick, apd their 
* Commander Alfonfo Lopez, ready to die. He 
delivered the City irom this laft danger by 
refigning his command to Garcia de Sa , who 
was newly arrived with 60 Men. Nothing 
of note happened at this time, only that 
James Pacheco going with two Ships in 
learch of the Ifland of Gold was loft, and 
moft of his Men. 

1519. 4. Now arrived at Malaca,. Anthony Cor- 

rea s who came from the City Martavan, 
where he had been concluding a Peace 
with the King of Pegu, at the (wearing of 
the Peace a (lifted wirh the King’s Minifters, 
the Priefts of both Nations, Cathohck and 
Gentiles. The Heathen was called the 
Great Raulim , who after the Capitulations 
nude in the Golden Mine, as is the Cu.

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(lorn of thofe People were publickly read, 
big.m to read in a Book, and then taking 
(ome yellow Pape** (a colour dedicated to 
their holy ufes) with fome fweet Leaves 
of Trees, whereon were certain Characters, 
fee Fire to it all, and then taking the Hands 
of the King’s Min'.fter and holding them 
over the athes, (aid fome words, which ren¬ 
ted the Oath inviolable. Anthony Correa , 
to anfwer this Solemnity, ordered his Prieft 
to put on a Surplice and bring his Brevia¬ 
ry, which was fo tottered and torn, that ic 
was fcandalous thofe Heathens fbould fee 
how little refped was paid to our facred 
Books. Correa obfei v»ng this, ordered to 
be brought inftead of it a Book of Church- 
Mufick, which was more creditable, being 
bigger and better bound, and opening it, the 
firftVcrfe he met was.K unity of Vanities. This 
pafTed among"thofe People as well as if it 
had been the Gofpel. The Metropolis of 
this Kingdom is Ragou , corruptly called Pegu. 

On the Weft of it is the Bay of Bengala, on 
the Eaft the Kingdom of Siam , on the South^ 
that of Malaca, and on the North that of 
Arracam. The length almoft a 100 Lea¬ 
gues, and in fome places the fame bredth, 
not including its Conquefts. The Land is 
plain, well watered, and therefore fruitful,^ 
producing feveral Plants and plentiful of 
Provifions, as well of Cattle as Grain. In 
it manv Temples with multiplicity of Idols 
and much variety of Ceremonies. 1 he 
People believe them (elves to be descended 
from a Chinefe Dog and Woman, who only 

efcaping 
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efcaping from fhipwrack on that Coaft in- 
gendred, and thence they fay it is that the 
* Men are very ugly and not the Women, 
thofe taking after the Father, and thefe after 
the Mother. Sodomy being grown much in 
ufe among them, a Queen called Canon 
endeavouring to banifh it, ordered that all 
fhould wear (mall Bells on the private Parts, 
thereby to incite them to the ufe thereof 
negle&ed by that horrid vice. 

p Garcia de Sa encouraged with the re¬ 
lief brought by Anthony Correa i refolved to 
fhew himfelf to the King of Bintam. He 
fitted %o Ships, and in them *co Men, 
whereof 150 were Portuguefes, and gave the 
command of all to Anthony Correa . They 
failed to the place where the King was 
lodged, which was defended by a Fort well 
mann’d and with much Cannon. The ac- 
cefs to it was guarded by many difficult 
Pafles and VefTeJs well provided Our Men 
fell on, and the Moors flay’d not for a fe- 
cond attack, fo the Fort was taken and in 
it 20 pieces of Cannon. The King re¬ 
tired to the Town and the Portuguefes fol¬ 
lowed, and found him with xoco Men and 
fome armed Elephants. Mean while our 
Ships cleare 4 all that hindred their going 
up the River, and then landing killed ma¬ 
ny and put the reft to flight, the Town 
was firft plundered and then burnt.- The 
King flying on an Elephant, flopped not 
till lie came to the Ifland of Bintam, wherfi 
he continued long, wanting Courage and 
Neceilanes to proficute his hopes. 

6 . His 
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6. His fuccefs in the beginning of this 
War encouraged the Kings of Pacem and 

Achetn to commit fome outrages againft the ^ 

Portuguefes. Garcia de Sa being now vi<fto- V 

nous let out a Ship commanded by Ma¬ 
nuel Pacheco to take revenge of the harms 
fufhined. After fome fuccefs he fent out 
a Boat for water, rowed by Malayes with 
only five Portuguefes in it, on a hidden 
they efpied three Ships of Pacem with each 
150 Men, the Commander made up to 
them before the others, and they finding it 
importable to efcape, boarded the Ship, and 
laid about them with fuch fury that they 
foon covered the Deck with dead Bodies of 
the Enemy, the reft leaped over-board, and 
after them the Captain, rather to punifh 
them than fave himfelf, being feen to hue 
them with his Cymater as he (warn. The 
five Portuguefes were left in pofTeflion of the 
Ship, which the other two perceiving fled. 

The King of Pacem terrified with this a- 
dion offered Peace and Satisfa&ion for all 
the damage he had done, and fo Emanuel 
Pacheco returned to Malaca with Honor, 
where the Ship taken was prelerved as a 
monument of fo notable an a&ion. Duarte 
Coello was then ready to fail for China . 

More of him in its proper place, let us fee 
what was done by the Commanders fenc a- 
broad by James Lopez, de Seofueyra. 

7. John Gomez, went to Maldnjia to build 
a Fort there, but behaved himfelt with fo 
much pride, that the Moors offended at 
it, fell upon and killed ten or twelve Por- 

Q. i tuguefes 
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tugusjes he had with him. This is the Chief 
of a thoufand lflands that lve in clufters in 
thatSea, and fuchisthe fignification olMal 
divia . They lye like a long ridge of Moun¬ 
tains, and about the middle of them is this 
great one, where the King refidcs. The 
Natives are Gentiles governed by Moors, and 
the diftance between fome of themfofmall 
that the Yard-arms grate againft the Shoarc. 
and Trees. They are ftored with Coco- 
Trees, the infide whereof is pleafing Food, 
and the outward rine of ufe to make Ca¬ 
bles. There is another fort of thefe Trees 
growing in the bottom of the Sea, the Fruit 
whereof is bigger than the Coco , and a greater 
antidote againft Poifon than Bezoar-iione, 

8. Cbrijlopber de Soufa lent to the Coaft 
of Dabul did much execution, not without 
fome lo fs. Cbrijlopber de Sa in the Bay of 
Cambaya gave fome trouble to Meliqm Az, 
obliging him to lay up his Fleer of Boats. 

9. This year King Emanuel fent a Fleet 
of fourteen Ships to the relief of India , 
which was difperfed to feveral parts. The 
Commander in Chief George de Albuquerque 
and four more arrived in India. Six flay’d at 
Mozambique. Some fell into the Coaft of 
Braftl where fifty of the Men were killed, 
and one of the Captains D 1 Luis de Guzman 
wickedly flew others and turned Pyrac, 
whereby he grew very rich and at laft died 
as he deferved. One was drove back to 
Lisbon , anothej- watering at Matir.a loft feme 
Men, and fix more at Oja, that King keep¬ 
ing them long wjth kind entertainment, the 

Ship 
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Ship failed and left them, and was loft up¬ 
on a'Bank off of Quiloa, and the Moors of 
that Ifiand, Monfia and Zanzibtr. flew all 
but one young Man. George de Albuquerque 
paffed with much difficulty from Mozam¬ 
bique to India , not able to follow James 
Lopez de Sequeyra to the Red-Sea, as he had 
fent order by Gonzalo t de Louis, who by the 
way took up the Men that had been caft 
alhoar in the late Storms. 

io. Jame Lopez de Sequeyra having di- I $1Q. 
fpatched the trading Ships homeward-bound, 
commanded by Ferdinando Perez de Andrade , 
and fettled other Affairs, failed from Goa 
on the 13 th. of February with a Fleet of 
14 Sail, and in it i8co Portuguefes and al- 
moft as many Malabars and Canaras . On 
the Coaft of Aden Lopez , his Ship ft ruck up¬ 
on a Rock and was broke in pieces, the 
Men were faved and he went into the Ga- 
leon of Peter de Faria. At the entrance of 
th zRed Sea they took a Moorijh Ship, who 
informed them there were fix Turkics Gal- 
lies at Gidda with n?o Men defigning a- 
gainft Aden The weather hindered going 
in fearch of them, and it had been to no 
purpofe, for they hearing of our Fleet had 
haled in to the ftioar. James Lopez defigned 
for the Iflind Mapua, when by the way, 
on the 9th. of April being E afier-Sundayy 
there was feen by all in the orboftheSuft 
about the time of its letting, a little black 
Flag with fome motion. Being arrived at 
the l(land, they found the Inhabitants were 
fled, yet they found fome Booty and Vef

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fels in the Port, and fome Prices in the 
Neighbourhood. The Inhabitants ©f jjf* 
fua were fled for refuge to the Port of 
Arquico belonging to Prefer r fohn ; the Go. 
vernour of the Town fent a Meflenger with 
a Letter to j fames Lopez,, defiring he would 
make Peace with thofe People that had fled 
to his Prore&ion. He asked nothing in 
behalf of the Town becaule they were all 
Chriftians,and becaufe there was a Prophecy 
among them foretelling the coming of fo. 
reign Chnlhans to fettle a correfpondence 
with them, which he feeing the Chriftian 
colours looked upon to be fulfilled. Jama 
Loptz • returned a courteous anfwer, and 
ftood in to the (hoar, where fome Chri- 
ftians came abroad to him. They told him 
their Prince Prefer John, had fome years 
fince, fent an Embaflidour whole name 
was Matthew , to a King of the end of the 
World, whole Fleet then conquered India, 
to inform him of thofe remote Chriftians, 
and demand fuccour againft the Moors, but 
that' he never returned. Sequeyra hearing 
this, was convinced thofe Men dealt inge- 
nuoufly, becaufe he brought that Embaf- 
fadour with him, and had orders from King 
Emanuel to land him fife in his Prince’s Do¬ 
minions. The Embafladour was placed be¬ 
fore them, who received him with great re- 
fpeft and joy, which was no lefs in him fir 
being reftored to his Country after ten years 
abfence. Next day came ten Religious Men 
from the neighbouring convent of the Vi- 
iion with the lame gladnefs to fee him, they 

were 
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were received by the Priefts of the Fleet 
in their Surplices. There ‘Were great de- 
monftrations of Joy for the Union of two 
fo diftant Nations agreeing in the fame 
Faith, and the fruit of this meeting was, 
that thofe who from the beginning had not 
acknowledged jthe Supremacy of the Roman 
Church, now fubmitted to it. 


CHAP. IV. 

A continuation of the Government of 
James Lopez de Sequeyra, from the 
Tear 1520 till the Tear 151I, 
reign of King Emanuel. 

1. *Tp H E Kingdom of Prefer John, now 
i di(covered, is moft known by this 
name, though improper, and is properly 
called the Kingdom of Abajfa, or Empire 
of the higher zAthiopia. It was fo called 
from that great Jovarus (corruptly Prefer 
John ) who came to it from the Chriflians 
of Tart ary, with a Grofs before him like 
our Bifhops. And this King carried a Crofs 
in his hand, with the Title of Defender of 
the Faith, as being a Jacobite Chriftian. The 
Dominions of this Prince lye' between the 
Rivers Nile, jSflabora and Afapus. On the 
Eaft it runs along the Red-Sea 1 io Leagues, 
this being the leaft fide, which in all con¬ 
tain 6 qo Leagues. On the Weft it borders 
on thofe Blacks who poflefs the great Mines 
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of Gold, for which they pay him Tribute. 
On the North-divided from the Moors , by a 
Line drawn from the City Suanyuemtotlfi 
Ifland Meroe , or Noha. On the South it 
borders on the Kingdom *Adea, from whofe 
mountains falls the River Obi , that Iofeic 
felf in the Sea at the Town of Qutlmance’w 
the Kingdom of Melinde. 

1 . The Kings of AbaJJia pretend to be 
defcended from Solomon and the Queen of 
Saba, fhe being delivered on the way, call¬ 
ed the Child Meilecb, and fent him to his 
Father to be by him declared King of Etfa' 
pa, who when he anointed gave him the 
name of David his Grandfather. He or¬ 
dered his Houfhold , and gave him Offi¬ 
cers of his own, and for High-Prieft 
Azaria the Son of Sadoa , who ftole the 
Tables of the Law out of the Temple, 
and carried them with his new Prince. 
They affirm , that the Defendants of 
thofe fame Officers ftill poffefs the fame 
Employs. They had knowledge of the 
Law of Chrift by the means of Queen 
Candace , in whom they glory as being of 
their Country. But their true Apoftles 
were S. ? bilip and S. Matthew . The King, 
in memory of his Defcent, begins his many 
Titles thus: David beloved of God, Pillar 
of the Faith, of Kin to the Stock of Juda, 
Grand fon of David , Son of Solomon , Son of 
the Pillar of Sion, Son of the Progeny of 
Jacob , Son of the Hand of Mary , &c . Em¬ 
peror of the great and high Ethiopia , &c. 
The People are very religious, have many 

Churches, 
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Churches, and many Monafferies of only 
two Religious Orders* theone ofS. Anthony, 
the other the Canon Regulars. They have 
no confiderable Towns, little pradice of 
Learning, no skill in Mechanicks, and fo 
are very rude in their Diet and Cloathing. 

In fuch Houfes as ufe more Grandeur, all 
the Furniture is of other Countries. There 
are as expert Thieves among them, as our 
Gypiies in Europe. ‘ The Religious Men 
who live in Convents wear long Habits of ^ 
Cotton; the other* and their Priefts and # • 
NunSjSkins, which does not cover as much as 
Modefiy requires. Their Prince for the molt 
part lives in the Field in a populous City of 
Tents, often removing. In his Meflages 
he ufes that ftyle of Portugal i I the King 
greet you. This was what our Difcoverers 
could then gather;* let others fay what is 
fince found, and what Alterations have 
happened. 

Now came the Barnagax or Governor 
of that Province, having received the 
News of the arrival of Matthew the Em* 
baffador, and our Fleet. He appeared on 
theShoar with two hundred Horfe, and two 
thoufand Foot. After fome difference a- 
bout the place for him and James Lopez* to 
• meet, they met on the Edge of the Water, 
and were feated on Chairs upon the Sand, 
which then burnt with the heat of the Sun ; 
there Matthew the Embaffador was deli¬ 
vered, and with him D. Rodrigo de Lima, 
fent Embaffador by King Emanuel to Prejler 
John . There they treated of building a 

Fort 
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Fort either on the Ifland Camay an, o r that 
of Af*f«*againfl the /floors. Laflly,they both 
fwore the Sincerity of this Agreement on 
a Croft, and after they parted, fent fome 
Prefents on both parts. D. Rodrigo JeLm 
fet forward on his Journey without Matthew, 
who (oon after died in the Monaftery of 
the Vifion, which he had earneflly defired 
to reach. James Lopez, ere&ed a great 
Croft in that Port in memory of the arri¬ 
val there of our Fleet, and caufed. many 
‘ Mafles to be faid in the Mofque of 
Hence he went to the neigbouring Ifland of 
Dalaca , and having burnt the City, deferred 
by its Inhabitants, flood over to the Coaft 
of Arabia. One Galley and moll of the 
Men were cafl away by bad Weather, and 
he came to an Anchor at Calayate , where 
he found George de Albuquerque , who waited 
his coming, and g ing on to Mafcate, left 
him to winter there with the Ships, and he 
went on with the Galliesto Ormuz,. 

4. Whilfl our Governor was in the Red 
Sea, Chrtfnarao, King of Bifnagar , covered 
the Hills and Plains, and drank up Rivera* 
with an Army of thirty five thoufand 
Horfe, and (even hundred thirty three thou¬ 
fand Foot, live hundred eighty fix Ele¬ 
phants, loaded with Caftles, in each of 
which were four Men, and twelve thoufand 
Water-carriers, to fupply all parts, that the 
Men might not difpeJe to feek it. The 
Baggage was numberlefs, and there were 
above twenty thouiand common Women. 
He led all this power to take the City Ra¬ 
dii, 
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tbol ; belonging of right to his Anceftors, 
jvho ftiH left the Recovery of it as a Charge 
to their Succeflors, and was poflefled by Hi - 
Mean, with whom to this effed he waged 
War. 

The City Racbol was naturally almoft 
impregnable, feated on a high Mountain 
fortified with feveral Walls, and large and 
deep Ditches, ftrong Towers, flored with 
Aitillery, and all other Defence, garrifbned 
by four hundred Horfe, eight thoufand 
Foot, and twenty Elephants, with Provi- 
fion and Ammunition enough to tire the 
mod patient Befiegers. * Cbrifnarao encam¬ 
ped about it, and gave many Aflaults to no 
effe& for the fpace of three months, when 
Hidalcan came to the Relief with eighteen 
thoufand Horfe, one hundred and twenty 
thoufand Foot, one hundred and fifty Ele¬ 
phants, and much great Cannon. After 
many Preludes thefe two Princes came to a 
Battel, wherein at firfl Chrtfnarao received 
great damage, but recovering himfelf, made 
fiich havock among Hidalcans Men, that 
only thofe efcaped the Sword, or Captivity, 
who at laft moved pity in the very Enemy. 
The principal Booty confided of four thou¬ 
fand Horfes, one hundred Elephants, four 
hundred great Cannon, befides the fmall, 
aftd other Riches. Here died valiantly 
forty Vortuguefes who were in the ferviceof 
Hidalcan , who faved himfelf by flight. As 
Cbrifnarao returned in a rage againft the

9 . On the ninth of February, James Lo¬ 
pez, appeared with all his pomp before Din, 
Mclique Az, was then abfent, being goneto 
the King of Cambaya , to prevent him grant¬ 
ing the leave he perfuaded us to ask for 
building the Fort. And being fufpicious 
this preparation was made againft him, had 
fortified and intrenched the City in wonder¬ 
ful manner. He had left in it againft all 
Accidents his Son Melique Saca , and three 
flout Commanders with a ftrong Garrifon, 
Our Governor having obferved the Difficul¬ 
ties,had it debated in Council what was fitted 
to be done, and all agreeing the City fhould 
not be affaulted, they all afterwards accufed 
him becaufe it was not done. And tho 
they allowed his Prudence in private, yet in 
publick accufed him of Cowardife, but his 
Valour was well known. Befides they laid 
fevcral Imputations upon him, fo that the 
innocent Sequeyra fiiffered for their Crime, 
having aefted nothing with that great 
Power, but only loft much Reputation. A 
misfortune (it it be lawful to fay fo) well 
deferved by Princes, who wink at fuch 
Grimes, and do not pumfh Faults commit¬ 
ted through malice. James Lopez, went w

But becaufe fome of 
them were at Sumatra , it will be fit to 
.give fome fhort account of that Ifland. 


CHAP. V. 

A Confirmation of the Government of 
James Lopez de Sequeyra, the Tear 
i$zi, and Reign of King Emanuel* 

i.*THE Ifland Sumatra lying North* 
1 Weft and South-Eaft is in length 
tiyo hundred and twenty Leagues, its great- 
eft Breadth being; but feventy, the Equi- 
nodial Line cuts it into two equal parts. It is 
divided from Malaca by a narrow Channel, 
by a left its moft Southern Point is parted 
from which is above one hundred 

Leagues" in length, and but twelve in 
breadth. Eaft of it lies Borneo, cut by the 
Equino&ial, fb that two Thirds are on the 
North-Side the Line. Sumatra is plain a- 
R Vwc 
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bout the Coaft, the inland mountainous, 
watered by great Rivers, covered with vaft 
Wdbds fo condenfed with Fogs, that all 
the Force the Sun has there cannot pierce 
them. For this realon it is very unhealthy, 
yet reforted to lor its Riches, and chiefly 
plenty of Gold. There is in it a Spring of 
Oil, a burning Mountain like tAZtna in 
Sicily , it produces white Sandal, Benjamin, 
Camphire, Pepper, Ginger, Cinnamon, 
abundance of Silk, much Fifh and Cattle of 
fundry forts. The Natives are Pagans; the 
Moors fir ft came in as Merchants, then pof- 
fefled themfelves as Lords, fince the year 
1400. Of the Natives thofe they call Be¬ 
tas who inhabit the inland are moft brutal, 
eating human flefli. The Moors dwell on the 
Coaft. They ufe feveral Languages, but 
chiefly thaft of Malaca. Their Weapons 
were poifbned Arrows like thofe of j hva t 
from whom they are descended ; afterwards 
they ufed our Arms. The Illand is divided 
into nine Kingdoms , that of Pedtr was 
once thegreateft, now that of Tacem whofe 
Kings are no longer lived than the Rabble 
pleaies. George <le Albuquerque now carried 
one of their Princes expelled, to reftore 
him to his Crown, either by perfualionor 
bv fohe having to this effedf fled to the 
protection of the Pcortuguefss, when, Alfonjo 
de Albuq«», que took Malaca . 

2. Gccrge Albuquerque arriving at the 
Ifhnd , and aififted by the neighbouring 
King of Ara i propofed to the Ufurper 
quit the Kingdom to the lawful Prince, 

who 
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who had fubmitted himfelf to the King of 
Portugal. Genial the Ufurper offered the 
fame fubmiffion to keep his pofleffion. 
The Offer was refufed , and Albuquerque 
went to attack him irvhis Fort, which was 
fcaled/ and the Gate broke open, but va¬ 
liantly maintained by thirty Men who were 
in a Tower over it with the Ufurper him- 
felf, till Cid Cerveyra with a Musket Shot, 
which went ithrough his Forehead, brought 
him down, whereupon the thirty Men difi 
maved and fled The Flower of three thou- 
fand Moors ( affaulted by three hundred of 
our Men ) cdurageoufly defended a large 
Court or place of Arms, aflifted by the E- 
lephants. BeBor de Silveyra dire&ing his 
Lance to the Trunk of one, the Beaft put 
it by, and laying hold of his Body threw 
him into the Air, but fo fortunately, that 
he lived. Two others fucceeded better, 
one killing the Rider, the orhe; wounded 
the Elephant, fo that he flew back, making 
great havock among his own party. The 
Moors retired to a leffer place, and being 
clofe purfued, the King of Am coming on 
to our affiftance in due time, two thou- 
fand of the Enemy were flain. Four or 
five Men of Note were killed on our fide, 
many wounded, George de Albuquerque twice 
in the Face. Next day the difpofleffed 
Prince was reftored with great ftate, and 
made tributary to King Emanuel , and a Fort 
railed there as in other places. 

5. At this time arrrived at the fame 
Port Antony de'Brito with the Fleet that 
R 2 had 
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had been commanded by his Brother 
George, who with the choice of his Men 
was killed on the Ihoar of Achem, twenty 
Leagues diftant from Tacem, and waste 
thither with fix Sail, and three hundred 
Men. Behold an example of Avarice and 
Ingratitude. John Borba, after fuftering 
Shipwrack, having been toifed ntnedayson 
the Waves with nine Companions, and call 
upon the Ihoar of Achem, was received and 
relieved by that King, as if he had been in 
his native Country. But George de Brito it- 
riving, he informs him there was great 
ftore of Gold in the TombSof the Rings, 
and the more to induce him to commit 
the Robbery, laid the King had taken » 
way the Goods of feme Portuguefei. But, 
after fotne inquiry into the Bufinefs, began 
to pick a quarrel with the King, and feife 
upon that Gold. He landed with two hun 
dred Men, and finding a Fort in his way, 
took it. Two Drunken Men iffuing out 
after the taking were killed by the Enemy, 
and feveral (ucceedingto relieve or revenge 
them, George de Brito was at laft obliged to 
come to their Succour at fuch time as tie 
King came on with a thouland Men and 
fix Elephants. Here Brito and moft « 
his Men were killed, among them fifty « 
Note. This is the juft Reward of Inmlke, 

Ingratitude and Avarice. The fad Re¬ 
mainder retired to their Ships, the Com¬ 
mand whereof fell to Antony de .Brito, (dm 
thef to him flain) who now joined Ars 
5 uerqut in the Port of Tacem, where nett 
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feme Men, and three Ships which were af¬ 
terwards of u(e againft a Moor who in¬ 
filled that Coaft. 

4. George de Albuquerque returning to Ma¬ 
lta, and taking poffeflion of that Com¬ 
mand, prepared to make War upon the 
king of Bintam, who was forty Leagues 
diftant from Malaca, in the lfland Bmtam 
of forty Leagues circumference. The 
lfland was well fortified, having twoftrong 
Caftles, and the Rivers flaked, fo that it 
femed almoft inacceffible. Albuquerque 
fee out from Malaca with eighteen Sail, and 
fix hundred Men. Finding it impoiTible 
for the Ships to come up, he landed his 
Men in Boats to attack a Fort, but the 
Water being up to their middles, and the 
Enemies fhot very thick, they were forced 
to retire without doing any execution, and 
having loft twenty Men, and many 

wounded. r , 

Hence Antony de Brito let iail 
Mtluco I (lands, which arc in the midft of 
many others under the Equino< 5 lial, about 
three hundred Leagues from Malaca Eaft- 
ward. The principal of them are five, a- 
bout twenty five Leagues diftant from each 
other. Their Names (tho in general call- 
ed Mtlucos ) are lernate, Tidore , Moujcll, 
Macfuien i Bacham . The biggeft not above 
fix Leagues in circumference. They are 
covered with Woods and Fogs, therefore 
unhealthy. Thefe five produce 
b„t no manner of Food, and tMPfcnd 
htoebina, C\%ty Leagues in length, pra- 
* R 3 duces 
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duces Food but no Cloves. In fome there 
*re flaming Mountains, chiefly in Tenau 
Their chief Suftenance is Meal. made of 
the Bark of. Trees like to the Palm, from 
thefe and others they have Wine and Vine* 
gar. There is a fort of Canes.chat in the 
hollow have a Liquor delightful to drink. 
The Inhabitants are not great Lovers of 
Flefh, though they have plenty ; more of 
FjIIi, of which there is an infinite quantity. 
They are not affable, but warlike, and 
molt (wift either in running or fwimming. 
Idolaters as to their Religion. Of their 
Origen there is no account. They were in 
procefs of times poflefled by Moors, fince 
whofe firft coming to them there was yet 
living an bid Mafter when Brito ar¬ 
rived. 

6 . To thefe Iflands, and particularly Ttr • 
nate.Brito was fent to build a Fort,which long 
fince Boylefe the King thereof had defired. 
Others had gone before but to no effed, 
as in the time of Albuquerque, Antony de A • 
breuy who loft one of the three Ships he 
carried, but faved the Men. He arrived in 
the Ifland Banda ; five go under this name, 
but it is moll proper to the chief, which is 
like an earthly Paradice, one great Orna¬ 
ment of it being the Plant which produces 
the Mace. Antony de Abreu returned to 
Maine a , but his ocher Captain Francis Sir. 
ram was drove to Ternate , the King where¬ 
of feeing him, and fome of his Men in 
Armour, concluded a Prophecy* was ful¬ 
filled, which foretold, that Men of Iron

fould come to that Ifland, who would make 
it famous. Anthony de Miranda went thi* 
to afterwards, Francis Serram flaying there 
,0 expea an anfwer from King Emanuel 
to the Letters of the Kings of Ternate and 
fUore each ftriving to have the Fort built 
in this ifland.. D.Tnjfane de Menefes after- 
wards carried this an(we"r. Becaufe the 
difference iticreafed about the fame thing 
between the two Kings and the King ot Ba¬ 
it. who defired the' lame, Trtfian deferred 
the work to avoid the danger, and get load- 
ing for five Ships he had with him. 1 .hi* 
was what happened from the taking of Ma¬ 
lm, till this time when Anthony de Brito 
undertook the Affairs of Maluco. 

7. He had fix Ships and above jpo 
Men. At the Ifland Agacim he met D. Gar¬ 
cia Enriquez, with four Sail. They fet out 
together, and Brito arrived at Termite at inch 
time as the King Boleyfe was dead and he 
of Tidore had admitted to the Spaniards, 
thinking himfelf as happy in them, as Ter- 
note could be in the Portuguejis. xec lw.- 
ing the Queen of Ternate Governed ot her 
Son, received Brito with great Joy, he vi- 
fited and finding him difpleafed on account 
okhe new Guetts he had entertained, of¬ 
fered to deliver them up to him. inis he 
thought would oblige him to build the Toit 
at Tidore, which at length was done at ley- 
note as the moll convenient, Brito laying 
the firft Stone, and after him all ‘he ^P' 
tains and Men of note crowned with Gar¬ 
lands, it being upon the Feaft of St - J 
the Baptift. M At 
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8 . At this time a Gorrefpondence was 

held between Francis Serram at Ternate anj 
Ferdinando de Magallanes in Portugal, which 
turned to the advantage of Spain, and trou¬ 
ble of Portugal. Magallanes , or as he is com¬ 
monly called among us Magellan, was a 
Gentleman of good Note, a - Man of Va¬ 
lour, and Knight of Santiago, and had fer- 
yed well at Azamor in Afrtck , and in fun- 
dry parts of India. He folicited for a fort 
of allowance (given ufoally to^Menof fcr- 
vice in Spain and 'Portugal ) very inconfi- 
derable for the value, but of much efteem 
for the honour of it. With much Juftice 
he might pretend to it, and therefore find¬ 
ing a refulal, proceeding from the malici¬ 
ous accufations of fome Men, which found 
more Credit than his Service, he refolved 
to quit the Kingdom, and go over to the 
Emperour Charles the V. his Service. By 
his skill in Sea-Affairs, and the Correfpon- 
dence he held with Serram at Maluco, he 
guefled there might be another way to In¬ 
dia, and this at fuch time as the Spaniard 
had began to talfo the Fruit of thofe Iflands, 
and accordingly he writ to Serram that he 
hoped foon to be his Gueft at Ternate, go* 
ing thither a new way. In order hereunto he 
went and offered his Service in Spain, was 
admitted, and the command of five Ships 
given him, with 250 Men, fome of them 
Portuguefes . He failed from the Port of 

St. Lucar de Barrameda on the 2Cth. of Sep¬ 
tember i $19. Many at this time took the 
liberty to rail and call reproaches upon 
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him, but he to take off the occafion, had by 
a (olemn a& unnaturalized himlelf. Princes 
jhould be cautious of forcing to delperate 
adions by injuftjce, fuch Men as have de- 

ferved rewards. „ » , , 

a Thefe Ships being paft the Rio de Ja- 
Jo on the Coaft of Brafil, the Men be¬ 
gan to be mutinous, but much more when 
having palled the. River S. Julian they found 
not the Streight they looked for, and be¬ 
gan to be' pinched with the great cold of 
that Climat. Hence proceeded fome dif- 
refpeftful dilcourfes againft Magellan, not 
only refle&ing on his Knowledge, but al- 
fo his Fidelity. He finding it run high, 
and that of neceffity he mull give them 
lome latisfadion, fuppreffing the belt he 
could the anger that began to lwell his 
Bread, called together the Principal Men, 
to whom he made a large and learned dil- 
coule. He fpoke of Navigation in general, 
then of Dilcoveries, and the Pains and 
Hardlhips that great Undertakings are lub- 
ltd to, he encouraged them by the example 
of all the great Dilcoverers that had been 
before them, he put them in mind that the 
World would fay the Spaniards were leis 
daring than the Portuguefes, and after pio- 
poling many motives of Honour and Calory, 
concluded with threatning to put in execu¬ 
tion the Power of Life and Death the King 
had given him, and accordingly to pumlh 
luch as were refraftory. This, inftead or a 
Compliance, produced frelh Dnputes, more 
Dilagreement and finally a Confpiracy to 
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kill Magellan , thinking no other means were 
left to prevent the prolecution of this Voy¬ 
age. The Chief Confpirators were three 
Captains Cartagene , Quixada, and Mendoza, 
The Defign jwas difeovered, and Mendoza 
immediately ftabbed, and after quartered, 
the other two were taken, and Quixadu 
quartered alive, both as Traytors. Carta¬ 
gena with a Prieft who had a hand in the 
Defign were fee afhoar on that barbarous 
Goal!: moft of the Men were in the Con- 
fpiracy,but it was neceffary to pardon them, 
leaft he fhould want them to profecute the 
Voyage. Whilft they wintered there, he 
fent Tome Men into the Country, who 
went up about twenty Leagues, and brought 
fome of the Natives of the ftature of Giants, 
being above three yards highl After fuf 
fering much through Cold and Hunger, and 
continual Labour in the Ships, being almoft 
fpent, they reached the Cape they called 
be las Virgenet, or. Of the Virgins , becauie 
difeovered on the Day of the 11000 Vir¬ 
gins. It lies in 52 Degrees of South La¬ 
titude. Below it they difeovered the 
mouth of the Straight they looked for, b> 
ing a League wide. Being entred, they 
found within in fonie places the fame bredth, 
in others (omewhat more, and in others 
much left. The Land high on both fides, 
part bare and part covered with Woods, 
many of Cyprefs, and much Snow which 
made the tops of the Mountains appear the 
higher. Having run about 50 Leagues in 
this Streight they fpied another, and Ma- 
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gedan fent one Ship to difeover it, but ha¬ 
ving ftaid much beyond the limited time 
for her return and no news of her, he or¬ 
dered the Aftrologer Andrew Martin to e» 
reft a Figure, and he anfwered they were 
gone back to Spain, and that- the Captain 
Alvaro de Mefcjuita was carried as a Pri¬ 
soner for oppofing that refolution. It pro¬ 
ved fo, and they fpent eight Months in the 
Voyage. Magellan fomewhat troubled at this 
a&ion, called the Chief Men to Council, 
and contrary to the Opinions of all refol- 
ved to proceed. Which he put in execu¬ 
tion and came out into the South Sea with 
only three Ships of the five, that which 
John Serrano commanded being loft, but 
the Men though with much difficulty all 
faved. 

10. To fliun the Cold which tormented 
them, lie failed towards the EyuinoBial, 
fteering W. N W. and being 15 00 Leagues 
from the mouth of the Streighr, found an 
lfland in 18 Degrees of South Latitude, 
and 200 Leagues farther another. Having 
loft his computation for the Malucos , he 
found feveral 1 flanks in 15 Degrees and a 
half of North Latitude, and at laft cam® 
to that called Subo in 10 Degrees of North 
Latitude, being about 12 Leagues in cir¬ 
cumference. He was well received by the 
King and the Natives, and fo good a dilpo- 
lition he found among them, that the King, 
Queen, their Children, and above 800“Per¬ 
kins were baptized. This Prince was at 
War with a Neighbour, and made ufe of 

Magellan's 
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Magellan's Afliftance againft him. After 
two Vi&ories he was killed in a third Bat¬ 
tle, together with the Aftrologer and fbme 
others, on the 17th* °f dfril ifii. The 
King who in Baptifm was called Ferdinand, 
feeing that daughter, agreed with his Ene* 
my to kill all the Chriftians that were a- 
ftioar, and inviting them to Dinner poy. 
foned them all. They who were aboard 
being too few for three Ships, burnt one, 
and fet fail with the other two, one of them 
the famous Vittory commanded by John Se : 
baftian Cano . They arrived at the Malmt , 
and were received at Tidore by the King, 
in hatred of the Portuguefes and Tcrnaten- 
fes for their late Differences. There they 
loaded with Spice, and went thence to Ban¬ 
da, where they took in more with the AC 
finance of John de Lourofa a Portuguese The 
6 iecond Ship returned to Ternate , fbme of 
the Men being dead, and the reft fpent by 
a contagious Difeafe. Antony de Brito trea¬ 
ted them as if they had been his Country' 
men, not intruding Strangers, relieved and 
fent them to India , whence they returned 
in our Ships to their Country. The fa* 
mous Ship the Vittory returned with triumph 
to Spain, after performing that wonderful 
Vovag£ about the World. .Their arrival 
raifed new Contefts between the Empe- 
rour Charles the V. and our King John 
the III. becaufe the Maluco If lands belong¬ 
ed to Portugal , according to tfte former a- 
greement. The Year *$24. there was a 
meeting of Civilians and Geographers, a- 
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bout this Affair between Badajoz, and PLlvat\ 
which fell to nothing. But was afterwards 
fetled in the Year 1513. 


CHAP. VI; 

Continues fill the government of James 
Lopez de Sequeyra and reign oj King 
Emanuel. 

i, TT is abfolutely neceflary fomething be 1511. 

A faid of thofe Captains who the fore¬ 
going years were lent to feveral parts, tho* 
what they did was in relation to Trade, a 
fubjeft unbecoming a grave Hiftory. Per- 
nan Perez, de Andrade had fecured the Trade 
of China in the City Shantung. The profit 
was exceeding great, and ali Mens defires 
were directed thither. His Brother Simon 
It Andrade obtained leave of the Govcrnour 
to undertake that Voyage with five Ships. 

They anchored in the Port of the Ifland 
Tamou , oppofite to Quantung where the o- 
ther had been. Our Embafladour to the 
King of China was not yet gone thence, 
but went fooa after up a large River with 
three Veflels richly furnifhed with Portugues 
Colours, it being a received Cpftom that 
none but thofe or Zhina fhould be feen there, 
which are Gules a Lyon Rampant. In this 
manner he came to the foot of the Moun¬ 
tain, in which are the Springs of the River 

he failed. This Mountain is called Male *- 

am. 
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am, which beginning at the Bay of Couch# 
china in the Province of Fokien , divides three 
Southern Provinces, that is, Quangp, Quan- 
tung and Fokien, as the Perineans, Spain and 
France . In one of the only two Ports there 
are in this divifion Tbomar Perez landed, 
and travelled Northwards to the Province 
and City Nanking , where the King then 
was, having fpent four Months in the Jour- 
ney without flaying at any place. So large 
is that Empire. That Prince defigned to 
give him audience at Peking, a City farther 
diftant. The Embafladour followed. But 
now appear the effe&s of trading avarice, 
for whilft he travelled, Simon de Andrade 
behaved himfelf after fuch a manner in the 
Ifland Tamou, that an account of his bad 
proceedings was lent after Thomas Perez, 
The Embafladour fet out, but the Informa, 
tion reached the King firft, and was fully 
credited. He and his Companions were 
condemned to death as Spies. The rigour 
of the Sentence was mitigated, but the Em- 
bafly not received, and they fent back Pri- 
foners to Quantung, with order, that in cafe 
the Portuguefef would reftore Malaca to its 
King, who was a lubje<5t to China , they 
they might be reftored and heard, other- 
wife thefe fhould be punifhed, and none 
ever admitted, but treated as Enemies. 

2. Simon de Andrade was proud and con¬ 
ceited, and thought by high Hand to au¬ 
thorize his unjuft dealing. To this end, as 
if he had been King of that Ifland, he railed 
a Fort, and fee up a Gallows to terrify the 

People. 
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People. He committed violence ppon the 
Merchants who referred thither, contrary to 
their Privileges, and bought young People 
of both Sexes without the ufual precautions, 
giving occafion to Thieves to fteal them 
from their Parents. Thefe extravagancies 
which loft nothing bv the carriage, were 
heard by the King before Thom/ts Perez, and 
had the effect above related.# At thisatime 
arrived there James Calva with one Ship 
from Lisbon, and others from Malaca. The 
?crtugne(es agree in acting more infblently, 
which wholly exafperated the Governours 
of ^uantung, who to punifh them, fecured 
fome, and conrrived to take the Ship arri¬ 
ved laft. They began to a& when Duarte 
Coello arrived with two Veffels from Malaca, 
well manned and provided. The Itao or 
Admiral of that Sea, attacked them yirith 
fifty Sail, did feme, and received greater 
damage from our Artillery, was forced to 
retire, and lying off, kept them befieged. 
Forty Days he had kept them in, when 
Ambrofe del Rego came with two Ships more 
from Malaca , and it was refolved to force 
their way through Itaos’s Fleet, and get out 
of the Ifland. The Fight was bloody, but 
a Storm rifing difperfed the Enemies Fleet 
and left ours in fafety. The Itao revenged 
this Di(after upon feme of our People that 
arrived there, and upon the Embafladour, 
Thomas Perez and his Companions who be¬ 
ing returned to Quantung were all flain and 
robbed of the Prefent fent to that King, 
and what Perez had gained. We will not 
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pafi it in filence to Ihow how great was the 
return of this Trade, for this Man being of 
bale Parentage, and by Trade an Apotbiatrj 
(though chofen for Embafladour for his 
good Parts) yet at this time there was found 
with him ^ooo weight of Rhubarb , 1600 
pieces of Damask, 400 of other Silks, above 
100 ounces of Gold, and xooo of Silver, 
thref quarter of a hundred of loofe Musk, 
and"above 30:0 Purfes of it, at firlt called 
Papos, and much other Merchandife. 

Mocrin King of Lafah refufed to pay 
the tribute due to the King of Ormuz, for the 
lllands of Baharem and Catifa, on the Goad 
of Arabia; and he of Ormuz, was backward 
in paying us, excufing himfelf with the fai¬ 
lure of the other. He had # already (ent a 
confiderable Force with fome Afliftance o( 
Portuguefes to reduce him, but to no efieft 
He now refolved to do it effe&ually, and 
treated about it with James Lopez, dt St> 
yueyra, who to fecure our tribute, confented 
to affift him againft his Enemy. The 
King of Ormuz, let out 200 Veflels with 
5000 Arabs and Perjians. The Pomguii 
party confifted of feven Ships and 400 Men, 
commanded by Anthony Corea. All our Ships 
arrived at Baharem , Raez, Xarafo comman¬ 
ded the Ormuzians , fome whereof came not 
up. Mocrin was well prepared to receive 
them with 300 Arabian Horfe, 400 Terfis* 
Archers, 20 Turkiflj Mufquetiers befides Na¬ 
tives, and above uooo armed with feve- 
ral Weapons, ftrong Intrenchmems and o- 
ther Works, th® Wall Well furnilhed with 
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Cannon, all under the Care of tried Com¬ 
manders. 

The Per/tan Gulph lies between Arabia 
and Perfta , from which laft, as the nobleft, 
it takes its name. This moll famous Part be 
ins at Cape Jafejue, or Carpela , in twenty fix 
egrees of Northern Latitude, and ends at 
the Mouth of the River Euphrates ; along 
thisC’oaft are many Cities, Rivers, Woods 
and Iflands., It is net fo on the other fide, 
which beginning at C. Mozandan, or A]Ja- 
hrrum , and ending whejp it meets with 
?erfia t yet in all that diftarice has but four 
Towns, in which is a Fifhery of Pearl. 

Cetifa is oppofite to Baharem , and is thirty 
Leagues round, and (even in length, diftanc 
from Ormuz, one hundred and ten. Its 
greateft product is Taniarins, but has all 
other Fruit that is ufual in Spain. The 
greateft Town is of the fame Name, there 
Being in the Iliand about three hundred 
Villages. The inhabitants are Moors and 
Arabs , the Air unhealthy. The Pearl 
found here, tho not fo iguch in quantity, 
is of more value than that of Ceylon, in India , 
or Hatnan in China. Oppolite to the Ifland 
on the Continent is the City Lafah , where- . 
of Mocrim was King, who now was pro¬ 
vided againft us at Baharem . 

f. Raez Zarafo was ordered to relieve 
where he fhould fee the greateft need, 
whilft Correa landed with one* hundred and 
feventy Portuguefes , to which his Brother 
4 ^/carried the Van with fifty, all of them 
knee-deep in Water. The Trenches af 
S faulted. 
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faulted, the Fight was hot, the King eft. 
couraging his Men at the Head of them, 
till Wearinefs and Heat obliged both parties 
to take breadth. Being recovered, they 
return to the Attack, and the King being 
{hot through the Thigh, whereof fix days 
after he died, his Men fainted, and great 
numbers being killed, and wounded, they 
left us a complete Vi dory. Raez Xarsft 
from his Veffel looked op ail the time. 
But after knowing the dead Body of the 
King was carried,over to beburjed at Lafai, 
he obtained leave to go take it, and ha¬ 
ving performed it, cut off the Head which 
was carried to Ormuz. We had many 
wounded, feven killed, and the lflandin 
two hours was reftored to our Homager. 
For this reafon Antony Correa had the Tull 
of Babarem added to his Name, and the 
Head of a King to his Arms, which con* 
tinues in his potency. / 

6. Whilft our Arms were exercifed at 
Babarem , they were not idle in India . They 
affifted the King© of Cochin againlt him of 
Calicut , who braved it with two hundred 
thoufand Men, the other having but forty 
thoufand. The Portugues Aid being hut 
forty Men, thirty of them Mulquetiers yet 
fo terrified the Enemy, that they retired 
James Fernandez de Beja, who was left by 
the Governor before Diu , now came to 
him to Ormuz , ill treated by the Veflelsof 
Melisjue Az, whofe double dealing was now 
viiible. James Lopez thought to mitigate 
the Grief of this Accident, by another tnotf j 
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grateful, and brought new Trouble upon 
himfelf at Ormuz , thinking to prevent the 
Frauds of that Cuftom-Houfe. To this 
effect he placed Portugues Officers in it, which 
fo exafperated the Natives, who were con¬ 
cerned, that thev endeavoured to fhake off 
our Yoke, as fball appear in its proper 
place. 

7. Now James Lopez defigned toreaffume 
the Bufinefs againft Diu, and therefore lent 
before James Fernandez de Beja, with four 
Galeons, to hinder any Ships entring that 
Port, he executed it effe&ualiy, and took 
lome. But Meliejue Az his Veflels coining 
out with much Cannon and better Fortune, 
they funk one of our Ships, and did much 
damage in the others, till the Wiifd, which 
had failed, favouring, they were obliged to 
retire. With like Fortune James Lopez 
drew.near for having taken a Ship by the 
way, and divided the Moors were in her a- 
mong his, thofe who were allotted to An- 
Unj Correa , fet fire to the Powder, which 
blew the Poop into the Air, and funk the 
Veflel, fo miferably ended that brave Cap¬ 
tain who had triumphed over King Mocrin. 
Thefe Misfortunes obliged James Lopez to 
defift from the Enterprile, and go over to 
C haul. 

8 . Here he found Fcrdinando Camelo, who^ 
came from the Court of Ntzamaluco , with 
leave for us to build a Fore there, for his 
own ends, and chiefly for the importation 
of Horfos, which at that time was the 
Trade of Goa only. The Work was begun, 

S 2 and 
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and Mclicfue Az* fearing it would leflen the 
Trade of Viu y and encreafe our Power, 
rcfolved to obftrud it. He appeared in the 
Sea of Cbaul, with above fifty Vefielsof his 
own and Confederates, and prefently funk 
a great Ship in which Peter de Silva de Men* 
fes was newly come from Ormuz*, and for 
for the fpace of twenty days did much da- 
mage in the Ships and Gallics, wherewith 
D. Alexius de Menejes oppofed them. Not- 
withftanding all dangers the Work was car- 
ried on with good fuccefi. 

9. But it being neceflary for the Gover. 
nor to repair to Cochin , becaufe his Succef- 
for was arrived, and he muft prepare to r £\ 
turn home, he fot out of Dahul , ruihing 
through "the Dangers that Grounded the 
Work. He left his Nephew Henry de Mm- 
fes to command the Fort, and Antony Cor¬ 
rea at Sea. 

10. Whilfl James Lopez* failed to Cochin^g 
Mahamud 3 who commanded Meliqae Azius 
Fleet, came to hinder the Work of the 
Fort. To fecure the Entrance of the Ri¬ 
ver there was raifed oppofite to the Work a 
Bulwark, which was committed to the 
Care of Peter vaz* Pcrnteo , with upwards of 
thirty, Men, Mahamud font three hundred 
by night to furprize this Bulwark, whilft 
he on the other fide gave a Diverlion, 
They reached the place by morning, and 
the three hundred unexpectedly aflaulted the 
thirty, and the thirty fought as if they had 
been three hundred; for tho the Captain 
and fome others were killed, they main- 
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tained the place till Bmj Vaz, Pereyra caipe 
with fixty Men, and put to flight about 
two hundred of the Enemy> the reft being 
killed. This Succefs daunted our Enemies, 
and among them Xeib Mamud a great Man 
in the City, who feigning himfelf our 
Friend, fought our Ruin, and now’ font a 
Prefent, and to congratulate for this good 
Fortune with Antony/ Correa . Correa . who 
bew his Defigns, lent him for an Anfwer 
the Heads of the chief Men who carried 
the Prefent, and hanged the Bodies along 
the Shoar. Tne Barbarian was aftomilied, 
^ut began to ad openly what before he had 
I done underhand, encouraging the Aga by 
giving him intelligence of our Scarcity of 
Ammunition, but then arrived D . Luis de 
Mtnefcs , to whom Correa gave up the Com¬ 
mand. Mean while James Lopez, de $c- 
ytyra with his Ships let out from Cochin for 
Portugal. He governed three years, was of 
a ruddy Complexion, a white Beard, is 
painted with a Truncheon in his Hand, a 
Coat of Mail, his Cap and upper Garment 
black, the Sleeves, Lining and Breeches 
blew. He was the fourth Governor. 
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CHAP. VII. 

The Government of D. Duarte de Mene- 
fcs, in the Year i^zz, when begm 
the Reign of King John III. 

I.T^v Vstarte de Menefes,. now Governor 
of ■ India, tho fent the year before 
by King Emanuel^ entered not upon the 
Government till the twenty fecond of Ja¬ 
nuary of this year. King John III. being 
o : the Throne, whole Father died the thir¬ 
teenth of December foregoing. He brought 
with him twelve Ships. Having taken the 
Government, and fent the-Commandersto 
their Pods, he began to feel the effe&sof 
his Predeceffors, putting Portugues Officers 
into the CuflonvHoule of, Ormuz . He 
received advice the Moors had taken Arms, 
killed feme Men, and befleged the Fort. 
D . Luis his Brother was immediately lent 1 
with relief and Simon de Andre made Com¬ 
mander of Chaul, who began^his Charge 
with taking two Turkifh Gallies, and a Vi¬ 
ctory in Dabul } which reduced that City to 
pay Tribute. Me'ique Az. terrified with 
this Succels, and the arrival of D. Luis, of 
whofe Atfhons in Afnck he was informed, 
withdrew his VefleU from before Chaul. 

2. The 
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2. The Caufeof D. Luis his going to Or- 
muz was the Infurre&ion which was occa- 
[ioned by the avarice of the Portugues Of¬ 
ficers there. James Lopez had placed them 
there againft his Will in Obedience to the 
King’s Commands/ and at the perfuafion 
of Men who loved Novelties, and laid the 
reafon the Tribute of Ormuz was not well 
paid, was,that the Officers cheated the King, 
to prevent which it was convenient to place 
Vortuguefes in their Head, To the avarice u- 
fed by the Portugutfes was added, the Vio¬ 
lence they offered to the perfons and honor 
of thole people, forcing their Daughters, 
and Wives from them. D. Garcia Coutino 
then commanded that Fort, with whom 
that King conferred about lending a Prelent 
and Embally to our King to obviate the In¬ 
conveniences that Innovation produced. 
This Means was prevented, and lo it broke 
out to the great lofs of the Portuguefes. For 
fudddenly by. night they were attacked by 
Sea and Land with Fire and Sword at Or- 
rm>, Babarem , Mafcate , Curtate and Soar, 
by private Order from the King, and a- 
bove one hundred and twenty of them 
killed Ruy Boto was put to great Torments 
by the Moors in defence of the Faith. At 
morning fome of our Men died , endea¬ 
vouring to relieve others. All things being 
dilpoled the bell the time would permit, and 
the Ships fecflred under the ftielter of the 
Fort, Do Garcia fent advice to the Governor. 
Mean while he was befieged, had two 
Veffels burnt *4 and feared Hunger and 
S 4 Third. 
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Thirft. Triftan Vaz,de Vega , and Manutl 
it Soufa received advice hereof at Mafate, 
and prepared to carry Relief! Tuft an Vat 
arrived firft., and made his way to the 
Fort through one hundred and fixty Sail 
that lay before it. Two days after appeared 
Manuel de Soufa $ Ship at an anchor two 
Leagues off It was dangerous for the Fort 
to relieve him, and dangerous for all if he 
was not relieved. Triftan Vaz, with his Ship 
ventured to his Aid through the hundred 
and fixty Sail of Enemies; eighty of them 
purlued him, making way with full Sails, 
and Manuel de Soufa thinking him an Ene» 
my did feme harm, till undeceived, he was 
taken into the Ship. The King of Ormuz 
in a rage lays a heap of Gold on one fide, 
and. a heap of Womens Attire on the o- 
ther, the one for fuch as Ihould take Tri¬ 
ftan and Emanuel Prifoners, the other for 
fuch as behaved them (elves not couragi- 
oufiy. Some being covetous of the Re¬ 
ward, and others fearful of the Di^race, 
they manned one hundred and thirty Ve(- 
fels, and let upon that one, which through 
Showers of Bullets and Arrows made its 
way to the Fort, and brought new Life to 
the befieged with £he Relief it had on 
Board. 

The King of Ormuz, began to defpair 
pf making off the Portugues Yoke, and 
fearing the pumlhment oThis Revolt, exe¬ 
cuted one more grievous upon himfeif than 
he could have received from thole he had 
offended. He refol ved to quit the City, and 

go 
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go over to the Ifland Qutixomt , which lies 
fifteen Leagues in length, clofe to the Per- 
ftm Shoar, and three Leagues from Ormuz., 
is fruitful, but not healthy. Privately he 
commanded all the Inhabitants to follow 
him, and then barbaroufly fet fire to that 
beautiful City, which was four Days and 
Nights burning. And yet feme Gentlemen 
from our Fort held intelligence with the 
King, advifihg how hefliould behave him- 
felf with the next Governour to be reftored, 
and this they did in .hopes to be inriched by 
him. Our Men, tho aftoniflied at this bru¬ 
tal A&ion were delivered from the danger 
of the Siege, and going out to foe if any 
thing were left in the City, only found Wa¬ 
ter in Citterns, and Fire in all the Houfes. 
Soon after came in a Ship from India with 
Proviiions, and another with Ammunition. 

4. D. Luis de Menefes font by the Gover- 
vernor his Brother to Ormuz,, did nothing 
of Note by the way, but arrived at the 
Town of Soar with ten Sail.ThisjTown they 
deftroyed with Fire and Sword, and then 
gave it to Xecb Hozem to hold of the King 
of Portugal. Mean while his own Favou¬ 
rites murdered the King of Ormuz , at 
tyueixome , and crowned Mamud Xa , a 
Youth of thirteen years of Age, Son to the 
late King. 

£>. Luis arrived at Queixome, and after 
leveral Defigns that took no effect, came to 
a|Treaty with the new King. It was 
agreed , that the King fhould return to 
Ormuz,, that he ihould pay the former Tri¬ 
bute 
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bute of twenty thoufand Xeraphins, and 
the Arrears due, that the Fortunes Com¬ 
manders fiiould not meddle with the Go- 
vernment of his City, and to conclude all 
that King fent D. Luis a Prefent of Peark, 
Gold, Jewels and Silks for our King, and 
another for himfelf, which he accepted not 
but to be fent with the other, as was pub- 
lickly done. Then D. Luis difpatched three 
Ships for Goa, which were to take lading 
there for Portugal. One of them perilhed 
in a violent ftorm on tbeCoaft of Msfcstt. 
D. Luis followed foon after, and came to 
Goa. 

6. He found the Governor his Brother, 
and all the City, in Tears, for the Death 
of King Enamel, the News whereof was | 
brought by one of three Ships that came j 
from Portugal this year, whereof two had s 
wintered at Mozambique. The Governor j 
went over to Cochin, to difpatch the trading ; 
Ships for Portugal and other parts. At this j 
time D. Pedro de Cajlro was not idle at Mo- ; 
zambique; for being informed by John it 
Mata , who commanded that Fort, that the 
Ifland JZuerimba ,and the adjacent, denied the 
Tribute to thofe of Zanzibar and Pembs, 
whereby they were difabled from paying 
theirs to us, he went to (Lierimba with an 
hundred xMen, and after a Ihaip Fight burnt 
the City, and obliged the Lord of it to pay 
the Tribute, the others terrified by this 
Example fubmitted. At his return he wasi n 
great danger by Storms and Hunger, and his 
Coufln D. Cbrijlopber killed by the Blacks 
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who defended the Fruit of Certain Trees, 
which our Men were Carried to tafte by 
Hunger, not Curtofity. D. Viego de Melo 
went now with him to Goa. D. Pedro’s 
Shipbeiog atan Anchor in that Port, fud- 
denly funk down right, being very bid, 
whereby it appears there is no Security in 
things that are aged. 

7. D . Duarte let out for Ormuz with /be 
Sail, two of them Gallies, which on the 
Coaft of Diu took a rich Ship coming from 
Pegu. Which lying between them in the 
night, the Moors perceived her finking, • 
and the Men in our Gallies afleep, fo they 
fiirioufly rufhed into one of them, and our 
Men fled to the other, who feeing the 
Moors flie with their VefTel, and the other 
fink, took no notice, fb that more Credit 
was loft by this Action than had been gain¬ 
ed before. Mehque Sac a, Lord of Diu, af¬ 
terwards had this Galley laid up, as if taken 

by his Veflels. About this time John Rodri - 
gutXo de Noronba, who commanded at Ormuz , 
prefled that King to come thither from 
& eixome to live, as he had agreed with 
D.Luu de Menefes , it was effe&ed with the 
Death of one of his Favourites, killed by a 
bold Moor , whom D. Luis had hired before 
, his Departure. 

8 . Don Duarte being arrived at O rmuz % 
examined who were the deepeft in the late 
Rebellion; and it appeared they were found 
moft guilty who had the leaft Power. For 
Raez Xarafo a mighty Man, and the very 
Soul of thofe Troubles was rewarded; and. 

Raez 
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Raez Xamtxir who (according to agree¬ 
ment with D.Luis) had killed RaezXaba- 
dim , another Tyrant over thole Kings, was 
banilhed inftead of receiving the promifcd 
Reward. The young King not proteded 
by the Innocence of his Years, had the Tri¬ 
bute laid on him of thirty five thoufand 
Xeraphins befides the former twenty five 
thoufand, which he could not pay when 
the Gicy flourilhed, and mud now pay fo 
much more when it was ruined Whilft 
this was a&ed at Ormuz,, D. Luis (ailed to- 
wards the Red Sea, whither his Brother lent 
him with nine Ships, one whereof periled 
at Zocotora. On the Coaft of Arabia he 
took and plundered the Town of Xaer , be- 
caufe they refuted to reftore the Goods of a 
Fortugues who died there. At Verruma he 
burnt Ibme Ships, then battered the Gty 
Aden , ho entred the Red Sea, but did no¬ 
thing confiderable, and lo returned to Or* 
muz,, where he found his Brother the Go¬ 
vernor, with whole Proceedings there he 
was lo much diflatisfied, that ns,left him, 
and failed for Diu, but being forced back by 
the Weather to Ormuz, kept him company 
to India. There they found two Shipstf 
nine that came out this year from Lisbon. 

9. That part of the Continent about 
Goa , which belonged to Hidalcan , and was' 
taken from him by Ruy de Melo, whilft he 
was bulled with the War of Narfinga, was 
now loft by Francis Pereyra Pejlana , Hidd 
can having no other Care but the Recovery 
thereof. Pejlana was brave, and oppofed 
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the Enemies Power. Ferdinando Rodriguez 
Barba obtained a -fignal Vi&ory over them. 
Five thoufand Foot and four hundred Horle 
of them were after defeated by Ferdinando 
and \Anez Sotomayor , with few Foot and 
only thirty Horle. Neverthelefs by de¬ 
grees the Country return’d to the Obedience 
of Hidalcan, and was confirmed to him by 
the late Treaty of Peace. 

10. D. Duarte de Menefes began to in¬ 
quire into fuch things as related to S Tho¬ 
mas the Apoftle, a particular Care of our 
Kings. This was what could now and 
fome time after be dilcovered. In the year 
1517, certain Portuguefes failed with an Ar¬ 
menian, and landing at Paleacate of the 
Province of Coromandel in the Kingdom of 
Bifnagar , he invited them to go vifit the 
place where were the Ruins of many Build- 
dings, the Stones of leveral Colours, ftill 
retaining the Footfteps of Grandeur and 
Art. In the middle was a Chappel entire, 
of indifferent Structure, on the infide and 
outfide whereof were carved many Croffes, 
like to the ancient ones of the military Or¬ 
der of Alcantara, which is Fleury Fitched. 

A Moor relided there, who coming thither 
Wind, miraculoufly recovered his fight. He 
hid, That his Forefathers lighted that holy 
Body: that there was a Tradition that 
Church ( whereof only this part was ftand- 
,n g) was built by the lame Saint when he 
preached the Chriftian Faith there, and 
«jat there were buried with him two of his 
Hjfciples, and a King converted by his 

/ Miracles. 
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Miracles. Upon this Information D-D* 

' arte fent thither Emanuel it Porta or ft*, 
and a Prieft and Mafon to repair the Chao, 
pel, opening the Foundation of oh ft 
{hat was like to fell about the depth of ft 
Ell they found a Stone-Tomb with an! In- 
fcription, containing, That when Thm u \ 
built that Church, the King of Mtluf, 
gave him the Duties of all Merchandize I 
imported, which was the Tenths. Going 
deeper they found a Hollow .in wh.ch it 
was reported the Saint lay. Here they 
found between two Stones a Body and the; 
two ends of a Lance, the But and Spear. 
Thefe were believed to be che^ Bones of the 
Apoftle, becaufe thole of the Ring and 
Difciple alfo found were not to white,: 
They were put into a China Chelt, and the 
others into another, and hid in the Altar. 
Inquiry being made, it appeared by the an¬ 
cient Records of the Kingdom, that it was 
above fifteen hundred years fince the Saint 
came to that City called Mehapor •, thenina 
flounrtiing Condition, in and about which 
there was a Tradition there had been three 1 
thoufand three hundred (lately Oiurchs,| 
that it was then twelve Leagues from tl» ( 
Sea, the Ruins being now upon the very 
Shore. That the Saint had faid, When the 
Sea fhould reach thither, a People would j 
come from the Weft, and preach the lame 
Faith he did. That he converted the King < 
and all his Family, dragging out of the bea 
a vaft piece of, Timber, which all the For 
of Elephants, and Art of Men couldnot 
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move, the King covering it for his Build¬ 
ings, and the Apoftle for the Church. That 
a Bramen chief Prieft to the King, envious 
of his Miracles, had killed his own Son, 
and accufed the Saint of the Murder, but 
liereftoring the Child to life caufedhimto 
lav who was the Murderer. An Armenian 
Bifliop who had fpent twenty years in vi- 
fiting the Chriftians of the inland of Cou - 
lam, (wore he found what follows in their 
Writings, That the twelve Apoftles being 
difperfed through the World, Thomas , Bar- 0 
tbolomew , and Judas Thaddeus came toge¬ 
ther to Babilon , and there parted. That the 
laft preached in Arabia , fince poflefled by 
the Moors, the other in Verfia , and was 
buried in a Convent of Armenian, religious 
Men near the City Tabris ; and the firft em- 
barquing at Bagora, on the Banks of Eu¬ 
phrates, crofted the Verfian Gulph, preached 
at Zocotora, came to Mehapor , parted to 
Cbrna, where he built Churches, and re¬ 
turned to Mehapor , where having done 
what is faid, he at laft fufFered Martyrdom 
through the malice of the Brarnens , who, 
to execute their Defign,counterfeited a quar¬ 
rel whilft he was preaching, to find an op¬ 
portunity of ftomng him, and was at laft by 
one of them run through with a Lance, 
and buryed by his Difciples in that Church 
of his own Building. Another Learned 
Man, a Native of Coulam affirmed. That 
mere and at Cranganor were two Houfes 
built by the Difciples of Thomas, who were 
buried in them, and that in that of Coulam 

was 
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was the burying place of Sibil*,lndka, by 
whole advice King Perwial of Cejlon went 
to theCoaft of Mafcatt, to meet the other 
two Kings that were going to adore Chnft, 
newly born at Bethlehem. That the lame 
King<at the Intreaty of the Sibil, brooA 
herfhePiaureof the BlelTed Virgin winch 
was keat in the fame Tomb. This was the 
Invention of the Relicts of that Hea¬ 
venly Meffanger in India. And gave occa- 
fion to build the City, at this time called 
S Thomas, a Tortugues Colony in the Port 
of Paleacate, feven Leagues from the Ruins 
of the moft ancient Mehapor. 


CHAP- Vin. 

Continues the Government of D. Duarte 
de Menefes from the Tear iyn, till 
the Tear 152.4 , King Jolin then 
reigning. 

1. A Ntony de Miranda de Azevedomi 
this year Commander of the Fort 
of Pacem, in the Ifland Sumatra. On the 
Weflern Coaft of this Ifland are fu Mm- 
i(h Kingdoms. The chief was that of Veda, 
to which were fubjeft thofe of Achem and 
Daga. But falling to War, that of Acta 
gained the Superiority. He 
the prote&ion of our Fort a 2 ain ^ h 
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Fortune. D- Andres Enriquez, then com¬ 
manded it, fent to that Polt from Portugal 
with D. Duarte de Menefes . 

i. The Tyrant of Achem fcoured the 
Sea and Land with a great Power , till 
coming to the City Vedtr , he endeavoured 
to draw to his fnare the King who had taken 
the Portugues Protection. To compafs his 
Defign, he prevailed with the Men of that 
City to write a Letter to the King, telling 
him he might fafely come thither, his Ene¬ 
my being already expelled, and that he 
might eafily deftroy him with the afliftance 
of the Portugufes. He gave credit to the 
letter, defired the afliftance of the Com¬ 
mander, who gave him eighty Vortuguefes 
and twohundred Moors, commanded by his 
Brother!). Emanuel in fmall Veflelsof Oars. 

The King marched along the Shore with 
above a thoufand armed Elephants. He 
was received at Pedir with feigned Joy, and 
a Defign to take him Prifbner that nighr, 
which was deferred to fecure the Vortuguefes . 

The King being informed of the danger, 
next day fled with two Elephants and fome 
Men. The Vortuguefes were left on the Shore 
expofed to the Enemies Darts and Arrows. 

D. Emanuel and thirty five of them were 
killed, the reft fled. With this lofs D. Andres 
loft alio the hopes of maintaining the Fort. 

He asked Provifions of Raphael Vere/leGo, 
who was at Cbartgam, the chief Port of 
Bengala . Dominick Seixae was immediately 
fent with a Ship, who was flopped by thirty 
tortuguefes, who were turned Pirates in that 
T Sea, 
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Sea, commanded by Games J<*go: Seixas 
landed at Ttnacari to get Provifions, and 
one Brito making himfelf Captain of the 
Pyrats (Gago being dead ) and flying v. 4 th 
a Veflel that was laden in the Port, left 
Seixas and feventeen Vortuguefes^ afliore, 
who were afterwards Slaves in the Kingdom 
of Siam, Such is- the Fate of thofe who 
trufl them that have violated all human and 

divine Laws. . , _ 

5. D. Andres advertiled the Governor of 
the Condition he was in, defiring a Sue- 
cefTor to command the Fort, Lops de Auvt- 
do was lent, to whom he would not deliver 
thePoft through Covetoufnefs of acquiring 
more, having already gamed much there 
Acevedo returned to India. The King oi 
Acbem over-runs all that Country with Fire 
and Sword , enters the City Pacem with 
fifteen thoufand Men, and fummons D.An¬ 
dres to quit the Fort. He after fuftaimng 
three AlUulcs to fave the Pviches he had 
there, withdraws, leaving the Command 
to his Brother-in law Ayres Coello, who cou- 
ragioufly took upon him this danger hefaw 
the other fhun. But the Sea forced back 
A Andres to the danger he avoided. 

4.D. Andres failing for India, met SAafm 
de Soufa , and Martin Correa, with two Ships 
bound for the Ifland Banda to load Spied 
Scufa came from Madagafcar , whither he 
was fern by King Emanuel to build a Fortin 
Port Matatane , which was not executed, 
becalife the Ship wherein were the Mate¬ 
rials for the Work was caft away. Thele 

two 
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two Captains heaiing by D. Andres the 
Condition of Pacew, went directly ro that 
port. Ayres Coello had then flood a furious 
A (fault with lofs of a Poft. The Enemy 
feeing this Relief, abated of their heat; 
and D. Andres after eight days refitting was 
forced back by the Weather. Above eight 
thoufand Enemies one night encompafled 
the Fort, in which were three hundred and 
fifty Vortu(ruefes 3 fome fick, feme wounded, 
and all (pent with labour and watching. 
With great filence they applied above feven 
hundred fealing Ladders, and mounted 
with great Shouts. The Difpute was hotly 
maintained on both fides, till feme Ships 
being fired, gave light to each other, and 
to level our Cannon, which killed many of 
the Enemy and two Elephants. The 
morningdifeovered twothouland Men (lain 
about the Fort, on our fide only one Wo¬ 
man killed by an Arrow in her Chamber. 
The remaining fix thoufand retired, leav¬ 
ing half their fealing Ladders and Fire¬ 
works. Neverthelefs the Difficulties of 
maintaining the place confidered, it was 
refolved in counlel to abandon the Fort, 
(hipping all the Men and Goods, and then 
giving fire to the reft. The great Cannon 
were left full of Powder, that when the Fire 
reached them they might burft. Moftof 
the Fort was deftroyed, but the Enemy 
coming in faved fbme Cannon, which af¬ 
terwards did us great harm. The Portuguefes 
loft fome Goods in (hipping, and embar- 
qued up to the Necks in Water with the 
T 2 Fright, 
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Fright, lofing more Reputation by this 
Action than they had gained by the former. 
This they were more lenfible of when they 
met at Sea a more powerful Relief fent by 
our Frierid the King of Aru, who marched 
by Land with four thoufand Men; and 
. Lope de Aztvedo , from whom D, Andrei 
ill deferved it, embarqued at Malaca with 
Ammunition to come to his Succour. St* 
baftian Sou fa profecuted his Voyage to Ban- 
da, and the Tyrant Achem followed the For¬ 
tune which had raifed him above his own 

Hopes. . 

y. At this time Martin Alfonfo de Melo 
Coutino was gone for China. , not knowing 
what had been done by the Fortuguefes at 
Quantung.- He had four Ships, and two 
joined them by the way. They fent afhore 
for frefh Water, and returned with Blood, 
the Chinefes being in Arms to receive them. 
This drew them to a Battel, in which moft 
of the Fortuguefes perilhed, fome drowned, 
fome torn by the Cannon, and fome taken, 
part whereof died miferably in the Prifon 
at c ®uantung> and twenty three were cut in 
peices as Spies and Robbers, the laft part of 
the Accufation being the trueft. Martin 
Alphonfo and Duarte Coello returned to India, 
6. All things cannot be exa&ly related in 
order as they happened. Malaca was 
ftreightned by the King of Bint am, who 
fent a greater power againft it, and George 
de Albuquerque what he could againft him 
under the Command of D,Sancho Enriquez , 
whiift they prepared for a Sea-Fight there 
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arofe a violent ftorm which deftroyed fe- 
venty Fortuguefes , the whole being two 
hundred, the Remainder efcaped. Let us 
fee how Misfortunes when once they break 
out overflow. 

7. Till now the King of Pam had been a 
Friend to our good F01 tune, but at prefenc 
feeing (he favoured him he turned againft 
us. George de Albuquerque (ignorant of this 
change ) fent three Ships to his Port for Pro- 
vifions, where two of the Captains and his 
thirty Men were killed, the third flying this 
danger met it at Java , he and all his Com¬ 
pany perifhing there. Simon de Abreu and 
Crew were killed in another Aftion, and in 
another D. Garcia Enriquez, lent to hinder 
Provilions coming to Bint am, loft two Veffels. 

8. At Surubaya in Java ten or twelve 
Fortuguefes were killed. Seba/ltan Soufa and 
Martin Correa found Alfonfo de Melo Jufarte 
in great danger at Banda, having offended 
the Inhabitants of Cantor through Covetouf- 


nefs. „ 

9. Such was the pofture of Affairs at the 
Malucos, whiift thefe thing happened. An¬ 
tony de Brito had put the Fort into a very 
good Condition, when two Baftard Sons of 
the late King of Termite difagreeing, and 
theKingof Tidore feeking revenge becaufe 
the Fortuguefes had not built in his lfland 5 
he agrees with his Daughter the Queen 
Dowager of Ternate to carry on his Ddign, 
at the fame time that fhe had confented to 
make war upon him. But all the Contri¬ 
vance was difcovered, the young King and 
T 3 his 
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his Brothers brought to the Fort, and the 
Queen fled to the mountain. The War 
began , and TiJore was befieged. There 
George Vinto was killed with fix Portuguefei , 
and forty Seaman. 

10. The Siege continuing, fome places 
were aiTaulted. Ac Monaco was a Fort on 
a high Ground well gan ifoned, MartmCor - 
re# fir If, and after him John Mendez en¬ 
tered it with twenty Men. Leonel de Lima 
relieves them, and at laft the Governor of 
Termite , Battard Son to the late King, 
coming on with his Men, the Tidores were 
put to flight, and moftof them llain. Se¬ 
veral other places being taken, the King 
of Ttdore begged peace, which was not 
granted him. But becaufe there now comes 
a Sucue 1 for to D. Duarte de Mtnefes , let us 
take leave of him, he was of a ruddy Com¬ 
plexion, his Beard black, his Cap, upper 
Ga ; n enr and Breeches black, the Doublet 
Crimfon, and the Linings. He-governed 
three years, and was the filth Governor. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. IX. 

tk Government of the Viceroy D. Vafco 
de Gama, and of the Governor D. En¬ 
rique de Menefes, tfr Tear 1714 till 
th.it of is, in the Reign of King 
John the Third. 

N OW the manner of receiving 
and delivering up the Government 
feems to be fettled, it will not be amifs with 
our ufua! Brevity to give fome account of it. 
At fir11 the Wifilom and Experience o! the 
perlon to be choie, were cormdered as well 
as his Birth. Afterwards the Birth was 
thought a fufficient Qualification. Gentility 
among Portuguefes being of more account 
than Virtue and Merit, which’has been the 
ruin of our fi ft acquired^Reputation Tne 
Viceroy or Governor t tor the Oru-C is the 
lame, rho the Title differ ) folemnly (wears, 
That he made no Inrereft to procure that 
Employ ( how needlels the Qiieition, and 
falle the Oath; that he will dojuihee and 
follow ffs Inftruftions, that in bellowing 
Employments he will not have more regard 
to his hundred and Servants, than to the 
Kings and (iich as deferve, that he will take 
no Bribes. All Vows made injlorms all 
T 4 forgot 
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forgot as (bon as out of danger. Can any 
thingbe better fwore, or any thing lefsob 
lerved. In India the fucceeded delivers the 
Government to the Succeflor in the con¬ 
dition it is, and a publick Inftrument there¬ 
of is made. There are always three or four 
fealed Patents ( called Succeffions) in cafe 
the Governor fhould die. He failed this 
year for India with the Title of Count it 
Vtdigueyra> and fou< teen Sail, and in them 
three thoufand fighting Men. Two Veflels 
perifhed with all the Men, a third was loll, 
and the Men faved. Mojftn Gafpar was 
bafely killed by his Caravels Crew, only be- 
caufe he was no Portugueje . Thefe Ships be¬ 
ing in the Sea of Cambky a in a dead Calm, 
on a fudden they toffedfo, that all thought 
themfelves loft, every one thinking how to 
fave himfelf, D Vajco the Viceroy perceiv- 
ing it was the effect of an Earthquake, he 
cryed out with a loud Voice, Courage^ mj 
Friends , for the Sea trembles for fear of you 
that are upon it. One Man w ho leaped over¬ 
board to favefiimfelf was loft,fuch as lay fick 
of Fevers were cured with the Fright. F, 
George de Memfes s one of the Captains, took 
a great Ship of Meca wcrch fixty thoufand 
Clowns. The Fleet arrived at Goa. 

2. The new Viceroy vifited fome Forts, 
gave necellary Orders, and from Cochin 
tent three Veflels of Oars towards Calicut 
to curb thofe Indians who began to be out- 
ragious. One of them fought three hours 
with fiky Paracos , large Indian Veflels, loll 
three Men, and had been loft had not his 

Companions 
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Companions relieved him, and put them to 
flight. Hitrom de Soufa was ordered with 
fix Veflels againft the Malabar $ of that 
Coaft, who defeated forty Catures 3 Indian 
Veflels, commanded by Cotialc, a vahant 
Moor, who hindered the carrying Provifions 
to the Fort of Calicut . Two Gallies having 
joined him afterwards, he fought eighty 
Paraos in the River of Bracalor , bound for 
Cambaya with Spice, he took twelve of them 
with the lofs of four Men. He ordered 
the Commander of the Fort in Ceylon to 
quit ic, as not worth the keeping, and had 
the fame Orders for that of Pacem 3 but ne- 
ceflity had before caufed it to be executed. 

Simon Sodre was fent to Maldiva With four 
Ships to oppofe the Moors , who infefted us. 

He fought a Moor of Cananor , who had fix 
Veflels, took two, and the four narrowly 
efcaped. The Viceroy, tho fick, had great¬ 
er Defigns in hand, but Death drawing on,' 
he named Lope Vaz>.de Sampayo his Succef- 
for, till fuch time as D. Enrique de Menefes t 
who was at Goa , and the next named in the 
Patents came. He died upon Chnftmas - 
Eve , having been Viceroy three months, 
was of a middle ftature, (bmewhat grofs, 
ruddy Complexion; he is painted with a 
black Cap, Cloak and Breeches, edged 
with Velvet, all flafhed, through which ap¬ 
pears the Crimfon Lining, the Doublet of 
Crimfon Sattin, and over it his Armour 
inlaid with Gold. D.Vafco had a natural 
Boldnefs for any great Undertaking, angry 
he was terrible, a great lufferer of Labour, 

and 
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andhafty in execution of Juftice. In fine, 
fit for all that was intrufted him, as Captain, 
as difcoverer, and as Viceroy. He was the 
fixrh in the number of Governors, and fe- 
cond of Viceroys. 

3. Lope Vaz, de Samp aye, lent Francis it 
Sa to carry the News of his accefs to the 
Government to D. Enrique de Menefer at 
Goa . He delivered that Command to the 
faid Francis de Sa } and came awav imme¬ 
diately. Firft he fent his Nephew D. George 
Telo with a Galliot, and five Paraos , againft 
a Fleet that infefted the Coaft. They met 
thirty eight Vefrels laden with Spice, ui^er 
the Command of Cut tale, to>k four, and 
forced the reft aftiore. The four were 
brought to Goa } with many of the Enemies 
hanged upon the Sh. ouds, the Canary who 
rowed carried thirty He?.ds, and twelve a- 
live, who we e delivered up to the Boys, 
and by them ftoned to death, the Sea threw 
up above fixcy upon the Shore. Afterwards 
the lame D. George had the like luccefsa- 
gainft a Ship and nine Paraos^nd then failed 
to Cochin with his Uncle, who bv the way 
being accidentally 7 joined by D. George ie 
Menefes, defeated thirty fix Paraos of Diu, 
arid took feventeen. At Cananor he hanged 
a Moor of Quality, which occafioned many 
of his Relations for iharne to leave the 
City, and go live upon robbing along the 
the River. By the King’s Confent D.Esp 
rique fent Hector de Silveyra againffc them 
with two Gallics and a Brigantine; in two 
days he burnt four Towns with much dim- 
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culty, and took their Cartoon, Cbrihpber 
it Brito fet out with fourteen Gallies, and 
about one hundred Men. They fcoured 
the Sea, deftroyed fome Moors , and at Da¬ 
hl came oat to them two Galiots, and 
feven other Veffels with above three hundred 
Men. At the fir ft (hock they killed our 
Commander, Cbriftopher de Brito; to re¬ 
venge whom, our Men falling on furioufiy, 
in four hours time killed moft of them, and 
took the reft and their Captain in Chief, 
who after wards died of his Wounds at Goa , 
being fi;ft converted to the Faith. The 
Commander of Calicut being Heightened 
by a great number of Nayres and other 
people that frequented that City, forced 
them to retire with on-y fifty Portugtiefes . 
D, Enrique made little hafte to Cochin , be¬ 
came his Kinfmen D. Duarte and D.Lussde 
Mtnefes were there, and diffatisfied with 
what D Fafco de Gama had done in their 
Butmefs, an d he had no mind to undo what 
the Viceroy had done to oblige his Coufins. 
He lent a MeiTage before, that they Ihould 
not receive him with any publick Joy, in 
refped to the death of Gama ; this being 
the only Succeflor till then that ihewed re- 
fpetV to his Predecefibr. Another part of 
his VIell age was, thit they ihould not give 
him the ftyle of Lordihip, becaufe good 
Men had rather deferve Honor, than make 
life ui\ its Titles. Afterwards the Viceroys 
took the Title of Excellency, and the Cap¬ 
tains of Lord (hips. With fuch modeftydid 
the new Governor enter upon his Command. 

4. Soon 
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Soon after he fee out from Cochin with 
fifty Sail, befides fome belonging to the In- 
habitants of the Town,' and Arel de Porea, a 
Subjea to our King with twenty feveo, 
making fifty more, and two thoufand 
fighting Men, thus he arrived at Panant, 
This is one of the principal Towns fubjed 
to Calicut , feated on the Banks of the fame 
River. It was well fortified and llored 
with Cannon, commanded by a Portugm 
Renegado. In the River were many Vet 
lels in order of Battel. The Fight began fu- 
rioufiy by Sea and Land, the Fortifications 
were entred, the Cannon taken, and the 
Enemy fled to the Woods. The Town and 
Veffels m the Port were burnt, many kill, 
ed, of our Men nine. Next day twelve 
Ships were burnt in the Port o f Calicut, and 
D. John de Lima did the fame in the Skirts 
of the City. Hence they went to Couhtt, 
where was the iame Fortification, number 
of Ships, and Artillery as at Panane } and 
twenty thoufand Men in Garrifon. 

5. A Council oh War being held, it was 
generally voted to delift from io dangerous 
an Emerprizc, but D. Enrique prevailed for 
going on. D. Simon de Menefes was to 
command one Attack with 300 Men, 
D . Ennque another with one hundred and 
fifty, and the Fleet to engage one hundred 
and fiky Ships that were there. Great 
Valour was (hewn on both fide^; at laft 
many of the Enemy being^ (lain, the reft 
fled; of the Portuguejes fifty four were killed, 
and many wounded. The Booty contained 
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three hundred and fixty pieces of Cannon, 
a vaft number of Mufquets, fifry three Ships, 
moft of them loaden with Spice; the reft 
being (battered were burnt, as was the 
Town. D Enrique returned to Cochin , 
leaving D. Simon with twenty Sail, and 
five hundred Men to cruife upon that Coaft. 

6 . During the time that Lope Vaz, de 
Sampayo held rhe Government by reafon of 
the Viceroys Death, and Ablenceof D. En¬ 
rique, he lent Antony de Miranda with four 
Vcffels, and three hundred and fifty Men 
to the Red Sea. He was come now to Cape 
Guardafu, where arrived before him Antony 
de Macedo , with a Galeon, and two Cara¬ 
vels, tho fent later. They had taken the 
Veflel of thofe mutinous Portuguefes who 
had killed their Captain, and now pra&ifed 
Pyracy by this Crime to (hun the puni(h- 
ment of the former. One N. de Aguiar 
commanded them who was beheaded at 
Cochin 1, and the reft impaled or baniflied ac¬ 
cording as they were found guilty. The 
two Antonies agreed to fpread themfelves. 
crofs the Mouth of that Sea, that'fo no E- 
nemy-Ship miHit efcape them. This Mouth 
reaching from Cape Guardafu in Africk , to • 
Cape Fartaque in Arabia is fifty Leagues 
over. Here they took ten Zamhucos and three 
Ships. Thence they went to the City Xael 9 
and burnt many Moors in (even Ships, and 
took five. Mean while D . Simon de Menefes , 
affifted by Fernan Gomez,, burnt the Town 
of Mangalor t and ten Ships in the Harbour. 
They (goured the Coaft, had fome Ren¬ 
counters 
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counters, one with feveuty Paraos, whereof 
they took twenty, the reft being fh^ttered 
and difperfed. Another time the Mm 
killed Gomez, Martinez, de Lewes, who going 
to affift Dominick Fernandez,, (truck upon a 
Bank,where died alfo Manuel de Lima , with 
(even Gentlemen, and all the Boats Crew. 

7. Now the King of Calicut refolved to 
befiegethat Fort inAvhich D. John de Lm 
commanded with three hundred Men. 
Twelve thoufand Men broke ground to 
draw a deep Trench about. D. John did all 
that was poflible to hinder the Work, but 
the multitude prevailed and finifhed it. 
Then they planted many pieces of Can¬ 
non, feme fo large the Ball was two (pans 
diameter. The Work being finifhed, 2 * 
tnori came on with nine thoufand Men, 
This Power was enough to terrifie any Re- 
folution ; yet D. John was not moved, but 
ventured to make a Sally, which had like to 
have coft him his life, fo he refolved to 
ftand firm againft all their Aflaults. 

8. The Battery began furionfly at break 
of. day on the thirteenth of June. Our 
Cannon was more dexteroufly played, and 
did great harm, but it appeared not fo much 
in the multitude. Next day advice was lent 
to the Governor, who immediately fent to 
their Relief two Caravels, with one hun¬ 
dred and fifty Men, commanded by dri¬ 
ft opher Jufarte and Duarte Fonjeca. The 
former arrived firft, and there was a fharp 
difpute by Sea and Land about their entering 
the Fort, in which three Gentlemen were 
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killed. The Enemy immediately applyed 
(baling Ladders, but were repulfed with 
great (laughter. D. John fent Duarte\de 
Fonfeca back to Cochin to demand morefuc- 
cour, five hundred Men were fent him- 
Whilft they failed, all the military Arts 
then in ufe were pra&ifed againft the be- 
fieged, and above fifty of them killed. 

9. This Relief could not reach Calicut , 
but was forced back to Cochin. The Go¬ 
vernor joined two Squadrons he had pre¬ 
pared, and they both appeared to the di- 
ftrefied Fort, when Rage and Defpair a&- 
ed more in its Defence than Valour or Con¬ 
duct. Ke£!or de Silveyra commanded one 
of the Squadrons containing feven Ships, 
and Peter de Faria the other of twenty five, 
and three hundred and thirty Men. They 
encouraged our Men, and did harm to the 
Enemy from the Water, becaufe they could 
not land till the Governour arrived with 
twenty Sail, and 1500 Men, befides fbme 
Catures or 1 mall Craft; and Antony de Mi¬ 
randa coming at the fame time, all the 
Sea of Calicut was covered with Ships. A 
Council was held about landing, all the 
Votes were in the negative. D. Enrique 
fpent four days in confidering what to do, 
then came to this Refolution. 

i«. One night he put one hundred and 
fifty Men into the Fort under the valiant 
Hetfor de Silveyra , and the next as many 
more under D• James de Lima . By*break of 
day he landed, clearing the Shore of 
throngs of Enemies with Sho% Granados, 
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and all forts of Weapons. - In (ome In- 
trenchments they burnt two hundred, 
others three hundred Moors. Many Gentle- 
men particularly fignal.zed themfelves upon 
this Occafion- Hulor de Stlveyra did won¬ 
ders. D. George ie Menefe, with a two 
handed Sword made great (laughter tilllo- 
fing the Right Hand, he took a lefs Sword 
in the Left, and went on without lofing 
the Cutlace. But who can recount the 
Aftions of this day. In fine three thou- 
fand of the Enemy were killed, of ours 
, thirty, none of Note. D. Enrgut remained 

Mafterof the Field, and pitched his Tents 
to give there the neceflary Orders. Zamm 
fern to defire peace, the Treaty held font 

days, and broke up without any efeft 
The Fort was demolifhed (as King Jm 
had commanded) becaufe it was of no im¬ 
portance. Having fhipped all that was in 
it of Value with great care and privacy, 
they laid Trains to olow it up, and all 
drew off to the Ships. The ^finding 
the Coaft clear, and no Body in the Fort, 
run in Clufters to pillage; but the Powder 
fuddenly taking fire, blew up the wholeiFa- 
brick with great daughter of them. Thu 
fhews how much muft be ventured rate 
than hazard Reputation; fince al this la¬ 
bour and Preparation (erved only to aze 

that Fort, becaufe it fhould not be thought 
it was rather Fear than Convenient or 
us to quit it. 
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CHAP. X. 

Concludes the Government of D. Enrique 
de Menefes in the Tear i 6, 
King John the Thrrd Reigning. 

Fort of Calicut being demo- 
X lifhed, and Veter de Faria left with 
his Ships to fcour the Coaft of Malabar , the 
Governor went to Cochin, to difpatch the 
homeward bound trading Ships / which 
were five, and whereof two were loft: two 
alfo of four that came this vear from Per * 
tugal penfhed. After this Expedition D. 
tnri^ie defined to fall upon Diu . He 
lent out Heftor de Silveyra upon other, pre¬ 
tences, to Ormuz, with inftiudions that o- 
tlier things failing, he fhould enter the 
RlJ Sea , and take up at Arcjuico , t>. Ro¬ 
drigo de Lifna, who by that time was return¬ 
ed from his Embafly to Prefer John. On 
the Coaft of Arabia he affaulced and took 
the flrong City Dofar , which he deftroyed 
with the lofs of two Men. Them he entered 
theW,W, and-reduced the Iflands Mag a a 
and Dalaca, to pay Tribute. Thence failed 
to 'Arcjuico where the Governor delivered to 
him D. Rodrigo de Lima, who was there 
Waiting for a paflage with an Embaffador 

U font 
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lent by Prefer John to Portugal. They 
went to reft at Ormuz,. 

2. Peter Mafcarenas , who the foregoing 
year went to fucceed George de Albuquerque 
m the Command of Malaca, , found it in 
fome diftrefs, after performing honorable 
Anions. Martin Alfonfo de Sou fa (couring 
that Coaft with fix Ships and two hundred 
Men had done great execution among the 
Natives. * After returning to Malaca he a- 
gain went out to meet Lacxemena , who 
ravaged the Neighbourhood with thirteen 
hundred Moors , after a bloody Fight they 
were defeated, and Martin being mortally 
wounded, died in the City. The Kingot 
Lings our Ally had asked relief of Georp 
Albuquerque, againfl the King of Bintm, 
by whom he was befieged. Eighty Men 
were fent, who falling upon the Beliegers 
killed fix hundred, the reft fled. ThisTi- 
dory coft but one Man.. * 

5’. Here Peter Mafcarenas heard or a Rene- 
gado Portugues , who commanding three 
thoufand Men oh the King of Bint am, had 
done much harm to the City, in which 
there were but a hundred, yet obliged hini 
to retire with {hame. Two hundred and 
fifty folemnly vowed to carry the Head 
of George de Albuquerque, or that of the Fa- 
dor Garcia Chaino , to the King of Bwt& 
( all Vows are eafier to make than perform) 
they lay in ambufh in a clofe Wood, m 
Porttiguefes , whereof one was Francis Corru, 
fell into it. He feeing no portability or e- 
leaping, encouraged the ocher five, and 
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falling defperately upon the two hundred 
and fifty killed fourteen, the others fled. 
One of the fix died. 

4. Antony de Brito at Maluco, feeing he 
was not relieved, defired ( the laft year ) 
a Succeflor might be fent him, D. Garcia 
Enriquez, who then commanded the Cruifers 
upon the Coaft of Malaca went thither. 

5. He arrived at Ternate , where fome 
Differences arofe between him and Brito . 
They agreed among themfelves, and by 
confent fent a Portugues with a (mail Vefi 
lei to difeover the Iflands called Celebes \ 
where they heard was great plenty of Gold. 
The Djfcoverer found the Iflands, but not 
the Gold; and being upon his return, was 
carried away by a ftorm to the Eaftward, 
till he loft his Account, and unexpectedly 
fell into a great and beautiful Ifland. The 
Inhabitants moft fimple, and treated them 
with great .aft'e&ion. Of Colour more in¬ 
clined to white, of Body ftrong and comly, 
lank Hair, and long Beards, their Cloaths 
of very fine Mats; their Food, Roots, Co¬ 
cos and Figs. Their Language was not un- 
derftood, but they dealt by figns. By tokens 
they gave to underftand that in the moun¬ 
tain there was Gold, whereof they made no 
ule; they had no knowledge of Iron, or 
any other Metal. They left this Ifland, 
which they called of j fames Lopez, de Sequey- 
ra the Name of the Pilot, and returned to 
Ternate after eight months, whence Antony 
de Brito was then departed, leaving D.Gar - 
uo the Command of the Fort. 

U 2 
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6 . Peter Mafcarenas at Malaca confider- 
jng how much had been done by his Prede- 
ceffors in defence of that place, and thatit 
was no lefs infupportable than dangewfus, 
to fuffer the King of Bintam to lie fafe in 
his Works, and continue his hopes propofed 
to deprive him of both. .He immediately 
began to put in execution his Defigns, 
tho* they proved unfuccefsful.. 

7. George de Albuquerque failing from Me- 
lac a towards Cochin , with only one Vefld, 
met Arel de Porca with twenty five Barques 
of CaUcut, who was feeking Revenge, for 
that D . Enrique had treated him as he de« 
ferved for his Cowardlinefs at the.Aflault 
of Coulete. The Cafe was that* D. Enrique 
at that Engagement perceiving him ftand 
only as a Looker on, watching the oppor¬ 
tunity of jharing the Plunder, earned a 
Cannon to be levelled at him fo dexteroufly, 
that it bioke his Leg. Now he fought Re- 
venge, and drew on himfelf farther pu- 
nifhment, for Albuquerque not able toT 
void the twenty five Barques, to lofe no 
time of playing his Cannon, levelled among 
them all, thpy anfwered with Showers of 
Ball and Arrows. But our Artillery was 
fo well managed, that Arel was forced to 
retire with conhderable lofs, having done 
ho other damage to Albuquerque , than the 
killing one of his Slaves. * 

8 . The Governor D. Enrique Bill con¬ 
tinued his Preparations againft Diu , giving 
out they were for Aden. In all things he 
a£ted the part of a wife Captain. 

9- 
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9. He fot out with feventeen Sail of fo- 

veral forts all large, with a refblution to 
clear that Coaft of Pyrats, that always 
aboundlhere. . At Cbale two Leagues from 
Calicut he fet afhore D. George de' Menefes 
with five hundred Men, who reduced the 
Town to Allies. At Bacanor he found 
D. George Telo and Peter de Faria entering 
that River 0 in which they fhut up above 
one hundred Paraos , bound for Cambaya , 
laden with Spice. He fent to their afE* 
ftjncc D George de Menefes , with four hun¬ 
dred Men in two Ships. The Moors by 
Land and Sea were four thoufand ftrong. 
Veter de Faria was left to keep the Mouth of 
the River, the other went up to the Paraos , 
and faw the Shore covered with Men and 
Cannon. At length they engaged, the 
Fight was bravely maintained, but the mul¬ 
titude, the difad vantage of the place, and 
ill Fortune, obliged our Captains to retire* 
after lofing forty Men. Vi&ory cannot be 
always tied to one fide, and it is wonder¬ 
ful, that in fo many Encounters our Party 
ihould fcarce ever be worfted, never quite 
defeated. * 

10. This was not the greateft Lofs then 
happened to the Portuguefes, for at this time 
D. Enrique fell fick or an Inflammation in 
two Iflues he had upon one Leg, and find¬ 
ing Death came on, he gave the neceflary 
Orders, and expired with that Caimnefs he 
had pra&ifed living. This happened at Ca- 
nanor, ( where he is buried) about the end 
of January in the thirtieth year of his Ago. 

U j He 
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He was Son to D, Ferdinand de Menefes , 
called the Red , of a plcafing Countenance, 
a large Stature, an awful Prefence, of a 
free Mind, his Actions juft, free from Co- 
vetoufnefs, continent, a true Patron of Me- 
rir, and profeflor of Honor. It mayap- 
pear how free from Avarice in that after 
liis Death all his Treafure was but thirteen 
Royals and a half, not a Crowi^in all; not 
but that he had an Eftate before, but (pent 
it during his Government on fiich as de¬ 
ceived well- He accepted not one Jewel 
of all that thofe Eaftern Princes prelented 
him. Let us give one Example of his 
ready Wit, which will ihew the Beauty cf 
his Perfon. A Gentleman whole perlon 
was contemptible, but had Ierved well, and 
was diilatisfied with the Governor, one day 
talking with others, lalhed out and laid, 
I am as good a Gentleman as any in India, 
and better than fome, as much a Soldier as the 
heft , 1 have ferved the King as well as any 
man ; and in fine , I fear no man , nor yield to 
no man. The Governor finding all this 
paffion aimed at him, to ihew he un- 
derftood it," and was not difturbed, an- 
f we red very calmly : Sir , J confefs you are a 
better Gentleman than I s and more a Soldier 
than I, that you have fervedbetter, and better 
deferve to be Governor ; but fince I yield fo 
many Points , you cannot but grant me one, and 
that is that you are not fo genteel a man as I. 
So. the Anger was turned into Laughter, 
and he doubly ihamed. The moft re¬ 
nowned Governors hitherto were D.Francifio 
. dt 
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It Almeyda , Alfonfo de Albuquerque , and 
n. KnriUe. ' His Complexion was white, 
his Beard Chefnut Colour, his Cap, upper 
Garment, and Breeches, black , 11 a Ik d 
with Crimfon Lining, the Doublet Crim- 
fon, over it a Coat of Mail, and upon that 
,he Bread plate. Heheld the Government 
a vear and a month, and was the (eventh 
Governor.

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CHAP. L 

The Government of Lope Vaz de Sam* 
payo, from the Tear x$z 6 to the 
Tear 1527, and Reign of King John 
the Third . 


H E Governor D. Enrie/ae 
■ de Menefes, when/he died, 

H left a Paper foalech where* 

B in named whafhould 

JS 1 fucceed him, in cafe the 

perfon appointed by the King was abfent, 
requiring all there prefenc to give Obedi¬ 
ence to him, this Paper was loft, but the 
perfon therein named known to be Franca 
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it Sa , then commanding at Goa . The 
fecond Patent of Succeflion being opened 
(becaufe the firft was fulfilled in D. En¬ 
rique) it named Peter de Mafearenas then 
commanding at Malaca . The diftance 
was great , and the Seafon not fit to 
fail, after Tome Debates they chofo the 
worft Expedient, which was to open the 
third Patent, in which was named Lope. 

Vaz, de Sampayo. The Government was put 
into his Hands, having (wore to deliver it 
to Peter de Mafcarenbas as foon as he came 
from Malaca. He immediately di(patched 
Captains to foveral places, and went out 
himfeiyto fcour the Coaft with feven Sail. 
Advice^fcras brought him from D. George 
Telo , and Peter de Faria, that they lay upon 
the Bar of Cananor , to keep in *a Fleet be¬ 
longing to Zamori . He font immediate 
Orders to D. Antonio de Stlveyra, and Chri - 
jtopber de Soufa , who were at Goa, to go 
10m the other two, and fecure the prize till 
he came. They performed it. 

2. Cutiale , Admiral of that Fleet, per¬ 
ceiving the danger that threatened him, 
difpofed all things to meet it by Sea and 
Land. He had ten thou fa nd Men at Com¬ 
mand, Lope Faz, went in perfon through 
Showers of Bullets to view the Fortifica¬ 
tions, which done, he returned and prepa¬ 
red for the Aflaults, contrary to the Votes 
of moft of the Captains, who rather envied 
him the Glory of that Action, than feared 
the Danger, as if each were not to fhare 
with him in it. N^vertholefs all obeyed, 

and 
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and three Veflels were provided with one 
one hundred Men each to land firft. Loft 
Vaz followed with a thoufand Men in VeC 
fels that rowed. Peter de Faria was to fire 
the Energies Varaos. They all at once 
couragioufly undertook the Charge afligned 
them, and at the fame time mounted the 
Trenches with great Slaughter on the one 
fide, whilft above feventy Varaos were fired 
on the other. At length our Men remain¬ 
ed victorious, above eighty Brafs Cannons 
were taken, Lope fpared the Town, becaiife 
it belonged to the King of Narfmga , with 
whom we were then at peace. 

Lope Vaz failed vi&orious Goa, 
where Francis de Sa refufed to reJPve him 
as Governor, on account of the Title hs 
had to it himfelf by D. Enrique s appoint¬ 
ment in the abfence of Peter Mafiarenbas. 
But the Council of the City fiding with 
Lcpe Vaz, he was admitted as Governop, 
and began to ad as fuch. The firft thing 
he did was to fend Advice to Peter Mafia- 
renas of his Election, either that he was not 
yet fo fond of the Government, or rather 
to diflemble how fond he was oi it. Next He 
gave the Command of Goa to Antony it 
Silveyra de Menefes, and fent Francis de Sa 
to rhelflandof Snnda, whether he had been 
deligned from Portugal , giving him four 
hundred Men in fix Ships. Antony de Mi¬ 
randa Azevedo had fourteen to guard the 
Coaft of India. Manuel de Gama had nine 
for the Coaft of Coromandel , which he 
cleanfed from Pyrats, and retook a Ship or 
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ours taken by them. Martin Alpbonfo Ju- 
fartt was fent to Maldiva with fix Veflels, 
and took a rich VefTel of Meca, in which 
were three hundred Moors . Having given 
other necefTary Orders, he failed for Or- 
rnz with five Ships, and three hundred 

^4° They fuffered much by the way, 
chiefly through Thirft. In his Paflage he 
reduced the Towns of Calayate and Mafcate , 
which had revolted, being exafpemed by 
the avarice of James de Melo\ for it is cer¬ 
tain the King and publick fuffer for the 
Intereft of private Men, a thing D. Enrique 
was fo fenfible of, that this Mek being then 
Commander at Ormuz , he writ to him to 
be more moderate, and not provoke thirty 
years to go from Goa to teach fixty 
it Ormuz , for thofe were the Ages of 
them both. Lope Vaz did nothing at Or¬ 
muz, but compofe the Difference be¬ 
tween James de Melo and Raez Xarafbj 
which had occafioned the Revolt of thole 
two Towns f receive the Tribute of that 
King, and Prefitr Johns Embaflador, who 
came with D. George de Lima , both brought 
by Heftor de Silveyra. 

Who was lent to lie off of Diu in 
wait’df the Ships of the Red Sea, that trade 
for Cdmhaya , whereof he to»k three. 
They went to Vm where he continued 
manv days at the requelt of Melique Sac a, 
who made ufe of him to lecure himfelf a- 
gainft the King of Camhaya , feigning he 
intended to deliver the City to Silveyra, 

being 
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being weary of the Tyranny of that King. 
Lope Vaz, was then at Cbaul, giving Oders 
for fortifying feveral places, fearing the 
Rumes or Turks were coming with a great 
Power, whereof he fent advice to King 
John, and failed for* Goa. 

6 . At the lame time arrived in India two 
Ships of five that fet out this year from 
Lisbon, the other three came afterwards. 
Thefe two brought frefli Orders from the 
King, relating to the Succeflion in the Go¬ 
vernment , wherein Lope Vaz, was before 
Mafcarcnas , the former having been the 
contrary. The Surveyor of the Revenue 
Alfonfo it Mexia, to whom they were di¬ 
rected, defirous to kindle Broils, caufed 
them to be opened, to the great danger of 
the publick Peace. 

7. The News hereof met Lope Vaz on 
the way, and arriving at Goa he was a fe. 
cond time received as Governor, and went 
thence to Cochin. He di{patched the tra¬ 
ding Ships home, and fent in them Prefer 
Johns Embaffador , who went to Rome, 
where he gave entire fubmiflion ttf the 
Church of Chrift, through the means of 
the Portuguefes ; and having received feveral ' 
Favours from Pope Clement the Seventh, 
returned to his Prince. Thefe Shiprbeing 
gone, Lope Vaz, defigned to go to the Red. 
Sea againft the Lurks, who ( it was faid ) 
fortified the Ifland Caniaran . Some loofe 
Tongues (aid it was a policy to ftrengthen 
himfelf at Cochin, in order to refill Mafia- 1 
renbas, who came to take upon him the 

Government, 
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Government. Others Uid he really in- 
tended to go to deprive Mafcarenas of all 
Power, and gain the Affetfions of the 
Soldiers by giving them plunder. The 
certainty is, he ftudied to fecure himfelf, 
for to refign a Command voluntarily is a 
thing not pra&ifed fince thofe times. 

8 . Raez, Solyman the Turk , who killed Mir 
Hozrm at Gidda, recovered his Princes Fa¬ 
vour by delivering up to him this City he 
had gained in the Service of the Soldan, 
and by means of a confiderable Prefent; 
for Gifts are of force even with Princes, 
who have no need of them. Selin , who 
was then at Grand Cayre, converted his Ha¬ 
tred to Love, becaufe Solyman promifed 
him great Advantages in India, if he would 
furnilh him with a competent power to aCfc 
there. He gave him twenty Gallies, and 
five Galions that were then at Suez* Soly - 
man fucceeding his Father Selin, feflt Hay* 
itrin, to deliver this Fleet to Raez,, who 
was then fortifying the Ifland Camaran , 
where the laid Haydarin upon feme diO 
gull killed him. Mufiapha, Nephew to 
Raez, fiicceeded him, and flew Hydarin, 
then failed to Aden, and thence to Diu, 
taking the protection of the Kingof Cam - 
baya, as fearful of the Great Turk, whom 
he had offended with that Murder and o- 
ther Actions» and having but few Veflels 
with him, for moft of them refufed to o- 
bey him, and returned to Suez,. Antony 
Tenreyro carried an account of the Succels 
of this Fleet to King John by Land, with 

general 
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general admiration, being the firft that 
porform.ed that Journey, till then thought 
impoffible. 

9. Let us now return to Peter Mafcare- 

mas at Malaca, where the News being come 
of his Succeflion to the Governufent, he 
was immediately proclaimed and ooeyed as 
fuch. As fuch he gave Orders, and be- 
flowed fome Commands* The Seafon 
was not yet proper to fail from Malacaxo 
Cochin. But the Deflre of Command waits 
no feafon fo he fet out without ir. A ftorm 
forced him back to Malaca 3 and he making 
a Virtue of Neceffity complied with For¬ 
tune, concluding it was Providence brought 
him to that City, which he had left in 
great diftrefs, and taking it as an Omen of 
the Honor he thought to gain over Bintm, 
whofe King entertained nofmall hopes of 
recovering Malaca 3 which was wholly un- 
provide'd Mafcarenbas difpofed the Minds 
of the few Gentlemen that were there, and 
prepared to fall upon that King, giving 
out all was for the lfland of Sunda, whi¬ 
ther it was known Francis de Sa was de- 
figned. He fet out with twenty one Ships, 
in them four hundred Portttguejes , and lix 
hundred Malayes , commanded by Turn 
Mahomet and Sinai Raja. t 

10. Great Labour was employed in clear¬ 
ing the Mouth of the River, when thirty 
Barques appeared, fentby the King of P*w 
to the Relief of our Enemy. Duarte Com 
and Ayres de Cma went to meet them, bat¬ 
tered fbme, difperfed others, and took 
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twelve loaden with Cannon and Provi- 
(ions. They return to the hard Labour of 
clearing the Mouth of the River, in which 
Work Ferdinando Serram confumed twelve 
Days, wherein his Men were fpent with 
toil, and his Ship pierced with a thoufand 
Cannon Shot. Yet he obtained his end, 
tho not without danger of perifhing, for 
Laxemena fell upon him with fuch fury, 
that Ferdinando was left for dead, and both 
(ides fought with great obrtinacy. Peter 
Mafcarenas perceiving this A&ion, prefFed 
forwards in fmall Vedels that rowed, and 
coming upon the Moors made them retire 
with a great daughter. Being returned to 
his Port, he confidered the City, which 
was formidable for its Walls and oppofite 
Fort, flanked wfch Bulwarks, ’rtored with 
Men and Artillery. He ordered the man¬ 
ner of the Aflault, aligning every Man 
his Poft, and diverting the Enemy from the 
place where he defigned the chief Attack. 

n. Our careful and almoft ra(h Com¬ 
mander in the dead of night, marched 
his men through a clofe Wood and un¬ 
known way, very difficult for the Roots of 
Trees that eroded it, and dreams of Water 
that fpread the Superficies of the Grounds, 
yec before day they reached the City.' The 
warlike Inftrument founding on a fudden 
from all fides, put the Moors into a Confu- 
(ion,. at lad they refbrt where they thought 
was the greateft danger, and that was where 
Ma>c arenas had ported the Malayes to give 
a riiverfion, whilft he enteredi on the ocher 

fide. 
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fide All was full of Confufion, tho the 
Enemies behaved themfelves gallantly. 
The firfl that mounted a Bulwark was 
yiyre, it Cun*. Then they entred the City, 
andfurioufly run through it; Peter Mafce- 
rtnas ran to the King s Palace, where Laja 
Raja who commanded Fell.upon him, and 
the Fight was couragioufly maintained till 
they underftood the King was not there, 
for he perceiving the City was entered, 
mounted on an Elephant, and fled to the 
Woods and Mountain. This being known, 
the Moon gave way, fome were killed the 
reft fled. The Garrifon conlifted ol levea 
thoufand, four hundred were (lain, two 
thoufand taken. The Town was {dun- 
dered, the Booty great, and almoi-t three 
hundred pieces of Cannon, no lnconfi- 
derable part of it. We had not above three 
killed in this A&ion, which was one of the 
moft glorious we performed in Afia, to,the 
immortal Honor of Mafcarenas , and Peace 
of Malaca. For the King dying with 
grief, tho his Son Alaudin undertook the 
lame Task, he had no power to annoy us 
much. The Proprietor of this llland from 
whom the King had taken it, begged et 
Mafcarenbas to be reftored to it, which was 
granted, he owning himfelf a Subjett ot 
Portugal. At this inftant arrived the King 
of Linga , our Allv, with Succour. He was 
an honourable Witnefs of our Vidory, 
and after congratulating, returned home. 

Ii. Francis de Sa now prepared to prole- 

cute his Voyage to Sunda. This luand^j 
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divided on the South From Java by a very 
narrow Channel. Ir produces pale Gold, 
and abundance of Pepper and Provifions. 
The Natives are many, unfit for War, but 
curious in adorning their Arms. They 
worfhip Idols, foil their Children to fupply 
any want. The Wornen are beautiful, 
thofe of Quality chafte, contrary to what 
is ufual in moft of the other parts of the 
World. They have Convents into which 
they enter to preforve their Virginity as in 
Stain. The married Women kill them* 
(elves when their Husbands die; a good 
Cuftom tofhew their Duty, and to prevent 
their killing them, were it not againft the 
Law of Nature, and therefore a brutal 
Error. 

i;. Hither came before Henry Lerne 
drawn by the Plenty and Goodnels of the 
Pepper it produces, he was well received 
by the King Samiam , who offered a place 
to build a Fore, and three hundred and 
fifty one Quintals of Pepper, as a yearly 
Tribute to purchafo the Friend (hip of the 
King of Portugal , in order to his fopport 
againft the Moors who infefted him, and 
were now much inferior to the Vorutguefes 
lii thofo' parts. But he attained not then 
& effect of his Defires; for when Francis 
It Sa came to raife the Fort in the place 
marked out by Lerne, he met fuch oppo- 
fition from the Moors , that he was obliged 
to return to fialaca , without doing any 
thing. 
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14. Mean while D. Garcia Enriquez did 
fomething at the Malucos , which had been 
glorious, if juft. A War being left on foot 
by Antony de Brito with the King of Ttdore, 
D. Garcia made peace with him only to un- 
do what the other had done. This pro. 
duced feme difference between D. Garcia 
and Cackil de Aroez, who to revenge him- 
felf joined now with the King of TtJore. 
D. Garcia fearing this Union might prove 
dangerous, fuddenly fell upon that City, 
then buffed with the Funeral Ceremonies of 
the dead, and entring it, took away the 
Gannon, and burnt the reft. Thus the 
Peace ralhly concluded was more rafhly 
broke and the Vortuguefes throughout all 
thofh Iflands were efteemed Men* of no 
Faith or Reputation, for commonly a whole 
Nation (uffers for the Faults of a few. 

15. Martin Iniguez de Carcbifano arrived at 
Port Camafe in the Kingdom of TtJore with 
one Ship of fix the Emperor Charles V. 
fentthe year 151$ to chofe parts that be¬ 
longed not to him. The other Ships came 
before to an Ifland in three degrees of 
North Latitude, which they called S.fdat- 
theiv, where, on the Trunks of Trees they 
found Infcriptions denoting it to have 
been inhabited by Vortuguefes eighty years 
before. As foon as D. Garcia underftood 
the new comers were SpaHtgrds, he endea¬ 
voured to compote the Affair, but to no 
effe< 5 t, and perceiving they Cjiufed an al¬ 
teration in the price of Spice, he fent nrft, 
then went in perfon to expel them, but 

were 
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were all obliged to retire after much da¬ 
mage fuftained by the Spaniards Cannon, 
yet their Ship, tore by the Port agues Shot, 
afterwards funk. Our Men had the like 
fuccefi at another Town on the Shore 
where the Spaniards were. D. Garcia fent 
Martin Coma to Malaca, where he under¬ 
ftood that the Inhabitants of Lobu, a Port 
of Sumatra , had flain Alvaro de Brito and 
feventy Men, he carried to revenge the 
Death of others killed there. As fbon as 
Jie arrived, George Cabral recommended 
"this Bufinefs to him, which he performed, 
reducing the City to Afhes, after putting 
all the Inhabitants to the Sword, taking all 
their Cannon, Brito's Galley and fome o- 
thers, the reft were burnt. 

16. At this time came to the Malucos that 
renowned Gentleman D. George de Menefes, 
who loft his Hand at the glorious) Acftion of 
Calicut, being the firft that went thifher by 
the way of Borneo , pafling through many 
Illands, and giving his Name to (bine of 
them. The known way being five hun¬ 
dred Leagues,. he made it a thoufand, and 
fpent eight months in the Voyage, by reafon 
of the Difficulties of that Sea, which is a 
meer Labyrinth of Iflands and Banks of 
Sand. V.George and D . Garcia fell prefent- 
ly at variance, becaufe the latter would 
not return the way the other came} but by 
Banda, which was more eafie and advanta¬ 
geous, on the contrary of that by Borneo . 
It feem’d D. Garcia fought not the fame 
that D . George : and V. George in all obeyed 
X z Veter 
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Peter Mafcarenas as Governor of India. 
The Difpute came to words ill becoming 
fiich Men, and the words to adhons of the 
fame nature. D.George puts V. Garcia in 
Irons. And D. Garcia being fet at liberty 
puts D. George into them. Being threatened 
by fome be fet him loofe, and D. George 
being at liberty, fent after him to Banda , 
in cafe he came thither to make him Pri- 
foner, and take his Ship. Vincent de Fonfeca 
carried the Meflage. He alfo fent Vafco 
Lorenzo , James Cam , and GonzaloVelojo to 
Malaca 3 by the way of Borneo , and with 
them a Prefent for that King. # One part of 
the Prefent was a Piece of Tapeftry with 
Figures of Men, which the Barbarian no 
fooner beheld, but he cryed out. They were 
men inchanted that would kill him tn the night . 
And no perfuafions being of force to con¬ 
vince him of his Error, ordered the Tape¬ 
ftry fliould not remain in his Houfe, nor 
the Meffengers in his Port. 

1 7. Fonfeca was <b diligent, that he arri¬ 
ved at Banda before D. Garcia. They both 
armed, but Fonfeca by craft took his Ship, 
and D.Garcia endeavouring to regain it, 
had two of his Men killed, and was forced 
to retire. He embarquedin a Veflel laden 
with Goods for Malaca , which was chert 
feized upon, yet reftored to him; yet after¬ 
wards at Cochm the Veffel funk, and the 
Sea fwallowed to the value of fifty thoufand 
Crowns he had in her. D. Garcia was left 
afhore with only the Cloaths he wore, and 
Nuno de Cuna s then Governor, imprifoned 


r 
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and fent him to Portugal , to anfwer what 
he had done at Maluco. This was the end of 
thofe violent Courfes wherewith he endea¬ 
voured to enrich himfelf, and of the rafh- 
nefs with which he durft fay. That in fpite of 
Seaund fVtnds he would reach Goa. 

18. Whilft D. Garcia ftruggted with his ill 
Fortune, the Spaniards at Ttdore were at va¬ 
riance who Ihould fiicceed in the place of 
their Captain who died. They agreed, and 
another Spanijh Shi p arrived, commanded by 
Alvaro de Saavedra. D. George modeftly re¬ 
quired them to defift, but to no purpofe. 
Ferdmando Baldaya went againft them in a 
Galliot. ALlf on f° d e l° s Ri°* m^t him in 
another Veffel, they fought couragioufly, 
the Spaniards remained vi&orious, having 
killed our Captain and others. Saavedra 
fet fail for New Spain to bring afliftance to 
profecute this A£t fo well begun, and car¬ 
ried with him fome of the Pnfoners in the 
Galliot he had taken. They fled with his 
Long-boat from certain Iflands where he 
touched, and being afterwards taken at Tt¬ 
dore , and brought to the Spaniards , they 
condemned them as Traitors to the Empe¬ 
ror (as if they had owed him any Alle¬ 
giance ) and hanged Ferdmando Mareira % 
Stmon de Brito was dragg’d and beheaded. 
After this D. George de Cafiro (who acci- 
* dentally came to Ternate ) by order of D . 
George de Menefcs went againft the City Ca• 
mafo , and the Inhabitants being fled,‘burnt 
it to the ground. But this belongs to next 
year, Iqtusfee what is doing in India . 

X% CHAP. 
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CHAP. II. 

Continues the Government of Lope Vaz 
deSampayo, from the Teari^y, till 
the Tear 1529, King John the third 
Reigning . 

i.T Ope Vaz de Sampayo underftanding at 
—t Cochin , that Veter de Mafcarenas was 
coming fom Malaca to take upon him the 
Government,-held a Council, where it 
wasrefolved not to admit him as Governor. 
This done, he went away to Goa, leaving 
Alpbonfo Mexta to put in execution what 
had been refolved. Ac his departure Lope 
Vaz paid off the Soldiers, who prefently 
concluded, that Adtion proceeded not from 
his Bounty, but was to gain their Affe&ions. 
Mafcarenas arrived the Lift day of February, 
and after Tome difference with Mexia , re 
folved to land unarmed, thinking thereby 
todiiarm the other. On the contrary, as 
Mafcarenas landed, he was met by Mexia, 
well armed, and mounted with armed 
Men, who fell upon Mafcarenas, run him 
through the Arm with a Lance, and wound- ' 
ed others of his Company, fo that to a- 
v#id more harm he was forced to return ,to 
his Ship. 

2. The 
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2. The News of thisfExpIoit being 
brought to Love Vaz at Goa , it fo highly 
plealedhim, that as a Reward to the Mef- 
leoger h^Jgave him the Command of Cou- 
lm> taken from Henry Figuera , becaufe he 
had treated Veter de Mafcarenas with Civility. 

In this one A&ion he committed two 
Crimes, one in rewarding Infolency, the 
other in depriving Modefty of its Re¬ 
ward. Now being informed, that Maf~ 
catenas was on the way to Goa , he fent out 
to take and put him in Irons, which was 
executed by Antony de Silveyra , who deli¬ 
vered him at Cananor to D. Simon de Mene - 
fes , Commander of that Fort. The People 
of Goa were fo weary of thefe Proceedings, 
that they broke out into open Railing. 

And Cbriftopber de Soufa , Commander of 
C haul, gravely reproved him fop it by Letter, 
comforting Mafcarenas the fame way, af¬ 
firming thofe Affronts redounded more to 
his Honor than the Government could have 

done. . 

<$. Heftorde Silveyra, a Gentleman mall 
his A&ions great, fell at variance; with 
Lope Vaz , upbraided him with his ill ulage 
to Mafcaretsas , and particularly with refil¬ 
ling their pretenftons to be brought tojudg- 
mint as Mafcarenas defired. Lope Vaz, Sk¬ 
lented it. Hettor withdrew, and gathering^ 
his Kindred, Friends, and the Council ot 
Goa, they fent a Letter figned by three 
hundred to Veter Mafcarenhas , denring him 
to come to Goa , where they would obey 
him as Governor. Then agreed to impnfon 
X 4 Lo t e 
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Lope Vaz, but he knowing it, fent Veter de 
Foria , Commander of Goa , to fecure 
Hetfor de Silveyra, and all that were with 
him. HeBor refufed to deliver himfelf up, 
and Lope in a rage arming himfelf, entered 
the Jdoufe where thefe Gentlemen were, 
then Silveyra , to prevent any publickDi- 
fturbance fufFered himfelf to be taken 
4. D, Simon de Menefes, who held Mafcare¬ 
nas Prifoner at Cananor , and was no left of¬ 
fended at Lope Vaz, bis Proceeeings, hearing 
what paffed at Goa, fee him loofe, and toge¬ 
ther with all that were there, fwore him Go¬ 
vernor. At this time arrived three Ships of 
five that fet out of Lisbon , and in them 
D. John t Deca , Brother-in-law to Lope Vaz, t 
of whom he asked whether he had not a 
good Title to the Government, and re¬ 
mained fatisfied of the Juftice of his Caufe, 
becaufe approved by him and Friends. The 
other two Ships were caft away on the 
lfland Madagafcar. Chrifiopber de Soufa ac¬ 
knowledged Mafcarenas as Governor, which 
much enraged Lope Vaz,, but his anger was 
not of force to take place. 

f. Antony de Mtranda de Acevedo, Admi¬ 
ral of the Indian Sea, defiring as well as 
Christopher de Soufa to prevent Diffractions, 
joined with him, the Refulc of their A- 
greement was, that Lope Vaz, was reduced 
to put the bufi'neft to arbitration. It was ar¬ 
ticled, that the Competiors fhould ftand 
by the Verdi#,- that neither fhould a# as 
Governor in the interim, that all who 
were impnfbned on this Account fhould be 

releafed, 
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releafed, that the two who had procured 
this Accommodation might come freely to 
Goa , without any danger of Lope Vaz, his 
anger. He at firft oppofed this Agree¬ 
ment, but liking the Arbitrators, confented, 
adding fome Conditions, the chief about 
Alfonfo Mexia 9 in cafe Mafcarenas had the 
preference. 

6. Cbrifiopher de Soufa perceiving the 
Judges were all of Lope Vaz, his Fadion, to 
his great regret, caufed one of. them 
to be removed, and five others to be added. 
Tho Arbitrators being declared, many re- 
forted thither, and chiefly the Inhabitants of 
Cochin who, confeious, of what they had 
d(|ne againft Mafcarenas , declared, if he 
were preferred, they would fly to the Moors. 
In fine, thofe who before Elicited for Mafi 
coronas were now againft him, and Sen¬ 
tence was accordingly given againft him, 
the twenty fixth of December. It is not 
much that Lope Vaz, fhould rejoice, but 
ftrangethat Mafcarenas fhould not be at all 
concerned. He embarqued in one of the 
Ships that came this year for Portugal, was 
well received by the King, who gave him 
the Command of Azamor in Africk , on his 
return from thence he was loft at Sea. 

7. As foon as Lope Vaz was quietly fettled 
in his Government, he difpatched Com¬ 
manders to fbme Forts, and among them 
Veter de Faria to Malaca. Antony de Miran¬ 
da de Azevedo 'was fent with a. Fleet to 
burn the Turki(h Gallies that were left at 
Camaran , after the death of Raez Soliman. 

Martin 
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Martin Alfonfo de Mdo Jufarte^ went to 
build a Fort at Stmda, with eight large 
Ships and four hundred Men. He touched 
at Columbo in the Ifland Ceylon, where Pate 
Marcar of Calicut oppreffed the King of 
Cota our Ally; but hearing of thefe Ships 
he fled up the Rivers, and Madune Pandas 
the King’s Brother who joined with his 
Enemy, and pretended to the greateft part 
of the Kingdom, raifed his Siege. Martin 
Alfonfo went thence rich, having taken lorne 
Ships of the Moors , and agreed ac Calecdre 
with the Lord about the price of Pearls, 
whereof there is a Filhery. Further on 
he deftroyed the Town of Core % becaufethe 
Inhabitants had killed John de Flores , who 
guarded that Fiihery. 

8 . Going o#l his Voyage, a fudden and 
fierce ftorm drove all his company out of 
light, and fet him upon a Bank of Sand 
near the Ifland Nagamale, oppofite to the 
City Sodoe. He went into the Long-boat 
with fifty Men, and with great difficulty 
came to the City Chacuria in the Kingdom 
of Bengala , the Lord whereof, after ma¬ 
king U(e of them againft his Enemy, made 
them all Slaves. Hence they were carried 
to Sore , where two of his Captains arriving, 
thought to have ftoln them away by night, 
but were dilcovered and difappointed. The 
Indians bad made a Vow to lacrifice to their 
Idols the handfomeft Portuguefe they (hould 
take, they judged one Gonz>aloFaz, Je Mtlo 
to be luch, and accordingly lacrificed him, 
notwithftanding his Uncle Martin Alfonfo 

promilcd 
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promifed a great ranlbm for him. The o- 
thers were afterwards redeemed by a Moor, 
for three thoufand Ducats. 

9. One of the Captains Lope Vaz, had lent 
out, was D, John De$a } to Icour the Sea of 
Calicut. He behaved himfelf bravely in fe- 
veral Rencounters, and took this year fifty 
Prizes, laden with all forts of* Goods. He 
burnt the Town of Manga lor s and meeting 
afterwards the Fleet of Calicut , confiding 
of feventy Paraos, well equipped, under the 
Command of the Chineje Captain Cuttale> 
he fought them, took Cutiale , and moft of 
the Veflels, killed fifteen hundred Moors , 
and had almoft as many Prifoners. In 
thefe Rencounters he loft twenty Ports* 
tuefes. . 

10, Antony dt Miranda de Az,evedo (ailed 
the latter end of January for the Red Sea 9 
with twenty Ships, and above a thoufand 
Men. After taking fome Prizes, he met 
in the Mouth of that Sea Henry de Mace - 
J°, engaged with a great Turktjh Gallion. 

They boarded him, and the Turks threw 
a burning Dart which ftuck in the main 
Sheet , and began to fire it, but a ftrong 
Guft of Wind ihaking the Sail, caft it back 
into the Turkifh Gallion, where falling a- 
mong the Powder, it blew all up, fb that 
only eight Men elcaped, and thole elcaped 
only the Fire, not the Sword, being killed 
as they fwam. Antony de Sylva took a great 
Ship of Diu } and killed all the Men. D . An - 
tony de Miranda fought another two days, 
and Ihe got off. Several Captains had other 

Rencounters 
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Rencounters. The chief Defign, which 
was fighting the Tt,rks in the Red Sea at the 
Ifiana Camara*, took no effe< 5 t, the Winds 
being contrary. They burnt the City Zey- 
lan, the Inhabitants having feved themfelves 
and Goods by flight. 

ii. They went thence to Ormuz , and 
next to T>iu, and were difperfed by a florin. 
L pe de Mefquita met a great Ship wherein 
were 200 refolute Moors , and boarded her 
with thirty Men; no (boner were they in 
her, but his Gallion fell off. Being left 
thus they furioufly fell upon the two hun¬ 
dred, kill moftof them, and take the Ship, 
which being much battered by the Gallion, 
was finking. Mefquita with all, fpeed fends 
his Brother James with fixteen Men in 
the Long-boat to (ave the Mony taken in 
the Ship, and return for thofe that were be¬ 
hind. Thole who thought to efcape fell in¬ 
to the greatefl danger, for not reaching the 
Gallion, they were taken by the Fleet of 
Diu, and carried to the King of Camhja, 
who would force them to turn Moors, but 
they remained conftant. The King in a 
rage caufed James de Mefquita to be put into 
a Cannon, 111 order to be blown in pieces, 
but admiring the refblution with which he 
entred, was appeafed, and fpared him. 
They were all put into Prifon, and after¬ 
wards releafed. Lope de Mefquita , the Gal¬ 
lion and Antony de Miranda met at CbauL 
Antony de Ma.cedo came with his Ship (b bat¬ 
tered, it was almofl a miracle he efcaped, 
and his Face fo monftrous no body knew 
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him, that caufed by the Cannon, the latter 
by Fire, having been befet by fifty Barks 
and three Galliots off of* Diu. He fought 
them a whole day, and was reduced to only 
fix Men and a Woman/ who (upplied them 
with Powder, till accidentally Antony de SiU 
i a came up with him, ’and the Enemies 
Commander being killed they fled. 

12, The Moors had improved our Divi- 
fions to do us much harm, Lope Vaz prepa¬ 
red to be revenged. He left Antony de Mi~ 
ran da to command at Goa , and went to 
Cochin where he fitted out eighteen Ships. 

At Cananor met him one hundred and thirty 
Paraos of Malabars. He could not attack 
them with the great Ships by reafbn of the 
contrary Wind. But refolving not to flip 
the opportunity, advanced with thirteen Pa- 
mi againft the hundred and thirty. He 
came up with and did them much harm 
with his Cannonand they fpared not 
theirs, but feeing two Pardos come out of 
Cananor to the relief of the thirteen, and 
the great Ships (pread their Sails to come up, 
they fled, eighteen of them were funk, 
twenty two taken, and in them fifty pieces 
of Cannon , eight hundred killed, and 
many Pnfoners made. Thofe that fled, and 
others who joined them fell into the fnare 
near Cochin. 

U. Lope Vaz fptout again with the feme 
Fleet in (earch of Arel , Lord of ?orca % 
who was feeking revenge for what had hap¬ 
pened between him and D. Enrique at the 
deftiu&ion of tyulete. Lope Vaz feoured 

the 
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the Cocift as he went. Simon de Melo\ who 
commanded the Brigantines, burnt twenty 
fix Ships, and razed the Town of Cbatua. 
The Fire ran a* far as Cranganor v He or- 
•dered the Fleet that was there to follow 
him, that all might fhare in the plunder of 
Porca , which he thought lecure. He had a 
thoufand Men with him, and with them he 
aflaulted the City. Arel was not within it, 
and the Moors fought couragioufly in defence 
of their Wives, Children and Goods. But 
the greateft part being (lain, the reft fled, 
and the Town was plundered. The Wifeof 
Arel and other perlons of Note were taken, 
with much Gold, Silver, Jewels, Silks and 
other Stuffs, good Cannon, and thirteen 
confiderable Veflels, all was put to the 
Sword firft, and then delivered up to the 
Flames, without the lofs of one Man. 
The Governor returning to Cochin found 
there two Ships that came from Portugal with 
Nuno de Ctma , who came to take upon him 
that Government, and was behind with 
moft of the Fleet. Lope Vaz defired to de* 
liver up India to him, cleanfcd of Pyrats, 
and fo prolecuted his Undertakings. He 
went to. Cananor , and lent his Nephew 
Simon de Melo againft Marabia , a Town 
not far diftant, who burnt twelve of the 
Paraos that guarded the Port, and landing, 
fired the Town. The lame he did at mount 
Deliu Antony de Silva de Menefes adted in the 
lame nature at other places. There was no¬ 
thing every where but Fire and Sword, Ru¬ 
in and Deftru&ion. 

14. The 
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14. The Kang of Cambay a atthis time had 
fitted out eighty Barques againft Nizamaluco , 
Lord of Cbaul, and did harm to the Portu- 
litefes: Alexiatb , a valiant**fr<?r, command¬ 
ed that Fleet; and our Commander at Chaul 
and Nizamaluco both demanded aid of Lope 
Vox,. He fet out with forty Sail, in which 
were above a thoufand Portuguejes, befides 
the Natives, who bore Arms. Heft or de SiL 
veyra had the Command of the Veflels 
that rowed. Lope Vaz being arrived at 
Chaul, lent eighty Portuguefis under the 
Command of John de Avelar to Nizamalu - 
«, then failed towards Diu, underftanding 
the eighty Barques fleered that way. Off 
of Bomb aim he had fight of them. Some 
Veflels run to fecure the mouth of the Ri¬ 
ver Bandora, left the Enemy might elcape 
that way, HeIIor de Silveyra with his Bri¬ 
gantines fetched up Aleixiatb. The Can¬ 
non began a furious Charge, and the 
Smoak being dilperled, there appeared in 
the Air Ihowers of Bullets and Arrows. 
Then they boarded, and after a vigorous 
Engagement Alixiatb fled with only leven 
of his eighty Barques. Thirty three of 
them were of ufe, the reft burnt, the Pri- 
foners were many, much Artillery taken, 
and abundance of Ammunition. Hetfor 
loft not one Man in this glorious A<ftion to 
which Lope Vaz was a joyful Spe<ftator/ tho 
envious of Silveyra $ Glory. John de Avelar 
afled no leli, for fcaiing an ahnoft im¬ 
pregnable Fort of the King of Cambay a; 
he was the firft } that entered, and having 
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flain all the Defendants, delivered it up to 
J tfizamaluco. Here three Portuguese were 
loft; They were all affifted by a thoufand 
of Nizawaluces&iitycas. That Prince ho- 
nored and rewarded the Bravery of the 

Portuguefes. . ' .. ... 

15. Lope Vaz, overjoyed with this fuc- 
cefs, thought Diu , now weakened, would 
furrender, if he appeared before it, and fie 
judged right, as afterwards appeared. But 
all the Captains, except Heftor de Sifoeyra, 
being of a contrary opinion, he was forced 
to defift, and went back to Goa , leaving 
the famous HeBor with twenty two Veflels 
that rowed to fcour that Coaft of Pirats. 
Antony de Miranda on that of Malabar 
drove , all that came in his way. He had 
deftroyed twelve Paraos , when Chri - 
fiopher de Melo, the Governor’s Nephew, 
joined him with a hundred choice Men in 
fix Brigantines and a Gaily. Then they 
took in the River Chale a mighty Ship of 
Calicut, laden with Pepper, and bravely de¬ 
fended by much Artillery and eight hun¬ 
dred Men. Near Monte Hermofo , or Mount 
Beautiful , they defeated fifty Sail of Calicut , 
and took much Cannon and many Men m 
three Paraos .4 But the Winter coming on, 
they retired. 

16. Hettor de Silveyra who was left with 
his Brigantines on the Coaft of Cambaja 
did much execution. He run up the River 
Nagotana of Bap aim, and landed, the Na¬ 
tives, with the Terror of his A&ions, de¬ 
ferring the Towns, whereof he burnt fix. 
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At the la ft the Commander of Nagotana 
appeared in the Field with five hundred 
Horfe, and a great number of Foot. 

HeBor knowing it was a ra#inefs to encoun¬ 
ter him, retired towards his Brigantines, 

But the Horfe coming on hindered any 
from embarquing. HeBor faced them, and 
killing three, made fome room. Francis Go- 
ltno demounting one of the Enemy, got 
upon his Horfe, and killing another. 

Brought that Horfe to his Captain, who 
encouraging his Men, made the Enemy 
give back, and fo gained time toimbarque. 

HeBor went hence to Bacaim, featedon the 
Banks of the River of the fame name, 
found it well fortified, and ftored with 
Cannon, through whofe Mouths he muft 
force his landing. Behind the Town lay 
Alixiatb with five hundred Horfe, and 
three thoufand Foot. HeBor entered the 
River by night, and in the mbrning in de- 
fpight of their Cannon forced the Works, 
killing many of the Defendants. As he 
marched to the Town, on a hidden Alixiatb 
fell on him with his three thoufand five 
hundred Men. Silveyra drew hisMen into 
one Body, and bravely put all that number 
t0 fi^ht, killing many. Whilfl they fled, 

B^cnm was plundered and burnt. The 
Lord of Tana , a great City, not far diftant, 
terrified at this fuccefs, fubmitted himfelf as 
Tributary to Portugal , and was received by 
HeBor, who now retired to Chaul. 

17- Let us now fee what was done during 
tnis time at Maltsco . Simon de Soufa Galvam 
Y was 
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was going in a Galley with (eventy Men, 
to take the Command of that Fort of 
D. George , a moft violent ftorm brought 
him in a miferable condition to the Port of 
Achem. Immediately flocked about them 
feveral Veflels upon pretence oF afliftance, 
but being come aboard they fell upon the 
{eventy Portuguefes with all manner of wea¬ 
pons , but they recovering the Fright, 
bravely drove them all from their Ships 
fides, but not above twenty of them were 
left that could ftand upon their Feet. The 
King in a rage that the Ship was not taken, 
ordered his Admiral to attack her in the 
morning. He came, and Simon de Soufa 
encouraging thofe Men that could fcarce 
fupport themfelves, did Feats like to thofe 
related in Fables, and, repelled with great 
(laughter that Inundation that came upon 
them. But a Moor , who was in the Galley, 
leaping overboard, gave the Enemy an ac¬ 
count of her miferable condition. With a 
frelh lupply they came on again and board¬ 
ed her , killing moft of our Men, Si¬ 
mon de Soufa was cut in pieces. Only fuch 
as had not life enough to feek their death 
remained alive, and were carried to the 
King with the Galley, and afterwards fer- 
ved in the execution of his wicked Ds* 
jfigns, as fhail appear in its proper place. 

18. Thus Simon de Soufa (ailing by the way 
D.George de Menefes continued his Command 
at Maluco. He lent fome Pertuguefes againft 
Ttdore and the Spaniards that were there, 
but they being put to the r6ut, D. George ga¬ 
thered

thered the Ternatenfes , they their Allies 
the chief whereof were Cachil de Aroez % 
the King of Bacham and the Sangagei. They 
fell upon Tidore in the morning, thofe of 
of Tidor? and the Spaniards fought coura* 
gioufly, but were obliged to give ground 
and retire, the Spaniards to their Fort, ha¬ 
ving loft fix Men, two killed, and four ta¬ 
ken, the Tidores to their City, whence 
they were forced to fly by D. George , who 
burnt and plundered it. Then he returned 
to the Fort, and (iimmoned Ferdinando de 
k Forre } the Spantfl > Captain to furrender. 
He no longer able to hold out, accepted the 
Capitulation, the Heads of it were, that he 
(hould immediately go over to the City 
Camafo, that he ftiould commit no Hoftili- 
ties upon the Portuguefes , Ternatenfes , or 
any of their Friends, that he fhould go to 
no 1 (lands that produced Cloves. The 
King of Tidore was made Tributary to Por¬ 
tugal and obliged not to aid the Spaniards. 
Then D. George returned vi&orious to Ter* 
nate. 

19. Mean while Bohaat , King of Ttdore, 
died in the Fort, not without mfpicion of 
Poifon given by Cachil Daroex,* His Bro¬ 
ther Cachil Daialo (ucceeded, who was no 
lefs fufpicious of Cachil Vaiaco , whom he ac¬ 
cused of heinous Crimes, but being afraid 
of his Life fled to the Fort, and fiilpe&ing 
D. George would deliver him to his tnemy, 
chofe rather to die, by throwing himfelf out 
of a Window. All Ternate now mutined 
againft D.George, and he imagining that 
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Cach'd Vaideca had caufed to be. killed a 
China Sow he much efteemed, having more 
refpe& to that foul Beaft than that noble 
perfon imprifoned, and after fet him at 
liberty, anointing his Face with Bacon, 
which among that People is the mod hei¬ 
nous affront, and had been as highly re¬ 
venged upon the Tortuguefes , had not the 
Prudence and Modefty of Antony Galvm, 
who fucceeded in the Government, appealed 
the rage of the People. 

20. D. George not content with this vio¬ 
lence, font to rob the Houles of the Moors 
of their Provifions. In fine, this Gentle¬ 
man became on a hidden moft wicked and 
outragious. The Moors flood upon their 
Defence, and treated fome Vertuguejes as 
they now defei ved. In the Town of 7a- 
bona D. George took the chief Magiflrate, 
and two Moors of Note, thefe two he fent 
back after cutting off their Hands, upon the 
other he fet two Dogs on the fhore, who tore 
his Flcfh till he fled into the Water to fhun 
them, but they purfuing, he defended himfelf 
with his Teeth, till the water coming up he 
was tore to pieces and drowned. This made 
D. George odious to all, and moved Cacbil 
de Areez, to Dir up the People to rile and ex¬ 
pel both Portuguefes and Spaniards. D George 
catched him in the Contrivance, and be¬ 
headed him publickly in Ternate, to the ter¬ 
ror of all People, which occafioned the City 
to be unpeopled, the Inhabitants and even 
the Queen flying from this ftorrn to other 
places. D . George was imprifoned for thefe in* 

human 
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human Barbarities, and fent to India , and’ 
thence to Portugal, where he was condemned 
to Banilhment. Any Reward was too fmall 
for his former A&ions, and this Puniftiment 
too flight for the latter. But becaufe Nuno 
de Cuna now enters upon the Government 
of India, let us conclude this Chapter, and 
hereafter we ftiall fee Lope Vaz, return to 
Portugal , and his Punilhment there for the 
Extravagancies committed againft Peter de 
Nafcarenas , and ufurping the Government, 
which deprived him of the Reward, it not 
the Glory of thofe notable Exploits which 
might have rendered him deferving of it. 

He was Governor of it three years and ten ' 
months, his Complexion fair, and Coun¬ 
tenance venerable, his Beard grey, Cap 
and upper Robe black with CrimIon Lining, 
Breeches and Doublet of the fame Colour, 
over all his Armour. I will reckon Peter 
Mafcarenas the eighth Governor, both be- 
caufe he executed the Power fome time, 
and becaufe the condemning of Lope Vaz* 
confirmed his Right. So Lope Vaz, will be 
the Ninth in order. * 
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CHAP. III. 

The Government of Nuno de Cun a from 
the Tear 15:29 to the Tear 15:38, in 
the Reign of King John the Third, 

i.TN May this fame year arrived at Or- 
JL muz,, Nuno deCuna , who came the year 
before from Lisbon with eleven Ships. Be- 
caufe fecting out; lace he had a tedious 
Voyage, and by the way did confiderable 
things* we will fay fomewhat of him be¬ 
fore his arrival in India. One of his Ships 
was loft near Cabo Verde, the Captain and 
fome Men faved, one hundred and fifty 
perilhed. After palling the Line they were 
difperfed by a ftorm, fome met again af¬ 
terwards. Nuno put into the Port San 
Tiago on the Hland Madaga/car , where he 
found a naked Portuguez,, no left wild in 
appearance than the Blacks, but they were 
fomewhat civilized. By him heunderftood 
the lofsof two Ships of five that came from 
Lisbon the year 1527, commanded by Ma¬ 
nuel de Lacerda and Alexius de Abreu. 

2. This Man was a Soldier belongingto 
Abreu, they were caft away upon the Sands 
before that Port. They fortified them- 
felves in hopes fome Ships pafting by would 

take 
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take them up. After waiting a year one 
Ship palled but could not come to them, 
and they no longer able to fubfift there, 
marched up the Country to feek their For¬ 
tune in two Bodies, and this Man was left 
behind fick. Nuno de Cuna having adver¬ 
ted the King hereof Duarte and James 
Fonfeca were fent from Portugal to find theft: 
Men The firft perifhed in that Ifland, 
the other found but four and a French Man, 
and was caft away with them failing for 
India. The French Man belonged to one 
of three Ships that came that year from 
France , and perilhed in that place. The 
four faid many of their Companions lived in 
the Inland, but a cwas impoflible to find 
them. From thefe it is thought fprung thofe 
People that the Hollanders there found 
eighty years after. They (aid, that a Por¬ 
tugues Captain fuffering fhipwrack there, 
conquered chat place, and became Sovereign, 
and all his Men marrying Natives had nu¬ 
merous Iflue, that they erred much in mat- 
te.s of Faith. Great were their Errors that 
could be perceived by the Atheiftical Hol¬ 
landers l But doubtlefs thefe People could 
not defcend from only that Shipwrack, 
they might be fome of the firft Dilcoverers 
that were never heard of, and among 
thers the three that (ailed from Cochin with 
Francis de Albuquerque, the year 15 lo. 

%. Nuno deCuna being in this Hland, in¬ 
quiring into the Affairs of it, his Ship pe¬ 
rilled in a ftorm. The Men were laved in 
the other two, much Goods and Arms loft; 

Y 4 and 
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and thus he reached the I Hand of Zanzibar, 
where he ealed the Ships over-burdened 
with Men, letting alhore (the King being 
our Friend) two hundred lick, under the 
Care of Alexius de SoufaChtcborro , with or¬ 
ders to go to Muhnde as foon as recovered. 

4. Nuno de Cuna went thither, he tried to 
pals to India , but could not. Therefore not 
to lofe time he relolved to take revenge on 
the King of Monbaga, who, in hatred to 
us, infefted thofe ol Melmde and Zanzibar, 
If the City wa^ taken he purpofed to make 
Munho Mahomet, Son of him that fo kindly 
received Gama the fi> ft time, King of it. 
Whicn he underftanding, and returning 
thanks, laid, That be was incapable of that 
honor, being begot on a Cafre Slave ; but 
Jince be would gratifh bis Father s Kin dmj) to 
the Porteguefes, he might do it inthe perfon of 
bis Nephew, who , tho younger, was of the 
Blood Royal of the Kings of Quiloa. Nuno 
rightly judged, that none better merited a 
Crow-11 than he that coveted it not, and re- 
ierved his Anfwer till he law the Event of 
the Eoterprize. He let out with eight 
hundred Men, and Mahomet with hxty, and 
as many with Ode Bubac the King's Ne¬ 
phew, the ocher had propoled to be King. 

5. As he drew near there met him the 
Lord of Otondo , a neighbouring Town, of¬ 
fering to accompany him with a well fur- 
nilhed Vellel, being admitted, Ihewing 
Silver Chains upon his Legs, he laid, He 
wore than in remembrance that be bad been 
wrongfully imprijoned by that King, and had

furore nevef to take them off till revenged i 
that all the mi five bis Enemy bad to ufe him Jo, 
was for his affeffion to the Portugueles, tho 
be never was Jo happy as to ferve them. The 
King of Monbag a knowing Cunas Defign, 
prepared, planting Guns on a Bulwark that 
kept the mouth of the River, and bringing 
fix hundred,expert and refolute Archers in¬ 
to the City. Nuno entred the River through 
Showers of Bullets that flew from the Bul¬ 
wark, which killed lome Men, and bat¬ 
tered fome Veftels. Yet he anchored the 
Evening near the City, all the Night the 
Enemy poured Arrows upon the Fleet, 
which a n( we red with their Cannon. Day 
appearing, the Attack began, and Peter Vaz, 
Brother to Nuno , driving all before him, 
was the fir ft who let up the Portugues Co¬ 
lours in the higheft place of the City, 
which being feen far oft, the Ships began 
to celebrate the Victory. Many Moors 
were killed, the reft left the City. D. Fer¬ 
dinand de Lima was fuddenly clafped by a 
ftout Moor, but his own Men coming in 
the Moor was (lain, fulfilling a Vow he had 
made to the King’s Neece whom he loved. 

For this Woman going out with others, 
faid to him : Are tbefe the brave men of Mon- 
ba?a, who fuffer their Wives and Children to 
loy the City, and go for refuge to r£|Cafres ? 

And he anlwered : Since you affront me 
thus, I f‘wear by the Love I bear you , before 
two days, thofe who love fhall weep for me, and 
you, f you value me, fhad not jee me to reward 
my Love . He fulfilled his Vow, as did 

many 
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many more, not one Portuguefi was loft. 

6. The City was plundered, twenty great 
pieces of Cannon taken. D Ferdinand de 
Lima going to fecure the Bulwark, fome 
Moors lflued out of a Wood, did harm, for 
a few of our Men died of their poiloned 
Arrows. Many of the Enemy were after¬ 
wards (lain. Hither came News of fome 
of Cuna s Fleet who had been feparated 


from him. 

Nuno the better to lecure and people the 
City, which was great, fent to Melinde, 
whence prefently came a Nephew of that 
King with five hundred Men, many of Qua¬ 
lity, and he of Montangue with two hundred. 
By this means the Natives were drove out 
of the Ifland, tho Hunger afterwards for¬ 
ced back many. The King of Monba$a % 
fenfible of his Ruin, fent a Man of Note 
to treat of an Accommod^ ion with Nuno ,, 
offering to become Tributary, and pay a 
Ranfom for the City. They came to A- 


greemenc. 

8. The King prefentlv began the Pay- 
ment, and as loon fell of£ finding the For- 
tuguefes fickened and died. Two hundred 
were already dead, among them fome 
Gentlemen, and Peter Vaz, de Cuna. This 
and other Misfortunes prefled the difpoling 
of the City. The King of Melinde' s Sons 
durft nor undertake to maintain it without 
a number of Portuguefes, which could not 
be afforded after lucn a lofs. Nuno con- 
fumed the City to Allies, and returned to 
Melinde , bringing with him thofe who 

were 
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were left before at Zanzibar , and other pla¬ 
ces, who joined him after the City was 
taken. 

9. At Melinde he left eighty fick Men to 
be carried to India by Triflan Homem , who 
afterwards with them defended that King 
againft him of Monhaqa, who fought to re¬ 
venge there the harm done him by the Por - 
tuguefes. In May the Governor began to 
viiic the neighbouring Places to Ormuz,, 
making Proclamation, That all perfons who 
had any Caufe of Complaint again fl Portu- 
guefes fhould appear before him. Many ap¬ 
peared with much Caule, and the Offenders 
were obliged to make reftitution, to the 
great aftonifhment of the Moors notufed 
to fee iuch Juftice executed. At Ormuz, he 
made a folemn Entry, which being unu- 
fual, was much admired by thofe People. 

10. He found that Raez, Xarafo great 
Guazily or rather Tyrant over that King, 
tho reftored by Lope Vaz, , was not clear of 
thofe great Crimes he flood accufed of. 
The chief were Rapin and Murder, and 
the Circumftances fuch, that King jfcaahad 
fent after Nuno de Cuna , Emanuel de Macedo , 
with Orders independent of the Govern¬ 
ment, to take and bring him to Portugal . 
They both had a Hand in fecuring him. 
Nuno vifited the King, and gava^nm Let¬ 
ters from ours. He qualified tne King's 
Difpleafure forimprifoning Xarafo , and his 
fear for his own Offences, received his Ex- 
cufe, and took leave. The King prefenced 
him with rich Jewels, Pieces or Cloth of 

Gold, 
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Gold, Silks and a flit civ Horfe with fine 
Furniture after the Perfian manner. Nuno 
refilled to accept,but feeing the King wasaf. 
fronted at it, received it in his King’s Name. 
The Gentlemen with him received rich 
Gifts. 

II. Nuno made fome Inquiry intoX^- 
fa's Crimes, and lent him to Portugal. 
The King for the Murder of Mahomet was 
fentenced to pay forty thoufand Xeraphins 
over and above the fixty thoufand he paid 
yearly. It is true, this Crime ferved only 
as a pretence to overload him with this 
Tribute, being the third part of the Reve¬ 
nue of Ormuz* Raez Xarafo, tho guilty of 
heinous Offences, carried enough Riches 
with him to purchafe Favour in Portugal 
and be reftored to his Em ploy. 

ii. Whilft the Governor was thus em¬ 
ployed at Ormuz , Bdchior Tauartz de Soufa 
came thither, he had been to aftift the King 
of Bagora with forty Men againft him of Gi¬ 
zaira. He was the firft Portuguefe that 
went up the Rivers Tigris and Euphrates. 
Ba$ora is thirty Leagues from the mouth 
of thefe Rivers, in thirty degrees: fome- 
whac more of Northern Latitude. It is a 
new Foundation in memory of the ancient 
Ba$ora, eighc Leagues diftant from it, the 
Rums Whereof are ftill to be feen, and in 
the opimon of a perfon of Judgment who 
did fee them, are twice as big as Grand 
Caire. The Ifland Gizaira is formed by the 
two Rivers, Tigris , whofe Springs are in 
Curdi, of the greater Armenia ; and Eupbra- 
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tety whofe Fountains are in Turkomanja. 

The Circuit of it forty Leagues, it contains 
forty thoufand Archers. 

i;. The King of Bafora had received 
Soufa with State, and Joy in a Court of his 
Palace, fo large, that it contained two 
thoufand Men without any Throng. Next 
day gave him an account of his Condition, 
defiring he would either bring the King of 
Gtzaira to an honorable Peace, or recover 
fome Forts he had taken from him.' The 
King of Ba$ora fee out with two hundred 
Dalacas , or large Barques, in them were 
five thoufand Men, fix hundred whereof 
wefle Mufqueteers, feven Veflels full of 
Turks with good Cannon, his Nephew 
marched by Land with three thoufand 
Horfe. He planted himfelf on the fide of 
Arabia , oppofite to where he of Gizaira 
was ported with twelve hundred Men.. By 
order of th'e King of Ba$ora, Soufa writ to 
his Enemy, telling him. He was lent by 
the CoVnmander of Ormuz to make peace 
between them, or to ftand to the Event of 
War, The King of Gizaira anfwered. That 
being the firft Requeft of the Captain of 
Ormuz, and he the firft Portuguefe that had 
come tothofe parts, he granted all. 

14. The King of Gizaira lent perfons 
with power to treat, and PeaceMjyas con¬ 
cluded to the fatisfadion of him or Bagora, 
who feeing'all fafe, refufed to perform 
what he had promifed Soufa „ which was to 
deliver up the feven Turkity Veflels, and 
not admit them into this Kingdom again 
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as being our Enemies. Soufa embarqued, 
took one of His great Barques, and land¬ 
ing with thirty fix Portuguefes 3 burnt a Town 
of three hundred Houfes; Another, tho 
not fo big, he fired on the Perfian fide. He 
again appeared before Bagora, but wanting 
Provifions, returned to Ormuz. 

15. Nuno de Cun a, to reward Soufa } gave 
him the Command of that Sea, fending 
him at the King’s Requeft to the Ifland ha- 
harem , to fecure Raez> Barbadim } who was 
revolted. But he having good intelligence 
baffled the Contrivance, and obliged Num 
de Cuna to fend his Brother Simon with 
eight Vefiels, and four hundred Men, be- 
fides fome of the Natives in their Barques. 
They fet out. 

1 6. Mean while Nuno de Cuna prepared 
to go for India . He arrived at Goa the lat¬ 
ter end of Otfober, where were before him 
four Ships come from Portugal the moft 
fortunately that any had done yet; for of 
above fifteen hundred Men they brought, 
none died but our Captain, and they came 
all in perfed health. Nuno made a very 
folemn Entry into the City. There were 
at this time ready almoft one hundred and 
forty Vefiels, provided by the care of Left 
Vaz 3 many confiderable, as fix Gallions, 
eight Royal Gallies* fix Caravels, and 
fourteen Galliots, all well ftored, with 
Arms and Ammunition. The Forts were 
alfo well provided. For tho Lope V*z, ufur- 
ped the Government, he managed it better 
than many that were named for it. The 

Governors 
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Governors prefence was required at Cochin 
for the Difpatch of the homeward bound 
trading Ships and other Affairs. 

17. Whilft he failed to Cochin , Simon it 
Cuna came to Babarem with his Ships, and 
joining Belchior de Soufa , landed. He bat¬ 
tered the Fort three days, and loft it for 
want of Powder, for whilft he fent for 
more to Ormuz, his Men fofickened, that 
above one hundred Portuguefes died, and 
many were in danger, and the very Perfiant 
uled to that Clime were in no better Con- , 
dition. With this lofs he drew off This 
feemedan cffe& of Divine Juftice, for Bar- 
badtm offered to deliver up the Fort upon 
condition he might go away in fafety, but 
our Gentlemen would not hearken to him, 
fearing to lole the Booty. 

18. Simon de Seufa found no lefiaPefti- 
lence had raged among his Seamen. Thus 
they fet fail, but being becalmed not far 
from Ormuz, many or the fick died, and 
among them fome perfbns of good Note, 
and Simon de Cuna himfelf. A great Grief to 
his Brother Nuno 3 who had already loft his 
other Brother at Monbafa. 
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CHAP. IV. 

Continues the Government of Nuno de 
Cuna, from the Tear iy 2.9, in the 
Reign of King John the Third. 

l.T^VUno de Cuna failing to Cochin, putin 
±\ at Cananor , and the King fenc to 
welcome him. Cuna excufed himfelf that 
he did not go afhore to fee him by reafon 
of his ha fie, and the King for not going 
aboard the Galhon, bccaufe he was indi- 
fpofed. After thefe Complements came the 
Guazil, a great Friend of the Portuguefes, 
and to gain the favour of Cuna 3 as of 0- 
ther Governors , privately offered him a 
Collar, which he relufed to receive- Don 
John de Deca at that time had the Com¬ 
mand of the Fort, he vifiting the Gover¬ 
nor aboard, brought him a Meflige from 
Lope Vaz then there, defiring him co come 
aftiore, and he would there refign the Go¬ 
vernment to him. Nuno lent to defire him 
to come and refign aboard. He came, and 
the Refignation was performed with the 
ufual Solemnities, As he was in the Vend 
ready to return, he was ordered by Cuna to 
bear him company to Cochin. Then the 
Governor made Proclamation, That any 
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who had been Wronged by Lope Vaz, 
jhould repair to him, and he would do 
them Juftice. This troubled Lope Vaz, and 
he fent h?m word. That thole were rather 
Libels than Proclamations* for no Man 
that had caufe of Complaint againft him,, 
needed to be ftirred up by found of Trum-' 
pet. At Cochin , Nuno ordered Lope Vaz to 
be imprisoned, and an Inventory of all his 
Goods to be taken, and all depofited in 
fafe Hands to be delivered at Lisbon , as 
the King fhould dire#. Lope Vaz faid to 
the Officer that took him, Tell Nuno de 
Cuna, that I imprifoned , he mprifons we, and 
one will come who will imprifon hint. Nuno 
being told it, faid, I doubt not but I [hall be 
imprifoned , but the difference between us will be, 
that Lope Vaz deferves it ,, and 1 [had not v 
Neither was he deceived, for he had been 
clofe laid up in Portugal , had he not died 
at Sea: we fhatt fee it at the end of his 
Government. Lope Vaz was lefs affli#ed 
for his Confinement, than the infolent Re¬ 
proaches of the Rabble, that the worft 
Ship was allotted him to imbarque, only 
two Servants allowed him, and barely fo 
much of his own as would maintain him 
the Voyage. An unjuft proceeding with d 
Man of his Worth, whole perfbn ought not 
fobe indecently ufed whilft his Crimes were 
inquired into. 

2. Nuno de Cuna found nothing in readi- 
nefs at Cohin , of what he ordered from Me- 
hnle fhould be provided to make war upon 
which was the principal point bf his 
Z lnftru#ions. 
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Inftru&ions; Perceiving the year was too 
far gone for that Undertaking, he applyed 
himfelf to other Affairs, and fitted a fleet 
of thirty Sail to (cour the Coafl of Mala- 
bar , under the Command of James de Sil* 
veyra, who commanded the four, camelaft 
from Portugal. Antony do Stlveyra Menefts 
had a Squadron to cruife in the Sea of Cm- 
baya. And Heftor de Stlveyra another lor 
the Red Sea. Whilft thefe Commanders 
failed on the Coafts afligned them, our 
homeward bound Fleet arrived at the Ter- 
ceras Iflands, where an Officer was waiting 
to put Lope Vaz, into Irons. Loaded with 
them he landed at Lisbon, and was let upon 
a Mule, on which he was earned, accom¬ 
panied by the rude Rabble up to the Cattle, 
and put into a Dungeon, w f *h Orders, that 
not even his Wife Ihould be permitted to 
fee him. He was accompanied in this mi- 
ferable ftate by Raez, Xarafo Guazil of Or - 
muz, brought by Emanuel de Macedo. Af¬ 
ter two years Lope Vaz his Crimes began to 
be taken into confideration and examined, 
the King having ordered him to be profe- 
cuced with the utmofl rigor. The principal 
Article againft him was his unjuft Pro¬ 
ceeding with Peter de Malcarenas. The Dub 
of Braganca pnyng the Misfortunes Oi 
this brave Gentleman, prevailed with the 
King to give him a hearing in Council. 
Accordingly his Majefly being feared in 
Council with all his judges about him, Left 
Vaz was brought in, venerable for his per* 
fan* his Face covered with a thick and 
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longe white Beard, and with fuch tokens of 
the Miferies he had endured in almoft three 
years imprifbnment, reckoning from India % 
that had Peter Mafcarevas or any of his fi¬ 
neries feen him, they might think them- 
felves diffidently revenged of all the Extra¬ 
vagancies he had been guilty of towards 
them. Being placed at the Bar as a 
Criminal, after the King’s leave obtained, 
he with an undaunted Conftancy made a 
learned, comprehenfive and copious Speech. 
In which after running over his Fore¬ 
fathers Services to the Crown, he particu¬ 
larized his own from his infancy till that 
time, reflected upon his Sufferings and 
Wrong done him fince Imprifoned, and 
in general to feveral other brave Governors 
his Predeceffors, expofed the Malice of his 
Accufers, juftified his own Proceedings, 
illuftrated by Examples how others guilty 
of greater Crimes than he was accufed of^ 
were pardoned in refped: of their Services, 
then made a parallel between them and his 
Sufferings, and concluded, throwing him¬ 
felf upon either his Majellies Juihce, or 
Mercy, from one of which he hoped fuch 
a Di(charge, that he might have more cau(e 
to return thanks for the future, than he 
had till then to lament his hard U(age. 
The King having heared with attention, 
examined him upon every Article of his 
Impeachment, and he anfwered to each. 
The Articles were *111 all forty three ; tire 
principal, as was laid, fuch as related to 
Pfter Mafcarettasj the others fuch as would 
Z % never 
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never have been thought of, had not thole 
brought them in to fill up the number. In 
fine he was carried back to the Caftle, 
whence he fent his Defence, as isufual in 
fuch Cafes, and inconcluhon was fentenced 
to lofe all his Allowance as Governor, and 
to pay to Peter Mafcarenas ten thoufind 
Ducats, which confirmed the latter, not 
him, to have been the real Governor, and 
juftified thofe who had obeyed them as fuch. 
He was alfo banilhed, into dfrick. But he 
wfenting this hard Fortune, refolved to. 
change his Country and his Prince, as the 
famous Ferdinand Magallanet had done be¬ 
fore. And getting into Spain, he unnatu¬ 
ralized himfelf; and from Badajoz, writ a 
Letter to the King, affirming hisufagehad 
been highly unjuft, and that he was refolved 
to try whether changing his Country he 
could change Fortune, and reftore his Ho- 
nor. This had fuch effeft, that he was re- 
itorcd to his Country. Alfonjo Mexta being 
likewife brought prifoner to Portugal, had 
the fame fuccefs; he was alfo acculed of 
Crimes committed at Ormuz,, the Com¬ 
mander of which Fort James de Melo was 
under the fame Circumftances. Let us 
now return to India. .. 

3 . James Silveyra on the Coait oi Calt a 
cut carried fo heavy a Hand upon thole 
People, that their King was obliged to lend 
Embafladors to Nuno de Cuna , denring 
Peace. He granted upon fuch Conditions 
as they deferved who had never kept 
They were willing to accept part, butje. 
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jefted the reft, fo Silveyra reduced them to 
extreme Famine, hindering the Importation 
of Provifions. They received (bme Re¬ 
lief from Cananor , and Simon deSoufa being 
forced upon that Shoar, after valiantly re- 
pulfing the Moors, his Powder took fire, and 
blew up the Brigantine. 

4. Mehque Saca being expelled Diu, 
found it convenient for the comparing his 
Ends with the King lof Cambaya , to ufe 
thofe Artifices with Num de una he had 
done with Heclor de Silveyra , when he of¬ 
fered to deliver up that City to him. He 
writ to Nuno, that tho he could not deliver 
Diu, at lead he could aflifl h»rn in the ta¬ 
king of it 5 to this end it was convenient they 
Ihould have a meeting, and in order there* 
unto he might fend him a Pals and Ships for 
himfelf and Retinue, commanded by Gajpar 
Paez, whom he had known at Diu The 
Governor granted all, and he made ufe of it 
to be restored to th<? King of Cambay as Fa¬ 
vour, receiving and putting off Gajpar 
Paez with Subleties and Impudence, pre¬ 
tending the Pafi ‘was not fecurely worded, 
and the Ships were too few. Paez told him 
he had by the way with thofe Veflfels taken 
a great Ship, and put to flight fourteen 
Barques in the River Pormeane , and that he 
might go with all fafety; But noReafon 
is of force againft Craft and Fallhood. 

5. Gajpar Paez would have taken fome 
Revenge, but could only burn nine Barq u ^ s - 
The Governor enraged hereat, (uddenly 
began to make fuch Preparations againft 

Z 3 Diu 
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~Diu as fhould not eafily be difappointedj 
He had not vet feen .the King of Cochin who 
was fiek of the Small Pox. Nuno being 
lefs fearful of the Infection than fhe King, 
who lent him word. That he did not defire 
to fee him, for fear he might catch the Di- 
feafe, tho he believed his light would cure 
him. Nuno went to vifit him, and it was 
much he was received, for thofe Princes 
fuffer not themfelves to be feen in any 
Sickneis. The whole Conference contain¬ 
ed nothing but Complaints of Injuries done 
by Lope Vaz and Alfonfo Mexia . Nuno left 
him well fatisfied with his Courtefie, fo 
that he began to look upon himlelf as a 
King, having till then been treated as a 
Slave, and found hjmfelf better in health. 

6. Ic was requilite Nuno de Cuna ftiould 
now go to Goa. At Cbale he vifited the 
King, and gave him content. About Mid- 
February he came to Cananor , and faw chat 
King, whom he much obliged by ftnform- 
ing to his own Ceremonies at jhe Inter* 
view. This Prince offered him fome Jew¬ 
els, which he fearing to affront him receiv¬ 
ed, but delivered to the Officers of the Re¬ 
venue as belonging to the King. 

7. He ordered J times de Silveyra to pu* 
nifh a rich Merchant of Mangalor , who 
did great wrong to the Portuguefes. He 

loured the Rivers along that Coaft, with 
fixceen Ships, and four hundred and fifty 
Men. Then entered the River Mangalor , 
on whole Banks is the Town c>? that Name 
belonging to the King of Narf.nga, our 

Friend, 
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Friend, but that Merchant favoured Calicut, 
«nr Enemy. This Merchant knowing the 
Defign was againft him, was well fortified. 
’lima Silveyra chofe the letter Veflels with 
two hundred and forty Men to go up the 
River, who were met by a great Sq.'.adron, 
which after fome concert was put to flight. 
The Town was immediately entred, all the 
Defendants quitting it. James Silveyra 
then turned to the,Fort, End after lomc re¬ 
fill,,nee took it. The Merchant fledI in de- 
fpair, but was overtaken and killed by a 
Mufquet Ball. 4 Thofe who fled fought re¬ 
fuge in the River, and our Swords there 
made it run bloody. Nothing was taken 
but fome Cannon, for Boxy being veny 
grit, the Captain caufed .it all to be burnt, 
left he might endanger his Ships by over- 
loading them. There were alfo burnt thir¬ 
teen Veflels chat waited for loading-. Win¬ 
tercoming on, he thought fo great a Force 
was not requifite, and dtfmifled halt the 
Fleet. But there had been ule for all when 
he met P ait Mar car, a Commander o. Ca¬ 
fe* failing for Mangalor with fixty Parao,. 
The Weather prevented fighting then, 10 
he waited their Return, and gave Battel at 
Mount Dehi, where fix Paraoi were lunk, 

then went to Cochin. . _ 

8 . Antony de Silveyra, to whom the Coatt 
of Camhaya was allotted, had now under 
his Command fifty one Sail, whereof thi ee 
were Gallies, and two Galliots, and in them 
nine hundred Portuguefes. He went up the 
River Taped , on whofe Banks arc two Cities, 
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the chiefeft of that Coaft. On the one 
fide, Surat , containing ten thoufand Fami¬ 
lies, moft Handycrafcs, and all of no Cou¬ 
rage, called Bancanes . On the other fide, 
Reyncr, of fix thouland Houfes, but war¬ 
like Men, and well fortified. The River 
being founded, it was found there was not 
Water enough for the greater Veflels, 
winch were left at the Barr under Francis 
de VafcenccUos. With the reft Antony de 
Silveyra returning to the Mouth of the Ri¬ 
ver, and having failed four Leagues, difco- 
veved Surat. Three hundred ' Horfe, and 
aimoftten thoufand Foot oppofed the Land¬ 
ing, armed with Bows and Mufquets, they 
fpenc their-Shot, and fled without expe&- 
ing an Anfwer. The City was entred 
without any farther refiftance, and nothing 
left in it that had life, or was of Value. 
Then the City and fbme Ships that lay in 
the Aifenal were burnt. A little higher on 
the other fide was the City Reyner , inhabited 
by the Nay teas Moors , of more Courage 
and Policy, who neverthelefs fcarce effaved 
our Fire, when they fled, leaving all in the 
Hands of the Portuguefes , who had all been 
rich, could they have carried away all the 
Plunder, They carried what they could, 
the reft was all burnt, with twenry Ships 
and many letter Veflels that were in that 
Port.. Emanuel de Souja was in both Actions 
the foremoft at landing, not without great 
danger, efpecially in the latter, the Enemy 
playing much great Cannon at him. 

9, Antony 
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9. Antony de Silveyra returning to the 
Mouth of the River, found that whilfl he 
burnt thofe Cities, Francis de Vafconcellos had 
not been idle, but taken fix Veflels laden 
with Provifions bound for Diu. Now they 
failed together to Damans , a Town great 
and ftrong, yet terrified by the Difafter of* 
the others, quitted by the Inhabitants, and 
burnt by our Men. On the contrary the 
Town of Agagaim fourteen Leagues from 
Chaul , dared»the Por fugues Fury with four 
hundred Horfe, and five thoufand Foot. 

At firft fhock they killed five Portuguefes, 
and the reft began to flie, but being rallied 
by the Captains, the Town was taken, and 
in it much Cannon and Riches. Many 
were killed, above two hundred taken. 

The Fire of the Town took hold of the 
Veflels which were three hundred. 

jo Whilft Antony de Silveyra was thus 
employed, Francis Pereyra de Berredo , Com¬ 
mander at Chaul, overcome by the Intrea¬ 
ties of the Inhabitants, opprefled by Badur, 
Ring of Cambay a,' who was Mafter of the 
Field, marched with fifty Horfe, and one 
hundred and fifty Foot, till he met Popate - 
rao with five thoufand of the former, and 
twelve thoufand of the latter. The mul¬ 
titude, wearinefs and heat fo difordered the 
Tortuguejes, that moft of them were flain, 
Francis Pereyra feeing the Fort in danger, 
called Antony de Silveyra, who inftant- 
ly with care relieved it in perfon, which 
preferved it from falling into the Hands of 
King Badur , which it muft have done, if 

aflauked 
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affaulted at that time. Francis Vereyra was 
punifhed for that lofs and rafhnefs by being 
deprived of his Command, and iniprifoned 
by the Governor, who gave that Poft to 
Antony Silveyra > whofe Diligence had fa. 
ved it. ^ 

. ii. HeBor de Silveyra, who failed from Goa 
on the twenty firfl of January with ten 
Sail, and fix hundred Men. for the Red 
Sea, fpread his Ships, crofs the Mouth of it 
from Cape Guardafu on the Coaft of Afia , 
to Xael in Arabia , that no Enemy might 
efcape him, Mod of chem had fomeSuc- 
cefs, chicflv HeBor and Martin de Caflro 
who took two great and rich Ships, killing 
the Defendants who made 2 brave rcli-. 
ftance. A Brigantine of twelve Men that 
accompanied the Ship taken by IieBor to 
Mafcate , made up to a great Barque, fup- 
pohug her a Portuguefe , and difcovered not 
the miftake till it was not poflibie to avoid 
fighting thirty valiant Turks that'were in 
her. They fought till both parties tired, * 
were forced to reft, and having recovered 
Bieath all the Turks were (lain. Of the 
Tortuguefes thJee died, the nine carrying oft' 
the Barque as a Trophy of this brave £x- 
ploit. The Fleet being joined, appeared 
before Aden , where HeBor managed that 


King with fiich Dexterity, that he con¬ 
tented to pay a Tribute of twelve thoufand 
Xeraphins yearly to the Crown of Portu- 
gal, offering him immediately a Crown of 
Gold. The Agreement was folemnly hgn- 
ed on both fides, and Antony Boteh left in 

that 
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that Port with a Brigantine and . thirty 
Men. In the fame manner the King of 
Xael fubmitted, Vho not long before had 
accompanied Muftapha, a Turkijh Captain, 
with twenty thoufand Men to make war 
upon Aden . In the Month of September 
arrived at Goa fi^Ships from Portugal . - 

12. Let us look upon the Indian Sea now r f $ 1 
covered with a Wood of Ships, the product 
of the Governor’s great care, now full of 
hisDefign upon Dm. This Fleet confifted 
of above four hundred Sail, many large, 
more indifferent, and the greatefl number 
fiTjall, teveral of them were only Sutlers, 
fitted out by the Natives for private Gain. 

In the lfiand Bombaim was made a general 
Review of the Fleet, and found to con¬ 
tain three thoufand fix hundred SoIdiers,and 
one thoufand four hundred and fifty Seamen, 
all Pcrtuguefes , above two thoufand Mala - 
bars and Canary, eight thoufand Slaves fit 
for Service, and almoft five thoufand Sea¬ 
men. The Governor landed at Damam , 
a Fort of Cambaya , which was immediately 
quitted by the Moors. Mafs was (aid there 
and the general abfolution given. Then 
three Rewards were propofed to the three 
firft that fhould mount the Walls of Dm at 
the fealing of it. Hither came the News, 
that the Arabs, Turks and others,... to the 
number of two thoufand fortified themfelves 
in the lfiand Beth, (even Leagues from 
Din. ' It was by Nature and Art fo begirt 
with Rocks and Walls, and ftored with 
Cannon, that Nuno de Cuna gave no Cre¬ 
dit to the Relation till he (awit. * 
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i$. On the feventhof February he came 
to the Ifland, and having in perfon viewed 
all Difficulties befieged it." He fummoned 
the Barbarians to furrender; but they were 
forefolute, .that many of them rtiaved their 
Heads, a Token that they fear not death, 
but are devoted, which they call making 
themfelves Amoucos. Their Commander 
gave them a brutal Example of Refolution, 
making a great Fire, and throwing mto.it 
his Wife, Son, Goods and Family, that if 
the Portuguefes overcame, they might find 
nothing but a heap of Aihes. Others fol¬ 
lowed the Example. Nuno ordered the 
Ifland to be attacked aronce in fix feveral 
places. At Break of Day each Officer cou- 
ragionfly fell on the place appointed him. 
The Enemy received them with defperate 
fury. Many were killed, and among them 
the brave Hcttor de Silveyra , who in (o ma¬ 
ny Occafions had notably fignalized himfelC 
This to us was a great lofi. Our dead in all 
were twelve. A Portuguese ran through an 
Iflander with his Lance, and he preffingfor- 
wardupon it, with his Cymiter cutoff the 
Tortuguefe his Leg, and they both fell down 
dead. One flood upon a Rock with 
four Women , and feeing our Men 
comeon, killed two of the Women by their 
free content, but a Bullet preventing him 
from killing the other two, they both ieap’d 
into the Sea to prevent being made Slaves, 
but to no effeft, for they were taken in the 
Sea. Eighteen hundred of the Enemy were 
{tilled, and fixty Cannons taken. 

14. Nw 
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14. Nuno de Curia parting from Beth, ap- 
neared no lefs formidable to Diu, than that 
City did to him. The City confidered the 
Sea covered with that Fleet. The Fleet, .a 
City built upon Rocks, and encompafled 
by them and Water, the Mouth of the Ri¬ 
ver eroded with maffy Chains fuftainedupon 
Vedels, and eighty filled with Archers and 
Mufqueteers to defend them; within ten 
thoufand armed Men, and an infinite 
number of greaf Artillery. The tops ot 
Houfes, Walls and Rocks covered with 
multitudes of People of both Sexes and all 
Ages, rending the Air with Shouts. Our 
Governor viewed the danger, confulted 
the Captains, and ordered the Adault. 

15.On the fixteenthof February,thQ fignal 
being given, the Sea and Land were cove¬ 
red with Clouds of Smoak and Duft of the 
Dellru&ion our Guns made in the City. 

Nuno {landing in a Boat cloathed in red, 
to be the better feen, flew to all parts where 
there was occafion, and being known, was 
all the Mark the Enemies Shot was dire< 9 :- 
ed to. Which Stbaftian de Sa , who, by fa¬ 
vour, was taken out of another Boat into 
his, perceiving with fome concern, (aid to 
him, Alas , Sir , was it for this you brought 
me hither i And he pleafantly, as if no 
danger had been near, replyed to him and 
others, Humilitate capita veftra. D. Vafco 
de Lima had not lowered his Head,for a Ball 
took it off his flioulders. Our Cannon be¬ 
gan to burfl with the continual Fire. Cuna 
perceiving this lofe, and that twelve Men 

were 
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were killed without doing any confiderable 
Execution upon the Enemy, the day being 
fpent, coniulted with, the principal Men, 
and it was agreed the Enterprize was not 
pra&ical. He defifted, leaving Antony de 
Saldana with fixty Veffels in the Bay of 
Cambay a, to do what damage he could to the 
Enemy. It was agreed on all Hands, that 
had not the Governor ftayed to take Beth, 
he had carried Din ; for ^he Moor Mufiapha 
was the only caule of its holding out, who 
entered but three days before with con¬ 
fiderable Relief. We loft never a Veflel, 
and that part of the Fleet which went with 
Nunods Cura arrived at Goa the fifteenth of 
March , where it ftayed till two Ships came 
in of fix that failed this year from Lisbon, 
Of the other four, one returned to Portugal , 
another perifhed in a florin at Cape Comon , 
the Captain Manuel de Macedo and all the 
Men being faved afhore , where they de¬ 
fended themlelves againft a great number 
of Moors, till relieved from Cochin. A third 
was never heard of. And the fourth came 
afterwards, but returning home with another, 
it was never known of what became of 
both. 

16. Mufiapha as foon as the Portugues 
Fleet was gone, went to offer himfelf to 
King Badur , carrying -great Prefects, and 
was received with Honor, and rewarded. 
He gave him the Command of Barock in 
the Bay of Cambaya , and other confiderable 
Revenues with the Title of Rume, becaufe 
he was a Grecian \ for the Indian Moon be- 
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ing ignorant of the Divifion of the Pro¬ 
vinces of Europe , called all Thracia , Greece , 
Sclavonia , and the adjacent Countries 
Rum , and the Natives thereof Rumii, this 
Name being proper only to thofe of Thracia, 
called Romania . Therefore the Turks and 
Rumes are different Nations, thofe being o- 
riginally of Turchefian, and thefe of Greece 
and Thrace , and the Rumes efteem them- 
felves more honorable than the Turks . He 
alio gave him the Title of Cham , a Digni¬ 
ty among the Tartars , like a Duke with us» 
and among the Eaftern People is given to 
Perfons of great Merit. So MudapbA from 
henceforward was called Rume Cham . 

17. Antony de Saldana , who was left in 
the Sea of Dm with fixev Sail and fifteen 
hundred Men, went to the City Madrefa- 
bat y five Leagues diftant towards the Bland 
Beth, and burnt it with finall oppofition. 
Then he went to Gog a twenty four Leagues 
diftant from the l^ft, a place of great 
Trade, formerly populous and ftrong. In 
the Port were fifteen of the beft Varaos of 
Calicut, laden with Spice, who fled up a 
Creek, and were followed by Saldana , with 
eight hundred Men in the fmaller Veffels. 
It was found neceflary to land, and three 
hundred Horfe and eight hundred Foot 
coming down to the Relief of the Mala - 
bars, there was a ftiarjp Engagement, till 
above two hundred or the Enemy being 
killed, they quitted the Field and Veffels 
which were all burnt, as was the Town and 
eight Ships in the Port, We loft fbme Men. 

The 
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The chiefeft Booty was much good Gan¬ 
non. The fame happened to the Towns 
Belfa, Tarapcr, Mali, gueime and Agacim , 
and Jaftly Surat , then riling after the laft 
Fire, and fome Veffels in that River. Sal¬ 
dana having, thus terrified aU that Coaft re¬ 
tired to Goa . About this time came into 
Nutjo de Cuna\ power a Brother of the 
King of Cambay a, who was the rightful 
Heir of that Crown, and through him our 
Governor hoped to compafs fome confi- 
derable advantage. D. Antony de Silveyra 
who parted from Cbaul with fix Ships arrived 
at 'Aflen , and found that King who not 
long before fubmitted to the jPortugueJes , 
had killed fuchas had flayed there, for Co- 
vetoufnefs of a Ship laden with Spice that 
came to his Port. Silveyra being too weak 
to revenge this, failed to Ormuz>, where he 
died, George de Lima fucceeded in his Com¬ 
mand, and took two rich Ships in the Bay 
of Cambaya. 

j 8 . Our Cruifers had about this time taken 
twenty feven Ships of the King of Calicut 
richly laden. He being perplexed with 
thefe LolFes, and fearing greater, propofed 
an Accommodation. James Ptreyra was 
fent to treat, and obtained what he defired, 
which was leave to build a Fort at Chale * 
Cbale is an Ifland in a River that falls into 
the Sea three Leagues from Calicut , navi¬ 
gable in Boats up to the Mountain Gate. 
Urmama , a Heathen, was a King of it, 
and next to him he of Tanor^ both Subje&s 
of Calicut . Both coveted the Friendlhip of 
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the Vortuguefesy as well to call of that Yoke 
as in hopes to grow rich with our Trade. 
As foon as Nuno had obtained confent to 
raife the Fort, he fet out from Goa with one 
hundred and fifty Sail, three thoufand Pcr- 
tuguefes , and one thoufand Lafcarines of the 
C ountry. Such diligence was ufed in the 
Work, (the Gentlemen not fparing their 
Labour) that in twenty fix days it was in a 
pofture of Defence, the # Wall being nine 
Foot broad with Bulwarks , Towers, a 
Church, a Houfeforthe Commander, and 
Store-houfes. The Command of it was gi¬ 
ven to James ?ereyra y who had forwarded 
the Work, with two hundred and fifty 
Men ; and to fecure it by Sea Manuel de 
Soufa with twenty two Ships. The King of 
Calicut repenting he had given leave for that 
Work, made War upon the Kings of Chale, 
Caramanlii and Tanor , at the fame time 
making Overtures to draw them to break 
with the Portuguefes : but to no effedh 
19 . About the end of February Emanueldt 
Vafconcellos let out for the Red Sea with two 
Galliots, and fome Brigantines. At Xael 
with the lofs of one Man he took fome 
Turkifl) VefTels laden, and among them a 
great Ship called Cufturca, which was font 
Mafcate. The King of Xael fearful of fome 
danger, made his Peace with SubmifGon 
and Prefonts. After Vafconcelos , came thi¬ 
ther Antony de Saldania with ten Ships, 
and the King feeing he would not allow 
of the fubmiflion he made to Fafconelos , 
began to fecure himfelf, fending out of the 
A a Town 
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Town all the Riches, Women and Chit 
dren, which were feen from the Ships, 
eroding the Mountain upon Camels. * But 
the Weather obliged Saldana to leave that 
Sea* 

zo. He (ailed to Mafcate , thence to the 
Coali of Diu, (even or eight Ships of that 
City came out and engaged him, he took 
three, and Branded the reft. The fame 
happened to a Tsrrfcjh Gallion that was in 
Port, and endeavoured to flie. A dorm 
rifing there difperfed mod of the Brigan¬ 
tines. Saldana had three Gallions with 
him, and they fuffered Hunger and Third, 
when the Sea driving them towards the.Bar, 
twenty (even Ships of the Enemy that 
watched the opportunity fell upon them, but 
drew off without any confiderable A&ion. 
He difpatched two Veffels to view Pate , on 
which he had fome Defign, they meeting 
a rich Ship bound for Diu, after a very„ 
(harp Engagement took her. The Ship had 
only- in Gold Coin above fixty thoufand 
Venetian Chequins. Sailing to Goa with 
Prizes worth above two hundred thoufand 
Ducats, he met (hort of Cbaul, James de 
Silveyra , to whom he delivered the Vellels 
the Governor ordered. At this time arri¬ 
ved four Ships that (ailed from Portugal the 
beginning of this year, Antony de Saldana 
returned home with them. 

21. James de Silveyra failing to Tat am, 
twelve Leagues from Diu, plundered and 
burnt that City with four Ships In the Har¬ 
bour, The very fame was done to Pate, and 

hlangwr. 
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Mangalor. This was no nevfr thing in James 
Silveyra., for he had before the farae fuecefs 
at Bandar a Tana , and ocher Towns, and on 
the Coaft of Diu at Caftelett, Tolaja and 
l/Iadrefabat, by which means he came to 
Gea with above four thoufand Slaves, and 
an infinite Booty, having killed a great 
number, and fpread an univerfal Terror. 

n. All this encouraged Nano de Cum to 
(heighten Diu, and the King of Cambaya, 
that he might be obliged to content to the 
railing 2 Fort in that City. And becaufe 
the Growth of Bacaim might be an Obftacle 
to our Defigns, he refolved to deftroy it. 
Thither he went with a Fleet of above 
one hundred ^nd fifty Sail, three thoufand 
Portuguefes , and two hundred Canaras. 
Meliejue Tocam Lord of Diu was then forti¬ 
fying the City, and hearing ot the Power 
that Was preparing againft it, put in a Gat- 
rifbnof above twelve,thoufand Men. Na- 
no divided his Men into three parts to givfc 
the Attack, the Landing was dangerous, 
and the Enemy fo numerous* it teemed a 
raflinefs to go on, but our Men defpifing 
all danger, the Enemy fled firft to the Fore, 
and then to the Mountain, fix hundred df 
them being killed, of ours only eight or 
nine, ffere were taken above four hun¬ 
dred Piecesof Gannon, and much Ammu¬ 
nition. The Country about was all rava¬ 
ged, arid the Fort rased. After this Victo¬ 
ry the Governor tent Emanuel de AlbU* 
yterejue with twelve Veffels and three hun¬ 
dred Men, to defti-oy the Fort of Damm \ 

A a a k™ 
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but he not able to effed it, burnt all the 
Towns from Bagaim to Tarapor, and bring¬ 
ing under Tribute Tana, Bandora , Man and 
Bombaim , then retired to Chaul with 
much Riches, and many Veffels taken in 
thofe ‘Rivers. James de Stfaeyra , who 
failed from Bagaim with four Gailions and 
fifteen Brigantines bound for the RedSep t 
took off Cape Guardafu a rich Veffel. Vaf 
co Perez* about Zocotora took a yet richer 
Turkijh Ship, moft of her Men being (lain, 
and near Cape Fartayue another. James 
Silveyra afterwards burnt two at Aden , and 
did a . very generous A&ion, which was 
thus: He difeovered a very rich Ship of 
Gidda, which fpying him, lay by,, and her 
Captain coming aboard , mewed him a 
Letter from a Portuguefe, whoiwas Prifoner 
in that City, which the Moor thought to be 
a lecure Pali, being given him as fuch, 
Silveyra opened aqd found in it thefe 
Words: 1 befeech fucb of the King of Portu¬ 
gal Captains as Jhall meet this Ship to make 
prize of her i for fie. belongs to a very wicked 
Moor. Silveyra perceiving how the Moor 
was impofed upon, took no notice of the 
Deceit, but dilcharged him, chufing rather 
to Iofe the Riches of that Ship, than bring 
into queftion the Sincerity of the Port* 
fruefes. At the latter end of April he re¬ 
turned to Goa. 

2}. At the fame time arrived in India fix 
Ships from Portugal , a feventh perilhed by 
the way. Thele Ships brought new Or¬ 
ders, that the Comman 4 ers of Forts mould 

be 
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befworn by the Governor-General,by which 
it appears, they were till then independent 
of them. Nuno Je Cisna had always his 
thought fixed upon Diu, when MeliqueTo- 
cam. Lord of that City, defired him to lend 
a fit perfon with whom he might treat a- 
bout an Affair of Importance to the King 
of Tortugah Service. He then was appre- 
henfive of his own King. It was therefore 
thought, he would for his own lecurity de¬ 
liver upithe Town to us. This was the in- 
tent j 3ut Vafco de Cuna y a Gentleman of 
parts, being fent, and having done all that 
could be expected in it, returned without 
concluding any thing, but not without 
hopes. 

14. At the lame time Trifian de Ga at 
Cambaya preffed that King to conlent to 
the railing a Fort at Diu. The Refult was, 
that the King would have a Conference 
with Nuno deCuna, and his Delign was ra¬ 
ther to kill him, than grant the Fort. Nu- 
no went thither with an hundred Sail, in 
which were two thouland Portuguefes. The 
King was already at Diu when the Go¬ 
vernor arrived, and delayed the Interview, 
defiring, he would fend him feme of his 
principal Captains, for that he defired to 
fee them. They went richly cloathed, and 
were fplendidly received. - pifeourfing,. E- 
manuel de Maeedo took the liberty, tho in a 
refpeetful manner to tell ■ the King, "That 
he jultly admired he"would take the Com¬ 
mand of that City from Meli^ue Tocam his 
Subject , who had ferved him well, and 
A a } was

vras Son of one who had done fo before, to 
give it to Mufiapba, now called Rum Chans, 
whofe firft merit was his Difloyalty to the 
Turk, his natural Prince; that if he denied 
this, he challenged to fight either fingle, or 
as he foould think fit. Rume Cham was 
prefent, and gave noanfwer, till the King 
looking angrily upon him for his filence, 
he (aid it proceeded from Contempt. Ma- 
eedo repeated the Challenge, and the Turk 
no longer able to foun it, accepted the 
Challenge to be fought at Sea. Macedo , 
according to appointment waited for him, 
but he came not- The Interview took not 
effect for die differences about the mariner 
of it. Nuno taking another Courfe, joined 
in League with Owum Patxatb, King of 
the Moguls. Then Nuno returned to Goa, 
afld before and after difpatched (everal Cap¬ 
tains, Antony de Siheyra went to Bengal* 
with nine Veflels, Vafco Peres de Samp ay a to 
the- Red Sea with fixteen, thither alfo James 
de Silvtyra with five Gallions, D.Stephende 
Gama to Malaca, the two that were for the 
Red Sea made (ome Prizes. 

ay. Canale Mar car,' a. bold Pyrat, about 
this time fcoured the Sea of Calicut with 
leighc Veflels well equipped. At Cape Co • 
mori he found at night a Brigantine with 
eighteen Portuguefes , and three Gunners, all 
fo faft afleep, fchac they were all bound be¬ 
fore they waked. Having awaked them, 
he caufed their Heads to be bniifedto pie¬ 
ces, faying. It Was to punijh them for daring 
to Jleep, knowing be was abroad, A plea fane 

Cruelty. 
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Cruelty. Thence he went to Negapatau, 
where were forty Portuguefes who defended 
themfelves, but to no effea, for the D/gar, 
or Governor, who they thought their 
Friend, agreed with Cunale to rob them. 
Coie Marcar , tho of kin to Cunale, defirOus 
to deliver them from this danger, did it by 
art, fpeaking to each of the two apart, and 
fo making them fufpicious to each other. 
Yet Cunale took fome Tortures Veiiels in 
that River, and foot to death eight of^the 
Men. The firft died for (leeping, theie, I 
fuppofe, becaufe they were awake. Anton y 
de Silva fet out of Cochin with two hundred 
Mufqueteers, in fifteen fmall Veflels. Cu¬ 
nale hearing of it, run up the Cjmmwm. a 
Bay on this Coaft, and fortified himlelt, 
but Antony obliged him- to make fiis elcape 
in the Habit of a Beggar to Calicut, leaving 
his Veflels and Cannon, with which Silva 
returned victorious to Cochin. . , 

16. The King of Razat was .revolted 
from him of Ormuz,. Antony de Siheyra 
who commanded the Fort at the requeftot 
the latter, font Francis Govea with two 
hundred Men and eight Sail, to reduce him. 
Razet received them with Fraud, deligning 
to kill them. But it fucceedednot, forG^ 
vea was upon his Guard, knowing his 1 1 
Defiens, and that he had with his own 
Cymiter killed the Officer h? fent to treat 
with him. Our Captain Oiling over to a 
fmall Ifland to water, met a Fleet of this 
Kings, and Wok a Veflel wherein was the 
King’s Nephew, for whole Ranlom 
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reft.ored the Prifoners he had, and fubmit- 
ted to him of Ormuz, ratified the Peace 
made by him he had killed, and exculed 
what was paft. 

27. King John hfc Care was upon the 
Affairs of India. He had underflood the 
event of Nuno de Cunds attempt upon Diu t 
and that the common Enemy prepared to 
difturb our Progrefs, lo he continually lent 
relief. This, year arrived there twelve 
Ships with fifteen hundred fighting Men, 
commanded by D. Pedro de CafttUobranco, 
who let out from Lisbon the laft November . 
The latter end of this year came alio five 
Ships more, which let out the beginning of 
this lame year, they were commanded by 
Martin Alfonfo de Soufa, who had a Com- 
jniffion to be Adrpiral of the Indian Sea. 
The Governor immediately put him in pol* 
leffion of the Poll, lending him againft 
Damam. At Chaul , James Sdveyra delivered 
him his Squadron,. and Vafco Perez his. 
Now Martin Alfonfo had five hundred Men 
in forty Vellels. He found Damam deftroy- 
ed by its own Commander, who was retired 
to the Fort with five hundred Turks and 
Resbutos . Martin Alfonfo attempted to fcale 
ir, and received lorne damage , one of his 
Ladders breaking, when the Enemy on the 
other fide opening a Gate to fly, our Men 
flopped them, and entring, found a large 
Court full'of Men, and fifty Hqrle, moll 
of them were put to the Sword, and the 
Fort razed. The King of Cambay a fearing 
greater lols, defired Peace, which Nuno de 

Cuna 
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Cuna granted, and 'twas fworn upon the 
following Conditions. That he Ihould 
give to the King of Portugal forever Bar 
cairn , with its Dependences by Sea and 
Land. That all Ships bound for the Red 
Sea from that Kingdom Ihould let out from 
Bacaim , and return thither to pay the Duties. . 
That none Ihould go to other places with¬ 
out leave from the Portugttefes. That no 
Ships of War Ihould be built in any of his 
Ports. That he Ihould no more give a {• 
fiftance to the Rumes. There were other 
Articles in favour of the King to fweeten 
the harlhnefs of thefe, which were after¬ 
wards moderated when he gave leave to 
raile the Fort at Diu. Now we have fome 
footing in this Province, fomething may be 
laid of its lituation, people and other affairs 
with our ufual Brevity. 


CHAP. V. 

Continues thc-Government of Nuno de 
Cuna, and Reign of King John the 
Third. 

1 .TP HE Kingdom of Guazarata ( com* 
X monly called Cambay a , from its Me¬ 
tropolis of that Name) extends from Cape 
Jayuete in the Weft to the River Nagotana 

near 
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near Cbaul It makes a great Bay of the 
jfome Name. The Sea ebbs and flows with 
fuch violence in this Bay, chat in fwiftnefs 
it exceeds the fleeteft Horfe; and if in this 
fury it meets any Ship, it certainly perilhes. 
To avoid this danger there is always a 
Man on an eminence, who when he fees 
that Torrent coming, gives notice with a 
Horn. The diftance between Cape J+ 
ytete and the River Nagotana is above two 
hundred Leagues. On the Weft it borders 
upon the Resbuti , a mountain people; on 
the North with the Kingdom of Cbiter, 
and the Eaft with that of Pale , all the 
Coaft is covered with many Towns and 
Cities; It is watered by two famous Ri¬ 
vers, Taftii and Taped*, befides many Creek 
that form foveral lflands* It breeds abun¬ 
dance of Cattle, and is plentiful of other 
Provifions. The Country is all plain, fo 
that they generally travel in Waggons after 
the manner of Flanders , but lighter, and 
eafier drawn by Oxen fbmewhat lefs than 
thofe of Spain. The Natives are of four 
forts; one called Baneanes Bagav$arits , that 
feed after our manner; another called only 
Bantams , who eat nothing that hath life. 
Their Priefts are called Vtrtias y who cloath 
themfelves in white, and never take thofe 
Cloaths off till they fall to pieces. They 
live upon Charity, and (like the Children 
of Ifrael in the Defart ) can keep nothing 
for the next day. They place their great- 
eft hope of Salvation in killing no Crea¬ 
ture, they ufe no light at night left any 
- Butterfly 
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Butterfly fhould die by it; they always car- 
ry a Bro6m wherewith they fiveep'the 
Ground they are to tread on, left they 
tread any Worm or Infea to death. The 
other two'forts are the Resbuti, who are 
good Soldiers, formerly the chief of this 
Kingdom. They acknowledge one God 
and three perfons, and worftip the Bleiled 
Virgin, a Do&nne preferved from the time 
of the Apoftles. Tne laft are Mahometans^ 
called Laateas , that is. Natives who embra¬ 
ced that Sed, and thofe who came to con¬ 
quer the Countrey. The common people 
are very ingenious in Mechanicks, in Works 
of Silk, Gold, Ivory, Mother of Pearl, 
Tortoife-lhell, Cryftal, Ebony and other 
things of Delight. They follow the Rules 
of Pitbagoras, killing no Creature, but r* 
therfbuy all, tho venemous, from thole who 
take them, and fet them loofe again. They 
entertain men whofe only Buhnefs it is to 
look about the Towns and Fields for Beafts 
that are fick, which they cure with great 
care in Hofpitals ereaed for that purpofe. 
Notwithftanaing all this Beaftly Charity, 
they have none that may be called human, m 
for they will not reach their Hand to al- 
lift any perfon in the greateft neceffity. 

t. In the year 1191, and according to 
the Mahometan Account 700, the Pagan 
Galacama was in quiet pofleffion or this 
Kingdom, and difturbed k to deprive his 
Brother of the Kingdom of Cbampanel , 
left him by his Father. Galacama employed 
1 two Brothers as Generals upon his Fron- 

1 ' riwe. 
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tiers, Mad an a, one -of them had the mod 
beautiful Woman of that Country to Wife. 
She was of the Race of Padammii, who are 
affirmed, befides their comely Shape, to 
have fo fweet a Scent in their Skin, that 
they communicate it to their Cloaths, 
which makes them efteemed above all o- 
others. With much f eafon, for it is a won¬ 
der to find a Woman that has a good fmell. 
Yet not impoffible. They fay there are 
(carce any of thele Women in this King¬ 
dom, but many in Orixa. There is no mi(- 
chief without a Woman, even where they 
have an ill favour; how much more where 
one fmelt well! The King in love with 
this Wife of Madana , tried all means to 
gain her; but ihe being chafte ( which was 
doubtlefs the fweet Smell ) acquainted her 
Husband and Brother, who joining, with 
Xiatb Nofaradim, King of Delhi , on whom 
the Coveroufiiefs of that Kingdom prevail¬ 
ed, they wafted the Kingdom of Cambay a, 
till Galacarna was at laft (lain in Battel. 
Nofaradim left Habedxiath his General to 
conquer*the Remainder. He rewarded the 
two Brothers who brought him to this Con- 
queft, and retured home, having made the 
Kings of Mandou and Cbitor tributary. No- 
faradim foon after being killed by his Ne¬ 
phew, Civil Wars enfued, and feveral Go¬ 
vernors revolting, called themfelves Kings, 
as did Habedxiath) to whom Moors fucceed- 
ed. Thus, 

3. The year 1330, Hamet the Mahome- 

wet an Tartar , who lived in the City Cambayt, 

with 
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with the a fit fiance of Arabs, 'Perjians s 
Greeks and Rum*, or Turks, ufurped great 
part of this Kingdom, then poflefled by 
Dtfmgue Rao. What he had tyrannically 
gained , he prudently maintained. Ale 
Cbam fiicceeded him, and had forty Sons, 
and three of them were Kings. The firft 
Tern xiatb. who fucceeded him, the fecond 
Auide Cham, who by his Wife got the 
Kingdom of Mandou , and the third Alt 
dam , who with his Wife had the Kingdom 
of Agimar , bordering on that of Cbitor . 
Teruxiatb followed his Father's Example in 
fecuring his Government, and built the 
City Du* in memory of a Vi&ory gained 
over a Cbinefe Fleet. Sultan Mahomet hi* 
Son fucceeded him, and reigned at the time 
that D.Vafco de Gama di (covered India, he 
left the Crown to his Son Madafor , a* 
worthy of it for his A&ions, as Birth. Not 
to his Son Scandtr Cbam , who gave occafion 
to his Subjects to kill him, and letup his 
youngeft Brother] Mahomet Cbam. But the 
fecond Brother Latifa Cham , to whom of 
right the Crown belonged, made War, but 
without fuccefs, and it remained in the 
third, his Name was Radar Cbam. 

4. Modafar divided the PolTeffion of Me- 
Itcjue Az t the Lord of Diu, among his three 
Sons. This Diftribution enraged the King’s 
own Sons, who coveted thofe Lands. But 
chiefly Radar, who poifoned his Father by 
whom he was as much hated as loved by his 
Mother. After this Murder he fled to the 
King of Cbitor , and killing one there in the 


/ 
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King’s defence in a Ball made to entertain 
him with the atliftance of Cnmtnui the 
Queen he fled to Delhi. 

5. There he made himfelf a C»lanitr i 
or Religious Man, to (hun the punifhment 
of his Crimes. Thefe Calandars go loaded 
with Iron Chains , and feed very hard: 
with this outward rigor they pra&ife pri¬ 
vately all forts of Wickednefs and Un* 
cleannefs. They enter into no Towns,but 
blow a Horn without, that people may 
bring them Alms. Sometimes they go to¬ 
gether to the number of two thoufand: Ba¬ 
dur was one of ihefo. Hearing of the Di- 
ftra&ions of the Kingdom of Cambaya, he 
repaired thither with his Chains in fearchof 
the Crown. In that manner he entred 
Cambay a, and was proclaimed King by fa¬ 
vour of the people, who were pieafed with 
thofe Tokens of Religion.His Brother Deft* 
Cbam thought to efcape by fubmitting, but 
hecaufed his Head to be cut off as a Trai¬ 
tor. Then he gave the Cities of Reyner and 
Surat to two rich Merchants, and after- 
wards overcame in battel his Brother Lattfa 
Cbam . He caufcd Madremaluco to be fley’d 
alive, becaufe he had fettled his younger 
Brother in the Kingdom, in hopes to have 
the Adminiftration of it, then with his own 
Hand beheaded the Brother, and two o- 
thers that reproved that Ad. 

6 . Badur defiring to take off Melifte 
Saca, Commander of Diu , fent for him 
upon pretenceof Bufinefs, but he exctued 

himfelf upon other pretences, and fo ftofr 

ped 
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ped the Execution; and being preffed, en¬ 
deavoured to efcape with his Riches, but 
being difappointed, went off poor, and not 
without danger. His Friends at Diu brought 
thither from Madrefabat his Brothor Me- 
lique Tocam . Badur , the other being fled, 
had like to have killed this, but for fome 
Reafons was obliged to pardon him and o- 
thers, kit he deftroyed many. He fet out 
for Cbampanel the year 1517, where were 
brought to him forty French Men, and one 
Stephen Dias Brigas, a Portuguefe , who for 
fome Crimes done in his Country, fled into 
France, and came to India, Captain of a 
Ship of that Nation; at Dm they were all 
taken, and fenc to Badur , by whom they 

* were all miferably put to death. 

7. At Cbampanel came to Badur Embafla- 

* dors from Babor Paxiatb , King of Delhi , 
demanding homage for that Kingdom, as 
part of the Dominion of their Prince. Ba- 
dnr at firft would have killed them, but re- 
plyed, he would himfelf carry the An- 
fwer; and inftantly compofed an Army of 
one hundred thoufand Men, four hundred 
Elephants, and a great Train of Artillery. 

His Defign was difappointed, being forced 
to turn himfelf to Doitabad, a great Town, 
taken by Niz,amaluco , and tho he recovered 
it, it was with gre^tlofs, fome by the Wea¬ 
ther, a$ being Winter, and fome by a Shower 
of Stonesas big as Oranges. At Cbampanel 
he found certain Men of the Kingdom of 
the Coin, who laid they came to receive 
Tribute, which he paid by fleying them 

alive. 
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alive. The year 1519 he marched with fe- 
venty thoufand Horfe, and two hundred 
thoufand Foot, and did great harm irf the 
Territories of Nix>amaluco. 

8 . Mean while Babor Paxiath , King of 
the Mogols and Delhi , marched upon ac¬ 
count of the Anfwer given to his Embaffi. 
dors the year before. .The King of Ckitot 
denyed him paflage, and in a Battel there 
was fuch a (laughter, the Megol was forced 
‘ t0 go back to raite new Forces to profecute 
his firft Defign. But the King of Cbitor 
purfuing and doing him great damage in 
his own Country, he defifted. 

* Badur fell upon the King of Mandou , 
whom he treacheroufly (lew. Then im- 
prifoned the Sons, giving the Mother and 
Daughters to his Favourites. Next he killed 
fome Officers of that Kingdom who had 
helped to bring him in. 

10. Salabedin, one pardone*d by Badur , 
fearful of his favour, getting away, fecured 
himfelf in a ftrong Cattle, whence Badur 
drew him by policy, and forced him to turn 
Mahometan . Then he prepared to take the 
Fort and mountain Raofinga , where Salabedin 
left his Son when he was deceived by Badur s 
promifes; and by the way defigned to expel 
the King of Cbitor, Son to him, who kindly 
entertained him when he fled for the Mur¬ 
der of his Father. This $oung King brave¬ 
ly refitted Badur , difappointed his Defignj 
and made him return to the other againft 
Raofinga , a place almoft impregnable by 
art and nature. Here eight Portuguefis who 

followed 
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followed him, (hewed their ufcal Valour, 
Francis Tatares being the firft who (caldda 

Bulwark. r 

ir. Botiparao , the Son qf Salabedin, tear¬ 
ing his reliftance might occafion his Fa¬ 
ther’s death, left that City, and went to 
recover another, the Befieged furrendereffi 
Badur perceiving Salabedin s Women came 
not out, asked the caufe of him, and fent 
id to know it, they anfwered. They would 
not come out unlefs with him . He was (enc 
to that effe& by the King. His Wives and 
Slaves ( above five hundred m number ) 
as foon as they faw him, exclaimed againft. 
his turning Mahometan , and (hewing him a 
heap of Wood, faid, 1 bey would fooner burn 
tbemfelves with it , than be delivered to their 
Enemy. Sq Salabedin , with one hundred 
and twenty that were their Guard, killed 
them all upon the Pile, where ffiey were 
burnt with thdir Riches. Badur hearing of 
this, hatted to, (ave the Treafure, but was 
(lopped by Salabedin and his Men, till all 
was contained to Affies, and they all (lam. 
Yet Badur faved almoft a million and 
half of the Remainder of this Deftruaion. 

II. Salabedin , and tho(e wh<* died With 
him, were honorably buried. The moun¬ 
tain he gave to Sultan Alamo, who came to 
him, forced from that place whither Botipa¬ 
rao went from hence. Hearing there was 
a Portugues Fleet at Diu , he new thither 
with precipitation. But that being no mac- 
ter of danger, he returned to the Conquelt 
of Cbiigr : with one hundred thoufend Horn,. 

B b ltumtfterable 
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innumerable Foot, and-fix hundred Can- 
noh. He incamped in the higher Grounds 
about that City, tho it was like -Raajingt, it 
was battered the fpaceof two months, and 
capitulated, and now Badur was pofleffed 
of three Kingdoms, each of which was 
confiderable.. . , 

15. This was the time when Tnjban de 
Ga was at the Court of Badur, by Nuno de 
Cunas Order, to treat of Peace, which was 
delayed by fundry Accidents, chiefly the 
death of the King of the Mogoh; whom he 

much feared. ' r 

, 1 a Badur, throughCovetoufnefs, cutoff 
the Pay of many that hadferved, which.oc- 
caiioned above four thoufand of Note to de 
fert to the MogohAfujattCkxm, a prudent and 
notable Man, reprdented this to him, and 
he, to reward his Advice, fent him on fome 
* other pretence to Diu , with orders to Me 
lique Tocam to kill him. But Meltque abo 
minating the wickednefc of Badur 3 advifed 
the innocent Mujate Cham to fly. Mujate, 
inftead of flying to fave himfelf, returned 
to Badur , before whom being proflrate, 
and delivering his own Cymker, he (aid, 
If I have 'deferred death of yon, here is the 
Traitor and the Sword . If you pltife to kit 
me, I can have no greater honor than to die by 
your Hand , tho my Grandfather , Father and 
felf have deferred hotter. The King was fur- 
prized, received him with honor, and be* 
flowed new Favours on him. 

. 15. But his Rage was turned agaiiift

He got into Diu, wheire Melujue was not at 
that time,but .received advice of it at a Coun- 
try*Houfe where he was diverting hiralelf, 
and fled.

At the 
fame time arrived there Nuno de Cttna , in 
order to chat Interview, which took no

16. It took noeffc#, becaufe Badur ne¬ 
ver made any Propofals but to fhift ofFa 
danger, which he greatly feared from the 
Mogol , and hoping to agree with him, he 
was willing to break with the Vortuguefet. 

But he was deceived, for that Prince re¬ 
called his Erabafladors, and commenced 
the War. Let us fee who this Mogol is.

Continues the Government of Nuno de 
Cuna from the Tear ifj 4* in the 
' Reign of King John the Third* 

i/T*HE Moguls call themfeives Chacatais, 
* A in the fame manner as the Spaniards 
call themfeives Goths . Chacata is the Name 
of the Province they inhabit near Turfue- 
jtan, and the Nobles fuffer not themfeives 
to be called Aiogols* The F erfians write 
Bbz they 
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they are defended from Mogog, Grandfon 
to Noah, from whom they received the 
Worlhip of one only God- This Nation 
wandring through many Provinces, got 
the beft footing in Mogalia, -or Mogojlan, 
called by Pulomej, ?arepaniftn ; now they 
ftretch farther, and border upon the King, 
dom Hora^avs, which that Author calls A' 
ria t or Here, now the Metropolis thereof. 
*fhe Mogcls go from the' North to drink 
the Waters of the River Geum, that runs 
through Baftria, fo called from its Metro¬ 
polis BaBria, or Bobara ( a famous place 
for Learning, being the Remains of great 
Zoroafies , where Avicen got the Learning 
that made him fo famous) neighbouring 
upon Sog-diana, now call zd gaiximir, and 
mount Caucafus, which divides India from 
other Northern Provinces. This,King¬ 
dom now reaches to the mountainous far- 
<veti and Bagous , which thev call Angou, 
As there are in it grear Mountains, fo 
there are moft large and fruitful Plains, 
watered by five Rivers, which compole the 
famous Indus. They are Bet , Satinague, 
Cbanao, Rave and Rea* Tjie Cities are 
many* the Men couragious. 

2, The Mogols are Mahometans, their Lan¬ 
guage Turkiflj and Perfian , they are well 
maped, white, and have fmalt Eyes like 
the Tartars and Cbinefes. The Nobility weir 
rich and gay Cloaths, falnioned like the 
Per/tans, their Beards long. The Women 
are beautiful. Their military Drefs is no 

lels coftly* their Arqis being gilt and poll¬ 
ed: 
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ed: they arefingular at the Bow. In fight 
violent, and of good conduft: they ufe 
Artillery. Their King is treated with great 
Majefty > is feldom leen, his Guard two 
thouland Hforle every quarter. 

i. The Mogols and Pat dues both equally - 
drove to conquer India. They were 
Neighbours. The Event of War and 
Treachery brought the Patanei and Delhi 
under the Subjection of the Megol, at the 
time when Baber Paxiatb, great Grandlon 
to Tamerlane the Great, reigned among 

4. Omaum, Son of Baber, now broke 
with Badur, King of Cambay a, who to be¬ 
gin the War lent twenty thoufand Horle, 
and a multitude of Foot upon his Enemies 
Frontiers. Here , it may appear, that In¬ 
gratitude never efcapes unpunilhed. The 
Queen Crententii , who had laved Badurs 
Life, and in return was by him deprived 
of her Liberty and Kingdom of Chuor, now 
revenged her lelf on him, after this man* 
ner. He by his Embafladors required ter 
to lend him her Son with what MenJte 
could to lerve againft the The 

Queen d'efirqd he would reftore her other 
Son, whom he kept as an Hoftage, that 
(he might not be deprived of both, and 
that the mean while IKe would raile the 
Forces. Badur not'-diving into her De- 
fign, fent him, and Ihe immediately put 
her lelf into the proteftion of, the Mogol. 
Badur enraged attnis AAion, gathered one 
hundred thoufand Horfe, lour hundred and 
B b ; fifteen 
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fifteen thoufand Foot, a thoufand Cannon, 
many of great Balk, fix hundred armed 
Elephants, and fix thoufand Carriages. 
This multitude marched in great order, 
and was abundantly (upplyed with all 

things. f . . .. 

5. He befieged the City Cbttor , and bat¬ 

tered it furioully; but tho the befieged re¬ 
ceived great damage* they did him much 
more. Badur now raging, received the 
News that the Mogolt had (lain twenty thou¬ 
fand of the. Men he fent to ravage their 
Country. He vented his paflion upon the 
Citv, and at laft more by policy than 
ftreogth became Matter of it, having loft 
fifteen thoufand Men, among them four 
Vortwuefei. The Queen with the choice 
of her Riches fled. Badur ufed no Crueltv 
towards the City, but repaired it againft 
future dangers*, leaving Minao Hozem to 
command in it with twelve thoufand 
Men. Then he marched towards his Ene¬ 
my, who advanced victorious through the 
Kingdom of Mandou y in order to relieve 
C bttor, and being now informed it was in 
poffefiion of v Badur , and that he was in¬ 
trenched about Do for , Omaum marched 
ihithcr, and encamped. ' 

6. Badur found thegreateft danger where 
he fought fecurity; for being inca'mped be¬ 
tween a River and a Lake, and Omaum 
before him, the refort of Provifions was 
quite cut off, io that in few dlys they fuf- 

:fered extreme Famine, and fuch as went 
©ut to feek Relief, fell into the Hands 01 

i * fnft 
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the Enemy, as did Cerafam Cham with two 

7° This j-- Q J}, ear tc n ed Badur, that he 
ftole away, and his Camp was Pandered 
hy the Mogoli, who found there vaft Riches. 
Badur with all fpeed fled towards MauJou, 
accompanied by Rums Chum , and lome 
Forturuefes, being lefc by‘many perfons of 

Note, and particularly Meimut Em*, for 
foe murder of his two Brothers. _ In fine, 
very little of that mighty Army efcaped the 
Sword or Famine, and what did was dt- 
fperfed and difarmed. Badur got mo Man¬ 
ia, having flipped ten thoufand 
who thought to prevent his reaching chat 

Badur fortified this City, and gave the 
chief Command to Rums Cham his Favou¬ 
rite. Omaum hearing of it, lengthened his 
Marches to come upon him. ^ ume Cba ’”‘ 
now fearful of his Mafter, deferts to °«a»w, 
Rumes Wife , Daughter and Riches were 
xCbampaml. Badur and Rums foove who 
ihouldfirftfecure CWa»«/, the formerh 
ving there one Ctho the lead; of his three 
Treafures, which only in <^°?P er '£ lot ^ 
was worth thirty Minions. befides Pearls, 
Precious Scones, and other things of value, 
with this Treafure he lent Rumes Family 

and Riches under a ftrong Guard to JCXw, 

whilft he himfelf bearing the approach ot 

Omaum, wafted the Country, and deftroyed 

the Artillery , left « 

hya. Rum* Cham feeing his w 
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Riches were carried away, obtained of his 
new Matter five thoufand Horfeto follow 
them. As he entered one Gate of Cm- 
bay*, Badur was going out at another, 
who feeing him (elf fo clofe purfued by 
Rume, left his Women and Riches by the 
way, that they might put a flop to his pur-, 
fuit So it fell out, for Rume Cham return* 
ed to Cbampanel, and Radar got to Diu, 
whilft Omaum was at Cbampanel, dividing 
his Kingdom, and conquering that im¬ 
pregnable place with' Liberality. 

9. Cbampanel was impregnable by Art and 
Nature, and the Mogols not ufed to fpend 
time even in Cafe Sieges, but Tyrants have 
nothing lecure, fotheie Rocks which might 
have been a lecure Retreat to him, turned 
againft Radar. This mountain is thirty 
Leagues from the Sea, and yef vifible thi¬ 
ther, the afcent of it being almoft five 
Leagues. Where Nature left any paffage. 
Art lupplyed it with ftrong Walk. The 
City (lands on the fide of it, has lightly 
Buildings, ,twenty thouland Families, and 
a -great Trade. The City it (elf is not 
walled, but there are many places upon the. 
Mountain well fortified, ftrongly gamfoned 
and ftorcd with Cannon. Somewhat 

higher is the Royal Palace, wonderful for 
Structure and Greatne/s, and on the top a 
Fort can terrifie the moll daring. Here 
Badur found no fecurity, for Tyrants can 
meet none in the World, and think them* 
(elves between Sheets, when they are be¬ 
tween the ftrongeft Walls, and when be-

to. The(e Misfortunes were the Motives 
that induced Badur to content to our raiung 
, the Fort at Diu. Before, to lecure our 
Friendlhip agaihft the Mogul, he Had fur- 
rendered Bapaim to Nuno dt Cuna, and now 
in hopes of our affidance to recover what 
was loft, he offered Dm. Badur lent to 
difpofe Martin Alpbtnfo it who was 

at (haul, and he urged the neceffity of rat- 
fingthe Fort, giving advice hereof to None, 
and defiring leave to go treat about this 
important Affair- CunanMed him leave; 
jealous (that any but himlelf mould compals 
a matter (b much defired by his Prince, 
and fent his own Secretary Embaffador to 

Still Badur druggled with his Pride, 
and thought to get affidance from the 
Turk to recover his Kingdom. To this er- 
fea he fent Saf Cham Embaffador with a 
rich Prelent, but hearing the Megol had ta¬ 
ken Cbampanel, utterly defpaired. He re- 
folved to fly to Meca , and there watt the 
Turks Anfwer, but his Mother and Friends 
diffuaded him, advifing to grant leave to 
- the Portuguefes toraife the Fort at Dm, and 
by their affiftance his Fortune might be bet- 
tired. Indantly he fent to! offer it to Mar¬ 
tin Alpbmfo - at Cbaul, whither alfo came a 
Meffage from the Mogul with the feme 

ii. Martin Alfonfi having fent advice tQ 

the Governor, asked not a Iccond time roc 

leav^. 
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leave, but let out immediately for Diu, as 
Badur defired. At Sea he met the Secretary 
Simon Ferryra, and both arrived at Diu on the 
twenty firliof September. They loon came 
to an agreement upon thefe Articles, That 
Badur confirmed 'all that had been done 
relating to Bapaim * that fomething which 
concerned Trade lliould be transferred 
thence to Diu, that there Ihould be a 
Xjeague offenfive and defenfive between the 
King of Portugal and him> that the Fort 
Ihould be raifed,where and in what manner 
the Governor Ihould appoint, tbat'a Bul¬ 
wark upon the Sea Ihould immediately be 
delivered to him, that they Ihould not med- 
. die with the King’s Revenues at Diu, &c< 
Immediately a Jew and an Armenian were 
lent to Portugal with this News to the 
King; and to the Governor at Goa , Jama 
Je Mefauita, one^f the Portuguefes who fer- 
ved Badur at the Siege of Cbitor, that King 
defiring that fiTuno de Cuna would inftancly 

come to Diu. ... 

15. Whilft thefe things were m agitation, 
(even Ships arrived from Portugal with Men 
and great Riches. They came to Goa be¬ 
fore the firft advice reached the Governor, 
and before the fecond could come he was 
under fail, with /a refolution to accept the 
Offer of Badur. The King received him 
with much honor and demonftration of 
Joy. After the firft Vifits, he defired him 
to fend fome Men to recover the Fort of 
Vivarcne, taken by the Mogols upon the 

River Indus, and fome Relief to the City

The King was greatly pleafed with the 
News, and James Botello reftored to the 
Royal Favour, without any other Reward 
for this prodigious Action. 

15 , Nuno de Cuna began the Work 
with diligence, and a great number of 
Hands, being himfelf the firft that la- 
boured^t the Foundation, which was done, 
with Sound of Trumpets, Fifes, Drums, 
Noife of Cannon and Shouts. The Work 
was foon finifhed, and the Command of 
the Fort given to Emanuel de Sottfa , with 
nine hundred Portuguefes and fixty Pieces 
of great Cannon. Badur already reaped 
the Benefit of this Conceflion; for Niza- 
maluco , at the inftance of Nuno de Cuna, 
not only made peace with,' but affiffed him 
againft his Enemy. Pafco Perez had reco¬ 
vered Varivpne, and King Omaum hearing 
Nuno de Cuna was at Dm, defpaired of tal¬ 
king that^jp, and employed his Arms a* 
gainft other places. 

j6, Badur pleated with this fuccefs, de- 
fired tp view in perfon how much of his 
Kingdom was yet left him. This he com¬ 
municated to Nuno de Cuna, defiring a 
number ,of Portuguefes might go with him, 
and particularly Martin Alfonfo de Soufa . 
Nuno approved his Refolution, and gave 
him five hundred Men, whereof fifty were 
of Note. Now Cuna fearing Omaum would •'

Nuno it Cuna went to Baftatm, 
began the Fort there, giving the 
laying the firft ftone to Antony Gaham, m 
reward of his resolution m defence of *t 
Garcia de Sa was left to carry on the Worn, 
and Nuno returned to Gm. , 

18. Let us return to Malaca and Maluco, 

whence the courfeot theOccurrcncesm Ij* 

ila drew us. During the Government of *£ 
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Vax. it Samajo, the King of Atbem had cau¬ 
fed to be killed Simon dt Soufa, and otheu, 
bound for Malueo, and taken others priloners. 
He feigned to be lorry for that A&ion, and 
fent three of the Prifonen to.Peter it U 
no, then commanding the nrft time-at 
Malaca, offering Peace, and deGring him to 
fend pferfons fit to treat of it, and he would 
deliver to them Soufa his Galley, and the 
other Pnfonew. This was much for the 
eafe of Malaca, and therefore faerie Farit 
fent prefemly a Veffel with lome fortugut- 
/«, who were all killed by that Tyrants 
Order before they came to him. Six months 
after Garcia de Sa then commanding, .the 
King writ a Letter to him, faying, He 
wondered no Body was fent to treat of 
Peace; believing by realon of the-becrelie 
tiled in murdeiing the others , it was 
not known; and at the lame time 
caufed the Prifoners he had (whom, 
to compafs his wicked ends, he treat¬ 
ed kindly ) to write to the Commander 
about it. Sa prefently fent a Gallion well 
provided with Men and Cannon, com¬ 
manded by Emanuel Bacbeco, who 1 uttered 
himlelf to be circumvented by the Kings 

Barques, and he with moft of the Men 
were flain, the Gallion was carnal tor the 
King to fee, who then caufed die reft or 
the men, and the priloners he made much 
of to be killed. Then he joined^ with the 
King of Aru, and all this to the intent 
to gain Malaca, having intelligence with 
Smaya Raja, a confidwable Moor, who 
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lived in that City. The Correspondence 
being di(covered by fbme drunken Acbmes, 
produced tBe # f>ublick fafety ahd death of 
Sinaja , who was thrown headlong from a 
Tower by Garcia de Sa his order. ■ * 

15. The year 15^0 Gov$alo Pereyra let 
out from Malaca for Malueo , and in pur- 
fuance to the- Governor’s Order, by the 
way vifited the King of Borneo , ottering 
him liberty to trade at Malaca . Borneo is 
an lfland fruitful of Provifions, rich in 
coftly Merchandize,/and produces tbehneti: 
Diamonds. The King is powerful, his Re¬ 
ligion the Mahometan , fo his Peop e. The 
City of that Name, is large, has^ beautyful 
Buildings, and flrong Walls. The Illand 
has four principal Ports, to which retort 
Merchants from tiindry parts. The Offer 
pleafed the King. Gongalo Pereyra arriving 
at Ternate, D. George de Menefes delivered 
him the Fort, and King Cachtl Daiak , who 
was there prifoner. The Queen his Mo¬ 
ther, who had fled from her City as was 
before related, hearing of the new Com¬ 
mander, fent to put him in mind, how kind¬ 
ly the King her Husband had received the 
Portuguefes , how ungrateful the Return ad 

been from them, who caufed his Son and 
Heir to die in a prifon, and now kept the 
other, and obliged her their Mother to fly 
to the Mountains, having loft the City 
where (he was born, and whereof me was 
Queen. That fhe demanded Reparation of 
D. George his Cruelty, and Liberty fpr her 
Son. After foroe Scruple Gofl ^ 0 \^\y 
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folemnly fwore he would fet him at liberty 
as foon as opportunity ferved, whereupon 
Ihe returned to the City, and they agreed; 
as did the King of Ttdore, being eafedof a 
Tribute, iropoled by D. George, which he 
w,s not able to pay. There was alfo an 
Accommodation with the Spanfi Captam 
Ferdinand de U Tone., Thus things were 
fettled as was fuitable to the Vomgues Re- 

put i0 °Gmcah Pereyra, in purfuance of the 
Governor’s Orders made D. George a pn- 
foner. He was carried to Goa, thence to 
■Portugal, whence he was, bamlhed to Brafd, 
and killed by the Heathens there in a Battel. 
After this Gtmcalo Pereyra examined the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the Tortugues Officers of the 
Revenue, and found them guilty or great 
Frauds. They offended at this Dilcovery, 
confpired with the Queen to kill him, which 
they executed, tho he defended himieli- with 
Refolution, yet moft of the -Murderers were 
killed by the other Portuguejes, who main¬ 
tained the Fort which was in great danger 
of being loft, and Luis de Andrade kept the 
Command as Lieutenant. 

it. Bras Pereyra , who commanded by 
Sea, would have (ucceeded his Kintinan. 
But the Confpirators ele&ed Vincent Fonjea 
one of their Companions. He having pio- 
mifed the Queen her Sons Liberty, iHhe 
would aflift him in obtaining that Poit, 
now#loaded him with Irons, and iecured 
his Brothers and Family. She withdrawing 
into the Country, flopped all P r0VI f ^ s 
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from coming to the Fort, and fo obliged 
him to fet her Son free, and all was appealed 

for the prefent. • . r , 

12. This Quiet lafted not long; for the 
King being near of Age to govern, Pate 
Sarangue , who governed for him, finding 
his power expiring, confpired with Fonfeca , 
to fet up Tabartja, the King's Baftard Bro- 
ther, who was younger. To this effect 
they began to lay feveral lcandalous Impu¬ 
tations upon the King, and Fonfeca attempt¬ 
ed to fecurehim, which he having nonce ot 
fled to the Mountain. Fonfeca follows, pre¬ 
tending Jie had a Deflgn upon the Font. 

The King might have defended himleli, but 
forbore in refpeft to the Portuguejes whom 
he loved. He fled with his Mother to Tt- 
dore His Enemies fet up Tabarija, and 
following to Tidore, oblige both Kings to 
feek fecurity in the Mountains. Fonjeca 
was the more inraged againft the King for 
that at his return a Moor had killed hi* 

Son, and endeavoured to flay Tabartja, 
whoefcaped; iftd becaufe many obeyed not 
the Ufurper, calling him Fonfeca s King, 
whereas they might more properly termf 
Fonfeca, Tabanja's King. He fent Pa 
Sarangue with Forces , and fubdued all. 

He by ' treachery catched the Queen Mo¬ 
ther, and gave her as Wife to Sarangue, 
and the depofed King’s Wife to the Ufor- 
per. The diftreflTed King leaving his Mo¬ 
ther and Friends had recourfe to the King* 
of Gilolo s Courtefie. 
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J, Ivlow Fenfeca fends Bias Tereyra and 
other’s prifoners to Mia. The Governor 
informed of the Infolences committed at 
Temate, fent Trifiant de Altatdt »com¬ 
mand there, who leaned Fenfeca, and fent 
him to Goa. With him went the Spaniard, 

• from Gilolo , in order to be lent to Stam m 
the Port ague: Ships. But tire king oFGtlolo 
refilling to furrender the Spaniards, Tnfian 
was obliged to go with a power, in which 
the Kings of Tertian, Tidore and Basham 
joined, the City was abandoned and burnt, 
and the Spaniards let at liberty. . 

24. Trifan de Ataide, at the mitigation 
of Samarao , put Tabarija in prifon, and let 
up his younger Brother Cacbil Astro. The 
King’s Mother and Sarangue were alio fa- 
cured, and the City became defolate, the 
Natives of it finding no Comfort in their 
Neighbours, who upbraided them for ad¬ 
mitting fo wicked a People as the form- 
cue fa, who finco they had footing in this 
Ifwnd were guilty of the mod exorbitant 
Vilianies that con’d be imagined. In fine, 
Ataide fent thofe Prifoners to Goa, for the 
Crimes lie was guilty of himfelf, and fo 
Nuno de Cana judged it, taking care to fend 
them back to their Country. 

45. Now Trifian de Ataide employed his 
Thoughts on the Profit he defigned to make 
by the Sale of Cloves, and ordered it lb, 
that the King of Basham would not con- 
fent. Tnjlan in a rage fent his Men armed, 
the King proceed he was a faithful Friend 
to the King of Portugal-, but they fought 

Spice 
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Spice for themfelves, not Friendlhip for 
their King. So they were convinced by 
ths Sword, manv killed, and the reit 
were (hamefully put to flight. Trito in a 
greater fury joining with the Kings ot Jer- 
fate and Ttdore, forced him of Basham to 
abandon his City, which was deftroyed, 
and to fue for peace, which was fold him 
for a Tribute to be paid in Cloves. Yet 
at the fame time this King confp.res with 
thofe of Gilolo, Ttdore, and the depofed of 
Ttrnate , and with Samarao to km Ataide, 
and take the Fort They began their De¬ 
lian by perfuadinghmito fend Ships feveral 
ways, where he loft many Men and Ca- 
chil Daialo, the depofed King of Tertta.e, 
laying hold of the opportunity, recovered 
part of his Kingdom with the affilanceoj 
thofe of Gilolo, Ttdore, Basham, Maoism 
and Mouiel, with whofe aid the 
(lew all the Portugutfis about the Illand. 
Ataide prepared to take revenge, when 
Simon Sodre arrived from Malaea with a 
Ship and many Men, that brought new life 
to the defperate Ataide, and put him in a 
poftureto recover tome places. 
v 16 The Moors endeavoured to burn lome 
of our VeflelSjbringingto execute th.sdelign 
almoft three hundred Sail, they rccewed 
feme damage, but would not defift, nor 
hearken to Ataide, who fued for Peace, 
being in the Fort, and reduced to eat all forts 
of Vermin. D. Ferdinand de 
„i<h Gentleman.who came from Banda with 
Provifions, delivered him out of this danger. 
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This Succefs was anfweied by a Misfortune, 
for all the Inhabitants fled from Ternate, 
and the Moors killed fbme of his Men, and 
took a Ship, but now a new Captain comes 
to the Fort, which flood in need of it. 
Triftan de Ataide was as deformed of Body 
as his A&ions were fcandalous. Let us re¬ 
turn to the Affairs of India. ~ 


CHAP. VII. 

Continues the Government of Nuno de 
Cuna, the fame Tear in the 

Reign of King John the Third. 

I.TTT 7 E have already related how the 
VV Empire of Decan by the death of 
Mahomet Xiath , was divided into feven 
parts, by as many Governors who fet them* 
folves up as Kings, and warring among 
themfelves were reduced to five.' The 
firft and chief of thefe was Htdalcam , whofe 
Territories lie from North to South along 
the Sea Coaft from the River Dowel, eight 
Leagues off Dabul, to Cintacola , eleven be¬ 
low Goa, and has fixty Leagues in length, 
and fifty in breadth where largeft. On 
the North it borders upon Nizamaluco, on 
the 'South upon Canara , and part of Nar- 
fwga, and on the Eaft upon Madremaluco,

Meliquc Verido, and Cotamaluco, which make 
the five into which that Crown was divided. 
Cotamaluco and Verido were at war becaufe 
the former refle&ed upon the latter, as difi 
loyal to the dead King, as if either of them 
were innocent. Cota came off with lofs. 

i. Htdalcam upon fuch like occafion took 
Arms again ft Cotamaluco, who was then at 
Golconda, a City almoft impregnable, being 
feated upon an inacceflible mountain, 
well fortified and garrifoned. Htdalcan fee 
down before it with one hundred thoufand 
Horfo, and four hundred thoufand Foot. 
C ota, not without reafon, was apprehen- 
fiveof this danger, but repofed great confi¬ 
dence in twelve Fortuguejes he had with 
him. The Enemy the firft Attacks loft 
twenty thoufand Men, and afterwards an 
hundred thoufand, as well by Famine as 
Sword, for Catamaluco cut off all his Provi- 
fions, and fuch parties as went out for them, 
and of what he took he font ten thoufand 
to Htdalcan without Ears or Nofos, biddjnjf 
him put upon them thofo of his Men he 
had forved fb the laft War. The Sorrow 
for, thefo Misfortunes caufod His Death, 
whence fprang Wars between his Sons. 
Thefe were Mulacam, who was received as 
Heir, and Abraham , who could not brook 
his being owned as fuch, and being en¬ 
couraged by Cotamaluco and others, disturb¬ 
ed the common Peace, and was at laft 
himfelf taken prifoner. 

3. Cotamaluco fot upon Mulacham as he 
was carrying his Father to bury him, but 
C c $ was 
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was forced to fly to the Woods. Mean while 
Abraman efcaped out of prifon, and by the 
afliftance of Nt&amaluco poffefled himfelf 
of the Kingdom , and took Jiis Brother 
Mulacbam^ whom his Army infamoufly de- • 
livered up at Bifapor. 

Afadacam fet out with a good Army to 
rcfcue Malucam. But Mehque Cuf , in 
whofs cuftody he was, cruelly put out his 
Eyes, and delivered him and his Trea- 
liire to Abraham. He defiring to appeafe 
Afadacam, made him great Offers, which 
were all rejected; Afadacam encamped 
within five Leagues of him * and lent a 
Meflenger to him, whofe Name was Cagem ; 
this Man Abraham prevailed with to un¬ 
dertake to murder his Mafter, which Afida- 
cam difeovenng, caufed him to be ftabbed 
before he approached him* 

5. Afadacam endeavoured to alienate 
the Hearts of the great ones from Abraham , 
but was not altogether lo fiiccefsfui as he 
wilhed. In fine, Cogerte Cham , who at his 
inftigation a&ed in the fame manner, was 
obliged to fly for relief to Ntzamaluco, in 
whom he found his Ruin, being robbed 
by him, and brought to fuch tnifery, he 
refolved to retire to Mecba y but paling 
through Dabul , he accepted the Offer of 
Protection made him by Simon Guedez . then 
commanding there, till Nuno de Cuna re¬ 
ceived him at Din, and obtained of King 
Badur to entertain him according to his 
Quality, where after he became one of the 
chief Generals of Cambay a . 

6 . The 
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6 . The new Hidalcan ( I mean Abraham , 
for thofe Princes, when they come to the 
Crown, all take this Title ) was perplexed 
with-the Proceedings of Apadacam , and 
endeavoured to reconcile him. A fad* 
cams Forces at this time ravaged all the 
Continent about Goa , and Hidalcan made 
frelh Inftances to bring him to his Court, 
but to no effedt. Mean while the deloia- 
tion of that Country^was fuch, that the 
Natives freely offered it up to Nano de Cuna , 
he, after conferring about it with Afada- 
cam , accepted the Offer to deliver that 
Country from utter Ruin. 

7. Acadacam was a Mahometan as well 
in his Dealing, as Belief The more to 
perplex Hidalcam , he goes into the Ser¬ 
vice of the King of Bifnagar , who received 
him with great honor. Nuno de Cuna was 
not exempted from his Frauds; therefore 
to carry on his Defigns, he perfuaded him to 
lend Christopher de Ftgueredo , promifing^ to 
prevail with the King of Bifnagar to relign 
to the King of Portugal the Continent a- 
bout Goa, to which he had an ancient 
Title. Hidalcan being informed of thele 
Proceedings encamped near him of Bifnagar 
with four hundred thoufand Men, and 703 
Elephants, the other had a iooo Elephants 
more, and lome thoufands of Men. He lent 
to let him know, that according to former 
Agreements, he ought to deliver up to him 
his Slave Afadacam. The King of Bifnagar 
referred it to Afadacam himlelf to give the 
Atifiver, and he gave it fuch as deceived, 

• C c 4 and 
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and at the fame time was approved of. 

8. But the King was foon undeceived; 
for A$adacam> who had done all this only 
to better his Fortunes, now went over tq 
Hidalcam , when leaft he expected it. Co- 
famaluco , who had joined Htdalcan , to op- 
pofe Aqadacam i feeing him received with 
great honor, goes over to the King oPBif- 
nagar 9 who was marching to beuege the 
City Rachol , which he had before taken, 
and had again fubmkted to Hidalcam. Ac 
laft fhefo Princes came to a Compofition, 
parting the Territory of that City, which 
fell to the Lot of Hidalcam. A$adacam t 
by order of his Mailer, marched after Co- 
tamaluco to the City Naiteguir taken by 
him, and recovered it, and obliging him 
to put himfelf into Hidalcams Power, with 
a Grand daughter he had offered him to 
Wife. The Wedding reconciled all this 
Difoord. 

9 King Badur pretended by an ancient 
Cuftom or Indofian to have the power of 
giving the Title of King. He lent the 
Royal Enfigns to Hidajcam } defiring he 
fhould acknowledge him as his PredecefTors 
had done: but Hidalcam accepted his Friend- 
fnip, and rejs&ed the Title. Badur $ inten¬ 
tion was to focure Hidalcam againft' the 
Vortuguefes , to whom he owed tfie Reco¬ 
vering hi his Crown. A^adacam, being 
fofpicious of Hidalcam , endeavoured to be 
far from him, and to this end prevailed 
with Cotamaluco to return home and declare 
War. Hidalcam difeovered the Author of 

q- . . .1 
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this Difcord, and woiild have killed him, 
but the Defign beinft difclofed, A&adacam 
threw himfelf at his Feet with two hundred 
thoufand Pardaos of Gold, begging pardon, 
tho hefaid he had done nothing to ask par¬ 
don for. Thus he bought his Life, and 
Hidalcam fold his la/ety. Such is the power 
of Gifts, even over thofe who can *give 
greater. 

10. Hidalcam now bene his thoughts upon 
recovering the Lands about Goa . Afadacam, 
who had been the caufo that Nuno de Cuna 
took them, now was the promoter ot his 
Mailer’s demanding them. Nuno referred 
the Anfwer to Diu } whither he was going, 
being fent for by King Badur , at his arrival 
almoft defpoiled of his Crown. They ex¬ 
pelled no anfwer, 'but fuddenly Solyman 
Aga invaded thofo Lands With almoft fix 
thoufand Men. They began to hinder the 
carrying Provifions to Goa. D. John Perey- 
ra , who then commanded, fent to adver- 
tife Solymam of the Injuftice of his Under¬ 
taking, but he gave no ear to it, and killed 
fome Portuguefes not without receiving con- 
fiderable damage. He befieged Chrifiopher 
de Figueredo in the Fort of Mandor, to whole 
relief came Jordan de Freytas, with fome 
Men, fenc by D. John , fo the Turk raifod 
the Siege, and fled as far as Mar gam. 

11. Don John marched at the heels of 
Freitas, and being at Ma^dor, the Aga font 
him word, became not to make war, but 
fo receive the Rents of thole Lands: the 
Anfwer was, That he (hould .march off 

within 
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within an hour and half. Don John fol¬ 
lowed the Meflenger *to force the Turk , in 
cafe he obeyed not, but finding he did, re¬ 
tired. 

Hi Solyman halted at Ponda , from 
whence he made frefh Inftances to D. John 
to refign thofe Lands to* Htdalcan, He an* 
iwered, he acknowledged him not as his 
Minifter, and prepared for War. He built 
the Fort of Rachol> where fbme Blood was 
fpik, Solyman endeavouring to obftrudt it, 
who loft three thoufand Men about Bailiyn 
and Singuizar , (lain by the Genttls , affifted 
by two hundred Portuguefes. Jordan de 
Freytat, with fifty Men, routed the Turk 
Sarnabofe , lent by Solyman with five hun¬ 
dred. Emanuel Vafconcelos razed a Bulwark 
the Enemy was making in the Pafs of Born , 
and burnt lome Houles. Solyman advan¬ 
ces as far as Margam. Pereyra went to 
meet him with five hundred Portuguefes , and 
ieven hundred Canaras The Fight began, 
the Carsaras and lome Portuguefes gave way, 
terrified with ftrange Fire-works made by 
a Witch, who in Man’s Cloaths fought to 
revenge the Death of her Husband. Perey¬ 
ra feeing this Difbrder, advanced, crying 
out. Let who will follow me , for I hope With 
the help of God to overcome the Enemy. All 
following his Example, Solyman quitted the 
Field, having loft eight hundred Men, on 
our fide not one was killed. The Booty 
was confiderable. 

i %. Mean while Apadacam attempted to 
recover thefe fame Lands, but met no great 

fuccefs, 
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(uccefs, for Hidalcam endeavoured thus to 
divert him, while he gained his City of 
Bilgam, where his Riches lay. At length 
they agreed, and Apadacam defigned again 
to attempt the Dependences of Go*. He 
proceeded not with Vigor, being confciOHs, 

Nuno had by his advice poffefled himfelt ofc 
them, and becaufe he had lately received 
a Meflage from him after his Return from 
Viu. Yet in conclufion he marched as far 
as Ponda with twenty thoufand Men. 

14. From that place he fenta l etter ot 
H> dale am to Cuna 3 demanding thofe Lands. 

The Anfwer was, He held them by confent 
of A$adacam, that if he defired war the 
Portuguefes were not backward, and that he 
could not reftore them, or raze the Fort of 
Racbol without his Kings Confent. Apa- 
dacam fearing his Mafter would take his # 
Cuy, a&ed not much on this fide. So there 
happened no confiderable A< 5 kion. 

iy. Now the Anfwer of Hidalcam was 
brought, containing, That fince Apadacam 
was the Caufe of his taking thofe Lands, 
he would ftand by what fhould be agreed 
between them; Both coveting the lame 
thing for themfelves, Ithey came to no a- 
greement. Cma relieved Vafco Fernandez 
who was in fbme diftrefs, and they put the 
Enemy to flight. Hearing the Enemy ap¬ 
peared now in greater Numbers, he iontDon 
John Pereyra with one hundred and thirty 
Horfe, fix hundred Portugues Foot, and one 
thoufand Canaras t commanded by* Cri]na 3 

an honeft Pagan. They found the Enemy 

at 
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at the Foot of a Mountain, and attacked 
them with (uch Vigor, they prefently fled, 
their Commander and many more were 
(lain, on our fide only four. 

16. A$adacam, after thefe Loffes, defired 
a Conference with Nuno de Cuna , but it fuc- 
ceeded not/ fo the Inroads were continued 
chiefly about R<zchol , where our Cannon 
killed (ome. Winter expiring, Nuno began 
to aft more vigoroufly. He fent Antony de 
Silveyra to the Continent with two hundred 
Canara Horfe, and feventeen hundred Por¬ 
tugues Foot. Antony went three Leagues up 
the Country, making great havock, and 
killing three hundred Moors , and two con- 
fiderable Officers, with lofs of eight Portu- 
guefes. Mean while Gonzalo Vaz, Coutinbo 
deftroyed the Coafl: of Dabul, and thence 
brought to Goa many Vefiels taken, and 
three hundred Prifoners, and abundance of 
Provifions, which encreafed the Joy of the 
other Victories, and relieved the City di- 
ftrefled for want. 

17. The Clamours of that ruined People, 
and a Letter from Nuno de Cuna coming to 
Hidalcan, he ordered Afadacam to defift. 
He obeyed not, but^to juftifie his refufal, 
lent him a Prefent of a (lately Horfe and 
Cymiter, fee with Jewels. Hidalcan going 
to take off a piece of Silk, in which the 
Cymiter was wrapped, was hindered by his 
Mother, who caufed a Page to unfold it, 
he inftantly fell down dead, as did two 
Men who were ordered to mount the 
Horfe, Such was the Poilon the Prefent 

carried. 
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carried. Then the Queen looking upon her 
Son, faid, BebeU }»ur father', Murderer 
For it was believed he had been poiloned. 
The Governor perceiving that Afadacam 
did not defift, fent Gonzalo Vaz, Coutino with 
thirty Veffels and three hundred Men, halt 
Canaras , who burnt the Town of Pond a, 
and many Ships, and leturned with three 
hundred Prifoners. Az,adacam in a rage 
marched towards Rachol , and oppolite to 
it began to eredt a Fort called Bon , toob- 
ftrud our Sailing up the River of that 
Name; and notwithftanding our oppo- 
fition, put it into (uch condition, it appear¬ 
ed formidable. Nuno de Cuna fent a frelh 
Supply to hinder this Work, and they a(- 
faulting it with more courage than con- 
dud, four hundred* of them were (lain, 
and forty taken, whereof one appearing 
naked before A^adacam, he took oft part 
of his own Garment to cover him. 

The Portuguefes were not to be fo ufed. This 
Lois cauled the demolifhing the Fort ok 
Racbol , which the Governor ordered Peter 
de Faria to execute. Nuno de Cuna s prc- 
fence was required at Dm, and he tearing 
to leave Goa in danger, concluded a Peace 
with Acadacam. This was rather a Tiuce 
than Peace, for neither defifled from his 
pretenfions, unlefs A$adacam did by going 
away from Ponda. 

18. Whilft thefe things were in agitation 
at Goa , the King of Calicut marched to 
Cranganor , upon pretence of vifitmg thole 
parts, as their Emperor, but in reality to 
r * deftroy 
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deftroy the Portuguefes , induced thereto by 
King Badur . Thence he defigned to pafs 
to Vatpaim, which being lulpicious, Veter Vaz 
commanding at Cochin , endeavoured to pre¬ 
vent, ftriving withall to avoid affronting 
him, or being faulty in his Duty. Having 
made provifion by Sea and Land, he defired 
the King to defift from that Delign. The 
King gave no ear. to him, but lent many 
Ships to clear the Paffage: but they failed, 
above a thoufand of their Men being flain, 
and much damage received by Vincent de 
Fonfecas Artillery , which guarded that 
Pals, many more flying with precipitation, 
were drowned. This happened near the 
Churches of S. Thomas and S. James, which 
they endeavoured to burn, but could not 
compafi. The PafTes' were valiantly de¬ 
fended all the Winter. 

19. On the nineteenth of September , 
Martin Alfonfo de Soufa let out of Goa with 
one hundred and fifty Men in fifteen Vel- 
els, and palling by Calamute , two thoufand 
Nayres would have kept him in, whereof 
he killed many, difperfed the reft, burnt 
their Town, and took leven Barques. He 
arrived at Cochin , where were five Ships 
newly come 1 from Portugal. The King of 
Calicut underftanding Martin Alfonfo was 
coming to meet him with almoft a thou¬ 
land Men drew off Martin Alfonfo now 
bent his Force againft the King of Repelim , 
who had offended him of Cochin. Antony 
de Brito who had led the Van, met a vigo* 
rous oppofition at this Ifland, till Martin 

coming 
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coming up they fled, who maintained the 
Outworks. The King retired to his City, 
in which were fix thouland fighting Men. 

Next day Soufa attacked it, after fome re¬ 
finance the King and all the Defendants 
fled. As Soufa entered a Molque, he had 
like to be killed by a Moor> but receiving 
the Stroke on fiis Buckler, he run the Moor 
through with a Javelin. This Vitftory coll: 
us fourteen Men, the City was plundered 
and reduced to Allies. The principal part 
of the Booty that fell to the King of Cochin , 
on whofe account this’A&ion was under¬ 
taken, was a piece of Marble, by him high¬ 
ly valued, becaufe on it were carved the 
Names of the Kings of Malabar for three 
thoufand years paft, which was taken from 
him by the King of Repelim ; fome Brals 
Plates with Serpents engraved on them, e- 
fteemed a great Relick by the conquered 
King; and his Hat loft in the flight, which 
among them is the greateft Dilgrace to the 
Conquered, and higheft Glory to the 
Vicftor; 

ao. The King of Calicut returns with for¬ 
ty thoufand Men to attempt the Pals of 
Cambalam . Martin Alfonfo polls Francis da 
Barros de Payra to keep tne Pals of Cranga* 
nor with three Veflels, which proved of 
' great ule; he himlelf goes to the other, 
and landing, lees five thouland of the 
King’s Men attempt to pals the Ford. Our S 
Men began to fear, but he encouraging 
them, boldly falls on * and killing three 
hundred of the Enemy, made them turn

their Backs. Zamori comes up with the 
Grofs of his Army, attempts the Ford, and 
is repul fed with equal lofs. Now the Prince 
of Cochin joins us with twenty thoufand 
Nayres. Martin Alfonfo leaves Antony de Bri. 
to with them, and four hundred Portuguefes, 
who in the fpace of twenty days fought fix 
Battels with the King of Calicut , wherein 
he made fuch havoclc as obliged hirn to 
draw off with great Lofs, and greater 
Shame. 

The Reafon why Martin Alfonfo left 
that Pod, was becaufe, like a watchful 
Commander, he was at once in two places 
by his Vigilance, here in Body, and in 
Thought at Sea, where now appeared a 
powerful Fleet of Calicut . He therefore 
feeing the Valour of Brito, and the afli* 
fiance of thofe Nayres , left him to com¬ 
mand there, and put to Sea with three 
hundred Portuguefes in eleven Ships. At 
Cbale he met James Reynojo with five Vef¬ 
fels, CutUle, Admiral of Calicut , had taken 
one from him, he took Reynojo with him. 
He went in fearch of Cutiale , and found 
him with twenty five Veffels, and in them 
fifteen hundred Men, fome of our Veffels 
impatient of delay, advanced before the 
reff, and forced him to retire to Tiracole , 
whither Martin Alfonjo purfuing, the Fight 
lafted till night with great (laughter of the 
Enemy, who fortified them (elves, and in 
* the morning appeared fix thoufand ftrong, 
having flocked from all the Neighbour¬ 
hood* Juft at this time came an Exprefs

from the King of Cochin , defiring Martin 
Alfonfo to return with all fpeed, becaufe the 
King of Calkut knowing he was abfenc 
was coming down with a frefh Power 
This Advice diverted any farther Adion 
He returned, and the King of Calicut who 
came on, becaufe he was abfent, retired as 
foon as he knew he was prefent. So great 
is the Force of Conceit. 

2i. Mean while Madune Pandar, King of 
Ceitavaca , befieged his Brother of Cota , with 
a Fleet by Sea. Nuno Freyre de Andrade , in 
defence of the latter went to Columbo to 
meet the other with only eight Portuguefes 9 
and fix hundred Natives, where he killed 
many, and took four Paraos , with good Ar¬ 
tillery. Madune demanded Aid of Zamori, 
he fent him two thoufand Men. With this 
Affiftance he befieged the City of Cota for 
the Term of three Months. Knowing then 
that Martin Alfonjo was coming to his Bro¬ 
ther's Relief, who had defired it as a Sub- 
jeftof Portugal, heraifed the Siege. When 
Martin came, Madunt was drawn off, and 
reconciled to his Brother. There being no¬ 
thing left for Martin Alfonfo to do here, ha¬ 
ving vifitedthe King,who was moft thankful 
for the fpeedy Succour, he fet out in fearch 
of the Malabar Fleet , which had afltfted 
Madune, and met it at Mangalor , where 
after afharp Encounter it was defeated, and 
twelve hundred Moors (lain.

Still continues the Government of Nuno 
dc Cuna, from the Tear 1537, till 
the Tear 15 38, in the Reign of King 
John the Third* 

I.TPHE King of Cambay a, Badur ( who 
' X with only the afliftance of the Vortu- 
guefes had recovered his Kingdom) now ft ti¬ 
died their Ruin, and repenting he had 
granted leave to raife the Fort, endea¬ 
voured to take it, and kill the Commander, * 
and all the Garrifon. Nuno de Cuna under¬ 
stood his wicked Defign, and began to pre¬ 
pare to prevent it. That brave Gentleman 
Emanuel de Soufa then commanded at Diu, 
by him Badur defigned to begin the Execu¬ 
tion. On the .eighth of Oftober arnighta 
Moor came to the Wall, and told Soufa* 
The King would fend for him netft day to 
kill him, that he would not tell lus Name, 
left it might be thought an invention to 
get a Reward. Emanuel was long in doubt 
whether to go or ftay, at laft he refolved 
to go, and ufing at other times toha^e a 
numerous Retinue well armed, went now 
with only one Servant, being lent for at 
the hour he had been before warned. The 
King feeing him unconcerned, converted 
his malice for that time into an honorable 

Reception, 
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Reception, and Emanuel returned to the 
Fort. The King’s‘Mother endeavoured to 
diffuade him from this wicked intention, 
and he thought it was better by often vi- 
fiting the Captain in the Fort to take off 
all fufpicion, and fo murder him there, and 
feize upon it. He was of a violent nature, 
and fo began his'firft Vifit at an un(ea(on- 
able houf of the night, not regarding the 
very unfeafonablenels was enough to ren¬ 
der it fufpicious. Soufa received him upon 
his Guard, they difcourfed of things indiffe¬ 
rent; the King went away, believing he 
had enfnared Soufa, and he had given mm 
a fufficient caution. 

l. Nuno de Cuna being advertifed by Ema¬ 
nuel de Soufa of the pofture of Affiurs at 
Diu , thought ftrange. That he had not fe- 
cured the King when in his Power, and his 
wicked Intentions were known; and that 
he had given out that Ships were come from 
fortugal with great Supplies. This Inven¬ 
tion endangered Nuno , for * Badur relblved 
to murder him firft, that he might not corner 
to the Relief of the Fort when Soufa was 
killed. He writ to him, defining he would 
come to Diu about important Affairs. Nuno, 
tho he knew his wicked Defigns, made no 
difficulty of going. Hei fet out of Go* on 
the ninth o E January, and with what Vet 
fels he carried, and followed him, appeared 
there with near three hundred Sail. 

$. He put in at Cbaul , and found that 
Nizamaluco , induced thereto by Badur , 
had been there with eight thoufand Men, 
D 3 2 pretending 
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pretending it was to divert his Women at 
Sea, but in reality with an ill defign on that 
place, which ,was difappointed by the care 
of Simon Guedez ,, who commanded there. 
At Ba$aim he took up his Brother-in-law, 
Antony de Silveyra, a Man of great worth, 
and left in his place Ruj Vaz, Fereyra. 

4. King Badur was at that time in the 
mountains hunting. Nuno fent to vific him; 
but he who let flip no opportunity, nowe- 
fpecially, prevented him by fending to him 
hrft one John de Santiago, not long before 
a Chriftian, but fallen again, and become 
a Favourite of Badur, by the name of 
Fravgue Cham. Cuna was indifpofed, and 
feigned himfelf worfe, fo lying off of Dtu 
he fent to excufe himfelf to the King for 
not landing immediately. The King feign¬ 
ing great Friendihip prefcntly enters into a 
Boat in which he had fent Nuno a Prefent 
of Venifon. There went with him thirteen 
* Men of Quality, and Emanuel de Sou fa, who 
had carried the Jail Meflage from Nuno de 
Cuna to him. He received him aboard the 
Galeon in die befl: manner he could. Be¬ 
ing feated, they difeourfed of indifferent 
things, but the King was furprifed to fee a 
Page wbifper Nuno de Cuna, and it was a 
Meflage from Emanuel de Soufa, who be¬ 
lieving he was to be there fecured, or killed, 
fent word that fome Captains were waiting 
his Orders. The King was fomewhat 
quieter, feeing Cuna did not mind the Page, 
and foon rofe, and went away. Cuna had 
thought it fkange that Soufa did not fecure 
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the King when he had him in the Fort 
alone, and now having him aboard the 
Gallion he did not detain him. Nuno or¬ 
dered all the Officers; to accompany' the' 

King firft, and then Emanuel de Soufa to the 
Fort, where he propofed to fecure the 
King, when he came to vific him; as the 
King on the other fide had refolved to 
feize him at a dinner .he had a defign to 
invite him to, and fend him to the great 
Turk in a Cage. 

5. Emanuel de Soufa was going to invite 
the King to the Fort, while Nuno de Cuna got 
thither. He came up with the King’s Ca- 
tur or. Barge , and made the offer by the 
means of Rume Cham, who at the fame time 
advifed the King not to go, becaufe hefu- 
fpe&ed they would fecure him. He flighted 
the Caution, and bid Soufa come into his 
Barge, who ftepping over fell into the Sea, 
but being taken up, the Officers who came 
with him carried him to the King. At the 
fame time came up another of our Barges 
and fome Gentlemen, who feeing Emanuel 
de Soufa encred haftily into the Kings. He 
fufpe&ing their hafty coming aboard, toge¬ 
ther with the Caution given by Rume Cham, 
ordered his Officers to kill Emanuel de Soufa. 
James de Mefynita underftanding it, flew at, 
and wounded the King, whilfl: they killed 
that valiant Captain. There was a bloody 
Fray in which four of our Gentlemen were 
killed, having (lain (even of the Enemy. 
Ocher of* our Barges coming up received 
fome damage from a Page , who &ot feveral 

Dd; with 
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with the King’s B6w, till killed with a 
Mafquet Ball. Three of the Kings Ships 
came up to relate him. He feeing the dan* 
ger began to fly, but wasftopped by a Can¬ 
non Ihos which killed three of his Men that 
rowed. The King thought now to efcape 
by fwimming, but being in danger of drown¬ 
ing , cried out, difeovering who he was. 
Trifian de Payva de t Santarem doming up, 
reached out to him an Oar to bring him a- 
board his Veflel, when a Soldier (truck him 
crols the Face with a Halberd, and fo o- 
thers, till he was killed. He w&s a little 
while above Water* and then funk,-and nei¬ 
ther his nor Emanuel de Soufa his Body could 
be found, * tho Nuno de Cuna caufed them to 
be diligently looked after to give them the 
due Funeral Honors. 

6 0 Moft of the Citizens from the Walls 
beheld this Engagement, and no (boner was 
the News of the Kings Death Ipread, but 
they began to abandon the City] in luch 
confuflon, that many were trampled to 
death, running haftily to lave life. The 
fear was that Nuno de Cuna would fall upon 
the City for the Plunder, but he loon quiet¬ 
ed them with publick Proclamations. Such 
as had not fled, flayed; and thole who had, 
returned. He was leen to enter the Town 
unarmed, comforting "the Inhabitants, and 
reftraining the Avarice of his Men, lothaC 
not the leaft Dilorder was committed. 
Then Ke went to the Fort. 

7. He gave the Command of the Fort 
to Antony de \Silvejra Menefes, his Brother- 
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inliw whom he brought from Bafahm, 
and the’ Sequel (hewed it was hh W«th. not 
Kindred, that procured him that Poft. Pay* 
RoJiruex, ie Araujo was appointed his Lieu¬ 
tenant. The Queen Mother was reared 
to Navanagutr. Nuno it Cana font to com¬ 
fort her, and demonftrate the death of her 
Son had been of his own foeicing, but foe 
would not hear the , Mellenger. What 
was found in the Palace inJSojd^ 
Silver did not exceed two hundred thpu- 
fand Pariaos. The quantity of Ammuni¬ 
tion was to be admired. In the Port were 
one hundred and fixty Veffels, fomeof great 
bulk. No lefi wonderful was the number 
ofBraG Gannon, for that of Ir °n wasnot 
reckoned. Among the firft were found 
three Bafilisks of fuch prodigious Greatnefs, 
that Nuno it Cuna fent one as a rarity » 
Portugal, which is to this day kept in the 
Caftfe of S. Julian, at the mouth of the 
River of Lisbon, and called, Tbt Gun 0} 

8 Among the dead King’s Papers, and 
thofe of Abitl Caier his Treafurer, were 
found Letters from Saf Cbam, co {“? ,ra ."* 
the progrefs hehad made towards bringing 
the Turks upon the Portuguefe,, and JJopws 
of .others from the King to thofeof Aim 
and Xael to the lame puepbfe. Nuno ha- , 
ving gathered thefe and other Telfamomes 
againft the King, called Coy, Zofar,*. Man 
in great repute among the Mabomtt<m> 

and GtntiU', who gathered the pnnopd 

Merchants and Caw fit, thatn, Teacher* of 
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the Law. Before all thefe the Governor 
produced the Letters and other Teftiraoni- 
als, which convinced the wicked Defignsof 
the King, and juftified ail his own Proceed¬ 
ings in that Affair. All the Moors and P* 
gam confefled themfelves fully farisfied, as 
tothejuftice of 6he Action, and according* 
ly gave him Certificates thereof in the .4* 
rabian and Par pan Languages, figned by 
Coje Zofar , and the principal Merchants 
and Caziges, which were difperfed to the 
Princes of Decan, Narjinga , Ormuz , and 
the Coaft of Arabia as far as Aden, that 
they might all be informed of the true Cau- 
fes of this Accident, and that the Jealoufies 
caufed by the King’s death might be ah 
layed. 

9. For the greater fatisfa&ion of the pub- 
lick, Nuno ordered the Mahometans ftiould 
have the free Exercife of their Religion and 
Laws; and that the Conftitutions made by 
Badur fhould be obferved as if he were 
prefent. All Penfions or Salaries allowed 
by him were continued. Among many that 
refbrted to reap the Benefit of this unex- 
pe&ed Liberality Was a Moor of Bengala, 
who by authentick Informations was found 
to be three hundred and twenty years of 
Age. He was feen long after, as fhall be 
laid, when we [peak or his death, or’ va* 
nifhing. He had at this time two Sons, one 
ninety, the other.twelve years old. His 
Beard *and Teeth had fallen and grown a- 
gain four or five times.. To appearance he 
leemed about fixty years of Age. Of per- 
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fon indifferent, rather little than tall, nei¬ 
ther fat nor very lean. Heiaid, that being 
one day in his firft Century, looking to his 
Cattle on the Bank of a River, there ap¬ 
peared to him a Man cloathed in Grey, 
girt with a Cord ; with Wounds in his 
Hands and Feet, praying him to carry him 
over upon his Shoulders. And that having 
done it, he told him. That as a Reward 
for that k€t of Charity, he fhould continue 
in the fame difpofition of Body, till he law 
him again. The Portuguefes , after this 
coming into India, and he into one of their 
Churches, and feeing the Image of S. Fran¬ 
cis, cryed out with furprize: This is, this is 
the Man l carried over the Riverl fo many 
pars ago . This was the caufe why Badur 
maintained him, and why now Nuno de 
Cuna continued his Allowance. 

I o. Mir Mahomet Zaman delcended from 
the Kings of' Delhi , who had reigned in 
Cambaya , hearing the death of Badur, went 
to vifit the Queen Mother at Novanaguer . 

She fearing he came to rob her, would not 
fee him. Zaman had no fiich intention 
then, but came to offer her his Service, and 
to revenge the death of the Son. She think¬ 
ing ihe was not fecure there, r^lblved to re¬ 
move, and he offended at her Contempt, 
lay iti wait for her with two thoufand Horfe, 
and robbed her of all that was of Value, 
which amounted to above two millions of 
Gold, and gathering above five 'thoufand 
Men, was by'them proclaimed King of 
Guzarate , and with this Title entered No¬ 
vanaguer . 
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vanaguer. Hence be lent to Nuno de Cttna , 
acquainting him with thepoftfcreof his Af- 
fairs, his Tide to the Crown, and defiring his 
Ailiftance, in requital for which he offered 
the Portuguefes all the Coaft from Mangalor 
to Beth , the Town of Damam as far as Ba* 
faim, the Royal Country-Houfe o£N&t/ana- 
guer and other advantageous Conditions. 
Nuno admitted them, and caufed him to be 
proclaimed King in the Mofque of Diu ; 
at the fame dime advifing him to raife Forces, 
and difpetle the other Pretenders. Zaman 
fearing the Advice was deceitful, lay ftill, 
and found the ill Confequence, for the 
People fet up Mahomet , Nephew to the de- 
ceafed, and prepared to fall upon Zamam 
at Novanoguer, but delayed the Execution 
becaufe Cuna was fo near. At this time ar¬ 
rived five Ships from Portugal. 
g 11 * Governor being gone as the 
** ‘ Princes of Guazarate defired, the better to 
maintain Mabomets Title, two of them 
marched towards Zamam ^vith fixty thoii- 
fand Men, they corrupted moft of his Oflj- 
cers. He being fenfible of it, ordered his 
Friends to carry about them as much Gold 
and Jewels as they could to ferve them in 
their flight. Thofe who were corrupted 
didnothght; the others'did wonders, par- . 
ticularly Zamam , who fled to Omaum, 
King of the Mogols , of whom he received 
the Kingdom of Bengala . The Conquerors 
called Antony de Silveyra, Commander of j 
Diu, to an account for the King's death, 
and being fatisfied of the Caufes, propofed 

a Peace,

a Peace, but refilling the Conditions grant¬ 
ed by Zamam, broke off. Cun* heanng 
this News, made ready to return to Diu, 
difr atchin g the homeward bound trading 
Ships, and fending MartiuAlfonfode Sou]* 

With forty Ships to guard the Coafts oF 
Malabar. 

i». The greateft Enemies thofortueuefes 
found in India were the Moors, inhabiting 
from C haul to C.Cmtri, the (pace of»oo 
, who had flocked hither in great 
for the great Riches of the Sea in 
Pearls, and vaft Trade of all thofe Ports. 

Pate Marcar, a powerful Moor of Cochrn, 
offended thatth aVortuguefts had taken tome 
of his Veffels, went over to C.tov the be$- 
ter to annoy them with the afliftance w 
that King. There he was furnilhed with 
above fifty Ships, two thoufand Men, and 
four hundred Pieces of Cannon, to go to 
the affiftance of Madune Pandar, againft his 
Brother the King of Ceylon , our Ally. At 
Coulam he found a great Portuguefe Ship la¬ 
ding with Pepper, he befet her, and after a 
lharp Engagements forced to retire, ha¬ 
ving killed the Captain of her* Farther on 
he took a Ship, and killed all that were in 
it Beyond C. Comori he deftroyed a Town 
of the Chriftians. Martin Alfonfo hearing 
of this, purfces, and running-opa River 
with only nineteen Barques, oners him 
battel, but he refufed, and got off. It look¬ 
ed like a ralhnefs to follow further, fo Mar¬ 
tin returned to Cochin , in order to fst out 
again better provided. _ 


Leagues 
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IV He fetout with twenty three Veffels, 
all to row, and four hundred Men. At 
JZeadala he met Pate Marcar careening, in 
order to go over to Ceylon . Pate, feeing Al¬ 
fonfo, gathered feven thoufand Men, and 
Alfonfo with his four hundred refolved to 
fight him. He ordered Gajfar, de Lemot 
with (even Barges to ftay till he gave the 
fignal witha Cannon, and then to come 
up with all the greateft noifehe could to di¬ 
vert the Enemy on that fide, while he at¬ 
tacked them on the other. A Piece being 
fired without order, Lemos thinking it was 
the Signal, came up, and was killed with 
others, before Martin Alfonfo could relieve 
him. At Jaft he came and revenged the 
death of thofe, killing above feven hundred 
of the Enemy, and putting the reft to flight, 
whereby he remained Mafter of the Sea 
and Field. Thirty Portuguefes were loft. . A- 
mong the Vortugues Slaves' here fet at liberty 
wasa Woman, who was Miftrefi to one of 
them loaded with Chains, who could not be 
prevailed upon by Threats nor Promifes to 
renounce her Faith, but with great Con- 
ftancy (much to be admired in fuch a 
Woman ) encouraged the Slaves to con¬ 
tinue firm in the Faith, in contempt of all 
Tortures. The chief party of the Booty 
confided of twenty three Barques, four 
hundred Cannon, fifteen hundred Mufquets, 
and many Prifoners. This happened on the 
fifteenth of February - Martin de Ayala 
was-font to the Governor in a Catur or 
Barge, with fifteen Men, who meeting 
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near Cbale, a Galliot with two \^niteAMa- 
labors, fought them fo long till both fides 
defifted through weannefs. AjaU '**{"? 
recovered, found he had but four Men left 
alive, and with them profecuted his 

V 7 i g i Martin Alfonfo failed over viaorious 
to Colombo, the King of which place was 
believed by his Brother Mo June Pandar, 
who at firft thought our Fleet had been 
that of Vote, coming to his affiftance. But 
hearing the Ruin of it, railed 
and made Peace. Martin and jus Officers 
honored and prefented by the King, failed 
to Cochin, from whence they again let out 
to fcour the Coaft. Off of Mount Deh 
they met fix Paraos, and took five of them. 

A little farther they had the like Succefr 
with feventeen others. Next day they took 
fix, and a Ship laden with Provifions. 
Six thoufand Pardaos were offered Marun 
for the Ranfomof one Moor, and hechole 
rather to hang him for an Example. Being 
ordered by the Governor to Dm, Mcauie a 
great Fleet of Turks was expe<»ed, he forced 
afhoreby the way a great CaJhon of theirs, 
and loaded his frnall Veffels withtl*R'ch« 
were in it. Thus Martsn ^//ivff ftruck a 
Terror into all the Enemies, andpurchaied 
us great (ecurity for fome time; 

I*. D. Emanuel Je Menefes was gone a- 
bout this time Embaflador to Xad, and was 
there imprifoned by that King with a 
Portutuefes who were m the Town S?i» 
bafe and infolent Spirits were the Caufe of 
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this A&ion. The King had favourably re¬ 
ceived fome Portuguefes in his Port, but 
they being a loofe People, requited his Kind* 
ned with Injuries. One of thefe among 
others had robbed the King 1 $ oyvn Coufin, 
and after other Tortures hung him and two 
other perfons of Note by the private Parts, 
to make them di/cover their Treafure. 
Gonzalo Vaz committed another Robbery, 
Alvaro Madera being kindly entertained by 
an honeft Moor, forced his Wife from him. 
One Godtno had the Honor to treat the King 
at his Houle, and payed it with calling 
him Drunkard. Others took a Ship be¬ 
longing to his Subje&s, and impudently 
came to fell it in his Port. Thefe and 0- 
ther Villanies had been a#ed, when D.E- 
manuel de Menefes came with feventy Men 
te^ettle a Peace. He was ignorant of 
whaf had happened, and fufpe&ed it the 
lefs, being well treated by the King. He 
was lodged, and then befet, the Moors kill¬ 
ing all the Portuguefes about the Town. A 
' juft Punifhment tor fuch Extravagances. 
The King lent for D. Emanuel to Court, he 
went with feventy Men, but was admitted 
with only one, and received very civilly, but 
detained a Prifoaer, as were all the feven¬ 
ty, except Godtno> whole Head was cut off 
in the prefence of the King. For Infolen- 
cences committed upon Royal Perfons ad¬ 
mit no delay of punifhment. Of the fe¬ 
venty he lent thirty as a Prefent to the 
Turk to purchafe his Favour, thinking he 
had by this A&ion loft the Portuguefes . A- 

mong 
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mong the thirty wa$ Madera , who making 
his Efcape from Confiantinoplc , carried the 
News to Portugal of the Turkijh Fleet that 
was fitting at Suez to invade India. This . 
Advice caufed the King to fend continual 
Succors, and immediately he difpatched five

16* Nuno de Cuna hearing what had hap¬ 
pened at Xael, ordered D. Ferdinand de Lima 
who was going to command at Ormuz^ by 
the way to conclude a peace with that King. 

He did it, the Peace was (worn, and D. 
Manuel de Menefes with thofe who were ftill 
there reftofed. Nuno being fatisfied the Turks 
were not coming, as the Mooh gave out to 
terrifie him, began that vaft Cittern, which 
is there of fuch bignefs, that being twenty 
five Spans deep each Span contains a thou- 
land Pipes of Water. This he provided a- 
gainft a long Siege, and added new Forti¬ 
fications. Having given ail the neceflarjr 
Orders in this place, he failed to Goa. ^ 


CHAP. IX. 

Continues (till the Government cf Nuno 
de Cuna, the fame Tear 1538, in the 
Reign of - King John the Third. 

1 

i.T ET us now turn a while to the Bay 
I j of Bengal*, into which falls the fa¬ 
mous River Ganges, by two mouths. This 
River has’ its fprings in the mountains of 

great 
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great Tart ary, from whence it runs to the 
Southward near 600 Leagues, and divides 
India into two pai ts Intra & extra Gangtm. 
On the mouth that falls into the Sea to the 
Eaftward is the City Chatigam , on that to 
the Weft ward Satigam. The Ganges runs 
through the middle of the Kingdom of 
Bengala, to which were fubjeft on the Eaft 
thole of Caor, Comataii , Sirote, Codovofcam, 
Cou zn&Ttpora, but thefe two laft joining to- 
gethery threw off the Subje&ion; on the 
Weft of the River Co four y ( whole PJain is 
overflowed by Ganges , as Egypt the Nile) 
conquered by the Patanas . The Heathens 
here fay, that God granted thefe particular 
Prerogatives or Blefltngs to .five Kingdoms. 
To that of Bengala infinite numbers or 
Foot, to Ortxa Elephants, to Bifnagar People 
skilled in Sword and Buckler, to Delhi a- 
bundance of Towns, and to Cou innume¬ 
rable Horfes. The Country of Bengala ly¬ 
ing between twenty two and twenty fix de¬ 
grees of Northern Latitude, and being very, 
well watered is moft fruitful, and produces 
many forts of Fruit fome like that of Spain , 
Sugar and long Pepper, abundance of Cat- 
teband foul, infinite quantities of Gotten, 
which they work, tne Curiofity of their 
Quilts is extraordinary. The Natives are 
Heathens, and Men of no Courage, but 
falfe and treacherous, that it may appear all 
the World over Cowardize and Treachery 
go together. The King is Heir to all Men. 
The principal City Gouro feated on the Banks 
of Ganges , three Leagues in length, con¬ 
taining 
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taining one million and two hundred thon- 
fand Families, and well fortified; along the 
ftreets, which are wide and (freight. Rows 
of Trees to (hade the People, which fome- 
times is in fuch numbers that fome are trod 
todeath. , ■ , ^ 

1. About fifty years before the rortw 
jruefes difeovered India , came 10 Gouro an 
Arabian Mahometan , who growing rich and 
powerful,, obtained the then King of Ben¬ 
gala, a ViAory ovef the King of Ortxa. 
The King befides other Rewards made him 
Captain of his Guard, and he ingratefully 
killed the King, ufurped the Kingdom, 
and left the Inheritance thereof to the 
Moors that fuccceded. They oblerve no 
Rule of Inheritance from Father to Son, 
but sven Slaves fometimes obtain it by kill¬ 
ing their Mafter, and whoever holds it three 
days they look upon as eftablilhed by Divine 
Providence. Thus it fell out, that in forty 
years (pace they had thirteen Kings fucccl- 
fively. Ac the rime when Martin Alfonfo 
de Melo Jufarte was priloner to' Mahomet 
Xtath , that King who tyrannically held the 
Crown kept his Court at Gouro, in great 
apprehenfion of being depofed, but with 
fuch ftate that only his Women amounted 
to the number or ten thousand. Martin 
and the others who were Prifoners with him 
obtained him fuccels againft the Patanas 

with whom he was at War. . • . 

;. Martin and his Fellows obtained their 
Liberty by the means ’-of Coje Sabadim , a 
rich Moor, .who promifed, it Nuno de Cuna 
E e would 
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would carry him to' Ormuz, he would con¬ 
trive the King of Portugal fhould have a Fort 
in the Port of Chatigam . The Governor 
earned upon this important Affair, grant¬ 
ed all he demanded, and fent thither Mar- 
tin Alfonfo with two'hundred Men in five 
Veffels. The better to gain the King’s good 
Will, Martin. Alfonfo lent him a Prefenr, 
but he being fufpicious, would have killed 
the Meffengers, had not fome Moors; and a 
Gentil reputed a Saint, and to be two hun¬ 
dred years of Age, diffuaded him. 

4. Thirteen who carried the Prelent, and 
thirty of forty wherewith Alfonfo was invi¬ 
ted to a Dinner, were fecured at the lame 
time, the former at Gouro, and the latter at 
Chatigam, the other ten that were with 

him were killed in the Fray; 

5. Nuno de Cuna hearing hereof by thole 
who efcaped in Jthe Ships, fent Antony de 
Silva Menefes with three hundred and fifty 
in nine Veffels, to treat of ranfoming the 
Prifoners, with the afliflance of CojeSiba- 
dim , the Author of that Expedition, and 
detained a Ship of his richly laden, for fe- 
curity of his fair Proceedings therein. SyU 
va from Chatigam fent the King the Go¬ 
vernor’s Letter, and a Prelent. TheAn- 
fwer being long a coming, Sylva thought 
the King had fecured the Meffenger, and 
fo raflily fell upon, anff burnt Chatigam 
and other places. As he was fpreading Sail, 
the Meffenger came with the King’s An- 
fwer, who knowing what Antony had done, 
kept the Prifoners more hardly. 

6, Necemcy 
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6. Neceffity obliged him to turn his Seve¬ 
rity into Kindnefs, Jot Xercbam, a Man of 
Note with the Mogol , difobligedby His 
Prince, deferred to the King of Bengal* 
with h« Brother Hcdtle Cham. Both were 
put into great Polls. Xercbam, now at the 
Head of a great Army, refolved to revenge 
upon this King the Death of a Child, by 
him murdered to fecure himfelf thj Crown. 
At the fame time, Omaum the Mogul , in 
revenge’ of what Xercbam had done at 
Delhi, mil and defeated him. But being 
apparently reconciled, he recovered him- 

* 7. Xercbam {heightened the King, and 
headvifed with Martin Alfonfo how towich- 
ftand him, when James Rabelo came to 
Chatigam, lent by Nana de Cuna with three 
Veffels to procure Martins Liberty, ine 
Kina being in diftrefs ordered him to be 
favourably entertained, and to*gam ajh- 
ftance from Nuno de Cuna, fent him twenty 
two of the Prifoners. Nuno fent nine 
Veffels. Mean while Xercbam marched to 
gain a Pals upon the Fort of Gone, which is 
where the Ganges enters Bengala. By ad- 
vice of Martin Alfonfo, the King fent^two 
of his Veffels, commanded by two Vortu- 
gueles, with eight others to flop his Pal- 
fags. They flopped him there, and he ta¬ 
king another away, fet down befoie the 
City Gouro with forty thouland Horte, 
two hundred thoufand Foot, and hfceert 
hundred Elephants. Down the River came 
three hundred Almadies, which failed to the 
Eea 
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place where the King had eight hundred 
Paraos to oppofe them. Here eight Pomt- 
<rueU$, commanded by Duarte de Brito, did 
wonders in the Kings fight, to take an Ele¬ 
phant that was fwimmirrg, and much co¬ 
veted by the King; he was taken with the 
lofs of three of the eight. * Xercbam diltref- 
fed the City, and the King boaghc a Peace, 
and was content that he from his Army 
fliould do him reverence. 

8. The King being at eafe, gave liberty 
to Martin Alfonfo and his Men to go for 
India, leaving only five as Holt ages for 
the affiftance he expetfed from the Go¬ 
vernor. Soon after Xercbam returns and 
enters Gouro by force, obliging the King al¬ 
ready wounded to abandon the City, who 
died on his way to Omaum , the Mogol, 
while Xercbam plundered the place It was 
(aid Xercbam drew off with above fixcy 
millions of Gold value, when Omaum came 
on bringing the dead King with him. At 
this time Vafco Perez, de Sampoyo arrived 
with the Succoui, but adted nothing 0 - 
matsm finding the City abandoned, buried 
the King, and let up in his place his own 
Brocher-in law, Mir Mahomet Zman, late¬ 
ly deprived of the Kingdom of Cambay a, 
and foon after of this; for Xercbam having 
fecured his Treafure, with diligence re¬ 
turned to Gouro, and made him fly thence. 

9. Omaum again (et out to meet Xercbam 
with one hundred thoufand Horfe, undone 
- hundred and fifty thoufind Foot, bendesthe 
Followers of the Army, which were above 

two 
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two hundred thoufand. They met on the 
Banks of Ganges, near the City Canofe. 
Xercbam by a ffcratagem got the day with 
fuch a (laughter, that Omaum With only 
twenty five Men never flopped till he came 
to Labor , where his Brother Camiran Mirz,* 
received him better than he deferred, Mtrza* 
being then under Cure of the Poifbnhehad 
given him. Xercbam treated .Ornaums Wo¬ 
men, taken in that Battel with great refpeft, 
and afterwards rfeflored them, well con¬ 
vinced of his Modefty and Liberality. 

10. Omaum finding him (elf too weak for 
the •Enterprize of Bengala, bent his Thoughts 
againft Cambay a, and demanding Aid of his 
principal Subjects was by them dilappointcd. 
He went into Perfia , in which King he bad 
great Confidence, on account of the 
Friendftiip of their Fathers. Nor was he 
deceived» for the Perfian King ^received 
him with Magnificence, gave him rich 
Prefents, and laftly, an Army of twelve 
thoufand Horfe. And becaufe^ Sultan 
Xiatb, King of guereman, to whom he 
gave the Command of them, exculed him- 
felf, laying, It was not for his Reputation 
to engage where the perfon of his Prmce 
was not. He gave him hASon and Heir, 
yet in hisNurfes Arms, an^||iade him Go- 
' vernor of him. So far can* a truly royal 
Bounty extend when it refolves to do good. 

11. Befides thefe twelve thoufand 
given by X^tb , ten thoufand Voluntiers 
offered themfelves to Omaum. Who joining 
his own Forces, invefted the City Candar , 
E e ; where 
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where his Brofter Afiarii had pro.- 

claimed himfelfKing of Megofian, The 
r 4 ;™ taken he gave to the young Prince, 

who poffefled it not long, but 1 °*}‘° f 

the Fatigue of the Marches. King Sultan 
Xiatb his Governor, went to a City where ■■ 
many of the Ve'rfian Kings lie buried, tom- 
ter the Infant, leaving all the Men with 
Omaunt for the (pace of two years, under 
rJ?General Officers. Thefe foon left 

him and returned to Perfia, where they 
w^e difgraced by the King, and made 
incapable* of any Poll of Honor^declan«g 
he could not have wiftied the young 
Prince a more glorious death than he had 
f„ hn NurTes Amts, affiftingluch a Prince 
as Qmaum. Xercbam raifed by Fortune toa 
formidable pitch, having at command four 
hundred thoufand Horfe, and beingcourted 
by all the adjacent Princes, afp’nngnow'o 
greater ..Undertakings, took theOyCah 
jor of the Reibutos, with intent » rob the 
Treafure that was there in » Temple. 

Pointing a Caniion to kill an Elephant be_ 
longing to that Temple, he killed himlelf. 
for the Piece burfting, tore him , and many 
more to pieces. So that Fire turned all hi 
Glory into Smoke. Such is the end of

bles than in thefe parts. D. Gmo 

- had the Command of this place, he, to 
found.

voured by wild Beads. D. Ponlo was not 
then in a condition to take revenge. He 
fent Emanuel Godina totheKmgsofPW. 
and Pate . who concluded a race wim 
them, whereby Main* i was relieved with 
Prov fions, which he of Vjantana cut off on 

fhe other fide. The year 
d t Gama came and took podeffion of that 
Command, and repaired the Works. Hear 

ingfome Veffels of the Enemy were in the 
River Muar, he fent one to difeover them 
he returned parfued by ten fent by Lacxe- 
mna, who came to the affiftance oilman, 
tana with feventy fent by his Uncle 
Gaba. Inftancly D. P-^o fet out wuh nine 
Sail Two Paraos were fent after to their 
affiftance buctoolate, for when theycame 
up a bloody Battel was ended, m wh.ch al 
moft all our Men were flam, having done 
wonders, and made fuch a fliughcer of th~ 
Enemy, that they durft not takc the S p 
whole Crew they had killed. Only three 

Men of Note efcaped. 

11 D Stephen now refolved to deltroy 
the City of Vjantana, and fee out with twen¬ 
ty fix Sail and two hundred and fifty Men. 

Coaft M£-», S fVom which forty Leagues 
Sftam On the Weft of it runs into the 
Sea the deep River Tor, on whofe Banks 
was (eated -£og AIM City, and^three 
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Leagues below it a Fort fo well ftored with 
Cannon, it could fink any Veflel Ihould 
attempt the Entrance. ' Here D. Stephen e n- 
tred with much danger, both Banks being 
covered with armed Men, but a party of 
Mufqueteers on each fide cleared the Shores. 
The firft Attacks of the Fort D. Stephen re¬ 
ceived damage, but afterwards did much 
more for the fpace of eight days. The Be- 
fiegersbegan to difmay, but were encoura¬ 
ged by D. Stephen and Peter Barrijra . Now 
the Enemy having received frelh Succour, 
drew out into the Field, where fuch (laugh¬ 
ter of them was made, that they fled that 
day in defpair to the Fort, and the next a- 
bandoned it, Jie King efcaping with his 
Women and Treafure. The City Tor was 
plundered and burnt, much Cannon and 
fome Veflels taken, fuch as could not be 
carried, penftiedin the Flames, and D. Ste¬ 
phen returned viftorious to Malaca , where 
he was received in triumph, this being one 
of the notable Vi£ories till then gamed in 
jifia. 

14. The King began again Ads of Ho- 
ftility, and D. Stephen returns with four 
hundred Men. He found the Fort he had 
deftroyed repaired, and in it five thoufand 
Men Five hundred of them were killed 
the firft Aflault. Many Ships were burnt, 
and D. Stephen marched towards the City, 
when the King from the Mountain, whi¬ 
ther he had retired, fent to treat of Peace. 
He was ordered to fend Hoftages, and fent 
an Unde of his own, with his- Wives, fo 

D. Stephen 
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n Stephen returned to Malaca, whither four 
Embaffadors followed, who concluded the 
Peace upon thele Conditions. That the 
King fhould fend to MaUca all the Can¬ 
non that was in his Country, that he fhould 
build no Ships of War, that he Ihould ereft 
no Forts, that he fhould reftore all Pn- 
foners and Goods taken, that he fhould 
not hinder bringing Prpvifions to Malaca, 
that his Subjects fhould refort 1 thither to 
buy and fell. This Peace being fworn to, 
brought great Tranquility to Malaca. The 
vear i<?7 this Quiet was difturbed by a 
Commander of Acbcm, who attacked the 
Bridge with three thoufand Men. D. Ste¬ 
uben met him with fome Gentlemen and 
wo. hundred Soldiers, and flew five hun¬ 
dred without the lofs of one, fo the Ene¬ 
my drew off with fhame. Soon after he 
returns with five thoufand, and reared with 

the like Difafter. . , „ 

D. Stephen had fent F rancu it Bar - 
m in a Ship with twenty Vortu R uefa to the 
King of Vaunt. In that Pon Tuam Ma- 
hornet, Admiral of Vjautana, fell upon him 
with forty Sail. The Fight was defperate, 
feme Tortuguefes and many Enemies tell, ^ 
and they parted. All advife Barrel to fave 
himlelf afhore, moft leave him, and ho 
flays aboard with only two, who at lall pre¬ 
vail, and firing the Ship, they get alhore 
in the Boat, and bring off the Cannon. 
The King received them kindly. Henry 
Mender, it Vafcmceloi was fent to bring them 
back. Thole of J»v» fall upon them both 
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with twenty Calahtzes that carried two 
Rows of Oars, well furnifhed with Can¬ 
non. Mendez, and Barros were in two Vef- 
fels, ten Calaluzes attack each, one had 
fixteeiv the other but few more Vortdguefes . 
The Fight was very hot, fome fortuguefes 
fail, and Mendez wasftun’d with a poifbned 
Arrow. Barros was in danger, having but 
three Men and himfelf wounded. Vafcon- 
celos recovering, comes to hi$ aid, Matters 
fome, takes others of the Calaluzes, puts the 
Remainder to flight, and obtains an entire 

Victory. f 

1 6. Mean while Triflan de At aide , at 
' Maluco, through avarice, caufed great 

Troubles. He took King Takarija and fent 
‘him prifoner to Nuno de Cuna , who endea¬ 
voured to remedy thefe Di (orders, by fend¬ 
ing a very orderly Commander.. Such was 
Antony Galvam , whofe Prudence healed all 
the Sores made by his PredecefTors. Having 
taken poffefiion of the Command, he ad- 
ed with Modefly and Juftice, without fa¬ 
vour or affection. The Fort was unprovi¬ 
ded of Cannon and Ammunition, he fur- 
mihed all at his own charge, and becaufe 
Timber was wanting for the Works, he was 
always the fitft that went to the Woods, and 
returned loaded. 

17. All things being fettled here, Galvam 
turns to Tidore , where eight Kings with a 
vaft number of Men were allied againft the 
fortuguefes. He fentr to found them, and 
they made a Truce, but obferved it not, 
and Galvam feeing he had but few Men,

18. Thole Kings thought to do us fome 
harm with Ambumes at embarquing, and 
afterwards at Sea, but came off with lofs. 
He of Ttdore afterwards came to a peace, 
the Conditions honourable on our fide. 
Antony , the more to oblige that King, offer¬ 
ed to rebuild the City, which was immedi¬ 
ately put in hand, with thefe and other 
Courtefies he lo much obliged him and his 
Subje&s, that they confided in him as an 
ancient tried Friend. 

19. Galvam found it was eafier to over¬ 
come the greateft Army of Barbarians^ 
than the lead Portugues Avarice. He pro- 
poled to put in execution the King’s In- 
ftru&ions relating to the Trade of Clove, 
and the Portuguefes oppoled, becaufe they 
put a flop to their Frauds and Robberies. 
Next he would have examined into the 
Crimes of Trifian de At aide, and he con- 
feious of his own Guilt begged Mercy. 
Tho undeferving, Galvam took pity on and 
reconciled him with many, that they might 
not be his Acculers. Ataide requited nis 
kindnefs by provoking moft of the Portu- 

guejes 
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mufti to mutiny about the Trade of Clov& 

endeavouring to appeafe/ound them 

them all in Arms. At Jengthr^^ 6»led 

for India having hindered the loading 

Clove for the King’s ufe, . ‘ 

way moft of the Mutineers. Sothe Fort 
was ex Doled to eminent danger.

“a The Kings of Gitolo and Bacban pre- 

pared a frelh to fall upon Galvam. He be¬ 
fog weak, offered peace ; for the fame Rea- 
fon they refufed it. Galvam finding hmitelt 
in no^ondition to withftand, 

them both tofight Man to Man- They ac¬ 
cept of the Challenge, but the KingofT,- 

Jere interpofing, came to an ^i reeI VT* 

The two Kings fo religioufly obferved tjui 

Pacification, that they refufed toadmit in¬ 
to their Ports two Spanifli Ships forced th- 
ther by ftreis of Weather. They were caft 
away upon the Coaft, and thofe few that 
efcaped, taken by the Natives, and ran- 
lomed by Galvam, who treateu them cour- 
teoufly. Their Captain was ^dmand dc 
Grijalva, fent out the year 1 m by ?" d ‘ 
nani Cortes. Now the Ternatenfes were a 
variance, refufing to obey Cacbsl Ae.ro as 
Kina fet up by Trifian de Atasde, and cia 
mowing for IbarL by him .mpr>(one 4 
and fenc to India. They offered to make 

Galvam King till they had a lawful 
He refufed and endeavoured to make them 

agree. This Aaion of his, and the perfua- 
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fionsofthe King ofTiJort, prevailed with 
them’to admit Atm. After this all things 
continued in a wonderful Calm. 

at. Galvam heared a great Fleet was 
coming upon Ternate, he borrowed lome 
finall Ships of the King of Tidore, into 
Which he put forty P ortuguefu, and gave the 
Command to the Weft Ferdinand Vrnagre, 
who behavdd himfelf fo well ( he beat that 
fleet, and killed their Admiral. Then he 
quieted the Country, fometimes handling 
the Sword, fometimes putting on the Sur¬ 
plice, he.baptized many. Galvam perceiv¬ 
ing how great Fruit this Prieft produced, 
affifted him to prolecute the Converhon; 
and he fo treated the Converts, that the Na¬ 
tives laid, It mifi needs it a true God that 
fucb a. man adored, and his Religion ought to 
be embraced by all men. At this time Gal - 
vam was informed, a great Fleet was com¬ 
ing from .Java, Banda, Uacagar and Am- 
boina to load Clove at -Maluce, by force ot 
Arms. To meet them he lent James Loptz 
de Acevedo with forty Portuguefes, and 400 
Ternatenfes and Tidores. The Battel was 
fought at Amboina, that Fleet defeated, Tel- 
(els. Cannon, Arms and Men taken. He 
fcoured the Coaft, and baptized three whole 
Towns, Ativa, Matelo and Noctvel. T wo 
Brothers, Gentlemen of the Ifland Moca- 
car, came to Ternate to take Galvam, tor 
their Godfather in Baptifm, and took the 
Names of Antony and Michael with his Sur¬ 
name. They afterwards came to

Gentlemen who were alio baptized. They I 
gave an account much might be wrought 
in their Iflands, and thofe. of Celebes both 
in Spirituals and Temporals. Galvam lent * 
fent Franca it Caftro with two Priefts, who 
were drove by bad Weather to djlcover o- 
ther I (lands a hundred Leagues North of the 
Malucos. Tfie firft they came 1 6 ) was Sati- 
gana , the King arid People Pagans. Caftro 
made Peace with him, which was confirm¬ 
ed by drinking each the others Blood, to 
which effe& they had a Vein opened. Then 
the King, Queen, a Son, three Brothers, 
and many Nobles were baptized. Next 
they difeovered the Ifland Mindanao , where 
the fame happened ^with tfie King, Queen, 
their two Daughters and many People. 
After them were baptized the Kings of 
Butuano , Pimilarano and Camifino y the two 
firft took the Name of John , the latter was 
called Francis . Francis it Caftro brought to 
Ternate many Sons of the new Converts, 
for whom Galvam t at his own expence, e- 
reaed a Seminary, where they might be m- 
ftruded, which was the firft in our Con- 
queft. Theobftinate Mahometans were afto- 
niihedat fo many Converfions, and endea¬ 
voured to perfuade the Kings to put a ftop to 
their progrefs; but were quite amazed when 
they faw.an Arab, whgm they reverenced al- 
moft as much as Mahomet rom whomhe 
was defeended, leave him to follow Ghrift. 
The term of Galvam $ Command expiring, ^ 
thofe Kings begged of ours toconcinuehim 
for life. But wordly Felicities especially m 
Government are never lulling. 
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22, Antony Galvatn feeing all things fettled, 
and that it was unjuft the Kings of that 
lfland (hould always be Prifoners, (et at li¬ 
berty Cacbil Ae'tro perfuading him to choofe a 
Queen. This confirmed the great opinion 
the Tematenfes had of him, and they made 
publick Songs in his Praife, which are the 
only Hiftorv or Records they ufe. He com- 
pofedall Differences between the Portuguefei 
• and 1 (landers., and being now at leifure 
built the Fort and all the Houfes after the 
manner of Spain. After his Example the 
King beautified Tern ate, with Buildings, 
and granted Lands to the Portuguefei, who 
began to make curious Orchards and 
Gardens and Country Houfes, the Mom 
did the fame. Now Antony Galvam feeing 
there wanted Water, brought it from three 
Leagues diftance. Being told he confumed 
his own without making any advantage pf 
the Trade of Clove; he (aid. He could not 
meddle with Cloves, becaufe it bore five 
Nobs, which reprefents the Wounds of 
Chrift, and are the Arms of Portugal. 
His Command at Ternate expiring, he re¬ 
turned to Portugal full of Debts, thinking 
(but he thought ill, if he knew his own 
Country ) that he (hould find fome Reward 
of (o much Valour, (uch Service, fo great 
Parts and Merits. He found Contempt and 
Milery, which brought him to die in an Ho¬ 
spital. This was the Reward thole who de- 
lervedbeft found in Portugal, where Heroick 
Actions were looked upon as Crimes, and 
Crimes as Heroick Adtions. But his Fame 
will live for ever. CHAP.

Belly fo big, Re W1S . more 1,ke ** 9 *f/a 
than Man, his Age eighty .years, he could 
not rife up without the belpoffour Men. 
His Purfe purfchafed him this Command, 
offering the Turk to furnifh the Shipping at 
His own Coft. The better tc. perform 
he put to death many rich Men to feize 
their Eftates. Among others he hanged 
MirVaud, King of Tbebajda, after taking 
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from him a great Sum of Mony. So it 
might well be la d, this Fleet was rather 
built by the Dead than by the Living. It 
contained feventy Sail, moft large Galbes, 
well ftored with Cannon, Ammunition and 
Provifions. feven thoufand Land-Men Ja- 
nizaries, Turks and Mun*lucs> the■Seamen 
and Slaves of the beft, many of the latter 
taken out of the Venptian Gallies then at 
Ale xandr ia, which, were feized upon, the 
Peace made by Bajazetm the year ijoj, 

being now broke. 

i TSohman having fee out committed 
Viflanies natural to a Tyrant and Coward 
as he was. He caufed four hundred Sol¬ 
diers to be put to the Oars, and becaule they 
complained, put to death two hundred. 
He thought to have taken the King at Gtd- 
da, but he, who well knew him, efcaped. 
At Zebet after receiving a rich Prelent he 
beheaded ithe King. In like manner after 
receiving a Prelent and Relief from the 
King of Aden, counterfeiting he had many 
fick Men aboard, they were fet afhore pri¬ 
vately armed, and feized the City while he 
murdered the King aboard.

4. When King£*/w was killed upon the 
Sea with feme of his Retinue, one CojeZo- 
far fwam to fliore, and was well received 
by the Vortufruefes , who put all *)thers_to the 
Sword. He upon feveral occafions ihewed 
himfelf fo grateful, that .Nuno de Cun* much 
favoured and recommended him earneitly

Martin 
jilfonfo de Melo , having bnt few lif’eii|-and 
being ill fortified, fent Advice to the n^gh* 
bouring Commanders and to the Vice-Roy * 
and in fewfoays fo rhany Gentlemen reform 
to him, that they valued net the Enerqy. 

8. The Mogol thinking nothing was to be 
got by Men who fo freely offered them- 
lelves to Danger, forbore the Siege, land 
with frefh Fury over-ran the whole Coun¬ 
try. He took a view of the Fort where F^r- 
din and de Miranda had Commanded , and 
was well known to him * he called ■Mftfrntta 
loud, and rid out from the Front of ms 
Army. Ferdinand knowing he that called 
was Calicban , General of thofe Troops, 
went our, and pointed his Lance fo well, 
that hitting on his Breaft it pierced the Ar¬ 
mour, wounded him, and flew in pieces 
but he fell not, being tied to the Saddle* 
Calicban retired to his Men, decamped and 
marched away, but left a Garrifon to keep 
Pofleflion of one Village, ; ^,, 3,.

14; The Kings of Lara always afmred to 
raile themfelves above thofe of Orrwfe, as 
formerly they had been.* He that how 
reigned refolying to poffefs himfelf of all 
Mogoflan , ngdleading a powerful Army, 
had taken Spiral Towns, and kept the Fore 
of Ormuz in a manner befieged, by hindring 
the refort of the neighbouring Country Peo¬ 
ple, who fupply it with Provifions. iThe 
King of Ormuz who was equally apprehen- 
live of this danger, had 4 Conference with

D. Giles 'tanez> Mafcarenn w being ap* 
pointed to go to Cochim to endeavour to (up- 
prefs that Tumult, was ordered by the Vice- 
roy by the way to deftcoy thzNayqte of San- 
giticer , who having raifed a Fort on the 
River of that Name, proteded l|rats to 
our great lofs. He 'had 14 Sail with 300 of 
the choice Men of Goa . 

22. D. Giles run up the River, and the 
better to come where he defired, went out of 
his Galeon into a fmall Veffel, and run fo far 
between the Rocks that he could not get out, 
and his Stem lay almoft on the Shore. Thole 
of Sanguicer poured in their Shot, fo that 
all his Men left him where he was killed, the 
other Veifels being no way able to relieve 
him. 

23. James de Azambuja 9 Commander of 
Pidore , was driven to great (freights, be- 
caufe no Relief came from Malaca, Ferdi¬ 
nand Ortis de Tavora defigned thither, having 
been flopped by the coming of the King of 
Achem upon that City. He underfiood by 
Santiago de Vera Governour of the Philippine 
(Hands, that King Philip was Proclaimed in 
Portugal , and therefore asked Succour of 
him , who tent ten Sail commanded by 
D. John BonquiUo This was not only a 
Supply of Ammunition, for the Spaniards 
were affixing to him with their Perfons, 
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efpeciaily by taking fome Veflels of Java* 
that to oar lojs ufed that Porfc Baku King 
of Ternate djfing, left his Baftard Son Bozai 
poflefled oTthe Crown, though he had a 
lawful Heit|, who wanting Power loft his 
Right: Foffeldora does Right prevail where 
Force is vibrating. 

24. iM>but this time the Great Turk lent 
Mahorrie^Baffa with 12000 Horfe, many Pio- 
niers, mhch Artillery and Money, to fecure 
his late Conquefts in Perfia. Xa Codab and* 
joyning with Semecombel , the Georgian met 
him with a moderate Army, and as he was 
fording a River cut off many of his Horfe, 
and caufed 40000 Foot to be drowned. The 
Pcrfians and Georgians got not only the Vi¬ 
ctory, but much Riches. 

25. Perfia was now in a great confufion, 
for the Georgian Mir fa Salmas , Son. in-Law 
and Favourite to Xa y perfwaded him, that 
his Son Abase Mirfa King of Ceorazone (tiled 
himfelf Emperonr of Perfia , and caufed him 
to Arm againft him. The Emperour mar¬ 
ched againft his Son, cutting off the Heads 
of many principal Men, till he came to the 
City Hers built by famerlatt the Great, and 
now the Court of the innocent Abax, whfo 
not knowing the caufe of this his Father’s 
motion, had fortified himfelf. But now 
coming before his Father and clearing him- 
felf, the wicked Salmas his Head was cut off 
in his prefence. The Tnrk^ taking this ad¬ 
vantage, lent the Bajfa Ferabat with 100000 
Horfe, and much Money, to conquer the 
Province 0 f Ravim. He did much harm

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there, and had done much more, but that 
the Emperor reconciled to his Son, put a 
flop to bis Current. t 

27. Now arrives in India Duarte de 
McmfeSy who went to fuccee^ the Viceroy 
D. Frattctiy who delivered upfthe Sword, 
after having held it three Years, being the 
16th Vice-Roy, and 31th in the number of 
Governors, and Third of the Name and 
Sirname. g 


CHAP. III. 

The Government of the Fice-Roj D. Dujfltc 
de Menefes, from the Tear 1584 
till 1588. 

I.TX Duarte de Menefes, though of great 
JL>* Qual^y* yet was better known by 
his Valour, which moved the King to make 
choice of him without any Recommenda¬ 
tions or Pretenfions of his, not doubting he 
would be as fuccefiful in India as he had 
been in Tangier, He had fix Ships and a pro- 
fperous Voyage. 

2. The firft thing he applied himfelf to 
was the appealing the Tumults at Cochin, 
The Vice Roy V. Franch had fent Commiffi- 
oners to treat with the Heads of that People, 
and they had reduced them to hearken to 
an Accommodation. D. Duarte now arri¬ 
ving admits their Propofals, fo that the 
6 Affair 
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Affair of the ;Cuftora-Houfe was fettled. 
He difpatched the Ships for Lisbon , one 
whereof was never heard of. The Vice- 
Roy P. Fr jkch returned iaone of them. 

3. Thewice-Roy being at Goa treated 
with the Apnbaflador of Hidalcan; about the 
manner ofehaftifing the Nayque of Sanguicer, 
for the peath of P. Giles Tanez y and to 
preventiPiracy. The Ambaffador agreed 
that BMicaUy Govcrtior of Fonda Ihould 
affift mth Forty Thonfand Men by Land, 
whilflr D. Hierome de Mafcarennas , fent by 
the Vice-Roy, attacked the Nayque by 
Sea. 

4. Hierome entring the River, fent up 13 
Veflels that rowed,'and at break of Day 
couragioufly landed, attacked fome Works, 
killed many of their Defendants, and took 
their Cannon. Then they marched to the 
Town, and the Inhabitants flying up the In¬ 
land, fell int# the Hands of Rojkican , who, 
according to agreement, was upon his 
March deftroying all before him. Next day 
P. Hierome landed, and he marching on the 
one fide, and Roflicart on the other, they 
laid all the Country in Alhes. The Nayque 
from the Woods fent to implore Mercy, 
promifing to perform Conditions, if the 
ruined Country were reftored to him, which 
was granted. 

%. James de Azamhuja , Cammandcr of 
Tidore , was in great want of Ammuniiion, 
the Governor of Manila fent four Barques to 
his Relief, commanded by Peter Sirmiente, 
$ho by the way took Poflcflion of the Ifland 
C 3 Mostfel. 
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Moufel. The King of Ternatc> whofe the 
Ifland was, refblving to be revenged on 
three of the Barques that went for ProvU 
lions to Bafham, fent his BrQtheF,Cac£;JTw/* 
with 24 Galliots to take them. They being 
abroad on this Defign, met two *Veflcls be¬ 
longing to the fbilifint Iflands tha&had alfo 
brought Relief to Tiddre y commanded by 
N. de Duettos. He not able to avoid them, 
attacked the Admiral Galliot and fu|k her, 
but all the others falling upon the 2 Iftflek, 
in which were but 12 Spaniards, they were 
all flain, having fought to; admiration, and. 
killed and wounded many of the Enemy. 
Tulo proud of this Succefs, met thofe he be¬ 
fore lookedfor, after a defperate fight night 
parted them, 200 of the 7 ernatenfes and S 
Spaniards being killed. 

6 , Then arrived at Tidore Duarte Pereyra 
with one Galleon, he went to fucceed A- 
zatnbuja, who inftead of refigiing the Com¬ 
mand, aflaulted Pereyra in a Houfe where 
he was with his Wife and Family, and all 
was in great danger, had not the King in- 
terpofed. At the fame time arrived 400 
Spaniards from Manila to aflifl Azambuja 
to recover the Fort of Tmtate , but he fear¬ 
ing Pereyra in his abfence would take Poflet- 
lion of the Command, refolved 10 let flip 
this opportunity. Pereyra under Handing it, 
and being of another mind, laid, c Such im- 
‘ porrant Affairs ought not ro be loft upon 
4 fuch Motives ^ that if the other would go, 
‘ he would bear him Company. At length 
Azambuja fee'out, accompanied by the Kings

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of Ted#*, *nd Ceietos. They land* 

ed, though by the Natives, batter, 

ed the Without efftft, loft fome Men, 
and retircilm ifytire. 

7. Thcfcity tatfrU, oh the Borders of the 
greater Mmenia, at the Foot of the Moun¬ 
tain Ome, was once the Court of the Kings 
of Petfigy and is now one of the nroft famous 
Place#of Trade in the Eaft, rich and plen¬ 
tiful. ;The Great T«r^ defiring to raife a 
For6 there, fed tOfman Bafa with a power¬ 
ful Army, who encamped before ft on the 
Banks of a River. The Perfui# 'Emperor 
was ready to receive him with 70000 Horfe, 
and fent out a Party to eBgage him, while 
his Son Mira&eg Mirfa lay in Ambulh with 
io'ooo to break out in the heat of the Fight. 
The Youth was brave, and performed his 
Part fo well , that at one onfet fie killed 
7000 7 urkjy and retired with Honour and 
Booty. 7000 purfue him, and he facing 
them cut off one half of them. Next day 
the lurkj affault the City, but the Perfttns 
Tallying, killed 3000 at that time!, and again 
at Night 4000 more. But the Governor 
after this abandons the City, yet the Inha¬ 
bitants flood upon their defence, and at firffc 
made a great Daughter, till over-powered 
by the multitude many of them were put to 
the Sword, their Wives and Daughters 
abufed, and all plundered. 

S. Ofman being now. in PcfTefflon, in a 
Months time raifed a wonderful Fort for 
greatnefs and ftrengtfrin the Royal Gardens 
as the nr.off convenient place. Some o the 
C 4 Turks 
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turVs frequenting the Baths la the City, fell 
out with lome of the Inhabitant, and being 
worfted by them, ftirred up the fcbole Army 
to revenge. They left no lbrt|j|f Villany 
uneflayed, but Murdered, Ravilheli, Robbed, 
and inarched opt with an unfpealarfe X*ea- 
fure. Tbe Prince of Per fa in a Rage ob¬ 
tained of his Father 20000 Horfe, and fall¬ 
ing uppn the Turfa, at one time killedjSooo, 
and loon after 2cooo. They decamped and 
began to march, and the prince defiring to 
recover the Treafure they had taken at 
1 'auris, was fo fuccefsful, that killing 20000 
more he retired with 18000 Camels loaded 
With Riches, and an infinite quantity of 
Arms and Ammunition. He purfues them 
again, but Fortune changing, he did lefs 
harm than he received, and was forced to 
retire with lofs of 3000 Perfians. 

9. Fifteen Years before this time there 
came upon the Country of Mozambique , fuch 
£n Inundation of Cafres, that they could not 
be nurabred. They came from that Part 
of Monomotapa where is the great Lake, out 
of which Ipring thole great Rivers whofe 
fource was formerly unknown, to thefe 
were joined the Cafres, Macabires and Ambei, 
and other Borderers upon Abiflinia. With 
them came their Wives and Families as thofe 
that fought new Countries to inhabit, their 
own not being able to contain therp. Their 
choice food human Flelh, and for want of 
it that of Bealls. They left no other figos 
of the Towns they palled by, but the heaps 
of Ruins and Bones of the Inhabitants. For 

want 
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want of them they eat their own, beginning 
by the Sick and Aged, fo that doubtlefs fa¬ 
thers became Food to their Children. The 
Women deformed and hardy, carry their 
Goods on jpeir Backs, and in fight ufe the. 
Bow asdegferoufly as the Men, thefe march 
in Armouff and wfcere-ever they halt fortifie 
themfelves. , , • . ^ , 

1 o. lHierome de Andrade , from the Cattle 
ofT tUi lent out a Party of Mulquetcers, 
who firing among that Multitude killedTome 
to their great aftonilhment, having never 
before feen that fort of Arms, that they 
fled without looking back ; in two Ran- 
counters above 5000 were llain. They flop¬ 
ped not till they came to the Country of 
Mocambique, having deftroyed all in their 
way like a fiery Inundation. This Place 
was approved of by Mambca , Commander 
of about 6coo, and he began to build a 
Fort and Towns two Leagues from Mozam¬ 
bique. The Fort of Cuama where Nunno 
Vtfo Pereyra commanded, was much incom¬ 
moded by them, he therefore fent out Antony 
"Rodrigues Pimentel, or Pinto, with 400 Men, 
four of them Portuguefes, who unexpectedly 
falling on the Barbarians, flew a vaft number 
and burnt the Fort, but retiring in diforder, 
they fell upon and killed him and all.his 
Men, except three Portuguefes and very few 
Blacks. All the dead were eaten by the 
victorious Cafres , except their Heads, Hands 


11. Since this Relation has hrought us to 
Mozambique , it will not be amifs to give 
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ftme Account of that Country. It Is fall 
of Orchards and Fruit-trees, efpecially Ci¬ 
tron, Limon and Orange-trees, has all forts 
of tame and wild Beafts, as i# an 

infinite number of Elephants. The People 
feed on Indian-Wheat, the Wdbifc are Of 
Ebony, a high Tree, bearing a Eeaf like 
that of our Apple-trees, the Fruit like Med¬ 
lars but not eatable j from the Ground up¬ 
ward it is fo covered with Thorns, it is dif¬ 
ficult to come to it } where one is cut down, 
another never grows * the Bark of it is as 
fufceptible of Fire as tinder. There is ano¬ 
ther fort of a yellowilh Colour that is of 
value; The belt Manna is produced here. 
Among thedFifh of that River, there is one 
as devouring asCrododils^ no Man in reach 
elcapes them, but they touch not Women, 
fo great is the Privilege of that Sex. One 
of thefe ot a prodigious bignefs was taken 
that had Gold Rings in the Ears. It 
was fuppofed to be fomc piece of Witch¬ 
craft of the Cafres , to clear the River of 
thofe dangerous Monfters. To confirm this 
Opinion, Metude a learned Arabian relates 
in* an account of Modern Prodigies, That 
about the Year 853, in the Foundation of 
an Mjryptian Temple there was found a* bra-? 
2en Crocodile with certain Chara&ers* which 
being broke to pieces the Crocodils of Nile 
began to devour Men •, whence it was in¬ 
ferred, that was a Charm upon the Croco¬ 
diles. 

12. Hatred conceived againft the Favou¬ 
rites of Nizauahico h Canara. brought the 

k&gols 
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MmU upon the Kingdom of Verar*,viho 
after much Plunder and Defofetion psiiefied 
them&ives of many Towns and Cttfev. The 
oceafion was, that the King being ill of a 
comagioas^iftemper, his Favourite Act± 
decan ftrft, and after him Calabatecan, kept 
him up without fuflering any Body to let 
him. The Prince and People#ad rfecourfe 
to Args to oblige thefe Tyrants to give 
them 4 - fight of the King $ and they per- 
fwading it was to depole him, fb rar pre¬ 
vailed, that he meeting them inhoftrle man- 
n*r/'atedfc a great daughter of them, and 
hereupon the Mogols were called' in to their 

aid. _ 

13. Five Ships failed this Year from £w- 
bon for lndh, one of them was loft beyond 
the Cape of Good-Hope , at the Place called 
Baps de la lndi a Promontory that rifes 
with opyany Points, which at a diftance look 
like Trees ; it is oval and three Leagues in 
length, and abounds in Coral, which being 
naturally fofc and white, grows hard and 
turns green, grey, black and red, but being 
pounded to Duft, refumes its whitenefs. 

14. The Captain with a few Men got 
into a Boat, and after fix Days landed at 
ghiilwane. About fixty got into another 
Boat, others put to Sea on Planks, above two 
hundred were upon the Rocks expecting 
to be fwallowed by the Sea, or eife fcorched 
by the Sun., or ftarvedto Death. 

15. Thofe in the lecond Veflel chofe 
Duarte deMelo de Bafaim to command them, 
and being over-loaded, were forced the firft 

time

time to throw Seventeen into the Sea to 
fave the reft, and, not being light enough, 
afterwards tome others, among which the 
Lot fell upon one of two Brothers, the 
youngeft whereof freely leaped % overboard, 
but having (warn three Leagued after the 
Boat, was again taken up. 

16. A Bogt built by the Pilot Roderick 
Mtgueys contained 40 Men, as they were 
under Sail a great Storm arofe at Night, and 
is faid to have ceafed, by calling into the 
Water a piece of the Holy Crofs one of them 
carried. Of 400 Men that were in the Ship, 
only thefe mentioned are known to have 
efcaped. 


CHAP. IV. 

Continues the Government of D. Duarte 
de Menefes. 

1 , np H E Vice-Roy governed India , and 
1 his link le Ruv Gonzalez, de Camara 
him, who defiring to engrofs all that was 
honourable, endangered what was neceflary. 
It was requifite at the fame time to fend a 
Squadron into the Red Sea, and another to 
build a Fort at Panane in Malabar^ and he 
would command the one and build the o- 
ther. The Work ought to be folid and of 
Stone, yet the Vice Roy agreed it fliould be 
flight and of Wood, that being foon finifh. 
ed 'Camara might be free to take the othej; 
Command. w 2. Ca : 
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21 Camara being come-to Panane, aBver- 
tized Zamri of his Delign, and he con- 
Tenting, deiired him to wait his coming, for 
he would be prefent at the chiding the 
Ground. He delayed coming, becaufe his 
Bramenes could not find a lucky day for him 
to fetout; and Camara being in hafte, lent 
parents tothofe Fortune-tellers, who there¬ 
upon prefently found a fortunate hour. 

4. Zamori being come, the Fort was 
made of Wood, and the Command of it 
given to Kuy Gomcx. de Gram , who pulled it 
all down, and built it after another manner, 
and of confiderable ftrength. So that Gram 
built the Fort, and Camara had the Credit 

of it. . . 

4. As foon as Camara had, as he tnougnt, 
finifhed what Gram believed not begun, he 
went aboard his Squadron, which having 
been ill undertaken came to a worfe end. 
Too much hafte in going to fanane, made 
him too flow in going to the Red Sea* and 
now this flownefs in going to Sea was as 
prejudicial as the hafte in building the 
Fort. His Squadron conlifted of four Gal¬ 
leys, two Galleons, and twenty other Vef- 

fels. _ ,. r 

5. Cofme Raja went before to difeover, 

and being deceived by a Xeque in the Ifland 
Camaran, was flain with all his Men. Ca¬ 
mara failing with the Wind at Eaft, entred 
the Mouth of the Red Sea, and came to an 
Anchor in a Bay on the Coaft of Arabia, 
Eleven Leagues from the City Moca. Some 
of his Ships were difperfed, and he defign- 
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inggo take fre£h Water while he waited for 
them, lent fome Officers and 60 Soldiers 
with thofe that were to take Water. Thir¬ 
ty Turkith Horfe and 500 Foot faffing upon 
them out of an Ambufh, killed 5 octf* but 
our Men taking courage flood them eight 
hours, killing many, till Relief coming, the 
Enemy fled. Catnara failed thence to find 
his fcattered Fleet, he found and loft them 
again , and after fuffering much, chiefly 
through want of Water, he put into Ormue, 
without having done any thing. 

6. But before his going in, he fent Peter 
Homem Pereyra with 1 y Sail againft the Nhui- 
hu* now dangerous Neighbours, who hin- 
dred the carrying of Provifions to Ormuz , 
from whence 5 Veflels more were fent him, 
with which he made up 600 Men, many of 
them Men of Note. Scarce were they lan¬ 
ded, when the Enemy rifmg from an Ambuih 
fell on them with fuch fury, that breaking 
thofe who were drawn up, and hindering 
the others from forming themfelves, they 
flew 250, forcing the reft to fwim to their 
Veflels,many whereof were drowned. This 
was one of the greateft and molt fhameful 
Lottes we fuftained in India. 

7. The pretence for fending this Squa¬ 
dron to the Red Sea , was to fight the turkjjh 
Galleys that were to fee out from Moca, 
whereas in truth there were no fuch Galleys, 
and the real deflgn was only to employ Ca¬ 
mara, and ftrengthen his Pretefifions * y and 
whereas he ought to have entred Go* 
in mourning after fuch a Lois, he entred 

that 
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that place with, -all demonftrations of'Joy 
as if Triumphant, and had great favour 
fliewn him. So fortunate is undeferving 
Impudence. 

8 . Neverthelefs the pretence of fending 
out this Squadron was made good by two 
rotten Galleys that afterwards put to Sea 
from Moc*. One of them fo rotten, ihc 
funk as foon as out of the Port; the other 
did as much as might have been expefted 
from a found Squadron. Of fuch efficacy is 
the Valour or Fortune of one Angle Man. 
Such was the More Mir .Alibet, who now 
confirmed the great Opinion before concei¬ 
ved of his Abilities, for coming before the 
City Adagodatio , he brought it under the 
fubjeflion of the Great Turk only by telling 
the Inhabitants, he was but the Forerunner 
of a great Fleet that came to conquer aU 
the Coatt of Meliude. At the City Lufiva 
he took from Roctjue de Brito a rich little 
Ship that had there put itfelf under the 
Protection of the King of Lamo, who bafely 
betrayed it to the Adore upon Proroife from 
him of being Ipared himfelf, which Promife 
the More after broke. The Portugues defen¬ 
ded himfelf bravely, but was at latt put to 
the Oar, and died atConjtaMinopIe. 

9. The fame happened to another Portu¬ 
gues Ship at Tote. Alibet bad thus framed a 
Fleet of 20 Pougoyo 7 s or {mail Veflels, and 
daring much, brought under the Tur^Jh Sub¬ 
jection the Kings of Amp.tzit, Pate, Lame, 
Mombaca, Calife , Brava , Jugo, and other 
Cities. All fubmitted to the force he gave 
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out followed him, whereas he might have 
been deltroyed by any Portngaei Vellel, for 
in his Galley there were but 80 Men, and me 
was in fuch a condition, that fhe funk in the 
port of Mafa before fhe could be carried 
home, without any ftreft of Weather. 

io. John Cay ado de Gamboa being abroad 
with feme Ships againft the Pirate of the 
North, found that Caliche Mahomet had a 
Ship at Surat which he deligned to put out 
without the Portugitefet Leave. Gambt lay 
to keep him in, and Mahomet lent him 3000 
Ducats underhand to remove, whidh he 
took, and therewith in the Town bought 
Provifions,whereof he ftood in need to con¬ 
tinue there. This done* he returned the 
Money, letting the More know. He was not 
a Man that would fell his Honour, but re¬ 
turned Thanks for fupplying him with Pro¬ 
vifions whereof he ftood in need, to lay wait 
for his Ship. The More was amazed, and 
afhamed to be io flighted, and loft his 

Voyage. • . 

h. Some time fince, R aju Son of the 
Tyrant Madune of Ceylon had befieged our 
Fort of Columbot commanded by Emanuel do 
SoufsCoutinno,vihQ defended it with Valour. 
He now again (its down before it, John Cor - 
tea de Brito being Commander. But percei¬ 
ving that his Father, Brothers, and fomc 
principal Subjects, were a hindrance to his 
wicked Defigns, he murdered them all. This 
was a juft Judgment of God, for his Father

He agreed with the King of Ternaf9 % Who 
fearing his Unkle Mandraxa, the rightful 
Heir of that Crown, would deprive hirif of 
it^ perfidioufly killed him. That Prince 
was in love with his Niece, the King’s Sifter, 
who had promifed her to him of lidore, and 
feeing that Proroife, hindred him from 
giving her to his Unkle, agreed with him 
he fhould fteal her, that fo there might be 
a plaufible excule made to the other. Man- 
draxa had fcarce poffefled himfclf of the. 
Bride, when the King accufed him of this 
Violence, whereupon he was condemnecf to 
perpetual Imprifonraent, but the Nephew 
caufed him to be ftabbed, and married his 
Sifter to the King of Gilolo. The King of 
Tidore refolv’d to be reveng’d of this Affront, 
and confulting with Duarte Pereyra , they 
agreed to contrive the Death of the King 
of Terncte , by the means of his Unkle Caebil 
Tulo % offering him the Kingdom.

He had 
but 300 fortugmfts , the thirdpart of them 
ufelefs, being old Men or Children, jand 700 
Natives as# Slaves, wluch he poit:c 4 the 
beft advantage abour that Wall, theCircum- 
ference whereof is very great, referving 50 
to be ready with himfelf wherever thegredt- 
eft Danger called. Raj* fpent a mofitjim 
dreiningaLakethat on one fide fecured|he 
Town, about this Work, nod fccuring jpse 
Boats, we had upon that yi^ater, there were 
many Skirmiihes, in which the Enemy came 
off with great lois. ^ % 

4. The JFolrt was much weakened by the 
want of that Water, which was the chief 
Defence on that fide. Qur Commander 
gave Advice of the Danger he was in to the 
Neighbouring Places. The firft that fent 
Relief was John de Melo Commander of Ma~ 
nar, it confided of 40 Men under the Com¬ 
mand oi his Nephew Ferdinand, and Ammu¬ 
nition. Ferdinand was polled on the fide of 
the Lake. Whilft Raja prepared for the 
Attack, there was a Skirmifh between the 
Befiegcrs and Befieged, in which the former 
loft many Men, and had fome of their Works 
levelled. 

5. On the 4th of Augufi, before day, 
Raju advanced to give the firft Aflault, with 
fuch (Hence he could not be heard, and the 
Darknds was (uch he could not have been 
leen , but the Musketiers lighted Matches 
difcovered them. They laid their Ladders^ 

and 
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and mounted theBaftions St. Michael, SLGdn - 
calo, and St. Frsncis^ looo Pioniers at the 
fame time working below to undermine the 
Wall, many of the former were caff doirf 
upon thefelaft, and abundance of them iff 
the Field torn in pieces by our Cannon. 

6 . All within and without was full of con- 
fufion with the Cries of Women and Chil¬ 
dren, Groans of Wounded Men, and Nolle 
of Cannon a nd Elephants. Thefe, forced 
to the Walls by their Governors, were again 
put back with many Wounds, and did great 
execution among their own Men. The 
multitude of the Enemy was fuch, no Slaugh¬ 
ter feemed to leflen them, freih Men ftill 
fucceeding in the place of the Dead. 

7. Our Commander was in all places 

where the greateft Danger called, and after 
a mpft tedious Difpuce, chat vaft number of 
Enemies gave way, leaving 400 Men dead or 
dying under the*WaIIs. Some few Cbinga- 
l*X who were retired to the Fort for ter 
of the Tyrant, fought as if they had been 
Fortugnefes. ... - 

8 . Twice after this was the Afiault re¬ 
newed, and the Enemy as often repulfed. 
The King enraged' fortifies himfelf anew, 
and provides for another Attack. James 
Fernandez, PeJJoa coming from Negapatan with 
a Ship of his own was flopped by a Storm, 
but came afterwards. Antony de Aguiar & 
Vafconcebt arrived with a Ship, and com-

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Barbarians \ and a Soldier called Jofeph Fer¬ 
nandez of great ftrength, threw feycral of 
them behind him for thofe that followed 
to kill them, he /laving before broke his* 
Spear. 

9 . The City Cochfa undemanding the 
danger of Colnmbo , fitted out 6 Ships with 
Men and Ammunition, under the Command 
of Nttno .Alvarez de Atouguia, to relieve that 
place. But Raja refoiving to prevent all 
Relief, on the 20th of Augufi, at night, gave 
another general Aflault both by Sea and Land, 
fo that Religious Men were forced to play 
the parts of Officers and Soldiers; and Che 
Enemy after a great Slaughter was again re-' 
pulfed in both places. 

10. Then came Atouguia with the Relief 
fent from Cccblm • and from St. 1 homos and 
other places, arrived of their own free will 
Ferdinand de Lima , Emanuel de Amaral , and 
Roderick^ de Alvarez. Emanuel MiXta rifing 
out of an Ambufh fell upon one Aracbe , 
(who the former Siege had killed 29 of our 
Men) and running him through with a Spear, 
brought him to the Fort, where one of our 
Men cutting him open at the Heart, drank 
liis Blood. Such was the Hatred they bad 
towards him, as obliged them to commit 
this brutal Action. In September arrived a 
Galley and 6 Ships, under the Command of 
Bernard in de CarvaVo , fent to their Affiftance 
by the City of Goa. 

11. Before thefe Ships departed thence, 
four were come in from ; five fetout, 
but one was forced back. Thefe Ships car¬ 
ried 
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ried new Inftruftions about Trade, the King 
having agreed'with Merchants about fetting 
out the India Squadron. Thefe Iaftru&ions 
were fo prejudicial to the Inhabitants of 
Goa, that the Viceroy had need of all his 
Authority* and that of Religious Men to 
appeafa them. All this was the Project 
of infatiable Minifters of* State, who, for 
their own intereft, wilT hazard the Ruin 
of an Empire, on pretence of Zeal to the 
Prince. 

,12. The Relief being come to Cojumbo t 
Raw defpairing of carrying the Place by 
Aflault, refolved to underpune : it, and ha} 
effected it, but that T’bmatde.Soufa found 
out a way to deftroy the Miners in the 
Work. The Tyrant next applied hicnfdE 
to Treachery, and agreed withjfbme of his 
Wizards,that counterfeiting Difcontent they 
fhould defert to the Town, poifon their 
Water, and bewitch our Men. Thefe were 
fufpefted, put terthe Rack, confefled the 
Defign, and were drowned. While one of 
thefe was on the Rack, he uttered fame 
Words which deprived the Executioners of 
their Senfes, and left them ftruggling with 
Convullions for 24 - hours. Raju afterwards!

Sou fa hearing hereof, relblved riofto 
part fuch real Lovers, and taking hold of 
both their hands/ faid, God forbid two fitch 
Lovers for my private Intereft /hould be made 
unhappy , Love hat fufjiciently captivated you, I 
freely give you your Liberties. Then he or¬ 
dered them to be fet alhore*, but ttfey two 
feeing his unexpe&ed Bounty, requited it 
by defpifing their Liberties, and replied, 
They only defired to be bio, and die in bit Ser¬ 
vice. They lived afterwards in Columbo, 
where the Man on fundry occafions faithfully 
ferved the Portugteefes. 

19. The Viceroy careful of the fecurity 
of Columbo , lent to the Relief of it Ema¬ 
nuel de Soufa Continno , and D. Paul de Lima. 
Scarce did Ram lee Soufa enter that Port, af¬ 
ter he had ruined all the Coaft and the great 
City Chilao ; and was informed,that D.Paul 
was coming^ lome of his Ships being already 
in ihc Port, hut deipairing of Succefs when 
the Bf r v d lead: expe&ed it,he decamped, 
and bt 6 au to march away. 


20. Yet 
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20. Yet our Men, not to fuffer him to go 
quietly away, fell upon his Rear, and in fe- 
veral Skirmilhes cut off many of his Men. 
During this Siege, fpme fay he loft 10000 
Men, others not above half the Number. 
Maijy owns, .Cities, Villages, and Ships, 
wen^ftfrnt and destroyed, Tfhe Cannon* 
Prifdjjers, and other Booty taken, were con- 
fiderable. This rendred Raju very con- 
ten^tible in the Eyes of thofe Princes who 
wafted the <Sueceft of his Undertakings. On 
our fide were killed 140 Men, 30 of them 
Portuguefe*. Of the SickBsls before-men¬ 
tioned died 500. 

21. D. Paul came the day after the Siege 
was railed. Eight days were fpent'in level¬ 
ling RajtP s Works. They repaired the 
Damage done to the Fort, and furniflied it 
with -5oo Men and Ammunition. 

22. The Viceroy, after receiving the joy¬ 
ful News of this Vi&ory, and honouring 
Emanuel de Soufa and D. Paul , died of a 
violent Sickneft in the beginning ot May . 
He was little of Stature, but Graceful, COu- 
ragious, Prudent in Counlei, and of great 
Authority, a good Latiniji , and Italian , and 
fb addicted to Poetry, that he writ good 
Verier a lover of Juft ice, and free from 
Avarice. The*Fault laid to his Charge is, 
that he fuffered himfelf to be governed by 
one left capable of Government than him¬ 
felf. He was the 15th Viceroy,,and 3idGo- 
vernour, for the fpace of almoft four Years, 
the -2d of the Name, and 5th of the Sir- 
patne,

i . ^rHE Viceroy being dead, and Patents 
1 of Succeffion opened, they firtf ap¬ 
pointed Matthias de Albuquerque , who was 
gone fcr : Portugal-^ the fecond, Emanuel de 
Soufa Coutinm. then prefent, who took upon 
him the Government, and was well quali¬ 
fied for it, as being very brave, and well ex¬ 
perienced in the Affairs of India. 

2. Soon after arrived 5 Ships from Portu* 
gal . D.Paul de Lima, weary of the Toils 
of War, and much more troubled that he 
was fo ill rewarded, refolved to return to 

Portugal. 

3. The Ships that were homeward bound- 
being difpatched, D. Paul imbarked in that 
called 7he St. Thomas , whereof Stephen de 
Vega was Captain. On the Coaft of Natal 
fhe fprung aleak in the Stern, and a Storm 
raging fhe could not be kept above Water, 
though they threw over board all the Riches 
that was in her. 

4. The Boat being lanched, all flrove to 
perifli in it, becaufe they would have it hold 
ail that the Ship contained. Several were 
killed upon this occafion, and D.P**/(land¬ 
ing on the fide with his Sword drawn, could

6 . Ninety eight Perlons, Men and Wo¬ 
men, landed, (Several of them Gentlemen 
of Note, their Wives, and feme Friers, one 
of which after having confefled, the People 
in the Ship would have flayed to die with 
them, that he might be: aiding to them in 
that laft hour. They marched in good or¬ 
der, a Frier going before with a Crhtifix On 
high. The Women put themfelves into 
Men’s Habit after the Indian manner, that 
their Coats might not be a hinderance to 
them in going. 

7. The Place where they landed, by the 
Portuguefes is called, 7he Country of the Ft*- 
mot , by the Natives Of the Macomates , being 
inhabited by Cafres oi this Name. It is in 
the Latitude of 27 deg.

St. Lucia, in the Latitude of tS deg. ^5 min. 
and to the Kingdom of Vambc, tfi$fr con¬ 
tains a great part of “Terra del Natal, tfroin 
hence to the -Cape of Good Hope there are 
so King, but Ancozes* or Lords of Villages. 
Next the Kingdom of Virangune, is that of 
Imtacaj towards theN.E. to the Point of the 
Bay SJLaurence, in 25 deg. 4^ min. of South 
Latitude, and has two Iflands oppofite to it 
called Choambone and Sstimwo, the laft not 
inhabited is the receptacle of the Portuguefes 
that refort thither to buy Ivory. About the 
Bay many great Rivers fail into the Sea, as 

Beligane , A fannica, Spiritu Santo, Vumo , An- 
zaie, and Angomane . At Vumo died D a Leo- 
hot and her Children, and Emanuel de Soufo 
was loft. Anzate runs along the edge of 
yaft inacceflibie Mountains covered with 
Herds of Elephants, the People of a Gi- 
gantick Stature. In the Latitude of 25 de¬ 
grees the River De lot Keyes , or Del Oro , 
falls into the Sea, Weft of which are the 
Kingdoms of hmapola and Mannuca. From 
this place to Cape Corrientes the Sea makes a 
great Bay, along Which inhabit the Moeran- 
ges, notable Thieves. Oppofite to the Point 
St, Sebaftim are the Iflands of Bazaruta, and 
not far from it the Kingdom of Inmbuze, 
that rea;hes to the River lunar igue then 
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that of Paude , bordering on the other 
MomH e, Which extends' tib that rtf Za- 
vara in m Inland. i£car thefe arethelSiisg. 
doms ot&imba and Mdcurata, next to it is 
Cape Corrientes, , 

8. Mter fuffcrjng much Hunger, Thit®, 
Wearinefs, andheingl^rf^^byThicv^ 
they came to the Towjpf the Kiig of Af*- 
nica, by whom thej wete courteonfly re¬ 
ceived, and entertained ; he differ’d them 
to live in his Town, or intheiflapd (wfcejre 
we^iaid before the Pertngyjtfcs ufedto refide, 
during the time of iffeir ftay) tilt fuch tpe 
as Portugeses Merchants came thither. Thfsy 
accepted of the Ifland, where lopie ^ml 
Being ill accommodated thetie, they paflod 
over in Boats to the other fide of the Con' 
tineiitj and in the T>afiage were parted. 
Some few got to the Fort of Zofala, others 
to the King of Innacdi Town, where were 
fome Portugucs Traders, who had alio faf- 
fered Shipwrack, here after enduring great 
Hardfhips, many died. 

9. D. Paul de Lima ended his Days, and 
was there buried on the Shore. Such as 
efcaped Death a long time after went 
over to Goa. Among thefe were three Wo¬ 
men, Donna Mariana , Donna Joanna Men- 
do pa, who after led a folitary Life, and 
Donna Beatrix, Wife to D. Paul, who car¬ 
ried his Bones, to Goa, then went to Portugal, 
and Married again at Oporto. 

10. Let us return to India . Mir Alibet 
encouraged by his Succefs in the Year 1587, 
fet out the beginning of this Summer from 

A Lea 
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Mooa with four Gallies, and the Veflel he 
had taken from llocque de Brito at Lamo. 
He anchor’d off*of Melinde, and was obliged 
to remove the firft Night by Matthew Men¬ 
dez de Fafconcelosy who commanded on that 
Coaft. Our Governor, Emanuel de Soufa 
Continnoy underftanding this Pyrate was a- 
broad, lent againft him his own Brother 
Thomas de Soufa Coutinuo with 900 Men in 
20 Vefrels of feveral forts. 

11. After a troublefom Voyage he arrived 
at Momhafa in February ,where Mir Alibet had 
already fortified himlelf. Our Fleet palled 
through the Enemies Fire up the River, 
took the four Gallies, killed above 70 Turks , 
releafed many Chriftians, and took many 
Prisoners, and 30 Pieces of Cannon. 

1 7. The Muzimba's at this time were on 
the other fide (in fuch Numbers as lhall be 
related in the Year 1 593 ) intending to kill 
?nd plunder the Moors of Mombasa* Ha¬ 
ving from thence with admiration beheld 
what the Portuguefes had done, their Com¬ 
mander fent to Thomas de Soufa to defire 
him. That fince the Portuguefes were Gods 
of the Sea, and he of the Land, and they 
had done their Work, they would give him 
leave to begin his. Soufa confented, and 
they entring the Ifland., killed the Moors and 
Turfy, who from the City fled to the Woods. 
Many fled to the Ships and were taken in, 
the reft were cut in pieces to be eaten by 
the Muumbas. Among thofe that preferr’d 
Captivity before Death, was Mir Alibet, 
and a Son and Brother of the King of 
hfc. 13, 
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13. Soufa went over to the Ifland, the 
King whereof had been a Principal Adot 
in this Revolt, and being now id Arms re¬ 
futed to come to him ; but D. Bemardln 
Continue with only one Souldier ran up to 
the King at the Head of his Men, and threat- 
ning to ftab him if any one flirred, brought 
him away. He, the King of Qualife's Bro¬ 
ther, and two Governors of Pate were be¬ 
headed. The King of Sio was put to the 
Oar, the reft were all fined. Then our 
Commander palled over to the Ifland 
Mandra , the People of which Place had 
told fome Portuguefes , that only the Sim 
Beams could enter there. Yet the Ifland 
and Town were entred, the one wafted, the 
other levelled with the Ground. 

14. Thus Simfa brought all that Coaft 
under Subjeftion, and was received at do* 
with great applaute. Mir Alibet was brought 
to Portugal where he died a Chriftian. 

15. About the end of the Year arrived iq 
India five Ships from Portugal. 

16. It is not my Intention to relate only 
what is honourable of the Portuguer , I will 
here fet down four ridiculous and deftrudive 
Actions of theirs. The firft was thus: The 
King of Banguel our Friend, defiring to ds- 
ftroy a Wood belonging to an Enemy of his, 
delired our Admiral of the Coaft of Calicut 
to affift him with 300 Men, to guard thofe 
that cut down the Wood. They were fent, 
and inftead of tecuring him, fo difperfed 
themtelvcs in the Wood, that the Enemy 
taking the advantage cut them all off The 

fecond ; 
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fecond; A- Portugues Galley meeting fome 
Firats o£ Ca»ga»* purfued them with Scoffs, 
(corning to take up Arms againfl them, and 
they turning upon the Galley entred it, and 
put all the Men to the Sword. 

17. The third ; The Admiral that was 
Id unfortunate in the Red Sea in the Year 
1 <86, having now taken a rich Ship of Meea 
and killed the Captain, order’d the Moors 
in her ( as if it had been one of his Gal- 
leonsj to follow the Admiral’s Light. They 
as foon as it was night fled, and he b^ing 
afhamed to be fo deceived, endeavoured to 
excufe himfelf by faying. The Jefuits had 
advifed him fo to do, as if that were any 
Juftifkation of his Folly. The fourth j 
Seven hundred Portuguefes from Cbatigam, 
took a Town, and being in it, a Cannon 
that was hid accidentally took fire, and they 
without examining further, fled to their 
Ships in fuch a Confternation, that one 
Angle Moor durft follow them throwing of 
Stones. 

18. Two of our Gallies going to Cbastl, 
to bring an Ambaffador fent by the Mogol ,♦ 
were fet upon at the River of Carapatan, 
Eighteen Leagues from Goa , by a great 
Squadron of Malabars , commanded by the 
famous Moor Cajlamuza. After a tedious 
fight, the Enemy left them in fuch a Con¬ 
dition, that only their departure could have 
faved our Men, who may be faid to have 
had the Victory, becaufe they kept the 
Fields 
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1 o. In May 1591, Matthias de Albuquerque 
arrived in Indir alouc, havmg fet out of 
l ubon with five Ships, four whereof were 
driven back to Portugal. He went to fuc- 
eed Emanuel de Soufa with the Title of 
Viceroy. " Soufa having giVef op the Sword, 
Embarqued for Portugal on the gfeateft Ship 
that had ever been feen on the Ocean, and 
vaftly Rich, and was cafl: away on the Sands 
of Garajao, nothing that whs in the Ship 
being faved; This Ship made op the nun? 
befcof 22 loft in this yoyage between the 
Y&rs 1579, and t5$>r, a great*Jdfclfbrfo 
fhort a time, and may; be attributed to twer 
Caufes, the over-loading, and making them 
too big^v both faults .proceeding from Go*.

20. In fine, Emanuel de Soufa Coutimo 
was born in the Village de let Atneyror y ini 
the Dioc&fs of L&imgo^ and was ¥ Gentle* 
man* might make iw Place of his Birth 
honourable. He was»the 33th Governor, 
firft of the Name, and fecond Ojf both Sir* 
names; 
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CHAP. VIII. - 

The Government of the Vice-Roy Mathias 
de Albuquerque, from the Tear if 91 
till if 97. 

Atbias de Albuquerque, a Gentleman 
1V1 well deferving this Command, was 
before named for this Govetmnent by the 
Patents of Socceffion, but being com^for 
Portugal when they were opened was again 
here appointed with the Title of Vice-Roy. 
The Seafon was fo far advanced, it was ge¬ 
nerally believed he could not go through, 
but he cauled himfelf to be Painted on his # 
Colours {landing upon Fortune, and fetring 
them up in his Ship, laid. He would perform 
the Voyage in fpight of her, and did it. 
About the time he entred upon the Govern¬ 
ment, there failed from Lisbon James Pc- 
reyra Tibao in a final! Ship, and in December 
Ruy Gomez de Gram in a Galleon, and Gafpar 
Fagundcz in a Caravel, who were to be in 
India about the middle of this Year we now 
enter upon, and about the end of it arrived 
there four Ships, that fet out about the be- 
ginning. 

2. The Vice-Roy underftanding that toe 
King of Jafanapatan affifted him of Candea 
againft, and delighted in Persecuting fuch 
as imbraced the Chriftian Religion, calling 
himfelf King of Kings, fent againft him An¬ 
drew Furtado , that great Commander, with 
20 Sail. z. The 
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3 . Off of Calicut he met three Ships of 
A teca, after a hot Engagement he funk two 
and took one. Then ne failed in fearfb of 
the Pint Co timuza, Nephew and Admiral 
to Cundah, who with 14 (fome fay 22, ) 
Galleys, Was become abfolute on the Coaft 
of Coromandel , had taken feveral of our 
Ships, and deligned to take from us the 
Co/umbo and Alanar. At the Mouth 
0f4.be River Car diva * Furtado met and 
fought him, and he having behaved himfelf 
well efcaped by fwimming, leaving us pof- 
feffed of his whole Fleet. It is pity we wans 
the Particulars of this fine Attion. 

4. Our Admiral after this Victory entring 
the Port of Manor, found there a great 
Fleet, and made himfelf Matter of it, many 
of the Men fwimming a-lhore to join the 
King’s Army. Furtado Lands and marches 
toward the Town, which was well forti¬ 
fied, manned ^nd provided. He aflaults the 
Works, and drives the Defendants into the 
Town, whence the King with fevere Lan¬ 
guage made his Commander return to 
Charge the Vortuguefes , without hearkning 
to the Advice he gave him to fhift for him¬ 
felf, becaufe they would foon be in his Pa¬ 
lace. The General returned, and was kill¬ 
ed with all his Men. The Portuguefes ad- 
vancing^ flew the king and hiseldeft Son, 
his younger Brother catting himfelf at Fur - 
tado’s Feet begged His Life, which was 
granted him, and the Government of.that 
Kingdom, till the Vice-Roy fliould order is 
otherwife. He was afterwards made King 
upon reafoqable Terfesi F 
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5 . At this time Cunnale Marcar , a Sub* 
jeft of the King of Calicut , fuccefsfully 
fcoured that Coaft with a godd Squadron. 
Againft him the Vice-Roy fent D. .Alvaro do 
Abranchez with a confiderabie Flee&F. Fran¬ 
ck da Coit a was then Prifoner at tht-Coiirt 
of Z amort) who inclined that Prince fotreae 
of Peace with the Tortuguefes , and to that 
effeft fent the fame Father to D. Afoaro, 
who was then in that Sea. D. Alvaro ft nt 
him to the Vice-Roy, the Peace was con¬ 
cluded to the content of both Parties, and 
Zamori not only releafed all the Slaves in 
his Kingdom, but encouraged the Jeinits to 
build a Church, himfelf laying the firffc 
Stone. 

<5. The beginning of this Year failed from 
Lit bon four "Ships, two whereof we fhall fee 
miferably perifh/ at the latter end of the 
Year following.* 

7. Let us go to Mozambique, where there 
happened a great lofs. Our Commander of 
Tete had fome Skirmilhes with the Cafres our 
Enemies. Tete is a Fort of that Authority, 
that all the Neighbours for three Leagues 
about, divided under eleven Captains, obey 
the Commander of it, as each does their 
own, and upon the leaft fignal given refort 
thither, to the number of 2000 armed Men. 
With thefe Cafres , and fome Portuguefesy he 
marched againft guifnra, Captain of the 
Mmbo Cafres , who was at Chicatongo . Six 
hundred of thefe gave him Battle, and were 
cut off every Man of them, whereby many 
Prifoners were releafed, who were to have 

been 
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been flaughtered like Cattle for the Sham* 
bles, theirs bang of human Flefh. The 
Tyrant guifitra was alfo killed, who ufed 
to pave the way to his Habitation with the 
Sculls of thofe he had overcome. 

8. Jindrtw de Santiago, Commander of 
the Fort of Sena , defigning as much againft 
the Muzimba's, found them ip well fortified, 
he was obliged t6 fend to Peter Fernandes 
de Chaves , Commander of Tete % for aid. 
Chaves marched with fome Portugues Muk 
queteers and the Cafres under his Command) 
but the Muzimba?s being informed of Jr; 
and fearing the Conjunction of ft&fe Forces, 
fell upon him fo unexpe(ftedf^||hat they 
flew him and all his Fertuguefes, being ad¬ 
vanced before their Cafres^ who thereby 
had timeia retire. The Viftors^quarter’d 
the dead for Food, and returned with thorn 
to their Works. F. Nicholas of the Rofary* 
a Dominican, was referved from this gene¬ 
ral (laughter, and after (hot to death with 
Arrows. 

9. Next day the Muzimba's marched out 
of their Works after their Leader, who had 
put on the Cafulay or Veftment taken from 
the martyrM Pried, and holding a Dart in 
his Right hand, and the Chalice in the Left. 
The Men carried the' Commander of Tete* s 
Head on a Spear, an#0the/Quarters of the 
Fortuguefes on their M&s. Andrew de San° 
iiago aftonifhed at that Sight thought to re¬ 
tire by Night, but the Enemy falling upon 
him he was killed with food of his Men-, 
fo that ih both Aft ions above 13b of them 

Pi were 
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were cut in pieces, to be buried in thofe 
Barbarians Bellies. 

io. D. Peter de Sou fa. Commander of Mo- 
fambique, under whofe Jurifdiftion Tete is, 
fee out with 200 Portuguefes and 1500 Cafres % 
to take Revenge on thefe Mtizamb£% He 
batter'd their Works, but with nofuccefs, 
and endeavouring to Scale them wasrepul- 
ied. Being likely to fucceed, by railing 
Gabions as high as their Trenches, he was 
prevented by fome cowardly Portuguefiu, 
who, to hide theirjfear, pretended the Fort of 
Sena was in danger. Our Commander draw¬ 
ing off to relieve it, was attacked by the 
Muzimba* s,loft many of his Men, the Cannon 
and other Booty. Yet the Enenfy offered a 
Peace, which was concluded, 

n. Soon after one of thefe Muzimba's 
marching Eaftward, gather’d 15000 Men, 
and killing all in his way that had Life, fet 
down before ghsiloa, which he entred by the 
Treachery of one of the Inhabitants, and 
put them all to the Sword. 

12. This done, he caufed the Traytor 
and all his Family in his prefence to be caft 
into* the River, faying, 1 c was not fit fuch 
bale People, who betrayed their Country, 
fhould be fpared, nor yet eaten, becaufe 
they were venomous, therefore he caff them 
to be Food for the Fifb. So odious isTrea- 
fon even among* Barbarians. He defigned 
to have done the fame at Melmde, but that 
King, affifted by 30 Portuguefes , withftood 
him till 3000 of the MoJfeguejoCafres coming 
to, the Rtlief of Melinde 7 the Muzimba** 
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were fo fiangfttered, that of all that Army 
only 1 oo efeaped with the general, after 
they had raiVaged 300 Leagues. Behold the 
Chalice Ot this Muzimba? 

if. 0 Mert>Mendez deVafcwcelosby force 
of Atittt re-eftablilhed the King of the 
Ifland Pemba, expelled by his Subjefts; and 
they-fbon after, provoked by the Viljanies 
of i\& Pmugnefei % forced him and them to 
fly tS Mombafa, WN having killed many, 
and-deprived tfte^reft of the hope of ever 
returning to that Ifland. 

Let ms return* to India. Melique had 
a City dppofite to Chant? and of the fame 
Name, full of Afoott^and of great Trade 
as being a good Port, and famous for wea¬ 
ving of Silks. The Commander of it was 
an Eunuch, once a Slave to the Portuguefes y 
now to Melique. This Man potted himfelf 
on that noted Height, called Morro, with 
400b Horfe and jboq poor. Mkro is a Pro¬ 
montory bv&ti^Sea, and this runs down to 
the Shore of Chaul which lies to the North¬ 
ward of it, the River running between 
them. v - 

15. They terrified the Vorjuguefes of 
Chaul, and dettroyed them with 6 5 large 
Cannon they played from tlgat Elevation, 
This motion was made by Nizamaluco con¬

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16. This Siege was commenced in April, 
when Winter begins, at a tipi&the Moors 
infefted the Lands of Bncam^ zni fome 
Horle, thofe of Cbaul. Small yeflels did 
great harm along the Coaft, but nl^lh more 
was fuftained in the City from ther^mnon. 
Then came 14 Mogolt tp be jjrefenrat the 
taking of the Portugttefes, which they held 
as a thing certain, but being aflauitfed by 
fome of our Men, 9 were killed, 2 taken, 
and the other 3 fled. The Eunuch Tatadar 
efcaped being taken , and died Of his 
Wounds, as did a T#rj^ that fucceeded him 
in the Command. After him, that Poll fell 
to faratecan. 

17. He with continual Batteries gave 
our Men no refpite. About 100O withftood 
his Power, till D .Alvaro de A branches brought 
300 from Bapaim , and another 200 from 
Sal fete. They now made up 1 500 Portugue- 
fes , and a like number of fuch faithful Slaves, 
that they received the Wounds themfelves 
to protect their Matters. Having appoin. 
ted a day to attack the Enemy, they all con. 
felled themfelves, and then went- up the 
River in feveral VelTels. 

18. The Portuguefes, beyond all expecta¬ 
tion, made their way to the Plain pn the 
top of the Promontory, and there the Fight 

# was renewed. Ten Elephants being turned 
loofe, a Soldier of ours gave one fuch a cut 
a$ made him run back, trampling, his own 
Men till he fell into the Ditch, making us a 
Bridge to pafs over. Another Elephant 
made way to a Wicket, the Portuguefes en-

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tred £> many dead, as were a 

ftppto them from killing others. 

ip. $£me Accounts fay, 10000 were flain, 
others make them no lefs than <50000. Fara¬ 
tecan, his Wife, and Daughi^were taken* 
he became a Chriftian berore pe.died, as did 
hisf-E^iighter, and caipe to Portugal, his 
Wife was Ranfomed. Qnly a t Portuguefes 
were loft. There were^aken a great quan¬ 
tity of Ammunition, many Horlfes, 5 Ele¬ 
phants, and 75* extraordinary Pieces of 
Cannon. 
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Continues and concludes the Government of 
Matthias de Albuquerque. 

%*HE Portuguefes , in hopes the Death 
X of Raj* might contribute towards 
recovering what they had loft in Ceylon 9 gav£ 
Advice thereof to the Viceroy, who fent 
thither Peter Lopez de Soufa with a good 
number of Men and Ammunition. This 
Commander made a halt at PAnagure , and 
ordered FrancU de Silva to bring the Qieen 
of Candea, whom he would put into PolTef- 
fion of that Kingdom. But John Cbingala , 
who had ufurped it,taking the advantage of 
Peter his ill Condutt, took him and almoft 
500 Men Prifoners, and cut off their No- 
fes. The Queen was put in Prifon, and 
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above i yo Portuguefes fuffered*ieveral forts 
of Death. 

‘ 2 • D. Hierome de Azevedo fucceeded Peter 
Lopez in this Command, and with 400 For- 
tuguefes fought 12000 Chingala's^ but came 
off with great lofs. Thefe Mutiniers .were 
commanded by Dominic\ Correa a Cbingala y 
who was afterwards taken, carried to Colom¬ 
bo, and there quartered. 

3. Five Ships arrived now from Portugal, 
and then was firft carried into India the Bull 
of the Croifade , whereof F. Francis de Faria 
a Dominican was Commiflary. 

4. The Ship St. Albertus failing for Portu¬ 
gal^ was caft away on the Coaft Del Natal , 
forne of the Men loft, the reft marched in 
a Body under the command of Nunno Vella 
pereyva, fuffering great Hardlhips to the Ri¬ 
ver of Lorenzo Marquez,^ where finding Ema¬ 
nuel MaPeyro with a Ship, Nunno and moft of 
the Men imbarked and came to Mozambique . 
Thole who were left behind travelled by 
Land, and forgetting their miferable condi¬ 
tion, fo provoked the c a fret with their In- 
folence, that they killed moft of them. 

5. Nunno Velio Pereyra imbarked again on 
the Ship Chag/Uj commanded by Franc# dt 
MeU, and bad no better fortune tbe fecond 
Voyage than the fir It. Near the Ifiands 
Azores three Fnghjb Ships met, and after a 
bloody Fight,burnt them. Only 12 efcaped, 
burning or drowning on Planks , among 
Which were Nunno Veh , and BUn Correas 
they were taken up by the Englijb 9 earned 
into England, and ranfomed.

7. The Viceroy fitted out a Squadron of 
18 Sail with 700 Men, *nd gave the Com¬ 
mand of it to Andrew Futtado. On ^ the 
firft of Aum/i he met 3 Ships beU^gingto 
Zamori full^ofrRiches, arid r Peopjfcvpf balk 
Sexes and all Ages^ above 2crdo of them 
were killed in Fight, the Ships taken, and 
the Booty was fuch,tbat a Servant happen’d 
upon 5 Bags of Pagods, a Gold Coin of the 
bignefs of half a Royal Plate, but thicker, 
and worth a Crown. Furtado went on, and 
found the MaUbar Fleet he weal; in fearch 
of in the River of Q$rdiga y which ftiupned 
not the Ingagement,but was totally defeated, 
and a great Booty taken. /$*■ 

8 . Then be foiled for Cey hn y arrived at 
C o\umV>o, and tecuted \ba\. ydane, vn f^eat 
danger of utter Ruin by means of the Por - 
tMgucfes, who were at Variance among tbem- 
felves, and mutinied againft their Captain. 
This done, he returned with frelb Honour 
to G00.

10 . 1 find not any account of the Occur¬ 
rences of this Year,, only that about the end 
end of it came 5 Ships from Lisbon , and in 
one of them F. Alexius deMenefes, of the 
Order of St. Augujlin , who went to luc- 
ceed F. Matthew in the Archbiflioprick of 
Goa* 

11. About this time the Religious of 
St.Vomiuick, to fecure the Preaching of the 
Gofpel in their Diftrifl, raifed a Fort at 
Sokr, which grew fo confiderable, it was 

. afterwards found convenient to fend a Com¬ 
mander thither. The. firft, or among the 
firft, were Antony de Vellegae, and Antony de 
Andrit, who put to the Sword many of the 
Natives that had killed forae Religious Men. 
This Ponilhment, in Head of Amendment, 
made them worfe, for two years after con- 
fpiring together, they agreed to kill the 
Commander and Friers. They fell furiouily 
upon the Town and Fort, in the Town they 
did much harm, the Commander withdrew 
himfelf out of the Fort, and could not be 
found.

Names were, 1 FiFeler Bapffitdth* Coifamifc 
fary, F. Martin of the Affumption, P. Francis 
Blanco , and tfife Brothers, Philip of Jefin, 
and Francis de BatriOa , zMGonz,aloGarzia, 
with 20 Japonnefes, among which were 3 Bro¬ 
thers Jefuits, and 3 Children, 7 homos, Antony , 
and Lew*. They were Crucified, and then 
(hot with Arrows. 

14. On the Coaft of Malabar, between 
the Cities of Goa and Cocbim , 77 Leagues 
from the ories and 33 from the other, is the 
little Port of Pudepatam , within which the 
Creeksforth a Peninfnla, joyning to the Land 
on the South fide. On the North of it are 
the Artores 01 Lords of Baragare and Mo- 
tonge. They are all divided by a Rivulet, 
and towards the Eaft a River falls there 
from the Mountain Gate 7 and another called 
Capocape on the South. The Moor Pate Mar - 
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ea perceiving how convenient a place this 
was to fhelter Pirats that might fcofir all 
that Coaft, obtained Leave of Zamori ^whofe 
Subject he was,and the Penmfnla his,to build 
a ?6rt there. i r 

15. He went over thither With £is Kin¬ 
dred and Followers, and began to raife a 
fquare Fort on the Eatt Point of it. From 
hence he began to make War upon us,taking 
many of our Ships richly laden. He adapted 
the Village of Tana in the lfland Salfetevit ar 
Bacaim , and carried away a rich Booty, 
taking the opportunity of doing it, when 
thofe who fhould defend it were at the De¬ 
votions of the Holy Week. 

16, Mahomet Cunnale Marca fucceeded him 
in the Sovereignty of that Fort, finiflied and 
increafed it-, and forefeeing the Portuguefes 
would feek Revenge, he fortified the Town 
(called alfo Cunnale) by Sea and Laqd. 
On the Land fide he made a deep Ditch 
with double Trenches 2 Yards and a half 
thick from Sea to Sea. At diftances he 
raifed Towers that flanked the Work, and 
on the Towers (by them called Zarames) 
planted fmall Cannon Between the two 
Creeks he built a ftrongWall which fecured 
the Town, with two Towers, one.at each 
end,and along the Sea-fhore ftuck Palifadoes, 
where were alfo two Baftions, one greater 
than the other, planted with grofs Cannon 
to fecure the entrance of the Harbour, which 
befides was made very difficult even to fmaH 
Veflels by Malts ftrongly chained together. 
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, 7 . Being tlfl|£fGecut^vhe took upon him 
the 5tyle and Title carried on 

his Uncle’s Defign ag^irlfc the Pertuguefes 
with greater fuccefi. He took sone ©four 
Galleys, a Ship coming from China , and many 
lefler Veflels, aflifted the Queen of Olaba 
wh^ybe revolted, and Melique at the laft 
Siegl bf Cbaul, and now robbed not only 
the *Poetuguefes^ but the Adalabars alfo, fil¬ 
ling his Vpmnfula with Riches. 

18. Our Viceroy concerned at the in- 
creale of his Power, relolved towards the 
end of his Government to weaken it, and 
by D .Alvaro de A branches , Admiral of chat 
Sea, advertifed Zamori , how that pirat was 
equally prejudicial to him as to the Portu - 
g utfes* and therefore it would be convenient 
they fhould both joyn to extirpate him. 

That Prince being made fenfible of this 
Truth, a new Peace was concluded, and 
they agreed, That he by Land, and the 
Portuguefes by Sea, fhould joyntly undertake 
the expqlfion of Cunnale , and razing the 
Fort. Both Parties provided for this Expe¬ 
dition, when a new Viceroy coming, the 
prolecution of. it was carried on, as (hall be 
feen in his Government. 

19. Matthias de Albuquerqueans one of the 
molt deferving Men that arrived to this 
Command, as well for his Fortune and Va¬ 
lour, as his Prudence and Jultice. In the 
Treafury he left 80000 Ducars in Money, 
and Jewels of Ceylfa of great value. He 
thought no body could cheat him, and a 
Soldier to undeceive him received his Pay

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three times in three feveral Shapes, and by 
as mafiy Names. hdattbias afterwards hear¬ 
ing of it fent for him, and was kind to 
the Man, advifing him to ufe that Art no 

m °2o. He was of a middle Stature, fame of 
one Foot, but not lame in Manners^being 
as much a Chriftian as a Gentleman,of Vice¬ 
roys the 16th, of Governours the.

CHAP. X. 


Of the Propagation of the Goff el in the Em¬ 
pire of China during thefe later Tears , 

1. manner of the introducing and 

jL propagating the Gofpel in China 
from the Year 15*80, till 1600, was lo re¬ 
markable and worthy of memory, that tho 
I defcend not to the Particulars, I cannot 
but give tome general Account of it. 

2. Some Religious Orders had with Cou¬ 
rage and Profit laboured therein before the 
fjoly Society of Jefia appeared in India. 
The firft that fet foot there was the Order 
of the moft Holy Trinity , in the Perfon of 
D. Vafco de Gama his Confeflbr, who (as is 
before faid) was of that Congregation. The 
fecond was that of St. Francis j and the third 
of St. Dominicks, who trampling alt Diffi¬ 
culties, 
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cutties, lowed 'the Doarine of life there, 
watering igf with their Blood. Afterwards 
Tome Sedilar Priefts, and even Lay-men, 
made themfelves famous by this Spiritual .. 
Work. v v- 

3. This was the Eftate of Chriftiamty in 
Afta* till its neW Apoftle St. Francis Xaveriue 
came thither, who from the Year 154% |i|| 
155^, never cealed Preaching tothofePeo^ 
pie, and died in the Ifland Sancbam-, with 
an altdent defire of entring China. By his 
Death, the defign of inftrhfting the Cbinefet 
was laid afide till the Year 1580, when 
F. Alexandrine de Valiniam an ltilianyaitd 
Vifitor pf*he Society in Afia, undertook it* 
notwithftanding all the' Difficulties that ob- 
ftrutted. ' 

4. None of the fmalleft was tte hardnefi 
of the chinefe Letnguage,mpte uncouth to us 
than all the others of Afia, Yet at length 
a few attained, fbnie knowledge of itand 
the firft that 

chad Kogerm kFlie^i^p On;^tence of 
Adminiftringthe Sacraments tP ih&PorfU- 
guejet who Traded thbft^ and by this means 
converted fome of the Natives; who went 
over to Macao, where’for their better In- 
ftruttion was erected a fort of Seminafy dear 
to the Ho ufe of the Jefnitr. 

# Valiniano considering the greatnefs of 
the Difficulties, was refolved to defift, bfic 
God prevented the execution of thisRefo- 
lution. This Language, at firft fo difficult 
was afterwards the belt fpoke and writ by 
thefe Fathers, and other Ojrftacles, though 

nos 
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not removed yet, began to appear lefs ter¬ 
rible, By order of the ViRtotValiniano, 
whO tefided at Japan, there cattter from In. 
fa to Idacat F. Matthew Rfoiw an Italian, 
to affift F. Michael Rogerim. They founded a 
Confraternity in thatCity for fuch Jfptnefet 
and Chinefet as were converted, calling it, 
the Sanduary of Jefiu. Other Fathers re¬ 
ferred thither, and ajnong them F. Frauen 

6* This was the poilure of Affairs, when 
the Viceroy of Xankjng, for his private In- 
terelt, fent for the Bilhop and Governor of 
Macao. The one fent F. Rogerttu, the other 
Mattbeut Viitela , with a Prefent which falls- 
fied him. F. Rogorius returned thither again 
with F .Plafint, and prefenting the Viceroy a 
Striking Watch, and Triangular Glafs which 
Ihews Things of feveral Colours; the No¬ 
velty of thefe Things lb pleafed him; that 
he gave them leave to build, a Church and 
Houle in the Suburb, where he entertained 
them kindly. But after 4 Months, a new 
Viceroy locceeding, they were forced to 
return to Macao, where PJafiut died. ^ 

7. The new Viceroy fends for the _ Fa¬ 
thers, the fame Rogerms and Matthew Rivint 
go to him, and return without any Succels, 
but with much Trouble. In May they are 
again fent for to Xauking , whither they 
came in November, 1583. are kindly received, 
and have a plealant Place afligned them with¬ 
out the City to build. * 

3 , it 
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8. It is remarkable, that when thefe Reli¬ 
gious Men were baniihed this City, they 
left an Altar-Stone in the cuftody of Niche 
Chut, a Youth well inclined toChriftianity * 
at their return they found it decently placed 
in a Room with Perfumes burning before it, 
and over it a Board with thefe Words, 
T I EN CHU, that is, To the Lord of 
Heaven. Here the Religious/or this ftrange 
Accident, faid Mafs, till their Church was 
made ready. 

9. The Fathers, to be the more accepta¬ 
ble, put on the Cbinefe Habit, and named 
God in their Prayers by that Title they had 
feen on the Board, which much pleafed the 
Natives, Many of the Gentry and Learned 
Men began to Reverence the Images of 
Cbrifi , and the bleffed Virgin; they began 
to give ear to Matters of Faith, printed and 
difperfed among the People t 1 ^ Ten Com¬ 
mandments , highly approving of them , 
iupplied the Church with Lights and Per¬ 
fumes, and gave Alms to the Fathers. 

10. The firft baptized was a Tick Man of 
mean condition. The Chriftian Do&rine 
was printed after their manner, and difper¬ 
fed through the whole Province with no 
fmall Reputation for the great Titles the 
Viceroy beftowed on the Authors of it. 

11. F. Rogerins now went to Macao* to 
feck Fo'rhe Relief to the great Poverty that 
place was in. Mean while the Cbincfes 
changing their humours, began.to flandec, 
the Fathers, and often threw Stones at their 
Iloufe. F .Matthew JLivius was carried be-, 

G fdh 
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fore the Supream Court, he carried his 
Sleeves full of the Stones had been thrown at 
him, and letting them fall at the Judges Feet, 
io mollified him, that he caufed the Accufer to 
be whipped, and ordered on fevere Penalties 
no Wrong ihould be offered the Fathers. 
R him was skilled in the Matheraaticks, and 
made Maps and Dials, ail pleafing and new 
there, particularly feeing fb many Countries 
in the World to them unknown, as belie¬ 
ving there was nothing beyond Afia. This 
Novelty attracted People from very re¬ 
mote Parts to behold it, and proved a great 
Motive to incline them to receive the 
Faith. 

12. F. Re&or Francti CahraU , Superin> 
tendent of this Milfion, came from Macao 
to vilit this new Colony of the Church. He 
found more Fruit than was expe&ed, and 
baptized the firffc Converts, among which 
a learned Man of the Province of Fokjen> 
whom he called Paul , and another John, 
which was he that with fuch Reverence kept 
the Altar-ftone aforemention. 

13. The Vifitor Valiniano, for joy of this 
Succefs, made this Million Independent of 
Macao, fubje&ing it immediately to himfelf, 
and the Provincial of Jafan. D. Duarte de 
Menefes , then Viceroy, fettled an Allowance 
out of the Cuftom-Houfe of M.ilaca upon the 
Fathers. 

14. F. Almeyda and Kogerius , having 
obtained leave, went to ered another 
Houfe in the Province oif Chekjang, where 
they immediately baptized an ancient Gen¬ 
tleman 
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tleman. Father to the Governor of Xanquim , 
and ioon after others. This was in the City 
Xanchin . 

15. But this lailed not long, for the Fa¬ 
thers were foon expelled. Thofe of Xattfyig 
were in danger, but got off, and their Ac- 
cufers were punilhed. Thefe religious Men 
conildering, this Profperity could not be 
tailing without the King’s Authority, fenc 
F. R Qgeritts to Rome to obtain a Letter and 
Prefent from the Pope for the King $ but 
the Pope dying the Bufinefs was delayed, 
and F. Rogerius ended his days at Salerno , in 
the Kingdom of Naples . Mean while the 
Fathers at Xankjng were not without Trou¬ 
bles, but ftill protefted by the Viceroy; 
converted many People, till a new Viceroy 
coming they were banifhed, and all they had 
taken from them. 

1 6. On jheir way to Macao they were 
overtaken by frelh Orders from' the Viceroy - 
whereupon they returned to Xdnkjng, and 
had a Place afligned them to fectle at Han - 
chett. Not far from that City is a moil de¬ 
lightful Plain along the fide of a River, and 
in it a yafl Temple and Monaffery of 1000 
Bonzos, called Manhoa } and yet the number 
of Idols exceeds that of the Bonzos, for only 
in one of 12 Apartments, into which it is 
divided, there were feen 500. Thele, as 
they call them, religious Men live there with 
their Wives and Children, and when they 
think fir, go out to rob. To this place were 
the Fathers led, that if they liked they 
might fettle there, and were well received 

G 2, by 
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by the Bonzos, but the defign of the Reli¬ 
gious was to live in the City. 

17. The Fathers were admitted into the 
City with the general good liking of all 
People. They foon fuffered by the Conta¬ 
gion of the Air, which infefts the very Na¬ 
tives with a Difeafe like an Ague, yet efca- 
ped the danger. From Macao two young 
Cbinefi Converts were fent to be their Com¬ 
panions, who were afterwards the firft of 
that Nation admitted into the Society. 

18. They laboured with no fmall Fruit, 
fome Perfons of Note being converted. A- 
mong the reft, Cuytaifo , the Son of a great 
Man, having loft or fpent his Fortune, came 
to F. Kiviufy thinking he was a Chimift, and 
might teach him the way to make Gold, and 
being by him inftru&cd, found the true 
Treafure of the Faith. The fame happen¬ 
ed to an ancient Gentlemen of almoft eighty 
Years of Age. 

19. A Perfecution was now raifed at Han- 
cheu , and the Governor examining into it, 
decreed to punifti the Caufersof it, but par¬ 
doned them at the Interceflion of F. Bivins, 
In the Year 1591 was converted a Rich Mer¬ 
chant, who long had confulted the Idols and 
their Minifters about the way to Salvation, 
and at length found it among the Jefuits. 
F. Kiv'm went with his Difcipfe Cuytaifo, 
and by his Perfwafion to Nanking where he 
Iiad innumerable Auditors, baptized fix, 
left many many more in good Difpofition. 
He had done much more here, but that he 

was 
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was fent for £0 Hancbeu , whither he return¬ 
ed, and converting many, fuffered another 
Perfecution, but weather'd it. 

20. Till the end of the Year 1594, our 
Fathers wore their own Habit, and fhaved as 
in Europe *, and then changed it for that ufed 
by the Lawyers, for three Reafbns*, firft, 
to avoid being called Bmzoj, for that thofe 
cloathed like them and fhaved 4 fecondly, 
to gain the better admittance to Magiftrares, 
who familiarly receive none without that 
Habit; and thirdly, to pleafe the People.^ 


C H A P. XL 

Continues the Subject of >the Propagation of 
the Gofpel. 

1. A Bout the middle of the Year iy95, 
JLJL F. Matthew Rivim let out for the 
City Nanking in Company of a Great Man. 
The Way was up great Rivers, in one of 
which the Vefiels were funk, and F: Rtvins 
forced to fwim for his Life, having loft his 
Companion John Barradas . His Defign was 
to fettle a Refidence in that Court, where 
he found many Oppofers, and among them 
a powerful Man who had pretended much 
Friendfhip. 

2. He went to Naneham , the Metropolis 
of the Province Kiangfi , between Nan^tt^ 
and fZuamtmg. Being there in deipair ot 
any Success, he obtained a Lodging, where 
G 3 "he 
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he faid Mafs on the Day of St, Peter and 
Tsui, and afterwards leave to fix a Refidence, 
whither reforted F. John Socyre from Macao, 
and the Brothers FrancU Martinez, and Se - 
baftian Rodriguez, from Hancheu', with much 
trouble they founded a Church, 

3. The Vilitor Valimano feeing how in¬ 
convenient it was the Affairs of China fhould 
have any dependance abroad, granted F.Mji- 
therv Rivius the full fuperintendence of them. 
He refolved again to attempt fettling a Re. 
fdence at Nanking. From hence he pro- 
poled to fend advice of his coming to that 
King, with a Prefent of Things very com¬ 
mon in Europe , though there much efteemed 
tor their Rarity. Thefe were Clocks much 
admired of the Chimfes , for that they move 
of themfel ves. Triangular Glafles, that re- 
prefent variety of Colours. A Harpfical. 
But what was more furprizing than all the 
reft, was the Learning of F. Rivius, his Art 
of Memory, his Maps of the World, his Un- 
derftanding, Wit and Judgment. 

4. There being no way to fend the Pre¬ 
fent, it was agreed the Fathers fhould carry 
it themfel ves, going in Company of a Noble¬ 
man that Travelled thither. In the way to 
Pekjng they law many Cities and innume¬ 
rable Villages along the Banks of the Rivers 
up which they went. Being come to Peking, 
they fpent a Month foliciting an Audience of 
the Ring, but without fuccefs. 

5. Rivius with great trouble returned to 
Sncben, being fent for by his Difciple Cui* 
tajfo» This is doubtlefs the moft glorious 

- City; 
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City in thofe Parts. It is built in a River, 
as Venice in the Sea, and is of great ftrength 
to prevent all Accidents. Jhe occafion of 
fending for E.iLrvius, was to fix a Refidence 
there. Tfie Viceroy of Nanking's leave was . 
requifite for this undertaking : Both Mafter 
and .Difciple take a Journey thither, and 
and the Viceroy grants leave to fettle in both 
Places. Here F, Rivius difputed with a fa¬ 
mous Bonzo, and overcame him even in the 
Judgment of his Adverfaries. 

6 . The Court of Publick Works propo- 
led to the Fathers to buy a Houle that had 
long ftood empty becaufe haunted by Devils, 
they did, and all the People was aftonifhed 
to fee that after their, entrance the Fiends* 
had forfaken it. They could not undertake 
any thing than at Suchen for want of more 

Fathers. , , 

7 . Still F. Rivius his Thoughts were bent 
upon Peking, to obtain the King’s eonfent to 
proceed. Whilft he prepared for this Jour¬ 
ney, the Faith confiderably fpread at Nan- 
kjng. The firft Baptized was a difcreet old 
Man 70 Years of Age, of a Noble Family, 
who had an hereditary Military Command, 
his Sirname was Chiu , and he was Chriften- 
cd by the .Name of Paul. His Son, a Learn¬ 
ed Man, followed the good Example, and 
was named John , then all their Family, and 
fome Kindred. 

8. On the i6th of May 1600, F. Rivius. 
Embarqued the fecond time upon the River 
for Pekjng , with him went F. James Pantoja 
Z Spaniard, called by a learned Man Golden 
G 4 Hands, 
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Hands, for the delicate Works he wrought, 
and the two Brothers Sebaftian and "Emanuel. 
At Nanking remained F. Lazam de Catania 
and B. John. 

9. Whilft they went up the-River, the 
Viceroy of the Province of Xangft 9 s Wife 
d ream’d fhe faw a Sovereign Deity with two 
Children. She concluded her Dream was 
expounded, when her Husband relating the 
Things contained in the Prefent, for the 
King mentioned a Pitture of our Blefled 
Lady, with our Saviour and St. John Baptift. 
The Lady deGringfuch a Pi&ure, and there 
being no Painter to Copy it, F .Kivius gave 
.her a Copy be had. The Viceroy receiving 
it with relpeft, allured him he and his Fa¬ 
mily would always Reverence the Mother 
and Son. 

1 o. At the City Lincbin a covetous Eu¬ 
nuch , who was Receiver-General of the 
Revenue, called Matban, imprifoned them 
in the Fort of Tienfm , feizing upon the 
Prefent they carried for the Kinjg, and all 
they had. After Gx Months confinement, an 
Order came from the King (without know¬ 
ing who had procured it) that the Fathers 
Ihould be fent to him. All things were re- 
ftored them, and they arrived at Peking a- 
bout the end of the Year i6oi. The Pre¬ 
fent was publickly carried to Court, and the 
King as foon as he faw the Pi&ure of Chrifl: 
admiring it, faid * This is the living God. 
Yet afterwards caufed it to be removed out 
of his fight. The fame happened with his 
Mother ; nevcrthelefs it was let in a decent 

place, 
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place, and honoured with Perfiffl**. a«}»s 
faid to be preferred in that Palace to Ais 
Day. A linking Clock was much admired; 

fo feveral other things. _ r 

11. Afterwards they were fent for* a fa¬ 
vourite Eunuch (poke to them in the King’s 
Name * they gave him an account who they 
were, whence they came, and what they 
defired. He acquainted the King with it, 
and they were lodged in the Palace, in the 
Apartment of the Mathematicians, aud nobly 
entertained. There they inftrufted fome 
Men appointed by the King in the Motion 
of the Clocks, and how to keep them, and 
then removed to a hired Houle. The King 
faw them not, becatife he fcarce uled to fee 
his own Peoplc,but to have fome fort of fight 
of them, fent Painters to draw their Pidnres. 
Having feen the Pictures he took themTor 
Moors. Pantoja was again introduced into 
the Palace, to teach fome Muficiana to play 
upon the Harpfical. 

12 . Thus far were our hopes advanced, 
when the Fathers were imprifoned by the 
Court of Ceremonies, lor prefuming to re¬ 
side there, without prefenting themlelves 
before their Tribunal. This confinement 
lafted but three days, becaufe the JKing fent 
for them. Though he fent for them they 
faw him not, yet performed all the ufuai im¬ 
pertinent Ceremonies to his Throne as if he 
had been there. The Supream Prefident of 
that Court more particularly examined F. 
JLiviw who he was, whence he came, and 
what he and his Companions pretended at 

Court; 
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Court; and he being the moft expert in 
the Cbinefe Language, in moft lofty terms 
anlwer’dto all thofe Particulars, to the great 
admiration of the Prefident and all the Au¬ 
ditory. 

13. The King being informed hereof, 
granted the Fathers leave to live at that 
Court, and all the Courtiers favoured them, 
efpecially the Minifters of State and Manda¬ 
rins. F. Rivitts fo far gained the favour of 
a Calao, the Supream Dignity in that Empire, 
that he treated him as his equal (a thing 
never ufed in that great Place) feated him 
at his Table, and gave lingular attention to 
all he laid, particularly in Matters relating 
to Religion. One of the things that moft 
plealed him was, that Chriftianity allowed 
not of more Wives than one. Thus Rivius 
contracted Friendlhip with the Prefident of 
the Supream Council, and foon after moft 
of the Principal Men. 

14. Thus with Divine and Royal Afli- 
ftance the Faith was propagated at Vetyng, 
Hancbeu, Nanking and Nancbam. There 
were converted Mandarins, Lawyers and o- 
ther Perfons of Note lome with their whole 
Families *, and the Society of Jefus, after 20 
Years labour, in the Year 1601 was poflef- 
fed of four Refidences in China, one where¬ 
of at Court, which was to fupport all the 
reft. 

1 F. Nicholas Longob,a>do, a Sicilian , who 
was Recftor at Hanchett , iuffered very much, 
but fome IVfen of Note, efpecially one Fault , 
pleading for the Fathers, the Storm was 

tome* 
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fomewhat appealed. But it broke out more 
furious at the mitigation of a Witch, who, 
there being a great Dearth, faid, the God- 
defs j3*onbin would not give Rain whilft the 
Fathers were there, and F. Nicholas was 
rtireatncd with Death, who defirous to fuffer 
Martyrdom, ran to the Place where they 
were threatning him. He finding thofe Peo¬ 
ple difputing about the Rain, told them 
how vain it was to expe& it from any but 
the God he preached ; and immediately 
there fell fuch abundance as refrelhed the 
Fields, and quenched their Thirft after his 
Blood •, fo that Houfe for that time was re- 
ftored to its former quiet. Let this for 
the prelent fuffice touching the Converfion 
of Cbina^ till we have occafion to /peak of 
it again. 


The End of the Firfi Part, 
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CHAP. I. 

The Government of the Viceroy D. Francis 
de Gama, Count de Vidigueyra,/rww 
the Tear 15'97 till 1600 . 

D ON Francis de Gama Count de Vi- 
digueyra arrived at Goa in May, ha¬ 
ving let out from Lisbon the Year 
before with five Sail, whereof only 
his Ship Winter’d at Mrnbafd. He carried 
himfelf from the beginning with luch State, 
that he gained the general ill Will of all 
Men, notwithftanding in other things he en¬ 
deavoured to oblige. 

2. He difpofed of all Places in the gift of 
the Viceroys to his own Creatures, who fold 
them to uaderferving Perfons, whereby thole 

who 
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who had merited them by their Service were 
putby their Right. Yet afterwards hearing 
the juft Complaints made againft this unjult 
proceeding* he caufed the Buyers to be re. 
funded, and gave thofe Places to Men of 
more worth. 

3. Manafwzoi the great MogoV* Favou¬ 
rite, marched to fubdue the Patanes who 
were in Rebellion, becaufe Catula King of 
Orixa having plunder’d and profaned a 
famous Pagod, they unexpectedly fell upon 
him, and killed his Son with 2000 Men. 
Manofinza had with him 35000 Horfe, 
80000 Foot, many Elephants with Caftles 
and great quantity of al other warlike En¬ 
gines. At the City Jaffdlor all the Inhabi¬ 
tants, to the number 6000 fell furioufly upon 
the Enemy, refolving to die, and ordering 
as loon as they were cut off, their Goods, 
Wives and Children fhould be burnt, that 
the Enemy might not poflefs their Riches or 
dilhonour their Families. They did great 
Execution at the firft onfet, but were all cut 
to pieces, and there being no time to put 
in execution their defign, Manafmza entred 
Jajfalor plundering the Riches, and ravifh- 
ing Women ; which ftruck luch a Terror 
into the reft of the Patanej they all fubmit- 
ted themfelves. Then marching towards 
the King of Orixa , and he not daring to 
Hand a Battel freely offered Subjection. 

4. In Ceylon , the Tyrant D. John King 
of Candea , taking the advantage of time 
when our General D. Hierome de Azevedo 
had difperfedhis Men torefrefh them, causjd 
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the King of Vva and the Princes of Dina 
vacs to join, and take the Field with 4000 
Men, many Musketeers, and armed Ele¬ 
phants. With this force they marched to. 
wards our Fort of Corvite (fix Leagues from 
Ceitavacd) where Salvador Pereyra de Silva 
commanded with 100 Men. Silva by the 
General’s order chofe fome of his Men, and 
marched one Night with fuch a fecrecy four 
Leagues to the Place where the Enemy was 
Encamped, that they fooner felt than heard 
him, killing many of their Men before they 
could handle their Arms. The Confufion 
was fuch they, prefently fled, he purfued 
them, flew above 1000, and carried away 
fomePrifoners, Elephants and other Booty. 

5. lathe Summer D. John , takes the 
Field again with the King of Vva and Simon 
Correa , who being in Rebellion called him- 
felf King of Ceitavaca. He thoughtto draw 
our General D. Hierome out of his Works, 
by attacking our Quarters at Mature , where 
D. Ferdinand the Modeliar commanded. D. 
Ferdinand undemanding the Enemy was near, 
thought to have performed fuch another 
fortunate piece of Service as Salvador Pereyra 
had done, but his Companion Simon Pin- 
cham prevented him, and after a defperate 
Fight, in which he was almoft 16ft, obtain* 
ed a Victory equal to that of Pereyra , and 
falling upon the Rebels in their Works killed 
moft of them, fo that the Flower of Candea 
fell this Day. 

6 . At the end of May died at Columbo the 
lawful King of the whole Ifland of Ceylon , 

D. John 
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D. John Tarea Pandar , a Catholick and 
without Heirs. King Philip was with the 
ufual Solemnity immediately Proclaimed 
King of the whole Ifland, aud the Oath of 
Fidelity to him taken by all the Principd 
Men, as being appointed Heir by the laft 

Will of the Deceared. 

7 . About this time came firlt into India 
the Scourge of the Portugues Pride and Co- 
vetoufnefs*, for in the Month of September 
News was brought to Gw, that the twofirft 
Holland Ships which durft cut thofe Seas, 
had been in the Port of; Titangohe , and were 
bound for the Ifland Suuda. The Viceroy 
having held a Council about this Afihir, it 
was refolved to fit out a Squadron of two 
Galleons, three Gallies, and nine other 
Veflels, and the Command of it was given 
to Laurence de Brito , an ancient and expe¬ 
rienced Captain deferving of greater Com¬ 
mands. 

8 . Three Ships arrived now from Por¬ 
tugal. That which had brought the yice- 
roy was ready at Cochini to return thither 
with them, and accidentally taking fire was 
burnt with all the Riches in her, amounting 
to a Million and half. 

9. Not only Cuftoiti but Neceffity now 
required the fending out the two ufual Squa¬ 
drons for the Coafl: of Malabar and the 
North; the defign of the Northern Squa¬ 
dron (hall follow that of Malabar was to 
give a Check to Zamori , who not only wink¬ 
ed at but went (hares with the Pyrates of the 
fort Cmndle. Among other Lottes that of

duced all the Carlo* or Precinas-tniait were 
in Rebellion to our Obedience. 

12. The two Holland Ships, before men- 
tioned, did fome finall Damage #hg the 
Coaft of Malabar, and other places, till on 
that of Malaca they met <5 Ships coming out 
ot the Port bound for India, and comman¬ 
ded by FrancWde Silva. They ingagcd and 
fought all that afternoon, and part the 
night. Next morning they fell to it again, 
and held it for 8 days continually, till the 
Hollanders finding themfelves too weakynade 
for the Port of Qaeda, many of their Men 
being killed, and raoft wounded. There 
for want of Men they quitted the weakeft 
Ship, and going all into the other, were 
calb away on the Coaft of Pegu. 

IS. D. Luis deCertfueyra Bilhop of China, 
went this year to fucceed D. Veter Martinez, 
who died at Japan, that nothing might be 
there wanting towards the Spiritual Con- 
queft for the lack of a Prelate. 

14. With the Bilhop D. LuU went F. A • 
lev under deValiniano . They were prefent 
at the Death of Taicezana , Emperor of 
thofe Iflands. Some time before his Death 
he had defigned to caufe himfelf to be ado¬ 
red as a God, and to this purpofe to have 
his Images fet upon Altars in the chief Parts

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St. Julian , Oa the 20th of September they 
came to the Ifland Gerne s or Cifne , in 21 de¬ 
grees of Latitude, and called it Mamma . 
Here they found Tortoifes of fuch a magni¬ 
tude, that they carried two Men on their 
Backs, and Birds they killed with Sticks, 
which made them conclude it was not inha¬ 
bited; At Banda they joyned the otherthree 
Ships. They loaded four which returned 
for Holland, the others fleered for the Mo- 
luces. 

3. Oh the 2 lit ot January they diCove¬ 
red the great Java* and touched at the City 
Tuban, and on the 27th at the Port of Ma¬ 
dura, an Ifland in 2 deg. 30 min. of South 
Latitude. There they endeavoured to Ran- 
fome fome of their Country-men, part caft 
away in their former Ships, and part fccured 
for offering falfe Money; becaufe the Na¬ 
tives demanded too great a Rate for them, 
they attempted to refcue them by force. In 
the fray, two Boats full of Men they would 
refcue were* funk, and at laft they were for- 
fed to Ranfome them. M Ambo'ma they 
fettled Trade. Two Ships returned to Ban¬ 
da ereded a Jadory, and loading Spice, ar¬ 
rived in Holland on the 20th of April, 1600. 
Thofe that were left at Amhoina went to 
Ternate , were well received by the King, and 
loading Clove, returned home# 

4. D. Hierome de Azevedo in Ceylon railing 
a ftrong Fort at Manicravare to be the nearer 
to the Kingdom of Candea , the Conqueff; 
whereof was lire chief aim. fo perplexed 
the Ufurper, that he fetting out feveral Bo.

5. D. Alexius de Menefes Archbifliop of 
Goa was gone to vifit the Chriflians, called 
o[ St. Thomas, who live difperfed about the 
Mountains of Malabar in Malta , Tuntpuli, 
Maota, Batitnena, T)tamper , Pimienta , Tete- 
muie, Pttrca, Pant, dtod Cartuti. 

6 . Thofe Chriftians continued firm m the 
Faith till about the Year 750, though with 
lorne mixture of Errors. About the fear 
810, came thither the ftcond Thomas, (men¬ 
tioned at the end of the fecond Tome,) re¬ 
paired the Temples erected by the firff, and 
reftored the Dodrine. Thus it continued 
alniofl; 100 Years, till about the Year 900 it 
was over-run with the Neftorian Herefie. In 
the Year 890 came thither from Babylon two 
Caldeans, called Mar Xarpo 7 and Mar Prod, 
who divided that Diftrid into two Biftiop- 
ricks, and were ever after prayed to as 
Saints, dll our Archbifliop, fufpitious of 
them, forbid it. After them came Mar Jo-

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13. Towards the End of this Year arriv’d 
in India eight Ships from Portugal , which 
brought the News of the Death of King 
Philip i five of them being ready to Sail the 
Year before, were detained becaufe the Earl 
of Cumberland lay before the Mouth of Lfr- 
brn River with an Englijh Squadron, till the 
Sea (bn was (pent. One was loft on the 
ParceU de Zofala ; another at her return 
Fought two Holland Ships near the Ifland 
St. Helena and worfted them. 

14. The Viceroy having difpatched the 
Homeward bound Ships and ufual Squadrons, 
began to think of carrying on the War 
againft Cunnale. There were Men enough, 
but they wanted a Commander ; neither 
was fuch a one wanting, but that the Envy 
of the Portuguefes endeavoured to rob Andrew 
Furtado of that Glory, or rather their Coun¬ 
try of that Advantage. 

15. At length they were forced to comply 

and employ him^ to recover our loft Repu¬ 
tation, for Cunnale Marcar proud of his late 
Succeft, had added 1 to his former as vain 
Titles, calling himfelf, Defender of Mabome- 
tanifm, and Expelicr of the Portuguefes. Many 
Princes began to have an Eye Upon his Sue* 
cefs * neverthelefs D. Antony de Noronna, 
who lay before the Port all Winter, had 
perplexed him, taking feveral Veflels laden 
with Provifions, and killing above 100 of 
his Men that oppofed him taking frcfli 
Water. & 

16. The Fleet Andrew Furtado was to 
Command, copfifted of 3 Gallics and 54 

1 ethft 
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other Veflels. By the way he difwaded the 
King of B anguel and Queen of Olala, who 
defigned to affift our Enemy-, from their 
purpofe, and cut off the Relief five Ships of 
Meca were bringing to him. 

i 7 . Our Commander being come to an 
Anchor in the Port of Cunnale , fet forward 
to treat with Zamori , and he advanced to 
meet him on the Shore. The Kihg was 
naked from the Waft upwards •, about his 
middle a piece of Cloath of Gold that 
reached feveral times about him, and hung 
down to his Knees, faftned with a Girdle of 
the breadth of a Hand, of an ineftimable 
value; his Arms cover’d to the Wrifts with 
Gold Bracelets fet with, rich Stones, the 
weight of this Treafure was fo great that 
two Men fupported his Arms *, about his 
Neck was an extraordinary rich Chain ^ in 
his Ears hung fo many Diamonds and Rubies, 
as ftretched them down with the weight; 
his Age was about 30 Years, his Prefence 
very Majeftick. A little* from his fide came 
the Prince with his Sword naked held up, 
behind him the Nobility, and fomewhat 
nearer F. Francis Rodriguez. The King and 
Furtado embraced kindly, and all the Can¬ 
non of the Fleet was fired. Being come to 
the King’s Tent, they were feated, and du- 
courfed about the Affair in hand. Furtdo 
at taking his leave, put a rich Collar about 
the King’s Neck over the other, and they 
parted very amicably. 

18. Zamori fent the Prince of 7 am and 
other great Men aboard the Admiral with 
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full power to treat and conclude all things 
that were for the common Intercft of both 
Parties. This done there arrived from Goa 
ahd other Places one Galleon, one Galley, 
eleven Ships and twenty-one other Vefiels, 
with Ammunition, and 790 Men. Furtado 
went hirofelf to view the Enemies Works, 
railed others. Planted his Cannon, and be¬ 
came ablolute Matter of the River. He 
caufed jfjome Outworks to be attacked* the 
Moors fled, but Cunnale coming in Perion to 
fecond them, they made our Men give 
ground till Furtado landing came up with 
Sword in hand and renewed the Fight, here 
he was in great danger, but at length re¬ 
mained Victorious, killing 600 Moors. On 
our fide were (lain two Captains and nine 
Soldiers. 

19. Fort Blanco , or the White Fort, wa$ 
next aflaulted with greater Bravery than Suc- 
cefs. Here Captain Andrew Rodriguez VaU 
lota .loafing nine Teeth by a Musket Shot, 
jeftiog faid, Doubtlefs the Moor kpew l bad 
no need of them : Which he laid in refpod he 
was always fo poor he wanted iuttenance. 
Cunnale being in diljtrefs y bribed 'Zamori 
with great Prefents to accept the Surrender 
upon Security of the Mens Lives. Zamori 
was yielding, and Furtado undefftandlng it 
furioufly aflaults the Works the King per¬ 
ceiving it, falls oh oh the other fide with 
6000 Nayres. The Works were entred, 
and the lower Town plundred and burnt. 
Batteries were railed againft the upper Town, 
l z 
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and Fort, and doing great Execution redu¬ 
ced the Defendants to defpair. 

20 In fine, Cunnale Surrendred upon no 
Condition but Life, and marched out with 
a black Veil on his Head, carrying his Sword 
with the point down, which he delivered to 
Zarnori, and he to our General. CwiiuU 
was about 50 Years of Age, of-a low Sta. 
tnre, but well lhaped and ftrong. He and 
his Nephew Cinale and 40 Moors of Note, 
were fent P'-ifoners aboard the Fleet and 
well treated. FurtaJo dealt generoofly with 
Zarnori , for it being one of the Articles of 
Agreement, that the fpoil fhould be equally 
divided, he laid it was to be underftood 
only in relation to Artillery, and appeafed 
the Soldiers, who expired that- Reward of 
their Labour. The Fort and all other Works 
being levelled with' the Ground, FurtaJo 
returned to Goa. 

21. As foon as fome of the Prifbnerswere 
fet alhore, they were torn to pieces by the 
Rabble How can they who are guilty of 
fuch Inhumanities call the much more honou¬ 
rable Indians Barbarians. Cunnale and his 
Nephew Cinale wereboth publickly behead¬ 
ed, Without: any regard that they had arti. 
cled for Life So did that Government 
and Rabble go h^d in hand in.fyfordef and 
breach'‘dflFaith. 1 ! *

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CHA P. IV. 

The remarkable Revolutions of Pegu, da¬ 
ring the Government of D. Francis de 
Gama, Count dc Vidigueyra. 

i. npH E Kingdom of TegUy before not 
X very confiderable, was raifed to be 
one of the greateft Empires in Afia, by 
the King of Vva and Brama , aflifted by 
iooo Portuguefes under the Command of 
Antony F erreyra de Bragaftca , who lerved him 
as his natural Prince. The Kingdom of 
Peguy properly fo called, borders on that 
of Arracam , the Countries of the Bramds 
and JiiHgoma's ; on the Weft is bounded by 
they Sea of Bengahy from the City Rei to 
that of Sidoa, diftanc 90 Leagues from each 
other , the breadth of the Kingdom is about 
the fame, and its true Name is Bagoat. 

2. Ic is about 1000 Years Cnee this King¬ 
dom was firft erefted by a Seaman, who 
was the firlt King; then his Son, who lived 
80 Years ; next the Grandfbn, called Tam ; 
thefe and all their Succelldrs added to their 
Name the Title of Bannay Cakl Vca , Ta - 

lamia, Itjda , Darary Alampla. Xirnindoy the 
laft, who died the Year 1640 (as was be¬ 
fore related ) when Branginoca io far in- 
larged it by his Conquefts, tl^t it extended 
to China and Tart ary y and was Sovereign of 
! 3 Twenty 
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Twenty-four great Kingdoms, befide Eighty 
Princes not inferior to Kings. Thus it be¬ 
came the powerfulleft Monarchy in Afia t 
except that of China . 

3. This King for the Conqueft of 
tavam, thirty Leagues diftant from 
gathered 700000, Men and 1700 Ships. 
The Siege lafted fix Months, in which died 
i 6 cooo Men. The City being taken and 
the King killed, 140000 Houles were burnt, 
befiaes i 6 co Temples, in which were taken 
60000 Idols, molt of Gold and precious 
Stones j there were alio taken 3000 Ele¬ 
phants, 6000 Cannon , and innumerable 
Priloners. The King’s lhare of the Spoil 
was above 1 00 Millions of Gold. 

4. For the Conqueft of Siam he led a 
greater Force, pofleffed himfelf of the 
Kingdom, and took the King and his two 
Sens, called, by reafon of their different co¬ 
lour, one the Black, the other the White. 
He was content to leave that King in Poflef- 
lion of the Crown as his Vaflal, having him¬ 
felf been till then his Subjedt, carrying away 
his two Sons as Hoftages. 

5. Brangimco retmuing Victorious to 
P'egu , entred the City in Triumph, many 
Waggons going before loaded with Idols 
and ineftimable Booty. He came at laft 
in a Chariot with the conquered Queens 
loaden with Jewels at his Feet, and drawn 
by the Captive Princes and Lords before 
him marched Two thouland Elephants rich¬ 
ly adorned, and after him his victorious 

Troops. 
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TrooDS He built a Palace as big as an 
ordinary City. The leaft part of its Beauty 
was rich Painting and Gilding ; for the 
Roofs of fome Apartments were covered 
with Plates of folid Gold. Some Rooms 
were fet with Statues of Kings and Queens 
of mafly Gold, fet with rich Stones as big 
as the Life. He was carried on a Litter of 
Gold upon many Mens Shoulders, the Re¬ 
verence paid him was more like a God than 

a Ptiuce. _ • . 

6 After fome time the two Brothers asK- 
ed leave of the King to go vifit their Fa¬ 
ther, which he granted, and afterwards 
lending to demand the ulual Tribute, the 
black Prince refufed to pay it. The King 
in a Rage fends his great Favourite Banna 
with a powerful Army againft him. Bannt 
ravaged the Country of Siam, and Befieges 
the Prince in Hudixa , who defended it fo 
bravely, 3 that Banna being forced to draw 
off he fell upon and totally defeated him. 

The King fends his Brother- in-Law with a 

greater Power, and he receives a greater 
overthrow, iccooo of his Men were cut in . 
pieces, with a great number of Elephants 
andHorfes, many more of both taken. The 
black Prince remained Victorious, his *Men 
were enriched, and all encouraged to follow 
their good Fortune. 

7. The King of Pegu raifes another Army 
of 1700000 Men, 1 *>00 Elephants, 8ccoo 
Horfe and all Neceffaries proportionable * 
the Command of it he gave to Map a Raj i 
his Son, with the Title of King of Stem, 

I 4 nos 
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cot doubting of the Victory. At the News 
of this Power ah Siam trembled, except the 
valiant Black, now King, who met his 
Enemy, and gave him Battel. The two 
Kings encountring on their Elephants fought, 
and he of Vegu was call dead off his Ele¬ 
phant, at which fight his Men fled, and 
the Stamites purfued them a Month, de- 
ftroying the greateft part of that vaft Army. 

8 i The King of Vegu ki a Rage for the 
Death of his Son, turned his Fury againft 
the People, and fome days burnt above Ten 
Thouland, throwing fo many into the River 
Cauga , as flopped the Paflage even of Boats. 
He forbid them fovving, which caufed fuch a 
a Famine., that they not only eat one ano¬ 
ther, to which purpofe there was a publick 
Butchery of Man’s Flefh, but devoured 
part of their own Bodies. For want of 
Fuel they made fire of human Bones, ha. 
ving fir ft; taken off the Flefli to eat. It 
is wonderful all this Tyranny never obliged 
that People to rebel. A good Example 
given by Heathens, to thofe more barba¬ 
rous Chriftians, who dare fly in the Face of 
juft: Princes, without the Jeaft fhadow of 
Oppreflion. 

p. This was followed by a Peftilence that 
depopulated ail the Kingdom. The neigh¬ 
bouring Princes taking this advantage, fell 
upon the King of Vegu , covetous of his 
Trea fares. Among them was the Black of 
who retired with the lofs iocooo 
Men. Tne King of Tangn was hethatpof- 
fdled himfelf of all, he promifed Life,'Li¬ 
berty \ 
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berty and Eftates to all that would come 
over to him. The firft that deferted were 
the Vortuguefes and Moors ; for fome Portu- 
guefes are like Moors in Matters of Intereft. 

After them followed a Ballard Son of the 
King, whofe Head was cut otF by Order of 
the King of Vegu' s Sifter, Wife to him of 
Taugu , laying, That he who was falfe to 
his Father could not be true to her. She 
laid and did well, but who will punilh her 
for treating her Brother barbaroufly when 
taken. 

10. Hein defpair delivers himfelf up to 
the King of Taugu , who being poflefled of 
the City and Palace found fuch Treafure, 
that he made no account of Silver, and o- 
ther Metals and Riches. It is avouched 
for truth, that he could not remove all the 
Jewels and Gold in twelve Caravans, each 
confifting of Seven hundred Elephants and 
Horfes. The News of this Treafure drew 
thither the King of Arracam , who content¬ 
ing himfelf with what he of Taugu under¬ 
valued, gathered.above Three Millions, and 
a great Train of large Cannon. The King 
of Taugu prefented him of Pegu to his Si¬ 
fter ^ and fhe who (having killed his Son 
for betraying him ) it was thought would 
comfort, ufed him Reproachfully, and after¬ 
wards feeing the King her Husband inclined 
to Mercy, cauled him to be beaten to 
Death. 

i r. The King of Taugu, in whofe Houfe 
he of Pegu was Murdered by his own Si¬ 
fter, was his Creature, and Son to a Car¬ 
ter. 
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ter. So that Kingdom had its beginning in 
a Seaman or Waterman, and ended in a 
Carter, both Employs of the fame Nature, 
one by Land and the other by Water. 

12. This Year came into India from the 
remote Mountains of Scythia or tartary, 
the Prince Baxan, Fourth Grandfon of Ta- 
mrrlain the Great, was by the Auguflin 
Friars coftrerted to the Faith, lived fome 
time, and marryed a Woman of Quality at 
Goa , and thence came over to live in Per. 
tugal. 

13. Four Ships arrived lafe at Goaftom 
Lisbon, commanded by Ayres de Saldana , 
who went Viceroy of India. One of thefe 
Ships was taken coming home at the mouth 
of Lisbon River. In another returned the 
late Viceroy, D. Francis de Gama , better 
beloved by the Elements than by the Par- 
tuguejes, as will appear by what follows. 

14. Matthias de Albuquerque one of the 
great Men of India , who afterwards fell at 
variance with the Count; before that hap* 
pened, lent him a Prefent of two Horfes 
worth Two Thoufand Crowns. He accept¬ 
ed, but upon the falling out returned them. 
Albuquerque would not take them, and the 
Count’s Metfenger left them by his Order 
tied at the Door of one of Mathias his Ser¬ 
vants. Albuquerque commanded his Servant 
to turn them loofe, and they run about the 
City, till no Body receiving them, they were 
by his Order tied at the Hofpiral Door with 
a Bill, fjgqifying they were given to the 
Poor.

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1 < The Statue of the Great D. Vafio de 
Gama Grandfather to the Count, of a large 
proportion cut in Marble, Rood over tne 
principal Gate of the City, faftned to the 
Wall by a ftrong Iron Bar. The French 
Ingenier SebajHan tibao , at the Inftigatioa 
of thofe Gentlemen, the Count’s Enemies, 
in the Night applied to the Iron that Herb 
that has the quality of eating it, by which 
means the next Night it was pulled down, 
broke, and the Quarters hung up in publiefc 
Places. 

16. The Day the Count was to Em- 
barque, Forty Men well armed got aboard 
before him, and hanged up at the Yard 
Arm his Effigies made exadtly like him m 
Face and Habit. He was going aboard as 
they returned, and feeing that light asked 
what it was; they anlwered. It is your 
Lordjhip, and thofe are the Men that did it* 

He only replied. No more , no more India. 

He canfed the Statute to be dropt into the 
Sea, fet fail, and within two Days came 
again into the Port, to take in Fowl for the 
Voyage, becaufe all he had before were 
poifoned. 'This is a common Pra&ice in 
India , especially among the great Ones. 

17. But as was faid, the Elements loved 
the Count better than the Men, for he was 
the firft that ever came from India to Lisbon 
without furling Sail. The continual_biting 
of the Yards upon the Melts had io rail * 
ned them, that they were forced to o:i thc:a 
down when they came c • Lisbon to lowsi 
them, becaule they would not run. ^

18. He let fail on the 25th of December , 
and arrived at Lisbon the 27th of May y fo 
that he fpent but 5 Months in the Voyage, 
which equals the fwiftnefs of the Winds 
themfelves, and could not have been perfor¬ 
med but by running continually with them. 
The Count was tall, and well Ihaped, of a 
grave Afpeft, his Complexion fair, capable 
of the greateft Command, and not Cove¬ 
tous. He was the 17th Viceroy, and 35th 
Governour, 5th of the Name, 3d of the 
Sirname, and the 5th Count. 


CHAP. V. 

The Government of the Vice-Roy Ayres 
de Saldanna, from the Tear 1600, 
till 1604. 

1 . A S loon as Ayres de Saldanna had ta- 
1 k ken upon him the Government, he 
difpatched the homeward bound Ships,which 
were fix, under the command of D. Hierome 
Cvntinno. That called the St. Simon, com¬ 
manded by Jamet de Sotefa of Viana, came 
firfl to the Ifland St. Helena , where there 
were two great Holland Ships, with each two 
tire of Guns. They prefently fent aboard 
our Ship to tell the Captain, He mud iq- 
4t ftantly yield, and go aboard them, un- 
ic lefs he would loon be lent to the other 
Cc World. Soufa confidering that Mefiage 
required a loud An.fvver, ftnt it from the 

mouth 
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mouth of a Cannon, and they undemand¬ 
ing it, replied with 8 * the Terror whereof 
made our Men drop from the Yards who 
were furling the Sails, but they foon recove- 

red themfelves. . 

2. The Enemies Cannon playing, killed 
at firft two of our Men, and tore the Rig¬ 
ging and Malts; at which our People were 
lb frighted,they fought to abandon the Ship. 
Soufa with much Valour encouraged them, 
and began tA play his GUns with good 
fuccefs. The Fight lafted without ceafing 
that afternoon> all night, and the next mor¬ 
ning, wherein the Hollanders receiving great 
Damage, made away, leaving alhore the 
Cask they had fent for Water. Our 5 Ships 
came up afterwards, and continued their 
Voyage together. 

' 3. The Viceroy found at Cochim great 
Complaints againft the King of Jafanapatan , 
for that, contrary to the Treaty of Peace, 
hb gave Paffcge To the King of Candes 
through his Country. The Commander of 
jifanaryJMankelP&Mireto de Siha , was fent 
agairilt him with^OQo Men. m -,The King ex¬ 
pend him witoucDo. Being upon the 
poiitf of iogaging, the Difference was ami. 

. cably made Tip by ¥. Emanuel of St. Mat- 
ihiof. RHigidUS'Men are good to promote 
Peace between^ Lay-Governors, but when 
they take upon them Secular Governments, 
they confound al). 

4; This Year 4 Ships fet out of Lubon 
for India , and were all drove back. Five 
Galleons alfo failed, and two of them were 

forced 
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forced in again, one loft on the Coaft of Zo- 
cotora. Another returning next Year from 
India richly laden, met at the Ifland St. He. 
ten 3 Holland Ships of 30 Guns each, ours 
had but 27 fmall ones, yet could not avoid 
fighting. 

5. The Fight lafted fbme days, till the 
Galleon was beaten to pieces, and the Ene¬ 
my got nothing by the Vidory. The Cap¬ 
tain and moft of the Men were taken, and 
bafely treated by the Hollanders, who put 
them afhore in the Ifland of Ferdinand de 
Noronna , whence they palled to Pernambuco 
and were there nobly entertained by James 
BoteDe, provided with all Neceflaries, and 
fent home’ 

6 . The Ships that were forced back the 
laft Year, and two more, arrived in India , 
and brought the News, That on the 24th of 
November , 1602. there appeared over balnea 
a Blue Crofs, Teeming to the Eye about four 
Fathoms in length, and two in breadth, of, a 
curious form, with Green Boughs over it. je 
continued two hours adopt .day-break, du¬ 
ring which time it was feep by above .forty 
Chriftians of Suneputat^ tfhowece going to 
Mafs to their Parifh of St. Lazarus* The fol¬ 
lowing Year 5 Ships went .from Portugal* 
We have no farther adcGuqi of the Occur¬ 
rences of thefe Years, and therefore rnufthe 
content with what follows, which happened 
about that time. 

7. Andrew Furtado went over to the^b- 
itico Iflands, in hope to recover them. He 
drove the Hollanders out of Ambsina and 
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Su „Ja reftored the Rofatelot to our fubje- 
dion gained many ftrong Places fromthofe 
of ho, Nao , and Vetanula , and then appea¬ 
red before Ternate ; from which by bad Wea¬ 
ther, and other Accidents, he was drove, 
after having fpent 5 Years in continual la¬ 
bour. Let us leave him at Amboina while we 
treat of the Conqueft of Pegu, which hap¬ 
pened about the lame time. 

8 Xilimixa King of Arracam , who had 
poflTeffed hitnfelf of the Crown of Pegu y 
to expfefs his Gratitude to the Portuguefes 
that ferved him, gave them the Port of Si- 
fiam , at the mouth of the River of the fame 
Name, that runs within a League of Bagou y 
the Court of the Kings of Pegu This 
Grant was obtained of the Kihg for the 
Vortuqucfes by Philip de Brito & Nicote , who 
molt ingratgfully proved falfe to that Prince, 
that had raifed him from a vile Collier to 
his Favour and Efteem. The manner was 

thus: . 

9. Xilimixa confiding m Nicote y was by 
him perfwaded to ered a Cuftoirt houfe at 
the raputh of that River for the entreafe of 
his Revenue, and his defign wai coTekte 
upon it, and build a Fort there to* give 
footing to the Portuguefes for the Conqueft 
of that Kingdom. The King, who fufpe- 
ded not the Defign, having finilhed the 
Work, put it into the Hands of one Banna - 
da/a, who fortified hitnfelf, and fbffered no 
Portugues to enter there, except F .Belcbiot 
de la Luz a Dominican. Nicote feeing that 
Defign fail, refolved to carry icon by other

10. He had with him three Portuguts Offi¬ 
cers,:/* z..jobn de OlivaJ?aul del Rego^nd Sal • 
z/j^<7r Fifoyw,with 50 Men i thefe he order’d 
to furprife the Fort, and turn out Pan- 
Madala , not doubting but his great Cre¬ 
dit with Xilimixa would bear him out 

11. The three Captains fo well performed 
Nicote J s Orders, that they gained the Name 
of Founders of the Portugues Dominion in 
that Kingdom , and Ribeyro was like to carry 
the whole Fame of this Action, forae affirm¬ 
ing, he was the real Author of it. 

12. Bannadala , who forefaw theDefigns 
of the Portuguefes , contrived to expel them 
thence at the fame time that Riberio thought 
to furprife him. Bauadala provided many 
flaming Carts guarded by 600 Men, which 
advancing by night took fuch effed, that the 
Portuguefes were obliged to quit their Facto¬ 
ry- y but flying thence, attacked Bannadalds 
Fort with fuch fury, that having left many 
Men, be was glad to retire to an Ifland not 
far diftant, where he fortified himfelf, ga¬ 
thering 1000 Men, and fecuring the Trea- 
fure of the Pagod of Digan to maintain 
them. The King being informed hereof 
was much offended, and refolved to relieve 
Banadalai but was difluaded by the falfe Ni- 
c»te % who put him in mind he favoured a 
Sacrilegious Robber, and offered to cOm- 
pofe Matters with the Portuguefes. He went 
thither, and ordered Things to his own 
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mind, fo that the Work ftiU advanced un- 

der iheP*t*g*tfit. k 4 

13. Nicote fce ipg the Fort in a^good po- 
fture, went to. Cm in order to deliver it up 
to the Viceroy, and th£%e facilitate the 
Conqueft of his Matter ^{Kingdom j perfwa. 
ding him atj-the fame,tiihe, his Journey was 
ro bring $uccpurs wherewith he might be¬ 
come Emperour of z\\ Bengalee. He perfwa- 
ded every one of the Neighbouring Princes, 
If he would joyn with the Viceroy, he might 
eafily be King of Pegu. Some of them lent 
Embafladors to this effect along with him. 
Scarce was Nib#* gone when the King, being 
fenfible of his overfight, fent down the Ri¬ 
ver a Fleet with 6000 Men Under the com¬ 
mand of Battadala. 

14. Coming down towards the Fort, they 
were met by 3 Veflels with only %o Pcrt*~ 
gnefeSy commanded by Salvador Ribeyro , who 
in a little time, without loflog one Man, kil¬ 
led many, took 40 Ships, and put the reft 
to flight. The King joyning him of Pram, 
befet the place with 1200 Sail by Water,and 
40000 Men by Land. Ribeyro underftanding 
they obferved no Order, boldly fell upon 
them with his handful of Men, and killing 
the General, puc that whole Army to the 
rout. 

15. Bannadala gathering 8000 Foot of 
this fcattered Array, fate down the third 
time before the Fore, lodging his Mea in 
good order, and furioufly battering the 
Place, till in the dead of night he ventured 
to give a fierce Aflaulc. Our Men bravely 

K op- 
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oppofihgj* killed above 1009, which were 
ieen the next morning to fill up the Ditch. 

16. The Enemy continued the Siege eight 
months. Some of our Men deferted, yet 
%ibeyro was no way difmayed, but encou¬ 
raged thole that had ftayed with him, and 
to take from them all hope of Efcape,burnt 
the Veflels that were in the Port. The 
Viceroy Ayres de Saldanna hearing of thefe 
Proceedings, lent confiderable Succours, and 
many,covetous of Honour or Profit, volunta¬ 
rily reforted thither ^ fo that the Comman¬ 
der finding himfelf 800 ltrong, refolved to 
attack the Enemy in his Works. He put 
this Defign in execution with much Condu& 
and Bravery, and was received with no lefs, 
till at length Bamdala was forced to fly 
3 Leagues without looking back, and then 
flood to fee all the Works he had raifed in a 
Year burnt. The Portuguefes^ thinking this 
Succefs had lecured their Affairs in Pegu, di- 
fperfed every Man to make his own advan¬ 
tage, fo that there remained with the Cap¬ 
tains only 200 that had been fent by the 
Viceroy. 

17.. The Enemy returns the fourth time 
with many moving Cattles, and feverai forts 
of Fireworks. The Fort was reduced to a 
dangerous condition, when a fiery Meteor 
fo frighted the Befiegers, that they fkd, 
leaving their Caftles behind , which were 
foon fired by our Men. Laftly, the Vi&ory 
we obtained over King Majpnga in the Pro¬ 
vince of Camelan , killing him , and doing 
great harm both by Sea and Land, produced

the Security we fo much fought after. For 
thofe People findings us not only Vi&orious, 
but Courcca^,followed us Jo, that if lew 
tlays we had above zoooQttff them, Thefe 
Men confiderihg the Succof$ of Philip d* Bri¬ 
to & Nicote, and his natural good Temper, 
(which occafioned their calling him Change 
that is, Good Man,) proclaimed him King 
of Pegu, Salvador Rikeyro accepted of the 
Crown in his Name, h? being Chen abfent, 
and this, .perhaps, might be the caufe it was 
thought ia Spain, it was he that was pro¬ 
claimed. 

18 .Nicote afterwards received the King¬ 
dom in the Name of his Prince as a Loyal 
Subjed, and was the firft of our Men that 
rofe to that pitch of Fortune in Afia. Ro¬ 
derick Alvarez de Sequeyra lucceeded him in 
the Command of the Fort, who bravely de¬ 
fended it till it accidentally took fire, and 
on|y the bare Walls of it were left ftaad- 

^19. Mean while Nicote lollicited for Suc¬ 
cours to carry thither, which were not hard 
to be obtained*, for the Viceroy feeing his 
great Riches, and the profped he had or 
more, married him to a Niece he had bora 
in Goa of a Java- Woman, and for her fake 
could deny him nothing. He gave.hiai the 
Title of Commander ot Siriam, and General 
of the Cooqueft of Pegu, and Succours in 
6 Ships. Being come to siriam he repaired 
the Fort, built a Church, and feat a rich Pre- 
fent to the King off Arracam , vyho had fent to 
compliment him upon his arrival. t

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20. He ordered the Affairs oftheCuftom- 
houfe according to the Viceroy’s Inftru- 
ftions, obliging all VefTels that raded M 
the Coaft of Vegu to mate their Entries 
there. Some of the of Coromandel 

refufcd to obey; againlt them he lent D.F tou¬ 
ch de Mj lira with 6 Sail, who dsfchargedhim- 
felf well, and took on the Coaft of Tawasa- 
rim i Ships of Mhm richly laden. The 
King of Attacam, to the intent to polTefs 
himlelf of that Cuftom-houfe, refolved to 
joyn with the King of Tang»> and lent an 
Embaflador to him with 20 pitas, or fmall 
Ships. Nicote underftanding ic, caufed Bar- 
tbohm:n> Ftrreyra , Captain of our fmall Craft, 
to fall upon them, who put them to flight, fo 
that they were forced to make their efcape 
to the King of Jaitgona's Country. The 
Enemy thus exafperated, gathered 700 fmall 
Vefl'els with 4000 Men under the command

35. Ayres de Sold arm a feems to have bad 
more natural Goodnefs than Inclination to 
War ; for in his time nothing of this fort 
1 was let on Foot. He was one of thole few 
I Viceroys and Governors who are Jbelieved 
not to have wronged the King. On his re- 
return home he died in the Latitude of the 
Iflands, and the Ship that brought him W2S 
left at the mouth of Lisbon River. He was 
tall and fomewhat corpulent, of a tawny 
Complexion • of Viceroys the 18th, of Go. 
vernors the 36^ and Firft of the Name 
and Sirname.

The Government of the Viceroy D. Martin 
Alfonfo de Caftro, from the Tear 1604 
till 1607 . 

1 • T*\ O N Martin Alfonfo de Caftro eo. 

JuJ tring upon the Government, gave 
lome iigns of being ambitious of Glory, 
but Fortune was not favourable to him, or, 
as fame fay, his own Humour was an im¬ 
pediment. Therefore let us proceed with 
the Affairs of the Conqueft of Pegu. 

2. Ximilica King of Arracam cpnfidering 
his Son was Prifoner, thought good to 
treat with Nicote , and he, to come to an 
agreement the better to make his advan¬ 
tage of the Profits of the Cuftom-Houfe, 
fcnt Advice jpf all to Goa y and received 
Orders thence to return the Prince without 
any Ranfom. But Intereft being his great* 
eft aim, neither Obedience to the Viceroy, 
nor the Refped he owed that King, whofe 
Creature he was, could prevail to hinder 
him from felling that Prince for 50000 
Crowns, pretending it was for the Charge 
of the Fleet the King had obliged him to 
£t out. 

3 - The King of Arracam juftly offended 
hereat, fet out a fmall Fleet againft Siriam , 
Which was eafily defeated, but gave him oc- 

cafioa 
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cafion to enflave 100000 Chriftians, and 
treat them with great rigour^ which never- 
thelefs moved not many of them, though 
but new Converts. Afterwards he combines 
with the King of Tang#, who Befieges the 
Town with a great Army by Lantl, whilejw 
fhucs it up by Sea with 800 Saji* in which 
he had iocoo Men. P*#/ del Kego y met 
him with 80 Ships, and failing of the fpc. 
cefshe had formerly, fetting Fire to the 
Powder, blew up himfelf ami all that were 
with him, rather than fall into the Hands of 
the Enemy. The Siege continued^ fo long, 
till the befieged vvere ready to furrender, 
when on a fuddcn upon fome fufpicion the 
King of Takgu quits the Field by night, and 
he of Arracam found it to no purpofe to lie 

longer upon the Sea. ' . ' . . A 

I Some of the neighbouring Prints 
ftartled at this fuccefs of Nicote fought his 
Friendfhipv and an Alliance with the King of 
Thc&ft that effefted it was the 
King of Nicote marries his Son Simon 

to a Daughter of the King of 
thereby to ftrengthen himfelf, ana have the 
opportunity of gathering more Riches. And 
being now defirous to rob the King of Tdngu, 
tho adually then in Peace with him, to colour 
his wicked Defign he pretends that King was 
overcome by him of Ova, (as indeed he was 
and made Tributary) fince the Treaty, as 
if that could abfolve him for breach of 
Faith.

5. Let us keep in mind thefe his unjuft 
Proceedings, and in its place we /hall fee 
them rewarded as they deferve; for all 
thefe Particulars happened not at this time, 
but.it is anticipated, to prevent too much 
difmembring the Relation of them. Indeed 
it is to be admired, a Chriftian Govern¬ 
ment /hould fupport /itch Unchriftian Pro¬ 
ceedings. 

6. It will be fit to return to the Affairs 
of the MoIhcq Iflands. The Hollanders were 
now ftrong in thofe Seas, and well backed 
by the Iflanders, who tired out with ourin- 
fatiable Avarice, joined with thofe Rebels 
to expel us. 

7. The Hollanders about this time having 
forced us thence, had pofTefled tfierafelves 
of Amboina. Gafpar de Melo commanded 
there, whom abfoiute Necefficy obliged to 
quit it, yet being unjuftly accufed and in 
danger of fuffering with Di/grace, his Wife 
poifoned him. A ftrange Government, 
where notorious Criminals were not puni/h- 
ed, and an innocent Perfbn was fo Perfe¬ 
cted, that fhe who loved him took away 
bis Life , lea ft they fhould take away his 
Honour, who had none of their own. The 
Portuguefes who were at Tidore fince the 
loofiogo (Ternate, feeing the King did not 
deliver them up to the Hollanders who de¬ 
manded them, and had nine Ships in the 

Harbour, 
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Harbour, but that he was refolved to Rand 
by them, took fuch Codrage, that they 
withftood the continual Batteries of 120 
Cannons, which played on them without 

8 The King of TtrHtte fends a Fleet to 
affift the Winder,, and Landing batten the 
Foct on the other fide. All we had to op- 
pore this Power, was 10 or .2 P««*s °t 
Cannon, and but a fmall number of Men 
able to bear Arms. After four days Bat- 
tery the Enemy gives the AfTaul^ our Men 
encouraged by their Captain Veter Alvarez 
de Abreu , with Sword in Hand bravely re¬ 
pute them. In the roidft of their hopes 
that this, defeat would oblige the Enemy to 
defift the Powder by fome accident taking 
fire, blew up the greateft part of the Fort 
and molt of the Men ; fo that the. Enemy 
entred it when they leaR expefted, and our 
Men were forced to accept of fome Veflels 

to go where they thought fit 

9 About Four hundred Perfons of all 
forts were Ihipped, and got to the Pbiltp - 
tine Ittanis, where D Peter de Cunua Com¬ 
manded. Neither was their Voyage with¬ 
out danger, the enraged Sea being ready 
to fwallow them •, but the Mercy of God 
brought them fafealhore, by virtue of certain 
Reliques thrown into the Water by a Jr, nit, 
which laid the Storm, and after their land¬ 
ing were brought and laid upon the Sand 
by a Fifh.

io. In February Cuma failed from the 
Philippine lflands towards Ternate with One 
thoufand Spaniards and Four hundred of the 
' Natives. He Befieged the Fort, in which 
was the King himfelf, and had above One 
hundred Cannons. The Hollanders and 2Vr- 
natenfes thinking to furprize the Befiegers, 
made a Sally, and were fo received by John 
Rodrigue* Camelo , who commanded a Com¬ 
pany of Portuguefes, that he not only beat 
them back, butentred the Fort along with 
them. So that when the Spanilh Comman. 
der came up, fearing fome mifchance might 
be occafioned by that heat, Camelo met him 
at the Gate with the Keys of the Fort, and 
Cunna to honour him for that A&ion, put 
about his Neck a Gold Chain he had upon 
his own. 

it. The Ternateufes in the fright aban¬ 
doned the City as they had done the Fort. 
The Spanijh Commander lofing no time, 
drove the Hollanders out of Tidore, and cut 
off their hopes of ever fettling in thofe 
lflands, which from that time forward re. 
mained fubjeft to Spain , 

12. Though the Hollanders loft Isidore, 
yet theyafpired to greater Conquefts. To 
this purpofe they made a League with feven 
of the Neighbouring Kings about Malaea, 
thinking to gain that Place. They gather¬ 
ed a Fleet of One hundred and fifty Sail, 
in which were 16000 Men. There were 
but few above One hundred Portuguejh in a 
condition to oppofe this Power, but they 

t were 
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were Commanded by the Great Anita* Fur. 
tad, it Mtndofa. He feat ©nt fiweral Par- 
ties to difeover the Enemy YDefigns. The . 
firft was but of four Soddiers >with Grfpar de 
Fonfeca; the Enemy thinking they Deferr¬ 
ed, gave them free Phflage-but were unde¬ 
ceived, receiving conlidetable damage from 
only thofe five Men. Next Captain Ferdi¬ 
nand de Cofta de Andria with Forty Men, 
fothe of them Japaneses, cut off a good Par* 
ty of them, and retired without any lofs. 

, 3 . The Enemy having taken their 
Ground, began to batter the City * and 
thofe within to feel the Miferies of a Siege, 
being in want of all Ncceflaries. To this 
was added, that the Matter-Gunner was a 
Hollander , who defignedly burft many pieces 
of Cannon, having under-hand Intelligence 
with the Enemy. A Moor who commanded 
fome Men afted no lefs treacheroufly, but 
being difeovered, they were both hanged 
over the Wall. Many of our Men fignalized 
themfelves by brave Actions, and particu¬ 
larly John Rodriguez Camelo , who with great 
danger brought a number of Men and did 
good Service with them. The Enemy loft 
fo many Men during four Months the Siege 
lafted, in which time they fpent above Fifty 
thoufand Cannon Balls * that defpairing of 
fuccefs they raifed the Siege i the Kings re- 

furninp hnme_ and the Hollanders to their 


Ships. 

14. The News that D. Afartin Alfonft 
de Caftro, our^Viceroy, was coming with 
twelve Galleons, four Galleys, and feventy 

other 
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other Veflels, caufed the Siege to be fooner 
raifcd. He fet out of Goa id May % on Sf. 
Antony's Day in jtax* came to Anchor at 
Acbern , where he took three of the Ene- 
ray’s Ships loaden with Provifions, and re. 
lblved td take Revenge on that King for 
receiving the Hollanders into his Ports, con. 
trary to a former Agreement. On the 2 9th 
the Men landed, the Enemy’s oppoled them 
in great numbers with many Elephants, but 
after a brave refiftance were forced to their 
Works. Our Men mbunted and planted 
their Colours, and had they followed their 
Viftory, the City had been that day de- 
ftroyed. Yet the fight lafted all that and 
next day \ when the Viceroy perceiving na 
Benefit accrued, /hipped his Men, much afflu 
<fted that he had flipped fuch an Opportu¬ 
nity. 

15. After fuffering much for want of 
Water, and loofing fome Veflels by bad 
Weather, the Fleet came before Malaea , 
where Andrew Furtado acquainted the Vice¬ 
roy the Siege was carried on by Sea and 
Land, on the Sea were eleven Ships and 
fcven Galliots of the Hollanders , and Three 
hundred fmall Veflels of the Natives ^ by 
Land, eleven neighbouring Kings in their 
Perfons with 14000 Men. Both of them, 
during thofe four Months the Siege lafted, 
had deftroyed many Buildings, and commit¬ 
ted great Outrages againft Images and other 
holy Things. On the 17th of Auguji the 
i! Ships went out to receive our Fleet, play¬ 
ing their Cannon furiofly, and were anfwer’d 
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in like manner with equal lofs, till Night 
parted them. 

1 6. Morning appearing the Fight was 
renewed with great Fury, but the Damage 
was greater on our fide, becaufe the Ene¬ 
mies Ships exceeded us in ftrength, fwifc- 
nefs, number of Cannons, and goodnefs of 
Gunners. Sebafiian Snarez boarded one and 
burnt it, after having killed many Hollan¬ 
ders. Alvaro de Carvallo would have done 
the like to another, and Duarte de Guerra 
coming up to fecond him, they all three 
were confumed by fire, and none of the Men 
faved. 

17. D. Henry de Noronna boarded the 
Admiral Cornelius Madclif \ and being both 
in danger of being burnt, they parted by 
content, promifing if they met again they 
would not encounter. Whereupon Noronna 
quitted his Command, telling the Viceroy, 
He had rather terve as a private Man, than 
be obliged to perform the Promife he had 
made to the Enemy. D. Peter Mafiarenttat 
fucceeded him in the Command, who did 
Wonders ^ for the Dutch Admiral coming 
up to falute him, fuppofing it had been 
Noronna , they engaged furioufly; and after 
the fight, Four hundred Cannon fhot were 
found in the Galleon, which had done no 
other harm than the killing one Cape. The 
Fleets were engaged eight Days, and our 
VefTels very much difabled. On the 24th 
of Auguji t he Viceroy again offered the Ene- 
% Baud, but they all fled 
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1 8 . The Viceroy entred Malaca , which 
had been ruined during the Siege. 
drew Fttrtado was of Opinion, the Fleet 
fhould be kept together, left the Enemy 
might deftroy it, being feparated : Others 
adviled it fiiould divide j the worft Advice 
was followed. D. Alvaro de Menefes had a 
Squadron of feven Galleons, to go meet the 
Ships that were expe&ed from Portugal at 
the Iflands of Nicobar . Nunno Alvarez Fe- 

reyra ; another of five, to fecure the Ships of 
Java , that brought Provifions to Malaca 
through the Screight of Singapura, but ha¬ 
ving met the Enemy, he returned into the 
Port. 

ip. The Hollanders having refitted, and 
hearing our Fleet was divided, came again 
before Malaca , and finding there the five 
Galleons, they began a delpcrate fight on 
the twenty-fecond of OFtober. Many Men 
of Note of our fide were killed * one of 
our Veflels blew up, and only feven Men 
were faved : In fine, the whole Squadron 
was deftroyed. Of the Hollanders about 
Five hundred were killed. The Viceroy 
loon after died at Malaca , it was believed 
that of Grief for this Lofs. 

... 20 * The Hollanders met not with the 
like Succefs in the Bay of Polobueum, where 
D. Alvaro de Memfes was with his Squadron 
of feven Galleons; for after a bloody Fight, 
they were forced to give way, having loft 
three Ships. But iince the Viceroy is dead, 
and we muft enter upon a new Govern- 
jnent, it will be fit to mention what Ships 

failed 
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failed from Lisbon for India during his Life. 
In the Year 1605, 7 Ships. Before them 
three Galleons, which were with the Fleec 
at Malaca. After the 7 Ships, let out Bel - 
cbior Rodriguez in a Caravel with fome frefli 
Advice, who overtaking them under the 
Line, returned to Lisbon. 

21. In the Year \6o6, 3 Ships were to 
have gone, but were prevented by a Vutcb 
Squadron that lay at the mouth of the Ri¬ 
ver till the Seafon was paft. Thus much 
of the Government of D. Martin Alfonfo de 
Cajlro , who was Viceroy two Years and a 
half, the 1 pth of that Number, and 37th 
Governour, the fecond both of Name and 
Sirname. Of Stature fomewhat tall, of 
Complexion fallow, a good Chriftian , a 
good Gentleman, well beloved in India, and 
Zealous of the Kings’* Service, a Thing 
now rare in the World. 
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CHAP. VII. 

7 k Government of the Archhijhop D. F. 

Alexius de Menefes, who was Gover¬ 
nor from the Tear 1 6oy, till 1609. 

1. On Martin Alfonfo de Caflra the Vice. 

| J roy being dead , D. F. Alexius de 
Men ft?s Arch bifliop of Goa fncceeded him 
in the Government, but net in the Title. 
About the beginning of his Government 
failed from Lie fan the three Ships, which 
were to have let out the Year before. After 
them followed two Galleons, and two fmall 
Ships, the two former were to remain in 
India. 

2. The Hollanders now aimed at the Con- 
queft of the Ifland of Mozambique. Our 
Fort there was commanded by D. Stephen de 
At aide, who not long before had obtained 
of the Emperor of Monomotapa a Grant of 
all the Silver Mines in his Dominions,which 
are much richer than thofe of Afia , to the 
Crown of Portugal. The Motive of this 
Donation was, that we might aflxft him to 
lubdue his Rebellious Subjects, which D.Stf- 
pben performed, fecuring him in his Throne, 
and to us that great Gift, if we had known 
how to make ufe of ir. 

3. About the end of May , Paul Vtreads* 
the Dutch Admiral anchored in the great 

Port 
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Port of Mozambique with 8 Ships well ito- 
red, and carrying 15 00 Men. J?, the . F ? r r £ 
there were but 80 Men, a few and but indif¬ 
ferent Pieces of Cannon, and that fcarce fit 
for Service. Neverthelefs D. Stephen ofl: no 
Courage, but polled his Men, whilft the 

Enemy inverted the Place. 

4 The Enemies Cannon-Balls flying very 
thick kept the Walls bare of Men, fo that 
a Colonel of theirs boldly rode about view¬ 
ing our Works, till he was ftruck down dead 
with a Bullet. The Enemy carrying on their 
Approaches under thefhelter of their Batte¬ 
ries that continually played, our Men were 
forced to appear upon the Walls to oppole 
that Danger, and the Hollanders being tired, 
offered a Truce.which was accepted. While 
it lafted, they reproached the Portugu jiS 
that they had degenerated from their an¬ 
cient Valour, who, to convince them of the 
contrary, offered to fight of them with 
only 25 *, which they refufing, it gave new 

Courage to the Befieged. 

The Truce expiring, the Cannon on 
both fidcs began to play. The Enemy 
thought to take off the ufe of ours, by bring¬ 
ing up to the Walls great Wooden Towers 
equal with our Parapets. It was a dark 
ftormy night when they began to advance, 
but our watchful Centinels perceiving it, fo 
many Fireworks were heaped on them, they 
were forced to retire with fome lofs. Next 
night, notvvithrtanding all oppofition, they 
were laid clofe tQ the Walls. Twenty five 
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VoHxgHefis Tallied with a Refolution to burn 
cr break them, but fucceeded not. 

6. Being difappoiuted of that Defign 
they fall upon the Hollanders, who increased 
to 500, and killing many, thofe 25 retired 
without lofing one, only Tome were woun. 
ded. This A&ion Teemed to have aftonifhed 
the Enemy, for the next day they ftirred 
not ^ nor after that for a whole week, thb 
they Taw their Cattles burnt. At Jaft the 
Admiral Tent At aide a Letter, threatningto 
fpoil all the Country about, unlefs he re¬ 
deemed it Trom R.uin with a Sum of Mo¬ 
ney. 

7. Our Commander refuted, and the Hol¬ 
lander burnt down all that the Fire could lay 
hold of,To the Town and other Buildings pe¬ 
riled. Next they cut down all the Woods 
nnd then raiTed ihe Siege which had laded 
two months- during which time, 13 of out 
Men were killed,and of theirs above 300. As 
they ^vent over the Bar, one of their Ships 
was dink by our Cannon. Scarce were they 
gone in the beginning of June, when three 
of our Ships from Portugal, under the com¬ 
mand of D. Hierome Coutino^ntted the Port. 
Not long after came in Peter Blew, about 
the end of July, with 3 Holland Ships, and 
ioco Men, which might have been our Ruin 
had they come fooner. 

8. D. Hierome , having the belt he could 
relieved thePlace l was under Sail for India , 
when Blens came in,imagining Vercaden was 
py that time poftefs’d of the Fort. The 

Ter- 
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P Mtntuftt undeceived him with fome Can. 
non Shot, to which he anfwered by landing 
his Men, and bdieging the Fort as theother 
had done. The fir ft day the Batteries 
played they fpent above 300 great Shot, 
which laid one Tide openj and they might 
have entred, had they been as refoluce to 
Aflaul, as furious in making the Breach 
The Damage received by Day, was repaired 
by night. Next morning 25 Men Tallying 
killed 30, and returned without lofing one, 
bringing in Arms, Drums, and Colours, 
One of thefe engaged with three of the 
Enemv well Armed, killed two, and put the 




other to flight. 

9. A Frenchman and 4 Hollanders came to 
the Wail, begging to be protected as being 
C.i Aolicks Blens in a fury demands them 
of o ; Commander, who refufed to deliver 
them, and he in revenge ties 6 Tortugnefes 
taken at his entrance into the Harbour, and 
{hoots them to Death. One hundred and 
fifty more were in the Tame danger, who 
were taken out of a Galleon, whicn coming 
from Portugal, and knowing nothing of what 
had happened there, run into the midft 
of the Enemies Ships, and was burnt by 
them. D. Stephen chofe rather to expole 
thofe Men to danger, than break Faith with 
thofe five he had taken into Protection. 
But Blens his Pafiion being over, he recalled 
the Sentence, raifed the Siege, and Tetting 
Sail, put all the Portuguefes he had taken 
afhore in the Ifland 6f St. George . The loft 
on both fides now, was much the fame as 
L 4 had 
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had been given and received before by Ver. 
caden. Blent failed out of the Port about 
the end of Augujl. 

10. While the Archbilhop was Cover 
nour, two Squadrons failed from PmiuJ 
for India. That of the Year 1608, (ball be 
fpoke of in the next Chapter, became it 
carried D. John PereyraF rojat Count de Feyra 
who went Viceroy of India, but died by the’ 
way. The other of the fame Year which 
arrived there in i 609, and carried Buy L 0 . 
renfo de liver a to the fame Command, ihall 
be fpoken of in the Chapter of Andrew Fur. 
tado deMendoca, who fucceeded the Arch 
bifhop. This Religious Man governed two 
Years and a half, and was the 38th Gover¬ 
nor, the firft of the Name, and fixth of the 
oirname, and firft Church-man that had that 
Poft. He was of a middle Stature, white 
of Complexion, grey with Years, of a fe- 
rene Countenance which moved Refpeft, and

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CHAP. VIII. 1 

Of the Viceroy D . John Pereyra Frojas 

Count de Feyra, in the Tear 1608. 

1 . \ T the beginning of this Year failed 
from the Port of LUbon for India 
D. John Pereyra Frojai Count de Feyra with 
the Title of Viceroy. He raifed in all Men 
great expeftation, as well for his Perfonal 
Merit, as the greatnels of his Quality, and 
the Preparations for his Voyage were fiiita- 
ble, being the greateft that till then had 
been. His Squadron confifted of 6 Ships, 
and 8 Galleons. 

2. The Viceroy fet out on the 29th of 
March , died on the 15th of May *, his Body 
was fent back, and brought to LUbon the 
24th of July . The Admiral Noronna fuc- 
eeeded in the Command of the Fleet. The 
Count was the fecond that died by the way 
going to govern India , and may be accoun¬ 
ted 3d of the Name, 20th Viceroy, and 
39th Governour; for the Patent, not the 
Pofleflion, make a Man fo. 

3. But fince this Viceroy has not afforded 
Matter for a Chapter, let us make it up 
with one of the greateft Prodigies of the 
Portugues Fortune that Aft a produced. Three 
Years Ihe was big with this Monfter, from 
i(505 , till 1608. We fhall fee another 

James 
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James Suarez de Melo 7 and another Philip de 
Brito &N&ate 7 famous for their incredible Rife 
and Infolen^' This was Sebaflian Gonzalez TB 
bao , a Man of obfeure Extraction, as born 
in the Village of St. Antony del Tojal , near 
Lfabon , a Place never yet produced any 
worth Note, either for Parentage, or wor. 
thy Actions. In the^Vear 1605 he irabar- 
qued for India went over to Bengal* , lifted 
himfelf a Soldier, and then fell to dealing in 
Salt, which is a great Merchandife there. 
By this Trade he foon gained as much as 
purchafcd a Jalia , that is, a fore of fmail 
Veflel. In this Veflel he went with Salt to 
Dianga , a great Port: or the King of Arra* 
cam , at fuch time as that King flew 600 For- 
tugntfes who refided there, and fufpe&ed 
nothing Iefs, living quietly as good Subjects 
under his Protection. The Motive of this 
Cruelty was, That Philip ds Brito & Nicote 
being poflefled ot Siriam, thought it would 
be for his Advantage to gain Dianga. He 
fitted out fome Veflels, and fent in them his 
Son as Embaflador to beg that Port of the 
King. Some Portuguefes nerfvvaded the King, 
Nicote 7 s defign in getting that Port, was to 
deprive him of his Kingdom. He orders the 
Son with his Officers to come to Court, and 
there murders them ; the fame was done in 
their Veflels ; and afterwards that Fury fell 
upon all the Inhabitants of Dianga. This was 
in the beginning of the Year 1507. Some 
few efcaped into the Woods, and 9 or 10 
Veflels got to Sea, whereof one was that of 
Sebaftian Gonzales; 
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4 Emanuel de Matt os Commander of Ban- 
del of Dianga, who died not long before, had 
beep Lord ot Sundiva , an Ifland 70 Leagues 
in compafs. Fatecan a refolute Moor, whoiy 
he had intrufted with the Ifland in his ab- 
f enc e, bearing ot his Death, makes himfelf 
Matter of it, and the more to fecure him, 
felt, murders all the Portuguefes that were in 
it, with their Wives and Children, and fuch 
of the Natives as were Chriftians. Then he 
gathered Moors and Patans to his affiftance, 
fitted out a Fleet of 40 Sail, and plentifully 
maintained this Charge with the Revenue 
ot the Ifland, which is great. Sebaflian 
Gonzalez and his Companions, with thole 
o or i o Veflels that efcaped at Dianga , ha¬ 
ving no Head to govern them, lived by rob¬ 
bing in the Country of Arracam , carrying 
their Booty to the King of Bacald* s Ports, 
who was our Friend. Fateean underftand- 
ing they plyed thereabouts, went out to feefc 
them with fuch aflurance of Succefs, that 
he had this Infcription upon his Colours; 
Fateean, by tbs Grace of GOD Lord of Sun- 
diva, flsedder of Cbrijiian Blood , and drjlroyer 
of the Portugues Nation. 

6. One evening he thought to furprize 
them, and had effected it, but that they 
quarrelling about dividing fome Spoil they 
had taken; this falling out, proved their 
Prefervation: For Sebaflian Pinto upon that 
account leaving them in a River of the Ifland 
Xavafpur , met Fateean* s Fleet and gave them 
notice. They ingaged and fought defpe- 
fately alj night, the morning difeovered 
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80 Tortugxcfes vi&orious over 600 Moors and 
Fatanesi and 10 Veflels over 40. Not one 
Sail got off, nor a Man efcaped being killed 
or taken ^ among the Dead was Fatecan. 
Had they been under a Commander that 
knew how to make ufe of the Victory, the 
Ifland muft then have been their own. This 
obliged them to choofe a Head, and they 
pitched upon Stephen Falmeyro , a Man of 
Years, Experience, and Difcretion. He gave 
Proof hereof, by refufing (notwithftanding 
their repeated Inftances) to Command fuch 
wicked People. However they defired him 
to appoint one, and they would punctually 
obey him. He named Sebaftian Gonzales 
Tibao 

6 . As loon as the Commander was named, 
theyrefolved to gain Sundiva. More Portu- 
guefes were gathered from Bengala , and 
other Neighbouring Ports. Tibao articled 
with the King of Bacala , u That he would 
“ give him half the Revenue of the Ifland, 
cf if he aflifted him to conquer it. The 
King lent fome Ships, and 200 Horle. In 
March , 1509. he had above40 Sail, and 400 
Vortuguefs . The Ifland having had time 
to provide for its Defence, was full of Refo- 
lute Men. A great number of Moors , com¬ 
manded ' y F»tecan*$ Brother, received them 
at Landing, but were forced to retire into 
a Fort. The Portuguefis befiege it, and 
lying long before it, were in danger of pe- 
rifhing, not being able to come at the Pro- 
vifions and Ammunition that were aboard 
their Veflels. Gaffar ds Pirn, a Spaniard^

delivered them from this Danger, for he 
coming with his Ship to that Port, and re- 
folving to affift them, landed 50 Men he was 
Captain of, and marching by night with 
many Lights, and great Noife, made the 
Enemy believe he brought great Succour. 
As foon as he came up the P° rt . w ^ s .® fiaul : 
ted, entred, and all within that had life put 
to the Sword. The Natives of the Ifland, 
who before had been fubjeft to the Form- 
whi prefently fubmitted themielves to 
ScLum Gonzales. He received them upon 
condition they Ihould deliver up to him all 
the Strangers that were in the Ifland. They 
brought him above 1000 Moors, and as they 
came he cut off their Heads •, about as many 
more were killed in the Fort. Thus Seta- 
Hun Gonzales became abfolute Malter ot the 
Jfland, and was obeyed by the Natives an 
Portnguefes as an ablolute L° rd ‘ nde f P en f de "* 
of any Prince, and his Orders had the force 

of Laws. ,. r _ r 

7 To recompence the chief Fortugwfes 

who had ferved him, he gave them Lands in 
the Ifland, and then repenting, took them 
away. In Head of giving the King of Ba¬ 
ch half the Revenue of the Ifland, as had 
been agreed, he made War upon him. As 
he grew Great, fo he grew Infblent and Un¬ 
grateful, and had now at Command 1000 
Portuguefet, 2000 Natives well Armed, 200 
Horfe, and above 80 Sail with good Can- 
non. Many Merchants traded thither, anu 
he erefted a Cuftom-houfe. The Neigh¬ 
bouring Kings furprized at his prodigious

Succels, fought his Friendfhip. From the 
King of Batecala , to whom he owed f 0 
great Favours, he took the lilauds of Xava. 
pur and Patelabanga , and other Lands from 
others, fo that on a Hidden he was poflefled 
of vaft Riches, equal with many Princes, 
and fovereign of many brave Men. But 
thefe Monfrers are like Comets that laft 
littie, and threaten lafting Ruin. They are 
like Lightning , that no fooner gives the 
flifh but it is gone. Let us proceed, and 
we fhall fee this verified. 

8. Such was the fortune of Sebajiian Gon- 
^ales in Sundiva, when there happened a 
Difference between the Prince of Arracam 
and his Brother Anaporam \ the Occafion 
was, that the latter refufed to give the 
other an Elephant, to which all other Ele¬ 
phants of that Country were faid to allow 
a fort of Superiority, and durft not appear 
before him. The Prince feeing he could 
not prevail by Intreaties nor Threats, raifes 
a great Army, and deprives his Brother 
both of his Kingdom, and that fo much co¬ 
veted Beaft. Anaporam fled to Seba(lian Gon¬ 
zales for Succour, who demanded his Siller 
as a Hoftage. Then he lets out to fight the 
Conqueror, but to no purpofe, for he had 
too great a PSwer, to wit, 80000 Men, and 
700 fighting Elephants. King Anaporam re¬ 
turned with Sebajiian Gonzales to Sundiva , 
bringing over his Wife, Family, Treafure, 
and Elephants. Thus he remained as a 
Subjedt to Sebajiian Gonzales, who Baptizing 
his Sifter, married her, and though fo vile a 

Wretch, 
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Wretch, pretended he did that Prince a 
great favour. Soon after the Prince dies, 
not without fufpition of Poifon, for Seba - 
Ilian Gonzales fefced upon all his Treafure, 
Elephants, and Goods, without any confide- 
ration of his Wife and Son. To ftop the 
mouths of the People, he would have mar¬ 
ried the Queen to his Brother Antony Tihaa 
Admiral of his Fleet, but could not com- 
pafs it, for Ihe could never be prevailed 
upon to become a Chriftian. 

p. SebaiUan waged War upon the King ot 
Arracam with good fuccefs. An Inftance 
hereof may be, that his Brother Antony 
with only 5 Sail took 100 of that King’s. 
This moved the King to conclude a Peace 
with him, and thereby recovered his Sitter- 
in-Law and Brother’s Widow, whom he 
married to the King of chatigam. At this 
time the Mogol undertook the Conqueft of 
the Kingdom of Balua , and Sebajiian confi- 
dering it might prove of dangerous confe- 
quence, that Kingdom lying oppofite to him, 
he makes a League wuh the King of Arra¬ 
cam for the defence of that Country. The 
League concluded, the King takes the Field 
with 8 ooco Men, moft of them Musketiers, 
icooo Tegues that fought with Sword and 
Buckler , and 700 Elephants loaded with 
Cattles and Armed Men. He put to Sea 
above 200 Sail, carrying 4 coo Men, which 
were to joyn Sebajiian Gonzales his Fleet, 
and to be under his Command. The agree¬ 
ment was. That Sekafiian Ihould hinder the 
Mogol from patting to the Kingdom of Bslua, 

till 
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till the King of Arracam could march thi¬ 
ther with his Army ^ and that the Mogol be. 
ing expelled, half the Kingdom of Balm 
fhould be given to Sebafiian , who gave the 
King, asHoftages for his Fleet, a Nephew of 
his own, and the Sons of fome Portugntfet 
Inhabitants of Sttndiva. 

to. The King of Arracam entring the 
Kingdom of Balna with his Army, expelled 
the Mogds. It was thought, that Sebajtm 
overcome with Bribes had given them free 
pafTage, which, according to the Agreement 
with the King of Arracam, he was to ob- 
ftruft. Others fay. He did it to revenge 
the Death of the Portnguefes (lain by that 
King in Banguel of Vianga . Be it as it wil), 
he was guilty of an execrable Treachery,for, 
leaving the mouth of the River Vangatiar, he 
gave them free Paflage. He enters a Creek 
of the lfland Vefierta with his Fleet, and 
calling all the King of Arracam’s Captains 
aboard his Ship, murders them, then falling 
upon the Ships, killed or made Slaves of all 
the Men. Having committed this infamous 
Action, and lecured that Fleet, he returned 
to Snndiva. Mean while the Mogols com¬ 
ing down again with a greater Power, en- 
tred the Kingdom of Balua , and reduced 
the King of Arracam to fuch diftrefs, that 
with much difficulty he efcaped by the help 
of an Elephant, and came almoft alone to the 
Fort of Chatigam. 

ii. Sebafiian Gonzales understanding the 
Slaughter the Mogols had made of the Arra¬ 
cam Army, and that they were poflefs’d of 

the 
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the Kingdom of Baba, he fets out with his 
Fleet, plundering and deftroying with Fire 
and Sword all the Forts of Arracam that lie' 
along theCoaft, and were then unprovided, 
and confiding in the Peace that was between 
them. He had the Impudence to go up to 
Arracam , where as the Matter was more, fo 
was the Deftru&ion, there were burnt many 
Merchant Ships of feveral Nations. The 
King was highly concerned at thefe Lolles, 
though not fb much at thofe occafioned. by 
the Mogol, as thofe he fuftained by this Por - 
tugttefesy as being all the effefts of Treache¬ 
ry but above all, he relented the lols of a 
Ship which he kept in that Port for to take 
his Pleafure. It was of a vaft Bigneft, and 
wonderful Workmanffiip.with feveral Apart¬ 
ments like a Palace, all covered with Gold 
and Ivory, and yet the curioficy of the Work 
furpafled all the reft. 

12. The King feeing the Infolence and 
Fallhood of Sebafiian Gonzales , and that he 
did not, or would not, remember his Nephew 
was in hs Power as a Hoftage, he refolved 
to put him in mind; and caufing a Stake to 
be run through him, made him be fet up on 
a high place below the Port of Arracam, 
that his Uncle as he went out might fee him. 

But he who had no Honour, valued not ac 
whofe Coft he advanced his own Intereft. 
Neverthelefs the guilt of fo many Villanies 
began to touch his Confcience, and being 
come to Sundiva, he began to apprehend 
fome heavy Punilhment would fall upon him, 
whfeh' he had little means t.Q ayetc, for; 
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Men looked upon him as a Tray tor unwor¬ 
thy of any Favour. The Arracams , becaufe 
he betrayed them to the Mogol ? and the Mu- 
gob , becaufe he was id falle to thofe that 
trufted him. But what he did not expedt 
from thofe we call Barbarians, he fhall obtain 
of the Portugues Governmsnt in India which 
fhall alfift him, and both he and they that 
Relieve him fhall receive their juft Reward, 
as will appear under the Government or 
D. Hierome de Azevedo. 


CHAP. IX. 

Of the Governour Andrew Furtado de 
Mendoca, in the Tear 1609. 

i. Oft Men appear fit for publick Em- 
IVJL ployments before they have them, 
and afterwards wholly incapable of them} 
It was not fo with Andrew Furtado, for etf*ry 
body efteemed him fitter to Govern when 
he was placed in that Power, than they had 
done before, and yet there was none before 
but vvifhed to fee him in that Poft. The 
Arts by which he gained this Efteem, were 
Valour, Generofity, Liberality, and Affabili¬ 
ty. And being now advanced to this Com¬ 
mand, he confirmed the good Opinion the 
World had conceived of him, by being cour¬ 
teous to his Inferiors, and not lifting himfeif 
above thofe who had been his Equals. 

2. When 
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2. When a private Captain he drefied 
coftly, now being Governor plainer than a 
private Captain. The Work-houfes were 
his Rooms of State, the Shore his Garden. 
His thoughts were full of great Underta¬ 
kings ; but confldering how lmall a Bank 
there was for fuch Defigns, he gathered the 
Council of Goa, the Chief Gentry, and rich- 
eft Men of that City. Being affembled, he 
made a Speech, reprefenting the great Pro- 
grefs the Hollanders had made in India , and 
exhorting them with their Perfons and Parfes 
to be affifting to expel them. 

3. They all affiired him there fhould be 
nothing he could propofe, but they would 
forward to the utmoft of their power. This 
was foon made good, for within two months 
and a half he had a great Fleet, well man¬ 
ned and provided. All Men were in expe¬ 
ctation of the EfFeft of thofe great Prepa¬ 
rations, when on the firft of September there 
appeared at a great diftance fevtral Sail 
that feemed to be of bulk. It was conclu¬ 
ded they were Hollanders . Our Governor 
hearing of it, run down to the Shore, and 
in a few hours made ready fome Ships and 
Galliots, faying. Now (hall they fee how An¬ 
drew Furtado with thefe light Vtjfels boards 
their three Veck^ Ships . 7 he time is come. 

4. Juft as he came out to order Affairs, 
fo without returning to Court was he going 
aboard, without calling any Body; but this 
his Refolution being known, there fbon 
hocked to him as many Men as there was 
occafion for. So it happened to King Ema- 

M 2 nuel 
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nucl (whom he now Teemed to imitate) who 
hearing the danger Arzila was in, fet out 
Poft and without beating Drum by that 
his fpced prefently raifed a great Army. But 
as the Governor was fpreading Sail, advice 
was brought that they were no Enemies, 
but Ships from Fortugal , that brought anew 

Viceroy. . 

* This was Ruy Lorenzo de savors , wno 

failed from Lisbon at the end of OOobcr mA 
four Galleons and a Caravel, and had Win¬ 
tered in the Ifland of Ibo. Thofe who came 
received a double fatisfaftion, one in their 
fafe arrival, the other in feeing that Port 
of Goa covered with fuch a number of Ships, 
as reprefented the psft more happy times. 

6 Many were forry Furtado was fo foon 
deprived of that Government, for the great 
hopes they had conceived of his good For¬ 
tune, and Heaven Teemed to favour his con- 
tinuance, by the Death of the Count dt 
Feyra, who was going to that Command 

7 . Even the Viceroy that went to fucceed 

him was troubled ; for feeing that Bay full 
of many fo Ships and in fuch Order,he asked;

Then palled over into India, and naving 
netformed feme Military Exploit?, had the 
Command of ten Ships, with whi«Me re¬ 
lieved the Fort of Brafjlor 
Sincarmboro. He not only raifed the Siege, 
but recced the Kingtobecome Tnbutary to 
Portugal -, then falling upon thofe that had 
combined with him, deftroyed their Coun¬ 
tries with Fire and Sword, and took one of 
the chkfeft with all his VelTels, putting a!

being Commander of Malaca held out a Siege 
of four Months againft the Hollanders and 11

io. All thefe great Aft ions he had per¬ 
formed at the Age of 45, Befides many more 
which in another had been confiderable, but 
sot of l^ote to him. He was as to his Qua. 
lity of the beft of Portugal. Having go¬ 
verned three Months, he Embarqued for 
Portugal , died by the way of the Jaundice, 
and lies in the Church of our Lady of Grace 
in L'ubon. Of Stature he was fbtnewhat 
tall, his Complexion tawny, of Body lean, 
and was the 40th Governor, and 2d of the 
Sirname. 


CHAP. X. 

The Government of the Vice-Roy Ruy 
Lorenzo de Tavora, from the Tear 
1609, till 161%. 

1. OCarce was Ruy Lorrertpo de Tavora fet- 
CJ led in the Government, when there 
came in 5 Ships from Portugal^ which with the 
fame number that carried him made 1 o, and 
confequently a great number of Men that 
went in them. 

2. About the beginning of the Year were 

let out the ufual Squadrons, but more nume¬ 

rous and better manned than ufual, by 

i^afon of the great Preparations before 
ipoke of, and the Men that came newly. At 

the 
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the ft™* time came from LUbom 3 Ships for 

lndt *'The greateil Aftion at this time was 
jn Ceylon, where D. Hierame de Acevedo, 
who had that Command, went on with the 
ufual Succefs that always attended him m 
that Poll He marched with 700 Pmuguefet 
and 2 5000 Lafearines $that is Cbingah Sol¬ 
diers) to aiTault the City Ctndea, and find, 
ine bv the way the Fort of Balane abandoned, 
left Antony de Cojla Monteyeo in it with two 
Companies. Then advancing to the River 
of Carndea, and finding it well fortified, 
neverthelefs he attempted to pals it, recei- 
vine the Enemy’s Fire, which for fome time 
did 1 2 * * * 6 no Execution. Yet our Men gave way 
till F. Gafpar de la Madalena , a Francifcattj 
ran into the River holding up a Crucifix and 
encouraging them, whereupon they charged 
and drove the Enemy from their Works, 
who fled to the Mountains abandoning the 
City, which was burnt, and fuch as coula 
be overtaken Gain. 

4.. This Succefs fo thoroughly reconciled 
the King of Candea to us, that he admitted 
the Converfatiop of the Francifcans, and 
put his two Sons into their Hands to be bred 
Chriftians. Thus the Peace was concluded, 
and he writ to our Ring Philip to Compli¬ 
ment him upon his acceffion to the Crown, 
teftifying the great Affeftion he bore him, 
and defiring to beefteemed among the Princes 
of Apia, as one that moft defired his Cor- 
jrefpondcnce. 
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5. The Moor Abdula Carima , Tanadar of 
Niz'itnaluco, who, befides his natural hatred 
to the Portuguefei, was malieious on account 
that he had loft half a hand by them, difturb- 
cd the Peace at Cbaul, His Pretence was re¬ 
ceiving his Prince’s Revenue, wherein he pro* 
ceeded with much Infolence * and we on our 
part bore mnch, rather than break into open 
War. 

5 . Our Commander, D.Francis Kolim^ com* 
plained to Nizamaluco , who anfwefed with 
Threats, that he would fit out a Fleet, and 
that the Hollanders were already in that Sea 
To be as good as his Word, he fet out $0 
Paraos, which robbed all that came in their 
way belonging to the Portuguefes. The TV 
nadar being thus backed, hearing that George 
Hernque was gone out to a Wood, he kill¬ 
ed him, and took his Wife and two Daugh¬ 
ters. ' 


7 The People of Cbaul prefled the Com¬ 
mander to commence the War, he having 
no Orders from the Viceroy, and but few 
Men ; yet fent out 16 Men with two Officers 
one Night, they found 30 Moors near the 
Pagod of Kamaceyra , anjf killing half of 
them retired. Peter Cornejo with 30 Men 
fell upon the Village of T a l, killed the Iii- 
habitants burnt the Houfes, and funk two 
Veflels that were in the Port. Tho' this 
was a fufficient Revenge againll the Tanadar, 
yet knowing fome Men value not their Ho¬ 
nour, whilft their Perfons are untouched, it 

fdmfelT 8hE 661 ° makC him feel depart 
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8. To this purpofe D. Francis Kolim 
marched to Vpper Chant with 350 Men in 
three Bodies, one Commanded by him, ano¬ 
ther by Michael de Abreu, } and the third by 
Catieyros. Abreu entred firft into a narrow 
Street which ended in a broad Place where 
the Enemy was drawn up, and with their 
firft fire killed our Captain and two Soldiers. 
Kolim coming up, they made way into the 
broad Place, and revenged the Death of 
thofe three, with the flaughter of many Ene¬ 
mies, the reft faving themfelevs by flight. 

Thus they came to the Tanadar's Houle, 
which being forfaken by him was burnt \ 
the fame happened to a whole Street, where 
the Moors had renewed the Fight, firing out 
of the Houfes. Marching out of the Town 
vi&orious, they killed all that had Life in 
the Fields, fo that Town and Country were 
covered with dead Bodies. 

9. At the end of this Year arrived at Goa 
three Ships from Portugal. In Oftober failed 
from Lisbon two Caravels, in November one 
Galleon, in which went Antony Pinto de ¥on- 
feca with the Title of Vifitor and Prove- 
ditor of the Forts in India, as if no Viceroy 
had been there > in December another Gal¬ 
leon, in which went a Patent for D. Hierome 
de Aztvedo , to * fucceed in that Govern¬ 
ment. 

10. The War being begun at Cbaul, both 
Parties encreafed, and feveral Skirmilhes 
happened, in which the Tortuguefes always 
had the beft, till D. Francis de Sotcmayor 
came thither with the Northern Fleet , 

and 
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$nd left there three Veflels. Being thus re* 
inforced, our Men took the Field, aad offer! 
ed Battel to the Moors, who were alfo in* 
created. Antony ¥ art ado de Afendoya advan¬ 
cing too far with only two Men was killed 
and the Portugues Body coming up worfted • 
for though they did great Execution, be! 
ing drawn into an Ambufh , Gonzalo de 
Abreu was killed, his Country-Houfe loft 
afterwards the War went on with lefs vi! 
gOUF. 

11. Whilft this happened at Chaul , Nuno 
de Cunna fought the Englijh at Suratt with 
more valour and Succefs. He had four Gal¬ 
leons well manned, but ill provided with 
Gunners, for they were ignorant and fear, • 
ful. He found in that Port a great Englijh 
Ship and a Ketch, which had a fhort fight 
between the little bland of Johnde Nova and 
the Bank called Baxo de la India , beyond the 
Cape of Good Hope , with two Ships of ours 
of three that this year failed from LUbon for 
India, one whereof commanded by D. Lun 
de Gama making for Zocotora , was drove by 
a violent Storm between the Iflands called 
Vos Herman**, whence he got late to Goa , 
after lofing four hundred Men ; fome by the 
Fatigue of the Sea, and others through the 
Mifenes they endured in defence of the 

Ship, and the Cruelty of that barbarous 
People. 

12. When the Englijh , whofe Ships were 
excellent Sailers, difeovered our heavy 
Vends, though they had caufe to fear their 
number, they undervalued them by reafon 

of 
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of that fault. They prefently tngaged u* in 
the Evening, and fought till dark Night 
parted them, having killed 30 of our Men. 
Asfoon as Day appeared they fell to it a- 
sain and two of our Galleons running to 
Board the two Englijh Veflels, were ftuck on 
the Sands, there being too little Water for 
the Galleons. The Pink feeing them aground, 
kept firing its Cannon upon one till the 
Evening Tide brought it off. The great 
Ship kept the other two Galleons that were 
a float in play all that Day. The third day 
all the Galleons being afloat made up to 
board the Enemy, but they who relied on 
. their Cannon and fwiftnefs, made away to 
* Cafteleee , a Bay of the Pyrats of Viu. 

13 Luis de Brito who plied upon that 
Coaft with fome finall Veflels gave advice 
to Cunna , that the Englijh were in that Port. 
He failed thither, and they fought two 
whole Days, in which time our Ships, by 
reafon of their heavinefs, could never board 
them* at length the Englijh ftood away, 
having put up black Colours in token their 
Captain was killed ; they loft many Men, 
and flew many of ours. They made to Sn - 
ratt, Cunna followed; they left the Port* 
and Cunna returned to Goa , where then V:

14. Sometime before 5 Galiots let our for 
China and two Merchant Ships for Japan , 
they all Wintered at Malaca , the Seafcm be- 
ing unfit to Sail. Provifions were very fcarce 

there 
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there, and the more now by the addition of 
thofe Men. Michael de Soufa lent out feme 
Ships to'get Provifions in the Neighbourhood. 
Thefe met feveral Sail bound for Pam and 
Jor y laden with Spice and other Goods, 
which they took and brought to Malaca . 
Then failed to Pam where the King of 
was with a Fleet, and tho’ at Peace with the 
Portuguefes he went out of their way. Not 
far from Patane they took 8 Veflels richly 
laden,, and returning with them to Malaca , 
that City was not only relieved, but enrich¬ 
ed. 

if. The Viceroy receiving Advice from 
Portugal , that a confiderable Fleet was fir. 
ting out in Holland^ with a Defign againft 
Malaca , he lent James de Mendoza FurtaJo, 
with 8 Galliots to relieve it. Being under 
Sail for Pulobutum they were difperled by a 
Storm in the Golph of Ceylon , but metagain 
in that Port. Four of them failed out be¬ 
fore the Admiral and the others, and meet¬ 
ing a Ship of Java with leventy Men who 
traded in the Kingdom of Quedar, with 
which we were at War, a^acked it, and 
were well received, having four Men killed 
and ten much wounded • but being provoked 
by this lofs, they boarded the VefTcl and kill¬ 
ed all in her. 

16. The Admiral James de Mendoza con¬ 
tinued his Voyage to Malaca , whence he 
pafled not without danger of the Sea to Pam* 
to bring thence fome Princes of Borneo who 
were travelling.

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CHAP. XI. 

Of the Propagation of the Chriftian Faith 
in China. 

i. nr Hough theft Affairs properly apper- 
1 tain to the Ecclefiafticai Hiftory, of 
which I defign a particular Volume*, yet for 
the facisfadioa of ihofe who defire fome 
Information herein, and having at the end 
of the Firft Part laid fomewhat couching 
the firft entrance of Chriftianity in China, I 
will here briefly relate its Progrels till the 
Year 1640, though it be anticipating the 
Time, that the Relation may not be too 
much difmembred, and becauft that Order 
is chiefly obferved by me in Martial Af¬ 
fairs. 

2. The four Houles or Refidences of Xan- 
cbeu, Nancbatn, Nanking, and Peking , being 
fetled, F. Emanuel Diaz was fent as Vifitor 
of the three firft, becaufe F. Matthew Bivius 
could not be fpared from the other, which 
was the Soul of them all. The Vifitor- 
General Valiniano fetled 30 Crowns a Year 
upon each Refidence, finding it fufficient to 
cloath and maintain the Religious who were 
to live there, that they might not obftruft 
the advancement of the Faith by the necef- 
fity of asking any thing. 

3. The Vifiror fent new Fathers to all the 
Refideuces. In the Year 1604, Cuitayfo was 

Baptized > 
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Baptized, till then he only gave ear to it, 
bdt was the caufe that many were converted, 
and procured the Foundation at Nanking. 

He was called Ignatius. In the Year t <So6, 
died the Vifitor Valiniano at Macao j Nicholas 
Timenta fucceeded him. . 

4. F. Matthew Rivius died atPe^mthe 
Year 1610 * the King appointed his place 
of Burial, and allotted his Companions a 
Houfe and Church. The Mandarins and 
others celebrated his Funeral with great de- 
monftrations of efteem. He was the firft 
buried in that country, tor all that died be¬ 
fore were carried to Macao. 

5. The Year 1613, the Religious were 
expelled Hancben 1 and coming to the City 
Nanbiun built a Church there, and after¬ 
wards others. In the Year 16 16, there were 
7 Refidences, two at Peking, one of them 
without the Walls, one at Nankjngt one at 
hancheu , one at Nancham, one at Caiyeu » 
and one at Nanbtm. In them all were 22 Fa- 
thers,the Converts amounted to6ooo,among 
them many Nobles,Lawyers and Mandarines, 
and tome Bonzo’s. 

6. The Year 1617, the Religious were 
expelled from all their Refideuces, the Perfe¬ 
ction began at Nanking. Some efcaped to 
£)uantung and Macao , 14 remained hid in 
China , who were afterwards called by other 
Cities to ereft new Foundations. One was 
at Kiembam , ia the Province of Kiangfi* 
through the means of a Lawyer who was> 
converted, and chriftned Stephen. Another 
at Xambay , in the Country of Paul the Do- 

ttor. 
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dor. Another at guartim, in the Province 
•f Nanking, which City it could ferve with, 
out a Refidence there ; but the Fathers were 
reftored to it by the affiftance of Dodor Mu 
cbaelj a great Admirer of them and of Chri- 
ftianity, and afterwards one of the moft fa. 
mous Preachers of the Gofpel. By degrees 
the Perfection ceafed, and the Fathers were 
every where reftored. Two new Refiden* 
ties wereereded in the Cities of Xanfi and 
Xenfi, and fbihe of thofe that had been ba. 
nifhed returned from Macao. 

7. The Year 1622, rwo other Refidences 
were fetleb in the Province of Fotyen, ano. 
ther at Xanfi, another at Xenfi, another at 
Honan. All things went on fuccefsfully, and 
the Year 16 30 the Converts came in by hun¬ 
dreds, afterwards by thoufands. 

8. In the Year 1634, there were in China 
22 European Fathers and 4 Brothers, greatly 
efteemed by the Mandarins and other Per- 
fons of Note. A Prince of fhe Province of 
Xantung fent for fome Fathers to hear their 
Dodrine, fo did other Provinces after¬ 
wards. 

9. At Peking there were 288 Converts, 
among them Mandarines, Lawyers, and Sol¬ 
diers, one Eunuch, and one Borizo, which is 
conllderable, they being a fort of Prieffcs j 
he converted his Father, and fome Rela¬ 
tions. 

1 o. At Nanking, 70 Converts, and a No¬ 
ble Eunuch of 75 Years of Age. The Chri- 
ftians here were fb zealous^ that when the 
Fathers removed, a Lawyer and his Nephew 

carrying 
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carrying the Veftments and other Church- 
ftuff on their backs, and being told by the 
Father, The Servants might do it : They re* 
plied, cc It was not fit any body Ihould car- 
£ ry the Things of the Church, but they 
u who were proud to be Porters to Jefus 
te Cbriji. 

11. At Kiamcbeu and Pucbeu almoft 2000 
Converts, at a time when the three greateft 
Calamities of this World fucceeded each o- 
ther. The firft was Famine, which raged to 
that degree they eat one another*, two Wo¬ 
men were fhot to Death, being convided of 
eating 40 Children. A Father and Mother, 
rather than fee their Child perilh in their 
Arms, caft it into a River, and themfelves 
after it. Others buried a Child alive; a 
ChrtfHan, call’d Peter , faved both the Chil¬ 
dren, and brought them up. The next 
Calamity was War ; and the third the 
Plague. 

12. At Hancbetiy in the Province of Cbe- 
biang) the Converts amounted not to 150. 
At Xamhay 40c. At Narcbam only 2 6, At 
guienchan 80 . In the City Fokien 2 5 7 , and 
many in the Country. At Singam not ioo, 
by rcafon of the Famine that raged 3 as at 
ghtiamcbeu they eat the Dead,ground Stones, 
and ufed the Duft in ftead of Meal. Some 
at Hoacbett and the Neighbourhood.

People is white, good conditioned* and have 
no Thieves among them. Thofe of Ha* 
ttam undervalue them for eating of Vermin. 
They wear narrow Gowns, their Feet bare, 
the Head commonly uncovered, their Hair 
round and fhort like a Lay-Brother, only 
one Lock on the Temples, which is run 
through holes made to that purpofe in the 
Ears, they adore an Idol called Tbeica, with 
the fame Ceremonies thofe of Hannam wor- 
fhip their lham. They Trade into this 
Kingdom their Merchandize, Elephants, B«. 
fta*s Skins, Benjamin, and Amber. 

14. At Vangthan 2441 Converts, and many 
at Thinboa. At Nigbiban 4200, tllfe Refi- 
dence is at Rumo; there are 2 6 Churches, 
and the Divine Offices are celebrated with 
much magnificence. In Bocbinb, a half Pro¬ 
vince next CocbiHchina , 130 were Baptized. 
In an Orchard here was found a Tree 
brought from the Laos , the Leaves whereof 
gain him that carries them the AfFe&iou of 
all he meets, and Reconcile them if Ene¬ 
mies. Being examined whether it was not 
Superftition, it was judged to be a Natural 
Virtue. 

15. In the Year 1^35, there were not 
above 3300 Converted among all the Refl- 
dcnces. The Houle at Cbincbeo was then 
firft founded. A Church was erected in the 
Town of Twtcbum , and another in the City 
Cbancbeu. Now there will be a greater 
Fruit reaped, becaufe the King proteds 
and countenances the Religions, and their 
Do&rifle} and in the Year 1638, gave the®

Land. He alfo granted them (what was 
more than they could have wiflied) to puS 
over their Door thislnfcription, 1 the King 
Approve if and Frotell the Science of He*- 

1 6. Inline, there are now in China this 
Year 1640. above 100000 Catholicks, and 
among them many Nobles, Mandarines, fome 
Bonzos and Eunuchs. Of Mandarines and 
Colao’s, the moft admirable were 3 or 4 
Pauls, otie Michael , one Ignatius, one Leo , 
and one Stephen , who were not only Con¬ 
verted, but Preached the Faith with great 
Elegancy, and much Profit. The great 
Colao Paul herein iarpafled all others. 

17. The Jefuits at this time iri China 
have twelve principal Refidences in the chief 
Provinces and capital Cities 3 under thefe 
above 500 private Oratories, with hundreds 
of Chriftians belonging to each. They 
have alfo gained good footing about the 
Neighbouring Countries, as in Tombing, Co- 
ebinebina , Cambodia , Laos , and other King¬ 
doms. In thefe laft Countries, between 10 
and ry 000 Souls are converted every Year. 

18. The King of China himfelf caffs 
down Idols, and orders the Prince his Son 
to fall down before the. Images of Jefus 
and Mary. The Queen in her Apartment 
gives ear to what the converted Eunuchs fay 
concerning our Religion. Mafs is often ce¬ 
lebrated in the Palace, and there is great 
hope of the King, whofe Piety and Zt al 
have inclined him to refpeft the Divine 

N 2 Lavfy 
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Law, infomuch that our Religious have been 
joyed upon his Converfion. 

19. What wonderful Accidents have hap- 
pened, and Miracles been wrought in the 
Converfion of thofe Chriftians, are fet down 
in fundry particular Relations, and in the 
Hiftory of China , and are not fo proper for 
this, which is only a profane Hiftory. Be- 
fides, that being miraculous to fome Rea¬ 
ders, they will appear as Fictions j thofe 
who are curious, may fee them in the afore- 
faid Hiftory and Relations. Having given 
the fubftance of what was writ on a Stone 
found in China at the end of the Second 
Volume, it will be needlefs to repeat the 
whole, which is long, and is no more than 
the fame thing in many more Words. What 
has been laid relating to China in thefe two 
Volumes, may deferve the Credit of all 
Men, as being the Obfervations of the Cu¬ 
rious, as well as Learned and Pious f.Alva¬ 
ro Semmedo, who fpent 22 years, Preaching 
and Teaching, in that Country. 


The End of the Second Fart. 
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CHAP. I. 

The Government of the Vrnroy D. Hieromc 
de Azevedo, from the Tear i6iz , 
till 1617. 

A t the end of Ialt Year came to UV,x 
the King’s Orders for D. Hrerome de 
Jatvedt to fucceed Ray Lorenco de Tavora as 
Viceroy. This Gentleman had purchaseda 
great Name by many Years fervice,and chiedy 
by ,8 (pent in Ceylon, a Thing rare for one 
who had alfo gathered great Riches. Not 
that Riches make a Man incapable of a goo J 
Name bat becanfe commonly the means ot 
acquiring them contribute much to Haiti it. 
The Fame of his S'lbSVance contributed as 
much as that of his Valour c ■ his Promotion

to this Employment, it being thought, that 
he who had fo much, would be lefs guilty of 
thofe Crimes that proceed from Avarice- 
whereas Experience teaches, that thofe who 
have moft covet moft. But D. Hieroms had 
offered to accept of that Poft without the 
ufual Salary, yet afterwards he received it, 
making that a Crime by breaking his Pro- 
mife, which had been none if not offered. 

2. On Cbriflmas Eve Ruy Lorenfo de Lav ra 
delivered him the Sword; and thefirft thing 
he did. was to forbid the payment of Debts 
contra&ed by his Predeceffor, who refblved 
not to depart India till the payment of them 
was fecured, as well for his own Reputation, 
as in refpeft no Viceroy for the future would 
be able to get any Money advanced upon the 
urgent Necefiities of the State, if that ill 
Precedent was given, and his Debts were all 
on the account of ^he Publick. At length it 
was concluded, they fhould be paid as Tavora 
had ordered. The next Aftion of the Vice¬ 
roy was to difpatchD^t*%H<? Sedefable Em- 
baffador from Abas theX* or King of Perfut, 
who faifly courted the Friendfhip of all thofe 
Princes he defigned to fpoil, promifing each 
great Advantages, and ftirring them up one 
again# the other. Thus he Treated with 
King Pbihp inS/^j»,and King James inEng- 
hnd, which he fourd moft fuitable to his 
Pefigns. Thus he had taken the Ifland B'a* 
harem , and ftrove to poflefs himfelf of Or- 

mszj.

Cf fent away with him D. F. Antony de 
Bilhop 7 ®! Sirene , who alfo came 
r !!m <r*«« and went to propogate Chri- 
St? which had but a flender beginning 
Sere y The Bifhop went no farther than 
Ormuz for the Perfiani being already di¬ 
alled towards him, he feared it would be 
worfe when the Embaflador had delive ed 
his Anfwer. So it happened , for the King 
finding the Emballador brought not the Re¬ 
turn he expefted, caufed him to be killed, 
and obliged 6000 Armenians to renounce thu 

The Viceroy as well verfed in the m- 
f •*' of Calm gave the neceflary Orders 
for its prefetvation, recommending the put¬ 
ting them in execution to Antony ^ az ^ e > re ' 
Surveyor of the Revenue in that Ifland. 
Antony Pinto de Fonfeca , who had ferve- 

well inF Under,, a nd was now Vifitor of the 

Forts in India, with the Viceroy s Lea.e 
went to perform the Duties of his Employ. 

D Henry 1 de Koroma being confirmed in the 

0 » of the oust f MjW- I™ 

him by Ruy Lorenp, united the Kings t 
Vangml, Sierra, and Cornate, againft VenU- 
panaiqne, on pretence of their fafety ywh-K- 
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as indeed it was to fecure our felves againft 
him, in whole Dominions we held Brayahr 
and Omr. 

5. This done, D. Henry fteered for the 
Coaft of Malabar with 28 Sail. Andrew 
Coello was fent by the late Governour with 
5 Ships to relieve Palicate an dSiriam, and 
being now driven by ftrefs of Weather to 
Columbo >, they were beaten to pieces on that 
Coaft:, but the Men faved. 

6. When D.Hierome came from Ceylon to 
be Viceroy, he gave the fupream Command 
there to Fran. Rojo, a Man of unknown Birth, 
but noted Valour, and by his Courage had 
attained to the greateft Preferments. It was 
fince found, that he was of the Family of 
Menefes , as being Son to D. James Count de 
Ericeyra, and Grandfon to D. Henry de Me. 
mfejy who was Governour of India. 

7. This D. Francis de Menefes Rojo being 
General in that Uland, and underftanding 
the King of C&ndea lay before the Fort 
of Balane , and the Commander Emanuel 
Falcam was in fome conger, he inlfantly fet 
out with a very finall number, fpreading his 
Orders for all Men to follow, and marched 
70 Leagues afoot that day. In three he 
reached Balane , and the King at the fight 
of him raifed the Siege. D. FrancU relieved 
rbe Fort, and returned with Glory to his 
Quarters, deftroying all the Enemy’s Coun¬ 
try. 

8. The Tanadar of Chaul meditating Re* 
venge for the Lofles he had fuftained by us 
the laft Year, hired forae Moors Nayth's 

that 
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that lived in Car an) a, and were free with 
the terMU'fts to kill Baltajar Rabello deAl- 
‘mtvda Commander of that F °tt- J hey 
guided by M clique Balane, entred fuddenly 
when he was at Supper, and killed him and 
a Sifter-in-Law of his. This done, they (hut 
themfelves in, but the ^nuguefetMg 
the Gates put them all to the Sword. Fer¬ 

dinand de'Sampaio & Cur.na fucceeded in the 
Widow and Command. About the middle 
of April, Abafcan General of the Enemy led 
a great Body of them to revenge the Death 
of the others on Caranja. He could not be 
prevented entring the Town, but being in 
diforder killing and plundering, Simon Han¬ 
sel with 17 Portuguefej doing great Execu¬ 
tion, began to putthe Moors to flight, whilft 
Cunna coming on another way with ft™ Men, 
they made a great daughter. This was a 
warning to the Naytia's not to returntoO- 
ranio. Afterwards Cunna, not Satisfied with 
what he had done, ravaged their Country 
and brought away above 3°°° Priloners. 
He (hewed much Generolity, when two Moort 
being brought to him for entring a Place tor- 
bid them upon pain of Death, he fet them 
at liberty; becaufe be.ng asked How they 
durft come thither without a (ate Conduit, 
one of them anfwered, “That they had 

“ done it, relying on the Fame of his Cour- 

tefie to ranfom certain Kindred of theirs. 

9! Huy Freyre de Andrade, who cruized on 
that Coaft with a Squadron of finall Ships, 
underftanding that Nizamaluco, fince the war 

broke out at Cbaul , fpread it as far as Sal - 

fete 
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fete and Agacaim, he repaired thither. In a 
Village between Caranja and Tana, he cut 
off Tome Moors that oppofed him, and put 
the reft to flight. Higher they difcovered 
500 Moors, and an Elephant with a Caftle 
on his Back, in which were two Gannons. 
Twelve Soldiers landed, a Captain with 80 
Horfe attacking them was Ihot dead, our 
.Men fee'mg the Enemy* halt, flood forae 
time, and then George Marino lent to chal¬ 
lenge their Leader, but he not accepting of 
it they returned aboard. 

10 . From 'lam Freyre fent fbme Ships to 
relieve the Town of Agapaim, which being 
indanger’d by the Moors, run a greater ha¬ 
zard through the difcord of the Inhabitants. 
They were but 50 Families, yet all full of 
Divifion, and Ruy Freyre could no way re¬ 
concile them. Every one faid he was able 
to defend all their Houfes, and all together 
could not defend one • for 2000 Moors foon 
forced them thence into the Monafterv of 
Sr. Francis, fhewing them how great diffe¬ 
rence there is betwixt faying and doing, be¬ 
tween Animofity and Difcretion. Freyre 
carried the Women and Children to Bacaim, 
and then relieved Manors , pafling through 
multitudes of Enemies who expe&ed him 
afhore, and fought refolutely, infomuch that 
one laid hold of the Colours, on which was 
the Piifture of the Bleffed Virgin, carryed 
by Emanuel Ambrofto , the Moor was fhot 
dead. He got into the Fort without lofing 
one Man, having killed and wounded many, 
and after fecuring all things there, return* 

to 
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it as he did. Freyre with much difficulty 
brought off thefe that were

Neceffities of Daman, reprefent- 
ed bv the People and their Commander 
tZ AlJe, Lyra, obliged W 
to make fome ffay there. The Cafe was, 
that among other Enemies the King o 

Lei w g ho lives in intricate Woods which 
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fervc him for defence, had fent out Parties 
of Horfe and Foot which deftroyed and car¬ 
ried away all they found in the neighbouring 
Villages. Freyre gathering about 200 Men 
from Vatnam , Maim and Frapor, fell Upon 
6 c o of the Enemy in their Woods and 
Works before Day when they were all a- 
ileep, flew a great number of them, and 
retired with a confiderable Booty, burning 
all that could not be carried away. Above 
*7oo of the Enemy purfued him, but not da¬ 
ring come too near, he retired in good Order 
and got into jyamam with Honour. 

14. D. Henry de Noronna had detached 
George de CajMo with fome fmall Veffels to¬ 
wards Cape Comori to convoy the Fleet of 
Furocori. There he difeovered a Galliot 
that carried 170 Moors. Francis de Soufa 
Tereyra with his little Ship in which were 
but 1 6 Souldiers bore down upon her, Cj- 
ftillo fends two more tofecond him, and they 
difeovering fome Ships of Bengala, leave him 
to follow them. Thofe of the Galliot fee* 
ing our fmall Veflel forfaken, fire their Can¬ 
non upon her, which killed three of the 
Men that rowed, and the reft leaped into 
the Sea. The Moors board her, and all our 
Men were either killed or taken, 

15. In A/jjj, Nnnno de Cunna failed from 
Goa for Bcicairn to fucceed Ruy Dias de Sam - 
payo as Admiral of the North Sea i his Squa¬ 
dron confiftcd of 13 Ships, in which were 
400 chofen Souldiers^ defigned to carry on 
the War againfl Meliqtie, who was grown 
Erong. By the way he had fome Encounters

CHAP. II. 

Continues the Government of the Viceroy 
D. Hierome de Azevedo, in the 
Tear 1613. 

1. TT was the fate of the Fort of Mom - 
1 baca to have infolent Commanders. 
Emanuel de Meh Fereyrs herein exceeded 
many of his Predeceilors treating the King 
Sultan Hawn with unexpreffible dilrefped. 
The chief Promoter of the Difagreemenc be¬ 
twixt Meh and the King was his Unkle 
MuHganaje, an old Man, who, pretending 
much Zeal for our Affairs,aimed at the Crown. 
He vented his Malice one day by giving out 
in the Fort, the King defigned to kill them 
all. 

2. Melo refolved to attack the King’s 
Houfe, but he being fenfible how fruitleft 
any excufes would be, fled with the Chri- 
ftian Colours to the Town guelifi of the 
Cafter feven Leagues diftant. That People 
prefled him to reinthrone himfelf by force* 
but he feveral times withftood their Impor¬ 
tunities, 

3. At length not able to prevail upon him 
they marched without him, and entred the 
Town of the Moots, but they were all retir'd 
Into our Fort The Cafter not thinking 
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good to a (fault the Fort, were upon their 
return, when Emanuel de Meh , who obfer- 
ved them, purfuing and falling fuddenly on 
them, cut off the belt Part. A few days 
after the King returned to his Houfe, and 
having excufed himfelf to our Commander 
thought he was fatisfied, but he only dif- 
fembled his Malice, as (hall appear here* 

after. . 

4. Our Fortune in Fegn now declined 
with the fame fwiftnefs it had rife, and it 
was juft a wicked encreafe Ihould have a 
fudden detriment. The violence committed 
by Philip de Brito Nicote on the King of Tangu t 
provoked the Anger of the King of Ova % 
under whofe Protection he was. Scarce had 
he heard the News, when calling on the 
Ground his Gown and Veil, he vowed to 
the Idol Biay of Degu , he would not enter 
within his Gates till this Quarrel was re¬ 
venged. He marched with 120000 Men, 
having put to Sea 400 Veflels of conlidera- 
ble ftrength, in which were above 6000 
of thofe Moors of noted Valour (called de 
Caper up a, or that wear Caps. All that was 
without the Walls of Siriam he burnt, but 
met with vigorous oppofition at that Place, 
notwithftanding Nicote was quite unprovi¬ 
ded, having fuffered moft of his Men to go 
for India , and being fcarce of Powder , 
as who had fired the vaft quantity of it 
found at Tangu. In this diftrefs he lent a 
Soldier to buy Powder at Bengala, and he 
run away with the Money *, and having fent 
for fome to the Town of St, Thomas, they 
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fent him none. Befides, thofe few Port 
guefts that were with him committed fjch 
Outrages, Robberies and Murders as feem- 
ed to haften his Ruine. 

y. For want of Powder there was no firing 
of Cannon, they poured boiling Pitch and 
Oil upon the Enemy. His number of Men 
might fuffiee, having ico Portuguefes and 
3000 Pegues. Nkote fends out three Ships 
againft the Fleet, in one of them all the 
Men were flain, the two retired with all 
theirs wounded. The Enemy began to un¬ 
dermine the Works, and the Befieged la¬ 
boured much, but to fmall purpofe. After 
the Siege h3d lafted 34 Days, Nicote lent to 
beg Mercy, but was not heard. He thought 
to prevail by the means of the King of 
Tangu whom he had robbed of his Crown, 
Riches and Liberty, but the King of Ova 
underftood, and was refolved to puni/h 
him. 

6. The King of Arrafam whom he had fo 
grievoufly offended, fent 5-0 Sail to his Af* 
liftance, which were all taken by the Be- 
ficgers. The King of Ova gives an afiault, 
and they fought three days without inrer- 
niifiion } the end of it was, that 700 of the 
Befieged were (lain, one Banna whom Nicote 
had always honoured having betrayed him. 
Nicote was taken, carried to the King, and 
by him ordered to be impaled, and fet up 
in an Eminence above the Fort, that he 
might the better look to it, as the King 
laid. He lived two Days in that mifery. 
His Wife He Luifa de Said anna was kept 3 
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Days in the River to be cleanfed, becaufe 
the King,de(igned her for himfelf, but being 
brought before, and exclaiming agamft him, 
he ordered her Leg to be bored, and that 
Ihe fhould be fent to Ova among the other 
Slaves. 

7. francvs+Mendez and a Nephew or his 
were treated as Nicote. Banna demanding a 
Reward was foon torn to pieces, the King 
faying, He could never be true to him that 
betrayed the Man who fo much had ho¬ 
noured him. Sehajhan Rodriguez was coop¬ 
ed up with a Yoke about his Neck. At firft 
the King defigned not to fpare any of the 
Inhabitants of that Place, but growing calm, 
he lent many Slaves to Ova. Then palling 
by Martavam he obliged that King to kill 
his own Daughter’s Husband, becaufe he 
was Nicote's Son, that none of the Race 
might remain. This was the end of that 
Man’s Avarice, who being naked a few years 
before, was raifed to be worth 3 Millions; 
he had one when he went to Goa, brought 
another from Tangu^ and had got at lealt 
another fince by Prizes and Trade. The 
Enemy confelfed they loft at that Siege 
30000 Men. 

8. But that it may appear that feldom 
any great Calamity happens without the help 
of a Woman, it is neceflary to Ihow how 
Nicote* s Wife was one of the Principal Cau- 
fes of his Ruin. She entertained one of his 
Captains as her Gallant, and perceiving the 
Portuguefes cenfured their familiarity, they 
perfwaded Nicote he had no need of them , 

O which 
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which was the reafon they were difraifled, 
and that the caufe of his Ruine. 

9. Our Viceroy underftanding the danger 
of Sirvim, and thinking to relieve it in time, 
fent thither James de Mendoca Furtado with 
5 Galliots. He had o.ders to aft fomething 
by the way, and endeavour to ftrengthen 
himlelf by the addition of fome other Ships 
and Men, which he efrefted not till he came 
to Mart warn, where in the River he found 
a Fieet of 20 Sail, which after a (harp En¬ 
gagement fled, except 4 that were taken 
with fome Men, from whom he heard what 
had happened at Siriam , (o that there was 
no need 10 go farther. 

t o. Nor long before this fet out from Goa 
for China John Cayado de Gamboa with 3 Gal¬ 
leons,and was to join Michael de Soufa Pimen¬ 
tel, who was there with 4 others to fecureour 
China Trade again ft the Hollanders , who were 
this Year very ftrong in thofe Seas. One of 
the 3 Galleons was caft away near Sancham 
60 Leagues from Macao, the Sea then run¬ 
ning fo high that it drowned feveral Towns. 
There were above 200 Men in that Veflel, 
whereof about 60 Portugnefes and 80 others 
efcaped. They chofe Gonzrdo Machado a 
noted Souidier to command them, and ha¬ 
wing the good Fortune to be well treated, 
cloathed and fed by the Chinefes , caroe to a 
City where they were fo nobly entertained, 
they had 2lmoft forgot the end of their 
Voyage. Their common Food was three 
Pullets a day each, they were feafted on the 
River in ftate’v Boats like Palaces with fe- 
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veral Apartments, andgarnifhed with Gold. 

In fine, on their way thence to Macao they 
were attended as if they had been Chinefe 
Colaos , or Mandarines. At the Inns they 
were treated *ith a fort of Food molt plea- 
fant and delicious, which afterwards they 
were informed was made of Toads and 
Worms. What chiefly they admired after 
this Journey was the Chaftity of the Chinefe 
Women \ for tho* they are beautiful, and 
Beauty be inclined to Wantonnefs, and 
though our Men were long among them 
and familiarly entertained, yet they could 
never by any means prevail with any of them 
to yield to their Defires. At Macao they 
found the other two Galleons, which had 
efcaped the Storm, having more Sea room. 

n. Near the end of this Year Luis de 
Brito & Melo entred the Port of Goa from 
Cruizing in the Sea of Z)/«, and brought 
with him a rich Ship of the %l*s that 
came from Meca. He took her off of S'uratty 
after a vigorous refiftance, in which he loft 
fome Men, and was forced to fend to Ruj 
Freyrc for aid. This provoked the Mogol to 
Befiege Damam , and deltroy the Country 
about it. The King of Vecan did the fame 
about Gkaul and Bacaim, at the Inftigation 
of the Mogol, who thought to drive us out 
of Afia. 

12. A Letter writ by D. Luis de Gama 
from Ormuz with more PafTion than Difcre- 
tion, moved the Perfians on the other fide 
to gather 300 Barques, in order to take the 
Port of BmdeL and ftop the Courfe of the 
O % Water 
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Water that goes to Ormuz.. Ferdinand de 
Silva Admiral of that Sea went to quell them, 
and as he ingaged, his Powder taking fire 
was blown up. D. Nttnno Alvarez Pereyra 
fuccecded him, who drove them away with 
inch daughter, that the Xa of Perfia excufed 
himfdf to the Viceroy, faying, that at¬ 
tempt was made only by the Sultan of 

Lara. 

i Frands T.opcz, Calleyros brought into 
Maine a a Dutch Pink, that had taken a rich 
Portugues Ship. The News of the Hollander 
taking that Prize, was the occafion of his 
Petting out in a Ship of his own with 28 
Soldiers. 

14. This Year expired with great diffa- 
tisfa&ion in India (tho’ the like had happen¬ 
ed other times) for the Ships from Portugal, 
which were expe&ed with impatience, the 
better to oppofe the Englijh and Hollander, 
were forced back to Lisbon, after having 
been five Months abroad • they were four, 

15. D Hierome de Almeyda returning to 
Portugal with the Ships of the lalt Year, in 
the Bay of Sr. Helena met four mighty Holland 
Ships. They fought with much equal Courage 
and Lofs. The Dutch Admiral was funk, and 
ours beginning to take fire Emanuel de Trade 
& fi'lagallattes rowlcd himfdf upon it till he 
quenched it. For this Ad ion the Command 
of the Fort of l\Lfc:.to was given him, with 
the Privilege of leaving it to whom he 
pleated in his V- ill. We iliall fee him here¬ 
after feivc well, and die valiantly in fight. 
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CHAP. HI. 

Continues the Government of D. Hierornc 
de Azevedo, in the Tear 1614. 

, HE King of Ova grown Proud with 
1 his fuccefs againft the Portuguefes at 
Siriam refolved to conquer all the neigh¬ 
bouring Princes. He caufed himfdf to be 
Crowned at Bagou, and by the C$ndu<ft cc 
his Brother with 50000 Men was foon Ma¬ 
tter of the Kingdom of Lav ay. This Ge¬ 
neral moves to Teuafarim, and Befieges it by 
Sea and Land. Cbrijiopher Rabeh. who had 
fled from his Houle at Cocbhn lor ionic 
Crimes, durft attack his Fleet of 5- 0 Sail 
with only 40 Portuguefes and 70 Slaves in 4 
Galliots, and put it to flight, after burning 
many Veflels, and killing 2000 Men. 

2 The King of Siam, to whom that Town 
belonged, for joy of this Addon highly ho¬ 
noured the Victorious Portuguefes, and offer¬ 
ed them leave to build a Fort in any paiC 
of his Kingdom they would chufe* to this 
intent lending for James de Mendoca Fur t a do t 
who was in that Sea with a Squadron , 
and offering him the Title of an Earl with 
a Putable Revenue *, but there being too much 
then on our hands thefe offers could not lie 
accepted of. Furtado in his way to Mas’ ■■ 
dett royed the Tokos of §u*M and Paf - 
witli fire a \x d S word. O 3 v • - j 
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3. D. James de Vafconcelos failed from 
Goa with the Squadron for the North confift. 
ing of 17 Sail, he had orders to take in D. 
'Emanuel de Azevedo at Chaul and carry him 
to Viu , being appointed Commander of 
that Place. By the way landing at the River 
Sifardam in MeliquPs Lands, he deftroyed a 
Town abandoned by the Inhabitants. 

4. Jzeveda being come to Viu, fcized on 
the Goods of his PredecefTor Sebajiian de 
Macedo , for the Money he was indebted to 
the King. Next he refolved to fall upon 
the People of Tor, for the Damage the 
Trade of Viu fuftained by their means ^ 
Gafpar de Melo & Sampayo was lent with a 
Squadron to this Expedition, who came be¬ 
fore that City (40 Leagues diftant) with 
much difficulty, becaufe our Veffels could go 
but one at a time up a narrow Creek that 
leads to it, and the Enemy pour’d in fhowers 
of Bullets and Arrows from the Shore, and 
from the Baftions, kiliing 18 of our Men. 
The Walls were fealed on the one fide, whilft 
our Men entred at a Breach on the other, 
notwithflancing the vigorous eppofition of 
4CC0 refolute Enemies, whereof many were 
flain, the reft /led, feme info the Field?, 
and others to a Fort Handing in the middle 
of the Town. 

5i Thcfe in rhe Fort offered Forty thou- 
fand Crowns, if we would not batter the 
Place. It was denied * they attacked to no 
purpefe, and our Men forced to depart with 
rouble differ is: action, for refilling the offer 
end fullering cue rcpulfe. The City was

‘f The Fort of blanora, four Leagues 
from the mouth of the River of sgafaim, 
Fein? hefiesed by the Vecariis. and 
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in a good Pofture, Gajfar de Melo refolved 
to relieve it, and Antony Pinto to bear him 
Company^ the chief of their Strength was 
700 Portuguefes. Gajpar one night went him. 
/elf to view the Enemies Camp, and find¬ 
ing it ftronger than he had imagined * when 
he returned perfwaded his Men it was much 
weaker. He prepared them to fall on before 
day, which was done fo fuccefsfully, that 
fome fled at firft with the furprize, and many 
being killed, the reft followed. Thus that 
Siege was raifed without the Lofs of one 
Man. 

1 o. Hence G.ijpar de Melo went to Vamam 
again infefted by the King of the Sarceta\ 
and in fight of the Enemy cut down their 
Woods and Orchards, they not daring to 
oppoO him. The heat of the Sun was then 
io violent, that it caufed a Soldier imme¬ 
diately to run mad, and died foon after ; 
this was all the Lofs fuftained by us in that 
Action, 

11. Then Melo returned to Cbaul, where 
be found Kuy Freyre de Andrade fuccefsful 
over his Enemies. They marched todeftroy 
a Wood near Upper CW, in defence 
whereof a great multitude of the Enemy met 
them, and there enfued an obftinate fight. 
Here Melo forgetting the Duty of a Captain, 
aded more like a private Soldier, which 
heat of his liny Freyre did endeavour to mo¬ 
derate, he now gave che*advice he would 
roc aitr'rwards take. They returned victo¬ 
rious, but not without lofing fome Men. 


12 . Freyre 
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1 1 freyre being left alone, gave Orders 
to foil upon the Enemy, Captain Veter Gomes 
Viliam anfwered, They had no Men Ad¬ 
vancing ftill, he again orders them to fall on, 
and at the fame time received a Musket Shoe 
in his Belly. His Men feeing it, began to 
give way, but. he tunning forward, cryed 
out. There is no caufe to retire, I am very 
well; yet for fome time his Life was in 
danger. Here it was he wanted the Advice 
he gave to Melo, yet that Refoiution pro¬ 
duced an honourable Victory. 

13. Melo again joins Pinto de Ponfeca at 
Bacaim in order to relieve the Fort of Affi¬ 
rm, that high Mountain that overtops the 
flight of Birds, and is counted impregnable. 
Tho’ the Country fwarm’d with Enemies, 
they conduced 200 Waggons to that Moun¬ 
tain, and having relieved it returned in 
iafety. 

14. We had not the like fuccefs at Viu , 
for Francis Sodre being fent againft the Kef- 
buios at Cocbe with 300^ Men in 13 Ships, 
behaved himfelf ib indiicreetly, that^ they 
flew many of his Men, and forced him to 
retire to his Ships in hafte, but not cow¬ 
ardly, for he Hill faced them, and did ail 
that could be expe&ed at fuch a time. 

1 5. Our Affairs at Mombapa were in a 
very bad pofture, for King Sultan Hazen be¬ 
ing perfecuted by his Unkie Mmganaje , who 
aimed at the Crown, and by the Commander 
Fmxvuel de Melo , who tiiirfted after his 
Riches, was accufed of Treafon, thole being 
really the Traytors who accufed him ;> His 
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feigned Crimes being laid before the Vice¬ 
roy, he raftily orders him.to be brought to 
Goa, direding Simon de Melo Tereyrs , who 
went to fucceed Emanuel de Melo to ieize 
him. The King undemanding the Defign, 
endeavoured to avoid being taken, and the 
new Commander attacking his Houfe obli- 
ged him again to fly to Arabaya of the Ca . 
fits. Our Commander with Money prevail¬ 
ed to have him killed, and cutting off his 
Head fent it to Goa, as it had been a Tro¬ 
phy of fome great Conqueft. Then he puts 
the Government into the Hands of the 
Traytor Munganaje, joining with him Me - 
Unde, Brother to the deceafed. But he who 
defired no Colleague, laid Crimes to his 
Charge, as was done to his Brother, and 
caufed him to be beheaded. We fhall here¬ 
after fee the Benefit reaped by this Tyranny 
and Treachery. 

1 6. Cojenitamo , Commander of Suratte for 
the Mogol, with 8co Horfe and fome Ele¬ 
phants, on a fudden over-ran the Country of 
Daman, burning the Villages; and fome otour 
Men endeavouring to put a flop to him, were 
drawn into an Ambufh, and all (lain, The 
Enemy comeson again with a greater Power, 
and was now abfolute Mafter of the Field, 
when Luti de finto & Mein Admiral of the 
North Sea came into that Port with his Squa¬ 
dron, which confifted of 14 Sail, and in 
them 350 Souidiers. Thefe joined :co of 
Vamam, and 7^ Horf:, and above 10:0 
other Foot. They attacked the Enemy 
who far exceeded them in numbers, yet 

drove 
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drove him out of thole Lands, killing above 
them 2 Elephants, and their Com- 
mander in Chief ValaputeRao-, on our fide 
nnlv Antony Godinno was Ham. 

In Luis de Brito purfued them to the Fort 
of laroche and entting the Fort, burnt the 
Tolu "td a« ■!>= V«®‘ .to la, .her. 

As he returned Victorious, difcoverwg the 
City of the Kesbuto's, called Batbute, he re¬ 
vived to attack it. A great number of 
them met him, and after a Fight which was 
long dubious, were defeated with the lois of 
< «-o. On our fide died one Captain and four 
others. The City was burnt^and the Heads 
of molt of the Dead cut off, which were 
caft alhore near Surat , to be feen by the 
Moors of that place. 

18 At Bicaim and Cbaul there were many 
Skirmifiies, which for brevity are omitted j 
hut manv Towns were burnt, much Plun¬ 
der taken, and the Enemy on all fides kept 

Emanuel MaCcarenw JJomemi Tucceeded 
' r) franc* de Menefes Rojo as General o 
Ceylon; he,had Orders to curb the Infolora 
of the PoAuguefet, well known to the Vice¬ 
roy fince he Commanded there, and wh.Jt 
did us more hurt than the Enem as Sword. 
We had not grown odious to ih Jotngala s, 
had we not provoked them by o , infamous 
Proceedings. Not only tne poor Soldiers 
went out to rob, but thole who woe Lori* 
ot Villases adding Rapes and adulteries, 
which obliged that People to feek the com¬ 
pany of Beafts on Mountains, rather than 
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be fubjeft to the more beaftJy Villanies of 
Men. 

20. The Viceroy perceiving that India 
was not in a condition to withftand fo great 
Enemies as was the Mogof and XarifeMeltque 
Commander of Vonda , and (ufpeifling that 
Ibrahim Idalxa underhand fupported him, 
fenc Antony Monteyro Corte Real , Embaflador 
to the latter, with a Prefent for the King, 
and another for his Favourite. Being come 
to Vifapor , he had the defired Succefs, which 
was to obtain, that Melique fhould belmpri- 
toned at Vonda ; that the Hollanders , who 
laboured to fettle a Fa<ftory there, fhould be 
expelled. This was done by the afliftance 
of Vincent Ribeyro a Portuguese who lived at 
Vifapor , and had much intereft with the Fa¬ 
vourite. 

21. At Bapaim, LuU de Brito & Melo % and 
D.Jobn de Almada Admiral of the DiU Squa¬ 
dron, joyned Antony Pinto de Fonfeca Com¬ 
mander of that place, refolving to force the 
Enemies Camp. They made up i 500 Men, 
and marched toward the Enemy, who had . 
1 030 Horfe and 1500 Foot well intrenched. 
Our defign was to furprize them, but they 
had intelligence from fome Portuguefes in the 
City •, neverthelefs their Trenches were for¬ 
ced with the iofs of 6 or 7 of our Men, and 
not above 500 of the Enemy efcaped. This 
Victory fecured the Inhabitants of that Coun» 
try, and the Itland of Salfete , who had fuf- 
fered much during the two laft Years. 

22. Zamori pollefled himfelf of the King- 
don: of Upper Granga nor, which Wasof dan. 

gevOl:!* 
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serous confequende t.o our Town of the fame 
Name, which he always coveted, having an 
Fve unon a Pagod where the ancient Empe- 
fjrs of Malabar ufed to be Crowned. This 
Neighbourhood became the more dangerous 
for that the little King of par,,, a fmah 
Ifland, relying on his Friendfhop with Aa- 
Lri, had began the War in the Rivers be¬ 
tween Cocbim and Faliforto. TheKmgot 
Ccbim (not without offended at the 
Portuouefes) underhand kindled this Fire 
The Viceroy fent D. Lope de Almeyda with 
one Galley and ten Ships to relieve Canamr. 
He came upon the King of Paru, who ter¬ 
rified thereat, concluded a Peace. Only the 
King of Cochin, and Z amort now remained : 
anEmbafTy, and'Prefents were lent to the 

latter v both which he admitted, but nothing 

was concluded. . , _ chi _, 

,, At this time arrived at Goa 4 snips 
ttom Tomgai, five came thence but one was 
loft within two Leagues of Melmde. Ot 
3000 Soldiers that were fhipped aboard 
thefe VelTels, not half the number came to 
India, the reft dying by the way, which w^ 
a great lofs, by reafon of the want of Mar 
there was there, having fo many Enem. > 
upon them, and becaufe thefe fame Ships 
ftould have come the Year before, and were 
forced back to LUhon. Three Ships home¬ 
ward bound had yet worfe fortune for one 
wascaft away at tUe Maldivy 1Hands; ano¬ 
ther in which were all the Men of the for¬ 
mer at the Ifland F ayal, where above aco 
Men perifhed the third arrived at Lvbo,,. 
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24. The viceroy with that fraail Recruit 
resolved to goio Perfon to the North to meet 
our Eurotean Enemies the Englifh and Hohn. 
ders, who were ftrong in thefe Seas , hefent 
before O. Emanuel deAzevedo with 22 Sail, 
who at Suratte joyned the two Squadrons un¬ 
der fun ae Brito , and D. John tie Aim ah. 
They landed, and deftroyed the Land' of 
Ctfandam and Diva ; the Towns of Baroche 
and Gog* were plundered and burnt, as were 
fix great Ships in that Bay. Hence they 
failed to the City Tatane , the Inhabitants 
whereof, terrified by the Flames of Goga, 
fled to the Woods; fo the Town was fired 
without any oppofition. 

2 5. Mean while the viceroy let out with 
7 Galleons, that in which he was fo large, it 
carried with eafe 230 Men at Arms, the 30 
all Gentlemen. There were beftdes two 
Pinks, one Galley, one Caravel, and five 
other Veflels. In all which were 1400 Portu- 
guefes, and much Artillery, but unskilful 
Gunners. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. IV. 

Continues the Government of D. Hierome 
de Azevedo. 

1. *-f^HE chief Defign of this Squadron, 
which at Suratte joyned thofe 
three under Azevedo, Brito , and Almeyda , 
was to deftroy four E nglifh Ships that lay 
in that Port. Thefe Preparations feemed 
too great for fuch an Enterprise, but the 
Event proved the contrary. Being come in 
fight of th eEngliJh, the Viceroy ordered the 
two Pinks, the Caravel, and other fmaller 
Veflels, to lay aboard one of the Ships which 
was feparated from the others. Having all 
grappled, and almoft entred her, the other 
three coming up beat them off. The firft 
three of our Veflels having taken fire, ^de¬ 
vouring to burn that of the Enemy, penlhed, 
and the E ngtijh efcaped. Ail this day was 
fpent without any Succefs on our fide* and 
the next nothing was done, becauie the Ships 
lay in a hole, where only one of our Gal' 
Icons could come at them at once, and fo 
might be one by one difabled by the Ene¬ 
mies Cannon. Some faid, this was only a 
pretence of thofe who had no mind to come 
at them. It.was attempted to burn them 
with Firefhips, but without fuccefs. 


2. The 
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, The Viceroy perceiving he only loft 
hisTime there, failed to P/» co fend thence 
Relief to Ormuz , having received Advice 
from ID* Imhm do Gama Commander of that 
Place,that the Fort of Comoran was befieged 
by a Perfian Captain of Xirav with 14030 
Men by Sea and Land, This Siege was laid 
by order of Abu Xa of Perfta, on account 
that Gama did not pay him certain Duties 
due to the King of Lara, and the Verfm 
was now poflefTed of that Kingdom. He 
was glad of this pretence of taking Arms, 
as defiring to poflefs himfelf of Ormuz , to. 
wards which he thought the Fort of Como* 
ron was a good ftep. Nor did he mils his 
aim, for no fooner did the ancient Men of 
Ormuz hear that. Fort was delivered, but 
they concluded this loft. D. Luis fent fome 
Succour which battened the Surrender, be- 
caufe one half of it was cut off, and the reft 
returned. Andrew de Quadras commanded 
at Comoran, he had but few Men, and lefs 
Cannon, (for always our Aim was at trade,) 
and was forced to furrender upon Condi¬ 
tions, which the Enemy never obferved; 
This was done when the Relief of 9 Sail, 
lent by the Viceroy, arrived under Che com¬ 
mand of Michael 4 c Soufa Pimentel , who 
having nothing to do there, and to fhun the 
Diitalts that happened between him and 
D. Luis de Gama, went away to Mafcate. 

3. The Viceroy returning with his Fleet 
from Viu , difeovered the 4 Englijb Ships 
a great way from Surat making all the lai 
they could, and ftanding to the South wank 
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He made the beft of his way, and in the 
afternoon came up alone wichin Cannon- 
fhot of one of them, becaufe his Galleon 
was a better Sailer than the reft of the Fleet. 
His Gunner offered to (ink her with, two 

4,0 Pounders; many oppofed ic, teprefentmg 

the other 3 Ships would come upon him,and 
the Fleet being out of fight, the Galleon 
would be loft, which would beagreat dil- 
ctedit befides the Damage at fuch a time 
when the Government was fo poor. The 
Viceroy fubmitted to their Opinions, with¬ 
out obliging them to give it under their 
hands, thinking they would never deny it, 
which they did when he was accufed for not 
doing what the Gunner ptopofed, j The 
E nglijh returned Thinks for this kifldnefs, 
firing theit Cannon without Ball. 

4 The Ships that this Tear went from 
Portugal, carried Orders to the Viceroy to 
fell all Commands and Employments that 
would yield Money, there being no other 
means than to fupply the Wants Of that 
Government, this was put in execution, 
and much refented, for three Reafonsi 

one, That it had never been done before; 
another, Becaufe many were debarred there¬ 
by the Right to thole Places they had put- 
chafed by long Service; and the third, Be¬ 
caufe by this means thofe who had Money, 
though never fo undeferving, would get

^ The Ships that this Year failed from 

Lisbon for India, in which the' aboyelaid 
Order went,■ were four; £f, Antony 

Cap- 
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Captain of one of them being alhore when 
they fet fail, and not able to get aboard, 
though he followed in another Veflel as far 
as the Illand Madera, returned to Lkban , 
and taking with him Captain Emanttel de 
Vrado de Magallanes, travelled to India by 
Land, found his Ship there, and returned 
in her to Portugal • Francis Lopez, Carrafio , 
Captain of another of thofe Ships, was left 
behind through negleft at Goa when the Ships 
came away, and Franck de Magallanes came 
in his Place. John Pereyra Cortereal , a third 
Captain of the lame Ships, returned not 
without Trouble, which he overcame like a 
good Commander* for fome of his Men 
mutinying, he with his own hand flew one 
of them, and caufed two to be hanged; for 
which good Service he was rewarded. 

6 . This Year alfo fet out from Goa ano. 
ther Ship commanded by Franck de Brito , 
which was loll off of the Iflands of £>uerim- 
ba, where and at Mozambique the Men were 
faved with the Fatigues ufual in thofe Ship¬ 
wrecks. D. Hierome Manuel , who comman¬ 
ded the 4 Ships that came from Lisbon, re¬ 
turned next Year, when we fhall fpeak of him. 

7 . -s Abas Xa , King of Perfia, defiring to 
fettle fome Trade with us to vend his Silks, 
writ to our King, telling him, He was wea- 
u ry of receiving Friers as Ambafladors, 
a and defiring him to fend fome Gentleman 
<c of Note, for he fhould better know how 
“ to treat with fuch a one, and God apdhis 
14 Majelly would be better ferved, becaufe a 

Religious Man out of his Cell was like a 
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“ Fifli out of the Water. D. Garcia de Silva 
& Figueroa a Spanilh Gentleman, well qua¬ 
lified for that Employment,, was lent to him. 
He carried a rich and beautiful Prefent,and of 
rare Workflpaflfhip in Silver ai# Gold, let 
with precious Stones. He wait from Ma¬ 
drid to Lisbon , thence to India, where he was 
to receive further Irtftruttions, and 20000 
Crowns configned on the Cuftom-houfe of 
Ormuz for his expence, befides what he had 
before received , becaufe his Equipage was 
very greatr Thus far we had an account 
of this Embafly; hereafter we fhall ice that 
Ormuz was loft, which was what the Perfian 
coveted ;% that it feems the Embafly did 
not divert him from that Thought. 

8 . The Blackj befieged the City of St. Tho¬ 
mas, and railing a Fort, they put in Ammu¬ 
nition and 600 Men, fpreading aocoo about 
the Town, which they battered from the Pa- 
god near St. Francis. Captain Emanuel de 
hits befieges the Fort, which was furrendred 
to him for want of Water. Among theCan* 
non found in it, there was one Piece of 25 
Spans, that is, 6 Yards and a quarter in 
length, that carried a Ball of yo Pounds 
weight. 

9. A Peace was concluded between the 
Mogul and us through the follicitation of 
Hierome Xaverm of the Society of Jefw* 
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CHAP. V. 

Continues the Government of the Vice-Roy 
D, Hieromede Azevedo , in the 
tear 1615 *. 

J r\ON John de Silva commanded foe 
I / the Spaniards at Manila, who de¬ 
manded Succors of the Vortuguefes to defend 
the Molttco Iflands againft the RebeUious Hol¬ 
landers. The Viceroy fitted out 4 Galleons 
for this Expedition under the Command ot 
'Francis de Miranda Emiquez. It was eafie 
to forefee they would be unfortunate, be- 
caul'e mod of the Souldiers were Outlaws, 
Men who have Courage to commit Villames, 
but in dangers of Honour are meer Cowards, 
as has always been found by Experience, 
and was at this time, for many deferted as 
foon as they had received their Pay at Goa, 
and many at Malaca , the Admiral contrary 
to his Orders, having touched there. 

2. Between the Iflands of Nicobar they were 
fome time becalmed. Not far from thole 
of Din they met two Holland Ships - coming 
from Faliacate , our Admiral prepared to 
fight, and they having made fliow of Hand¬ 
ing to it.after Ibme Gannon-fhot exchange, 
ftoed away- Being purfued very clofe they 
threw many Goods overboard to be the ligh¬ 
ter •, among other things they call: over fome 
Pigeons^he weight whereof could not much 
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hinder them, but in the Confufion they 
knew not what they did. Our Galleons 
could not make up with them, and in the 
morning they were not to be leen. It was 
afterwards known they skulked behind the 
lfland of Tulopinam. 

3. The Onlleons being in the Road of 
Malaca , the Admiral landed D. Gonpalo de 
Silva , Bifhop of that City, whom he carry- 
ed to this intent, and thought to hold on 
his Voyage, having already been out above 
2 Months, and it being about the middle of 
July, Going out of the (freight there arole 
a (form, and the Vice-Admiral fpringing a 
Leak, they were forced to put into Malaca y 
where they all Hayed, refolving to prole- 
cute their Voyage the next Year, not know¬ 
ing the ill Fortune that attended them 
there. 

3. When they came in, James de Mendoza 
Fuvtado , Commander in Chief by Sea and 
Land, was ready to fet out with 6 Galleons 
and 12 Jalia’s, or fmall Veflels. They were 
manned by the Garrifon of Malaca , and 
went to meet the Ships that were expefted 
from China, and at the fame time to dif- 
eover whether any Fleet of Achem appear’d 
as was reported. They difeovered it about 
5 Leagues from the (freight *, it confided 
of above 500 Sail, whereof above too Gal¬ 
leys greater than ours, and above 1 -o lefs, 
yet confiderable. The King came himfdf 
in this Fleet with his Wives, the bed of his 
Trealurc, and 60000 Men. He carried no 
Colours, bit Globes of mally Gold, as was 

» 3 --‘-v 
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the Throne whereon he fate. He was four 
Years in fitting out this Fleet. 

y. James de Mendofa Furtado having well 
viewed that Fleet, defigned to fight, and 
in order thereto called all his Captains to 
Council * it was rdolved he fhould not fight 
but return to Malaca , which was weak for 
want of thole Men they had drawn out. He 
flood thither, fending Advice to the Gal¬ 
leons to prepare to fight. The Admiral Fr de 
Miranda Enriquez received the Advice, and 
with Furtado* s Squadron on the 4th day met 
that vaft Fleet, which was handing for Ma¬ 
hca, Both Parties drew themiclves into 
order of Battel, and after Noon Miranda 
began to play his Cannon without lofing a 
Shot, the Enemy hood fo thick, and they 
received all his Fire without making any re¬ 
turn, as it were in contempt of him. 

6 . Furtado and Ferdinand de Cofia with 
their two Galliots attack 7 Galleys ^ one 
they boarded and burnt, another was blown 
up by a Ball that fell into their Powder 
Room. Several of the Enemy made up to the 
Galliots, our Galleons movetofuccour them, 
and then the whole Enemies Fleet comes on. 
This was towards Evening when a Storm 
rifing fo feparated our (mall Veflels, that 
they could not join the Galleons rill next day 
at Noon. Being joined they made towards 
the Enemy, who not regarding them flood 
in for Malaca. Our Galleons being ill man¬ 
ned, becaule many of the Men were fled to 
the Woods, it was found expedient to rake 

thefe 
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thofe out of the Galliots who were of try’d 
Valour. Thus they prepared for Battel, 
which the Enemy accepted, drawn up in 
the form of a half Moon. This happened 
on a Sunday in the Afternoon about the middle 

of November. _ " 

7 . The Admiral, and D.JohndeStlveyra s 

Galleons were boM&t&jAnt&odriguesdeGam- 
bo a with his Galliot came toaffift Silveyra his 
Brother-in-Law, but the Galliot taking fire 
fired the Galleon, and both perifhed. There 
were 50 Men in them, 20 of them died, 
and the other 30 were taken. The Admiral 
Miranda was three times boafded, and, tho > 
he had but few Men, ftill cleared the Decks, 
killing numbers of the Enemy, and finking 
fome of their Galleys. Ships were fired on 
both fides, and the labour to quench them 
was great efpecially on our fide. The fight 
lafted till midnight, the flaming Ships and 
other fires lighted of purpofe by the King 
affording them light. , _ . 

8. In fiqe, the Admiral’s Galleon during 
this time was attacked by the whole Fleet 
!4 times, fired 18, and as often quench¬ 
ed Men wrapped in wet Blankets rowling 
themfelves in the fire. Miranda being {truck 
down by a great Splinter, a Soldier cried 
out he was killed, but he inftantly arofe, 
faying, 1 am not dead , here I am alive, fight 
couragtoujlj my brave Lioiu^ for Heaven pro- 
mifes us a glorious Viffory. The 3 Galleons 
were in a Line at about a Musket (hot du 
(lance from each other, and for want of 
Wind the 2 could not come up tq fuccour 

P the 
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the Admiral, againft whom the Enemy bent 
all his Force. Could they have come up, 
the Enemy had been utterly ruined, for they 
were fo difabled, that they retired towards 
Banc ales. 

9. Day appearing, and the Enemy gone, 
our Galleons thought to purfue them but 
could not. Their Lofs was computed to 
20000 Men, and 50 Sail of all Sorts. James 
de Mendofa & Silva being upon difeovery 
with his lmall Veflels, found the King bad 
lent out his Boats for Water, he fell in a- 
inong them and took them all, and 200 Pri- 
foners. The King after this lofs asked the 
Priioners he had taken, whether an Embafly 
to treat of their Liberty would be acceptable 
at Malaca , and being by them aflured it 
would, he writ to the Admiral and Com¬ 
mander of the "town, affirming our Ships 
had attacked him without caufe, when he 
was going only tofubduehis rebellious Sub¬ 
jects exprefling concern for the lofs of our 
Galleon and Galliot, offering to reftore the 
Prifoners without Ranfbm, if they fent for 
them. This King being very fubtle and 
falfe, it was not fit to give two much Credit 
to him ; yet his Arobafladors were well re¬ 
ceived, and it was anfwered, that the King’s 
Defigns not being known, it could not but 
be believed hedefigned againft Malaca,. They 
lent him all his Subjects taken by James de 
Meadnfa and a good Prefect, thanking him 
for the offer of reftoring the Tmw-ztefes, and 
defiring he would deliver them to him that 
carried the others. The King being under 
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fail when our Meflenger came to him, faid 
he would anfwer after he had created him 
as became a Fortunes Ambaflador. He had 
rather have taken his anfwer there, being 
fufpicious of the King, but was forced to 
follow. The King being come home, re¬ 
ceived the Embafly friendly, and a Month 
after diipatched him well facisfied with the 
Prifoners. 

10. Thereafon why, as was before hint¬ 
ed, the ; Galleons could not purfue the A- 
cbem Fleet, was becaufe they had advice that 
8 Holland Ships were failing towards Ma¬ 
laca. Mendoza was of opinion to repair to 
the City for the fecurity thereof, but Mi¬ 
randa was for pqrfuing the Enemy, and ha¬ 
ving deftroyed them they might retire to 
Tolnbutum or Gale; which would have ruin¬ 
ed the Achem Fleet, and faved our Galleons 
which were deftroyed afterwards by the 
Hollander j. Thefe drawing near, Ferdinand 
de Cofia was for fecuring the Galleons at 
Gale h \Miranda for fighting and Fnrtado 
advifed to draw the Galleons clofe to the 
little Ifland, fb that the Hollanders might not 
pafs between them and the Land, fo they 
might do the more Execution, bringing all 
their Cannon over to one fide. This Opi¬ 
nion being approved of, was fcarce put in 
Execution, when the 8 Ships appeared and 
made at them. Every Ship exceeded each 
of our Galleons in number of Men and Can¬ 
non, able Seamen and Gunners. The order 
of drawing under the Ifland was fo ill exe¬ 
cuted, that the Hollanders took the Poft ours 
aimed at. 11. The 
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n. The Battel began and continued all 
that day with equal teas. Next day one of 
Galleons, after lofing 3 Captains, and be. 
ingtorn to pieces even with the fuperfidcs 
of the Water, was quitted by thofe Men 
that were left. The 3d day only 10 Men 
being left in another Galleon, they fired it 
and got alhore. The Admiral Miranda 
would defend himfelf, tho 7 wounded in the 
Leg, with only 6, but they and a Jefuit by 
force carried him into the Ifland, leaving 
the Galleon on fire. About 200 Men were 
loft in them all. The lofs of the Hollanders 
was confiderable, but being Matters of the 
Sea they failed to the Mouth of the Streight, 
to intercept the Ships that were expe&ed 
from China , till underftanding thatD. John 
de Silva, Governor of Malina , was coming 
that way with his Fleet, they quitted that 
Sea, which was no fmail comfort after fo 
great a Lofs. 

12. Francis de Miranda Enriquez went to 
Goa , where he walked upon Crutches, by 
feafon of the hurt received in his Legs when 
he fought the Hollanders . However he was 
brought to a Tryal, for not failing direftly 
for Manila , according to his Inftru&ions, 
or not retiring where they might have been 
fecured. In the Gonclufioii he was cleared, 
and having behaved himfelf fo bravely,itwas 
but xeafon he fhould. 

13. D. John de Silva being informed th3t 
the four Galleons could not go to Manila, 
did all that could be expected of a good 
Commander to join us in order to fupprefs 

the 
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the Hollaeiets. He fent Ammunition to our 
Flccrac motaca, and advice for our Strips 
to avoid failing into the Enemies hands. But 
all failed, the advice by the ill Conduct of 
him that carried it and Itbe Ammunition,be- 
caufe our Galleons were loft when it came. 
Without knowing hereof he put to Sea with 
10 ftrong Galleons, the product of his great 
Care and indultry. Eight days after his de¬ 
parture 6 Holland Ships came to the Bay of 
Maribeles and were the firft of that Nation 
that palled the Streights of Magellan. Had 
D. John let out 10 days fooner, he had 
taken the 8 Ships that defeated Franck de 
Miranda , and ro Days later thofe other 6. 

Ships On the Sea of Pnlaiindm he found t he 
Galleon commanded by Captain AnteyHr 
men de Azevedo and the Plate Ship edming 
from China. Having palled the Streight of 
Singapum , he left the Galleons with his 
Vice-Admiral and with two Galleys, he had 
went himfelf and convoyed thofe two Vef- 
fels to Maiden. There he was received un¬ 
der a Canopy with great State, and demon- 
ftrations of Love and Gratitude •, there allb 
he foon fell lick in fuch manner, that the 
feventh Day were buried with him the great 
hopes conceived of deftroying the Hol¬ 
landers by his Zeal, Valour and Condudt. 

The Galleys carrying the Body returned to 
his Nephew, and the Vice-Admiral and he 
with them to Manila. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. VI. 


Continues the Government of the Viceroy 
D. Hierome de Azevedo, in the 
Tear 1615. 

1, \ Bout this fame time a Peace was con- 
eluded at Dantam between the For- 
fuguefes and King Cboutia. Gonzalo Pinto 
de Fonfeca was appointed to go to exchange 
the Ratifications. The King would not 
come into our Dominions to fwear it, nor 
would we go into his • thole of the King of 
Sarceta , tho 7 our Enemy, and his Father-in- 
Law, were agreed upon. Pinto came to a 
Village appointed for this Ceremony with 
400 Foot and 50 Horfe, and found the King 
there with 40 of the latter, and 900 of the 
former. Our Commilfioner offer’d his Tent, 
and the King his, urging his Character. It 
was accepted to avoid difpleafing him. The 
Quarrel had been about certain Lands the 
King pretended to, and now quitting his 
Claim the Peace was lblemnly lworn with 
fatisfuftion of both Parties. He offered to 
ierve our King with 1000 Foot and 200 
Horfe, and that his Son Pnotild live at Da¬ 
tum to Command a fleet at Sea. He added 
pleafanrly, that he envied thole who could 
be in Danum at the publk'k Fcafts, andcau- 
ied Pinto with feme of the chief VoYtuguefis 
to go to his Houle, laying, the Queen was 
< . defirous 
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rtefirous of feeing him. She Taw him, but 
Jot he her, being behind a dote Lett.ee 
The King made frefh offers, and gave good 

Proofs of real Friendfhip. 

2. The fame Gonfalo Pinto concluded a 
peace with the Mcgot. The Articles were. 
That Jabanguier, King of the MogoJsy and 
the Viceroy fhould hold no Correfpondence 
with E nedifb or Hollander. r. That they fhould 
harbour neither of thofe Nations m their 
Ports, that they fhould be obliged to expel 
them the Sea of Guz.arate in 3 Months after 
any of them came thither. That if the E ng- 
lijb entred the Lock of Sutatte, the Portu- 
ffuefes Ihould have leave to plant Guns alhore 
to drive them out. That all Animofities 
laid afide, the M ogols and Portuguefes fhould 
Trade freely in each others Forts. That 
Prifoners be reftored on both Tides. That 
the King Ihould reftore ail the Portugues Ef¬ 
fects in his Kingdom, afeer repaying himtelt 
7 oooo Xerafines, he had received Damage 
in a Ship that came from Meca. 1 nat the 
Hulk of a Ship fhould be given to the Queen- 
Mother for one of hers burnt at Goa. That 
the Viceroy fhould give leave for two Ships 
of his once, and one every Year to Trade 
from Suratte to Meca , without paying 
any Duties. That the Mahbars Ihould be 
excluded the Ports of both Parties as pvr- 
nicious Pirats. That by this Peace the King 
of Right to the Duties paid at Dm } 

by the Ships that Trade in the Bay of Cam- 
bay*, fhould be no way infringed. 


o About 
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3. About the middle of February, Gonzal 
Rodriguez de Sonfa came to the Malm 
Iflands with 6 Galliots of War, and two of 
Merchants. He was fent by the Viceroy 
with Succours. D. John de Silva , Governor 
of Manila , with his Spaniards Were then 
befieged at Ternate by 11 Dutch Ships, Soufa 
in fight of them relieved the Place, and the 
Befiegers ftood away to the Southward. D. 
John ordered two Galleys and a Pink with 
the Galliots to follow the Enemy, who 
fteered for M acajfa. Thefe put the Towns 
of ArfuU Bcfi, and the greater and lefler 
M auciolas to Fire and Sword. They burnt 
Ships belonging to the Kings of Tentatejs/la- 
quienBach am and Cacoa , who favoured the 
Holland Rebels. Landing in the Kingdom of 
Corane , they eafily took the chief Fort, the 
King who was in it flying for fhelter to the 
Woods. Returning aboard, they difcover- 
ed three great Ships in which came the 
King’s Son-in-Law and Grand (on to his aid, 
the latter was taken, the other killed. Oft 
the 2d of April they arrived at Macajfa, af 
luch time as the Admiral of the 11 Hollanders 
fieen at Ternate , was coming into that Port, 
After half a Day’s fight being upon the 
point of taking her, a ludden Storm parted 
them. Our Men returned to Ternate with 
Booty, Provifions, and more Ships than they 
carried out. 

4. In Ceylon our Gen. Em.Mafcarennoi Ho* 
mem marched again# Candea with 14 Com¬ 
panies of Vortuguefes of 30 Men each, and 
the Dijfavpf) or Chiefs of the Natives, Near 

the 
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the River of Candea fell fa great a Raiq, 
there was no dry place, to lie down, and in 
the Morning they were all! Tunning Blood, 
being bit by Leeches. It appeared difficolt 
to pafs the River being then fwelfcd, but 
there being 11000 Men there they cut Tree^ 
and laying a Bridge over palled. The Chi* 
galas began to Sfcirmifh, chiefly at Night, 
taking the advantage of the Woods.* 
loft fome Men. The like happened at the 
Entrance into the Kingdom of Vva . 

5. They marched to the City Babute, 
Metropolis of that Kingdom, burning all that 
lay in their way. Three thoufand of the 
Enemy, who lay in Ambufh near the City, 
fell upon Simon Correa who led our Van, but 
600 Mufqueteers charging them, they fled to 
the Woods, about 40 being killed on both 
fldes. The lame happened in the Rear. 

There being no Plunder in the City it was 
burnt,and ail Fruit-Trees cut down. Our Ge* 
neral fpent 3 Months in this Expedition, in 
March returned to Sofragan , and thence to 
Ualvane , having done the Enemy great 
harm. 

6. In Augujl he lent Peter Peixoto de Silva , 
with 8 Companies to Tumpane , another In* 
let into the Kingdom of Candea towards the 
North a League from Balant, He fpared 
neither Sex nor Age, for that the Tnmpa- 
nenfet had endeavoured to betray us to the 
Enemy. The Lands of Archiapato of Candea 
were burnt ^ but in a Village'they cut off 
20 of our Blacks in an Ambufh ; 25 of them 
were (lain in the fame manner on their way 

to 
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to Matale. Near Mat ale 70 more fell of 
i<oo that came to oppofe us, which caufed 
them to quit the Field, and Peixoto return¬ 
ed to Manictavare with 500 Pri (oners, and 
2000 Head of Cattle, feme of them Ele- 

phant^r this the Diflgva philip de Oliveyra 
had * much the fame fuccefs, making a Road 
into Candea with 10 Companies. The fuc- 
cefs continued as long as Emanuel Mafia, 
renm Homem commanded in that Ifland, 
which was little above a Year, every one 
wilhing it had been much longer as much 
in refpeft of his Valour,as Fortune and Affa¬ 
bility. 


CHAP. VII. 

Continues the Government of the Viceroy 
D. Hierome de Azevedo, in the 
Tear i6ij. 

1. ¥N the Year 1608 we gave an account 
J. of the prodigious rife of Sebaftian Gon¬ 
zales Tibao , who of a poor feller of Salt 
in a fmaii Barque the Year 1605, in that of 
i<5o8 was become an abfolute Sovereign 
without dependance on any Prince what- 
fbever. It is now time to (how the end of 
iuch Monfters. This bafe Man being lift¬ 
ed to that height, the fteps by which he 
afeended being Treachery and Ingratitude, 

he now found it was no longer poffible to 

fupporc 
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fupport his Power without fome confide- 
rable Succour. 

2. This Man, who in his Profperity forgot 
to fubmit himfelf to the Viceroy, now fee¬ 
ing the probability of falling, acquaints him 
with the Danger he is in. He propoles like 
an abfolute Prince, That if the Viceroy will 
effe&uaily fupport him, he will become Tri¬ 
butary to Portugal, with the acknowledgment 
of a Galleon loaden -with Rice, to be deli¬ 
vered Yearly at Goa or Malaca. He urged, 
all had been done by him was to revenge the 
Murder of the Portuguefes (laughtered by 
the King of Arracam in Baitguel of Diattga ; 
and ( to gain the Viceroy by the hope of 
Profit) hinted, that the vail Treafure of 
that King might be taken. This 1 aft (o 
blinded the Viceroy, that in (lead of abhor¬ 
ring the Villanies of that Wretch, he refol- 
ved to affift him, contrary to all Human 
and Divine Laws. 

3. For this Expedition, the Viceroy fitted 
out 14 of the Iargeft Galliots, one Flyboat, 
and a Pink, and gave the Command of them 
to D. Francis de Menefes Koxo , who had go¬ 
verned Ceylon. He lailed from Goa about 
the middle of September well manned and 
equipped, but not without much forebo¬ 
ding of an unfortunate Event; for as the 
Viceroy only weighed the profpedt of Gain, 
the People confidered the injuftice of the 
Erite-prize. 

4. On the 3d of Oftobe? D.FraticH arri¬ 
ved at Arracam, the chief Port ana Re^ 
^nce of that King, he had before ftnt 3 
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Galliot with Advice of his coming to Seba - 
aian Gobles at Suttdm i. His Inftrudions 
being opened before ail the Captains, they 
contained, that he fhould enter that King¬ 
dom without expefting Sebaftian Gonzalez. 
It was more realonable that man Ihouid 
have been expefted, as who knew the Coun¬ 
try, and their manner of right, befides the 
Forces he was to bring; but God had de¬ 
creed the Ruin of that, vile Wretch, and of 
that unjuft Succour. On the 15 th of O&o- 
her, they difcovered coming down the Ri¬ 
ver a Fleet fo numerous, they could not fee 
the end of it. The foremoft was a Dutch 
Pink, and many Hollanders commanded other 
Vefiels. All that could be difcoverd appea¬ 
red full of Men, and well equipped, an ill 
light for 15 little Ships that expetted them; 
neither were they now 15, for one was gone 
to Sundiva , the Pink was in purfuit of a 
Ship that fled, and another was gone to 
fetch the Pink. 

5. The Dutch Pink fired the firft Gun, 
and then the Fight began furioufly,our Gal¬ 
liots advancing without any dread of that 
vaft Fleet. Four Galliots got before the 
others, and in an inftant their Captains and 
many Soldiers were killed, yet the reft were 
no way difmayed, and the other eight came 
up, darkening the day with Smoak, notwith- 
ftanding the repeated fialhes of Fire. Ma¬ 
ny of the Enemy were drowned, overfet- 
ting their Vefiels through hafte to fly from 
us. The Fight lafted from morning till 
evening, when the Enemy drew oft, think-

ing feme Relief was coming to us, having 
difcovered the Galliot that went to feek the 
Pink, which they could not find. We loft 
25 Men of Note, befides others. 

6 . Next morning the Pink came up, 
aboard him the wounded Men were carried, 
and fuch as he had fit for Service taken out. 
D. Francis refolved to lie at the mouth of 
the River till Sebaflian Gonzalez came to joyn 
him, and then again attack the Enemy. At 
length Gonzalez came with 50 Sail well man¬ 
ned and equipped, and hearing what was 
done, railed agaioft the Viceroy for giving 
fuch Orders, and againft D. Francis for obey¬ 
ing them. About the middle of November 
they failed up the River, difcovered the Ene¬ 
mies vaft Fleet riding in a fafe Place, and 
refolved to attack it. D. Francis took half 
Gonzalez his Ships, and gave him half thofe 
he brought, fo they made two equal Squa¬ 
drons. They divided themfelves and fell on 
on both fideS, firing upon thole Vefiels they 
could reach, but none of them advanced. 
The King from the Shore encouraged his 
Men, caufing the Heads of. fome xhat fled 
to be fet upon Spears for a Terror to the 
reft. 

7. Scarce had our Men time to breath, 
when a great part of that vaft Fleet came 
down upon them divided into 3 Squadrons. 
This was at Noon, when the heat or the Sun 
fcorched. Sebajtian Gonzalez put to flight 
thofe that attacked him* our Pink did as 
much with the Hollander. D. Francis recei¬ 
ved and did much harm. The Advantage 
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was vifible on our fide, till about Sun-letting 
our Admiral D. Ffnnris was kdled by two 
Musket-Balls, one in the Forehead, the other 
in the left Eye. A Signal given on Board 
his Galliot, caufed Sehjtian Gonzalez to 
ceafe following his good Fortune and the 
Tide ebbing, the Fleets parted ; but Gtfpar 
de Abrtn's Galeot being left among the Ene- 
mv, all her Men were flam, and the Veflel 
torn in pieces; yet Ahreu was brought off by 
Antony Carvolo mortally wounded, and lived 

fome days after. . , . 

8 . Our Fleet being come back to the mouth 
of the River, care was taken of the Woun. 
ded and above 200 Dead were buried in the 
Sea. 1 The Body of D. Francis was embal¬ 
med. D. Luis de Azevedo the Vice-Admiral 
fucceeded in the Command. They all failed 
over to Sundiva, and D Luis with hisSqua- 
dron thence to Goa, notwithftanding Seba- 
ftian Gonzales for his own fecurity laboured 
all he conld to keep him there. Not long 
alter the King of Arracam falling upon him 
in his Ifland, took it, and reduced him to 
his former miferable condition ^ fo his Sove¬ 
reignty palled like a Shadow, his Pride was 
humbled, and his Villanies punilhed.. Our 
Fleet on their return burnt fome Ships of 
the Moors , laden with Provifions, upon the 
Coaft of Paliacate and St. Thomas. But John 
Gomez Paez fighting with others, had his 
' Galliot blown up, and few Men were fa¬ 
ted. 


CHAP. 
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C H A P. VIII. 

Continues the Government of the Viceroy 
D. Hierome de Azevedo this fame 
Tear 161 y, and that of 1616. 

1. npH E Viceroy fitted out the Squadron 
JL for the North, which confuted of 
12 Ships, and as many fnlall Veflels, in which 
were at leaft 20 Gentlemen of Quality, whom 
the Portuguefes call FidaIgos s that ferved as 
Voluntiers. The Admiral was Huy Freyre de 
Andrade. 

2. This Fleet fet out about the end of 
0 Sober. Huy Freyre by the way vifited the 
Northern Forts. At Balcar , beyond Surat , he 
fent out the Fleet for Cambaya under the 
Convoy of two Ships, giving Advice to the 
Commander to fend away that which was 
there. As loon as Huy Freyre came to S«- 
ratte , Nab.abo, who commanded there for the 
Mogol, fent him two Vefleh loaded (as he 
faid) with frelh Provifions, but they were 
coftly Curiofities and Silks. Huy Freyre to 
receive this Mefiage, called all the Captains 
aboard his Galliot, and before them viewed 
and commended the Prefent. Th3t done,he 
took only one Piece, alluring the Mefienger, 
c All mult be returned, but that he fnould be 
s as ?eady to ferve his Matter, as it he h^d 
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< received the whole Prefent. Nababo much 
admired this Proceeding, undemanding it 
was Freyre's cuftom rather to Give than Re¬ 
ceive. , ^ 

3. The Piece Freyre kept was Cambolim , 
worth about 20 Pardao’s. The value of a 
Pardao is 12 Royals and a half. Cambolim is 
a piece of Stuff the Women wear on their 
Shoulders like a Veil. The Captain’s extol, 
ling this Adtion, he Paid, c The Cambolim 
<■ was due to fome Lady that they fhould 
c agree whofe Miftrefs was handfomeft, and 
c it fhould be given to her. The Price with 
out any difpute was allowed to UippolitoFur- 
iado his Miftrefs. 

4. Whiift the Merchant Fleet ftayed at 
Cambaya, Freyre went to vifit the Fort of 
Pi/*, and landed by the way at Goga y once a 
proud City of the Moors % but humbled by 
our Arms the laft Year. At the end of Ve- 
cembery the Fleet failed from Cambaya , and 
was the greateft that had been feen in many 
Years, Freyre with his Squadron convoyed 
ir; Near Damam there arofe fuch a Storm, 
that it was a wonder they did not all perifh. 
Two Ships were loft, with alt the Men:, of 
another, only one Man was faved; of a 
fourth, all the Men. What caufed moft 
admiration was,that 10 fmall Boats efcaped, 
which in a calm Sea carried but a fpan above 
Water. At length they got into Bscaim j 
8 Merchant Ships being drove toC£*w/,m« 
there 4 Parao’s of Pirats, who took two of 
them. Freyre caufed the Beards of the Sol¬ 
diers of the other fix to be cut off for not 

fol- 
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following his light. At laft he came fafe to 
Goa with the Fleet. 

5 . D. Bernard de Noronna commanded the 
Fleet on the Coaft of Malabar . Zamori had 
again broke the Peace, and diftrefled Gran- 
ganor. Noronna halted thither, and cut off 
all Correfpondence between Zamori and 
3 Htlland Ships that came into that Sea * and 
in defpight of all the Nayres relieved Gran - 
ganor . Mean while D. Henry de Soufa feat 
by him with 11 Sail to Calicut , burnt there 
a great Ship belonging to that Emperor, 
loaded and ready to fail for Meca. This 
done, D. Bernard having vifited the Forts of 
Malabar and Canara , returned to Goa. 

6. D. Ntmno Alvarez. Pereyra fucceeded 
Emanuel Mafcarennat Homem , as General of 
Ceylon , and made feveral fuccefsful Roads 
into the Kingdom of Candea , bringing 
thence many Prifoners, and much CatteL 
But let us relate a dangerous Commotion 
that happened in that Ifland, the Occafion 
whereof,though it be not new in the World, 
is one of thofe that, though often repeated, 
is ftill admired, and was thus: 

7. Some Years before this died Nicapeti 
King of Ceylon , who being converted, and 
having no Iffue, made the King of Portugal 
his Heir. At this time there lived in Ceylon 
a poor Fellow called alio Nicapeti : He fer- 
ved the Portuguefes , and gaining admittance 
to one of the Queens of Valgameme , heard 
fomewhat of that Prince called Nicapeti . 
This Fellow being of the fame Name, re- 
folved to reprefent h;sPerfon,and perfwade 
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the People, that he was their Natural Prince 
come to Life again. He feigns himfelf a 
Jogue, (that is,the fame as an Hermit among 
us,) and beginning to appear about Man- 
gueporc 7 gave out. That taking companion 
on the Calamities of his Country, he came 
to free them from the Portugues Bondage. 
He found Credit, and Men flocking to him 
entred the feven Corla’s, when the Diflava 
Philip de Olivera was abfent. At Matiagama 
he flew two Fathers of the Society,in 6 or 7 
days was fuccoured by the King of Candea 
with 2000 Men, and declared King by mofl; 
of the Country. # . • - 

8. As foon as our General had notice 
hereof, he lent Emanuel Cefar with fbme 
Men to quench this Fire before it grew M3- 
fterlefr. Cefar meeting him with 6000 Men 
at Gandola, a Village on the River Lqaa, they 
ingaged, and Ferdinand Caldeyra , who led 
our Van, going on ralhly, was killed, with 
mo or 12 Soldiers, and Captain Gajpar de 
Antas: 

9. In the heat of the Battle 1000 Chinga- 
la* who lerved under Luis Gomez Pinto 7 de- 
ferted to the Enemy. At this fight our Men 
gave themfelves for loft, but much more 
when D. Conjiantiue a Cbingala, but Subject 
of Portugal , and of the Royal Blood, flap¬ 
ping forward, cried alou d y IVhither do you 

my Friends ? If you look^for your Natural 
King, here am I, who by feven feveral Branches 
am defended ftcrtt them. In a moment they 
all-turned to, and proclaimed him King, and 
he made ufe of this opportunity to reduce 
/ them 
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them that had revolted from us. After a 
long Difpute, the Enemy fled over the Ri¬ 
ver. Next morning our Men pafled over, 
and meeting no Enemy, flayed there for fur¬ 
ther Intelligence. 

10. In the mean while Philip de Oliveyra 
returned from Candea , having heard of Ni- 
cgpetP s Attempt, but not of our Vi&ory. 
There was then a confiderable number of 
Cbingald's who ferved under him •, to incite 
thefe to rebel one came, and from the top of 
a Mountain admonilhed them to forfake the 
Portuguefe /, and follow their Natural Prince. 
This caufed much dilorder among the Men, 
and next day Oliveyra/^ larching on, came to* 
the Field of the/iate Battle, and finding 
above 1000 flain, could not difcover who had 
gained that Victory. On a Tree was feen 
an Infcription, fignifying that all Pcrtuguefes 
were flain, no body of them left in Ceylon , 
and that Columbo was furrend'red. This 
ftartled the Portuguefes, and not a little re- 
joyced the Lafcarines , (the Chingala'j that 
ferve among us are fo called,) who were 
800 in number. 

11. As Philip de Oliveyra continued his 
march, 300 Men attacked his Rear, but as 
foon as he faced them, fled. Nyhe came 
upon him near the River Lao a, he fent to 
Emanuel Cefar and they joyned, which made 
the Revolters fly to the Woods. They two 
agreed to take all the Women and Children 
of fome Villages, hoping by that means to 
reduce the Cbingala 9 j that were in Arms. 
Oliveyra took above 400} the fame night the 

800 
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800 Lafcarinei deferred with their Arms, lea¬ 
ving the Portuguefes alone, who were not 
above 200, Thefe marched 5 Leagues to 
the Pagod called Atanagale , near Malmnt\ 
where the General redded, who fent them 
500 Men, 200 whereof were Portuguefet. 
He ordered D. Emanuel de Caflro to take 
care of Providons and Ammunition, having 
made D. Conjiantine Dijfava of the Ccrlat } 
(this was the Chingala y who, as was above- 
faid, brought back thofe who fled from us,) 
in ftead of D. Philip de Oliveyra, wrongfully 
punifhing him for the defertion of the 800 
Lafcarines. 


CHAP. IX. 

Continues the Government of the Vketty 
D. Hierome de Azevedo the fame 
Tear 1616. 

1 . VT Icapetifike an abfolute King,beftowed 
j\l Imploymeats and Lands, having 
gathered an Army of 24000 Men, with 
which he marched towards Columbo fo vain, 
that half a League from that Town on the 
Banks of the River Nacolega , he would be 
proclaimed Emperor of Ceylon. He fent to 
the King of Gattdea to fend him one of his 
two Wives, who anfwered, It floould be done 
when the Portuguefes were fubdtted. Nicapeti^ 
in a Rage at this Anfwer, threatned to ufe 
b * that 
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that King like the toriuguejes, Thofe 2000 
Men fent by him to Nicapetfs amftance, 
hearing thefe Threats, deferted him, and 
returned home. This fet thofe two Ene¬ 
mies of ours at variance, and was no final! 
help to our Affairs. 

2? The two Commanders, Emanuel Cefar 
and D. Conftantine , being joyned, they 
marched towards Nicapeti , and found the 
way he was to come very clean, and ftrewed 
with Flowers. A Chingala carried Nicapeti 
the News of our approach, who caufed him 
to be impaled, faying, T here were no fortu- 
guefes left in Ceylon . He was (oon undecei¬ 
ved, the two Vanguards coming in fight of 
each other. Nicapeti inftantly poflefies him- 
felf of a Hill, and intrenches with 7000 
Men. Our Van attacks and enters his 
Works, kill 1000 of his Men, and force 
him, laying afide the Regal Ornaments, to 
fly to the Woods. We loft only an Enfigo. 
The other part of the Enemies Army feeing 
this defeated, fled over the River Laoa . 
Night coming on, our Men retted there, and 
in the morning found themfelves ftrengthen’d 
by 500 Chingala* s y who had deferted from 
the Enemy. 

3. At this time a Chingala, who had been 
a Chriftian, and Follower of the Portuguefes 
by the Name of Antony Barreto, ferved the 
King of Candea. Though of bafe Birth,his 
Valour advanced him to be Genercl of that 
King’s Forces, with the Title of. Prince and 
Govemour of the Kingdom of Uva. This Man 
laying hold of the opportunity of Nicapeti* s 

Revolt,

Revolt, came with a conliderable Power to 
feize our Fort of Sofragan, Barreto counter- 
feiting Friendfhip, drew our Men, which 
were but <5o, under two Captains, Faria and 
Matofo, to a Conference, and treacheronfly 
Hew moft of them. Thofe that efcape<| 
retired to a Church, where want of Ammu¬ 
nition obliged them to furrender, and they 
were carried to the King of Candea . 

4. This misfortune was juftly due to thofe 
Portuguefes for murdering an Embairadour 
fent by that King to Treat of an Accom¬ 
modation, that they might joyntly carry on 
the. War again ft: Nicapeti. The King, who 
might juftly have put to death Faria and his 
Men in Revenge for his Ambafladour, Trea¬ 
ted them courteoufly. He fent two of them 
to Balane , to advife our Garifon there to 
deliver that Place to him, being diftrefled by 
Nicapeti, they went, and having advifed 
the contrary, returned into Slavery. 

5. The King being informed by thefeMef. 
fengers, that thofe of Balane would not far* 
render, fell upon them with 10000 Men, 
and many Elephants. Our Commander 
Emanuel F ale am held out fame days, but 
feeing 6 Portuguefes had deferted, and there 
was no hope of Relief, was forced to Capi¬ 
tulate. The King treated him and his bet¬ 
ter than they dderved He was fo defirous 
of Peace, that he prefently fent an Ambaf- 
ladour to Treat thereof with our General 
D. Nunuj Alvarez Percyra , but the Succrfs 
of that Negotiation belongs to the next 
Year, 
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6. An Embafty came to Goa from the 
King of Siam, acknowledging the Favours 
received of the Portuguefes . The Heads oi 
the Meflage were, that he had received a 
Letter from James de Mendopa , who flayed 
not tor the Anfwer, that he offered the King • 
of Portugal the Port of Martavam to build a 
Fort there •, that he would maintain the Gar* 
rifon and a fmall Fleet to Cruize on that Sea 
againft the King of Dua . The Ambaffadors 
were fplendidly entertained, and F. Francis 

of the Annunciation, a Dominican, fenl 
along with them with the fame Charafter. 

He fet out the beginning of May , with a 
coftly Prefent for the King. The King re¬ 
ceived the Ambaflador with great Satisfacti¬ 
on, who propofed to him how ambitious 
the Portuguefes were of his Friendfhip, that 
they Ihould both join their Forces to fubdue 
the King of Ava , that there fhould be a free 
Trade between Siam and M alaca \ that he 
Ihould not admit the Hollanders into his 
Country. 

7. The King anfwer’d, That the Portu- 
guts Merchants might freely refort to his 
Ports and be exempt from all Duties, and 
his Subjects fhould Trade to M alaca ; that 
the reafon they had not done it of late was 
the ill ufage they found there, whereof he 
gave good Inftancefi that he had admitted 
the Englifby Dutch and M alayes into his Ports 
for the great refpedt they fhowed him, and 
the need he had of them •, that he had afl 
lifted the Portuguefes againft the Hollanders * 
that he was no way concerned for the harm 

thofe 
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Chofe of M alacs had done the Queen of P* 
tane , becaufe Ihe was a Madwoman, but fte 
being now dead he had placed one of more 
Senie there, and defired there might be free 
Trade with her as well as with Siam ; that 
the Goods of fuch Portuguefes as died in 
his Dominions Ihould go to their Heirs; 
that he had ordered all Portuguefes who 
committed any Crimes, Ihould be tried at 
his Court, to prevent any wrong being done 
them by the prejudice of Magiftrates Thus 
our Ambaflador was anfwered and difpatch- 
ed, and the King fent with him two Sim 
Gentlemen , to go his Ambafladors into 
Spain. 

8 . There were great Complaints againft 
the Commander of M ofambique Kuy de AM 
& Sampayo , for that he robbed the Natives, 
and did not pay the Soldiers, having pri¬ 
vately ftrangled fomeof them, which caufed 
a Mutiny. Francis de Fonfeca Pinto was fent 
from Goa to regulate thefe Diforders. With 
him went Salvador Vaz de Gama to fiicceed 
Melo, in cafe he were found Guilty. Metis 
Confluence accufing him, he refufed to ad¬ 
mit the Judge, who relblved to return to 
Goa, but hearing that Melo had left open a 
Wicket of the fort, he rulh’d in, and de- 
pofing him, gave the Command to Guerra, 
contrary to what the Vlfceroy had ordered. 
He was alio to Visual the Fort at Tete y and 
furnifh it with Cloth, that Fort being main¬ 
tained to continue the difeovery of the 
Mines of M enomatapa, which gave great 
hopes of Profit. But before we relate what 
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happened at this time, let us refcelh the Me¬ 
mory of what was before. 

9. In the iothChap. of the 3d Part of the 
id VoL we gave fome account of what was 
afted by fome of our Commanders in thefe 
Parts. Cbunzo a powerful King rebelled a- 
gainffc the Emperor of Monomotapa y and was 
fubdued by the affiftance of the Portuguefes 5 
fo other Rebels, To gratifie thefe Favours 
he for ever gave all his Mines to the King of 
Portugal , making a refignation of them to 
James Simoens Madera y Commander of Tete, 
who was then in his Service. The fubftance 
of the Inftrum^nt was. That he gave all his 
Mines of Gold, Silver, Copper, Tin, Iron, 
Lead, to the King of Portugal , upon Con¬ 
dition he Ihould fupport him in his Throne 
That the King Ihould admit of him as his 
Brother; That the next Year he would fend 
his Son with an Ambaflador to Goa \ That 
he had put two Sons, and would foon two 
Daughters, into the Cnftody of James Si- 
mens to be bred Chriftians. The Emperor 
ordered Simoens to have an Inllrumentmade 
hereof3 and he asking how he would Sign 
it, fincein his Empire none could write, the 
Emperor made three Crofles on the Ground, 
one under the other, and Iaid 5 he would 
fign it that way, which accordingly he did. 

10. This done^ Simoens with his Men ac¬ 
companied the Emperor who was marching 
towards Ancone that was in Rebellion. Ga- 

P erejra Cabral being left behind wound¬ 
ed was carried by Cafres , who run away 
from him. Simoens undemanding it, went 

back 
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back with one Slave, and helped to carry 
him on his own back. An Aft worthy of 
memory, from a Captain to a Souldier, 
The Rebel being fubdued, Simoens returned 
to fete with the Emporor’s two Sons. They 
were baptized by the Names of Philip <jnd 
James. The latter remained there, the 
other went back to his Father. 

11. The Emperor thinking he could now 
overcome his Enemies without the afliftancc 
of ?ortugttefes, marched to the Kingdom of 
Baroe , and was there defeated ^ at Mongol 
he had a Son killed, and Matuzianne ufurped 
the whole Empire. James Simoens reftored 
him, and pofTefi'ed himfelf of Chicova. Af«- 
tHZjianne railing new Forces was defeated and 
killed by the Fortuguefes. D. Stephen de 
Ataide raifed a Fort at Maffapa, and gave 
that Command to James Carvallo , whom he 
fent to Monomotapa with a prelent to obtain 
the Delivery of the Mines, 

12. Carvallo went and told the Emperor 
he had a great Prefent, but gave him none; 
and he feeing the Tortuguefes entred his 
Lands for Gold without his confent, caufed 
all they had to be taken from them, and 
many to be killed. Carvallo had with him 
fome Forces belonging to the Emperor* with 
whofe affiftance he curbed the Robbers 
of Quizinga, and fupported himfelf. He 
refolved to revenge the fpoiling of the For* 
tuguefes by a horrid Treachery againft thole 
that ferved him, for joining with the gu'r 
zinga* s, he one Night fell upon the Cafrts, 
and killing many put the reft to flight, who 
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juftly curfed the falfenefs of the Portu - 
guefes. 

is. Carvallo fearful of his own Wicked, 
nefs, abandoned the Fort of Maffapa and 
went to fete , leaving all the Country in Arms 
againft the Fortuguefes . AH he afted was 
by order of D. Stephen de Ataide , who, in 
ftead of appealing the Emperor, threatned 
him with War. He fent out from Sena, and 
by his order Carvallo railed another Fort on 
the Banks of Zamheze 7 two days Journey 
from Tete. James Simoens Madera was left 
to Command at 2 V/f,becaule Ataide returned 
to Mozambique, hearing the Hollanders were 
coming thither. D. Stephen perceiving no 
Dutch appeared in 6 months, returned to 
fete. The Emperor fent to offer him Chu 
cova if he would fend the ordinary Prelent, 
which was a Debt, and no Gift. D. Stephen 
would not fo much as hear the Embafladors, 
refufing to give a Pcefent of 5000 Crowns, 
which might have laved much greater Char¬ 
ges, for above 3 c 000 were already loft at 
Majfapa to no purpoie. 

14. D. Stephen fet forward with 150 Men, 
but being better advifed, expefted News’ 
from , Portugal and India . In July he recei¬ 
ved the King’s Orders to go to Goa , and give 
the Command of fete to James Simoens , and 
that of Mopambique to D. John de Ataide 
the viceroy’s Brother. E). Stephen obeyed 
againft his Will, leaving Simoens 140 Sol¬ 
diers without any thing to maintain them in 
that dangerous Conqueft. Ho wever Simoens 
made the belt on’t, and refolved to proceed,

beginning with Chombe a powerful Cafire , de¬ 
manding of him whar he owed as our Tri- 
butary, and the Reftitution of the Portia 
ottefes ’he bad. Some infamous Portuguefet 
advifed Chombe to take no notice of Simoens , 
becaufe he could do him no harm. This cau- 
fed that King firft to flight, and then to mo. 
left him in the Veflels wherein he failed for 
Tete. Simoens landing drove the Cafes fo, 
that they troubled him no more. 


CHAP. X. 

Continues the Government of the Viu* 
roy D. Hierome de Azevedo, in the 
Tear 1616. 

1. T Ames Simoens Madera railing 6coo Cj* 
J fres , marched with them and his Portu - 
guefes againft Chombe at the beginning of 
September . One night they heard a Voice 
that faid, Chombe rejoyces at your coming, and 
de fires you will maks hafie, for be ifi hungry , and 
expefis to f aft upon your Bodies, Simoens tnar* 
ched on, and fortified himfelf clofe under 
the Enemies Works , which were half a 
League in length, and in breadth propor¬ 
tionable, furnifned with 8oco Men. Simoens 
attacks them twice, but to no efied. Next 
night a Cafe fled to the Enemy, and from 
them a Cnriftian Black Woman to us with 
Advice, That Chombe would fall upon our 
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Men before day. Simoens expeded them 
with filence, and killing 1000, put the reft 
to flight. 

2. The Enemy propofes a peace, but no¬ 
thing is concluded. Simoens attempts their 
Works, but wichout fucceis v he fends to the 
Commander of Senna for Succour, who fends 
him 40 Portuguefes , and 3000 Cafres . The 
Works were again aflaulted in vaio \ (bon 
after feme Defer ters informed, the Intrench- 
ment was weakeft on the fide of a Lake. 
Here the Affault was renewed, the Works 
entred, Chombe put to flight, aad the Place 
given to gaitamho a Crfte, who faithfully 
ferved us, on condition to pay what Cbemhe 
had denied. 

3. James Simoens was now bent upon jhe 
Conqueft of the Silver Mines in Chic ova. 
The Emperor fent to acquaint him,‘He again 
1 reflgned rhofe Mines to him, upon condi- 
4 tion he fliould not go thither with an 
‘ Armed Power, Simoesss defired, he would 
fend one to put him in Pofleflion thereof, 
and to receive Cloth to the value of 4000 
Ducats he had to prefent him. The Em¬ 
peror was fatisfied, and Simoens, with Ap- 
plaufe ot all the Cafres , took pofleflion of 
Cklcova on the 8th of Aiay, 1 <514. being 
put into it by Onmxangue a great Mart, Ne¬ 
phew to the Emperor. 0 The firft thing he 
did was to raifea Fort there; the next, t 6 
joyn Friendfhip with a powerful Cafe called 
Safe, and his Country Bor ore, 
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Ai The Lord of Cbicova, now fubjeft to 
the Portuguefes by virtue of the Emperor’s 
Refignation, withdrew himfelf from them; 
fo that Complaint was made thereof to the 
Emperor, who gave leave to Depofe him, 
and put another in his Place, fending a Co* 
fie called Cberema to ihew the Mines. This 
Man twice deceived Simoens y caufing him to 
dig in Places where he had hid fome Ore, 
for which reafon he was confined \ and then 
fliewed another place, ot which fome hope 
was conceived, he excufing himfelf what 
was done had been by the Emperor’s Order. 
Neverthelefs Simoens fent him a Prelent; 
he detained the Meflengers, and fent word, 

« He would have Needles, Pins, Knives, 
< Looking-Glafles, Candles, Soap, Zafran, 
* Pepper, and fome rich Silks. He repented 
the giving of Cbicova , and fought occafion 
of Difagreement, thinking that Simoens 
could not fend what he damanded. But 
he fending all things, the Emperor leetned 
fatisfied. 

5. That D Fbinp the Emperor’s Son, 
whom James Simoens caufed to be Baptized, 
attempted feveral times to make his efcape 
to the Porttfguefis, and was taken; at length 
he got to the Fort of Cbicova , and was joy¬ 
fully received. Hearing there that Chirms 
was fted to avoid difeovering the Mines, he 
fent for him, pretending to be fent Embaf- 
fador by his Father, and having rebuked 
and feenred him, went himfelf to Pete. The 
Emperor hearing hereof, proffered great 
Rewards to any would kill his Son. At the 
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fame time it fell out, that a Soldier gather¬ 
ing fome Fruit, the Son of the Owner, who 
was a powerful Man, forbid him; the Sol¬ 
dier complains to his Captain James Teyxera 
Barrofo , who without farther examination 
foot the young Man. The Father, in Re¬ 
venge of his Son’s Death, did the Portuguefes 
much harm; and the Emperor declared War, 
becaufe they entertained his Son againft his 
will. 

6. In March , 1^15. 10000 Caffes aflault 
the Fort, but were forced thence with great 
loft, James Simoens coming in time with 
Succour. The Country being clear, simoens 
fent fome Men with Cberema todifeover the 
Mines *, after fome days digging they difeo- 
vered Ore, whereof one half was pure 
Metal, and fome foarce wanted calling. It 
appeared to be no cheat, fome being grown 
inro the Roots of a Tree. 

7. Our Commander being allured there 
were rich Silver Mines, refolvcd to lend three 
great clods of Ore for a Proof to Spain. 
The Meflengers and Ore were received with 
great joy at Madrid. Gafpar Bocarro was lo 
ambitious of carrying this News, that after 
the others were gone, he gave 2000 Ducats 
to purchafe the Employ, and offered to go 
by Land at his own Expence > but he ended 
his days at Mozambique. 

8. The excefllve Heac caufed aSicknefs in 
the Fort of Cbicova , whereof the Soldiers 
died in 3 or 4 days. Next followed a Fa¬ 
mine, which gave occafion to the Cafres , 
who ferved the Fort and drg in the Mines, 
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to run away, lo that there was no Silver to 
buy Cloth, and confequently no Cloth to 
purchafe Provifions with at Safe , it being 
the only Coin that palled there. James Si* 
tnoens had acquainted the Viceroy, That 
Conqueft could not be maintained without 
Relief. The chief Suffenance of that Gaf- 
rifon for fome days was a fmall Fruit, fo har/h 
they could not fwallow it, unlels rowled in 
Allies. 

9. The Supplies were fent by the Viceroy 
to Mozambique, but never reached Chicov* % 
which thereupon was abandoned. The ha¬ 
tred the Lawyer Francis de Fonfeca Pinto , to 
whom the Viceroy had given the whole 
Charge of the Affair,bore to James Simoens^ 
was the caufe he was not Relieved, and that 
important Place loft. 

ic. This is that Francis de Fonfeca Pinto % 
who (as was laid before; took the Com¬ 
mand of Mozambique from J\uy de Melo & 
Samfayo , and had ail Neceflarits for Chico - 
vj, as well of Provifions as Tools to work in 
the Mines. But his hatred to Simoens diver¬ 
ted him from fending thole Succors ^ befides, 
he ibid all that was to relieve that Place, and 
converted it to his oivn ufe, and feized upon 
de Melons Effedls. James Simoens pref- 
fed him by Letters for Relief, in his laft pro. 
tefting with all his MeD, c If the Place were 
c loft, the fault would lie upon him. 

11. All the Anfwer that infolent Fellow 
returned, was putting Simoens his Nephew, 
ient to conduft him, in Irons. Then been- 
tred his Lands, and deftroyed all that was 

there. 
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there, felling his Slaves i he f or &id the In¬ 
habitants on pain of Death correfponding 
with, ot relieving thofe of Cbicova y and 
fent word to the Emperor, that he might 
freely kill Simoens , tor entring his Domi¬ 
nions without Orders from the Viceroy. 

Not fatisfied to procure his Ruin by thofe 
means, he marched towards Chicna with 
intention to murder him. Simoens under- 
ftandingit withdrew thence, and Pinto hear¬ 
ing of it, though fo near, would not relieve 
the Fort, nor examine the Mines as he had 
in Orders,but returned haftily to Tete, fearing 
James Simoens fhould meet him. But going 
back to the Fort, caufed the Notary to 
draw an Inftrument, containing the Caufes 
whv that Fort was abandoned, to which 
tb^y all ffgned. This done, they marched 
with their Women and Children towards 
Fete. 

t 1. Weaknefs caufed them to march very 
flow, and two Soldiers fell dead lor want. 

At Marenga, Simoens received a Summons 
from Pinto, to appear before him at Fete in 
9 Days to anfwer tor himfelf. But knowing 
now he had quitted the Fort, fent 2000 C<*~ 
fres commanded by a Portugues to murder 
him ; they, tho’ the opportunity was ore- 
fented, would not do it. Simoens Hayed in 
the Country of Inamhan^o which was his 
own. and all the Company went to fete. 

There Pinto inquired of them, whether there 
were any Mines at Chicovi, they all unani- 
moufl. anl wered there were. But he in hatred 
to Simoens dellring to conceal them, with 
R 4 Threats 
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Threats and Rewards prevailed with each 
of them fingie to fwear there were none. 
Then he gave Sentence againlt Simoens for 
abandoning the Fort , not confidering if 
there were no Mines there (as he endeavour¬ 
ed to made out) it was no Crime, and that 
if any fault were it was his own, fince the 
other held it longer than could be required. 

13. This done Pinto Promiles the Em¬ 
peror a confiderable Prefent, if he would 
fall upon Simoens at Inambanzo. The Em¬ 
peror not only expelled Simoens thole Lands, 
but fo diftrefled fete, that they were forced 
to make up the Prefent promifed by Pinto , to 
buy his abfence, the Emperor pofitively re¬ 
quiring it at their hands. James Simoens after¬ 
wards returned to fete , being utterly ruined 
by his good Service, and Pinto who had ruined 
all was enriched by his Viilanies and Rapine. 
This is what happened about the Mines of 
Monomotapa . I will only add that the firft Com¬ 
mander there, Francis Barreto , was undone 
by a Divine, and now James Simoens the laft 
by a Lawyer • and the King, by employing 
fuch Gownmen in things they underftand not, 
loft the great Advantages might beexpefted 
from thofe Mines. 


CHAP. 
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CHAR XI. 

Continues the Government of the Viceroy 
D. Hierome de Azevedo the (am 
Tear 1616. 

i.^TpHE Inhabitants of the City Meliapor, 
A commonly called St. fbomas, were 
all divided, killing one another without any 
regard of Human or Divine Laws, or any 
Shame, that even the Moors and Gentiles 
abominated their Wickednefs, The occa- 
fion was what they call Points of Honour. 
To appeafe thefe Diforders, the Viceroy 
fent Kuy Diaz, de Sampayo with 7 Sail, and 
250 Soldiers. 

2. Kuy Diaz performed all that was given 
in Charge to him, and having reconciled the 
Citizens of S. f homos, fent 6 of his Ships to 
fcour the Coaft of Carriero under the Com¬ 
mand of Veter Gomez de Sou fa , a Man more 
courageous than difereet. At Montep oh he 
made cruel havock, furprizing the Inhabi¬ 
tants. As he returned with great Booty, 
and many Women and Children, an ancient 
Moor appeared upon the Shore, who coming 
to our Men told them, he was much wrong¬ 
ed by Cotamuza King of Goloconda y and 
therefore would not only turn Chriftian, buc 
ihow them a Fort (meaning that of Carriero ) 
they might eafily furprize. This was all 
a Fiction deviled by a Moor 7 who leeing 

whac 
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w hat was done by our Men, had gathered 
z oc Moors, and lay m Ambufh to lee whe. 
ther Peter Gomez would fufFer hirafelf to be 
deceived by this Meflenger. 

2 peter Gomez , though warned that 3II 
this was Treachery, gave Credit to the 
Moor, followed him a League, and there 
fell into the Atnbulh where he arid h« 
Captains, fave one that was left at St.T horn, 
With no Portuguefe, were aU flam, 2jtak.cn, 
and 0 nly 30 efcaped by flight: 185 Mum 
were kUIed in the Action. 

a. Jofepb Pereyra de Sampayo, who was 
left Prifoner by Peter Gomez, carried the 
remainder of the Men and Ships to S.SIwim. 
The Moors fent the Portugucfes they had 
taken to the Kiig of GoUonda who com- 
plained to F. Bartholomew Dias, fent to him 
bv the Biihop of Meiiapor, that the fW 
q U es fhonld enter his Country in hoftil man- 
Ser, at the fame time they treated amicably 
with him. The King admitted the weak 
exeufe, that it was not done by order ot ttte 
Government, and delivered the Pnibnerc 
upon condition chofe of Montepolt fhouid be 

feftore^ Emjmel Menefes failed from 

Lisbon with 3 Ships for India one of' them 
fpringmg a Leake was forced to put into the 
Port again •, another arrived fafe at Gu, 
after being parted from D Emanuel uy 
Siorm on the Coaft of Guinea. D. E numd 
near the Ifland of Mr.dagafcar met 4 W 
lijh Ships, the Commander of them fen to 
order our Captain aboard, who refuf^. 
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bat fent an Underftanding Man to view their 
Strength, and he returning faid publickly, 
that the Enemy's Admiral alone was too 
ffrong for our Ship. D. Emanuel taking 
him afide, blamed his Indifcretion for dif- 
heartning the Men ^ then he fent word to 
the E»gHJhi that fince their Kings were at 
Peace, there was no realon the Subjects 
ihonld break it; that they fliould bear ofij 
and not come a head of him. Neverthe- 
lefs the leaft of the 4 did, he fired at her, 
and then ail the 4 at him. 

6 . Night came on, our Ship held her 
Courfe, and in the Morning found her felf 
among fome Iflands near the Head of that 
called Mannoto. The Enemy coming on, 
and the W ind calming, we were forced to 
engage, our Veflel was foon unmafted, and 
made the belt it could for the Ifland Anga - 
giza. The Englifh fent to tell D. Emanuel 
he was running to his Ruine ^ that if he 
would furrender himfelf, all the Men Ihould 
be landed at Suratte , whence they might 
travel by Land to Goa j he anfwered, if any 
more fuch Meflage were fent him, he would 
hang him that carried it. The Ship driving 
towards the Shore with the Tide, ftuck be¬ 
tween two Rocks, which proved the faving 
of all the Men, who got afhore leaping a 
narrow Gut, into which many fell for hafte. 

7. As foon as landed, the Cafres received 
them with ihowers of Stones. They were 
appeafed with ionic Gifts, and the help of 
fome Musket Bails let fly among them by 
Jojepb Alvarez Torres-) who ( though it was 
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plain their Safety confifted in their Arms) 
advifed they (hould be call into the Sea, be.' 
caqfe the Cafres would not furnilh them with, 
provifions as long as they were armed. D. 
Erpauuel contented, and fcarce were they 
feen next day unarmed, when the Cafres 
ftripped them even of their Shirts. Some 
travelled up the Country, and others along 
the Shore; the latter in two Days found no 
Water to drink, were confumea with the 
heat of the Sun, and fome died for want. 

8. The 3d Day they met other Cafns % 
who feeing nothing to take from them, gave 
them Milk and Water with Signs of Com¬ 
panion. Sebaftian Preftes , the Pilot of the 
Ship, attempted to lave himfelf with a few 
Men in the Boat, and coafting along the 
lfland, met Chande a Noble Moor of Pate, 
who was failing for the lfland M adagafen 
with two Tangayos. He told the Pilot that 
King was his Friend, and for his fake would 
ufe them all well. The Pilot fent to ac. 
quaint D. Emanuel , and it appeared thole 
Cafres with whom he was, were that King J 
Subjects. They all came to the Port, and 
the Moor gave each of them a Cloath to 
cover his Nakednefs. Here it appeared how 
little the Cafres efteem what we molt value, 
they gave many Pieces of Eight for a Rag 
fcarce worth a Farthing, and fetching Bags 
full of Money out of the Ship, fcatterea \ 
about the Rocks, and putting their Heads 
into the Bags were very well pleafed. 

9. It may well be doubted whether ^ Por 
fugues would have done with 600 Moors, as 
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this Moor did with 600 poriuguefes in that 
miferable Condition. He maintained them, 
gave them CJoaths, which fold to the Cafres 
had been worth much Money ; juftly refto- 
red them Jewels of great value wherewith 
they entrufted him, and gave them his two 
Pangayos to go over to Mombasa. They 
arrived thither on the 4 th of September , and 
were maintained and clothed by the Charity 
of that little Town. On the 10th of that 
Month they Embarqued, and arrived fafe 
at Goa. The Viceroy lent Prefents to D. 
Emanuelde Menefes , and comforted him for 
his Lois. D. Hterome Manuel , who com¬ 
manded the homeward bound Ships about 
the Iflands of Flores fought with 4 Pirats 
and put into the lfland Tercera, whence he 
came to Portugal with the Ship that was put 
back the Year before. 4 

10. The Trade of the Port of Soar in A - 
rsbia much leflened the Cnftoms of Ormuz 
and Mafcate. To remedy this the Viceroy 
fent D. Fraudt Rolim with a Galley and five 
other VefleJs, who joined D. Vafco de Gama 
Admiral of that Sea with five Sail more at 
Mafcate . Amer , Head of a Hord of Arabs , 
to revenge himfelf upon Mahomet King of 
Soar, took part with us, and marched by 
Land with nco Men. Our Men landed 
and poflefled chemfelves of fome Mofques to 
fecure themfelves till the Cannon was fet a* 
more. 

it. A Fort on a Hill was firfl: attacked* 
out fo well defended it could not be entred 
that Day, tho’ Mahomet who commanded it 

was 
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was killed with a Musket-Ball. We loft 
a Captain and 6 Men. In the Morning the 
Trenches were entred, then a Moique, aod 
laftly a Town, where many Women and 
Children were made Prifoners, and much 
Booty found. In this Aftion we loit 6 Men 
more. The Fort not able to hold out lor 
want of Men furrendred •, and the King’s 
Brother being taken, was put to Death Our 
Men violated the Articles they had made, 
killing and plundering many of them that 
marched out. And having agreed with^- 
mtr that there Ihould no Prifoners made, 
yet they took feveral Girls on pretence of 
Breeding them Chriftians, as if t hat were ao 
excufe for Breach for Faith. J bn de Soup 
was left to Command that Fort, and Amy 
Timenta joined with him, as skilled in the 


Affairs of that Country. .. 

12. At Camnor happened an accident lad 
enough, and yet ridiculous. The Nayres 
lhow no Mercy to a Thief, tho’ the thing 
ftolen be of no value. They impale the 
Criminal, and leave him to be eaten by the 
Birds. An Indian that was turned Chnjuaii 
ftole a Knife, the Nayres apprehended hun, 
and fent to acquaint the Judge of the Part* 
vuefes at Cananor, He returned anfwer, they 
Ihould kill him. They inftantly cut off his 
Head, thinking it was a piece of Civility, 
being he was a Chriftian, to kill him our 
way. Our Commander, Nicholas Soveralj 
Tent fome Soldiers to fetch the Body, ana 
revenge his Death on the Nayres , as if tney 
had not obtained leave for what they m v 
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The Soldiers killed a Nayre 1 which provo¬ 
ked them in great numbers to beliege the 
Fort with great Threats, if Satisfadion was 
rot given them. Our Cammanders made 
fhow of hanging one of SoveraP s Servants to 
appeafe the Nayres ^ and being cut down 
put him into a Coffin, as if he were really 
dead. The Nayres were fatisfied,. and our 
Men as well pleafed that this Fiction had 
pafled upon them, as if the CondefcentioH 
had not been equal, whether the Att wa* 
faigned or real. 

1 3 - The King of Ova , or Avaa (for both 
Names are given him) fearing the Kings of 
Siam and Arracam , his Enemies Ihould come 
fo ah accommodation with the Portuguefes^ 
fent Ambaffadors to fettle a Peace with us, 
excufiflg the killing of Philip de Brito Nicote ,* 
offering to reftore the Priloners he had 
taken, and to affifl: us againft the King of 
Arracam , of whole great Treafure he de¬ 
fied nothing for himfelf, but the white 
Elephant. The Viceroy accepted of the 
Ambaffadors Propoials, and lent back with 
them Martin de Cofta Fa/cam to ratifie the 
Agreement. He fpent many Days in jfollici- 
ting an hour’s Audience, at length it was 
appointed at Midnight, and he was led in 
the dark to a Place where they ordered him 
to fpeak, for the King heared ; he fpoke 
and faw no King, nor heard no anfwer. He 
hgnified the defire he had of feeing the 
King, and was ordered to wait his going 
abroad. He went out one Day upon an Ele- 
phaot, and knowing Falcam waited in the 
r Street 
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Street to fee him, never fe> much as turned 
his Eyes that way. Such was the account 
he madcofourEmbafly, fo the Ambafladot 
returned to Goa without concluding any 

Let us conclude this Year with an 
account of a Monlter. In September was bom 
at Chaul this Monlter, whofe Head and 
Face were as round as a Ball, the Mouth of 
exceflive bignefs, the Nofe quite flat, the 
Eyes very little, the Ears vaftly big like 
thole of an Elephant, the Neck extream 
thick, in other refpeas like a Pig. It died 
the hour it was born. 


CHAP. XII. 

Continues the Government of the Ficero] 
D. Hicrome de Azevedo, in the 
Tear 161J. 

, -p HE Affairs of Ceylon were in a dan- 
1 gerous Condition, for we had three 
powerful Enemies, but few Men to oppofe 
them, and Jolt the Forts of Sofragam and 
Balane Otir Enemies were the King, me 
Chbioala Antony de Barreto and Nkaptu,wM 
though overcome ftill was ftrong. 
nerai, D. Nnnno Alvares Pereyfa, divided 
his Men, who with much hazard put all to 
the Fire and Sword, fparing neither Sexoor 
Age j for neither Mercy obliged th eC * 
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gaU’fy nor did Cruelty terrifie them. The 
Particulars are not worth relating* let us 
fee what happened with Nicapeti. 

2. Our Forces marched after Nicapeti from 
Pelandu to Catugambala, Devamede and Cor- 
nagaly taking fbme Forts by the way, JciJk 
ing many, and carrying away 6oo Prifoners, 
The Tyrant retired to Talampeti his ufual 
Refuge, our Men advanced to Polpeti in 
fight of the Enemies Camp, and forcing 
their Works paired to Balapane of Religiam, 
whence they feat away the Prifoners and 
wounded Men. It was debated in Counfel 
what was belt to be done, and the worffc 
advice prevailed, fo D. Conjiantine marched 
with a Party towards Alicttr after Barreto, 
and heard he was fortified with tfooo Men 
at Jatipara , having fecured all the Women 
of the Aracbes and Lafcarines, and that Ni¬ 
capeti was at Moratena . Our Men being di¬ 
vided did little, and had performed much 
more, if the belt advice, which was to keep 
together, had been followed. The Chin- 
gala's when the Pottuguefes prevailed offer’d 
fubmitiion, but upon any ill fuccefs of ours 
recanted. At laft our Forces quite harafted, 
went into Quarters at Botale. 

At this time Laurence Perez de Car- 
vallo failed from Goa for Ceylon with Men 
and Ammunition in a Pin ; 5 all at his own 
proper Charge. A Counfel being held be¬ 
fore our General D. Nunno Alvarez at Co- 
lumboj the refulc was. That he marched in 
Perfon with a confiderable force to drive 
Barreto from Sofragam and Mature \ Luid 
S BorHe& 
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Gomez. Pinto was left with his Regiment to 
fecure Alicur , and oppofe Nicapeti, and E- 
mamel Cefat flayed at Botaie with 100 Men. 

It was about the End of March, when thqfe 
who were for Sofragam fet out, carrying 
Laurence Lopez Carvatio with them. Our 
Parties were fuccelsful on ail fides, driving 
the Enemy from their Works, and flaughter- 

ing them in the Woods. A . 

a. In May our Army advanced towards 
Nicapeti , who was well fortified at Moratena, 
yet fled towards Candea with inch fpeed, 
that our Army could not keep with him. 
Luis Gomez Pinto with his Men and two Com¬ 
panies more was detatched to purfue him, 
who was fo intent upon overtaking Nicapeti, 
that he patted by feveral rich Booties that 
offered by the way. At length he overtook 
him in the Deierts of Anorojapure , and un- 
expe&ly fell in with him. Nicapeti having 
killed one of our Lafcarines with an Arrow, 
fled to the Woods, his Men made a final! 
ftand till 60 were (lain, and then took the 
fame (belter of the Woods. NicapetPs Wives 
called Queens, and a Grandfon of Raj* .and 
Nephew of Madune , who ufed to be at 
Vva with Barreto , were taken. The Fame 
of this Victory brought the Inhabitants or 
the Cories loaded with Rice to fubmitthem. 
felVes to our General at Malvana, which haa 
been much didrefled, but for this unexpe&ed 
Victory that happened about July. 

5. The News hereof aho moved Anarat 
Tandar , King of Pandar, to fend his Arnbai- 

fa dors with 32 Poituguefes he had Pruoners 

19 
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to treat of Peace. Our General lent his 
Letters to Go*, and the Viceroy read them 
in Council. The Contents were, That a per¬ 
petual Peace (hould be fettled ; That he 
would become Tributary to Portugal with 
the yearly acknowledgment of 4 Elephants, 
and a quantity of Cinnamon; That he would 
repair and reftore the Fort of Balane ; Thar 
he would confent to the railing another in 
Candea That his Kingdom (hould be con¬ 
firmed upon him, and his three Sons. All 
the Conditions were admitted, only in what 
related to (etling the Kingdom on him and 
his Heirs, care (hould be had that nothing 
of the Claim the Pottugtiefes have to it were 
diminilhed. Yet afterwards finding us Ie(s 
formidable, he recanted of part of the Con¬ 
ditions, and the Peace was concluded only 
With the yearly Tribute of two Elephants. 

6. The King of Portugal had a Title to 
the Kingdom of Jafanapatan , that King dy¬ 
ing and leaving his Son a Child under the 
Tuition of his Brother Cbingali , a fair op¬ 
portunity was offered of feizing that Crown, 
but other Affairs diverting our Forces, the 
Viceroy ordered Cbingalij (hould continue 
his Pofleflion with the Title of Governor. 

7. The Cities of Bagaim and Cbaul, and 
Lands of Trapor and Lana, were confumed 
by Difcord among the Portnguefes, and (bme 
of them were daily killed. Bacaim chiefly 
was full of Broils, occafioned by Ferdinand 
de Miranda and Andrew de Abrett. To (up- 
prefs thefe Diforders, the Council fent thi¬ 
ther DominicCtfrdofo de Mslo Judge of the 

S 2 Criminal 
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Criminal Court, and with hitn D. Poter de 
Aaevedo Commander of the North. We 
ftall hereafter fee God’s Judgments on that 
Citv and the other Places, to convince thofe 
Men they could not efcape his Juftice, tho’ 
they did that of Men. . . 

8 Ruyde Me lo, who was deprived of his 
Command of Mozambique by the Judge Fr. 
de Foufeca Pinto, went to Goa , and being 
trved was cleared of all the Crimes laid to 
his Charge, and ordered to be rtftored to 
his Poft i James de Cunna & Cajtellobranco 
judge of the Criminal Court, was fent to 
reftore him. The Viceroy charged Melo to 
forget paft Grudges, to take care of the 
Peace and Prelervation of that Place,. and 
ndt to offend Guerra or Pinto i and the more 
to .fecure the latter, continued his former 
Commiffion during his ftay in thofe Parts. 
The fame Charge he gave to the Judge 

CUfJtta. 

p. Melo and Cunna failed from Goa in two 
Veflels, and Cunna arrived firft at Mozam¬ 
bique in May. As foon as he came he pro- 
miled to reconcile him to Melo , and in re- 
turn defired him to fecure Pinto, contrary 
to the Viceroy’s Orders, which made their 
Power equal. Pinto con ing with above 
rococo Crowns he had gathered by Extor¬ 
tion, was put into Irons. Being a Prifoner 
in the Fort he made ufe of his Rhetorics, 
telling Guerra how much he was beholden 
to him, and offering, if he would releafe 
him and fecure Cunna , to give him fuftcient 
Certificates to lave his Reputation, and war 
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him of all Crimes at Goa. This he faid, be.

io. Guerra overcome with thefe Promifes, 
releafes Pinto, and (ending (ot Cunna on pre¬ 
tence of Bufinefs detains him Priioner. He 
feeing himfelf in the Power of his two great- 
eft Enemies, whofe defign was to ftay him 
at A lofambique, giving 18000 Ducats fecu- 
rity f got loofe and elcaped to Mombafa , where 
FuydeMelo was detained. They two with 
Simon de Melo Pereyra, Commander of that 
Fort, and Emanuel Freyre de Andrade gave 
Sentence of Death againft Guerra , as a Rebel. 

Melo and Cunna Embarque for Mozambique ^ 
mean while Pinto to fecure his Gold was 
failing for Goa. Guerra was advifed not to 
ftay the coming of his Enemies, yet he did, 
and receiving Melo at the Gate deliver’d him 
the Keys. Melo , or his Son (for in this 
particular Relations vary) embracing Guerra 
(tabbed him, then fpurning and reviling, 
caufed him to be apprehended. A few Days 
after he was condemned to be hanged, and 
tho* he offered to fit out a cornpleat Gal- 
leon for the King’s Service to purchafe Life, 
was executed. 

ir. The Chinefes provoked by the Info- 
lencies of the Portuguefes at Macao , were 
drawing together Forces to expel them. The 
Mandarines of the Province of Ghuntnng, 
fent to them firlfc to reproach them of their 
Crimes, ordering that either they fhouid 
for the future refolve to live hcneftly, or 
immediately withdraw from thence with 
their Wives and Children, The Portugttes 
g. 5 s pleaded 
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pleaded innocence, excufed their Fault!!, 
and promifed for the time to come to ob- 
ferve their Laws. 

12. D. Garcia de Silva (of whom mention 
was made before) was ftill at Goa, in order 
to eo Ambaflador to P etfia. The Realoa of 
his ftay was becaufe that King continued to 
commit Hoftilities, having taken from u 
Baitdel of Cemcram in Arabia. Yet now he 
refolved to fend an Ambaflador to Spa tit, 
and chofe for this Employ Robert Sberlcyaa 
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13. The Verfian (ending an Ambaflador to 
Spain, it was thought the Spaniard might 
fafely go to him. D. Garcia began to make 
ready, but his long ftay at Goa having been 
chargeable, he demanded 30000 Ducats of 
the Viceroy, who was forced to give him 
the beft part of that Sum; but this being in 
the dead of Winter, his Voyage was put off 
till Spring, and 1 cannot find any farther 
account what became of him or his Embafly. 

14. The Viceroy, to gratifie the King of 
Macajfa for his kind Entertainment of Gan- 
palo Rodrigues de Scufa , anfwered his Letter, 
and fent him a Preient by Augujlin Lobato, 
who failed from Goa on the 3d of oSebtr 
with 2 Galliots. On the way he took two 
Veflels of Acbem, and being well received 
and difpatched by the King of Macejfa, he 
failed then loaden with Provifions for T ernitt. 
He fought two Vu!cb Veflels, landed the 
Provifions, returned again and brought more 
from Macajfa, then going to Manila winter a

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15. The Portuguefes failing from Malaca 
to Manila, found there was a Days diffe¬ 
rence between thofe two Places ^ that is, 
they who go from M alacd think they arrive 
at Manila dd a Sunday, and it is Monday * 
and the contrary from Manila to Malaca, 
The reafod is, that thofe Who fail to the 
Eaftward at every 15 Degrees have the Sun 
riling an hour fooner, and they who to the 
Weftward an hour later. From Portugal to 
India 7 hours are gained, the reft from Goa 
to Manila ,which added to thole loft between 
Manila and Spain, make up the difference of 
a whole Day. 

1 6. Our Viceroy earneftly d efired to hear 
of the many Vortugttefet were liiid to be caft 
away on the lifland of M adagafcar fince the 
Dilcovcry of India, as aifo to plant the 
Chriftian Faith there, and fettle a friendly 
Correfppndence with the Kings thereof, to 
the Excjufion of the Hollanders out of thofe 
Ports. To this effeft he fent thither feveral 
Veflels during his Government. I have 
thought fit not to divide the Relation of 
thofe Expeditions, and therefore place them 
together in the following Chapters. 
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CHAP. XIII. 

f Articular Difcoveries made in the Ifland of 
Madagafcar, or St. Lawrence, by order 
efthe Viceroy D. Hierome de Azevedo. 

3 rpHE Viceroy, in purfuance of the 
i King’s Orders for difeovery of the 
Affairs of the Ifland Madagafcar , or St. Law- 
reme fitted out a Caravel for that ExpedU 
tiorr under the Command of Paul Rodrigue*, 
de Cojia , with Soldiers, two Jefuits, and In¬ 
terpreters. f 

2 jhey fet fail from Goa at the end of 

January, and readied that Ifland about the 
middle of April the circumfereiice of it 
is about < 5 co leagues, the ieDgth 260, and lip 
North.North.Eafl, and South-South-Weft; 
the breadth, where moft, is not above 80 
leagues on the South part, and lefs North, 
ward, for there it ends in a Point which 
bears the Name of St. lgnat'm, and is about 
1 5 leagues in length from Eaft to V eft. It 
is therefore divided into 3 parts; the firft 
made by an imaginary Line drawn from Eaft 
to Weft at Cape St .Andrew, forms the North 
part : The other two are divided by a 
rid -e o Mountains running from the faid 
the middle of the Ifland to Cape

Chap.XIII. The Portugues Alia. 

3. 1 will not name the Kingdoms it con> 
tains, bepaufe they are too many, and confu. 
fed. It is very Populous, the Inhabitants 
living in Cities and Town of different extent 
and grandeur, well watered, and diverfified 
with Mountains, Valleys, Bays, and Ports. 
The Names of Madagafcar and St. Lawrence 
are given it by Strangers, the Natives ha¬ 
ving no general Name thereof. There is 
no certainty of the firft Planting of it. The 
generality of the Natives, called Bnques ,have 
no Religion, and confequentiy noPriefts, or 
Churches. Any body circumcUes the Chil¬ 
dren between 5 and 7 Vears of Age. 

4. They are not all of a Colour, fome 
quite Black, with curled Hair; fome not fo 
dark, with lank Hair; fome like Mnlato 9 /; 
and fome up the Inlands whiter, yet of both 
forts of Hair. Of Stature large, well made 
aud ftrong, of a clear judgment, and apt to 
learn. Every Man has as many Wives as he 
can or will, and turns them off at pleafure, 
aud they find other Husbands. The HuE 
band gives the Portion, faying, It U a Recom- 
pence for tbeir Fathers by whom they were bred 
for them. Their Funeral Obfequies confift in 
Feafting the Guefts. The Mourning, in 
laying afide all marks of Joy, cutting the 
Hair, or covering the Face and Body with 
Clay. 

5. Their Government is Monarchical, the 
Rings are called Andias, Anri * and Dias y 
without any dependance on another. They 
are continually in War, the end whereof is 
rather Plunder than Slaughter. No Arms 

were 
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were found among them, but fomeGuns gi. 
ven by the Atari and Holland^ which they 
d 0 no? ufe, and are fearful of them in their 
an hands Their Merchandize is excellent 
A»b« »hiJLd»l, TottoifM, Eta„ 
other fweet Woods,and abundance of Slaves 
There is plenty of all forts of Cattle. Their 
roat is as fweet as our Mutton, They have 
abundance of Sea-Cows, Sea Horfes Mon.

very venomous^ No ElephantSjHorfes,Aires, 
t inns Bears Deer, Foxes, nor Hares.

rold which contains a City of 8000 Into- 
bkants molt of them Weavers of excellent 
Stuffs made of the Palm-Tree, in the Lati¬ 
tude of 16 degrees. Here the MwM ufed 
buv Bovs, whom they carried to Arabia to 
ferve their Lull. The King of this Place 
was called Samam, with whom Friendlhip 
was eftablilhed, and he granted Uavc to 
Preach the Gofpel. They coalted almolt 
!o leagues Weltvvard, difeovering the mouth 
of th^ great River B,/«e in the Latitude of 
fomewhatmore than 6 degree1. Wj 
Cape St. Andre*, they faw the River ana 
Kingdom of Cafnme in 17 degrees of Lati¬ 
tude^ where they found little Water, and 
much Trouble/ Here alfo Amity was eft* 
blifhed w«i the King, called SampiVu, a dif 
creet old Man, but in all this way hear 
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raid on Shore, and two Crofles fet up, which 
that King feemed to be plcafed at, promi- 
fing to reftore them if at any time they 
fell, 

7. In the Holy-days they difeovered a 
fmall Ifland in 18 degrees of Latitude,which 
they call Ifpiritu Santo; half a degree far¬ 
ther Banks of Sand 9 leagues in length, 
where they were in fome danger. On Tri¬ 
nity- Sunday they landed further on, were 
again in danger of Sands, anchored at the 
7 Iflands of Cturpo de Dios in 19 degrees of 
Latitude, near the River and Kingdom So* 
dia , to which they came on the 19th of 
June, and found lcarce Water enough for 
Caravels. The Kingdom is large, the City 
on the Banks of the River has about 10000 
Inhabitants, great plenty of Flefh, Indian 
Wheat, Tar, Tortoifes, Sandal, Ebony, 
and fweet Woods, the People black, Ample, 
but good natured, and have no Trade. The 
King’s Name was Capitape , an ancient Man, 
much refpedted, and very fincere. He efta- 
blifhed Peace, and gave his Son to guide our 
Men, and aflift them along that Coaft. All 
along this Coaft from Majjalaje to s^dia, 
which are 130 leagues, is uied the Language 
of the Cafres . All the reft of the Ifland 
ufes the Language called Buqua^ which is the 
Native. 

8. Taming towards the South they dif¬ 
eovered the Country of the Buquejy a very 
wicked and poor People, feeding upon the 
Spawn of Filh. The Inland Kings, who are 
more powerful, opprefs them. They paired 

by 
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bV the River Mane -, that of Saume in 20 de- 
ctees i« minutes of South Latitude-, Mam- 
Lea in 20 degrees 30 minutes, (here they 
heard of Portuguefes',) Ifaitgo in 21 degrees; 
Ttrrir 21 degrees 30 minutes 3 the 7 Wands 
of St. Eli&tb'th in 22 degrees. On the 1 ith 
of July they came into the Port of St. Ft. 
lixia 22 degrees, and heard fomewhat of 
Tortugutfes from Vifamuto the King. 

0 Our Men offering a Silver Cham here 
for Tome Provifions, the Natives gave it to 
an old Woman to try whether it was right, 
ihe faid, That 3 days Journey down a River 
there was an lfland inhabited long fince by a 
white Warlike People, habited like our Men, 
that wore Crolles about their Necks, and 
lived upon Rapine, that they eafily took 
what they would, being Armed with Spears 
and Guns. Our Men were pleafed at this 
Information, and here whilft they were at 
Mafs, the Prince of Loquixa with a Black 
ran away. Three Portuguefes catched him, 
and he begged they would kill him; being 
brought back and better treated, he wholly 
fubmitted (;o their will. 

10. faffing by the Bay of St. Bmavtn- 
ture, and the mouth of the River Majftmsrt. 
ca, they entred the po^t Santa Clara, whi- 
j:her DijmaJfuto came to them, concluded a 
Peace, and on his knees worfliipped the Cru¬ 
cifix. They were told, that white People 
reforted to the Neighbouring port, which 
were fuppofed to be Hollanders* Going on 
they found Banks of Sand not fet down m 

the Charts, and entted the Port in 24 de- 
k . grees 
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grees of Latitude. "The People were affable, 
their King’s Name Diacomena $ they laid. 
That on the oppofite Coaft there were Por- 
tuguefes who had been caff: away, and fed 
Cattle 9 that the Hollanders had been there 
three times, and left them four Musketiers, 
with whofe help they made War on their 
Enemies. Friendfhip was cftablifhed here, 
upon condition they Ihould not again admit 
the Hollanders. Some Infcriptions were found 
carved on Trees, one of them had thefe 
words, Cbrifiopborus Ncoportus Anglm Cap. 
And another, Vominus Robertits S char Ictus 
Comes , Legatm Regis Perfarum • 

11. In the Latitude of 25- degrees, en- 
tring a Port they called it of St .Auguftin % 
the Name of the Kingdom is Vavalinta y the 
King’s Diamaerinali a Buque, who no looner 
faw the Portuguefes but he laid , Are thefe 
fome of the Men of the other Coaft} This 
confirmed what had been heard of the Por- 
tuguefes before -, and the King, being asked, 
faid, They were 6 days fail thence . In Sep* 

• temher our Men law Cape St. Mary , where 
they fpent 40 days in ftormy weather, and 
on St. L»^s day entred the Port of the fame 
Name in the Kingdom of Enfroe. The 
Natives faid. That half a day’s Journey off 
there were white People withCroffes, who 
had a great Town. Randumana the King 
came to the Caravel, and fent one of his 
Subjedls with a Portugues to '(hew him where 
he faid thofe White Men were, but the Blade 
left our Man half way. 


12. Among 
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Among others, there came thither to 
Trade with our Men a King with above 500 
fiohrinff Men his Sons almoft white, their 
£ o 8 nf wearing Gowns and Breeches of 
Cotton of feveral colours, with Silver But- 

tons,°Bracelets, aQ d 

Pearl and Coral. This King s Name was 
IZoChmbanga, his Kinj^om, called 
iM borders uponE*f«r«on the Weft. He 
fhfwed Arabkk Books. He faid, TheP*. 
ZTeL were all dead, who not far from 
thence had built a Town of Stone, and wot- 
SS a Crofs, on the foot whereof m 
unknown Charafters. He drew all on the 
Sand repeated Portugnes Sirnames, and de¬ 
manded much Gold for telling ^ knowledge 
herein.

He madeone, 
and among the many named was Oliveyra 
himfelf, with the allowance of 2000 Crowns, 
and the late General D. Nunno Alvarez Pc - 
reyra with 9000. The King was carried to 
Goa, oliveyra was left to govern the King, 
dom. Madune wanting this Friend, fubmit- 

ted himfelf. . ■ 

15. Andrew Botello deCafta. coming to Ja- 
fanapatan with 6 Sail, imderftood there was 
a great Danifh Ship at Gale that had taken 
fome Prizes, he found out, and after three 
hours Fight, took her. Of the Enemy, 8 
were killed, fome burned, others got afhore 
with the Captain , and 40 were taken. Ofl 
our fide 8 were flain, whereof one was the 
Commander. 

16. The Hollanders took a Portugues Ship 
bound for Brafil, aud caft into the Sea 20 of 
the Men, their Hands and Feet bound. The 
reft they carried to Jacatra to ferve that 
Place •, but they run away to the Engl'tfr, 
who had a Faftory 20 Ieagues'ofF, and Cent 
them to Malaca.

17. Augujlin Lobato failed from Malaca 
with two Ships and a Galliot. At Joatume 
he fought and worfted a Hollander - then 
hearing the Dutch had a Fadory at Bima, 
7 leagues diftant, affaulted it with 24 Men, 
flew 4, took 3* whereof one was the Fa¬ 
ctor j he diftributed doo Crowns among the 
Soldiers, having done damage to the value 
of 20000. Having burnt the Fattory he 
retired, and burnt feven Towns about 
Ende. 

18. At Solar he landed with 40 Men, and 
fought many thoufand Enemies, killing 2oo, 
but loft 1 o or 12, to the great admiration 
of the Adverfaries, who thought th$m to 
be Sons of the Sun, and confequently Im¬ 
mortal. This encouraged them to prefs on, 
and it was much the 30 efcaped. Lobato 
being ready to imbark, was killed by a la- 
fontfi. 

19. Malaca feared to be befieged by the 
King of Achem , but he armed to defend 
himfelf againft the viceroy, who,’twas laid, 
would go thither in Perfon. Fifteen Englijh 
Ships at Sunda fought 20 Hollanders and de¬ 
feated them, killing 1500 Men. At Patanc 
the Dutch had better fuccefs, taking two of 
the Vidors, and killing a Captain who was 
a Portuguese and was vificing the Factories 
of that Nation. At Java they tobk a Dutch 
Snip, another was loft in a Storm, ic was

in one Fight At this time there were m the

CHAP. XVII. 

Several wonderful Accidents during the m 
Tears Government of the Viceroy the 
Count De Redondo. 


May i518, there was a general, and 
1 doubtlefs Diabolical Storm, w hereof 
it is convenient to give fome account. 0 * 
the 15th of that Month it began at \Bspm 
(the Fortunes Ninive) fo terrible, that IM 
People hid themfelves in Cellars, not dous¬ 
ing the Houfes would be torn to pieces } but 

an Earthquake beginning at two m the mo- 
ning many Houfes fell. The Sea, thoug 
remote from the Town, was brought into 
it by the Wind. 
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2. The noife of the Waves overcame that 
of the Ruins, notwit hftanding the tops of 
Churches were b!o#n off, and vaft Stones 
flew a great diftance. Two thoufand were 
killed in the Town and adjacent Parts. The 
Fife died in the Ponds, and corrupted the 
Waters. Moll of the Churches were laid 
even with the ground, as if God had fcewed 
there was no need of them among fuck 
wicked People. A Lamp remained burning 
before the Blefled Sacrament in the Church 
of St. Dominic^ when the Wind overthrew 
Buildings. 

3. Many Veflels were loft in the Port. 
Some Cattle was feen to fly, and the Birds 
to fall. The Woods were torn up by the 
Roots. Men fled to the Mountains for lhel- 
ter, and the wild Beafts to the Town. Na¬ 
ture Teemed reverfed, the People rent the 
Skies with Cries for Mercy, which at laft 
obtained, the Storm ceafed. 

4. There were ftrange Prodigies before 

and during this Storm, as Giants feen in the 
Air throwing great Globes of Fire one at 
the other. A confufion of Human Voices 
was heard there, trampling of Horfes, and 
the found of Warlike Inftruments. A Troop 
of furious Horfemen was feen to attack the 
City, mid a Man cloathed in Skins to oppofe 
them } thofe were concluded to be Dfevils, 
and he St. John Baptift. v 

5. At Bombaim theScafwalloWed above 

60 Sail, feme Men, khd much Riches. At 
Agaeaim a Boat flew out into a 

Houfe, where it £ilied a Wofean w& bet 

v a ehiido 
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Child. At tana, a Beaft taken up by the 
Wind fell upon a Tree that was torn up by 
the Roots, and a Branch {truck through the 
Body of it. A Woman feeing a Giant-like 
Man carrying a Pan of burning Coals,asked 
him for one, and he blowing it, burnt her 
Face. Much of this nature happened at 
Salfete , and other Places. 

6. P. Luti de Garnet coming from Ormuz , 
where he had Commanded for Goa , in a 
Ship full Of Riches, was call away on the 
Coaft of Bombaim. A new married Couple 
being upon a Plank, the Bridegroom fell off, 
and the Bride for grief call her felf after 
him ^ he came up again and was faved,with¬ 
out Wife or Goods. A Maid that went to 
be a Nun efcaping, was ravifhed by the 
Moors , and then killed. Thus feveral Ships 
belonging to Captains who came from their 
Commands perifhed, perhaps a Judgment 
for their unjuft heaping of Wealth. 

7. The City Goa feeing this deftruftion, 
had recourfe to Heaven. All the Religious 
Orders made ProcefRons, and performed 
great Afts of Mortification. The Women 
rent the Clouds with Cries of Mercy. All 
lay down in the Churches to be trampled up¬ 
on. This lafted fome days and nights ^ the 
Churches were continually open, the Streets 
full, yet in all the Concourfe the leaft noife 
was not heard. 

8. This Example was followed at Cocbim. 
The Bifiiop of this City had excommunica¬ 
ted any thatlhould buy Timber of the Queen 
of Cmlam. A Portuguts prefumed to build 
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a Ship there, when it (hould be Launched, 
no Force or Art could move it, The Porta- 
pet confefles his Crime with Repentance, 
and returning to the Ship, it was Launched 
without the leaft difficulty. 

9. There reigned through India anew 
Diftemper, which caufed great Pains over 
all the Body, and contraction Of Sinews, fb 
that fome loft the ufe of their Limbs. Ma¬ 
ny with Anguifh ran mad} whole Families 
fickned at once. The only Remedy was 
found to be Bleeding. A Chirurgeon being 
no way able to ftanch the Bipod of a lick 
Man, laid upon it a Crofs he had, in which 
was believed to be a piece of that of our 
Saviour, and it flopped immediately. 

10. A Cafre fled from a Widow, whole 
Slave he was, to a Fidalgo or Nobleman’s 
Houfe, and afterwards returned to his Mi- 
ftrefs. The Fidalgo fent to demand the 
Slave of her, as if he had been his own. 
She refufing, he fent fome Soldiers to take 
him by force •, but fhe received them with 
Granadoes in her hands, and they returned 
with fhame. 

11. N. Barreto a Fidalgo 3 16 Years of Age, 
killed his Father, for which his Head was cue 
off; fo Juftice was done where there never 
was any. The Mercers of Goa, efteemed 
more Honorable than theGoIdfmichs, would 
not allow them to ufe a fort of Umbrejlb, 
with an Ornament on the top and middle 
of it. A Goldfmith went abroad with fuch 
an Umbrello, the Mercers broke it and beat 
him. The other Goldfiniths coming to aflift 

y 4 tiw 
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their Brother, there enfued a Fray, in which 
much Blood was fpilt, and much Plunder go*, 
though no Victory, for the AkuatUki or 
Officers robbed the Shops of dude who wbnt 
fighting. H > V 

12. On the nth of November appeared a 
Comet in the Eaft, and another on thcx^Bfci 
They were feen at four in the morning, both 
under the Sign Scorpio. The firfl extended 
towards the South in the form of a Palm, 
the other toward the North, and was like a 
Flower-pot. The latter lafted till the be- 
jginning of January , the other till the 20th 
of December . 

13. The firlt time the King of Jrraem 
went to the CityCkitigam after the Portugm* 
fes inhabited there, they prefented him a 
Bough thick let with Figs; he offered it to 
his white Elephant (fo coveted by all the 
PatternPrinces) to eat, but he would not, 
though the King prayed him to take it for 
the King of Ova , the Mogol, and his own 
fake. But fcarce did he defire him to eat it 
for the King of Portugal , when the Elephant 
joyfully fnatched it in his Trunk. The 
King in a Paflion caufed him to be deprived 
of all his Ornaments, as a Golden Difh on 
which he fed. Gold Chain by which they led 
him, and the like. The Bead for Grief 
would not eat, and the King, for fear it 
fhould die, was forced to reftore its Furni¬ 
ture. 

14. At this time died a tBeagala thatAfo er 
fo famous for his Age, being above 300 Years 
old when Numo de Cunna took Diu, which 

was 
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was 60 Years before this tim^ and hefeemed 
now but 60 Years of A^ W was rcported, 
there were others 200 Years old thereabouts, 
but upon enquiry none appeared. Only ohe 
Woman was found about 100 Years of Age, 
and had toafrodtbat feme Year, hating 
before buried leven Hu&ands. Thus rbuch 
for the Year 1618, now for that of idi p, 
which is no kfe wonderful. 

if. Upon one of the three Hillsthat over¬ 
look Goa (food a large wooden Croft, on 
Which very many of the Inhabitants of that 
City, the 23th Day of February, few the 
perfeft Figure of a Man Crucified, The 
Archbifhop having examined the Truth of 
it, took it down, and of it made a final] orit 
two fpans in length, with a Crucifix of Ivor^ 
upefti, and a Glory of Gold round. The 
remaining Pieces were diflributed to the 
Churches and Peffons of quality. Ten pays 
after the Crofs was taken down, 'Wafer 
gufhed from the hole where it ,had been fix* 
ed, in which Cloaths being dipped wrought 
many miraculous Cures. On the Place 
where the Croft flood was built a Church. 

IS. hr was debated in an AfTembly of the 
principal Clergy, whether the Threads the 
Brameuee hang acrofs their Shoulders were a 
Heathenifh Super ft it ion, of only a mark of 
Nobility } after fortie time it was concluded 
in favour of the latter, as only a diftin&ion 
of Honour. The realbn of examining this 
Point was, becaufe many of the Bramenes * 
refufed to embrace the Faith, only for that 

they 
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they were obliged as foon as Chriftians to 
leave off thole Threads. 

17. D. F. Cbrifiopber, the Archbilhop, faid 
the firft Mafs in his Cathedral at Gm, which 
was finifhed this Year, and is not inferior in 
Grandure to many of the European Chnrches 
of Fame. It was dedicated to St. Catherine, 
on whole Day that City was taken. 

, g There happened a great Dearth and 
Famine, which deftroyed many People. In 
only the little Ifland of Bar Jet almoft 400 
died. There was a wonderful Eclipfe of 
the Son moft vifible at Mofambique, foon 
after noon, the day becoming quite dark 
the (pace of two hours. This caufed great 
Admiration, as did another of the Moon at 


Goa . 

19. In the Province of Peking in Cbm it 
rained not for a whole Year. In that of 
Xantung the Famin was fuch. Men eat one 
another. Two Women were executed for 
eating eleven Children. In that of Nanking 
was a Plague of Mice, Two Parts in five 
of the King’s Palace were burnt; and five 
Towers were blown down in the City. Two 
Suns were feen together, the one edipfing 
the other. A Man entred the Palace to kill 
the Prince. In the Province of Xangf ap¬ 
peared a Man cioathed in yellow with a 
green Cap and Fan ot Feathers, who faid. 
Vambie (that was the King’s Name ) does 
not govern', be h# reigned long-, in always a- 
feep j the Kingdom going to Kuine , the People 
fcarves, the Captains art This^faid^ne 
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vaniihed, and, though all means were ufed 
to find him, he could never be heard of. 

20. That there might Be fboiewhat ex¬ 
traordinary in the Viceroy, he died on the 
10th of November of a fwelling upon his 
Back as big as the Crown of a Hat, fo black 
and moriftrous, it frighted not only the 
ignorant, but the abieft Phyficians. 

~ 21. The Viceroy was buried in Ae 
Church of the King’s, a League down the 
River, the ulual Burial Place of thole who 
die in that Command, as his Father did who 
is there interred. He was not of a very 
piercing Judgment, but pofitive ; of Stature 
tall, well lhi|cd, neither white nor fwarthy: 
Of Viceroys tie was the 23th -j of Governors 
43th; the 4 th of the Name, and 3d of the 
Sirname. 


CHAP. XVIIL 

Of the Governour Ferdinand de Albu¬ 
querque, from the Tear 1619, till 
i6z%. 

1. npHE firft Patent of Succeflion being 
X opened, there was found named 
Ferdinand de Albuquerque , a Gentleman 70 
Years of Age, 40 whereof he had been 
married, and an Inhabitant of Gea t and con- 
fequently well verfed in the Affairs of India. 
But having lived long at cafe, was become

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flow in Bufinefs, which fatted not with the 
prefiine Occafions oftnat time, m 
2. The KingofPwcj always ulaffe&ed 
to the Portugtsefesj this Year embraced our 
Friendfhip with great Demonftrations of 
Sincerity and Affefiion. ' 

-,a The Arache D. Lmt, who became a 
Chriftian only to gain the better Opportu¬ 
nity of railing new Troubles, now dilturbed 
the'Peace of Jsfanaputan. He ftirred op the 
People to Enthrone a Prince at Remamor, 
and inarched with 30000 Men towards out 
Men, who were fortified in a Pagod. Thilif 
At Olivcy™ had but 30 Mefc» having fent 
the reft to Ceylon as fearing no Inteeftioit 
With thofe 30 he withftood all ttet number 
of Enemies, who firfb attacked the Ghurch 
of our Lady, in which were 30 other Par- 
tHtuefes , and then the Pagod where Oliveyra 
was, and were at both Places repulfed with 
Lofe. Oliveyra held it out a Month, till 
Ralief came from Ceylon. Andrew Cock 
brought Succors by Water, and Luiafeyxeya 
1 600 Men by Land. The latter entring the 
Kingdom, did many Aftions barbarous and 
inhuman. He clove Men with Axes like 
Trees, opened the Wombs of Women and 
put in their Children fnatched from their 
Arms. Thefe are impieties unworthy a Chri¬ 
ftian, yet fometimes excufed in War. 

■4. Oliveyra finding himfelf thus ftrong 
topk the Field, flew a multitude of the Ene¬ 
mies, and gave them a total overthrow. 
Scarce had they breathed after this Victory, 

when the Prince of Remancof appeared with 
. 21 his 
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his Amy, but ley x era fuddenly falling upon 
him made luch havock, he was glad tocaft 
himfelf at Teyxtyrah fee£ who received him 
wiih great Courteiie. They returned to 
give Thanks for this Vitfory in Our Lady's 
Church, where the Reflgioi» a>the bdor, 
offering Oliveyra a Palm, he (aid ir was due 
to Heyxeyra^ and caUfecL it to be given to 
him. Both deferred, bit be doubly who 
refufed, once for conquering bis Enemies, 
another for overcoming himfelf in not ac¬ 
cepting { it. A wonderful Vktory in elt 
Age. 

5. The Arache D. Lmm efcaped, his Wife 
and Children were taken, fhe in defpair 
flew her felf, whilft he perlwaded the Nayque 
of lanjaor he might make himfelf King of 
Jafanapmm. He railed 2000 Badagaet? and 
gave the Command of them to Cbem Nayquc , 
that King of the Carcm w^onot fong be¬ 
fore afliflted Cbivtgali. Oliveyra was/ ftrong 
in Our Lady’s Church, bo m November met 
the Enemy. The fight being defperate with 
feme lofs on our fide $ he advanced to en¬ 
courage the Men, the Enemy knowing him* 
feven of them attack him, and one of them 
(truck a Spear through his Month out at his 
Throat, yet he recovering killed two of 
them, the others fled. 

6 . The Enemy retired to their Trenches, 
Oliveyra being reinforced by 1000 Men from 
Ceylon aflaults them, kifl& many, and took 
many more * yet after all heranfomed if go 
taken by the Cbmgalaei , and fet them at Li¬ 
berty. The Nayque ftill coveting that 

Crown 
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Crown railed moio Badagaes^ Oliyeyra fent 
three Captains with their Companies to fup. 
prefs him ; they flew fo many without lofing 
one Man, that being weary of killing they 

returned with i ooo Heads. 

7. The Prince, Son to the late King of 
Jofanapatan, who had leaped the Tyranny 
of Cbingali, being in the Hands of the Fra* - 
eifcans' was baptized together with his Mo- 
ther and many Nobles and Commoners, and 
at laft making over his Claim to that King- 
dom to the Ring of Portugal, took the Habit 
of that Order, by the Name of F. Conjtan. 
tine of Chrilh 

8. Chingall , who was taken fome time 
before, was lent to Goa with his Wife, there 
condemned to Death; and being firft con¬ 
verted to the Faith made a molt happy end. 
His Wife following the Example given by 
him was baptized by the Name of Margaret 
of Auftria -, and retiring to the Houfe of the 
Converts in that City, led a Life that may 
be an Example to all ancient Chriftians. 

9. 1 think I have not fpecified thecaufe 
of thele Troubles, which was thus; Para 
Raja Cheygra Pandara , made Governor and 
King of Jafanapatan when Andrew Furttde 
flew the former King, wore that Crown 28 
Years, and hoping the Viceroy would cod- 
firm his Choice, named a Son of the decealea 
to fucceed him, who being but 7 Years of Age, 
he ordered his Brother Areaquerari Pandora 
lhould govern till he was of Age, him Chan- 
gall Cumara murdered to uforp the Crown. 
After that he flew many others, whereupon 
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the People mutinying reduced him to great 
Streights, till oeing fuccoured by a number 
of Budagaeij raifed by the Nayque of fan- 
gaor, ana commanded by the King of the 
Coreas ; they came to a Battel, wherein 
Chaugali being vi&orious, fecured the Crown 
for fpme time. This Tyrant not content 
that the portuguefes winked at his bad Title, 
refufed to pay them the ufual Tribute, 
which was the Caufe why OUvcyraPcW upon 
and took him as has been related. 

10. Abas Xa King of Ptrfia being bent 
upon pofleffing himfeff of the Ifland and King, 
dom ofOrmus, Camberbeqtee Cam of Lara be¬ 
gan to undertake it, on pretence an ancient 
Tribute was not paid him, which he never 
had fince Alfonfo de Albuquerque entred that 
Place He hindred the Trade, and fecured 
feverai Portugues Merchants ; and feeing we 
did not agree with him about the Trade of 
his Silks, he fettled it with James King of 
England, concluding a League wi& him for 
the taking of Ormuz* Ray Freyte de Ati^ 
dradc viho came the Year before from Lisbon 
with 5 Galleons to cruize on that Sea, fent 
to Goa for Succour but could not obtain it 
tho’ he only defired 4 fmall Veflels. 1 

n. Neverthelefs Freyre fights the Eh - 
glifb and worfts them, The Arabs joining 
with the Terfians b ad taken Julfar and 
Vola, which caufed great icarcity of 
Water at Ormuz , where there is none but 
what is brought from abroad. Freyre 
went over to forward the building a new 
Fort at gueixene , and by his Ablence 

the 
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the Fleet before weak, was much impaired. 

Then came two Gatteoris from Goa com. 
manded by D. Emanuel de Awed* aad 0. 
John de SHveyra, an Enemy to Ft tyre • they 
were ill manned, and fcarce of Amm^ 
lions, and brought Inftrudions that curbed 
the Power of the Admiral. 

i x. Being now ftrong at Quixome be icon- 
ted that Coaft, where were burnt 400 Sail, 
and the Towns of Bwmi, Camk % Coupe, 
Aft an, and Vo far, at Niquilay be took and 
deftroyed four Ships, and above 80 great 
Barques. The Perfians aflifted by the % 
lift, furioufly batter’d the Fort at gurim#, 
yet Freyre carried on his Work, and affiffiW 
the Arabs that continued firm to us. When 
Freyre was fomewhat ftreigbtned, the 
Captains that came with the Galleons to Ws 
alliftance from Goa left him. 

13 . This Year failed from Lkhn for Ufa 
4 Ships under the Command of Numta &• 
van*- Batello. There came alfo two PinK*. 
one For Malaca , the other for Mofambiq**; 
and two Ships more under Jacome de Morales 
Sarmiento , who was to be General at Aft- 
fambique during the War about the Mines 
of Mommotapd , as if he were like to laft as 

long as the War. > 

14 . The Ships that came from Portage! 
under the Command of Botello , returned the 
next Year, and with them two more built » 

Goa with the Men and Loadings of two o- 

thers, one left in India as unfit for the Voy¬ 
age, the other loft at Mmba$a. In one oi 
theft two Ships called the Conception, wasa 
* Hermit; 
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Hermit, who whilft they Winter’d at Sc. 
Helena (foie away, aad being asked why he 
left the Company, fzid 7 He had rather ftay 
in that defert Ifland , than to go fee the Misfor¬ 
tune' that Ship would foon fall into. Being 
come to the Ifland forcera 7 they found Or¬ 
ders there to make the Lat. of 39 Eieg. 
Whore they would find D. Antony de Ataide 7 
Admiral of Portugal. They obeyed, but 
miffing of him, one Morning at the Mouth 
offagm they met 15 or 16 Sail of Turfr. 
Our Ship was ill manned, had but few Guns 
and her Steeridge full of Bails. * 

- * 5 * The Turks having powred in their 
broad-fides boarded the Ship, killing 20 
Pmuguefes of 140 that Were in her, moft of 
them lick, yet the Enemy receiving great 
astmage entred with 400 Men, who were all 
flam fave 8 or 9 that got off. This done 
our Ship caft Anchor in an advantageous 
Place, but next day received Orders to put 
to Sea where fhe would find the Fleet to de¬ 
fend her. She was no iooner out but the 
Turks attack her, yet after a defperatfe fight 
agaift left her. But the third Day the Ene¬ 
my coming oil again burnt her, few of the 
Men efcaping Death, and thofe remaining 
m Captivity. 

16. The, Ship called St.John , another of 
the two built in India, had no better For¬ 
tune, for fpringinga leak fhe was with much 
labour of Pumping brought as far as the Cape 
Good Hope 7 where three Holland Ships 
purlued her 20 Days, whereof 8 were fpent 
w fete. Our Ship being totally difablecL 
X offered 
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3 offered to furrender upon Conditions, but 
whilft they treated a Storm parted them, and 
{he was drove aground full of Water two 
Leagues from the Shore in the Bay of Lagof, 
which is in the Lat. of 32 Deg. The Captain 
was forced with his own hand to kul a trou* 
blefom Pilot, who to fave himfelf and .jo 
more would expofe all the reft to perilh in¬ 
evitably. 

17 . The Captain landed the Ammunition 
and provifions with the lofs of 9 Men, and 
inarched with 2 60 towards Zofab, having 
burnt the Ship, and faved the Diamonds, 
Pearls, Amber and Musk. They mafcjKd 
in fight of the Sea, carrying the Women 00 
their Shoulders. Having let forward the 
beginning of September , about the end , 0 j[ 
November , being weary of carrying i&6 
things of value, they caft into a River all 

the Mosk. . _ . 4 , 

18. Thofe who carried the Women cotp 
no longer hold out, tho’ many thoufandDfe 
cats were promifed them. A Maid not apw 
to go a foot was left to the Mercy of Cafim 
or Fury of wild Beafts. A young Man net 
Brother would have ftayed with her, to* 
was not permitted, and he foort after died 

for Grief. . . , 

19. Some Men died with Fatigue, aw 
the ftrongeft confpired to take all theDi* 
monds and march falter. The Captain be¬ 
ing informed of it, flew him he thought to 
be the Ringleader of that Contrivance. A* 
bout the middle of December , thole who 
carried four Women would do it no longer, 

1 0000 
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ioooo Ducats were offered to any to under- 
tdffflf, Mruane accepted the offer. Stx- 
teen were left behind with their Slaves who 
murdered and afteMards overtaking 
the Company, and being examined were 
ftiipdi Hungs* forced them to eat 
thefe and others that died. The Captain 
Moralei died, and Franc* Vat de Almada 
faecdeded him. There were but 150 Men 
left* and half of them not able to fight When 
the King of Moc^nga afiails them with 1000 
Cafrcs and robs them, killing fome. Thofe 
that efcaped came to Mopambique, having 
travelled 500 Leagues with unfpeakahle Mi. 
fery. 

20. At this time KuyFteyrede Andrade\ 
who had but Three hundred FortugHcfet id 
the Port of gneixome with fome of the Na« 
fives and Arabs that cam# afterwards, was 
befieged by the Sultan of Xiras with 20000 
Men, and the Fort began to be undermined* 
Freyre defended himlelf with much valour * 
but the News being brought that the Eng- 
HJh Succours were at hand, the Defendants 
difinayed.

3 . The E ngiyh offered Freyre honour 
Conditions if he would furrender, t 
refuted, thinking Ships would havecom th^ 

Night from Ormuz-, to carry him 
difmantle the Fort. D. Go " iah J‘-JJ lo ^e 
came with only one Barque carryi 
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Ammunition, a fmall Relief in that Diftre/s. 
Freyre feeing this, lent frefh Advice to Mela 
how to a<ft in his own defence; and he ta« 
king it in ill part, writ to the Governor, 
accufing Freyre 'of Arrogance and Ignorance, 
for pretending from Queixome to inftruft and 
terrifie him. 

4 . Freyre no longer able to withftand the 
Englijh and P'erfians y refolved to burn the 
Foil, and die honourably in the Field ; but 
his Men crying they would not caft away 
their Lives to no purpofe, defigned to de¬ 
liver him up to the Englijh ; and fome leap¬ 
ed from the Wall into the Sea to fave them- 
felves. Freyre was forced to capitulate to 
march out on the fide of Arabia with his 
Colours, Arms and Ammunition the Capi¬ 
tulation was not obferved, for the Vortuguefes 
were ftripped, the Natives delivered to 
the PerJUm, who put them to the Sword, 
Freyre and four Captains lent Prisoners to 
Surat. 

5. Mdo at Ormuz, thinking the Enemy 
would be fatisfied with the taking of £>uei- 
xome , began to treat of Peace with the Per - 
fianjy but to no effetl. Above 12000 Per- 
jianj came over in their Barques, and the 
Englijh in 6 Ships, befiegiDg the Town and 
furioufiy battering it. 

6. Luu de Brito agreeing^ it h otl^rs 
who loved not to expofe their Lives, was 
let down from the Wall by a Rope, con¬ 
cluded Articles of Surrender with the Eng- 
Ifo, and returned to the Town to put them 
in Execution, Simon de Milo leaned to pp- 
X 3 pofe 
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pore the Surrender, but the Sojdieis feign, 
ihg to mutiny (for it was luppoftd tp be 
done by his Dire&ion) the Enemy §utwi 
the Town, above 2000 Portygutfei of boifc 
Sexes and all Ages were feni ftripped (9 
Mafcate , leaving a great Treafure, and tfce 
honour of their Country, in the Enemies 
Hands. 

7. Mean while Freyre , who was Prifoner, 
with the four Captains made his Efcape, 
and having loft one of them with the other 
three got to Vamam , thence to Bafaitn, aqd 
at laft to Mafcate . Conftantine de S* W 33 
then there with Succours for Ortmz y and 
they were upon going thither when the 
People that were difpoflefled of that Plate 
appeared. Freyre infilled to go on, hopifl^ 
to furprize the Enemy, but could not pre¬ 
vail upon Sa ; fo he went away to Gw, and 
Embarqued for Portugal. 

8 . At this time the Mogol was highly re. 
fpeded by all the Eaftern Princes, and 
there refided at his Court feveral Ambaf 
fadors, who carried him rich Prefents. One 
fent by the King of Majfanapatan was vala. 
ed at Two Millions, confining of Elephants 
with coftly Trappings, Camels and precious 
Stones. 

9. The Portuguefes , who in the Vears 
ijf42 and >*45 had efcaped the Deftruttion 
or the Cities Liampo and Cbincbeo y lived in 
the Ifland Lampafau , till the Year 1557, 
they then built the City Macao> the greateft 
we have in Aft* next to Gw.' The manner 
was thus: They reforted to the Ifland San-

10. From this Ifland to another called

nefity who had twice expelled the Porta- 
guefet } thinking them a more tolerable Evil 
than thole Outlaws, offered them the Ifland 
if thpy c 011 ^ root our that Generation of 
Thieves. The Portuguefes undertook and 
performed it without iofinga Man. 

11. The Ifland being cleared, every one 
began to build where he liked bell, there 
being no Proprietor to fell the Land, which 
afterwards was fold at a great Rate, the 
Trade and Fame of this City increafing. This 
caufed the Hollanders to have an Eye always 
upon it, defiring to make themfelve* Ma¬ 
ilers thereof. 

12. It contains about 1000 Portuguese- 
habitants, all Rich, and of the bell in India, 
becaufe the Portions being there very con- 
liderable, many Perlons of Quality refort 
thither for Wives. There is befides a con- 
fiderable number of Chriftian Cbinefes y who 
are cloathed and live after the manner of 
Portugal , and of Heathens, being Artificers, 
Shopkeepers and Merchants, about 6000. 
They have a Bifhop and a Judge. The 
Duties of the Ships trading thence to Jap*n 
amount to 300000 Xeraphias, at io ptr Gent. 

X 4 A 
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A Xeraphin is almoft a piece of Eight. 
The Yearly Expence of the City to main, 
tain their Fortifications and Garrifonis above 
40000 Ducats. At the Fair of ^uantungls 
paid the like Sum for Duties, at fix and 
(even per Cent. The Voyage of Japan, 
with Emb^ffies and Prefents for the King 
and Tonos , cofts 2 5000. The Houfe called 
La Mifericordia fpends 8 or 9000 in Works 
qf Charity. The City maintains two Hofpi- 
tal$, three Parilh Churches, five Monatteries, 
belldes the continual Alms it fends to the 
neighbouring neceffitous Chriftians in China , 
Aynam, Japan, Tunquim, Cocbincbina , Cam¬ 
bodia and Siam. 

13. On the 19th of July , 17 ( feme fay 
23) Sail of Hollanders came before this City, 
hoping to take the Fleet that was there 
ready to fail for Japan, having taken fe- 
veral Chinefes and Vortugues Ship about the 
Philippine Iflands. They had aboard 2000 
fighting Men. Their Admiral Cornelius Re¬ 
gers intending to gain the City, battered 
the Fort of St. Francis the fpace of five Day?. 
On Midfummer Day in the Morning he 
landed Eight hundred Men, and without 
much oppofition made himfelf Matter of an 
Jntrenchment. 

14. The Enemy marched towards the 
City, thinking to meet no refittance, but 
John Suarez Vivas, feeing them advance to 
gain a confidcrabie Pott, prevented them 
with 160 Men. A^'ter a Diicharge pf their 
fire.. Arms, they-’ fell rothe Sword, the Hollan¬ 
ders Ikd with precipitation to their Ships, 

leaving 
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leaving 300 dead or* the Shore i (even and 
their Colours were taken, one piece of 
Cannon, and all their Arms which they 
threw away when fwiming to their Ships: 
Mean while the Ships battered the Fort 
which anfwered fo effectually fome of them 
were funk and 60 Men killed. This Victo¬ 
ry coft us 6 Vortnguefes , and (bine few Slaves. 
A Cafre Woman a Slave had (hare in it, 
who fighting in Man’s Cloaths with a Hal¬ 
bard killed 3 Hollanders. 

15. The Citizens feeing themfelves ex. 
pofed to fuch Attempts, built a Wall round 
the Town, with fix Baftions. On that of 
St. PmuI, which overtops the City, they 
planted fix large Cannons; on that of the 
Bar fourteen, fome 50 Pounders; eight on 
that of Our Lady of Good Deliverance ; five 
on that of St. Peter ; eight on that of St. 
Francis, that looks towards the Sea i and 
three on that of St. John, And becauie the 
Mountain of Our Lady of the Guide overtops 
the Baftion of St. Paul , they fortified it, 
planting thereon i o large pieces. 

16. This Year were computed fo be con¬ 
verted in India iocoo Souls. Some with 
fuch pure £eal, that five being condemned 
to Death, and defiring firil to be Bapnzed, 
they were told it /hould not fave their Li*es 
they anfwered, They k>;er» it% and only fought 
the Salvation of their Souls. They we ft ail 
Baptized under the Gallows, and died with 
Keiolution and Stedtaftnefs in the Faith, 
though they faw the others hanged before 
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17. The Government of Ferdinand de Ah 
faquirque, in what related to the Civil Ad. 
tniuiftration, was inferior to none; in the 
Military, efpecially what concerned Ormnz 
^fortunate. It was obferved hovr little care 
was bad of this Government In Spain, for 
that during the whole time of his Gpvem- 
ment he had not one Letter from the King. 
He was of a middle Stature, a good Cfan- 
ftian, the 44th Governor, 2d of the Name, 
and 3d of the Sirname. 


CHAP. XX. 

Of the Viceroy D. Alfonfo de Noronna, 
in the Tear 162,1. 

i.tN the Year 1597 , H. Alfonfo de No- 
X ronna commanded the Ship? that went 
for India , and was now chofe Viceroy, as 
well in refpeft of his good Services, ** 
Birth and Experience. He fet out the 2# 
of April with four Ships and fix Galleons, of 
all which only one reached India , by being 
a little a head of the others, which were 
all put back to Lisbon. This makes good 
that notable Saying of an able Seaman, who 
being asked when was the belt time for 
the Ships to Sail, anfwered, The lajl Dry 
February ts too foon , and the firji of March to* 
late. 
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2. In fine^D. Alfonfo was put back with 

all that Relief whereof India flood in great 
want; he, his Ship, "and the Captain of 
her were ufed to this Misfortune, having 
been put in the Year before. Some would 
attribute thij$ to the ill fate qf the Cuptaia 
or Ship. • ■ 

3. This was the laffc Governor of India 
named by the Pious Philip III (but Second of 
Portugal ) and the firft that failing from 
Lisbon with that Command was forced in 
agaia D. Alfonfo de Noronna was an cient 
and well qualified for that Pofc aftible and 
courteous, moderating the gravity of hit 
Age, As. foon as the News was brought to 
Lisbon of the fhameful Surrender of the City 

Brafd tqthe HALmderty without re-* 
garding his Quality, Age and Commands he 
had bore, he lifted himfelf a private Cen- 
tinel for that Service. A bravery well de. 
lerving eternal Fame, and an Example that 
moved many to follow it. 

4. As we have hitherto reckoned the Vice¬ 
roys and Governors who were chofen, tho’ 
they enjoyed not the Command, we will 
account D. Alfonfo de Noronna the 24th of 
the former, and 45th of the latter ; the 3d 
of the Name, and 5th of the Sirname. 
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CHAP. XXI. 

Of the Propagation of the Faith in Japan, 
and Ethiopia about this Time . 

i.C^Ome h* nts have been aIread y 
jj> given of the Progrefs of Chriftianity 
in Japan , Once their Apoftle St. Franck Xj- 
verius began to Preach there. The Proceed¬ 
ings there are much like thole in China, fave 
that the latter has not been fo much fpriok- 
led with the Blood of Martyrs. I will only 
touch upon fbme Martyrdoms that happened 
in Japan. 

2. At Firando , in the Year 1622, F. 
j Peter de Zuniga-^ and F .Lnk Flores of Saint 
Dominic^, were burnt alive by the Em¬ 
peror’s Command, together with Captain 
Joachim , a Japonefe , who carried them in 
his Ship from Manila, and twelve Seamen 
beheaded. 

3 . At Mam^a/aqui 25 were burnt alive, 
and 25 beheaded. Of the firft number was 
Father Charles Spinola , a Genoefe , and Fa¬ 
ther Sebaftian Quimura born at Firando the 
firft Japonefe Prieft, and fix Japonefe Lay. 
Brothers all Jefuits. Five Francifcans, and 
nine Dominicans. Alfo a Woman and twelve 
Children were executed, and after tnat a 
Dominican and others. 
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4, At Omura, a Dominican , a Francifcah 
and twelve mpre were burnt alive, Ten 
fuffer’d Martyrdom at Iquinofma. Ano¬ 
ther was burnt at Firando , fourteen at Ham- 
gafaqni , and others in other Places, all which 
made up the number of 118, whereof 46 
burnt alive. 

5. In the Year 1624, another Perfecution 
was raifed at the Court by means of a Bon- 
zo, who becoming a Chriftian in hopes to 
grow rich, and being difappointed, became 
an Informer againft Chriftians. The Em- 
peror gave him the Charge of Qifcoyering 
them. The firft apprehended were two 
Jefuits and a Francifcan, who beipg com¬ 
mitted to Prilen where F ' aramandondom the 
Emperor’s Coufin was. Baptized there forty 
Perfons : Fifty in all were taken out of the 
Prifon and burnt alive. Two Gentlemen 
who were Chriftians, but not known, be¬ 
ing prefent, leaped from their Horfes and 
call themlelves into the Fire, crying, They 
died for the Faith. At Night Three hun¬ 
dred Chriftians aflembled and ftole the Re- 
licks of the Martyrs. This gave occafion 
to a new Search, and almoft Five hundred 
fuffered. To prevent the concealing of aoy 
Religious Men, all the Spaniards were ex¬ 
pelled Nangafaqui ; and fome married to 
Japonefe Women were parted from them. 

Many Natives who would not renounce the 
Faith were banilhed, and many more, efpe- 
ciaily at Oziqua, had a Crofs burnt deep 
on their Foreheads, that they might be

fcAOWn to be Chriftians 5 and they joyfully 
laid: Noit> m jM be k&oton tt be Slavts V 
ftfitt. They were tawed off with that 
mark, and almofe naked id the dead of 
Winter, with their Childrett , and many of 
them died. 

6 . In the Year 1637, Father MmHas 
franc* Maflrili of the Society of Jefus, 
Was apprehended With his CoifipfctiiOfi £4. 
tarns i and carried to Narn&afaquii whete 
he endured many Tortures. On the four¬ 
teenth of oMer he Was brought out in 
tight Of all the people, with a Paper dtthis 
Back Whereon Were thefe Words \ u J tyan 
44 Sam*, Emperor of Japan * Orders this 
* mad' Man to be Executed, for Pr&tfi- 
44 iog in thefe Kingdoms a Law contrary to 
**■ that of Xaka, add Amida, and of the Fb 
ic toques. Gome all to fee him, for heis 
** to die hanging in the Gave for an fet. 
* 4 ample. At the Marketplace of 
where the PortugUes Merchants re’fort, fib 
failed them three times with hi$ head, hi- 
ring a Gag in his OlOuth. 

7. He was hanged up by the Febt in the 
Cave of the Mountain, where generally 
Martyrs fuffer, and is therefore called 
Holy. He hung four days uttering woridef- 
loi Do&rine, and the Blood never fell info 
his Head, as is ufual in fuch Cafes. Seeing 
he did not die, they took him out to be 
beheaded, and he expe&ed the ftroke on 
his Knees, faying twice, My Father Saint 
Francis Xaverim. ft is believed he faw that 
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Saint, and that was the occ&fion of nacniag 
him. The firjt Jftroke took no 
fecond made an: impreflion, and the third 
1 ms Head fell to the Ground, having called 
upon Jefqs and Mary. There followed W 
Earthquake all the Country about. Being: 
dead he had many Wounds given him, then 
was burnt, and the Allies eaft* into the Sea.

8. In the Year 1521, Sultan Sagued be. 
ing Emperor, the Society of Jefiis had a 
R^fidence at Gorgora ih lhe Kingdom of 

Another 
Kendence at Colela in the Kingdom of* Gp» 
g**n to which was fubofdinate the Miffion 
of the Agaos, a large Province. Another at 
Fremona in the Kingdom of 7igre. 

9. Thefirft Patriarch of Ethiopia was

fpoke in the Sixth Chapter of the Fourth 
Part of the Second Tome. The fecond 
Patriarch was D. John Nunnez Barreto a 
Jefuit, of whofe handity it is a fufficienc 
Teltimony, that he being at Tetuan fervihg 
the Slaves, the BalTa of that Place faid 
7 be Workj of the Holitjl Moor were not to 
compare with hit. He died at Goa wiAout 
reaching Ethiopia. The third was D Ah- 
drm de Oviedo, of a very Religious and 
Auftere Life. He fuflered much Perfecu. 
tion, for Preaching and Converting many 
ttbiopiant.

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CHAP. I. 

The fecond Government of the Viceroy 
D. Francis de Gama Count De Vidi- 
gueyra, from the Tear i 6 z z, till 
i 6 2, 7.

LJ digueyra having left the Govern¬ 
ment of India much hated, and affronted, 
always endeavoured to obtain that Com¬ 
mand again; not to be revenged, as fome 
faid, but to facisfie the World he had not 
deferved that ill Ufage. Twenty Years 
palled before he could obtain his Defire 
which was upon the Acceflion to the Crown 
?bm P the Fourth of Spain, and Third of 

Portugal, 

V l. f 3 fe 
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2. He failed from Lisbon on the 18th of 
March with 4 Ships. Not long before him 
parted thence Sancho de Tovar & Silva with 
2 Galleons and 2 Pinks, On the Coaft of 
Ticrra de Natal a flafh of Lightning falling 
upon the Count’s Ship, burnt the Colours, 
und did fome harm, but killed no body. 
Under the Line two of his Ships left him, 
and arrived at Goa at the end of Auguft. 
The third ftayed behind him * it was thought 
they {hunned his Company defignedly, 

3 . About this time 6 Dutch Ships plied 
near the Iflands of Angoxa , one of them pe¬ 
riled in purfuit of a Vortugues. The Vice¬ 
roy (landing for Mozambique, met the other 
five on the 22d of June. His other Ships 
had now joyned hivn^ and there enfued a 
terrible Fight, which fell heavieft upon the 
Vice-Admiral, who was entirely difablcd. 
The Viceroy and D. Fraud* Lobo rdcued 
and brought him off. But the Ship being 
fo much battered funk, (ome Men and Mo¬ 
ney were laved, and fome fell into the Ene¬ 
mies hands. Night coming on, the Viceroy 
and Lobo were drove upon the Sands, and 
their Ships loft * they faved what Goods, 
Rigging, Ammunition and Cannon they 
could, and fired the reft, that the Enemy 
might make no Advantage of it. The 
Viceroy fhipped all the Goods, and what 
Men he could, aboard fome Galliots, and 
\ arrived at Cochim. Gonzalo de Sequeyra was 
gone before with bis Galleon to relieve Or- 
mu but came too latc r 
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4. From Cochim he went to Goa, and ar¬ 
rived there in September. His Enemies fee¬ 
ing him in that Poft, were ail terrified, 
fearing he now in Power would revenge the 
Affronts done to his Perfon, but he carried 
himfelf with more moderation than was ex¬ 
pected. The Count thought of punifhing 

de Mela and Luti de Brito , as the moft 
guilty of the fhameful lofs of Ormuz. Meh 
was fled over to the Moors, and Brito in Pri- 
fon • this was Beheaded, as was the other 
in Effigies. 

5. Gonzalo de Sequeira, who was to have 
relieved Ormuz, ftayed .with his Oalleon at 
Mafiate , believing his Affiftance neceffary 
upon a Report that the Perftans defigned 
againft th3t Place, Hearing the Enemy for- 
tified at Soar in Arabia, he fitted out 7 Sail, 
and coming before it, expelled the Perfians 
with much daughter, and not without lofs, 
becaufe they defended it with more Valour 
than the Portuguese! had Ormuz. Goncalo de 
Sequeyra remained there, and again defeated 
the Enemy endeavouring to gain Mafcate. 

6 . The Dutch , who had lain before the 
Bar of Goa, being gone towards TriquiUmale, 
the Viceroy font Conftantine de S.i and Kuy 
Freyre with a Squadron to aflift Sequeyra ia 
the Sea of Ormuz. They chafed an Englijh 
Snip, which got away from them, and re- 
taming to the Sea of Ormuz took two 

Snips of the Moori, putting them all to the 
Sword

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7. Three 
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7 Three Galleots of Cochin defeated 
fome Dutch and Pegu Ships at Paleacau. 
D. Francis Mofcarennas, a Perfon of known 
Valour and Prudence, was fent to Command 
at Macao to oppole the Hollanders, and quiet 
the Diforders that were among the Citizens. 
The Divifions among the Laity being made 
ud there began others among the Clergyi 
about the Government of that Cathedral for 


want of a Bilhop. 

8. Three Ships, three Galleons, and two 
Pinks,failed from Lisbon for India. One of the 
Ships returning home, was loft at themouth 
of Lisbon River, the Men and fome Goods 
faved-, another perilhed at Mozambique ; 
she third on the Ifland St .Helena, part of 
her Loading being taken into the other Ships, 
the reft fetched away from Brafil. Two of 
Che Galleons were alfo caft away at Mozam¬ 
bique and a Pink, through the unskilfulnefs 
of the Pilot, on the Coaft of Arabia. In 
thefe VefTels were 5000 Men, whereof many 
died of Sicknefs, befides what perilhed by 


Shipwrack. 

9. Now begins the Year 1624, famous 
for the Sufferings of Gativanda Queen ’of 
Vopoli at Xiraf in Perfia , and Cruelty of the 
King Xa Abas . But this having relation to 
the Religious of St. Auguftin, who laboured 
much in the converfion of Afia, I will relate 
fome Particulars of what they did in thofe 
Parts. They refided at Ormuz , where, a* 
mong many others, the Heir of that Grcwfi 
was converted, and took their Habit by the 
Name of F. Hierome Jaete , and afterwards 

preached 
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Preached with much Zeal. With him was 
Baptized D. Alfonfo Nordim of the Blood 
Royal, and his Sifter D a . Philippa Morada. 

10. The Fathers preached alfo with fuc- 
ceis along the Skir ts of Arabia Petrea. When 
Ormuz was loft, they went over to Bapora, 
a City fubjedt to the 7 ur\, below Babylon, 
on the Borders of Arabia Felix, with Orders 
from the Archbifhop of Goa to endeavour 
chiefly, the Reduction of the Armenian Schift 
maticks called Chrifiians cf St . John , in the 
Kingdom of Bombareca, where t. Francis of 
the Prefentation, and F. Matthias an Englijh- 
man, who died at Ormuz, with a general 
Opinion of San&ity, had been before, but 
with no fuccefs. After them F. Nicholas de 
la Vega , with the confent of the Turkifh Balia, 
erected there a Houfe and Chapel. 

11. F. John de Iqs Santos, and F .Jofeph 
pf the Prelentation,buiIc a Church and Con¬ 
vent, and many Schifmaticks were reconci¬ 
led to the Church. The Balia gave them 
Power over all the Chrifiians, Chaldeans, 
Neftorians, and Jews, and many Chaldeans 
were Baptized. Many Infidels, Arabs,Turks 
and Perfians, reforted to the Convent, and 
fome were converted. In the City and the 
Neighbourhood there are about 70000 Inha¬ 
bitants, whereof about 5000 Chrifiians of 
St, John, fo called, becaulethey have a Tra¬ 
dition, That their Forefathers were Bapti¬ 
zed in the River Jordan by the Baptift. 

12. The Portugnefes, after the lofs of Or¬ 
muz, fetled their Trade in this City, and 
founded a Seminary for Learning The 

Y 3 ' B .alfe 
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Bafla very much countenanced the Religious, 
and feeing a Chriftian Soldier in love with a 
Moottfh Woman, fecured and delivered him 
up to them. They fent him to Mafcate, fhe 
followed, was baptized, and married him. 
He confented that a Girl fhould be taken 
from her Mother, who feeing her go,fol¬ 
lowed , and both were reconciled to the 
Church. 

1 3 . The firft time Vefpers were futig, a 
Drum going about to gather the Chriftians, 
all the Moors flocked thither, info much that 
the CacUes faid, This was fome particular 
Aft of Divine Providence, and cried, 4 The 
1 World rauft be at an end. 

14. Thefe Religious firft entred the Court 
of Ifpahan in the time of King Sebaflian, af* 
terwards Armenian Bilhops, many Ptiefts, 
and a multitude of People, fubmitted to the 
See of Rome. The King offered the Fathers 
2000 Ducats a Year, which they refufed, felt 
it'fhould be thought they went to enrich 
themfelves, not to plant Religion. They 
were afterwards Imprifoned by the Moors , ill 
Treated, and fent to Xiras, 100 Leagues di- 
ftant. The Governour of that Place feat 
them to the Convent with Fetters on their 
Feet, and Yoaks on their Necks. The Go¬ 
vernour pretended the caufe of their Impri* 
fonmtnt was. That Ruy Freyre had fecured 
three Moors at Ormuz, and faid. They fhould 
be let at liberty if thofe were reftored. 
Brother Peter carried Advice hereof to Goa , 
and the Moors were releafed. 

15. Ihe 
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15. The Labours of thefe fathers have 
been very fuccesful in Gorgiftan or Georgia. 
The firft that undertook that Million was 
F. William of St. Augujim, who was well re¬ 
ceived by the Georgians, but put to Death by 
the Sultan of Fains , and was buried by the 
s Armenian Religious of the Order of St. I)o- 

mimckf \ 

1The Kiiig of Ptrfia invading one of 
the Georgian Princes, he fent his Mother cal. 
led Gativanda to Treat with him, who, after 
giving an ambiguous Anfwer, caufed her on 
the way home to be apprehended, and car¬ 
ried Prifoner to Xiras, This Lady was kept 
in Prifon 11 Years,living always a moft godly 
Life in Fading and Penance; her greateft 
Grief was, to hear that fome of the Captives 
of her Country wavered in the Faith. 

17. The Religious coming at that time to 

Xiras, greatly comforted her. The King 
of Perfia being Solicited to releafe Gativanda* 
fent to advife her to turn Mahometan, other- 
wife fhe mud expeft to endure the crueleft 
of Tortures. She defiring a little time to 
recolleft herfelf, fpent it in Prayer, and that 
ended, refolutely told the Officers, They 
might fulfill their Orders. They taking 
compaffion, endeavoured to perfwade, tel¬ 
ling her. The Torments would be infuppor- 
table, and fhe replied, 4 The Delay was the 
mod grievous Torture. t> 

18. Her Hands being tied, the Executio¬ 
ners put on her Head a Copper Veflel made 
red hot, and tore her Cheeks and Breads 
with burning Pinchers. Not a Sigh .came 

Y 4 froth 
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from her till (he was (tripped to the Watte 
to have her Breads cut off; looking upon it 
more grievous to be naked, than to endure 
fuch Unfupportable Pains. Her Feet were 
torn, and (he then fainting, they cattail the 
Fire upon her. Seeing (he neither died nor 
complained, the Executioners ftrangled her, 
after having differed alone enough to pur* 
chafe many the Glory of Martyrdom. 

ip. Tamarafcatt, the Queen’s Son, under* 
(landing the Death of his Mother, entred 
Yerfia in a rage, and obtained (everal Victo¬ 
ries, in 3 Years flew above 70000 Verftans, 
At length a Peace was concluded, and he 
reffored to all he had loft. 

20. Two of the Religious of St.Augujhn 
travelled towards Georgia differed great Ex¬ 
tremities in vaft Defarts, in fome Places near 
perilhing in Snow. At Emanenga in Arme¬ 
nia they were entertained by the Religious 
of the Order of St. Dominic^ who refide 
there. 

21. At Er'vaHy the Metropolis of Arme¬ 
nia, they were courteoufly received by the 
Patriarch in a Convent of 30 Religious of 
St. Bafil, whole Office is long, being the 
whole Pfalter every day, and Matins at mid¬ 
night. That Prelate was a Man of a very 
auftere Life, gave great Alms:, redeemed 
Captives, repaired Churches, was a great 
Reformer of Manners, and fupprefled Mar¬ 
ried Priefts. He was almoft Adored by the 
Armenians , and hearkened to the Propofal 
of fubmiting to the See of Rome . Our Re¬ 
ligious found him Preaching in a Church, but 

no 
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as loon as he law them, he took leaveof 
the Auditory, and went to receive them, 
walked and killed their Feet, telling the 
People, thofe were the true Apoftles of 
Chrift. 

22. At length our Religious entred Gar- 
pa, were honourably received by the King, 
who refilled to let them kifs his Hand, hoc 
made them fit j and knowing they carried 
the greateft part of his Mother’s Body, de¬ 
clared himfeif pleafed above meafure. 

23. That day they dined with the King, 
the next with the Queen j ihe and her La¬ 
dies went to receive the Body, and heard 
Mali with great attention. The King can- 
fed his Mother to be buried among the an¬ 
cient Kings of Georgia. Speaking of the 
Pope, he laid. He owned him as chief Pre¬ 
late, and had always declared him fuch. 
Being prelented with two Images of our 
Saviour and Blefled Lady, he laid. He wor- 
fiiipped them not becaufe they were Idols, 
and only honoured Pictures. One of the 
Fathers reprehended him, and was going 
away, but he held by his Habit, killed him, 
and begged Pardon, affirming, He knew not 
what he laid. 

24. Next day the King and Queen excu¬ 
sed themlelves to the Father, praying him 
not to depart, but to choole any Place in the 
Kingdom to build a Church and Monaftery. 
He pitched upon the City Gori , which is 
feated in a Plain watered by two great Ri¬ 
vers well ftore# with Filh. The Patriarch 
an ancient and venerable Perfon, with the 

Bifhops 
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QjOiops and other Clergy, thought they could 
never fufficiently encourage the npw Foun- 
dation. This happened about tile end of 

the Year 1^28. . . > ■ . 

2<. To conclude, with there Religions 
they laboured as much as any in China,India, 
Pttfia. and Arabia. On the 17th of Ma h 
\6i6 after Noon, at Baffina was leen a Cloud 
riling’ in the Eaft in the form of a Half. 
Moon, the Horns whereof feemed to iadofe 
that City. It appeared like Smoke and 
Alhes, and moved with a Noife that feemed 
to threaten Deftruftion. All the Country 
about for the fpace of half an hour was 
quite dark, then for two hours Mowed 
luch a ftorm of Wind and Thunder, as ter¬ 
rified all thofe People. The Turks andfci- 
fiant fled to the Chriftian Church, believing 
that the only fafe place, and crying aloud, 
the former, Coda , Codi , the latter, Ala, 
Alai, that is,G<wf, God, without remembting 
Mahomet. 

26. In the Year 1627, the Enemy furpn- 
zed a Ship of ours there, and killed all the 
Men but three, who being carried before 
Hazen Governour of Hrnno, he offered them 
their Lives if they would become Mahome¬ 
tans . They anfwered. They were ready to 
die rather than do fb. He cauled them 
to be Beheaded on the 21ft of December, 

16 '27; In Africa there Religious baptized the 
Prince of Mebnde, who afterwards coming 
to the Crown acknowledged the Pope, wri¬ 
ting a Letter to him in the Year 1627, which 
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he figned by the Name of D Hiereme Chin - 
gaiia. This was the firft King that received 
the Faith in thofe Parts, which might have 
fpread more, had not the Fntmgmfa by that 
Enormities obliged this Prince tofeU offTrora 
them and the Faith, as ihafl be fecn here¬ 
after. 


CHAP. II. 

Continues the Government of the Vtce~ 
roy jD. Francis deGama Cotmt De Vi- 
digueyra. 

1. *“pHis Year failed from IMbotf two Ships 
A and fix Galleons tinder the Command 
of Nnnno Alvarez BeteVo, and arrived K 
all fafe at Goa. Mean while Ruy ,024# 
Freyre de Andrade with his Squadron was 
fuccefsful in the Sea of Ormuz, cutting off 
Provifions from that Town, finking feme 
Veflels, and chafing others. He had done, 
more if better fupporced. 

5. Some EngHJb and Dutch Ships having 
relieved Ormuz diftrefled by that Gentle¬ 
man, the Viceroy ftrengthened by thofe Ships 
come from Portugal , would not fuller them 
to depart without being vifited. He lent 
Nunno Alvarez Botello Admiral againfl: them 
with 8 Galleons. They failed at the begin¬ 
ning of the Year T625, and were feparated 
by a Storm *, but fix meeting Botello, appeared 
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in the Sea of Ormuz, and was received by 
twelve of thofe two Nations. The Fight 
was very terrible, and the Enemy; having the 
Wind, our Admiral could not come to board 
as he defired. The Dutch Admiral and Vice- 
Admiral being difabled,were forced to draw 
off At the fame time Ruy Freyre having 
heard the noife of the Cannon came up with 
three Galliots, and the Enemy drew off to 
the Bay of Comer am. We had many Men 
killed and wounded, among the latter our 

Admiral Botello. _ 

i. About the middle of February they met 
again. Nunno fearing he fhould not be able 
to come to board them, fent a Challenge to 
their Admiral j but he not accepting of it, 
the Fight began, and was continued with 
great fur? till the Enemy again drew into 
Cmoratt , having loft many Men, and we 
2 Captains and 40 Soldiers. Boteh went to 
Water at the Ifland Lara a oppofite to them, 
and hearing a Cannon fired, anfwered with 
another, fuppofing it had heen a Signal of 
Battel, but the Enemy ftirred not then, 
.though our Veflels were almoft unmafted 
fince the laft Engagement. At laft they 
thinking it time to depart drew out, and 
being purfued, there enfued another Fight. 
The Enemy fled, having loft in thofe three 
Encounters 1000 Men, and 3 Ships which 
were funk *, fome of them carried 60 Guns. 

4. Our Admiral gave chafe, but foonlofl: 
fight of them, and went to Winter at Msf- 
cate , whence he fet out in September with 

7 Sail, whereof he loft three in a Storm, the 

Men 
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Men laved. He came to an Anchor with 
the reft at Several, where he took a rich 
Ship of Meca that failed with a Dutch Pais. 
Underftandihg by the Prifoners fome of the 
Enemies Ships were at Swat , he halted thi¬ 
ther, and found they were the fame that 
elcaped after the Fights of Ormuz and Co¬ 
moran. It being impoffible to come at them, 
he provoked them by Signs, and fet up a 
Challenge on the City Gates; but feeing 
they did net ftir, failed away. Not far 
from Damam he difeovers three Engltfh 
Ships, and coming up with them found they 
were ftrong, and carried two Tire of Guns. 

They fought three days, at laft the Enemy 
made away. 

$. There were great Tumults at Macao , 
the Inhabitants of chat City forcing their 
Commander D. Francis Mafcarennas to ihut 
himfelf up in the Fort, but being defeated, 
were pardoned by him. The Chinefes grow¬ 
ing jealous on account of the Wall built by 
him, it was found abfolutely neceflary to 
throw down part of it. 

6 . The Patriarch D. Alfonfo Mendez now 
fet out from Din for Ethiopia with <5 Fathers, 
and other Retinue in 3 Veflels. He landed 
at Bailur , a Town fubjett to a little King, 
and travelled over the Field called of Salt , 
becaufe that is found there which pafles in 
ftead of Money being like finall Bars Next 
is the Mountain, where is another fort of 
reddUh Salt, good againft fome Dileafes. 
Travelling by night, by reafon of the heat 
of the day, they few an Exhalation fo 

bright. 
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bright, it enligbtned all the Country about. 
This was held as a good Omen. AtFremna 
thev underftood the fame Light had been 
feen there. They travelled With greater 
labour to the Court, and were recaved with 
ereat iov by the Emperor, who loon after 
acknowledged the Pope’s Supremacy; J»t 
this Happinefs was not lairing, as mall ap. 

pear hereafter. . ,. r 

7 . About this fame time was difcoveted 
the famous Kingdom of Tibet, extending to 
the Springs of Ganges. The Natives are 
well inclined, and docible, zealous of their 
Salvation, and value Things of Devotion 
given them by their Pnefts called Lama t, 
who profefs Poverty and Chaftity, and ate 
much given to Prayer. They have ftrange 
Cultoms and Ceremonies, Churches like the 
moft Curious of ours, and foroe knowledge 
of the Chriftian Religion, but mixed with 
many Errors ; they abhor the Mabomiuns 
and Gentiles. It plainly appears, that IB 
former Ages they had the true Light ot the 
Gofpel. They are eafie to be converted. 
The Country produces fbme Fruit like that 
of Europe, Rice and Wheat, and breeds Cat- 
t le, but there is much barren. It is fit to 
fay fomewhat of their Religion and Lama s. 
Their Habit is a Red Callock without Sleeves, 
for the Arms are naked; it is girt with « 
piece of Cloth of the fame colour, the ends 
whereof hang down to the Feet; on their 
Shoulders a ftriped Cloth, which they Jay 
is the Habit of the Son of God; at then 
Waite hangs a little Bottle of Water. 
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They keep two Falls, in the greateft they 
eat but once a day, and ipeak not a words 
neceflary Affairs are exprefled by Signs: In 
the fecond it is allowed to eat as often as 
every one pleafes, but Fleih only once. 
They call to Prayers with Trumpets, fbme 
made with dead Men’s Bones > the Skulls 
ferve to drink out of: Of other Bones 
Beads are made, which they lay is to put 
them in mind of Death. The Chnrches 
are opened only twice a Year, thofc who 
refbrt to them walk round three times, then 
enter and do Reverence to the Images. A- 
mong which are fbme of Angels, called by 
them Lae. The greateft is he that inter¬ 
cedes before God for’ the Souls. It being 
painted Armed, with the Devil wider its 
Feet, niake.it foppofed to be St. Mithael. 
It is not itriWorthy confideration,that Lamas, 
the Nanfe of their Priefts, begins with La, 
which fignifies an Angel. The young Lama’s 
go about the Towns dancing regular atid 
modeftly with Crowns, Bells and other 
ooify Inftruments. They fay, it is in imi¬ 
tation of the Angels, as they are bainted 
among us, tinging in Choirs. The* begin¬ 
ning of every month they make a Proceffion 
with black Flags, Figures of Devils, Drums 
and Mufick, and believe this chafes the 
Evil Spirits. Holy Water is made with ma¬ 
ny Prayers, and putting into it Gold, Co¬ 
ral, and Rice, and is ufed againfl Devils 
that haunt Houfes.* The Country people 
wing to the Towns black Horfes, Cows, 
and Sheep, over which th e Lama’s fay many 

Prayers, 
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Prayers, faying, the Devils endeavour to get 
into, black. Cattle. Theyr core the Sick by 
blowing on the Part affixed. Three forts 
of Funerals are ufed,' according to toe Star 
rules the time of Deatff One « after our 
manner; and there are Tombs adorned with 
gilded Pyramids. Another is burning the 
Body, and of the Allies muted with Clay 
they make Images, by which they fwear. 
Another is catting the Bodies to certain white 
Birds like Cranes, and this is reckoned the 
happieft Burial. Thefe three Forms are 
ufed with fuch as are efteemed to have lived i 
well, for others being cut in pieces are 
thrown to Dogs Theybehevethe Good 
dying go diredtly to Heaven, the Bad to 
Hell 7 but fuch as are indifferent between 
both, their Souls ioftandy return into node 
or bale Creatures, according to their delerts. 
They advife Fathers to give their Children 
the Names of filthy Bealls, that the Devil 
may be loth to meddle with them. They 
ufe Divination after a ridiculous manner. 
In fine, they acknowledge One God in Tri¬ 
nity ; that his Son becoming Man died, and 
is in Heaven; that he is God as wellashis 
Father, and Man at the fame time; that hB 
Mother was a Woman, and gone to Ha¬ 
ven •, that from the Death of the Son till 
that time, were about 1600 Years. T&ey 
know there is a Hell, in the fame manner 
as we do. They burn Laraps v that God 
may light them in the .way of the-otner 
World. i 4 
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8 . F. JtitHkjr dt Andradi, and Andrev 
Marquee, both Jefiiits, fct oujr for this King¬ 
dom in the Afe^s Country with 

6 Cara vije^ that'taiindudfci Pilgrims to « 
famourftjjod. They puffed the Kingdom 
of Ld#4fjfld dame to the vaft Mountains, 
whence the,Ganger fal& into’.thedeep Valleys.

The* great Fatigue leffened 
the plcafure oFleeing the variety of beauti¬ 
ful Trees, and fmelling thofe odorifei^qs 
Flowep^aon the icene whereof the Ahcidnts 
raid thole People lived. At the Kingdom 
of Sirandgar they fiw the Gastget runriiiffi 
over Snow, toe whitenefi whereof almott 
blinds fiich as travel that way. 

9 *4* che end Af jo Days they came tc> 
the Pagod on theBorders of the Kingdom 
ofStrntiagAi ^whither Multitudes relort to 
wajh in a Spring To hot it is lcafce tolerable, 
which they imagine cleanles them from Sin. 
There Food here is raw Fleih, and are very 
healthy eatihg much Snow. The'Women 
there do what is the VPofk of Men among 
ns, and the contrary ; the Women Plow,' 
and the.Men Spin, ffencethe Fathers cache 
to the Town of Ala*), and having retted’, 
continued their Journey, almott blind with 
the continual travelling among Snow, dtt 
toey ftw the Springs of Gauge /., which rods 
out of a great Lake . Soon after they cn- 
tred.the Kingdom of Tibet, and were ho- 
nourably received by Officers lent to that 
ru P 2££ rpm *** KiD 8’ s Ow« atCtoparagne.

Satisfaction, and admitted their Doftrine 
without any difpute. 

,o The time being come they mult re¬ 
turn to Siranagar, the King would not per- 
n) i t them to depart till they fwore they 
would return, and then he promifed they 
Ihould have liberty to Preach, and he would 
build them a Church , being much pleafed 
with a pifture they left hm of our Lady with 
our Saviour (lecping in her Arms. The Fa- 
thers returned acccording to promife, and 
the King in purfuance of his built the Church 
with great joy, and was afterwards Baptized 
with the Queen, notwithftanding the Lama’s 
for their private Ends did all they could to 
oppofe it. The Fathers underftood by Mer¬ 
chants who came from China, that it was 
(So Days Journey diftant from that Court, 
travelling through the Kingdom of Vfangue, 
40 Days Journey from the fame Court, and 
lhence'20 to China: That there were two 
great Kingdoms where the Crofs was much 
ufed. That Cathay is not a Kingdom, but 
a great City and Metropolis of a Province 
fubjeft to the Grand Sopo, very near Chino. 
Hence perhaps fome gave China the name 
of Cathay . Perhaps this Empire of Tibet is 
that of Prefer John , fo much fpoken of, and 
not Ethiopia , as was believed. But let us 
return to India. 

11. In April 4. Malabar Parao’s took a 
portugues Ship, carrying the Men intoilave- 
ry under Arcolo., a King of the Country oppo- 
fite to the Place where the iamous Fo rt 
Cmnale onee flood. Among the Prifcners 
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were two Francifeans, one whereof proved ib 
acceptable to the King, that he was the caufe 
of fettling a firm Peace between him and 
the Viceroy. 

12. Two Ships arrived from Lisbon % 
which returning home the next Year were 
loft, with the whole Portugues Fleet upon 
the Coaft of France in a terrible Storm, and 
was the greateft Lofs Portugal fuftained fince 
the time of King Sebafiian . 

13. There being nothing remarkable this 
Year in India , let us fee what the Carmelites 
did in Perfia , where they got footing in the 
Year 1604. They foon ere&ed feveral Con¬ 
vents, and confirmed the Armenians who 
were in danger of falling from the Faith , 
terrified with the Perfection railed by the 
King of Perfia. F. Bafil Of St. Francis was 
very fuccefsful among thofe called of Saint 
John about Baffoira. In the Ihort fpace of 
fix Months he Preached in the difficult Per - 
fian, Arabian and Turbjfh Languages, as if 
he had part of the gift of Languages peculiar 
to the Apoftles, and gained fuch Reputation, 
that many neighbouring PrinceS permitted 
him to Preach and build Churches in rhex 
Dominions^ 

14. F. John Thadeus and F. Peter of Saing 
Lhomas went to the City Xiras, being fenc 
for by the Sultan thereof, where they con¬ 
verted fome Mahometans * others gave 
them their Doabts in Writing to be fenc to 
Rome, a (Turing if they were (atisfied in thofe 
Points, there would be no need of Preaching 
to convy 7 t them. Vettavict Mofes an Arme- 
?> .2 wsr?. 
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niaa BiQiop, acknowledged his Error in 
denying the Supremacy of the Church of 
Rome, and promifed to perfwade all her Dio. 
cels to acknowledge it. In fine* tnefe Fa- 
thers have laboured with great Profit and 

S^i^Three Ships failed this Year from 
j_Ubon to India , one of them at his return, 
on this fide the Cape Good Hope, fought 
twice with three Vutcb Ships, and came off 
with Honour. 

1 6. Nuuho Alvarez BoteVo lading with his 
Galleons for Ma/cate there arofe fuch a 
terrible Storm, that it parted all his Com- 
pany f* ora him, and he had much difficulty 
to perfwade his Men in defpair to work; 
The Tempeft ceafing their Provilions fell 
fnort •, there was but one Pipe ot Water 
for 500 Men, and no Land near where 
thev might be fupplied. Some died with 
Thtift, others running mad leaped over¬ 
board. After a Fortnight fpent in this mi- 
ferable Condition, they difcovered the Land 
of J&ozalgati- always fatal to the Vortuguefes. 
The Men cried to go afhore, but Nunu 
with fair words and kindnefs diflwaded them, 
and coming to Teve they were relieved with¬ 
out danger. 

17. Off Surat Nutsxo difcovered fix Dutch 
Ships, he gave them cfeace, but loft them. 
He failed to Bomhaim to refit a Galleon, and 
thence to the Bar of Diu. A n Englifh and 
Dutch Squadron, both confifting* oti'j Sail, 
failed to Bomhaim thinking to find him there. 
They battered the Fort, and mft^mg nC 

J sSPP* 
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Oppolition burnt the poor Towns along 
the Coaft. A Dutch Captain entring the 
Church of Our Lady of Hope , with his Sword 
cut to pieces a great Crucifix, and burnt 
part of it. He had foon after the Reward 
of this Barbarity, his Ship being burnt by 
Ruy Freyre , and he with all the Men (lain. 
Hunno hearing of this A ft ion begged the 
Crucifix of the Reftor, vowing to carry it 
always with him, till he had revenged the 
Wrong, or died in the Execution of it. So 
it fell out, as will be feen hereafter. 

18. The King of Achem fitted out a Fleet 
of 35 Galleys againft Malaca , D. Francis 
Coutinno with 16. Sail burnt 34 of them kill¬ 
ing or taking 3000 Men, and bringing oft' 
800 pieces of Cannon. 

19. On the 17th of June 4 Dutch Ships 
came before the Port of Macao , defigning to 
fall upon the Fleet was ready to fail for 
Japan. The King’s Revenue being low, our 
Commander could aft nothing againft them, 
fome rich Men undertook it in Merchant 
Ships. They fitted out five, and boarding 
the Enemy’s Admiral burnt her, killing 37 
Men, taking 50, 24 pieces of Cannon, a 
quantity of Ball, lome Money and muefi 
Provilions. The other 3 fled. 

20. Ferdinand de Soufa commanded at 
Angola , and after defending it againft two 
Dutch Squadrons, fortified the Coaft the 
fpace of half a League, raifing 4 Works 
planted with Cannon, and caft up a Trench 
at the Bar of Corimha , which fecured it 
againft any attempt. Ainga Queen of Angola 
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went with a great Power to Befiege theGar- 
rifon of Jmba$a\ but John Carreyro fending 
a Company of Fertuptefes to aflift that Lord 
who was our Friend, the Queen was defeat- 
ed. A Body of Men marching to her aid 
was met by nine Toituguefes with a number 
of Blacks, who fled at firft fight *, the nine 
Vonugwfes fought till their Pouder was 
fpent, and two being killed, the other feven 
were taken, which was no fmall Satisfaftion 
to the Queen, and many of the Blacks who 
before were our Friends, hereupon became 
Neuters. 

21. Soon after the Queen was defeated 
and depofed, and her Brother Jiriquibange 
Crowned King, being become a Chriftian, 
as did many Perfons of Note by his means. 
At Congo the City Salvador was taken by the 
Prince of Suttne , who killing the King, 
placed in his (lead D. Ambrofe of the fame 
Blood Royal. He proved a wife and reli¬ 
gious Prince. 

22. The beginning of this Year wen ‘ frcnj 
Portugal for India but pne Ship, and a Pink. 
The latter as it return'd was burnt by the 
Dutch, and the Men made Prifoners. But in 
November 3 Ships more fee fail. The Viceroy 
returned to Portugal in the firft Ship, having 
refigned the Government to D. F. Luis de 
Brito Bifhop of Cochim , by reafon D. Francis 
Maftarennos, appointed tofucceed him, was 
gone to Spain. The Count this fecond time 
Govern’d above 5 Years. He was the 2 5th 
Viceroy, and 46th Governor; the 6th of the 
Name, and 4th of the Sirnamc. 

C H A P* 
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CHAP, III. 

The Government D. F. Luis de Brito, 
Bifhop of Gochim, from the Tear 1628, 
till 1629. 

1. *Tp H E King having ordered the Count 
X de Vidigueyra to refign the Govern¬ 
ment to D. Francis Mafcarennas then gone 
to Spain , he committed it to D. F. Luis de 
Brito , Bilhop ot Cochim. There being no 
account of any thing memorable in this firft 
Year of his Government, we will go on to 
next. The firft that occurs is what happen¬ 
ed at Ceylon . 

2 Our General Conjlantine de Sa having 
declared War againft Candea, F Francis 
Negram fine him advice to attack that City 
immediately, and he might take the King, 
as being wholly unprovided; he loft the 
Opportunity by only a fhort Delay about 
other Affairs. Neverth-lefs the City was 
deftroyed with Fire and iword. 

3 The King of Ach'm imflamed with the 
Defire of recovering Malaca , contrary to 
the Laws of Nations, iraprifoned our Am : 
baffador then redding at his Co >:t. and 
made extraordinary Preparations for a 
Siege, as defigning to undertake it in Perfon a 
Lafamane his great General who had con¬ 
quered many Kings for him, oppofed this 

<7 4 Refo. 
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Refolution, for which he loft his Prince’s 
Favour. 

4. Marraja ambitious by Flattery to gain 
his Prince’s Efteem, promifed the King to 
make him foon Matter of that fo much co. 
veted Town; and hereupon .had the Com¬ 
mand of the Sea given him, as Lafamane 
that of the Land, The King fet out with 
a Fleet of near 250 Sail in which he carried 
20000 Men, and a great Train of Artil¬ 
lery. In this number of Veflels were forty- 
fevcn Galleys of extraordinary Strength, 
Beauty and Value, all near One hundred 
Foot in length, and of a proportionable 
breadth. The King went aboard with bis 
Treafure,Wife and Children; but uponfome 
ill Omen the Fleet failed without him, and 
came before Malaca at the beginning of 
July. 

5. As they landed they marched towards 
the Cattle that is between the City and 
Pattgor, Antony Pinto de Fonjeca with 200 
Men, charges them, and kills above 300 
without lofing a Man. John Suarez, Vw« y 
who commanded 350 Portuguefes at Iller, 
after doing great Execution among the E- 
nemy on feveral occafions, overpower’d by 
their numbers was forced to abandon that 
Pott. 

6 . The Enemy having gained Mount St. 
John , thence battered the Fort furioully, 
which anfwered with no lels liberality. 
The Capuchin Convent of the Mother of 
God was of importance to the defence of 
the Fort, James Lopizde Fonfeca having de¬ 
fended 
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fended it 50 Days, made a Sally with 200 
Men defeating 2000 of the Eoemy. Lopez 
falling lick, Frauds CarvdUo do Maya Cook 
that Poftgad defended it fo well, that the 
Enemy was provoked to batter it with fuch 
Fury, that the Monaftery was abandoned, 
being levelled. with the Ground. Out of 
thole Ruins the Enemy railed good Works, 
where Lapamant held his Quarter with 
3000 Men. Maraja had another large Fort 
upon Mount Sc. John ; there was another 
towards IBer ; another at St. Laurence , and 
fo in other Places with Lines of Commu¬ 
nication, They provided Boats to run up 
the River, and ftraiten the Town on att 
fidcs. 

7. Our General Fonfeca dellring to di- 
fturb La fanatic, fent Vivas with 220 fortu- 
guefes to attack his Works. He killing top 
and the reft flying, poflefled himfclfof the 
Work by Night, and retired with fome of 
the Cannon. The King of Pam our Allye 
underftanding the Pofture of our Aflairs, 
fent a fleet with 2000 Men to theafliftance 
Of the Town. Next came Michael Pereyra 
yoraUo with five Sail from St. Thomas , but 
all was too little to remove lo powerful an 
Enemy, though they had loft above 4000 
Men, having killed but 60 of ours. This 
was the Condition of the Town at the end 

of October when Nutt no Alvarez Bote Bo arriv’d 
there. 

8. The Bilhop then Governor was in¬ 
formed of this Defign upon Mabca in June , 
and of the weaknefs of the Place, which 

required 
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recurired a fpeedy Relief. It was then the 
dead of Winter, and the Bilhop was not 
verv forward; fothe bnfinefs was pot off 
till Stptember. The Bilhop falling lick mind¬ 
ed the Recovery of his Health, more than 
the Town, and was pat in mind by the 
urincipal Men of Goa (moved thereto by 
Uttnno Alvarez Botello) of the great danger 
that Place would be expoled to, if not fpee* 
dily relieved.

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CHAP. IV. 

Of the +Vkeroy D. Francis Mafcarennas 
in the Tear 162,8, with fundry Occur¬ 
rences at Pegu, Martavam, Prom, 
Siam, and other Places . 

1. T \0 N Francis Mafcarennas had ferved 
1 J fo well in India, that without 161 - 
liciting he was appointed Viceroy there, at 
the fame time he was coming for Spain. Be¬ 
ing arrived here, he was fent back this Year 
with the fame Title, and failed from Lisbon 
with three Ships, only one of them reached 
India, the othef two with the Viceroy were 
put back to Lisbon. 

2. In the Viceroy’s Ship a Gentleman was 
taken actually committing an abominable 
Crime, whom the Viceroy caufed to be fhot 
in pieces at the mouth of a Cannon. He 
He was accufed of this Attion, as not ha¬ 
ving power of Life and Death, being at that 
time upon his return, yet he was well recei¬ 
ved at Court, and fworn of the Council of 
State of Portugal. He may be reckoned the 
27th Viceroy, and 48th Governor, the 7th 
of the Name, and 4th of the Sirname. 

3. Since tnis Gentleman not palling to 
India has deprived us of the worthy Actions 
might be expefted from him, let that Want 
be fupplied with an account cf Exploits of 

the 
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the Black King of Siam, in whom appeared 
a (trange mixture of Virtues and Vices. 
Much has been faid of him already, whereof 
fome hints fhatl be given here, and all that 
was before omitted added. 

4 . In the Year 1 y 4 4 , thfe Kin S <>f*he Br *- 
ms’s by Sea and Land befieged the City Mar - 
uvam , Metropolis of the great and flou- 
rifhing Kingdom of that Name, whofe 
Yearly Revenue was 3 Millions of Gold, 
Cbaubainaa being then King, and Nhay Co - 
nmo Queen thereof. Who from the height of 
Fortune fell to the depth of Mifery. The 
Btams Fleet confifted of 700 Sail, 100 of 
them great Galleys. In them were 700 Par- 
turuefes commanded by one John Caeyro^ re¬ 
puted a Man of Valour and Conduft. 

5. After a Siege of 7 Months and 5 Af- 
faalts, wherein the grama's loll 12006 Men-, 
Cbaubainaa found it was impoffible to with, 
ftand that Power, Provifion being already 
fo fcarce, they had eaten 3000 Elephants. 
He offered to Capitulate, but no Conditions 
were allowed by the Befieger; and therefore 
refolved to make ufe of the Portuguefts, to 
whom he had always been very juft and fee. 
vicea'ole. But Mart never remembers Fa¬ 
vours received in Profperity of thole he lees 
in Adverfity. 

6 . The difconfolate King fent one Seim 
to Cayero to offer, if he would receive him, 
his Family and Treafure into the four Ships 
Under his Command, he would give half the 
Treafure to the King of Portugal , become 
his ValTal, and pay fuch Ttibute as fliould 
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be agreed upon, sot doubting with the afli. 
(lance of 2000 Portuguefes , who fhould be 
maintained at his own Expence, to recover 
his Kingdom. Caeyro consulted the princi¬ 
pal Portuguefes, and in their preience asked 
of Seixas what the Treafure of Martavam 
was > who affirmed, he had not feen all, but 
that of what he had two of our Ships might 
be loaded with Jewels and Gold, and 4 or 5 
of Silver. The Portuque/es envious of the 
great Fortune Cayero might make by accept¬ 
ing that Offer, threatned to difeever him to 
the King of Brama if he confented. 

7. The King of Martavam furprized at 
this refbfal, and feeing Seixas took his leave 
to fly the Danger that threatned the City, 
gave him a pair of Bracelets, exculing the 
fmallnefs of the Gift, and they were after¬ 
wards fold to the Governour of Narfinga 
for 80000 Ducats. Then he refolved to fire 
the City and, (allying with thofe few Men he 
had left, die honourably among his Enemies. 
But that night an Officer with aooo Men de- 
deferted to the Enemy, and difeovered the 
Delign. The King thus betrayed. Capitu¬ 
lated with the Enemy for his own and the 
Lives of his Wife and Children, and leave 
to end his Days in Retirement. This and 
more was granted eafily, beCaufe the Con- 
querour defigned to perform no pare of the 
Promile. 

8. From the City Gate to the King of 
Brama*s Tent was a league diflance,all which 
way was a Lane of many thoufand Muske- 
tiers of fundry Nations, artd next the Gate 

were 
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were potted the Portuguefes. The fir ft came 
out was the Queen in a Chair, her two 
Daughters and two Sons in two others. A* 
bout them 40 beautiful Ladies led by as many 
ancient ones encompafled with TaUgrcpot % 
(a fort of Religious Men among them ha¬ 
bited like our Capuchins) who prayed and 
comforted them. Then came the King 
guarded by bis Enemies, feated on a fmall 
She-Elephant,cloathed in black Velvet; his 
Head, Beard, and Eye-brows fliaved, and a 
Rope about his Neck, which moved even the 

Enemy to compaffion. 

9. The unfortunate King feeing the Por. 
muefes would not ftir one foot till they 
were removed from that Poft 7 and that done 
went on. Being come before the King of 
Brama, he caft hitnfelf at his Feet; but not 
being able to fpeak for Grief, the Raolim of 
Mo u ft ay Talaypor, Chief Prieft of thofe Gen¬ 
tiles and efteemed a Saint, made an Ha¬ 
rangue in his behalf, of force to have moved 
to Compaffion any other but that obdurate! 
King. The miferable King, his Queen, Chil¬ 
dren, and Ladies, were fecured. The two 
following days were fpent in removing the 
Treafure, at which 1000 Men laboured, and 
it amounted to 100 Millions of Gold. The 
third day the Army had liberty to plunder, 
which lafted four days, and was valued 
12 Millions. Next the City was burnt, 
wherein perifhed by Fire and Sword above 
60000 Souls, befides as many made Slaves* 
2000 Temples, and 40000 Houfes, were laid 

even with the Ground. There were in tne

Town 6000 Pieces of Cannon, 100000 
Quintals of Pepper, and as much of other 
Spices. 

10. The morning that followed this De- 
ftrudionj there appeared on a Hill called 
Beydao 21 Gibbets, with a ftrong Guard of 
Horfe. Jhither was led the Queen, with 
her Children and Ladies^ in all making 140, 
and were all hanged up by the Feet. The 
King and 50 Men of great Quality were caft 
into the Sea with Stones about their Necks. 
The Army feeing this Barbarity, mutinied, 
and the King was in great danger. 

1 r. He leaving People to Rebuild the 
ruined City, returned to Pegu with the reft 
of his Army, and among them John Caeyro 
and his 700 Portuguefes, Of thefe, four 
ftayed at Martavam ; one of them was John 
Falcam , who, in Read of allifting Fernan 
Mendez Pinto, fent by Peter de Faria Com¬ 
mander of Malaca to confirm the Peace with 
the murdered King, accufed him to the Go* 
vernour of the Town as an Enemy to the 
King of Brama. The Governour feized 
Pinto’s Veflel, and in it Goods to the value 
of 100000 Ducats, killed the Mafter and 
fome others, and fent the reft Prifoners to 
Pegu. This falle Dealing was not new in 
Falcam , for he had before forfaken the 
murdered King after being much honoured 
by him. 

12. The King of Brama , who thoughS 
now to reap the p ruit of his Vi&ories in 
Peace, was alarmed by him of Siam , who 
attempted to recover the Kingdom of Tavgu, 

which 
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which had been wrefted from him. i„ 
M arch iu«. he embarked 900000 Men oq 
,2000 VeiTels upon the River An/hJaa, »a<l 
naffing out of it into that called Ma- 
laco* in April , came before the City *»* 
The Kine hereof was dead, and had left a 
Sou to inherit but *3 Years of Age, married 
to the King of Avaa*s Daughter, from whooi 
he expefted 60000 Men would come to his 
Affiftance. This 

the Siege, hoping to gam the City before 
that Succour could come. After 6 days, the 
Queen offered to hold the Crown of him, 
and pay what Tribute he fhould impofe, 
provided he would draw oft from the 


The King infifted, that the Queen 
fhould put herfelf into his hands with all 
her Treafure, but foe knowing hoW perfi¬ 
dious he was, refblved to defend herfelfc 
He gave feveral AfTaults, and by the Sword 
in them, and a Plague that raged in theAr- 
my, loft 80000 Men, among which were 500 

F ^*TWVway of AfTault proving fo per¬ 
nicious, he raifed a Mount, which overlook- 
ing the Town, and being full of Cannon, lets 
no place of fafety to the befieged ^ but 5090 
of them Tallying, deftroyed the Mount kil¬ 
led 15000 of their Enemies, earned off 
80 Cannons, and wounded the King, who 
in a rage flew 2000 Vorittguefet that were 
upon the Guard, as negligent of their 


Duty. 


5 5. About 
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15. About the end of Augtift, Xemin Me- 
faiay , one of the four principal .Men that 
commanded in the City, treacheroufly gave 
him entrance, and the Place was utterly fub- 
verted with Fire and Sword. Two thou- 
fand Children cut in pieces were ferved as 
Food for the Elephants. The Queen was 
publickly whipped, and delivered up to the 
Luft of the Soldiers till Ihe died. The young 
King was tied to her dead Body, and caft 
into the River \ the fame was done with 300 
Gentlemen, after Stakes were drove through 
their Bodies. 

16. The Prince of Avaa marching to the 
relief of his Sifter, imderftood what had 
happened, and meeting the Traytor Xemin 
that had betrayed her leading a great Power, 
they came to a Battel,in which all theAvaa’s 
were flain to 800, having made an incredi¬ 
ble daughter of their Enemies. The King 
coming up, fell upon thole 800 and flew them 
all, with the lois of 12000 of his Army, 
and then beheaded the Traytor Xemin. 

17- After this Viftory he went up ihe Ri¬ 
ver gucytor with 60000 Men in 1000 Boats; 
and coming to the Port of Avaa about the 
middle of O&ober , burnt above 2000 Vefc 
fels and fome Villages with the Iofs of 8000 
Men, and among them 62 Portuguefee. He 
under flood the City was defended by 20000 
Moort } 30000 of which People had at Me- 
leytay (lain 150000 of his Army; and that 
the King of Siam was preparing to come 
to their Relief. Upon this News he retur¬ 
ned With fpeed to From and fortified him-

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felf whilft an Arabaffador went to purchafe 
Succours from the Emperor of Caammam 
wUh rich Preients, and the offer ot certam

There > 
main fome fooifteps oi Chriftiamty ^ 
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ancient Times among them* as, that they 
believe the Blelled Trinity, and make the 
fign of the Crofs when they fneeze. 

19. This was the Empire of Calaminnam , 
whithef the King of Brama fenc his Ambaf- 
fador. He being returned, the King lent 
1500c?? Men in 1300 Boats againlt the City 
Ssbadii , 130 leagues diftant towards the 
North-Eaft. The General Cbaunigrem ha¬ 
ving loft many Men in feveral Ailaulcs,raifed 
two Mounts, whence he did great harm in 
the City; but the Belieged tallying, killed 
at once 8000, another time 5000 of his 
Men. Let us a while leave the King of 
Brama* s Affairs in this condition to fee what 
was done at Siam, in order to treat of them 
both together. 

b 20. The King of Cbeammay ,after deftroy- 
ing 30000 Men that guarded the Frontiers, 
belieged the City of Guitirvam, belonging to 
the King of Siam , who immediately ga¬ 
thered 500000 Men, among which were 
120 portuguefes much honoured by him. 
This multitude was conveyed along the Ri¬ 
ver in 3000 Boats, and by Land marched 
4000 Elephants, and 20c Pieces of Cannon. 

> He found the Enemy had abqut 300000 
Men, and 2000 Boats. The Siammite gave 
the Command of his Army to three Gene¬ 
rals two Turks, and one Portugues called 
JDominic Seise#. At firft the Siammite was 
worded, but recovering, defeated his Ene¬ 
my, killing t 30020 Men, whereof almoft 
40000 were good Horfe. This Viclory coft 
him 50000, but of the word of his Army. 

A a 2 21. This 
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21 This done, he marched againft the 
Oneen of Guibm, who had given the Enemy 
raifage through her Country, and entring 
the City Fumbacor , fpared neither Sex nor 
Aee The Queen beingbefieged in her Court 
of Gairor, agreed to pay a Tribute of 60000 
Ducats, and gave her Son asHoftage. Then 
he advanced towards the City fayfiram, 
/■whirher he thought the King of Chummy 
Us fled) putting all to Fire and Sword, on- 

l y fparing the Womens then Winter coming 
on, returned home. 

2 2. Being come to his Court of Ow, or 
Odiaz, he was poifoned by the Queen, then 
big with Child by one of her Servants-, but 
before he died, cauied his elded Son, then 
young, to be declared King. He left 30000 
Ducats to the 120 Portugucfcs that ferved 
him and ordered they fhould pay no Duties 
in any of his Ports for 3 Years to come. 

- The Adulterous Queen, being near the 
time of her Delivery, poifoned her lawful 
Son,- married her Servant, and caufed him 
to be proclaimed King. But they enjoyed 
r,or the Crown long, being both flam at a 
Feaft on the fecond of February by the King 
of CambtJia and Oya P.mfihu), with all their 
Adherents. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. V. 

Continues the Jffairs of the Kings of Siam 
and Pegu. 

1. r-p»H ERE being no lawful Heir to the 
. A * Kingdom of Si*m, Pretiel a Religious 
TalagrepOy baftard Brother to the poiioned 
King, was by common Content received as 
fuch, in the beginning of the Year 1549. 
The King of Brama or Pegn ( for it is the 
fame) feeing the Affairs of Siam in Confu. 
ilon, refolved to conquer that Kingdom. 
He railed an Army of Sooooo Men, among 
which were 1000 PortHguefes, 40000 Horie, 
60000 Mufqueteers, 20000 Elephants, rooo 
Cannon drawn by as many Yoke of Oxen and 
Abadas, and 1000 Waggons of Ammunition 
drawn by Bufaloes. The Portuguefes were 
commanded by James Suarez, de Mela called 
the Gatlego , who came to India in the Year 
1538, in 1542 was Pyrating about Mofam - 
bique y in 1 547 vvas at the Relief of Mataca , 
and in 1549 being in the Service of this 
King was worth four Millions in Jewels 
and other things of value, had a Penfion of 
200000 Ducats yearly, and the Title of the 
King’s-Brother, was fupream Governotrf of 
all his Dominions, and General of his Army. 

2. The King marched with that prodi¬ 
gious multitude, and after one repulle tool; 
the Fort of lapuram defended by 2000. Si. 

A a 3 ammiteSj 
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ammites, putting all to the Sword,, withthe 
lofs of 3000 of Men. By the way the City 
luvopifjm furrendred, and he fate down 
before OJiaa, the Capital of Siam, which 
feemed to make no account of that great 
Power, James Suarez who commanded m 
chief furpiized hereat, gave an aflault and 
loft looc-o Men. Another attempt was 
made with Elephants, but with no better 


5 The King offered 500000 Ducats to 
have a Gate of the City delivered to him •, 
Oya Vafiloco who commanded in the Town 
underftanding it, opened a Gate, and lent 
to teli him he might bring the Money, for 
he was ready to receive it. The Tyrant 
had no anfwer to make, but continuing the 
Siege with vigour, was forced to ilacken 
upon the coming of the new King. Five 
Months being fpent with the lofs of 150000 
Men * News was brought that Xemindoo, a 
Man of great Parts, had rebelled at Peg*, 
and killed 15000 Men that oppofed him. 
As foon as this was known in the Camp, 
T2CCCO Pegues delated in hatred to that 
Foreign Ring that opprefled, and to the 
Infolence of James Suarez who commanded 

them. . , 

4. Xemndoo was of the ancient Blood 
Royal of Pegu, a great Preacher, and efteem- 
cd a Saint. He made a Sermon fo effica¬ 
cious againft the Tyranny of Princes and 
Oppreflion of that Kingdom \ that he was 
taken out of the Pulpit and proclaimed 
King. Whereupon he flew 5000 Bramas 
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in the Paface, feizing all the Treafure, and 
in a few Days all the ftrong Holds in the 
Kingdom fubmitted to him. 

5/ The Armies of the two Kings met 
within two Leagues of the City Pegu \ that 
of Brama confifted of 350000 Men, Xemin- 
boosoi 600000 •, of the latter about 300000 
were flain, and 60000 of the former. The 
vi&orious King entred Pegu > and contrary 
to agreement flew many, arid fazed great 
Treafures. 

6 . Mean while the City Martavam de¬ 
clares for Xemindooy killing 2000 Bramaes . 
Xtmim of Zatam did the fame in the City of 
that name. The King marched towards 
him, but he contrived to have him murder¬ 
ed by the way. This was the end of that 

Tyrant. . * 

Xemim was proclaimed King by his 
Party , and in nine Days gathered above 
30000 Men. Cbattmigrem , Brother to the 
dead King, plundered the City and Palace 
ami fled to langu where he was born. Xe¬ 
mim d. Zatan became fo odious by his ill 
Government; that in four Months many of 
his Subjects fled , and iome joined with Xe s. 
mind o, who made an Army of 60000 Men. 
Let ns leave him a while to relate the end 
of j<*mes Snare 2 de Melo , after the wonder* 
ful Rile already mentioned. 

8. James Suarez pafling by a rich Mer¬ 
chant’s Houfe, on the Day of his Daughter’s 
Wedding, and feeing the great BSauty of 
the Bride, attempted to carry her away by 
force, killing the Bridegroom and others 
A a 4 who 
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who came to her reicuc. Mean while the 
Bride ftrangled her felf. 

o. The Father expefting no Juftice whilft 
that King Reigned, ihut himfelf up, and 
never ftirred abroad till Xemim de Z aim 
coming to the Crown, he fo lamented his 
Wrong about the Town, that above 50CC0 
ot the People gathered about him crying 
out for Juftice. The new King fearing 
fome worfe confequence caufed Snartz> to 
be apprehended and delivered up to that 

Rabble. , , , , 

' 10. This was accordingly performed, and 
and the multitude Honing him he was in a 
minute buried under a heap of Rubbilh, 
No fooner was that done, but they took 
the Body from under that Pi!e v and tearing 
it in pieces delivered it to the Boys to drag 
about the Streets, they giving them Alms for 
fo doing. His Houfe was plundered, and 
the Treafure found beijUg much lefs than 
what was expefted, it was believed he had 

buried the reft. . * 

it. The new King Xemim de Z .tan loon 
followed James Suarez, for his Subjects no 
longer able to bear his Cruelty and Avarice, 
fled in great numbers to Xemimdoo , who was 
now Mafter of fome confiderable Towns. 
He marched to the City Pegu with 200000 
Men, and 5000 Elephants. Zatan met him 
with S60000, ana the Fight was long doubt¬ 
ful, till GoHfalo Neto who With 80 Portu- 
guefes followed x?mir.idon, killed Zatam with 
a Musket Shot, which opened the way tor 
Zemimdeo into the City, where he was Crown. 
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ed on the 3d of February 15 5 °. Cental* 
Neto had 10000 Crowns for that fortuoate 
Shot, and his Companions 5000. 

12. Cbanmigremy who the Year before 
retired 10 Pegu, hearing afterwards that Xt» 
mindae was unprovided, marched againft 
him, and obtaining the Vidfcory brought 
that Crown again under the fubjedtion of 
the Bramaes . Xemindoo taken fome time 
after, was publickly beheaded. 

13. The War began again between Chan- 
tnigrem King of Pegu and him of Siam. The 
Army of Pegu confided of 1700000 Men, 
among which were many Portuguefesy and 
17000 Elephants. All this Army came to 
Ruin, and the Kingdom.of Pegu was made 
fubjeft to that of Atracaniy as was related in 
the 3d Chapter of the 2d Part of this Tome. 
The Kingdom of Siam , though much ha- 
raffed with thefe ^Qvafions, held out, and 
in the Year 1627, whereof we now treat, 
was pofleffed by the Black King, fo called 
becauftHje really was fo, whereas all that 
People ii White and fair, 

14. This King in the Year 1621, fent an 
Embafly to Gojy detTring fome Francucans 
would come to Preach in his Kingdom. F. 
Andrew of the Holy Ghofl went, and was 
much honoured by him at his Court of 0- 
diaa. He not only gave hi": b ave to ereft 
a Church, but was himfelf die whole x- 
pence, and offered the Father great Riches, 
wtiiph heconftantly refufed to the great ad¬ 
miration of that King. 

15. This 
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T This Prince was of Stature (mail, of 
an ill Prefence, and of Temper in pprtmoft 
wicked, and in part generous., Tho’ cruel 
Men be generally Cowards, he wss moll: 
cruel and valiant; and whereas Tyrants for 
the moft part are covetous, he vtas molt 
liberal. As much barbarity as he praftifed 
in fbme things, he (hewed as much gpodnefs 

in others. . 

16. He was not content to put Thieves 

and Robbers to common Death?, but caufcd 
them to be torn to pieces in his Prefence, 
and for his Pattime by Tigers and Croco- 
diles. Underltanding that a King his Vaflal 
was about to Rebel, he Ihut him up in a 
Cage, and fed. him with motfels of his own 
Elelh torn from his Body, and then had him 
fryed in a Pan. With his own hand he cut 
7 Cojurt- Ladies off at the Waite, only be- 
caufe he laid they walked too fait. He tut 
off the Legs of 3 others %ecaufe they ltaid 
long, being fent for Money he was to give 
to certain Vertuguefes : The fir ft fufrered for 
going too fall, thefe for being too i 7 ow. 

17. This feverity extended to brute Beafts. 
He cut off' the Paw of a Monkey he caich 
valued, bccaufe the filly Beaft: put it into a 
Box wherein were fome Curiofities. A 

no lefs efteemed had his Head cut off in the 
Stable before the reft, beCaufe he ftopt not 
when he checked him. Some Crows making 
a noife over the Palace, he earned 500 ot 
them to be catched, fome were kill’d, others 
ihut up, and others turned loofe with YoKes 
about their Necks. A Tiger that did not 
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immediately feize a Criminal call to him, 
was by his Command beheaded as a Co- 
ward 

18. Thus much of the wicked part of this 
Prince, now to fpeak of his Vertues. He 
kept his word inviolably, was rigorous in 
the Execution of Juftice, liberal above mea- 
fure, and very merciful to thofe that com¬ 
mitted pardonable Faults. He fent a Vortu - 
gues with much Money to Malaca to buy 
feveral Goods, he after buying them loft 
all at Play, and yet had the boldnefs to re¬ 
turn to the King’s Pretence, who received 
him kindly, lading. He valued the Confi- 
fiejence repofed in his Generofity, more than 
all the Goods* he could have brought. He 
(hewed great reflect to our k religious Men, 
and encouraged the planting ot Chriftiamty 
in his Dominions. His Valour Was unfpeak- 
able. 

19. Let us conclude this Chapter with a 
(hort Defcription of this Kingdom. Its pro¬ 
per Name is Soman. The extent along the 
Coaft is about 700 Leagues, and the breadth 
up the Inland 2 60. Moll of the Country 
confifls of fruitful Plains, being watered by 
many Rivers: It is plentiful of all forts of 
Provifions. The Hills are covered with 
variety of Trees, particularly abundance of 
Ebony, Brafil and Angelin. There are many 
Mines of Sulphur, Salt-Petre, Tin, Iron, 
Silver, Gold, Zaphirs and Rubies; much 
Sweetwood, Benjamin, Wax, Cinnamon, 
Pepper, Ginger and Cardamum, Sugar, 
Honey, Silk and Cotton* Th? Ring’s Re¬ 
venue 
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•venue is about 13 Millions. In his DotnU 
nions are almoft 13000 Cities and Towns, 
befides innumerable Villages. All the Towns 
are walled, the People for the molt part 
timorous, weak and unarmed. The Coaffc 
reaches to both Seas ; on that of India are 
Junzalam and Tanauzarim ; on that of 
China, Mompolocota, Cey, Lugor, Chinbuw\ 
Perdio. 


CHAP. VI. 

Of the Governor Nunno Alvarez Botello, 
in the Tear 1619. 

1. np H E Biihop late Governor being de- 
X ceafed, and the next Patent of Suc- 
ceffion opened, there appeared two named j 
D. Laurence de Cunna Commander of Goa 
for the Civil Government, and Nunno Al - 
varez Pereyra for the Military. Of this laft 
Name there were two in India, or none; 
for if D. Nunno Alvarez Pereyra^ a Gentle^ 
man well known, was meant, there wanted 
the Title of Don; and if Nunno Alvarez 
Botch, the Sirname was wrong. 

2. It was thought unlikely the Title of 
Don could be omitted through a miftake, 
becaufe in Portugal it is peculiar to fome 
Families only, arid therefore could not be 
forgot. The miftake as to Nunno Alvarez 
Botch was more probable, 'becaufe he had 

long 
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long gone by the Name of Pereyra, in me¬ 
mory of his Grandfather Alvarez Pereyra, 
and changed Pereyra for Botello when he in¬ 
herited the Eftate of his Father Botello ; yet 
fome called him by the one, and fome by 
the other Name. For this Reafon, and be¬ 
caufe the Counfel of Goa, and the Count de 
Linnares when he came to India allowed 
Nunno Alvarez Botello as fuch, I have given 
him this Place among the Governors of 
India. 

3 . Nunno Alvarez Botello zealous of the Honor 
of his Country, and confidering how dange¬ 
rous Delays might prove to Malaca then in 
diftrefs, undertook the Relief of that Place, 
faying, he would refer the Decifion of the 
Debate about his or the others Right to the 
Government till his return. Neverthelefs by 
general Confent he went with the Title of 
Governor. Afterwards it was concluded by 
the Counfel of Goa , that Gonfalo Pinto de 
Fonfeca the High Chancellor, fhould have the 
Charge of the Adminiftration of Juftice. 
Thus the whole Government was divided 
between Cunna, Fonfeca , and Nunno. 

4. Nunno now admitted as Governor, left 
the Palace to go live upon the Shore, to be 
the more at hand to forward the Prepara¬ 
tions for his Defign, wherein he ufed fuch 
Diligence, that having that Charge com' 
mitted to him on the 2d of Auguji, by the 
beginning of September he had gathered ^00 
Vortuguefes, a good Train of'Artillery, ftore 
of Arms and Ammunition, and had 30 Sail 
ready to pit to Sea, if the Weather had per¬ 
mitted. 5. He 
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51 He. fet Sail the 22th oi September,, md 
-wa*? in 4. Storms* 2 of theoi, fo terrible, 
they aii gave themftlyes for Jolt la this 
manner he failed to, Puluhutum, and fent 2 
Veflels to give notice of his coming at Ms 
laca, but came himfelf before the Advice, 
and under flood that, Michael Pereyra Botello 
fent by the Bifhop late Governor was there 
before him. At Pulubutum,, he found a 
VefTel of Cochim, and two of Negapatan , 
which was fome addition to his Fleet. On 
the 22th of OPtober after Noon, the Fleet 
arrived at Malaca divided into 3 Squadrons, 
Nuttno commanded one, the. Vice-Admiral 
CoeUo and D. Hierome de Silvcyra the other 
two. Lacamane was ftrangely furprized, 
becaufe his Fleet was then in the River Pon- 
gor , a League from the Fort, whence they 
could not efcape ours. 

<5. Our General landed and g$ve the ne- 
ccfiary Orders, then imbarquing again entred 
the River through fhowers of Bullets, which 
he repaid fo effectually, that the Enemy 
the fame Night abandoned their advanced 
Works, retiring .to thofe of the Capuchin 
Monaflery. There was not Water enough 
in the River Pongor for our Ships, therefore 
our General put what Men he could aboard 
33 Balones or Balames, lighter VefTels, and 
with them went in Perfon to view the Ene¬ 
my’s Strength. . ., 

7. The Enemy in care for their Gaheys, 
quit their Works at Madre de Vios and St. 
John , and with wonderful Expedition call 
up others. Nuttno attacks them, and 
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ed fo much advantage,’ be propofed to the 
Enemy to furrender, Marraja returned a 
civil and refolute Anfwer. 

8. His Caftfbeing defperate, he attempt¬ 
ed to efcape by Night in the lefTer Veflels, 
leaving the main Fleet to our difpofal, but 
was difeovered and prevented by the vigi¬ 
lance and bravery of Beltafar Mendez, Vaf- 
qmz, de Evw-, who cut off many of his Men, 
not without fbme Lois, Whereof was no 
fmall part ‘ that of his own Arm. Our Go¬ 
vernor undemanding the Enemy refblved to 
make ufe of their formidable Galleys pre¬ 
pared to receive them, and perceiving that 
called The Terror of the World move, lent 
Franc is Litpez Admiral of our Galleys to at¬ 
tack dier : iHe pierced through Clouds of 
fmoke, and millions of Bullets, boards, and 
after two hours fight makes himfelf Matter 
of her, killing 500 of 700 floors (he car¬ 
ried, with the Iofs of (even of his own 
Men. 

9. On the 25th of November the Enemy 
firing a Galley that was full of Women 
brought to People Malaca , and now fent to 
People Hell , again attempted to break 
through our Fleet, but without fucceft, many 
of them were taken, and many leaping into 
the Water fled to the Woods, where they 
were devoured by wild Beafts. Lafamatte 
hanging out a white Flag, fent CcmmilHoners 
to treat with Nunno, who anfwered. No 
Treaty could be allowed, till they delivered our 
-dmbajfudor Peter de Abreu, whom they kept 

Prifoner , 
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Prifmr. But they delaying, our Cannon 

began again to play funoufly. 

The Iaft Day of November our Go. 
vernor underftood Marr0» was tailed, 
and at the fame time , that our Allye the 

• King of Pam was coming with too Sail to 

his affiftance, N«tt» went to vif.t him 
and his Mother who came with him, and 
was received with the greateft Ceremonies 
ufed by thofe Eaftern Princes to our Cover, 
nors. Prefents were fent reciprocally and 
returned to his Poll. The Enemy 

played their Cannon fodefperately, it made 

ourVen abate of their Confidena, but oa 
the 4 th of December fent our AmbaDador 
Abreu with Propofals, only 
leysot all their Fleet to carry off 4000 Men 
that wejre left of 20000 that came before 

the , TTwas anfwered, they mult imme. 
diately fuwender upon prormfe of Life 
Whiltt Lacamtne doubted, Nuiim adaults 
him, and forcing all his Works puts many 
to the Sword ; fome flying to the River are 
drowned, others in the Woods become food 
to the wild Beafts. In fine, Nuntto obtain d 
the molt glorious Viftory the Vortvguejti 
ever had in India ; for of all that Fleet not 
one Veflel got off, and of that great ? 
not a Man efcaped being killed, or taken. 
The Booty was fuch, all our Men were 
riched, and Nttnno refetved f°r 
nothing but a Parrot much valued by 
mne. n _ Hf 


.T 
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12. He diftributed the Cannon that was 
raken among the Forts of India , the Galleys 
and Slaves atpong the Religious, and fo the 
reft: to otheri This done, he entred the 
City in Triumph, not that he defired it, 
having begged, they would fnffer him to go 
alone and barefooc, to proftrate himfelf be¬ 
fore the Lord of Hofts, and acknowledge 
this Victory yyas wholly his, and not of the 
Vortn»u‘:fes , but he was forced to fubmit to 
the Will and Intreaties of the City. 

1 The Streets were thronged with Men, 
the Window*; and tops of Houfes with Wo¬ 
men, fprinkling fweet Waters, and ftrewing 
Flowers upon out Hero The Mufick could 
not be heard for the noife of Cannon, and 
ail the City was filled with Joy. The like 
Demonftrations were afterwards in all our 
other Eaftern Conquefts. 

14. This done, the Governor returned 
aboard, having other Deugns in hand. 
Then came an Embafly from the King of 
Pera Tributary to him of Achem now de-- 
feated,, he offered to pay our Grown the 
Tribute, he had till then paid the other, 
and to ’deliver up great Riches left in his 
Cuftody belonging to that King and the 
General Lacamwe. D. Visroms de Silveyra 
was fent with 11 Ships to receive the Trea- 
fure, and eftablifhed the Peace, which he 
performed, and returned with all that had 
been promifed. It was applied to pay the 
Men, and refit the Fleet. 

t 5. The King of Pam came to congratu¬ 
late the Victory, and Nunno let out to meet 
B b him 
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him. Great Civilities and prefents pafled 
between {them, and the King defired leave 
to fee the City, which was granted, and 
whilft he was there nobly entertained the 
Maoiftrates and Officers went to vifit his 
Mother, a wife Woman, and great lover of 
the Tortuguefes. Thefe Ceremonies per- 
formed, litnm refolvedto fell towards the 
Streight of Cingafura , to ftcure the Ships 
that were expeded from China againlt the 
Hollanders. The King kepi him Company 
a little way, and they parted on the nth 
of December^ Nunno earnestly recommending 
to him the taking of Lafamaye^ who was 
fled into the Woods, and theiOng prorm- 
flng his utmofl: endeavours, after which they 

fleered feveral Courfes. 


CHAP. VII. 

Continues the Exploits of the Governor and 
General Nunno Alvarez Bojtello. 

i. A Bout the middle of January Nmo 
Alvarez Botello being about Romanu, 
there were brought Prifoners to him Up 
mane , and two other Officers, one of the 
the firfl: Lord of Achem . Such was the a * 
gence ufed by the King of Pam. Oat go¬ 
vernor received them honourably, anu Lae 
mane being before him nothing daunted, 
laid, Behold here Lacamanc the firf 
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come and Prifiner •, but two things concur to 
mabg my MUfirtune more tolerable , ewe, Tbat 
1 am overcome by you ; another , That obedience 
to my King contrary to my own advice , bos 
brought me inifi this Condition. Nunno repli¬ 
ed, Malaca it beholding to you for the advibe 
you gave your Prince , and I for your Obedience 
to him. 

2. Nunno Alvarez , by reafon of the con¬ 
trary Winds, could not come up with five 
Holland Ships that were about Pulolaor , and 
took one of our Galliots coming from China, 
the Men getting affiore. He returned to 
Malaca to refit his Ships, and refolved to 
attempt the. Fort of Jacatara , the bell thofe 
Rebels poflefl; in Afia. But firfl: he lent An¬ 
tony de Soufa Coutinno with Lafamane’s Ad¬ 
miral GaMey, called The Terror of the Worlds 
in whicKiie was Prifoner in order to be fent 
to Spaing the Galley went of a Prefent to the 
City Goa . This Galley carried one Gun of 
Tambaca, a precious fort of Metal, which 
was valued at above 7000 Ducats, another 
much more for its curious Workmanlhip. 
Lafamane died before he could be brought to 
Portugal. 

3. Nunno undemanding the new Viceroy, 
the Count de Linnares , was arrived at Goa 
in October , gave him an account of what 
had been done, and defired afliftance and his 
approbation to continue in thole Parts, in 
order to carry on his Defigns againft the 
JLngliJl) and Dutch. About the end of April 
the Viceroy fent all he defired and much 
more, which was a full Power to aft as Go-

venioar, without being obliged to expeft 

any Orders from Goa. 

_ Mean while Nuim failed with 2- Ships 
towards the Streighc of Cingafura. Putting 
in at Jambe, a Place abounding in Pepper, 
and therefore ranch reforted to by ourEwro- 
pean Enemies, after a flout oppofit.oa he 
took two large Ships, the leatt whereof, 
with the Priloners, was fent to Malm. 
Then lading up the River, he difeovered 
another Ship fo large and beautiful he de¬ 
fined it to make his entrance into Goa, but 
a Bullet falling into the Powder, blew her 
up Palhng farther up, feveral of the Men 
feeing the Water cool and clear, and not 
knowing its Venomous quality, drank of it 

and died. . 

c They fpent 22 days going up the Ri¬ 
ver with much trouble. About two leagues 
from them was the Town where the Hollan- 
ders had two Ships under flielter, and our 
Admiral was defirous to take them. He 
manned u. light Veflels to go view the Place 
and Works; 26 Sail of the Natives and 
Dutch met him, and were put to night 

6 Having viewed the Works, and found 

it not practicable to attempt the two Ships 
by reafon of the flielter they were under,he 
deftroyed all the Neighbouring Places with 
Fire and Sword, then failed down the Rivet 
defigning for Jacatara. By the way he 1 * 
covered a Dutch Ship of 24 Guns . 

Powder for their Forts. Our Veflels beiet 
and boarded her, and fl'.e took fire. 


Nttnin 
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Numto underftanding the Danger, or¬ 
dered his Ships to draw off, left the Enemy’s 
blowing up fame of them might be loft with 
it. Finding D . Antony Maf arenttas did not 
bear away from "her, he made to him with 
his Galliot to bring him off; but coming 
about the Poop of the Enemies Ship, file 
blew up, and funk his Galliot downright. 
All our Veflels- made to that place, and of 
all that was in the Galliot,they found nothing 
above Water but the Body of Nunns Alva¬ 
rez , as yet with fame life, which foon 
fled. 

8. Every body was aftoniftied at this un¬ 
fortunate Accident, the Body was opened to 
be embalmed^ and his Heart was found to 
be of an extraordinary bignefs. At Maine.a 
the Body was received with a general La¬ 
mentation of the whole City, and honoura¬ 
bly buried in the Church of the Jefuits. 

9. Numo Alvarez was well fiiaped, of a 
clear Complexion, his Hair yellow, fome- 
what tall, and Limbed proportionably, his 
Srength and Valour equal, his Countenance 
plealing and grave. He was virtuoufiy incli¬ 
ned, addifted to Learning, chiefly Poetry, 
very Liberal, aad not known to be addifted 
to any Vice. 

10. The News of his Exploits and Death 
being brought together to King Philip the 
Fourth, he writ with his own Hand as fol¬ 
lows. Gonfidering the two Pinbj that were 
fitting for India may he gone without an account 
of my Concern for the Death of Nunno Alvarez 
jBotello, an fxprefs fhall immediately be fent by 

r 8 b 3 Lan4 
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Land with Advice, That if l wen not now in 
Mourning for my Aunt the Queen of Poland, I 
rvonld wear it fir him. I create bis Son an 
Earl^nd allow bis Wife the Honours of a Corn -. 
ttfi, and the Profits of the Fort of Mocam- 
bique to pay her Debts, and whatever jhe has 
belonging to the Crown for ever, the Revenues of 
Military Orders Ihe is pojfejfed of for four Lives 
after her with 1500 Ducats Penfionfrom others, 
and 1 000 more during her Life . And if the 
Kingdom were in a better condition, 1 would 
bejtow a great Mate on her. Nunno Alvarez 
was the 49th Governour, and D. Laurence 
de Cunna may be reckoned the 50th.

The Government of the Viceroy D. Michael 
de Noronna Count De Linnares, from 
the Tear 1629, till 163 5. 


i.'TpHis Year failed from Lisbon Do Mi- 
A chael de Noronna Count de Linmrts, 
Viceroy of India , with three Ships and fix 
Galleons. One of them was eaft 
161 9* away near the Cape of Good Hope, 
and not a Man of 400 that were aboard 
iaved. 

2. When the Count arrived at Goa, Nutt- 
no Alvarez, Botello was gone for Malaca , and 
all Men promifed themfelves good fuccefs, 
when about the beginning of th^ Year came 
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the News of the Victory by him obtained. 

The Viceroy returned Thanks to the King 
of Pam for the Succours he carried to Ma. 
laca , and fent him Prefents. In the fanae 
manner he endeavoured toobltge the Neigh¬ 
bouring Kings, and honoured the Admiral 
Antony Pinto de Fonfeca for his good Ser- 
vice. 

3’ Conjlaotiue de Sa , who Commanded in 
Ceylon, puffed up with the Honour of ha- 
ving deftroyed the City Candea, and relying 
too much upon the Fidelity of the Chriitian 
cbiwala's, Wfio underhand held Correfpon- 
dence with that King for our Deftrudtion, 
gave too $uch Credit to Theodofm their 
Captain, by whom his Head was promifed 
to the King, at the fame time he promifed 
D. Confiantin to deliver the King into Ins 
hands. D. ConftdntiH had more faith in that 
Traytor t £han fti the Francifcan , who being 
among t'fie Enemy fent him intelligence, or 
in his own Officers who forefaw his Rum, 
which foon followed. 

4. He marched from Columbo, leaving 
that Fort with almoft no Garifon, entred 
the Kingdom of Vva with 400 Tortuguefes , 
and deftroyed the Capital City. As he re* 
turned after this Vi&ory, the King of Can- 
dea , who had left that t&wn as a Bait to 
draw him on, meets him with a great 
Power. D. Tbeodfm and his Chingalds no 
fooner difeovered the King’s Forces, but 
they went over to him and faced the Ponu- 
guefis , whom they ferved the moment be- 
fore. 
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The 400 Portuguefes and 200 Natives 
that remained with them fought three 
days with incredible bravery. The General 
D 'Conjiantin having done more than Man, 
was flain, and then his Men being broke, 
many were put to the Sword, .and many made 
priloners. The King of Candea undeman¬ 
ding how weak the Garden of Colttmbo was, 
late down before it with ^ocooMen, and a 
number of Elephants, believing the Natives 
had (as was agreed) murdered thole few 
Portugnefis left there. But tjfey feeing far¬ 
ther than their General, had dCftroyed chofe 
were to kill them, and fo the King was did 
appointed. The Death of D, Confiantin 
being known, Lancelot de Seixas fucceeded 
him in the Command, and being in thatDi- 
ftrefs, did more than could have been expe¬ 
cted from fo fmall a Force.. 

He diftributed 400 Men, which was 
his whole Strength, including the Religious, 
among the moft important Polls, who beha¬ 
ved thetnfelves fo well, the Kingfound he had 
a harder Task in hand than at fir ft he had 
imagined. But Hunger was a more dange¬ 
rous Enemy within the Walls, than the other 
without. 'Phis was much increated by the 
uftleli multitude of Women and Children, 
notwiihftanding D. Philip Mafcarennas Com¬ 
mander of Cochin fent a Ship loaden with 
Provifion a'd Ammunition to their Relief, 
D. Bias de Cajiro five from St. Lb mas, and 
the Viceroy one. Yet all their Hope \vas in 
ISliirino Alvarez, Betetio , not knowing, as yet, 
of his unfortunate End. 

7. The 
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7, The Inhabitants of Cambolim £ Peuin- 
fula , 4 o leagues from Goa f and in light of 
Candttor, ofFef|d the Viceroy leave to build a 
Fort there upoii certain Conditions. James 
de Fonjeca , Cotnmander of Zofala, was fent 
to carry on th£t Work, Being begun, it was 
interrupted by Virabadar HaytjMe, the U fur per 
of the Kingdom of Canara . After much 
oppofition, finding it could not be obftru- 
ded, he mad| a Virtue of Neceffity, and 
Teemed to be /well latisfied it Ihould go on. 

The principal Article of the Cambolims was, 

‘ That no Religious, but Chofe of St. Francis, 

« ihould be fent thither. At this time arri¬ 
ved at Go jJwo Ships from Portugal, one of 
them returning, was loft upon the Bar of 
Lit bon, 

8. It i% doubtlels, thofe who are deftined 
to perifh Unfortunately, meet their Fate even 
where they thought to find their fafety-, this 
will appear by thelofs of the Ship St .Gonzalo, 
fome of the Men whereof being taken up 
by that mentioned in the Iaft Paragraph,were 
caft away in her*, 1 will therefore give Ibme 
account of thelofs of the faid Ship St. Gon- 
zato , in relation to the other. This Vefiel 
having fee out from Goa with two others, 
finding, after being parted from her Com¬ 
pany , that fhe could not be kept above 
Water, they made the fhore, and came to 
an Anchor in the Bay called Fermofa , for its 
largenefs being 3 leagues over, expo fed to 
no Winds but the Eaft, North-Eaft, and 
South-Eaft, and lies near the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

9. Being 
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a Baiog come to anchor, Jhey ought 
wWift the Weather favoured to have landed 
the Men and Goods that not before 
caffc overboard $ but in ftea^, of that, at. 
the perfuafion of fome Officers, they at- 
tempted to fuck the Ship dry harder to fail 
again. Three Men were let down One after 
another to clear the Pump,.ana returned 
not; then a fourth being pufdown with a 
Rope about him, and brought up almoft 
dead, it appeared the Steam of the Pepper 
which had taken wet.killed th$n. 

I0 in order to refit the Ship, rooMen 
landed, and 130 remained aboard, whoaf- 
tef %o days perilhed together with the Ship, 
by a fudden Storm being beaten to pieces 
upon the Coaft. The 100 Men left aihore 
built Huts, becaufe it would be long before 
they could find the means of going to Sea, 
which were only by building two {mall Vei- 
fels out of the Wreck and the Trees on the 
Mountain. The Captain being old and Tick, 
gave the Men leave to choofe another, and 
they pitched upon R ocque Borges, who beha¬ 
ved himfelf well; but one Simon de Figuey 
redo, in that mifery ambitious of Command, 
endeavouring to kill him milled his Defigri, 
yet grieveufly wounded him, but Borges re¬ 
covering, [tabbed him, and all was quiet 


agam. , , 

11. They fowed fome Seeds, and reaped 
the Fruit •, mean while they lived upon Rice 
that had been faved, lome Fifh taken, and 
Cows and Sheep they bought of the Natives 
(ox Iron. The Language of thefe Native* 
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could not be underftood, therefore they had 
recourfe to Signs. They are not quite black, 
eo naked, cofer their Privy Parts with a 
Skin, in Winter wear Cloaks of.the lame, 
about their Necks hang Bulls Pizles their 
Bodies anointed with the Dung of thole 
Beafts, they make hidden ftops in their 
Speech, carry Fox tails in their Hands to 
make Signs flfch •, have no Towns, but wan¬ 
der with their Cattle like the Hords of ArM\ 
fome cafry Stakes and Mats to make a fort 
of Tents: t$y ufe no Tillage, and offered 
our Men aCake that feemed to be made of 
Meal of toots mixed with Cow-Dung; 
they eat Mfh, bjit almoft raw, juft Ihewed 
to the Firlf which is made by rubbing Sticks 
together V their choiceft Food is the Guts 
and Triis, the Filth only fqueezed out; 
their Weapons are Darts arid Bows, no fign 
of ReMgiaa was difcovered among them. 

But it Was obferved, that on Midfitmmer or 
St John BaptiJTsDay they appeared crowned 
with Garlands of Tweet Herbs and Flow¬ 
ers. 

12 The Soil is fruitful, free from Stones, 
produces all forts of Herbs, Plants, fweet 
Flowers, and variety of Trees. It is wa¬ 
tered by great Rivers, and many Springs. 
The Spring begins in November. ‘ Summer and 
Winter in thele Tarts, as alfo in India, are 
not caufed by the Sun coming near or going 
from the Zenith as in Europe , but by the 
Winds. It is Winter when it rains, and 
then the Sun is in his greateft Altitude; 
yvhen in his greateft Declination it rains

not, and then it is Summer. Winter begins 
about the end of May, when, the Weil 
Wind reigns, which brings great Rain, and 
lafts till September, during whjch time all 
Navigation ceafes. From September till May 
the North Eaft Winds blow, which keep a 
ferene Sky, and this is the Summer when all 
put to Sea.

i 3 ' There is an infinite number of wild 
Beafts,and thole very large, as D*?r,Wolves, 
Sea-Horfes, Bufaloes, wild BoarsYMonkeys, 
Tigers, and Elephants, and fonte Rabbets 
not unlike our Ferrets. They lmye abun¬ 
dance of wild Turkeys, GeefePigeons, 
Turtles, and Partridges, which lalt build 
their Nefts hanging on Branches of Trees. 
Thus much of the People and Country a : 
bout the Cape of Good Hope. Theie lived 
our Shipwreck’d Portuguefes/dnd had eiefted 
a fort of Church where Mafs was faid, and 
there were frequent Sermons, five Prints 
being in that Company. 

14. The Ships being built, in Head of 
Tar they made ufe of Benjamin and Frank- 
incenfe^ and wanting Oyl to dilfolve them, 
fuppfud it with that of Sea-Wolves. Be¬ 
fore their departure they erected a Crofs on 
the top of a Mountain, with an Infcription 
fignifying their Misfortune. The Velfels 
were launched, the Men and Goods (hipped, 
one Party defigning for Portugal, the other 
for India. The former, after fome days 

fruitlefs labour, were almoft in the fame 

place 
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place they fet out from, and in that condi¬ 
tion were taken up by Antony de Soufa& 
Carvallo in that Ship which, as was before 
faid, afterwards perifhed. 

15. D. Nttnno Alvarez Pereyra was Com¬ 
mander of 'Mozambique , and died this Year. 

D. Pbilipa Cbriftian was Emperor of Mono- 
motapa , with whom we were in league. A 
Cafre, called Capranzirle % rebelled agamft 
him, who falling upon a Body of our Men 
as they marched to Tetc, flew 300 Portuguefes 7 
the chief cable whereof was a Difpute be¬ 
tween our ? Captains about Superiority. All 
had been Joft but for Chriflopber de Brito & 
Vafconelos / who put a flop to the Current of 
the Victorious Enemy. James de Soufa & 
Menefes commanded Mozambique at that time 
in the Place of Pereyra . Soon after it was 
known the Cafre died of a Musket Shot he 
had reclived, and a Brother of the Empe¬ 
ror bflt 13 Years of Age, and a Chriftian, 
baptized by the Dominicans by the'Name ot 
Dominic^, was proclaimed King. 

16. About the end of this Year a great 
Danijb Ship entred the Port of Coulam. 
Emanuel de Camara & Ncronna Admiral of 
the Canara Coaft went to meet her with a 
Galley and eight other Veflels, fhe fled, he 
gave her chace, and coming up after a lliarp 
Difpute, fired and then took her; what re¬ 
mained of her was carried to Coulam. 

17. In April 1631, D. Bias de Cafro, who 
commanded 12 Sail at. Negapatam, took a 
Dutch Ship, and foon after' in a Storm loft 
half his Ships, and about ico Pcnug^ff, 

who 
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5 who got afhore, were left in flavery. The 
exceffive Covecoufnefs of fhe Portuguefes 
keeping the Prices of Spice (9 high > moved 
our European Enemies to fee| it at a cheaper 
Rate in India, and their lnfolencies inclined 
the Indians to receive thofe Holland Rebels 
into their Ports. Covetoufnels couched under 
the Pretence of Religion, ^ried the lor - 
tuene/es to conquer thofe relate Countries*, 
and the infatiable Avarice of fome expels 
and makes them efteemed lefs than-Rebels 

^/^fwo Ships that failed from Lisbon for 
India, after five Months Voyjge were put 
back into the fame River, having loft many 
Men by ficknefs. In November failed two 
Pinks. The Viceroy defiring to recover 
Ormuz , fent Dominick^ de Poral apd Valdez a 
a Stanford, to view the Place, |nd confer 
with Ruy Freyre then at Mafcate about it, but 
it came to nothing. However a fort was 
built at Julfar, a Fifhery of Pearl 50 Leagues 

diftant from Mafcate. 

19. This Year our European Ene- 
J ^ 3 2 - mies ranging the Seas without any 
oppofition took many ofonr Ships and 
ruined our Trade. Befides they incemed the 
Indian Princes againftus, we having no body 
at thofe Courts to difappoint their Defigns. 
The Ruine of our Affairs proceeds from the 
little regard the great ones have for the 
letter fort^ and the covetoufnefs of theinm 
ones, which made them forget their Coun¬ 
try and their Honour, 

20. The 
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20. The rSwitefet difperled in Ceylon 
face the deft|| oFD. Cou^antine, gathering 
again confialrably annoyed the Enemy. 
Hence it app&rs.our own Dilbrders are oor 
Ruine. Ti Wr«tt»giufet can recover what 
is loft, burMtow not how to preferve whac 
they gain, mich is the moil: glorious part, 
it being the Work of Fortune to gain, and 
that of Prudence to prelerve. 


Chap. ix. 

Of the Affairs of Ethiopia, during the 
Government of the Viceroy D. Michael 
de No|onna Count de Linnares. 

1. '“pHis being the laft time we (hall treat 
JL $of Ethiopia, it will not be amifs to 
relate fome farther Particulars of the Recep¬ 
tion of the Patriarch D. jilfonfo Mendez, 
though fomewhat has been already faid con¬ 
cerning it. He failed from Goa on the 17th 
of November 1624, and at Chant received a 
Letter from the Emperor, Congratulating his 
arrival in India . 

2. All the way he travelled in Ethiopia , 
he was entertained by the Governors and 
principal Men, was met by the Sons of thofe 
portuguefes who went thither with D. Chri - 
ftopher de Gama , to the affiftance of the Em¬ 
peror then Reigning, and came to Fremona, 9 
the chief Refidenceof Catholicks on the 21 th 

of 
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of June, 1625. The Emperor much rejoy- 
cJ at the News of his arrival, and fent 

„ Men of great Quality# Conduft him, 

but could not then fee hi% being m the 
Field with his Army againft* certain Rebels. 
On the 6'tli of February 1625|^he was lent for 
bv the Emperor to the Arnp The Prince 

accompanied by the Viceroys and Nobility 
went out to meet and conduft him through 
a Lane of 18000 Men torTent provided 
for his reception. There\he put on his 
Pontifical Robes, and beiH| mounted on a » 
Horfe led by the Emperor’* High Steward 
Sana chrilhi, and under a Canopy held 
un bv Viceroys and Lords » K went to the 
Church, where the Emperor iittiog in a 
rich Chair, with a Crown of Gold on his 
Head, and rich Cuflnons at his feet, 
ed him The Emperor rifing embraced him, 
and then all the Cannon was fire<t 

a. The Emperor went to his Palace, the 
Patriarch to the Habitation of his Religious, 

and having put off his Pontifical Ornaments 

returned to Court. The Emperor tnadehun 
fit exprcfled much Joy for his coming, ana 
appointed a Day for all the Nobility to meet 
and make their publick SuDinillion to the 
Sea of Rome. Wednefday the 11 th of jo- 
y.Aary being the Day prefixed, the Emperor 
and Patriarch were equally ieated, and there 
appeared before them all the Princes, Vicc- 
rovs. Lords, Commanders, Pnefts, J\ e ‘ 
pious. Matters and Lawyers. The Patri¬ 
arch made an Harangue to them , which 
was anfwered in the Emperor s nam ^ e pj le 1 w 
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Nephew and High-Steward Viceroy of Seme# 

Melcam Cbrijifo* 

4. The Speeches ended, the Emperor 
turning to tie Patriarch faid, * I would 
4 not have your Lordfhip believe the thing 
4 I am goingiabout is newly thought of, foe 
4 it is long fince 1 made my Submiflion to 
4 to his Holi^efsby the means of Father Su- 
4 perior, wife is here ptefent. Then the 
Patriarch opening a Miflal, or Mafs-Book, 
the Emperor Pelt and fwbre in thefe words. 
c We Sultan^egucd, Emperor of Ethiopia , 
4 do believe* and confefs. That St. Peter % 

4 Prince of the Apoftles, was by our Lord 
4 Jefus Chfift conftituted Head of all the 
4 Chriftian Church throughout the World, 
c when he faid to him, Tu es Petrm&fuper 
4 banc Petr am edipcabo ecclefiam me am , & 
c tibi dabo claves regni cxlorum \ and again, 

4 Pafce over meM, We believe and confefs 
4 that the Pope Of Rome, duly eledted, is 
4 the true Succefibr of St. Peter the Apoftle* 
4 and has the fame Power, Dignity, and 
4 Supremacy oyer all the Catholick Church. 
4 And we do Promife and Swear to give 
4 true Obedience to, and humbly fubmit our 
4 felves and our Empire at the Feet of the 
4 Holy Father Vrban , by the Grace of God 
4 the Eighth, and our Lord: So help us God 
4 and the Holy Evangelifts; 

5. Ail there prefent Swore in the fame 
manner, and that done they took an Oath’ 
to the Prince as Heir apparent. The Em¬ 
peror allotted the Patriarch more and betteif 
Lands than his Predeceflors had enjoyed* 

G c aftd 
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and fent him a Prefent dfaooo Crowns. 
There was a great refort of Ethiopians to be 
inftrufted in the true Cathofek Doctrine, 
their greateft difficulty was be fatisSed 
with one Wife, and fait Lent y neverthelefs 
the number of Converts in a femDays amoun¬ 
ted to icocoo. 

4. The Emperor after th|s taking the 
Field againft the Rebels, fubdiied them, kill¬ 
ing above 100000. Still the|J:rnprels con¬ 
tinued obftinate, and was a fereat favourer 
of the Schifmaticks, In theTtars 1627 and 
1628, above 160000 werl converted. 
There were nine Refidencies of the Jefuits, 
and in them above 200000 Comlnunicants. 

7. Who would imagine this Fame Empe¬ 
ror Sultan Segued, who had given fuch evi¬ 
dent Signs of a real Converfion, fliould en¬ 
deavour to root out the Faith in%is Domi¬ 
nions. The fame Emperor on thl 24th of 
June 1632, by publick Proclamationubanilh- 
ed the Catholicks, and gave free liberty to 
all his Subjefts, to return to their antient 
Ceremonies and Errors. 

8. The chief Motives of this great Change, 
were the natural inconitancy of the Ethio* 
puns, and their Inclination to Judaifm. Im¬ 
mediately after the Proclamation for banilh- 
menr, 4 Portuguezej fuffered Martyrdom; 
nor were there wanting Ethiopians who re¬ 
mained contact, notwith{landing the feve- 
rity of the Edicts. Thus ended the great 
hope of reducing the Emperor to the 
Church. 
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CHAP. X. 

Continues the Government of the Vice¬ 
roy D. Michael de Noronna ; Count 
De Linnaeus. 

1. |N its proper place we faid the Porta - 
X guefes would one day pay for the In- 
folence wherewith they treated the Kings of 
Mombasa , ai^cf now the Day is come, which 
was the t^h of Auguji. Peter Leytam de 
Gamboa wa# Commander of that Fort, who 
ufing that King as if he had been his Slave, 
provoked Jfeim to revolt, and deliver himlelf 
from the Tyranny he was under. The King 
was D. merome Cbitgulis^ who being bred a 
Catholic at Goa under the Religious of St. 
Augujths, had fubmitted to the See of Koms^ 
as was related in the Year 1627. The me¬ 
mory of his Father’s Death, who was easi¬ 
ly murdered by the Commander Simon de 
Milo Pereyra , was no (inall incentive to flic 
up the King. 

2. He ufed often to viffi his Father's 
Tomb, and was once obferved by a Portugues , 
who feeing him weep, and ule fbme Cere¬ 
monies he thought iavoured of Mahometan 
niiin, gave an account tHereof to the Com¬ 
mander Gvnfoj, who told him privately, he 
would the next Day lecure and fend the 
Kins to Gj*. As loon as that heard ic., 
C c 2 he 
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he acquainted the King by whole Order he 
was (lain in a Wood by the.Cafres. 

3 The King having difpatched that P,r- 
tw's, gathered 300 Cafres, and entring 
the Fort as it were to vifit the Captain, flew 
him and all the Guards, making himfelf 
abfolute Matter of the Place. The Wife 
and Daughter of the Commander were killed 
with a Prieft, for refufing to renounce the 

Faith. . ,. 

4. This done, the King in his Fury put 

91! the Portuguese/ to the Sword, and fired 
their Town. Some few efcaping to the 
Convent of rhe Auguflins , hddouty Days, 
v.nen for want of Provifion they furrendred 
upon promile oi their Lives, but were all 
with their Wives and Children fhot to Death. 
Then the King declared himf# a M abo- 
nuian, affirming he had long hatejl the name 
of a Chriftian. This was the efM of the 
Portugues Viilanies i for could he have lived 
among them, he had never proceeded to 
commit all thefe Murders. 

V. After gathering the Plunder of the 
Dead, the King came out a Horfeback to 
view the Bodies of the (lain, which were 60 
with their Families. Some of the Converts 
died among the Portuguefes , the reft being 
afiembied in the Church the King made a 
Speech, advifing them to return to then: cM 
•Religion, which fome of the Auditory did, 
fuch as refufed were lent to Meca with Mer¬ 
chandize to be fold in order to bring fome 
Tar^r to his Affiftance. All was fent in a 
good Ship- which returned with a Flag} the 
b ' Caziccs 
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Cazices or Priefts of theirs faid, would de- 
fend them againft all Enemies, being fet 

UP ^ Dt The°King putting to Death all that 
would not renounce the Faith, only fpared 
his Queen who was a Native of India, and 
that atthe requeft of his Aunt, but treated 
her as a Slave, and it was faid afterwards 
when he fled to Arabia , he prevailed with 
her to turn Mahometan. In fine, all that 
belonged to the Church was profaned, and 
then the King applied himfelf to carry his 
Revenge farther, advertifing the neighbour¬ 
ing Kings of what he had done, and advifing 
them to kill all the Portuguefes in their Do¬ 
minions. Thofe of Montangante , Panga and 
Motone put it in Execution * others fent him 
Succors. Manazonga King of the Mozungoes , 
came in Perfontohis Affiftance. 

7 The News of the Lofs of Mombaca 
being brought to Goa , all Men of Scnfe ra¬ 
ther admired it had been kept fo long, than 
that it was now loft, being fenfible of pie 
reafon there was to expert it: However im¬ 
mediate care was taken for the recovery ot 
it The Viceroy fitted out a Galley, a pink, 

7 * Galliots, and 7 other Vefle Is, carrying 
500 Portuguefes and his Son, who being too 
young for that Command, it was given to D. 
Franc* de Moura , a Man well verfed in the 
Affairs of India. He failed from Goa about 
the middle of December, came to Am* [d32 
paza on the id of January , and was ^ 
there informed of the Pofturc of tho & Af¬ 
fairs by certain Portuguefes . On tne 

C c ^ b® 
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he arrived at Mombafa, and was joined by 3 
fmall Vefiels fentfrom Mafcate by Ray Freyre 
with 100 Men ^ Adam Barbofa and Martin 
horenco brought 20 Men at their own charge. 
The Cities of Cbaul and Bafaim lent each a 
Veflel, in which were 30 Soldiers; fo the 
number of Sea and Landmen was made up 
to 800. It foon appeared this Fleet would 
not be very luccelsful *, for whereas they 
might have taken or burnt fome Ships of the 
Enemy that were in the Harbour, they did 
neither, every-Captain ftrivirig to execute it, 
it was omitted by all. 

8 . D. Francis began to land fome Men 
with difficulty, becaufe the Sea ran high, and 
on the t ith of January went’in his Boat 
with the Viceroy’s Son to view the Channel 
of Mar spa , leaving five Vellels there to hin¬ 
der any refort from the Continenr to the 
Jllaud. Five Men deferted to us from Monr 
bays. Gajpar Pacheco was ordered to land 
all Neceflarics for a Siege under the Fort 
upon the Continent. Two Boats that were 
under the Fort were taken, and D. Francis 
lent an Exprefs to our King by the way of 
Mozambique > promiling fpeedily to make 
hirnfelf Mailer of that Place, but the Event 
depending upon Fortune , he was not fo 
good as his Word. The Major Dominick, 
de Toral & Valdez, who went over with the 
Viceroy irom Madrid, was lent to view the 
Ground about the Fort, which he found 
would be dangerous to be lupplied with Pro- 
vifions from the Sea, becaule being in the 
middle of the Ifland, Provifions and Ammu¬ 
nition

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11. They 
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11. They marched in good Order with 
their Cannon, through difficult ways to a 
Wood where they halted and Entrenched 
tQ find out a fit Place for a Battery. Three 
hundred Blacks oppofed the Landing, but 
were repulfed with Lofs ; of our Men 8 
were killed. Thofe who were to return 
to the Ships did it in a great Confier- 
nation, fome throwing away their Arms at 
the firft fight of the Blacks. On the 26th 
the Enemy appeared, fhewingfthe Heads of 
2 Portugucfes they had killed th,e Day before. 
In order to make our Approaches, a Houfe 
defended by fome Blacks was taken, but 
found of no ufe to us. Three Battalions of 
Blacks befet the Houfe, and prefled thofe 
within fo vigoroufly, that we loft 28 Men, 
befides many wounded, among which was 
D. Francis hurt with 24 Arrows \ 7 of which 
were mortal, as being poifoned, if the Limb 
be not cut ofi^ or the Blood-fucked. A Ser¬ 
vant fucked thofe Wounds and died, but 
faved the Life of D. Francis. 

12. The no.feof th.e Fight brought D. 
Ferdinand the Viceroy’s Son thither with 
fome Men, which faved thofe that were left 
in the Houfe, for the Blacks prefently re¬ 
tired to a Wood, whence they annoyed us, 
till the Cannon being brought they fled. D. 
Francis being unfit to Command by reafon 
of his Wounds, was carried aboard his Gal¬ 
ley, and Goncalo Barras de Silva was appoint¬ 
ed to Command in his ftead, but the Men 
refufing to obey him, Veter Kodriguez Bo - 
tello the Vice-Admiral, who had before re- 

fufed 
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fufed that Poft, tits obliged now to accept 
of it. It was now the beginning of February^ 
and our Men were more attentive to commit 
Villanies, thatjgprofecute on the War * D. 
Francis underfunding it, caufed himfelf to 
be carried afhore in a Chair, and put fome 
Remedy to it.j Two large Veflels were built 
to batter the Fort, and they began to exe¬ 
cute it fuccefsfijily, and promifed a good E- 
vent. A Battery was alfo railed upon the 
7urkj Baftion.i On the 2d of March the E- 
nemy began to play a twelve Pounder from 
the Moors Town, which did much harm 
aboard our battering Veflels, killing 3 Men 
and woundir^ 1 o. 

13. On fhe 1 'urkj Baftion were planted 
2 ten Pounders, and began to play. The 
Moors oftte Continent attacked it by Night, 
killed x of our Mea, and wounded 6 . At 
laft that Battery was found to be ufelefs, fo 
all was Shipped again; and it was agreed, 
there was no ftaying there longer, for Win¬ 
ter came on, and it was neceflary to return 
to Goa. Winter begins there at the end of 
May, and March was not *yet over •, there 
was time enough to take the Place, becaufe 
it could not hold out four Days. In fine, 
D. Francis returned to Goa , leaving three 
Ships to guard the Coaft, and hinder any 
Provifions from being carried to the Enemy. 
Two of them had Orders as foon as Winter 
began to retire to Vatij and Zanzibar, which 
they did before their time, leaving their 
Veflels behind. A Seaman deferring before 
the Fleet fet Sail, gave Intelligence to the 

Enemy 
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Enemy of our Defigos; ana they planting a 
Gun on the cop of the MOfqoe did much 
harm, chiefly among thofejfhat were wa- 
j-erioe to return to Goa. The Fleet failed 
on the 20th of March, andjimved at Goa 

•the laft Day of May t 

14. As foon as the King of Mombasa faw 
the Coaft clear, he made uf|of his own and 
our two Ships left there, to get away. He 
imbarqued all the Artillery grazed the Fort 
and City, deftroyed all Fruicftrees, and then 
failed with his Treafure, fof|e Moors, and 
fome Native Chrittians to the Coaft of A- 
rabia. That Place lay 2 Mcmth? defolate 
before any of our People Mew it and 
might have been fo riiuch longer, had not 
fome Moors advertifed Peter Kodriguet Botello 
who was at Zanzibar, and immediately went 
over to Mombasa , where beginning to build 
he found y or 6 Servants of VortugUefes that 
had lain hid in the Woods when that De* 
ftruftion happened, 

15. Mean while at Goa the Viceroy was 
accufed for fending D. Francis de Monr.; upon 
that Expedition, and he for want of Cnn- 
duft, and coming away too foon. The 
Viceroy excnfed himfelf, and put the other 
upon his Tryal, defiring Toral Co take the 
Guilt upon himfelf, by faying he had voted 
for coming away, winch he refufed, an 
was 2 Months in Prifon without any caule 
ihown, At laft he was releafed to accom- 
pany D. Koderkk^de Cefia, who towards the 
end of this Year was going to difcover cer¬ 
tain I Hands, but meeting two Dutch Ships

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about Damam had his Head (truck off by a 
Cannon Ball the firft Charge; lb the Fleet 
returned without doing any thing. D. Fran¬ 
cis de Moura. %as cleared of that Impeach-, 
meat, being honoured at Madrid: 

16. Th efiotiandets lying at FuUladr inter¬ 
cepted moft of our China Fleet, which en¬ 
abled them to, relieve all their Forts and 
Fa&ories. This great Bioty coft them no 
Blood, becaufe we had no fighting Ships on 
that Sea, all {being imployed at Mombasa 
and Ceylon. 

17/ The Perfection of the Chriftians con. 
thmed at fayan, but there were hopes it 
would cealf, the Emperor lying very ill. 

In Chins they were alarmed by the Tartar*. 
Nababo Azrfscan Father-in Law to King 
Carr an with the Army of the Mbgol befieged 
Vifafor , and fome time after drew off with 
great tofs fuftained by Want and Sicknefi. 

The Mngol fo highly refented this Misfor¬ 
tune, that he removed Nsbaho , though hi$ 
Favourite, and preferred to that place Mo- 
hatecan his Enemy, a Man of great Repute 
among the Soldiers. Thus ended this Year, 
much dreaded in India, without any known 
reafon, every Body faying before it came;

Of the Recovery of Ceylon, s during the 
Government of the Viceroy the Count de 
Linnares. f 

i \ peer the Natives had l?ft bat a final! 

' J\ part of the Wand, Ceylon in our Pof- 
feffion, the Kings of Matale, Vva and l Candes 
with 20000 Men came to Befiege Ctlumbo, 
the chief Place then in our hands The Be- 
fieeed were reduced to that Extremity, it is 
faid they eat the Dead, and fome Mothers 
their own Children. Thencamem five Ships 
fenE by the Viceroy, rather to take up the 
Cinnamon was to be fent to Portugal, than 
relieve the Place. But the Befiegers thinking 
it was Relief railed the Siege. D. fhityde 
Mafcarennas went over from Cochin to Ceylon 
with a Pink loaden with Provifions and well 
manned at his own expence, which was a 
great help to that Place. 

2. The Viceroy gave the Command ot 
General of Ceylon to D. George de Jlmeyda , 
who fetout on the 19th of February 1631, m 
the great Galley taken by Nunno Alvarez 
Botello , when he deftro.yed the Fleet of A- 
ehem. This Vefleltho’ large being not found 
enough to endure any Storm might rile, a 
Flyboat that went loaded with Provifions, 
was ordered to keep clofe always with U 
George, which foon left him, and was the 
caufe that many perilbed. 3-* 
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3. The Galley having coafted as far as 
Cape Counts, ji nd then ftriking over to Cey¬ 
lon, a Storm |rofe, and it appeared unpoffi- 
ble to fave her. D. George perceiving ihe 
muft periii, launched the Boat and got into 
it with 29 Petffbns, whereof 4 were Religious. 

This was done fo late and with fuch preci. 
pitation, thfi$ there was not in the Boat 
Provifion forfbne meal. The Night was 
fpent in lading out the Water the Sea and 
Rain broughtpnro the Boat. In the Morn¬ 
ing difeovering a Sail at a diftance, tho’ D. 
George allured them in 3 or 4 Days he would 
bring them to Maldivia , they made towards 
it, and conriing near found it was their own 
Galley theh finking. 

4. With much trouble on the 4 th Day 
they reached one of the Maldivia Iflands 
about evening. This was at a time that the 
Natives keep a Faft of 30 Days, during 
which time they eat nothing between Sun 
and Sun, and do nothing but gormandife 
all the Night. Here D. George flayed 30 
days, fpendingwhat he had got to maintain 
his Men, and got fome Shipping to go over 
to the Coafi: of India . The Men made a fort 
of Habitation, but D. George lay in his Boat 
to be always the readier againft the Moors, 
who kept them always upon their Guard. 
There was a vaft number of Molquiroes of 
Gnats, that made the Blood run where they 
Rung \ next followed a Sicknefs which none 
were free from, and was cured by Bleeding * 
two died of it, one a Francifcan. The King 
of the Iflands writ to D. George , condoling 
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his Misfortunes, and fending him a parcel

< Being provided with j&ll Neceftaries 
thev failed to Cocbim, where D. George lay 
fick a long time. When he was lomewhat 
recovered, there came to that Port 2 Pinks 
fent by the Viceroy to the Relief of Ceylon 
with <00 Cafres, 800 Canary fome Port*, 
okcfes 40000 Xerafins, which are worth a- 
lout a piece of Eight each, ^rovifions and 
Ammunition. D George en>ha qaed with 
them, having raifed fome mote Men ; failed 
from* Cochim on the 17th of and ar¬ 

rived at Cilumbo the 2 ith. Hernarched not 
prefently towards the Enemy (|hough cen¬ 
tred upon that account) by reafori theSeafon 
being wet, that Country, which is for the 
mod part plain, is boggy and overflowed 
Befides the Trees are full of Leeches which 
drop down upon Men as they pals* and 

bleed them to Death, 

6 . The Seafon being fomewhat more fa¬ 
vourable? D. George marched on the 5th 
Day of January 1632, and pa fled the River 
Calane towards the North. Six Ships were 
ordered to go up the River with feveral 
Pieces of Cannon, but only two could per¬ 
form it. The firffc day they could march 
but one League, and quartered at CaUne, 
Next Morning having heard Mafs , they 
marched with great difficulty, by reafon1 or 
the Bogs and Waters, through which they 
waded up to the Breaft. Befides the Ene¬ 
mies Musketiers endeavoured to hinder our 
PafTage about the Fort called Tranqneyta- 

0 grande, 
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grande , but roaay 'x>f them were (lain* our 
General giving ^or 4 Eiftoh for every Head 
that was brougt| This Pali being dear, 
ed they advan^ld to another, where the E* 
nemy appeared again. Our General went 
himfelf to vieyi^ it, and returning difpofed 
his Men to attack thofe Works* in which 
were almoft doioJMefl. It was-done with 
fuch fury, that*many of the Enemy being 
killed, the j *eft :i|cd, firing all they left be* 
hind. Our Army advanced to Maiuan *, 
where they f^ind only 3 old Men, who 
faid the Prinqf of Ctndca hearing the ap¬ 
proach ofouff-Men, had the day before aban¬ 
doned that Place. All, the Houfes were 
burnt by D. George his Order. 

7. The Fame of thefe A&ions made many 
come in a^d.fuhrmt, whom our General 
treated wi^h kindnefs and rewarded*, but 
Fear and Malice being equally prevalent 
inthem, they, hid themfelves, thinking to 
get away to their own People again, which 
D. Georg* underftanding canfed them to be 
apprehended, gave ioroe as Slaves to the 
Captains, and delivering one to the Cafxer, 
they in fight of his Wife and Children im¬ 
mediately cut him in pieces, which they di¬ 
vided among themfelves to eat. 

7. The Army marched where 

were 2 Forts,' whence fhowers of Bullets 
flew. The General having viewed them, 
drew out 3 Battalions to give the afiaulc. 
Thefe advanced, and the whole Army ambi¬ 
tious of fharing the Honour, followed of 
their own accord, and D. dtorr? had much 

difficulty 
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difficulty to ftop them. -Ofra fuddeni the j 
{todies crying St. We .icaluig 

Ladders, mounted, and placed «ir Colonrs 
upon the Walls of both Fortf We loft two 
Officers and four private Men* and had 


fomefew wounded. As ouifGeneral entred 
one of thefe Forts, a Ghingala came and 
told him that of T tnqueyra &»nde was aban¬ 
doned oy the Enemy * he m thither a&dy 
of Men, -and found it way true, and that 
they had left in that Forrgood Brafs and 
Iron Cannon, many Musket^ and Ammuni¬ 
tion. Thofe of Cardevola vVhich werepre- 
fently demolilhed were no warte provided, 
one piece of Cannon was found with the 
Royal Arms of Portugal upon it. 

8 . In feveral Parts of the River Bodies 
were afterwards found with Cynjeters, which 
Ihowed many in confnfion were drowned for 
hafte. The Enemy had ftrowed Crow¬ 
feet about the Fort to gall oar Men, which 
did them the greateft harm as they fled. 
Our Army purfoed the Enemy, but could 
not come to any Action, till they met at the 
Foot of the Mountains of Candea, where 
they were defeated, and we remained Ma¬ 
tters of the Forts of Manicravate , Soften , 
Mainana , and Caliture. About Maturt, 
where D. Ibeodofm lived as a King, was the

o. The fame at Cbilao, a Sea* Port, which 
our General aflaulted by Sea and Land, ana 
took there a great Booty, part whereof were 
i so Veflels. The King of Caudta lent Atn- 
bafladors to fue for Peace, the Genera l s 
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againft it, but being importuned by the re¬ 
ligion, in confideration of the Mifery the 
Country was reduced to by thofe Troubles, 
he granted the Ambafladors fhould go to 
Goa, to treat'with the Viceroy. In fine, D. 
George not only recovered our loft Reputa¬ 
tion, but encreafed it 

io. D. George found the Inhabitants of 
CoUtmbo , that ought to have worfhipped 
him for delivering them from a deplorable 
Condition, more dangerous Enemies than the 
Natives. He endeavoured to put in Execu¬ 
tion the King’s Orders, to prevent the Frauds 
committed by the Officers of the Revenue j 
they arming made feveral Shots at him, by 
one of which he loft a Finger- This Mutiny 
being looked into, thofe concerned were 
put out of their Places and the Ifland * and it 
was declared in the Council of State,that D. 
George had atted better then any before him; 
and it was requifite for the King’s Service, 
he fhould be continued in that Poft. Veter 
de Silva , who was Viceroy after the Count 
de Linnares , removed him, only becaule it is 
a Cuftom for the new Viceroy to undo what 
his Predeceflor has done. But no fooner did 
D. George leave the Command of the Ifland 
Ceylon , than all that he had gained was loft. 
Returning to Goa poor and full of Merit; he 
died in a low Condition, rather (as was bc~ 
lieved) through Grief than Age, 
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CHAP. XII. 

Of fever d Occurrences till the end of the 
Government of the Viceroy the Count 
De Linnares. 

\ N Indian Woman married to a Pom- 
’ iv guet was delivered at Bardes of a 
Monfter with two Heads and Teeth, the 
Ears like a Monkey, on the Forehead an Ex- 
crefcency of Flefh like a Horn, the Legs fo 
iovned they looked like one, leaping out of 
the Midwife’s hands ^ it feized a Black, and 
bit out a piece of her Flelh. The Wife of 
a Heathen Barber brought forth much iucft 
another Creature, and a Cow a third, all 
fucceffively one after the other. Thefe Pro. 
digies were general through molt or tne 

World this Year. . ... 

2. The Year 1633. was not quite unlike 
it- the beginning of this Year we loft the 
Town of Golin in Bengali in this manner. 
The Mogol having loft above 50000 Hone 
the laft Year in feveral Engagements he had 
with Hidalcan, attributed it to the Afliftance 
the latter received from the Tortuguefes. m 
Revenge thereof he now befieges (?<?/«* with 
almoft 200000 Men by Land, and a valt 
Fleet fent down the River Ganges. In the 
Place were 200 Portuguefes and their Slaves, 

who defended themfelves feveral days with¬ 
out 
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out any Fortifications, killing 50000 Mogols. 
Being no longer able to hold our, they at¬ 
tempted to efcape in four Veflels, two 
whereof full of Women and Children, and 
vaft Riches, fell into the Enemies hands. 
The Women, rather than remain in Slavery, 
fired the Vefleis, and were burnt with their 
Children and Treafore. The other two 
Ships with the Men were alfb taken*, and 
the Mogol offering their liberty to fuch as 
were not Inhabitants of Cambolim , they re¬ 
futed, faying, They would all (hare the fame 
Fortune. It is not knpwn whether they were 
killed or made Slaves. 

3. The War continued in Ceylon with the 
King of Candea. The falfe D. Tbcodofiut 
had returned to our Friendlhip but with £ 
defign to deceive us, but was at iaft killed. 
The King fued for Peace, and fubmitted to 
our Conditions, but then again refuted to 
rati fie it, and Janus de Adelo & Cajlro offering 
him Battel if he perfifced in the denial, he 
figoed the Treaty. Thus we were again 
reftored to all that had been loft in Cey¬ 
lon, 

4. Laft Year three Ships were ready at 
IMbon to fail for India at the ufual time* 
which is about March , but the Weather pro¬ 
ved fo bad, they were difappointed. in 
July three others fet out, and two of them 
had the good fortune to make the Voyage 
without feeing Land till they came to Goa . 
This Year we now treat of failed the three 
Ships that were difappointed the laft. One 
of thefe coming back, wascaft away beyond 
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the Cape of Good Hope , but loft not one Man, 
end very few of them died alhore. Of the 
Wreck, and feme Wood cut in the Moun¬ 
tains they built two fmall Veflels that car. 
ried them off, though not without difficulty, 
the greaieft to make the Men agree to this 
only means of having tbemfelves. 

c On the 16th of February 1634, Antony 
7t fc z d, Silva failed from Goa towards the 
North with 6 Galleons, in fearch of the like 
number of Vutcb Ships that came from Ttr. 

About Trapor he difeoverea them, and 
giving chafe they fled, throwing overboard 
many Goods to lighten. . 

6 Tne Viceroy was not fo wholly taken 
up with the Military Affairs, but he could 
attend adorning and beautifying: the City. 
He built a Church dedicated to St.Lamence 
near the Bar, and gave it to the F rancf 
cans. Then he founded and endowed an 
Holpital for the Poor in the Field oTSt.Iu- 
zam, which made four Hofpitals at G.*. 
He rebuilt the Council-houfe of the Inqui- 
fition, and Palace of the Viceroys, which 


were going to ruin. 

-. For Military Works, at Panelim he 
finished that called the Powder- houfe, where 
are daily made 14 Quintals of Powder. 
Repaired the Fortifications of Mafcate, and 
others. Thele Works feem fufficient to 
have made him beloved, but either fome 
Humours made him odious, or elle it was 
impolfible to pleafe the Portuguefei. Some 
■dilcontented Perfons, when the Viceroy was 
about to depart, fee up feveral fcandalous 
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Libels againft him in publick Places and 
hanged his Effigies on the publick Gibbet. 
Yet after all it was voted, that an honou- 
rable Statue Ihould be erefted to hnn in the 
fame place where the other had been hang 
but it Weeded not, for when the Pedeftal 
was fet up, there arrived a new Viceroy, and 
the arrival of-fuch always reverfes whatio- 
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ever was done before. 

8 Now died the famous Commander R*y 
Freyre de Andrade full of Merit unrewarded * 
we have already fpoke of his Actions, his 
Qualities were a mixture of good and bad, 
more Politick than Confcientious. He was 
Prudent and Generous. Gave all his Orders 
in doubtful terms, to referve a Meaning to 
juftifie himfelf by in cafe of ill lucceis. 
Was familiar with no body, chooling father 
to be feared than * beloved. He heard all 
Soldiers ftanding, or made them lit. Any 
breach of Orders he never pardoned, but 
beheaded a Captain for laving a beautifu 
young Woman, being commanded to put all 
to the Sword. It is needlefs to repeat more 
Extravagancies of this kind. 

9. Two Ships failed from Lisbon* carrying 
a new Viceroy to India. The Count T)e 
Linarez returned with them, one whereof 
yas caft away near Lisbon •, the other, in 
which he was, went to Malaga , where many 
of the Men died, much of the Loading was 
wafted, and the Ship was broke up. 

10. The Count went to Court, and was 
the firft that prefented his Prince wirh part 
of what he had gained. To the King he 
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gave a Hatband, to the Queen a pair of 
Pendants, both valued by fome 100000, by 
others 80000 Crowns. He was at firft re¬ 
ceived with Honour, and after Imprifoned. 
The Count was of a beautiful Prefence, and 
comely Afpea, difereet and well inclined, 
of Viceroys the 27th, of Governours the 
51ft, and 6th of the Sirname. 

11. This Year was remarkable in Cochin- 
china for a Dearth, which caufed fuch a 
Famine as had not been known in the me* 
mory of Man, and for repeated Treafons. 
^bout the beginning of the Year a Baftard 
Son of the King, but Adopted by the Queen, 
went to govern the Provinces between Ca- 
cham and Chapa; he had before his depar¬ 
ture confpired with eight principal Men to 
bring the Government of the Kingdom into 
his and his Brothers hands, which then was 
managed by the Sons of another Woman. 
As foon as he came to his Government he 
began to make Warlike Preparations*, the 
King underftanding it Pent for him, and he 
kept off till the King died, and the Princes 
pofkfled rhemfelves of the Palace. The 
Confpirators came to celebrate the Funeral 
Rites. An Unde of thofe young Princes 
was prefent, who underflauding thofe Trai¬ 
tors defign to murder his Nephews, called gp 
the Guards that were ready to execute his 
Orders, but he thought it enough to terrifie 
thofe Confpirators. The Funeral ended, 
the Prince having with difficulty got the 
Royal Seal from the Queen, tendreditto 
his Uncle, offering to acknowledge him as 

King; 
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Kine but the dd Man unwilling to be oat- 
ruine bv the Youth, refuted the Offer, only 
defirine him to remember his Children^ 
d , 2 The News of the King’s Death being 
brought to the Baltard at the City Cacbsm, 
he Sred the deepeft Mourning according 
to the cuftom of that Country,which was to 
cut their Hair Ihort. This to them is a great 

Affliction, for they wear their Hair at length

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CHAP. XIII. 

The Government of the Viceroy Peter de 
Silva, from the Tear 1635, till 1638. 

t . A Bout the end of this Year 163 5, the 
J[\. Count de Linarez reiigned the Go¬ 
vernment of India to Peter de Silva. The 
fame People that accufed the Count for be¬ 
ing fo rigid, accufed Silva of being toaeafie. 
Perhaps they blamed the Extreams, but 
what Man can overcome his Inclinations? 
Every Man’s Qualifications ought to be 
looked into before an Employment is given 
him. I know not whether Sylva were natu¬ 
rally eafie, but he had gained the Nickname 
of Mole y which in Portugues fighffies Soft. 
Neither did he like the Government, being 
often heard to fay, God forgive them that ns' 
med me for tbk Imploy, for 1 am not fit for 
it. 

2. Jn March , Antony Tellez let out aaain 
with his 0' Galleons,after 13 Sail of Dutch he 
expefted to meet a t Surat. A Storm forced 
him to Bombaim , and the Enemy to Ihun 
him put into Dabuk Tellez returned to Goa, 
and being there at Anchor, four great Hol¬ 
land Ships appeared before the Port, he 
went out, and having fought two days, for¬ 
ced them to lighten their Loading, the better 
to efcape. This done, he enters the Port 

again, 
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aaain, and a Squadron of 10 Sail of the 
Enemy was feen at his Heels, the Difadvan- 
tage being too great, it was not thought 
expedient to fight them. ... 

3. This Year was Jignalized with 3 Mi¬ 
racle that happen’d with a Crucifix. There 
is a Monaftery of Nuns at Goa t in,the Arch 
of their Choir facing the Nuns was placed 
a Crucifix, the Workraanfoip whereof was 
not liked becaufe the Eyes were quite flrot, 
and the Knees too high. On the firft Friday 
of Lent, after the ufual Proceflion, fome 
Nuns being at Prayers in the Choir, di- 
ftinftly faw the Image open its Eyes , the 
Women frighted cried out, and all the other 
Religious with the Father Confeflbr reforted 
thither, and before Midnight all of them 
faw the Eyes open 2 6 times, and fometimes 
the Body and Crofs feemed to move, the 
Mouth opened as if it fpoke, and Blood 
ran from the Temples and Wounds. Some 
part of thefe Wonders were feen feverai 
days, till on a Tuefday, the Church being full 
of People, they all faw what the Nuns had 
feen for the Body of the Image turned to • 
one fide. The Bilhop and Inquifitors were 
Witnefies of much of this Motion, and the 
whole was confirmed by the Affeveration of 
all the Citizens. The Eyes remained half 
open, the Knees ftretched lower, the Feet 
falling and dragging the Nail after them, and 
the whole Body of the Image appeared 
mere beautiful.

,4. Only two Ships failed from Pmugd 
this Year for India, whereof one was put 
into Lisbon again. D. Hierome Cbbtgala^ho 
now called himfelf Sufi, that had loft the 
Kingdom of Momb*$a, as has been related, 
appeared aboot this time in the Ifland Ma. 
dagafeay When he fled he carried with 
him above 400 Chriftians, and fold them on 
the Coaft of Arabia , obliging many to turn 
14aborneiant. After wandering on that Coaft 
he returned towards Afrhk^, and landed at 
Moflagafidr , where the King of MajfaUye 
and Moors of Fate favoured him. The 
News hereof being brought to Mozambique) 
the Inhabitants of that Town relolved to 
attack him. They fitted out 10 Ships and 
fome other fmail Veflels, in which were 
about 60 PortugHtfes and 110 Cdfres, com¬ 
manded by Andrew Borges and Antony de Oli- 
veyra , who were to obey Kocqne Borges that 
was about that Coaft. 

5. On the 17th of May the Cafies landed 
to difeover Sufo’s Works, where they flew 
fome Men, and brought the Heads of three, 
lofing one Man. Borges refolved to aflault 
the Works next day, leaving the Care of 
the Veflels to John Gomez Suarez , a fecure 
Man, that he might have a Retreat in cafe 
of any Misfortune. The Men marched half 
a League through Bogs up to the Knees, at 
the foot of a Mountain Sufo met them with 
a multitude of Blacks. After a refolute 
Fight, Snfo retired fo orderly, that Borges 
fufpedted it was to draw him into fome Am- 
bufh * wherefore after 4 hours Engagcmer t 
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finding it impoffible to overcome by reafonot

After 8 hours Difpute the Enemy gave way. 
Our Admiral meeting them again a^out the 
middle of February in the Northern Sea, had 

the hte fuccefs.^ ^ Feuds were to great be¬ 
tween the Commander of the Town and 
Admiral of the Coaft, that the latter foot 
an Uncle of the Other. Thiseocouraged 
the King of Acbem to break with us, lmjprir 
fo'ine Franck de Soufa & Cafiro, who refided 
there as Ambaflador, and killing all the For- 
tuouefes about his Court. MAaca beingmuA 
diftrefied for want of Prov.fions and the 
Viceroy endeavouring to relieve it. News 
came that our Commander at Vamama was 
dead, whereupon it was found necefiaryto 
divide that Relief. Four Galleons werefent 
to Malaca, and Antony Tellez the Here of 
thefe Times with 500 Men, half of them 
Soldiers, to Damam. Tefoz went no farther 
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than Bacaim , iinderftanding there that the 
Peace offered by the Mogol was conclu 
ded. 

8. Two Ships failed from Lisbon tot India. 
About the end of June died the Viceroy 
Peter de Silva. An In ventary being made of 
what he was worth, it was cenfured to be 
too much for the little time he had to get 
it. He held the Government almoft four 
Years, was the 28th Viceroy, and 53d Go- 
vernour, the third of the Name, and firftof 
the Sirname. 


CHAP. XIV. 

The Government of Antony Tellez de 
Silva, from the Tear 1639, till 1640. 

1. A Htony Tellez de Silva ferved in India 
with much Valour, and had been 
fuccelsful againft the Hollanders, as has been 
related. He was named to fucceed 
1 in the Government in one of the 
Royal Patents, which were opened upon the 
Death of the Viceroy Peter de Silva 3 others 
alfo were appointed, whofe Names were 
not known to the Military Men, they might 
perhaps be Angular for San&ity, which, when 
real, is very private. But becaufe Antony 
Tellez, was then abfent, D. F. Francis of the 
Martyrs Archbifhop of Goa> who was one of 
thofe before-mentioned , took upon him to 

Govern 
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Govern in his Name. He fent TOm Advice 
of his Election, and the mean while em- 
ployed himfelf in fitting out 12 Men of 
War, and fome Viftuallem ta relieve Ma. 

At the fame time 9 Holland Shipsen¬ 
ding the River of Goa, fired three of out 
Galleons that were ac Murmugam without 
the lead oppofition, becaufe the Fort Jivas 
quite deftitute of Men and Aromumfion. 
Then arrived the Governour Antony Tellf* 
Itormibs at this unlucky Accident, not Jo 
much for the greatnefs of the Lofs, as foj 
Shame that the Enemy ftould compafs theft 
Ends in our Harbour, without fuftainmg the 

lead barm. .. ’ , ... 

3. After this Misfortune,News was brought, 
that two Enemies united were it) fight of Ma- 
laca, the Duteh with. 1.2 Men of War, f 6 
and King of Acbem with 25 Galleys. 

The Governour was taken up, making grea- 
ter Preparations to remedy thefe Dilaftets, 
than the low condition of India feeiped to 
promile, when one came to fucceed hirfHtf 
the Government, which he held not long, 
becaufe it would have been for the advan¬ 
tage of India. He was the 53d Governor, 
third of the Name, and fecond of the Sur¬ 
name.

Of the Viceroy John de Silva Tello, whe 
went far India in the Tear 1640. 

it T Ohn de SilvaTello , who had Comman- 
I ded the famous Place of Masvgani, 
on the Coaft of Afric^ and done good Ser¬ 
vice there, was now made Viceroy of India 
and failed from L'nbon with two Ships and 
two Pinks, IJe received the Sword from 
Antony Tellez de Silva then Governing, who 
prefently imbarqued for Vortugal , and fo 
India loft him, he not thinking it proper to 
ferve as Admiral where he had been Gover- 
iiour. Other Authors will write the Aft ions 
of the Viceroy John de Silva Tello , for he 
begins his Task where I end mine, which is 
at the end of the Fatal Year 1640, the Pe¬ 
riod of my Labours. I will only reckon 
ititn the 28th Viceroy, 54th Governour, the 
fifth of the Name, and third of the Sir- 
name.
